2.  Who  are  or  are  not.  In  misdemeanor  all  guilty  participators  are  principals. 
Tkereforef  where  A  and  one  B  were  indicted  for  uttering  counterfeit  coin,  and  the 
eridence  was  that  the  uttering  charged  in  the  indictment  was  effected  by  B  iu  the 
absence  of  A,  but  proof  was  giyen  that  before  the  uttering  the  two  prisonen  were 
acting  together  in  concert,  and  the  jury  found  that  they  were,  on  the  evening  in  ques- 
tion, engaged  in  the  common  purpose  of  uttering  counterfeit  coin.  Held^  that  A  was 
T^htly  convicted  as  a  principal.    Regina  v.  Greenwood,  ix.  535. 

2.  )Vhen  may  be  indicted.  The  crime  of  aiding  and  abetting  the  escape  of  a  prisoner 
being  a  felony,  the  abettor  may  be  indicted  before  the  principal  is  tried,  and  the  prose- 
cotion  need  not  be  instituted  within  one  year  after  the  offence  committed.  Regina  v.

ACCORD  AND  SATISFACTION. 

1.  What  amoimtn  to.  A  declaration  stated  a  contract,  and  non-performance  as  to  part 
Flea,  after  tight  of  action,  but  before  suit,  an  agreement  was  made  for  a  change  in  the 
manner  of  performance,  to  be  taken  in  full  discharge  of  all  causes  of  action  on  the  con- 
tract Averment,  part  performance,  and  tender,  before  suit,  of  the  readue  necessary 
to  complete  the  performance,  refusal  thereof,  and  defendant's  continuing  readiness  to 

*  deliver.  Held,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  it  did  not  show  an  accord  and  satis&ction 
of  the  whole  cause  of  action ;  that  it  could  not  be  taken  distributively  (under  sect.  75 
of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852)  as  an  answer  to  any  part,  and  that  a  tender 
was  insufficient     Gabriel  v.  Dresser,  xxix.  266. 

2.  Substituted  agreement.  To  an  action  in  indebitatus  assumpsit  for  work  and  labor, 
the  defeijdants  pleaded  that  the  debt  accrued  to  the  pUintiff  under  an  agreement,  by 
which  the  pkuntiff  agreed  with  the  defendants  to  execute  certain  works,  that  the  plaintiff 
after  he  had  conunenced  the  works,  stopped  the  same  until  another  agreement  was  made 
with  the  plaintiff  and  one  T.  P.,  and  by  which  the  plaintiff  agreed  with  the  said  T.  P. 
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to  fiotfb  the  mud  works;  tint  the  coo^dpradim  monej  voder  the  last  agreement  ivas 
paid,«nd  that  the  plaintiff  aoceptfif  (h^.tame  from  ^  aud  T.  P.  in  fall  peHbrmanoe 
of  such  agreement,  and  that  the  plaintiff  aecepled  the  lastHoentioned  agreement,  and 
the  perfimnance  thereof  by  the^  ^d'T.  P.  in  satiitfirtiiwi  and  disduo^  of  the  said 
agreement  between  the  ]>bi£a4^«nd  the  defendants.  HtUl,  a  bad  plea  on  general 
demurrer.    James  r.  Isoml  ii^'396. 

3.  To  a  declaration'in.  covenant  on  a  bond,  the  defendant,  as  surety,  pleaded  that 
after  the  making  o^tb^^bond,  and  before  any  of  the  breaches  of  corenant  alleged,  thft 
principal  and  othei^Jas  his  sureties,  executed  and  delirered  to  the  plaintiffs  another 
bond,  to  the  i^md<f ffect  as  that  declared  upon,  in  full  aatia&ctioD  and  discharge  of  the 
said  bond  .Ti^^tiKS*  declaration  mentioned,  and  of  all  covenants,  &c.  therein  contained, 
and  that'  t^^Auntiffs  then  accepted  the  said  other  bond  in  fiill  satisfiiction  and  discharge 
of  tl^e,Batd*bond  in  the  dedasation  mentioned,  and  <^  all  eoyenants,  &c.  HM,  on 
demiiSrfer  to  this  plea,  that  it  was  not  good  either  by  way  of  accord  and  satisfiiotion,  or

*  **,  i.  Abandonment  of  defence.  To  a  declaration  for  work  and  labor,  the  defendant 
pleaded  that  on  the  plaintiff's  levying  a  plaint  against  him  for  50/.,  he  gave  him  notice 
that  he  should  defend  himself  on  the  ground  of  inimcy ;  an  agreement  that  he  riiould 
pay  and  plaintiff  accept  plidntiff 's  costs  and  dOL ;  performance  of  the  agreement,  in 
satisfaction  of  all  causes  of  action  against  him.  Ayerment  of  facts  in  accordance.  Held^ 
that  assuming  the  plaintiff's  claim  to  be  fof  a  liquidated  demand,  and  that  the  defendant 
was  not  an  infant,  the  plea  showed  a  good  satis&ction ;  as  the  defendant,  besides  paying 
the  smaller  sum,  abandoned  his  defence  of  infimcy  in  the  county  court,  which  the  phdn- 
tiff  otherwise  would  have  had  to  litigate.

6.  Reference  to  arbitration.  Several  matters  in  difference  existing  between  the  plain- 
tiff and  defendants,  some  of  which  were  the  subject  of  an  itction,  it  was  agreed  l)etween 
them,  that,  in  consideration  that  the  defendants  would  consent  to  refer  to  arbitration 
the  matters  of  the  action,  the  plaintiff  would  accept  such  agreement  in  satisfaction  of 
all  damages  sustained  by  him  in  respect  of  the  other  matters.  Held,  that  the  agree- 
ment and  its  performance  was  a  good  bar  to  an  action  in  respect  of  the  last-mentioned 
matters.     WiUiatns  v.  The  London  Commercial  Exchange  Co.  xxix.  429. 

6.  When  plea  of,  sufficient  or  not.  A  plea  to  the  tother  maintonanee  of  an  action 
on  the  case  stated  that  it  was  agreed  between  the  phuntifis  and  the  defendants  that  the 
defendants  should  do  certain  things,  and  that  the  action  and  causes  of  action  should  be 
settled,  satisfied,  discharged,  and  terminated  by  the  arrangement  and  agreement  before 
mentioned.  The  plea  then  averred  performance  by  the  defendants  of  some  of  the 
things,  and  readiness  and  willingness  to  perform  the  others.  Held,  that  the  plea  was 
bad,  OS  it  did  not  distinctly  aver  that  the  plaintiffs  accepted  the  agreement  in  satis&o* 
tlon  and  discharge  of  the  causes  of  action.    Hall  v.  Flockton,  iv.  185. 

7.  In  an  action  upon  a  covenant  to  pay  upon  a  contingency,  an  accord  executed 
before  the  contingency  happened,  is  a  bad  plea.    Healey  v.  Spenee,  xx.  476.

ACCOUNT. 

1.  Action  of  J£  one  of  two  tonants  in  common  solely  occupy  the  land,  farm  it  at 
his  own  cortt,  and  take  Uie  produce  for  his  own  benefit,  his  co-tonant  cannot  m^ntain 
an  action  of*  account  against  the  former,  under  the  statute  4  Anne,  c.  16,  s.  27,  as  lus 
bailiff,  by  roo^^n  of  the  former  having  received  more  than  comes  to  his  just  share  and 
proportion.  The  statute  applies  to  cases  where  rent  or  payment  in  money  or  in  kind 
duo  in  respect  of  the  premises,  is  received  from  a  third  party  by  one  co-tenant,  who 
retains,  for  his  own  use,  the  whole  or  more  than  his  proportional  share.  Henderson  v. 
Eason,  ix.  337. 

2.  Belnoeen  tenants  in  common  and  their  heirs.    A  doolaration  in  account  stated  that 
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Aaod  B  ihe  tenants  in  eoauaou  in  fee,  made  s  lease  with  a  general  covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  pay  the  rant  (vithont  a  saying  to  whom)  on  Michaelmas  and 
Lidyday.  A  died,  and  on  ti&e  IbUowing  Ladyday,  the  tenant  paid  half  a  year's  rent 
toB.  It  appeared  at  thtf  tnal  that  the  plaintiff,  the  heir  at  Liw  of  A,  received  12i). 
kL  from  B ;  but  he  daimed  6^  6«.  which  was  the  amount  of  half  of  the  half  year's 
rent  JJeJcf,  that  the  judge  rightly  directed  the  jury  that  B  had  received  more  than 
iis  abaie  of  the  rent^  and  that  he  was  accountable  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  excess. 
Beer  v.  Beer^  iz.  468. 

3.  Whgn  equity  will  cpen  a  settled  aeoouni  for  correction  of  errors.  Where  parties 
^gree  toisetde  accounts  by  ascertaining  the  exact  balance,  if  errors  are  discovered)  a 
court  of  equity  will  open  the  account  and  correct  them;  but  otherwise  if  tlye  parties 
■aeet  not  to  ascertain  the  exact  balance,  but  to  agree  upon  a  gross  sum  as  such 
balance.  Fraud  will,  however,  vitiate  either  kind  of  settlement  Mackelktr  v.  W€Ulacei 
xxvi62. 

4.  When  bill  /or  will  lie.  The  illegality  of  a  transaedon  between  principal  and  agent 
is  not  neceasttrily  a  bar  to  a  suit  in  equity  seeking  for  an  account  of  such  transac- 
tion.

5.  A  hili  for  an  acoount  mH  not  lie  unless  it  refers  to  mutual  accounts.  Phillips  v. 
PhUaps,  xiL  259. 

6.  A  bill  fi)r  an  account  by  a  ]Mineipal  against  his  agent  is  not  sustainable  whera  the 
tEMuaction  is  sin^e,  not  tainted  with  fraud,  and  zemediaUe  at  law.  JNamUshaw  v. 
Brownriggf  vii.  106. 

7.  A  Calcutta  firm  directed  their  consignees  in  London,  if  in  funds,  to  hold  10,625/. 
at  the  disposal  of  M.,  a  creditor,  and  advised  M.  of  the  directions.  The  London 
finn  received  this  letter  on  the  12th  of  March,  1841,  and  advised  M.  thereof, 
stating  that  they  were  then  in  cash  advance  to  the  firm  to  a  greater  amount  than 
the  expected  remittances  were  likely  to  cover;  and  concluded:  ^*We  have,  how- 
ever, roistered  the  above,  and  should  remittances  or  conmgnments  come  forward 
to  enable  us  to  meet  their  wishes,  we  shall  lose  no  time  in  advising  you.*'  In  1842, 
tile  CaliButIa  firm  revdced  their  order  in  fiivor  of  M.  Upon  bill  by  M.  against  the 
London  firm  and  others,  it  was  held  by  the  Court  below  that  the  correspondence 
entitled  M.  to  an  accounti  as  against  the  Iiondon  finn,  "of  the  balance  in  their  hands 
on  the  12th  of  March,  1841,  on  their  general  acoount  with  the  Calcutta  firm,  and  of 
the  consignments  and  remittances  of  the  Calcutta  firm  to  the  London  firm  up  to  the 
rsvocation  of  the  order,  the  London  firm  to  have  credit  in  such  account  for  all 
dependences  existing  between  them  and  thp  Calcutta  firm  on  the  12th  of  March, 
1841.  Upon  i^peal,  the  Court  directed  the  cause  to  stand  ovfer  until  the  i^ntiff 
bad  established  his  right  by  an  action  at  Liw ;  and  the  final  result  of  that  action  being, 
that  the  correspondence  created  no  contract  at  law  by  the  London  firm  to  appro- 
priate the  proceeds  of  future  remittances  in  satisfaction  of  the  10,625/.,  the  bill  was 
dianissed.    Malcolm  v.  Scotty  i.  72. 

8.  Bi^  of  an  infant  to  an  account  for  rents  and  pn^iSj  notwithstanding  statute  of 
limitations.  The  plaintiff,  who  attained  his  majority  in  October,  1849,  brought  a  bill 
m  December,  1850,  claiming  that  the  title  to  certain  copyhold  estates  accrued  to  him 
in  1831,  and  praying  for  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits.  His  tide  being  declared, 
it  was  heldf  that  he  was  entitied  to  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  from  the  time 
Ins  title  accrued.    Hieks  v.  SalUtt,  xxviL  21 2. 

9.  What  are  mutual  accounts.  A  mutual  account  means  not  merely  that  one  of  two 
parties  has  received  and  paid  money  for  the  other,  but  that  each  of  the  two  parties 
bas  received  and  paid  money  on  the  other^s  account    /5. 

ACCOUNT  STATED. 

Admission  of  balance  equitably  due.  The  plaintiff  executed  a  written  contract  of 
absolute  sale  of  goods  to  defendant,  and  aflerwards  sued  him  for  a  sum  claimed  to  be 
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due  oQt  of  the  proceeds  of  the  goods  sold,  as  a  balaace  after  pairing  the  amownt 
advanced  by  the  defendant  on  their  secnrity.  Hw  plaintifi'  showed,  that  upon  the 
demand  of  such  bahincei  the  defendant  admitted  the  correctness  of  the  amount^  and 
promised  to  pay  it  oyer.  Held^  that  though  the  sale  wal  absolute  in  law,  yet  the 
babnce  might  be  recorered  in  an  action  upon  an  account  stated.  Howard  t.  Brown^ 
m,  xzil  181.

ACTION. 

1.  Far  breach  of  an  executory  contract  for  the  tale  of  a  ship.  An  action  cannot  be 
maintained  lor  the  breach  of  an  executory  contract  for  the  aile  of  a  ship,  unless  the 
contract  be  by  an  instrument  in  writing  containing  a  recital  of  the  certificate  of 
registry.    Duncan  t.  Ttndal,  zz.  224. 

2.  By  a  third  person  against  the  vendor  of  an  article,  the  unsoundness  of  which  caused 
an  injury.  An  action  will  not  lie  against  a  tradesman  who  sold  an  article  which  he, 
at  the  time,  belieyed  to  be  sound,  but  wliich  was  actually  unsound,  for  an  injury  sus- 
tained by  a  third  person,  not  a  party  to  the  contract  of  sale,  in  consequence  of  such 
unsoundness.    Longmeid  r.  HolUday,  vi.  562. 

3.  Against  plaintiff's  brokers  for  deceit.  Declaration  chai^d  defendants,  plaintiff's 
brokers,  with  fiilsely  and  fraudulently  deceiving  plaintiff  by  representing  they  had 
purchased  tons  of  palm  oil,  to  arrive,  at  per  ton,  whereas  defendants  by 
their  contract  were  to  receive  the  aaid  oil  only  after  the  delivery  of  a  certain  quantity 
to  other  vendees.  The  vessel  did  not  bring  enough  to  fill  the  orders  of  the  latter, 
and  the  plaintiff  received  none.  Loss  thereby.  It  appeared  there  was  no  fi«ud 
intended  by  defendants.  Held,  that  an  action  was  not  maintainable  on  this  declara- 
tion.    Thorn  V.  j^gland,  xx.  467. 

4.  Right  of  after  an  assignment  of  a  contract  by  the  plaintiff  to  defendant.  The 
pliuntiff  and  defendants  entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  railway  company  to  execute 
a  contract,  for  making  a  tunnel  upon  a  line  of  railway,  called  ^  the  Moiiey  contract" 
The  plaintiff  then  asagned  to  the  defendants  all  his  right  and  interest  in  the  contract, 
and  the  defendants  agreed  to  pay  a  given  sum  to  the  plaintiff  upon  the  completion 
of  the  contract  Subsequently,  it  became  necessary  to  vary  the  levels,  and  the  defend- 
ants agreed  with  the  company  to  make  the  tunnel  in  a  different  direction  from  that 
specified  in  the  Morley  contract,  and  uppn  different  terms  as  to  pa3rment  Held,  thai 
the  plaintiff  had  no  right  to  sue  the  defendants  for  the  sum  stipulated  to  be  pud  to 
him  by  the  agreement,  as  the  Morley  contract  never  was  completed.  Humphreys  v. 
Jones,  ii.  366. 

5.  On  an  incomplete  agreement  An  action  will  not  lie  on  an  incomplete  agreement^ 
as  for  instance,  on  an  unacc^ted  proposal  to  pay  a  certain  percentage  on  an  account 
on  receiving  proper  indemnification.

6.  Right  of  action,  when  barred*  The  rule  of  law  that  a  personal  action,  once  sus- 
pended by  the  act  of  the  party,  is  gone  forever,  and  the  rule  that  a  covenant  not 
to  sue  fer  a  limited  time  is  no  bar  to  an  action,  considered  and  explained.  Per 
Maule,  J.,  Bdshaw  v.  Bush,  xiv.  269. 

7.  On  Itonds  of  a  public  company.  The  Heme  Bay  Pier  Act  enables  the  company 
to  borrow  money  on  bond,  under  their  common  seal,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
undertaking  aro  to  be  a  security  fijr  Uie  money  so  borrowed,  with  interest,  and  all 
bondholders  shall  be  equally  entitled  to  a  claim  or  lien  on  the  said  rents  and  profits  in 
proportion  to  the  sums  thereby  secured,  and  without  any  preference  by  reason  of  the 
priority  of  date  of  any  such  securities,  or  any  other  account  whatever.  Hdd,  that  this 
clause  did  not  prevent  a  creditor,  to  whom  the  company  had  g^ven  a  bond  under  their 
oommon  seal,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  money  at  a  fixed  day,  and 
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interest  m  the  mean  time,  fitam  suittg  the  company  for  the  penalty  of  that  bond ;  ijaa 
ekase  at  the  end  of  the  section  only  applying  to  prevent  a  creditor  recovering  under 
his  judgment  in  prefhrence  to  others.     Bolckow  v.  The  Heme  Pier  Bay  Co*  xyi 

8.  Act  14  und  15  Vkt.  c.  105.  The  22d  section  of  the  Act  14  and  15  Vict.  c.  105, . 
which  provides  that,  afler  a  certain  reconveyance,  the  Governor  and  Company  of 
Cc^per  Miners  shall  hold  their  property  discharged  from  all  rights  and  claims  of 
creditors  and  claimants,  refers  to  debts  or  liquidated  claims,  and  is  not  a  bar  to  an 
action  for  damages  accruing  afler  the  passage  of  the  act  by  reason  of  a  continuing 
breach  by  said  company.  6t  an  agreement  made  prior  to  its  passage ;  the  damages 
for  the  breach  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  being  provided  for  in  its  twelflh 
sectioQ.

9.  Upon  judgment.  By  the  law  of  Scothmd,  execution  cannot  issue  on  a  decree 
pending  an  appeal ;  but  by  the  48  Gea  ILL  c  151,  s.  17,  when  an  appeal  is  lodged  in 
the  House  of  Lords,  the  Court  of  Session  is  to  have  power  to  regulate  all  matters  rela-  . 
ihe  to  interim  posseasiea  or  execution,  and  payment  of  costs,  and  expenses  already 
incurred  aoeording  to  their  discretion.  An  *^  interim  decree  for  payment "  was  made 
at  the  same  time,  decreeing  and  ordaining  the  pursuer  to  make  payment  to  the 
defender,  of  the  said  torn  of  494/^^  and  granting  a  warrant  to  the  messenger^at-anna 
to  enforce  pa3finent  of  that  suul  Held,  that  the  decree  was  not  in  the  nature  of  a 
final  judgment,  and  an  action  could  not  be  maintained  thereon.

14.  For  personal  iermces.  Senible,  that  an  action  may  be  maintained  by  a  party 
flottmoned  aa  a  witness  for  his  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  trial  PeU  r.

15.  In  an  action  for  salvage  services,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff,  being  a  common 
sailor,  was  ordered  by  the  captain  of  his  own  ship  to  go  in  a  boat  with  others,  ibr  a 
distance  of  fourteen  mfles,  to  the  assistance  of  another  vessel,  which  was  stranded  on  « 
the  bar  of  a  river,  and  to  place  himself  under  the  command  of  the  captain  of  that 
other  vessel.  Hold,  that,  under  those  circumstances,  he  could  not  maintain  an  action 
against  the  owner  of  the  vessel  saved,  for  the  personal  services  which  he  had  rendered.

21.  Cwnulative  remedies.  A,  a  British  subject,  daimed  to  be  entitled  to  ccnpenh 
sation  for  certain  losses  suffered  by  him  through  oonfiecation  of  his  property  in  the  first 
French  revolution.  The  governments  of  England  and  France  entered  into  con- 
ventions respecting  compensation  to  be  afforded  to  British  subjects.  The  English 
government  received  all  the  moneys  agreed  upon  between  the  two  governments  a« 
the  amount  of  compensation,  and  undertook  to  satisfy  all  the  claimants.  An  act  of 
parliament  was  passed,  declaring  how  claims  were  to  be  prefetrod  and  liquidated. 
A  presented  his  claim  to  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act,  and  adopted  the 
modes  of  proceeding  provided  by  it ;  his  claim  was  rejected.  After  payment  of  the 
claims  which  were  established  to  the  satis&ction  of  the  comnuasionera,  a  surplus 
nsmained,  which,  in  accordance  with  one  of  the- provisions  of  the  act,  was  paid  over 
to  the  lords  of  the  treasury.  A  proceeded  to  make  his  claim  a&esh  under  a  petition 
of  right.  Heldy  that  he  had  no  remedy  except  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute.

22.  By  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  directors  of  a  company  have

IT.    Rights,  Duties^  and  lAabilities  of  Executors.

.the  executor,  instead  of  paying  the  legacies,  and  dividing  the  residue  amongst  the 
residuary  legatees,  retains  the  money  in  his  own  hands,  he  b  guilty  of  a  breach  of 
trust,  and  will  be  charged  5^  per  cent,  interest  on  the  money  so  retained ;  and  if  he 
pays  the  money  into  his  banker's,  and  mixes  it  with  his  own  money,  he  will  be  con- 
sidered to  have  had  the  same  benefit  in  respect  of  it  aj  if  he  had  embariced  it  in  trade, 
and  will  be  chaiged  with  annual  rests  on  the  balances  in  his  hands ;  and  the  burden 
the  executor  to  show  that  he  has  derived  no  benefit  from  the  balance  thus  in 
Vs  hands.

Payments  made  by  an  adminia* 
tiatrix.  in  reelect  of  wagers  decided  in  the  testator's  lifetime  are  unauthorized,  and 
cannot  be  allowed  againit  the  estate ;  but  those  made  in  respect  of  wagers  not  so 
decided  are  good  payments,  those  undecided  wagers  being  illegal  contracts  which 
either  party  might  determine,  and  which  she,  by  payment,  must  be  taken  to  haye 
detenakied.

4.  CoaUnuance  of  assets  in  trade.  A  mere  authority,  in  a  will,  to  continue  the  tes- 
taUu^s  aaseta  in  trade,  does  not  anthorize  the  executors  to  trade  with  them;  and 
paitners  trading  with  such  assets,  with  notice,  are  bound  to  inquire  into  the  trusts  upon 
which  they  are  held,  and  are  liaUe  in  respect  of  them.     Travis  y.  Miine,  yii.  195. 

5.  An  executor,  not  proving  the  will  until  after  his  co-executors  had  improperly 
invested  the  testator's  assets,  cannot  justify  taking  no  step  in  respect  of  or  interfering 
with  than  for  a  considerable  period.    lb, 

€.  Loss  ef  assets.  Where  a  will  contains  no  direction  for  the  executors  to  invest  the 
proceeds  of  the  testator's  estate,  and  the  proceeds  are  left  in  the  hands  of  the  testator's 
bankers,  and  a  redduary  legatee  refuses  to  accept  his  share  by  small  sums  on  account, 
the  executors  will  not  be  held  liable  for  any  loss  which  may  ensue  by  fiiilure  of  the 
bankers  before  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the  testator's  decease.  Johnston  v. 
NewUMj  xxL  494. 

7.  Sale  by  acting  exeeut&rs — Disclaimer,  Copyholds  are  within  the  statute  of  21  Hen. 
VIII.  0^4,  and,  consequently,  a  sale  of  copyhold  estates  made  without  the  concurrence 
of  one  co-executor,  who  subsequently  disclaimed  to  act  as  co-executor,  the  disclaimer 
being  prima  fade  evidence  of  a  refusal  to  act  from  the  beginning,  is  good.  Pepper^ 
com  v.  Wagman^  xiiL  199. 

8.  Power  of  sale*  The  power  which  an  executor  or  administrator  possesses  of 
making  a  vaUd  mortgage,  includes  in  it  a  power  to  give  all  that  is  properly  incidental 
to  that  ^)ecaes  of  alienation ;  hence  a  power  of  sale  may  be  given.  Russell  v.  Plaice^ 
xxm.  375. 

9.  A  charge  of  debts  on  an  estate  devised,  gives  the  executor  an  implied  power  of 
sale.    Robinson  v.  Lowaier^  xxiii.  540. 

10.  Mortgage  by  executor.  An  executor  borrowed  money  upon  a  representation 
that  it  was  wanted  for  the  purposes  of  his  tesfcatoi^s  estate.  The  money  was  lent  upon 
the  personal  security  of  the  executor,  who  afterwards  mortgaged  part  of  the  testator's 
property  as  a  security  Ibr  the  money  antecedently  advanced ;  the  executor  died  and 
the  mortgagee  took  possession  of  the  mortgaged  estates,  and  advertised  them  for  sale. 
The  plaintiOr,  who  was  both  the  representative  of  the  deceased  executor,  and  also  the 
executor  of  the  original  testator,  filed  a  bill  praying  for  an  injunction  against  the  sale. 
//«/</,  that  there  being  no  evidence  that  the  money  was  not  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the 
estate,  the  bill  ought  to  be  dismissed.  Held^  also,  that  the  plaintiff  had  a  right  to  appear  in 
the  angle  character  of  executor  of  the  testator  and  bring  this  bilL  Miles  v.  Dunrford^ 
xui.  120. 

11.  Commissions,  £xecQtors  in  India  of  an  indigo  planter  were  held  entitled  to  a 
coaunisston  of  bL  per  oent^  on  the  gross  assets  collected  by  theno.  Matthews  v.  Bag- 
shawe^  vii.  244. 

12.  Interest  an  execuior^s  ai'counts.  It  is  not  according  to  the  ordinary  course  or 
prai^ce  to  direct  the  master  in  taking  the  accounts  against  an  executor,  to  calculate 
interest  upon  an  unascertained  residue.     WUlkmis  v.  Powell,  x.  224. 

13.  Executor  liable  to  interest  on  balance  retained.  The  usual  coarse  is  to  charge  an 
executor,  itho  has  mer^y  retained  balances  in  his  hands,  with  interest  at  4/.  per  cent ; 
if  bo  has  acted  improperiy,  using  the  money  for  his  own  benefit,  then  5/.  per  cent    In 
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this  case,  investments  were  noade  in  exchequer  bills,  &c^  not  autlionzod  by  the  wiSL 
There  being  no  evidence  of  a  bad  intention,  it  was  held  that  the  executor  diould  pay 
only  4/.  per  cent.    KnoU  v.  Cottee^  xiiL  304. 

14.  Wil/td  default — Interest,  In  an  administration  suit  by  one  executor  against  hia 
co-executors,  the  pleadings  raised  a  question  of  wilful  dc&ult ;  but  upon  the  hearing, 
a  decree  was  made  for  the  common  accounts  of  what  had  been  received,  without  any 
ipecial  direction  or  inquiry  as  to  what  might  have  been  received  but  for  the  wilful 
default  of  the  defendants.  '  Upon  the  cause  coming  on  for  further  directions,  it  was 
held  that  the  plaintifT  was  then  precluded  from  raising  the  question  as  to  wilful  de&ult, 
but  that  if  the  question  were  still  open,  the  plaintiff  could  not  call  upon  his  co-executon 
to  account  for  what  he  joindy  with  them  might  have  received.  The  plaintiflf  claimed 
interest  upon  balances  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  defendants.  Heldf  that  the  court 
was  not  precluded  from  entertaining  this  question  by  the  decree,  which  might  have 
afforded  materials  for  forming  an  opinion-    Janes  v.  MorraUy  xiii.

15.  Marriage  of  adwmistratrix.  If  an  administratrix  marries  without  providing  for  the 
security  of  the  trust  property,  she  coomiits  a  bi'each  of  trust.   Derbishire  v.  Home^  xxi.  207. 

16.  Devastavit.  A  testator  bequeathed  an  annuity  of  250/.  to  hb  widow,  and  directed 
that  a  competent  part  of  the  money  which  he  should  die  possessed  of,  and  which  should 
be  invested  in  his  name  should,  with  the  widow's  consent,  be  placed  out,  in  the  names 
of  his  executors,  on  other  security  or  in  the  funds,  to  the  intent  that  the  widow  might, 
during  her  life,  receive  the  annuity,  as  it  became  due,  *^  out  of  the  interest,  dividends, 
proceeds,  and  produce  **  thereof;  and,  afler  giving  certain  legacies,  the  testator  be- 
queathed Uie  said  invested  moneys,  3nd  all  his  residuary  personalty,  to  certain  other 
persons.  The  executors  paid  the  pecuniary  legacies  in  full,  and  in  course  of  time 
exhausted  all  the  remaining  assets,  about  4,300L,  in  keeping  down  the  annuity/  Heldy 
that  this  was  no  devastavity  because  the  capital  fund  was  applicable,  under  the  terms 
of  the  gift,  in  payment  of  the  annuity.    Miner  v.  Baldwin^  xxi.  111. 

17.  Executor  who  is  also  legatee.  When  an  executor,  who  is  also  a  specific  legatee, 
takes  possession,  primd  facie,  he  does  so  in  virtue  of  his  character  of  executor,  and 
not  in  that  of  legatee ;  but  the  possession  may  afterwards  become  changed,  either  by 
a  formal  act  of  assent,  or  by  conduct  and  dealing  inconsistent  with  the  character  df 
executor.     Trail  v.  BuU^  xxi.  530. 

18.  Obligee  made  executor  of  obligor.  If  the  obligee  in  a  bond  makes  the  obligor  his 
executor,  the  debt  remains  unchanged,  in  equity,  the  same  as  if  a  stranger  had  been 
executor.     Turner  v.  Cox,  xxvi.  72. 

19.  Assignment  by  one  executor.  By  an  assignment,  by  <Mie  of  the  several  executors 
of  a  leasehold  estate,  the  property  of  the  testatrix,  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  that 
executor  absolutely  for  his  benefit,  reciting  that  the  assignor  and  another  executor  had 
proved  the  will,  (but  not  stating  the  fact  that  a  tliird  executor  had  also  subsequently 
proved,)  and  reciting  that  the  executors  had  assented  to  the  bequest  to  the  assignor, 
it  was  witnessed  that  the  assignor,  in  his  several  capacities  of  executor  and  assignee  of 
the  testatrix,  in  eousideration  of  the  sum  therein  mentioned,  sold  and  assigned  the 
premises  to  the  purchaser.  The  assignor,  in  his  character  of  executor,  was,  at  the 
time  of  the  assignment,  indebted  to  the  estate  of  the  testatrix  in  a  sum  greater  than 
the  value  of  the  property  assigned.  On  a  bill  by  the  co-executors,  on  behalf  of  the 
estate  of  the  testatrix,  to  set  aside  the  assignment,  and  recover  the  title  deeds,  it  Was 
held,  that  the  assignment  by  the  executor  to  the  purchaser  was  effectual,  and  that, 
whether  there  had  or  had  not  been  an  assent  to  the  bequest  by  the  other  executors, 
the  court  would  not  disturb  the  sale.     Cole  v.  Miles,  xvii.  582. 

20.  Unsettled  accounts — Intermediate  dividends.  Where  executors  had  inveSed 
money  to  answer  cbims  on  unsettled  accounts  between  their  testator  and  other  per- 
sons, and  paid  the  dividends  to  the  tenant  for  life  nnder  the  will,  on  a  claim  filed  after 
the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  by  a  party  entitled  to  the  fund,  the  court  directed  an 
inquiry  befi>re  tibe  master  as  to  who  was  the  party  entitled  to  the  capital,  and  ordered 
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the  dividends  to  be  pcdd  in  tlie  mean  time  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  testator's 
estate.

21.  Suit  by  administrator — Staying  proceedings  without  prejudice.  .  Where  there  has 
heen  a  final  decree  in  a  suit  in  India,  upon  motion  hy  the  defendant  in  a  sim^r  suit 
m  England,  between  the  same  parties  and  for  the  same  purpose,  the  court  in  flgland 
win  make  an  order  staying  all  proceedings  in  the  English  suit,  without  prejudice  to 
vaj  proceedings  which  the  plaintiff,  an  administrator,  may  be  advised  to  adopt  with 
reference  to  the  decree  and  proceedings  in  India.     OsteU  v.  Lepage,  xvii.  57. 

22.  AdministrcUor  de  bonis  non  in  India,  An  administrator  de  bonis  non,  &c.,  in 
latfia^  appointed  by  the  authority  of  the  plaintiff  administrator  in  England,  is  substan- 
tialiy  the  same  party  for  this  purpose,    lb. 

23.  Assent  to  compromise.  Such  administrator  in  India  is  authorized  to  assent  to  a 
campnsnise,  under  the  authority  of  the  court  in  India,  and  a  decree  adopting  that 
compromise  is  a  final  decree.    lb. 

24.  Setting  agide  decree.  After  such  decree  the  pliuntifi*  in  England  cannot,  by  sup- 
plemental bin  or  amendment  und&r  the  new  practice,  continue  the  English  suit,  in 
order  to  obtsun  discovery  of  facts  which  would  enable  him  to  set  aside  the  decree  in 
India.    lb. 

25.  E^€cui€jr  de  son  tort,  acts  of,  when  good.  The  act  of  an  executor  de  son  tort  is 
good  ag»nst  the  true  representative  of  the  deceased,  only  where  it  is  lawful,  and  such 
an  act  as  tbe  true  representative  was  bound  to  perform,  in  the  due  course  of  admin- 
istration.   Buddey  v.  Barber,  i.  506. 

26.  Suit  on  bond.  The  administratrix  de  bonis  non  of  an  intestate  cannot  in  cqnity 
sue  upon  or  enforce  the  administration  bond  given  to  the  ordinary  by  the  'original 
adnunistrator,  against  his  estate  and  the  co-sureties  in  the  bond,  without  shbwing  some 
special  circtmistances  why  the  ordinary  himself  did  not  institute  the  proceedings.  Bol- 
ton V.  Powell^  Till.  165. 

27.  Payment  by  executor  de  son  tort.  Where  an  executor  de  son  tort  really  acts  in 
the  character  of  executor,  and  out  of  the  assets  in  his  hands  makes  a  payment  in  satis- 
frction  of  a  debt  due  fh>m  the  deceased,  to  a  person  who  at  the  time  might  reasonably 
suppose  that  he  had  authority  to  act  as  executor,  such  payment  is  valid  and  binding 
upon  tbe  person  who  afterwards  becomes  the  rightful  administrator.  Thompson  y. 
Harding,  xx.  145. 

28.  Executor  indited  to  testator^s  estate.  An  executor  indebted  to  Ins  testator^s 
estate  creates  b  charge  on  his  (the  executor's)  own  freehold  estate  in  favor  of  his  \rife 
and  children,  to  tbe  amount  specified  in  the  testator's  will,  as  part  of  their  share  of  his 
residuary  estate.  Held,  that  the  wife  and  children  were  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
charge,  although  the  debt  due  to  the  testator's  estate  remained  unpaid.  StUwcU  v. 
MeUer^,  r.  185. 

29.  Assent  before  taking  out  administration.  Afler  the  death  of  an  intestate,  his 
widow  took  xKMsession  of  a  portion  of  his  property,  with  the  supposed  assent  of  a  son 
who  afterwards  took  out  administration.  Held,  that  the  administrator  was  not  bound 
b^  that  assent,  supposing  such  to  have  been  given.    Morgan  t.  Thomas,  xviif.  526. 

30.  Attachment  of  debt.  An  executor  of  a  judgment  creditor  who  has  not  revived 
tiie  judgment,  or  entered  a  suggestion  upon  the  roll  in  pursuance  of  sect  129,  of  stat. 
15  &  16  Vict,  c  76,  is  not  a  " creditor  who  has  obtained  judgment**  within  sect  60  of 
the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1854,  and  therefore  is  not  entitied  to  an  order  for 
attachment  of  a  debt  due  to  tho  judgment  debtor  under  sect  61.  Baynard  v.  Simr 
wms,  XXX.  290. 

31.  Purchase  from  one  executor.  If  a  co-executor,  having  a  beneficial  interest  in 
the  Mtate  and  being  indebted  to  the  same,  assigns  his  interest  to  his  other  creditors, 
his  co-executors  have  a  lien  on  the  interest  so  assigned  in  preference  to  the  assignees. 
Cole  V.  Muddle,  xiii.  26. 

82.  Suit  by  admnistraUrr— Laches.    An  administrator  bavxng  died  indebted  to  his 
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intestate's  estate,  and  liis  executor  having  misapplieii  and  become  bankrapt,  a  suit 
commenced  by  the  administrator  de  bonis  non  of  the  intestate  against  the  administrator's 
heirs  and  sureties  fiAeen  years  after  his  death ;  but  no  decree  having  been  obtained 
thereon  and  the  suit  having  been  suffered  to  rest  dormant  till  thirty-one  years  from  tibe 
deatl^f  the  administrator,  it  was  held  that  the  revival  of  the  suit  at  ihat  time  must 
be  considered  as  an  original  suit,  and,  as  such,  barred  by  length  of  time  and  laches.

S3.  'LiabUUy  on  contract  of  intestate.  In  an  action  agunst  an  administratrix,  the  first 
count  of  the  declaration  stated  an  agreement  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  intestate, 
by  which,  if  the  pUuntifF  succeeded  in  selling  a  certain  picture,  the  intestate  ^agreed 
to  pay  to  him  100/. ;  and  alleged  that  the  plaintiff,  after  the  death  of  the  intestate,  did 
succeed  iu  selling  the  picture,  *'  which  sale  was  confirmed-by  the  defendant  as  adminr 
istratrix."  Breach,  non-payment  of  the  100/.  Held,  that  the  authority  to  sell  was 
revoked  by  the  intestate's  death,  and  that  the  confirmation  of  the  sale,  as  alleged  in  the 
declaration,  was  not  a  confinnation  of  the  contract  with  the  intestate,  so  as  to  make 
the  defendant  liable  to  pay  the  100/.     Campcmari  v.  Woodbum,  zxviiL  321. 

34.  SembUy  that  the  defendant,  after  the  confirmation  of  the  sale,  was  bound  to 
remunerate  the  plaintiff  on  a  quaintwn  meruit  for  effecting  the  sale.    lb.      f 

35.  Adminiatrator  ad  litem.  In  a  creditor's  suit,  an  administrator  ad  Utem  of  the 
intestate  debtor  does  not  sufficientiy  represent  him.     Groves  v.  Lane,  xiii.  52B. 

36.  Money  lent — Payment  to  adminiatrator  of  executor  or  administrator  de  boms  nofu 
A  testator  devised  400/.  to  his  daughter  M.,  and  in  the  event  of  her  dying  without  issue, 
the  same  to  be  divided  among  such  of  his  other  children  as  riiould  be  then  living. 
M.  died  without  issue,  the  testator^s  other  children  having  died  in  his  lifetime.  £., 
the  son  and  executor  of  tiie  testator,  covenanted  by  indenture  with  the  defendant, 
another  son,  that  the  latter  should  apply  tiie  share  of  M.  towards  the  purchase  of 
an  estate  which  £.  had  sold  to  him ;  that  that  sum  should  continue  in  the  defendant's 
hands,  and  bo  payaUe  with  interest,  to  £.  or  to  M.,  and  that  the  defendant  should  be 
chargeable  with  such  principal  money  as  might  become  payable  agreeaUy  to  the  will 
of  the  testator.  The  defendant  covenanted  with  £.  for  payment  to  him  for  the  use 
of  M.,  of  so  much  of  the  s<ud  principal  money  as  might  become  payable  agreeably  to 
the  said  recited  will.  The  plaintiff  was  the  administrator  of  £.,  the  executor ;  and  it 
was  held  that  this  was  money  lent,  and  that  the  defendant  was  bound  to  repay  it  to 
the  plaintiff,  and  was  not  entitied  to  delay  payment,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  it  to 
the  administrator  de  bonis  non  of  the  original  testator  when  he  should  be  appcnnted.

37.  Suit  by  a  married  woman  as  executrix — Stay  of  proceedings — Indemnifying  hus' 
band  against  costs.  Where  a  married  woman,  who  was  living  separate  from  her  hus- 
band, brought  an  action  as  executrix,  in  which  the  husband  was  made  co-plaintiff 
against  his  wiU,  the  court  refused  to  stay  tiie  action  altogether,  but  ordered  the  pro- 
ceedings to  be  stayed  until  security  was  given  to  indemnify  the  husband  against  the 
costs  of  the  action.

2.-Cen^n  lands  being  given  to  A  for  life,  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  Rents  Act 
of  18S4|nnth  power  of  leasing,  and  A  having  leased  portions  of  the  premises  after  the 
passage  of  the  said  act,  it  was  held,  after  the  death  (k  A,  that  his  personal  estate  was 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  the  act    Loch  v,  De  Burghy  vL  65. 

3.  A  parity  acting  as  sole  executor  and  trustee  not  to  make  profit — Income  ofcoUiery, 
A  testator,  being  seized  of  real  leasehold  and  personal  estate,  (part  of  the  leasehold 
being  a  ooUiery,)  devised  part  of  his  real  estate  to  his  son,  and  the  residue  of  his  estate, 
real  and  personal,  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  sell  at  some  convenient  time,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  son,  and  secure  the  pajrment  of  certain  tansts  and  annuities,  and  then  convey 
the  residue  to  the  son.  The  two  trustees  were  made  co-executors  with  the  son.  At 
the  time  of  the  testator^s  death,  the  debts  exceeded  the  pare  personalty.

4.  AdmmtbraUjr  of  shareholder-^LiabUity  to  calls.  In  a  suit  for  the  administration 
of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  shareholder  in  a  joint-stock  banking  company,  the  registered 
public  officer  presented  a  petition  praying  leave  to  prove  as  a  creditor  for  the  amount 
of  a  call  made  since  the  death  of  the  shareholder  in  respect  of  the  shares.  Held,  ovcr- 
roKng  the  decision  of  the  court  below,  that  the  deceased  shareholder  having  cove- 
nanted to  pay  all  calls,  and  the  shares  having  vested  in  his  executors,  as  part  of  his 
estate,  they  by  law  became  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  deed,  and  were  liable  for  the 
etSSoj  there  being  nothing  in  the  deed  of  settlement  of  the  company  overruling  the 
rule  of  law.    Heward  v.  Wheadey^  xvii.  432. 

5.  Lease  of-  tithes.^  A  ftther,  being  possessed  of  a  lease  of  tithes  from  a  dean  and 
chapter,  which  was  renewable  by  custom,  upon  receiving  notice  to  renew,  agnified 
verbally,  to  his  son,  that  he  wished  him  to  take  the  renewal  for  his  own  benefit.  The 
son  paid  tiie  fine;, the  &th«r  died,  having  made  the  son  his  executor.  After  the 
fiitiier's  death,  the  son  took  the  new  lease  to  himself;  and  in  a  crediton'  suit  against 
Hie  estate  of  the  father,  the  court  reftised  to  consider  the  new  lease  as  part  of  the 
fitther^s  assets.    Lee  v.  Flood,  xix.  233. 

6.  Demonstrative  Ugacy^-Payment  of  interest  on.  Payment  of  interest  on  a  demonstra- 
tive legacy,  from  the  income  of  the  fund  out  of  which  it  was  primarily  given,  though 
eontittued  tfaurty  years,  is  not  such  an  admission  of  general  assets  as  will  make  the 
executor  penoniUly  liaMe  for  the  legacy.    Severs  v.  Severs,  xxi.  88. 

7.  Aecowits — Legacy  duty.  A  and  B  were  partners.  A,  by  his  will,  gave  C  and 
D  5,000/.  each  and  sums  to  others  who,  as  well  as  D,  were  infants,  and  directed 
that  the  same  should  remain  in  the  business,  and  interest  be  paid  thereon.  A,  by  his 
win,  appointed  B  and  three  otiiers  his  executors,  and  died.  B  continued  the  business, 
and  tiansferred  into  his  books  the  amount  at  which  he  estimated  the  estate,  to  an 
aoeoont  called  ^*  The  account  of  the  executors  of  A,"  and  in  the  same  books  opened 
accounts  with  C  and  witb  D,  in'  which  he  credited  them  respectively  with  their 
legacies,  and  interest  thereon  from  time  to  time.  B  paid  the  legacy  duty  on  C's  and 
B*8  legacies,  and  paid  legacy  duty  on  the  estimated  value  of  A's  residuary  estate.    B 
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died,  and  a  suit  was  institated  to  administer  his  estate,  and  C  and  D  claimed  to  be 
creditors  thereon  in  respect  of  their  legacies,  and  one  of  the  Yice-ChaBceDors  decided 
in  their  Ifavor.  Held,  upon  appeal,  that  the  transactions  of  B  were  not  an  admisaioQ 
of  assets  of  A ;  and  that  as  the  suit  was  for  the  administration  of  th#  executor's,  and 
not  of  the  testator's  estate,  all  that  the  court  would  do  was  to  direct  the  reservation  of 
such  dividends  as  are  reserved  in  cases  of  claims,  leaving  0  and  D  to  take  ai^  steps 
in  respect  of  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  A,  and  in  respect  of  the  dealings  of  B 
therewith.    HuUon  v.  Rosseter,  xzxi.  231. 

8.  A,  whose  whole  property  was  embalmed  in  business,  gave  to  each  of  the  children 
of  his  partner  B,  a  legacy,  directing  that  each  of  B's  sons  should  be  at  liberty  to  draw 
out  one  fourth  of  the  principal,  and  no  more,  by  yearly  instalments,  on  giving  certain 
notice,  and  he  bequeathed  the  residue  to  B.  B,  who  was  the  acting  executor,  carried 
on  the  business,  and  opened  an  account  with  the  executors  in  the  books  of  the  business, 
in  which  they  were  credited  with  the  estimated  amount  of  B's  capital.  He  also  opened 
in  the  books  a  separate  account  with  the  legatees,  in  which  they  were  credited  with 
their  legacies,  and  interest  on  them.  He  also  passed  his  residuary  account  at  the 
Stamp  Office,  in  which  he  todc  credit  for  the  fuU  amount  of  the  legacies,  and  paid 
legacy  duty  on  them,  and  on  the  estimated  amount  of  residue.  HM^  that,  under  the 
circumstances,  these  acts  did  not  amount  to  an  admission  of  assets  for  payment  of  the 
legacies.     TltUton  v.  Rasseter^  xxxL  581. 

9.  Payment  of  probate  duty  is  presumptive  evidence  of  an  admission,  but  not  an 
absolute  admission,  of  assets  to  the  extent  covered  by  the  amount  of  duty  paid^ 
Lazonhy  v.  Ravoson^  xxxi.  128, 

IV>    Rank  of  Creditors  ;  MarshaUing  Assets. 

1.  Priority  of  landlord.  A  landlord,  creditor  for  rent  against  the  estate  of  a  de- 
ceased tenant,  is  entitled  to  rank  above  the  ordinaiy  simple  contract  creditors,  under 
a  decree  for  administration.  But  this  right  arises  out  of  the  relation  of  landlord  and 
tenant,  and  is  founded  on  the  sacred  regard  which  the  law  of  England  shows  to 
rights  arising  from  tenure,  and  does  not  apply  to  a  debt  claimed  against  the  estate 
of  a  deceased  debtor,  who  had  entered  upon  the  land  under  an  agreement  of  such 
a  nature,  that  his  entry  did  not  create  a  tenancy  at  a  certain  rent.  Agreement  to 
grant  and  accept  a  lease  of  property  in  Jamsuca,  from  the  1st  December,  1847,  for 
twenty-one  years,  at  the  clear  yeariy  rent  of  2,000(.,  the  lease  to  contain  certain 
covenants.  The  tenant  entered  into  possession,  and  died  in  August,  1849,  without 
having  paid  rent  Hdd^  that  this  agreement  would  not  have  been  an  actual  demise 
before  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  106,  and  that  the  entry  thereunder  created  no  t^iancy, 
so  as  to  give  the  landowner  a  right  of  distress,  or  to  make  any  privity  of  estate 
between  him  and  the  intended  lessee,  and  that,  therefore,  the  owner  in  such  case  had 
not  this  right  of  priority.  This  curious  result  of  the  law  of  tenure  does  not  apply  to 
a  demise  of  lands  in  Jamaica.     Vincent  v.  Godson^  xvii.  271. 

2.  Creditor  preferred  to  heir  at  law.  The  titie  of  a  creditor  is  paramount  to  that 
of  the  testator's  heir  at  law.  Held,  therefore,  on  claim  filed  by  a  creditor  against  the 
devisees  in  trust  and  the  heir  at  law  of  a  testator  for  payment  of  del)t8  out  of  the 
testator's  real  estate,  that  the  heir  at  law  was  not  entitled  to  have  the  claim  dismissed 
as  against  him,  or  to  an  issue  deviscofit  vel  non.    SpkkemeU  v.  Hotham^  viL  1S8. 

S.  Priority  of  speciaUy  creditors.  A  creditor  by  bond,  in  which  the  heirs  of  the 
obligor  are  bound,  is  entitled  to  be  paid  out  of  the  real  estate,  in  preference  to 
creditors  by  instruments  under  seal)  in  which  the  heirs  are  not  expressed  to  be  bound* 
Richardson  v.  Jenkins,  xix.  87. 

4.  Right  of  exoneration.  Where  a  debtor  had  become  bankrupt,  but  some  of  his 
creditors  never  claimed  their  dividends,  which  were  sufficient  to  pay  all  his  debts,  and 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  assignees  for  thirty  years  after  the  decease  of  the  debtor. 
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a&d  were  then  paid  over  to  the  exeeutor  of  the  debtor,  upon  proceedings  in  bankruptcji 
instituted  by  the  person  who  was  entided  to  the  readuary  personal  estate ;  the  fyud 
so  reeovered  will  not  go  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  residuary  personalty,  but  will  be 
applied  to  paying  off  the  mortgages  on  the  real  estate  of  the  debtor,  which  were 
civated  by  him,  and  still  continue  unprojudiced.  MeUersh  y.  Bridger ;  Smith  v. 
Bridger,  xxL  127. 

5.  Distr3>u$ion  of  asseUi,  The  stat  5  Gea  IL  c»  5,  s.  4,  made  aU  real  estate  of  de- 
ceased persons  in  the  West  Indies,  legal  assets,  so  as  to  give  the  same  priority  to 
specialty  creditors  against  the  real  estate,  as  they  always  had  against  the  personal 
estate,  and  it  is  out  of  the  power  of  a  testator  to  change  the  Legal  distribution  of  the 
aflsets  by  directing  an  equal  distribution.     Turner  v.  O/x,  xxvi.  72. 

^  Legatees  and  annuitants.  A  testator  directed  his  debts  to  be  paid  out  of  a  fund 
aAer  provided ;  he  directed  his  real  estate  to  be  sold,  and  out  of  the  produce  his  debts 
and  funeral  expenses  to  be  paid,  the  residue  to  be  held  by  the  trustees  upon  certsdn 
truste ;  he  afterwards  gave  certain  legacies  and  annuities ;  and  he  then  bequeathed 
his  peisonal  estate,  ^*  after  and  subject  to  the  payment  of  his  debts,  funeral  expenses, 
legaeieo,  and  annuities,"  to  the  party  chiefly  interested  under  those  trusts,  absolutely. 
Heldy  that  the  personal  estate  was  the  primary  fund  for  Uie  payment  of  the  debts. 
Heldy  also,  that  the  doctrine  of  marshalling  was  applicable  in  favor  of  legatees  and 
annuitants,  who  were,  therefore,  decreed  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  specialty  and 
simple  contract  creditors  as  against  the  real  estate  devised  in  trust  for  sale,  and  pay- 
ment of  debts.    Paterson  v.  Seott,  ix.  261. 

7.  Adoance  to  executor.  Where  a  security  is  made  by  deposit  of  the  testator's  tide- 
deeds  for  an  advance  to  and  for  the  private  benefit  of  an  executor  having  power  to 
deal  with  the  testator's  real  estate,  and  not  for  the  purposes  of  the  will,  the  person 
taking  the  advance  takes  the  security,  subject  to  the  trusts  and  charges  created  by 
the  will ;  but  subject  thereto,  the  security  will  extend  to  the  beneficial  interest  of  the 
executor  in  the  testator's  property,  and  where  the  executor  has  any  such  interest, 
the  lender  will  have  a  right  to  marshall  the  assets.    Haynes  v.  Forshaw^  xxi.  505. 

8.  Hotchpot.  Where  a  testator  devised  his  real  and  personal  estate  in  trust  to  pay 
debts,  and  afterwards  acquired  real  estate  which  descended,  and  the  personal  estate 
and  real  estate  applicable  to  pay  debts  being  insufficient  therefor,  it  was  held  that 
tbe  specialty  creditors  had  a  right  to  resort  to  the  descended  estate  as  legal  assets, 
bat  coidd  not  participate  in  the  trust  estate,  without  bringing  into  hotchpot  what 
tbey  bad  taken  out  of  the  descended  realty.     Chapman  v.  Esgar^  xxiiL  597. 

9..  Spedaky  credUoit.  A,  upon  his  maniage,  assigned  by  deed  a  reversionary  in- 
in  a  fund  to  B,  upon  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  A  and  his  intended  wife,  and  the 
cf  A.  The  deed  contained  a  covenant  by  A  with  B,  for  quiet  enjoyment  and 
Inrtiber  assorance.  A  received  and  appropqpted  the  fund.  Held^  that  B  was  a 
specialty  creditor  of  A  for  the  amount    LoveU  v.  Skertoin^  zxiiL  ^34. 

10.  A  bond  creditor,  being  a  specialty  credits,  must  be  satisfied  before  ^ple 
contract  creditors ;  and  if  the  debt  on  die  bond  is  not  yet  due,  provision  must  be 
SBode  to  meet  it  in  the  future.    Atkinaon  v.  Grey^  xxiii.  448. 

11.  Loss  by  breach  of  trust,  A  loss  which  occurs  by  a  breach  of  trust  does  not  con- 
ilitote  a  specialty  debt    Ad^  v.  Arnold^  xv.  268. 

12.  Sttceeedmg  rector — DUapidations^-DistribvUion  of  assets*  The  right  of  a  suc- 
ceeding rector  to  Imng  an  action  fi>r  dilapidations  against  the  executor  or  administra- 
tor of  his  predecessor  rests  upon  particular  custom,  derived  from  ecclesiastical  law  i 
and  it  is  an  incident  of  such  custom,  that  the  claim  in  tespect  of  dilapidations  is 
to  be  postponed  in  the  distribution  of  assets  to  the  payment  of  specialty  and  simple 
contract  debts.    Bryan  v.  Clay^  xvi.  154. 

13.  Simple  eoniract  debts — Calls  for  shares.  Payment  of  simple  contract  debts  by 
executors  allowed,  where  the  testator  had  been  a  shareholder  in  a  banking  company, 
bf  deed  under  seal,  and  caUs  had  been  afterwards  made  in  respect  of  the  shares

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held  by  him,  to  meet  which  calls  there  were  no  asseto.    Hendenon  y.  Gikkria^  jcix. 
236. 

14.  Shares  of  infanta  in  a  testator's  estate,  under  M,  each,  ordered  to  be  paid  at 
once  to  the  persons  maintaining  them.    Farrance  y.  VUep^  ix.  219. 

V.  Legacies  and  Legatees. 

1.  Quasre^  whether  a  Yoluntary  promissory  note  given  by  the  testator  and  referred 
to  in  his  will,  is  a  good  debt.,  or  a  legacy.    Longstaffy.  Rennison,  xi.  267. 

2.  Legacies  raised  by  mortgage.  A  legacy  directed  by  an  appointment  in  pursuance 
of  a  will  to  be  raised  by  mortgage  of  the  moiety  of  the  residuary  real  and  personal 
estate,  on  the  expiration  of  a  life-interest  in  such  moiety,  and  the  residue  of  such 
legacy,  and  another  legacy  directed  to  be  raised  and  paid  by  mor^geor  sale  of  tbe 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  on  the  expiration  of  another  Hlb- 
interest,  were  held  not  to  be  charges  primarily  payable  out  of  the  personal  estate,  but  to 
be  apportionable  between  the  real  and  personal  estate.    Falkner  t.  Grace,  xii.  213. 

3.  Priority — Demonstrative  legacies.  Where  demonstratiYe  legacies  were  payable, 
in  a  certain  order  of  priority,  out  of  leasehold  property  held  of  an  ecclesiastical  body, 
under  a  lease  which  was  renewable,  on  pajrment  of  a  fine,  every  fourteen  yean,  and 
by  consent  of  all  parties  one  of  the  legatees  was  allowed  to  continue  for  a  long  time  in 
occupation  of  the  leasehold  property,  paying  out  of  the  rent  the  interest  of  the  other 
legacy,  and  the  leaseholds  were  meanwhile  twice  renewed  by  the  executors,  without 
calling  upon  the  legatees  to  contribute  to  the  fine,  it  was  held,  that  this  course  of  dealing 
had  destroyed  the  right  of  priority.    Severs  v.  Severs,  xxL  38. 

4.  Assent  to  legacy.  Devise  of  a  term  to  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  B.,  for  life,  and  to 
the  survivor,  with  remainder  to  S. ;  Elizabeth  being  .appointed  executrix.  ElizabetJi 
concealed  the  will,  and  claimed  that  she  was  entitled  to  the  whole  as  next  of  kin. 
Elizabeth  and  her  husband  then  took  out  administatition  to  the  estate,  entered,  and 
sold  part>  The  husband  survived,  and  appointed  defendant  his  executrix,  who  proved 
his  will,  and  administered  to  the  will  which  had  been  suppressed,  and  then  the  fonner 
letters  of  administration  were  cancelled.  The  husband  of  the  granddaughter,  after 
her  death,  took  out  letters  of  administration  to  her,  and  mortgaged  the  premises, 
unsold,  to  the  plaintifil  Held,  that,  as  there  had  been  no  assent  to  the  legacy  to  the 
granddaughter  by  the  legal  representative  of  the  testator,  under  the  above  facts,  the 
mortgagee  had  no  legal  title.     Webster  v.  Johnson,  xxix.  190. 

5.  Costs  of  executor  defendant^^lndemnUy.  A  testator  left  the  bulk  of  his  property 
td  his  wife,  after  a  few  pecnniary  legacies.  The  testator  left  a  large  contracting 
complete  at  his  death,  and  was  the  personal  representative  of  some  estates,  not  fully 
setded.  The  executors  paid  the  legates,  but  required,  as  an  indemmty,  to  have  a 
huge  portion  of  the  residue  impounded  for  twenty  years.  The  widow  filed  a  bill  for 
admiaistration.  No  claims  were  established  with  respect  to  the  contract,  &c.  Held^ 
that  the  period  of  twenty  years  was  too  long,  but  that  the  defendants  were  entitled  to 
costs.     Cantbray  v.  Draper,  xiii.  291. 

6.  Action  by  legatee.  Legatees  and  annuitants  are  bound  by  the  proceedings  in  a 
suit  for  administration,  between  the  executors  and  residuary  legatees  and  devisees ; 
although  there  may  be  a  question  as  to  the  debts  being  primarily  charged  on  the  real 
estate,  and  which  may  incidentally  afiect  them.  Therefore,  after  decree  in  such  a. 
suit,  legatees  cannot  sustain  an  administration  suit  against  the  executors.  Jennings  ▼« 
Patterson,  xv.  6S.  • 

7.  The  relation  back  of  letters  of  administration  is  solely  for  the  purpose  of  protect- 
ing the  estate  of  the  deceased.    Morgan  v.  Thomas,  xviii.  526. 

8.  Annuities — Entail — First  yearns  proceeds  of  estate,  who  entitled  to.  A  testator, 
by  his  will,  gave  various  annuities,  which  he  directed  to  be  secured  in  the  public 
funds,  and  that,  as  they  respectively  fell,  the  principal  should  be  added  to  the  residue 
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dt  \oA  fortune,  and  be  cKsposed  of  by  his  exectttora,  as  after  directed,  for  tlie  benefit 
of  the  kein,  under  a  bond  or  deed  of  entail  therein  mentioned.  He  then  gave  some 
kgsKies,  and  directed  his  executon  to  consolidate  into  one  fund  the  whole  of  his 
fortune  and  movables,  which  fand  they  were  to  lay  out  in  purchasing  hinds  in  Scot- 
land, to  be  entailed  upon  the  series  of  heirs  specified  in  the  bond  and  deed  of  entul 
abieady  mentioned.  Hidd^  that  the  first  year's  clear  annual  proceeds  of  the  executory 
estate,  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  it  being  invested  in  consols,  was  properly  paid 
by  the  executors  to  the  fint  heir  under  the  deed  of  entail.  Macpherson  v.  ifac- 
pkerson,  xtL  45. 

9.  Eted'um  to  take  as  legatee  and  not  as  executor,  A  bequeathed  certain  leasehold 
premises  to  B,  whom  he  appointed  his  executor,  in  trtst  to  sell  the  same  and  retain 
Id  his  own  use  a  specified  sum,  the  surplus  over  funeral  expenses,  &c.  if  any,  to  go  to 
^  testator^s  children.  B  entered  on  the  premises  and  retained  them  during  his  life, 
and  devised  them  to  his  executors.  Heid^  that  the  aet  of  bequeathing  them  showed 
thai^B  dected  to  take  the  tenn  as  legatee  and  not  as  executor.  Fenton  v.  Cleggj 
ZXT»  495. 

VI.  Practice, 

V  Parties,  Letters  of  administration  with  the  will  annexed  were  granted  to  A.  P. 
(Emited  to  certain  property,)  without  citing  a  residuary  legatee,  recent  in  foreign 
parts.    In  the  Goods  ef  Cutlery  i.  628. 

2.  A  testator  dying  in  the  Mauritius,  appointed  executors  in  that  country,  and 
left  the  residue  of  his  property  to  his  mother  in  iUigland.  The  executors  in  the 
Mauritius  transmitted  the  residue  to  England,  but  the  mother  of  the  testator  having 
£edf  the  amount  was  paid  to  her  executors,  who  paid  all  her  debts  exceeding  the 
amoimt  to  which  she  became  entided  from  the  testator^s  estate.  The  plaintifi^  was  a 
creditor  of  the  testator,  and  filed  a  chum  to  obtain  payment  of  his  debt,  or  to  have  the 
testator's  estate  administered.  Heldy  that  the  Mauritius  executors  were  improperly 
made  parties  to  this  claim,  and  that  the  plaintaff  could  not  have  relief  agiunst  the 
executors  of  the  testator's  mother  without  having  a  legal  personal  representative  of 
the  testator,  oonstitnted  in  this  country,  a  party  to  the  suit    Silver  v.  Slein,  ix.  216. 

S.  To  a  suit  by  a  creditor  of  an  intestate,  against  an  administrator  de  son  torlj  for 
an  account  atod  payment,  it  is  necessary  that  a  legal  personal  representative  duly 
constitated  should  be  a  party.     Creasor  v.  RoRnson^  xL  ftd2. 

4.  Cases  in  which  the  residuary  estate  of  one  testator  having  devolved  upon  another, 
it  is  proper  to  jcnn  the  executors  of  the  first  testator  in  a  suit  to  administer  the  estate 
of  the  second,  and  to  take  the  accounts  of  both  estates  in  one  suit  Young  v.  Hodges^ 
XTiL  570. 

5.  Appeajranee*  The  court  will  direct  a  party  to  appear  in  a  suit  and  represent  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  defendant,  who  had  died  intestate,  though  no  letters  of  administrar 
t»n  had  been  granted    The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Ely  v.  Edwards,  xix.  434. 

6.  A  defendant  died,  and  a  contest  as  to  one  of  his  testamentary  papers  prevented 
probate  being  granted.  The  court,  on  motion,  appointed  the  executor  named  in  his 
will  to  represent  the  deceased's  estate  in  the  cause,  under  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86, 
&  44.    Hele  v.  BexUy^  xix.  305. 

7.  Absent  executor.  An  English  court  may  appoint  the  counsel  of  an  executor 
reading  in  a  foreign  country,  to  represent  (in  England,)  the  estate  of  the  testator. 
SewUson  v.  Todhunter,  xv.  356. 

8.  Directing  action,  A  claim  having  been  brought  against  an  estate  in  the  course 
of  administration  in  a  suit,  and  the  legal  rights  of  the  parties  not  appearing  to  the  court 
dear  and  beyond  all  reasouaUe  doubt,  and  there  being  also  a  question  as  to  the 
amount  of  damage,  the  court  refused  to  decide  the  question,  giving  leave  to  the 
dnmant  to  bring  an  action  at  law  to  establish  his  rights.  Vigurs  v.  Vigurs,  xiiL 
47L 
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9.  Pronpeetiee  order.  Order  mode  on  a  elaim  tfasb  tiie  money  to  be  recerred  in 
respect  of  mortgages,  forming  part  of  liie  personal  estate  of  an  intestate,  shoold  be  got 
in  by  the  administrator,  and  divided  from  time  to  time  by  him  among  the  partiet 
interested.    BvUUoant  y.  Bellairs,  vii.  At. 

10.  Jurisdiction — Order  for  administration.  A  married  woman,  donee  of  a  general 
power  of  appointment  over  personal  property  comprised  in  her  marriage  settlement, 
by  her  will  appointed,  gave  and  bequeathed  all  ih<t  personal  estate,  which,  by  virtue 
of  any  power  or  authority,  or  by  virtue  of  any  separate  right  of  property,  she  waa 
competent  to  dispose  of,  to  her  executors  therein  named,  upon  certain  trusts.  Upon 
the  death  of  the  testatrix,  probate  of  the  will  was  granted  to  the  executors,  linnted  to 
the  testatrix's  interest  in  the  p^perty  over  which  she  had  a  power  of  disposition  given 
to  her  by  the  deed  creating  tiie  general  power,  and  which  by  the  wiH  she  had 
appointed  and  disposed  of  accordingly,  but  no  further.  Held^  that  the  court  had 
jurisdiction,  under  the  45th  section  of  the  Chancery  Practice  Amendment  Act,  15  & 
16  Vict  c.  86,  to  entertain  an  application,  by  a  beneficiary  under  the  will,,  for  a 
summons,  requiring  the  executors  named  therein  to  show  cause  why  an  order  for  tiie 
administration  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  testatrix  should  not  be  made.

14.  Action  by  legatee.  An  action  in  the  county  court,  under  sect  65,  of  the  9  &

Copyhold  premises  were  surrendered  in 
1829,  by  a  debtor,  to  the  use  of  his  creditor,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust  that  he, 
his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  should  sell  the  same,  and  out  of  the 
proceeds  should  pay  to. himself,  his  executors  or  administrators,  200/.  then  due,  and 
interest  The  creditor  died  in  1831.  In  1851  his  personal  representative  contracted 
to  sell  the  copyhold  premises  for  lOOl.  The  customary  heir  of  the  creditor  was  an 
infant  On  the  petition  of  the  personal  representative  of  the  creditor,  it  appeared 
that  the  debtor  had  died  intestate,  that  there  was  no  personal  representative,  and  that 
proof  of  the  title  of  the  customary  heir  would  be  very  expenaive.  The  court  made 
an  order  vesting  the  legal  estate  in  the  copyhold  premises  in  the  purchaser,  without 
any  service  either  on  the  customary  heir  or  on  the  personal  representative  of  the 
debtor.

21.  A  was  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  produce  of  certun  chattels,  and  of  no  other 
property.  She  was  domiciled  in  the  diocese  of  L.,  and  the  chattels  were  in  the  same

27.  Appropriation  for  taking  foreign  testimony.  In  case  of  a  foreign  commission  to 
eiamine  witnesses  to  ascertun  if  any  relations  of  a  testator  are  living  in  any  foreign 
country,  the  court  may  make  an  appropriation  from  the  estate  for  the  purpose.  Heath

2.  Purchaser  having  notice  of  a  will  affecting  the  title,  cannot  set  up.  A  purchaser 
having  notice  of  a  will  affecting' the  title  under  which  he  holds  cannot  be  said  to  have 
bond  fide  adverse  possession.     PRcks  v.  Sallittj  xxvii.  212. 

3.  Different  settlementSy  who  entitled  under — Statute  of  limitations.  A.,  by  deed  dated 
Feb.  1807,  which  upon  the  face  of  it  was  for  valuable  consideration,  purported  to 
convey  to  B.  a  certain  estate  in  trust  for  A.  ibr  life,  remainder  to  B.  for  life,  re- 
mainder to  B.'s  first  and  other  sons  .in  tail  male.  In  June,  1807,  A.  and  B.  exe- 
cuted a  deed,  which  did  not  upon  its  face  appear  to  be  for  value,  purporting  to 
convey  said  estates  to  trustees  in  fee,  upon  trust  for  A.  for  life,  remainder  to  W.  for 
life,  remainder  to  W/s  sons  in 'tail  male,  in  effect  treating  the  deed  of  February  as 
cancelled.  In  1808,  A.  died,  and  W.  entered  into  possession,  and  either  he  or  his 
heirs  have  retained  it  ever  since.  In  1815  said  estate  was  the  subject  of  settlement, 
and  treated  as  if  the  deed  of  June  were  valid,  and  that  of  February  void.  Action  was 
brought  in  1844.  Held,  that  the  possession  of  W.  and  his  heir  was  the  possession  of 
B.  and  his  heir;  that  the  Statate  of  Limitations  was  no  bar,  and  the  trusts  of  the  deed 
of  February  attached  as  if  W.  and  his  heir  had  held  by  legal  conveyance.  Scott  t.

ADVOWSON. 

1.  Union  of— Conveyance  of  right  of  presentation.  By  an  act  of  union  two 
advowsons  were  converted  into  one,  A  and  B  each  having  the  alternate  right  of 
presentment  thereto.  Fif^y  years  later  A  conveyed  his  right  of  presentation  in  these 
words :  **  all  that  the  perpetual  advowson,  or  alternate  right  of  presentation  of,  &c., 
and  all  other  the  advowsons,  kc.,  belonging  thereto."  Held,  reversing  the  decision  of 
the  court  below,  (vi.  377,)  that  the  act  of  union  had  the  legal  effect  of  converting  the 
two  advowsons  into  one,  and  that  such  advowson  did  pass  un^er  the  terms  of  the  deed 
of  conveyance.

3.  Charge  on  living  contrary  to  statute — Defeasance  of  covenant  to  pay  rent — Equi- 
table assignment — Void  lease.  To  an  action  by  a  sequestrator  of  the  living  of  S.  upon  a 
covenant  to  pay  the  yearly  rent  in  a  lease  of  the  rectory  and  tithes  (with  certain  ex- 
ceptions) of  the  living  granted  by  the  rector  to  the  defeYidant  before  the  sequestration, 
the  defendant  pleaded,  seventhly,  that  the  rector  being  indebted  to  V.  and  M.,  V.  and 
M.,  at  his  request,  consented  to  give  time,  and  V.  consented  to  advance  him  a  further 
sum  upon  the  said  lease  being  granted  to  the  defendant,  and  another  deed  executed 
appointing  the  defendant  receiver  of  all  the  tithes,  rents,  &c.,  demised  by  the  lease, 
and  authorize  him,  afler  deduction  of  a4)ercentage,  to  pay  therefrom  the  debts  of  V. 
and  M.,  and  to  keep  up  certain  insurances  for  their  benefit,  and  certain  other  insur- 
ances, and  to  carry  out  other  purposes  connected  with  the  arrangement.  The  plea 
alleged  that  the  lease  was  executed  as  part  of  the  same  transaction,  and  that  the  rector 
knew  at  the  time  that  the  defendant  was  attorney  and  agent  for  V.,  and  that  the 
second  deed  was  made  to  enable  him  to  apply  the  rent  reserved  by  the  first  deed  as 
above  mentioned ;  that  there  was  due  from  the  rector  to  V.  and  M.  more  than  was 
cliumed  in  the  action,  and  that  the  defendant  had  appUed  the  tithes,  rents,  &c.,  as 
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directed  hy  the  second  deed.    The  defendant  pleaded,  eighthly,  that  before  the  execo- 
tioD  of  the  lease  the  rector  was  indebted  to  Y.  and  M.  and  others,  and  in  oonsidera- 
tuB  thereof  and  Of  a  further  adviince  by  V.,  agreed  to  chaxge  (he  living  of  S.  by 
ezeeatmg  the  lease  declared  on,  and  appointing  the  defendant  agent  and  receiver  by 
iht  deed  set  out  in  the  seventh  plea ;  and  that  the  lease  was  part  of  the  same  transac- 
doQ  to  charge  the  living.    Hddy  that  the  seventh  plea  did  not  show  any  defeasance  of 
the  covenant  to  pay  the  rent  contained  in  the  lease ;  but  also,  held,  that  there  was  an 
eqnitaUe  as^gnment  of  the  rent  so  far  as  necessary  to  pay  V.  and  M.,  and  that  there- 
fore the  lease  was  void  as  being  part  of  a  transaction  by  which  the  livifig  was  charged, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  18  Eliz.  c.  20 ;  and  that  both  the  seventh  and  eighth 
pleas  were  good-     WaUhew  v.  Crofts,  iv.  504,

4.  Right  of  agent  to  sue  in  his  oum  name.  Where  action  was  brought  to  recover

at  his  request,  and  they  as  his  nominees  had  executed  the  parliamentary  contract  and 
the  nfaBcribers'  i^^reement,  it  was  held  that  the  action  could  be  maintained  in  the 
name  of  the  pluntiff,  as  in  point  of  law  the  promise  to  return  the  deposits  was  made 
to  him.

5.  Agent,  fraud  an — Aetian  by,  in  his  own  name.  An  agent  induced  hy  fraud  to  pay 
the  money  of  his  principal  to  a  person  who  has  no  claim  to  the  money,  may  recover 
it  hack  in  an  action  in  his  own  name.    HoU  y.  Elifj  xviii.  422. 

6.  Right  to  sue.  A  charter-party  was  made  between  the  defendant  as  owner  of  the 
ship  and  the  plaintiff  as  agent  for  the  freighter,  and  concluded  thus :  ^  This  charter* 
party  being  concluded  on  behalf  of  another  party^  it  b  agreed  that  all  responsibility 
on  the  part  of  S.  and  Ck>mpany  ceases  as  soon  as  the  cargo  is  shipped."  The  plaintiff 
ned  as  freighter,  and  at  the  trial  it  was  proved  that  he  was  the  real  freighter. 
Heldy  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  sue  as  principal,  notwithstanding  the  terms  of 
the  charter-party.

The  local  manager  having  appropriated 
this  money  to  his  own  use,ut  was  held  that  the  bank  were  liable,  the  jury  having  found 
that  the  manager  intended  and  induced  the  lady  to  believe  tiiat  he  was  acting  as  the 
agent  of  the  bank,  and  that  the  transaction  was  within  his  authority  as  manager.

14.  Consignment  In  a  case  where  A  had  agreed  to  remit  certain  consignments  to 
B,  and  B  had  agreed  to  account  with  A  for  the  proceeds  of  such  cona^pmentB ;

ises without  the  license,  in  writing,  of  the  defendant  on  the  part  of  N.,  and  that  the 
plaintiff  should  take  a  lease  and  execute  a  counterpart  thereof  when  called  upon  to 
do  so  by  the  defendant  on  the  part  of  N.  The  memorandum  was  signed  by  the 
defendant  in  his  own  name  without  any  reference  to  N.  Heldy  that  the  defendant 
was  personally  liable  to  be  sued  upon  this  agreement.

IIL  MisceClaneotu* 

1.  Nodce  to  agent.  If  an  agent  of  an  insurance  company  receives  the  regular 
prenuuBis  from  the  insured,  knowing  that  a  condition  of  the  policy  has  been 
broken  by  the  insured,  this  knowledge  of  the  agent  is  constructive  notice  to  the  com* 
paoy  ti  the  breach,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  premiums  is  a  waiver  of  the  forfeiture 
by  the  company.     Wing  v.  Harvey <,  zxvii.  140. 

2.  Account — Equitable  relief.  The  illegality  of  a  transaction  between  principal  and 
agent,  is  not  necessarily  a  bar  to  a  suit  in  equity  seeking  for  an  account  of  such  tran»- 
aetioDS.  And  the  principal  may  obtain  relief  in  equity  notwithstanding  he  has  a 
remedy  at  law.

4.  Intromission.  '*  Intromission ''  is  a  term  partly  legal,  partly  mercantile,  and  sig- 
nifies dealing  with  stock,  goods,  and  cash  of  a  principal,  coming  into  the  hands  of  his 
agent,  and  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  agent  to  his  principal  Stewart  v.  M*Kean, 
zzi3C.S83. 

ft.  Ricewer^s  accounts  at  hank — Bankers^  liability,  A  receiver  of  an  estate,  who  had 
a  private  aoconnt  at  his  bankers',  opened  another  there,  under  the  name  of  the  estate, 
under  such  circumstances  as  to  inform  the  bankers  that  the  money  which  would  be 
pttd  in  to  that  account  would  belong  to  the  owner  of  the  estate.  The  receiver  drew 
a  check  on  the  estate  account  and  paid  it  into  his  private  account  Held,  that  the 
bankers  were  Able  to  repay  the  amount  to  the  owner  of  the  estate.  Bodenham  v.

7.  Evidenee  of  agency,  A  purchaser  alleged,  by  his  answer  to  a  suit  for  specific 
peiformance,  that  he  aeted  as  a  puffer  in  bidding /or  a  bt,  which  was  knocked  down 
tobim;  and  that  he  therefore  purchased  the  lot,  and  signed  the  agreement  for  the 
porebase ;  but  the  statement  in  his  depositiona  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  sig- 
nature was  somewhat  different  from  that  in  his  answer,  and  he  had  signed  an  order  on 
lus  attorney  for  payment  of  the  deposit  money.  Held,  that  there  was  not  sufficient 
evidence  of  agency^  and  the  defendant  was  held  to  have  purchased  on  his  own  ac- 
eoont    Bennett  v.  Smiih,  x.

ALIEN. 

Illegitimate  child  horn  out  of  allegiance.  The  child  of  a  natural-bom  subject,  bom  oat 
of  allegiance  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  must,  in  order  to  bring  himself  Yrithin 
the  provisions  of  the  Alien  Act,  S  Geo.  IL  c.  21,  make  out,  that  at  the  time  of  his 
birth,  his  father  was  a  natural-bom  subject  Hence  the  illegitimate  child  of  a  domi- 
ciled Scotsman  bom  out  of  the  allegiance,  but  whose  parents  afterwards  iftarry,  and 
thereby,  perhaps,  according  to  the  law  of  Scotland,  make  him  legitimate,  is  neverthe- 
less an  alien ;  for  at  the  time  of  his  birth  he  is^ius  ntdliuSf  and  alienage  attaches  irre- 
versibly.   Shedden  v.  Patrick^  xxviii.  56. 

ALIEN  ENEMY. 

The  plea  of  ^*  alien  enemy,**  is  one  which  the  courts  discourage,  and  against  which 
they  will  make  every  intendment  The  defendant  was  put  under  terms  to  plead 
issuably  by  an  order  of  March  23.  On  the  28th  war  was  declared  against  Russia,  and 
the  next  day  the  defendant  offered  to  plead  **  alien  enemy,"  which  was  refused. 
Shepeler  v.  Durante  xxv.  334.

AMBASSADOR. 

Who  so  considered — His  appearance  in  an  action — Privileges  of.  A  councillor  of  a 
foreign  legation,  acting  as  chargi  in  the  absence  of  bis  superior,  is  "  a  public  minister 
of  a  foreign  prince,"  within  the  7  Ann.  c.  1 2.  An  ambassador  who  voluntarily  appears 
m  an  action  brought  against  him  as  a  joint  defendant,  in  thb  country,  cannot  after- 
wards claim  to  have  the  proceedings  stayed  as  against  him,  on  the  ground  of  his  privi- 
lege, if  the  plaintiff  have  taken  no  steps  to  interfere  with  his  person  or  property.  It 
seems  that  when  the  privilege  of  an  ambassador  attaches,  it  is  not  lost  by  the  ambas- 
sador being  engaged  in  trade.  Qumre.  If  an  ambassador  can  be  sued,  in  inviium, 
when  process  is  not  directed  against  his  person  or  goods  connected  with  his  official 
character  ?     Taylor  v.  Best^  xxv.  383.

1.  Wktn  aUowahU.  Section  222  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act  authorizes  a 
judge  at  Nisi  Prius  to  make  only  such  amendments  as  are  necessary  for  determining 
the  real  question  in  controversy ;  i.  e.  the  question  intended  for  trial  by  the  parties. 
Hie  judge  at  the  trial  is  to  determine  as  a  matter  of  fact  what  this  question  is.  Wil- 
tin  T.  Reed,  xxvi.

2.  AUegations  of  fraudulent  representations.  The  declaration  alleged  that  the  de- 
fendant had  fraudulently  misrepresented  to  the  plaintiff,  that  he  had  discharged  P.  (a 
elerk)  on  account  of  the  decrease  in  his  business,  and  knowingly  suppressed  the  fact 
that  he  had  dismissed  P.  for  dishonesty.

3.  Discretion  of  judges  as  to  allowing.  Section  222  of  the  Coounon-law  Procedure 
Act  does  not  render  it  imperative  upon  a  judge  to  amend  the  pleadings  at  the  trial,  so 
as  to  entitle  the  party  applying  for  the  amendment  to  a  new  trial,  upon  his  satisfying 
the  court  that  the  amendment  was  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  determining  in  the 
essting  sni^  the  real  question  in  controversy  between  the  parties.  The  propriety  of 
allowing  the  amendment  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  judge.

6.  Of  plea  of^^  not  guilty  by  statute"  after  verdict  and  rule  nisi*  The  court  allowed 
the  defendant  to  amend  a  plea  of  **  not  guilty  by  statute,"  by  inserting  in  the  mai^gin 
ftatates  necessary  to  justify  the  trespass  complained  of,  after  verdict  for  the  defendant 
sod  a  rule  nisi  to  set  it  aside.

7.  What  taken  as  made.  Where  a  pleading  is  amended  at  Nisi  Prius,  any  formal 
defects  in  other  parts  of  the  pleadings  requiring  to  be  amended  to  conform  to  the 
amendment  made,  must  be  taken  as  amended.

12.  By  striking  out  party.  In  an  action  upon  a  joint  retainer,  one  of  the  defendant; 
having  suffered  judgment  by  default,  it  appeared  that  the  retainer  was  separate

ant who  had  sufiered  judgment  by  default     Greaves  v.  Hvmphreyn^  xxx.  256. 

13.  In  an  action  agsunst  a  firm,  plaintiff  was  nonsuited,  becanse  twoof  the  defendants 
were  not  members  of  the  firm  when  the  cause  of  action  accrued.  Ne^tiationa  on  the 
subject  of  the  action  had  been  going  on  for  several  years,  during  which  the  defendants 
had  not  questioned  their  liability  to  be  sued,  and  in  a  bill  in  equity  filed  by  them 
against  the  plaintiff*  afl^r  pleading,  and  before  trial,  had  stated  that  the  liabilities  of 
the  previous  firm  had  been  transferred  to  diemselves.  The  court  set  aside  the  non- 
suit, and  gave  the  pluntifT  leave  to  amend.

17.  Afler  a  lapse  of  twenty-^four  years  the  court  rectified  an  error  in  an  or^er, 
though  the  records  had  been  deposited  in  the  Tower.  Ex  parte  The  Justices  of  the 
Peace  of  the  County  of  Essex ,  xv.  571. 

18.  Where  a  petition  was  for  payment  of  a  fund  in  court  to  the  petitioner,  and 
after  the  order  had  been  drawn  up,  it  was  first  discovered  that  one  of  the  petitioners 
was  A  feme  covert  at  the  time  of  presenting  the  petition,  leave  was  given  to  amend  tiie 
petition,  by  stating  this  fact,  and  praying  payment  of  this  petitioner's  share  to  her 
husband.  It  was  now  sought  to  have  the  order  similarly  amended,  in  conformity  with 
the  amended  prayer,  and  allowed.    Hoole  v.  Roberts,  xvii.  56. 

19.  Improper  allegations.  If  an  allegation  is  improperly  introduced  into  the  d^lar*- 
tion,  an  application  may  be  made  at  once  to  strike  it  out,  but  if  tiie  defendant  traverses 
it  and  a  demurrer  folIoVs,  it  is  too  late  to  strike  it  out.     Tallis  v.  TaUis,  xi.  455. 

20.  What  amendments  are  within  the  discretion  of  the  court.  Where  the  plead- 
ings are  informal,  and  do  not  raise  the  question  they  were  intended  to,  the  court  is 
bound  to  alter  thenf  in  accordance  with  the  intention.  But  when  they  nuse  the 
question  in  dispute,  it  is  a  matter  of  discretion  with  the  court  to  allow  otiiera  to  be 
substituted,  to  raise  some  other  question ;  as,  fov  instance,  the  allowing  the  plea  of 
illegality  of  consideration  to  be  substituted  for  nunquam  indebitatus,  in  debt  I^t^ie

21.  The  allowance  or  disallowance  of  a  plea  by  the  court  or  a  jndge,  is  to  be  de- 
termined on — not  by  its  goodness  or  badness  in  law,  (assuming  it  not  to  be  wholly 
frivolous,)  but  with  reference  to  any  other  pleas  which  may  be  proposed,  and  especially 
upon  the  consideration  whether  the  question  it  is  desired  to  raise  upon  it  arises  under 
any  other  plea.  And  semble  that  they  will  gr^it  leave  to  plead  any  pleas  necessary 
to  raise  every  question  that  can  be  justly  suggested  On  any  fair  construction  of  a  con- 
tract declared  on — even  a  construction  of  which  they  disapprove.

22.  Amendment  in  particulars  required  by  statute.  The  plaintiff's  declaration 
omitted  certain  words  required  by  the  form  in  the  statute.  Defendant  pleaded 
nunquam  indebitatus,  and,  after  verdict  for  plaintiff,  the  court  refused  to  arrest  judg- 
ment, holding  the  defect  cured  by  pleading  over.    The  defendant  brought  error.    Tlie 
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fSamtiff  applied  to  a  judge  at  diamben  for  leave  to  amend.  The  judge  referred  it  to 
tiie  coart  HM,  first,  that  the  appUcatioQ  to  amend  was  rightly  made  to  this  court, 
and  not  to  the  court  of  error.  Secondly,  that  the  court  had  power  to  make  the 
ameodiiieBt ;  aod,  tlurdly,  that  the  amendment  ought  to  be  allowed,  on  pa^nnent  by 
tbe  plaintifir  of  the  costs  of  the  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment,  of  the  proceedings  in 
enor,  of  the  summons  at  chambers,  and  of  the  rule  to  amend.

28.  0/ variance  between  the  declaration  and  record.  Where,  on  an  issue  on  a  plea 
of  nil/  tid  record t  there  appeared  a  yaiiance  between  the  sum  recovered,  as  stated  in 
the  dedara^n  and  on  the  record,  on  motion  for  judgment  the  court  allowed  the  dec- 
laratioa  to  be  amended  by  inserting  the  amount  as  it  appeared  by  the  record.  Hunter 
T.  Euauinud,  xxviii«  S45. 

24.  In  cote  o/nwjdnder.  In  case  of  a  misjoinder  of  defendants  in  an  action  on 
eootnct,  the  amendment  of  striking  out  the  name  of  the  defendant  or  defendants 
misjomed,  if  made  at  all,  must  be  made  at  the  trial,  and  cannot  be  made  afterwards 
en  motion  befcNre  the  court  Section  222  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act  is  not 
ajpplicable  to  an  amendment  for  misjoinder  of  parties.    Robson  v.  Doyle^  zxv.  204. 

25.  After  triaL  The  court  will  give  leave  to  amend  after  trial  in  certain  case^ 
Bobton  V.  DoifU^  zxv.  820. 

26.  In  case  of  delay.  Although  delay  may  be  a  ground  for  refusing  leave  to  amend 
the  dedaratioa  on  the  eve  of  the  trial,  it  is  no  ground  for  uldmately  refusing  it,  unless 
it  would  involve  some  prejudice  to  the  defendant,  as  by  reason  of  the  expected  absence 
or  death  of  a  witness.  And,  except  under  special  circumstances,  the  court  will  allow' 
the  plaintiff  amendment  at  any  time  befi>re  trial,  on  the  usual  tenns.  Tricket  v.  Jar- 
flaofi,  XXV.

27.  Introducing  new  claim.  In  an  action  against  the  defendant  for  wrongfully  dis- 
misBiDg  the  plaintiff  from  his  service,  the  amount  claimed  was  82/.  for  four  weeks'  salary, 
which  the  defendant  paid  into  court,  together  with  the  costs,  and  which  was  taken  out 
by  the  plaintiff.  It  was  held  that  the  court  had  power  to  allow  the  plaintiff  to  amend 
and  daim  the  salary  for  subsequent  months.

28.  Changing  the  promisee.  On  a  case  stated,  the  plaintiff  was  allowed  to  amend 
by  stadng  a  promise  to  himself  as  administrator  aAcr  the  death  of  his  wife,  in  lieu  of 
an  allegation  that  the  promise  was  made  to  his  wife  when  sole,  and  within  six  years, 
which  last-recited  allegation  was  not  supported  by  the  evidence.

t.  Delay  in  making.  A  bill  of  1500  folios  was  filed  in  February,  1850,  and  the 
answer  of  900  folios  was  filed  in  June.  On  modon  to  dismiss  for  want  of  prosecution 
in  January,  1851,  the  plaintiff  desired  time  to  amend.  Held,  that  the  delay  was  in- 
excusable, and  the  bill  must  be  dismissed,  unless  the  plaintiff  filed  his  replication 
forthwith.     Thruston  T.  Smith,  vii.  168. 

2.  Leaoe  to  amend  generally.  In  a  case  held  not  obnoxious  to  the  68th  order  of 
May,  1845,  leave  was  given  to  the  plaintiff  to  amend  generally.  Macintosh  v.  The 
Great  Western  Railway  Co.  vii.  52. 

3.  When  to  be  made  under  the  orders  of  May,  1845.  Under  the  orders  of  May,  1845, 
the  plaintiff  may  amend  his  bill  within  four  weeks  from  the  time  at  which  the  suit  is, 
or  ought  to  be,  at  issue.  And  whenever  time  is  to  be  calculated  with  reference  to  the 
state  of  a  cause,  touching  the  matter  of  amendment  the  court  treats  the  case  upon  the 
consideration  of  what  is  not  only  the  actual  state  of  the  cause,  but  what  ought  to  be 
the  state ;  and  if  the  cause  ought  to  be  at  issue,  it  will  act  as  if  it  were  at  issue.

6.  Application  after  'abandoning  oppeaL  The  phuntiffs,  having  amended  three  times 
excepted  to  the  answer.  The  exceptions  were  disallowed  by  the  court  The  plain- 
tijfs  entered  a  caveat  with  a  view  to  appeal,  but  finally  abandoned  their  intention  to 
appeal,  and,  a  year  after  the  answer  had  been  found  sufficient,  applied  Cor  leave  to 
amend  on  the  usual  affidavit    Application  refused.

7.  0/the  return  of  a  commission.  Where  it  appears  from  the  affidavit  of  one  of  the 
commissioners,  that  the  omission  to  state  in  the  return  of  a  foreign  conmiission  that  the 
commissioners  and  their  clerics  had  taken  the  oaths  was  purely  accidental,  and  that 
the  oaths  had  been  duly  taken,  the  court  will  order  an  amendment  and  according  to 
the  fact,  though  the  commissioners  have  not  affixed  their  signatures  to  the  interroga- 
tories.

8.  Of  clerical  error  in  master^ s  report.  The  court  of  chancery  sanctioned  an  altera- 
tion made  to  rectify  a  clerical  error  in  the  master's  report,  and  allowed  the  subsequent 
proceedings  to  be  rectified  in  conformity.    Richardson  v.  Ward,  iv.  69. 

9.  Contradicting  affidavit.  In  case  of  amendment  of  a  bill,  after  dissolution  of  a 
common  injunction  upon  bill  and  answer,  and  an  affidavit  verifying  th6  truth  of  the 
amendments,  the  defendant  cannot  contradict  the  affidavit,  but  may  show  that  the 
answer  affords  no  defence  at  law,  and  does  not  materially  vary  the  case.  Zuiueta  y. 
VinentyW.  122. 

10.  Affidavits  required  to  change  a  party  from  plaintiff  to  defendant  By  the  new 
practice  affidavits  are  required  in  case  of  motions  for  leave  to  amend  by  striking  out 
the  name  of  a  plaintiff,  and  making  him  a  defendant  ATLeod  v.  Lyttleton^  xv.

I.  OreaUon  of, 

1.  Annuity  acts^—When  grant  within.  Where  a  widow,  having  a  life  interest  in  a 
certain  sum  of  money,  to  which  her  daughter  was  absolutely  entitled  on  her  death, 
assigned  it  at  once  to  the  daughter,  the  latter  and  her  husband  agreeing  to  pay  her 
interest  thereon  during  her  life,  it  was  held  that  this  was  not  a  grant  of  an  annui^ 
within  the  annuity  acts,  and  that  no  enrolment  of  a  memorial  was  necessary.    Evatt 

V.  Hunt,  xxiL  103. 

2.  Granted  under  special  acts.  An  act  authorized  the  nusing  of  money  for  church 
repairs  by  the  grant  of  annuities  at  certain  restricted  rates.  An  annuity  was  granted 
at  a  higher  rate  than  that  prescribed.  A  subsequent  act  provided  for  paying 
annuities  already  granted.    Held,  that  if  the  grant  was  void  under  the  first  act,  the 
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d^Mt  was  cured  hj  tbe  last,  bat  semtHej  that  the  restriction  contained  in  the  first  was 
direetoij  and  not  prohibitory.    Delarue  t.  Churchy  iii.  160. 

5.  Poufer  of  court  to  grant  annuity.  If  a  testator  makes  provision  for  an  annuity 
to  any  fatore  wife  of  his  son,  the  court  may  make  an  order  providing  for  a  contingent 
annuity  for  the  life  of  any  such  future  wife.    Aaron  v.  Aaron^  xv,  244. 

4.  Estatej  when  to  he  charged  with.  The  guardian  of  an  infant  tenant  in  tail 
redeemed  the  land-tax  on  the  estate  but  made  no  declaration,  in  pursuance  of  the  38 
Gea  nL  c.  60,  so  as  to  make  the  land-tax  a  chai^  on  the  inheritance.  In  a  suit  by 
the  guardian,  who  was  also  administrator  of  the  infant  tenant  in  tail,  it  was  declared, 
that  the  land-tax  was  an  annuity  or  rent  charge  in  favor  of  the  infant's  personal  estate. 
HeM,  that  the  declaration  effectually  charged  the  inheritance ;  and  (the  legal  charges 
executed  by  the  tenant  fi>r  life  and  tenant  in  tail  having  fiuled)  the  tenant  in  re- 
mainder, after  the  determination  of  these  estates,  was  directed  legally  to  charge  the 
estate  with  the  annuity.     Ware  v.  PMilly  xvii.  529. 

5.  Right  of  election  to  purchase  under  a  tcilL  A  will  directed  the  executors  to  pur- 
chase annuities  for  F.  in  their  names,  which  was  never  done.  It  was  held  that  F.  had 
a  right  to  elect  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  paid  to  him,  wherewith  to  purchase  such 
annnities.    Ford  v,  Batletf,  xxiii.  257. 

n.  Alignment  of, 

1.  Rights  of  a  purchaser,  A  took  an  annuity  under  a  will  in  accordance  with  which 
a  fund  was  set  apart  to  pay  it  The  will  declared  that,  in  default  of  the  income  of  the 
tmst  fund  to  meet  the  annuity,  it  should  be  made  gpod  out  of  the  residue  of  the  estate* 
A,  who  was  one  of  ^he  trustees,  sold  the  annuity  by  an  assignment  reciting  that  a 
cettidn  sum  (sufficient)  had  been  set  apart  to  pay  the  annuity.  Afterwards  with  the 
knowledge  of  his  co-trustees,  he  called  in  the  fund,  and  misapplied  it  *  The  purchaser 
was  not  allowed  to  contradict  the  recital  of  the  assignment ;  and,  although  the  annui- 
tant was  one  of  the  trustees,  it  was  held  that  the  purchaser  could  take  no  part  of  the 
assets  till  the  defalcation  was  made  good ;  and  that,  therefore,  he  had  no  claim  on  the 
readue.    Barnett  v.  Sheffield^  xii.  150. 

2.  Right  of  annuitant  to  assign.  A  bequeathed  to  W.  B.  an  annuity  and  by  his  will 
declared  that  the  receipt  of  W.  B.  should  be  the  only  receipt  which  his  executor, 
H.  C.  6.,  should  be  bound  to  accept,  and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  H.  C.  B.  to 
require  W.  B.  to  attend  at  tlie  town  hall  in  order  to  give  receipts  for  the  annuity,  and 
to  suspend  payment  until  such  requiation  should  be  complied  with;  and  subject  to 
mch  annuity  the  testator  gave  all  his  estate  to  II.  C.  B.  Held,  that  such  annuity  was 
asBgnable  by  W.  B.  without  H.  C.  B'a  consent,  notwithstanding  the  power  in  II.  C.  B. 
to  require  W.  B.'s  attendance  to  receive  payment  at  a  particular  place,  and  tliat  the 
right  in  H.  C.  B.  to  suspend  payment  did  not  amount  to  a  '*  gift  over  "  to  him.  Arden 
▼.  GoodacrCj  x.  468. 

3.  Alteration  of  annuity  by  assignment.  An  annuity  duly  charged  on  freeholds  was 
hj  deed  assigned,  and  by  that  deed  a  further  security  was  given  by  the  grantors  upon 
copyholds,  in  consideration  of  an  additional  sum  of  money  paid  to  the  grantors,  and  the 
soin  pa^-able  for  redemption  was  increased  in  amount  The  assignees  of  the  annuity 
appeared  in  the  memorial  to  be  trustees  for  other  persons,  but  the  trust  was  not  dis- 
closed on  the  deed  of  assignment  Heldj  that  the  deed  of  assignment  so  &r  as  it  affected 
the  copyholds,  and  so  far  as  it  contained  any  alteration  of  the  term  on  which  the 
original  annuity  was  granted,  was  void,  but  that  it  was  valid  as  an  assignment  of  the 
original  annuity.     Tidd  v.  Lister,  xxvii.  462. 

m.   Uponi0ffhat  to  he  charged, 
1.  From  what  estate  payable.    If  a  testator  gives  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to 
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trustees,  chai^ng  ihe  whole  with  an  annnity  and  other  tmms,  and  charging  a  legacy 
on  the  personal  estate,  the  annuity  is  primarily  pajaUe  out  of  the  personal  estate* 
1  H.  L.  C.  406.     Tench  v.  Cheese,  xxxi.  892. 

2.  Sale  of  estates  for  payment  of  arrears.  A  testator  deTised  his  real  estate  (sub- 
ject and  charged  wilii  the  payment  of  his  annuities)  to  trustees,  as  to  part  ibr  his  wife 
for  life,  and  then,  in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  rents,  to  pay  the  annuities,  and,  subject 
to  the  life-estate  of  his  wife  and  the  annuities,  to  A  for  life,^&c.  &c.  Held,  that  the  real 
estates  were  liable  1p  be  sold  for  payment  of  the  arrears  of  the  annuities.  Picard  y. 
MUcheU,  Til.  252. 

8.  Arrears,  when  chargeable  upon  the  corpus  of  estate.  Where  a  testator  directed 
his  trustees  to  raise  an  annuity  out  of  the  income  of  the  devised  estate,  and  the  income 
proved  insufficient,  the  arrears  were  held  to  be  a  charge  upon  the  income  and  corpus 
of  the  estate.    Playfair  ▼.  Cooper,  xxiii.  829. 

4.  Arrears — Successive  estates — Payment.  An  annuity  was  charged  upon  an  estate 
which  was  subject  to  successive  interests.  Arrears  having  accrued  in  consequence  of 
a  deficient  fund,  it  was  held,  that  the  arrears  were  not  a  primary  charge  on  the  interest 
of  the  tenant  for  life,  but  that  they  formed  a  charge  on  the  estate,  the  interest  of 
which  alone  must  be  kept  down  by  the  tenant  for  life.  Playfair  v.  Cocper^  zziiL 
832. 

5.  Created  by  deed,  when  satisfied  by  gift  by  will.  If  an  annuity  be  given  by  a  &ther 
to  a  son  by  deed,  the  annuity  to  be  charged  on  the  real  estate,  the  gifl  is  not  satisfied 
by  a  gift  by  will  of  an  annuity  for  the  same  amount,  payable  generally  out  of  the  rente 
of  real  estate.    Lethbridge  v.  Thurlow,  xi.  198. 

6.  When  to  be  paid  from  the  corfQis  of  grantor's  estate.  Where  there  was  a  gifl  by 
win  of  an  annuity  to  be  derived  from  the  income  of  the  residue  of  the  testator^s  per- 
sonal estate,  and  after  the  death  of  the  annuitant  the  corpus  of  the  fund  to  be  paid  to 
other  persons,  ^d  the  residue  proved  insufficient  to  pay  the  annuity,  it  was  hdd  that 
the  annuitant  was  entitled  to  have  the  deficiency  supplied  by  sale  from  time  to  time  of 
part  of  the  corpus  of  the  estate.     Wright  v.  Calleader,  xii.  337. 

7.  Annuitant,  when  entitled  tomoney  paid  into  court.  A  testator  devised  real  estate  to 
B,  charged  with  an  annuity  to  A,  for  her  life,  with  powers  of  distress  and  entry.  Hie 
rents  fell  short  of  the  annuity,  and  an  arrear  became  due  to  A.  A  sum  of  money  (less 
than  the  arrear)  was  paid  into  court  by  a  railway  company  in  respect  of  a  part  of  the 
estate  which  had  been  taken  by  them.  Held,  that  A  was  entitled  to  this  sum  in  inspect 
of  her  arrears.    In  re  Tinkler^s  Trusts,  xiii.  127. 

8.  When  payable  from  both  real  and  personal  estate.  An  annuity  bequeathed  by 
will,  and  directed  to  be  paid  out  of  a  moiety  of  the  rents,  issues,  profits,  dividends, 
interest,  and  proceeds  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  testator,  af^r  the  ex|nra- 
tion  of  .a  life-interest  tiierein,  held  not  to  be  primarily  payaUe  out  of  the  personal 
estate  of  the  testator,  but  to  be  apportionable  between  the  real  and  personal  estates. 
Falkner  v.  Grace,  xii.  218. 

rV.   Duration  of,    , 

1.  Ceasing  upon  marriage  of  annuitant.  A  bequest  of  an  annuity  to  a  single  woman 
duriug  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  **  if  she  shall  so  long  remain  sole  and  unmarried,** 
held,  to  be  a  limitation  as  distinguished  from  a  condition,  and  that  the  annuity  ceased 
upon  the  marriage  of  the  legatee.    Heath  v.  Lewis,  xvii.  41. 

2.  Whether  for  life  only  or  perpetual.  Bequest  to  Y.  of  "  one  clear  annuity  of  100/. 
per  annum,  for  and  during  his  natural  life ;  and  should  he  die,  a  child  him  surviving,  I 
continue  the  same  annuity  for  such  child's  use  and  benefit,  to  be  paid  to  his  or  her 
mother.  Held,  that  the  child  of  Y.  did  not  take  a  perpetual  annuity,  but  for  life  only. 
Held,  also,  that  the  direction  as  to  payment,  **  to  oe  paid  to  his  or  her  mother,"  did  not 
cat  down  the  annuity  to  the  minority  of  the  child.     Yates  v.  Madden,  viii.  1 78. 


,  ^  Perpehud — What  esiaie  cheated  with.  A  testator  chained  oa  his  frediold  bonao 
an  aofittity  to  £.  P.  for  50L  a  year,  fi>r  her  and  her  three  children,  and  after  her  deoeaae 
he  directed  the  jDooney  to  be  paid  to  each  of  them  as  they  i^oald  attain  twenty-one,  but 
if  either  of  them  should  die,  to  be  paid  to  the  suryivor.  Heldy  an  annuity  of  60^  in 
perpetuity  to  the  children  of  £.  P. ;  and  a  charge  (m  the  house  for  such  sum  as  would 
produce  that  amount.    Potter  v.  Bakery  ii.  92. 

4.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  to  £.  L.  *'  50/.  per  year  for  she  and  her  children,  and 
after  her  decease  tl^  money  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  them  as  they  attain  the  age  of 
one  and  twenty ;  but  if  either  of  them  die,  to  be  paid  to  the  survivor."  Heldy  affirm- 
ing a  deciaoa  of  the  Master  of  the  Bolls,  that  the  bequest  was  of  a  perpetual  annuity. 
Potter  ▼.  Bakery  viii.  262. 

5.  Wm.  A  testator  directed  his  property  to  be  invested  in  the  funds,  for  the  best 
advantage  of  thosie  he  should  after  name ;  and  he  bequeathed  50/.  a  year  to  A,  for 
]i£e,  and,  after  her  decease,  then  that  the  50/.  a  year  should  go^  half  to  B,  and 
the  other  half  to  C.  Held,  that  the  annuity  was  perpetual,  and  that  B  and  C  were 
entitled  to  such  a  sum  in  the  funds  as  would  produce  50/.  a  year.

Hddy  that  A  was  entitled  for  life  only  to  the  annuity,  with 
remainder  to  her  issue,  and  assuming  the  word  "issue"  to  have  been  a  word  of 
limitation,  A's  life-estate  would  not  have  coalesced  with  the  estate  in  remainder,  as  the 
one  estate  was  equitable  and  the  other  legal.    Re  WyncKs  Trust,  xxvii.  S75. 

8.  K  one  give  an  annuity  to  A  for  life,  and  after  her  death  the  principal  is  to  revert 
to  A's  Either  and  his  children,  the  investment  not  to  be  altered  without  A's  consent, 
and  the  overplus  of  the  income  to  go  to  the  &ther  and  his  children,  this  constitutes  a 
g^  of  an  annuity  for  life  and  a  gift  over  of  the  property  subject  to  the  annuity ;  and 
the  ease  is  that  of  an  annuitant  and  residuary  legatee,  and  not  that  of  a  tenant  for  life 
and  remainder-man.  Hence  the  annuity  must  be  paid  in  &11.  Croly  v.  Weld,  xxi. 
425.

1.  Decease  of  annuUarU — Survivorship — Residuary  legatee.  In  case  of  a  gift  in 
trast  to  pay  two  annuities  to  A  and  B  respectively,  the  remainder  of  the  interest,  &c., 
equally  to  C  and  D,  and  if  either  C  or  D  dies  without  issue  before  both  the  annuitants 
aro  dead,  then  the  whole  principal  sum  to  be  transferred  to  the  survivor  on  the  decease 
of  the  last  surviving  annuitant,  and  in  the  event  of  either  C  or  D  dying  without  issue 
in  the  lifetime  of  the  annuitants,  her  share  should  not  lapse,  it  was  held,  that  on  the 
decease  of  one  of  the  annuitants,  her  share  accrued  for  the  benefif  of  C  and  D, 
and  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  residuary  legatee.  Boodle  v.  Partington,  zii. 
SOL 

2.  Falling  into  residuary  estate — Children  of  annuitant  not  entitled.  A  testator 
directed  his  trustees  to  set  i^iart  stock  to  pay,  among  others,  a  certain  annuity  to  his 
brother  A  for  life,  and  after  A's  decease  to  continue  it  among  A's  children  for  life.  At 
the  decease  of  any  of  them,  the  stock  firom  which  the  annuity  arose,  was  to  be  sold  and 
the  produce  divided  equally  among  the  children  of  him  or  her  so  dying,  as  they 
flhould^everally  attain  twenty-one,  with  interest  in  the  mean  time  to  be  applied  for 
theb  benefit ;  and  he  said :  "  I  give  them  vested  interest  therein ; "  and  if  any  of  his 
brother's  children  should  at  his  decease  be  dead,  and  have  left  issue,  such  issue  should 
be  entitled  amongst  them  to  the  money  they  would  eventually  have  been  entitled  to 
had  their  parent  outlived  his  brother.    The  testatbr  then  appointed  his  trustees,  exeo* 
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utors,  and  residuary  legatees.  The  testator's  brother  Thomas  died,  kaviag  six  chiln 
dren,  of  whom  ^chard  was  onci  living  at  the  date  of  the  will,  and  he,  afto  the 
decease  of  his  father  until  his  deadi,  received  his  share  of  the  anauitjr.  Richard  died 
leaving  three  children  surviving,  on^  of  whom  was  bom  in  the  lifetime  of  the  original 
testator.  Held^  that  the  children  of  Richard  were  not  entitled  to  the  money  represent- 
ing the  annuity  to  which  he  was  entitled,  but  that  it  fell  into  the  testator^s  residuaiy 
estate.     Greenwood  v.  Roberts j  ix.  189. 

3.  Out  of  foreign  securities — TrusUe  declining  io  exercise  discretion  as  to  investment^ 
A  testator,  possessed  of  personal  estate,  vested  mostly  in  foreign  securities,  bequeathed  to 
trustees  so  much,  to  be  set  apart  at  their  discretion,  as  would  at  the  time  of  his  decease  pro* 
duce  a  certain  annual  income,  to  be  pud  to  his  widow  during  widowhood,  she  to  take  the 
risk  of  an  increase  or  decrease  of  said  income.  The  trustees  had  the  most  ample  discrfr* 
tion  as  to  leaving  the  property  in  foreign  securities,  or  reinvesting  it.  The  acting  trustee 
declined  to  exercise  his  discretion  as  to  setting  apart  so  nmch  of  the  estate  as  would 
meet  the  annuity.  The  annuitant  filed  her  bill  to  have  a  sufficient  amount  of  the 
foreign  securities  sold,  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  the  3L  per  cents.  Held,  that  it 
did  not  appear  that  the  testator  intended  a  specific  gift  of  foreign  securities,  nor  that 
tllby  should  specifically  be  set  apart  to  provide  for  the  annuity.  The  trustee  haviag 
declined  to  exercise  his  discretion  as  to  setting  apart,  the  court  could  exercise  no 
discretion,  but  must  follow  its  known  rule,  and  order  an  investment  in  the  3/.  per 
cents.,  unless  the  testator  directed  to  the  contrary.  Prendergast  v.  PrendergOatj 
ui.  1. 

4.  Mag  be  comprised  in  term  ^^  legacies,"  "Annuities"  may  be  oomprised  in  the 
word  "  legacies,"  and  in  this  case  the  separate  speoificataon  of  '^  annuities  "  in  some 
parts  of  a  will  was  held  not  to  prevent  them  from  being  comprehended  under  die 
expression  "legacies "  in  another  part    Heath  v.  Weston,  xxviL  417. 

5.  Insurance  on  annuitant's  life.  The  testator  being  entitled  to  an  annuity  doling 
the  life  of  A,  effected  an  assurance  on  A's  life,  and  bequeathed  the  annuity  to  B. 
Held,  that  the  policy  did  not  pass.    Hamilton  v.  Baldwin,  xix.  283. 

6.  Tax  upon  annuity,  A  civil  servant  of  the  £.  L  C.  in  receipt  of  an  annuity  <nit 
of  the  Civil  Service  Pension  Fund,  is  entitled,  while  resident  abroad,  to  receive  it 
free  from  income  tax.     Udneg  v.  The  East  India  Co,  xxiv.  290. 

7.  Apportionment  of  quarterly  payments.  An  annuity  to  the  queen  was  "  to  commmiee 
and  take  effect  immediately  ffler  the  decease  of  the  king,  and  to  continue  thenceforth 
during  the  natural  life  of  the  queen,  and  to  be  pdd  and  payable  at  the  four  most 
usual  days  of  payment,  viz :  the  31st  of  March,  the  SOth  of  June,  the  dOth  of  Septem* 
ber,  and  the  3 1st  of«December,  by  even  and  eqnal  portions,  the  first  payment  to 
be  made  on  such  of  the  said  days  as  should  first  and  next  happen  after  the  decease 
of  the  king."  The  king  died  on  the  2Ath  of  June,  1887,  and  upon  the  30th  of  the  same 
month  a  full  quarter's  annuity  was  paid  to  the  queen.  The  queen  died  on  the  2d  of 
December,  1849.  Held,  that  no  apportionment  of  the  quarter's  annuity  which  would 
have  been  payaBle  on  the  31st  of  December  could  be  made  in  her  &vor.  Regina  v. 
The  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  iv.  277. 

8.  Return  of  consideration  money.  The  grantor  of  an  annuity,  immediately  after 
the  execution  ot  the  annuity  deed,  gave  back  to  G.,  the  agent  of  the  grantee,  who 
also  acted  as  his  agent  in  the  transaction,  a  part  of  the  consideration  for  the  purchase 
of  the  annuity,  in  payment  of  a  debt  due  firam  himself  to  6.,  and  also  for  the  expenses 
in  relation  to  the  transaction.  Held,  that  there  was .  no  return  of  the  consideration 
money  within  sect  6  of  stat  53  Gea  IIL  c.  141.    Aberdein  t.  Jerdan,  i.  296. 

9.  Annuitant,  when  bound  io  convey  under  deed  of  trust  The  grantor  of  en  an- 
nuity, which  was  the  third  incumbrance  on  his  real  estates,  executed  a  trust-deed  ^to 
which  the  annuitant  was  not  a  party)  whereby  the  estates  were  conveyed  to  trustees 
on  trusts  for  sale  to  dischaige  the  incumbrances  according  to  their  priorities ;  and  the 
first  trust  of  that  deed  was  to  pay  tht  costs  of  the  trustees  in  the  conduct  of  the  sale. 
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After  the  esteeatian  of  (lie  trust-deed,  the  trustees  applied  to  the  anmutant  for  his 
consent  to  the  sale.  In  answer  to  that  application,  the  solicitors  of  the  annuitant 
(£%kA  to  facilitate  the  sale,  bat  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  tmst-deed,  adding :  "  When 
we  have  seen  the  deed,  we  shall  be  better  able  to  inform  jou  whether  oar  clients  will 
liATe  any  difficulty  in  joining  in  the  conveyances."  And,  in  answer  to  a  subsequent 
spplieation,  they  assented  to  the  appropriation  of  a  part  of  the  rents  towards  render- 
ing the  property  more  eligible  for  sale.  Part  of  the  property  was  sold,  the  annuitant 
coDcarring  in  the  sale,  whereby  a  sufficient  sum  was  realized  to  pay  the  prior  incum- 
bfanees ;  but  it  being  apprehended  that  the  residue  of  the  property  would  not  realize 
enough  to  pay  both  the  costs  of  the  trustees  and  to  redeem  the  annuity,  the  trustees 
applied  to  the  annuitant  for  leave  to  retain,  in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  future  proceeds 
of  sale,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  their  costs.  This  being  ref^ised,  and  a  bill  being  filed 
to  compel  the  annuitant  to  join  in  the  conveyances,  it  was  held,  under  the  circum* 
eCaoces,  that  he  was  not  bound  to  do  so,  except  upon  the  terms  of  having  the  annuity 
redeemed.     Crosse  v.  The  General  Reversionary^  $*e.  Co.  xxvii.  424. 

10.  Interest  tspon  arrears  of  annuity.  Interest  is  not  payable  upon  the  arrears  of  an 
sanaity;  and  it  forms  no  exception  to  that  rule,  that  the  annuity  is  fbr  maintenance, 
and  is  secured  by  bond.    Lainson  v.  Lainson,  xxiii.  15. 

ANSWER. 

1.  Sufficiency  ofansufer.  If  a  bill  alleges  that  the  defendant  has  procured  an  order 
vesting  certain  lands  in  himself  by  fraud,  and  calls  for  names,  terms,  &c.,  and  the  docu- 
ments alleged  to  be  fraudulent,  it  is  no  snffichent  answer  to  say,  that  the  documents 
would  be  of  no  avail  to  the  plaintiff  in  his  endeavors  to  establish  the  right  to  the  lands 
in  himself,  and  are  therefore  immaterial,  and  that,  by  the  plaintiff's  own  showing,  the 
effect  of  the  documents  would  be  to  expose  the  defendant  to  a  prosecution  for  peijury.

2.  Exemption  from  answering,  from  HabiUty  to  penalty.  An  allegation  in  answer  to 
a  hill  against  brokers,  partners,  for  an  account  of  dealings  in  stock,  that  discovery 
voold  expose  the  defendants  to  penalties  under  the  Stock-jobbing  Act,  is  sufficient  to 
piotect  the  defendants  from  discovery.    Robinson  v.  Lamond,  iL  144. 

3.  Jobbing  in  railway  shares  does  not  subject  a  broker  to  the  penalties  or  forfeiture 
imposed  by  stat  7  Geo.  IL  c  8,  and  therefore,  in  a  bill  filed  against  a  bn>ker  for  an 
aoeoimty  kdd,  that  he  cannot  refuse  to  answer  interrogatories  seeking  discovery  as 
to  such  transactions,  on  the  ground  that  so  doing  would  tend  to  subject  him  to  the  pen- 
alties imposed  by  that  statute.     Williams  ▼.  Trye,  xxiii.  501. 

4.  Equity  confrssed.  The  rule  that  there  must  be  equity  confessed  on  the  answer, 
to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  certain  remedies,  is  underBto9d  to  mean  that  the  answer  must 
admit  diat  the  rights  to  be  decided  depend  upon  matters  peculiariy  cognizable  in 
equity.     Owen  v.  Homanj  iii.  112. 

5.  Statement  of  accounts.  If  a  bill  requires  a  detailed  statement  of  accounts  and  the 
defendant  offers  to  produce  them,  but  states  that  he  is  unable,  from  their  length,  to  in- 
vestigate them  personally,  the  answer  is  sufficient.     White  v.  Barker,  xv.  325. 

€.  When  mistaken  admission  in  by  trustees  not  binding.  A  bill  alleged  that  certain 
porebase^money  had  been  invested  in  the  name  of  trustees.  The  trustees,  by  their 
answer,  admitted  tfab  to  be  a  fact,  though  the  money  had  been  pud  to  one  only  of  their 
number,  without  the  knowledge  of  his  co-trustees,  who  were  assured  at  the  time 
of  making  the  answer  tiiat  the  money  had  been  invested  in  their  names,  whereas  the 
tmstee  who  took  the  money  had  applied  it  to  his  own  use ;  he  afterwards  became 
unable  to  restore  it.  Heldf  that,  under  the  circumstances,  this  admission  of  the 
trustees  in  their  answer  did  not  bind  them.    Derbtshire  ▼.  Hame,  xxi.  207. 

7.  Biust  traverse  thai  part  of  an  interrogatory  not  intended  to  be  admitted.  Where 
the  dtefendaat  is  interrogated  about  a  certain  fact,  and  he  answers,  by  denying  his 
knowledge  of  the  fiict  beyond  what  he  had  heard  from  a  third  person,  wiUiout  stating 
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irom  wbom  the  commumcation  came  or  what  it  was,  the  answer  is  insufficient.  The 
answer  should  traverse  the  interrogatory,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  not  intended  to  be 
admitted ;  and  this  cannot  be  done  by  a  negative  pregnant.  As  there  are  no  degrees 
of  insolvency,  no  weight  is  to  be  attached  to  qualifying  words  like  "  utterly  **  in  an  in- 
terrogatory. Ah  answer  denying  that  a  certain  person  had  made  to  the  defendant 
certain  communications  mentioned  in  a  bill,  but  excepting  certain  false  representar 
tions,  without  stating  what  those  representations  were,  is  insufficient  Patrick  v. 
Blackwelly  xxi.  48. 

8.  Impertinence.  Repetitions  in  answers  in  examinations  are  impertinent,  and 
ought  to  be  expunged.    Allfrey  ▼.  AUfreyy  vi.  39. 

9.  Confidential  communications.  An  answer  to  a  bill  containing  the  usual  interrog- 
atories as  to  books  and  papers,  stated  that  the  defendant  had  documents,  procured  since 
the  institution  of  this  suit,  and  with  a  view  to  the  defence,  and  that  the  same  were,  as 
defendant  was  advised,  confidential  communications,  and  for  that  reason  the  defendant 
refused  to  set  forth  any  list  of  or  to  produce  such  documents.  Held^  insufficient. 
Balguy  v.  Brooilhurst,  i.  188. 

10.  Sufficiency  of  description  in.  In  answer  to  the  usual  interrogatory  as  to 
deeds,  &c.,  the  expression  "  banker's  pass  book,"  is  a  sufficient  description.  Houghton

K*  notice  of  appeal  against 
an  order  of  justices  for  the  Temoval  of  a  pauper  may  be  signed  and  giTen  by  aa 
attorney  on  behalf  of  the  parish  officers  of  the  appellant  porisb.  Begina  v.  The 
Justices  of  Middlesex^  i.

4.  Need  not  state  the  grounds  of  appeals  The  term  *'  notice  of  appeal,**  in  section 
9  of  the  Stat  11  &  12  Vict  c.  81,  which  provides  that  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
against  an  order  of  removal,  if  notice  of  such  appeal  be  not  given  as  required  by  law 
within  a  certain  specified  time,  does  not  in  any  way  apply  to  the  ^  statement  of  Urn 
grounds  of  appeaL"    Regina  v.  The  Recorder  of  Derby,  i  314. 

5.  Notice  to  the  wrong  oourt'-^Improper  entry^^Pauper.  A  notice  of  appeal  from 
an  order  as  to  the  settlement  of  a  pauper,  stated  an  intention  of  iqipealing  to  the 
borough  sessions.  The  parties  appeared  accordingly,  but  Uie  appeal  was  dismissed,  on 
the  objection  of  the  respondent  that  the  appeal  lay  to  the  county  sesrions.  The  appel- 
lants entered  the  appeal  at  the  county vesrions,  but  the  court  refused  to  hear  it  on  the 
ground  of  want  of  valid  notice.  Held,  that  tbey  had  decided  rightly,  as  the  appel« 
lants  having  acted  upon  the  notice  as  a  notice  of  appeal  to  the  borough  sessions, 
could  not  afterwards  treat  it  as  a  notice  of  appeal  to  the  county  aessions.  Regina  v« 
The  Justices  of  Salop  j  la^  121. 

6.  Within  twent^rnme  days  after  service  of  an  order  of  removal,  the  appellant 
parish  gave  notice  of  appeal  to  the  borough  sessions,  but  afterwards  entered  and 
respited  their  i4>peal  at  tiie  county  sessions.  The  respondents  objected  that  the  notice 
of  appeal  was  bad ;  and  the  court  being  of  that  opinion  dismissed  the  appeal.  Held^ 
first,  that  the  notice  was  sufficient,  inasmuch  as  the  ^rrooeoDs  statement  that  the 
appeal  would  be  to  the  borough  sessions  mi^^t  be  rejected  as  auiplnsage.  Secondly, 
that  the  court  would  interfere  by  mandamus^  because  it  appeared  that  the  justices  bad 
not  decided  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  notice,  but  bad  treated  the  objection  taken 
to  it  as  necessarily  fatal  in  point  of  law.

Y,  Miscellaneous, 

1.  When  courts  have  appellate  jurisdiction.  Appellate  jurisdiction  cannot  be  entep- 
tained  by  a  court  not  having  authority  to  render  the  ju(^;ment  appealed  from.  Thus 
a  recorder  of  a  borough  not  having  power  to  grant  a  license  for  the  sale  of  liqnar, 
cannot  entertain  an  appeal  from  the  decinon  of  an  inferior  court  upon  a  question  of  the 
gmnting  of  a  license.

2.  Objections  must  be  raised  below.  Upon  an  appeal  the  parttes  are  bound  by  the 
case  as  it  is  stated  for  the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  cannot  travel  out  of  it.

4.  Hearing  on  appeal  may  be  had  without  the  original  order  of  removal.  It  is  not

5.  StmbUy  h  b  soffieieni  fer  the  ftppeflants  to  file  a  copj  of  the  original  order, 
wA  Uie  elerk  of  the  peace  at  tiie  time  of  entering  the  appeal,  and  give  notice 
IB  the  reipondentB  to  prodnce  tiie  original  order;  and  such  appears  to  be  the  prac- 
Ifee.    lb. 

6.  The  appellate  court  will  look  at  the  direction  of  the  Judge.  The  functions  of  the 
court  of  appeal  are  not  linuted  to  answering  the  questions  put  in  the  case,  but  the 
court  has  power  to  look  at  the  direction  of  the  judge  set  out  in  the  case,  and  if  that  is 
errooeoas,  to  order  a  new  trial    Sta$u:Uffe  v.  Ciarkey  ix.  •iSS. 

7.  When  may  be  heard.  Upon  proof  of  notice  of  iq)peal,  it  may  be  heard  though  no 
eoottsd  appear  for  the  appellee.    Pownall  ▼.  Hood^  viL  489. 

APPOINTMENT. 

1.  Power  o/v  general  or  Umited.  M.  B.  by  her  marriage  settlement  assigned,  among 
other  things,  certain  real  estate  in  trust  to  certain  uses,  one  of  which  was  '*  to  the  use 
of  the  child  and  children  of  the  said  M.  B.  by  the  said  J.  C,  or  otJier  person  or 
penoB^fand  for  such  estate,  Ac.,  as  the  said  M.  B.  should  by  deed  appoint."  &ld, 
that  die  power  of  appointment  could  only  be  exercised  in  fkvor  of  the  child  or 
children  of  M.  B.  by  J.  C.  or  other  after  takenliusband.    Beech  t.  Nall^  iiL  572. 

2.  Powers  of,  Joint  and  separate.  By  the  settlement  made  on  the  marriage  of  A  and 
B,  certain  veal  estates  were  conveyed  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  rents  to  A  for 
ife,  and  afWr  his  death,  to  B  for  life,  and  after  the  death  of  A  and  B  upon  trust  for 
soch  one  or  more  of  the  children  of  the  marriage,  as  A  and  B  riiould  by  deed  jointly 
appoint;  and,  in  oasQ  of  the  death  of  A  in  the  lifetime  of  B,  before  any  such  appoint- 
ment should  be  made,  as  B  by  deed  should  appoint  A  and  B  jointly  appointed  two 
Ibortfas  of  the  estate  to  two  of  their  children.  A  died,  and  B  appointed  the  other  two 
Iburths  to  two  other  of  the  children,  and  it  was  held  that  the  appointments  made  by 
B  were  valid.    Jn  re  Simpson*s  Settlement^  tL  58. 

9.  Tesiamentarg — Power  to  be  exercised  during  coverture.  "By  a  marriage  settle- 
ment proiflsion  is  made  for  an  intended  wife  for  life ;  and  after  her  decease,  in  trust 
for  such  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  she,  **  in  and  by  her  last  will  and  testament, 
or  instrument  testamentary,  or  in  the  nature  of  a  will,  in  writing,  to  be  signed  and 
published  by  ber  in  the  presence  of  three  or  more  credible  witnesses,  upon  testamen- 
tary considerations  only,  during  her  intended  coverture  should  direct  or  appoint." 
Hdd^  that  the  words  **  d^fxiag  her  intended  coverture  "  applied  to  the  whole  clause, 
and  that  an  appointment  made  by  the  wife  after  the  death  of  the  husband  was  an 
invalid  execution  of  the  power.    HoUiday  v.    Overton^  xiii.  302. 

4.  Defeetioe^  to  be  aided  in  equity — Husband  and  wife — Escheat.  By  a  marriage 
setdement  in  1815,  fonds^  &e.,  were  settled  to  the  general  appointment  of  the  wife, 
during  the  joint  lives  of  herself  and  her  husband ;  and  subject  to  this  power,  to  tbe 
separate  use  of  the  wife  for  life,  with  remainders  over.  The  same  year  of  the  marriage 
the  husband  made  a  will,  giving  all  his  property  to  his  wife  and  making  her  sole 
executrix.  After  the  marriage  the  wife  executed  several  powers  of  attorney  to  enable 
her  bankers  to  sell  various  parts  of  the  funds ;  the  proceeds  were  paid  into  the  hus- 
band's name.  The  current  expenses  of  the  fomily  were  paid  from  the  wife's  separate 
estate.  With  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  wife's  funds  many  debts  were  paid  and 
some  8,000^.  were  in  1821,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  husband,  invested  in  different 
stock.  In  1826,  the  husband  purchased  an  estate,  at  the  request  of  the  wife,  and  the 
porchase  was  taken  in  the  name  of  the  husband  alone  in  fee.  Previous  to  this  he  had 
aflowed  a  legacy  of  money  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  wife.  In  1844,  the  husband 
died  intestate,  except  so  far  as  the  will  of  181 6  extended,  which  did  not  pass  the  after 
pnrdiased  estate ;  he  had  no  heir  at  law,  *  The  trustees  of  the  settlement  had  never 
acted,  bnt  aftar  the  death  of  the  survivor,  the  personal  representative  of  the  last  snr- 
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vi^ng^  tipstee  luxunglit  this  bill  to  eBtsblish  a  Uen  on  Ibo. lands  for  the  amoimt  of  llio 
purchaseHnoneyv  and  it  was  held:  First,  that  therd  had  been  no  such  laches,  as  to 
deprive  the  plaintiff  of  his  ri^  to  sue ;  on  the  eoo^nary^  he  waa  boood  to  saeu 
Secondly,  that  the  power  of  appointment  was  not  weU  exercised  hj  lady  W^  in  the 
powers  of  attorney,  nor  by  the  assignmenti  of  mortgage.  Thirdly,  that  there  was  not 
a  defective  power  of  i4>pointment  which  a  eoort  of  equity  would  2ud,  so  &r  as  rdaled 
to  the  moneys  invested  in  land.  Fourthly,  that  there  was  a  defeetive  appointment 
which  a  court  of  equity  Would  aid,  so  far  as  respected  the  soma  of  money  expended  by 
Sir  J.  W.  and  Lady  W.,  in  keeping  up  their  establishment,  which  was  beyond  tiimr. 
annual  income.  Fifthly,  that  the  lands  are  subject  to  the  lien,  of  tiie  tmstee,  to  the 
above  extent,  in  the  hands  of  the  lord  claiming  escheat  Lady  W.,  anrviving  her 
husband,  had  fonnally  exercised  her  power  of  appointment  in  fitvor  of  £^  whoai  Ae 
also  made  her  executrix.  £  died,  leaving  B.  her  executor.  HM,  sixthly,  that  B  waa 
a  necessary  party  to  the  suit.    Hughes  v.  Wells,  xin.  389. 

5.  By  unfe,pf  her  pers&nal  property — What  passes.  An  assigninent  by  a  wife  in 
her  marriage  settlement  of  all  her  personal  property,  and  all  to  which  she  or  her  hus- 
band in  her  right  should  be  entitled,  does  not  amount  to  a  covenant  to  exercjte  » 
general  power  of  appointment  in  her  own  favor ;  and  property  over  which  sins  after- 
wards  acquired  a  general  power  of  appointment,  is  not  property  within  the  meaning 
of  the  parties,  and  consequently  does  not  pass  under  the  assignment  In  such  case^ 
the  appointment  by  the  wife«  of  a  gross  sum,  and  also  an  annuity,  to  herself,  reserving 
a  power  of  revocation  and  new  appointment,  is  a  good  exercise  of  such  power,  and 
under  such  appointment  the  gross  sum  made  payable  absolutely  to  her  is  irrevoeably 
bound,  and  is  subject  to  the  trusts  of  the  settlement,  but  the  annuity  is  not  Ewsrt  v. 
Ettjort^  xxi.  192. 

6.  By  deed  or  toiU — Revocation  and  new  appointmenL  A  B  having  a  power  under 
a  settlement  to  appoint  an  estate  in  fee  by  deed  or  will,  executed  the  power  by  deed 
in  1 880,  and  i^pointed  the  estate  to  certain  uses,  amounting  to  a  disposition  of  the  fee, 
but  reserving  to  herself  a  power  of  revocation  and  new  appointment  by  deed.  By  a 
subsequent  deed  of  1883,  she  revoked  the  uses  limited  by  the  last  deed,  and  appointed 
new  uses,  again  reserving  a  power  of  revocation  and  new  appointment  by  deed.  She 
then  executed  a  third  instrument,  in  1836,  of  a  similar  nature,  revoking  the  uses 
limited  by  the  deed  of  1833,  appointing  new  uses,  and  reserving  a  power  of  revooatioD 
and  new  appointment  by  deed.  She  afterwards  executed  a  fourth  deed  in  1836,  by 
which  she  revoked  the  uses  limited  by  the  third  deed,  but  did  not  go  on  to  exercise 
the  power  of  new  appointment  She  then  made  her  wiU,  "v^ich  purported  to  be  an 
execution  of  the  power  given  her  by  the  original  settlement  Hdd^  that  from  the 
time  of  the  execution  of  the  deed  of  1830,  the  original  power  of  appcnntment  by  deed 
or  will,  which  was  created  by  the  settlement,  was  at  an  end  and  incapable  of  being 
exercised,  and  that  the  appointment  purported  to  be  made  by  the  will,  was  not  a 
valid  disposition  in  fee-simple  of  the  estate.  Evans  v.  Evans,  xxi.  475. .  Decision 
reversed,  see  Evans  v.  Evans,  xxxi.  366. 

7.  Of  a  moiety  of  a  fund.  F.  H.  had  a  power  to  appoint  a  oertam  sum  to  her 
daughters  after  the  decease  of  herself  and  her  husband.  Upon  the  marriage  of  her 
daughter  G.  she  appointed  a  moiety  of  tiie  fund  to  her,  or  her  husband  in  her  right,  to 
the  end  that  on  the  decease  of  the  tenants  for  life,  it  might  be  paid  to  her  husband, 
his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  to  and  for  his  and  their  own  use  and  benefit 
No  appointment  was  made  of  the  other  moiety  of  the  fund.  Held,  that  there  was  a 
valid  appointment  of  one  moiety  of  the  fund ;  that  the  remaining  moiety  was  uni^ 
pointed,  and  was  divisible  between  G.  and  her  aster.     Womhwell  v.  Bknrott,  vii.  61. 

8.  Canditionai,  The  condition  in  a  deed  of  appointment,  that  if  the  appointee 
shall,  at  the  request  of  other  parties,  convey  certain  other  estates  to  B,  then  the 
appointee  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  th6  appointment,  is  a  valid  one.  Stroud  ▼« 
Norman,  xxiii  145. 
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9.  Time.  J£  no  linited  time  is  mentSoned  in  which  such  request  shall  be  made, 
then  tiie  fimit  of  titne  ma^  be  inferred  from  the  settlf^ment,  or  other  docmnents,  which 
CQBfeiied  the  power  of  appointment,  or  from  the  circnmstances  of  the  cav.    IL 

10.  Of  fund  anumg  diUdren-^Canttrueium  of  power*  If,  by  the  terms  of  a  settle- 
BKDt,  a  power  bo  given  to  the  donee  to  ttansfer  the  estate  to  his  child  or  children,  at 
neh  age,  or  agee,  and  in  snch  shares  and  proportions,  if  more  than  one,  as  he  should 
i^ipoint,  then  the  donee  has  fall  power  to  give  the  estate  to  any  one  of  the  children, 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  othen,  and  the  estate  may  vest  in  the  child  or  children  in 
his  or  their  infiuicy.    Pearon  v.  Deebrisay^  xl.  167. 

11.  Qfezeeutore  and  administrators.  R.  M.  settled  moneys  to  become  payable  on 
policies  of  insurance  upon  his  life  upon  trust  for  B.  M.  hb  wife,  for  life ;  after  her 
decease,  i^n  trust  fer  his  appointees ;  in  defiiult  of  aj^pointment,  in  trust  for  the 
difldren  of  the  marriage;  and  ^pointecf  his  executors  and  administrators.  Held^ 
revening  the  decision  of  the  Viee-Ohancelior,  that  the  effect  of  the  appointment  was 
to  make  the  property  a  part  of  the  personal  estate  of  R.  M.,  subject  to  the  life  interest 
of  B.  IL ;  and  that  neither  the  next  of  kin  of  R.  M.  were  deeignaied  by  the  appoint^ 
meat,  nor  were  the  executors  or  administrators  to  take  beneficially.  Mackenzie  v. 
Maeienzie^  viiL  67. 

APPRENTICE. 

1.  Binding  of  pohmiary  and  by  parieh  officers.  The  necessity  for  stating  in  the 
indantnre  tliat  a  ohild  ^ypiendced  to  a  chimney-sweeper  is  above  eight  years  of  age, 
aad  that  tlie  consent  of  two  jnstiecs  has  been  obtained,  fording  to  the  28  Gea  UI. 
c  4^  applieaonly  to  bindings  of  poor  children  by  parish  offioers,  and  not  to  a  voluntary  , 
binding  of  himself  by  a  child  provided  he  is,  in  feet,  above  eight  years  of  age.  Begina 
V.  The  Inhabitants  of  Epsom,  xxx.  247. 

2.  Jurisdiciion  of  jusdces  in  binding  apprentices*  The  allowance  of  justices  to 
an  indenture  for  binding  a  parish  apprentice  under  the  48  Elix.  c  2,  is  a  judicial 
act,  and  it  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the  allowance  that  the  justices  were  at  the 
tiBM  of  |jpra»ting  it  acting  within  their  jurisdiction.  Staoerton  v.  Asbburtonf  xxix. 
131. 

3.  So  too  an  order  of  justices  fer  binding  an  apprentice  under  66  Geo.  m.  c.  139. 
Begina  v.  The  Parish  of  SL  George^  Bloomsburgy  xxviii.  800. 

4.  Pariskj  indentwre  for  binding.  By  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  63,  indentures  fer 
binding  pariah  apprentices  within  any  city,  &c.,  are  to  be  allowed  by  two  justices,  one 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  county,  and  the  oUier  on  behalf  of  the  city,  &c.,  within  which 
tbechikl  ia  bound.  By  the  2  &  8  Vict.  c.  71,  a  single  police  magistrate  sitting  at  a  police 
conit  may  do.  any  act  directed  to  be  done  by  more  than  one  justice.  Held,  that 
under  that  act  an  indenture  of  apprenticeship,  under  the  act  first  mentioned,  was 
properly  allowed  by  a  sin|^  police  magistrate.  Begina  v.  The  Pari^  of  St.  George, 
Bioomtiury,  iv.  302. 

5.  Validity  of  indenture.  The  regulations  of  the  Poor-law  Commisaoners  for 
legnlating  the  binding  of  parish  apprentices,  are  merely  directory,  and  an  omission  to 
comply  with  them  would  not  affect  the  validity  of  an  indenture ;  and  the  certificate 
oCa  magistrate  afibrds  a  presumption  that  the  rules  have  been  properly  complied.with. 
Begina  v.  The  Inhabitants  of  St*  Mary  Magdalen,  xxiv.  161. 

€.  Desertion  of  apprentice.  By  indenture  of  apprenticeship,  an  infent  put  himself 
I4>prentice  to  a  person  described  as  *'  an  auctioneer,  appraiser,  and  corn-factor,"  to 
leun  his  art  and  with  him  to  serve  "  for  a  specified  period.  The  father  was  party  to 
the  indenture,  and  entered  into  the  usual  covenants  for  performance  by  the  appren- 
tice. Held,  that  the  master's  having,  during  the  apprenticeship,  relinquished  the 
trade  of  corn-factor,  was  an  answer  to  an  action  of  covenant  brought  by  him  against 
the  fether  for  a  desertion  by  the  apprentice ;  though  the  father  had  by  parol  con^ 
seated  to  the  discontinuance  of  that  trade,  and  allowed  the  son  to  serve  after  it 
EUen  V.  Topp^  iv.

I.  Agreement  to  refer. 

1.  Agreement  to  refer  made  a  ride  of  court.  Where  an  order  of  reference  of  an 
inferior  court  of  record,  made  hy  consent  of  the  parties,  contained  a  clause  that  the 
order  might,  at  the  opdon  of  either  party,  be  made  a  rule  of  her  Majesty's  Court  oi 
Queen's  Bench,  under  the  stat  9  &  10  Will.  III.  c.  15,  it  was  held,  that,  as  an  agree- 
ment of  reference  between  the  parties,  it  might  be  made  a  rule  of  court  Harlow  r. 
Winstanley^  iii.  492. 

2.  Consent  of  parties  to  an  agreement  to  refer.  An  action  and  a  chancery  suit  were, 
with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  referred,  at  Nisi  Prius,  to  arbitration.  A  party  to 
the  suit  was  not  a  party  to  the  action,  but  nothing  was  said,  when  the  suit  was  referred, 
as  to  obtaining  his  consent  to  the  reference.  His  refusal  afterwards  to  concur  therein 
was  held  to  be  no  reason  for  rescinding  the  order  of  reference.  Wilson  v.  Morrelt^ 
xxix.  345. 

3.  Two  actions — Order  of  reference.  Where  a  plaintiff,  having  brought  two  ami- 
lar  actions,  one  in  his  own  right,  and  another  as  agent  for  another  party,  against  the 
same  defendant,  agrees  with  the  defendant  to  refer  both  actions  to  arbitrators,  the 
agreement  to  refer  both  actions  does  away  with  the  formal  objection  that  the  order  of 
reference  does  not  sufficiently  make  it  appear  that  both  causes  have  been  referred,  aa 
also  the  objection  that  the  party  for  whom  the  plaintiff  has  sued  as  agent  has  given  no 
consent  thereta    Hancock  v.  Reede,  vi.  368. 

4.  Revocation  of  appointment — Jurisdiction  of  court.  The  defendant  appointed  the 
plaintiff  auditor  of  his  estates  at  a  yearly  salary,  4uring  so  long  as  he  should  hold  the 
office ;  and,  in  case  the  defendant  should  revoke  the  appointment  without  adequate 
and  just  cause,  he  was  to  pay  him  a  retiring  pension  of  1,000/.  a  year;  and  it  was  pro- 
vided that  the  adequacy  and  justice  of  the  cause  should  be  determined  by  J.  W.  Held^ 
that  the  defendant  had  no  power  of  dismissing  the  plaintiff  without  giving  him  a  right 
to  the  pension  of  1,000/.  a  year,  until  he,  the  defendant,  had  previously  ascertained  by 
a  reference  to  J.  W.  that  he  had  adequate  and  just  cause  to  revoke  tJie  appointment. 
Lowndes  v.  The  Earl  of  Stamford^  xiv.  23. 

6.  Ouster  of  jurisdiction.  Heldy  also,  that  the  juris^ction  of  the  court  to  enforce 
payment  of  the  retiring  pension  was  not  ousted.    lb, 

6.  'Legalitg  and  construction  of  agreement  to  refer.  A  ccmtract  ivas  made  for  a  cai^ 
of  wheat,  with  a  proviso  that  any  difference  arising  under  the  contract  should  be 
referred  to  arbitrators.  The  cargo  on  arrival  proved  smaller  than  stipulated ;  plaintiff 
claimed  damages,  and  a  reference.

op.  The  arbitrator  certified  that  a  rnle  Bhoold  be  drawn  up  in  certain  terms.  The 
eoart  thereupon  permitted  a  rule  of  reference  to  be  dnwn  up  in  the  tenns  of  the  in* 
donenienta,  and  then  a  teoond  rule  pursuant  to  tlte  oettifieate  of  the  banister.  Brat^ 
don  T.  Smiik,  xx.  99« 

9.  Forma  requisUe  to  vaiidily  of.  IVhere  parties  agree  to  reftr  a  question  of  disputed 
compensation  for  land  required  by  a  railway  company,  and  the  secretary,  on  behalf  of 
the  company,  agns  the  appointment  of  the  arbitrator,  an  award  made  under  such  sub* 
misdon  is  Talid,  although  all  the  previous  forms  imposed  by  the  statute  have  not  been 
eomplied  with,  those  fonns  being  necessary  only  in  the  case  of  a  compulsory  arbitration. 
CoUin$  T.  The  Souik  Staffordshire  Railway  Co.  ziL  565. 

n.   What  may  he  referred, 

1.  Disputes  as  to  amount.  Where  a  statute  requires  that  "disputes  as  to  amount* 
shall  be  settled  by  arbitration,  as  provided  in  the  statute,  it  does  not  include  csuscn 
where  the  parties  made  liable  under  certain  circumstances,  dispute  that  they  are  liable 
at  all,  and  an  award  made  in  such  a  case  is  invalid.  Regina  t.  The  Metropolitan  Com" 
missioners  of  Sewers,  xviiL  213. 

2.  Submission  by  bankrupt.  Where  a  bankrupt  submitted  matters  to  arbitradon 
which  had  passed  to  his  assignees,  and  the  arbitrator  awarded  that  the  bankrupt  should 
pay  the  costs  of  the  award,  it  was  held,  that  the  submission  was  not  void ;  and  the  court 
made  absolute  a  rule  upon  the  bankrupt  to  pay.    In  re  Milnes,  xxviii.  362. 

3.  To  what  questions  statute  applies.  Tlie  provisions  as  to  arbitration  contained  in 
the  27th  section  of  the  act  10  Geo.  IV.  c.  56,  and  which  are  incorporated  into  the  act 
6  &  7  Will.  lY.  c  82,  do  not  apply  to  questions  such  as  those  raised  on  a  claim,  the 
determination  of  which  depends  partly  on  the  construction  of  the  rules  of  a  society 
and  partly  on  the  meaning  of  a  mortgage  deed  and  the  mode  of  giving  eflect  to  it.

4.  The  master  of  the  grammar  school  of  G.,  the  governors  of  which  were  seised  in 
fee  of  the  school,  the  schoolhouse  and  premises,  and  had  power  to  elect  and  remove 
the  master  as  often  as,  according  to  their  discretion,  they  might  see  necessary  and 
convenient,  has  no  greater  interest  in  such  prembes  than  as  tenant  for  a  year,  or  from 
year  to  year ;  and  any  claim  which  he  may  have  against  a  nulway  company,  for  com- 
pensation for  the  taking  of  a  part  of  the  premises  by  such  company,  must  be  enforced 
under  the  121st  section  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  18,  his  interest  in  the  premises  not  en- 
titling him  to  proceed  by  arbitration,  under  sect  121  of  that  act  Regina  v.  The 
Manchester,  jrc  Railway  Co.  xxls.  180. 

m.  Arbitrators  ;  Appointment,  DutieSf  and  LiaUUHes  of. 

1.  Appointing  umpire  by  ht.  An  umpire  may  be  appdnted  by  lot,  if  the  parties  to 
the  reference  aasent  to  such  a  mode  of  election.     Taylor  ▼.  Backhouse,  ii.  184. 

9.  Validity  of  appointment  of.  A  local  inclosure  act,  which  provided  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  commissioners  and  the  allotment  of  iands,  pointed  out  a  mode  for  the  election 
of  a  new  eommtssioner  in  case  of  the  death  of  J.  C.  An  award  made  after  J.  C.*8 
death,  by  a  person  who  had  acted  in  the  same  capacity,  was  held  sufficient  without 
proof  of  his  having  been  appointed  in  the  mode  specified  by  the  act  Doe  d.  Roberts 
T.  Mostyn,  xl.  504.  ^ 

5.  If  more  tikan  one  arbitrator.  Where  a  submission  to  arbitration  requires  that 
die  award  shall  be  made  by  more  than  one  arbitrator,  the  award  must  be  the  joint  act 
of  thearbitratorB,  and  executed  in  the  presence  of  each  other.  Wade  t.  Dowling, 
zxvHL  104 ;  Peterson  t.  Ayre,  xxx.  585. 

4.  Notice  to  parties.  A  usage  for  arbitrators  appointed  to  determine,  as  between 
outgoing  and  incoming  tenants  of  a  fiirm,  the  value  of  the  away-going  crop  and  the 
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dedoctkxu  for  want  of  repaiiv,  t$  make  their  award,  on  inapectioil  of  tSie  cropa  and 
premisefl,  without  notice  to  the  parties  and  without  evidence,  may  be  good ;  but  no 
usage  can  justify  the  arbitrators  in  hearing  one  party  and  his  witnesses  only,  in  the 
absence  of  and  without  notice  to  the  other  party.     Oswald  t.  Gretf,  xxix.  85. 

5.  Reamssion  of  award — Neu>  award.  By  the  terms  of  an  aibifcration  the  costs  of 
the  reference  and  award  were  in  the  arbitrator's  discretion,  and  there  was  also  a  clause 
empowering  the  court,  in  the  event  of  application  to  Uiem,  to  send  the  matters  referred, 
or  any  of  them,  back  to  the  arbitrator,  for  reconsideration.  The  original  award,  af^ 
deciding  all  matters  in  difference,  added,  that  for  the  better  defining  the  height  of  the 
weir  such  permanent  marks  should  be  placed  as  B.  should  direct  This  direction 
being  held  bad  as  a  delegation  of  authority,  the  court  remitted  the  award  to  the  arln- 
trator  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering  the  prospective  directions  that  should  be  given 
lor  defining  the  depth  at  which  the  defendant  might  maintain  his  weir.  The  arbitrator, 
without  calling  the  parties  before  him,  made  a  new  award,  repeating  verbatim  the  terms 
of  the  old  awa^  as  to  all  matters,  except  as  to  the  prospective  directions.

6.  Employing  person  to  draw  up  the  award.  Sembie,  that  a  lay  arbitrator  may  em- 
ploy a  professional  person  to  prepare  his  award ;  per  Msule,  J.,  that  he  ought  to  do  sa 
But  where  a  separate  charge  was  made  for  an  attorney's  costs  of  preparing  the  award, 
the  arbitrator  having  chained  a  sufiEicient  sum  for  the  award,  it  was  held,  that  the  master 
was  right  in  disallowing  the  amount  of  the  attorney's  bill  in  the  costs.  Galloway  v. 
Keyworth,  xxvi.  860. 

7.  The  attorney  of  one  of  the  parties  may  be  employed  by  an  arbitrator  to  draw  up 
the  award.    Behren  v.  Bremer,  xxx.  490. 

8.  Action  against  arbitrator.  Qucere,  whether  an  action  wiH  lie  against  an  arbitra- 
tor for  any  thing  done  by  him  while  acting  strictly  in  that  capacity  ?  Jenkins  v.  Betham, 
xxix.  283. 

9.  Claim  against  railway  company.  Where  a  party  has  proceeded  to  have  the 
amount  of  his  claim  fi>r  compensation,  against  a  railway  company  settled  by  arbitration, 
in  accordance  with  the  provimons  of  the  Lands  Chiuses  Act,  the  arbitrator  is  bound  to 
make  his  award  within  three  months  of  the  time  when  the  matter  is  referred  to  him  for 
arbitration.  Evans  v.  The  Lancashire  S^c.  Railway  Co.  xviii.  425.  As  to  the  declaration 
by  arbitrator  in  soch  case,  see  Davies  v.  The  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Co.  ix.  276.

IV.  Enlarging  Time  for  making  Award. 

1.  Reference  back,  and  enlargement  as  affected  by  delay.  The  conrt  will  not  refer 
matters  back  to  an  arbitrator,  or  enlarge  the  time  for  his  making  an  awaid,  where 
there  has  been  a  long  delay  (e.  g.  three  years)  since  the  last  step  was  taken  upon  the 
award,  and  such  delay  is  not  satisfactorily  explained,  because  the  position  of  the 
parties  may  be  altered,  and  they  may  be  unable  to  produce  their  witnesses.  Doe  d.

2.  Enlargement  of.  An  arbitrator  may  ^arge  the  time  for  making  an  award,  if 
the  power  thus  to  enlarge  can  in  any  way  oe.  inferred  from  the  agreement  to  refer. 
Kirk  V.  Unwin,  vi.  477. 

8.  The  power  of  the  court  to  enlarge  the  time  ibr  making  an  award  under  8  8e  4 
Will  IV.  c.  42,  s.  39,  extends  to  cases  where  the  arbitrator  had  power  to  enlarge,  but 
refused  or  neglected  to  exercise  it  Where  one  party  has  died,  the  court  will  seldom 
enlarge.    Edwards  v.  Dames,  xxv.  329. 
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4.  The  ppwer  g^ven  by  statute  to  the  court  or  a  judge  to  enlarge  the  tenn  for  the 
making  of  an  award  hy  an  arbitrator  may  be  exereised  after  the  arbitrator  has  made 
his  award ;  and  a  rule  nm  for  such  eolargement,  or  for  remittiug  the  matters  back  to 
the  aibitrator,  or  for  entenng  judgment  afler  the  award,  need  not,  in  terms,  be  <]p«wn 
up  ^  upon  reading  the  rule  of  court  making  tiie  submiaaon  in  the  cause  a  rule  of 
court,"  if  it  sufficiently  appear  by  the  affidavits  that  the  submission  has  been  made  a 
rule  of  court.    Brown  t.  CoUiferj  yL  239. 

5.  Practice  respectwg  erdargemenL  Arbitrators  were  to  award  by  the  25th  of  June, 
^th  liberty  to  them  to  enlarge  their  time,  but  not  to  exceed  the  81st  of  August ;  if  they 
did  not  award  within  the  time  limited  for  them,  the  matters  were  to  be  determined  l^ 
an  umpire,  chosen  hj  them,  who  was  to  make  his  award  within  two  months  from  his 
appointnent,  with  liberfy  to  him  to  enlarge  his  time,  but  not  exceeding  another  two 
months.  On  the  20th  of  April,  the  arbitrators  appointed  an  umpire,  and  in  the  appoint- 
ment stated  that  his  duties  should  commence  officially  on  the  1st  of  September,  and 
should  terminate  before  the  first  of  Januaiy  following.  The  arbitrators  could  not  agree 
on  an  award.  The  umpire  did  not  enlargo  his  time,  and  the  dlst  q£  October  passed. 
The  court,  without  deciding  as  to  the  validity  or  effect  of  the  umpire's  appointment, 
granted  a  rule  enlacing  the  tame  of  the  umpire  for  making  the  award  until  the  end 
c^  December.    In  re  Johnson^  xxviii.  278. 

6.  A  cause  was  referred  to  arbitration,  after  which  both  parties  hai^g  delayed 
proceeding  with  the  reference,  and  the  arbitrator  having  omitted  to  enlai^  the  time 
for  making  his  award,  the  court  refused,  under  the  3  &  4  Will  IV.  c  42,  s.  39,  to 
enlarge  the  time,  the  defendant  refusing  his  consent  to  such  enhirgement  ilm/retos 
V.  Eaton^  viiL  561. 

V.  Reference  hack  lo  ArJdtrator. 

1.  Agreement  that  avoard  may  he  Bent  hack  to  arhitrator.  The  submission  contained 
the  usual  clauses,  that  "  if  either  party,  by  affected  delay  or  otherwise,  should  wilfully 
delay  or  otherwise  wilfully  prevent  the  arbitrator  from  making  the  award,  he  should 
pay  costs.  And  in  case  of  either  party  disputing  the  validity  of  the  award,  and 
moving  the  court  to  set  aode  the  same,  the  court  should  have  power  to  remit  the 
matter  referred  to  the  arbitrator."  Held^  that  the  award,  if  invalid,  might  be  remitted 
back  on  ihe  application  of  the  defendant,  and  that  the  clause  in  question  was  not 
confined  to  cases  in  which  the  court  might  exercise  the  power  adversely  to  the  party 
seeking  to  impeach  the  award.    Bradjiey  v.  Phelps^  xi.  595. 

2.  Specific  finding  on  several  cUiwu.  To  a  d^laration  containing  a  single  count 
£br  work  and  labor,  board  and  lodging,  &c.,  the  defendant  pleaded  never  indebted 
and  a  set-off.  The  cause  was  referred.  The  arbitrator  certified  that  a  verdict  should 
be  entered  on  the  first  issue  .for  the  plaintiff,  and  on  the  second  for  the  defendant. 
He  afterwards  stated  Uiat  he  considered  that  the  plaintiff  had  made  out  no  claim 
against  the  defendant,  except  for  board  and  lodging.  The  court,  under  a  power  to 
that  effect,  remitted  the  matters  to  the  arbitrator  to  certify  specifically  up<m  each  of 
the  daims  ia  the  dedaration ;  and  as  to  what  sum  (if  any)  he  found  to  be  due  fVtnn 
the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  in  respect  of  either  of  such  claims.  Gore  v.  Baker^ 
'Zxix^iaS. 

VI.  Award ;  JRequisttes,  and  Validity  of. 

1.  Awarding  eonirarg  to  arbitrator^  convictions.  Where  it  was  agreed  in  a  colliery 
lease,  that  certain  peiaons  should  act  as  arbitrators  to  decide  upon  the  "  value  of  the 
mines  and  minerals,"  and  what  amount  should  be  paid  by  the  lessees,  and  One  of  the 
arhitrators  stated  the  value  of  the  mines  contrary  to  his  own  convictions,  and  the 
lessees  objected  to  the  award  as  invalid,  and  deserted  the  mines,  three  years  after 
which  desertion  the  lesson  filed  a  bill  for  specific  performance,  it  was  held,  l.That  the 
award  was  invalid  by  reason  of  one  of  the  arbitrators  awarding  contrary  to 
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convietiong.  2.  That  the  delajr  in  fiUng  the  bill  was  fatal.  But  semUe,  that  the  ftct 
that  the  arbttraton  did  not  examine  witnesses  as  to  the  value,  or  that  they  had  asked 
the  opinion  of  a  person  whom  they  had  preTiously  named  as  mnpite  would  not  haye 
rencl^red  the  award  invalid.    Ead»  v.  Williams^  xxxi.  SOS. 

2.  Joint  and  severed  differences.  Where  all  difiTerences  between  A  on  the  one  nde, 
and  B  and  C  on  the  other,  are  referred,  the  arbitrator  may  award  as  to  difierences 
which  A  has  with  B  or  C  severally  as  well  as  those  which  he  has  ^th  them  jmntly. 
Adcock  V.  Woodi  vL  570. 

3.  Mutual  claims  of  parties  arising  out  of  same  contract.  It  is  no  excess  of  jurisdie- 
tion  if  an  arbitrator  disposes  of  the  mutual  claims  of  parties,  those  claims  all  arising 
out  of  the  same  contract  with  respect  to  which  the  order  of  reference  was  made. 
Hancock  v.  Reede,  vL  368.  * 

4.  Invalid  direction  in.  Where  an  arbitrator  having  power,  but  not  being  bound 
by  the  terms  of  the  submission,  to  direct  as  to  a  particular  matter,  gives  a  direction 
which  is  invalid,  the  whole  award  b  not  thereby  vidated,  but  such  invalid  direction 
may  be  treated  as  surplusage.    NichoUs  v.  Jonesj  v.  458. 

5.  Recital  of  illegal  provision  in  the  submission.  It  is  no  objection  to  an  award  that 
it  recites  a  clause  in  the  submisfflon  which  provides  that  documents  shall  be  admitted 
in  evidence  without  a  stamp,  it  not  appearing  that  the  arbitrator  admitted  in  evidence 
any  unstamped  documents.    Phillips  v.  Higgins,  v.  295* 

6.  Bad  for  exces^-^Deed  of  indemnity,  Greneral  words  in  a  release  are  limited  by 
the  recitals.  Therefore,  whore  an  arbitrator,  having  power  to  settle  deeds  of  indem* 
nity,  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  a  rectory  and  tithes,  settled  a  deed  reciting  l^t 
A  was  to  indemnify  B  in  respect  of  that  purchase,  and  the  release  in  the  deed  con- 
tained general  words  of  indemnity  with  respect  to  all  acts  to  be  done  in  respect  of 
the  premises,  it  was  held,  that  the  award  was  not  bad  for  excess,  on  account  of  the  huge- 
ness of  the  indemnity ;  but  that  the  indemnity  must  be  taken  to  be  in  respect  of  lawful 
acts  done  in  carrying  out  the  recited  proviaons.    Bluck  v.  Boyes,  xxii.  508. 

7.  Valid  direction  in — Canstrttction  of.  Where  an  arbitrator  directed  A  to  sign^ 
seal,  and  deliver  a  deed  "forthwith"  to  B,  though  it  appeared  on  the  face  of  the 
award  that  the  execution  of  that  deed  was  to  depend  upon  the  prior  execution  of 
another,  it  was  held^  that  the  award  was  not  bad ;  the  word  "  forthwith,''  meaning  as 
soon  as  B  should  be  in  a  condition  to  call  upon  A  to  execute,    lb. 

8.  Construction  of  An  action  of  ejectment  being  referred  by  the  order  of  a  judge 
to  an  arbitrator,  the  latter,  afler  reading  the  order  of  reference,  awarded  as  follows  i 
*'  I  award  and  determine  that  the  verdict  in  the  said  cause  be  entered  for  the  lessors 
of  the  pliuntiff."  Held^  in  an  action  by  the  lessors  of  the  plaintiff,  against  the  defend* 
ant,  to  recover  the  costs,  that  the  arbitrator  must  be  understood  to  have  finally  deter- 
mined the  cause  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs.    Law  v.  Blackbttrrow,  xxiv.  312. 

9.  Setting  aside  atcard  for  mistake  of  party.  Where  parties  agree  that  an  arbitrator 
may  award  a  money  compensation  for  damage,  or  instead  thereof  actual  repairs  of  tho 
damage  done,  the  court  will  not  set  aside  the  award,  because  one  of  the  parties 
supposing  that  the  arbitrator  is  to  award  only  what  repairs  shall  be  made,  fails  to  give 
evidence  as  to  the  actual  money  value  of  the  repairs,  the  arbitrator  having  awarded  a 
money  compensation*   NeujboUl  v.  7^6  East  Lancashire  Railioay  Co,  xiv.  508. 

10.  Plan  incorporated  with.  On  a  plan  annexed  to  an  award  and  referred  to 
therein,  there  were  figures  which  referred  to  written  descriptions  at  the  foot  of  the 
plan,  delineating  certain  places.  Without  these  descriptions  the  plan  was  unintelli- 
gible. Held^  that  these  written  descriptions  were  part  of  the  plan  and  incorporated 
with  the  award.    Johison  v.  Latham,  iv.  203. 

11.  Setting  out  of  pleadings  in.  An  action  on  the  case  for  obstructing  the  plaintiff's 
right  to  the  water  of  a  river  was  one  of  several  matters  referred  to  arbitration.  Held^ 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  set  out  the  plea<Ungs  in  the  award,    lb, 

12.  Alternative  award.    The  direction  in  an  award  that  the  defendant  pay  a  certain 


fan  to  liie  planitkH  or  hn  ftttorn^,  docs  not  vitiate  tbo  avraid;  and  upon  a  role  of 
oovt  m  that  ibnn  ander  IIm  flatate,  the  plaintiff  only,  and  ^ot  the  attomej,  can  iasoe 
exeeotioo.    Hare  v.  Fieagf  tL  433. 

13.  Direction  to  pay  momeif  io  a  stranger,  A  direction  in  an  award  that  one  party 
fibdl  pay  mooey  to  a  atiaager  la  good,  if  it  does  not  appear  impo«ible  that  such  pay- 
ment can  be  Ibr  tbe  benefit  of  a  party  to  the  award.  Adcoeky.WQod^y\.blO,  See» 
abO)  J%  re  JMtkgy  juqt.  349. 

14.  Direction  to  pay  to  one  of  the  arbitrators.  In  a  case  of  arbitration,  an  award| 
dinctiBg  A  to  pay  to  one  of  the  arbitrators  the  sum  awardedt  the  same  to  be  imme- 
diately paid  by  said  arbitrator  to  B,  is  a  good  awards  it  sufficiently  aj^^earing  that  the 
pe^ment  to  the  arbitrator  is  for  the  benefit  of  B.     Wood  t.  Adcoekj  ix.  534. 

15.  Prenanption  infaoor  of  award.  Prima  facie  an  award  is  good,  and  if  a  state  of 
ftcts  ean  be  conceived  by  the  ooort  which  will  fairly  and  reasonably  make  the  award 
certain,  it  will  be  supported  imless  the  opposite  party  shows  that  he  has  been  misled. 
Per  Jervia,  C.  J.     Wood  v.  Adcock,  zxviii.  328. 

1$.  Certttiniy  of  direction  as  to  payment  of  costs  by  parlies.  Where  an  agreement 
^  referenee  provided  that  the  arbitrator  should  by  his  award  direct  by  whom,  to 
idkom,  and  in  what  proportions  and  manner  the  costs  of  the  award  should  be  paid, 
and  the  award  directed  the  same  to  be  paid  by  A,  B,  and  C,  in  equal  proportions,  the 
award  was  lield  good,  as  it  sufficiently  indicated  that  each  of  the  three  parties  was  to 
pay  OBB  tlnird  of  them  to  the  arbitrator.     Young  v.  Bulman^  xx.  256. 

17.  Conciusipeness  of  award.  Where  arbitrators  appointed  under  a  fHendly 
flocieti^  act,  have  jurisdiction  of  a  matter  submitted  to  them,  their  award  will  not 
be  set  aside,  though  the  court  might  have  come  to  a  different  Conclusion  upon  the 
facts,  unlees  they  are  proved  to  have  acted  corruptly.    Ex  parte  Long,  xxix.  1 94. 

18.  Award  on  separate  issues.  Where  a  cause,  all  matters  in  difference,  and  all 
]^  costs  are  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  it  is  not  necessary  for  him  to  stete  in  bis  award 

*  what  proportion  is  referable  to  the  action,  what  to  other  matters  in  difference,  and 
what  to  costs.    Bradley  v.  PhelpSy  xi.  595.     See,  also,  Humphreys  v.  Pearce,  xiv.  495. 

19.  Certainty  of  award  as  to  several  issues^Specifc  directions,  A  cause  contaiur 
ing  several  counts,  raising  several  issues,  was  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  with  power  to 
order  fi»r  whom  verdict  should  be  entered — he  being  exempted  from  finding  special 
issues,  unless  required  so  to  da  He  ordered  defendant  to  pay  plaintiff  50iL  and  all 
the  costs.

20.  Certainty  of  award — Separate  claims.  The  plaintiffs  entered  into  several  sepa- 
rate written  and  several  separate  verbal  contracts.  In  the  plainti£&*  bill  the  several 
portions  were  kept  distinct  The  case  was  referred  to  arbitrators,  bef<ye  whom  the 
several  portions  were  still  kept  distinct  They  awarded  one  sum  for  all  the  causes 
of  action  comlnned,  and  the  award  was  held  to  be  sufficient  Crawshaw  v.  The  York 
and  North  Midland  Railway  Co,  xi.  397. 

21.  Certainty  of— Reference  to  the  declaration.  An  action  of  assumpsit  was  re- 
ferred, the  costs  to  abide  the  event  of  the  award.  The  award  was  that  **  the  plaintiff 
bad  a  good  cause  of  action  against  the  defendant,  as  stated  in  the  declaration,"  and 
dien  assessed  damages  to  the  plaintiff.  Held,  that  the  award  sufficiently  decided  all 
the  issues  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.    Phillips  v.  Higgins,  v.  295. 

21  Certainty  of-^Refsrence  to  plan.  An  arbitrator  having  to  decide  upon  the 
depdi  at  which  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  keep  a  weir  which  penned  back  the 
water  of  a  river  so  as  to  interfere. with  the  plaintiff's  miU  higher  np  the  stream,  and 
to  determine  all  manner  of  rights  of  water  between  the  parties,  awarded  that  the 
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defendant  was  'entitled  to  maintain  hk  weir  to  the  deptii  of  foorteen  xndiei  and  no 
more,  and  added  that  he  had  caused  marks  to  be  placed,  which  pointed  out  the  deptii 
the  defendant  was  to  keep  his  weir,  and  that  a  plan  sanezed  to  the  award  correetlj 
defined  and  described  the  depth  of  the  weir  and  the  marks ;  it  was  luld  t^at  the 
award  sufficiently  pointed  out  the  depth  of  the  weir,  and  was  sufficiently  precise, 
although  it  made  no  provision  for  the  case  of  floods,  or  for  regulating  the  depth  of  the 
paddle  in  the  defendant's  weir,  by  which  the  water  could  be  let  off!  JohMonr. 
Latkam,  iv.  203. 

23.  All  appointed  must  act.  Two  arintratora,  A  and  B,  who,  by  the  onler  of  ref- 
erence, were  to  name  a  third,  appointed  C  as  umpire,  by  the  desire  and  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  plaintiff;  and  (1)  enlarged  the  time  for  making  their  award,  without 
consulting  C.  A  asked  the  plaintiff  for  more  documents,  who  said  no  more  were 
necessary.  The  two  then  proceeded  without  C,  infonning  the  plaintiff  of  the  fact  (2.) 
They  did  not  ask  him  if  he  had  any  more  evidence  to  offer, *(8.)  nor  state  that  th^ 

were  going  to  make  their  award  (4.)  ;  but  made  it  without  giving  any  notice  of  their  / 

meetings  to  C,  or  to  the  plaintiff's  attorney.  (5.)     Held,  that  although  the  facts  num-         '  ^ 
bercd  (1.)  and  (2.)  would  not  alone  justify  disturbing  the  award,  yet,  in  view  of  the 
facts,  (3.),  (4.),  and  (5.),  the  case  irfust  be  referred  back  to  the  arbitrators  "mth 
directions  to  C  to  act  as  such.    In  re  Peterson  ▼.  Ajfre^  xxt.  323. 

24.  Ceriainty  of^Costs.    An  award  that  the  defendant  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the 
reference  and  award  is  sufficiendy  certain,  as  it  cannot  be  construed  to  mean  that  the 
defendant  shall  pay  such  costs  to  any  one  but  the  plaintiff.    Baily  r^  Curling^  iv.      ^    / 
201. 

25.  Certainty  and  finality  of.  Afler  writ  issued,  and  before  any  pleaifings,  the 
cause  and  all  matters  in  difference  were  referred ;  the  costs  of  the  cause  to  abide  the 
event,  the  costs  of  the  reference  and  award  to  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  arbitrator. 

'  The  award  directed  that  all  further  proceedings  in  the  cause  should  cease,  that  the  r 

defendant  should  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  190/.  in  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  all  claioM  * 
and  denumds  in  the  cause  and  matters  in  difference,  and  then  disposed  of  the  coets 
of  the  reference  and  award.  Held,  that  the  award  was  sufficiently  final  and  certain ; 
for  that  it  was  to  be  inferred  that  something  was  due  to  the  plaintiffs  in  the  cause, 
and  the  amount  was  inunaterial,  as  the  rule  as  to  costs  upon  the  lower  scale  does  not 
apply  to  awards.    Nicholson  r.  SykeSy  xxr,  490. 

26.  Finality  of-^Partnership.  Where  one  of  the  matters  in  difference  between  A 
and  B  at  the  time  of  a  submission  to  arbitration  by  them  was  whether  the  two 
parties  had  been  in  partnership  together  upon  a  day  named,  and  whether,  if  there  had 
been  a  partnership  between  them  the  same  had  been  put  an  end  to,  and  where  the 
arbitrator  found  by  his  award  that  no  deed  of  partnership  ever  existed  between  the 
parties,  and  also,  that  if  any  partnership  ever  existed  the  same  was  dissolved  on 
a  day  subsequent  to  that  mentioned,  and  that  nothing  was  due  from  A  to  B  in  respect 
of  the  profits  or  otherwise,  it  was  held,  that  the  award  was  bad,  because  it  did  not  de- 
cide the  question  as  to  a  partnership  having  once  existed.  Bhear  y.  Harradine,  ix.  480. 

27.  Finality  ofi  If  an  action  and  all  matters  in  difference  between  the  pliuntiff 
and  the  defendant  be  referred  to  arbitration,  and  the  award  made  de  pntmissis  be 
silent  respecting  any  further  claim  beyond  the  action  put  fi>rward  by  the  plaintiff  or 
any  cross  demand  uiged  by  the  defendant,  the  award  is  nevertheless  final,  as  it  will 
be  intended  that  the  arbitrator  has  by  his  silence  negatived  the  right  of  the  party  to 
miuntain  such  claim  or  cross  demand.    Harrison  ▼.  Creswick,  ix.  452. 

28.  A  cause  and  all  matters  in  difference  between  the  parties  were,  by  a  judge's 
order  afler  issue  joined,  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  who  recited  the  order  of  reference, 
and  made  his  award  "  of  and  concerning  the  premises  so  referred  as  aforesaid."  Held^ 
ihat  the  award  was  final,  although  the  arbitrator  had  not,  in  express  temu,  ac^jadi- 
cated  upon  a  matter  submitted  to  him.     Creswick  ▼.  Harrison^  i.  384. 

29.  Finality  of-^DisconHnuance  of  action*  An  award  i»  not  bad  for  want  of  finali^ 


in  awirding  a  diaeontimiMnee  of  an  aotion  wiiiiout  detenmning  the  cause  of  action, 
if  it  appears  that  the  discontuiaaDce  has  been  entered  before  or  at  the  time  of  making 
the  Older  of  reference,  and  that  it  was  left  to  the  arbitrator  to  decide  whether  the 
discontinaaaee  shoidd  remain,  and  it  was  intended  that  he  should  not  proceed  further 
in  the  actioo.    Hamcoek  r.  Reede,  tL  368. 

30.  Fmaiity  of-^Praetice.  Sembie^  where  an  objection  is  made  to  an  award  for 
wani  cf  iinafity,  the  affidavits  shoold  clearly  point  out  what  matters  have  been  brought 
before  the  arbitrator,  and  left  by  him  undetermined.    76. 

31.  Oomttruetion  of,  An  award  defined  the  boundary  of  acoUiery  thus :  **  commenc- 
ing where  tiie  level  struck  the  coal^  and  extending  in  an  eastward  direction  as  deep  as 
the  said  level  will  dnun."  There  was  an  old  excavation,  (termed  by  miners  a  level,) 
not  horijRmtal,  bat  running  upward  into  the  coal,  eastwardly.  This  excavation  was 
described  en  the  plan  annexed  4o  the  award  as  the  line  of  boundary.  Held^  that  this 
M  level  was  the  boundary  meant  by  the  award,  and  not  an  imaginaxy  line  drawn 
liorizontally  eastward  from  the  point  where  the  old  excavation  struck  the  coal.

Where  an  award' 
was  objected  to  <m  the  grcnrnd  that  the  arbitrator  had  not  determined  the  amount  of 
the  costs  which  he  had  rightly  awarded,  and  the  award  was  referred  back  on  that 
gromad,  it  wiD  not  be  set  aside  because  tfie  arbitrator  on  the  reference  back  refuses  to 
hear  new  evidence  on  Uie  merits.

of  arbitrators  were  capable  of  acting,  and  that  the  defendant  was  ignorant  at  the 
time  of  entering  into  the  agreement  that  the  appointment  of  the  second  set  was 
invaGd.

34.  Time  within  v^ich  award  must  he  made,  A  local  indosure  act,  after  providing 
for  the  J4>pointment  of  commissioners  and  the  allotment  of  certain  lands,  enacted  ^*  that 
two  awards  should  be  made  by  J.  C.  (one  of  the  commissioners,)  within  six  years  from 
the  passing  of  the  act ; "  and  it  was  held  that  this  clause  was  directory  only,  and  that, 
where  the  award  was  made  after  the  six  years,  the  allotment  was  not,  therefore, 
nngatory.

35.  Finality  of^Enforcinff  payment.  An  action,  and  all  matters  in  dispute  be- 
tween the  parties,  were  referred  by  an  order,  which  was  made  a  rule  of  court  The 
arintralor  was  to  raise  questions  of  law  for  the  court,  and  assess  damages  contingently. 
Before  the  award  was  made,  a  second  rule  was  obtained,  by  which  the  arbitrator  was 
to  make  two  several  awards,  and  by  the  first  to  raise  points  of  law  for  the  opinion 
of  the  court,  and  to  assess  damages  contingently,  and,  after  the  judgment  of  the 
oeait,  he  was  to  make  his  award  concerning  the  other  matters,  reference  being  had 
to  tiie  jui^nient  of  the  court ;  and  neither  party  was  to  enforce  payment  of  any  thing 
the  arbitrator  might  find  doe  by  the  first  award,  till  the  publication  of  the  final  award 
between  the  parties.  The  arbitrator  made  an  instrument,  which  was  called  an  award, 
stating  poiatB  of  law  for  the  court,  and  assessing  the  ]^intiff 's  damages  contingently. 
Hie  court  gave  judgment  in  iavor  of  the  plaintiff.  No  other  award  was  ever  made, 
and  the  time  for  making  it  expired.  The  plaintiff  accepted  mining  company's  shares 
in  BBtisfiustioo  of  his  damages,  under  an  act  of  parliament  for  the  winding  up  of  the 
defendant's  affain,  and  he  afterwards  signed  judgment  for  the  damages  and  the  costs, 
m  order  to  get  the  costs  of  the  first  action,  and  issued  execution.  Held^  that  the  in- 
elmment  made  by  the  arbitrator  was  not  a  fibaal  award,  even  though  no  other  was 
ever  made,  and  the  time  for  making  one  had  expirgd ;  that,  therefore,  the  phuntiff 

-  hid  na  right  to  enforce  payment  of  what  the  arbitrator  found  to  be  due  by  the  first 
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iiutniment»  and  that  IIm  jadgment,  liaTuig  been  aigoed  for  tlie  pnrpoae  of  eafofcing 
payment,  should  be  aet  aside.  Wood  y.  The  Govemom  and  Companif  of  the  Copper 
doners  in  EngUxndy  zxTiiL  S69. 

86.  Certainty  and  finaUttf  of.  An  actioa  of  ejectment,  before  the  Common-law 
Procedure  Act,  1852,  upon  the  several  demises  of  A  and  B,  waa  referred  by  a  jndge'a 
order  affcer  issue  joined.  There  was  a  clause  in  the  order,  ^^  that  the  arlntrator 
should,  in  the  event  of  his  finding  in  favor  of  the  lessors  of  the  plaintiflf,  have  power 
to  order  immediate  possession  to  be  given  of  the  land  and  premises  in  question 
in  the  action  to  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  T.  IkL,  and  also  how  and  in  what  manner- 
such  possession  should  be  given ;  and  if  not  given,  how  it  should  be  taken."  The 
arbitrator  awarded  thus :  <*  I  do  award  in  favor  of  the  kssors  of  the  plaintiff,  and  do 
order  that  immediate  possession  be  given  of  the  land  and  premises  in  qucsti<m  in  this 
action  to  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  A,  and  that  the  defendant  pull  or  take  down  the 
wall  forming  the  gable  end  of  a  room,  and  which  said  wall  he  has  erected  upon  the 
land  of  the  lessors,  or  so  much  of  the  wall  aa  now  stands  fonr  inches  and  a  half^  or 
thereabouts,  upon  the  land  of  the  lessors,  and  upon  a  certain  wall  which  divijles.  the 
property  of  the  lesson  from  that  of  the  defendant"  Hddy  that  the  award  "  in  fiivor 
of  the  lessors  of  the  plaintiff''  genefally  was  sufliciendy  final;  and  that,  in  the 
absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  it  must  be  taken  that  there  was  a  state  of  &cts  uk 
the  locvLS  in  quo  to  which  the  direction  as  to  (be  wall  would  reasonably  apply,  and  that 
the  award  was  therefore  sufficiently  certain.    Mays  v.  Cannellj  xxviiL  828.

38.  For  the  difference  between  an  award  of  an  arbitrator  and  an  adjudicatum  of  a 
mere  appraiser^  see  The  Northampton  Gas  Light  Co,  v.  Pamell^  xsiz.

YII.  Setting  aside  Award. 

1.  Setting  aside  award /or  non-execution  by  all  the  arbitrators.  Matters  in  difference 
were  referred  to  arbitrators  nominated  by  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  respectively, 
and  a  third  to  be  nominated  by  the  two  persons  thus  appointed,  with  power  to  the 
court  to  refer  the  nuitter  back  to  the  arbitrators.  The  arbitrator  nominated  by  the 
defendant  and  the  third  arbitrator  having  made  an  award  without  the  sanction  of  the 
other  arbitrator,  the  court  set  aside  the  award,  and  refused  to  refer  the  matter  back 
to  the  arbitrators.

An  award  in  an  action,  in  which  A  and 
B  were  plaintiffs,  and  C  defendant,  ordered  that  the  defendant  should  pay  the  plain- 
tiffs a  certain  sum  of  money,  and' that  the  defendant  should  pay  the  costs  of  the  refer- 
ence and  award,  (not  saying  to  whom  the  costs  were  to  be  paid.)  After  more  than 
two  years  from  the  making  c^  the  award,  one  of  the  phun tiffs  demanded  payment  of 
the  amount  awarded  from  the  defendant  The  defendant  did  not  pay,  Held^  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  an  attachment  to  compel  payment,  although  they  had  given 
no  explanation  of  the  delay,  and  further,  that  the  demand  made  by  one  only  of  the 
two  plaintiJSs  was  sufficient  to  bring  the  defendant  into  contempt  BaUy  v.  Curling^

10.  Aitachmenl  for  non-payment.  An  award  ordered  H.  to  pay,  on  a  day  and  at  • 
place  named,  to  the  attorney  of  G.  for  C.'s  use,  one  sum  for  debt,  and  another  for  C.'8 
costs  of  the  reference,  «nd  then  directed  that  C.  should  pay  to  the  arbitrator's  attor- 
ney, at  or  before  the  delivery  of  the  award,  62^  10s.  for  the  costs  of  the  arbitrator 
and  of  the  award ;  and  that  H.  should,  on  a  day  and  at  a  place  named,  repay  the  said 
sum  of  62/.  10^.  to  the  attorney  of  G.  for  G^'s  use.  H.  not  complying  with  the  award| 
a  demand  was  duly  made  on  him  on  G/s  behalf  for  payment  of  the  three  specific  sumst 
hat  H.  did  not  pay  any  of  them.  On  an  application  by  G.  against  H.  for  an  attach- 
ment for  not  paying  the  three  sums,  it  was  held,  that,  assummg  the  direction  to  pay  the 
62L  10#.  to  be  valid,  no  attachment  could  issue  in  respect  of  that  sum,  as  it  was  not  shown 
that  G.  had  paid  it  in  the  first  instance  for  the  arbitrator's  use ;  but  that  the  court 
codd  mould  the  rule,  and  that  the  attachment  might  issue  in  respect  of  the  other  two 
nmiB.

11.  Practice  as  to  iigning  judgment  on  award.  Where  the  cause  and  all  matters  in 
diflerenee  were  referred  by  order  of  iVtn  Prius,  and  the  costs  of  the  canse  were  to

IS.  Svbttiiuted  agreement.  Action  upon  an  award.  FIM)  a  gnhstitnted  agreement 
alleged  to-  have  been  performed.  Held,  that  inasmoch  at  the  d6clamtion  waa  vpoB 
the  award,  and  not  upon  the  sobmission,  the  plea  might  be  proved  withont  ifaowing 
that  the  substitated  agreement  was  nnder  sesd.    Smith  ▼.  TramsddUef  zziL  860.    •

Where  a  verdict  is  taken  snbject  to  a  refi&rence  of  the  acfion  to 
an  arbitrator,  who  is  to  certify  for  whom  and  tor  what  amount  the  verdict  aAiaS  be 
entered,  and  the  costi  of  the  cause  and  reference  are  to  abide  the  event,  the  eosts  of 
the  reference  are  costs  in  the  cause,  and  follow  the  legal  event  of  the  verdict  Deere

4.  Application  fbr.  Agreeing  to  such  a  reference  at  iVt9t  Ptxhs  does  not  preclude  m 
defendant  from  applying  for  costs  under  the  12  &  13  Vict  c  106,  s.  86.  If  soch  sA 
application  be  successful,  the  defendantTs  <;o8ts  are  to  be  deducted  fi«m  the  amoonti 
exclusive  of  costs  recovered  by  the  plaintiff.  The  recital  of  the  date  of  the  writ  iiK 
the  issue  appended  to  an  affidavit  shows  that  the  action  was  commenced  after  tha 
statute  was  passed.

'  5.  Of  Umpirage.  Matters  were  referred  to  two  arbitratot^  and  if  they  failed  tb 
make  an  awsutl  within  a  limited  time,  to  an  umpire.  The  arbitrators  did  not  coD<^add 
tiie  reference  within  th^  time  limited.

The  award  ordered  the  losing  party  to  pay  to  the  other  the  costs  of  **  the  said 
umpirage  and  of  this  my  award,"  and  tiiat  each  party  should  *'  pay  their  own  costs  of 
tte  reference  other  than  the  coste  of  my  said  umpirage  and  of  thk  my  award*"  The 
nmpife  included  the  charges  of  the  two  arbitrators  in  his  costs  of  umpiragis  and 
award,  and  the  same  were  piud  by  the  successful  parfy  on  taking  up  the  awanL  HeUj 
that  the  charges  of  the  arbitrators  were  costs  6t  the  umpirage,  and  not  costs  of  the 
reference ;  and  that  the  successful  party  was  entitled  to  have  such  amount  allowed  on 
taxation.    Ellison  v.  Achroyd,  vL  445. 

9.  Reference  hadb.  Where  an  award,  being  defective,  is  referred  back  by  the  court 
to  the  arbitrator,  who  hears  fresh  evidence  and  makes  a  second  award,  ^e  aii>itrator^8 
eharges  for  the  first  award  are  to  be  borne  equally  by  each  party.-  Blair  v.  Jones,  v. 
611. 

7.  When  award  is  sent  back.  Where  a  submission  to  arbitratbn  places  the  costs  of 
tiie  reference  and  award  in  the  discretion  of  the  arbitrator,  and  contdns  a  clause 
giving  the  court  power  to>  remit  the  matters  or  any  of  them  back  to  the  arbitrator,  and 
the  award  is  sent  back  to  him  on  any  point,  without  any  new  direction  as  to  costs,  the 
ai4>ttrator  has  a  discrelionarf'powerx>ver  the  costs  of  the  second  ref«»ence  and  awaiC

ARREST. 

1.  Affdatiis  of  eollater(d  facts — Intention  to  leave  country.  On  a  motion  to  set 
•side  an  order  to  hdd  a  defendant  to  bail,  affidavits  cannot  be  received  as  to  collateral 
fl^ts,  such  as  to  show  that  there  was  no  cause^  of  action,  or  that  the  defendant  had  no 
intention  of  leaving  the  country,  thoogh  proof  of  these  facts  may  be  received  on  ai 
motion  to  discharge  the  defendant  out  of  custody.    BuHock  v.  Jenkins^  ii.  195. 

2.  Service  of  capias — Second  arrest.  After  a  warrant  for  arresting  a  debtor  under 
the  Abeconding  Debtors  Arrest  Act,  14  &  15  Vict.  c.  52,  has  been  issued,  the  capias 
leqaired  to  be  issued  under  sect  1,  must  be  served  on  the  defendant,  if  in  custody, 
nithtn seven  days  of  the  date  of  the  warrant;  otherwise  it  ceases  to  have  any  opera* 
IjoBi  Bor  can  it  be  treated  as  a  valid  capias  under  the  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110.  But  a 
second  capias  mvy  be  issued  after  the  seven  days  upon  fresh  materials,  under  the 
general  powers  given  by  the  latter  statute.

9.  Discharge  from,  on  death  of  plaintiff.  The  pliuntifi'  in  an  action,  having  obtained 
jodgment,  proceeded  to  outlawry  against  the  defendant,  who  was  arrested  upon  a 
capias  tUiagatuM.  The  plaintiff  then  died,  leaving  two  iniint  children,  but  no 
personal  r^prcsentalive.  An  application  for  the  discharge  of  the  defendant,  upon  the 
ground. of  ^  plaintiff's  death,  was  oj^posed  by  the  Uto  plaintiff's^ttomey,  who  had 
advanced  money  in  the  action  upon  the  security  of  the  judgment,  and  who  intended 
to  take  out  administration  to  the  plaintiff.  Hdd,  that  the  defendant  was  not  entitled 
to  be  discharged.

4.  On  certificate  in  bankruptcy.  Defendant  had  gone  into  insolvency;  plaintiff  had 
ifischaiged  him  from  detainer  on  execution.  The  insolvent  court  had  discharged  him 
imder  1  &  2  Vict  c  110.  He  was  subsequently  arrested  on  a  certificate  in  bank- 
nptcy,  under  12  &  13  Vict  c  106,  &  257.  The  court  refused  to  discharge  th« 
de^ndant  out  of  custody.     Walker  v.  Edmundson,  iii.  437. 

o.  On  Sunday — Of  touni  officers.  The  summary  remedy  provided  for  by  the  5  &  6 
WiiLXy.  e.76,  s.  60,  ef  conunitting  to  jail  town  clerks  or  other  offioers  appointed  by 
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a  town  council,  who  wilfullj  refuse  to  account  or  deliver  up  books,  &e.,  to  Hie  coancilt 
is  in  the  nature  of  civil  process,  and  an  arrest  under  such  a  waxrant  of  commilkneDt 
upon  a  Sunday,  is  illegal.    Ex  parte  Eggington^  xxiv.  146. 

6.  Second  warranL  Nor  can  a  prisoner  so  arrested  be  legally  detained  under  a 
second  warrant,  subsequently  lodged  against  him,  which  has  been  issued  at  the  iastanee 
of  the  same  parties,  though  not  in  their  capacity  of  town  council,  but  as  conunisaionen 
under  a  local  act    lb, 

7.  Ca,  $a.  But  a  detainer  under  a  c<l  sa.  subsequendy  issued  by  a  third  party,  aad 
without  collusion,  is  a  valid  ground  for  refusing  to  dischai^  the  prisoner.    /& 

8.  Absconding  Ddttors  Arrest  Act — Second  arrest.  After  a  warrant  for  anesting  a 
debtor  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  52,  the  Absconding  Debtors  Arrest  Act,  has  been 
issued,  the  capias  required  to  be  issued  under  sect  1,  must  be  served  on  the  defend- 
ant, if  in  custody,  within  seven  days  of  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and  if  not  so  servedi 
it  ceases  to  have  any  operation,  nor  can  it  be  treated  as  a  valid  capias  under  the 
1  &  2  Vict  c.  110.  A  second  capias  may,  however,  be  issued  after  the  seven  days 
upon  fresh  mateiials,  under  the  general  powers  given  by  the  1  &  2  Yict  o.  llOi 
Masters  v.  Johnspn^  xiL  572.  • 

9.  Malicious  arrest  under  legal  process,  A  malicious  arrest  of  a  party  on  ezecotioa 
for  a  lai^er  amount  than  is  due,  renders  the  creditor  causing  the  arrest  to  be  made 
liable  to  an  action  for  damages,  for  any  prejudice  to  the  debtor  occaaoned  thereby. 
Churchill  V.  Siggers,  xxvL  200. 

10.  Without  warranL    A  pdUce  officer  was  assaulted  by  the  prisoner,  aad  returning* 
two  hours  after  with  assistance,  attempted  to  arrest  him  without  a  warrant,  and  was 
again  violently  assaulted  and  wounded  by  the  prisoner.    Heldt  that  the  apprehensioo 
was  not  lawfUL    Regina  v.  Walker^  xxv.  589.    See  Broughton  v.  Jackson,  xi.  886, 
Editors*  note. 

11.  Where  a  defendant  is  arrested  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  52,  s.  1,  and  is  dis- 
chai^ged  upon  making  a  deposit  in  lieu  of  bail,  it  is  not  necessary  to  serve  hun  with  a  writ 
ofcapiaSf  although  he  maybe  in  custody  upon  another  warrant.  Eld  v.  Vera,  xx.  514. 

12.  Privilege  of  attorney's  clerk.  The  managing  clerk  of  an  attorney  is  not 
privileged  from  arrest  while  going  to  attend  before  a  judge  at  chambers,  on  business 
of  hu  master.    Phillips  v.  Pound,  xiv.  523. 

18.  Privilege  morando  et  redeundo.  A  person  acquitted  on  a  criminal  chaise  is  not 
entided  to  privilege  from  arrest  under  civil  process,  morando  aut  redeundo.  Where, 
therefore,  the  defendant  in  a  civil  action,  immediately  after  his  acquittal  and  discharge 
on  a  trial  for  a  charge  of  embezzlement  at  the  Quarter  Sessions,  and  whilst  he 
remained  in  the  court,  was  arrested  under  a  writ  of  capias  in  the  action,  this  court 
refused  to  discharge  him  out  of  custody.    Hare  v.  Hyde,  iii.  485. 

14.  Discharge  from,  by  reason  of  privilege,  A  judgment  for  debt  was  obtained  in 
the  county  court  against  the  defendant,  who  was  prixdleged  from  arrest  on  civil 
process.  A  judgment  summons  issued  against  him,  under  sect  99  of  the  9  &  10  Vict 
c.  95,  to  which  he  did  Sot  appear,  whereupon  the  judge  committed  him.  Held,  that 
the  commitment  was  in  the  nature  of  a  qualified  execution,  and  not  of  a  punishment 
for  contempt ;  an^  therefore,  that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  be  discharged  by 
reason  of  his  privilege ;  and  that  such  privilege  was  not  taken  away  by  the  12  &  13  Vict

ARSON. 

Description  of  the  building,  A  building,  about  twenty-four  feet  square,  with 
slated  roof,  wooden  sides,  and  glass  windows,  used  as  a  storehouse  for  seasoned  timber, 
as  a  place  of  deposit  for  tools,  and  as  a  workshop,  where  timber  was  worked  up  into 
its  proper  form  for  building  and  prepared  for  use — Held,  to  be  correctly  described  as 
a  '^  shed,"  in  an  indictment  for  arson.  And  semble,  per  Patteson,  J.,  that  the  building 
might  properly  be  described  as  a  building  for  carrying  on  the  trade  of  a  builder. 
Regina  v.  AmoSf  i.  592. 
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ASSAULT. 

1.  Wkai  w.  The  defendant  ordered*the  plaintiff  to  leare  bis  shop,  and  on  his 
jefasal,  sent  for  aome  men,  who  mnstered  round  the  pliuntiff,  tucked  up  their  deeves 
and  aprons,  and' threatened  to  break  las  neck  if  he  dM  not  go  out,  and  would  hare  put 
him  out  if  he  had  not  gone  out  Hddf  aft  assault  upon  the  plaintiff.  Head  r. 
CUer,  zxiv.  213. 

2.  ^5^  medical  practitioner — Rape.  Where  a  medical  practitioner  had  sexual  con- 
neetidfi  widi  a  female  patient  of  the  age  of  fburteen  years,  who  had  for  some  time 
been  receiving  medical  treatment  from  him,  it  was  held,  that  he  was  guilty  of  an  assault, 
the  jory  faa^ng  found  that  she  was  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  the  defendant's  act,  and 
miMle  no  resistance,  solely  from  a  honA  fide  belief  that  the  defendant  was  (as  he 
represented)  treating  her  medically,  with  a  view  to  her  cure.  SemUe,  that  the 
prisoner  might  have  been  indicted  for  rape.    Regina  r.  Case,  i.  544. 

Si  0/ which  one  indicted  for  felony  may  he  convicted.  By  stat  7  Will.  IV.  and 
1  Vkt  e.  85,  8.  11,  it  is  enacted:  "  That  on  the  trial  of  any  person  for  any  of  the 
oflenc^  hereinbefore  mentioned,  or  for  any  felony  whatever,  where  the  crime  charged 
shall  include  an  assault  against  the  person,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  jury  to  acquit  of 
the  felony,  and  to  find  a  verdict  of  guilty  of  assault  against  the  person  indicted,  if  the 
evidence  shall  warrant  such  finding."  Prisoners  were  indicted  for  the  murder  of 
their  servant  girl  by,  inter  alia,  a  series  of  beatings,  and  the  evidence  proved  a  series 
of  beatings,  but  it  was  proved  by  the  surgeon,  that  these  beatings  did  not  conduce  to 
her  death.  Tlie  cause  of  death  was  proved  to  be  two  blows  upon  the  head,  but 
there  was  no  evidence  to  show  how  or  by  whom  they  were  inflicted.  Held,  by  eight 
judges,  (six  dissenting,)  that  the  prisoners  could  not  have  been  lawfully  convicted  of 
an&uh,  inasmuch  as  the  assault  contemplated  by  the  statute  must  be  such  as  was  a 
part  of  the  very  act  and  transaction  prosecuted,  and  also  conduced  to  the  death* 
Reyina  v.  Bird,  iL  428,  448.

An  insurance  company,  on  payment 
of  a  loss  occasioned  by  the  negligence  of  a  tliird  party,  may  take  an  assignment  of 
any  rights  of  actioa  which  the  assured  may  have,  growing  out  of  snch  negligence.

2.  Of  reversion — Right  of  entry.  An  assignee  of  the  reversion  of  leased  property 
eannql  take  advantage  of  a  condition  of  forfeiture,  where  the  breach  of  eovenani 
occurs  beibre  the  assignment,  as  a  right  of  entry  cannot  be  assigned.  Crane  r.  liattenj 
zxvuu  137. 

3.  Of  recersioftary  interest  in  personal  estate.  The  assignment  of  a  reversionary 
interest  in  a  sum  of  stock,  expectant  on  the  death  of  another  person,  is  valid,  if  made 
in  doe  form  and  for  a  good  consideration.     Voyle  v.  Hughes,  xxiii.  271 . 

4.  By  deed.  The  law  does  not  admit  of  any  thing  being  assigned  by  deed,  except 
that  which  actnally  exists.    Per  Pollock^  C.  B.    Plait  v.  Bromage,  xxviii.  521. 

9.  Of  an  officer's  half  pay.  The  assignment  of  half  pay  is  prohibited,  io  order  that 
an  officer  may  b^  able  to  maintain  himself  in  a  position  to  return  to  the  army  when* 
•Ter  his  sendee  are  required ;  this  principle  d^es  not  apply  to  a  gross  snm  received 
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bj  an  officer  hy  waj  of  difference  upon  lis  gnng  on  balf  pay ;  bocIi  sum  majr  be 
aasignedfor  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.    Price  v,  Lovett,  ir.  IIO. 

6.  By  convicted  f don.  Where  a  convicted  febn  made  a  honSi  fide  asfagnment  tl 
goods  after  the  commission  day  of  the  assizes,  bat  before  the  daj  on  vhich  he  wm 
actnally  convicted,  it  was  held  that  thtt  assignee  conld  prove  the  actual  daj  of  tiie 
oonvictioa,  and  that  the  assignment  was  valid.     Whitaker  t.  Widtetf,  ix.  457. 

7.  0/ office  of  warden,  of  forest.  Where  an  office  of  warden  of  a  forest  was  long 
nnce  asaagned  to  one,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  many  sabeeqnent  asBignments  took 
place  withont  objection  on  the  part  of  the  crown,  it  was  held  that  the  office  passed  to  the 
last  assignee,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  compensation,  npon  the  forest  beii^  dis- 
afforested.    WeUesley  t.  Mominffton^  zxiiL  612. 

U.  (hnstruction  of  AssignmenL  • 

1.  To  trustees  for  benefit  of  creditors.  Where  a  debtor  conveys  property  to  a  party 
to  be  applied  in  the  payment  d  die  debts  of  the  grantor,  if  the  creditors  are  not  parties 
to  the  conveyance,  the  grantee  is  a  mere  agent  or  trostee  of  the  debtcnr,  and  the 
agency  or  tmst  may  be  at  any  time  revoked  by  the  debtor ;  bat  where  there  is  a  con- 
veyance to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  creditom  who  are  parties  to  the  conveyance,  the 
trust  is  irrevocable.    Mackinnon  v.  Stewart^  L  158. 

2.  By  debtor —  What  passes.  Under  an  assignment  by  a  debtor  of  all  his  stock  in 
trade,  debts,  goods,  &c.,  and  effects  whatsoever,  except  his  wearing  apparel,  a  condn- 
gent  interest  in  the  residuary  estate  of  a  testator,  to  which  the  debtor  h  entided  in  a 
certain  event,  passes.  Hie  exception  of  the  "  apparel "  indicates  that  every  thing  else 
was  intended  to  pass.    Ivison  v.  Gassioty  xxviL  483. 

3.  Priority  of.  A  subsequent  assignee  for  value  of  a  reversionary  interest  in  a  tmst 
fund,  who  gives  notice  of  the  assignment  to  the  trustees  of  the  fund,  b  entitled  to 
priority  over  a  prior  assignee  in  insolvency  who  gave  no  notice  other  than  by  The 
Gazette  of  Insolvents.    In  re  Atkinson's  Trusty  xiiL  459. 

m.  EquitahU  Assignment 

1.  Equitdbley  of  chose  in  action.  A  debt  or  other  chose  in  action  may  be  assigned 
in  equity,  without  any  concurrence  on  the  part  of  the  debtor.  BeU  *t.  The  London 
and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  xxi.  566. 

2.  Equitable^  what  is.  A  railway  contractor  gave  his  bankers  a  letter  directing  the 
railway  company  to  pass  the  check  which  might  become  due  to  jam  "  to  his  account 
with  the  bai^."  Held,  that  this  was  not  an  equitable  assignment,  but  that  it  would 
have  been  if  it  had  directed  the  check  to  be  passed  to  the  bank.    Ih. 

8.  What  amounts  to.  A  company  in  Calcutta  directed  their  agents  and  consignees 
in  London,  to  hold  10,625/.  at  the  disposal  of  M.,  a  creditor,  and  informed  M.  of  the 
direction.  The  London  agents  advised  M.  of  the  receipt  of  the  letter,  and  informed 
him  that  they  were  in  advance  to  the  Calcutta  firm  beyond  all  expected  remittances, 
but  sa3ring  that  **  if  remittances  should  come  foward  to  enable  us  to  meet  their  fishes 
we  shall  lose  no  time  in  advising  you."  The  Calcutta  firm  afterwards  revoked  their 
order.  Held^  that  the  transaction  did  not  amount  to  an  equitable  assignment  Malcolm 
T.  Scott,  i.  72. 

4.  L*E.,  an  officer,  retiring  fiiom  the  army,  his  commission  became  salable.  Being 
indebted  to  the  plaintiff  500/.,  he  gave  him  a  letter  to  Messrs.  Cox,  army  agents^ 
requesting  them  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  price  of  his  commission  to  the  plaintiff,  who 
sent  the  letter,  with  another  of  his  own,  to  Messrs.  Cox,  requesting  payment,  but  they 
had  not  then  received  any  money.  The  plaintiff  again  applied  for  payment,  and 
received  a  letter  informing  him  that,  after  the  14th  of  June,  he  might  draw  on  Messrs. 
Cox  for  408/.  10s.  lie/.,  the  balance  arisng  from  the  sale  of  the  commission.    In  the 
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mefta  time  S.  obtained  a  foreign  attachment  against  L'K  for  500/^  due  on  a  bill  of 
eicbange,  and  attached  the  moneys,  &c.,  of  L*E.  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Cox.  Upon 
aa  applicafion  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Messrs.  Cox  from  parting  with  the  money, 
it  was  held,  that  Messrs.  Cox  had  recognized  the  plaintiff's  demand,  and  that  it 
wsiottntcd  to  an  appropriation  of  the  money  to  arise  from  the  sale  of  the  commission ;

5.  Order  •on  creditor.  An  agreement  between  a  debtor  and  a  creditor,  that  the 
debt  owing  shall  be  paid  out  of  a  specific  fund  coming  to  the  debtor,  or  an  order 
given  bj  a  debtor  to  his  creditor  upon  a  person  owing  money  or  holding  funds, 
belon^ng  to  the  giver  of  the  order,  directing  such  person  to  pay  such  funds  to  the 
creditor,  will  operate  as  an  equitable  assignment  of  such  debt  or  funds.  Rodick  v, 
Gandell,  xr.  22. 

6.  A  railway  compAy  was  indebted  to  A,  who  was  indebted  to  his  banker ;  A,  by 
letter  to  the  solicitors  of  the  company,  authorized  them  to  receive  the  money  due  to 
bim  froiA  the  company,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  banker;  the  solicitors,  by  letter,  prom- 
ised tot  do  so  on  receiving  it  Ileld^  that  this  did  not  amount  to  an  equitable  asdgn* 
nent   JIk 

rV.  MacelUmeotts. 

1.  A  purchaser  of  a  chase  in  action  takes  it  subject  to  all  equities.   CocheU  v.  Taylor^  ^ 
XV.  101.  I 

2.  Voluntcny,  of  chose  m  dction.  A,  a  creditor  of  B,  by  a  voluntary  deed,  assigned 
(he  debt  to  C.  C.  filed  a  claim  against  A  and  B,  but  it  was  Jteld  that  it  could  not  be 
maintained.    Sewell  v.  Moxsy,  xii.  304. 

8.  Of  chose  in  action.  The  assignee  of  a  chose  in  action,  or  security  of  any  kind, 
where  there  has  been  no  fraud,  stands  in  exactly  the  same  situation  as  the  assignor  as 
to  the  equities  arising  upon  it  He  must  be  taken  to  be  cognizant  of  them.  It  is  his 
duty  to  make  inquiries,  and  as  a  general  rule,  the  creator  of  the  security  thus  assigned 
is  not  bound,  on  receiving  a  simple  notice  of  the  assignment,  to  volunteer  information. 
If  a  loss  arises,  it  falls  upon  him  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  the  mquiries  and  who  has 
not  made  them.    Mangles  v.  Dixon,  xviii.  92. 

4.  But  if  the  notice  given  by  the  assignee  discloses,  on  the  &ce  of  it,  that  which 
induces  the  belief  that  he  has  been  deceived  in  accepting  the  assignment,  the  creator 
of  the  security  is  bound  to  inform  the  assignee  of  the  real  circumstances,  and  if  he 
should  not  do  so,  he  will  be  bound  to  perform  the  stipulations  of  the  security,  and 
cannot  be  allowed  to  take  advantage  of  the  equities  ex'isting  as  between  the  assignor 
and  himself,    lb,  ^ 

5.  The  performance,  by  the  creator  of  a  security,  of  any  intermediate  stipulations 
in  it,  after  he  has  received  notice  of  its  assignment,  being  an  act  done  under  both  a 
legal  and  an  equitable  liability,  can  never,  in  itself,  be  considered  as  a  ground  for 
fixing  him  with  a  liability  to  something  beyond  that  by  which  he  is  equitably  bound. 
lb. 

€.  Of  charter-party.  A  was  the  owner  of  a  vessel  B  was  to  charter  it  for  a  particular 
voyage  to  seek  a  particular  cargo.  Its  tonnage  was  lai^r  than  B  required.  A  was 
willing  to  undertake  half  the  risk,  and  was  to  have  half  the  profits.  A  charter-party 
was  executed,  on  the  24th  of  April,  1845,  by  which  the  vessel  was  declared  to  be  let 
to  frdghty  at  16 J.  a  ton  per  month,  to  B,  and  bills  were  to  be  given,  and  payments 
fzom  time  to  time  made,  by  B,  which,  taken  together,  would  cover  one  half  of  the 
amount  stipolated  for  the  freight  On  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at  home,  B  was  to  give 
a  bOl  at  ninety  days'  date  for  the  rexpainder  of  the  freight  Two  other  instruments 
vere  executed  on  the  same  day ;  by  the  first  of  which  D  was  to  join  in  the  adventuroi 
and,  ^'afler  payment  or  deduction  of  the-  freight,  and  all  incidental  expenses,  tha 
poofit  or  loos  "  was  to  be  borne  by  the  parties  in  equal  moieties ;  and,  by  the  other,  A 
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gave  to  B  a  guaranty  fi)r  the  due  perfonnance,  by  D,  of  the  stipulations  he  bad 
entered  inta  On  the  1st  of  December,  1845,  while  the  ship  was  on  the  voyage,  A 
assigned  to  C  the  charter-party,  and  wrote  on  the  margin  thereof  a  note  addressed  to 
B,  requesting  him  to  pay  *'  what  is  due."  C  gave  B  notice  of  this  assignment  and 
note.  The  notice  was  in  the  ordinary  form,  and  C  made  no  inquines  of  B.  B  con- 
tinued tlie  payments  which,  by  the  stipulations  in  the  charter-party,  he  was  bound  to 
make.  The  vessel  returned  in  August,  1846,  and  the  adventure  turned  •out. a  loss. 
B  claimed,  as  against  C,  to  balance  the  accounts  of  profit  and  loss,  as  he  would  have 
been  entitled  to  do  with  A  had  the  charter-party  not  been  assigned.  Held^  that  in 
equity  he  was  entitled  to  do  so.    lb, 

7.  0/  judgment  debt  The  assignee  of  a  judgment  debt  must  give  the  judgment 
debtor  notice  of  the  assignment     Stocks  v.  Dobson,  xv.  314. 

8.  The  equitable  assign  by  deed  of  a  judgment  debt  assignedFit  over,  together  with 
the  deed.  Notice  of  this  assignment  was  not  given  to  the  judgment  debtor.  The 
original  assign  afterwards  gave  a  release  to  the  debtor,  who  accepted  the  same  witli- 
out  requiring  the  original  deed  of  assignment  to  be  given  up  or  produced.  Held,  that 
such  release  was  good  as  against  the  assign,  who  had  neglected  to  give  notice  of  the 
assignment  to  him.

2.  ,Against  director — Evidence.  In  an  action  for  services  against  a  director  of  a 
joint-stock  company,  the  fact  that  the  defendant  had  paid  the  demands  of  another 
person  against  the  company  for  work  done  on  the  order  of  ^e  secretary,  is  admlan.- 
ble  to  show  that  he  had  acted  as  a  director.    Ehnes  v.  Ogle,  iL  379. 

8.  By  treasurer  against  a  qui  tarn  informer,  for  half  a  penalty.  An  action  for  nuHiey. 
had  and  received  lies  at  the  suit  of  a  treasurer  of  a  borough  fund  for  half  a  penalty 
recovered  by  a  qui  iam  informer,  under  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  s.  48.  It  is  for  de- 
fendant to  show,  if  he  can,  that  deductions  are  to  be  made  for  costs  and  expenaei. 
The  Mayor  of  Harwich  v.  Gaunt,  xzx.  354. 

4.  By  a  mortgagee  against  a  landlord  for  overplus,  on  sale  of  the  tenants  goods.  A 
landlord,  who  has  sold  his  tenant's  goods,  under  a  dbtress  for  rent,  is  not  liable  in  an 
action  for  money  had  and  received  at  the  suit  of  the  mortgagee  of  the  goods,  to  recover 
the  overplus  money  in  the  landlord's  hands ;  the  proper  remedy  being  by  an  action 
on  the  case  against  him  for  not  paying  over  the  overplus  to  the  sheriff,  pursuant  to  2 
W.  &  M.  sess.  1,  c.  5,  s.  2.     Yates  v.  Easttoood,  v.  519. 

5.  Trustee  and  cestui  que  trust.  Where  parties  stand  to  each  other  in  Uie  relation 
of  trustee  and  cestui  que  trust,  and  the  trustee  is  under  no  other  legal  liability  than 
that  which  arises  from  that  relation,  no  action  at  law  for  money  had  and  received  can 
be  nuuntained  against  him,  though  he  has  money  in  his  hands,  which,  under  the  terms 
of  the  trust,  he  ought  to  pay  over  to  the  cestui  que  trust,  but  which  he  still  holds  in 
the  character  of  trustee  only.    Edwards  v.  Lowndes,  xvi.  204. 

6.  By  carrier  against  railway  company  for  sum  paid  in  excess.  The  B.  and  E. 
Railway  is  a  continuation  of  the  G.  W.  Railway,  but  worked  by  a  distinct  company, 
and  the  act  of  incorporation  requires  that  the  charge^i  for  carriage  of  goods,  &c.,  shall 
bo  the  same  to  all  persons  under  similar  circumstances.  By  the  scale-biU  for  both 
lines,  a  certdn  price  was  stated  for  the  carriage  of  goods  per  ton  from  P.,  the  London 
terminus  of  the  G.  W.  Railway,  to  T.,  a  station  on  the  B.  and  E.  line,  which  chai^ 
included  the  cost  of  coUeetion  and  delivery  of  the  goods  at  the  respective  places;  an4 
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a  Dodce  was  amended  to  the  scale-bill,  that  a  certain  allowance  would  be  made  to 
persons  collecting  and  delivering  their  own  goods.  The  plaintiff,  who  so  collected 
and  delivered  goods,  which  he  sent  bjathe  railway,  demanded  a  lai^r  allowance; 
00  several  occasions,  however,  he  paid  at  the  specifled  rates,  but  always  under  pro- 
test, although  without  ever  tendering  a  smaller  amount  He  then  brought  an  action 
for  money  had  and  received,  to  recover  the  excess  which  he  had  paid  above  what 
would  have  been  payable  at  an  increased  allowance  for  collecdon  and  delivery.  The 
juiy  found  that  the  allowance  was  too  little,  and  returned  a  verdict  for  the  amount 
80  paid  in  excess.  •  Held,  first,  that  the  action  for  money  had  and  received  was  main- 
tainable. Secondly,  that  the  whole  sum  so  paid  in  excess  was  recoverable  from  the 
Bristol  and  £xeter  Railway  Company,  although  they  received  a  portion  of  it  as  agents 
only  for  the  Great  Western  Railwav  Company.  Parker  v.  The  Bristol,  (fc.  Railway 
Co.  viL  528.  • 

7.  Against  pariih  clerk  to  recouer  illegal  charges.  The  plaintiff  applied  to  the 
defendant,  %  parish  clerk,  for  liberty  to  search  the  register-book  of  burials  and  baptisms. 
He  told  the  defendant  that  he  did  not  want  certificates,  but  only  to  make  extracts. 
The  defendant  said  the  charge  would  be  the  same  whether  he  made  extracts  or  had 
certificates.  The  plaintiff  searched  through  four  years,  and  made  twenty-five  ex- 
tracts, for  which  the  defendant  chained  him  Ss.  Gd,  each ;  and  he  accordingly  paid  the 
defendant  4/.  7s.  $d.  Held,  first,  that  the  charge  for  extracts  was  illegal,  since  the 
6  &  7  Will.  IV.  c.  86,  a.  S5,  only  authorizes  a  charge  for  a  search,  and  for  a  certified 
eopy ;  secondly,  that  the  payment  was  not  v<duntary,  so  as  to  preclude  the  plaintiff 
from  recovering  back  the  excess;  and,  thirdly,  tfaAl  the  defendant  was  the  proper 
person  to  be  sued.    Steele  v.  WUiianUy  xx^  819. 

8.  Waiotr  oftrespoBM.  A  and  B  (the  defendants)  went  together  to  the  house  of  the 
plaintiff's  mother,  and  A  seized  there  a  sum  of  money  belonging  to  the  plaintiff. 
Ihere  was  some  evidence  of  A  and  B  having  gone  with  intent  to  get  the  money,  but 
no  eridence  that  B  went  into  the  house.  They  subsequently  paid  the  money  into  a 
hank  to  their  joint  account.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  might  waive  the  trespass,  and 
niitonf;*;!!  an  action  for  money  had  and  received  against  ti^e  two  defendants.  Neat  ▼. 
Hardin  ff^  it.  494. 

9.  Monep  received  as  agent  .of  plaintiffs.  Where  a  defendant  retained  money  he 
liid  received  as  the  ageqt  of  the  plaintiffs,  though  he*  had  a  claim  against  thoir  prin« 
cipals,  and  had  made  an  arrangement  with  them  to  refund  it,  if  the  plaintiffs  were 
not  covered  in  their  advances,  or  were  called  on  to  repay  it,  it  was  held,  upon  the 
prinoipab  calling  for  the  money,  that  the  defendant  was  liable  to  plaintifis  in  money 
had  and  received ;  and,  also,  that  the  assent  of  the  plaintiffs'  principals  to  his  appn^ 
fffia^a  of  it  in  payment  of  his  claim  against  them,  would  be  no  defence  without  an 
agreement  between  them  and  the  plaintiffs,  discharging  the  latter.  Enthoven  v. 
Hammond,  xxii.  476. 

10.  Money  deposited  to  be  repaid.  Assumpsit  for  inoney  had  and  received  will  lie 
to  recover  a  sum  of  money  deposited  with  the  defendant  upon  the  undertaking  that 
in  a  given  event  the  same  sum  of  money ,^lthough  not  the  same  identical  coins  or 
notes,  shall  be  repaid  to  the  plaintiff,  and  tms,  although  part  of  the  money,  has,  in  the 
mean  time,  been  expended  by  the  defendant.    Londeshorough  v.  Mowatt,  xxviiL  119. 

1 1 .  Deposit  paid  on  shares  in  abortive  railway  company.  The  plaintiff  received  a  letter 
of  allotment,  allotting  him  shares  in  a  projected  railway,  upon  which  he  paid  a  certain 
deposit  per  share.  With  the  letter  of  allotment,  the  board  of  directors  (one  of  whom 
was  the  defendant)  caused  to  be  sent  to  the  jUntiff  a  circular  containing,  ^ongat 
others,  the  following  provision :  "  In  the  event  of  the  act  not  being  obtained,  the 
directors  undertake  to  return  the  whole  of  the  deposits,  without  deduction.''  There 
was  no  evidence  of  any  applicadon  by  the  plaintiff  for  shares,  or  that  his  allotted 
shares  had  bean  exchanged  for  scrip ;  and  it  appeared  that  he  had  never  signed  the 
pariiamentary  contract  or  subscribers'  agreement.    The  project  proving  abortive,  it

12.  Cross-acceptances.  A,  being  in  want  qfmoney, applied  to  B  and  C  who  were  in 
partnership,  for  an  advance.  They  sent  him  an  acceptance  by  B  alone,  and  A  agreed 
that  if  he  discounted  that  acceptance  he  would  give  to  B  and  C  his  own  acceptance. 
He  discounted  B's  acceptance,  but  failed  to  give  his  cross-acceptance.  B  was  af^r- 
wards  sued  on  his  acceptance  by  the  holder  of  it,  and  psud  it  out  of  the  money 
of  B  and  C.  B  then  sued  A  for  money  paid.  Held,  that  the  action  could  be  main- 
tained by  B  alone  upon  the  implied  contract  to  indenmify  him,  ^hich  arose  when 
he  paid  the  acceptance  upon  which  he  alone  was  liable  to  be  sued.  Drher  r.  BuP" 
ton,  iz.

IS.  Annuity  paid  after  deaih  of  annuitant.  Afler  the  decease  of  an  annuitant,  the 
plaintiff,  in  ignorance  of  the  ^t  of  the  decease,^urchascd  the  annuity.  Held,  that 
the  annuity  ceased  to  exist  with  the  death  of  the  annuitant,  and  that  the  j^ntifT 
might  recover  back  the  money  paid,  for  want  of  consideration.  SlrUMani  v.  Tumat\ 
xiv.  471. 

14.  Deposit  of  bank-notes — Failure  of  bank.  Where  A  deposited  certain  bank-notet 
with  his  banker,  and  received  a  certificate  tlierefor,  and  it  afterwards  proved  that  the 
bank  which  issued  the  notes  failed  on  the  day  the  deposit  was  made,  of  which  faot 
neither  party  was  cognizant,  it  was  held  that  A  could  not  recover  the  amount  of  the 
notes,  either  in  an  action  for  money  lent,  or  for  money  had  and  received.  JHmmii  t. 
G'djbins,  xiv.  64. 

15.  Against  executors — Testamentary  dispositions.  A,  at  his  death,  left  two  waled 
letters,  containing  promissory  notes,  direeted  to  the  plaintifil  The  defendants,  execu- 
tors of  A,  made  a  payment,  on  account  of  these  notes,  to  the  plaintiff,  and  promised 
in  writing  to  pay  the  residue,  but  subsequently  refused  to  do  so.  On  assumpifit  by  the 
plaintiff,  it  was  held,  that  the  defendants  were  not  liable  upon  the  count  for  aa 
account  stated,  because  the  payments  and  promise  had  been  made  under  a  mistake 
as  to  the  liability  of  the  testator's  estate,  and  without  consideration.  Govgk  y.  Tindon^ 
viii.  507. 

16.  Account  stated — Acknowledgment  of  debt.  The  plaintiff  executed  a  writteft 
contract  of  absolute  sale  of  some  goods  to  the  defendant ;  he  afterwards  sued  the 
defendant  for  a  sum  which  he  contended  was  due  to  him  oi^  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
goods  as  a  balance  after  repaying  the  amount  advanced  by  the  defendant  oo  tiieir 
security.  The  plaintiff  gave  evidence,  that  on  the  sum  being  demanded  by  the 
plaintiff's  agent,  as  the  balance  out  of  the  proceeds,  the  defendant  admitted  the  Obr- 
rectness  of  the  amount,  and  said  he  would  pay  it  over.  Held,  ^bat  though  the  sale 
was  absolute  in  law,  there  was  evidence  that  it  was  accompanied  by  a  Irost  that  the 
defendant  should  account  for  the  proceeds,  and  that  the  facts  showed  a  sufficient  con* 
sideration  for  the  account  stated  by  the  defendant  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  recover 
the  balance  on  the  count  for  ^oney  due  upon  an  account  stated.  Howard  t«

2.  As  to  client's  papers.  *  An  attorney  or  solicitor,  who  on  payment  of  his  hSl 
delivers  up  papers  that  hare  been  intrusted  to  him,  is  bound  to  deliver  them  up  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  arrangement,  so  that  the  party  to  whom  they  are  delivered  may 
not  be  put  to  unreasonable  trouble  in  sorting  them.  The  Northwestern  Railwap  Co.  v. 
Sharpy  xxviii.  555. 

3.  Ftnud  of  clients.  If  an  attorney,  suspecting  that  his  client  is  engaged  in  a 
systematic  coarse  of  fVaud  and  forgery,  continues  to  act  for  him  as  if  he  were  assisting 
to  enforce  just  rights  and  give  effect  to  genuine  documents,  he  is  guilty  of  gross  mis- 
conduct, although  not  originally  privy  to  the  frauds,  and  although  never  informed  of 
like  manner  in  which  the  forged  documents  were  obtain^.    In  re  Barber,  vi.  SS8. 

4.  Authority  to  file  bill.  Where  a  solicitor  files  a  bill,  the  onus  lies  upon  him  to 
show  that  he  had  the  plaintiff's  authority  for  doing  so;  and  if  he  fails  to  show  such 
authority,  or  a  subsequent  acquiescence  on  the^art  of  the  ptainlaff,  the  plaintiff  is 
entitled  to  have  l^is  name  removed  fi*om  the  record,  with  costs  to  be  paid  by  iSb» 
solicitor.     Maries  v.  Maries,  xxiii.  221. 

5.  Authority  to  institute  suit.  A  solicitor  cannot  be  allowed  to  institute  suit  on  the 
authority  of  the  cestui  que  trust,  against  the  trustee,  without  consent  And  the  affidavit 
of  the  solicitor  is  not  good  evidence  of  consent  against  the  affidavit  of  the  trustee. 
Solicitor  to  pay  costs.     Crmsley  v.  Crowther,  xii.  245. 

6.  Misapplication  of  money  by.  Where  an  attorney  has  fraudulently  misapplied 
money  received  from  his  client  for  a  specific  purpose,  this  court  will  exercise  its 
summary  jurisdiction  by  ordering  him  to  pay  the  money,  although  he  has  obtained  a 
certificate  of  protection  from  the  Bankruptcy  Court  under  7  &  8  Vict  c.  70.  Re 

890. 


7.  Liability  for  interest  on  balances.  A  solicitor  cannot  be  charged  with  interest  on 
balances  in  hand ;  but  if  he  debits  himself  witii  interest  in  a  cash  account  rendered, 
he  ought  to  be  charged.    In  re  Savery,  xv.  81. 

8.  Liability  for  sheriff* s  fees.  The  attorney  who  lodges  n  fieri  facias  with  a  sheriff,  is 
liable  to  the  bailiff  by  whom  it  is  executed  for  the  fees  due  t6  him  although  no  direc- 
tions were  given  by  him  as  to  the  person  by  whom  the  writ  should  be  executed. 
Brewer  v.  Jones,  xxix.  502. 

9.  Obligation  to  carry  on  suit.  An  attorney  is  bound  to  carry  on  a  suit  to^its 
termination,  unless  he  gives  notice  that  he  shall  discontinue  if  he  be  not  ptud,  ot 
supplied  with  funds,  or  the  client  dies;  and  the  statute  of  limitadons  does  not  run 
against  his  bill,  until  the  happening  of  one  of  these  events.  Whitehead  v.  Lord,  xi. 
587. 

10.  LiabHity  for  fraud  of  clerk.  Where  an  attorney's  clerk  had  fraudulently 
simulated  the  court  seal  upon  a  writ  of  sunmions,  the  court  set  aside  the  writ  and  all 
proceedings  thereon,  and  ordered  the  attorney  (though  blameless)  personally  to  pay 
the  costs.    Dunkley  v.  Farris,  xx.  285.  * 

m.  Lien  of. 

1.  On  amount  payabie  to  bankrupt  client.  A  cause  and  all  matters  in  difference  had 
been  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  the  oosfea  of  the  cause  to  abide  the  event  The  arbi^ 
trator  found  for  the  defendant,  as  to  the  cause,  and  as  to  the  matters  in  difference 
awarded  3031.  lbs,  to  the  plaintiff,  to  be  paid  at  the  same  time  and  plaoe  at  which  the 
plaintiff  was  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  action ;  and  the  defendant  did,  at  the  appointad 
time  and  place,  pay  the  sum  awarded  to  the  plaintiff's  afctoraeys,  minus  IBO/.,  the 
amount  of  *tlie  cosU  of  the  action,  but  refused  to  pay  the  residue  unless  the  plaintiff 
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paid  Uie  costs  of  the  action.  The  plaintiiT  having  become  bankrupt  afler  the  making 
of  the  award,  the  court  discharged  a  rule  calling  upon  the  defendant  to  pay  the 
balance  of  the  flam  awarded  to  the  plaintiff's  attorneys,  who  had  a  lien  against  the 
plaindff  fiw  moce  than  the  amount  awarded,  for  costs  incurred  by  them  in  the 
prosecution  q£  the  retoenee.

S.  No  grmind  of  objedum  to  order  to  product  deed$.  A  claim  of  Mcih  by  a  solicitor 
ior  profesaonal  charges,  is  no  ground  of  objection  to  an  order  upon  him  to  produce 
deeds  in  his  possession,  to  be  used  as  eyidence  between  third  parties.  Qucme, 
whether  the  solicitor  can  object  to  pjroduction,  under  such  an  order,  on  the  ground 
of  want  of  service  upon,  or  of  notice  to,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom,  subject  to 
his  hen,  the  dfteds  required  to  be  produced  belong  ?

Z.  On  biU  of  exchange — To  wkai  amount.  If  a  lessee  depodts  with  the  lessor^s 
solicitor  (acdng  for  all  parties)  a  bill  of  exchange  and  the  lease  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  a  particuhir  debt,  and  the  lessee's  solicitors  subsequently  pay  this  debt,  and 
teeeive  the  bill  and  lease,  the  solicitors  acquire  no  lien  on  the  bill  beyond  the  amount 
nhich  they  have  paid,  unless  there  is  an  express  contract    Giheon  t.  May,  xxxi.  110. 

4.  Eoidenee  of.  Evidence  of  express  contract  will  not  support  such  a  lien,  without 
proof  that  the  solicitors  explained  to  their  client  his  rights  independent  of  such  con- 
tract   ift. 

h.  Order  tn  delmer  up  deede.  In  an  administration  suit  instituted  by  an  infant 
eettm  ^e  irust  under  a  will,  against  the  executors,  one  of  the  executors  admitted  that 
part  of  certain  sums  advanced  by  him  on  morlgaga,  formed  part  of  the  trust  estate. 
An  order  was  made  in  the  suit  for  the  eonq>letion  of  contracts  for  sales  of  the  mort- 
g^iged  property  which  had  been  entered  into  by  the  executor.  Under  this  order  the 
purchase-moneys  were  paid  into  court  to  the  credit  of  the  cause.  The  order  directed 
the  executor  to  execute  the  conveyances,  and  deliver  the  title<deeds  to  the  peti* 
tionen;  but  the  execntor^s  solicitors  refttsed  to  give  up  the  deeds,  claiming  a  Hen 
upon  them  for  costs  due  from  the  executor  and  advances  made  for  the  nuuntenaace 
of  the  plaintiff.  Held,  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction  on  petition,  to  order  the 
soticUors  to  deliver  up  the  deeds.

7.  Order  to  deliver  up  deeds — AtlachmenL  An  order  having  been  made,  directing 
aa  attorney  to  deliver  up  certain  deeds  to  a  client,  the  court  granted  an  attachment 
against  him,  for  refumng  to  deliver  them  up  unless  the  client  would  pay  him  for  a 
schedule  thereof,  to  be  kept  by  the  attorney.    Ex  parte  Willandy  xx.  293. 

rV.  Transactions  vnth  CUenls. 

1.  Buying  land  of  infant  client — Specife  performance.  An  attorney  had  sold  land 
for  his  client  while  he  was  yet  a  minor,  and  bought  in  a  portion  of  the  premises 
himself.  Held,  that,  although  the  client  had  acquiesced  in  the  sale  for  a  long  time 
after  he  came  of  age,  the  attorney  was  not  entitled  to  have  specific  performance  of 
the  sale  ordered  by  a  court  of  equity.     Cults  v.  Stjdmon,  v.  98. 

1  Purchase  by,  from  client.  An  attorney  cannot  sustain  his  purchase  from  a  client 
volesB  he  can  prove  that  his  diligence  to  do  the  best  for  the  vendor  has  been  as  great 
as  if  he  was  only  an  attorney  doling  for  that  vendor  with  a  stranger.  But  he  may 
deal  with  a  client  as  a  stranger  where  the  circumstances  are  not  such  as  to  put  him 
under  the  duty  of  advising  the  client     Holman  v.  Loynes,  xxviL  168. 

J.  The  rel^km  of  attorney  and  client  was  in  this  case  held  td  contiane,  althoogh 
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Ihe  attorney  had  not  acted  as  snch  lor  the  Tendor  for  more  than  a  year  previous  to

5.  Agreement  o/*,  wiih  cHeni.  Semble^  that,  m  case  <^  an  agreement  between  a 
solicitor  and  client,  the  burden  rests  on  the  solicitor  to  prove  that  it  waft  a  fair  agre^ 
ment,  and  was  not  obtuned  by  undue  influence.    Mo$s  v.  Bainbriffge,  xsid^  565. 

6.  Provision  m  totU  in  favor  of  solicitor  who  makes  tf.  Where  a  testator  makes  a 
disposition  by  his  will  in  favor  of  the  solicitor  employed  by  him  to  make  the  wiil,  in 
such  language  and  under  such  circumstances  as  that  upon  the  tiial  at  law  of  an  issiia 
devisavit  vel  non,  brought  by  the  heir  at  law  of  the  testator,  or  upon  the  hearing 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  a  suit  touching  the  validity  of  the  will,  the  disposition 
in  question  would  be  upheld,  this  court  will  not,  on  the  mere  ground  that  the  relation 
of  solicitor  and  client  existed  between  the  solicitor  and  the  testator,  interfere,  at  the 
instance  of  the  heir  at  law  or  next  of  kin,  to  fix  a  tmst  for  the  benefit  of  either

.  7.  Purchase  by,  from  cUenL  If  a  solicitor  purchases  of  his  client,  the  burden  rests 
on  him  to  show  the  fairness  of  the  purchase,  if  he  seeks  to  hare  the -contract  enforced.

^  As  to  money  of  feme  covert  dient,  A  married  woman,  to  whotn  a  sum  of  money 
was  payable  for  her  separate  use,  received  a  check,  and  handed  it  over  to  her  solic»- 
tor,  who  accompanied  her.  Held,  that  the  onus  being  on  the  solicitor  to  show  cause 
for  not  paying  it  Over,  he  could  not  set  up  a  voluntary  agreement  to  pay  her  hus- 
band's debt  out  of  it.

V.  Negligence  of, 

1.  Failure  to  make  proper  inquiries.  An  action  will  Ue  against  an  attorney  for 
n^g^gcnce  in  not  inquiring  wheUier  the  vendor  had  been  insolvent,  when  he  suspects 
such  to  have  been  the  case.     Cooper  v.  Stephenson,  xii.  403. 

2.  In  drafting  agreement.  An  attorney  undertook  to  drafl  a  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annuity  to  a  woman,  to  be  made  in  consideration  of  past  cohabitation. 
It  was  drawn  in  haste,  the  signer  being  unwilling  to  stop  to  execute  it  It  was 
worthless,  because  not  under  seal.  In  an  action  against  the  attorney  for  negligence, 
the  judge  charged  the  jury :  *^  That  every  attorney  is  bound  to  bring  a  fair  and 
reasonable  amount  of  care  and  skill  to  the  performance  of  his  duty ;  that  he  is  not  to  be 
expected  to  know  difficult  points  of  law ;  may  not  be  bound  to  know  all  the  authorities, 
but  is  bound  to  ask  for  time  for  examination  if  the  case  is  difficult ;  that  the  question 
was  whether  plaintifi*  did  not  desire  a  valid  agreement^  The  jury  assessed  damages 
for  the  plaintifl*  at  70/.  After  long  arguments  by  couhsel,  the  court  took  time  to 
consider  the  case,  and  at  a  subsequent  day  proposed  to  the  parties  that  the  verdict 
should  be  reduced  to  35/.,  and  this  was  agreed  to,  each  party  paying  his  own  costs. 
Parker  v.  Rolls,  xxviii.  424. 

3.  Summary  jurisdiction  over  solicitors.  Where  the  same  solicitor  was  employed  by 
Che  vendor. and  purchaser,  and  the  purchaser  paid  hb  purchase*money  to  the  solicitori

Bixd  WM  alter  wards  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  hb  purchase  by  parties  having  a  prior 
eqiutable  mortgage*  which  was  known  to  the  ^dicitor  at  the  time  of  the  purchase, 
it  was  keid^  that  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction,  on  pethion  of  the  purchaser,  to  order  the 
solicitor  to  pay,  out  of  the*p«rchaseHnoaey,  the  amount  of  the  equitable  mortgage,  as 
themoaey  was  not  paid  to  him  as  the  solicitor  of  the  petitioner,  but  <d  the  vendor; 
and  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction,  on  petition,  to  order  the  solicitor  to  make  compensation 
to  the  purchaser  for  the  loss  sustained  through  his  negligence.    Tj/lee  v.  Webb^  viL 

4.  Inctsdng  cUemts  money  <m  insufficient  eecwrity^  Where  a  solicitor  invests  his 
client's  money  on  such  insufficient  security  that  the  negligence  amounts  almost  to 
fraud,  the  client  can  claim  the  amount  in  a  suit  for  the  administration  of  the  solicitor's 
'estate  without  a  suit  at  law.    Smith  y.  Poooct*  Jtxiii.  470. 

5.  Allowing  clients  shares  to  be  forfeited.  Where  a  solicitor  allowed  shares  belong* 
ing  t(^  a  client  to  be  ibrfeited  by  neglect,  and  afterwards  r^laced  such  shares,  giving 
kas  thaa  would  have  originally  been  paid,  it  was  held^  that  the  diont  could  only  claim 
to  be  pbced  in  the  same  position  as  if  the  diares  had  never  been  forfeited.    i6. 

VI.   Costs. 

1.  Delivery  of  IfiU.  An  attorney,  being  consisted  by  a  client  who  was  under  a  crim- 
hai  charge,  obtained  fiom  him  a  sum,  to  do  the  best  he  could  for  him,  with  an  under" 
itanding  that  no  account  should  be  kept  or  rendered.  Having  succeeded  in  procuring 
the  prisoner's  discharge,  the  attorney  was  called  upon  after  the  lapse  of  neariy  six  years 
t(^ deliver  a  bill.  The  oourt  refbsed  to  order  him  to  do  so;  but  referred  the  whole 
Dstler  to  the  Master,  who  in  the  result  discharged  the  rule,  but  without  costs.  In  the 
matter  of  Edward  Vann^  xxix.

2.  Order  for  taaeation  and  payment*  An  order  £6r  the  taxation  and  payment  of  an 
attoney's  Inll,  (after  a  previous  order  to  change  the  attorney,)  cannot  be  made  upon 
an  ez  parte  application.     Gillow  v.  Rider.,  xxx.  638.  • 

3.  Detieery  of  biU.  If  an  attorney  deliver  his  bill  of  costs  to  the  penon  intended 
hf  lum  to  be  charged,  inclosed  in  an  envdope  addressed  to  the  person  on  the  outside, 
it  isa  suflioieot  delivery  of  the  biU  within  the  meaning  of  the  stat.  6  &  7  Vict,  c  78, 
s.  37,  though  there  be  no  heading  to  the  bill,  and  the  name  of  the  party  does  not 
appear  anywhere  on  it  as  the  debtor.    Lucas  v.  Roberts^  xxx.  592. 

4.  When  entitled  to.  An  attorney,  having  notice  of  the  bankruptcy  of  a  trader, 
upon  an  assurance  ftom  the  defendant,  a  creditor,  that  all  the  creditors  of  the  bank- 
mpt  would  concur,  and  being  instructed  by  him,  drew  a  deed  of  settlement  HM^ 
that  as  such  deed  might  have  been  operative  if  all  the  creditors  had  concurred,  the 
attorney  was  right  in  drawing  the  deed,  and  was  entitled  to  his  costs.  Lewis  v.  Col- 
lard^  xxiv.  367. 

5.  Attorney's  hill,  statute  respecting.  The  plaintiflT,  an  attorney,  employed  by  the 
company,  delivered  his  bill  of  charges,  headed  ^*  Northampton,  Lincoln,  and  Hull 
Bailway  to  R.  H.  Daubney,  debtor : "  to  the  defendant  who  was  a  member  of  ihe 
provisonal  committee.  Huld,  that  it  sufficiently  charged  the  defendant  within  the 
meaning  of  the  stat  6  &  7  Vict  c.  73,  s.  S3.    Phipps  r.  Daubney^  iv.  240. 

6.  Taxation  of  btO—LiabUity  of  client.  A  judge's  order,  referring  an  attorney's  bill 
tt)  taxation,  reserved  to  the  client  the  right  of  disputing  his  liability  to  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  it,  on  certain  specified  grounds.  The  order  did  not  direct  the  Master  to 
tax  the  costs  of  the  reference,  as  required  by  statute.  The  Master  taxed  off  less  than 
a  sixth  of  the  whole  bill,  and  taxed  the  attorney  the  costs  of  the  reference.  Held,  diat 
the  cGcDt  was  liable,  under  the  statute,  to  pay  the  costo  of  the  taxation,  whatever  might 
be  the  event  of  the  questions  reserved.    In  re  George  Shaw,  iv.  247. 

7.  Agreement  to  pay,  construction  of  A,  an  attorney,  on  obtaining  from  B,  another 
attorney,  the  papers  belonging  to  a  former  client  of  B,  wrote  to  B  as  follows:  *'  Out 
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of  any  moneys  which  I  may  receiTe  on  this  or  any  other  proceeding  on  her  aoooont,  I 
win  hand  yoa  sach  balance  as  may  remain  due  of  your  bill  of  costs."  Hdd^  that  A 
was  bound  upon  this  undertaking^  to  pay  over  to  B  the  amount  of  the  costs  due  to  him 
from  the  first  moneys  he  should  receive  on  account  of  th^  client,  without  deducting 
therefrom  any  costs  that  might  be  due  to  himself  for  recovering  such  moneys.  TharreU 
Y.  Trevor,  viii.  508. 

8.  Under  wMing-up  acts.  The  solicitor's  bill,  both  for  expenses  incurred  prelim- 
inary to  the  registration  of  the  company  and  those  incurred  subsequently,  ought  to  be 
allowed  as  a  debt  in  the  winding-up  acts,  but  subject  to  taxation.  In  re  The  Inde^ 
pendent  Assurance  Co,  xxviL  7. 

9.  Payment,  uhat  is.    If  a  solicitor  deliver  his  bill  to  a  client,  leaving  it  optional 
with  him  whether  the  Inll  shall  be  taxed,  or  not,  and  the  client  gives  security  for  the* 
bill,  but  pays  no  money,  that  is  payment  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute.    Ex  parte 
Turner,  xxvii.  656. 

10.  Payment  o/coits  under  protest.  A  protest  upon  payment  of  a  bill  of  costs  has 
no  effect  A  pressure  from  a  third  party,  which  cannot  be  removed  without  previous 
payment  of  a  bill  of  costs  to  a  solicitor,  is  no  good  ground  for  a  taxation  of  costs  after 
payment    In  re  Browne,  xv.  83. 

11.  New  order  for  taxation — Lapse  of  time.  The  court  may  make  a  new  order  for 
the  taxation  of  a  solicitor's  costs  (agunst  the  estate  of  a  lunatic,)  when  the  demand 
founded  upon  the  first  order  has  becoq^e  barAd  by  the  statute  of  limitations.  In  re 
Hart,  xiiL  186. 

12.  Establishing  right  to,  at  law.  Where  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  legal  right  of  a 
solicitor  to  recover  a  bill  of  costs,  the  court  of  chancery  will  not  undertake  to  decide 
the  question,  but  will  leave  the  party  to  establish  his  right  at  law.  In  re  Burchdl^ 
ix.  178. 

18.  Disobeying  judge^s  order.  An  action  does  not  lie  against  an  attorney  for  dis- 
obedience of  the  order  of  a  judge  for  delivery  of  a  bill  of  costs.  Dent  v.  Basham,  xxv. 
46S. 

14.  Petition  to  disallow  part  o/^Agreement  between  solicitors.  A,  in  Edinburghf 
employed  B,  a  solicitor,  as  his  agent  in  London,  and  introduced  to  him  business  of  some 
importance,  which  a  client  of  his  had  in  England.  B,  by  a  letter,  promised  to  allow  A 
one  half  of  the  profits  of  all  such  business,  so  long  as  he  should  retain  the  same,  directiy 
or  indirectiy.  Upon  the  discovery  of  this  by  the  client,  who  had  obtained  an  order 
for  the  taxation  of  B*s  bills  of  costs,  he  presented  a  petition,  asking  that  the  taxing 
master  might  disallow  all  such  share  of  tiie  chai^ges  as  B  had  promised  to  pay  to  A. 
Held,  that  if  the  agreement  was  illegal,  it  could  not  be  enforced  by  A ;  that  the  2S 
Gea  n.  c.  46,  s.  11,  being  a  penal  act,  must  be  construed  strictiy ;  that  the  businesf 
having  been  done,  the  solicitor  was-entitied  to  payment,  and  that  the  client  could  not 
avail  himself  of  the  letters  to  refuse  payment^  or  insist  upon  deducting  from  the  bills 
of  costs  what  B  had  promised  to  allow  to  A ;  and  that  the  prpduction  of  the  documents, 
relating  to  the  bills  of  costs,  ought  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  taxing  master ;  and 
the  petition  was  dismissed  with  costs.     Gordon  v.  Dahell,  ix.  154. 

16,  0/  solicitor  who  acts  for  himself  and  co-trustees.  The  rule,  that  a  solicitor 
who  is  a  trustee,  and  is  made  a  party  to  a  suit  respecting  the  trust  property,  will  be 
allowed  his  usual  professional  costs,  where  he  acts  as  solicitor  in  such  suit  for  himself 
and  his  co-trustees,  and  the  costs  are  not  increased  by  his  so  acting,  is  confined  to  the 
case  of  a  suit,  and  does  not  extend  to  the  case  of  a  solicitor  acting  for  himself  and  co- 
trustees in  the  administration  of  the  trust  property  without  the  intervention  of  the 
court     Lincoln  v.  Windsor^  v.  230.

16.  Denial  of  agency.  A  solicitor,  who  sold  his  business,  but  who  continued  to  con- 
duct a  suit  in  chancery  in  the  ofllce  as  the  agent  of  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  independentiy 
of  the  solicitor  who  had  purchased  the  business,  will  not  be  allowed  to  deny  his  agency, 
or  to  strike  from  the  bills  of  costs  of  such  solicitor  the  costs  of  proceedings  which  had 
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hten  bcnrred  hy  a  mistake  made  m  conducting  the  cauao ;  and  a  petition  for  the  tax- 
atkm  of  the  bills  of  costs  under  special  circumstances  was  dismissed,  with  costs.  In  re 
Gedife,  ti.  53.

YII.  Miscdlaneous, 

1.  Mortgagor  solieUor  of  mortgagee.  Where  a  mortgagor,  a  solicitor,  prepares  the 
mortgage-deed,  the  mortgagee  not  employing  another  solicitor,  the  mortgagor  will  be 
Qoasidered  to  be  the  solicitor  of  the  mortgagee  in  the  transaction  of  mortgage ;  but  the 
latter  will  not  therefore  be  deemed  to  have  notice  of  a  prior  deposit  of  the  title-deeds 
bj  the  mortgagor,  or  of  any  uncommunicated  fact  which  it  was  the  interest  of  the 
mortgagor  to  conceal  from  the  mortgagee.    Hewitt  v.  Loosemore,  ix.  85. 

2.  Articled  clerk — Premium,  A  clerk  was  articled  to  a  solicitor  for  a  premium,  for 
which  he  gave  the  solicitor  an  I  O  U,  and  afterwards  Icfl  his  master,  who  brought  an 
action  on  the  I  O  U ;  plea,  never  indebted,  payment  and  release,  upon  which  the 
master  .abandoned  the  action.  In  the  course  of  subsequent  proceedings,  the  clerk 
agreed  to  pay  proportionally  for  the  time  which  he  remained  with  the  solicitor ;  still 
iatdir  he  sought  to  be  relieved  from  this  agreement,  without  success,  and  .was  also 
ordered  to  pay  a  certain  sum,  it  appearing  from  his  affidavits  tliat  there  was  imperti> 
nent  matter  bet^ween  the  parties.    Dufaw  v.  Sigel,  xxL  318. 

AUCTION. 

1.  Auctioneer's  lien,  and  right  to  sue.  Declaration  for  price  of  a  horse.  Flea,  that 
plamtiff  in  selling  it  by  auction  acted  as  agent  of  K.,  to  whom  defendant  paid  the 
price.  Heldt  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  plaintiff  must  be  assumed  to  have  had  a  Hen 
for  his  commission,  &c.,  which  the  plea  did  not  state  to  have  been  satisfied,  nor  that  he 
had  notice  of  the  payment,  or  had  in  any  way  lost  his  right  to  sue.  Robinson  v.  RuUer^ 
XXZ.40I. 

2.  Ahortiee  sale — Recovery  of  deposit.  The  purchaser  at  a  sale,  which  turns  out 
abortive,  from  vendor's  inalnlity  to  make  a  good  title,  cannot  recover  the  depodt  from 
tiie  vendor  as  money  had  and  received,  though  paid  over  to  him,  but  must  sue  the 
auctioneer,  he  being  the  agent  of  both  parties,  to  appropriate  the  deposit  to  the  party 
estided  to  it    Johnson  v.  Roberts^  xxx.  234. 

8.  Misdescription  of  property.  Auclsoneers  are  responsible  to  the  vendors  of  prop- 
erty for  loss  occaaoned  by  careless  misdescription.    Parker  v.  Farebrother,  xxiv.  287. 

4.  Puffer.  A  puffer  who  bids  by  degrees  up  to  his  limit,  instead  of  making  his 
utmost  bid  at  once,  is  not  acting  in  fraud  of  the  bond  fide  bidders.  FVmt  v.  Woodinj 
X]iL278. 

5.  There  is  nothing  fraudulent  in  the  mere  fact  of  an  owner  of  property  acting 
as  auctioneer  at  a  sale.    lb. 

6.  Sale  by,  without  warranty.  Qucere,  whether  a  sale  by  auction  without  warranty 
is  talid,  where  the  owner  of  the  property  sold  has  previously  given  a  private  warranty 
to  one  who  buys  or  bids  for  the  property.    Hopkins  v.  Tanqueray,  xxvi.  254. 

7.  Sale  by  auction  on  behalf  of  an  infant,  without  a  reserved  bidding,  strongly  con- 
demned.   Cutis  V.  Salmon,  xiL  816. 

S.  In  puUic  market.  A  sale  by  auction  in  a  public  market  was  not  unlawful  at 
common  kiw,  and  is  not  prohibited  by  sec.  5  of  stat  50  Geo.  III.  c.  41.  Regina  v. 
Renry,  xxix,  197* 

BAIL. 

1-  Capital  offences.  Where  a  person  has  been  committed  upon  a  charge  of  wilful 
murder,  found  by  a  coroner's  jury,  upon  evidence  sufficient  to  support  the  finding, 
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thu  court  will  not  admit  ham.  to  but,  especially  where  the  aoctifled  has  made  a  state- 
ment admitting  his  participation  in  the  affair  oat  of  which  the  ohai^  of  mnzder 
arises.  Ex  parte  Baronnet^  xvi.  361.  Ex  parte  Barthilemy^  xvi.  866.  And  see  note 
to  same  case  for  the  American  law  on  the  subject  of  bailing  capital  offenders. 

2.  Discretion  of  court  respecting.  On  an  implication  to  bail  a  prisoner  charged  with 
a  criminal  offence,  the  test  to  govern  the  discretion  of  the  court  is  the  probability  of 
the  prisoner's  appearing  to  take  his  trial ;  but,  in  applying  that  test,  the  court  will  not 
look  to  the  character  or  behavior  of  the  prisoner  at  any  particular  time,  bnt  will  be 
guided  by  the  nature  of  the  crime  charged,  the  severity  of  the  punishment  that  may 
be  imposed,  and  the  probability  of  a  conviction.    In  re  Robinion^  xxv.  21$. 

3.  Point  reserved  on  conviction  for  felonious  assault.  Where  a  case  has  been 
reserved  for  the  court  of  appeal  upon  a  conviction  for  an  assault  with  intent  to  com- 
mit a  felony,  the  court  will  not  deem  itself  bound  to  admit  the  prisoner  to  bail  until 
the  decision  of  the  point  reserved,  even  although  the  offence  is  only  a  misdemeanor, 
and  the  prisoner  was  admitted  to  bail  of  right  previously  to  the  trial.  Rcgina  v.  Birdj 
ii.  439. 

4.  Special  bail  by  executors.  The  general  rule  that,  where  an  action  against  ao 
executor  is  removed  from  an  inferior  court,  the  defendant  is  not  bound  to  put  in 
special  bail,  does  not  extend  to  the  case  of  an  inferior  court,  where  a  custom  of 
foreign  attachment  exists,  which  can  only  be  dissolved  on  putting  in  special  bail* 
Bastow  V.  Gant^  xiv.  32. 

5*  Motion  to  rescind  judge's  order — Affidavits  of  collateral  facts  not  received.  On  a 
motion  to  rescind  a  judge's  order  to  hold  a  defendant  to  bail  in  an  action,  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  will  not  receive  affidavits  of  collateral  facts  not  submitted  to  the  notice 
of  the  judge.    Bullock  y.  JenJdns,  ii.  195. 

6.  Affidavit  to  hold  to  bail^  sufficiency  of^Stat  1  jr  2  Vict.  c.  110,  s.  3.  An  affidavit 
on  which  an  order  was  made  to  hold  a  party  to  bail  under  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s.  3,  spoke 
of  a  debt  for  **  shares  sold."  On  application  to  set  it  aside  on  various  gounds,  it  waa 
heldf  that  it  was  no  objection  that  it  was  intituled  **  A,  plaintiff  and  B,  defendant," 
though  there  was  no  cause  in  court  at  the  time  of  swearing ;  that  the  section  applies  to 
actions  for  damages,  and  therefore  it  is  unnecessary  to  state  the  delivery  as  well  as 
sale  of  the  shares ;  that  it  need  not  state  the  plaintiffs  belief  that  defendant  was  about 
to  quit  England,  **  unless  he  was  £>rthwith  arrested,"  it  being  therein  alleged  that 
defendant  had  told  plaintiff  that  such  was  his  intention.  Hargreaves  r.  Hayes,  xxx. 
272. 

7.  Affidavit  in  criminal  conversation.  As  to  what  the  plaintiff's  affidavit,  in  snpporl 
of  an  application  to  hold  the  defendant  to  bail  in  an  action  for  criminal  conversation, 
must  set  forth,  see  Bullock  v.  JenkinSy  ii.  1 95. 

8.  Money  paid  into  court  in  lieu  of—Delay  in  perfecting.  The  defendant  who  had  been 
arrested  on  mesne  process,  in  an  action  for  a  debt,  deposited  with  the  sheriff  the 
amount  claimed  together  with  £lO  for  costs,  in  lieu  of  bail,  and  the  sheriff  paid  the 
amount  into  court  The  defendant  afterwards  put  in  and  perfected  bail,  but  not  in 
due  time.  Held,  on  an  application  to  the  court  by  the  defendant,  supported  by  an 
affidavit  of  merits,  that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  have  the  money  paid  ont  to  him, 
and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entidcd  to  elect  whether  he  would  take  the  security  of 
the  bail  or  of  the  money.    Brook  v.  Brook,  xvi.  177. 

9.  Taking  out  of  court  money  paid  in  in  lieu  of  Where  a  plaintiff  replies,  taking 
issue  on  a  plea  and  also  demurring  to  it,  pursuant  to  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act, 
the  defendant,  on  putting  in  bail  before  issue  is  joined  on  the  demurrer,  is  in  time  to 
apply  to  take  out  of  court  money  paid  in  in  lieu  of  bail  which,  by  the  stat  7  &  8 
Geo.  IV.  c.  71,  s.  3,  he  may  take  out  '*  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  cause 
before  issue  joined  in  law  or  fact"  When  the  money  has  been  paid  in  by  a  third 
party,  on  the  bail  being  put  in  and  perfected,  the  court  will  pay  it  out  to  him,  if  the 
attorney  who  gives  instructions  for  the  application  swean  that  he  is  the  attorney  of 
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tbe  defendant  and  acti  for  lum,  though  the  defendant  himielf  ia  abroad.    Ahiniu$  ▼. 
NygreHf  zzt.  232.

I.  Acts  of  Bankruptcy. 

h  Personal  service  of  summons — Neglect  to  comply.  Where  the  ragnature  of  the 
conaniaBioner  to  the  original  sommons  shown  to  a  trader  on  serving  hun  with  the  sum- 
Bkoas,  under  the  78th  section  of  the  Bankropt-law  Consolidation  Act,  was  omitted  in 
the  copy  of  soch  snmmons  left  with  him,  it  was  held  that  this  was  not  a  personal 
aerrice  of  the  summons  npon  the  trader  within  the  meaning  of  the  80th  section  of  the 
act,  and  that  his  not  appearing  before  the  commissioner  after  such  service  did  not  con- 
>dtate  an  act  of  bankruptcy  upon  which  an  adjudication  against  him  could  be  founded. 
Ex  parte  TmdaU^  zxxi.  545. 

2.  Aisignment  of  part  of  trader's  property.  Where  a  trader  assigns  part  of  his  prop^ 
erty,  by  way  of  mortgage,  the  question  under  the  bankrupt  laws  is  not  whether 
putdng  the  deed  in  force  will  put  an  end  to  hb  business,  but  whether  it  will  make 
him  insolvent     Young  v.  Ward^  xiv.  462. 

3.  Amission  of  demand — Feature  to  pay.  Where  a  creditor  has  filed  an  affidavit 
of  a  sufficient  debt,  and  given  his  debtor,  a  trader,  notice  to  pay,  and  summoned  him 
before  tfie  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  and  the  debtor  files  an  admission  that  he  owes  part 
of  the  demand,  and  makes  a  deposition  that  he  believes  that  he  has  a  good  defence  as 
to  the  rendoe,  and  is  excused  by  the  commissioner  of  bankrupts  fVom  entering  into  a 
bond  to  secure  it,  though  the  debtor  fail  for  more  than  seven  days  after  the  filing  of 
tiie  admisDon  to  pay  the  admitted  portion  of  the  demand,  he  does  not  thereby  commit 
an  act  of  bankruptcy  within  the  meaning  of  the  Bankruptcy  Consolidation  Act 
OUfeld  V.  Dodd,  xz«  860. 

4.  Judgment  on  trader's  bond,  A  debt  fbr  which  a  trader  gave  a  bond,  and  forfeited 
it  before  he  ceased  trading,  is  not  mei^ged  in  a  judgment  recovered  on  the  bond  after  he 
ceaied  tracEng,  so  as  to  preclude  the  obligee  from  petitioning  for  adjudication  against 
the  obligmr.  Such  judfpieat  b  a  good  foundation  for  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  having  for 
this  putposa  zalation  to  tiie  trading  of  the  obligor;  and  notice  requiring  payment  of 
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the  judgknent,  and  not  of  the  bond^  b  a  good  notice.    A  member  of  ]>arliament  may 
become  bankrupt  in  such  case.    Ex  parte  Griffiths;  In  re  Mostyn^  xxi.  227. 

5.  Sale  ofgoodjt  seized  on  execution,  A  trader's  goods  had  been  seized  on  execu- 
tion ;  he  executed  a  bill  of  sale  to  the  defendant,  who  paid  out  the  sheriff;  the  jury 
found  the  object  to  be  to  protect  the  goods  from  other  creditors,  and  not  merely  to 
relieve  the  trader  from  a  forced  sale.  Held^  a  void  sale,  and  an  act  of  bankruptcy. 
It  seems,  it  was  Toid  as  to  subsequent  creditors,  thereby  delayed  or  defrauded. 
Graham  v.  Furber,  xxv.  273. 

6.  Assignment  on  eve  of  hahhruptcy.  Where,  on  the  eve  of  his  bankruptcy,  the 
bankrupt,  upon  being  pressed  for  payment  by  a  creditor,  executed  to  him  an  assign- 
ment of  so  much  of  his  estate  and  effects,  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  him  to  con- 
tinue carr}nng  on  his  trade,  this  was  held  to  constitute  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  and  to 
be  void  as  against  the  general  body  of  the  creditors  of  the  bankrupt  Bailey ^  ex  parte^ 
xix.  51.  ^ 

7.  Fraudulent  assignment  of  trader's  stock,  Semble,  that  an  assignment,  though 
made  honajide^  of  the  whole  of  a  trader's  stock  for  the  price  of  a  part,  not  because  the 
trader  is  obliged,  under  pressure,  to  sell  his  stock  for  less  than  its  value,  but  because 
an  old  debt  is  taken  as  part  of  the  price,  though  the  moving  cause  of  the  transfer  may 
be  a  new  advance,  is  a  fraudulent  transfer,  constituting  an  act  of  bankruptcy  witlun 
the  12  &  13  Vict  c.  106,  s.  67.  At  all  events,  such  assignment  is  an  act  of  banl- 
ruplcy,  even  without  fraud  in  fact,  if  it  conveys  all  the  trader's  property  including 
the  sum  advanced,  and  professes  to  give  the  assignee  a  right  to  take  the  trader's 
future  acquired  property  upon  non-payment  of  his  debt  within  a  certain  time. 
Graham  v.  Chapman^  xi.  498. 

8.  Fraudulent  grant  as  to  creditors.  6.,  a  farmer,  who  became  liable  to  the  bank- 
rupt laws  as  a  trader,  by  possessing  two  shares  in  a  joint-stock  bank,  worth  less  than 
20/.  each,  conveyed  all  his  other  property,  worth  about  3,000/.,  to  a  creditor  to  secure 
his  debt  of  900/.  Held^  that  the  conveyance  might  be  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  as  a 
fraudulent  grant  with  intent  to  defeat  or  delay  creditors,  although  the  two  shares, 
which  were  G.'s  only  trading  property,  were  not  conveyed,  and  although  the  convey 
ance  did  not  stop  G.'s  trade  as  a  banker.  Heldy  further,  that  the  conveyance  being 
of  property  worth  three  times  the  amount  of  the  debt  which  it  was  given  to  secure, 
did  not  prevent  the  deed  being  an  act  of  bankruptcy;  for,  though  the  grantee  would 
be  a  trustee  for  6.  as  to  the  amount  beyond  his  own  debt,  the  property  could  not  be 
taken  in  execution ;  and  as  the  common-law  remedies  of  the  other  creditors  against 
their  debtor's  property  would  thus  be  barred,  they  might  consequently  be  defeated  or 
delayed.     Smith  v.  Cannan,  xviii.  390. 

9.  Deed  of  assignment,  A  trader  being  indebted  to  L.,  agreed  with  the  defendant, 
upon  his  paying  200/.  to  L.  in  liquidation  of  the  debt,  to  assign  all  her  goods  and 
effects  to  him  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  the  200/.  The  deed  of  assignment 
contained  a  power  for  defendant  to  take  all  the  goods  of  Y.  which  then  were,  or  at 
any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  security  might  be,  upon  the  premises,  and  to 
sell  the  same,  and  repay  himself  the  200/.  and  interest  There  were  covenants  to  pay 
the  200/.  by  instalments,  and  that  Y.  should  remain  in  possession  until  default  in 
payment  Y.,  who  had  remained  in  possession,  sold  the  goods,  and  paid  207/.  to 
defendant  for  principal  and  interest  Afterwards  Y.  became  bankrupt  In  an 
action  by  her  assignees  against  defendant  to  recover  the  207/.,  the  jury  having  found 
that  the  deed  was  not  fraudulent,  nor  executed  in  contemplation  of  bankniptey,  it 
was  held,  that  the  deed  was  not  an  act  of  bankruptey,  masmuch  as  the  payment  ef 
the  207/.  by  defendant  to  L.  was  an  advance  to  Y.,  to  enable  her  to  cany  oh  her 
business,  and  she  derived  the  full  benefit  of  the  whole  sum  adranced.  HuUan  v. 
CriUwell,  xid.  121. 
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IL  TradeTy  who  is. 

1.  Cowkeeper.  A  man  fanning  271  acres  kept  six  cows,  and  sold  milk,  and  some- 
tiines  butter.  His  intention  in  keeping  the  cows  was  to  sell  milk,  and  if  he  had  not 
done  90,  the  keeping  of  so  many  would  have  been  unprofitable.  It  would  not  have 
been  bad  fanning  if  he  had  kept  no  cows,  but  cows,  to  the  extent  he  kept  them,  were 
the  mo^  profitable  stock.  Held,  that  he  was  not  a  trader  liable  to  be  made  a  bank- 
rupt as  a  "  cowkeeper"  within  the  bankrupt  laws.    Bell  v.  Young,  xxix.  237. 

2.  Conduct  as  a  trader.  Where  all  the  material  acts  under  consider^on  took 
place  while  a  bankrupt  carried  on  that  trade  in  respect  of  which  he  was  declared  a 
bankrupt,  those  act^  are  to  be  regarded  as  "  conduct  as  a  trader,"  within  the  meaning 
of  die  statute.     Ex  parte  Dqmfordy  v.  242. 

3.  Carryinff  on  trade  when  under  difficulties.  A  man  may  fairly  carry  on  his  trade 
even  where,  if  his  assets  were  realized,  they  would  have  been  less  than  his  debts. 
Sw^h  a  course  may  be  likely  to  be  beneficial  to  existing  creditors,  and  may  be  pur- 
sued without  dishonesty,  if  he  have  a  well-grounded  expectation  and  reasonable  hope 
of  sannounting  his  difficulties.    76. 

4.  Soliciting  agent.  Qua^e,  whether  a  person  who  is  employed  by  merchants  to 
solicit  orders  for  their  goods,  being  paid  a  commission  on  such  orders,  is  a  trader  within 
the  bankrupt  law  ?    Uernamann  v.  Barber,  xxv.  857. 

m.  Joini  and  separate  Estate, 

1.  Partnership  property.  A  carried  on  business  as  a  grocer,  and  was  entitled  to 
some  stock  in  trade  and  furniture  on  the  premises.  He  took  B  and  C  into  partner- 
ship. Afterwards  the  firm  became  bankrupt  B  and  C  did  not  pay  any  thing  to  A, 
or  bring  any  money  into  the  concern,  and  no  deed  of  transfer  of  the  property  of  A 
and  no  articles  of  partnership  had  been  executed.  Afler  the  partnership  A  ordered 
goods  in  the  name  of  the  firm.  Held^  that  the  stock  in  trade  on  the  premises  at  the 
time  of  the  bankruptcy  was  partnership  property,  and  that  the  furniture  was  the  sep- 
arate property  of  A.      Owen,  ex  parte,  vii.  305. 

2.  Transfer  of  proof  from  separate  to  joint.  A  judgment  having  been  obtained 
against  one  df  three  joint  debtors,  the  other  two  bein^  out  of  the  jurisdiction,  a  fiat 
of  bankruptcy  was  issued  against  him  by  the  creditor.  Afterward  the  creditor  wish- 
ing to  transfer  his  proof  from  the  separate  to  the  joint  estate,  the  court  decided  that, 
on  his  agreeing  to  abandon  the  proof  made  against  the  separate  estate,  he  was  entitled 
to  make  such  proof  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  make  if  the  separate  action  had 
never  been  brought    Ex  parte  Jones,  v.  240. 

8.  Payment  of  dividends.  Where  there  was  joint  estate  to  the  amount  of  18/.  it  was 
"hdd,  that  the  joint  creditors  could  not  receive  dividends  from  the  separate  estate, 
until  all  the  separate  creditors  were  paid  in  full,  although  it  did  not  appear  that  after 
payment  of  costs  any  part  of  the  13/.  would  remain  for  distribution.  Ex  parte  Ken" 
nedy^  x\x.  150. 

4.  Member  of  hanking  company.  A  member  of  a  banking  company,  established 
under  7  Geo.  IV.  c.  46,  cannot  be  proceeded  against  in  bankruptcy  for  a  debt  due  from 
the  company,  although  the  company  may  have  ceased  to  carry  on  business,  and  an  order 
have  been  obtained  for  winding  it  up  under  11  &  12  Vict  c.  45,  prior  to  such  pro- 
ceedings in  bankruptcy.    Davison  v.  Farmer,  iv.  391.

Where  an  adjudication  in  bankruptcy  is  obtained  by  fhbe 
and  fraudulent  representations,  the  party  making  them  is  liable  in  an  action  against 
him  by  the  alleged  bankrupt,  though  the  matters  alleged,  if  true,  would  not  be  ground 
for  the  adjudication,  and  therefore  the  conmiisRoner  made  a  mistake  in  point  of  law.

8.  Petition  to  anntU.  A  petition  for  annulling  an  adjudication  of  bankruptcy,  pre- 
sented by  a  creditor  of  the  bankrupt  at  his  instigation,  must  be  treated  as  if  presented 
by  the  bankrupt  himself.    Ex  parte  Emery^  xxvii.  328. 

4.  Petition  against  adjudication.  Where  a  creditor  petitions  against  an  adjudkataon 
within  the  proper  time,  and  the  petition  is  not  heard  within  the  twenty-one  days  fixxn 
the  adjudication,  and  when  heard  it  is  dismissed,  and  the  creditor  i^peals  witiun  tnentf- 
one  days  after  the  commissioners  deciaon  on  his  petition,  his  appeal  is  in  time  under 
the  12th  section  of  the  statute.

5.  A  petition  to  the  commissioner  to  annul  the  adjudication  is  not  an  appeal  within 
the  meaning  of  that  section.    lb.

7.  Declaration  of  insolvency.  A  trader  signed  an  act  of  insolvency,  which  was  de- 
livered to  A,  who,  with  his  partners  B  and  C,  was  a  creditor.  B  and  C,  to  whom  the 
trader  was  also  indebted  in  respect  of  another  bu^ness  carried  on  by  them,  at  once 
distrained  and  took  the  trader's  goods,  and  then,  at  the  office  of  A's  solicitor,  agreed 
with  the  creditors  upon  a  composition.  After  the  execution  of  the  composition  deed, 
A  filed  the  declaration  of  insolvency,  and,  on  his  affidavit  of  the  joint  debt  due  to 
him  and  B  and  C,  the  trader  was  adjudged  bankrupt,  which  adjudication  was,  on 
appeal,  set  aside.    Ex  parte  Johnstone,  v.  234. 

8.  Covenant  to  pay  unliquidated  sum,  P.  and  B.  were  engaged  in  partnership,  and 
W.  being  about  to  join  them  in  the  business,  stipulated  that  J.  B.,  the  father  of  B., 
should  covenant  with  him  that  the  debts  due  to  P.  and  B.  would  realize  a  stated  sum, 
and  if  not,  he  would,  on  demand  of  W.,  pay  so  much  as  it  fell  short  of  that  sum  to  P., 
B.,  and  W. ;  and  also  should  covenant  with  W.  that  the  debts  owing  by  P.  and  B.  did  not 
exceed  a  stated  sum,  and  if  they  did,  J.  B.  would,  on  the  demand  of  W.,  pay  to  P., 
B.,  and  W.,  or  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  might  bo  due,  the  excess  over 
that  sum.  The  partnership  of  P.,  B.,  and  W.  was  formed,  and  the  covenants  entered 
into  accordingly.  W.  made  a  demand  for  payment  of  a  sum  which  appeared  to  be 
due  from  the  firm  of  P.  and  B.,  over  the  stated  sum,  and  not  being  paid,  an  adjudicatioa 
of  bankruptcy  was  pronounced  and  affirmed  against  J.  B.,  who  appealed ;  and  it  was 
held,  that  the  covenant  was  not  to  pay  a  stated  or  liquidated  sum,  but  that  the  remedy 
of  It  lay  in  damages,  and  being  so,  the  demand  did  not  constitute  a  good  petitioning 
creditor*s  debt,  and  the  adjudication  was,  therefore,  annulled.  Broadhurst,  ex  parte^

9.  Isle  of  Man — Contesting  validity  of  fat.  The  Isle  of  Man  is  not  within  the 
United  Kingdom ;  and  therefore  a  person  residing  there  at  the  time  of  an  adjudication 
of  bankruptcy  against  him  has  three  months  within  which  he  may  contest  the  validity 
of  the  fiat  or  petition  for  adjudication,  under  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  122,  s.  24,  or  12  &  13  Yict 
c.  106,  s.  283.    Davison  v.  Farmer,  iv.  391.  ^ 

10.  Non-appearance  of  petitioner.  A  debtor  presented  a  petition  for  arrangement 
with  her  creditors,  but  did  not  appear  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  private  sitting, 
and  the  petition  was  dismissed,  and  an  adjudication  of  bankruptcy  was  made  under  the 
223d  section,  and  the  same  was  held  to  be  ijegular.    Ex  parte  Barnett,  v.  237. 

11.  Summons — Particulars  of  demand,  A  creditor,  a  wholesale  dealer,  issued  a 
suumions  under  the  78th  section  of  the  act,  demanding  payment  of  money  due  from  a 
Tetail  doaler  in  the  same  line  of  business,  and  described  the  items  in  the  particulars  of 
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demand  as  "  goods."  HM^  that  this  described  with  safficient  certainty  the  wares  sup- 
plied,  80  as  to  prerent  the  aanuUiiig  of  the  adjadicatioD  on  the  ground  of  uncertain^.

12.  Ceriamiy.  The  situation  of  parties  and  nature  of  demand  are  to  be  considered 
in  determining  what  is  eonyenient  certaintj.    Jb, 

13.  AnntMllmff  adjudicaHon-^Commistioner's  jurudiction,  A  commissioner  has  no 
jurisdiction  to  annul  liie  adjudication  after  the  time  allowed  by  the  104th  section  of 
stet  12  &  13  Vkt.  c  106,  lor  showing  cause  against  the  validity  of  the  adjudication  has 
expired,  and  a  petition  to  the  commissioner,  praying  that  the  adyudication  may  be  an> 
nailed,  is  not  a  proper  proceeding  to  dilute  the  acyudication,  within  the  meaning  of 
the  23Jki  section  of  the  act;  and,  although  a  petition  of  appeal  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
from  the  order  on  that  petition  be  presented  within  twenty-one  days  from  the  date  of 
that  order,  according  to  the  12th  section,  but  more  than  twenty-one  days  after  the 
sdvertisem^it  of  adjudication,  the  bankrupt  is  not  entitled  to  have  the  adjudication 
aonuUed    Ex  parte  Carter,  viiL  112,  reversing  case  below,  viL  312.

The  commissioner,  objecting  to  the  solicitors  em^ 
ployed  by  the  creditor's  assignees,  as  being  connected  by  marriage  with  the  bankrupts, 
requested  the  assignees  to  change  them,  and  upon  their  refusal,  made  an  order 
remoring  them  from  their  office,  lleldy  upon  appeal,  that  the  matter  was  one  entirely 
in  the  discretion  of  the  commissioner ;  and  that,  there  being  nothing  to  show  a  wrong- 
ful exercise  of  such  discretion,  the  court  ought  not  to  interfere.  Ex  parte  Bates,  x-  310. 

3.  Adjournment  of  meeting.  The  discretion  of  a  commissioner  in  adjourning  a 
meeting  for  granting  a  certificate  in  bankruptcy,  under  12  &  13  Vict  c.

4.  Authority  to  suspend  advertisement.  Notice  of  an  application  to  suspend  the 
sdTertisement  of  bankruptcy  was  given  within  seven  days  of  the  adjudication,  but  no 
meeting  was  held  tUl  they  had  expired.  On  appeal  from  the  commissioner's  refusal 
to  su^nd,  on  the  ground  that  the  application  was  not  within  the  seven  days,  as 
required  by  the  statute,  it  was  held  that  he  had  authority  to  suspend  the  advertise- 
ment   In  re  Castelli,  viii.

5.  Jurisdiction  to  accept  surrender.  Semhle,  that  the  commissioner  has  jurisdiction

The  commissioner  has  authority  under  the  198th 
lection  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act  to  appoint  a  sitting  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  grant  of  a  certificate  to  a  bankrupt,  although  the  bankrupt  does  not  make 
the  application  himself.

7.  Discretion  of,  as  to  sale  of  effects.  A  commissioner,  in  the  absence  of  one  of  the 
creditor's  assignees,  ordered  a  sale  of  part  of  the  bankrupt's  effects ;  that  assignee 
appealed,  but  did  not  enter  his  petition  until  more  than  twenty-one  days  from  the 
date  of  the  commissioner's  order.

10.  Wliether  the  grant  of  the  certificate  hy  the  commissioner  after  he  has  once 
refused  it  would  be  valid,  qucere,    75.  • 

11.  Commissioner,  unavoidable  absence  of.  Where,  upon  an  application  b^ng 
made  to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  in  London,  the  senior  commissioner,  having  trans- 
acted the  business  before  him,  had  left  the  court  for  the  day,  this  vras  held  to  be  an 
unavoidable  absence  within  the  meaning  of  the  20th  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law 
Consolidation  Act,  so  as  to  enable  a  junior  commissioner,  then  present  in  court,  to  act 
for  the  senior  commissioner  in  the  matter  of  the  application.  Ex  parte  SeweU,  zviL 
301. 

12.  Expiration  of  time  to  show  cause.  A  commissioner  has  no  jurisdiction  to  annul 
an  adjudication,  af^er  the  term  allowed  by  12  &  IS  Vict  c.  106,  s.  104,  to  show  cause 
against  the  adjudication  has  expired.

13.  Power  to  refuse  protection  or  certificate,  tinder  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolida- 
tion Act,  1849,  12  &  13  Vict  c.  106,  the  commissioners  have  a  discretionary  power 
to  refuse  protection  to  a  bankrupt,  or  to  refuse  or  suspend  the  certificate  of  con- 
formity, in  any  cases  not  within  the  penal  enactment  of  sect  256.  Ex  parte  Stanton^

14.  Semhle,  that  wherever  the  commissioner  thinks  that  the  conduct  of  the  bankrupt 
has  been  such  that  he  ought  to  be  amenable  to  the  common-law  rights  of  the  creditorsi^ 
it  is  in  the  power  of  the  commissioner  to  withhold  the  protection,  and  so  restore  those 
ooounon-law  rights.

1.  Taking  goods  of  stranger,  A  messenger  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  who 
takes  the  goods  of  a  stranger,  though  in  the  hon&  fide  belief  that  they  are  the  goods 
of  the  bankrupt,  which  he  is  directed  to  take,  is  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the 
12  &  13  Vict  c.  106,  s.  107,  but  b  liable  to  an  action  of  trespass,  without  there  being 
any  demand  of  the  perusal  of  such  warrant    Munday  v.  Stubbs^  i.  392. 

2.  Balance  due  under  old  bankruptcy.  A  commission  of  bankruptcy  issued  in  1817. 
A  B  acted  as  messenger  from  that  time  until  1821,  and  he  was  paid  the  greater  part 
of  his  claim  on  account  Many  years  afterwards,  moneys  came  to  the  hands  of  the 
official  assignee,  and  the  executors  of  the  messenger  petitioned  for  pa^-ment  out 
of  these  moneys  of  the  balance  rcmzuning  due ;  but  the  court  declined  to  make  any 
order.    Ex  parte  Page,  xxviL  332. 

Vll.  Title  of  Assignees;  Assets  of  Bankrupt. 

1.  Sale  by  bardrupt  afier  fiat.  Where  a  party  receives  property  from  a  bankrupt, 
as  his  property,  afler  the  fiat,  and  sells  it  as  the  bankrupt's,  the  assignees  may  recover 
the  \-alue.     White  v.  MviHtU,  v.  509. 

2.  Trwoer  by  assignees*  A  bankrupt,  previously  to  his  bankruptcy,  deposited  timber 
with  the  defendants,  who  were  wharfingers,  to  be  kept  at  their  wharf,  and  delivered 
on  payment  of  the  wharfage.  On  the  7th  of  February,  1848,  a  fiat  issued  against  him, 
and  the  plaintiff*,  Cannan,  was  appointed  official  assignee.  Tlie  bankrupt,  afler  the 
fiat,  sold  the  timber,  and  between  September,  1848,  and  January,  1849,  it  waa 
delivered  to  the  purchaser  by  the  defendants,  who  had  no  notice  of  the  bankruptcy. 
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In  Febniaij,  1S49,  tixe  other  plaintiffs  were  appointed  trade  aflngnees.  In  trover  by 
the  official  and  other  assignees,  held^  first,  that  the  defendants  were  not  liable  for  the 
Take  of  the  timber,  being  protected  by  the  6  Geo.  lY.  c.  16,  s.  84.  Secondly,  that 
the  issuing  of  the  fiat  was  not  notice  to  all  the  world  of  its  issuing,  the  fiat  not  stand- 
ing  OQ  the  same  fix>ting  as  the  old  commission  of  bankruptcy.  Carman  v.  The  South" 
easiem  BaUway  Co,  xiv.  384. 

3.  ^  Goods  belonging  to  any  bankrupL"  The  words,  in  the  84th  section,  '*  goods  be- 
lon^g  to  any  bankmpt,"  mean  goods  which  belonged  to  the  oankrupt  at  the  time 
they  were  deposited  in  the  possession  or  custody  of  the  person  delivering  them,  and 
vhich  would  have  continued  to  be  his  property  unless  an  act  of  bankruptcy  had 
occurred.    2b. 

4.  Title  to  property  in  hands  of  third  parties.  The  plaintiff*,  having  seized  die 
goods  of  S.,  a  trader,  under  a  Ji.  fa,  issued  upon  a  judgment  founded  on  a  warrant 
of  attorney  previously  given  to  him  by  S.,  took  an  assignment  of  the  goods  from  the 
dteriiT  by  blU  of  sale.  The  defendants,  who  wer^  landlords  to  S.,  distrained  for  rent, 
and  seized  the  goods  under  such  distress  whilst  the  plaintiff*  was  in  possesion  of  thenu 
Three  days  aflerwards,  S.  filed  a  petidon  in  bankruptcy,  on  which  he  was  declared  a 
baakmpt,  and  assignees  were  appointed.  The  assignees  did  not  interfere  with  or 
donand  the  goods  of  the  plainti£^  but  they  commenced  an  action  of  trover  against 
the  plaintiff*  for  the  conversion  of  goods.  In  an  action  for  excessive  distress,  brought 
by  the  plaintitf  against  the  defendants,  the  jury  found  that  the  warrant  df  attorney 
was  given  as  a  fraudulent  preference  of  the  plaintiff*  over  the  other  creditors,  in  con- 
templadon  of  bankruptcy.  Hetd,  that  the  property  in  the  goods  vested  in  the  plain- 
tiff by  the  bill  of  sale,  subject  to  be  devested  by  the  assignees ;  and  that,  as  the 
assignees  had  not  interfered,  the  plaintiff*  was  the  owner  of  the  goods,  and  the  defend- 
ants, being  wrongdoers,  could  not  set  up  the  title  of  the  assignees  to  defeat  the 
plaintiff's  action.    Netmham  v.  Stevenson^  iii.  512. 

5.  Title  to  shares^  how  acquired.  K,  holding  shares  in  an  incorporated  company, 
became  bankrupt,  and  handed  the  certificates  of  the  shares  (worthless  at  that 
time)  to  his  assignees.  Nothing  was  done  on  either  side  till  five  years  later,  when 
they  demanded  to  be  registered  as  owners,  the  shares  having  risen  in  value.  The 
company  refVised,  contending  that  as  252.  only  had  been  paid  on  each  100/.  share,  the 
assignees  to  acquire  a  title  must  have  rignified  their  acceptance  within  a  reasonable 
time,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  court — ^five  years  not  being  so.  Held,  that,  assuming  an 
acceptance  of  the  shares  was  necessary  to  give  the  assignees  title,  and  that  the  accept- 
ance ought  to  be  within  a  reasonable  time,  still  that  the  facts  proved  were  evidence 
of  the  plaintiff's  title,  and  that  the  question  of  reasonable  time  was  a  question  for  the 
jury;  but  that  the  judge  ought  to  direct  the  jury  that  the  reasonable  time  for  accept 
ing  ^d  not  begin  to  ran  until  some  party  interested  in  the  shares  had  taken  some  step 
respecting  theuL     Graham  v.  Tfte  Van  Diemen*s  Land  Co,  zxx.  574. 

1  Bankrupt's  property,  how  devested.  Groods  and  chattels  in  the  reputed  ownership 
of  a  bankrupt  do  not  pass  to  his  assignees  by  the  adjudication  of  bankruptcy  under 
sect  141  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  12  &  IS  Vict  c.  106.  To  devest  the 
banknipf  s  property  in  such  goods,  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  must  make  an  order  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  them  under  the  125th  section :  per  curiam;  dubitante,  Piatt,  B. 
Hedop  V.  Baker,  iv.  555. 

7.  Vesting  orderr^Relation  bock  of  assignees'  tide.  Under  the  section  of  the  Bank- 
rapt  Act,  which  makes  an  order  necessary  for  the  vesting  of  property  in  goods  in 
die  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrupt,  as  reputed  owner,  in  the  assignees,  or 
vendee  of  the  goods,  tiie  latle  of  the  assignees  rdates  back  to  the  act  of  bankruptcy, 
in  the  same  manner  as  tfie  title  of  the  assignees  by  the  general  assignment  has  rela- 
tion back.    Heslop  v.  Baker,  xx.  586. 

8.  Trover  against  assignees.  In  trover,  by  the  owner  of  the  goods  against  the  bank* 
tupe»  aangneee,  liie  defence  was  that  the  gooda,  at  the  time  of  the  bankruptcy,  were

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in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrupt  with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  that 
the  title  to  the  goods  vested  in  the  assignees  hj  virtue  of  an  order  of  the  Court  of 
Bankruptcy.  Held,  that  such  defence  was  admissible  under  the  plea  of  not  possessed, 
although  the  action  was  brought  before  the  order  was  applied  for.    lb, 

9.  Surplus  of  bankrupts  estates — Trustee  and  cestui  que  trust.  A  trader,  who 
was  in  insolvent  circumstances,  was  the  owner  of  leasehold  property,  which  was 
charged  with  an  annuity.  He  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  and,  after  that, 
A  B  paid  t>ff  the  arrears  of  the  annuity  and  another  sum,  maJcing  900/. ;  and,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  trader,  took  an  absolute  assignment  of  the  annuity  and 
arrears.  Then  the  trader  was  adjudicated  bankrupt,  and  assignees  of  his  estate 
were  appc*inted,  after  which  A  B  bought  the  leasehold  property  so  charged,  and  the 
same  was  assigned  to  a  trustee  for  hiuL  Upon  a  bill  being  filed  by  the  assignees,  the 
sale  of  the  annuity  and  of  the  leasehold  was  set  aside  as  fraudulent  and  void,  with 
costs  to  be  paid  by  A  B  to  the  solicitor  of  the  assignees.  An  order  was  made  in  the 
bankruptcy,  by  which  it  was  declared  that  the  order  as  to  costs  in  the  decree  was  to 
be  without  prejudice  to  any  questimi  between  the  trader  and  A  B.  The  trader 
obtained  his  certificate,  and  the  leaseholds  having  been  sold  and  all  the  debts  paid, 
there  remained  a  surplus.  The  trader  assigned  all  his  effects  for  value,  and  the 
purchaser  claimed  the  surplus,  but  A  B  insisted  that  he  was  entitled  to  be  repaid 
out  of  it  such  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  chancety  and  bankruptcy  as  he  had  paid  to 
the  assigifees ;  but  the  court  held,  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  them  as  against  the 
trader  or  his  assignee  for  value,  because,  if  he  and  the  trader  were  trustee  and  cestui 
que  trust,  in  the  purchase,  he  had  set  up  an  adverse  title  to  the  trader;  and  because, 
if  he  and  the  trader  had  in  the  purchase  combined  to  defeat  the  creditor,  it  would 
be  against  public  policy  to  give  him  the  costs ;  and  held,  therefore,  that  the  purchaser 
from  the  trader  was  entitled  to  the  surplus.    James,  ex  parte,  xix.  460. 

10.  Right  to  a  legacy.  A  son  was  indebted  to  his  father.  The  father  bequeathed  to 
his  son  a  leasehold  estate,  and  declared  it  to  be  **  entirely  free  from  any  claim,  charge, 
demand,  or  lien  of  my  son's  creditors,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  or  of  any  person 
claiming  under  him,  (the  son,)  either  at  law  or  in  equity.**  Soon  after  the  father^s 
death  the  son  became  bankrupt  Held,  that  the  assignees  were  entitled  to  the  estate. 
Harvey  v.  Palmer,  vii.  248. 

11.  Relation  back  of  titie.  A  trader,  indebted  to  several  creditors  in  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  form  a  petitioning  creditor's  debt,  caused  his  goods  to  be  taken  in  execution 
by  the  plaintiff,  another  Creditor,  with  intent  to  defeat  or  delay  his  creditors,  and  by 
way  of  fraudulent  preference ;  after  which  the  defendants  distrained  them  for  rent 
while  on  the  trader's  premises.  The  trader  subsequently  filed  a  declaration  of  insol- 
vency, and  on  this  a  fiat  was  awarded  before  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act, 
1849,  came  into  operation,  and  he  was  adjudged  bankrupt  on  his  own  petition,  under 
the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  96,  s.  41.  The  plaintiff  then  sued  the  defendants  for  maliciously 
distraining  for  more  rent  than  was  due,  and  for  taking  an  excessive  distress,  &c.  After 
the  commencement  of  the  action,  the  assignees  gave  notice  to  the  plaintiff  that  they 
elected  to  treat  the  execution  as  void ;  and  they  also  gave  notice  to  the  defendants 
claiming  the  goods  taken  under  the  distress.  Held,  that  as  the  fiat  and  adjudication 
proceeded  on  the  bankrupt's  own  petition,  the  titie  of  the  assignees  could  not  relate 
further  back  than  to  the  act  of  bankruptcy  on  which  the  flat  proceeded,  namely,  the 
docUration  of  insolvency,  and  therefore  that  it  did  not  relate  back  to  the  fraudulent 
execution ;  but  that  the  case  would  have  been  otherinse  had  the  fiat  been  obtained  on 
the  petition  of  creditors,  and  possibly  so  if  the  adjudication  had  proceeded  on  their 
petition,  though  the  fiat  had  issued  on  the  petition  of  the  trader.  Held,  also,  that  the 
assignees  had  a  right  to  disaffirm  the  fraudulent  execution  and  claim  the  goods,  as  the 
transaction  was  voidable  but  not  v<Md ;  but,  (disseniiente  Erie,  J.,)  that  such  disaffirm- 
ance had  no  relation  back,  and  that  the  goods,  at  the  time  of  the  seizure  by  the  defend- 
ants, and  until  the  assignees  assumed  their  rights,  were  the  plaintiff's  property,  aad 
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coDseqiieatlj  tliat  be  waa  entitled  to  maintain  an  action  for  illegal  taking.  HtUJty 
further,  as  in  Tancred  t.  Leyland^  iiL  482,  that  the  first  count  was  bad,  and  that  the 
inaertioa  of  the  word  **  malicious!/  **  could  not  make  that  actionable  which  was  not 
kgs^l/  90  without  it ;  and  that  aa  damages  had  been  assessed  generally  upon  all  the 
counts,  there  most  be  a  venire  de  novo.    Stevenxon  t.  Netonham^  xvi.  401. 

12.  Actioa  lo  recover  back  money  paid  by  bankntpt  on  execution.  After  issue  joined 
in  a  hostile  action  against  the  bankrupt  at  the  suit  of  the  defendant,  the  bankrupt 
took  out  a  summons  fi>r  stay  of  proceedings  on  payment  of  debt  and  costs,  and  an 
order  was  made  for  sta/  of  proceedings  on  payment  within  a  given  time.  De&ult 
being  made  in  payment,  judgment  was  signed  and  execution  levied,  and  the  debt  and 
costs  paid  to  dischai^e  the  executbn.  The  judge's  order  was  not,  nor  was  any  copy 
thereof,  filed  within  twentyH>ne  days  after  the  order,  pursuant  to  sect  137  of  stat' 
12  &  13  Vict  c  106.  Held,  that  the  judge's  order  was  obtained  by  consent  of  the 
defendant,  and  that  the  judgment  and  execution  thereof  were  rendered  void  by  sect 
137  of  Stat  12  &  18  Vict  c.  106 ;  and  that  the  assignees  of  the  bankrupt  were  entitled 
to  recover  the  mone^  paid  by  the  bankrupt  upon  the  execution,  as  money  had  and 
received  to  their  use.    Farrow  w  Maye*^  xvi.  85. 

IS.  Action  by  a$9ignee$ — Principal  and  agent — Stoppage  in  transitu,  A^  as  correspond- 
ent of  B,  purchased  of  C  a  cai^go  of  Indian  com.  The  documents  showed  that  C 
regarded  A.  as  his  purchaser,  and  charged  him  with  the  price  of  the  com.  A  drew  a 
hill  of  exchange  for  the  amount  o^  B,  which  was  accepted.  A,  having  become  bank- 
rapt  before  the  bill  was  due,  C  stopped  the  eargo  in  transitu ;  and  B  agreed  to  take 
up  his  acceptance  on  the  cargo  being  allowed  to  proceed.  B  having  paid  the  amount 
of  the  cargo  as  invoiced  by  C  to  A,  on  being  indemnified  by  C,  and  the  cargo  being 
allowed  topsoceed;  it  was  held,  in  an  action  by  the  assignees  of  A,  to  recover  the 
amount  if  B's  acceptance,  that  A  was  the  purchaser  of  the  com  from  C,  and  the 
seller  of  it  to  B,  and  not  merely  an  agent,  that  therefore  C  had  not,  at  the  time,  the 
rigbt  of  stoppage  in  (raiMtfu,  and  that  the  assignees  were  entitled  to  recover.  PenneU 
T.  Mexander,  xxiv.  132. 

14.  Assignees  of  bankrupt  Joint  tenant.  One  of  four  joint  tenants  of  a  sum  of 
2,000^.,  subject  to  a  life-estate  in  M«  B.,  married  J.  L.  Afterwards  J.  L.  became 
bankrupt ;  then  the  wife  died ;  then  M.  B.  died.  Held,  that  the  surviving  joint  tenants 
were  entitled,  in  preference  to  the  assignees  in  bankraptcy  of  J.  L.  In  re  Barton's 
Truti,  xii.  323. 

15.  Judgment  on  bankrupts  warrant  of  attorney.  Where  judgment  was  signed 
within  twenty-one  days  upon  a  warrant  of  attorney  given  by  a  bankmpt,  and  on  the 
same  day  a  copy  of  it  was  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  dockets  of  the  Queen's  Bench, 
bat  no  affidavit  of  the  time  of  its  execution  was  ever  filed,  it  was  held,  that  the 
judgment  and  execution  issued  upon  it  were  void  as  against  the  assignees.  Acraman 
T.  Hemiiaan,  v,  292. 

VIII.  LiaMUtieSy  and  Rights  of  Assignees. 

1.  Official  assignee-^Contracts  for  sale  of  bankrupts  property.  Under  the  Bankrupt 
Act,  prescribing  the  duties  of  official  assignees,  the  official  assignee  is  bound  by  con- 
tracti  entered  into  by  the  creditors'  assignees  fi>r  the  sale  of  the  bankrupt's  property, 
■ick  contract  not  being  in  breach  of  their  trust    Hughes  v.  Morris,  xv.  1 75. 

2.  The  provisioa  in  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  property  of  a  bankmpt,  entered 
into  by  the  creditors*  assignees,  that  the  purchase-money  is  to  be  received  by  the 
soGcitor  of  the  assignees,  is  not  a  breach  of  trust  which  would  induce  the  court  to 
refuse  specific  performance  of  the  contract    lb. 

S.  Solicitor  of  assignees.  The  solicitor  appointed  by  the  creditors'  assignees  is  the 
solicitor  of  all  the  assignees  in  the  bankruptcy,  but  he  is  not,  by  such  appmntment, 
isUier«i«0.  coiis(itute$l  the  ^gent  of  the  official  assignee,    lb* 
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4.  Assignee  0/ lessee — LidbUity/or  rent  The  mortgagor  and  mortgagee  of  one  an* 
divided  moiety,  and  the  owner  of  the  other  joined  in  a  demise  of  the  whole  premisea 
to  G.,  for  twenty-one  years ;  6.  covenanting  with  the  three  jointly  and  severally  to 
pay  (not  saying  to  whom)  the  reserved  rent  G.  entered,  and  having  become  l^pmk- 
nipt,  his  assignee  accepted  the  lease.  Held,  on  the  authority  of  Wakefield  v.  Brown^ 
9  Q.  B.  Rep.  209,  that  the  assignees  were  liable  in  an  action,  at  the  suit  of  the  three 
lessors,  for  rent  due  since  their  acceptance  of  the  lease.    Magnay  v.  Edwardu,  xz.  264« 

5.  What  amount  may  be  allowed  to  the  official  assignee  under  the  44th  sectioni 
and  what  are  the  powers  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  under  the  54th  aection,  see  Ex 
parte  Glyn,  xiii.  566. 

IX.  Rights  of  true  Oumer  of  Goods  %n  Possession  ofBcmkrupL 

1.  Goods  in  possession,  order,  or  disposition  of  banicrupt.  In  order  to  render  goodf 
in  the  possession,  order,  or  disposition  of  a  bankrupt,  &c.,  within  the  12  &  13  Vieii 
c.  106,  s.  125,  two  things  are  required — first,  they  must  be  in  his  possession  under 
such  circumstances  as  to  render  him  reputed  owner  of  the  goods ;  secondly,  they  must 
have  been  left  in  his  possession  through  some  impropriety,  or  laches  of  the  true  ownez^ 
under  circumstances  calculated  to  enable  the  bankrupt  to  obtain  a  false  credit  hj 
inducing  the  world  to  look  on  him  as  the  true  owner.    Hamilton  v.  BeU,  aucviiL  557. 

2.  The  question  whether  goods  are  in  the  posseq^on,  order,  and  disposition  of  a 
bankrupt^  may  depend  on  the  usage  of  some  particular  trade,  which  may  vary  at 
difierent  times  and  places.    lb. 

S.  When  property  is  left  by  the  true  owner  in  a  shop  where  goods  are  notoriously 
left  by  parties  for  other  purposes  than  for  sale,  the  proprietor  of  the  shop  is  not  a 
reputed  owner  of  them  within  that  statute.    JL  ^ 

4.  An  order  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  stated  that  the  bankrupt  had  at  the  time 
he  became  bankrupt,  by  the  consent  of  R.  H.,  (the  owner,)  who  then  cLumed  and  still 
cbums  to  be  true  owner  thereof,  in  the  bankrupt's  possession,  divers  goods,  &c.  Held^ 
that  the  order  was  good,  although  it  did  not  state  in  express  terms  that  B.  H.  was  the 
true  owner  of  the  goods.    Ileslop  v.  Baker,  xx.  586. 

5.  An  order  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  ordering  the  sale  of  goods  of  which  the 
bankrupt  was  reputed  owner,  is  not  final  and  conclusive  against  the  true  owner. 
Graham  v.  Furher,  xxiv.  833. 

6.  The  true  owner  has  a  right,  at  any  time  before  the  fiat,  to  take  back  his  goods 
which  he  has  allowed  the  bankrupt  to  have  the  possession  of  as  the  reputed  owner, 
provided  he  does  so  without  notice  of  any  prior  act  of  bankruptcy,  it  being  a  **  trans* 
action  "  with  the  bankrupt,  within  the  meaning  of  the  133d  section  of  the  12  &  13 
Vict  c.  106,  and  therefore  protected.    lb, 

7.  Retrospective  order  to  sell  goods  in  bankrupts  reputed  ownership  after  ctctual  s€de* 
A  mortgagee  of  goods,  under  a  power  of  sale,  allowed  the  goods  to  remain  in  the 
order  and  disposition  of  the  mortgagor,  until  the  latter  committed  an  act  of  bank- 
ruptcy, but  took  possession  before  any  pedtion  of  adjudication  was  filed.  On  the 
mortgagor  being  found  bankrupt,  the  messenger  took  the  goods  out  of  the  mortga- 
gee's possession  and  sold  them.  The  mortgagee  brought  an  action  of  trover  and 
recovered,  on  the  ground  that,  under  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  1849,  the 
assignees  could  not  sell,  without  an  express  order  of  the  commissioner,  goods  in  the 
reputed  ownership  of  a  bankrupt  The  assignees  applied  to  the  commissioner,  who 
made  an  order  retrospectively  confirming  the  sale,  and  reciting  as  a  fact,  that  the 
goods  were  in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrupt  at  the  time  of  the  bankruptc}r, 
with  the  permission  of  the  true  owner.  Held,  that  the  mortgagee  was  not  entitled  to 
have  the  order  discharged  on  his  appeal,  as  being  invalid  on  the  ftce  of  it ;  and  on 
the  appelUnt  declining  to  enter  into  the  question  whether  he  had  notice  of  the  act  of 
bankruptcy,  when  he  took  possession,  his  appeal  was  dismissed  with  costs.    Held^  alsoi 
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^tthe  time  of  the  commiflsioner  ngning  and  delivering  ont  an  order,  and  not  the  time  of 
his  pronouncing  it,  is  its  trae  dats,  with  reference  to  an  appeal.  Ex  parte  Heslop^  xv.  18. 

X.  DehUprovaUe. 

1.  Brt€u:%  of  hond  for  payment  of  annuity.  Where  the  defendant  is  suretj'  on  a 
bond  for  the  payment  of  an  annuity,  the  annuitant  cannot  prove  under  the  bank- 
ruptcy of  the  defendant  in  respect  of  previous  breaches  of  the  bond,  and  contequently 
the  bankniptey  and  certificate  of  the  defendant  are  no  defence  to  the  action.  Amott 
Y.  Hciden^  xvi.  142. 

2.  Against  bankrupt  drawers  and  acceptors  of  hills.  Two  firms,  K.  and  Company 
and  B.  and  Company,  had  dealings  together,  during  which  K.  and  Company  made 
payments  for  and  accepted  bills  for  the  accommodation  of  B.  and  Company,  and 
received  from  B.  and  Company  cash  and  bills  as  payment  of  and  security  for  the 
oatby  and  liabilities  made  and  incurred.  By  the  course  of  dealing  adopted  by  the 
two  firms,  the  amounts  received  by  K.  and  Company  on  the  bills  deposited  with  them 
by  B.  and  Company,  were  credited  by  K.  and  Company  to  B.  and  Company  in  a 
ca^  account.  In  July,  1812,  K.  and  Company  became  bankrupt,  and  B.  and  Com- 
pany became  bankrupt  in  the  following  month,  and  at  ftie  period  of  the  bankruptcies 
there  was  a  lai^  balance  due  to  K.  and  Company.  The  bill-holders  proved  against 
both  estates,  having  been  psud  10^.  in  the  pound  out  of  the  estate  of  B.  and  Company, 
the  principal  debtors,  and  then  10;?.  in  the  pound,  out  of  K.  and  Company's  estate, 
who  were  the  sureties.  Held,  affirming  a  decision  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  bank- 
ruptcy, first,  that  the  assignees  of  the  estate  of  K.  and  Company  were  entitled  to 
prove  against  the  estate  of  B.  and  Company  the  amount  on  the  cash  balance  due  at  the 
date  of  the  bankruptcies;  secondly,  were  entitled  to  appropriate  the  amounts  received 
on  the  deposited  bills  to  the  discharge  of  their  liabilities  to  the  bill-holders ;  and, 
thirdly,  that  they  were  endded  to  the  benefit  of  the  proof  made  by  the  bill  holders 
against  the  estate  of  B.  and  Company,  until  they  should  be  recouped  the  excess  pzud 
by  the  estate  of  K.  and  Company,  to  the  bill-holders,  over  and  above  the  sums  realized 
from  the  deposited  bills.    Ex  parte  Johnson  ;  In  re  Bulmer,  xix.  474. 

S.  By  trustee  under  a  will.  One  of  the  residuary  legatees  under  a  will  was  the 
ntrviving  trustee  of  it  The  other  was  subsequently  appointed  a  new  trustee  under  a 
power,  the  trust  estate  then  consisting  of  9,000/.  due  from  the  continuing  trustee,  and 
of  shares  in  a  company,  valued  at  8,000/.,  which  were  transferred  into  the  names 
of  the  two.  After  the  death  of  certain  cestuis  que  trustent-  who  were  entitled  for  life, 
and  when  the  trust  estate  constituted  a  clear  fund  bclonjrin^  in  moieties  to  the  -two 
rcffldnary  legatees,  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  legacies,  which  amounted  to  4,000/., 
the  continuing  trustee  became  bankrupt,  still  owing  the  9,000/.  to  the  trust  estate. 
Hdd,  that  the  new  trustee  was  not  entitled  to  prove  for  this  amount,  and  retain  the 
dividends  till  he  should  be  paid  his  share  in  full,  but  could  only  prove  to  the  extent  of 
his  beneficial  interest  immediately  before  the  bankruptcy  ;  and  that,  as  the  bankrupt 
codd  then  have  settled  with  him  by  paying  S,500/.,  that  was  the  amount  provable.  Ex 
fOrte  Turner,  xxi.  649. 

4.  Forged  bill  discounted  by  bank.  A  brought  to  a  bank  a  bill  of  exchange,  appear- 
ing to  have  been  drawn  by  B,  and  accepted  by  C,  and  stated  that  he  was  agent  for  B. 
^e  manager  agreed  to  discount  the  bill  without  an  indorsement  by  A,  and  the  money 
vasptnd  to  A  It  appeared  afterwards  that  the  signature  of  C  had  been  forged  by  B, 
hot  A  was  assumed  to  have  had  no  knowledge  of  the  forgery.  A  became  a  bankrupt 
^  hank  tendered  a  proof  against  his  estate  in  respect  of  the  bill,  which  was  allowed 
hy  the  commissioner,  but  no  inquiry  was  then  made  whether  the  money  had  passed 
frooi  A  to  B.  Held,  that,  upon  the  present  state  of  the  evideAce,  the  proof  was 
^■^ngly  admitted,  and  the  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  commissioner,  with  liberty 
to  either  party  to  add  to  the  evidence,    -BiVrf,  ex  parte,  vii.  808. 
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5.  By  trutteen  of  marriage  settlement.  If  an  iiudlveat  niakes  a  marriage  settlement, 
the  intended  wife  knowing  nothing  of  the  in9olvency,«and  enters  into  a  covenant  widi 
trustees  to  pay  them  a  certain  sum  of  money,  subject  to  the  wife's  appointment,  and 
in  process  of  time  he  becomes  bankrupt,  the  tntstees  are  entitled  to  prove  against  the 
assignees.  'Ex  parte  Mac  Birnie*»  Trustees,  xiii.  479. 

6.  Marriage  seUUmeni — Cowenant  with  truttees.  A  trader,  in  his  marriage  setde- 
meat,  covenanted  with  trustees  to  pay  them  3,0001.  "  out  of  the  first  capital  moneys  or 
real  or  capital  personal  estate  or  capitalized  income  of  or  to  which  he  shonld  be  or 
become  possessed  or  in  anywbe  entitled  after  die  solemnisation  of  the  marriage," 
within  six  months  after  he  should  ^*  have  become  "  so  possessed  or  entitled.  The 
marriage  took  place,  but  the  money  was  not  paid.  The  trader  was  possessed  of  stock 
in  trade  and  other  effects  fiir  exceeding  in  value  the  S,000^.  down  to  the  time  when  he 
became  bankrupt,  and  £ar  a  long  time,  more  t^n  six  months  after  the  date  of  the 
settlement,  more  than  enough  to  pay  all  his  debts  for  the  time  being,  including  the 
$,000/.  The  trustees  tendered  a  proof,  but  the  same  was  refused ;  but  on  appeal  it 
was  held,  that  as  the  bankrupt  had  property  six  months  aiter  a  settlement,  more  than 
enough  to  satisfy  the  S,000/.,  and  as  there  was  a  breach  of  the  covenant  by  non-pay« 
meat  at  the  end  of  six  months,  the  trustees  were  entitled  to  prove.  Evans,  exparte^ 
six.  455. 

7.  Damages  reeeioed  before,  hut  determined  after  adjudication.  If,  prior  to  the  peti^ 
tion  for  adjudication  of  bankruptcy,  a  verdict  for  damages  in  an  action  for  tort  is 
recovered  against  the  bankrupt,  but  the  amount  is  not  determined  until  after  the 
adjudication,  the  party  obtaining  the  verdict  cannot  prove  its  amount  in  the  bank* 
ruptcy.    Ex  parte  Toddy  xxxi.  549. 

8.  Surety -^Subrogation,  Where  a  principal  debtor,  or  his  estate,  pays  part  of  a 
debt,  and  the  creditor  proves  for  the  remainder,  and  the  surety  of  the  principal  debtor 
pays  the  remainder  of  the  debts,  the  latter  has,  by  relieving  the  estate  of  the  principal 
debtor  from  further  demand  in  respect  of  the  debt,  placed  himself  within  the  meaning 
of  the  8th  section  of  stat  49  Geo.  UI.  c.  121,  and  is  entitled,  to  stand  in  the  place 
of  the  creditor  in  respect  of  his  proof  against  the  estate  of  the  principal  debtor. 
Ex  parte  Johnson;  In  re  Bulmer,  xix.  474. 

XI.  Privileged  Claims,  and  Sank  of  Creditors, 

1.  Lien  of  purchaser.  A  hotel  keeper,  who  was  also  the  owner,  agreed,  on  the  24  th 
of  March,  1851 ,  to  sell  his  .hotel,  and  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the  bnsineaB  for  two  years, 
receiving  half  the  profitik  The  purchaser's  wife  (who  was  the  hotel  keeper's  daoght^) 
went  on  the  premises  and  assisted  in  managing  the  concern.  From  the  parchaaer^s 
letters,  it  appeared  tliat  he  was  not  able  to  supply  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
business ;  and  in  a  letter  of  the  24th  of  May,  1851,  he  wrote  thus  to  the  hotel  keeper: 
'*  You  must  mortgage  or  sell  the  premises."  He  subsequently  asked  the  *hotel  keeper 
to  give  him  a  mortgage  on  the  hotql,  for  sums  which  he  claimed  to  be  due  to  him,  and 
brought  an  action  against  the  hotel  keeper  for,  among  other  things,  a  remuneration  in 
respect  of  the  services  of  his  (the  purchaser's)  wife  a\^ve  mentioned.  The  hotel  keeper^ 
became  bankrupt  Upon  a  claim  filed  by  the  purchaser  agunst  the  assignees,  claiming 
that  they  should  elect  specifically  to  perform  the  agreement,  or  that  it  should  be  de- 
clared that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to  a  lien  for  the  sums  he  had  advanced  under 
the  contract,  it  was  held,  that  although  the  purchaser  would  have  been  entitled  to  a  lien, 
if  the  contract  had  failed  through  the  vendor's  de&ult ;  yet  that,  as  the  pnrchaaer  had 
himself  abandoned  the  contract,  the  purchaser  was  not  entitled  to  any  lien,  and  has 
dum  was  dismissed.    Dinn  v.  Grant,  zvii.  526. 

2.  Priority  of  judgment  creditors,  A  trader  gave  a  warrant  of  attorney,  on  which, 
in  April,  1848,  judgment  was  entered  up.  In  February,  1852,  an  arrangement  was 
attempted  with  the  general  body  of  crediton  to  avoid  a  bankruptcy.   The  trader  signed 
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a  dedaimdoo  of  ioflolTeiiey.  At  a  meeting  between  the  judgment  creditors  and  an 
agtat  for  thA  other  creditors,  the  former  were  informed  of  this,  and  were  adced  and 
made  a  promise^  the  terms  of  which  were  in  controvert,  not  to  take  any  steps  to  gain 
pionty ;  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  a  future  day.  In  the  mean  time  the  judg- 
meat  creditors  registered  their  judgment ;  and  on  the  trader  being  adjudicated  baab> 
npt,  ihey  petitioned  the  commisNoner  that  Uiey  mig^t  be  declared  equitable  mort- 
gagees of  the  real  estate  of  the  bankrupt;  button  the  ground  of  breach  of  faith, 
tke  oonmuasioner  diantssed  the  petition,  with  costs.  On  appealyihe  court  decided  that 
what  took  place  at  the  meedag,  even  if  a  J^nmiiie  wy  genually  made,  was  not  enough, 
on  the  one  hand,  to  support  a  bill  to  restrain  the  registration  of  the  judgment,  nor  on 
the  other  to  support  a  bill  to  restrain  the  filing  of  the  declai^ation  of  xnsolvenGy,  and 
that  the  decision  of  the  commiasioner  must  be  reversed.    BoyU^  in  re,  xix.  493. 

3.  A  judgment  on  a  warrant  of  attorney,  although  not  executed,  may  now  constitute 
a  lien^^qpon  real  estate  in  case  of  bankruptcy,    id. 

4.  Priorily^Qf  credUari  subtetiuent  to  bankruptcy.  Where  an  attorney  and  solicitor 
became  bankrupt,  and,  without  having  obtained  his  certificate,  commenced  practice 
and  continued  to  do  so  with  the  knowledge  of  the  creditors  who  had  proved,  it  was 
JM^  that  the  subsequent  creditors  had  priority  over  those  who  had  proved,  and  that 
the  estate  was  to  be  administered  in  equity  and  not  in  bankruptcy.  The  official  asagnee, 
who  a{^iealed  from  a  decree  of  the  court  bek>w,  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  person- 
ally.

6.  Seizure  of  goods  on  4xeeutum  as  giving  priority.  The  seizure  of  a  trader^s  goods 
under  an  execution  in  an  aotion  commenced  adversely,  gives  the  creditor  no  priority 
in  case  such  trader  is  made  bankrupt  upon  a  petition  for  adjudication  filed  before  the 
sale  of  the  goods,  whether  the  act  of  bankruptcy  is  before  or  after  the  seicure.  HuiUm 
-v.  Cooper,  iL  423. 

6.  Drawers  in  minoa  not  ^* laborers"  Drawers,  employed  in  the  excavation  of  mines 
held  not  entitled  as  laborers  or  workmen  uuder  the  169th  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law 
Consolidation  Act,  to  pa}-ment  of  wages  out  of  the  estate  of  the  bankrupt  proprietors 
of  the  mines.    Eckersleg  v.  Bgrom^  xviL  216. 

7.  Bankrupt  drawers  and  acceptors.  The  principle  of  Ex  parte  Waring,  19  Ves. 
945,  applies  to  cases  of  actual  as  well  as  judicial  insolvency.  Powles  v.  Hargreaves^

Xn.   Certificate. 

1.  A  bankrupt  was  refused  his  certificate  by  the  commisBioner,  for  an  offence  not 
emiaecated  in  the  2d6&  section  of  the  stat  12  &  13  Yict  c.  106,  namely,  for  sys- 
tematically baying  goods  at  a  small  price  and  short  credit,  and  immediately  selling  tiie 
same  at  still  lower  prices.  He  was  also  refused  any  protection  except  pending  an  ap- 
peal On  an  appeal  the  court  refused  to  grant  afiy  certificate,  but  made  an  order,  by 
conseot  of  the  assignees,  giving  protection  for  the  person  of  the  bankrupt,  but  leaving 
his  property  liable.

2.  CerHjieate  of  eon/ormitg,  suspension  of— Taking  in  execution.  A  bankrupt,  whose 
certificate  of  coofomuty  is  suspended  for  a  given  time,  cannot  be  taken  in  execution 
afW  the  expiration  of  that  time,  on  a  writ  of  execution  issued  during  its  continuance, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  257th  section  of  the  12  &  18  Viet  c.  106.  Qucere,  whether 
execution  under  tliat  section  can  be  enforced  against  the  property  of  the  bankrupt 
Bverhardf  in  re,  ii.  882. 

8»  Am  protection  against  commiimenL  Semble,  the  production  of  a  certificate  in  bank- 
nptcy  granted  to  a  defbndant,  after  the  obtaining  of  a  judgment  against  him  -  in  a 
county  court,  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  a  summons  under  the  98th  section  of  stat  9  8c

4.  Bi^  to,  as  affected  by  gaming  or  wagering.  SemUe,  railway  shares,  as  distin- 
gphhed  fi«m  railway  stock,  are  within  the  201st  section  of  the  bankrupt  Law  Coo* 
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Bolidstioii  Act,  1849,  which  provides  that  no  bankropt  shall  be  entitled  to  a  cerdficate 
who  has,  within  the  period  mentbned  in  the  act,  lost  200/.  by  any  contract  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  any  gOTemment  or  odier  stock.     Capekmdf  m  re,  xvii.  93. 

6*  And  setnble,  per  Lord  Cranworth,  L.  J.,  that  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  rail- 
way stock,  not  performed  by  a  transfer  of  the  stock  within  one  week  after  the  contract^ 
but  carried  over  from  time  to  tune  by  means  of  continuation  contracts  with  the  broker, 
is  within  the  provision  of  the  20l8t  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidadoa  Act, 
1 849,  that  no  bankrupt  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  who  has,  within  the  period  men- 
tioned  in  the  act,  lost  200/.  by  yy  sort  of  gaming  or  wagering.  lb.

7.  Delay  to  grant — Action  pending.  Nor  is  it  a  sufficient  reason  that  an  action  is 
pending,  to  try  whether  two  out  of  three  other  persons  against  whom  and  the  bankrupt 
a  joint  fiat  has  been  issued,  are  legs^y  bankrupts.  Ex  parte  CasteUi ;  In  re  CasUlUy 
xix.  492. 

8.  As  affected  by  prior  bankruptcy.  A  bankrupt,  who  has  been  made  a  bankrupt 
before,  and  paid  on  that  occasion  less  than  15s.  in  the  pound,  will  npt,  in  the  matter  of 
his  certificate,  be  placed  in  a  more  favorable  position  than  he  would  have  been  in  under 
the  6  Geo.  IV.  c.  16,  and  is  merely  entided  to  protection  for  his  person.  MoUingworlk, 
ex  parte,  vii.  303.     See,  also,  Ex  parte  Hodgson,  xxvii.  406. 

9.  Refused  on  account  of  money  fraudulently  obtained,  A  trader  obtained  money 
on  pretence  that  it  should  be  invested  on  mortage,  which  was  not  done.  He  became 
bankrupt,  and  a  certificate  was  refused  him  on  the  ground  that  the  money  was  obtained 
by  fraud  and  falsehood.    Ex  parte  Staner,  xiii.  576. 

10.  Void,  in  case  of  fraudulent  concealment  of  property.  The  certificate  of  a  bank- 
rupt who  has  concealed  any  part  of  his  property  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors  b 
void  by  the  38th  section  of  the  5  &  6  Vict  c.  122,  even  though  he  voluntarily  gives  it 
up  before  the  granting  of  the  certificate.     Courtivron  v.  Meunier,  ii.  393. 

11.  Granted,  with  proviso,  A  bankrupt  having  been  guilty  of  breaches  of  trust,  the 
court,  on  appeal,  granted  him  his  certificate,  but  added  a  proviso,  by  which  he  was  not 
to  be  protected  from  all  claims  upon  htm  as  a  trustee.     TVakeJleld,  ex  parte,  vii.  302. 

12.  Right  to,  as  affected  by  dealing  in  accommodation  bills.  If  a  bankrupt  has  dealt 
in  accommodation  bills,  that  is  a  circumstance  requiring  a  full  and  satisfactory  explana- 
tion, but  is  not  necessarily  one  afiecting  his  title  to  a  certificate;  and  although  every 
such  transaction  must  be  judged  of  according  to  its  particular  circumstances,  the  main 
point  for  con«deration  is,  how  far  th^  bankrupt  had  reason  to  believe  that  he  could  dis- 
charge his  liability  upon  such  bills,  on  their  becoming  due.  Ex  parte  Hammond,  xicxi.  260. 

13.  Refused  to  bankers  continuing  in  business  after  insolvency.  Bankers  who,  upcm 
the  evidence  before  the  court,  must  be  taken  to  have  been,*and  to  have  known  that 
they  were,  deeply  insolvent,  continued  to  receive  deposits  and  to  issue  notes  fi)r  a  period 
of  eighteen  months ;  and  it  was  held  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  any  certificate,  or 
protection.     Ex  parte  Rufford,  xiii.  542. 

14.  A  banker,  who  has  pledged  a  short  bUl  of  a  customer,  is  excluded  from  a  cer- 
tificate.    Sturt,  ex  parte,  xvii.  515. 

15.  When  not  to  be  refused,  A  certificate  ought  not  to  be  refused  to  a  bankrupt  on 
the  ground  that  he  has  withheld  certain  information  from  a  creditor  whom  he  had  in- 
duced not  to  enforce  payment  of  a  certain  sum,  if  lliat  information  was  n<St  withheld 
from  an  unfair  motive.    Ex  parte  Gull,  xiii.  657. 

16.  Refused  on  account  of  fraud,  A  bankrupt,  who  had  twice  befi>re  compounded 
with  his  creditors,  having  made  fiilse  and  firaudulent  entries  in  his  books,  oonaistiiig  of 
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ficdtioas  aceoanti  in  ]MUiiciikr  names,  was  refused  a  certificate  and  all  protection. 
Ex  parte  CStrtUs,  ziiL  571. 

17.  What  certificate  shaM  state.  A  certificate  of  conformity  to  \he  bankrupt  Ui?a, 
isned  bj  comndssiooen  under  the  6  Geo.  lY.  c.  16,  ought  to  state  that  there  does  not 
appear  to  them  any  reason  to  doubt  the  **  truth  or  fulness  "*  of  the  discovery  made  by 
the  bankrupt  of  his  estate  and  efiectsr— the  merely  saying  that  there  does  not  appear 
any  reason  to  doubt  its  **  fulness  "  is  i^ynfilcient     Wagner  v.  Imbrie,  v.  503. 

19,  Grant  of  eerttficate^  a  judicial  act.  The  grant  of  the  certificate  by  the  commia- 
Boner  nnder  the  225th  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  is  a  judicial 
act,  and  he  may  look  at  the  nature  of  the  deed  of  arrangement  to  see  whether  it  is  of 
the  nature  contemplated  by  the  224th  section,  and  if  it  appears  not  to  be  so,  he  may 
refuse  his  certificate,  although  the  deed  be  executed  by  the  required  number  and  Talae 
of  the  creditors.    Ex  parte  Wilkee,  zxzi.  265. 

19.  Lo»  of  bankrupt  by  gaming.  In  estimating  the  loss  upon  a  contract  for  the  pur- 
chase or  sale  c^  government  or  other  stock,  with  reference  to  the  question  whether  a 
bankrupt,  by  such  contract,  has  been  brought  within  the  penal  provision  of  the  201st 
section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  1849,  the  broker's  commission  must  be 
included,  and  the  gross  amount  of  the  loss  arising  from  the  variation  in  the  price  of  the 
stock,  added  to  the  commission  taken  as  the  measure  of  the  loss.  Therefore,  where  a 
bankrupt  had,  within  a  year  of  the  date  of  his  petition  for  adjudication,  lost,  upon  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  railway  stock,  a  sum,  exclusive  of  the  broker's  commission, 
i£ghtly  less  than  200/.,  but  which,  when  added  to  the  broker^s  commission  upon  the 
porchase,  made  up  a  sum  sKghtly  exceeding  200/.,  the  bankrupt  was  held  liable  to  the 
penalty.

20.  The  word  **  contract,"  used  in  the  section  of  the  statute,  includes  "  contracts ; " 
and,  therefore,  the  bankrupt  is  liable  to  the  penalty  of  the  stetute  where  he  has  lost, 
^mthin  the  period  mentioned  therein,  200/.,  arinng  from  the  aggregate  of  losses  upon 
several  contracts.    lb, 

XII L  Deed  of  Assignment. 

1.  Vests  in  trustee  tokat  portion  of  debtor^s  estate.  The  efi*ect  of  the  8th  section 
of  Stat  7  &  8  Vict  c.  70,  for  facilitating  arrangements  between  debtors  and  creditors, 
is  to  vest  in  the  trustee  appointed  under  the  statute  that  portion  only  of  the  petition* 
iag  debtor^s  estate  which  he  has  proposed  to  give  up,  and  the  creditors  have  agreed  to 
accept,  in  liquidation  of  his  debts.    Rftbins  v.  HMs,  v.  86. 

2.  Notke  to  creditors — Discharge  of  debt — BUI  of  exchange.  To  an  action  by  the 
indorsee  of  a  bill  of  exchange  against  the  acceptor,  the  defendant  pleaded  that,  being 
a  trader,  he  presented  a  petition  to  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  under  the  12  &  18  Vict 
c  106;  which  court  appointed  a  private  sitting,  and  that  fourteen  days  before  such  sitting 
written  notice  was  given  to  ey^ry  person  whom  the  defendant  then  knew  to  be  hb 
eredttor,  or  whom  he  had  any  means  of  knowing  to  be  his  creditor,  and  amongst 
«dier»  to  the  drawer  of  the  bill  of  exchange,  and  that  he  did  not,  at  the  time  of 
^vittg  such  notices,  nor  did  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  or  the  official  assignee,  know 
that  the  drawer  had  indorsed  the  bill,  or  was  not  the  holder,  or  who  was  the 
holder,  or  the  address  of  such  holder ;  that  the  defendant  filed  an  account  of  his  debts, 
wherein  he  set  forth  a  proposal  to  pay  his  creditors  7s.  6(/.  in  the  pound ;  that  at  such 
pfivate  sitting  of  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  the  requisite  number  of  creditors  proved 
their  debts  and  assented  to  tibe  defendant's  proposal ;  that  the  Bankruptcy  Court  pro>- 
posed  another  sitting;  of  which  the  plaintiff  h&d  notice ;  that  at  such  second  meeting, 
the  requisito  number  of  creditors  proved  their  debts,  and  agreed  to  accept  the  defend- 
uf  a  proposal ;  that  the  Court  of  Bankniptey  then  confirmed  the  proposal  and  agree* 
■neat,  and  afterwards  gave  the  defendant  a  certificate  in  the  form  in  schedule  A. 
BeU,  that  the  piea  was  bad  in  not  averring  that  the  resolution  and  agreement  had 
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been  carried  fuUy  into  effect,  and  the  creditorg  satisfied  pumiant  to  tlie  t%lst  MCtioa 
6i  the  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  106.    Alcard  t.  Wesson,  xiy.  360. 

3.  When  not  binding  on  creditors  not  parties,  A  deed  hj  which  a  trader  assigned 
ail  his  estate  to  trastees  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditc«s,.  contained  a  prorision  that  the 
trustees  might  require  the  creditors  to  verify  their  debts  by  deelvration  or  otherwise; 
and  that,  in  the  event  of  any  creditor  failings  or  refusing  so  to  verify  his  debt,  he 
should  lose  all  dividends  under  the  deed,  and  ^lat  such  dividends  m^ht  be  pud  by 
the  trustees  to  the  debtor.  Hekl^  that  tUs  was  not  such  a  deed  of  arraogeawnt  as 
could  be  binding  on  creditors  not  parties  to  it,  under  the  Bankrupt  Law  ConsolidatioD 
Act,  1849,  12  &  18  Vict.  c.  106,  s.  224,  as  it  did  not  necessarily  provide  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  whole  of  the  debtor^s  estate  among  his  creditors.  Cw^r  v.  Thornton^ 
xvi.  258.  See,  also,  Tetley  v.  Taylor,  zii.  469 ;  Drew  v.  CoUinSy  iv.  640 ;  Ex  parU 
Wilkesy  zxxi.  265 ;  Ktsher  v.  BeU,  xiv.  245. 

XIV.   What  Actions  hatred, 

1.  Defective  description  in  schedule.  Defendant  gave  a  renewal  bill  for  26^  to  Wt, 
who,  without  his  knowledge,  indorsed  it  to  plaintiff.  W*  died,  and  defendant,  being 
insolvent,  thus  described  the  debt  in  hb  schedule :  ^^  The  representatives  of  W.  ars 
Messrs.  X.,  varnish-makers.  BOL  admitted  for  varnish.  They  hold  a  bill  for  30/.  and 
upwards,  drawn  by  self  and  partner,  and  renewed  by  self."  Defendant  pleaded  an 
order  for  protection  in  insolvency,  the  debt  being  contracted  previous  to  filing  his 
petition.  Replications,  first,  that  the  debt  was  due  at  the  time  of  said  filing,  and 
plaintiff  was  not  named  in  the  schedule  as  a  creditor,  nor  was  tiie  bill  named ;  second^ 
that  the  debt  was  due,  and  plaintiff  was  indorsee  and  holder,  to  defendant's  know^ 
edge,  and  yet  was  not  named,  &c.  Held,  first,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  and  that  the 
two  replications  constituted  but  oike  answer  to  the  plea;  secondly,  that  the  description 
in  the  schedule  was  defective,  and  that  the  debt  was  not  barred.  Kemp  v.  Huny, 
zxx.  583. 

2.  CaUs  by  joint-stock  company,  A  joint-stock  company,  completely  registered,  be- 
came bankrupt.  One  <^  the  members  of  the  company  had  previously  been  declared 
bankrupt,  and  had  obtained  his  certificate.  The  2daster  placed  the  bankrupt's  name 
on  the  list  of  contribntories,  and  calb  were  made  by  the  Master  on  him  for  contribu- 
tions to  discharge  the  liabilities  of  the  con^any  incurred  before  his  bankruptcy.  Held, 
en  his  appeal,  that  his  certificate  was  a  iMur  to  the  liabilities,  to  satisfy  which  the  calls 
were  made ;  and  that  the  bankrupt's  name  ought  to  be  removed  from  the  list  of  con- 
tribntories.    Chapple*s  Case,  xvii.  516. 

8.  Notice  of  sitting  of  court  not  given  to  creditor.  The  certificate  granted  to  a 
petitioning  trader  by  the  commissioner  of  bankruptey,  under  sect  221  of  the  Bank'- 
rupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  106,  will  not  prevent  a  creditor  from 
suing  the  trader  for  a  debt,  if  the  creditor  has  not  had  notice  of  both  sittings  of  the 
court  to  consider  the  trader^s  proposal  of  compromise ;  even  if  the  creditor  be  the 
indorsee  of  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn  by  a  third  party  and  accepted  by  the  trader, 
and  the  latter  at  the  time  of  giving  the  first  notice  was  ignorant  that  the  1^11  had  been 
parted  with  by  the  drawer,  and  had  given  the  drawer  due  notice  of  the  first  sitting, 
and  afler  the  first  utting,  learning  to  whom  the  bill  had  been  indorsed,  had  given  the 
indorsee  due  notice  of  the  second  sitting.     Wesson  v.  Alcard,  xvi.  481. 

4.  CaUs  on  railway-shares.  The  defendant,  being  the  holder  of  shares  in  a  railway 
company,  became  bankrupt  Ko  transfer  of  the  shares  to  the  assignees  had  takta 
place  in  the  mode  pointed  out  by  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  8  Vict  c.  16;  but 
before  the  fiat  a  correspondence  took  pUice  between  the  official  and  the  trade 
assignee,  in  which  the  latter  sent  to  the  fonuer  a  statement  of  the  bankrupt's  property, 
oompi*ising  in  it  the  value  of  the  shares  in  question,  and  estimating  the  amount  that 
would  be  necessary  to  work  the  fiat  and  pay  dividends,  and  he  subsequently  wrote 
puggesting  the  pjx^tfiety  of  Baling  the  shares.    Held^  that  the  debt  was  not  barred 
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by  the  eertificftle,  as  it  was  not  provable  Bnder  the  fiat,  af  a  debt  doe  in  flUuro^  wtthia 
sect  51  of  t]ie  €  Geo.  IV.  c.  16,  or  as  a  debt  doe  on  a  oontingencjr  within  sect  M 
The  South  StaffartUure  RaUwmf  Co,  ▼.  Bumside,  ii.  418. 

5.  Skarekcider^^  liahiiitif  to  calL  Tlie  bankruptcy  ofa  shareholder  diMolTes  his  con* 
Bee^k»  witli  the  eompan^t  and  he  cannot  be  nuMle  contribatory  to  any  call  made 
rabeeqnent  to  the  fiat    Ex  parte  OreefiAields,  xL  240. 

6.  Omimgeni  liMUtj^.  The  defendant  executed  a  bond,  whereby  he  became 
liable  to  pay  to  the  pbantiff  soch  costs  as  the  plaintiff  should  be  liable  to,  in  case  a 
verdict  riionld  pass  for  certain  defendants  in  an  action  of  setre  faekm;  wherein  the 
now  plaintiff  sned  as  a  nominal  party.  The  action  on  the  setrs  facias  was  tried  at 
the  spring  assises  in '1848,  and  a  verdict  was  found  fbr  the  then  defendants;  after 
which,  in  Easter  term,  a  rule  nisi  for  a  new  trial  was  obtained.  In  November  follow- 
ing, the  defendant  in  the  present  action  became  a  bankrupt  In  Hilary  term,  1849, 
the  rule  for  a  new  trial  was  discharged.  In  May,  the  defendant  obtained  his  certificate, 
and  in  August,  the  costs  in  the  action  on  the  scire  facias  were  taxed,  and  final 
jtidgment  signed  against  the  now  plaintiff.  Hdd^  that  the  plaintiff's  claim  was  not 
tarred  by  the  defendant's  certificate,  the  debt  not  being  a  contingent  debt  within  tibe 
€  Geo.  IV.  c.  16,  s.^68,  but  only  a  contingent  liability.    HivMn  v.  Bemneti^  xiv.  403. 

7.  On  promissory  note.  In  July,  1846,  A  received  for  value  of  defendant  a  blank 
pffomisaorx  note  stamp,  signed  by  him.  In  May,  1861 ,  defendant  obtained  a  certificate 
in  bankruptcy.  In  October,  1852,  A  filled  up  the  note  for  24/.  at  one  month's  date, 
and  indorsed  it  to  plaintiff  for  value.  Held,  diat  there  was  no' claim  provable  under 
the  fiat,  and,  consequently,  the  certificate  was  no  bar  to  an  action  on  the  note.  SenMSf 
tiw  case  woold  not  bo  altered  by  proof  of  a  collusive  attempt  to  create  a  debt  to  which 
the  certificate  would  be  no  bar.     Temple  v.  PuUen^  xx.  806. 

8.  Debts  not  proved.  Whether,  after  a  refusal  of  a  oerdficate,  the  grant  of  protec* 
lion  b  of  any  avail  against  the  common-taw  right  of  creditors  who  do  not  come  in 
under  the  bankruptcy,  qwcre.    Ex  parte  Rufford,  xiiL  542. 

XV.  Preferences^  and  frtmdulent  Transfers. 

1.  Bfif^ng  goods  for  pwpose  of  pledgvUg,  Where  the  usual  course  of  dealing 
eanied  on  by  the  bankrupt,  who  had  tnMled  iridiout  capital,  had  been  to  purchase 
goods,  and  immediately  afterwards  to  raise  money  by  pledging  them,  and  it  appeared 
that  this  was  done,  not  for  a  purpose  merely  diriionest,  but  in  accordance  with  the 
eolom  in  his  trade,  and  with  the  bond  fide  expectation  of  being  able  afterwards,  on  a 
rise  in  the  market  price  of  the  goods,  to  redeem  the  goods  and  sell  them  at  a  profit,  it 
was  held  that  tiiis  was  not  equivalent  to  the  offence  of  contracting  debts  **  by  any 
Banner  of  fraud,  or  by  means  of  false  pretences,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  256th 
section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  1849.    Ex  parte  Manico,  xvii.  594. 

3.  Discretion  of  eowt,  The  256th  section  of  the  statute  is  to  receive  a  strict,  rather 
tiian  a  loose  construction,  as  against  the  bankrupt;  and,  semble^  that  where  one  only 
sf  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  256th  secdon  has  been  committed,  it  is  not  impend 
tiTe  upon  the  court  to  inflict  the  full  penalty  specified  in  the  statute ;  but  that  it  has 
a  discretion,  upon  the  circumstances,  to  award  a  minor  degree  of  punishment    lb.

4.  What  constitutes,  within  bankrupt  act.  In  August,  1853,  and  for  KMne  months  fol-

foods  on  credit,  and  in  November,  and  for  some  months  subsequently,  sold  them,  from 
tow  to  time,  to  the  defendant,  who  was  a  job-dealer,  at  prices  considerably  bekyw 
thdr  real  value.    Held,  that  in  the  absence  of  proof  of  the  bankrupt's  intention  to 
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decamp  witli  the  money,  or  otherwiBe  defraud  his  creditors,  and  of  the  buyer*s  knowl* 
^ge  of  such  intention,  such  sales  were  not  of  themselves  acts  of  bankruptcy  as  amonnt- 
ing  to  a  '*  fraudulent  transfer,"  within  the  Bankrupt  Act    Let  v.  Hari^  zxviiL  531. 

6.  Pledging  goods — Not  keeping  proper  books  of  account  E.  M.  and  H.  M.  purchased 
a  business  of  their  brothers,  but  it  was  not  paid  for.  £.  M.  attended  to  the  accounts,  so 
iar  as  they  were  attended  to,  and  H.  M.  performed  the  duties  of  traveller  to  the 
business.  £.  M.  and  H.  M.  on  various  occasions  nused  money  by  deposits  of  goods, 
and  paid  60/.  per  cent  for  discount  H.  M.  ordered  goods  one  day  and  pledged  them  on 
tiie  next  The  brothers,  the  vendors  of  the  business,  sued  for  the  purchase-money 
and  issued  execution  on  a  judgment  in  the  action.  Both  E.  M.  and  H.  M.  were  adju- 
dicated bankrupts,  and  the  commissioner  refused  them  their  certificates  or  protection, 
on  the  ground  of  not  keeping  proper  books  of  account  (as  to  R  M.,  dcstrucdon  of 
books,)  obtaining  goods  for  the  purpose  of  pledging,  and  pledging  them,  and  fraudulent 
preference  to  the  brothers  who  sold  the  business.  H.  M.  isippdaled,  and  swore  that  he 
pledged  the  goods  to  meet  a  sudden  demand  for  pa3rment  of  bills  fi^ng  due ;  that  he 
believed  he  was  solvent  when  the  goods  were  bought,  and  that  he  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  keeping  of  the  books,  and  he  produced  a  witness  who  swore  that  the  goods 
were  ordered  because  ihey*  were  wanted  in  the  stock.  The  lords  justices  were  of 
opinion  that  there  was  no  wrong  intention  as  to  the  books  or  the  pawning,  and  that 
there  was  pressure  by  the  vendors,  and,  acquitting  the  appellant  of  fraud,  granted  him 
a  second-class  certificate,  to  be  dated  eight  months  after  the  adjudication.  Ex  parte 
Mqrtyn,  xiii.  562. 

6.  Mortgage  of  all  mortgagor's  property.  A  assigned  all  tlie  wares,  stock  in  trade, 
&c.,  in  his  store  to  B,  as  a  mortgage  to  secure  the  repa}'ment  of  money  then  advanced. 
The  deed  provided  that  on  the  non-payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  or  before 
cert2un  days  mentioned,  then  the  mortgagee  might  enter,  forcibly  if  necessary,  and  take 
possession.  More  than  a  year  afler  the  day  for  payment  the  mortgagee  took  possession ; 
the  next  day  A  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  and  was  soon  adjudicated  a  bank- 
rupt SemUe^  that  the  mortgagee  was  not  entitled  to  retain  the  goods  unless  the 
mortgagor  had,  at  the  date  of  the  mortgage,  other  property.  Ex  parte  Sparrow^  xxi. 
646. 

7.  What  is  not.  All  but  one  of  a  bankrupt's  creditors  agreed  to  take  35.  $d.  in  the 
pound,  and  signed  a  petition  to  have  the  bankruptcy  annulled.  The  dissenting 
creditor  refused  to  sign,  unless  the  bankrupt  would  guarantee  to  him  1 67/.  in  part  pay- 
ment of  his  debt  This  was  done  without  the  other  creditors'  knowledge.  Hetd^  in 
an  action  on  the  guarantee,  that  it  was  not  fraudulent    Smith  v.  Saltzman^  xxv.  476.

1.  Refusal  of  certificate  of  conformity.  When  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  has  refused 
a  certificate  of  conformity  on  the  ground  that  the  bankrupt  has  committed  any  of  the 
offences  enumerated  in  sect  256  of  stat  12  &  13  Vict  c.  106,  the  granting  a  certificate 
to  the  assignees,  or  a  creditor,  upon  which  execution  may  issue  against  tiie  body  of 
the  bankrupt,  in  pursuance  of  sect  257,  is  a  ministerial  act,  and  being  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  payment  of  the  bankrupt's  debts,  may  be  granted  fVom  time  to  time  upon 
the  application  of  the  assignees  or  creditors.    In  re  Cotcgill^  iv.  270. 

2.  The  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  cannot  inquire  into  the  grounds  upon  which  a 
certificate  of  conformity  was  refused  by  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy.    Ih. 

3.  Petition  to  stay  certificate — Service — Costs.  Upon  a  petition  to  stay  the  bank- 
rupt's certificate  coming  on  to  be  heard,  it  appeared  that  the  petitioners  had  not  been 
al)Ie  to  serve  the  petition  upon  the  bankrupt,  he  having  gone  out  of  the  jurisdiction. 
The  court  dismissed  the  petition,  with  costs  as  against  the  assignees,  but  upon  the 
petitioners  undertaking  not  to  file  another  petition,  without  costs  as  against  the  bank- 
rupt   Ex  parte  Eyre  and  Higgins;  In  re  Belton,  xvii.

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4.  Noitee  he/ort  court  of  appeal.  Under  the  198th  section,  three  days  notice  of 
opposition  U  03  necessary  before  the  appeal  court  as  before  the  commiaBoner.

5.  BaUmce-dieeL  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  balance-sheet  in  all  cases  of  bank* 
mptcy  be  made  out  by  the  official  assignee ;  the  commissioner  has  a  discretion  in 
each  case  whether  to  employ  a  person  to  assist  the  bankrupt  or  not  Ex  parti 
Rusfelly  xxvIL  146. 

6.  The  official  assignee  ol  the  bankrupt's  estate  is  not  a  person  to  whom  an 
allowance  can  be  made,  under  the  160th  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidatkm 
Act,  1849,  out  of  the  estate  and  effects  of  the  banknipt,  for  assisting  him  to  prepare 
his  balance^eet  and  accounts.    lb, 

7.  Comtmitmenl  of  kantrupt  for  not  answering.  In  order  to  justify  the  commitment 
of  a  bankrupt,  under  sect  260  of  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  for  not  ftilly 
answering  questions  to  the  satjsfiiction  of  the  court,  the  ejuunination  should  be  full, 
iair,  and  searching,  and  not  rambling  or  irrelevant,  but  limited  to  the  matters  men- 
tioned  in  sect  1 7,  namely,  ^  relating  to  his  trade,  dealings,  or  estate,  or  whiirh  may 
tend  to  disclose  any  secret  grant,  conveyance,  or  concealment  of  his  lands,  tenements, 
goods,  money,  or  debts.*'    Ex  parte  Legge^  xviii.  235. 

8.  Where  a  bankrupt,  on  a  second  or  subsequent  examination,  states  that  he  wishes 
to  explain  some  of  his  former  statements,  but  that  he  does  not  sufficiently  recollect 
them,  his  memory  should  be  refreshed  by  their  being  repeated  to  him.    Ih. 

9.  Examination  of  bankrupt.  A  bankrupt,  on  examination,  is  bound  to  answer  as  to 
matters  which  must,  more  or  less,  be  in  his  recollection^  (e.  g.  why  a  check  was 
drawn ;)  the  answer  that  he  does  not  recollect  may  be  full  and  direct  but  is  not  suffi* 
cient  The  warrant  to  commit  for  not  answering  should  set  out  such  questions  and 
answers,  that  the  court  may  judge  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  committal,  from  the 
whole  case.

10.  ^KSiiii^nj  under  consolidation  act,  A  bankrupt  cannot  under  12  &  13  Vict 
c.  106, 8. 120,  obtain  summons  without  the  concurrence  of  his  assignees  for  the  exami- 
nation of  a  party  suspected  of  having  the  bankrupt's  property.  Ex  parte  Dtmudale^ 
xxviL  333. 

11.  Vote  by  letters  of  attorney — Superseding  bankruptcy.  A  creditor  resident  in 
England  may  vote  by  letters  of  attorney  at  meetings  held,  under  the  230th  section  of 
&e  Bankrupt  Law  Consolidation  Act,  to  take  into  consideration  an  offer  made  by  a 
bankrupt  to  his  creditors,  with  a  view  to  superseding  the  bankruptcy.     Clegg^  ex 

•  parte,  jtI  316. 

12.  Summons  by  creditor — Tender.  Where  a  creditor  has  issued  a  summons  to  his 
debtor,  and  the  debtor  attends  and  admits  part  of  the  debt  and  tenders  the  part  he 
admits,  the  creditor  may  by  his  conduct  render  it  unnecessary  for  the  debtor  to 
actually  produce  and  show  the  money,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
tlie  82d  section  of  the  12  &  f  3  Vict  c.  106.    Danks,  exparU,  xix.  486. 

13.  QiMTTtf,  whether,  under  the  same  section,  it  is  necessary  that  the  same  proof  of 
tender  should  be  given  as  would  be  necessary  to  support  a  plea  of  tender  in  an  action,

14.  Bankruptcy  of  plaintiff.  Where  sole  plaintiff  becomes  bankrupt,  the  defend- 
ant may  move  that  the  asngnees  may  elect  within  a  certain  time  to  file  their  supple- 
mental bill,  or  in'  default  that  all  further  proceedings  should  be  stayed ;  and  is  not 
compelled  to  file  his  bill  of  revivor  and  proceed  with  the  cause.

1 7.  Staif  of  proceedings  where  defendant  has  become  bankrupt.  Where  the  defend* 
ant  in  an  action  brought  for  the  recovery  of  a  debt,  has  become  bankrupt,  and  the 
pljuntiif  has  tendered  his  clum  for  proof  of  the  debt  under  the  bankruptcy,  and  the 
cLfcim  is  not  allowed  but  adjourned,  the  defendant  is  not  entitled  to  a  stay  of  proceed* 
ings  in  tlie  action  under  the  12  &  IS  Vict  Ci  106,  s.  182,  the  Bankrupt  Law  Consolida- 
tion Act  To  entitle  him  to  such  stay  of  proceedings,  the  debt  must  be  prored  under 
the  bankruptcy,  or  the  claim  entered  upon  the  proceedings.

18.  Stay  of  proceedings.  Where  a  trader  had  petitioned  under  the  arrangement 
clauses  of  the  stat  12  &  IS  Viet  c.

79,  gives  to  the  court  a  discretion  as  to  whether  a  bond  with  sureties 
is  to  be  required ;  in  exercising  which  discretion,  regard  is  to  be  had,  not  merely  to 
the  solvency  of  the  alleged  debtor,  but  to  the  origin  and  nature  of  the  demand,  and 
the  probabUity  of  its  being  such  as  the  clumant  can  succeed  in  enfisrcing.  Ex  pwie 
Wood,  xxiii.

S.  Bankrupt  tenant — Distress,  A  landlord  levied  a  digress  for  rent,  and  before  he 
sold  the  tenant  was  adjudicated  bankrupt,  and  then  the  sale  took  place  under  the 
distress.

IV.  c.  27.  (the  Statute  of  Limitations,)  entitled  to  six  yean*  rent  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale.

4.  Court  of  appeal.  Under  12  &  13  Vict  a  106,  s.  12,  and  14  &  15  Vict  c.  83, 
the  court  of  appeal  has  only  appellate  jurisdiction.

5.  Bankruptcy  of  plaintiff-^  Claim  of  assignees.  Debt  for  labor,  as  a  sui^eon,  and 
fbr  medicines  administered.  Flea,  bankruptcy  of  plaindff,  and  that  the  debt  was 
claimed  by  the  assignees.  Replication,  that  the  labor  was  personal  labor  bestowed 
ai^er  the  bankruptcy,  and  the  medicines  were  purchased  out  of  the  earnings  of  this 
labor.  Rejoinder,  traverang  the  replication.  Plaintiff  was  an  uncertificated  bank* 
rupt,  and  the  evidence  tended  to  show  that  he  was  still  carrying  on  his  buaineas  a^  a 
medical  practitioner.

9</.  per  cent,  if  the  risk  ended  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  less  if  at  other  places  in  the  north  of  £urope.  Fleas,  first 
setoff;  secondly,  bankruptcy  of  plaintiff  before  action.  Replication,  that  before  plaintiff 
became  bankmpt  be  sold  the  goods  and  transferred  the  policy,  and  the  right  and 
interest  of  plaintiff  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  the  goods,  to  F.,  and  delivered  the  policy 
to  kim.  Rejoinder,  that  the  cargo  was  delivered,  and  the  risk  thereon  ended  in 
England  before  the  bankruptcy  of  plaintiff,  and  that  the  right  to  have  a  return  of 
premiom  was  not  transferred  from  plaintiff  before  his  bankruptcy.

9.  Petitioning  erediUn^s  d^^-^otioe  to  dispute  trading^  ^c.  In  an  action  of  trover 
and  for  money  had  and  received  by  the  assignees  of  a  bankrupt,  the  defendant  gave 
notice  to  dispute  the  trading  and  act  of  bankruptcy.  Held,  that  a  trading  and  act 
of  bankruptcy  having  been  proved,  the  defendant  most  be  taken  to  have  admitted 
that  the  petitioning  creditor's  debt  existed  at  the  time  of  the  trading  and  act  of  bank- 
niptcy,  and  was  not  to  be  allowed  to  show  that  the  debt  accrued  due  subsequent  to

bank.    A,  in  Scotland,  bemg  indebted  in  460/.  to  B,  in  England,  paid  460/.  into  a 

Scotch  bank,  in  return  for  a  letter  of  credit  on  an  English  bank,  in  this  fonn : 

**  Please  honor  the  drafts  of  B  to  the  extent  of  460/.,  which  charge  to  the  bank."    A 

inclosed  this  letter  of  credit  in  a  letter  to  B,  which  arrived  at  B*8  office  in  B*s 

abaence.    The  only  clerk  in  the  office,  but  who  had  no  authority  to  manage  B's 

BMmey  transactions,  opened  the  letter,  took  the  letter  of  credit  to  the  English  bank» 

forged  a  check  in  B's  name  for  the  amount,  received  payment,  and  absconded.    B, 

on  his  return,  drew  on  the  English  bank  for  the  460/. ;  but  his  draft  was  dishonored, 

and  the  bank  refused  payment  to  him.    B  then,  along  with  A,  sued  the  Scotch  bank, 

in  Scotland,  for  repayment  c^  the  460/.    Heldy  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  Court 

of  Sesaon,  that  the  Scotch  bank  was  liable,  unless  it  could  show,  either  that  the 

English  hank  actually  piud  B's  draft  when  called  on  to  do  so,  or  that  the  English 

bank  did  something  which  as  between  the  English  bank  and  B,  the  English  bank  was 

entitled  to  treat  as  equivalent  to  payment    A  letter  of  credit,  drawn  by  one  bank  on 

another,  is  no  part  of  the  law  merchant,  and  payment  cannot  be  resisted  until  the 

instrument  is  delivered  up.    Payment  on  a  forged  check  or  order  is  not  of  itself  any 

payment  at  all,  as  between  the  party  paying  and  the  person  whose  name  is  forged^ 

But  in  some  cases  such  payment  may  be  made  valid  by  reason  of  coUat^al  mattera^ 

as  where  a  forgery  has  been  successfully  accomplished  by  reason  of  the  want  of  due 
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eantion  on  tbe  part  of  the  penon  whose  name  is  ftirged.  *  Orr  t.  The  Union  Bant 
of  Scotland f  xxix.  1. 

2.  Manager^  authority  of^LiabUity  of  hank  fir  /rand  of,  The  loeal  mani^r  of  a 
branch  bank,  while  engaged  at  the  bank,  suggested  to  a  lady  who  had  a  deposit 
account,  that  higher  interest  might  be  obtfldned  for  her  money  if  she  purchased  two 
houses  for  a  sum  which  would  pay  off  a  mortgage  held  by  a  third  person  upon  them, 
and  also  a  lien  held  by  the  bank.  She  assented,  and  gave  him  her  deposit  note,  for 
which  he  gave  her  a  fresh  deposit  note  for  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the 
former  note  and  the  purchase-money,  and  retaidcd  the  residue  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  investment  This  money  the  local  manager  appropriated  to  his  own  use, 
and  the  bank  refused  to  bear  the  loss.  Held^  in  an  action  against  them,  that  they 
were  liable,  the  jury  having  found  that  the  manager  intended  and  induced  the  lady 
to  believe  that  he  was  acting  as  the  agent  of  the  bank,  and  also  that  as  local  manager 
he  had  authority  from  the  bank  to  make  an  assignment  of  an  equitable  mortgage. 
Thompson  v.  Bell,  zxvi.  636. 

3.  Refusal  to  pay  check.  In  an  action  against  bankers  for  refusing  to  pay  a  tradei's 
check,  they  having  at  the  time  of  refusal  sufficient  assets  of  the  trader,  the  latter  may 
recover  substantial  damages  without  proof  of  actual  damage.  JRoUn  v.  Slewardy  xxT« 
341. 

4.  Payment  of  hUl  of  exchange  on  forged  indorsement — TJobHiiy*  If  a  bill  of  ex- 
change, made  payable  to  order,  be  accepted  payable  at  the  acceptor's  bankers,  and 
the  indorsement  of  the  payee  be  forged,  and  the  bankers  pay  the  bill  to  a  party  pre- 
senting it  for  pajinent,  they  are  guilty  of  no  breach  of  duty  towards  the  acceptor  in 
making  the  pajnnent ;  but  they  are  not  at  liberty  to  charge  the  amount  of  the  bill  in 
account  against  him,  although  the  payee  be  a  stranger  to  them,  and  they  have  no 
immediate  means  of  ascertaining  the  genuineness  of  his  handwriting,  and  have  dealt 
with  the  bill  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business.     Robarts  v.  Tucker^  iv.  236. 

5.  Semblct  the  bankers  have  a  reasonable  time  to  inquire  into  the  genuineness  of 
the  indorsements  of  strangers  necessary  to  make  out  the  title  to  the  bill.    lb. 

6.  Crossed  check — Negligence.  The  crossing  of  a  chock  payable  to  bearer  with  the 
name  of  a  banker,  does  not  restrict  its  negotiability  to  such  banker  alone.  Such 
crossing  is,  however,  so  far  a  protection  to  the  owner  of  the  check  that  the  banker  upon 
whom  the  check  is  drawn  ought  not  to  pay  it  except  through  a  banker ;  for  if  he  does 
so,  and  the  person  actually  presenting  it  turns  out  not  to  be  the  lawful  holder,  the 
circumstance  of  his  so  paying  would  be  strong  evidence  of  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  banker,  in  the  event  of  his  seeking  to  claim  credit  against  his  customer  for  the 
amount  The  banker's  duty  is  the  same  where  the  crossing  is  by  the  customer  or  by 
an  intermediate  holder,  or  where  the  original  crossing  is  erased,  and  the  name  of 
another  banker  written  instead  of  it.    Bellamy  v.  MaJoribankSf  vuu  5X3,  • 

7.  In  an  action  against  bankers  for  money  lent,  to  which  .the  defendants  pleaded 
payment,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiffs  had  drawn  a  check  on  the  defendants,  crossed 
thus :  "  Bank  of  England,  for  account  of  the  Accountant-General."  The  payee  to 
whom  this  check  was  delivered,  struck  out  the  crossing  by  running  a  pen  through  it 
leaving  it,  however,  perfectly  legible,  and  crossed  it  a  second  time  with  the  name  of 
his  own  bankers,  and  paid  it  into  their  bank  to  the  credit  of  his  own  account  The 
check  being  presented  by  them  for  payment,  was  paid  by  the  defendants,  who  chai^ged 
it  to  the  debit  of  the  plaintiffs'  account  The  payee  appropriated  the  sum  so  received 
to  his  own  purposes,  and  it  never  was  paid  to  the  accountant-general ;  and  the  plain- 
tiffs who  were  trustees,  were  obliged  to  pay  the  amount  tl^mselves.  Held,  that  the 
circumstance  of  this  check  being  thus  doubly  crossed,  afforded  no  additional  evidence 
against  the  defendants.    Ih. 

3.  UabilUy  of-^Receiver^s  estate  andprioate  account  A  receiver  of  an  estate,  who 
had  a  private  account  at  his  bankers',  opened  another  there,  under  the  name  of  the 
estate,  under  such  circumstances  as  to  inform  the  bankers  that  the  numey  which  would 
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be  paid  in  to  that  account  would  belong  to  the  owner  of  the  estate.  The  receiTer 
drew  a  check  on  the  estate  account  and  paid  it  into  his  private  account  Held, 
Rvening  tiie  decieiim  of  the  Yice-ChanceUor  in  the  court  below,  (xiii.  222,)  that 
tiie  bankers  were  liable  to  lepaj  the  amount  to  the  owner  of  the  estate.  Bodenham 
r.  HoihfnSy  xad.  648. 

BARRATRY. 

By  master  of  vessel  who  is  part-owner,  A  master  who  is  a  part-owner  may  commit 
bairatiy.  A  fraudulent  sale  of  ship  and  cargo  and  an  application  of  the  proceeds  to 
his  own  use,  by  a  master  who  is  part-owner,  is  a  loss  by  barratry,  within  the  policy 
of  insurance.  Per  Martin,  J.  It  is  a  loss  within  the  general  words  of  the  policy. 
Jimes  y.  Nicholson,  xxvi.  542. 

BASTARDY. 

1.  Jurigdiction  of  single  justice — Enforcing  payment — Appeal.  The  jurisdiction 
given  to  a  single  justice  of  the  peace  by  7  &  8  Vict  c.  101,  s.  8,  at  any  time  after  the 
ezphation  gC  one  month  from  the  making  of  an  order  for  the  maintenance  (^  a  bas- 
tard child,  to  grant  a  warrant  against  the  putative  father,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
payment  under  the  order,  is  not  suspended  by  an  appeal  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  by 
the  putative  fether  against  the  order,  and  the  confinnation  of  the  order  by  the  sessions, 
robject  to  a  specid  case.    Kendall  v.  Wilkinson,  xxx.  196. 

2.  Liability  of  putative  father.  Under  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  101,  s.  8,  justices  have 
jorisdictaon  to  make  an  order  on  the  putative  fhther  of  a  bastanl  child,  although  the 
mother  be  a  married  woman  living  apart  from  her  husband.  The  liability  of  the 
putative  father  under  such  an  order,  does  not  cease  upon  the  return  of  the  woman's 
husband  and  his  cohabitation  with  her.     Ex  parte  Grimes,  xxii.  164. 

8.  Order  of  affiliation  enforced  by  distress.  Justices  have  a  discretion  as  to  enforc- 
ing an  order  of  affiliation  by  distress ;  but  where  they  declined  to  issue  their  warrant, 
on  the  ground  that  the  putative  father  was  discharged  from  the  order,  by  reason  of 
the  hnsband  of  the  mother  having  returned  and  cohabited  with  her,  this  court  made 
ahaolute  a  rule,  under  the  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  44,  s.  5,  ordering  the  justices  to  issue  the 
^stress  warrant    lb.    Also,  Regina  v.  Pilkington,  xviii.  247. 

4;  Order  of  maintenance.  An  order  of  maintenance  onlered  a  person,  as  putative 
£tfher,  to  pay  a  weekly  sum  for  the  maintenance  of  a  bastard  child  from  the  birth  of 
the  child.  As  the  application- for  the  order  was  not  made  until  more  than  two  months 
after  the  birth,  the  order  was  clearly  bad  as  to  the  period  between  the  date  of  the 
birth  and  the  time  of  applying  for  the  order.  Notice  of  abandonment  of  all  claim  under 
the  order  for  payment  anterior  to  the  date  of  the  order  had  been  served  on  the  puta- 
tive Either.  Held,  that  the  order  was  valid,  and  might  be  enforced  against  the  puta- 
tive father  in  respect  of  the  weekly  payments  which  became  due  af\er  the  application 
to  the  magistrates.     Regina  v.  Green,  \y.  \d7. 

5.  Order,  time  of  making — Sufficiency  of.     A  bastard  child  was  born  May  10,  1850, 

and  a  summons,  dated  July  28,   1851,  was  served  upon  the  putative  fatlier,  which 

stated  that  the  application  had  been  made  "  within  twelve  calendar  months  from  the 

<late  hereof.^    The  hearing  of  this  summons  was  adjoSmcd  from  time  to  time,  till 

September  11,  1851,  when  an  order  was  made,  which,  after  reciting  that  the  mother 

"id,  on  the  28th  October,  1850,  having  been  delivered  of  a  bastard  child,  within 

twelve  calendar  months  prior  thereto,  make  application,"  &c. ;  that  the  hearing  was 

a^joQTned  to  September  11, 1851,  and  that  it  was  proved  that  the  child  was,  on  the 

10th  of  May,  1850,  bom  a  bastard ;  adjudged  J.  H.  to  be  the  putative  father,  and 

ordered  him  to  pay  2s.  6d.  per  week,  from  the  said  28th  October,  1850,  the  day  upon 

which  such  application  was  made  as  aforesaid.     Held,  that  it  sufficiently  appeared  on 

tl«  face  of  the  order,  that  the  Compladnt  had  been  made  within  twelve  months  from 
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the  birth,  and  that  the  statement  in  the  sommons  that  the  ehfld  was  born  within 
twelve  months  of  its  date  was  immaterial.  Held^  also,  that  the  order  was  good, 
although  the  justices  had  directed  payment  from  the  time  of  the  appUcation,  a  period 
of  more  than  thirteen  weeks ;  and  that  the  order  was  not  vitiated  by  reason  of  iti 
having  been  made  more  than  forty  days  after  the  service  of  the  summons,  the  delay 
being  occasioned  by  the  adjournment    Ex  parte  HarrUon^  zi.  461. 

6.  Order — Evidence,  A  case  set  out  a  bastardy  order,  under  8  &  9  Yict  c.  10,  &  1* 
which  omitted  the  following  words  in  form  8  of  the  schedule:  "and  having  also 
heard  all  the  evidence  tendered  by  the  defendant,"  and  found  that  no  evidence  in 
fact  was  tendered  by  him.  The  case  also  set  out  the  evidence  given  to  corroborate 
that  of  the  mother.  Held^  first,  that  the  order  was  good,  without  alleging  that  no 
evidence  was  tendered  by  the  defendant.  And  held,  also,  that  whether  the  evidence 
corroborated  that  of  the  mother,  was  a  question  for  the  justices,  under  sect  3  of  stat 
7  &  8  Vict  c.  101.    Begina  v.  Pearcy^  viii.  865. 

7.  Summons,  service  of  on  alleged  putcUive  father  in  his  absence — Certiorari  to  quash 
order.  A  summons  was  left  at  D.'s  last  place  of  abode,  a  few  days  after  he  had  left 
it  and  sailed  for  America,  calling  upon  him  to  answer  the  charge  of  being  the  puta- 
tive father  of  a  bastard.  An  order  of  affiliation  which  recited  thc'it  the  summons  had 
been  duly  served  on  D.,  was  made  against  him  in  his  absence  from  the  countr}'.  On 
an  application  for  a  certiorari  to  bring  up  and  quash  the  order  made  by  D.,  on  his 
return  from  America,  he  swore  that  he  did  not  leave  home  with  any  intention  of 
avoiding  service  of  the  summons,  but  he  did  not  deny  that  he  was  the  father  of  the 
child.    The  court  refused  the  certiorari    Regina  v.  Davis,  xx.  201. 

8.  Appeal,  notice  of— Costs,  By  sect  4  of  7  &  8  Vict  c.  101,  an  appeal  is  per- 
mitted against  bastardy  orders,  if  notice  of  appeal  is  given  to  the  mother  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  adjudication,  and  sufficient  security  for  the  payment  of 
costs  is  offered,  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  within  seven  days.  The 
justice  is  not  to  decide  upon  the  validity  of  the  notice,  but  is  bound  to  take  the 
security  for  costs  offered,  if  satisfactory.    Regina  v.  Dinner,  xxx.  896. 

0.  Indictment  for  abandoning  bastard  child.  An  indictment  for  abandoning  and 
deserting  a  bastard  child,  was  held  bad  because  there  was  no  averment  that  the 
prisoner  had  the  means  of  supporting  the  child,  or  that  the  child  had  sustained  any 
injury  by  the  abandonment    Regina  v.  Hogan,  v.  558.    • 

10.  Concealment  of  birth  of  bastard  child.  There  need  not  be  a  final  disposing  of 
the  dead  body  of  the  child  to  constitute  an  offence  within  the  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  81,  s.  14, 
but  it  is  sufficient  if  there  is  only  a  temporary  disposition  of  the  body  with  the  inten- 
tion of  concealing  the  birth.    Regina  v.  Perry ^  xxix.  550.

An  instnunent  waa  drawn  in  the  following 
fonn:  "  Two  months  after  date  I  promise  to  pay  to  A  B,  or  order,  99/.  155.  IL  Oliver.'' 
At  the  foot  it  was  addressed  to  **  J.  £.  Oliver/'  and  across  it  was  written,  ^*  Accepted^ 
payable  S.  and  A.,  bankers,  London.  £.  Oliver."  Hddy  that  in  an  action  by  the 
payee  against  the  drawer  it  might  be  treated  and  declared  upon  as  a  bill  of  exchange. 
Ihyd  V.  Oliver,  xii.  424. 

2.  Effect  of  phrase  "  or  when  realized"  An  instrument  directed  to  C.  S.,  by  wKich 
defendant  requested  C.  S.,  *^  ninety  days  after  sight,  or  when  realized,"  to  pay  plain- 
tiff, is  not  a  bill  of  exchange.    Alexander  v.  Thomas,  ii.  286. 

8.  Name  of  drawer  necessary — Promise  hy  acceptor  in  such  case.  An  instrument  waa 
as  follows :  "  Exchange  for  200/.  at  sight  of  this  my  third  of  exchange,  first  and  second, 
&c^  unpaid,  please  pay  P.  or  order  the  sum  of  200/.  sterling,  for  value  received,  and 
place  the  same,  as  by  letter  of  advice,  to  the  account  of  A.  B,"  and  across  the  face 
of  9  the  drawer  wrote,  ^*  Accepted.  S.  B.,  EsqJl  Shire  Lane,  Bedminster,  BristoL" 
Held,  not  to  be  a  bill  of  exchange,  as  it  had  no  drawee ;  the  words  written  across 
were,  if  any  thing,  an  acceptance,  not  an  address ;  but  that  if  S.  B.  promised  to  pay 
after  it  was  drawn,  it  might  be  treated  as  a  promissory  note.  Peto  t.  Reynolds,  xzv. 
438. 

4.  Separated  warrant.  A  warrant  or  coupon,  for  an  instalment  of  interest  upon  a 
debenture  or  bond  of  a  mining  company,  was  detached  from  the  debenture  when  the 
interest  was  demanded.  HeUl,  that  the  separated  warrant  was  not  a  promissory  note, 
and  did  not  require  any  stamp.    Enthoven  y.  Hoyle,  ix.  434. 

5.  An  instrument  in  the  form  of  a  promissory  note  was  indorsed  thus :  '^  In  the 
event  of  my  (the  payee's)  death,  this  amount  is  not  to  be  demanded  of  the  maker, 
but  to  remain  at  interest,  and  ultimately  be  divided  among  my  daughter's  children." 
Edd^  that  this  made  the  payment  conditional,  and  therefore  it  was  not  a  promissory 
lioit.    Richardson  ▼.  Martyr,  xxx.  365. 

6.  Contingent  promise.  The  following  instrument  was  sued  upon  as  a  promissory 
note  by  the  plaintiff,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  it,  and  until  the  commence- 
ment  of  the  action,  was  secretary  of  the  Indian  Laudable  and  Mutual  Assurance 
Society :  **  Nine  months  aft^r  date  I  promise  to  pay  to  the  secretary  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Indian  Laudable  and  Mutual  Assurance  Society,  or  order,  company's 
rupees  20,000  with  interest,  at  6  per  cent  per  annum,  and  I  hereby  deposit  in  his 
hands  twenty-two  Union  Bank  shares,  as  particularized  at  foot,  by  way  of  pledge  or 
Kcurity  for  the  due  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  company's  rupees  20,000,  and  in 
de&ult  thereof  hereby  authorize  the  said  secretary  for  the  time  being  forthwith,  either 
by  private  or  public  sale,  absolutely  to  dispose  of  the  said  bank  shares  so  deposited 
with  him,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  to  reimburse  himself  the  said  loan  of  company's 
nipees  20,000,  he  rendering  to  me  any  surplus,  and  I  hereby  promise  to  make  good, 
whatever  may  be  wanting  over  and  above  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  make  up  the  full 
amount  of  such  loan  and  interest"  Held,  that  the  promise  to  pay  was  a  floating  con- 
tingent promise,  the  performance  of  which  was  to  be  made  to  a  person  to  be  ascer- 
tamed  ex  post  facto,  namely,  the  secretary  when  the  instrument  became  due,' and 
therefore  that  the  instrument  could  not  be  sued  upon  as  a  promissory  note.  Storm  ▼. 
Stirling,  xxviii.  108. 

7.  Qucere,  whether  the  additional  promise  to  pay  the  deficiency  in  the  event  of  a 
sale  of  the  bank  shares  deposited  as  a  security  proving  insufficient,  rendered  the 
nBtruQient  invalid  as  a  promissory  note.    lb.

n.  Consideration, 

1.  Money  advanced  to  pay  illegal  bets.  The  adTancement  of  money  by  the  drawer 
of  a  bill  of  exchange,  to  pay  bets  made  by  him  in  behalf  and  "^t  iht  request  of  the 
drawee,  is  a  good  consideration  for  the  draH;,  although  the  bets  were  illegal  and  the 
money  was  advanced  without  the  request  of  the  drawee.    Oulds  y.  Harrison^  xxviii.  524. 

2.  /.  0.  U. — Assignment  of  judgments,  A  executed  an  indenture,  assigning  certsdn 
judgments  to  B,  and  reciting  that  the  price  had  been  paid.  The  price  had  not  been 
paid,  but  soon  after  B  gave  A  his  I.  O.  U.,  for  the  amount  Held^  that  there  was  a 
sufficient  consideration  for  the  L  O.  U.,  which  might  be  treated  as  given  at  the 
moment  of  executing  the  indenture.     Berry  v.  Story,  xxv.  371. 

S.  Note  given  ajler  composition  to  induce  payee  to  take  up  bills  of  exchange  accepted 
prior  thereto.  A  compounded  with  his  creditors,  of  whom  B  was  one.  B  baring 
received  a  preference,  joined  in  the  composition  deed,  releasing  his  whole  debt  Prior 
to  the  composition,  A  had  accepted  bills  of  exchange,  drawn  by  B,  to  amount  of  the 
debt,  which  were  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  release.  B  neglected  to  take  them 
up,  and  to  induce  him  to.  take  them  up,  A  gave  him  his  promissory  note.  Held,  that 
the  note  was  without  consideration.    MaUalieu  v.  Hodgson,  y.  279. 

4.  Note  given  as  collateral  security  for  debt  of  a  third  person.  It  is  a  good  plea  to  an 
action  by  the  payee  against  the  maker  of  a  promissory  note,  that  the  defendant  made 
the  note,  at  the  request  of  the  plaifltiflT,  as  a  collateral  security  for  a  debt  due  frftn  a 
third  person  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  defendant  was  not  liable  to  pay  the  debt  or 
to  give  the  note  as  security,  and  that  there  was  no  other  consideration.  Crofts  ▼. 
Beale,  y.  408. 

5.  Bet — Pleading.  To  an  action  by  the  drawer  agiunst  the  acceptor  of  a  bill,  de- 
fendant pleaded  that  the  consideration  of  the  acceptance  was  a  bet  lost  by  him  to 
A  B,  and  that  the  defendant  had  notice  of  the  premises  at  the  time.  The  evidence 
was  that  the  bill  sued  upon  was  given  in  renewal  of  a  prior  bill  accepted  in  con^der- 
ation  of  the  bet  The  jury  found  that  the  bill  declared  upon  was  given  in  considerar 
of  the  bet,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  notice  of  it  Hdd,  that  the  plea  was  proved. 
Held,  also,  that  the  plea  was  a  good  answer  to  the  action,  under  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV. 
c.  41.     Hayy.  Ayling,  iii.  416. 

6.  Plea  of  want  of  consideration — False  representation.  A  plea  to  an  action  on  a 
promissory  note  "  that  the  note  was  given  without  consideration,"  and  "  that  it  was 
obtained  from  the  defendant  upon  a  representation  by  the  plaintiff  that  a  nun 
of  money  was  owing  from  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  by  virtue  of  an  indenture, 
whereas  no  such  sum  was  owing/'  is  a  good  plea  of  no  consideration  without  alleging 
that  the  representation  was  made  '*  fraudi^lently,**  or  that  it  was  a  representation  of  a 
matter  of  fact,  and  the  word  "  fraudulently,"  if  used,  might  be  rejected  as  surplusage. 
Southall  y.  Bigg,  iy.  866. 

III.  Acceptance;  Liabilities  of  Acceptors  ;  Presentment,  S^c. 

1.  On  behalf  of  joint-^tock  company.  A  bill  of  exchange  drawn  upon  a  joint-stock 
company  by  its  corporate  name,  was  accepted  as  follows :  '*  Accepted,  J.  B.  and  £.  N., 
directors  of  the  C.  Company,  appointed  to  accept  this  bill."  J.  B.  and  E.  N.  were,  in 
fact,  directors  of  the  company.  The  corporate  seal,  haying  the  name  of  the  company 
inscribed,  was  also  affixed  to  the  bill,  and  it  was  countersigned  by  the  secretary.  Held, 
that  the  bill  of  exchange  was  sufficiently  expressed  to  be  accepted  by  J.  B.  and  £.  N. 
on  behalf  of  the  company  within  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  s.  45.  Halford  v.  Cameron's^  {pe. 
Bailioay  Co.  iii.  309.    Edwards  v.  Cameron*s,  jrc.  Railway  Co.  xi.  565. 

2.  Prima  facie  evidence  of-^Beasonable  time.  The  bare  production  of  a  bill  of  ex- 
change, with  formal  proof  of  the  writing  to  the  acceptance,  is  primd  facie  cyidence 
that  the  bill  was  accepted  during  its  currency,  and  within  a  reasonable  time  of  the  date 

bears,  such  being  the  regular  and  usual  course  of  business.    What  is  a  reasonable 
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iftne  depends  on  the  relative  places  of  abodie  of  the  parties  to  the  bill.    Roberts  t. 
Bdhell,  xiv.  218. 

S.  Contract  raised  by — Where  made.  Where  a  bill  is  sent  from  one  country  by  the 
drawer  to  the  drawee  in  another,  who  there  accepts  it,  and  returns  it  to  the  drawer, 
the  contract  raised  by  the  acceptance  was  made  in  the  country  of  the  drawee.  So, 
also,  where  the  bill  is  thus  sent  from  one  place  to  another  in  the  same  country.  Wilde 
T.  Sheridan^  xi.  380. 

4.  Acceptance  in  Kank.  If  an  indorsee  of  a  bill,  accepted  in  blank,  is  aware  of  that 
&ct  at  the  time  of  the  indorsement,  he  must  be  taken  to  have  as  full  knowled<re  of  the 
circtunstances  of  the  origin  of  the  bill  as  if  he  had  made  the  proper  inquiry.  In  this 
case  a  claim  by  the  holder  of  such  a  bill  against  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  was 
not  allowed.     Hatch  v.  Searles^  xxxi.  219. 

5.  Of  hill  payable  at  bank — Indorsement  by  hank.  A  bill  of  exchange  drawn  by  A, 
was  accepted,  payable  at  a  bank.  A,  a  customer  of  the  bank,  discounted  the  bill  with 
them,  and  the  bank  re-discounted  it,  and  indorsed  it  to  a  third  party.  On  the  day 
when  the  bill  became  due,  it  was  presented  at  the  bank  for  pa^nnent  by  the  holder, 
and  there  being  no  funds  of  the  acceptor  then  in  their  hands,  the  bank,  having  paid 
it,  instead  of  debiting  the  acceptor's  account  with  the  amount,  carried  it  to  a  separate 
account  as  ^n  unpaid  bill.  The  acceptor  not  having  provided  funds  in  the  course 
of  the  day,  the  bank  sent  notice  of  its  dishonor  to  the  drawer  oi^the  next  morning, 
and  debited  his  account  with  it.  In  an  action  by  A  against  the  bank  for  money  lent, 
in  which  the  defendants  set  off  the  amount  of  the  bill,  the  jury  found  that  the  bank 
paid  the  bill  a»  indorsers  of  it,  and  not  as  agents  of  the  acceptor.  Held^  that  the  jury 
were  justified  in  so  finding.    Pollard  v.  Ogden,  xxii.  152. 

6.  Blank  acceptance — Statute  of  limitations.  A  person,  by  giving  another  a  blank 
acceptance,  makes  him,  as  to  third  parties,  his  general  agent  to  fill  up  the  bill  to  the 
estent  the  stamp  will  cover,  and  he  is  bound  by  his  acceptance  in  the  hands  of  an 
innocent  holder  for  value ;  therefore,  to  an  action  by  an  indorsee  for  value  without  no- 
tice against  the  acceptor,  it  is  no  defence  that  the  acceptance  was  given  in  blank  to  the 
drawer,  and  that  the  bill  was  not  filled  up  and  issued  until  an  unreasonable  time 
(twelve  years)  after.  In  such  case,  the  Statute  of  Limitations  runs  from  the  time  the 
bill  became  due,  as  filled  up,  and  not  from  the  time  it  would  have  become  due,  if  com- 
pleted when  it  was  accepted  in  blank.    Montague  v.  Perkins^  xxii.  516. 

7.  Individual  liability  on  hill  accepted  far  company.  Where  a  bill  was  addressed  to 
a  mining  company,  and  accepted  for  the  company  by  the  defendant  as  manager,  and 
it  was  shown  that  he  and  three  others  had  agreed  to  form  the  company,  and  that  the 
mine  had  been  worked  on  the  footing  of  that  agreement,  it  was  held^  that  the  defendant 
was  individually  liable  on  the  bill  as  a  member  of  the  company.     Owen  v.  Van  Uster^ 

8.  Unauthorized  acceptance  for  company.  A  man  who  accepts  a  bill  for  a  company, 
without  authoiity  to  do  so,  binds  himself,  but  not  the  company,  even  though  he  states 
at  the  time  that  he  will  not  be  personally  bound.    Nlcholls  v.  Diamond,  xxiv.  403. 

9.  Of  hill  given  for  hets  made  by  drawer  as  acceptor's  agent.  It  is  no  defence  to  an 
action  against  the  acceptor  of  a  bill  'of  exchange,  that  the  bill  was  given  for  bets  on 
horseraces  made  by  the  drawer  as  the  acceptor's  agent,  but  paid  by  him  without  the 
acceptor's  request.     Oulds  v.  Harrison,  xxviii.  624. 

10.  Drawn  in  blank  abroad — Fraudulendy  filled  up — Acceptance  procured  by  fraud. 
Where  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn  in  blank  in  a  foreign  country,  was  sent  by  the  drawer 
to  his  a^nt  in  London,  to  be  accepted  by  a  customer  of  the  drawer  as  a  mode  of  pay- 
ment for  goods ;  and  the  agent,  without  any  authority  from  the  drawer,  filled  it  up  and 
induced  the  defendant,  who  was  not  a  customer  of  the  drawer,  to  accept  it,  and  after^ 
^nu^,  in  fraud  of  the  drawer,  indorsed  it  to  the  plaintiffs  for  value,  it  was  held,  that  the 
biH  was  a  foreign  bill,  not  requiring  a  stamp,  and  that  the  acceptor  was  liable.  Barker 
T.  Sterne,  xxv.  602. 
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11.  *'  Retire,'*  meaning  of.  E.  drew  «  bill  on  tke  plaintiff  for  4772.,  and  to  indnoe 
him  to  accept  it  gave  him  the  defendant's  acceptance  q£  a  (second)  hill  for  the  aaoM 
sum.  The  defendant  suspended  payment.  £.  tiien  indnced  the  plaintiff  to  accept  a 
(third)  bill,  agreeing  in  writing  to  find  him  funds  to  pay  it  and  "retire"  the  secon4 
bill.  £.  accordingly  af^terwards  paid  the  plaintiff  477/.,  who  paid  the  amount  of  the 
second  bill  to  the  holder  and  took  it ;  promising  to  surrender  it  to  £.,  but  afierwards 
refusing  to  do  sa  The  plaintiff  paid  the  first  and  third  bills,  and  sued  on  the  second. 
The  defendant  pleaded  that  he  had  paid  the  plaintiff  a  sum  of  money  on  condition  he 
should  retire  and  deliver  up  the  bill  as  discbaiiged.  Held^  that  the  word  "  rettre,"  in 
the  written  agreement,  did  not  mean  "  to  cancel  and  dischai^e  **  when  used  of  an  in* 
dorser.  That  the  plaintiff  had  accepted  the  third  bill  on  the  faith  of  the  agreement, 
and  that  his  liability  was  unaffected  by  his  subsequent  promise  to  return  the  second 
bill.  That  the  action  was  maintainable;  and,  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  support 
the  plea.    Eisom  v.  Denny,  xxt.  423. 

1 2.  Presentment  for,  of  bills  patfoble  on  or  after  sight — Check,  In  bills  of  eschanga 
payable  on  or  after  sight,  our  law  does  not  fix  a  time  for  presentment  for  acceptance; 
but  the  rule  is  that,  where  there  is  no  usage  of  trade,  the  bill  must  be  presented  within 
a  reasonable  time,  which  is  a  mixed  question  of  law  and  fact  for  the  determination  of  a 
jury,  with  the  assistance  of  a  judge.  In  such  questions  the  interests  not  only  of  the 
drawee,  but  of  th^ holder  also,  must  be  taken  into  account;  and,  though  the  biU  need 
not  be  sent  for  acceptance  by  the  very  earliest  opportunity,  there  must  be  no  iair 
proper  delay.  And  it  is  no  answer  to  the  objection  of  laches,  that  (he  parties  remained 
solvent  from  the  date  of  the  bill  to  the  day  of  presentoient,  and  that  no  actual  loss  was 
occa«oned  by  the  laches.  But  these  rules  do  not  i^ply  to  a  banker's  check,  which  is 
a  peculiar  sort  of  instrument    MuUick  v.  Rodakissen,  xxviii.  86. 

13.  Agent  of  drawer  and  drawee — Failure  of  agent  before  maturity  of  bill.  A  sent 
B  an  order  for  coffee,  saying  that  for  the  costs  of  the  coffee  he  had  opened  a  credit  m 
fiivor  of  B  with  C  of  London.  C  was  the  agent  of  both  A  and  B.  B  drew  on  hini 
at  sixty  days  afier  sight,  and  C  on  receiving  the  bill  marked  it  as  accepted,  and  after- 
wards formally  accepted  it,  and  charged  the  amount  to  A  and  credited  it  to  B,  ynA 
interest  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  bill.  C  failed  before  the  bill  was  due, 
having  never  had  assets  of  A^  sufficient  to  meet  the  bill.  B  was  a  creditor  of  Csl 
The  bill  was  protested  for  non-pa3mient,  and  B  sued  A  for  the  price  of  the  coffee,  an4 
tecovered  on  the  ground  that  the  circumstances  did  not  import  that  B  had  accq)ted 
the  credit  on  C  as  present  payment,  and  taken  the  risk  of  C's  insolvency ;  and  that  C 
had  no  right  to  enter  it  as  present  payment  without  B's  consent  Maxwell  ▼.  Deare, 
xxvi.  56.  • 

IV.  Indorsement. 

1.  Delivery  to  indorsee."  In  order  to  constitute  a  legal  and  valid  indorsement  of  a 
bill  of  exchange,  the  holder  must  not  only  write  his  name  on  the  back  thereof,  but  he 
must  also  manually  deliver  the  bill  to  the  indorsee.  A  delivery,  afVer  indorsement  to 
the  attorney  retuned  by  the  indorsee  to  sue,  is  not  sufficient  to  sustain  the  allegation 
of  indorsement  in  a  declaration  on  a  plea  traversing  it  Sain^mry  v.  Parkinson^  zx. 
851,  (note.)  • 

2.  Delivery  for  special  purpose.  A,  being  the  pajree  and  holder  of  a  bill  of  exchange^ 
wrote  his  name  upon  it,  and  gave  it  to  B  for  the  purpose  of  getting  it  discounted.  B 
never  paid  A  any  money  in  respect  of  the  bill,  but  kept  it  until  it  was  overdue,  when 
•ke  delivered  it  to  C  without  receiving  any  value  for  it  Held,  that  there  wA  no  in- 
•Cbrsement  by  A  to  B.    Lloyd  v.  Howard^  i.  227. 

3.  Indorsement  for  discount  The  drawer  of  an  aocepted  bill  of  exchange  wrote  his 
name  across  the  back  of  the  bill,  and  ddivered  it  to  A  to  get  discounted ;  who,  instead 
thereof,  while  the  bill  was  running,  deposited  it  with  B  as  security  for  money  advaacecl 
to  himself,  without  fraud  on  the  part  of  B.  Heldj  that  there  was  a  valid  indoraeme^t 
of  the  bill  by  the  drawer  to  B.    Palmer  v.  Richards^  i.  529. 
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4.  /fMi^fMrnent  of  overdue  UU-^Eqwiiei^Sei'Ojf:  The  Btetutory  right  of  eeUjff 
ift  nol  one  «f  (die  equitiefl  rabject  to  whksh  an  overdue  bill  of  exchange  is  taken  by  an 
indonee,  and  notice  given  hj  the  drawee  to  the  drawer,  of  election  to  set  off  a  citM 
ehim,  makes  no  difference)  unless  there  is  im  agreement  to  allow  the  set-off  assented 
to  by  both  of  the  parties  to  the  bill.     Oulds  v.  Harrison^  xxviii.  524. 

5.  Transfer  of  biU  indoreed  in  bUmk.    Where  a  bill  of  exchange  is  indorsed  in  ^ 
blank,  and  is  tnmtferTOd  by  the  indorsee  by  delivery  only,  without  any  fresh  indorse- 
ment, the  transferree  takes  as  against  the  acceptor  any  title  which  the  intermediate 
indorsee  possessed.    Fairchugk  v.  Paviay  xxv.  5SSw 

V.  Dishonor  and  Notiee  qf;  Protest, 

1.  Knowledgejjf  pcaiy  gicing  notke.  If  a  party  to  a  bill  gives  a  positive  notice  of  iti 
dishonor,  which  afterwards  turns  out  to  be  true,  it  is  inunaterial  whether  he  had  abso- 
bte  knowledge  of  the  fact  at  the  time  when  he  gave  the  notice.  Jennings  v.  RobertSy 
xzix.  118. 

2.  The  defendant  indorsed  a  bill,  accepted  and  payable  in  London,  to  the  plaintiff, 
who  indorsed  it  to  a  countty  bank.  On  the  day  when  it  fell  due,  the  plaintiff  told  the 
defendant  that  the  manager  of  the  bank  said  the  bill  would  be  back  from  London  in 
the  DMyming,  and  he  asked  the  defendant  for  the  money  for  it  Another  witness  added 
that  the  plaintiff  said  the  bill  had  been  dishonored.  The  manager  of  die  bank  did  not, 
m  fact,  know  that  the  bill  had  been  dishonored  until  the  next  morning.  The  judge 
told  the  jury  that  if  they  believed  the  evidence,  this  was  a  good  notice  of  dishonor,  if 
the  defendant  so  understood  it  The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff.  Heldy  that  the  evi» 
deuce  was  sufficient  to  make  out  a  notice  of  dishonor,  and  that  there  was  no  misdirco 
iion,  what  was  said  about  the  defendant  understanding  the  words  as  a  notice  of  dishonor 
hong  by  way  of  caution  to  the  jury  against  giving  to  the  words  the  meaning  which 
they  would  ordinarily  bear.    lb, 

8.  DiUgence  of  holder.  Notice  of  the  dishonor  of  a  bill  of  exchange  for  non-payment 
by  the  acceptor,  was  sent  by  the  hdder  to  the  drswer  through  the  post,  addressed 
**  London  *  the  bill  itself  being  dated  London  simply.  The  drawer  resided  at  Chelsea, 
and  the  notice  never  reached  him,  and  it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  had  inquiry  been 
made  of  the  acceptor,  whose  address  was  given  in  the  bill,  the  drawer's  address  might 
ftore  been  ascertained.  Held^  in  an  action  against  the  drawer,  that  due  diligence  on 
the  part  of  Uie  holder  sufficiently  appeared,  and  therefore  that  he  was  entitled  to  suo> 
ceed  upon  the  issue  of  whether  or  not  due  notice  of  dishonor  had  been  given.  Bur^ 
^Mster  T.  Barron^  iz.  402. 

4.  Erroneous  description  of  biU,  A  notice  of  dishonor  sent  by  the  indorsee  of  a  bill 
of  exchange  to  the  drawer,  stated  the  amount  of  the  bill  correctly,  bbt  erroneously  de* 
acribed  it  as  drawn  by  the  acceptor  and  accepted  by  the  drawer.  Hetdj  a  sufficient 
notice  of  dishonor.    MeUersh  v.  Rippen^  xi.  599. 

5.  Form  of  good  notice.  The  following  is  a  good  notice  of  di^onor  of  a  bill  of  ex- 
^aage :  **  We  beg  to  acquaint  you  with  the  non-payment  of  Mr.  Miles's  acceptance  to 
Janes  Wright's  draft  of  the  29th  of  December  last,  at  four  months,  60/.  amounting, 
with  expenses  to  51.  5$.  id.j  which  remit  us  in  the  course  of  post  without  fidl,  or  pay  to 
ykstn.  Everards  and  Co.,  of  Lyme.**    Etferard  v.  Watson^  xviii.  194. 

6.  Qfiestion  for  jury.  On  the  day  after  a  bill  became  due,  the  holder's  clerk  called 
upon  the  drawer,  and  told  lum  that*  the  bill  had  been  duly  presented,  and  that  the  ao- 
«Bptor  ''coidd  not  pay  it ;"  to  which  the  drawer  replied  that «"  he  wouM  see  the  holder 
Aboot  it"  Held^  that  it  was  property  left  to  the  jury  to  infer  fh>m  this  conversation  that 
^  dmwer  had  dne  notice  of  dishonor.    Metcalfe  v.  Richardson^  xx.  301. 

7.  NcHee  too  late.  The  drawer  of  a  bill  indorsed  it  to  defendant,  who  indorsed  it  to 
A,  and  A  to  plaintiff.  The  bill  foil  due  on  Saturday,  the  15th,  and  was  dishonored. 
iShA|fauntiff,  the  holder,  on  Monday,  the  17th,  gave  notice  of  dishonor  to  A.     A  gave

no  notice  to  tiie  defendant,  bot  on  the  18tli,  the  plaintiff  gave  the  defendant  notice. 
Heldy  that  the  notice  to  the  defendant  was  too  late.  {See  cases  in  the  note.)  Howe  y.

8.  At  the  trial  of  an  action  against  the  drawer  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  in  which  the 
defendant  traversed  the  notice  of  dishonor,  it  appeared  that  when  the  bill  came  into 
the  plaintiff's  hands  in  due  coarse,  he  wroto  to  an  indorsee  for  the  defendant's  address, 
and  on  the  day  he  received  it,  sent  a  notice  of  dishonor  to  him.  Held,  sufficient  evi- 
dence to  warrant  the  jury  in  finding  for  the  plaintiff.    Dixon  v.  Johnson,  xxix.  504. 

9.  Evidence  of.  In  an  action  by  indorsee  against  indorser  or  drawer,  any  declara- 
tion by  him,  amounting  to  an  acknowledgment  of  liability  or  to  a  prombe  to  pay,  made 
to  any  party  applying  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  is  good  evidence  of  notice  of  dishonor. 
And  although  the  defendant  himself  is  called  to  disprove  notice,  yet,  if  the  question  be 
left  to  the  jury  on  his  credibility,  and  they  find  for  the  plaintiff,  the  court  will  not  dis- 
turb the  verdict.    Jones  v.  O^Brien,  xxvi.  288. 

10.  Protest — Foreign  bUl  taken  up  far  honor  of  party.  Although,  to  make  a  party 
to  a  foreign  bill  liable  to  a  person  who  takes  up  such  bill  for  his  honor,  it  is  necessary 
that  a  formal  protest  should,  previously  to  so  taking  up  the  bill,  have  been  made  before 
a  notary,  that  the  payment  was  made  for  the  honor  of  such  party,  yet  it  is  not  necessary 
that  such  protest  should  be  formally  drawn  up  at  the  ^me  o^  such  payment,  even  in  the 
case  of  pa}1nent  for  the  honor  of  a  drawer  or  indorser.  The  instrument  may  be  drawn 
op  at  any  time  afterwards,  if  before  trial.     Geraiopulo  v.  Wieler,  iii.  515. 

VI.  AUercUion;  Parol  Discharge;   Usury, 

1.  Alteration  mthoiit  consent  of  maker.  A  note  was  made  payable  five  months  after 
date  with  lawful  interest,  and  afterwards,  and  before  the  note  became  due,  the  words 
••  interest  to  be  paid  at  6/.  per  cent,  per  annum,''  were  written  in  the  comer  of  it,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  maker.  Held,  in  an  action  by  the  payee  against  the  maker, 
that  there  was  a  material  alteration  of  the  note,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitied 
to  recover  in  the  action.     Warrington  v.  Early,  xxn.  208. 

2.  Insertion  of  words  without  acceptor's  knoudedge.  Where  a  bUl  of  exchange 
was,  without  the  privity  of  the  acceptor,  altered  by  inserting  the  words  ''  payable  at 
A,"  and  afterwards  indorsed  to  the  plaintiff  for  value,  who  took  it  bondfde  and  with- 
out knowledge  of  the  alteration,  it  was  held,  that  this  was  a  material  alteration  which 
discharged  the  acceptor.    Burchfield  v.  Moore,  xxv.  123. 

3.  Remedy,  The  plaintiff's  remedy  in  such  a  case  is  confined  to  a  right  to  recover  the 
consideration  for  the  bill  as  between  himself  and  his  immediate  indorser ;  and  a  similar 
remedy  may  be  resorted  to  between  all  prior  parties  to  the  biU  untU  the  party  is 
reached  through  whose  fraud  or  laches  the  alteration  was  made,  lb, 

4.  Discharge  by  parol.  Liability  on  a  bill  of  exchange,  or  a  promissory  note,  may 
be  discharged  by  parol.    Foster  v.  Dawber,  vi.  496. 

5.  Security  of  land — Usury,  A  bill  of  exchange  at  three  months,  made  to  secure 
the  repayment  of  money  lent  by  the  plaintiff  at  interest  exceeding  5/.,  per  cent,  is  not 
invalidated  by  reason  of  the  plaintiff  holding  the  security  of  land  also  for  the  repay- 
ment, within  the  3  &  4  Will  lY.  c.  98,  s.  7,  and  the  2  &  8  Yict  c.  37,  s.  1.  Nixon  v. 
PhiUips,  viu.  581. 

YII.  Lo8t  Bilh  ofui  Notes. 

1.  Action  for  goods  sold — Plea  of  bill  delivered  and  lost.  To  an  action  for  goods 
sold,  there  was  a  pica  that  the  defendant  had  accepted  and  delivered  to  the  plaintiff  a 
bill  of  exchange  drawn  on  him  by  the  plaintiff  on  account  of  the  sum  due  for  the 
goods,  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the  latter  five  months  after  date ;  that  afterwards

2.  LoM  of  negotiable  bill  a  defence — Bill  of  exchange.'  Where  a  negotiable  bill  of 
exchange  id  lost  at  tbe  time  a  party  is  called  on  to  pay^iutbe  loss  constitutes  a  defence, 
iiiter  if  it  is  not  a  negotiable  bilL     Clay  v.  Crowey  xvnu  ^4.*  But  see  note. 

3.  Loss  of  non-negotiable  note.  If  the  loss  of  a  non-negotiable  note  be  a  good 
defence  La  an  action  on  it,  that  defence  does  not  arise  on  a  plea  nf  non/ectt  It  seemi 
that  even  if  specially  pleaded  it  would  be  no  defence.  A  pleA  ^ttnit  the  note  waa* 
destroyed  in  consequence  of  an  agreement  between  the  payee  and  the*  maker,  cannot 
be  treated  as  a  plea  stating  the  loss  of  the  note,  by  rejecting  the'*«ther.a]legatioii.

VIII.  Actions  on  Bills  and  Notes ;  FUading^  Evidence^  Damages^.^c^* 

1.  Action  by  bon&Jide  holder  for  benefit  of  another  party,  C.,  a  merchant  in*  Lcn^ 
don,  having  in  his  hands  funds  of  W.,  a  merchant  in  America,  by  W.'s  request,  bought . 
of  defendant,  through  a  broker,  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn  by  defendant  on  a  F^ris  banker. 
C.  agreed  to  pay  for  the  bill  on  the  next  post-day,  according  to  the  custom  of  London 
merchants,  and  forwarded  it  to  plaiotiff  on  account  of  amoant  dne  him  by  W.  Plaintiff 
acknowledged  its  receipt,  and  stated  he  had  placed  it  to  credit  of  W.  C.  failed  to  pay 
tiie  price  of  the  Inll,  and,  by  defendant's  order,  payment  of  the  bill  was  refused  Irf 
drawee.  W.  reimbursed  plaintiff.  Held^thai  the  plaintiff  was  a  hon&  fide  holder  fcnr 
value,  and  entitled  to  maintain  the  action,  though  W.  was  really  the  party  for  whose 
benefit  the  action  was  prosecuted ;  C.  not  acting  as  agent  for  W.  in  the  purchase  of 
the  bill,  so  as  to  pl6J^  his  credi^for  the  price.    Poirier  r.  Morris,  xx.  108.  » 

2.  Bets — Security  for  winnings*  Where  A  and  B  jointly  made  bets  with  third  per- 
sons on  a  horserace,  and  B  received  the  money,  giving  A  a  bill  accepted  by  C  (no 
party  to  the  betting,)  for  his  share,  it  was  held^  that  A  might  sue  C  on  the  biB. 
Johnson  V.  Lansley,  xxii.  468. 

8.  Interest  and  possession  requisite  to  sustain  suit,  A  party  cannot  sue  on  a  bill  of 
exchange  in  which  he  has  no  interest,  and  of  which  he  has  no  possession.  An  accepted 
bill  was  indorsed  by  the  drawer  to  A  who  gave  it  to  B  for  value,  but  without  indorse- 
ment, saying  that  he  would  guarantee  the  payment.  The  executor  of  B,  unwilling 
to  sue  on  the  bill  himself,  applied  to  A  to  see  it  paid,  whereupon  it  was  agreed  between 
tiiem  and  the  plaintiff  that  the  latter  should  sue  on  it  in  his  own  name ;  and  A  accord^ 
ingly  took  a  copy  of  the  bill  from  the  executor,  and  delivered  it  to  the  plaintiff  for 
that  purpose.  An  action  was  then  conunenced,  and  the  bill  given  to  him.  Held,  that 
defendant's  pleas  that  plaintiff  was  not  an  indorsee  nor  the  holder  at  the  commence* 
ment  of  the  suit,  were  both  proved.    Emmet  v.  Tottenkamy  xx.  848. 

4.  Action  by  indorsee  against  acceptor — Plea  of  payment  to  drawer*  To  an  action 
by  the  indorsee  of  a  bill  of  exchange  agsunst  the  acceptor,  the  defendant  pleaded  thai 
«r.  H.  the  drawer,  indorsed  the  bill  to  the  plaintiff  without  value  or  consideration,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  alw^s  held  it  without  value  or  consideration,  and  tha(  after  the  bill 
became  due,  J.  II.  accepted  certain  scrip  certificates  from  the  defendant  in  full  satia- 
factioQ  and  discharge  of  the  bilL  The  plaintiff  replied  that  the  bill  was  indorsed  for 
value  and  consideration,  and  upon  this  issue  the  defendant  had  a  verdict.

sum  for  each  of  his  shares,  and  toAafjie  his  share  by  sale  as  the  sum  of  50/.  was  paid  in 
by  the  members,  upon  giving*  ^uKty  to  be  approved  of  by  the  committee.  Interest 
was  to  be  paid  from  imme^}ely  after  the  sale.  B.  being  a  member  of  sncli  club, 
became  a  purchaser  of  ji^^^,  and,  together  with  the  defendant  and  another  person^ 
gave  a  joint  promLssdf^jI^  to  the  treasurer  of  the  club  for  60/.,  payable  on  demaftd, 
with  interest  Tfap*  ^eelly  payments  were  duly  made  for  some  time  by  A.  and  his

7.  P/<a  o/ffiiyment  by  drawer  in  action  against  acceptor.  In  an  action  by  an  indorsee 

against* th|^,accommodatioa  acceptor  of  a  bill,  it  is  not  a  good  defence  to  the  further 

maidt^&aiice  that,  after  action  brought,  the  drawer  paid  the  amount  of  the  bill  and 

ii\tefe|t*  to  the  indorsee,  under  a  judge's  order  in  another  action  brought  by  the

*••*•,  6.  Indorsement  to  avoid  fet-off.  The  indorsee  of  a  bill  of  exehange  took  it  from

given  the  drawer  notice  of  his  election  to  set  off  a  cross  claim,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  avoiding  this  setoff,  and  brought  suit  on  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  drawer.  Ueldy 
that  he  had  a  legal  right  to  do  this,  and  tliat  a  plea  setting  up  the  above  statement  of 
facts  as  a  defence  was  bad.

9.  Cancelling  of  acceptances — Fresh  acceptance f  new  assignment  of  A.  S.  (a  foreign 
merchant)  drew  upon  D.  and  Ca  several  bills,  .in  two  parts,  which  were  accepted, 
and,  according  to  instructions,  Were  sent  to  G.  and  Go.  to  be  held  by  them  at  the  dis- 
position of  the  holders  of  the  seconds.  A.  S.,  failing  to  get  the  seconds  discounted, 
destroyed  them,  and  sent  word  to  6.  and  Ca  to  return  the  firsts  to  D.  and  Ca,  to 
have  Uie  acceptances  cancelled,  and  instructed-  D.  and  Co.  to  receive  and  so  cancel 
them.  Afterwards,  A.  S.  made  new  seconds,  wrote  to  D.  and  Ca  that  he  had  annulled 
the  previous  instructions  to  G.  and  Co.,  and  requested  them  to  replace  the  firsts  in  the 
hands  of  G.  and  Ca  Whereupon,  D.  and  Co.  wrote  to  A.  S.  as  follows  in  substance : 
'*  We  have  cancelled  the  acceptances  on  your  firsts,  and,  therefore,  it  would  luirdly  do 
to  reissue  them  in  their  present  state ;  but  we  have  written  to  G.  and  Co.,  explaining 
this,  and  requesting  them  to  refer  the  holders  of  the  seconds  to  us,"  Held,  in  an  action 
by  the  holders  of  the  seconds  against  D.  and  ^o.  that  the  acceptances  had  been  duly 
cancelled ;  and,  even  if  the  last  letter  of  D.  and  Co.  to  A.  S.  amounted  to  a  fresh 
acceptance,  that,  the  defendants  having  pleaded  the  above  facts,  such  fresh  accept^ 
ance  should  have  been  newly  assigned.    lialli  v.  Dennistoun^  y.  461, 

10.  Evidence — Onus  of  proof  of  consideration.  Defendant  accepted  a  bill  of  ex- 
change drawn  for  his  accommodation.  It  was  then  indorsed  by  the  drawer,  in  blank, 
and  delivered  to  defendant,  who  delivered  it  to  A,  who  delivered  it  to  B,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  it  discounted  for  defendant  B,  against  good  faith,  and  without  the 
authority  of  defendant  or  of  A,  indorsed  the  bill  to  plaintiff.

Where,  in  an  action  ag^nst  the  acceptor 
of  a  bill  of  exchange,  plea,  nan  acceptavit^  the  defendant's  attome}'  signed  an  admisaon 
tlatthe  acceptance  was  in  the  handwriting  of  die  defendant,  without  adding  the  usnal 
clauK,  '^saving  all  just  exceptions  to  the  admissibility  of  evidence,**  it  was  held^  thaf 
the  jury  were  warranted  in  finding  for  the  plaintiff,  notwithstanding  the  non-produc* 
tion^of  the  fa&U.     Chaplin  ▼.

13.  Fraud  as  affecting  onus,  hk  an  action  by  the  indorsee  against  tlie  acceptor  of 
a  bill  of  exchange,  to  which  the  defendant  pleads  that  the  bill  was  obtained  from  him 
bj  frand,  and  indorsed  to  the  plaintiff  without  consideration,  proof  of  the  fraud  throws 
on  the  plaintiff  the  onus  of  proving  that  he  gave  consideration  for  the  bill.  Harvey 
T.  Tomers,  It.  531.    Berry  v.  Alderman^  xxiv.  818. 

U.  Fraud — Indorser  a  convicted  felon — Evidence.  Action  against  acceptor  of  a  bill 
of  exchange,  indorsed  to  pliundfi]  by  H. ;  plea,  that  defendant  was  defrauded  of  his 
aceeptance,  and  that  it  was  fraudulently  indorsed  by  drawer  to  a  person  unknewn ; 
that  U.  took  it  with  notice  of  the  fhkud,  and  that  the  plaintiff  took  it  with  notice  of 
the  premises.  It  having  been  proved  that  the  plaintiff  had  said  in  1852,  he  had 
known  H.  for  a  long  time,  a  witness  was  asked  whether  he  had  not  seen  H.  in  the  dock 
at  the  Old  Bailey,  and  seen  him  removed  to  prison ;  and  it  was  held,  that  this  evidence 
was  inadmissible.

S.  That  it  was  a 
question  for  the  jury  whether  the  indorsement  was  made  before  the  supposed  accept- 
ance, but  that  as  the  plaintiff  admitted  this,  there  must  be  a  verdict  for  the  defendant 
on  the  issue  as  to  the  presentment,  though  not  on  that  as  to  the  notice,  as  no  point 
was  made  on  it  at  the  trial.

16.  Measure  of  damages.  In  an  action  against  the  drawer  of  a  bill  of  exchange 
not  bearing  interest,  which  has  been  dishonored  by  non-acceptance,  if  the  jury  find 
the  plaintiff  entitled  to  interest  by  way  of  damages,  the  measure  of  damages  is  the 
lale  of  interest  at  the  place  where  tiie  bill  was  drawn.     Gibbs  v.  Fremont^  xx.  555.

4.  Implied  warranty  against  forgery.  The  vendor  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  though  no 
put;  to  the  bill,  impliedly  warrants  ito  genuineness,  and  if  it  turns  out  that  the  name 
of  one  of  the  parties  is  forged  and  the  bill  becomes  valueless,  he  is  liable  to  the  ven- 
dee, as  upon  a  Mure  of  consideration.

The  rate  of 
discount  chained  by  the  defendants  to  A,  exceeded  that  chai^ged  by  the  plaintiflh 
to  the  defendants.  The  acceptance  to  the  biQ  turned  out  to  have  been  forged  by 
A,  and  the  bill  proved  valueless.

6.  Condiiiorud  liability  of  maker.  If  B  is  induced  to  mgn  a  note  with  A,  on  thu 
Representation  that  C  will  also  join,  and  he  signs  it  with  the  understanding  that  he 
Bhall  not  be  responsible  unless  C  does  tiius  join,  and  C  refuses  to  do  it,  whereupon  A, 
without  the  knowledge  of  B,  passes  the  note  to  D  for  value,  then  B  is  not  liaUo  on 
the  note.

7.  One  note  taken  in  talisfaciion  of  another.  An  agreement  between  the  payee 
and  one  of  several  makers  of  a  jftint  and  several  promissory  note,  that  the  paye4i 
khall  take  another  promissory  note  in  ntisfaction  of  the  first,  with  payment  of  the 
note  taken  by  the  payee  on  such  understanding,  amounts  to  payment  by  the  other 
makers  of  the  joint  and  several  note^  though  the  second  note  be  made  by  a  third 
pexvon,  and  paid  by  a  four&.

BOND. 

1.  Release  of.  A  being  indebted  to  B,  C,  and  D,  thre^  risters,  who  were  hit  m 
delations,  partly  on  his  own  account,  and  partly  as  executor  of  his  father,  executed  tb 
them  a  bond  for  500/.  At  the  time  of  giving  the  bond,  A  olgected  to  give  it,  and 
agreed  to  do  so,  only  on  a  verbal  representation  that  it  was  not  intended  to  be  enforced 
tmleas  B,  C,  and  D  should  come  to  want, — an  event  which  did  not  happen.  The  bond 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  three,  till  the  death  of  B,  and,  after  her  death,  in  the 
hands  of  the  survivors,  and,  afler  the  death  of  C,  in  the  hands  of  D,  whose  property, 
(by  mutual  arrangements,)  it  was  at  the  time  of  her  death.  On  the  bond  was  Ibcmd 
the  following  indorsement :  "  This  bond  is  never  to  appear  against  A.  Witness,  C.  C." 
This  was  dated  eleven  years  after  the  date  of  the  bond.  It  was  not  made  clear  that 
C's  name  was  written  by  herself;  it  was  said  that  D  had  written  it.  It  was,  however, 
proved  that  if  D  had  written  it,  she  did  so  with  the  authority  of  C.  Held^  that  with- 
out saying  whether  the  indorsement  amounted  to  a  release,  which  was  a  legal  qnea* 
tion,  Uiere  was  an  equity  under  the  circumstances  against  enforcing  the  bond ;  that^  if 
put  in  suit,  the  action  would  be  restrained,  and  that  there  was  nothing  due  on  tbe 
bond  to  the  estate  of  D.    Major  v.  Major,  xix.  106. 

2.  Discharge  of  in  equity.  The  appointment  of  the  oUigor  in  a  bond  as  the  obligcie's 
executor,  does  not  in  equity  change  or  discharge  the  debt     Turner  v.  CoXy  xxvi.  72. 

8.  Validity  of— Replevin.  The  plaintiff,  being  judge  of  a  county  court,  upon  tiie 
Removal  of  a  plaint  in  replevin  from  his  court  into  a  superior  court,  under  the  9  &  10 
Vict  c.  95,  ss.  121,  127,  took  a  bond  in  the  usual  form,  except  that  he  himself  was 
the  obligee,  instead  of  the  other  parties  in  the  suit,  as  directed  by  the  127t]i,fiectioii. 
The  bond  having  been  forfeited  by  reason  of  the  suit  in  the  superior  court  not  bein^ 
prosecuted  with  effect,  the  judge  of  the  county  court  broi]^t  an  action  on  the  boiuL 
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Hdd^  that  the  bond,  tlioDgii  iiregtilar,  wm  not  void,  and  that  the  plaintiff*  might  sue 
upon  it  as  a  vduntaiy  bond.    Stannfeld  v.  Heliawell,  xi.  559. 

4.  Debenture  or  bond  of  corporation — Void  because  of  blank  for  payee's  name.  A 
debeatore,  or  bond,  isaed  bjr  a  private  incorporated  company  under  their  common 
seal,  fijod  signed  hj  their  secretary,  in  which  is  left  a  blank  for  the  name  of  the  payee, 
19  void  because  of  soeh  Uank.    Enthoven  v.  Hoyle^  ix.  434. 

5.  Bond  to  Ike  ermon^  under  83*  Hen,  VIIL  c.  39.  A  bond  to  the  crown,  under  the  33 
Hen.  VIIL  c  39,  binds  all  lands  of  the  obligor  over  which  he  has  a  disposing  power 
at  the  time  he  entered  into  the  bond.    EUib  ▼.  Regina,  vi.  488. 

6.  The  giving  such  a  bond  is  a  voluntary  act  upon  the  part  of  the  obligor,  and  he 
cannot,  by  afterwards  exercising  the  power,  defeat  the  right  of  the  crown.    75.. 

7.  Such  bond  a  recwrd.  Such  bond  is  within  the  33  Hen.  Vlll.  c.  39,  though  made 
payable  to  *^  the  king,  his  heirs  and  successors,"  and,  being  a  record,  can  bo  looked 
at  by  the  court,  although  it  be  not  set  out  in  the  pleadings.    lb. 

3.  Condition ,  construction  of.  The  condition  of  a  bond  executed  by  the  defendant 
as  tozety  for  A,  recited  (inter  alia)  that  it  had  been  agreed  between  the  directors 
of  a  company  and  A,  that  A  should  proceed  to  such  place  in  the  East  Indies,  at  such 
tune  and  by  such  conveyance  as  the  directors  should  direct,  and  there  serve  the  com- 
pany as  engineer,  at  a  certain  monthly  salary,  to  commence  fVom  the  day  of  his  em* 
barkataon  at  Southampton.  The  -defeasance  provided  (inter  alia)  that  if  A  should 
forthwith  proceed  to  such  place  in  the  East  Indies,  at  such  time  and  by  such  con- 
veyance as  the  directors  should  direct,  the  bond  sliould  be  void.  A  was  paid  part 
of  his  salary  in  advance  in  London  by  a  clerk  of  the  company,  who,  at  the  same  time, 
gave  him  a  ticket  for  the  steamer  from  Marseilles,  and  money  for  the  journey  to  that 
place,  but  he  remained  at  Boulogne  for  some  time,  and  then  returned  to  London. 
He/d,  in  an  action  against  the  defendant  on  the  bond,  that  the  embarkation  of  A  at 
Southampton  was  not  a  condition  to  the  operation  of  the  bond ;  and  that  there  was 
evidence  of  A  having  been  directed  by  the  directors  to  proceed  to  the  East  Indies  by 
Marseilles,  and  that  by  his  neglect  the  bond  was  forfeited.    Ecam  v.  Erle^  xxvi.  475. 

9.  Action  on — Warrant  of  attorney — Suspension  of  remedy.  To  an  action  on  a 
jont  and  several  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  2,800/.,  given  by  the  defendant,  J.  O.,  and 
M.  N.,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  1,400/.,  the  defendant  pleaded :  First,  that  the 
snm  mentioned  in  the  bond  was  secured  by  a  warrant  of  attorney  of  even  date  there- 
with, upon  which  judgment  was  to  be  forthwith  entered  up,  given  by  J.  O.  to  the 
pUdntiff*;  and  tiiat  J.  O.,  after  the  day  conditioned  for  pajment  of  the  principal  snm, 
paid  the  same,  with  interest,  to  the  plaintiff.  Secondly,  that  plaintiff  sued  J.  O.  foi 
the  detention  of  the  moneys  in  the  declaration  mentioned  in  respect  of  the  bond  ; 
that  he  obtained  judgment,  and  took  in  execution  goods  of  J.  O.  to  the  amount  of 
1,41721  Thirdly,  that  by  the  warrant  of  attorney  execution  was  to  issue  only  on 
default  of  payment  of  the  1,400/.;  that  plaintiff  afterwards  sued  J.  O.  for  the  said 
debt  of  2,800/. ;  that  J.  O.  became  bankrupt ;  that  plaintiff  omitted  to  file  the  warrant 
of  attorney  as  required  by  3  Geo.  IV.  c.  39 ;  that  certain  goods  of  J.  O.  were  taken 
in  execution  under  the  judgment  so  obtained ;  and  that  thereby  the  plaintiff  sus- 
pended his  remedy  against  the  principal,  and  discharged  the  defendant,  the  surety. 
Replication  to  second  plea — ^that,  by  reason  of  the  omission  to  file  the  warrant  of 
attoraey,  the  plaintiff  was  compelled  to  refund  to  the  assignees  of  J.  O.  the  proceeds 
of  the  execution.  Similar  replications  to  the  first  and  third  pleas.  Held^  that  the 
fiicts  disckwed  by  the  pleadings,  afforded  no  defence  at  law  to  the  action.  Farker  v. 
WaUon^  XX.  314. 

BOtTOMRY  BOND. 

1.  Notice  of  to  owner  of  cargo  and  charterer  of  ship.  A  bottomry  bond  on  ship, 
freight,  and  cargo  was  granted  by  the  master  at  the  port  where  A,  the  own^jr  of  the 
catgo  and  charterer  of  the  ship,  resided.    Advertisements  for  the  loan  on  bottomry 
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were  published,  and  A  was  aware  of  these  adverdsements,  of  the  unseaworthy  con- 
dition of  the  ship,  and  of  the  fact  that  hia  caf^  had  been  laden  and  unladen  while  the 
ftiip  was  in  the  port,  bat  no  more  direct  conununication  was  made  to  him,  nor  any 
Application  for  advances.  Held,  that  the  advertisements  were  not  saflicient  notice ; 
and  the  bond  pronounced  agaunst,  so  &r  ^  A's  interest  was  affected.  The  Nuova 
Loanese,  xxii.  628. 

2.  Duty  of  lender  to  give  immediate  notice  of  intention  to  take  bond.  A  Brifssh  ship, 
being  damaged,  was  repaired  at  Elsinore,  where  she  arrived  on  the  1 8th  of  October. 
S.  and  Co.  undertook  the  management  of  and  ordered  the  repiurs,  and  corresponded 
with  the  owner  of  the  ship  and  part-owners  of  the  cargo,  but  gave  no  intimation  to 
them  or  the  ntoster  of  their  intention  to  take  a  bottomry  bond  as  a  security,  for  many 
weeks,  and  only  just  before  the  ship  sailed.  The  bond  was  pronounced  against,  with 
eosts,  on  the  ground  that  the  repairs  were  ordered,  in  the  first  instance,  on  personal 
credit,  and  that  S.  and  Ca  should  have  given  the  master  and  owners  immediate  notice 
of  theu:  intention  to  take  a  bond.     The  Wave,  iv.'  589. 

5.  Notice  of  damage  to  owners,  A  letter  from  the  British  consul  in  a  foreign  port, 
written  on  behalf  of  the  master  of  a  small  British  vessel  and  his  agent,  informing  the 
oonsignees  in  England  of  the  damage  sustained  by  the  ship,  but  making  no  application 
for  money,  nor  referring  to  die  nccesaty  for  repairs,  is  sufficient  notice  for  the  par- 
pose  of  raising  money  on  bottomry.     The  Bonaparte,  xx.  649. 

4.  Pleading,  The  defence  intended  to  be  relied  on  as  against  a  bottomry  bond, 
ihould  be  stated  in  the  pleadings.    lb.

The  master  of  a  ship,  having  given  a  bond  on  ship  and 
freight  to  A,  subsequently  chartered  the  ship  to  B,  who,  by  the  terms  of  the  charter- 
party,  was  to  advance  part  of  the  freight  to  defray  necessary  expenses  already  incurred ; 
the  charter-party  then  provided  for  payment  of  the  balance  of  freight  to  A,  in  dis- 
charge of  the  bond.  Field,  that  the  bondholder  had  no  c\sam  upon  the  freight 
advanced  as  against  the  consignee  of  the  cai^  and  assignee  of  the  freight.  The 
Cgnthia,  xx.

7.  Mag  be  taken  by  agent.  In  certain  cases  an  agent  may  take  a  bottomry  bond. 
A  ship,  damaged  on  leaving  New  York,  returned  to  that  port  M.,  who  had  acted  as 
agent  for  her  owner,  gave  the  owner  notice  of  the  accident,  and  of  his  intention  to 
get  the  ship  ready  for  sea  again  as  soon  as  possible.  The  owner  communicated  with 
M.  and  with  the  ship's  master,  but  provided  no  funds  for  the  expenses ;  there  was  no 
evidence  that  the  owner  or  master  had  credit  at  New  York.  AVhen  the  ship  was 
ready  for  sea,  the  master  not  being  able  to  pay  for  the  expenses,  advertised  for  a  loan 
on  bottomry ;  and,  M.*s  offer  being  the  lowest,  the  bond  was  given.  Held,  that  the 
bond  was  valid.     The  Oriental,  ii.  546. 

8.  Given  by  British  consul.  A  British  ship,  whose  master  and  officers  had  been 
murdered  in  a  mutiny,  came  into  a  foreign  port,  where  the  British  consul  took  pos- 
session of  her,  appointed  a  master,  and  gave  a  bottomry  bond  on  the  ship.  Bond 
pronounced  for.     The  Cynthia,  xx.  623. 

9.  Abandonment — Sale  of  cargo — Transshipment  Bond  on  ship,  freight,  and  cai^; 
the  money  to  be  paid  within  twenty-one  days  of  the  ship's  arrival  in  the  port  of 
London,  and  not  to  be  demanded  or  recovered  in  case  the  ship  and  her  cai^  be  lost, 
miscarry,  or  be  cast  away  on  the  voyage.  The  ship  never  reached  the  port  of  London, 
but  was  abandoned  as  for  a  total  loss  at  Algoa  Bay,  where  part  of  the  cargo  was  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  brought  to  England,  and  part  put  into  another  ship,  and  also  brought 
to  England.    The  &ct  that  the  ship  could  not  be  repsdred  was  not  proved.    Held,  that 
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the  bond  must  be  pronounced  for,  and  enforced*  against  (he  proceeds  of  the  ciM^go,

10.  Owners  ofcargtM — Bail — Deficiency  of  bond.    In  a  cause  (^  bottomry  on  dupi

bsIL  Expenses  were  necessarily  incurred,  which  reduced  the  yalue  received  for  the 
ship  and  freight,  and  the  amount  of  bail  giTen  by  the  owners  of  the  cai^,  to  a  sum 
total  less  than  the  bond  and  costs.  Held^  that  the  owners  of  the  cargo  could  not  be 
called  upon  to  |)ay  the  deficiency  either  of  the  bond  or  costs.

U.  Liability  of  cargo.  The  master  of  a  Swedish  ship  took  up  390/.  on  bottomry, 
in  Sweden,  on  the  ship,  freight,  and  cargo.

No  appearance  was  given  for  the  owners  of  the  ship,  which  was  sold  under  decree  for 
less  than  the  bond.  No  notice  had  been  given  to  the  owners  of  the  cargo,  but  the 
shipper  refused  to  advance  the  money.  The  master  made  bo  attempt  to  transship  the 
cargo.    Held,  that  the  bond  was  good  as  against  the  caigo.     The  Bonapartey  i  641. 

12.  Shqi  subject  to,  after  sale*  A  British  ship,  upon  which  a  bottomry  bond  had 
been  taken,  payable  on  arrival  in  England,  was  sold  by  the  master  as  unseaworthy,  at 
public  auction,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  British  consul,  at  Bahia.  Held^  that  the 
diip  was  still  sulyect  to  the  bond.     The  Catherine^  i.  679. 

BREACH  OF  -THE  PEACE.    4, 

1.  By  copartner.  Where  one  partner  by  violence  forces  his  copartner  out  of  the 
businesi  premises  of  the  fins,  threatening  him  with  violence  and  danger  to  his  life,  if 
he  again  enter  the  premises,  and  it  is  necessary  for  such  copartner  to  enter  and  use 
the  premises  ibr  the  carrying  on  his  ordinary  business  as  partner,  the  court  will  peraut 
the  latter  to  exhibit  articles  of  the  peace  against  the  former.  Regina  v.  Mallinson,  i.

2.  Threat  to  flog.  H.  had  written  a  letter  to  a  young  lady,  a  relative  oF  T.  T.  after- 
wards, in  consequence  of  his  writing  the  letter,  violently  assaulted  H.,  and  said:  ^*If 
you  write  again,  I  will  flog  you  within  an  inch  of  your  life."  On  a  subsequent  occa* 
non,  T.  meeting  H.  said  to  him :  "  Remember  what  I  said  to  ypu,  I  am  detemuned  to 
put  a  stop  to  your  proceedinga"  The  court  permitted  H.  to  exhibit  articles  of  the 
peace  against  T.    Hulse^  exparte^  viL  414. 

BURGESS. 

1.  Duty  to  prepare  burgess  list.  Under  the  Municipal  Corporation  Act,  5  &  6 
WilLc.  76,  8.  15,  each  of  the  overseers,  including  the  church-wardens,  is  bound  to 
make  oat,  ragn,  and  deliver  the  burgess  list  of  the  parish.

2.  Qualificaiions  to  act  as  councillor — Action  for  penalties.  Defendant's  name  being 
on  the  hai^ss  list,  an  objection  was  allowed  by  the  Mayor's  Court  of  revision,  for  that 
his  qaalif}'ing  pK^rty  was  wrongly  described  in  the  rate-book,  and  his  name  waf 
struck  off  the  roll.  Afterwards  he  acted  as  councillor,  at  which  time  he  was  legally 
entitled  to  be  on  the  list  In  an  action  for  penalties,  nnder  the  statute  against  acting 
as  councillor  after  ceasing  to  be  qualified,  he  was  held  not  liable,  since  the  question 
was  not  whether,  at  the  time  he  acted^  defendant  was  or  was  not  a  burgess,  or  was  or 
was  not  inserted  in  the  burgess  roll  or  in  a  burgess  list,  but  whether,  at  the  time  he 
acted,  he  was  or  was  not  a  person  so  qualified,  within  the  borough,  as  to  be  eadtled  to 
be  npon  a  burgess  list  of  it     Whalley  v.  Bramwell^  iii.  S74.

CANAL.       * 

1.  Land  covered  by — Ejectment  A  granted  a  lease  of  land  to  B  in  1 779.  In  1794, 
aa  act  was  obtained  for  a  canal,  part  of  which  was  to  paas  over  the  land  demised,  and 
to  be  made  by  G.  On  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  C,  or  of  the  other  authorized  persons 
to  complete  the  respective  portions  of  the  canal  within  two  years,  the  defiiulter  was  to 
pay  500/.  per  annum  until  completion.  0*s  portion  of  the  canal  was  not  completed 
within  the  time  specified,  but  was  subsequently  nuide,  under  an  arrangement  between 
C  and  B,  the  lessee.  Ko  compensation  was  made  to  A  in  respect  of  his  reveivott, 
but  all  the  acts  of  C  were  done  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors  of  the  lands, 
of  whom  A  was  one.  In  1788,  A  mor^ged  his  revenion,  which  was  sold  in  1794,  to 
B,  under  a  decree  of  the  court  The  particulars  of  sale  contained  a  statement  that 
the  canal  was  to  pas^  through  the  land.*  In  1844,  the  lease  to  B  expired,  and  the 
devisees  of  D  brought  an  action  of  ejectment  against  0,  to  recover  the  land  covered 
by  the  canal,  and  obtained  a  verdict  In  a  suit  by  C  against  the  devisees  of  D,  for  an 
injunction  to  rcstnun  further  proceedings  in  the  action,  and  for  a  conveyance  to  C, 
it  was  held^  first,  that  the  time  for  making  the  canal  was  nnlindted ;  subject,  however, 
to  the  pa^nnent  of  500/.  per  annum,  after  the  expiration  of  the  specified  time,  until 
completion.  Secondly,  that  A  had  acquiesced,  and  was  not  entitled  to  the  land. 
Thirdly,  that  the  devisees  of  D  were  not  bound  by  the  acts  of  A ;  but  that  D,  having 
purchased  with  the  knowledge  that  the  canal  was  to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  his  devisees  could  not  interfere  with  this  easement  But,  fourthly,  that  they 
were  entitled  to  compensation  for  the  real,  and  not  the  fictitious,  value  of  the  land 
at  the  time  the  reversion  fell  in,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent  from  diat  time,  and  on 
payment  the  devisees  were  to  execute  proper  conveyances  to  C.  Beaufort  t.  Patrick^ 
xvii.  28.

II.  PSACTICE  IN  RESPECT  TO. 

I.   When  to  be  granted, 

1.  To  remove  conviction  by  justices.  A  conviction  by  jusdces  of  the  peace  may  be 
removed  into  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  by  certiorari^  where  the  justices  have  acted 
without  jurisdiction.  Ex  parte  Hyde,  v.  S68.  Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  St.  Albans, 
xviii.  244. 

2.  To  remove  order  of  sessions.  When  a  judge's  order  or  rule  of  the  Queen's  Bench 
is  made  under  the  stat  12  &  IS  Vict  c.  45,  a  18,  for  the  removal  of  an  order  of 
Quarter  Sessions  into  the  Queen's  Bench,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  it,  it  is  not 
necessary  that  any  certiorari  should  issue  to  remove  the  order  of  sessions.  Hawker  v. 
Field,  i.  810. 

3.  To  remove  cause  from  county  courL    Semble,  that  the  jurisdiction  given  to  the 
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Sapeiior  Coart  by  tlie  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  90,  to  remove  a  cause  from  a  county  court 
by  eeriiorari,  is  not  taken  away  by  the  18  &  14  Vict  c.  61,  b.  16.  Parker  r.  The 
Great  Wextem  RaSway  Co,  L  514.  Parker  ▼•  The  Bristol ,  Sfc,  Railway  Co.  ii.  416. 
Br9okKum  ▼.  Wenhamj  u.  269. 

4.  To  remove  plaints  in  county  courts^  not  exceeding  5/.  Where  a  plaint  in  the 
eoontj  court  does  not  exceed  5/.,  it  cannot  be  removed  by  certiorari,  although  the 
plaintiff  is  an  officer  of  the  court  Where,  therefore,  the  bailiff  of  a  county  court 
entered  two  plaints,  one  for  5/.  for  an  assault,  and  the  other  for  5/.  as  a  fine,  under  the 
9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  114,  for  assaulting  him  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  the  assault 
complained  of  being  the  same  in  both  phuuts,  it  was  held,  that  these  were  two  distinct 
plaints,  the  latter  being  only  an  informal  mode  of  cUiimmg  the  fine ;  and  that,  there- 
fere,  the  plaints  were  not  removable  by  certiorari*    In  re  Box  v.  Green,  xxv.  588. 

5.  To  remove  interpleader  proceedings.  No  certiorari  lies  to  remove  into  a  superior 
cooit  interpleader  proceedings  in  a  county  court    M'KiUar  v.  Summers,  xxvi.  429. 

6.  No  certiorari  issues  out  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer.    In  re  Allison,  xxix.  406. 

7.  To  remove  indicant  on  application  of  one  of  several  defendants.  The  court 
will  grant  a  certiorari  to  remove  an  indictment  for  conspiracy,  on  the  application 
of  one  of  several  defendants,  without  the  consent  of  the  others,  if  that  defendant 
will  enter  into  a  recognizance  to  pay  costs  if  either  himself  or  any  of  the  other 
defendants  are  convicted.    Regina  v.  Foulkes,  iv.  SOI.    Regina  v.  Probert,  xviii.  111. 

8.  Excess  of  jurisdiction  of  Justices,  An  act  giving  local  boards  power  to  make 
certain  by-laws,  declares  that  none  shall  be  in  force  until  confirmed  b^  one  of  the 
•eeretaries  of  state.  I&ld,  that  the  confirmation  and  allowance  by  him  does  not  pre- 
elode  justices  from  inqtiiring  intQ  the  validity  of  the  by-law.  Held,  also,  that  if  jus- 
tices shoold  assume  thie  validity  of  the  by-law  because  allowed  by  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  it  should  be  an  invalid  by-law,  this  is  such  an  excess  of  jurisdiction  as  would 
warrant  a  certiorari,  although,  for  certain  purposes,  the  certiorari  is  taken  away  by  the* 
act    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Staffordshire,  xxx.

9.  Excess  of  jurisdiction.  The  stat.  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  68,  takes  away  the  writ 
of  cer^rari,  and  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  without 
lemanemtion  by  the  quarter  sessions,  acting  under  the  17th  section  of  that  statute,  not 
being  an  excess  of  jurisdiction,  under  2  &  8  Vict  c.  93,  cannot  be  questioned  in  the 
Qoeen's  Bench.    Regina  v.  Jarvu,  xxvi.  229. 

10.  Erroneous  procedure — Order  to  pay  costs.  The  11  &  12  Vict  c.  43,  s.  27,  pro- 
vides that  where  quarter  sessions,  upon  an  appeal  against  an  order,  direct  either  party 
to  pay  costs,  *^  such  order  shall  direct  such  costs  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace, 
to  be  by  him  paid  over  to  the  party  entitled.''  Held,  that  a  mistake  in  ordering  costs 
to  be  paid  directly  to  the  party  instead  of  to  the  clerk,  was  not  a  defect  of  jurisdiction, 
but  merely  erroneous  procedure ;  and,  therefore,  where  such  an  order  had  been  made, 
the  court  refused  to  set  it  aside  when  brought  before  them  by  certiorari.  Regina  v.

11.  To  remove  indictment.  An  indictment  preferred  at  the  assizes  by  direction 
of  justices  at  special  sessions,  in  pursuance  of  sect  95  of  stat  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  50, 
may  be  removed  by  certiorari,  such  indictment  being  a  common-law  proceeding,  and 
therefore  not  within  sect  107,  which  takes  away  the  certiorari.  Regina  v.  The  In- 
habitants of  Sandon,  xxv.

12.  To  remove  indictments  into  central  criminal  court  The  Central  Criminal  Court 
Act,  4  &  5  Will.  IV.  q,  36,  8,  16,  does  not  repeal  the  7  &  8  Geo.  IV.  c.  29,  s.  53,  which 
enacts  that  no  indictment  for  obtaining  money,  &c.,  by  false  pretences,  shall  be 
removed  by  certiorari  into  the  Qourt  of  Queen's  Bench ;  but  it  authorizes  the  several 
judges  there  specified  to  issue  writs,  in  the  nature  of  writs  of  certiorari,  to  remeve 
indictments  for  any  offences  there  cognizable  into  the  Central  Crinunal  Court  from 
the  sesaons  there  mentioned.    Regina  v.  SiU,  xiv.  1 35. 

IS.  Judicial  act— Granting  Ucense  to  sell  beer.    A  license  for  tlie  salo  of  beer,

11.  Practice  in  Respect  to. 

1.  Affidavit  of  service  of  notice.  The  affidavit  of  service  of  notiee  of  application 
for  certiorari  to  remove  an  order  of  sessions,  under  stat.  13  Gea  IL  c«  16,  must  show 
that  the  peraons  on  whom  the  notice  was  served  were  justices,  by  and  before  whom 
the  order  was  made.

2.  To  remove  replevin  suits.  The  conditions  imposed  by  the  121st  section  of  the 
County  Court  Act,  9  &  10  Vict.  c.

The 
declaration  required  by  that  section  may  be  made  by  the  attorney  of  the  party,  at 
least  if  he  b  himself  unable  to  attend;  and,  in  receiving  that  declaration,  the  duty 
of  the  judge  is  altogether  ministerial.    lb. 

'  6.  Disobedience  to.  Where  the  judge  of  a  county  court,  even  through  mistake 
of  the  law,  disobeys  a  certiorari  under  this  section,  the  remedy  is  by  attachment,  or 
perhaps  by  rule  to  return  the  writ.    lb. 

6.  Application  for — Statement  of  facts  on.  On  applying  for  a  certiorari  under  stat 
9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  an  material  facts  relative  to  the  state  of  the  cause  in  the  court 
below  should  be  brought  before  the  judge  to  enable  him  to  exercise  his  discretion  in 
granting  or  refusing  the  writ  Parker  y.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  i.  514.

7.  Service  of.  Where  the  writ  of  certiorari  was  left  with  one  of  the  clerks  at  the 
county  court  office,  it  was  held^  that  tliis  was  good  service  upon  the  judge.  Brot^bman

8.  When  quashed — County  court  acts.  The  court  will  not  quash  a  certiorari  because 
the  requirements  of  the  County  Court  Acts  have  not  been  complied  with ;  but 
the  judge  of  the  county  court  is  bound,  before  allowing  the  certiorari^  to  see  that 
ihe^e  requirements  have  been  complied  with.

2.  Declaration  of  trust  hg  part  of  the  contributors.  Where  a  fund  is  raised  for  a 
charitable  purpose,  like  that  of  founding  a  chape!,  and  the  contributors  are  so  numeiv 
009  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  their  all  concurring  in  any  instrument  declaring 
(he  trusts,  and  such  a  declaration  of  trust  is  made  by  the  persons  in  whom  the  property 
is  vested  at  or  about  the  time  when  the  sums  have  been  raised,  that  declaration  may 
reasonably  be  taken  prima  facie  as  a  true  exposition  of  the  minds  of  the  contributon.

8.  Gifi  to  a  town.  A  g^  of  personal  estate  to  a  town,  to  be  applied  for  the 
benefit  and  otnament  of  the  town,  is  a  good  charitable  gift  The  Mayor,  {fc.  of 
Fasersham  v.  Ryder,  xxviL  367. 

4.  A  school  for  the  instruction  of  children  in  good  literature  and  learning  was  held 
to  be  a  grammar  school  within  the  meaning  <^  Sir  Eardley  Wilmot's  Act,  8  &  4  Vict, 
c  77.    The  Attorney-General  v.  The  Bishop  of  Worcester,  ix.  1. 

5.  Mastership  of  St.  Johns  Hospital — New  trustees.  The  advowson  of  the  master- 
ship of  St  John's  Hospital  is  ancillary  to  the  charity,  and  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
oi  the  Municipal  Corporation  Regulation  Act,  was  vested  in  the  corporation  of  Bath 
npoa  a  charitable  trust,  within  the  7l8t  section,  and  was  not  liable  to  be  sold  under  the 
189th  section.    In  re  St.  John's  Hospital,  ii.  182. 

III.  Powers  and  Dudes  of  Trustees. 

1.  Removal  of  schoolmaster.  The  trustees  of  a  grammar  school  were  invested  by 
chancery  with  authority  from  time  to  time,  upon  such  grounds  as  they  should  in  their 
discretion  in  the  due  exercise  and  execution  of  the  powers  and  trusts  reposed  in  them 
deem  just,  to  remove  the  master,  usher,  &c,  from  their  or  his  office,  upon  an  applicar 
tioD  by  the  master  to  restrain  the  trustees  from  enforcing  a  resolution  for  his  removal, 
it  was  ^U,  that  the  word  '*  trust"  in  the  scheme  superadded  to  the  word  *' power," 
wu  to  keep  in  view  that  it  was  a  trust,  for  the  execution  of  which  the  court  was  pro- 
▼«iing.  That  the  word  "  trusts,"  e^iecially  when  considered  with  reference  to  a  direc- 
tion to  reserve  a  statement  of  the  grounds  of  removal,  had  the  effect  of  restricting  the 
laige  meaning,  which  might  otherwise  be  given  to  the  word  "  discretion."  That  the 
vegnlation  did*  not  confer  upon  the  trustees  an  arbitrary  power  to  dismiss  the  master 
vpon  any  ground  which  they  might  deem  just,  free  from  any  control  oi  this  court. 
'  That  the  trustees  are  not  the  only  and  absolute  judges  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  grounds 
^  removal    That  the  trustees,  not  having  instituted  any  inquiry  in  the  presence  of 
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the  master,  wbick  mi^t  have  afforded  lam  the  means  of  explanation  and  4efeQce,  the 
court,  without  determining  the  right  or  propriety  of  the  conduct  of  the  trustees,  granted 
an  injunction  to  restrain  them  from  enforcing  the  rcsolutioa  of  removal  Willis  v. 
Childe,  ii.  41. 

2.  The  trustees  of  a  grammar  school  were  invested  with  authority,  upon  such  grounds 
as  they  should  at  their  discretion,  in  the  due  exercise  of  their  trusts,  deem  just,  to 
remove  the  master,  uSher,  &c.,  from  his  office,  subject,  however,  to  certain  formalities  be- 
ing observed.  Held^  that  these  words  conferred  an  absolute  discretionary  power  upon^ 
the  trustees,  provided  the  formalities  specified  were  followed,  and  that  they  were  not 
bound  to  summon  the  master  before  them,  or  to  give  him  any  hearing  or  opportunity 
of  defending  himself  against  the  charges  which  formed  the  grounds  of  his  removal.

'  8.  Discretion  of  trustees.  Where,  in  the  exercise  of  a  discretion  given  to  trustees 
of  a  charitable  foundation  with  regard  to  the  proper  object. for  the  benefit  of  the 
charity,  thero  appears  an  absence  of  indirect  motive,  .an  honesty  of  intention,  and  a 
fsur  consideration  of  the  case,  the  court  will  not  examine  into  the  accuracy  of  the  con- 
clusion come  to  by  the  trustees.  Trustees  are  not  bound  to  set  forth  the  particular 
grounds  of  selection ;  and,  semhle,  it  is  prudent  not  to  do  so ;  but  whero  reasons  are 
stated  which  do  not  justify  the  conclunon,  or  where  it  is  admitted  that  they  hare  acted 
upon  an  erroneous  principle,  the  court  will  interfere.    In  re  Wilkes's  Charily^  vii.  73. 

4.  Notice  hy  trustees.  It  is  the  duty  of  trustees  of  a  charitable  foundation  to  give 
notice  of  their  intention  to  prqceed  to  an  election ;  but  where  the  fact  was  notorious 
to  the  parties  interested,  and  it  was  not  shown  that  any  one  was  prejudiced  by  the 
want  of  formal  notice,  the  court  overruled  the  objection.    lb, 

TV,  Appropriation  of  Ti^ist  Funds. 

1.  Where  objects  are  numerous.  Where  the  objects  of  a  charity  are^mmerons,  and 
the  sums  to  be  distributed  are  small,  the  party  charged  with  the  distribution  of  the 
charity  fund  will  be  directed  to  lay  annually  a  debtor  and  creditor  account  before  the 
attorney-general,  and  that,  notwithstanding  there  is  a  regular  auditor  of  the  aocoonts 
of  the  charity.     Tlie  Attorney-General  v.  Donningion  Hospital^  xlii.  888. 

2.  In  case  of  division  of  parish.  A  testator  having  given  certain  rents  and  profits 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  a  certain  parish,  and  this  parish  having  been  subsequently 
divided,  the  master  so  divided  the  income  as,  in  his  opinion,  best  carried  out  the  inten- 
tion of  the  testator.    In  re  The  Lambeth  Chanties,  xxi.  427. 

8.  Apportionment  between  parish  and  town.  If  the  distinction  is  not  clear  between 
the  town  and  the  parish  of  K.,  a  gifl  to  the  poor  of  said  town,  as  the  church-warden 
of  said  parish  shall  direct,  may  mean  a  gifl  to  the  poor  generally  of  the  town.  The 
court  has  a  discretion  whether  or  not  to  direct  an  apportionment  of  charitable  gifls 
made  for  the  benefit  of  a  parish,  between  a  district  parish  and  the  remaining  part  of 
the  parish.    Ex  parte  The  Incumbent ,  ifc.  of  Brompton,  xv.  609. 

4.  Increased  rents,  right  to  surj>lus  of,  A  testator  devised  property  producing  47/, 
a  year  to  a  corporation,  **  in  trust  and  confidence,"  to  pay  three  sums  of  20/,,  10/.,  and 
10/.  to  three  charitable  objects;  and  directed  that  so  long  as  certain  taxes  continued, 
what  the  corporation  could  not  spare  "  out  of  the  overplus  of  the  rent,"  namely,  7/., 
should  be  deducted  out  of  the  two  sums  of  10/.  and  10/.  The  rents  having  greatly 
increased,  it  was  held,  that  the  corporation  took  merely  seven  forty-sevenths  of  such 
increase,  and  that  also  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  repairs,  &c.  of  the 
property;  and  that  the  charities  were  entitled  to  the  readue.  The  Attorney-General

5.  Semble,  that  the  rule  that  where  what  was  given  to  a  charity  was  equal  to  the

6.  Swrplut,  If  an  esfate  is  given  to  A  in  trust  to  paj  certain  annuities  and  ex* 
peosesi  Burplotf  to  A  for  his  own  certain  use,  though  the  surplus  be  stated  at  " about" 
a  certuB  sum,  A  will  hold  the  entire  surplus  after  discharging  the  trusts,  and  the  an- 
naitints  have  no  claim  for  a  proportional  .part  of  the  increased  rents.  TMe  Mayor  of 
Softih  Molton  V.  The  AUomet^General^  xxviL  17. 

7.  A  gift  by  way  of  trust  to  build  a  bridge,  makes  both  principal  and  accumulations 
applicable  to  the  purpose  contemplated.    Forbes  v.  JPorftes,  xxiii.  835. 

y.  Appointment  of  new  Tnuteet. 

1.  Bff  parish  or  mrvimnff  truBlees.  A  deed  creating  a  charity  for  the  poor  of  a 
parish  prescribed  no  particular  mode  of  appointing  new  trustees ;  the  estate  belonging 
to  the  charity  was  bought  with  parish  funds,  and  the  parishioners,  for  many  years 
af^  iho  instiUitioo  of  the  charity,  exercised  a  control  over  its  affairs  in  the  electioa 
of  trustees  and  otherwise ;  the  trustees  in  question  had  been  appointed  by  the  survivors 
of  fonaer  trustees  without  the  intervention  of  the  parishioners,  and  under  a  mode  of 
proeedure  of  comparatively  modem  date.  Heldj  that  such  trustees  were  not  duly 
appointed  and  that  the  appcHntment  belonged  to  the  parish,  but  the  legal  estate  was 
■evsrtheless  presumed  to  be  vested  in  the  existing  trustees.  The  AUomey-General  ▼•

2.  Bleciion  of  master — LUerftrenee  <(f  court.  By  a  deed  of  foundation  it  was  pro> 
Tided  that  when  the  feoffees  of  the  estates,  fourteen  in  number,  should  be  reduced 
to  four,  ten  more  should  be  appointed.  The  number  became  reduced  to  three,  and 
then  the  schoolmaster  died.  One  of  the  three  trustees  moved  that  the  election  of 
master  be  postponed  till  the*  whole  number  should  be  completed,  but  the  court  would 
not  ioterfere.    In  re  BuUericick  Free  School,  vL  104. 

9.  A'ao  tmsteen  under  trustee  act^  1850.  The  Trustee  Act,  1850,  doe&not  enq>ower 
the  conit  to  appoint  new  trustees  of  charity  property,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Atftoniey-General,  and  his  fiat  is  necessary  previously  to  presenting  a  petition  for 
that  purpose.    In  re  Rolle't  Charts  xxi.  377. 

VL  Jurisdiction  of  Court  of  Chancery, 

1.  Dumissal  of  master  of  a  school.  Where  a  petition  is  presented  under  Sir  Samuel 
Romillr's  Act,  and  in  the  matter  of  the  Act  3  &  4  Vict  c.  77,  the  court  has  jurisdic- 
tion to  make  a  declaration  as  to  the  dismissal  of  a  master  of  a  grammar  school, 
although  the  Attorney-General's  certificate  is  not  obteined,  the  court  having  previousbjr 
HBsde  order  for  the  management  of  the  school  under  Sir  Samuel  Romilly's  Act.  In  re

2.  Powers  of  trustees.  The  court  may  confer  upon  trustees  for  charity  purposes 
the  power  to  perpetuate  themselves,  to  lease  their  land,  &c.,  there  being  such  powers 
m  ^e  original  deed  conveying  to  them  the  land.  Ez  parte  The  Overseers,  f^c,  of 
EcclesaU  Bierlow,tXiiu  145. 

5.  Practice  respecting  order.9,  appointment  of  new  trustees,  (^c.  To  avoid  the  neces- 
otj  of  reciting  the  settled  scheme  of  a  charity,  the  order  may  refer  to  a  copy  of  the 
sekeme  settled,  approved,  prepared,  and  signed  by  the  judge  and  filed  in  the  court ; 
and  subsequent  applications  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and  on  matters 
contained  in  the  scheme  and  connected  with  the  government  and  management  of  the 
charity,  may  be  made  to  the  judge  at  chambers  by  summons  on  notice  to  the  Attor- 
ney-GeneraL    In  re  The  Grammar  School  of  Conyers,  xix.  505. 

4.  Scde  of  land  and  reinvestment.  The  court  will  sanction  the  sale  of  a  piece  of 
land,  which  in  1747  was  purchased  by  trustees  with  charitable  funds  and  conveyed  to 
them,  it  being  plainly  advantageous  to  the  charity,  and  will  also  sanction  the  reiitvest 
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ment  of  tbe  money  in  real  estate.    Ex  parte  The  Overseen^  Sfc.  of  Eedestdl  Bierlom^ 
xiii.  145. 

5.  Alterations  in  scheme.  The  decree  of  the  coart,  confirming  the  decree  of  the 
Commissioners  for  Charital)le  Uses  for  the  reo^ulation  of  a  grammar  schftol,  is  not  final 
and  conclusive,  so  as  to  preclude  further  alterations  in  the  scheme  bj  order  of  the 
court,  obtained  upon  petition,  either  under*  Sir  Samuel  Romilly's  Act,  52  Crea  IIL 
c.  101,  or  under  the  Grammar  School  Act,  3  &  4  Vict  c.  77 ;  and  therefore,  where  a 
scheme  had  been  directed  by  such  decrees,  and  an  alteration  thereof  had  aftenrards 
been  obtained  upon  petitions  under  those  acts,  the  court  refused  to  treat  such  alteiv 
tbn  as  a  nullity.     The  Attomey-General  v.  The  Bishop  of  Worcester^  is.  1. 

6.  Sir  Samuel  Romitly's  act.  Sir  Samuel  Romilly's  Act,  52  Geo.  III.  c.  101,  has  no 
application  between  trustees  of  a  charity  and  strangers,  but  only  between  trustees  and 
the  objects  of  the  trust ;  and  it  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  as  to  what  extent  it 
ought,  as  between  them,  to  be  applied.    lb. 

7.  No  distinct  interests.  It  seems  that  the  Act  52  Grco.  III.  c.  101,  may  be  resorted 
to  in  all  case8«where  the  objects  of  the  charity  have  no  distinct  interests,  and  where, 
therefore,  the  Attorney-General  properly  represents  them  all ;  and  in  all  cases  where, 
although  there  may  be  distinct  interests,  no  substantial  question  of  principle  can  arise 
between  the  several  objects.    lb. 

8.  Free  school.  The  term  **  free  school "  is  flexible  in  jts  meaning,  and  ia  to  be 
considered  according  to  the  context  and  the  usage  which  has  prevailed  in  the  sehooL 
lb. 

9.  Application  to  review  scheme.  It  is  competent  to  the  Attorney-General^  in  a 
charity  case,  to  call  upon  the  court  to  review  a  scheme  which  has  been  setdod  under 
its  decree,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the  scheme  d^es  not  op%rate  beneficially  for  the  char- 
ity ;  but  the  court,  in  acting  upon  such  an  application,  is  bonnd  to  proceed  with  the 
utmost  possible  caution,  and  to  require  the  clearest  evidence,  not  only  that  the  existing 
scheme  does  not  operate  beneficially,  but  that  it  can,  by  alteration,  be  made  to  do  so 
consistently  ^h  the  object  of  the  foundation.    lb. 

10.  Boarders.  The  fact  that  the  income  of  a  free  grammar  school  is  sufiicient  to 
provide  competent  masters  for  the  instruction  of  t^free  scholars  is  not  of  itself  tufB- 
cient  as  a  ground  for  the  exclusion  of  boarders,    iv. 

11.  Religious  discipline.  Where  it  has  been  the  usage  of  a  free  grammar  school  to 
admit  the  children  of  dissenters,  and  there  is  no  positive  evidence  confining  the  benefit 
of  the  charity  to  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  court  in  settling  a  aehcme 
in  which  the  head-master  is  to  be  a  clergyman  of  the  church,  will  not  impose  a  quali- 
fication upon  the«cholars  that  they  or  their  parents  should  be  members  of  the  church ; 
nor  will  it  give  any  specific  directions  as  to  religious  instniction  or  discipline,  but  will 
(as  in  The  Warwick  School  CasCyl  Ph.  564,)  leave  the  details  of  both  to  the  discretion 
of  the  head-master.    lb. 

12.  Exchange  of  lands.  It  seems  that  the  court  has  no  power  to  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  Charity  Conmiissioners  or  the  Bishop,  under  the  Charity  Commiasion- 
ers  Act,  1  &  2  Geo.  lY.  c.  92,  upon  the  question  whether  an  exchange  of  charity  landa 
is  or  not  for  the  permanent  benefit  of  the  charity.    lb.  • 

IS.  Attainder  of  founder — Escheat — Right  to  nominate  master — Visitor.  The  Duke 
of  Suffolk,  in  1437,  as  lord  of  the  manor  of  Ewclme,  founded  an  almshouse  for  two 
priests,  one  of  whom  was  to  be  the  master,  and  the  other  a  teacher.  The  duke  after- 
wards made  ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  charity,  which  directed  that  the 
lord  or  lady  of  the  manor  for  the  time  being  should  be  the  visitor,  and  appcmit  the 
masters  and  poor  men  in  case  of  death  or  removal,  &c.  By  the  attainder  of  the  duke 
or  his  successor,  the  manor  became  vested  in  the  cix)wn.  In  1618,  James  the  First, 
for  the  promotion  of  good  literature  and  the  increase  of  the  stipend  of  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Medicine  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  granted  to  the  chancellor,  masters, 
and  scholars,  and  their  successors,  the  donation  and  free  dispontion  of  the  masterriup 
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of  the  altttthoQae.  In  ISIB,  the  Comtnissionera  of  Woods  and  Forests,  under  the 
57  Geo.  in.  c.  97,  sold  the  manor  of  Ewelme,  which  sj^hsequently  became  vested  in 
the  Earl  of  Macelesfield»  who,  as  lord  of  the  manor  and  visitor  of  the  almshouse,  on 
the  first  yaL'anoy,  appointed  N.  to  be  the  master ;  and  N.  and  Dr.  O.  the  Regius  Pro- 
ftsser  {ii  Me4»eine  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  each  claimed  the  office  of  the  master 
of  the  aUnshoose.  Upon  an  information,  it  was  heldj  that  the  charity  vested  in  the 
Giewiif  upon  the  attainder,  and  did  not  escheat  and  was  not  affected  by  the  acts  for 
disBoIving  monasteries  or  chantries ;  that  the  right  of  nominating  the  master  was  analo- 
gous to  an  advowson,  which  the  founder  of  the  almshouse  could  not  make  inseparable 
fiom  the  manor,  and  that  any  lord  of  the  manor  could  alien  the  right  of  patronage 
with<lat  parting  with  the  manor,  and  vice  verm;  that  the  grant  of  1818  was  sufficient 
t^pasi  the  right  of  nomination,  had  it  been  vested  in  tl|e  Crown,  which  it  was  not,  as 
the  grant  of  1^18  was  sufficient  to  vary  the  nature  of  the  office,  and  to  sever  it  from 
the  manor,  and  give  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  Regius  Professor  of  Medicine  in  the 
Uaiversity  of  Oxfi^rd,  though  a  layman.  Tke  Attorney-General  t.  The  ChaplamSy  {fc* 
9f  Ewelme  Aimshoutey  zzL  409.

9.  Poitt^ated  bank  check  admissible  to  show  fraud*  A  post-dated  check  on  a  bank 
is  not  absolutely  void ;  if  paid  without  knowledge  of  the  false  date  the  payment  is 
good;  and  the  check,  though  not  admissible  in  evidence  to  prove  a  contract,  if  not 
duly  stamped,  may  be  used  to  show  fraud.     Watson  ▼.  Paulson^  viL  685.

2.  Merchandise  carried  by  passenger,  "If  a  passenger  on  a  railway  carry  merchan* 
dise  packed  up  with  his  personal  luggage,  the  railway  company  are  not  responsible  for 
the  value  of  the  merchandise  if  die  luggage  be  lost  from  the  tr^un.

1,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  sender  of  ceitain  goods  to  give  notice  of  their  value  and  natare, 
in  order  to  charge  the  carrier  in  respect  of  their  loss,  and  this  whether  &e  goods 
be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  carrier  or  not  The  notice  to  be  affixed  in  the  office 
by  the  carrier,  is  required  only  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  increased  chai^  after 
having  received  notice  of  their  value-  and  nature  from  the  sender.  Baxendaie  t. 
Hart,  ix.  M)5. 

4.  Delivery  to  carrier  away  from  his  office.    A  requested  B,  a  common  cairier,  to 
4bnd  to  A's  place  of  business  (away  from  the  carrier's  office)  for  some  goods  to  be 

conveyed  by  B,  as  such  carrier,  for  A.  B  did  so,  and  his  servant  received  the  goods^ 
which  came  within  the  classes  of  goods  mentioned  in  the  stat  I  Will.  IV.  o.  68,  and 
exceeded  10^  in  value,  but  A  did  not  declare  their  value  or  nature.  The  notice 
stating  the  increased  rates  of  charges  required  by  B  for  such  classes  of  goods  vna 
affixed  in  his  office,  but  was  not  in  any  way  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  A.  The 
goods  having  been  lost,  it  was  held,  reverang  the  case  in  tiie  court  below,  (see  vi. 
469,)  that  although'  they  had  been  delivered  away  from  the  carrier's  office,  and  there* 
fore  the  sender  had  not  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  notice  affixed  therein,  yet  the 
carrier  was  not  liable,  as  the  sender  had  not  declared  the  value  and  nature  of  the 
goods  at  the  time  of  delivery.    lb.    • 

5.  Notice  by  passenger  of  character  of  luggage.  If  a  passenger  on  ^  railway  by  « 
third  class  parliamentary  train  carry  merchandise  packed  up  with  his  personal  luggage, 
the  railway  company  are  not  responsible  for  the  .value  of  the  merchandise  if  the 
Inggage  be  loslifirom  the  tcain.   But  if  the  merchandise  be  so  packed  as  to  be  obviously 
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mMckwdtR  to  the  eje,  and  the  railway  company  make  no  chaige  or  special  bai^n 
for  the  carriage,  they  will  be  xetpoaaiUe  for  the  Umb.  The  Great  Northern  RaUwajf 
Co.  T.  Shepherd^  ix.  477. 

6.  The  rule  that  each  passenger  by  a  third  class  parliamentaiy  train  may  carry  with 
him  56  lbs.  weight  of  luggage,  permits  a  husband  and  wife,  traTelling  together,  to  take 
lli  lbs.  weight  of  luggage  between  ihem.    /&. 

II.  Right  to  eotmiermand  Goods  before  reaching  their  Destination., 

1.  Countermanding  direction  of  goods  Hn  transit,  A  party  who  delivers  goods  to  a 
railway  company  to  carry,  directed  to  a  particular  place,  may  countermand  the  direc- 
tion at  any  moment  of  the  transit,  and  demand  back  his  goods,  at  least  on  pa^'ment  of 
the  carriage ;  unless,  periiaps,  when  the  unpacking  and  redeliTering  them  would  be 
prodoctiTe  of  much  inconvenience.  ScoUhom  v.  The  South  Staffordshire  Rait^cay  C». 
XTiiL553. 

•  

1  Conversion  hy  company — Trover  for  goods.  The  plaintiffs  intrust  goods  to  the 
Y.  and  N.  M.  Railway  Company  to  be  conveyed  from  H.  to  N.  The  goods  arrived  at 
K.,  the  defendants'  station,  by  the  A.  railway,  belonging  to  an  intermediate  company. 
The  plaintiffs  demand  them  of  the  defendants,  offering  to  pay  any  charges  or  lien, 
hot  (he  defendants  refuse  to  deliver  them  up,  upon  the  ground  that  by  an  agreement 
with  the  A.  Company,  the  hitter  had  no  right  to  bring  such  goods  to  the  defendant's 
station,  and  insist  upon  their  being  taken  back  to  the  A.  line.  IJeldy  that  the 
defendants  were  liable  in  trover  for  the  goods ;  that  the  detention  of  them  by  the 
defendants,  after  a  demand  made  upon  their  station-master,  was  sufficient  evidence  of 
a  conversion ;  and  that  the  phuntiffs  were  entitled  to  have  their  goods,  though  brought 
by  mistake  or  without  right  on  the  premises  of  the  defendants.  Rooke  v.  The  Midland 
RoSnay  Co,  xiv.  175. 

m.  Liability  of  Carrier  for  Loss, 

1.  Loss  of  passenger's  luggage.  The  plaintiff*  was  a  passenger  by  railway  from  F.  to 
Wt,  bringing  with  him  as  luggage  a  small  carpet  bag,  which  was  placed  in  the  carriage 
he  rode  in.  On  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  W.  station,  the  plaintiff*  got  out  upon  the 
phtfivm,  with  the  bag  in  his  hand,  and  it  was  taken  from  him  by  a  railway  porter  to 
be  placed  in  one  of  the  cabs  which  were  standing  in  the  station.  In  an  action  against 
the  railway  company  for  the  loss  of  the  bag,  it  was  proved  that  the  plaintiff*  never  saw 
the  bag  again  after  the  porter  had  so  taken  it  from  him,  and  tliat  the  porter  was 
unable  to  find  it  It  was  also  proved  to  be  the  practice  of  the  railway  Company  for 
their  porters  to  assist  in  carrying  the  passengers'  luggage,  on  the  arrival  of  a  train,  to 
the  cabs  in  the  station.  Heldy  that  there  was  evidence  of  the  railway  company 
having  contracted  to  deliver  the  plaintiff*'s  bag  to  a  cab  in  the  station,  and  of  their  not 
having  performed  such  contract  Butcher  v.  The  London  and  Southwestern  Railway 
Co.  ]uubL.  347. 

2.  Lass  of  "'  writing,**  An  instrument,  bearing  a  bill  of  exchange  stamp,  and  read* 

iag ,  **  three  months  after  date  pay  to  me  the  sum  of value  received.    Tp  Mr.  C," 

and  accepted  by  C,  was  sent  by  railway  to  a  creditor  of  C.  for  him  to  sign  as 
drawer,  and  was  lost  Held,  to  be  a  '« writing  "  and  not  a  bill,  note,  or  security  for 
money,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Carriers  Act,  s.  1 ;  but  that  it  cimid  not  be  con- 
adered  of  value  so  as  to  exempt  them  from  liability.  Stoeuiger  v.  The  Southeastern 
Railway  Co.  xxv.  235. 

3.  Loss  of  luggage  ofservadt  traveling  with  master — Fare  paid  by  master,  A  servant 
traveffing  with  his  master  on  a  railway,  may  have  an  action  in  his  own  name  against 
the  railway  company  for  the  loss  of  his  luggage,  although  the  master  took  and  paid  for 
his  ticket    The  liability  of  the  railway  company  in  such  a  ease  is  independent  of  the 
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contract  A  dedaraition  stated  that  the  defeodaiit  i«ceiTed  tiie  plaintifT  and  hb 
luggage  to  be  carried  "  for  reward  to  the  deleada&ts  in  that  behalf,"  and  it  was 
proved  that  the  plmtiff 's  master  paid  his  £ire  and  took  the  ticket  HM^  that  it 
was  immaterial  by  whom  the  reward  was  to  be  paid,  and  that  the  allegation  in  the 
'  declaration  was  proved.  Semble<,  that  if  the  allegation  as  to  reward  meant  that  it  was 
to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff,  and  if  that  aU^gation  had  been  material^  the  payment  fiir 
and  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  by  his  master  would  have  been  a  payment  by  him. 
Marshall  v.  The  York^  ^c  Railway  Co,  viL  519. 

4.  Measure  of  damages  for  loss,  A  prize  had  been  offered  for  the  best  model  for  a 
certain  machine,  and  models  intended  for  competition  were  to  be  sent  by  a  certain 
day.  Plaintiff  sent  one  by  railway,  but  through  negligence  it  did  not  not  arrive  untH 
after  the  appointed  day.  Smnble,  by  Erie,  J.^  that  the  proper  measure  of  damages  in 
such  a  ease  is  the  valae  of  the  labor  and  materials  expended  in  making  the  plan  and 
model,  and  not  the  chance  of  obtaining  the  prize,'  as  the  latter  is  too  remote  a  ground 
for  damages.     Watson  v.  The  Ambergate,  &,'c.  Railway  Co.  iii.  497. 

5.  Prima  facie  evidence.  The  judgment  of  an  inferior  court  against  a  common- 
carrier  must  be  affirmed,  if  the  prima  facie  liability  of  the  defendants  is  not  concln- 
sively  rebutted,  and  there  is,  therefore,  evidence  for  the  finding.  The  Great  Wesiem 
Railway  Co,  v.  Goodman^  xL  546. 

6.  Loss  of  articles  above  certain  value — Statute  liability.  The  enactment  in  the 
11  Geo.  IV.  and  1  Will  IV.  c.  68,  that  no  common  carrier  by  hind  shall  be  liable  for 
the  ^  loss  "  of  certain  articles  above  the  value  of  10/.,  unless  delivered  as  such,  and  an 
increased  charge  for  carriage  paid  or  accepted^  must  be  understood  with  reference  to  a 
loss  of  the  particular  articles  named  *^  by  the  carrier ; ''  such  as  by  the  abstraction  by  a 
stranger,  or  by  his  own  servants,  not  amounting  to  a  felonious  act,  or  by  the  earner  or 
his  servants  losing  them,  &c. ;  and  does  not  extend  to  any  loss  whatever  occasioned  "  to 
the  owner  "  of  the  article  by  the  non-delivery,  or  by  the  delay  of  the  delivery  of  it»  by 
the  neglect  of  the  carrier  or  his  servants.  Hearn  v.  The  London  and  Souti western 
Railway  Co,  xxix.  494. 

7.  Qucere,  whether  the  loss  spoken  of  in  this  section  must  be  a  permanent  or  may 
be  only  a  temporary  loss  ?  The  term  "  loss  "  in  the  preamble  means  a  loss  of  his  own 
moneys,  to  which  the  carrier  has  been  subject  by  way  of  compensation  to  the  owner 
of  the  goods.    lb, 

8.  Theft  by  carrier*s  servant  A  carrier  is  not  liable  for  the  thefl  of  his  servant^ 
mnless  he  has  been  guilty  of  gross  negligence.  BiUl  r.  77m  Great  Western  Railway 
Co^  vii.  443. 

9.  Spontaneous  combustion.  Queerey  whether  common-carriers  are  liable  for  loss  by 
fir6  from  spontaneous  combustion.    More  wood  v.  PoUok,  xviii.  341. 

10.  Ferrymen,  negligence  of—Broken  handrail — Unsafe  slip— Injury  to  mare.  The 
defendants,  lessees  of  a  feny  over  a  river,  ran  steamboats  across  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  and  goods  for  hire.  They  also  carried  animals,  but  it  was  not  their  practice 
to  take  charge  of  the  animals  when  on  board.  The  plaintiff  having  paid  the  usual 
fare,  led  his  mare  on  board  at  one  side  of  the  river,  and  renuuned  with  her  until  the 
steamboat  reached  the  other  side.  For  landing  the  passengers  and  animals  the  de> 
fondants  had  provided  a  movable  slip,  leading  from  the  boat  to  a  landing  barge.  The 
slip  had  a  handrail  which  had  been  twice  recently,  to  the  defendants'  knowledge, 
broken  by  the  pressure  of  a  horse  on  landing,  and  in  the  handrail  was  an  iron  spike 
which  appeared  whenever  the  rail  gave  way.  The  defendants  had  also  been  cautioned 
that  the  slip  was  unsafe.  They,  notwithstanding,  continued  to  use  the  slip,  leaving 
the  broken  rail  slightly  tied  up,  so  that  it  appeared  sound.  Over  this  slip  the  plaintiff 
proceeded  to  lead  his  mare  towards  the  shore,  but  the  inare  pressed  against  the 
rail,  the  latter  gave  way,  and  the  iron  spike  concealed  in  it,  injured  her  severely. 
Heldy  that  the  defendants,  as  ferrynaen,  were  bound  to  provide  proper  means  for  the 
embarkation  and  landing  of  the  animals  they  &irried  for  hire,  and  that,  although  the 
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man  vas  under  the  control  and  naxiagement  of  the  plamtiff,  they  were  liable  for  the 
injaiytoher  in  consequence  of  their  culpable  negligence  in  allowing  an  improper 
Blip  to  be  msed.     WiUougkby  v.  Horridge^  xti.  497,  and  lee  note. 

Ih  Lut  bjf  robbers  or  dtmgers  of  the  roads.  The  defendants  receired  goods  at 
I^maiUi  to  be  canted  to  and  deUTcred  in  London,  "  tiie  act  of  God,  tiie  queen's 
enemieB,  pirates,  robbers,  fire,  accidents  from  machinery,  botlers,  and  steam,  the 
dangen  of  tbe  seas^  roads,  and  riTers  of  whatever,  nature  or  kind  soever  excepted." 
The  goods  were  stolen  without  violence,  when  in  the  oourse  of  transmission  from 
SoatbaiBpto&  to  London.  Held,  that  this  was  not  a  loss  within  the  exception 
either  of  **  robbers'*  or  ^  dangers  of  the  roads,"  as  the  word  **  robbers  '*  meant  loss  by 
TioleiicQ,  and  **  dangers  of  the  roads  "  meant  either  dangers  of  roads  where  ships  lie 
at  anchor,  or  such  dangen  on  land  as  more  immediately  occur  on  roads,  e.  g.  the  over- 
toming  of  carriages.    De  RoihschUd  v.  The  Rotfal  Mail  Stecm  Packet  Co.  xiv.  827. 


IV.  Inability  for  Injury  to  Passengers. 


1.  Ihtty  to  carry  mails  and  officers  m  charge  of  same.  An  allegation  in  a  declara* 
tioii  against  a  railway  company  by  an  officer  of  the  post-office,  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  defendants  **  to  use  due  and  proper  care  and  skill  in  and  about  the  carrying  and 
conveying  of  the  plaintiff,"  is  made  out  by  showing  that  an  act  of  pariiament  made  it 
tibe  duty  of  the  defendantato  carry  the  mails  and  the  officers  in  chai*ge  of  the  same. 
CbSett  V.  The' London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  vi.  805. 

2.  Delay  of  passengers — Want  of  accommodation,  Excurmon  tickets  were  issued 
by  a  railway  company  at  B.,  a  place  not  on  their  line,  but  on  a  connected  one,  to  con- , 
vey  paaAogers  to  L.  and  back,  by  any  train  advertised  ibr  that  purpose.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  fulness  of  an  advertised  train,  II.  was  subjected  to  great  delay  in 
retaming,  and  .to  the  expense  of  posting,  for  which  he  sued  the  company.  HM,  that 
he  was  entitled  to  recover.  Sem^e,  a  railway  company  are  not  excused  from  carrying 
passengers  according  to  their  contract,  upon  the  ground  that  there  is  no  room  for  them 
IB  the  train;  but,  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  this  answer,  they  should  make  their 
contract  conditional  upon  there  being  room.  Uawcroft  v.  The  Great  Northern  RaH' 
way  Co,  viii.  863. 

8.  Free  Pass-^^^  Not  transferase"— -Liability  of  free  pass.  In  an  action  for  dam- 
ages against  a  railway  company  for  injuring  the  plaintiff  by  their  negligence,  the  evi- 
dence allowed  that  the  company  had  been  aocustomed  to  give  free  passes  to  the 
reporters  of  Bell's  Life,  grang  to  and  from  the  races.  The  plaintiff,  a  reporter  who 
hadoftea  travelled  in  this  %ay,  presented  himself  frond  ftde  with  such  a  pass,.which« 
however,  bore  the  name  of  another  reporter,  and  the  words  *^  not  trtfnsferable,"  and 
also  a  notice*that  any  party  other  than  tiie  person  named  therein  using  the  pass  would- 
be  Gable  to  the  same  penalties  as  a  passenger  not  having  paid  his  fare.  He  showed 
his  pass  to  a  servant  of  the  company  at  the  station,  who  said  it  was  all  right,  and 
opened  the  door  of  the  carriage  for  him  to  enter.  Held,  that  there  was  evidence  to 
go  to  the  jury  that  the  plaintiff  was  lawfully  in  the  carriage.  The  Great  Northern 
Railway  Co,  v.  Harrison,  xxvL  448. 

V.  Inability  of  SaUway  Company  for  Loss  beyond  tJie  Limits  of  their  Line, 

1.  Seeeioing  goods  at  one  termmus  to  carry  to  an/oAsr,  Where  a  railway  com- 
pany receive  goods  at  one  terminus  to  carry  them  to  another,  they  are  answerable  for 
anj  loss  that  may  occur  between  them,  although  it  may  be  on  a  line  of  raUway  that 
does  not  belong  to  soch  company ;  and  the  receipt  of  goods  so  to  be  carried  is  prim^L 
fads  evidence  of  such  liability.     Watson  v.  The  Ambergate,  ffc.  Railway  Co,  iii.  497. 

2.  Where  a  raihray  company  recttves  goods  for  reward,  to  carry  from  one  sution 
to  another,  they  are  answerable  for  a  loss  ooeuning  between  them  daring  the  tranatr 
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thougb  it  may  happen  on  a  line  of  railway  belonging  to  another  company.    SefMom 
▼.  The  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Co,  xviii.  553. 

S.  Notice — Promise  hy  station  clerk,  A  rsulway  company  professing  to  carry  goods 
from  B.  to  Y.  within  a  specified  time,  b  liable,  on  a  promise  made  by  the  station  cleik 
that  the  goods  shall  be  forwarded  to  a  place  beyond  Y.,  (on  the  Kne  of  another  rail- 
way,) before  a  pardcalar  hour;*  and  this,  it  would  seem,  notwithstanding  a  general 
notice  hju  been  published  that  the  oorapany  woald  not  be  responsible  fbr  forwarding 
goods  beyond  Y.     WOson  ▼.  The  Yoi^,  ffc.  Railway  Co*  zviii.  557. 

4.  Place  without  the  realm— Notice  of  contents  of  packages — Refusal  to  t(dce  certain 
kinds  of  goods.  A  common  carrier  from  a  place  within  to  a  place  without  the  realm, 
is  subject  to  the  ordinary  liabilities  at  common  law  of  a  carrier.  A  carrier  has  no 
general  right  in  every  case  to  require  to  be  informed  of  the  contents  of  packi^es 
tendered  to  him.  If  a  carrier  gives  out  that  he  will  not  take  a  certain  kind  of  goods 
and  yet  continues  to  take  thoof  for  all  the  world,  he  has  no  right  to  insist  on  his  rule 
in  the  case  of  one  person.  Crouch  t.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  xxv. 
«87. 

5.  Notice  ^t  goods  will  be  carried  only  to  terminus  of  line.  A  railway  company 
were  accustomed  to  carry  goods  from  Bristol  to  Paddlngton,  and  so  stated  in  th^ 
receipt  notes,  and  that  they  wonld  be  responsible  only  between  these  limits.  In  one 
of  these  notes  under  the  name  of  the  consignee  was  added,  in  pencil  mark,  his  address, 
at  Brompton,  which  was  beyond  the  station  at  Paddlngton.  The  declaration  stated 
that  the  company  undertook  to  deliver  at  Brompton.  Held,  a  fatal  variance  and  that 
the  defendants  were  not  liable  for  the  damage  after  the  goods  were  delivered  at  Pad* 
dington.    FowUs  v.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  xvi.  581. 

VI.  Special  Contract, 

1.  For  carriage  of  cattle — Misdirection.  A  railway  company  received  cattle  to  be 
transported,  giving  their  owner  a  ticket  for  them,  on  which  was  stated,  inter  alia^  that 
the  company  were  not  responsible  for  their  non-delivery  within  any  certain  or  reason- 
able  time.  This  ticket  was  not  'read  to  him,  nor  was  his  attention  directerl  to  its  con- 
tents. In  an  action  against  the  company  for  not  carrying  the  cattle  with  reasonable 
dispatch,  the  judge  did  not  direct  the  jury  as  to  the  legal  effect  of  the  ticket,  but  left 
it  for  them  to  say  whether  the  company  received  the  cattle  as  common  carriers,  or 
under  the  special  contract  in  the  ticket  Held,  a  misdirection,  there  being  no  evi* 
denoe  of  the  conipany  having  received  the  cattle  otherwise  than  under- the  special 
contract  The  York,  (fc.  Railway  Co.  v.  Crisp,  xxv.  396.  See,  also,  Hughes  v.  The 
Oreat  Western  Railway  Co.  xxv.  347. 

•  2.  For  ccdriage  of  cattle — Defective  truck.  The  plaintiff,  who  had  soale  cattle  ooo- 
▼eyed  by  a  railway  company,  received  for  them  a  ticket,  which  he  signed,  containing 
a  clause :  **  N.  B. — This  ticket  is  issued  subject  to  the  owner  undertaking  all  risks  of 
conveyance  whatever;  as  the  company  will  not  be  liable  for  any  injuiy  or  damage 
howsoever  caused,  and  occurring  to  live  stock  of  any  description  travelling  upon  the 
L.  and  Y.  Railway,  or  in  their  vehicles."  Owing  to  the  defective  construction  of  the 
truck  into  which  the  cattle  were  put,  they  broke  out,  and  were  injured.  Held,  that 
there  was  no  implied  stipulation  that  the  truck  should  be  fit  for  the  conveyance  of 
cattle ;  and  that  the  company  were  protected  by  the  terms  of  the  ticket  from  liability 
to  the  plaintiff  for  the  damage  to  the  cattle*  Chippendale  v.  The  Lancaster,  ffc.  RaUr 
way  Co.  vii.  395. 

3.  What  constitutes — Carriage  of  live  stock.  The  plaintiff  delivered  a  horse  to  the 
defendants,  (at  railway  company,)  to  be  carried  by  them,  but,  upon  his  doing  so,  be 
i*as  required  by  them  to,  and  did  sign  a  ticket,  which  contained  the  following  words : 
*^  This  ticket  is  issued  subject  to  the  owner  undertaking  to  bear  all  the  risk  of  injary 
bgr  conveyance  and  other  contingencies ;  the  company  will  not  be  responsible  fiir  anjr 
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damage,  howerer  caused,  to  bones,"  &c.  Held,  that  thb  amounted  to  a  "  special  con- 
tract"  within  the  6th  sectioii  of  the  Carriers  Act,  and  that  the  company  wete  therebj 
exempted  from  all  liabilitj  for  any  damage  that  might  be  occasioned  to  the  horse. 
Mavilie  V.  The  Greal  Northern  Railway  Co.  x.  866. 

4.  Senice  of  printed  notice.  The  York  and  North  Midland  Railway  Company 
ianied  printed  notices,  stating  that  fish  would  be  conveyed  at  reduced  rates  from  S. 
npoa  the  condition,  amongst  othen^  that  the  company  was  aot*to  be  responsible  for  the 
delivery  of  fish  in  any  certain  or  reasonable  time,  nor  in  time  for  any  market,  nor  for 
any  loss  or  damage  arising  from  any  deky  or  stoppage,  nor  were  they  to  be  required 
to  carry  by  any  particular  trains.  The  notice  also  stated  that  the  station  clerk  or 
lervants  of  the  company  had  np  authority  to  alter  or  vary  the  conditions  in  the  notice. 
Hie  plaiotiflr,  a  fish  dealer  at  S.,  sued  the  company  as  common  carrters,  for  loss  occa- 
noned  by  dehiy  in  delivery  of  fish,  forwarded  by  the  defendants'  railway  after  he  had 
been  served  with  a  copy  of  the  notice.  At  the  time  of  deliveiy  of  the  fish  at  the  com> 
pan/s  station  in  S.,  the  plaintiff  objected  to  the  station-master,  that  the  notice  was  of 

I  no  use,  and  not  binding  upon  him.    The  judge,  at  the  trial,  left  to  the  jury  tne  qnee* 

tions  of  whether  or  not  the  notice  had  been  served  upon  the  plaintiff,  and  whether  a 
tpecbl  contract  existed  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  company  for  the  carriage  of  the 
fiflh  upon  the  terms  in  the  notice ;  and  he  directed  them  that  if,  being  served  with  the 
notice,  the  plaintiff  afterwards  forwarded  the  fish,  they  ought  to  infer  an  agreement  on 
the  plaintiff's  part  to  such  terms,  unless  there  appeared  an  unambiguous  refusal  by  the 
plaintiff  to  be  bound  by  the  notice,  and  an  acquiescence  by  the  company  in  that 
refusal,  and  that  it  was  to  be  observed,  that  the  station-master  had  no  authority  to  alter 
or  vary  the  notice.  The  jury  found  for  the  defendants.  Held,  that  the  direction  was 
light,  and  that  the  jury  were  warranted  in  inferring  a  special  contract  to  carry  the 
fish  upon  the  conditions  stated  in  the  notice,  the  plaintiff's  objections  to  the  station- 
master  being  of  no  avail  whatever.  Held,  also,  that  the  4th  section  of  the  Carriers 
Act,  1 1  Gea  IV.  and  1  Will.  IV.  c.  68,  did  not  invalidate  a  oontiaet  so  made.  Walker 
V.  The  York  and  North  Midland  Railway  Co.  xxii.  315. 

5.  Damage*  io  hortes — Negligence  of  servants*  A  railway  company  letting  trucks 
for  hire  for  the  conveyance  of  horses,  delivered  to  the  owner  of  the  horses  a  ticketi 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  owners  were  to  undertake  all  risks  of  injury  by  convey- 
ance and  other  contingencies,  and  further  stipulated  that  the  company  would  not  be 
liable  for  any  damages,  however  caused,  to  horses  or  cattle.  Held,  that  the  owner  of 
the  horses  could  not  recover  for  damage  done  to  them  through  the  breaking  of  an  axle, 
which  was  attributable  to  the  culpable  negligence  of  the  company's  servants.  Austin 
V.  The  Manchester,  jrc.  Railway  Co,  xL  506. 

6.  The  plaintiff,  being  the  owner  of  ^  horse,  delivered  it  to  the  defendants,  a  railway 
company,  to  be  carried  on  their  raulway,  subject  to  conditions  which  stated  that  the 
owners  undertook  all  risks  of  conveyance  whatsoever,  as  the  company  would  not  be 
responsible  for  any  injury  or  damage,  howsoever  caused,  occurring  to  live  stock  of  any 
description  travelling  on  the  nulway.  The  horse  having  been  injured  by  the  horsebox 
being  propelled  against  some  trucks  through  the  gross  negligence  of  the  company. 
Hdd^  {hesitanle  Piatt,  B.,)  that  the  company,  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  were 
not  responsible  for  the  injury.  Carr  v.  The  Lancashire,  i'c.  Railway  Co.  xiv.  840. 
See  other  cases  in  the  note. 

VIl.   Carriage  of  packed  Parcels.  • 

1.  Action  by  carrier  against  company  for  overcharges.  The  plaintiff,  a  carrier, 
sought  to  recover,  in  an  action  for  money  had  and  received,  the  amount  <^  sums 
alleged  to  have  been  overcharged  by  the  defendants  for  carriage  of  goods  by  their 
xailway  inoorpoiated  by  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c  107.  In  addition  to  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  company  for  the  carriage  of  goods,  they  charged  the  phiintiff  a  sum  for  "  loadings 
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cinloiding,  coYering,  aad  risk  9f  stowage.**  The  pUdoliff  Berer  leqoired  the  comr 
paay  to  load  or  unload.  Hdd,  tliat  the  rate  fixed  ibr  ^' eonveyance,"  where  the 
iXNDpaay  acted  as  earrien,  included  the  above  charges.  Parker  r.  Oreat  TKesfem 
BaUtcay  Co.  viii.  426. 

2.  Aliowance  to  carrien — Tiekinff-offnoi€9.  Up  to  a  certain  time  the  company  bad 
made  an  aUowance  to  the  plaiatiff  and  other  carriem  for  requiring  them  to  ngn  cen- 
tain  tickin^^  notes  and  declarations  whenerer  Uiey  dels^ered  goods  to  be  carried 
by  the  company.  In  order  to  make  these,  aome  trouble  was  required  in  weiglung  aad 
classifjring  the  goodi.  The  albwance  was  discontinued  after  the  decision  in  Parker  r. 
The  Great  We$terfi  RaUioay  Company.  The  same  notes  were  not  required  from  per- 
sons not  being  carriers.  Held^  that  the  requiring  such  additional  matter  from  carriers 
without  allowance,  did  aoi  entitle  them  to  an  action  for  money  had  and  received,  but 
that  it  was  the  8ul;ject  of  an  action  £br  damages.    IK 

8.  Booking'faeg,  The  phaDtHT  and  other  carriers  were  in  tiie  halnt  of  makiag 
charges  for  booking  parcels.  The  company  entered  into  an  agreement  with  £;  8.  to 
oonvey  goods  to  and  from  their  station  for  1 ,000/.,  and  to  relinquish  bookin^^-fees,  vfaich 
he  did^  HM,  that  this  was  no  violation  of  the  proviso  against  inequality  of  charge, 
the  plaintiff  not  being  bound  to  chaige  any  tlung  for  booking,  but  doing  it  merely  fbor 
his  own  benefit.    Jb. 

4.  Packed  Parcels,  The  company  charged  the  plaintiff  more  for  ^  packed  parcels* 
than  they  charged  the  public  in  general.  Held,  that  the  {dainttff  was  entitled  to 
vecover  back  the  sums  so  paid.    1  b, 

5.  "  Kind  or  eUu9  **  of  goods.  The  cempany,  by  a  scale-bUl,  announced  that  on 
viscellaneous  goods,  not  being  aggregate  of  one  ^*  kind  or  class,"  they  would  charge 
extra.  Held^  that,  by  having  used  tiie  irords  '*  kind  *"  and  *'  class  **  as  synonymous^  they 
were  bound  by  their  own  definition,  and  could  not  charge  goods  of  the  same  class  in 
their  scale-bill  as  goods  unconnected  with  goods  of  a  Hke  nature.    Ih, 

6.  Parcels  under  one  cwt. — Aggregate  above  one  cwt.  By  a  subsequent  scale-bill  tiie 
goods  were  divided  into  "classes''  without  any  miscellaneous  class,  and  it  was  ax^ 
nounced  that  a  parcel*rate  would  be  charged  on  all  parcels  under  one  cwt.  When 
several  parcels  in  one  lot  of  goods  of  the  same  class  but  of  diflferent  kinds,  each  separ* 
ately  being  under  one  cwt,  but  in  the  aggregate  above  one  cwt,  were  directed  to  one 
eonsignee,  the  company  charged  tonnage-rate  on  snch  lot  of  parcels ;  but  when  a 
similar  lot  of  parcels  was  directed  to  different  ccmsignees,  the  company  chai^ged  each 
separate  parcel  at  the  parcel-rate.    Hddj  an  unequal  mode  of  chai^ng.    /&. 

7.  Miscellaneous  goods.  The  mere  division  of  goods  into  "  classes  "  in  the  scale-lnll 
would  not  enable  the  plaintiff  to  treat  all  the  goods  in  a  particular  class  as  goods  "  of 
a  like  nature,"  or  as  goods  oi  a**  like  description."  Held,  that  where  several  parcels 
of  goods  of  the  same  kind  were  sent  together  and  amounted  to  a  greater  weight  than 
the  weight  fixed  upon  by  the  company  as  the  dividing  point  between  the  rates^  they 
could  not  be  charged  an  additional  sum  as  *^  miscellaneous  goods."    lb. 

8.  Charge  in  addition  to  toll  for  tonnage.  Held,  that  in  addition  to,  the  toll  which 
the  company  were  empowered  to  take  for  tonnage,  they  were  also  entitled  to  charge 
a  reasonable  sum  for  conveyance  of  goods  as  carriers,  including  loading,  &c.,  and 
were  not  restricted  to  "  such  sum  as  they  should  think  expedient  for  locomotive  power 
and  carriages."    lb. 

9.  Several  small  parcels  of  like  nature  to  different  consignees.  Held,  that  where 
several  small  parcels  of  a  like  nature,  being  altogether  less  than  the  scale-bill  limit, 
were  delivered  in  one  lot  directecl^to  different  consignees,  the  company  were  entitled 
to  chai^  them  as  one  **  small  parcel."  at  the  parcel-rate,  and  where  they  were  not  of  a 
like  nature,  though  o£  the  same  ^  class  "  in  the  scale-bill,  the  company  were  entitled 
to  charge  each  of  them  as  a  separate  parcel  at  the  parcel-rate.    lb. 

10.  Overcharge  by  company  to  carrier.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Company  was 
obliged  to  chai^  for  carriage  to  all  persons  equally,  but  they  charged  P.,  a  carrier. 
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differentij  from  and  more  ten  die  ptublic.  JETeU,  in  accordance  *witii  Parker  r.  Th4 
Oreot  Western  Railway  Company^  that  the  oTereharge  was  recovemble  as  moaej 
tecttfed  tD  tike  caniar's  use,  tiie  ftet  of  his  bung  a  carrier  wit  rendering  the  ctreom- 
ftaces  of  goods  sent  by  him  different  (under  sect  50  of  7  ft  8  Vict  c.  8)  from  those 
Sf  goods  aent  by  the  pnfalio.  *Edwardi  ▼.  Great  WeOem  Rmhoay  Company^  viii.  447. 

1 1 .  SeaU-bUU —  Oanee  of  goods.  The  company^  as  they  might  by  statute,  published 
ttsle4iiIlBy  specifying  divers  classes,  one  of  which  oon^rised  miscellaiieoiis  goods,  ^  not 
being  aggregate  of  one  clan  or  kind,"  and  was  charged  die  hi^est  price  Ibr  carriage, 
and  charged  P.  under  the  misceHaaeous  clsas  for  aggregati^  goods,  which,  though  of 
different  kinds,  were  within  the  same  class  in  the  soale-biils.  Held,  that  this  was  an 
o?erdbrge,  and  that  the  word  **  class  "  most  be  taken  to  mean  something  more  thaa 
'^kind,"  and  to  apply  to  the  dasses  mentioned  in  the  soale-bilhu    J  Ik 

12.  Assistance  in  loading,  P.'s  servants,  unreqnested  by  the  company,  assisted  ki 
servants  in  loading,  &c;  the  public  did  not  Hdd,  that  P.  was  not  entitled  to  any 
dedocdon  on  this  ground.    lb. 

It.  Ot/ercharges.  The  company^  before  the  decmon  in  Parker  ▼.  The  Greai  Wes^ 
em  Railway  Company^  had  entered  into  an  agreement  with  K.  to  aUow  faun  discount ; 
bat  after  that,  reftised  to  make  the  allowance.  K.  recovered  a  verdict  for  the  amount, 
iHiich  the  company  paid.  P.  claimed  the  same  on  the  ground  that  he  and  K.  had 
been  charged  unequally,  K.  having  been  allowed  that  amount;  it  was  held,  that  this 
wu  not  an  allowance  which  made  the  charge  unequaL    Ih. 

14.  Payment  under  protest — Interest.  P.  paid  the  overcharges  under  protest,  and 
after  notice  of  action  to  the  company  he  sent  in  a  claim  in  writing  of  interest  It 
was  objected,  that  as  the  notice  of  action  did  not  contain  a  claim  for  interest  it  could 
not  be  recovered ;  but  as  there  was  no  plea  of  want  of  notice  of  action,  and  as  the 
action  and  all  matters  in  difference  had  been  reforred  to  an  ariMtrator,  it  was  heldj  that 
the  arbitrator  might  award  interest  under  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  42,  s.  4.    lb. 

15.  Oeerekarge  to  carrier — Small  parcels.  By  a  provision  of  a  statute,  ccmpanies 
were  empowenMl  to  demand  for  any  pared  not  exceeding  500  lbs.  weight  any  sum' 
they  chose.  ^  Provided,  that  articles  sent  in  large  aggregate  quantatice,  although 
made  up  of  ^parste  parcels,  such  as  bags  of  sugar,  &c,  shall  not  be  deemed  smal 
parcels,  bat  such  term  shall  apply  only  to  nng^e  parcels  in  separate  packages.**  Held, 
that  the  defendants  were  not  entitled  to  charge  the  plaintiff,  for  the  carriage  of  pack^ 
ages  containing  small  parcels,  a  laiger  sum  than  they  chatged  to  other  persona. 
Crouch  V.  Greai  Northern  Railway  Co.  xxv.  449. 

VIIL  Carriers  iy  Sea. 

1.  Damage  by  rats.  Damage  by  rats  to  goods,  during  the  voyage,  does  not  com% 
vitUn  the  exception  of  *'  a  danger  dr  accident  of  the  sea  and  navigation,**  contained 
in  abiU  of  lading.    Laveroni  v.  Drury,  xvi.  510.    And  see  note. 

1  Lm  by  fire  on  Soard  Hghter.  The  26  Geo.  III.  c.  86,  s.  2,  lunxting  the  responai- 
b3itj  of  thip-owners  for  a  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  does  not  extend  to  the  case  of  a  fire 
ha;>pening  on  board  a  lighter,  employed  in  canying  goods  fitMn  the  shore  to  be 
loaded  on  board  a  ship.

L  For  Mohai  Injuries  Compensation  may  he  allowed. 

1.  Land  taken  by  raUtoay  company.  Where  the  words  of  a  railway  company's  act 
are  capable  of  two  interpretations,  bnt  the  general  intent  of  the  legislature  is  complete 
indemnification  to  the  party  whose  land  is  taken  by*  the  company,  the  court  will 
incline  to  that  constraction  of  the  words  which  will  make  them  consistent  witb  the 
general  intent    Eton  College^  ex  parte ji.  51. 

2.  Actionable  injury  to  land.  Where  a  railway  company  do  that  which  would  be 
Ai  actionable  injury  to  knd,  unless  done  under  the  powers  conferred  by  their  act, 
the  owner  or  occupier  is  entitled  to  compensation  under  sect  €8  c^  s^t  8  &  9  Yict 
c  18.     Glover  v.  The  North  Staffordshire  Railway  Cb,  v.  885. 

8.  Land  not  actually  taken  or  injuriously  affected,  A  railway  company  requiring  the 
plaintiff's  land  for  their  railway  served  him  with  notice,  pursuant  to  the  8  Vict  c.  18. 
The  plaintiff  afterwards,  pursuant  to  provisions  of  the  same  statute,  served  the 
company  with  notice  requiring  them  to  issue  their  warrant  to  the  sheriff  to  summon  a 
jury  to  inquire  into  the  value  of  the  land,  claiming  to  be  paid  by  way  of  compensa- 
tion for  the  purchase  by  them  of  the  fee-simple  of  the  land.  Held,  that  as  the  land 
had  not  been  actually  taken  or  actually  injuriously  affected  by  the  company,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  68th  section,  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  compensation. 
'Burkinshaw  v.  The  Birmingham  Sfc.  Railway  Co.  iv.  489. 

4.  Crossing  highway  by  railway  on  level — Approach  to  house — Jurisdiction  of  House 
of  Lords.  One  who  holds  lands  adjoining  a  railway,  cannot  claim  compensation  from 
the  company  in  respect  that,  at  a  short  distance  from  the  enti*ance  to  his  grounds,  the 
'railway  crosses  on  a  level  an  important  public  road,  the  main  approach  to  his  house. 
And  the  judgment  of  the  sheriff,  whereby  a  sum  has  been  assessed  as  compensation 
in  respect  of  such  level  crossing,  will  be  set  aside.  Held,  so,  reversing  the  judgment 
of  the  Court  of  Session,  by  Cranworth,  L.  C,  and  Lord  St  Leonards,  and  that  the 
question  was  not  closed  against  the  House  of  Lords,  by  the  words,  in  the  Lands 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  that  ^*  such  judgment  (of  the  sheriff)  shall  in  no  case  be 
subject  to  review  ♦  ♦  •  •  ♦  on  any  ground  whatever,"  nor  by  the  objection 
that  the  alleged  error  of  the  sheriff,  in  point  of  law,  was  acquiesced  in',  nor  that  the 
company  did  not  point  out  to  the  sheriff  to  direct  the  jury  to  say  how  much  they 
gave  for  severance,  and  how  much  for  level  crossing,  separately.  Caledonian  Railway 
Co,  V.  Ogilvyj  xxix.  22. 

5.  For  future  unforeseen  damages  subsequently  sustained.  In  1845,  a  landowner 
received,  under  an  arbitration,  compensation  for  land,  and  "  in  respect  of  dama<ves 
which  might  be  sustained  by  reason  of  making  a  railway."  Held,  that  he  was  not  pre- 
cluded from  insisting  on  a  further  compensation  for  future  unforeseen  damages  sub- 
•equently  sustained.      The  Lancashire,  8fc,  Railway  Co.  v.  Evans,  xix.  295. 

6.  A  railway  company  being  about  to  construct  their  line  over  Irfnd  of  W.  C,  it 
was  referred  to  an  arbitrator  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  W.  C.  as  the  price  of 
the  land,  as  well  as  for  injury  to  his  remaining  estate,  and  to  d^rmine  what  bridges, 
arches,  culverts,  &c.,  should  be  made.  The  arbitrator  awarded  7,900/,  as  the  amount 
of  compensation,  and  directed  what  works  should  be  constructed.  The  money  was 
psud  to  \V.  C,  and  the  works  directed  were  done.  Held,  that  this  sum  covered  all 
damage  known  or  contingent  by  the  construction  of  the  railway  on  the  lands  pur- 
chased, and  all  other  damage  from  the  construction  of  the  railway  at  other  places, 
which  was  apparent  and  capable  of  being  ascertained  and  estimated  when  the  com- 
pensation was  awarded ;  but  that  it  did  not  include  any  contingent  and  possible 
damage  which  might  arise  afterwards  by  the  works  of  the  company  at  other  places 
which  could  not  have  been  foreseen  by  the  arbitrator.  Lawrence  v.  The  Northern 
Railioay  Co.  iv.  265. 

7.  Ancent  qf  bridges  over  line  of  railway — Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  The 
provision  in  sect  26  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  that  in  the  exercise 
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of  tlieir  powen  tke  company  shall  do  as  little  damage  as  may  be,  and  shall  make 
Btisfik-tion  to  all  parties  interested  for  all  (jiuaaages  sustained  by  theoif  applies  only  to 
cases  of  damage  to  iodividuak),  for  wkich  oompensation  may  be  made,  and  does  not 
control  the  enactment  in  sect  60,  as  to  the  ascent  of  bridges  over  the  line.  Begina  y. 
Th«  East  and  West  India  Ihcks^Sfc.  Railtcay  Co.  zxii.  113. 

6.  Easement  not  land.  JSemble^  per  the  Lord  Chancellor  Cranworth,  an  easement 
is  not  **  land  **  within  the  meaning  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  AcL  Pinchin 
T,  Tke  London  and  BlaekwaU  Raitway  Co,  xxxi.  249. 

9.  Nodce  by  company — Rights  of  subaequent  incumbrancers^  Where  a  railway  codh 
panj  bad  given  due  notice  to  all  persons  interested  in  certain  lands,  it  was  held  that 
the  coispany  could  not,  by  a  purchase  from  the  holder  of  the  legal  estate  of  such 
lands,  defeat  the  rights  of  subsequent  incumbrancers.  UiU  t.  The  Great  Northern 
Railway  Co,  xxiii.  566. 

10.  Tenant  for  life^  right  to  interest.  Lands  held  under  the  see  of  W.  by  a  lease 
for  lives,  renewable  on  payment  of  a  fine  to  the  bishop,  were  taken  by  a  railway. 
Held,  that  the  biahop,  for  the  time  being,  was  not  entitled  to  the  dividends  of  the  in- 
Testment  of  the  compensation  money  as  they  accrued  due,  but  that  such  dividends 
should  be  accumulated,  with  liberty  to  apply  on  the  dropping  of  any  life.  Ex  parte 
ike  Bishop  of  Winchester,  xii.  342. 

11.  Canal — Pumping  the  yoater  from  one  level  to  another.  A  canal  had  three  levels, 
of  which  A  was  the  highest,  B  the  middle,  and  C  the  lowest  level.  The  proprietors 
(though  without  authority  under  their  act  to  do  so)  erected  engines  between  the  C 
level  and  the  plaintiff's  mill-forge,  and  pumped  back  the  water,  which,  after  serving 
the  purposes  of  navigation  in  levels  A  and  B,  had  flowed  into  level  C.  In  1826,  a 
new  act  was  passed.  The  16th  section  gave  (he  canal  proprietors  authority  to  main- 
tain engines,  &c.,  for  supplying  (he  canal  with  water,  and  *^  from  time  to  time  to  raise 
the  water  of  the  canals  from  one  level  to  another,  or  to  any  reservoirs;  #nd  for 
any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid  to  use  such  engines  as  they  should  judge  proper,  making 
satisfaction  for  all  damages  sustained  by  the  owners  of  any  mills,  &c.,  taken  or  injured.*' 
By  the  80th  aection,  the  proprietors  were  forbiddei^  to  take  any  water  out  of  the 
river  above  the  plaintiff's  forge,  and  they  were  directed  to  maint-ain  flood-weirs,  so 
that  all  waste  water  running  into  level  C,  not  required  for  the  canal,  should  flow  into 
the  liver  above  the  plaintiff's  forge.  ThiLproprieton  pumped  up  as  before  the  water 
oat  of  the  level  C  back  into  the  level  A;  m  consequence  of  which,  except  on  extr^ 
ordinar)'  occasions,  no  water  escaped  over  the  weirs,  ffeldf  that  they  were  entitled 
to  do  80,  and  that  such  pumping  back  of  the  water  from  one  level  of  the  canal  to  the 
other,  did  not  give  the  plaintiff  a  right  to  compensation  under  the  act  EUwell  v.  Thi 
Proprietors  of  Birmingham  Canal  Navigation^  xxii.  11. 

12.  lUer  and  formation  of  railway — Mode  of  ascertaining  and  recovering.  Ths 
Mth  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  points  out  the  mode  for  ascer- 
tuning  and  recovering  the  amount  of  compensadon  to  be  paid  to  a  kmdowner  by  the 
railway  compa|iy  in  respect  of  his  claim  for  compensation,  as  being  injuriously  affected 
by  the  execution  of  the  works,  as  well  where  the  injury  is  alleged  to  arise  from  the 
^er  of  die  railway,  as  from  the  actual  formation  of  the  railway.  The  London  and 
Korthwestem  Railway  Co.  v.  Bradley^  v.  100. 

13.  For  loss  of  office — Sum  in  gross  or  annuity.  The  lords  of  the  treasury  may  make 
an  order  to  pay  a  sum  in  gross  by  way  of  compensation,  for  the  loss  of  an  office,  or 
they  may  order  an  annuity,  commencing  at  a  future  or  a  by-gone  time ;  but  they 
have  no  power  to  order  compensation  for  a  time  during  which  the  party  held  office 
•nd  enjoyed  the  profits  of  it  Regina  y.  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  ix.  ^f  UchfiM^ 
V.  820. 

14.  Common  of  pasture.  From  1838  to  1860  A,  the  owner  and  possessor  of  a  £armt 
exercised  the  right  of  pastariag  the  sheep  thereof  in  the  waste  of  the  manor.  In 
1848  be  became  lord  ot*the  manor.   The  wastes  were  iadoted,  under  8  &  9  Vict  c.  118| 

11* 
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and  A  received  an  anotment  in  respect  of  his  manorial  righti,  bat  claimed,  beadei, 
Compensation  for  **  common  of  pastore  or  ibedSng  or  right  of  pastarage,"  in  respect 
of  l^e  farm.  Held^  that  if  a  common  appurtenant  to  the  fium  existed  before  1848,  A 
still  had  an  interest  for  which  he  should  be  compensated,  which  mi^t  be  popnlariy 
described  as  above.    Lloyd  v.  PotoU,  xxx.  176. 

15.  Lands  Clanses  Consofidation  Acl — Consequential  damages — Sheriff's  jur^^lth 
function.  The  right  to  compensation,  under  the  68th  section  of  the  Lands  Clanses 
Consolidation  Act  is  not  confined  to  direct  interference  with  land,  but  extends  to 
consequential  damage.  A  sherifiTs  jury  has  jurisdiction  over  the  question  and  the 
amount  of  damage.     The  East  and  West  India  Docks,  Sfc,  Railway  Co,  v.  Gaitke,  iii.  59. 

16.  Liclnsure  Act — Allotments  to  lord  of  manor — tJompensaiion  by  lord  for  damage 
done  in  digging  for  coals,  f^c.  An  inclosure  act  enacted  that  certain  allotmenti 
should  be  made  to  the  lord  of  a  manor  for  his  right  to  and  in  certain  soil ;  it  was  i^lso 
Enacted  that  if  the  lord  should  enter  on  any  of  the  lands  (or  the  purpose  of  digging, 
&c.,  any  coals  or  other  minerals,  he  should  make  compensation  for  the  damage  done." 
Held,  that  although  there  was  no  express  reservation  of  mines  and  minerals  under  tbe 
land  so  inclosed,  yet  he  was  entitled  to  dig  for  them,  paying  compensation  for  tbe 
damage  done  Hdd,  also,  that  stones  got  from  qnarries  are  minorals.  Mieklethioaiie  ▼. 
Winter,  v.  626. 

IL  Jwrisdiction  of  Arbitrators,  Justices,  and  Juries, 

1.  Field  taken  by  canal  company.  The  defendants  were  authorized  by  an  act  to 
take  a  certain  field  held  by  the  plaintiff  as  lessee.  An  arbitrator  was  appointed  to 
Settle  the  compensation.  The  company  had  taken  a  portion  of  the  field,  leaving  the 
plaintiff  no  approach  to  the  residue ;  but  had  delivered  to  his  lessor  a  grant  of  a  way 
more  commodious  than  the  old  one.  The  arbitrator  made  no  award  as  to  the  right  of 
way,  a^  did  not  apportion  the  rent  of  the  land,  field,  that  the  arbitrator  had  acted 
rightly,  under  the  act,  in  awarding  a  money  compensation  only,  and  that  be  would 
have  exceeded  his  powers  if  he  had  adjudicated  either  on  the  question  of  the  right 
of  way,  or  of  the  apportionmei|^  of  the  rent    Ware  v.  Eegenfs  Canal  Co.  xxv.  444. 

2.  Interest  of  master  in  school-premises  taken  by  railway  company.  The  governors 
of  a  school  were  incorporated,  and  seised  in  fee  of  the  school  premises.  W.  was 
appointed  master,  and  put  into  possession  o^part  of  the  premises.  Che  relation  might 
be  terminated  by  master  or  governors,  on  giving  three  months'  notice.  A  railway 
company  bought  a  part  of  said  premises,  for  a  sum  which  was  to  compensate  both 
governors  and  master,  but  the  master  got  no  share  of  it  The  interest  of  the  mmter 
in  the  rest  of  the  premises  was  injuriously  affected,  and  he  proceeded,  under  sect  ^8 
of  Stat  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  18,  to  determine  the  amount  of  his  compensation.  Upon  Ptan- 
damns  to  the  company  to  take  up  the  award  of  the  arfjitrator,  it  w;as  held,  that  W. 
had  no  greater  interest  in  the  house  than  as  tenant  for  a  year,  or  from  year  to  year, 
and  therefore  was  not  entitled  to  have*his  claim  settied  by  arbitration  under  sect  68, 
but  could  obtain  compensation  only  by  the  determination  of  two  justices,  under  seet 
121.    Regina  v.  Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  Lincolnshire  Railway  Co.  xxix.  180. 

S.  Time  of  making  award  by  arbitrator.  An  arbitrator,  under  the  Lands  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  is  bound  to  make  his  award  within  three  months  of  the  time  when 
the  matter  is  referred  to  him  for  arbitration.  Ewxns  v.  The  Lancashire  Railway  Co, 
xviii.  42^. 

4.  Title  to  land  taken — Right  of  way — Surplusage,  The  68th  section  of  the  Lands 
Clanses  Consolidation  Act,  (8  Vict  c.  18,)  which  gives  the  owner  of  iSinds,  &c.y  taken 
for  public  works,  the  right  to  have  his  damages  fixed  by  a  jury,  or  by  arbitrators,  does 
not  give  such  jury  or  arbitrators  jurisdiction  to  inquire  into  the  chumant's  title  to  the 
land,  but  only  to  decide  the  amount  of  damages.  When  such  a  jury,  on  a  claim  for 
damjges  for  obstructing  a  right  of  way,  find  a  verdict  denying  tiie  right  of  way,  and, 
therefore,  finding  that  no  damage  was  sostained;  but  awanl  coDtingently  150^  ia  case 
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they  are  compelled  to  assume  tbe  existence  of  such  a  right — held,  by  Lord  Campbell, 
C.  J^  and  Colendge,  J.»  that  the  prior  part  of  the  finding  could  not  be  rejected  as 
surplusage.  tonSato  make  it  a  rerdict  for  160L  Regina  v.  London  and  Northwestern 
Btdkoay  Co,  zxT.  37. 

5.  Jurisdiction  of  justices  to  award  compensation,  ^  An  adjudication  by  two  justices 

of  a  sum  to  be  paid  by  a  railway  company  as  compensation  for  land  taken  for  the  road, 

:is  an  order  within  stat.  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  43,  s.  1,  and  is  bad  if  the  ^:omplaint  is  made 

more  than  six  months  after  the  cause  c^  complaint  arose.    Inre  Edmundson^jLsdr,  169.

III.  Proceedings  to  obtain  CompensaHcn, 

I.  Action  of  debt.  The  defendants,  a  railway  company,  by  their  ifcxkis  injuriously 
affected  the  lands  of  the  plaintifir.  They  offered  him  60^  compensation.  A  jury,  suoh 
moned  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  18,  (the  Lands  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,)  assessed  the  compensation  at  215/.  Ileld^  that  the  plaintiff  was 
entitied  to  recover  in  an  action  of  debt  against  the  company  the  costs  of  the  inquiry 
•s  ifell  as  the  amount  of  the  compensation.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co,  v.  Richard- 
son,  ix.  464. 

8.  Arbitration  or  jury.  There  is  no  equity  arising  from  the  provisions  of  the  68th 
section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  to  restrain  a  party  alleging  himself  to 
be  ^  inittTiously  affected  **  from  recovering  compensation  by  an  arbitration  or  a  jury, 
in  the  manner  thereby  prescribed,  and  the  balance  of  authority  b  against  the  princifJe 
.  of  the  decision  of  Lord  Cottenham  in  the  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  t. 
Smbk.  The  Lancashire^  jrc.  Railway  Co.  v.  EvanSy  xix.  295.  See  East  and  West 
India  Docks  Co,  v.  Gattke,  iiL  69. 

3.  InwiUd  appointment  of  arbitrator — Rule  to  set  aside  award.  An  injury  having 
been  done  to  ^e  premises  of  B.  by  the  tunnel  of  a  railway  company,  for  which  the 
company  refused  compensation,  B.  served  them  with  a  notice  under  the  Lands  Clauses 
Act^  8  &  9  Vict  c  18,  dated  the  5th  of  December,  requiring  them  to  appoint  an 
arbitrator  on  their  behalf,  and  stating  that  it  was  his  intention  to  appoint  S.  D.  M.  his 
arbitrator,  and  that  if,  within  fourteen  days  after  the  notice,  the  company  failed  to 
appoint  an  arbitrator  for  them,  he  would  appoint  the  said  S.  D.  M.  to  act  for  both 
parties.  The  company  having  refused  to  refer  the  matter  to  arbitration,  B.,  on  the 
1st  of  January  following,  served  them  with  a  notice,  which,  after  reciting  that  B.  had 
appointed  the  said  S.  D.  M.  his  arbitrator,  stated  that  he  then  appointed  the  said  S. 
D.  li.  to  act  as  arbitrator  on  behalf  of  both  parties.  S.  D.  M,  having  awarded  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  paid  by  the  coii4>any  to  B.,  a  rule  was  obtained  by  B.  for  the  com- 
pany to  pay  the  amount,  and  a  cross-rule  was  obtsuned  by  the  company  to  set  aside 
the  award  on  the  ground  stated  in  the  rule,  that  the  arbitrator  had  awarded  respecting 

,  matters  over  which  he  had  no  jurisdiction.  SerMe^  first,  that  no  valid  appointment  of 
an  arbitrator  to  act  for  B.  had  been  made  by  him,  and  that  this  objection  to  the  award 
had  been  sufficiently  pointed  out  by  the  rule,  but  the  court,  under  the  circumstances, 
discharged  both  rules.    Bradley  v.  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  L  410. 

4.  Notice  of  arbitraUon — Injunction,  T.  claimed  against  the  Duke  of  N.  damages 
for  injury  done  to  his  brewery  by  the  erection  of  a  new  market  at  S.  The  damages 
claimed  were — first,  for  narrowing  a  street  bounding  the  brewery;  secondly,  for 
temporuy  obstruction  of  the  thoroughfare ;  and  thirdly,  for  obstruction  of  the  access 
of  light  and  air,  and  contracted  ventilation.  This  last  damage  did  not  appear  to.have 
been  pressed,  or  discovered,  until  the  new  market  buildings  had  arisen  to  a  consider- 
able height  The  defendant  gave  one  notice,  embracing  all  the  three  heads,  to  pro- 
ceed by  a(bttration,  according  to  sects.  25  and  68.  There  had  been  a  treaty  for 
compensation  for  the  two  former  heads,  but  it  did  not  appear  to  have  been  completed  and 
eaniedont   There  had  been  no  treaty  for  compensation  as  to  the  third,    ife^  that  the 
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nature  of  the  compensaiMm  treated  for  being  qaite  clear,  the  defendant  coold  be 
restrained  by  injuiictbn  from  proceeding  under  the  notice  he  had  given.  Duke  of 
Norfolk  V.  Tennant,  x.  237. 

5.  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  lands  taken  under — Lawful  possession  hff 
company.  The  ascertaining  the  Compensation  for  Unds  entered  upon  and  taken  under 
sect  85  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  is  no  exercise  of  a  compulsory  power 
on  the  part  of  the  t^ompany.  Sect  68  applies  to  lands  entered  upon  and  used  under 
sect  85,  and  the  landowner  is  bound  to  initiate  proceedings  for  settling  the  compen* 
sation.  'Where  a  railway  company  have  complied  with  die  provisions  of  sect  85, 
and  entered  upon  and  taken  land  within  the  prescribed  period  for  exercising  their 
compulsory  powers,  their  possession  afler  the  prescribed  period,  without  having  the 
compensation  assessed  and  the  land  conveyed  to  them,  is  not  unlawful,  and  an  eject- 
ment cannot  be  Maintained  against  them.  Doe  d.  Armistead  v.  North  Staffordshire 
Railway  Co,  iv.  216. 

6.  Powers  for  compulsory  purchase — Notice  by  landowner — Entry  by  company,  A 
notice  given  by  a  railway  company  to  a  landowner  requiring  his  land  for  the  purpose 
of  the  undertaking,  is  an  exercise  of  the  powers  for  the  eompulsory  purchase  of  land 
within  the  meaning  of  sect  123  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  and  if 
such  notice  be  given  within  the  prescribed  period,  the  steps  necessary  to  acquire  the 
possession  of  the  land  may  be  taken  afterwards  The  entry  on  land,  under  sect.  85, 
is  not  the  exercise  of  a  power  for  compulsory  purchase,  but  is  the  exercise  of  a  power 
for  carrying  that  purchase  into  effect  Marquess  of  Salisbury  v.  Great  Northern  EaU- 
feay  Co,  x.  344. 

7.  Warrant  to  sheriff—Undersheriff  interested.  Under  sect.  39  of  the  Lands 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  the  promoters  of  a  railway  company  may  issue  their  war- 
rant to  summon  a  compensation  jury  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  although  the  under- 
sheriff  be  interested  as  a  shareholder.  In  such  a  case,  the  sheriff  should  take  the  inqui- 
sition in  person  or  appoint  some  disinterested  deputy.  Worsley  v.  South  Devon  Railway 
Co,  iv.  223. 

8.  Entry  by  company  not  made  unlawful  by  unlawful  continuance  in  possession. 
Where  the  promoters  of  a  railway  company  have  entered  upon  and  taken  land  under 
liie  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  within  the  period  prescribed  for  exercising  their 
compulsory  powers,  their  continuance  in  possession  afler  that  period,  without  compen- 
sation to  the  owner  of  the  land,  does  not  render  their  original  entry  unlawful.    lb, 

9.  Arbitration  with  landowner — Submission  by  secretary  on  behalf  of  company^ 
Where,  in  pursuance  of  the  arbitration  clauses  of  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  18,  parties  agree 
to  refer  a  question  of  disputed  compensation  for  land  required  by  a  railway  corapanyi 
and  the  secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  company,  signs  the  appointment  of  the  arbitrator, 
an  award  made  under  such  submission  is  valid,  although  all  the  previous  forms  imposed 
by  the  statute  have  not  been  complied  with,  those  forms  being  necessary  only  in  the  case 
of  a  compulsory  arbitration.     Collins  v.  The  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Co,  xii.  565* 

10.  Local  drainage  act — Comtnissioners*  appointment — Inquisition,  By  sect  1  of  a 
Local  Drainage  Act,  the  lords  of  three  manors,  or,  in  their. absence,  their  respective 
agents,  appointed  as  therein  prescribed,  were  to  be  commissioners  for  executing  the 
act  By  sect  2,  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  acting  as  a  commissioner,  or  as  an  agent, 
until  he  shall  have  made  a  prescribed  declaration.  By  sect.  3,  in  case  any  com- 
missioner shall  act  before  he  shall  have  made  the  said  declaration,  he  shall  forfeit  the* 
sum  of  50/.  By  sect  6,  no  act  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  valid  unless  at  a  meeting 
to  be  holdcn  by  virtue  of  the  act  The  commissioners  were  empowered  to  take  lands 
for  the  purposes  of  the  act ;  and  the  sections  for  that  purpose  were  similar  to  those 
eontiuned  in  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  The  three  lords  of  the  manors 
separately  appointed  the  defendants  their  agents,  not  having  previously  made  the 
declaration  required.  The  defendants  required  to  take,  for  the  purposes  of  the  act, 
•  acres,  1  rood,  25  perches  of  the  plaintiff's  land.    They  gave  the  plaintiff  a  notice 
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m  writing,  describing  the  land  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  containing  the  particulars  re- 
quired by  the  act  The  plaintiff  refusing  to  treat,  they  issued  a  warrant  to  summon  a  jury, 
to  assess  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  hiiA  for  the  purchase  of  3  acres,  1  rood,  25  perches  of 
land  required ;  but  the  warrant  did  not  refer  to  the  notice,  and  did  not  describe 
specifically  which  3*acres,  1  rood,  25  perches  were  required.  The  plaintilT  had  200 
acres  of  land  in  the  district  The  notice  and  warrant  were  in  the  defendants'  names^ 
as  commissioners.  A  jury  assessed  the  price  of  the  land  pointed  out  to  them,  which 
was,  in  fact,  the  land  described  in  the  notice.  The  inquisition  recited  the  warrant,  but 
not  the  notice,  and  did  not  show  in  respect  of  what  land  the  price  was  assessed.  Ileld^ 
first,  that  the  defendants,  by  the  above-mentioned  appointment,  were  themselves 
commissioners  imder  the  Loc^  Act ;  and  that  the  notice  and  warrant  were  properly 
issued  in  their  names.  Secondly,  that  the  lords  of  the  manors,  in  appointing  the 
defendants  to  be  their  agents,  did  not  act  as  commls^oncrs,  and  therefore  it  was  not 
necessary  that  they  should  have  made  the  declaration  required ;  and  that  ^t  any 
rate,  the  omission  would  not  make  the  appointments  void.  Thirdly,  that  the  inquisition 
was  not  void,  because  it  did  not  show  specifically  in  respect  of  what  land  the  price 
was  assessed ;  and  it  was  sufficient  that  in  fact  the  land  described  in  it  was  the  same 
as  that  shown  to  the  jury.     Ostler  v.  Cooke,  xvL  108. 

lY.  LivestmefU  of  Monty ^  Costif  Sfc. 

1.  Lands  of  vicarage  taken  hy  railway  company — Reference  to  master  dhpensed  mitfu 
Land  belonging  to  a  vicarage  was  taken  by  a  railway  company,  and  the  purchase- 
money  paid  into  court  to  the  account  of  the  vicar.  On  a  petition  by  the  vicar, 
stating  an  agreement  to  purchase  land  particularly  mentioned  in  the  agreement,  and 
that  the  tide  had  been  approved  of  by  a  barrister,  and  that  the  title-deeds  had  been 
examined  and  found  correct;  and  praying  for  a  conveyance. and  payment  of  the 
money  out  of  court,  without  a  reference  to  the  Master,  the  court  made  tlie  order. 
Ex  parte  The  Vicar  of  East  Dereham,  xiii.  131. 

2.  Lands  in  trust — Consols — Payment  of  dividends;  A  part  of  some  lands,  which 
had  been  vested  in  trustees,  under  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  was  taken  by  a 
railway  company,  and  the  purchase-money  was  paid  into  court  Order  made  for  the 
investDQent  in  consols,  and  the  payment  of  the  dividends  to  any  two  of  the  trustees 
fiir  the  time  being.     In  re  Collinses  Charity,  Sfc.  iii.  143. 

J.  Lands  of  persons  under  disabULity — Small  surplus  paid  to  tenant  for  life.  Where 
money  has  been  paid  into  court  in  respect  of  lands  taken  by  a  company  from  persons 
ttnder  disability,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  surplus,  has  been  afterwards  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  to  be  settled  to  the  same  uses,  if  such  surplus  is  under 
20f.  the  court  wiH  allow  it  to  be  paid  to  the  tenant  for  life,  but  not  otherwise.  In  re 
Baieman's  Estate,  xiii.  188. 

4.  Purchase-money  and  costs,  including  brokerage,  ordered  to  he  paid  to  petitioner. 
Where  the  purchase-money  for  lands  taken  by  a  railway  company  was  paid  into 
court  it  was  ordered,  upon  petition,  to  be  invested,  and  the  costs,  including  the 
brokerage  charged  by  the  accountant-general  and  all  reasonable  charges  incidental 
to  taking  said  land  and  investing  said  money,  to  be  paid  to  the  petitioner  by  the 
company.    In  re  Braithwaite^s  Trust,  xxi.  20. 

5.  Lands  of  Eton  College.  Upon  the  petition  of  Eton  College  for  an  investment  in 
the  funds  of  the  purchase-money  of  land  bought  of  the  college  by  a  railway  company, 
it  was  held,  that  the  company  was  liable  to  pay  tlie  costs  of  such  investment,  under 
the  80di  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  of  1845.  Eton  College,  ex 
porle,  1.  51. 

6.  Application  to  court  for  investing  money.  Lands  having  been  taken  for  the 
pttrpo«es  of  a  railway  company,  and  the  money  paid  into  court,  and  other  lands  being 
approved  of,  to  be  purchascid  therewith,  and  to  be  settled  to  like  uses  as  the  former 
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lands,  il  was  hdd,  thai  Qviky  one  applicatioii  to  the  court  woM  be  necessary  for 
carrying  this  puipose  into  effect ;  and  tJiat  the  draft  conveyance  approved  by  the 
conveyancing  coansel,  being  engrossed,  with  a  blaftk  for  the  date  and  other  pardco- 
lan  of  the  order,  the  oonrt  wouid  make  one  order  directing  the  blank  to  be  filled  u^ 
and  the  contract  to  be  completed.  In  re  CaddicXfs  Estate^  zvii.  82. 
•  7.  DecUh  of  petkionin^  rector.  If,  on  Hie  death  of  the  rector  who  petitioned  for  an 
investment  of  the'  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  rectory  lands,  the  new  rector  con- 
eents,  the  proceedings  may  go  on — temble.    Ex  parte  The  Rector  cfLta^  xiii.  167. 

8.  When  second  petkion  necessary.  When  the  purchase-money  of  lands  taken  by  a 
railway  company  is  invested  in  other  lands  sold  in  a  suit  in  this  court,  a  second  peti- 
tion, intituled  in  the  cause,  becomes  necessary,  and  the  company  must  bear  the 
expenses  of  both  petitions.     Carpmael  v.  ProJUt,  zxL  121. 

9.  Interest  on  land  damages,  A  railway  company  took  possesion  of  certain  lands, 
and  stipulated  to  pay  interest  on  the  purchase-money  from  the  delivery  of  the 
vendor's  abstract  till  the  day  on  which  the  purchase  should  be  completed.  The  com- 
pany paid  the  money  into  the  Bank  of  England,  and  received  from  the  vendor  an 
account  for  interest  up  to  the  time  of  payment ;  and,  this  account  having  been  mislaid, 
another  was  sent  to  the  company  two  years  after,  at  their  request,  in  which  interest 
was  b2X)ught  down  to  the  latter  period.  No  application  had  been  made  by  the  vendor 
fi^r  investment,  and  it  was  held,  that  the  interest  ceased  to  run  from  the  time  of  pay- 
ment into  the  bank.  Costs  of  the  application  were  not  given  to  the  company,  on 
account  of  their  delay  in  paying  the  pnrchase-money.  Lewis  v.  The  South  Wales 
Railway  Co.  xv.  424. 

10.  Deposit  Jbr  payment  of  land — Interest.  Money  was  paid  into  court  under  the 
€9th  clause  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  and  the  vendor  gave  notice  that  he 
should  claim  interest  till  the  completion  of  the  purchase.  The  purchaser  not  objecting 
till  a  year  after  notice,  interest  was  decreed.  Ex  parte  The  Earl  of  ffardwicke,  xti.  188. 

11.  Apportionment  of  costs  of  investment.  A  corporation  asked  that  the  amount 
of  compensation  pud  into  court  by  a  railway  company  for  lands  taken  might  be 
invested,  together  with  other  moneys.  Held,  that  the  order  should  provide  for  the 
payment  of  costs,  according  to  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  and  that  the 
corporation  shonU  pay  the  extra  costs,  by  reason  of  the  amount  invested.  Ktng*s 
CoUeycy  ex  partCf  xiJL.  317, 

COMPOSITION  DEBI>S. 

1.  Accession  to.  A  creditor  cannot  be  sud  in  any  sense  to  have  acceded  to  the 
provisions  of  a  composition  deed,  unless  he  has  put  himself  in  the  same  situation  with 
regard  to  the  debtor  as  if  he  had  actually  executed  the  deed.  Forbes  v.  Limond, 
xxxi.  179. 

2.  Execution  of,  by  registered  judgment  creditor — Release— Merger  of  debts.  If  a 
registered  judgment  (^editor  execute  a  composition  deed  made  by  the  debtor,  the 
deed  containing  a  saving  clause  in  respect  of  any  subscribing  creditor's  lien,  or  other 
specific  charge  tor  his  debt,  and  a  proviso  that  no  subscribing  creditor  shall  be  pre- 
vented from  suing  any  person  other  than  the  debtor,  his  heirs,  &c.,  the  deed  is  to  be 
construed  according  to  the  intention  of  the  parties,  and,  therefore,  the  creditor's 
charge  is  not  released  by  his  execution  of  the  compontion  deed ;  nor  is  the  debt 
merged  by  the  assignment  of  it  to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  subscribing  creditors, 
and  it  retains  its  priority  over  subsequent  registered  debts  of  creditors  not  parties  to 
the  composition  deed ;  and  a  suit  may  be  maintained  by  one  creditor  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  other  creditors,  parties  to  the  deed.     Squire  v.  Ford,  v.  82. 

3.  Construclfpn  of— Priority  of  debts.  By  a  deed  of  composition  with  creditors,  it 
was  provided  that  the  creditors  should  be  paid  out  of  the  property  ratably,  and 
without  preference,  and  that  any  creditor  holding  a  mortgage  security  might  be  paid 
thii  smottiit  of  his  debt  and  interest.    Held,  that  this  deed  did  not  render  the  simple 
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cnotract  debts  spedaltj,  and  that  boad  creditors  were  not  entitled  to  more  than  the 
penalkjr  of  the  bond.     Clowes  v.  Water$,  xii.  826. 

4.  To  be  executed  be/ore  day  »pec\^d.  An  agreement  to  guarantee  a  composition 
to  all  the  creditors  of  a  third  penwa  who  should,  belbre  a  day  ^Mcified,  sign  a  release 
to  the  debtor  of  their  respective  clainu,  is  an  agreement  entered  into  with  such 
creditorB  only  as  actually  signed  before  that  day,  and  cannot  be  enforced  in  faror  of  a 
creditor,  who,  in  consequence  of  a  misapprehension  by  both  parttes  of  their  respective 
rights,  ^ied  to  sign  the  release  befoi*e  the  day  specified.   Emmet  v.  Dewkirsty  viii.  83. 

5.  Misapprehension  by  creditor — Specific  performance.  A  creditor  who,  through 
misapprefa^udoQ  of  his  rights  respecting  certain  securities,  faib  to  sign  the  release 
witlun  the  specified  time,  is  not  entitled  to  a  bill  in  equity  jR>r  specific  performance 
of  the  agreement    lb. 

6.  WUhin  statute  of  frauds.  Such  an  agreement,  being  an  agreement  to  pay  the 
debt  of  another,  is  within  the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and  cannot,  in  the 
absence  of  fraud,  be  varied  by  a  subsequent  parol  agreement    76. 

7.  Reservation  of  creditor's  remedies  against  surety^  A  necessary  consequence  of  a 
reservation  in  a  composition  deed  of  a  creditor's  remedies  against  a  surety,  is  the  con* 
tinuance  of  tke  surety's  right  to  be  indemnified  by  the  principal  debtor,  and  this  right 
will  not  be  held  to  be  abandoned  unless  a  contract  to  abandon  it  is  proved.  There* 
&re,  where  oae  of  the  creditors  who  acceded  to  a  composition  de^  was  also  a  resid- 
uaty  legatee  of  a  surety  for  the  compounding  debtors  to  another  creditor,  and  one 
of  the  compounding  debtors  happened  to  be  the  surety's  executor,  it  was  heldy  that 
the  residuary  legatee's  accession  must  be  taken  to  have  been  in  respect  of  his  direct 
debt  only,  and  did  not  preclude  him  from  insbting  on  the  surety's  estate  being  indem- 
nified by  the  debtors.     Close  v.  Close^  xxviL  535. 

8.  Uncertainty  of  amount  of  claim — No  sum  set  offainst  creditor's  name,  R.,  con- 
signed extensively  to  6.  and  Company  on  a  del  credere  conmussion.  In  1846,  the 
aSain  of  &  having  become  embarrassed,  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  be  wound 
up  by  him  under  a  deed  of  inspectorship  and  license.  The  deed  recited  that  R.  was 
indebted  to  sundry  persons  in  the  sums  set  opposite  their  names  in  the  schedule,  and 
then  gave  free  Ucense  to  R.  to  stay  in  £ngland,  without  suit,  &e.,  tUl  December,  1847, 
and  prorided  for  payments  of  dividends  to  creditors,  ^^  ratably  upon  their  said  respeo* 
live  debts."  The  inspectors  were  to  have  power  to  retain* ratable  diridends  for 
creditors  wiio  had  not  executed  the  deed.  G.  and  Company  executed  the  deed,  but 
entered  their  firm  in  the  schedule  as  creditors,  without  any  sum  opposite,  it  being 
impossible,  as  they  stated  at  the  time,  to  estimate  what,  if  any,  loss  they  would  sustain 
npon  the  goods  until  the  whole  had  been  sokL  The  claim  of  the  pUintifis,  G.  and 
Company,  as  to  1,9  74t  had  been  admitteil  by  the  inspectors.  In  1846,  and  1847, 
dividends  were  paid  under  the  deed,  the  dividends  paid  to  G.  and  Company,  being 
only  open  1,974/.  The  accounts  of  sales  of  goods  were  not  finally  closed  till  1849, 
when  R.  owed  G.  aSid.  Company,  upon  the  balance  of  that  account,  5,300/.,  upon 
which  G.  and  Company  now  claimed  an  additional  dividend.  Held,  that  they  were 
not  preduded  from  so  doing  by  reason  of  their  having  executed  the  deed  without  any 
sum  specified  opposite  their  name.     Graham  v.  Ackroyd,  xix.  654. 

9.  Fraudulent  stipuUUion  by  one  creditor  for  preference-^Counter  fraud.  Toan  action 
for  goods  sold,  the  defendant  pleaded  a  release,  to  which  the  plaintiff  replied  that  the 
release  was  obtained  by  firaud  of  the  defendants,  and  issue  was  joined  on  a  traverse  of 
the  renlication.  It  appeared  by  the  evidence  that  the  defendant,  being  indebted  to 
several  persons,  and,  amongst  others,  to  the  plaintiff,  proposed  a  composition  of  6«.  8^. 
in  the  pound,  whieh  was  agreed  to  by  the  nugority  of  the  creditors  in  number ;  but  the 
plaintiff  refused  to  concur  unless  he  was  pidd  13s.  Ad,  in  the  pound  upon  part  of  the 
debt,  and  the  other  part  was  paid  in  fhll.  Upon  recoiving  notes  f^H*  the  amount 
agreed  upon,  and  the  positive  assurance  of  the  defendants  that  no  other  creditor  than 
hiauelf  was  preferred,,  and  that  no  one  of  them  was  to  hare  any  tiang  beyond  tho 
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Si.  8  J.,  he.  signed  a  release  for  his  whole  debt  The  assurance  of  the  defendants  thai 
no  other  creditor  was  preferred  was  untrue,  as  there  was  no  doubt  but  that  they  had 
preferred  other  persons  besides  the  phiintiff.  Helfl,  by  Wightman,  J.,  that  it  was  no 
answer  upon  this  issue  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  himself  had  also  contracted  for  a 
preference,  in  fraud,  not  of  the  defendants,  but  of  the  other  creditors,  and  that  the 
defendants  could  not  set  up  a  counter  fraud  by  them  and  the  plaintiff,  by  which  they 
colluded  to  deceive  other  persons,  as  an  answer  to  a  charge  of  fraud  practised  by  the 
defendants  upon  the  plaintiff,  which  would  have  the  effect  of  depriving  him  of  part*  of 
his  original  j ust  right  By  Coleridge,  J.,  and  Erie,  J.,  that  the  replication  was  not  proved, 
because  the  whole  stipulation  for  a  preference  being  a  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  plain« 
tifif  towards  other  creditors,  no  part  of  it  could  be  legally  relied  on  by  him  as  forming 
a  material  inducement  for  this  deed ;  and  that  the  fact  of  the  plaintiff  having  obtained 
a  preference  for  himself,  not  vitiating  the  release  as  against  himself,  the  defendant 
having  also  given  a  preference  to  others,  was  no  fraud  upon  the  plaintiff.  MalkUieu 
V.  Ilodgson,  v.  279. 

COMPROMISE. 

1.  When  supported.  To  support  a  compromise,  it  is  sufficient  that  the  parties  enter- 
ing into  it  thought  at  the  time  that  there  was  a  bond  fide  question  between  them, 
though  it  may  eventually  turn  out  that  there  was,  in  fact,  no  such  question.  Ex  parte 
Lucy;  In  re  The  MMland  Union^  S^c,  RaUway  Co.  xzi.  199. 

2.  A$  to  the  principles  applicable  to  family  compromises,  see  Smith  v.  Pincomhe^ 
X.  50. 

CONFLICT  OF  LAWS. 

1.  Marriage  contract.  A  contract  of  marriage  made  in  London,  in  the  Scotch  fbnn, 
will  be  construed  in  England  according  to  the  law  of  Scotland.  The  domicile  of  the 
parties  must  determine  the  remedies  by  which  the  contract  must  be  carried  int6  effect 
Duncan  v.  Cannan^  xxiii.  288. 

2.  Marriage  settlement.  A  husband  and  wife  who  have  made  a  marriage  settlement 
of  personal  estate  in  a  foreign  form,  must  be  taken  to  have  contracted  not  only  for  such 
powers  of  disposition  over  the  property  as  are  expressly  reserved,  but  also  for  all  such 
as,  by  the  hwv  according  to  which  the  settlement  is  to  be  construed,  are  incident  to  the 
estates  created  by  it,  anfl  such  powers  are  not  lost  by  the  parties  af1«rwards  becoming 
domiciled  in  a  country"  by  the  law  of  which  those  powers  are  not  incident  to  the  estates. 
Duncan  v.  Cannan,  xxxi.  443. 

8.  Marriage  in  America — Sentence  pronounced  at  Rome — English  forum.  The 
status  of  parties,  domiciled  subjects  of,  and  married  in,  America,  was  held  not  to  be  so 
affected  by  a  sentence  pronounced  at,  and  founded  on  a  rule  of  law  peculiar  to  Rome, 
the  persons  being  then  resident  at  Rome,  and  going  subsequently  to  England,  that  an 
English  forum  would,  by  reason  of  such  sentence,  refuse  to  entertain  questions  arising 
but  of  the  marriage  state  of  such  persons.     Connelly  v.  Connelly^  ii.  570. 

4.  Land  out  of  jurisdiction — Equities.  Whether  the  court  will  enforce  against  de- 
fendants, having  in  their  hands  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  land  situated  out  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion, ih^  equities  to  which  such  proceeds  would  have  been  subject  if  the  land  had  been 
situated  within  the  jurisdiction,  depends  upon  the  question,  whether  the  contract  which 
is  sought  to  be  enforced  was  or  was  not,  by  the  lex  loci  rei  sites,  capable  of  being  fulfilled. 
Waterhouse  v.  Stansfield,  xii.  206. 

5.  Proceeds  brought  within  jurisdiction.  The  rights  of  the  parties  interested  in  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  land  situated  out  of  the  jurisdiction,  do  not  cease-  to  be  governed 
by  the  lex  loci  rei  sites  by  the  circumstance  of  such  proceeds  being  brought  in  specie 
within  the  jurisdiction.     /6. 

6.  Restraint  on  alienation.  A  law  permitting  alienation  of  land,  only  upon  the  terms 
of  the  proceeds  being  applied  in  a  particular  manner,  is  a  restnunt  upon  alienation ;  and 
restraints  upon  the  alienation  of  land  are  always  governed  by  the  lex  loci  rei  sites.   lb* 
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7.  Appllcaiian  of  proceeds  of  sale  governed  hy  lex  loci  rei  sites.  The  lex  loci  re\ 
sU(x  must  govern  the  applicatu>ii  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  estate,  juat  as  much 
as  of  the  estate  itself.     Waterhouse  v.  Stansfeldj  xiii.  465. 

S.  Restraint  on  alienation  hy  foreign  law.  When  the  law  of  a  foreign  country  places 
a  restraint  upon  the  alienation  of  property,  a  contract  here  respecting  that  property  can- 
not be  enforced  against  the  forei<ni  law.    lb. 

9.  Parol  agreement  made  to  foreign  country.  An  action  cannot  be  maintained  in 
England  on  a  parol  agreement  which  is  not  to  be  performed  within  a  year,  although 
made  in  France,  and  valid  and  enforceable  there.    Leroux  v.  Brown,  xiv.  247. 

CONSANGUINITY. 

Nephew  and  niece-^Half^od.  Under  a  decree  directing  an  inquiry  to  ascertain 
the  flq^ews  and  nieces  of  a  testator,  nephews  and  nieces  of  the  half  blood  will  be 
included  with, those  of  the  whole  blood.     Grieve$  v.  Rowley,  zzi.  310.

CONSPIRACY. 

1.  To  violate  act  of  parliament,  indictment  for.  In  an  indictment  for  a  conspiracy 
to  violate  an  act  of  parliament  charging  the  acts  prohibited  by  the  statute  as  the  means 
by  which  the  conspiracy  is  to  be  effected,  it  is  not  necessary  to  allege  those  acts  as 
speoficatUy  as  ia  a  conviction  under  the  statute.    Regina  v.  Rowlands,  ix.  287. 

2.  To  injure  tradesman.  In  conspiracy  to  injury  a  tradesman  in  his  trade,  under 
the  6  Gea  IV.  c.  129,  it  is  sufficient  to  allege  that  the  defendants  conspired,  &c.,  by 
"  molesting,"  "  using  threats,"  *'  intimidating,"  and  "  intoxicating  '*  workmen  hired  by 
the  tndeanan  in  order  to  force  them  to  depart  from  their  work ;  and,  also,  that  they 
oonqnred,  &c.,  to  ^*  molest "  and  "  obstruct "  the  tradesman  and  his  workmen,  with  the 
nine  object,  and  in  order  to  force  him  to  make  an  alteration  in  the  mode  of  carrying 
on  his  trade^  the  words  used  being  those  employed  in  the  statute,  and  it  not  being 
neoesBaiy  to  set  out  the  means  of  molestation,  intimidation,  &c.,  more  specifically.    lb. 

Z.  Counts  framed  upon  the  4  Cveo.  IV.  c.  34,  charged  that  the  defendants  conspired, 
ftc,  hy '^ molesting "  and  *^ obstructing"  and  by  *' using  threats  and  intimidation "  to 
obstnict  such  worionen  as  might  be  willing  to  be  hired  by  the  tradesman  to  prevent 
them  from  hiring  themselves  to  him ;  held  sufficient    lb. 

4.  Other  counts  charged  the  defendants  with  conspiring  to  intimidate,  prejudice,  and 
oppress  A  B  in  his  trade,  and  to  prevent  his  workmen  from  continuing  to  work  for 
him;  and  with  conspiring  by  divers  subtie  means  and  devices  and  wicked  acts  and 
practices  to  injure  and  oppress  A  B  in  his  trade,  and  to  induce  his  workmen  to  leave 
their  hiring  before  the  period  of  their  agreement  was  completed ;  and  with  conspiring 
to  intimidate,  prejudice,  and  oppress  A  B  in  his  trade,  and  to  entice  and  seduce  away 
his  workmen  from  their  employment,  and  thereby-  to  injure  and  oppress  the  said  A  B 
in  his  trade.     Quare,  whether  they  were  not  too  vague.    76. 

5.  To  induce  sale  at  reduced  price.  •  An  indictment  alleged  that  S.  sold  B.  a  mare 
for  ZBL ;  that  while  the  price  was  unpaid,  B.  and  C.  conspired  by  false  and  fraudulent 
representations  made  to  S.  that  the  oaare  was  unsound,  and  that  B.  had  sold  her  for 
%*Li  to  induce  S.  to  accept  27^  instead  of  the  agreed-on  t>nce  of  Zdl,  and  thereby  to 
defraud  S.  of  121.  Held,  that  the  indictment  was  good,  and  that,  being  supported  by 
proof  of  the  &ct8  alleged,  it  warranted  a  conviction.    Regina  v.  Carlisle,  xxv.  577. 

CONSTABLE. 

Special,  to  execute  distress  warrants,  powers  of.    Where  a  party  was  appointed  by 
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the  police  commissionera,  under  the  2  &  S  Vict  c.  47,  a  constable  to  keep  the  peace, 
on  the  written  requisition  of  certain  church-wardens,  stating  that  additional  persons 
were  required  for  the  purpose  of  executing  distress  warrants  to  recover  rates,  it  was 
heidy  that  the  appointment  of  the  party  as  constable  made  him  a  constable  for  all  pur- 
poses, and  that  tho  requisition  of  the  church-wardens  need  not  show  on  the  face  of  it 
the  necessity  for  his  appointment  AUen  v.  Preece^  xxviii.  449. 
As  to  action  against  constable^  see  Meliar  v.  Leather,  xviii.  280. 

CONTEMPT. 

1.  Of  court  of  admiralty — Attachment  for.  It  is  a  contempt  of  court  for  which  an 
attachment  may  issue,  for  the  master  of  a  vessel  forcibly  to  eject  a  person  who  is 
in  possession  of  the  ship  under  a  warrant  from  court     The  Bure,  i.  676. 

2.  By  marrying  ward  of  court.  By  marrjnng  a  ward  of  court,  without  the  sanction 
of  the  court,  the  husband  conunits  a  contempt  by  which  the  court  acquires  a  jurisiiic- 
tion  over  the  husband  and  wife  by  which  it  may  decline  to  part  with  tb^  capital  of  a 
fund  belonging  to  the  wife.    Martin  v.  Foster,  xxxi.  379. 

8.  Attachment  for,  against  partners — Breach  of  judge* s  order.  An  attachment  foi 
disobedience  of  a  judge's  order  cannot  issue  against  two  partners,  unless  each  has 
been  served  with  tho  order.    Ex  parte  WiUand,  xx.  293. 

4.  By  hailiff,  in  carrying  aioay  goods.  A  bailiff  went  to  the  premises  of  a  defendant, 
and  seized  the  goods  there  under  ^fi,fa.  The  goods  were  in  possession  of  a  clamant, 
who  had  advertised  them  for  sale  on  the  following  day.  Tlic  sheriff  thereupon 
obtained  an  interpleader  summons,  and  served  it  upon  the  claimant  before  the  sale. 
The  claimant  nevertheless  proceeded  with  the  sale,  and  the  goods  were  removed  by 
his  direction,  notwithstanding  the  opposition  of  the  sheriff's  officers ;  on  the  following 
day,  the  interpleader  summons  was  heard  and  dismissed,  on  the  ground  that  the  goods 
were  not  in  the  sheriff's  possession.  The  claimant  was,  in  fact,  entitled  to  the  goods 
under  a  bill  of  sale.  On  motion  for  an  attachment  against  the  claimant  for  a  contempt 
of  court  in  canning  away  the  goods,  it  was  held,  that  he  was  justified  in  so  doing,  the 
goods  being  his  property,  although  the  interpleader  summons  was  not  disposed  of. 
Day  V.  Carr,  xvL  578. 
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I.  Making  the  Agreement. 

1.  Letters — Contract  to  buy-^SpeciJic  performance.  A  party  directed  hia  agent  to 
buy  a  lease  of  a  house  for  3,200/.,  and  sign  an  agreement  This  agent  wrote  to  the 
agent  of  the  owner,  offering  8,200/.  The  owner  wrote  across  the  last-mentioned 
letter :  ^*  I  agree  to  sell  my  house  Upon  these  terms ; "  auu  thereupon  the  agent  of  the 
owner  wrote  to  the  agent  of  the  other  party :  "  my  employer  will  take  your  offer ; " 
and  added,  '*  make  an  appointment  to  meet  to  draw  the  agreements."  The  day  fol- 
lowing, the  agent  of  the  purchaser  said  that  his  employer  had  closed  on  another 
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iKMue.   Hddj  that  the  letters  constituted  a  contract  to  buy,  and  specific  performance 
was  decreed,  with  costs.     Cowley  v.  Watt$^  xvii.  147. 

2.  Entry  of  contraei  in  hroker^9  book — Variance  between  bought  and  sold  notes. 
VHien  tliere  b  an  entry  of  the  contract  between  buyer  and  soUer,  by  a  broker  acting 
for  both  parties,  in  his  book,  signed  by  him,  that  entry  is  the  binding  contract  between 
the  parties,  and  a  mistake  made  by  him  when  sending  them  a  copy  of  it,  in  the  shape 
of  a  bought  or  sold  note,  will  not  affect  its  validity.  And  where  the  broker  omits  to 
enter  and  sign  any  contract  in  his  book,  and  sends  bought  and  sold  notes  to  the  buyer 
and  seller  respectively,  if  these  agree  they  constitute  a  binding  contract ;  but  if  there 
be  any  material  variance  between  them,  they  are  both  nullities,  and  there  is  no  bind- 
ing contract.     Sivetoright  v.  Archibald^  vL  286. 

3.  Mere  proposal.  Certain  guardians  of  the  poor  issued  an  advertisement,  stating 
that  they  would  receive  tenders  for  the  supply  of  the  workhouse  with  meat  for  three 
months,. from  thirty  to  fifly  stone  (setting  out  the  description  of  meat);  that  sealed 
tenders,  were  to  be  forwarded  to  the  clerk,  and  that  all  contractors  would  have  to  sign 
a  written  contract  after  acceptance  of  tender.  The  defendant  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs 
as  follows :  ^  I  propose  to  supply  your  house  with  meat  according  to  advertisement 
for  the  ensuing  tbree  months  at  6<f.  per  pound.*'  The  defendant's  proposal  was 
accepted,  and  he  was  informed  that  ho  was  appointed  butcher,  upon  which  he  imme- 
diately declined  the  appointment.  Held^  that  the  transaction  amounted  merely  to  a  pro- 
posal for  a  contract,  and  that  there  was  no  binding  contract  until  a  written  agreement 
had  been  signed.  The  Governor^  jx:.  of  the  Poor  of  Kingston-upon-IIull  v.  Fetch, 
xxTiii.  470. 

4.  Letters  not  amounting  to  contract — Conditional  settlement.  A  party  desirous  of  a 
certain  marriage,  to  which  opposition  was  made,  unless  a  certain  amount  of  property 
should  be  settled  on  the  intended  wife,  of  which  amount  the  party  was  not  possessed, 
wrote  to  a  rich  uncle  relative  to  the  matter,  who  replied  to  that  and  to  a  subsequent 
communication  from  the  trustees  or  guardians  of  the  lady  to  the  same  effect,  that  he 
had  made  his  will  giving  certain  esta||s  to  his  nephew,  which  were  considerable,  and 
he  was  confident  that  he  should  not  alter  the  will  to  the  nephew's  disadvantage ;  that 
the  said  estates  would  fall  to  the  nephew  on  his  (the  uncle's)  death,  unless  some  un- 
foreseen occurrence  should  take  place ;  but  refusing  to  make  any  settlement  whatever 
in  his  lifetime.  The  marriage  afterwards  took  place,  the  nephew  executing  a  conditional 
settlement  of  the  said  estates,  the  uncle  subsequently  signing  the  settlement  as  one  of  the 
trustees  thereof,  but  not  otherwise.  The  devise  being  subsequently  revoked,  and  the 
nephew  having  filed  a  bill  to  compel  the  trustees  under  the  uncle's  will  to  convey  to 
him  said  estates,  it  was  held  that  the  letters  written  by  the  uncle  did  not  amount  to  a 
contract,  and  the  bill  could  not  be  sustained.    MaunseU  v.  White^  xxxL  1. 

5.  Letter  not  amounting  to  contract — Promise  to  leave  money  by  will.  A  father 
in  India  wrote  to  the  guardian  of  his  daughter  in  England,  saying:  *^You  may 
assure  the  young  gentleman  she  may  choose  that  on  his  marriage  with  her  he  shall 
have  a  given  sum ;  nor  will  that  be  all ;  she  shall  be  noticed  in  my  will,  but  to  what 
amount  I  cannot  say."  He  had  previously  made  a  will  giving  the  daughter  a  large  sum  ; 
afterwards  he  made  a  second  will  overlooking  the  daughter.  B.  made  marriage  pro- 
potf^s  to  her,  was  informed  of  the  letter  to  the  guardian,  and  they  were  soon  married. 
After  the  death  of  the  father  the  daMhter  filed  a  bill,  insisting  that  the  father  had 
agreed  to  settle  upon  her  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  first  will ;  but  it  was  held  that  the 
general  words  of  the  letter  did  not  amount  to  a  contract,  and  it  was  not  clearly 
proved  that  the  parties  married  solely  on  tho  faith  of  the  representations  there  made. 
Moorhouse  v.  Colvin,  ix.  136. 

6.  To  pay  legacy.  R.,  one  of  B.'s  sons,  being  abou*  to  be  married  to  the  daughter 
of  C,  B.  represented  to  R.  and  C,  that  R.'s  legacy  would  be  paid,  although  he  could 
not  claim  immediate  payment  On  the  faith  of  these  representations  a  settlement 
was  executed,  by  which  R.  agreed  to  pay  part  of  the  legacy  to  the  trustees  of  Ao 
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settlement,  and  C.  made  certain  provisions  for  his  daughter  and  the  children  of  the 
marriage,  which  was  shortly  afler  solemnized.  Held^  that  B.  was  bound  to  make  good 
his  representations  that  the  legacy  would  be  paid,  and  that  the  trustees  of  the  settle- 
ment and  R.  were  therefore  entitled  to  stand  as  creditors  aj^ainst  B.'s  estate  for  the 
settled  and  unsettled  parts  of  the  legacy  respectively.    Ilutton  v.  Roxseter^  xxxi.  6S1. 

7.  No  precise  words  necessary  to.  No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  constitute  a 
covenant,  but  it  is  not  sufficient  that  it  appears  that  the  parties  contemplated  that  a 
certain  thing  might  be  done ;  but  there  must  be  an  implication  of  an  absolute  agree- 
ment that  it  shall  be  done.    James  v.  Cochrane^  xiL  537. 

8.  Bought  and  sold  notes,  A  broker  acting  for  A,  contracted  verbally  to  buy  hemp 
of  B,  and  sent  him  a  note  stating  the  terms ;  B  sent  back  another  note,  stating  terms 
materially  different  In  a  suit  against  B  for  non-delivery,  treating  the  note  signed  by 
him  as  the  contract,  his  liability  was  held  to  depend  on  the  fact  whether  both  parties 
intended  that  note  as  the  contract,  when  he  would  be  liable ;  or  whether  B  intended 
to  be  bound  only  in  case  A  should  sijvn  a  note  to  bind  himself  as  buyer.  Moore  r. 
Campbell^  xxvi.  522. 

9.  Made  by  letters — Assignees  of  bankrupt — Agency,  The  assignees  of  a  bankrupt, 
being  about  to  sell  property  seized  by  them,  were  notified  by  the  plaintiff  of  his  claim 
to  a  portion  of  the  property  under  a  bill  of  sale,  whereupon  the  defendants,  the  attor- 
neys of  the  assignees,  informed  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  by  letter,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  assenting  to  the  sale,  they,  on  behalf  of  the  assignees,  consented 
that  the  net  proceeds  of  the  effects  included  in  the  bill  of  sale  should  be  paid  to  the 
plaintiff  to  the  extent  of  the  balance  due  for  principal  and  interest.  This  letter  was 
written  by  the  authority  of  the  trade  assignee,  who  managed  the  sale  of  the  bankrupt's 
effects,  but  without  the  authority  of  the  official  assignee.  The  next  day  the  plaintiff's 
attorney  answered  the  letter,  saying:  '*that  in  compliance  with  the  undertaking 
given  by  you  herein,"  he,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  consented  to  the  sale.  After  the 
sale  the  defendants  again  wrote  to  plaintiff's  attorney,  referring  to  their  former  letter, 
and  stating  that,  unless  informed  within  two  days  of  the  course  the  pliuntiff  intended 
to  pursue,  they  should  consider  themselves  absolved  from  their  promise,  and  contest 
the  validity  of  the  bill  of  sale.  Held^  that  the  first  two  letters  constituted  a  complete 
contract ;  that  the  last  letter  could  not  be  looked  to  in  construing  the  contract ;  and 
that  upon  the  face  of  the  contract  it  appeared  that  the  defendants  contracted  merely 
as  asrents.    Lewis  v.  Nicholson,  xii.  480. 

11.  Implied  Contracts* 

1.  Representation,  Where  a  person  makes  a  representation  of  what  he  says  he  bas 
done,  or  of  some  independent  fact,  and  makes  that  representation  under  circumstances 
which  he  must  know  will  be  laid  before  other  persons  who  are  to  act  on  the  faith  of 
his  representation  being  true,  and  who  do  act  on  it,  equity  will  bind  him  by  such 
representation,  treating  it  as  a  contract.  But  where  there  is  no  representation  of  fact, 
but  only  of  intention,  or  that  a  state  of  facts  will  probably  exist,  there  is  no  contract 
Maunsell  v.  White^  xxxi.  1 ;  Jorden  v.  Money ^  xxxi.  20;  Hutton  v.  Rosseter^  xxxi.  581. 

2.  A  party  who,  by  representations,  has  induced  another  to  enter  into  irrevocable 
engagements,  must  be  restrained  from  taking  juroceedings  to  enforce  obligations  and 
promises,  the  abandonment  of  all  intention  to  enforce  which  was  the  subject  of  those 
representations.    Money  v.  Jorden,  xiii.  245. 

3.  When  implied  from  silence  or  acquiescence,  A  party  who  stands  by  and  remains 
silent  dan  give  to  others  rights  against  him  in  the  same  way  as  if  he  had  been  active 
in  making  representation,  only  where  it  is  his  duty  not  to  be  silent  or  where  he  might 
reasonably  infer  that  such  silence  would  be  taken  by  others  as  sanctioning  a  particular 
course  of  conduct     See  Pelly  r,  Wathen^  ix.  65. 

4.  To  pay  witness  summoned.    There  is  an  implied  contract  on  the  part  of  a  peison 
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wlio  gamxnoBS  a  witness  to  attend  a  trials  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  witness.    Pell  v. 
Davhney^  i.  450. 

III.   Consideration. 

1.  Agreement  to  do  a  legal  and  moral  act  a  good  cqnsidercUion.  Wherever  a  man 
may  do  an  act  without  a  breach  of  any  legal  or  moral  obligation,  that  act  may  be  a 
valid  consideratioa  for  a  promise  to  pay  money  to  him.  Per  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J., 
Hall  T.  Dyson^  x.  424. 

2.  Promise  of  marriage — Remaining  unmarried.  In  an  action  for  breach  of  promise 
of  marriage,  the  declaration  alleged,  that  in  consideration  that  the  plaintiff  had  prom- 
ised to  man-y  the  defendant,  the  defendant  promised  to  marry  her ;  that  the  plaintiff 
continued  and  still  is  unmarried,  and,  until  the  discovery  of  the  defendant's  marriage, 
vas  ready  and  willing  to  marry  him ;  that  after  the  defendant's  promise,  the  plaintiff 
discovered  that  the  defendant  was  and  still  is  married,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  not 
at  the  time  of  the  defendant's  promise  any  notice  of  the  defendant's  then  marriage. 

t//e/</,  that  the  declaration  was  good,  and  that  the  plaintiff's  remaining  unmarried  was 
a  sufficient  consideration  for  the  defendant's  promise  to  marry  her.  Millward  v.  Liule^ 
Kood,  I.  408. 

3.  Agreement  to  employ  another.  W.  agreed  in  writing  with  G.  that,  in  consideration 
of  3^  lent  him  by  G.  and  of  wages  to  be  paid,  he  would  work  for  G.  for  twelve  months. 
G.  agreed  to  pay  him  every  Saturday  such  wages  as  the  articles  made  by  him  would 
anioant  to  at  the  usual  rates.  After  twelve  months  either  party  might  terminate  the 
serricc  by  thr«e  montlis'  notice.  G.  was  to  deduct  10s.  per  week  till  the  3/.  were  paid. 
Htldj  that  the  agreement  bound  G.  to  employ  ^Y•  during  the  period  mentioned  in  it ; 
that  there  was,  therefore,  a  good  consideration  for  W.  to  serve  G. ;  and  the  agreement 
was  valid.    Regina  v.  Wetch^  xx.  82. 

4.  Agreement  to  discharge  liability  on  promissory  note.  A  plea  to  an  action  on  a 
promissoi^'  note  given  by  the  defendant  to  his  fatlier,  that  the  father's  property  baring 
been  unequally  divided,  he,  the  defendant,  had  complained  thereof  to  his  father  ;  and 
it  was  between  them  agreed,  that  the  son  should  make  no  more  complaints  and  that 
the  father  should  discharge  him  from  liability  on  the  note,  is  bad,  there  being  no 
consideration  for  tlie  promise  by  the  father.     White  v.  Bluett^  xxiv.  434. 

5.  Substitution  of  separate  for  joint  liability.  The  acceptance  by  a  creditor  of  the 
separate  liability  of  one  of  several  persons  jointly  liable  is  a  sufficient  consideration 
for  the  discharge  of  the  others  from  their  joint  liability.    Lyth  v.  AuUy  xi.  580. 

6.  Charge  upon  estates  to  secure  money  borrowed.  A  charge  created  by  C.  S.  upon 
his  estates  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  borrowed  for  S.  H.  S.  is  a  good 
conaderation,  not  only  for  a  collateral  chaise  upon  the  estates  of  S.  H.  S.  to  indemnify 
C.  S.  and  his  estate  from  the  payment  of  the  money  borrowed,  but  -also  for  a  settle- 
ment of  the  S.  estates  upon  his  family.    Ford  v.  Stuart^  xi.  166. 

7.  Agreement  to  pay  interest  due  by  mercantile  usage.  In  an  action  by  executors,  the 
defendant  pleaded  that  no  interest  was  due  to  the  plaintiff's  testator,  but  that  after- 
wards it  was  agreed  between  the  parties  that  the  defendant  should  pay  interest,  and 
should  aot  be  required  to  pay  the  principal  until  sSicr  six  months'  notice  given  by  the 
testator.  It  was  proved  by  a  balance  of  accounts  stated  by  the  testator  and  sent  by 
him  to  the  defendant,  that  interest  was  not  payable  for  a  year  which  had  elapsed  long 
before  the  making  of  the  last  agreement  pleaded,  and  that  by  mercantile  usage  the 
testator  was  entitled  to  interest  after  the  year.  Hence  there  was  no  consideration  for 
the  agreement,  and  it  was  held  that  the  plea  was  not  supported.  Oi-me  v.  Galloway^ 
Xiiv.  521.  » 

8.  Past  consideration.  Declaration  stated  that  heretofore,*  to  wit,  &c.,  in  consideration 
that  the  plaintiff,  through  placing  confidence  in  the  defendants  that  they  were  acting 
^ly  by  the  plaintiff  in  recommending  the  plaintiff  to  purchase  of  the  defendants  on 
their  recommendation  211  pockets  of  hops  at  635.  the  cwt,  the  defendants  promised 
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the  plaintiff  that  the^  were  not  then  abusing  the  sidd  confidence  of  the  plaintiff,  in 
recommending  the  purchase  at  the  said  price ;  that  the  plaintiff,  relying  on  the  said 
promise,  did  then,  to  wit,  &:c.,  through  placing  confidence  in  the  defendants  that  they 
were  at  the  time  of  the  ssud  promise  acting  fairly  by  the  plaintiff  in  then  recommend- 
ing him  to  purchase  at  the  said  price,  purchase  of  the  defendants  on  their  recom- 
mendation at  the  said  price.  The  declaration  then  alleged  that  the  defendants  bn^e 
their  said  promise  in  this,  that,  at  the  time  of  making  it,  they  were  abusing  the  plain- 
tiff's confidence  in  this,  that  at  the  time  of  their  s^d  recommendation  the  hops  were 
worth  only  50*.  the  cwt,  as  the  defendants  then  well  knew,  by  means  whereof  the 
plaintiff  had. sustained  damage,  &c.  Held,  that  the  consideration  could  not  be  regarded 
as  a  past  one,  and  that  the  declaration  was  good.     West  t.  Jackson,  iv.  208. 

9.  Inadequacy  of  consideration.  Inadequacy  of  yalue,  though  it  is  not  by  itself  a 
sufficient  ground  for  ayoiding  a  sale,  is  yet  of  great  weight  when  coupled  with  circmn- 
stances  of  oppression.     CockeU  t.  Taylor,  xv.  101. 

10.  Forbearance  to  sue,  good  consideration  for,    SemJtAe,  that  a  promissory  note  for  a 
portion  of  a  debt  is,  although  part  payment  is  not,  a  good  consideration  for  a  contract* 
not  to  sue  for  the  remainder  during  a  limited  period.    Moss  y.  Bainbrigye,  xxxi.  565. 

11.  Promise  to  do  tokat party  is  legally  bound  to  do.  A  promise  to  do  that  which  the 
promisor  is  already  legally  bound  to  do,  is  not  a  good  consideration  for  a  contract 
Crowhurst  t.  Laverock,  xvi.  497.     See,  also,  American  cases  in  note. 

12.  Forbearance  to  sue — Promise  to  pay  existing  debt  inoperative  toithoui  consideration. 
The  first  count  of  a  declaration  was  debt  for  chattels;  the  third  trover;  the  four^ 
dednue ;  the  fifth  that,  at  the  time  of  the  writing  the  letter  therein  mentioned,  the  plain- 
tiff's claims  in  the  first,  third,  and  fbuiiith  counts  had  accrued,  tiiat  the  defendant  ought 
to  have  paid  or  satisfied  them,  and  had  been  requested  to  do  so,  and  that  the  defendant 
had  requested  the  plaintiff  to  give  him  time  for  payment  or  satisfaction,  "which  the 
plaintiff  had  done ;  and  that  the  defendant,  being  unable  to  pay,  and  to  obtain  further 
time,  wrote  to  the  plaintiff  a  letter.  The  letter  was  then  set  out  with  innuendoes, 
as  follows :  "  That  I  have  wronged  you  in  not  having,  because  incapable,  repaid  or 
returned  that  which  you  lent  me,  (thereby  meaning  the  loan  in  the  first  count 
mentioned,)  it  were  useless  for  me  to  deny.  I  know  how  worthless  are  promises  of 
reparation,  how  wholly  disregarded  are  entreaties  for  indulgence,  (meaning  that  the 
defendant  did  then  entreat  for  indulgence  from  the  plaintiff  for  payment  or  satis- 
faction of  the  said  claims,)  yet  I  will  say  that  the  most  anxious  endeavor  and  hope  of 
every  future  day  shall  be  to  prove  my  gratitude  in  the  only  way  in  which  the  world 
esteems  the  proof,  by  restoring  you  all  that  I  owe,"  (meaning  the  payment  or  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  claims.)  Averment,  that,  in  pur^ance  of  the  letter,  and  on  the  faith 
of  the  defendant's  promise  therein,  the  plaintiff,  at  the  defendant's  request,  gave  the 
defendant  further  time  for  payment,  &c.  Held,  on  demurrer  to  the  fifth  count,  that  it 
was  bad ;  for  that  the  letter  did  not  show  any  contract  of  forbearance  to  sue,  or  any 
consideration  on  which  to  found  a  fresh  promise  by  the  defendant  to  pay  claims  which 
he  was  already  liable  to  pay,  and  that,  the  original  consideration  being  exhausted  by 
the  promise  to  pay  implied  by  law,  any  subsequent  promise  was  without  consideration, 
and  afforded  no  foundation  for  a  new  action.  That  the  letter  did  not  contain  a 
proihise  to  pay.    Deacon  v.  Gridley,  xxviii.  845. 

IV.   Conditions  Precedenly  Concurrent^  Sfc. 

1.  Averment  of  conveyance  in  action  for  purchase-money.  If  the  defendant  has 
agreed  to  pay  certain  purchase-money  by  a  given  day,  and  that  then  the  plaintiff 
should  convey  to  him  certain  property,  it  is  the  defendant's  duty  to  pay  the  money  on 
that  day,  and  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  plaintiff  to  aver  a  conveyance,  in  an  action  of 
assumpsit  for  tlie  purchase-money.     Yates  v.  Gardiner,  v.  541. 

2.  Independent  agreements — Lease.     Certain  "articles  of  agreement"  signed  by 
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plamtiff  and  defendant,  and  which  were  held  by  the  court  to  amount  to  a  lease,  con- 
cluded thus :  ^'  That  no  abstract,  or  investigation  of  tide  shall  be  required,  beyond 
evidence  of  the  seisin  and  possession  as  owner  by  the  plain tilf,  and  his  ancestors  for 
twenty-one  yeafs  last  past;  that  the  defendant  shall  immediately  do  all  acts  necessary 
to  transfer  and  vest  the  said  shares  in  the  plaintiff/*  IleUl^  that  the  agreement  by  the 
defendant  to  transfer  the  diares  was  independent  oi  the  implied  agreement  by  the 
plaintiff  to  produce  evidence  of  seisin  and  possession  for  the  twenty-one  years ;  and 
that  the  production  of  such  evidence  was  therefore  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
plain^ff '•  right  to  a  transfer  of  the  shares    Stratlon  v.  Pettit,  xxx.  479. 

3.  IndepentietU  covenanlM  to  take  and  supply  coke.  Plaintiffs  by  deed  covenanted  to 
buy,  and  defendant  to  supply^  all  the  coke  used  by  plaintiffs,  the  amount  to  be  600 
tons  per  week ;  if  plaintiffs  needed  more  coke,  they  engaged  to  take  the  same  from  the 
defendants,  and  if  the  consumption  should  be  materially  diminished,  the  company  was 
to  give  three  months'  notice  to  the  defendants.  Held^  that  the  covenant  by  the  com- 
pany to  take  all  it  required  was  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  defendants'  liability 
to  supply,  but  that  the  covenants  were  independent.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway 
Co,  V.  Philipson^  xxx.  421. 

4.  Agreement  by  railway  company  to  carry  coeds.  The  defendants,  a  railway  com- 
pany, agreed  with  the  plaintiffs  to  ctrry  coals  from  U.  to  K.  and  to  find  wagons,  the 
Y.  and  B.  Company  undertaking  to  haul  the  wagons  to  and  fro  between  U.  and  Y., 
and  the  contract  was  founded  on  the  basis  that  there  should  be  no  unreasonable  deten- 
tion of  wagons,  whether  empty  or  full,  between  Y.  and  U.  Held,  that  the  neglect  and 
lefiisal  by  the  Y.  and  B.  Company  to  haul  between  U.  and  Y.  was  an  answer  to  an 
action  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendants  for  neglecting  and  refusing  to  carry  from 
U.  to  R.    Jonassohn  v.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  xxviiL  481. 

5.  Bight  to  determne  lease.  A  lease  containing  many  covenants  on  the  part  of  the 
lessee,  some  of  little  importance  and  very  difficult  to  fulfil,  provided  that  if  the  lessees 
should  desire  to  quit  the  premises  at  any  one  of  certain  periods  during  the  time,  and 
should  ^ve  notice  thereof  in  writing,  then  **  all  arrears  of  rent  being  paid,  and  all  and 
singular  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  said  lessees*  having  been 
duly  observed  and  performed,"  the  lease  should  be  void,  &c.,  but  without  prejudice  to 
either  party's  claim  for  damages  for  a  breach  of  any  covenant  <rhe  performance  of 
all  the  covenants  by  the  lessees  was  held  to  be  a  condition  precedent  to  their  right  to 
determine  the  lease.     Grey  v.  Friary  xxvi.  27. 

6.  Lease-— Agreement  to  supply  coal.  By  an  agreement  between  A  and  B  it  waa 
provided  that  A  should  grant  to  B  a  lease  of  a  certain  manufacturing  establishment 
(or  twelve  years,  B  to  purchase  all  his  coal  for  the  establislunent  from  A ;  A  not  to 
he  liable  to  supply  more  than  500  tons  of  coal  a  week.  In  an  action  brought  by  B 
against  A  for  not  supplying  the  coat,  it  was  held  that  the  granting  a  lease  by  A  was 
not  a  condition  precedent  to  his  obligation  to  supply  coaL  Wood  v.  Tfte  Governor 
and  Company  of  Copper  Miners^  xxvi.  843. 

7.  Agreement  to  take  wool  in  vessel^  declaring  nam'e.    A  contract  was  made  by 

which,  the  plaintiffs  agreed  to  bring bales  of  wool  from  Odessa,  declaring  the 

name  of  the  vessel,  as  soon  as  the  wool  was  shipped,  to  the  defendants,  who  agreed  to 
buy  the  wool  at  so  much  per  pound.  The  name  of  the  vessel  was  not  announced  to 
the  defendants  till  some  time  after  she  had  sailed,  and  on  her  arrival  they  refused  the 
wool  Helfi,  that  the  declaring  the  vessel's  name  was  a  condition  precedent,  and 
therefore  the  defendants  were  not  bound.     Graves  v.  Legg^  xxv.  552. 

8.  Agreement  to  take  coke  satisfactory  to  inspecting  officer — Pleading.  Where  by  a 
contract,  the  plaintiff  agreed  that  they  would,  during  a  certain  term,  supply  to  the 
defendants  all  the  cdte  they  should  rtequire,  said  coke  to  be  of  the  best  quality,  and 
to  the  iatisfaction  of  the  inspecting  officer  of  the  defendants'  company ;  the  defendants 
having  refused  during  said  term  to  accept  said  coke,  in  an  action  for  a  breach  of  the 
contract,  it  was  held,  that  according  to  the  true  construction  of  the  agreement,  it  was  a 
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conditicm  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  plaintLffs  to  ioBist  upon  the  defendaDts*  accept- 
ance of  the  coke,  that  it  should  be  to  the  Batisfaction  of  their  inspecting  officer ;  and 
consequently  that  the  declaration,  which  omitted  that  allegation,  was  bad  in  substance. 
Grafton  v.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co,  xjdi.  557. 

9.  Work  to  he  done  to  satisfaction  of  architect — Pleading,  By  a  building  contract 
the  works  were  to  be  executed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  architect^  additions  not  to  be 
executed  without  his  orders  and  the  value  to  be  ascertained  by  him ;  the  averment  in 
the  declaration  was  that  the  architect  required  additions  to  the  work,  which  were 
executed  by  the  plaintiff;  and  that  all  things  had  happened  to  entitle  him  to  have  the 
values  and  amounts  ascertained,  but  that  the  architect  did  not  ascertain  the  same,  and 
that  the  balance  of  the  whole  account  was  unpaid.  Plea,  that  all  things  necessary  to 
entitle  the  plaintiff  to  have  the  values  and  amounts  ascertained,  had  not  happened, 
because  the  certificate  of  the  architect  that  the  works  had  been  completed  to  his 
satisfaction,  had  not  been  obtained.  On  demurrer,  it  was  held,  1.  That  the  satisfaction 
of  the  architect  was  a  condition  precedent  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  have  the  amounts 
and  values  of  the  extra  work  ascertained.  2.  That  the  declaration  was  bad,  for  not 
alleging  that  the  certificate  of  satisfaction  had  been  obtained,  unless  the  general  aver- 
ment was  sufiicicnt  for  that  purpose ;  and  if  it  were,  3.  That  the  plea  was  a  good 
answer  to  the  action.     Glenn  v.  Leithy  xxii.  489. 

10.  Building  contract — Certificate  of  surveyor  a  condition  precedent  to  payment — 
Pleading.  A  building  contract  between  A  and  B  contained  a  proviso  that  the  pay- 
ments to  be  made  by  B  should  only  be  due  provided  the  certificate  of  the  surveyor 
of  B,  for  the  time  being,  should  first  be  obtained.  A  having  sued  in  indebitatus 
assumpsit  for  the  balance  alleged  to  be  due,  it  was  hehly  that  under  the  general  issue, 
the  absence  of  the  certificate  was  a  good  answer  to  the  action,  and  that  the  plaintifi* 
was  not  at  liberty  to  show  that  it  was  withheld  fraudulently  and  in  collusion  with  the 
defendant     Milner  v.  Fields  i.  631. 

11.  Condition,  neither  precedent  nor  concurrent,  A  lease  contained  a  covenant  by 
the  lessor  to  do  certain  work,  and  at  the  end  of  the  covenant  were  these  words,  "  and 
the  whole  of  irhich  is  agreed  to  be  left  to  the  superintendence  of  the  defendant  and 
the  plaintiff's  son.''  Heldy  that  this  was  neither  a  condition  precedent  to,  nor 
concurrent  with  the  covenant.    Jones  v.  Cannock^  xviii.  81. 

12.  Delivery  a  condition  precedent  to  payment.  Where  an  agreement,  as  described  in 
the  declaration,  was  '*  to  deliver  fifty  tons  of  iron  for  the  price  of  9/.  per  ton,  the  said 
goods  to  be  delivered  forthwith,  and  the  said  price  to  be  paid  in  cash  in  fourteen  days 
from  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  said  contract,"  it  was  held,  upon  demurrer,  that  it 
sufficiently  appeared  upon  the  face  of  the  contract,  as  stated,  that  the  delivery  was 
intended  to  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  payment.     Staunton  v.  Woody  yji.  411. 

13.  Particular  act  to  be  done  before  estate  can  vest.  If  the  meaning  of  an  instrument, 
as  gathered  from  the  whole  context,  is  that  no  estate  is  to  vest  unless  on  a  particular 
act  being  done  or  a  particular  event  happening,  then  the  condition,  however  expressed, 
is  a  condition  precedent.    Egerton  v.  Brownlow,  vii.  1 70. 

14.  Assignment  of  shares  in  consideration  of  covenant  of  indemnity  against  Joint 
liability.  If  A  agrees  to  assign  to  B  certain  shares  with  due  formality,  in  considera- 
tion of  B's  covenanting  to  indemnify  him  against  certain  of  their  joint  liabilities,  and 
B  commits  a  breach  of  his  covenant  before  A  has  completed  his  assignment,  A  must 
nevertheless  complete  the  transfer,  the  consideration  given  by  B  being  the  covenant, 
and  not  the  keeping  of  that  covenant     Gibson  v.  Goldsmid,  xxvii.  588. 

16.  Reasonable  time,  A  tenant  held  under  an  agreement  giving  him  the  option  of 
purchasing  the  estate  on  giving  three  months'  notice.  The  notice  was  given,  and  a 
few  weeks  later  the  vendor  gave  the  vendee  notice  that  he  would  allow  him  six  weeks, 
and  no  more,  to  complete  the  sale.  Tlie  sale  not  being  completed  within  the  six 
weeks,  it  was  held  that  time  was  not  of  the  essence  of  the  contract,  and  a  reasonable 
time  must  be  given.  Pegg  v.  Wisden,  xv.  12 ;  see  also  Parkin  v.  Thorold,  xi.  275, 
imd  xiii.  416. 
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16.  Delivery  upon  the  order  of  a  third  party.  A.  contracted  to  deliver  to  a  railway 
company  a  quantity  of  sleepers  within  a  specified  time,  "  as,  and  when,  and  in  such 
'^tuDCittes,  and  in  such  manner"  as  the  engineer  of  the  company,  by  order  in 
irriting.  should,  at  any  time  within  the  period  mentioned,  require.  Heldy  that  an 
order  by  the  engineer  was  a  condition  precedent  to  any  delivery  of  tlie  sleepers  by 
A.    The  Great  Northern  Railieay  Co,  v.  Harrison,  xiv.  189. 

17.  llie  defendants  agreed  to  lease  the  plaintiffs  certsdn  premises  for  twelve  years, 
to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  a  patent  fuel,  and  also  to  supply  him  with  coals  for 
the  manufacture,  for  the  same  period.  Tlie  plaintiff  was  to  purchase  all  his  coals  of  the 
defendants,  but  they  were  not  bound  to  furnish  more  than  500  tons  per  week.  Th^ 
plaintiff  was  to  use  the  premises  for  no  other  purpose.  Heldj  that  the  granting  a 
lease  was  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  obligation  to  supply  coals.  Wood  v.  The 
G^meriior  and  Company  of  Copper  Miners,  xxvi.  843. 

18.  Agreement  to  supply  sleepers  within  a  specified  time.  An  indenture  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  the  defendants  contained  a  covenant  by  the  plaintiffs  that  they  would 
rapply  sleepers  within  the  time  specified,  *^  as,  and  when,  and  in  such  quantities,  and 
in  such  manner,"  as  the  en^neer  of  the  company,  by  order  in  writing,  "  from  time  to 
time,  or  at  any  time  within  the  period  limited  by  the  specification,  should  require." 
The  specification  stated  that  the  number  of  sleepers  required  was  350,000 ;  that  one 
half  would  have  to  be  delivered  in  1847,  and  the  remainder  by  midsummer,  1848. 
Edd,  first,  that  there  was  an  implied  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  take 
the  whole  number  of  350,000  sleepers.  Secondly,  that  an  order  by  the  engineer  was 
a  condition  precedent  to  any  delivery  of  the  sleepers  by  the  plaintiffs.  Thirdly,  that 
the  company  were  bound  to  cause  such  order  to  be  given  within  the  time  limited  by 
the  specification.  Fourthly,  that  although  the  engineer  had  power  to  alter  the  time 
for  the  delivery  of  the  sleepers,  such  power  was  to  be  exercised  within  the  period 
limited  by  the  specification.  Fiilhly,  that  the  engineer,  as  to  matters  in  which  he  had 
a  discretion,  e.  g.  as  to  varying  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  sleepers,  stood  in  the  posi- 
tion of  arbitrator  between  the  parties,  but  as  to  ^ving  the  order  for  the  delivery  he 
was  a  mere  agent  of  the  company.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  v.  Harrison^ 
»v.  189,  and  Harrison  v.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  viii.  469. 

V.  Illegality  of  Contracts. 

1.  Of  contract  against  public  policy — Restraint  of  trade.  The  question  whether  a 
contract  is  void  as  against  public  policy,  is  one  of  law  for  the  court  when  the  circum* 
stances  raising  the  question  are  conceded.     Tallis  v.  Tallis,  xviii.  151. 

2.  The  defendant  covenanted  not  directly  nor  indirectly  to  be  concerned  in  the 
canvaadng  trade,  (publishing  books  in  numbers  and  soliciting  purchasers  by  travelling 
agents,)  in  London  or  within  150  miles  of  the  general  post-office,  nor  in  any  town  in 
Great  Britain  in  which  the  plaintiff,  or  his  successors  might  at  the  time  have  an 
establishment,  or  might  have  liad  one  within  the  six  months  preceding.  Held,  not 
mireasonably  in  restraint  of  trade  so  as  to  make  void  the  contract    11. 

3.  Of  contract  to  keep  partner's  name  secret.  A  contract  between  partners,  doing 
business  as  pawnbrokers,  that  the  name  of  one  partner  shall  be  kept  secret,  is 
illegal  under  stat  39  &  40  Geo.  III.  c.  99.     Fra^er  v.  Hill,  xxviii.  25. 

4.  Of  contract  by  spiritual  person  holding  benefice.  The  1  &  2  Victc.  106,  ss.  29, 
81,  which  renders  it  illegal  for  a  spiritual  person  holding  a  benefice  to  engage  in  or 
cany  on  trade,  allows  a  contract  so  entered  into  to  be  enforced,  although  the  party 
vith  whom  it  was  made  was  at  the  time  aware  that  the  other  party  was  a  spiritual 
person  holding  a  benefice.    Lewis  v.  Bright,  xxx.  245. 

5.  Of  contract  to  secure  payment  of  money  due  under  illegal  contract.  In  an  action 
of  covenant  the  defendant  pleaded  that  he  had  bought  land  of  the  plaintiff,  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  it  by  lottery,  '*  as  the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  making  the  agreeme-* 
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well  knew,"  that  a  part  only  of  the  purchase-money  was  paud,  and  the  covenant  made 
to  secure  the  rest  Held^  that  the  plea  was  good,  that  after  yerdict  it  ought  to  be 
taken  to  mean  that  the  coTenant  was  given  in  pursuance  of  the  illegal  agreement,  and 
even  if  not  so  understood,  that  the  covenapt  could  not  be  enforced,  since  it  w^  given 
as  a  security  for  the  payment  of  money  due  under  an  illegal  contract  Bridges  v. 
Fisher,  xxv.  207, 

6.  Of  contract  respecting  delivery  of  game  out  of  season.  The  1  &  2  "Will.  IV. 
c.  82,  docs  not  render  illegal  a  contract  made  during  the  game  season  whereby  a  party 
licensed  to  deal  in  game  undertakes  to  deliver  to  anothier  live  game  at  a  period  out  of 
the  season.    Porritt  v.  Baker,  xxix.  500.  * 

7.  A  declaration  alleged  a  contract  for  the  reciprocal  delivery  of  pheasants, 
averring  performance  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  and,  as  a  breach,  non-delivery  by 
the  defendant  The  defendant  pleaded  that  his  contract  was  to  deliver  at  any  lime 
of  the  year,  contrary  to  the  statute,  and  that  he  was  asked  to  deliver  at  a  dme  when 
it  was  contrary  to  that  statute  that  the  defendant  should  knowingly  have  any  game  in 
his  possession,  &c.  field,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  not  necessarily  showing  a  contract 
rendered  illegal  by  the  statute.    lb. 

8.  Of  contract  to  do  unlawful  act,  the  party  to  endeavor  to  get  it  legalised.  Defendants 
were  authorized  by  an  act  to  bridge  a  river  in  one  place,  but  began  to  bridge  it  in 
another,  by  placing  a  pier  in  the  stream ;  for  this  public  nuisance  plaintiffs  had  them  in- 
dicted. The  parties  then  agreed  by  deed  that  defendants  should  complete  the  bridge, 
80  that  navigation  should  not  be  interrupted,  within  a  year — or  on  default  pay  to  plain- 
tiffs 1,000/.  liquidated  damages ;  and  this,  whether  an  act  ta  authorize  the  building  were 
obtained  or  not,  plaintifis  to  endeavor  to  get  such  an  act  passed.  Declaration  on  the 
covenant  for  1,000/.  Plea,  the  provisions ^of  the  deed,  and  further,  that  the  works  were 
not  authorized  by  any  act  then  existing.  Replication,  that  the  works  were  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  railway,  that  an  act  authorizing  them  was  obtained  so  soon  afler  the 
agreement  that  defendants  might  have  completed  the  works  within  the  year.  Held^ 
by  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J*}  and  Wightman,  J.,  that  the  covenant  to  complete  was 
independent  and  absolute ;  that  the  covenant  to  pay  1,000/.  was  illegal,  as  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  nuisance ;  therefore,  plea  good.  By  Lord  Campbell. — The  covenant 
was  also  void,  as  the  covenantees  knew  it  to  be  ultra  vires  of  the  directors.  But  by 
Coleridge.  J.,  and  Erie,  J.,  that  the  plea  was  bad :  First,  because  the  stipulation  for 
the  payment  of  1,0001.  was  confined  to  securing  the  performance  of  the  works,  which 
defendants  were  bound  to  perform,  within  a  given  time  ;  and  that,  upon  the  true  con- 
struction of  the  deed,  the  consideration  for  the  non-prosecution  of  the  indictment  was 
the  previous  agreement  to  perform  tnose  works.  Secondly,  because  the  contract 
really  tended  to  the  main  purposes  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  though  adopting 
different  means.  By  Lord  Campbell,  Coleridge,  J.,  and  Wightman,  J. — The  first 
replication  is  bad,  as  claiming  power  to  do  an  unlawful  act,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  against  its  provisions  or  beyond  them.  The 
second  replication  is  bad ;  an  act  is  not  the  less  unlawful  because  the  person  binding 
himself  to  perform  it  agrees  to  get  it  legalized.  The  Mayor,  Sfc.  of  Norwich  v.  7\e 
Norfolk  Railway  Co.  xxx.  120. 

9.  Truck  act — Artificer — Payment  of  wages  in  goods.  The  plaintiff  contracted  to 
load  ironstone  at  so  much  per  ton,  but  did  not  stipulate  for  hb  own  personal  labor. 
He  employed  men  to  do  the  work  under  him,  and  from  time  to  time  he  worked 
personally.  Held,  tliat  he  was  not  an  ''  artificer  "  under  the  Truck  Act,  1  &  2  Will. 
IV.  c.  37,  ss.  S,  5,  25,  which  prohibits  the  payment  in  certain  trades  of  wages  in  goods, 
&c.     Shart)ian  v.  Sanders,  xvi.  431. 

10.  Contract  by  uncertificated  person.  A  person  who  is  not  within  any  of  the  excep- 
tions specified  in  the  44  Geo.  IIL  c.  98,  s.  14,  cannot  recover  for  his  services  in  draw- 
ing or  preparing  any  conveyance  or  deed  relating  to  any  real  or  personal  estate,  or  any 
proceedings  in  law  or  equity.     Taylor  v.  The  Crowland  Gas  and  Coke  Co.  xxvL  460. 
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VI.   VaUdit^of  Ooniracts. 

1.  Note  given  under  undue  influence,  A  promissory  note  having  been  given,  under 
undue  Influence,  by  a  patient  to  bis  surgeon,  for  an  amount  far  beyond  what  was 
jostlr  due,  the  surgeon  was  restrained  from  recovering  the  whole  amount,  but  the 
note  was  retained  as  a  security  for  what  should  prove  to  be  Justly  due.  Billing  v. 
Soviheey  x.  37. 

2.  Want  of  mutuality.  If  parties  of  the  second  part  execute  an  agreement  on  the 
^th  that  the  parties  of  the  first  part  will  also  execute  it,  who  do  not,  tlicn  the  partiea 
of  the  first  part  cannot  enforce  the  agreement  against  the  other  parties.  Ex  parte 
Ccrgir,  xxxL  519.     See,  also,  In  re  The  Dover,  IlastingSf  Sfc.  Bailway  Co,  xxiii.  77. 

3.  As  to  the  efiect  of  misrepresentation  of  facts  in  inducing  a  party  to  execute 
an  agcement,  see  Ex  parte  Carew^  xxxi.  519. 

4.  Contract  to  make  engineer  of  a  company,  who  ia  aUo  a  shareholder,  an  arbitrator 
of  claims  against  company.  The  holding  of  shares  in  a  xtulway  by  the  chief  engineer 
does  not  avoid  a  contract  which  makes  him  an  arbitrator,  not  final,  concerning  claims 
against  the  compaify.    Ranger  v.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  xxviL  35. 

5.  Of  contract  by  party  when  intoxicated.  In  a  suit  for  specific  performance,  the 
intoucation  of  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  agreement  is  no 
groond  for  defence,  no  fraud  being  alleged.    Shaw  v.  Thackray,  xxiii.  18. 

6.  As  to  when  a  contract  by  an  incorporated  company  must,  in  order  to  be  valid^ 
be  nnder  seal,  see  The  Governor  and  Company  of  Copper  Miners  v.  Fox,  iii.  420.. 

YII.  Eeici$8%ony  Sfc^  of  CtnUracti. 

1.  WhfA  amounts  to  rescission.  Under  a  contract  required  by  the  Statute  of 
Frauds  to  be  in  writing,  goods  were  sold,  to  arrive  by  a  certain  ship  to  be  taken  from 
the  quay.  The  purchaser  afterwards  verbally  consented  to  the  goods  being  ware- 
boosed  instead  of  being  delivered  from  the  quay.  Hdd,  in  an  action  for  non-delivery 
of  the  goods,  that  such  consent  did  not  support  a  plea  of  rescission  of  the  contract. 
Moore  v.  Campbell,  xxvi.  522. 

2.  Rescission  must  be  promptly  made.  Where  a  party  contracts  for  the  pureliase 
of  floor  of  a  specified  quality,  and  flour  of  an  inferior  quality  is  delivered,  he  cannot, 
after  using  more  than  was  necessary  to  test  its  quality,  and  disposing  of  a  portion  of  it, 
rescind  the  contract  and  recover  the  price  paid  as  money  had  and  received  to  his  use. 
Honor  v.  Groves,  xxix.  220. 

S.  Agreements  not  performed  within  stipulated  time.  A  contract  cannot  be  avoided 
on  tbe  ground  that  certain  things  were  not  done  within  a  stipulated  time,  unless,  from 
the  nature  df  the  case,  time  ia  shown  to  be  of  the  essence  of  the  contract.  Roberts  v. 
Berry,  xvii.  400.

Vm.  Principles  of  Contracts. 

1.  Extrinsic  circumstances.  In  conatming  a  contract  or  conveyance,  the  court 
cannot,  where  the  terms  are  clear,  look  to  extrinsic  circumstances  to  discover  the 
intention  of  the  pavties,  but  can  look  only  at  those  terms,  and  (if  necessary,  by  reason 
of  any  ambigoity,)  to  the  nature  of  the  thing  conveyed,  or  the  subject  of  the  contract; 
and  they  are  boand  by  the  construction  thus  arrived  at,  even  althoogh  it  plainly 
appean  fiiom  the  &ct8  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  intention  ef  the  parties.  The  laugher 
Coal  and  Railway  Co.  t.  Williams,  zxx.  496. 

2.  Presumption  in  favor  of  lawful  intent.  Where  a  contract  is  capable  of  two  con- 
atnictioDa,  the  one  importing  a  lawfld  and  the  other  an  unlawful  intent,  the  presump- 
tion is  in  favor  of  the  former  constmctaon.    Moss  v.  Bainbrigge,  xxxi.  565. 

3.  Real  meaning  of  words  to  be  ascertained — No  definite  sum.  In  construing  con- 
^racta  the  coort  must  ascertain  the  leal  meaning  of  the  irords  used,  and  where  no 
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definite  sum  is  mentioned  <ur  referred  to;  tke  court  eaimot  eaferce  any  confcrut 
Moorkouse  v.  Colvin,  ix.  136. 

4.  Same  in  equity  and  at  law.  A  written  contract  must  receive  the  same  constnic- 
timi  in  a  court  of  equity  as  in  lav.  Parkin  y.  Tkorold,  zL  275.  But  see  the  same 
case,  xiii.  416. 

IX.  Construction  of  Particular  Contracts. 

» 

1.  Authority  to  sell  cool — Ready  money.  The  defendant,  a  coal  factor,  sold  coals  for 
the  plaintifi*  upon  the  following  authority :  ^  Please  sell  for  me  250  tons  of  coal  at 
such  a  pnce  as  will  realize  me  not  less  than  15.f.  per  ton,  net  cash,  less  your  oommit- 
sion."  Held,  not  to  support  a  declaration  tor  breach  of  contract  in  not  selling  for 
ready  money.    Boden  v.  Frenchj  iv.  868. 

2.  Recital  in  an  unexecuted  deed — Agency.  R.  contracted  with  the  assignees  of 
Messrs.  £.,  for  the  purchase  of  certain  claims  of  the  bankrupts  against  the  estate  of  6. 
F.  B.  Ho  represented  that  he  acted  on  behalf  of  himsebf  and  M.,  who  was  clearly 
cognizant  of  the  negotiations  and  contract  Several  docmnents  passed  between  the 
parties,  and  finally  a  drafl  of  a  deed  was  prepared,  which  recited  that  the  contraet  was 
a  joint  purchase  by  R.  and  M.  This  was  submitted  to  M.,  who  approved  of  it;  and 
At  that  time,  he  was  willing  to  adopt  the  contract,  but  subsequently,  upon  an  alteration 
of  circumstances,«M.  objected  to  the  contract,  and  refused  to  join  in  the  purchase. 
Heldy  that  there  was  no  evidence  that  M.  had  entered  into  any  agreement,  or  that  R. 
acted  as  his  agent ;  and  that  the  recital  of  an  agreement  in  a  document  intended  to 
be  executed,  would  not  bind  a  party  who  had  done  nothing  to  recognise  it,  though  at 
one  time  it  was  apparent  that  he  was  willing  to  execute  it,  and  the  bill  was  dismisBed 
against  M.,  with  costs ;  but  as  B.  admitted  the  'plaintiff's  case,  a  decree  was  made 
against  him  without  cosfs.    FoUgno  v.  Martin,  xvii.  475. 

8.  Forbearance  to  sue.  An  agreement  by  a  creditor  not  to  take  proceedings  against 
the  debtor,  during  his  life,  nor  against  the  debtor's  estate,  during  the  life  of  his  wife, 
if  she  should  survive  him,  construed  (as  to  the  latter  clause)  to  mean,  that  any  bene* 
ficial  interest  which  the  wife  might  take  in  the  property  of  the  husband  should  tiot  be 
disturbed  during  his  life,  and  not  to  be  an  agreement  that  the  creditor  ^ould  be 
debarred  from  sning  the  personal  representative  of  the  husband ;  and,  therefore,  the 
creditor  obtained  a  decree  for  an  account  against  the  wife  as  the  personal  represent- 
ative of  the  husband,  with  a  declaration  that  the  interest  of  the  wife  was  not  to  be 
disturbed  during  her  life.    Harman  v.  Richards,  xvii.  548. 

4.  Bill  of  sale  of  articles  specified  in  inventory.  A  bill  of  sale  purported  to  asngn 
"  aU  the  household  goods  and  furniture  of  every  kind  and  description  in  [a  certain 
house,]  more  particularly  mentioned  and  set  forth  in  an  inventory  or  schedule  of 
even  date."  The  bill  of  sale  did  not  specify  all  the  goods  and  furniture  in  the  house, 
Held,  that  the  bill  of  sale  operated  only  as  an  assignment  of  the  articles  specified  in 
the  inventory.     Wood  v.  Rowcliffe,  v.  471. 

5.  Sale  of  goods  for  '•''fair  value" — Arbitration.  H.,  by  parol,  sold  goods  to  the 
defendant,  at  an  agreed  price,  and  the  defendant  took  possession.  Afterwards,  by 
articles  of  agreement,  it  was  agreed  between  them  as  follows :  ^  That  H.  shall  sell, 
and  the  defendant  shall  purchase  (the  same  goods,)  and  that  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the 
same  shall  be  the  fair  amount  of  the  value  thereof,  such  amount  to  be  setded^  in  case  the 
parties  shall  differ  as  to  the  same,  by  arbitration  in  manner  hereinafter  menttoned,"  &c 
The  defendant  continued  in  possession  of  the  goods,  and  never  objected  to  the  price 
originally  fixed.  H.  having  become  bankrupt,  his  assignees  sued  the  defendant  for 
the  amount,  as  for  goods  soid  and  delivered.  Held,  in  the  absence  of  eridence  that 
the  parties  had  differed  as  to  the  amount  fixed,  that  the  fiur  value  mentioned  in  the 
agreement  must  be  taken  to  be  the  value  previously  ascertained  and  agreed  tdii 
Cannan  v.  Fowler,  xxiv.  828. 

6.  Agreement  to  return  deposits  if  act  not  obtained — Sttmqk^^Interest,    The  diveetm 
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of  A  pvq^eeted  railway  Gcni|iuiy,  after  tJbe  sahscriberg'  agreement  had  been  prepared^ 
iamed  a  circnlar  letter,  stating  that  if  the  act  were  not  obtained,  they  would  retam 
the  whole  af  the  deposits  withoot  deduction.  Upon  the  ^th  of  this,  the  pbtntiff  ap- 
plied lor  and  obtained  an  allotment  of  shares.  The  letter  of  allotment  was  accom- 
panied with  a  copy  of  the  circular,  and  stated  that  the  plaintiff  would  receive  his 
scrip  on  executing  the  agreement,  which  contained  a  clause  fully  indemnifying  the 
directors  for  all  their  expenses,  and  authorized  them  to  reimburse  themselves  out  of  the 
fimds  of  the  company,  and  to  apply  to  this  purpose  the  deposits  and  calls.  The  plain* 
liff  paid  the  deposits,  signed  the  agreement,  and  obtained  the  sorip.  The  directors 
iailed  in  obtaining  the  act,  and  IL  per  share  was  returned  to  the  shareholders,  the  rest 
of  the  lUoda  having  been  applied  to  the  necessary  ezpensea  Afterwards,  the  phdntiff, 
by  letter,  demanded  the  rest  of  his  depodts,  and  interest  horn  a  certain  data  Held^ 
fint,  that  the  contract  upon  which  the  plaintiff  had  paid  his  deposits  was  that,  in  the 
event  of  aa  act  not  beixig  obtained,  tite  whole  of  his  deposits  should  be  returned,  and 
IImI  die  express  undertaking  to  that  effect  in  the  circular  was  not  in  any  way  affected 
bf  the  iems  of  the  subscribefi^  agreement  executed  by  the  pkintifil  Secondly,  that 
the  OQiitnet  for  the  shares  was  not  entirely  evidenced  by  writing,  and  did  not  there- 
five  reqatre  a  stamp.    Mowatt  v.  Londuborau^hy  xxv.  25. 

7.  Where  peimUiet  aiajf  he  deducted  from  ammmt  due.  Penalties  under  a  contract 
nu^  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  a  payment  due  under  the  contract.  But  where 
a  contract  expressly  stipulated  that  in  a  certain  event  a  company  might  take  possession 
of  works,  tools,  &c.,  and  complete  and  pay  for  them  out  of  any  money  due  the  con* 
tr&dor,  and  the  payments  made  before  the  taking  possession  shonkl  be  taken  by  him 
in  foU  satisfoetion,  and  aU  balances  of  money  which  would  have  become  due  and  all  the 
tools  and  materials  should  become  the  absolute  property  of  the  company,  and  the  con- 
tractor should  make  up  any  deficiency,  it  was  held^  that  the  tools,  &C.,  were  mere  m»- 
ehinery  to  enable  the  company  to  finish  the  works  at  the  cost  of  the  contractor,  and 
that  it  was  not  entitled  to  the  surplus,  if  any,  but  was  bound  to  account  to  him.

8.  Sate  of  cargo  fty  bill  of  lading.  Where  parties  contracted  for  the  sale  of  a  cai^ 
deseribed  as  the  car^  of  a  certatn  vessel,  as  it  stands,  the  qaantity  to  be  taken  from 
the  bin  of  lading,  and  on  measurement  it  was  found  to  &11  short  of  the  amount  staled, 
there  being  no  eridence  to  show  how  the  deficiency  arose,  or  that  either  party  was 
aware  of  it,  or  had  measured  it  befbre  the  sale,  it  was  Md^  that  the  parties  had 
agreed  by  the  contract  to  take  the  quantity  as  fidriy  represented  in  the  bill  of  lading, 
and  that  the  price  was  to  be  paid  on  that  footing,  the  purchaser  taking  the  chance  of 
the  aetual  qnantky  taming  out  to  exceed  or  foil  short  of  that  specified  in  the  bill  of 
la£ng ;  and  that  consequently  the  action  could  not  be  maiatained.  Cowu  t.  Bingham^ 
xsLiSS. 

9.  **  Preoemtation "  of  delioerg  order^  mtaming  of,  A  delivery  order  for  goods,  stated 
that  the  parties  signing  it,  held  certain  goods  which  Ihey  engaged  to  deliver  to  A's 
eider,  on  the  *'  presentation  "  of  the  document  dtdy  indorsed.  Heldy  that  "  presenta- 
tion "  meant  delivering  up  die  document,  and  that  A's  indorsee  was  not  entitled  to  the 
delivery  of  the  goods  on  merely  showing  the  order.    BwrtUU  t.  Holmee^  xx.  271. 

10.  Rent  regulated  by  average  price  of  wheat,  A  lessee  covenanted  to  pay  a  certain 
rent,  subject  to  a  proviso  for  increasing  or  reducing  it  every  year  according  to  the 
average  price  of  wheat  in  every  year,  (such  average  to  be  aseertained  from  the  current 
year's  average,  ander  the  Tithe  Commutation  Act,  6  &  7  Will  lY.  c.  71,  s.  56.) 
These  returns  give  aa  annual  average  computed  from  the  averages  of  the  last  seven 
yean,  and  no  averages  of  the  one  year  only.  Hdd,  nevertheless,  that  the  parties  must 
betaken  to  be  bound  by  the  septennial  average  published  annually  as  the  average  for 
tkeyear.    Kendail  t.  Baker,  ix.  449. 

11.  Agreement  not  to  carry  on  business  at  certain  ptace,  breach  o^  On  an  agreement 
betneen  A  and  B  fbr  the  purchase  of  fi's  sfaop^  stock  in  trade,  and  the  good-will  of  the 
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business,  in  which  B  agreed  that  he  iraald  not  cany  oa  the  said  huaiaesB  either  direetlf 
or  itidireedy  at  C ;  and,  after  making  said  agreement,  B  commenoed  buaness  at  D,  and 
supplied  persons  resident  at  C  with  goods  as  before,  and  aoUdted  oiders  therefiv  in  C, 
it  was  held,  that  B  had  been  guilty  of  a  breach  <^  the  Qgreevneat^  and  that  it  vas  not 
necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  business  within  the  meaning  of  the  agreement,  that  B 
should  have  his  place  of  bu^ess  at  C  aforesaid.     Turtier  v.  Evamy  xxiL  144. 

12.  Side  of  toool — "^  Sojf  not  le$8  than  **  etriam  amount  It  waa  stipulated  that  the 
defendant  should  sell  to  the  plaintiff  what  wool  he  might  puU  within  a  certain  time, 
"  say  not  less  than  100  packs  of  wooL"  Held,  (dmeniiente  Coleridge,  J.,}  that  in  t^e 
absence  of  an  arerment  that  ther  wcNrd  *<  say  **  had  any  peculiar  meaning,  the  agreement 
imported  that  the  de&iidant  should  pull  and  supply  to  the  plaintiff  100  packs  as  a 
minimum  during  the  speotfied  period,  and  that  the  plaintiff  should  take  any  further 
qiumtity  which  should  be  pulled  by  the  defendant  during  the  period,  Le&ning  t. 
Snaith,  iii.  365.  # 

13.  Life  msttrance  policies y  security  on.  A  being  the  holder  of  several  policies  of 
insurance  on  the  life  of  B,  and  being  unable  to  keep  them  up,  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  G,  for  the  purpose  of  C  keeping  them  up.  The  i^greement  consisted  of 
three  instruments ;  first,  a  letter,  by  which  it  was  stated  that  C  was  to  pay  the  pie- 
miums,  and  to  have  his  adrances  and  interest  secured  by  a  deposit  of  the  policies,  a 
bond,  and  an  equitable  inorlgage  of  certain  estates.  No  time  was  specified  for  the  re- 
payment of  the  adTances  and  interest  Secondly,  a  bond  for  6,000/.,  referring  to  the 
letter,  for  repaying  the  advances  and  interest  at  the  expim^ioa  of  six  months  from  the 
death  of  B.  Thirdly,  an  agreement^  also  referring  to  the  letter,  and  to  the  deposit  of 
the  policies  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  adyances  and  interest  at  the  expiration  of  six 
calendar  months  fnxn  the  death  of  B,  by  which  agreement  the  advances  and  interest 
were  secured  to  be  paid  at  six  months  after  the  death  of  B,  upon  certain  estates.  A 
died,  living  B,  leaving  a  considerable  amount  of  advances  and  interest  unpaid,  and 
having  before  his  death  assigned  the  policies  to  trustees,  for  his  creditors.  C  now  filed 
his  bill,  claiming  to  have  all  his  advances  and  interest  paid,  and  that  the  agreemeot 
might  be  varied,  and  made  to  confi>rm  to  the  letter,  and  that,  if  necessary,  the  policies 
might  be  sold.  Held,  first,  that,  upon  the  true  constaruction  of  the  three  instruments, 
C  had  no  security  on  the  policies  available  till  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  inm 
the  death  of  B.    Brottgham  r.  Sqtnre,  xix.  99. 

14.  Rectification.  Secondly,  that  the  agreement  could  not  be  rectified,  there  being 
nothing  to  rectify  it  by  except  the  letter  itself,  the  letter  and  agreement  being  incor- 
porated in  effect  into  one  instrument,  and  the  letter  not  specifically  pointing  out  the 
time  when  the  security  was  to  be  available.    Jb. 

15.  Collateral  security.  By  monorandum  of  agreement  between  the  defendants, 
brewers,  and  one  C,  a  publican,  the  defendants  agreed  to  lend  C.  150/.  on  his 
promissory  note,  payable  on  demand,  with  interest,  C.  depositing  a  lease  of  certain 
premises  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  the  150/.  and  interest,  and  the  defendaata 
agreeing  not  to  call  for  repayment  for  two  years,  on  condition  that  the  interest^  the 
rent  of  the  premises,  and  C.'s  account  with  the  defendants  for  beer  were  duly  paid ; 
and,  in  case  of  non^performance  of  any  of  the  conditions,  llie  defendants  were  to  be 
at  liberty  to  enforce  payment  of  the  note,  and  if  not  paid,  with  costs  and  interest, 
they  might  then  sell  the  lease  and  deduct  from  the  proceeds  the  150/.  and  interest,  as 
also  any  money  due  to  them  from  C.  for  beer.  Held^  that  on  tender  by  C,  or,  he  hav- 
ing become  insolvent,  by  his  assignee,  of  the  amount  of  the  note  and  interest,  the  latter 
became  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  lease ;  and  that  the  agreement  gave  the  de- 
fendants no  right  to  detain  the  lease  on  account  of  any  money  due  to  them  from  C  fi>r 
beer,  the  lease  being  deposited  only  as  security  for  the  150/.  and  interest  Chilton  v. 
Carringtony  xxviu.  840. 

16.  Agreement  not  to  sue — Promissory  note.  A  made  his  promissory  note  payable 
on  demand,  with  interest,  in  favor  of  B  and  C,  the  executors  of  D.    A  was,  with  sev- 
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end  otiier  relatiTes,  to  be  entitled  to  eertain  beaefilA,  under  D*s  ynJUj  apon  the  coming 
of  age  of  ike  youngest  legatee  named  in  the  wilL  By  an  agreement  made  between 
the  I^tees,  tiie  ezeenton  wero  anthomed  to  lend  the  fnnda  in  their  hands  on  per- 
sonal secnrity,  and  a  part  of  these  funds  haTing  been  lent  to  A,  (as  well  as  to  the  other 
I^iatees,)  he  ga^e  the  executors  the  note  in  question.  By  the  agreement  it  was  settled 
that  the  notes  given  to  the  executors  should  not  be  sued  on  till  the  youngest  legatee 
had  arrived  ait  the  age  mentioned  in  the  wilL  The  executors  did  not  sign  this  agree- 
ment ;  but  when  it  had  been  signed  by  the  other  parties,  took  it  into  their  posession. 
The  execntors  brought  the  action  while  the  legatee  in  question  was  alive,  and  before 
he  had  attained  the  specified  age.  A  pleaded  the  agreement  as  an  answer  to  the  ac- 
tion, averring  that  pUuntifi^  accepted  and  received  the  note  on  the  tenns  and  con- 
ditions of  the  agreement,  and  that  the  youngest  legatee  was  stiU  under  age.  At  the 
trial  the  agreement  was  proved.  Hetd,  that  the  plea  was  bad  in  substance,  for  that 
the  agreement  was  collateral,  and  was  not  between  the  same  parties  as  the  note. 
Salmon  v.  WMy  xvi.  87. 

17.  Affreemeni  to  give  marriaffe  portion.  A  father  bound  himself  to  give  his  daugh- 
ter a  marriage  portion  of  2,0001,  and  said  that  she  was  and  ^ould  be  noticed  in  his 
win.  He  had  previously  made  a  wiU,  giving  her  a  lao  of  rupees ;  but  afterwards  he 
revoked  the  gift  Heid^  affirming  a  decree  below,  that  there  was  no  contract  by  the 
fitther  to  give  more  than  the  2fi00l,    Afoorhmue  v.  CoMn^  xiiL  167. 

18.  Express  warranty.  An  express  warranty  will  not  be  extended  by  implication 
from  other  parts  of  the  conttnct  in  which  it  occurs;    Dideson  v.  ^tstnta,  ii.  814. 

19.  Joint  contract.  The  pUdntiir  signed  a  proposal,  ^  on  behalf  of  the  members  of 
an  orchestra,'*  to  which  he  himself  belonged.  The  defendant  accepted  the  proposi 
lion,  but  fidled  to  pay  the  amount  agreed  on.  The  plainliff  alone  brought  an  action, 
stating  ^e  contract  to  be  witii  him.  Held,  that  tiie  contract  was  joint,  and  that  he 
could  not  recover.    Lucas  v.  Beale,  iv.  858. 

20.  County  lunatic  asylum — Probationary  planSy  UdbUiiy  for.  A  declaration  against 
the  cleric  to  a  committee  of  visitors  of  a  county  lunatic  asylum  stated,  that  the  com- 
mittee agreed  with  the  plaintiff,  in  consideration  that  he  would  render  his  services  as 
an  architect  in  examining  the  site  of  a  proposed  Innadc  asylum,  and  preparing  the 
reqaisite  probationary  drawings  for  the  committee,  &c.,  that  a  certain  sum  should  be 
paid  to  him,  and  averred  that  he  did  prepare  requisite  probationai^  drawings,  &c. 
Plea,  that  the  plaintiff  prepared  divers  drawings  which  were  not  ^>pioved  of  by  the 
commitlee,  but  rejected  by  them,  and  that,  save  as  aforesaid,  the  pkuntiff  did  not  pre- 
pare any  probationary  drawings  for  the  approval  of  the  committee ;  wherefore,  &c.  It 
was  hdd,  that  **  probadonary "  drawings  meant  drawings  to  be  aj^proved  of  by  the 
committee ;  that  if  any  of  the  visitors  oonU  contract  for  the  payment  for  plans  not 
Approved  of,  yet  there  was  no  contract  here  which  would  make  them  liable  for  dis- 
missing the  plaintiff;  and  that  the  plaintiff  cotdd  not  recover  on  the  indebitatus  counts. 
Moffm  V.  Dickson,  xxiv.  291. 

21.  Executory  contract,  notice  to  manufacturer  not  to  supply  more  goods.  When 
there  is  an  executory  contract  for  the  manufiicturing  and  supply  of  goods  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  paid  for  after  delivery,  if  the  purchaser,  having  accepted  and  paid  for  a 
portion  of  tiie  goods  contracted  for,  gives  notice  to  the  vendor  not  to  manufacture  any 
more,  as  he  has  no  occasion  for  them,  and  will  not  accept  or  pay  for  them,  the  vendor 
having  been  dearous  and  able  to  complete  the  contcaot^  he  may,  without  manu- 
&ctunng  and  tendering  the  rest  of  tiie  goods,  maintain  an  action  against  the  pur- 
chaser for  breach  of  the  contract  Cart  v.  The  AmJkryaie,  NoUingham,  ffc.  Railway 
Co.  vi  280. 

22.  Apportionment  ofwAory.  Where  a  pUuntiff  contracts  to  serve  for  a  certain  sum 
per  year  payable  semi-annually,  with  a  proviso  that  if  the  defendant  shall  dismiss  him 
without  adequate  and  just  cause,  the  plaintiff  shall  receive  a  certain  pension,  and  the 
defendant  does  so  disiniflB  him  in  die  middle  of  a  tenn^  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover  his 
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proportto&ftte  pay  fyt  the  unfinulied  term,  iiadw  the  ApportMoment  Aety  4  ft  5  W& 
lY.  c.  22,  8.  2.     Lowndti  t.  2^  JSoW  o/  Sum/ard^  xiv.  2«* 

83.  wl^recmen^  to  carrif  oU  goodi  intnuted  to  one.  An  agreement  was  entered  iatoi 
October  1, 1851,  betireen  the  pbiatiff  and  tbe  defbnd&ntB^  by  which  the  former  agreed 
to  carry  by  wagonsi  &&,  ail  merohandiae  intnuted  to  him,  between  two  towns ;  the 
terms  were  fixed,  and  it  was  mutually  agreed  that  the  agreement  should  be  in  force  for 
twelve  months  from  its  date.  On  the  18th  of  March,  1852,  the  defendants  gave  die 
plaintiff  notice  that  the  arrangement  would  cease  and  discontinue  from  and  after 
April  1.  The  action  was  brought  on  the  2d  of  April,  for  wrongfiiUy  dischaipng  the 
plaintiff  from  his  agreement ;  and  it  was  held,  that  the  action  was  not  maintainable,  the 
agreement  being  only  that  the  plaintiff  should  carry  all  goods  intrusted  to  him,  the 
defendants  not  hairing  covenanted  to  intrust  him  with  any.  Burton  r,  Ureal  North* 
em  Railway  Co»  zxv.  478. 

24.  Contract  between  engineer  and  provisional  commUtee  of  railway  company4 — Per* 
sonal  liability*  In  an  action  by  an  engineer  against  a  provinonal  committceHnaa  of  a 
railway  company,  it  appeared  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  at  which  the  (rfaittdff 
was  present^  it  was  resdved,  "  that  the  provisional  committee  disclaim  the  intention  of 
taking  on  themselves  any  peraoaal  responsibility  as  regards  the  expenses  incurred  or 
to  be  incurred  in  or  about  the  company,  and  that  no  such  responsibility  shall  attach  to 
them."  At  another  meetings  at  which  the  plaintiff  was  also  present,  a  resolution  was 
passed,  which  contained  a  statement  that  Ihe  plaintiff  had  said  "  that  he  would  make 
no  claim  for  his  services  until  there  shodd  be  sufficient  funds  of  the  company  to  meet 
any  demand  he  might  be  entitled  to  make."  The  plaintiff  stated  in  a  letter,  diat  '^  he 
never  understood  that,  unless  the  prefect  were  successful,  the  engineevB  were  to  aban- 
don all  claim ;  but  ke  dBd  understand,  that  the  individuab  comprising  the  committee 
were  not  to  be  held  personally  liaUe."  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  committee,  it 
was  resolved,  "  that  the  committee  bind  themselves  to  be  answerable  to  the  extent  of 
1,000/.,  to  be  apj^ied  to  engineering  and  surveying  purposes."  The  scheme  was  aban- 
doned, and  deposits  to  the  amount  of  4,168/.,  which  had  been  received  by  the  committee, 
were  returned  to  the  shareholders.  Held,  that  the  defendant  was  not  responsible,  the 
contract  being  that  the  plaintiff  should  be  paid  out  of  such  funds  as  could  be  properly 
applied  in  satisfiustion  of  his  daim,  and  there  were  no  funds  of  that  desoriptioa. 
Landman  v.  J^nftoisi/e,  xiv.  491. 

25.  Agreement  between  landowner  and  architect — Remtmeration  dependent  on  cer- 
tain event.  The  declaration  stated  that  L.,  being  possessed  of  lemd,  agreed  with  M., 
an  architect,  that  he  should  lay  out  the  land  for  building  purposes,  &c.,  without  charge, 
but  should  the  land  be  disposed  of  for  building  purposes,  M.  should  be  appointed 
architect  on  L.'8  behalf;  but  shotdd  L.,  or  his  executors,  wish  to  dispense  with  M.'s 
services,  that  he  or  they  should  remunerate  him  for  making  the  preparations.  M. 
made  the  surveys,  &c. ;  L.'8  executors  dispensed  with  M.'s  services,  and  put  it  out  of 
their  power  to  dispose  of  the  land  for  building  purposes,  and  thereupon  M.  claimed 
remuneration  for  the  preparations.  Held,  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover,  the 
disposing  of  the  land  for  building  purposes  being  the  event  in  which  he  was  to  have 
any  remuneration;  that  even  if  the  declaration  could  be  taken  as  charging  the  execiH 
tors  with  wrongfully  putting  it  out  of  their  power  so  to  dispose  of  the  land,  no  oontraot 
could  be  implicxi  from  the  agreement  that  L.  or  they  should  not  du^xjoe  of  the  land 
otherwise  than  for  buQding,  in  which  case  M.  was  not  entitled  to  any  thing.  Moffatt 
V.  Laurie,  xxix.  224. 

26.  Contract  of  hiring-^Dismissal  after  commencement  of  yeor^-^Commencement  of 
service.  The  plaintiff  was  engaged  by  the  defendants  to  superintend  their  smelting 
works  in  Spain,  by  the  following  letter :  ^  We  shall  require  you  to  enter  into  an 
engagement  for  at  least  three  years,  at  our  option,  at  a  salary  a£  250/.  We  should 
further  require  you  to  visit  some  of  the  principal  smelting  establishments  in  England, 
and  go  out  by  way  of  Gibraltar*  which  is  the  shortest,"    Hie  plaintiff  commaiieed 
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tiatingdie  «i£tltiiig  eateUiabmenlB  cm  the  Itt  of  Febnuuy,  1850,  and  sbortlf  after 
sailed  for  Spain,  where  he  aerred  the  defendants  up  to  the  middle  of  February,  1851, 
and  vBft  tb^  diainiaMd  by  them.  HeUl,  that  this  was  a  contract  binding  the  plaintiff 
to  «t^'  three  yeaos,  and  giving  the  defendants  tlie  option  of  determining  the  senrice  at 
tbe  eod  of  eadb  year^And,  therefore,  that  the  defendants  having  dismissed  the  pbintiff 
after  the  comxscficement  of  a  current  year,  were  bound  to  pay  his  salary  for  that 
year.  lUld^  olso^  (Paike,  B.,  dutniante^)  that  the  service  oonunenced  on  the  Ist  of 
February.    Dovon  t.  PinlOy  xxiv.  503.  • 

27.  Agresment  to  procure  empiojfmcnt  for  a  tcorhnan  if  dUekarged,  A  agreed  to 
ficne  B  as  »  manu&cturer  and  assistant  for  the  term  of  aaven  years,  at  a  salary  of 
lOOi^  per  aasum,  and  B  agreed  if  he  should,  from  any  cause,  give  up  his  business,  or 
not  require  A's  services,  that  he  would  use  his  best  endeavors  to  procure  for  A  em- 
ployment in  some  simikur  business,  for  which  he  would  receive  at  least  100/.  per  annum, 
or  ia  case  he  should  be  unable  to  do  so,  he  would  pay  A  the  yeariy  saUiry  of  100/. 
poling  the  residue  of  the  temu  B  discharged  A  during  the  teim.  Htld^  that  the 
agreement  did  not  leave  it  open  to  B  merely  to  pay  A  alter  his  dischaige  100/.  a  year 
i^thout  first  using  any  endeavors  to  obtain  a  situation  for  A,  but  that  he  was  bound 
to  use  his  best  endeavorsi  to  procure  for  him  employment  in  some  similar  business. 
Rusl  V.  Nottidge,  xrL  170. 

28.  Between  attorney  and  joint'Steck  company^  to  retain  former  during  year.  A 
mutoal  agreement  between  A,  an  attorney,  and  a  joint-stock  company  provided  that 
A,  as  the  attorney  and  solicitor  of  the  company^  should  receive  and  accept  a  salary  of 
lOOL  pet  annum,  in  lieu  of  rendering  an  annual  bill  of  costs  for  general  business 
done  for  the  eompany,  and  should  for  such  salary  advise  and  act  for  the  company  on 
aQ  occauons^  with  certain  exceptions.  Ueldj  that  there  was  an  implied  undertaking 
on  the  part  of  the  eompany  to  retain  A  as  their  solicitor  during  the  year.  Emmens 
T.  ElderUm^  xxvi.  1. 

29.  Covenant  to  pay  sum  to  he  adjudged  by  third  person.  J.  £.  covenanted  with 
the  phunti£&,  a  corporation,  **  on  the  execution "  of  the  deed,  to  build  a  gas  tank. 
In  ease  of  failure  to  perform  all  the  conditions  of  the  deed  as  to  this,  plaintiffs  were  to 
receive  from  defendant  and  his  sureties,  what  plaintiffs'  engineer  should  adjudge.  In 
an  action  for  not  finishing  the  work,  nor  paying  the  sum  adjudged,  it  was  held^  that  the 
non-execution  of  the  deed  by  the  plaintiffs  until  after  the  80th  June,  1858,  vras  no 
d^ence,  notwithstanding  the  plaintiff,  being  a  corporation,  were  not  bound  to  pay 
for  the  work  before  they  had  executed  the  deed.  Held^  also,  that  the  adjudication  of 
J.  Eif  the  engineer,  was  not  in  the  nature  of  an  awiu:d  by  an  arbitrator,  and  that 
therefine  his  power  to  adjudicate  could  not  be  revoked  by  any  of  the  parties  to  the 
deed.    The  Northampton  Gaslight  Co.  v.  Pamellj  xxix.  22% 

80.  Positive  contract  to  take  and  pay  for  property.  The  defendants,  a  railway  com- 
pany, covenanted  to  pay  the  plaintiffs,  contractors^  so  much  per  sleeper  for  a  lot  to  be 
sajqilied.  The  preceding  part  of  the  deed  contained  a  covenant  by  the  plaintiffs  to* 
supply  the  eompany  with  deepers  according  to  the  specification,  as  one  of  the  engi- 
neeis  of  the  company  should  direct,  and  one  of  them  was  to  give  notice  when  and 
in  what  numbers  they  should  be  delivered.  The  specification  refbrred  to  mentioned 
the  number,  place  of  delivery,  and  limit  of  time  for  delivery.  The  company  were 
ei^wered  to  retain  in  their  hands  a  certain  sum,  as  a  guarantee  for  the  completion 
of  the  contract,  until  the  wh<^  should  have  been  supplied.  Held,  that  this  was  a 
positive  contract  to  take  and  pay  for  all  the  sleepers,  notwithstanding  the  discretion 
vested  ia  the  engineers  to  decide  when  and  in  what  quantities  the  sleepers  were  to  be  de- 
livered.

31.  An  agreement  for  the  supply  of  coals  for  the  manu&cturo  of  patent  fuel  hj  the 
plaintiffs,  provided  that  the  plaintiff  should  purchase  all  the  coals  he  required  of  the 
defendant,  if  the  latter  could  furnish  the  quantity  required  from  time  to  time,  not 
exceeding  500  tons  a  week ;  and  in  case  the  defendants  conld  not,  from  some  sub- 
stantial cause,  supply  the  quantity  demanded,  they  were  to  pre  tax  month?  notice  of 
such  inability.  Held,  that  an  inability  to  supply,  from  a  substantial  eanse,  was  no 
excuse  for  not  supplying  it  unless  six  montiis*  notice  of  the  tnaUlity  were  given,  and 
that  the  agreement  referred  only  to  coals  required  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  manufae- 
ture  of  patent  fuel.

In  c9n8]deration  of  the  withdninng  of  opposi- 
tion to  a  bill  before  parliament  to  enable  a  company  to  build  a  road,  the  company,  by 
their  agent,  agreed  to  purchase  certain  lands  of  an  owner  at  certain  rates  per  acre, 
and  to  make  other  compensation,  and  the  contract  was  not  conditional  on  the  railway 
being  made ;  it  was  held  that,  though  the  road  was  abandoned,  the  owner  was  entitied 
to  specific  performance,  and  that  the  price  to  be  paid  was  sufficiently  stated  in  the 
agreement    Stuart  r.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Ra&way  0>.  x.  57. 

-38.  Withdrawal  of  opposition  to  railway — Union  of  companies^^Ayreement  not  coH" 
dilional.  H.  and  Y.,  with  severri  others,  calling  themselves  the  L.  and  N.  Y.  Rail- 
way Company,  introduced  a  bill  into  parliament  to  establish  a  railway.  They  agreed 
with  plaintiff  tiiat  if  he  would  not  oppose  this  railway,  wMch  was  to  pass  through  Ins 
land,  they  would,  on  being  incorporated,  pay  him  a  certain  sum  by  way  of  damages. 
They  aflerwards  agreed  to  join  with  a  rival  company,  calling  itself  the  L.,  M.,  and  K. 
Railway  Company,  in  the  same  project  The  two  companies  agreed  to  adopt  the 
agreement  witii  the  plaintiff,  and  were  afterwards  incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  L^,  BL, 
and  N.  Railway  Company.  Held,  that  the  incorporated  company  must  be  taken  to  be  tiie 
parties  on  whose  behalf  H.  and  Y.  entered  into  the  agreement  with  the  plaintiff;  and 
the  court  also  was  of  opinion  that,  as  the  plaintiff  had  withdrawn  his  opposition  to  the 
bill  in  parliament,  the  company,  according  to  the  true  construction  of  the  agreement, 
were  bound  to  pay  the  sums  agreed  to  be  paid  to  him,  although  they  had  not  taken 
possession  of  any  part  of  his  estate.  But,  the  question  as  to  the  construction  of  tiie 
agreement  bei^g  a  legal  one,  a  case  was  directed  for  the  ot>inion  of  a  couft  of  law.

34.  Money  to  be  paid  in  case  of  amaloamation  of  railway  companies-^Withdratoal  of 
opposition  to  railway  bill.  A  became  a  party  to  a  deed  with  the  projectors  of  a  rail- 
way, by  which  he  covenanted  to  withdraw  his  opposition  to  their  bill  and  to  oppose  a 
*rival  bill,  and  they  covenanted  to  pay  him  a  certain  sum  of  money  in  case  their  bill 
should  pass  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  deed,  or  to  pay  him  a  different 
sum  if  the  rival  bill  should  pass  witiiin  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  the  deed. 
It  was  then  provided  that,  if.  the  b31  of  these  projectors  should  not  be  passed  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the  agreement,  either  party  might  put  an  end  to  the 
agreement  by  a  notice.  The  deed  then  cqptained  a  covenant  on  the  part  of  theae 
projectors,  by  which  they  agreed,  if  the  two  ccnnpanies  should  be  amalgamated,  to 
pay  a  certain  sum  within  three  months  affcer  such  amalgamation.  The  deed  was  dated 
on  the  16th  of  March,  1846.  The  two  companies  were  amalgamated  in  June,  184<i ; 
but  no  bill  ever  passed  at  the  instance  of  these  projectors  alone.  In  November,  1846, 
these  projectors  gave  a  notice  to  put  an  end  to  the  agreement  A  declared  on 
that  clause  by  which  he  was  to  receive  a  sum  of  money  within  three  montiis  after 
the  amalgamation  of  the  companies,  l^e  defendants  pleaded  that  their  bill  had 
never  passed  into  a  law ;  that  at  the  end  of  six  months  they  had  given  notice  to  put 
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fta  end  to  the  i^esment,  «ad  that  ih^y  had  not  taken  the  plaintiff's  land.  HeU 
that  this  plea  was  no  answer  to  the  action,  the  notice  not  having  been  given  before 
breach  of  the  covenant     Capper  v»  Th^  EaH  ofLindstjft  ^v*  9* 

CONTRIBUTION. 

1.  jBelioffeo  defendants  who  have  Mi  up  sUUtUe  of  limitations  and  those  who  have  noL 
There  ia  no  right  of  contributioa  between  defendants  who  have  protected  themselves 
igaiast  a  demand  by  setting  up  the  statute  of  limitations  and  o&er  defendants  who 
ought  ^ually  have  set  up  the  statute  but  who,  having  neglected  to  do  so,  are  found  by 
the  decee  to  be  liable  to  the  plaintiffs.    Fordkam  v.  Wallis^  xvii.  182. 

2.  Joint  contractor — Proportion  to  he  recovered  after  death  of  co<ontractors.  Where 
of  several  joint-contractors  one  is  compelled  to  pay  more  than  his  share  of  the  debt) 
he  may  maintaiD  an  action  at  law  for  contribution  against  the  others,  (and  it  seems, 
gainst  the  representatives  of  such  as  have  »nce  died.)  In  determining  the  propor- 
taoaSi  the  number  originally  contracting  must  be  looked  to,  and  not  the  nmnber  liable 
when  the  debt  was  paid.  Therefore^  where  one  of  twelve  co-contractors  paid  the 
wh<de  debt  afler  the  death  of  two  of  them,  it  was  held^  that  he  could  recover  one 
twelfUi,  and  not  one  tenthi  from  each  of  the  survivois.

As  to  the  liability  of  a  mar- 
lied  woman,  to  whom  an  estate,  subject  to  prior  charges,  has  been  demised  under  a 
power,  by  way  of  jointure,  to  contribute  to  the  charges,  see  Evans  v.  Evans,  xix.  533. 

4*  Club — UabiUty  of  committee  of  to  contribute.  Where  the  members  of  a  club^at 
a  general  meeting,  authorize  the  members  of  the  committee  of  management  to  borrow 
money  on  their  own  responsibility,  but  with  the  guarantee  of  the  society  for  its  repay- 
ment, and  tiie  money  is  bont>wed  and  placed  to  the  account  of  the  committee,  and 
one  of  the  coounittee  draws  checks  upon  the  bank  in  which  the  money  is,  and  other- 
wise so  conducts  himself  as  to  show  his  knowledge  of  the  whole  transaction,  he  is 
liable  to  an  action  for  contribution  by  another  member  of  the  committee  from  whom 
the  lender  has  received  the  whole  sum.

3.  Conveyance  by  copyholder  in  fee  to  canal  company — Ejectment  by  purchaser  of 
manor — Equitable  estate.  The  act  of  Parliament,  (33  Geo.  III.  c.  80,)  incorporating 
the  Grand  Junction  Canal  Company,  declared,  in  general  terms,  that  it  should  be  lawful 
for  every  person  seised,  possessed,  or  interested  in  any  lands  (therein  mentioned)  to 
sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the  company,  and  that,  upon  their  executing  a  deed  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  act,  all  the  estate,  use,  trust,  and  interest  of  any  person  therein, 
should  from  thenceforth  be  vested  in  and  become  the  sole  propert}"  of  the  said  ccxn- 
pany  forever,  and  that  such  deed  should  bar  ^  every  person  whomsoever  therein.** 
J.  S.,  being  a  copyholder  in  fee  of  some  of  the  binds  of  the  manor  of  B.,  sold  them  to 
the  company,  and  executed  a  deed  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  act,  and  many  years 
afterwards  died,  his  name  still  appearing  on  the  court  rolls.  The  appellant  D.,  having 
in  the  mean  time  purchased  the  manor  of  R.,  made  proclamation,  on  J.  S.'8  death,  for 
the  person  entiUed  to  be  admitted  to  come  in ;  but  no  person  came  in,  and  he  seised 
^uotis^u^,  and  subsequentiy  recovered  possession  of  that  portion  of  the  canal  in  an 
ejectment  at  law,  the  court  being  of  opinion  tiiat  the  equitable  estate  only  of  J.  S. 
passed  to  the  company  under  the  act  of  pariiament.    Upon  a  bill  by  the  company 
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againrt  D.  and  J.  E.  S.,  tlie  cnstomaiy  heir  of  J.  S.,  tbe  Yicc-Giliancellor  of  England 
decreed,  tliat  J.  £.  S.,  should  be  admitted  as  tenant,  and  that  he  shonld  hold  as  trustee 
for  tfae  company,  the  eompany  paying  the  fine  and  fkes  upon  admittance.  Held^ 
^Snning  that  decision,  that  D.  having  seized  quousqtte,  and  having  recovered  at  law, 
he  eouki  not  now  be  allowed  to  contend  that  ^e  legal  estate  of  J.  S.  had  passed  to  the 
oompanjr,  and  that  his  cistomaaty  heir  was  a  stranger.  Dimes  v.  The  Grand  Junction 
Cand  Co.  xvi.  63. 

4.  Sn^  Jme,  A  tenant  in  fee  of  a  copyhold  estate  devised  the  same  to  ihe 
de^bidant  and  three  other  persons,  in  fee,  upon  certain  trusts.  One  of  the  other  three 
^Kkimed  the  estate,  and  the  remaining  two  released  to  the  defendant,  her  heirs  and 
aaa^ns,  tfae  copyhold  tenement  in  question.  It  was  held^  that  the  lord  of  the  manor 
was  entitled  to  a  single,  and  not  to  a  treble  fine,  on  the  admission  of  the  defendant 
Wdlale^  V.  Withers,  xxx.  162. 

6.  JtmU  tenants — Admission  to  entirety — Fine,  Where  a  copyhold  estate  is  devised 
to  sevenl  as  joint  tenants,  the  lord  is  bound  to  admit  any  one  of  them  to  the  entire^, 
and  cannot  refuse  to  do  so  on  the  ground  that  the  amount  of  fine  claimed  by  him  is 
not  paid.

II.  Surrender^

8.  By  one  joint  tenant,  to  the  use  of  his  will — Severance  of  Joint  tenancy.  S.  and 
J.  being  joint  tenants  of  cc^yhold  lands  for  life  in  remainder  expectant  upon  the  de- 
tenmnadon  of  a  previous  life-estate  in  M.,  with  several  inheritances  in  tail,  with 
cross-reminders  in  tail,  S.  and  her  husband,  without  the  concurrence  of  M.,  sur- 
rendered their  estate  and  interest  to  the  intent  that  the  lord  should  regrant  the  same 
to  such  person  or  penons  as  the  husband  should  by  will  appoint ;  6.  died  in  the  life- 
time of  her  husband  and  of  J. ;  the  husband  afterwards  died,  having  by  his  will 
app^ted  tfae  surrendered  share  to  his  executors.  Held,  that  the  quasi  estate  tail  of 
B.  was  not  barred,  and  that  whether  the  life-estate  of  M.  was  under  the  same  instru- 
ment as  that  under  which  S.  and  J.  derived  their  title,  or  whether  M/s  tenancy  was 
under  her  paramount  tide  of  free-bench,  still  her  concurrence  was  necessary,  in  order 
efiectoaOy  to  bar  the  estate  tail  in  remainder.

Where  the  first  edition  of  a  book  had  been 
published  before  the  Copyright  Act  was  passed,  but  subsequent  editions  had  not  been 
registered,  it  was  held,  that  such  parts  of  the  book  as  were  in  the  first  editkm  were 
protected,  but  that  no  suit  could  be  maintained  as  to  the  parts  introdaced  in  the  subse- 
quent editions.

8.  En^fishman  resident  abroad — Foreign  author,  assignment  of  copyright  by — First 
publication  in  England.  An  EngliAraan,  though  resident  abroad,  will  have  copyright 
in  a  wotk  of  his  own  first  published  in  this  country.  A  foreigner  will  gain  a  copyright 
by  first  publishing  his  work  in  England,  if  he  be  then  a  resident  here,  though  the 
work  have  been  composed  abroad,  and  though  he  came  here  solely  with  a  view  to  its 
publication.  Copyright  commences  by  publication.  (Per  Lord  Chancellor  Cran- 
worth)  If  at  that  time  and  while  he  prints  and  publishes,  the  foreign  author  is  here» 
he  will  have  a  copyright  (Per  Lord  St  Leonards.)  W.hatever  would  constitute  him 
a  readent,  so  as  to  make  him  subject,  in  point  of  alleg^nce,  to  the  country,  and  would 
give  to  him  the  common  rights  to  which  every  foreigner  coming  here  is  entitled,  is 
sufficient  B.,  a  foreign  musical  composer,  resident  at  that  time  in  his  own  country, 
sss^ned  to  R.,  another  foreigner,  also  readent  there,  according  to  the  law  of  their 
coontry,  his- right  in  a  musical  oomposation  of  which  he  was  the  author,  and  which  was 
then  unpublished.  The  assignee  brought  the  composition  to  this  country,  and,  before 
pubBcaticMi,  assigned  it,  according  to  the  forms  required  by  the  law  of  this  country,  to 
an  EngGilhman.

4.  Lithographing  copies  for  private  use.  Under  the  Copyright  Act,  5  &  6  Vict  c  45, 
an  action  will  lie  at  the  suit  of  the  owner  of  the  copyright  in  a  musical  ccHnposition, 
for  lithographing  copies  of  it  for  the  private  use  of  the  members  of  a  musical  society 
who  perform  gratuitously,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  exportation.  Novella  ▼•

5.  Remedy  at  common  law  and  by  statute.  The  provision  in  sect  15  of  the  above 
statute  does  not  restrict  the  right  conferred  by  the  previous  sections  of  the  act,  and 
the  owner  of  copyright  is  entitled  by  common  law  to  his  remedy  by  action  for  the 
infringement  of  that  right    lb.

rngBL"  Aecording  to  the  usage  of  the  trade,  paper-hangings  are  sold  for  the  purpose 
of  papering  rooms,  in  lengths  of  twelve  yards,  but  it  is  also  the  practice  of  manufac- 
torers  to  sell  or  otherwise  issue  in  the  way  of  their  trade,  patterns  of  papeHiangings 
in  pieces  of  twenty-soven  inches  long,  cut  off  from  the  lengths  of  twelve  yards,  and 
where  the  design  is  a  registered  onOr  the  practice  is  almost  univenal  of  marking  with 
the  letters  **  Bd,"  each  of  those  pattern  pieces.  Held^  that  such  patterns  were  an 
**  aitide  of  manufacture  "  within  t}ie  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  that  a  proprietor 
vho  had  issued  them  t8  the  trade  without  such  mark,  was  not  entitled  to  recover 
aguxut  a  party  who  had  imitated  the  design.

8.  Brick — Shape  or  confguration — Registration,  By  6  &  7  Vict  c.  65,  a  limited 
copyrigbt  is  granted  for  ^*  any  new  or  original  design  for  any  article  of  manufacture 
having  reference  to  some  purpose  of  utility,  so  far  as  such  design  shall  be  for  the 
shape  or  configuration  of  such  article,"  provided  such  design  is  registered.  A  newly 
invented  brick,  the  utility  of  which  consisted  in  its  being  so  shaped  that,  when  several 
hiicks  were  l^d  together  in  building,  a  series  of  apertures  was  left  in  the  wall,  by 
which  the  air  wis  admitted  to  circulate,  and  a  saving  in  the  number  of  bricks  required 
Was  effected,  is  a  design  capable  of  being  registered  under  the  above  statute.

1.  Forfeiture  of— False  certi^ate  of  capital  paid  in — Repeal  of  charter  by  scire 
facias— ReifoccUion.  A  charter  granted  by  the  crown  to  certain  persons  to  form  a 
company  directed  that  100,000^,  half  the  intended  capital  of  the  corporation,  should 
be  subscribed  within  twelve  months,  and  50,000/.  of  it  paid  up  within  the  same  period ; 
and  that  the  corporation  should  not  begin  bunness  until  it  should  have  been  certified 
t»  the  board  of  trade,  by  three  directors,  that  the  required  capital  had  been  subscribed, 
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and  tbe  50,000/.  paid  up.  There  were  other  directionfl  respecting  the  preparing, 
executing,  and  depoflidng  a  deed  of  setClementi  Then  followed  a  proviso  to  the  effect, 
that  if  the  corporatiovft  Bhould  fail  to  enter  into,  execute,  and  deposit  the  deed  of 
settlement  within  the  time  prescribed,  or  '*  shall  not  comply  with  any  other  the  (foec* 
tions  and  conditions  in  our  said  letters-patent  contained,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  us,  our 
heirs  or  successors,  to  revoke  and  make  void  our  said  royal  charter,  and  every  clause, 
matter,  and  thing  therein  contained,  either  absolutely  or  under  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions  as  we  or  they  shall  think  fit."  The  company  commenced  business  without 
having  50,000/.  of  the  capital  paid,  but  three  directon  of  the  company  had  know* 
ingly  sent  in  a  certificate  to  the  board  of  trade,  fairly  stating  that  it  had  been  paid 
up.  Heldf  by  some  of  the  judges,  that  the  sending  in  the  false  certificate  was  a 
breach  of  a  condition  in  the  charter ;  by  others,  tiiat  though  not  a  breach  of  a  oon- 
dition,  it  was  a  niisnser  and  abuse  of  their  franchise  by  the  ccH^ioration ;  but  that  on 
either  view,  the  sending  the  certificate  and  commencing  business  without  the  pre- 
scribed capital,  rendered  the  charter  liable  to  forfeiture,  ^eld^  by  all,  (excepting 
Parke,  B.,)  that  the  first  proviso  did  not  limit  the  power  of  repealing  the  charter  by 
scire  facials,  but  was  intended  (though  possibly  without  effect)  to  give  the  crown  an 
additional  power  of  revocation ;  consequently,  that  a  party  aggrieved  might,  on  t]ie 
fiat  of  the  attorney-general,  proceed  by  scire  facias  to  repeal  the  charter,  without 
having  previously  obtained  a  revocation  of  it  by  the  crown,  under  the  great  seal  or 
sign  m&nual.  Parke,  B.,  however,  was  of  opinion  that  the  non-payment  of  the  capital, 
and  the  giving  the  false  certificate,  were  breaches  of  directions  and  conditions  in  the 
charter;  that  by  the  proviso  it  became  necessary  for  a  party  seeking  to  avoid  the 
charter  for  such  breaches,  to  obtain  first  a  revocation  in  writing  under  the  great  seal 
or  sign-manual ;  and  that  it  was  lawful  for  the  crown  to  annex  such  a  condition  to  the 
charter.  The  Eastern  Archipelago  Co,  v.  BeginOy  xxiL  328.  See  also  Regina  v.  The 
Eastern  Archipelago  Co.  xviii.

2.  Valid  imtil  impeached.  A  subsisting  charier  of  incorporation  is  valid  until  it  b 
impeached. and  disturbed;  and  the  rights  of  parties  under  it  are  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  court,  irrespectively  of  what  might  be  the  result  of  future  proAedings  by  the 
attorney-general  or  the  crown  to  set  it  aside.  Robinson  v.  The  Oovemors  of  London 
Hospital,  xxi.  371.

II.  Rights^  PowerSy  and  Duties  of  Corporations. 

1.  Right  to  interfere  with  private  property — Statute  powers — Diversion  of  atream. 
Persons  obtaining  from  the  l^;islatnre  power  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  property 
are  bound  strictly  to  adhere  to  the  powers  so  conceded  to  them,  to  do  no  more  than 
the  legislature  has  sanctioned,  and  to  proceed  only  in  the  mode  which  the  legislature 
has  pointed  out ;  but  (except  in  a  proceeding  at  the  instance  of  the  attorney-general) 
any  one  seeking  the  assistance  of  a  court  of  equi^,  to  restrain  the  violation  of  such  a 
contract  with  the  legislature,  is  bound  to  show  that  he  has  a  private  interest  in  the 
matter.  Therefore,  where  a  waterworks  act  empowered  a  company  to  divert  the 
water  of  a  stream  (without  limit  as  to  quantity)  by  means  of  an  open  channel  filled 
with  loose  stones,  and  they  were  diverting  it  by  means  of  a  culvert,  it  was  held,  that 
another  company  who  were  entitied  to  the  water  of  a  stream  into  which  the  diverted 
stream  had  flowed,  were  not  entitled  to  an  injunction  to  restrain  a  violation  of  the 
terms  of  the  act  as  to  the  mode  of  diversion.  The  Mayor  of  Liverpool  v.  The  Charley 
Waterworks  Co.  xxL  620. 

2.  Application  of  funds.  A  nulway  company,  incorporated  by  act  of  parliament, 
is  bound  to  apply  all  the  funds  of  the  company  for  the  purposes  directed  and  provided 
for  by  the  act,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  The  East  Anglian  Railways  Co. 
V.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  viL  505. 

3.  Mortgage  of  canal — Lien.  Under  an  act  ^ving  power  to  mortgage  a  canal  in 
order  to  complete  certain  improvements  thereon,  the  corporation  raised  money,  a  part 
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of  niik^  tiMT' applied  in  paying  off  incumbrances  npon  their  other  corporate  property. 
Hdd^  to  be  oontroiy  to  the  provisions  of  tJie  act,  and  to  create  a  lien  for  the  benefit 
of  the  mortgagees  of  the  cfuud  upon  the  ootporate  property,  other  than  the  canal,  so 
&r  SB  that  proper^  iras  still  rested  in  the  corporation.  TrevUian  t.  The  Mayor  of 
Exefer,  zxviL  &78. 

4.  Ba3,way  company — R^kts  of  sAar^dders — EtUf  shares — Payment  of  interest  or 
dmdnub.  After  the  creation  of  th#  <H%inal  shares  in  a  railway  company,  a  Airther 
capital  was  raised  in  half  shares,  i^mmi  vHoiioh  a  resolution  of  the  directors  guaranteed 
nrterast  at  6i.  per  cent  for  ten  yean.  On  a  notion  by  a  holder  of  original  shares,  to 
restrain  the  ocanpany  fimn  paying  an^  interest  or  t^-vidends  on  the  half  shares  oat 
of  the  profits  of  capital  subsequently  created,  in  preference  to  the  interest  or  divi* 
dends  on  the  original  shaxest  and  from  paying  any  preferential  interest  or  dividends 
OD  the  half  shares^  while  any  of  the  floating  or  unsecnred  debt  of  the  company  was 
anpaidf  except  out  of  the  clear  profits  of  the  cvrrent  half  year,  the  company 
enlerod  into  an  undertaking  not  to  make  such  payments,  unless  mider  the  authority 
of  parliament^  nntil  the  hearing  or  further  order.  By  a  subsequent  act  of  parliament, 
it  waa  enacted  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  commute  tiie  guarantee 
attached  to  the  half  shares  into  any  other  guarantee  or  privilege,  perpetual  or  termi- 
naUe,  which  should  be  agreed  npon  by  fimr  fiftha  of  the  shareholden  of  the  company 
ft  meetii^s,  after  notice,  as  therein  mentioned.  The  directora  thereupon  proposed  to 
oinBDnte  the  guarantee  into  an  annual  payment  for  each  half  share  in  perpetuity. 
Upon  amotion  to  restrain  the  company  ficom,  in  any  manner,  acting  on  or  giving  effect 
to  die  proposed  eoheme  for  the  oomrautation  of  &e  guarantee,  or  from  declaring  or 
pacing  any  ooounuted  or  other  dividend  on  the  original  or  half  shares,  while  any 
of  the  unaeeored  debt  ramained  due,  and  except  out  of  the  clear  profits  of  the 
correnthalf  jear,  and  so  fitf  as  such  profits  should  be  sufficient  after  pa3rment  of  such 
debt;  and  upon  a  cross-motion  to  discharge  the  undertaking,  it  wis  held^  that  the  act 
o§  parliament  authorizing  the  commutation  did  not  take  the  case  out  of  the  under^ 
takiag;  and  that,  therefore,  the  undertaking  was  binding  until  the  hearing  of  the 
cause,  or  the  further  order  of  the  court ;  that  the  undertaking  was  not  an  agreement 
which  bound  the  defendants  to  do  nothing  in  the  matter,  the  subject  of  the  injunction, 
except  under  the  order  of  the  court,  or  unless  the  court  should  be  of  opinion  that 
what  they  proposed  to  do  was  proper  to  be  done,  but  was  in  the  nature  of  an  injunc- 
tion obtained  without  agreement,  and  which  the  defendants  might  apply  to  discharge ; 
Aat,  upon  the  construction  of  the  resolution,  the  holders  of  half  -shares  were  en- 
titled t»  the  guaranteed  6/.  per  cent  out  of  any  funds  of  the  company,  which  could 
be  lawfully  »  applied,  and  therefore  out  of  fbtuife  profits,  before  any  dividend  could 
be  payable  upon  the  whole  shares ;  that,  independentiy  of  the  construction  of  the 
resolntlon,  the  act  of  pariiament  having  authorized  a  commutation  of  the  guarantee, 
and  the  commutation  having  received  the  consent  required  by  the  act,  the  company 
BHght  lawfully  carry  it  into  efi*ect ;  that  the  principles  which  apply  to  partnerships  com- 
posed of  a  limited  number  of  persons,  apply  to  such  companies ;  and  tiiat  the  majority 
of  the  partners  in  a  partnership  of  a  limited  number,  constituted  with  nmilar  proWsions 
m  to  profits,  could  overrule  the  minority  upon  the  question,  whether  profits  should  be 
divided  while  debts  of  the  partnership  were  unprovided  for ;  and  that  the  manner  in 
which  pn^ts  were  to  be  ascertained  and  divided' was  a  question  of  internal  manage- 
ment, and  within  the  power  of  the  company  to  direct  Stevens  v.  The  South  Devon 
RaUway  Co.  xiL  229. 

5.  Lease  of  raUway  to  another  company — Costs  of  hiUs  in  parliament,  A  covenant 
by  one  railway  company,  by  whose  act  of  incorporation  the  acts  authorized  to  be 
done  by  them  were  confined  to  the  railway  to  be  made  by  them,  to  take  a  lease  of 
tlie  railway  of  another,  and  to  pay  the  costs  of  soliciting  bills  pending  in  parliament, 
by  which  the  latter  company  weie  to  be  authorized  to  make  extensions  and  branches 
of' their  railways  is  beyond  the  seope  of  the  authority  of  such  company,  and,  there- 
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fove,  iHegal  and  voidy  however  beneficial  to  tlieir  railnays  the  obfeott  n£  die  oovenaat, 
if  earned  out  might  be«  Tke  East  AngUan  Raihoays  Co.  t.  The  Ea$tem  CovnAu 
Bailway  Co.  vii.  505. 

6.  Contract  hetwetn  raUway  consumes  varym§  righit  of  sharekoider$  eotUrary  lo  <n»- 
thority  of  parliament  and  againgt  pubUc  policy.  The  S.  and  B.  Railway  Company 
opposed  a  bill  in  parliament,  by  which  the  L.  and  K.  W.  Bailway  Company  aooght  to 
authorise  a  leaae  to  them  of  the  S.  U.  Railway,  ehen  in  progresB.  An  agreeoaeni  in 
irritjng  was  afterwavds  made  between  the  two  companies  that,  in  conaderation  of  the 
withdrawal  of  such  opposition,  the  profits  from  traffic  on  the  8.  and  B.  and  &  U.  BaS^ 
ways  should  be  divided  in  stated  proportions.  The  S.  and  B.  Company  fifed  a  hill  liar 
specific  peiformance,  and  it  was  keldj  that  the  directors  of  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway 
Company,  were  trustees  fbr  their  shareholders,  and  that  their  entering  into  soch  con- 
tract was  a  breach  of  trust  as  between  them  and  the  shareholders,  as  creating  a  partr 
nership  between  the  L.  and  Nv  W.  and  the  S.  and  B.  Companies,  detenninable  on^ 
at  the  option  of  the  latter,  whioh  varied  the  rights  of  the  Xi.  and  N.  W.  Company's 
shareholaers  in  the  gross  receipts  of  their  business,  and  that  the  S.  and  B.  Compaay 
knowingly  participated  in  such  breach  of  trust  ifWJ,  further,  that  the  contract  was 
eontrary  to  the  authority  given  by  parliament,  and  was  against  public  poliey«  The 
Shrew^uryj  jre.  Railwe^  Co.  v.  The  London^  (fv.  Railway  Co.  zxi.  319. 

7.  Covenant  by  railway  company  to  buUd  bridge  or  pay  money — (TUra  virti  of  di* 
rectors — Agreement  to  procure  act  of  parliament  to  legalize  it  A  railway  company 
tmdertook^  build  a  bridge  across  a  public  navigable  river  at  a  pbce  where  they  were 
not  authorized  by  their  act  to  build.  The  corporation  of  N.  preferred  an  indiotanuit 
against  the  company  fi»r  a  public  nuisance.  A  deed  was  afterwards  executed, 
whereby  the  corporation  covenanted  that  they  would  idlow  the  per  to  remain,  and 
the  company  covenanted  that  they  would,  at  their  expense,  within  twelve  months, 
complete  the  brid^,  or  forfeit  1,000/.,  and  would  use  their  best  endeavors  to  obtain 
an  act  of  parliament  for  sanctioning  the  proposed  woiks.  Iteld,  by  Lord  Campbell, 
C.  J.,  and  Wightman,  J.,  that  the  covenant  to  construct  the  bridge  within  twelve 
months  was  independent  and  absolute ;  and  that  the  covenant  to  pay  the  1,000/., 
whether  the  act  of  parliament,  agreed  to  be  obtained,  should  be  obtained  or  not,  if  the 
works  were  not  completed  within  the  stipulated  time,  being  for  the  continuance  of  a 
public  nuisance,  was  illegal;  by  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  that  the  covenant  was  also 
void,  on  the  ground  that,  with  Uie  knowledge  of  the  covenantees,  it  was  uUra  vkree  of 
the  directors  to  bind  the  company  by  such  a  covenant,  the  company  having  no  power 
to  erect  a  bridge,  ejocept  at  the  place  fixed  by  the  act  of  parliament.  But  by  Ccilor- 
idge,  J.,  and  Erie,  J.,  that  the  stipulation  for  the  payment  of  1,000/.  was  confined  to 
securing  the  performance  of  die  works,  which  the  company  were  bound  to  perfocm 
within  a  given  time ;  and  that,  upon  the  tone  construction  of  the  deed,  the  consider- 
ation for  the  non-prosecutioa  of  the  indictment  was  the  previous  agreeokent  to  perform 
those  wprics.  Also,  that  the  contract  was  not  unconnected  with  the  purpose  of  the 
incorporation  of  the  company,  but  tended  directly  to  effect  the  main  purpose  thereof, 
namely,  the  making  the  railway  communication  between  two  termini  in  the  best  prac* 
ticable  mode,  though  the  contract  adopted  different  means  or  modes,  by  or  diroug^ 
which  the  purpose  was  to  be  effected,  ^y  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  Coleridge,  J.,  and 
Wightman,  J.,  that  the  company,  in  the  construction  of  their  railway,  must  comply 
with  the  provisions  and  keep  within  the  limitations  of  the  company's  act ;  and  that  the 
act  which  the  company  bound  themselves  to  do  was  no  less  unlawful  by  reason  of  their 
binding  themselves  at  the  same  time  to  procure  an  act  of  parliament  by  which  it 
should  be  legalized.    The  Mayor,  jns«  of  Norwich  v.  The  Norfolk  Railway  Co.  xxx.  120. 

8.  Power  given  by  statute  to  make  river  navigable — Commtasioners  to  assees  damage*-*-- 
Extinction  of.  By  stat  1  Gea  L  st  1,  c.  24,  s.  18,  certain  persons  were  empowered 
to  erect  weirs  and  dams  in  the  lUver  Kennet,  and  to  make  the  river  navigable,  and 
any  damages  sustained  thereby  by  owners  of  lands,  miUs,  ico.,  were  to  be  settled  and 
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hy  cominissionen  appointed  under  the  sCMnte.  All  the  commissioners  being 
dead,  and  no  successor  having  been  appointed,  it  was  heldj  (Lord  Campbell,  G.  J. 
dissenttente^)  that  the  powers  given  by  the  statute  still  exist,  notwithstanding  compen- 
sitUQ  ioT  damages  can  no  longer  be  obtained  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  statute. 
The  Proprietors  of  the  Kennel^  S^c.  Canal  Navigation  v.  Witherinfftorif  xi.  472. 

9.  JiesponsibUity  of  directors — Shares  placed  at  their  disposed*  The  office  of  direo- 
tors  of  a  company  is  a  place  of  trust,  and  unambiguous  ezpressionB  alone  can  confer 
upon  them  any  special  power.  A  resolution  by  the  sharehohlers  to  place  shares  at  the 
disposal  of  the  directors,  without  more,  does  not  render  them  irresponsible,  but  they 
ane  bound  to  give  explanations  to  the  shardiolders,  and  cannot  derive  any  personal 
or  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  mode  of  dealing  with  the  shares ;  a  suggestion  of  the 
application  of  money  for  secret  purposes  will  not  exonerate  the  directora  from  account- 
ing, nor  cao  any  person  in  a  fiduciary  position  retain  any  remuneration  for  his 
services.  An  acquiescence  in  the  acts  of  the  directors  cannot  be  raised  by  a  pro- 
duction <^  the  share  register  books  at  the  meetings  of  the  company.  The  York  atui 
North  Midland  Railway  Co.  v.  Hudson^  xix.

10.  Power  of  majority  to  bind  minority.  The  rule,  that  the  majority  cannot  bind 
the  miaori^  in  a  joint<stock  company,  as  to  acts  not  contemplated  by  the  common 
contract,  has  not  been  applied  to  corporate  companies  for  a  public  undertaking 
involving  public  interests  and  duties  under  the  sanction  of  parliament  Ffooks  v. 
The  London  and  Southwestern  Railway  Co,  xix.  7. 

11.  Receiver  may  be  appointed  of  parliamentary  corporation,  A  receiver  and  man- 
ager may  be  appointed  of  the  property  of  a  parliamentary  corporation,  although  by 
the  act  a  committee  was  constituted,  to  whom  ail  the  powers  of  management  were 
referred.    Fripp  v.  The  Chard  Railway  Co.  xxi.  58. 

12.  Protection  against  consequences  of  loss  of  possession.  A  corporation,  put  out 
of  possession  by  a  receiver  under  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  will  be  pro- 
tected by  the  court  against  the  consequences  of  such 'loss  of  possession,  under  the 
liberty  to  apply.    lb. 

UL  Liabilities  of  Corporatiotis  ;  Actions  against. 

1.  Parol  contract  by  directors — Assumpsit  for  use  and  occupation.  A  coiporation  is 
fiable  in  assumpsit  for  u^  and  occupation  by  permission  of  plaintiff,  under  stat 
8  Vict  c.  16,  s.  97,  which  provides  that  any  contract,  which,  if  made  between  private 
persons,  would  be  valid,  although  made  by  parol  only,  may  be  made  by  parol  in  be- 
half of  the  company  by  the  directors,  and  riiall  be  binding  on  the  company.  So  it 
seenH  the  corporation  would  be  liable,  independent  of  the  provisions  of  that  statute.

2.  lAabiUty  for  use  and  occupation  for  what  period.  Although  a  corporation  may 
be  liable  in  an  action  for  use  and  occupation  of  premises,  it  can  only  be  so  for  the 
period  of  actual  occupation,  and  a  continuous  occupation  for  several  years  will  not 
render  the  corporation  tenants  from  year  to  year.  Finlay  v.  The  Bristol  and  Exeter 
RcMway  Co.  ix.

3.  A  rulway  company,  through  their  solicitor,  hired  rooms  from  the  16th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1846,  A>r  one  year,  but  occupied  them  until  the  16th  of  December,  1848,  pre- 
viously to  which  time  they  removed  their  furniture  and  effects,  lefl  the  keys  in  the 
doors,  and  paid  the  rent  up  to  that  day,  but  grfVe  no  notice  to  quit  Held^  that  the 
defendants  were  not  liable  in  use  and  occupation  for  rent  sabsequendy  to  December 
16, 1848.    lb. 

4.  Money  borrowed — Covenant  to  repay.  Where  a  corporation  is  created  for  cer- 
tain purposes,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  borrow  money  for  the  comple- 
tion of  tHIse  purposed,  and  to  secure  the  repayment  of  such  money  by  an  instrument 
which,  on  its  &ce  imports  a  covenant  for  repayment,  if  money  be  so  borrowed  and  so 
secured,  and  not  duly  repaid,  an  action  may  be  maintained  against  the  corporation

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on  breach  of  the  covenant,  although  there  are  no  specific  atatntoiy  proTiskms 
enabling  them  to  bind  themselves  hj  such  a  covenant  The  Eastern  Union  Railway 
Co,  V.  Harty  ziv.

5.  Property  of,  taken  in  execution.  Property  acquired  hy  a  mnnlcipal  corporation 
after  the  passing  of  the  stat.  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  is  not  liable  to  be  taken  in  execa- 
tion  for  debts  due  before  that  period.    Arnold  v.  Ridge,  xxiv.  242. 

6.  Trespass.  Trespass  will  lie  against  a  corporation.  The  Eastern  Counties  J2ad- 
way  Co.  V.  Broom,  iL  406.  See,  also,  Roe  v.  The  Birkenhead,  jrc.  Railway  Co.  v!L 
546. 

7.  Ralijication  of  tort  committed  hy  agent*  The  pluntifF  below  had  been  taken 
into  custody  by  a  railway  ini^)eetor,  charged  with  having  no  ticket,  refusing  to  pay 
the  fare,  intoxication,  and  assaulting  the  inspector.  At  the  hearing  before  the  magis- 
trate, the  solicitor  of  the  company  attended  to  conduct  the  proceedings.  Held,  that 
such  attendance  was  no  evidence  of  ratification  by  tlie  company,  it  not  appearing 
that  the  facts  were  known  to  the  company,    lb, 

8;  Malicious  prosecution,  Qucere,  whether  an  action  for  malicious  prosecution  can 
be  maintained  against  a  corporation.  Stevens  v.  The  Midland  Counties  Railway  Co, 
xxvi.  410. 

9.  Contract  not  under  seaL  Assumpsit  fbr  non*<lelivery  of  sections  of  xtulways 
which  the  defendants  agreed  to  furnish  the  plaintiffs,  in  consideration  that  the  plain- 
tiffs would  sell  them  iron  rails.  The  plaintiffs  were  incoiporated  to  carry  on  tiie 
bunness  of  copper  miners ;  and  the  contract  in  question  was  not  under  seal.  Held, 
that  the  action  could  not  be  maintained  by  the  corporation,  as  the  contract  was  not 
under  seal,  and  did  not  fall  within  any  of  the  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  that  a 
corporation  can  only  bind  itself  by  deed.  That  the  contract  was  not  incidental  or 
ancillary  to  carrying  on  the  business  of  copper  miners,  and  was  therefore  not  binding 
on  the  corporation.

10.  Local  board  of  health,  suit  by,  must  he  in  name  of  (^erk.  Upon  a  petition  pm- 
sented  by  the  Llanelly  Local  Board  of  Health,  it  was  held,  that  the  local  board  was 
not  a  body  corporate  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  11  &  12  Vict  c.  68,  and  must  sue 
in  the  name  of  their  clerk,  as  directed  by  the  188th  section.  Ex  parte  The  Local 
Board  of  Health  of  UaneUy,  xvii.

11.  Liability  of  local  hoard  of  health,  A  municipal  corporation  which  is  constituted 
a  local  board  of  health  under  the  11  &  12  Vict  c.

12.  A  local  board  of  health  under  that  statute  are  liable  on  contracts  entered  mto 
by  them,  though  the  provisos  in  the  85th  section  have  not  been  complied  with — ^those 
provisos  being  only  directory,  and  not  conditions  precedent  to  the  right  to  contract 
with  third  parties.    lb, 

18.  Payment  of  salaries  by  municipcd  corporations,  A  town  clerk  was  appcnnted  to 
his  office  on  the  basis  of  a  report  which  fixed  his  salary  at  250^  a  year,  and  definc^d 
hb  duties  to  be  (inter  alia)  **  to  prepare  all  precepts,  orders,  and  other  documents 
required  for  laying  borough  rates,  to  abide  by  and  see  that  all  orders  of  the  council  are 
properly  carried  out,  and  all  necessary  documents  prepared  for  so  doing,  aA  to  act  as 
tiie  professional  adviser  of  the  mayor  and  council  in  the  business  of  the  council ;  '*  and 
k  also  provided,  **that  he  be  paid  the  usual  profesnonal  chaiges  for  conducting  or 
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<ippoBmi^  biUfl  m  Pariiament,  oonducting  actioni  or  smts,  &c.,  preparing  leaa^s,  &e., 
and  alflo  he  be  paid  all  tntvelling  and  other  expenses  out  of  pocket/'  Hetd^  that  he 
ms  entitled  to  be  paid  all  such  extra  cq^ts  as  were  bond  fidt  incurred  for  the  purpoee 
of  warding  off  threatened  litigation,  whether  htigation  did  or  dSd  not  in  &ct  result. 
JSegina  ▼.  Pret^  i.  250. 

14.  Pledffe  of  pariicular  Junds — Action  for  aman  of  sdhtry.  The  Municipal  Cor- 
pof^tions  Act,  d  &  6  WilL  IV.  e.  76,  a  92,.enacte:  ''That  after  the  election  of  the 
treaaurer  in  uny  borough,  the  rents  and  profits  of  all  hereditaments,  and  the  interest 
of  aU  moneys  belonging  to  tiie  corporation,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  by  him 
carried  to  the  account  of  the  borough  fund,  which  fund  shall  be  applied  towards  pay- 
ment of  the  salary  of  the  ma^or,  &o.,  and  of  the  respective  sahuies  of  the  town  cleric 
and  treasurer,  and  of  every  other  officer  whom  the  coaneii  shall  appoint.  Held^  that 
an  officer  appointed  by  the  council  with  a  salary  caanoi  maintain  an  action  of  debt 
a^in^t  the  oorpoiaticm  for  arreais  of  sack  salary.  Addison  t.  The  Mayer ^  ^e.  of 
Preston^  z.

IV.  Contracts  of  Corporations^  when  linding, 

1.  Appropriation  of  funds  of  corporation — JiUgal  contract.  A  corporation  is  limited^ 
in  the  appropriation  of  its  funds,  to  the  puxposes  authorized  in  its  charter,  and  the 
ciiarter  being  a  public  act  is  presumed  to  be  known  to  alL  A  contract,  therefore,  by 
which  the  corporation  agrees  to  pay  money  for  a  purpose  not  authorized  by  its  charter 
is  ille^  and  void,  and  no  action  can  be  maintained  thereon.  MacGregor  v.  The  Deal 
and  Dover  BaUway  Co,  xvi.

2.  Poicer  of  directors  to  borrow  money.  The  directors  of  a  company  hare  no  implied 
anthority  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  company,  for  any  purpose,  however 
useful  or  necessary  to  the  objects  for  which  the  company  is  formed.  Burmester  t. 
^orris^  viiL  487.  ^  • 

3.  By  the  deed  of  settlement  under  which  a  company  was  carried  on,  a  capital  was 
provided,  and  there  were  powers  to  alter  the  provisions  of  the  deed  by  tlfe  vote  of  a 
special  general  meeting.  There  was  also  a  daose  **  that  the  afiairs  and  business  of  the 
company  shall  be  under  tibe  sole  and  entire  control  of  the  directors;  and  three  of 
them  shall,  at  all  meetings  of  directors,  and  for  all  purposes,  be  competent  to  act. 
Ueldy  that  under  this  deed  the  directors  had  no  express  authoiity  to  borrow  money  for 
the  necessary  purposes  of  the  company,    lb, 

4.  Parol  contract  by  directors.  The  agent  of  an  incorporated  railway  company 
agreed  by  parol  with  the  plaintiff  to  purchase  of  him  a  quantity  of  railway  sleepers, 
npoQ  certain  terms.  The  sleepers  were  received  and  used  by  the  company*  Heldy 
that  Uiere  was  evidence  from  which  the  jury  might  find  a  contract  by  the  company; 
the  97th  section  of  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  having  provided  that  the  directors  may 
contract  by  parol,  on  behalf  of  the  company,  where,  private  persons  may  make  a  valid 
parol  contract.    Pauling  v.  The  London  and  Norihioestem  Railway  Co,  xxii*  560. 

5.  How  contract  must  be  made.  A  public  company  incorporated  under  act  of  par- 
liament cannot  contract,  except  in  the  mode  and  upon  the  conditions  specified  either 
in  the  special  act  or  the  geneial  act  to  which  it  is  subject  Homersham  v.  The  Wolvef^ 
hampton  Waterworks  Co.  iv.  426. 

6.  Work  done  and  goods  supplied — Seal.  Wherever  the  purposes  for  which  a 
coTpomdon  is  created  render  it  necessary  that  work  should  be  done  or  goods  supplied 
to  cany  such  purposes  into  effect,  and  such  work  is  done  or  sueh  goods  are  supplied, 
and  accepted  by  the  corporation,  and  the  whole  consideration  for  payment  is  executed, 
the  corporation  cannot  refuse  to  pay  upon  the  ground  that  the  contract  was  not  under 
seal    Clark  v.  The  Guardians  of  Cuckfield  Union,  xi.  442. 

7.  Guardians  of  poor-law  vmon — SeoL  Semble,  the  reason  for  which  a  seal  was 
Bequired  to  authenticate  the  acts  of  a  corporation  does  not  exist  with  equal  force  ia 
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respect  to  the  guardians  of  a  poor-law  union,  as  to  municipal  corporations,  and  others 
of  a  amilar  character;  the  former,  according  to  the  statute  by  which  they  were 
ori^nally  constituted,  act  by  regulations  adoji^d  at  a  board  composed  of  not  less  than 
three  guardians.    lb, 

8.  Agreements  between  corporations — Word  "successors'*  not  necessary.  An  agree- 
ment by  one  corporation  to  grant  an  easement  to  another  need  not  be  by  deed,  and 
may  be  permanent  although  made  with  the  company  only,  and  not  to  the  company 
and  their  successors.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co,  y.  The  Manchester^  Sfc.  Rail- 
way Co,  X.  11.  * 

9.  Public  company — Right  to  mortgage  property — Rights  of  mortgagees,  A  public 
company  was  authorized  to  borrow  money  and  mortgage  its  property  to  secure  pay- 
ment. A  mortgage  was  executed,  but  certain  formalities  required  by  statute  in  the 
deed  and  transfer  thereof  were  not  observed.  Subsequently  the  company  borrowed 
another  sum  of  money  and  executed  a  second  mortgage,  and  the  first  mortgagees 
agreed  that  the  rates,  duties,  and  receipts  of  the  company  should  be  applied,  first,  to 
the  pa3rment  of  the  interest  on  the  second  mortgage ;  second,  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  first  mortgage ;  and  third,  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  second 
mortgage.  Held,  that  the  first  mortgage  was  valid,  notwithstanding  the  informalities 
and  that  the  second  mortgagees  did  not  by  the  agreement  acquire  such  a  priority  over 
the  first,  as  to  be  able  to  sell  the  property  discharged  of  the  first  mortgage.  Jortin  v.

10.  Power  to  take  land — Mortmain,  A  power  for  a  corporation  to  accept  and  take, 
and  for  persons  to  give,  for  its  benefit,  real  estate,  notwithstanding  the  Statutes  of 
Mortmain,  and  so  far  as  they  are  not  restrained  by  law,  is  a  power  for  the  corporation 
to  take  land,  provided  the  grant  is  made  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Statutes  of 
Mortmain.    Robinson  r.  The  Governors  of  London  Hospital,  xxi.  371. 

11.  Contracts  with  public  companies — Mode  of  contracting — Secretary.  Persons 
dealing  with  railway  or  other  nmilar  companies  should  always  bear  in  nund  that  such 
companies  are  essentially  different  from  an  ordinary  partnership  or  firm,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  cAtracts,  and  especially  in  respect  of  evidence  against  them  on  legal  trials ; 
and  should  insist  upon  all  contracts  with  them  being  by  deed  under  the  seal  of  the 
company,  or  signed  by  directors,  or  otherwise  executed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  act  of  parliament  regulating  the  company — there  is  no  safety  or  security  for  any 
one  dealing  with  such  %  body  upon  any  other  footing.  The  secretary  of  such  a  com- 
pany has,  of  himself,  no  independent  authority  to  bind  the  company  by  letters  or 
documents  signed  by  him.     WUliams  v.  The  Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway  Co,  v.  497. 

12.  Contract  between  director  and  company^  The  85th  section  of  the  Companies 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  enacts,  that** no  person  interested  in 
any  contract  with  the  company  shall  be  capable  of  being  a  director,  and  no  director 
shall  be  capable  of  being  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  company  during  the  time 

^he  shall  be  a  director."  The  86th  section  enacts,  that  **  if  any  director,  at  any  time 
subsequent  to  his  election,  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  any  contract 
with  the  company,  then  the  office  of  such  director  shall  become  vacant^  and  he  shall 
cease  from  voting  or  acting  as  a  director."

18.  Solicitor  to — Retainer  under  seaL  Although  a  town  clerk,  who  has  acted  as 
solicitor  to  a  municipal  corporation,  cannot  recover  his  professional  costs  against  them 
in  an  action  without  proving  a  retiuner  under  the  corporate  seal,  yet,  where  an  order 
for  pa3rment  of  such  costs  has  been  made  by  the  town  council,  the  mere  absence  of  a 
retainer  under  seal  will  not  be  a  sufficient  ground  for  quashing  the  order  under 
7  Will.  IV.  and  1  Vict  c.  78,  s.  44,  if  the  costs  were  incurred  under  resolutions  of 
the  town  counciL    Regina  y.  Prest,  i.  250. 
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14  CMcnofU  l0  pay  for  work  to  he  done  ot  certain  time — Non-execution  of  deed  Ay 
eompmjf.  A  covenanted  with  the  plaiatLQs,  a  oorporation,  that  he  wonld,  ^  on  the 
ezecatioa  "  of  the  deed,  commence,  and  forthwith  build  and  finish  a  certain  gas-holder 
:-*ok,  the  same  to  be  finished  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  deed,  and  in 
default  thereof,  A  was  to  pay  to  the  pkiintifis  such  sum  as  B  should  award.  In  an 
action  for  not  finishing  the  work  at  the  time  specified  and  to  recover  the  amount 
awarded,  it  was  held,  that  the  non-execution  of  the  deed  hy  the  plaintiffs  unlil  after 
the  time  specified  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  was  no  defence,  notwithstanding  the 
plaintiffs,  being  a  corporation,  were  not  bound  to  pay  for  the  work  before  they  had 
executed  the  deed.

y.  OfficenyEUdumandEUgibiUtyof. 

1.  Disqualification  for  office  in,  A  corporate  ofiicer  who  sells  to  one  holding  a  eon- 
tract  under  the  town  council,  acting  as  local  board  of  health,  articles  to  be  used  in 
fiilfiUing  the  contract,  is  not  disqualified  for  office  under  6  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  s.  28. 
An  agreement  by  the  council  to  pay  to  A.  a  certain  sum  on  the  successful  termination 
of  a  contract  he  had  held,  and  assigned  to  them,  is  **  a  security  for  the  payment  of 
money  only,"  under  5  &  6  Vict  c  104,  s.  1,  and  does  not  disqualify  A*  ut  sup,  Le 
Fewre  v.  Lankester,  xxt.  116. 

1  Q^ere^  whether  sect  28  <^  the  6  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  disqualifies  for  the  office 
of  mayor  as  well  as  that  of  aldennan  or  councillor.    lb, 

3.  Semble,  that  a  contract  with  the  town  council  acting  as  local  board  of  health  in 
a  corporate  district  operates  as  a  disqualification  under  the  Municipal  Corporation 
Act    Ih, 

4.  Disquoiijication  for  councillor  in.  Under  the  Municipal  Corporation  Act,  a 
party  who  has  entered  into  an  existing  contract  for  profit  with  a  council  is  disqualified 
for  the  office  of  councillor,  even  though  he  could  not  sue  upon  the  contract,  by  reason 
of  its  not  being  under  seal    Regina  t.  Francis,  xii.  419. 

5.  Who  may  be  councillor  in,  Xbc  6  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  28,  enacts  that  no 
person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  councillor  unless  (inter  alia)  he  **  be  rated  to  the  relief 
of  the  poor  in  such  borough  upon  the  annual  value  of  not  less  than  15/.  Held,  that 
this  refers  to  the  sum  inserted  in  the  rate-book  as  ^  ratable  value,"  and  not  as  ^  groea 
estimated  rental,**  stated  in  the  rate^book.    Baker  v.  Marsh,  xxviiL  194. 

6.  Election  of  alderman  by  minority  of  councillor*.  At  a  meeting  of  the  town 
council  a  minority  of  the  councillors  present  delivered  voting  papers  to  the  mayor  for 
certain  persons  to  be  elected  aldermen.  The  mayor  and  the  majority  of  the  town 
coandllors  had  been  advised  that  the  day  was  not  the  proper  one  for  the  election. 
The  mayor  consequently  declined  to  proceed  with  the  election,  and  no  election  was 
dechired.  It  was,  in  fact,  the  duty  of  the  council  to  have  proceeded  to  the  election 
on  that  day,  had  they  known  the  law.  Held,  that  the  act  of  the  minority  was  not 
the  act  of  Uie  town  council;  that  the  election  had  not  been  part  held,  but  that  there 
had  been  no  election ;  and  that  a  mandamus  might  issue  calling  upon  the  council 
to  proceed  to  elect  aldermen.    Regina  v.  The  Mayor,  ifc,  of  Bradford,  iv.  194. 

7.  Special  overseer — Borough  rates.  A  special  overseer  appointed  under  the  7 
VTiJi  IV.  and  1  Vict  c.  81,  s.  3,  to  make,  levy,  or  collect  borough  rates  in  a  parish  lying 
pardy  within  and  partly  without  a  borough,  is  not  an  annual  officer,  nor  such  an 
officer  as  could  be  appointed  under  the  6  &  6  WjH  IV.  c  76,  s.  68.  The  Mayor^ 
(fc.  of  Birmingham  v.  Wright,  iv.  189. 

8.  Measurement  of  coals  imported — Appointment  and  fees  of  meter.  Held,  that  the 
right  of  a  corporation,  by  custom,  by  means  of  their  deputies,  to  measure  all  coals 
imported  into  the  port,  was  not  converted  into  a  right  to  weigh  them  by  the  stat  5  &  6 
WilL  IV.  c.  63.  Held,  also,  that  as  the  coal  meter  claimed  fees  for  his  own  benefit  by 
the  custom,  he  was  an  officer,  and  not  a  mere  servant,  of  the  corporation ;  that  thia 
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appointment,  therefore,  ought  to  hate  been  tinder  the  seal  of  the  corporatioo,  no 
eustom  being  alleged  of  appmntxng  such  an  officer  without  deed.  SmUk  v.  Cartwrightf 
vi.  528. 

9.  College — Election  oftoarden.  James  I.,  by  charter  in  1619,  granted  to  £.  A. 
license  to  found  a  college,  to  consist  of  a  master,  -warden,  &c.,  according  to  such 
ordinances,  &c.,  as  he  should  make.  In  1619,  E.  A.  by  deeds  created  the  college,  and 
in  1626,  made  certain  ordinances,  &c.  These  ordinances  provided  that  certain 
church-wardens,  not  of  the  number  of  whom  the  college  was  to  consist,  should  he 
assistants  to  the  master,  &c.,  and  that  if  the  place  of  warden  should  be  void  "  the 
master,  assistants,  and  fellows  should  proceed  to  election,  &c. ; "  in  another  case  the 
assistants  were  directed  **  to  join  with  the  fellows  in  the  election  of  a  new  master,''  &c. 
Held,  first,  that  hj  these  ordinances,  coupled  with  the  invariable  usage,  the  assistants 
had  a  voice  in  the  election  of  warden ;  and,  secondly,  that  £.  A.,  although  he  could 
not  alter  the  constitution  of  the  college,  had  power  to  give  the  assistants,  who  were 
not  members  of  the  corporation,  a  right  of  voting  for  a  corporate  officer ;  and,  thirdly, 
that  the  lapse  of  time  aller  the  foundation  of  the  college  did  not  take  away  his  right  to 
make  such  an  ordinance.  Regina  v.  The  Master,  Sfc,  ofCfod'i  Gift  in  Dulwich,  viii.  385. 

10.  Deputies  of  usage— ^By4aws — Power  of  appointment  bound  by  usage.  Where  a 
corporation  has  from  time  inmemorial  exercised  certain  functions  by  its  officers,  who 
have  appointed  deputies,  and  those  deputies  by  custom  are  entitled  to  the  monopoly  of 
the  employmentt  tib^  office  of  deputy  being  salable,  but,  if  not  sold  on  the  death  of  the 
occupant  reverting  to  the  corporation — ^the  plaindffs,  who  are  a  part  of  the  deputies, 
must  show  the  immemorial  existence  of  the  body  of  which  they  form  a  part,  in  order 
to  maintain  an  action  for  the  infVingment  of  the  by-laws  of  their  body  by  two  of  the 
deputies  appointed  by  the  corporation.     Thompson  v.  Daniel,  xxi.  98. 

11.  Such  a  body  may  have  the  power  to  make  by-laws  to  regulate  the  rights  and 
duties  of  its  members,  but  whether  the  body  of  deputies  has  that  power  or  not  must 
depend  on  usage.  And  on  proof  that  they  have  regulated  their  own  affairs  without 
interruption  for  sixty  years,  they  will  be  deemed  to  have  the  right  of  self-government, 
although  they  may  be,  in  a  sense,  the  servants'of  the  corporation,  and  the  corporation 
cannot  appoint  deputies  to  hold  their  office  upon  terms  different  from  those  prescribed 
by  the  general  regulations  of  the  body.    lb, 

12.  One  of  several  persons  interested  in  a  common  purse  will  not  be  justified  in 
refusing  a  payment,  when  proffered  according  to  usage,  though  it  cannot  be  demanded 
as  a  right,  where  it  is  not  so  improper  as  that  it  is  illegal  to  accept  it     Ib» 

VL  Shareholders  ;  Registry  of  Shares. 

1.  Primd  facie  evidence  th<U  party  is  shareholder.  An  affidavit  in  support  of  an, 
application  under  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  for  a 
scire  facias  for  execution  against  a  shareholder  on  a  judgment  against  a  railway  com- 
pany, stated  that  the  deponent  ^  having  been  foiled  in  his  attempts  to  obtain  a  sight  of 
the  register,  and  to  obtain  authentic  and  official  information  on  the  subject,  deponent 
instituted  inquiries  aliunde  as  to  who  really  were  the  shareholders  of  the  company,  and 
hath  been  credibly  informed  by  parties  officially  connected  with  the  said  railway,  and 
which  information  deponent  verily  believes  to  be  true,  that  the  said  A  B,  who  hfis 
been  a  director  of  the  said  company  from  the  commencement,  was  a  duly  registered 
shareholder  of  seventy  shares  in  the  said  company,  and  that  1,085/.  was  due  thereon 
in  respect  of  subscriptions  not  called  up,  the  shares  in  the  said  company  being  20^ 
■hares,  and  only  4/.  10s.  per  share  having  been  paid  up  or  called.**  Held,  that  this 
affidavit,  unanswered,  was  good  primd  facie  evidence  of  the  party  being  a  shareholder, 
of  the  company.    Rastrick  v.  The  Derbyshire,  Sfc.  Railway  Co,  xxiv.  405. 

2.  Evidence  that  a  party  is  not  a  shareholder.   In  an  action  for  calls  the  plaintiffs,  to 
prove  that  the  defendant  was  a  member  of  the  company,  produced  the  register  of  the 
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Bharebolders.  To  rebat  this  evidence  the  defendant  proved  that  he  applied  for  100 
shares,  pxYHnlaing  to  paj  the  deposit^  and  sign  the  necessary  deeds ;  that  the  company 
bj  their  letter  of  allotment,  informed  him  that  50  shares  were  allotted  to  him  upon 
which  he  was  required  to  pay  a  deposit  by  a  certain  day ;  that  scrip  certificates  would 
be  deb'Tered  to  him  in  exchange  for  the  letter  of  allotment  after  his  execution  of 
^  subscribers*  agreement ;  and  that  the  shares  would  be  forfeited  if  these  requisitions 
were  not  complied  with  by  a  certain  day.  Held^  that  this  evidence  rebutted  the 
prima  facie  inference  from  the  register,  that  ^e  defendant  was  a  shareholder  in  the 
company.     The  Water/ard^  Wex/ard,  Sfc,  Railtoajf  Co.  t.  Pidcock,  xviii.  617. 

8.  Mandamus  to  register  shares — Want  of  bona  fides  in  applicant,  A  purchaser  of 
shares  in  a  railway  company,  the  construction  of  whose  railway  has  been  deferred,  and 
who  have  voted  a  return  of  I  As,  per  share  of  the  paid  up  capital  to  the  shareholders, 
asd  have  actually  returned  lOs,  thereof,  the  certificates  of  the  shares  purchased  having 
nich  return  indorsed  upon  them,  the  time  for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  land  by  the 
coa^Ktny  having  also  expired,  is  not  entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the 
registering  of  his  deed  of  transfer.  As  one  of  the  public  he  has  no  right  to  the  writ, 
and  the  circumstances  of  his  purchase  show  that  he  was  not  proceeding  bond  fide  for 
the  porpoge  of  enforcing  the  rights  of  a  shareholder.  Eegina  v.  The  Liverpool^  ^e. 
UfkUway  Co,  xi.  408. 

YII*  LiixbiUtff  of  Shareholden  ;  Executions  agcdnsi. 

1.  AcHon  against  chairman  of  corporation — Colonial  law.  An  act  enabling  the 
chairman  of  a  company  to  sue  and  be  sued  on  behalf  of  the  company,  and  provid- 
ing that  execution  in  such  action  against  the  chairman  might  be  issued  against  the 
goods,  lands,  &c.,  of  any  member  of  the  company,  in  like  manner  as  if  such  judgment 
had  been  obtained  against  him  personally,  is  within  the  authority  of  a  colonial  legis- 
lature, and  contains  nothing  repugnant  to  the  law  of  England  or  to  natural  justice. 
The  specific  mode  provided  for  enforcing  the  judgment  by  execution  against  a 
member  of  the  company  cannot  be  obtained  against  a  shareholder  out  of  the  colony ; 
bat  the  judgment  against  the  chairman  may  be  made  the  foundation  of  an  action 
against  such  shareholder  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been  personally  served  and 
the  recovery  had  been  against  him  as  a  party  to  the  record.  Bank  of  Australasia  v. 
Nias,  iv.  252. 

2.  Scire  facias  against  shareholder.  In  order  to  entitle  the  judgment  creditor  of  a 
railway  company  to  a  scire  facias  against  a  shareholder,  he  must  show  that  he  has  no 
means  of  obtaining  satisfaction  of  hb  judgment  without  it.  Hitchins  v.  The  Kilkenny^ 
(fc.  Railway  Co,  xxix.  S41. 

S.  Uchility  after  elegit  issued,  A  judgment  creditor  of  a  nulway  ccHnpany,  within 
the  operation  of  the  '^  Companies  Glauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/'  is  entitled  to  issue 
execution  against  a  shareholder,  under  sect  36,  although  he  has  before  issued  an 
elegit  against  the  lands  of  the  company,  but  such  lands  are  insufficient  to  satisfy  the 
judgment  debt    Regina  y.  The  Derbyshire^  Sfc,  Railway  Co.  xxvi.  101. 

4.  Qufgre,  whether  the  provisions  of  the  d6th  section  of  the  Companies  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  8  Tict  c.  16,  whereby  shareholders  in  a  joint-^tock  company  are 
rendered  liable  for  its  debts,  apply  to  cases  where  the  company  is  plaintiff.  The 
StOtenny  Railway  Co,  v.  Fietden,  ii.  S88. 

Yin.  CkmstrucHtm  of  partieuUxr  Statutes. 

1.  JaU  or  house  of  correction^  regulation  of.    The  7  Will.  IV.  and  1  Vict  c.  78, 

a.  38,  does  not  deprive  the  council  of  a  city  or  borough  of  all  control  over  the  govern- 

^  ment  and  regulation  of  the  jail  or  house  of  correction  of  the  city  or  borough,  which 

was  transferred  to  the  council  by  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76.    Under  the  proviso  in  that 
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section,  the  coaneil  have  a  disoretionaiT-  power  as  to  the  salary  to  be  pud  to  the  gofv^ 
emor  of  such  jail  or  hoase  of  correction,  and  may  refuse  to  confirm  an  order  made 
by  justices  of  tiie  city  or  borough,  for  the  payment  of  an  amount  of  salary  which  the 
council  consider  excessive.    Regina  t.  The  Mayor^  ffc.  of  York,  xviii.  305. 

2.  Insurance  of  shire  hoR,  expense  of*  By  act  of  parliament,  the  county  justices 
were  empowered  to  order  the  shire  hall  to  be  insured,  supported,  &c.,  as  they  should 
think  fit ;  the  town  of  S.  to  pay  one  tenth,  and  the  county  the  remainder  of  tlie  ex- 
penses. Held^  that  the  corporatioa  of  die  town  were  bound  to  pay  their  proportion 
of  an  amount  actually  expended  in  pursuance  of  such  an  order,  though  they  had  had 
no  notice  that  it  was  about  to  be  made ;  and  that  they  were  bound  to  pay  their  jHopoi^ 
tion  of  another  amount  ordered,  though  it  had  not  been  expended  before  the  action.

8.  Potter  to  lay  gas-pipes*  The  Dover  Gas-light  Company  held  to  have  power, 
under  the  provisions  of  their  act  of  incorporation,  3  Geo.  IV.  c.  15,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  commissioners  for  executing  the  paving  acts  at  Dover,  but  under  the  con- 
ditions in  all  other  respects  prescribed  by  their  act,  to  lay  down  in  the  streets  of  Dover 
in  which  gas-pipes  had  been  already  laid  down  by  them  voder  tlie  provisions  of  their 
act.  and  were  still  in  use,  additional  gas-pipes  parallel  to  and  ia  be  used  witii  auch 
others  for  the  same  purpose  of  supplying  gas-light  to  the  town.  Powers  given  by 
Local  Act,  3  Geo.  IV.  c.  15.  The  Dover  Gas-light  Co.  v.  The  Mayor ^  (fc,  of  Dewr, 
xxxi.  514.  * 

4.  Oldham  gas  and  tcater  act — Supply  to  Union  workhouse.  The  Oldham  poor-law 
union  comprises  eight  townships,  and  the  union  workhouse  is  maintained  out  of  the 
common  fund  of  the  union,  consisting  of  the  aggregate  of  the  pooi^rates  within  tkose 
townships.  The  Oldham  Corporation  Gas  and  Water  Act,  1858,  extends  only  to  four 
o^those  townships,  and  to  two  townships  not  within  the  union.  By  sect  58  of  that 
act,*"  the  coi7)oration  shall  at  all  times  afford  an  ample  supply  of  gas  and  water,  with- 
out charge,  to  all  hospitals  and  infirmaries  within  the  limits  of  the  act,  and  all  baths 
and  washhouftes,  and  all  buildings  within  those  limits  respectively  maintained  at  the 
expense  of  the  borough-rates  or  the  rates  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  or  other  rates 
raised  within  those  limits."  Held,  that  the  corporation  were  not  bound  to  supply  gas 
and  water  gratuitously  to  the  union  workhouse,  as  it  was  not  maintained  by  rates 
wholly  raised  within  the  limits  of  the  act     The  Guardians,  (fc,  v.  Oldham,  xxviii.

5.  Municipal  corporation  act  The  Hospital  of  St  John,  in  the  city  of  Exeter,  was 
incorporated  by  letters-patent  of  King  Charles  L,  and  the  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen, 
and  common  council  of  the  said  city,  for  the  time  being,  were  thereby  appointed  to  be 
governors  of  the  said  hospitaL  *  llie  recorder  was  not,  prior  to  the  Municipal  Cor- 
poration Act,  5  &  6  Will.  lY.  c.

6.  Application  to  parliament  at  expense  of  borough  fund.  A  corporation  were  pro- 
posing to  obtain  an  act  of  parliament  for  improving  a  river  flowing  tiirough  their  cit}% 
and  applying  money  from  the  borough  fund  in  paying  certain  expenses, — an  informa- 
tion was  filed  by  the  Attorney-General,  praying  an  injunction  to  restrain  this  applica- 
tion to  parliament  at  the  expense  of  the  borough  fund,  and  the  same  was  granted ;  and 
on  appeal  from  the  decision,  the  appeal  motion  was  refused,  with  costs.

1.  Pe&tion  under  Trustee  Act,  1850 — Jurisdiction  of  court  ofcliancery,  A  petition, 
under  the  Tnutee  Act^  1850,  stated  that  A  had  mortgaged  lands  to  B  in  fee ;  that  B 
had  £ed,  haiing  by  his  will  devised  the  lands  to  infants,  and  appointed  C  his  executor, 
that  a  contract  had  been  entered  ^o  by  C  with  a  railway  company  for  the  sale  of  a 
part  of  the  lands,  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  contract,  it  was  neces- 
ary  to  get  in  the  lega^state.  The  petition  prayed  that  the  legal  estate  might  be 
Tested  in  C  and  that  tflPrailway  company  might  pay  the  costs  of  the  petition.  The 
railway'company  appeared  at  the  hearing,  but  objected  to  pay  the  costs.  Held,  that 
the  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  make  any  order  either  in  &yor  of  or  against  the  com- 
pany.   Inre  Ree^  Devisees,  xiiL  137. 

2.  Jurisdiction  of  court  of  appeal  Where  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  or  a  vice-chancellor 
has  given  substantial  relief  against  a  defendant,  with  costs  against  him  personally,  it  is 
competent  to  this  court,  in  affimung  the  decree  as  to  relief,  to  vary  as  to  costs,  if  its 
(fissent  from  the  decree  as  to  costs  is  strong,  clear,  and  undoubting.  ReyneU  v. 
Sprye,  zili.  74. 

3.  Special  coses.  At  die  hearing  of  special  cases,  under  the  IS  &  14  Yict  c.  35,  the 
eomt  has  power  to  give  directions  as  to  costs.    Jackson  t.  Craig,  liL  173. 
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4.  Cases  of  concurrent  Jurisdiction.  The  18th  section  of  the  IS  &  14  Vict  c  61, 
which  provides,  that  where  less  than  20^  is  recovered  in  an  action  in  the  superior 
courts,  and  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  a  judge  at 
chambers,  that  the  action  was  of  the  description  therein  ^cified,  such  court  or  judge 
^'  may  thereupon  by  rule  or  order  direct  that  the  plaintLfiT  shall  recover  his  costs," 
confers  a  power  upon  the  court  or  a  judge  to  grant  costs,  which  is  imperalive  in  cases 
falling  within  that  section.  Macdougall  v.  Paterson^  vii.  510 ;  Asplin  v.  Bladsman,

5.  l/nder  certain  statutes.  Sect  18  of  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  45,  does  Hot  take  awaj 
the  power  of  awarding  costs  given  by  1 7  Gea  IL  c.  38,  s.  4,  but  gives  an  additional 
remedy  for  enforcing  the  order.    Regina  v.  Huntley,  xxv.  199. 

6.  Order  to  pay,  validity  of.  Where,  by  statute,  the  court  in  certain  cases  may 
order  one  party  to  pay  costs  to  the  other  *^  recoverable  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by" 
a  preceding  statute,  which  directs  costs  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace — ^it  seems, 
that  an  order  to  pay  costs  to  the  party  is  valid.    lb. 

7.  Set-off  of,  application  to  allow.  The  rule  of  HIL  2  Will.  lY*  s.  93,  Qvly  applies 
to  cases  in  which  the  court  has  a  discretion  to  allow  costs  or  damages  of  different 
actions  to  be  setoff  against  each  other,  and  where  there  has  been  aa  application  to 
allow  such  set-off.    Dunn  v.  West,  L  325. 

8.  Awarded  by  arbitrator — Lien  for.  Where  an  arbitrator  has  awarded  a  som  to  be 
paid  to  A,  in  respect  of  matters  in  difference  between  him  and  B,  and  the  costs  of  the 
action  (a  smaller  sum)  to  be  paid  to  B  at  the  same  time  and  place,  the  coiirt  has  no 
jurisdiction  to  order  B  to  pay  the  whole  sum  awarded  to  A  lo  A's  attorney  on  accooAt 
of  his  lien  for  A's  costs.  lb. 

9.  Costs  of  motion.  The  court  can  always  deal  with  the  costs  of  a  motion  as  it 
thinks  fit  The  court  will  decline  to  order  the  defendant  to  pay  to  the  plaintiff,  the 
costs  of  a  motion  for  an  injunction  restraining  a  railway  company  from  doing  an 
unauthorized  act,  decided  to  be  proper  having  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  plaintiff, 
though  not  done  in  conformity  with  the  statute.  Pearce  v.  The  Wycomb  Railway  Go.

10.  Costs  of  second  suit  On  a  motion,  to  have  a  second  biU  on  behalf  of  an  infant 
taken  off  the  file,  the  court  had  not  made  an  order  in  the  terms  of  the  motion,  bat  by 
an  order  intituled  in  both  suits  had  retained  the  second  biQ,  and  reserved  the  costs  of 
it  and  of  that  motion.  Held,  that  it  was  not  now  open  to  the  court  to  omit  all  pro- 
vision for  the  costs  of  that  second  suit    Ashley  y.  AUden,  x.  314. 

11.  Costs  of  obtaining  writ  of  mandamus.  Although  the  costs  of  obtaining  a  writ  of 
mandamus,  where  cause  is  shown,  are  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  yet  they  ought  to 
be  given  to  the  succe^ul  party,  unless  there  are  strong  grounds  to  the  contraiy.

12.  Arbitration — Certificate  for  costs.  The  coun,  or  a  judge  at  chambers,  has  the 
power  of  certifying  to  give  costs,  under  the  13th  section  of  the  13  &  14  Vict  c.  61, 
(the  County  Courts  Extension  Act,)  notwithstanding  the  ^f/rer  of  certifying  as  a 
judge  at  Nisi  Prius  to  give  costs,  under  the  12th  section  of  that  act,  has,  by  an  order 
of  reference,  been  given  to  an  arbitrator,  who  has  failed  to  certify ;  the  certificate 
under  the  13th  section  being  one  which  a  judge  at  chambers  or  the  court  has  power  to 
give,  and  different  from  that  which  a  judge  at  Nisi  Prius  is  empowered  to  give  under 
the  12th  section.

13.  Certificate  of  Judge.  Under  the  12th  section  of  the  County  Courts  Extension 
Act,  13  &  14  Vict  c.

Where  the 
plaintiff  declares  on  the  common  counts,  and  the  defendant  pleads  never  indebted  to 
the  whole,  and  also  payment  (in  the  common  form)  to  the  whole  declaration, — the 
particulars  giving  credit  for  an  amount  as  paid, — ^if  plaintiff  fails  in  proving  any 
balance  due,  although  he  is  entided  to  a  verdict  on  the  general  issue,  he  is  not  entitled 
to  any  costs,  except  such  as  he  can  show  to  have  been  exclusively  incurred  in  proving 
tiie  amount  which  has  been  paid ;  and  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  such  costs  as  in 
any  degree  related  to  the  disproof  of  a  balance.     Way  v.  Hennett,  xxv.  407. 

3.  Pleas  of  never  indebted,  payment  in  general,  and  payment  into  court.  Debt  for 
work  and  labor.  Pleas,  first,  except  as  to  10/.  parcel,  &c.,  never  indebted ;  secondly,  as 
to  lOl.  other  parcel,  &c.,  payment ;  thirdly,  as  to  the  10/.  above  excepted,  payment  into 
court  of  10/.  Is.  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  said  sum  of  10/.  and  damages  by  reason  of  its 
non-payment  Replications,  joining  issue  on  the  first  plea ;  traversing  the  payment 
alleged  in  the  second  plea ;  and  to  the  third  plea,  that  the  pltuntiff  accepted  and  took 
out  of  court  the  amount  paid  in,  in  satisfaction  of  the  causes  of  action  in  that  pica 
alleged,  and  prayed  judgment  for  his  costs  in  that  respect  A  verdict  was  found  for 
the  plaintiff  on  the  plea  of  never  indebted,  for  10/.  beyond  the  sum  paid  into  court, 
and  for  the  defendant  on  the  second  plea.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled,  under 
Beg.  Gen.  Trinity  term,  1  Vict  to  have  allowed  him,  on  taxation,  all  his  costs  of  suit 
in  respect  of  the  cause  of  action  to  which  the  plea  of  payment  into  court  had  been 
pleaded,  including  the  costs  of  the  replication  to  that  plea.  Rumbelow  v.  WhaUey, 
iv.  231. 

4.  Feigned  issue  under  General  Inclosure  Act.  On  a  feigned  issue  ordered  under 
the  General  Inclosure  Act,  the  party  idling  to  make  out  his  claim  must  pay  the  costs. 
Regina  r.  Kelsey,  iv.  251. 

5.  Special  case  without  pleadings — Succeeding  as  to  pari  of  claim.  Where,  in  a 
special  case  without  pleadings  under  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  the 
plaintiff  succeeds  as  to  a  part  only  of  his  chum,  and  the  defendant,  as  to  the  residue, 
the  plaintiff  is  entitiod  to  the  general  costs  of  the  action,  and  the  defendant  to  so 
much  as  he  can  satisfy  the  Master  was  exclusively  expended  upon  that  part  of  the 
case  upon  which  he  succeeded.    Elliott  v.  Bishop,  xxviii.  484. 

6.  Successive  assignees  of  term — Action  for  breach  of  covenant.  If  B,  C,  and  D 
become  succesavely  assignees  of  a  term  of  yean  in  certain  premises,  A  being  the 
ofginal  owner  of  the  term,  and  A  bring  an  action  against  B  for  breach  of  covenant, 
the  breach  having  been  conunitted  by  D,  a  subsequent  asngnee,  it  is  the  proper  course 
for  B  to  let  the  judgment  go  by  default,  and  C  and  D  are  successively  liable  for  all 
such  costs,  afl  well  as  the  damages.  But  if  B  unsuccessfully  defends  the  suit,  he  most 
pay  his  own  coets.  It  is  also  proper  for  B  to  bring  his  action  against  C  betore  he  has 
paid  the  judgment  recovered  against  him  by  A.    Smith  v.  Howell,  vi.  490. 
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7.  Objection  for  want  of  parties.  Where  a  sucoessfal  objectioii  lor  mmt  of  fiartief

8.  Execution  for  costs,  injunction  to  restrain.  A  plalatiff  at  larir  -was  misiiccessfal  in 
an  action,  and  the  defendant  at  law  was  aboul  to  levy  esecutioa  lor  the  eoA  The 
plaintiff  at  law  filed  a  bill  to  restrain  execution,  but  the  court  refused  the  injunctioa 
ex  parte^  unless  upon  the  terms  of  the  plaintiff  bringii^  the  amount  of  the  taxed 
costs  of  the  action  into  court    Fisher  v.  Baldwin,  zxi.  4S9. 

9.  Costs  of  resisting  rvU  of  court  B.  was  rated  for  certain  premises  occupied  by 
him,  and  was  summoned  before  the  ma^strates ;  he  showed  such  objections,  that  a 
warrant  was  refused,  and  the  parbh  oflkers  applied  for  a  rde  of  court,  which  was 
made  absolute,  B.  showing  cause  against  it  An  action  was  subsequendy  brought,  the 
result  of  which  showed  that  the  resistance  to  the  rule  was  istfl  founded.

An  heir  at  law  of  a 
testator  obtained  possession  of  the  will  by  force,  and  tore  it  up.  The  pieces  were', 
however,  collected  and  put  together,  and  proved.  The  will  contained  no  devise 
of  the  real  estate,  and  a  claim  was  filed  against  the  heir  to  enforce  a  sale.  On  the 
heir^s  request,  the  court  directed  an  issue  devisavit  vel  non,  when  the  will  was  estab- 
lished.

witnesses;  and  the  result  of  the  case  is  |i' verdict  for  the  devisee,  the  court  will  not 
hold  die  heir  at  law  entitled  to  any  of  the  costs  of  the  suit  or  issues,  but  will  hold 
him  hound  to  pay  so  much  of  the  costs  of  the  suit  and  issues  as  were  occasioned 
hy  his  laiang  die  questions  of  incompetency  and  fraud.     Grove  v.  Young,  ix.  47. 

8.  Several  grounds  of  defence — Vexatious  conduct  of  defendant.  Although  there  is 
BO  rule  that  in  every  instance  in  which  a  defendant  takes  several  groundl  of  defence, 
one  tenable  and  succeasfid,  the  rest  doubtful  or  invalid,  that  circumstance  ought  to 
nail  the  plaintiff  on  the  subject  of  coats,  yet  where,  upon  the  evidence,  the  plaintiff's 
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case  fuled  absoltttely  and  wholly  as  a  case  for  equitable  relief,  but  the  defendant  had  in 
the  si^  endeavored  to  support  clainis  without  any  ^ist  foundation,  and  had  vexatiously 
disputed  the  legal  title  of  the  plaintiff,  it  was  held,  that  the  bUl  ought  to  be  dismissed 
without  costs.

4.  Suit  in  consequence  of  one  party  not  carrying  agreement  into  effect.  Where  a 
suit  has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  conduct  of  one  of  the  parties  in  not  carrying 
an  agreement  into  effect,  he  will  not  be  fixed  with  the  costs  of  that  suit  unless  it  is 
shown  that  all  requisite  and  proper  steps  were  taken  by  the  other  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment, and  that  the  party  sought  to  be  charged  had  notice  of  their  intent  to  institute 
the  suit,  and  to  seek  to  fix  him  with  the  costs  of  it    Harwood  ▼.  Burstall,  xiil.  323. 

5.  Refusal  of  money  tendered^  A  plaintiff  refused  a  sum  of  money  tendered 
through  the  medi||pi  of  a  judge's  summons,  in  satisfaction  of  hb  claim,  and  afterwards 
took  out  of  court  a  sum  very  slightly  exceeding  the  amount  so  tendered,  making  affi- 
davit that  when  he  refped  the  sum  offered  he  bond  fide  claimed  more,  and  had  subse- 
quently^ abandoned  the  rest  of  his  claim  because  of  the  difficulty  and  expense  of 
provipg  it  Held,  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  oppression  on  the  part  of  the  plain- 
tiff, and  that  he  was  entitled  to  his  costs.    Shaw  t.  Hughes,  xxviii.  334. 

6.  Costs  incurred  from  improper  conduct  of  case,  A  party  not  allowed  costs  in- 
curred from  not  having  his  case  properly  conducted  by  counsel    Hall  v.  Hall,  iii.

7.  Misconduct,  Trustees  may  be  entided  to  their  usual  costs  of  suit,  as  between 
solicitor  and  client,  out  of  the  trust  estate,  notwithstanding  they  have  been  guilty  of  a 
breach  of  trust    Knott  v.  CoUee,  xiiL  304. 

8.  Charges  of  fraud  in  bill  as  affecting  costs.  Where  a  bill  contains  charges  of 
fraud,  which  are  neither  supported  nor  repelled  by  evidence,  and  the  costs  are  not 
increased  by  such  charges,  the  costs  of  the  suit  ought  not  to  be  affected  thereby.

9.  Irrelevant  matter.  If  an  unopposed  petition  contains  statements  which  are 
immaterial  to  the  prayer,  costs  should  be  allowed  only  for  those  which  are  materiaL

10.  Notice  of  trial — Neglect  to  try,  A  defendant  is  entitled  to  enter  a  suggestion  on 
the  record,  and  sign  judgment  for  his  costs,  under  the  1 01st  section  of  the  Common- 
law  Procedure  Act,  15  &  16  Vict  c.  76,  where  a  plaintiff  neglects  to  try  a  cause  at 
the  times  mentioned  in  the  section,  and  to  proceed  to  trial  at  the  assizes  or  sittings. 
Occurring  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  days'  notice  to  try,  which  by 
the  section  the  defendant  is  enabled  to  give.

The  defendant  having  satisfied 
the  demand  for  which  the  suit  was  institute,  the  court  refused  to  aUow  it  to  be 
proceeded  with  for  the  costs ;  but  upon  the  tenns  of  an  agreement,  to  which  the 
plaintiff  had  consented,  but  which  the  defendant  had  not  strictly  observed,  ordered 
the  defendant  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  plaintiff  out  of  pocket  in  the  suit  and  on  this 
notice  of  motion.     Tapp  v.  Tanner,  vii.  57. 

2.  Appeal  for  costs  alone.  As  a  general  rule  where  a  plaintiff's  tide  to  equitable 
relief  depends  on  a  legal  right,  on  the  establishment  of  such  right,  either  by  an  action 
or  an  issue,  he  will  be  entided  to  the  cost,  both  at  law  and  in  equity.    After  an  issue 
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bad  been  dxreeted  and  foimd  in  fiivor  of  tbe  d^ndant,  the  plaintiff  applied  for  a 
new  trial,  wbich  wa^  refused ;  the  catLse  was  then  brought  to  a  hearing,  when  tbe  bill 
was  dismissed  with  coats.  The  plaintiff  then  appealed  from  the  decree,  as  well  as  the 
iirder  refusing  tbe  new  triaL  On  that  appeal  the  bill  was  retained  for  a  }^ear,  with 
Vherty  for  the  plaintiff  to  bring  an  action.  An  action  was  accordingly  brought,  and 
a  rerdict  was  fbund  in  the  plaintiff's  favor ;  but  a  new  trial  of  the  action  was  subse- 
quently granted,  on  the  ground  of  misdirection  of  the  judge.  The  plaintiff  having 
been  successful  in  the  second  action,  the  cause  was  brought  before  the  Vice-Chan- 
ceOor,  Knight  Bruce,  on  the  equity  reserved,  when  he  made  a  decree  in  conformity 
irxth  the  resA  of  the  trial  at  law,  but  did  not  think  fit  to  make  any  order  as  to  costs. 
Held,  on  an  appeal  from  that  decree,  that  the  appeal  involved  so  much  of  principle 
as  to  render  it  an  exception  to  the  ordinary  rule,  which  prohibits  an  appeal  for  costs 
alone.

9.  Under  the  circiunstances  of  this  case,  it  was  held,  *tii4l  the  plaintiff  was  not 
oititTed  to  the  costs  of  the  issue,  nor  of  the  first  trial  of  the  action,  nor  of  so  much  of 
the  costs  of  the  suit  as  was  occasioned  by  his  having  brought  the  cause  to  a  hearing, 
vithout  appealing  from  the  order  refiising  the  new  trial  of  the  issue,  but  that  he  was 
entided  to  all  the  other  costs.    lb.

In  a  creditors'  suit  against  a  testatoi's 
estate,  fbr  nusappropriation  of  trust  funds,  although  the  assets  were  insuflicient  to 
satisfy  the  spedidty  debts,  one  of  the  plaintiffs  who  was  a  simple  contract  creditor, 
was  held  entitled  to  his  costs  out  of  the  estate,  as  between  solicitor  and  client  Jenkins

2.  Town  clerics  costs  for  counsel  fees  chargeable  on  borough  fund*  Where  a  town 
council,  having  laid  a  borough  rate,  proceeded  to  enforce  its  payment,  but  were 
threatened  with  litigation  if  they  persevered,  and  in  consequence  directed  their  town 
deik  to  consult  counsel,  and  take  measures  to  insure  them  against  the  threat,  it  was 
Idd,  that  the  costs  occasi(^ed  thereby  were  prq)erly  chargeable  upon  the  borough 
fund  under  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  92.    Regina  v.  Prest^  i.  250. 

9.  Married  woman  living  apart  from  husband — Separate  estate.  A,  ex  necessitate^ 
became  a  creditor  in  respect  to  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  married  woman,  who  had 
lived  apart  from  her  husband,  and  who  possessed  separate  estate.  Held,  that  A  waa 
not  bound  to  proceed  against  the  husband,  and  that  he  should  have  his  costs  out  of 
&e  estate  of  the  deceased.    In  th^  goods  of  SpiUy,  ix.  571. 

4.  Appointment  of  new  trustee.  Under  a  power  in  a  settiement  of  real  estate,  a  new 
trustee  was  duly  appcnnted  in  the  place  of  a  sole  trustee  deceased.  The  heir  of  the 
deceased  trustee  could  not  be  found,  and,  on  petiticai,  an  order  was  made  to  vest  the 
estate  in  the  new  trustee,  and  that  upon  consent  he  might  pay  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  that  such  costs,  with  interest  at  4/.  per  cent,  might  form  a  charge  on 
the  inheritance.    Ex  parte  Davies,  xiii.  880. 

5.  Smt  against  executor  for  legcteyy  abandonment  of.  A  suit  was  instituted  by  hus- 
band and  wife,  agsunst  the  personal  representative  of  the  executor  of  a  testator,  for 
the  wife's  share  of  a  specific  legacy  bequeathed  to  four  persons.  The  personal  repre- 
sentative of  the  executor  died,  and  thereby  the  suit  becanae  abated.  This  suit  was 
abandoned,  and  another  against  other  parties  was  instituted.  The  costs  of  the  repro* 
scntative  of  Ihe  executor  of  this  abandoned  suit  were  allowed  in  the  accounts,  as 
against  the  original  testator's  general  personal  estate.     Trail  v.  BuU^  xvii.  1. 

6.  Contract  to  sell — Death  before  completion  cf  contract.  J.  S.  contracted  to  sell 
hereditaments  to  H.,  but,  at  the  request  of  H.,  (who  intended  to  build,  and  sell  in 
lots,)  the  conveyance  was  delayed.  In  the  mean  time  J.  S.  died  intestate,  and  a  bill 
became  necessary  fbr  the  ccmipletion  of  the  contract    Held,  that  the  costs  of  the  p**^* 
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which  was  tendered  necessary  by  the  intestacy  of  J.  S.,  ought  not  to  be  thrown  on  his 
estate.    Hinder  v.  Streeier,  xii.  345.  ' 

7.  Enfranchisement  of  copyhold  lands — Payment  into  court.  If  the  conmderadon 
money  jdT  the  enfranchisement  of  certain  copyhold  lands  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  be 
paid  into  court,  and  a  petition  be  presented  by  the  lord  for  an  investment  of  the 
money,  the  copyhold  commisaoners  have  a  right  to  appear  at  the  hearing,  and  the 
costs  of  the  petition- and  the  lord  are  payable  out  of  the  money.  Ex  parte  The  Bishop 
of  Hereford^  xiii.  55. 

8.  Suit  respecting  infants*  estate.  The  costs  of  a  suit  instituted  to  obtain  the  opinion 
of  the  court  upon  a  specific  devise  of  real  estate,  in  which  infants  wdle  interested, 
were  directed  to  be  raised  by  sale  or  mortgage  of  a  sufficient  part  of  the  estate.

9.  Application  for  income  of  trust  fund.  The  costs  of  all  parties  of  and  incident  to 
an  application  by  the  tenant  for  life  for  the  payment  to  her  of  the  income  of  a  trust 
fund,  which  has  been  paid  into  court  under  the  Trustee  Relief  Act,  will  be  ordered  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  corpus  of  the  fund,  notwithstanding  the  parties  entitled  in  remiunder 
oppose  such  payment.

10.  Suit  against  officer  of  court  Order  made  for  the  payment  out  of  the  suiton 
fee  fund  account  of  costs  incurred  by  an  officer  of  the  court  in  defending  legal  proceed- 
ings instituted  against  him  in  consequence  of  the  performance  of  his  dudes.  Alien, 
ex  parte,  vii.  34. 

11.  Tenant  for  life — Costs  as  hety>€en  solicitor  and  client,  incident  to  arbitration. 
Where  a  tenant  for  life,  acting  under  advice,  refused  to  take  the  amount  oflfered  by  a 
railway  company  for  lands  in  settlement  which  the  company  required,  and  the  price 
was  referred  to  arbitration,  and  a  less  sum  awarded  than  the  company  had  offered ; 
on  petition  of  the  tenant  for  life,  the  court  ordered  that  his  costs  as  between  solicitor 
and  client,  incident  to  the  arbitration,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  purchase-money.  Jn 
re  Aubreys  Estate,  and  In  re  The  South  Wales  Railway  Act,  xxi.

12.  Proceedings  to  obtain  reconveyance  of  premises  mortgaged  to  lunatic.  The  costs 
of  the  proceedings  for  obtaining  &am  the  committee  of  a  lunatic  a  reconveyence  of 
prenuses  mortgaged  to  the  lunatic  will  be  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  lunatic's  estate, 
where  the  lunatic  is  beneficially  interested  in  the  mortgage-money,  and  the  petition  is 
presented  by  the  committee.  This  rule  will  not,  however,  be  acted  on  if  the  mortgagor 
presents  the  petition,  unless  in  cases  where  the  committee  has  declined  to  take  that 
step.

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ment  of  costB,  and  the  deelaiadon,  as  amendedf  was  redelivered  and  a  denrarrer  waa 
then  delivered,  and  afterwards  the  costs  of  the  amendment  had  been  taxed,  and  the 
Blaster  allowed  all  the  costs  of  preparing  for  trial,  which  included  almost  all  the  costs 
of  the  cause,  and  the  plaintiff  had  obtained  another  order  for  leave  to  amend  upon 
payment  of  costs  upon  both  amendments, — the  court  allowed  the  plaintiff  to  amend 
on  paving  the  costs  of  the  latter,  and  paying  into  court  the  costs  of  the  former ;  reserv- 
ing the  qoesdon  of  review  of  taxation  until  it  were  seen  whether,  on  the  pleadings  to 
tlie  declaration  as  re-amended,  the  costs  of  preparing  for  trial  would  become  thrown 
awaj ;  and  if  they  were  not,  semble,  that  there  would  be  a  review  of  taxation,  and 
that  they  would  not  be  allowed  as  costs  of  the  first  amendment  AUeson  v.  The  Mid' 
land  Railway  Co.  xxv.  411. 

2.  Order  for  leave  to  amende  abandoned.  If  an  order  for  leave  to  amend  be 
abandoned  after  service,  the  opposite  party  has  no  right  to  costs  incurred  before  the 
ahandonment,  on  the  supposition  that  the  order  would  be  ac^d  upon  by  the  party 
obtaining  it     Brown  v.  MUlmgUmy  xx.  383. 

3.  Insufficient  declaration.  In  a  case  where  the  plaintiff's  declaration  was  insuffi- 
cient, and  an  amendment  was  allowed,  it  was  held,  that  the  defendant  was  not  to  pay 
the  costs  of  a  rule  nisi  or  of  the  triaL    Badger  v.  Arch,  xxviiL  464. 

X.  On  Demurrer. 

1.  Bringing  cause  to  hearing  instead  of  demurring.  When  the  point  in  contest  was 
sufficiently  raised  by  the  bill,  the  court  gave  no  costs  to  a  successful  defendant,  who 
brought  the  cause  to  a  hearing,  instead  of  demurring.  HoUingsworth  v.  Shakeshaft^ 
zLSOS. 

2.  Demurrer  on  record  and  ore  tenus  for  want  of  parties.  The  demurrer  on  the  record 
having  been  allowed,  and  a  demurrer  ore  tenus  for  want  of  parties  having  been  over- 
ruled, the  court  ordered  the  defendants  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  former,  but  made  no 
order  as  to  the  costs  of  the  latter ;  and  gave  the  plaintiff  leave  to  amend  either  by 
adding  parties,  or  striking  out  the  passages  which  made  the  new  parties  necessary. 
Madnigre  v.  ConneU,  iii.  249. 

8.  Three  counts — Issues  of  fact  on  two  for  plaintiff-^On  thirds  judgment  on  demurrer 
for  defendant.  Where  a  declaration  contains  three  counts,  and  on  two  counts  issues 
of  fact  are  found  for  the  plaintiff,  and  on  the  third,  which  is  for  a  distinct  cause  of 
action,  judgment  on  demurrer  is  given  for  the  defendant,  the  defendant's  costs  of  the 
demurrer  must  be  deducted  from  the  costs  of  the  plaintiff;  and  the  defendant's  attorney 
has  no  lien,  the  costs  of  the  judgment  on  demurred  being  interlocutory  costs  within  the 
proviso  of  the  93d  rule  of  Hilary  term,  2  Will.  TV.     Scott  v.  De  Richehourgh^  vi.  374. 

4.  Party  successful  qn  demurrer — Waiver.  Under  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  42,  s.  84, 
the  party  who  is  successful  upon  a  demurrer  is  entided  to  a  judgment  for  his  costs 
irrespecdve  of  the  termination  of  the  suit ;  and  where  such  judgment  had  been  given 
lor  the  plaintiff  prior  to  the  trial  of  the  issues  in  fact,  the  withdrawal  of  a  juror,  with 
an  agreement  that  no  further  action  was  to  be  brought  was  held,  to  be  no  waiver  of 
^e  plaintiff's  right  to  these  costs.    Bentley  v.  Dawes,  xxvi.  500. 

5.  Issue  on  fifteen  pleas  and  demurrer  to  sixteenth.  To  a  declaration  in  assumpsit 
the  defendant  pleaded  sixteen  pleas ;  the  plaintiff  took  issue  on  fifteen,  and  demurred 
to  the  sxteenth,  which  went  to  the  whole  cause  of  action.  The  fifteen  issues  were 
tried,  and  found  for  the  plaintiff;  but  judgment  was  afterwards  given  for  the  defend- 
ant on  the  demurrer.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entiUed,  under  the  4  Ann.  c.  16, 
a.  5,  to  the  costs  of  those  issues.     Callander  v.  Howard,  i.  388. 

6.  Issues  of  fact  and  in  law.  To  a  count  in  formedon,  the  tenant  pleaded  three 
pleas,  upon  two  of  which  issues  of  hst  were  joined,  and  upon  the  third  an  issue  in 
law.  All  the  issues,  as  well  of  law  as  of  fact,  were  found  for  the  demandant  Held, 
ibat  he  was  jiot  entitled  to  the  costs  of  the  issues  of  fact,  under  the  4  &  5  Anne,  c.  f ' 
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%  5,  that  section  not  applying  to  real  actions ;  but  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  costs  of 
the  demurrer,  nnder  the  8  &  4  Will.  lY.  g.  42,  s.  84,  the  words  being  general,  and 
comprehending  all  actions.     Cctnnon  y.  Rimington^  xxii.  416. 

7.  Several  issues — Verdict  vn  one.  The  declaration  contained  three  counts,  to  the 
first  and  third  of  which  the  defendant  demurred,  pa)ring  25#.  into  court  on  the  second, 
and  pleading  non  assumpsit  to  the  fourth.  The  plaintiff  joined  in  the  demoirer,  took 
out  the  25^.  in  satisfaction  as  to  the  second  count,  and  joined  issue  on  the  plea  to  the 
fourth  count  At  the  trial,  there  was  a  verdict  for  the  defendant  on  the  issue  upon  the 
fourth  count,  and  a  contingent  assessment  of  damages  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  demnrrers 
to  the  first  and  third  counts  ;  and  the  plaintiff  afterwards  obtained  judgment  on  the 
demurrers.  Held^  that  the  defendant,  having  succeeded  upon  the  onlj  issue  of  fact, 
was  entitled  to  the  costs  of  the  trial, — deducting  the  costs  which  the  plaintiff  would 
have  been  entitled  to  upon  a  writ  of  inquiry  as  to  the  first  and  third  counts.  Smith  t. 
Hartley ,  xx.  297. 

8.  Plaintiffs  right  to  costs  when  his  declaration  is  had.  To  a  declaration  in  assumpsit 
the  defendant  pleaded  several  pleas,  upon  which  issues  were  joiaed>  and  two  pleas  to 
which  the  plaintiff  demurred ;  all  the  issues  of  fact  were  found  for  the  plaintiff,  but  ha 
afterwards  failed  on  the  demurrers,  upon  the  ground  that  the  declaration  was  insufi^ 
cient.  Held  J  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled,  under  the  4  Ann.  c.  16,  to  the  costs 
of  the  issues  found  for  him.    Partridge  v.  Gardner^  v.  476. 

9.  Construction  of  will.  Notwithstanding  the  general  rule  as  to  costs,  where  ques- 
tions arise  on  the  construction  of  a  will  in  suits  where  the  estate  is  to  be  administered, 
yet,  where  the  sole  questicm  in  a  suit  is  one  respecting  the  construction  of  a  will,  if  the 
defendant  demurs,  and  succeeds  in  such  demurrer,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  with 
costs.  But  if  he  do  not  demur,  but,  at  the  hearing  of  the  cause,  ask  and  obtain  a 
declaration  of  the  rights  of  the  parties,  no  costs  will  be  given  on  either  side.  SemhUf 
secus,  if  he  do  not  ask  for  such  declaration,  but  only  the  dismissal  of  the  bill.  Wilson

XI.  Of  yew  IVial;  On  Motion  to  Dismiss,  Diseontinuanes,  4^. 

1.  New  trial — Court  equally  divided.  Where  the  court  are  equally  divided  m 
opinion  upon  a  rule  for  a  new  trial,  and  it  consequently  dropi,  neither  party  is  entitled 
to  any  costs  of  the  rule.    Dansey  v.  Richardson,  xxvi.  138. 

2.  Granted  for  frefk  matter.  The  17  &  18  Vict  e.  125,  s.  44,  does  not  extend  to 
cases  where  a  new  trial  is  granted  f^r  no  fault  of  the  jury,  but  on  fresh  matter  dia- 
closed  by  affidavit    Abbott  v.  Bult,  xxix.  481. 

3.  Verdict  against  evidence — Affidavits.  Where,  since  the  17  &  18  Vict  c.  125, 
8.  44,  a  new  trial  was  granted  on  the  ground  of  the  verdict  being  against  the  weigliC 
of  evidence,  and  was  also  moved  on  affidavits,  the  court'  directed  the  costs  to  abide 
the  event,  excepting  those  of  the  affidavits,  which  the  party  who  succeeded  on  the 
rule  ought  to  pay  in  any  event    lb. 

4.  Verdict  set  aside  as  against  evidence.  Where  a  verdict  is  set  aside  as  perverse  and 
against  evidence,  and  a  new  trial  is  ordered,  the  party  moving  for  the  new  trial  will 
not  be  required  to  pay  costs,    Saunders  v.  Davies,  xiv.  532. 

5.  Interpleader  issue.  The  rule  as  to  costs,  upon  granting  a  new  trial  on  the  ground 
of  the  verdict  being  against  the  evidence,  applies  to  interpleader  issues  equally  with 
other  cases,    Janes  v.  Whithread,  v.  431.  • 

6.  Party  failing  on  first  trial  and  succeeding  on  second.  The  effect  of  the  44th 
section  of  tbe  second  Conu&on4aw  Procedure  Act,  1854,  is,  that  where  a  verdict  b 
set  aside  on  the  ground  of  its  being  against  evidence,  a  party  who  fails  on  the  first 
trial  but  succeeds  on  the  second  has  to  pay  his  own  costs  of  the  first  triaL  Evans  t. 
Bobinson,  xxx.  573. 
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T.  Pardes  examined  as  witnesses.  The  plaintifi*  and  defendant  m  a  cause  were 
examined  as  witnesses  at  the  trial,  and  gave  contradictory  testimony.  Tliere  was, 
however,  other  evidence,  and  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff*.  Tlie  judge  declaring 
that  in  Us  opinion  the  verdict  was  grossly  wrong,  the  court  granted  a  rule  for  a  new 
trial,  without  costs ;  and,  after  argument,  made  it  absolute,  costs  to  be  costs  in  the 
cause.     SkiJJington  v.  darky  xx.  356. 

8.  Motion  to  dismiss.  With  respect  to  the  costs  of  sjiit  on  a  modon  to  dismiss, 
the  court  will  not  inquire  into  the  merits  of  the  case.  Queere,  as  to  the  costs,  when 
(he  plaintiff  has  relied  on  a  decision  afterwards  overruled  ?  The  South  Staffordshire 
Railway  Co.  v.  Hall,  x.  55. 

9.  Attendances.  Where  a  motion  to  dismiss  stood  over  for  a  space  of  time,  including 
flity-three  motion  days,  the  defendant's  solicitor  being  unable  to  swear  that  he  actually 
attended  in  court  upon  such  motion  days,  the  taxing  master  allowed  him  costs  for  ten 
attendances  only,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor,  on  petition,  confirmed  this  order.  Hollo- 
conAe  t.  HoUocombe,  xix.  5. 

10.  Dismissal  of  hiU  against  one  defendant  Where  a  biU  was  filed  against  several 
defendants,  and  one  of  them,  being  a  quaker,  clidmed  the  benefit  of  the  stat  8  &  4 
WilL  IV.  c.  74,  and  proceedings  were  taken  accordingly,  and  the  plaintiflT  now  moved 
to  ^amisB  the  bill  i^inst  this  defendant,  ^thout  costs,  and  that  the  defendant  might 
pay  the  costs  of  the  motion : — HSs  honor'made  an  order,  dismissing  the  bill,  without 
CQ^  but  refused  to  give  any  costs  of  the  motion.     Wright  v.  Barlow,  viii.  125. 

11.  1\eo  defendants  parting  vnth  interest  after  hUl  filed.  In  a  case  in  which,  after 
the  bill  was  filed,  two  of  the  defendants,  having  parted  with  their  interest  in  the 
snbject-matter  of  the  suit  to  two  co-defendants,  without  acquunting  the  plaintifis 
therewith,  joined  in  an  answer  disclaiming  and  claiming  to  be  disnnssed  with  costs, 
and  the  plaintifiTs  then  amended  their  bill,  omitting  the  names  of  the  two  disclaiming 
defendants,  and  afterwards  served  them  with  a  notice  of  motion  to  dismiss  the  bill 
without  costs,  an  order  was  made  pursuant  to  the  notice  of  motion.  Hawkins  v. 
Gardiner,  zvii.  34. 

12.  Decree  directing  accounts  to  be  taken — Clerics  certificate.  Where,  under  a  decree 
directing  aecoimfts  to  be  taken,  no  order  was  obtained  under  the  54th  section  of  the 
Stat  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86,  that  the  books  of  account  should  be  taken  as  primd  facie 
evidence,  but  the  judge's  chief  clerk  so  admitted  them  and  granted  his  certificate, 
the  court  of  appeal,  upon  a  motion  to  discharge  the  certificate,  refused  #ie  same, 
but  without  costs.    Newberry  v.  Benson,  xxvii.  401. 

13.  Where  a  suit  becomes  nugatory  by  matters  subsequent,  the  court,  upon  motion, 
has  jurisdiction  to  dismiss  it  without  costs.  The  Sutton  Harbor  Improvement  Co.  v. 
Hilchens,XY.  127. 

lA,  Discontinuance  of  ejectment — What  costs  allowed.  In  case  of  a  discontinuance 
of  an  action  of  ejectment,  by  reversioner  against  an  under  lessee,  on  a  forfeiture  in 
the  original  lease,  the  discontinuanpe  being  four  days  before  the  day  of  trial,  it  was 
Ae£f,  that  advice  on  evidence,  preparing  case  for  counsel  to  advise  on  evidence,  copy 
of  case  and  attending  counsel's  reasonable  fees  were  items  to  be  allowed  the  defend- 
ant ;  and  along  with  them  a  copy  of  the  original  lease.  But  perunng  particulars  of 
breaches  was  held  a  fit  item  only  for  taxation  between  attorney  and  client.  Costs 
of  abstnct  of  title  and  advice  on  title  (the  property  being  copyhold)  were  also  dis- 
allowed.    Cheshire  v.  Mumford,  xxviii.  410. 

15.  Administratrix  of  defendant.  The  188th  section  of  the  Common-law  Procedure 
Act  puts  the  administratrix  of  a  defendant  in  the  same  position  as  if  Ihe  had  been 
the  original  defendant  in  an  action,  and  she  is  therefore  entitled  to  full  costs  on  the 
plaintifTs  discontinuing  by  leave  of  court,  and  not  only  to  the  costs  of  the  pleas  to 
the  suggestion  of  the  defendant's  death.    Benge  v.  Swaine,  xxvi.  808. 

16.  Suit  at  law  and  in  equity — Withdrawal  of  record  at  Nisi  Prius.  The  plaintiff, 
liaTuig  sued  at  law  and  in  equity  for  the  same  cause  of  action,  was,  after  issue  joined 
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at  law,  ordered  hy  the  court  of  equity  to  elect  in  wbich  suit  lie  would  proceed,  and 
he  elected  to  pnxseed  in  equity,  and  withdrew  the  record  at  Nisi  Prius,  A  jndge'i 
order  having  been  made  for  the  pliuntifiT  to  pay  the  defendant's  costs  in  the  action, 
it  was  held,  that  this  order  was  wrong,  for  the  plaintiff's  election  to  proceed  in  equity 
did  not  amount  to  a  discontinuance,  and  the  defendant,  if  entitled  to  his  costs  at  all, 
must  apply  to  the  court  of  equity.     Simpson  v.  Sadd,  xxx.  445. 

1 7.  Costs  of  suit  and  of  particular  motion — Waiver,  Where  a  party  is  ordered  to  pay 
the  general  costs  of  a  suit,  and  also  the  costs  of  a  particular  motion,  and  then  files  a 
bill  against  the  party  entitled  to  all  those  costs,  if  the  latter  moves  to  stay  all  proceedings 
in  the  new  suit  until  the  costs  of  the  particular  motion  are  piud,  that  b  a  waiver  of 
any  right  he  may  have  to  stay  proceedings  until  the  general  costs  of  the  suit  are  paid, 
and  the  court  will  only  stay  the  proceedings  until  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  par- 
ticular motion.     Sprye  v.  Reynell,  xiiL  115.

1.  Appeal — Married  u^oman  suing  in  formd  pauperis — Dives  costs.  The  court  jof 
chancery  having  given  a  married  lady  leave  to  sue  in  formd  pauperis,  on  evidence 
that  she  could  not  procure  a  next  friend,  made  a  decree  in  her  favor.  One  of  the 
defendants  appealed,  but  the  appeal  was  dismissed  with  costs.  Held,  that  the  appel- 
lant defendant  must  pay  the  lady  herself  Jtve«  costs.     Wellesley  v.  Wellesley,  xiii.  148. 

%  Order  of  court  below  varied  and  cause  heard  on  further  directions.  Where  upon 
an  appeal,  the  order  of  the  court  below  was  varied,  and,  by  inadvertence,  the  cause 
was  heard  on  further  directions  by  the  court  of  appeal,  it  was  held,  that  this  circum- 
stance ought  not  to  affect  the  right  of  the  successful  party  to  those  costs  which  he 
would  otherwise  have  been  entitied  to.    Malcolm  t.  Scott,  i.  72. 

3.  Appeal  against  order  of  quarter  sessions — Erroneous  procedure — CertiorarL 
The  11  &  12  Vict  c.  43,  s.  27,  provides  that  where  quarter  sessions,  upon  an  appeal 
against  an  order,  direct  either  party  to  pay  costs,  **  such  order  shall  direct  sucb  -costs 
to  be  pai^  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  to  be  by  him  paid  over  to  the  party  entitled.'' 
Held,  that  a  mistake  in  ordering  costs  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  party  to  the  appeal 
instead  of  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  was  not  a  defect  of  jurisdictian,  but  merely  erro- 
neous procedure ;  and,  therefore,  where  such  an  order  had  been  made  under  an  act 
taking  away  the  certiorari,  the  court  refused  to  set  it  aside  when  brought  before  them 
by  certiorari.    Regina  ▼.  Binney,  xviii.  318. 

4.  Suit  for  divorce.  In  a  suit  for  a  divorce  a  mensd  et  tharo  the  wife  obtidned  judg- 
ment in  the  court  below,  with  costs.  That  judgment  was  reversed  by  the  Lords,  on 
the  ground  that  the  remedy  sought  was  not  the  proper  one ;  but  the  interlocutor  was 
allowed  to  stand  so  far  as  it  gave  the  wife  the  costs  in  the  court  below.  The  wife^ 
however,  was  not  allowed  the  costs  of  appeal    Paterson  v.  Paterson,  ni.  19. 

5.  New  trial  on  appeoL  On  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  county  court  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas,  a  new  trial  was  ordered.  The  court  first  ordered  the 
costs  of  the  appeal  to  abide  the  event  of  the  new  trial,  but  afterwards  directed  that 
the  appellant  should  have  the  costs  of  the  appeal,  considering  that  they  had  no  power 
to  direct  payment  conditionally.     Gibbon  v.  Gibbon,  xx.  214. 

6.  Appeal  to  court  of  exchequer.  In  appeal  from  the  county  courts  into  the  court 
of  exchequer,  the  appellant  will  have  costs,  if  the  decision  below  be  reversed.  Hunt 
V.  Wray,  vii.  598.     See  also,  Robinson  v.  Lawrence,  viL  596. 

7.  Court  of  quarter  sessions.  The  justices  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  ought 
to  consider  the  merits  of  each  particular  case  of  appeal  before  allowing  costs.    And 
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if  the  jnsdces  laj  do^m  an  arbitrary  role  as  to  costs,  withoat  considering  the  merits 
<£  indiridnal  caae^  a  mandamus  may  be  granted  remanding  any  case  to  them  for  full 
oofnaideration.    Reffina  v.  7*he  Justices  of  Glamorganshire^  t.  35  7. 

8.  Verifying  accounts  hef ore  master — Exceptions — Dismissal  of  portion  of  UU.  Where 
the  plaintiff,  instead  of  appealing  against  the  decree  directing  an  account,  went  in 
before  the  Master,  and  proceeded  a  certain  length  in  yerifying  the  accounts,  but,  on 
Ihe  Master  making  a  separate  report,  stopped  short  and  took  exceptions,  which  being 
OYerrule4)  he  appea^d  against  both  the  original  decree  and  the  order  oyerruling  the 
exception,  and  succeeded  in  reversing  the  decree,  it  was  Keld^  he  must,  nevertheless, 
pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Master's  office,  with  respect  to  that  portion  of 
the  bill  ordered  to  be  dismissed.    MackeUar  v.  Wallace^  xxvi.  62. 

9.  Jikdgfmeni  affirmed  on  appeal  to  court  of  chancery,  Semblcf  where,  on  appeal  to 
the  court  of  chancery,  the  judgment  below  is  affirmed,  in  consequence  of  a  difference 
ij£  opinion  between  the  judges,  the  costs  will  follow  the  result    In  re  Clarke  j  viii  S7. 

10.  Costs  on  appeal  motion.  The  costs  of  the  defendants,  who  succeeded  upon 
appeal  motion^  were  not  mentioned  in  the  judgment  upon  the  motion,  but  the  order 
delivered  out  gave  costs  against  the  plaintiff.  Held^  that  the  costs  ought  to  have  been 
made  coats  in  the  cause.    Evans  v.  Proiheroe^  ii.  88.

15.  Where  the  judge  before  whom  a  matter  is  ori^nally  heard,  recommends  an  ap- 
peal, sach  appeal,  if  dismissed,  will  be  dismissed  without  costs.

16.  Particular  costSirHouse  of  Lords.  Particular  costs  given  in  a  case  in  which 
cases  had  been  sent  to  two  courts  of  common  law,  who  had  returned  certificates  totally 
differing  from  each  other  in  opinion  on  the  question  submitted  to  them,  and  the  la^e 
Master  of  the  Bolls  bad  decided  in  conformity  with  the  opinion  of  the  court  to  which 
the  second  case  had  been  sent,  but  which  decision  had  been  reversed  by  the  House  of 
Lords.

22.  No  appearance  for  plaintiff  in  error.  In  a  writ  of  em>r,  where  no  one  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff  in  error,  the  counsel  for  the  defendant  in  error,  was  required  to  state 
the  nature  of  the  case,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  was  then  affirmed,  with 
costs.

Bill  by  the  owner  against  the 
trustees  and  mortgagees  of  a  fund,  to  compel  payment  Held,  to  be  a  suit  for  admin* 
istration,  and  the  costs  of  all  parties  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  in  the  first  instancei 
Bryant  y.

4.  Mortgagee  a  party.  In  a  suit  for  the  administration  of  an  estate  a  mor^gee  was 
qiade  a  party,  his  title  being  impeached  by  the  bill.  After  a  series  of  law  proceedings 
a  report  was  brought  in  declaring  the  said  mortgagee  to  be  the  first  incumbrancer. 
He  applied  to  have  the  receiver  dischaiged,  and  to  be  let  into  possession,  which  impli- 
cation was  granted ;  and  it  was  held  that  the  property  was  not,  as  against  the  mortga- 
gee, liable  to  the  costs.

5.  Contract  creditor — Costs  as  between' solicitor  and  client,  A  simple  contract  cred- 
tor  filing  his  bill  for  the  administration  of  the  testator*s  assets,  is  entided  to  his  costs 
of  Uie  suit  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  though  the  specialty  creditors  exhaust  the 
assets.

6.  Creditor's  bill — Appeal  for  costs,  A  creditor's  bill  was  filed  afVer  notice  of  a  decree 
in  a  simple  adminbtration  suit  by  one  of  the  next  of  kin  of  the  intestate,  but  the  decree 
was  at  that  time  imperfect,  in  not  containing  the  usual  prelinunary  inquiries ;  the  frame 
of  the  creditor's  suit  was  also  different  in  making  the  heir  at  law  a  party,  and  in  contain- 
ing charges  as  to  real  estate,  and  as  to  the  destruction  of  documents.  The  creditor's 
suit  having  been  brought  to  a  hearing,  ^e  Vice-chancellor  made  an  order,  directing 
the  pUuiitiff  to  pay  a  stated  sum  to  the  heir  at  law  in  lieu  of  costs,  and  ordered  the 
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admiai^trix  to  pa^  tile  plaintiff's  costs  of  suit  Beld,  that  inasrauch  as  the  creditor 
might  hare  obtained  alt  the  relief  to  which  she  was  entitled  in  the  former  suit,  the 
Hll  ought  to  have  been  dismissed  with  costs ;  and  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the 
appeal  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  did  not  fidl  within  the  rule  precluding  an  appeal  for 
eosls.

7.  Nominee  ofcrtmn.  The  solicitor  for  the  affairs  of  the  treasury,  as  nominee  of  the 
crown,  having  taken  out  letters  of  administration  to  the  goods  of  an  intestate,  on  the 
assomption  that  he  had  died  without  next  of  kin,  was  \ddy  not  entitled  (o  the  costs  of  a 
suit  instituted  by  a  person  rightfully  ulfiiming  as  next  of  kin.

8.  Taking  objeetUm  to  chief  eUrk^s  certijieaie.  The  nominee  of  the  crown  had 
saeeeasftilly  resisted,  in  a  previous  suit,  an  unfounded  claim  by  a  person  wrongfully 
anerting  a  title  as  next  of  kiuy  and  in  the  suit  of  the  rightful  claimant  there  had  been 
the  usual  decree  for  an  account,  with  all  just  allowances.  Held,  without  deciding 
(hat  the  costo  of  the  previous  suit  mi^ht  hav^  been  included  under  just  allowances, 
that  inasmuch  as  no  objection  had  bfen,  taken  to  the  chief  clerk's  certificate  by  the 
aounee  of  tlie  crown,  he  was  precluded  from  raising  tlie  question  as  to  his  right  to 
the  costs  of  defending  the  previous  suit,  when  the  cause  came  on  before  the  court  for 
fiirther  consideration.    lb, 

9.  €o9i$  of  executor.  In  a  suit  to  administer  the  estate  of  a  testator^  an  executor  had 
retsiaed  balances  in  his  hands,  and  had  subsequently  become  bankrupt.  Hddj  that 
he  was  entitled  to  his  eosts,  although  he  was  charged  with  interest  on  the  balances  in 
his  bands  from  time  to  time.  Heldy  also,  that  he  was  entided  to  have  his  costs  out  of 
the  estate,  and  that  they  were  not  to  be  set  off  against  what  should  be  found  due 
from  him  in  respect  of  interest  on  the  balances  in  his  hands.     Cotton  v.  Clarky  xiii.  879. 

10.  Neglect  to  render  accounts.  The  mere  feet  that  an  executor  neglected  to  render 
accounts  wben  asked,  is  not  of  itself  sufficient  to  make  him  liaUe  to  the  costs  of  a 
suit  for  administering  the  estate.

11.  Outs  of  executors  incurred  in  resisting  claim.  In  a  suit  for  the  administration  of 
Ae  estate  of  a  testator,  A  brought  in  a  claim  upon  the  estate  before  the  chief  clerk. 
The  claim  was  resisted  by  the  executors,  and  disallowed.  Held,  that  the  costs  of  the 
executors  incurred  in  resisting  the  claim  were  payable  by  A.  Hatch  v.  Searles,  xxiii.

1,  Foreclosure — Mortgagee's  costs — Counsels  fees,  CJounsel's  fees  for  settling  a 
mortgage  deed,  on  behalf  of  a  mortgagee  advancing  money  ordeAred  to  be  raised  in  a 
suit,  were  directed  to  be  allowed,  in  taxing  the  mortgagee's  costs.  Nicholson  v.  Jeyes, 
xvu.  21. 

2.  Devisee  of  mortgaged  estate  made  party  to  biU  to  foreclose,  A  devisee  of  a  mort- 
gaged estate,  who  has  never  accepted  the  demise  or  claimed  any  benefits  under  tha 
will,  on  being  made  a  party  tD  a  bill  to  ibreclose,  was  held  entitled  to  his  costs.  Hig^ 
gins  V.  Frankis,  L  71. 

S.  Assignees  disclaiming  by  answer.  The  assignees  of  a  tenant  for  life,  who  had 
joined  in  a  mortgage  deed,  stated  in  their  answer  to  a  biU  for  fbredonire,  that  thej 
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lad  offered  to  the  plaintiffs  to  disclaim  \jj  deed,  and  they  disofaiiiiied  by  their  ansm. 
Held,  that  the  assignees  were  entitied  to  their  costs.    Lock  v.  Lomoi^  iL  95. 

4.  In  a  foreclosure  suit,  the  btU  alleged  that  the  plaintiff,  the  first  mortgagee,  had 
applied  to  the  defendants,  who  were  subsequent  mortgagees,  to  pay  his  mortgage  debt 
and  interest,  and  that  they  had  revised  so  to  do.  The  defendants,  by  their  answer, 
stated  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  made  any  application  to  them,  and  that,  if  he  had,  they 
would  have  released  and  disclaimed  all  interest,  and  they  then  disclaimed.  Held,  IhaX  the 
plaintiff  was  bound  to  pay  the  defendants  their  costa     Gumey  v.  Jackion,  xvii,  419. 

5.  A  defendant,  who  had  been  a  mortgagee  of  #ie  equity  of  redemption  of  the  prop- 
erty, disclaimed  by  his  answer,  stating  that  bis  mortgage  had  been  satisfied  before  the 
bill  was  filed,  and  ttiat,  if  any  application  had  been  made  to  him  before  making  him  a 
party,  he  would  then  haTe  disclaimed.  Heldy  that  he  was  entitled  to  his  costs.  Hwrm

6.  Disclaimer  by  judgment  creditor,  Jn  a  fbredosnre  suit,  a  creditor  by  judgment, 
subsequent  to  the  pluntiff,  put  in  his  answer,  disclaiming  all  interest,  stating  at  the 
same  time  that  no  application  had  been  made  to  him  to  release  his  interest  previous  to 
the  filing  of  the  bilL  To  this  answer  the  plaintiff  filed  a  replication,  ffeidj  that  the 
plaintiff  was  entitied  to  a  decree  of  fi)recloeure,  but  that  the  def^idant  was  not  entitled 
to  any  costs  ftom  the  plaintiff.    Ford  v.  Cheeierjidd^  six.  4S4. 

7.  Disclaimer  by  crtditor$ — Costs  of  evidence.  In  a  suit  instituted  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  prior  and  the  foreclosure  of  subsequent  incumbrancers,  creditors  by  judgment 
and  by  deposit  of  titie-deeds,  who  had  parted  with  their  interest  in  the  securities  before 
they  were  made  parties  to  the  suit,  put  in  their  respective  answers  disclaiming  aU  intep- 
est  in  the  estates  mortgaged.  Held,  that  they  were  entitied  not  only  to  the  general  costs 
of  the  suit,  but  also  to  the  costs  of  the  evidence  which  one  of  them  had  gone  into  in  sup- 
port of  the  statements  in  his  answer,  which  had  been  replied  to.   Hurst  v.  Hurst,  six.  385. 

8.  Sale  by  mortgagee — BiU  for  specific  performance,  A  mortgiagee  had  a  power  of 
sale,  and  of  retsdning  his  costs,  chai^ges,  and  expenses.  He  sold ;  but  the  purchaser 
resisted  the  completion  on  the  ground  of  misdescription.  Being  advised  by  counsel 
that  the  objection  was  untenable,  he  filed  a  bill  for  specific  performance,  which  was  dis- 
missed with  costs.  Held,  upon  a  redemption,  that  he  could  not  charge  the  costs  of  the 
suit    Peers  v.  Ceeley,  xix.  269. 

9.  BiU  for  foreclosure  and  general  administration.  Where  a  mortgagee,  instead 
of  simply  filing  a  bill  to  enforce  his  securities,  institutes  or  adopts  a  suit  for  a  general 
administration,  and  the  estate  proves  deficient,, the  costs  of  the  suit  are  to  be  paid,  in 
the  first  instance,  out  of  the  estate.    Armstrong  v.  Storer,  xi.  S13. 

10.  Against  infant  devisee — Guardian — Practice,  On  a  claim  for  foreclosure  against 
the  devisees  of  the  mortgagor,  one  of  whom  was  an  infimt,  it  was  held,  that  the  plaintiff 
had  a  right  to  have,  the  common  decree  of  foreclosure,  with  a  day  for  the  infant  to  show 
cause.  The  infant  not  having  appeared,  the  plaintiff  obtained  an  order  appointing  the 
solicitor  to  the  fee  fund  his  guardian.  Held,  that  the  costs  of  the  solicitor  to  the  fee 
fund  might  be  taxed  and  paid  by  the  plaintiff,  and  added  to  the  debt.  Neusbury  v.

11.  Equitable  mortgage — Decree,  expense  of  On  a  decree  for  foreclosure,  at  the  suit 
of  an  equitable  mortgagee  by  deposit,  the  decree  simply  directs  the  mortgagor  to  sur- 
render, without  declaring  at  whose  expense  it  is  to  be  done.    Pryce  v.  Bury,  xxiii  75. 

12.  Semhle,  in  stich  ease  the  mortgagor  must  bear  the  expense  of  all  prior  necessary 
admittances.    lb.

2.  OorUract  of  saie^^To  what  co$i8  pwrchaser  Ualde,  Where  a  purchaser  objects  to 
specific  performance  of  a  contract  for  sale  upon  other  grounds  than  those  of  title,  and 
fidls,  and  the  vendor  does  not  make  out  his  title  until  after  decree,  the  purchaser  is 
liable  to  the  costs  of  the  Tender's  suit  for  specific  perfoirmanoc,  except  the  costs  of 
making  ont  the  vendor's  title.    Abbott  ▼.  Calton,  xix.  601. 

S.  Vendor  plaintiff,  defective  title  of  Where  the  court  has  declared,  in  a  suit  for 
specific  perfonnance  by  a  vendor,  that  the  conconence  of  judgment  creditors  was 
necessary,  that  being  the  substantial  ground  of  the  litigation,  although  a  question  of 
conveyance  and  not  of  tide,  the  vendor  plaintiff  fiuiing  must  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit. 
It  IS  the  duty  of  a  vendor  plaintiff  who  has  a  defoctave  title,  when  the  objection  is  re- 
moved, to  offer  to  the  purchaser  the  costs  up  to  that  ^e,  and  to  give  him  a  convey- 
ance.

4.  "Hie  rule,  that  the  costs  of  a  suit  for  specific  performance  depend  upon  when  the 
title  was  first  shown,  is  to  be  strictly  adhered  ta     WtUdnaon  v.  Hartley y  xv.

5.  Compensation — Defect  in  title  to  land.  A  defect  in  the  title  to  a  small  piece  of  land, 
over  which  lay  the  approach  to  a  house  and  other  land,  the  main  subject  of  a  purchase, 
was  a  matter  for  compensation,  where  the  contract  contained  a  condition  for  compen- 
sation, if  any  mistake  or  omission  should  be  discovered  in  the  description  of  the  prop- 
erty. In  a  suit  for  specific  perfonnance,  by  a  vendor  against  a  purchaser,  the  Master 
reported  that  a  good  title  was  first  shown,  pending  the  reference  to  himt  except  as  to  a 
small  portion,  which  the  court  considered  a  subject  of  compensation.  Costs  were  given 
to  the  defendant  up  to  the  date  of  amending  the  bill,  afkd  to  the  plaintiff  afterwards. 
Freer  v.  Hesse,  xvii.  154. 

6.  Alleged  defect  of  tide — Acceptance  of  tide.  The  vendee  of  a  colliery  refused  to 
complete  the  contract  of  purchase  because  of  alleged  defects  in  the  tide.  The  vendor 
filed  a  claim  for  specific  performance,  and  afterwards  furnished  copies  of  certain  deeds, 
upon  the  receipt  of  which  the  vendee  accepted  the  title.  Upon  the  hearing  of  the 
claim,  the  court  held  that  these  deeds  were  not  essential  to  the  title,  and  decreed  per- 
formance with  cofis.

given  as  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  on  either  side.  Also,  that  the  costs 
of  the  parties  entitied  in  remainder  were  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff.

A  soUeitor  trustee^  though  he 
has  acted  as  tnistee  out  of  court  in  the  administcadon  of  the  trust  estate*  at  the 
request  of  his  co-trustee  ;  and  though  in  a  suit  against  lum  by  his  cotrustee  his  partner 
has  conducted  the  defence,  whether  beneficially  for  all  parties  or  not,  is  only  entitled 
to  costs  out  of  pocket  BroughUm  t.

6.  Trustee  seeking  aid  of  court  to  he  discharged.  A  trustee  desiring  to  be  diachargtft 
from  his  trust,  without  any  changes  as  to  the  pontion  of  the  trust  property,  or  the 
persons  with  whom  he  was  aasoeiated,  and  seeking  the  aid  of  the  court  for  that  pur- 
pose, will  not  be  allowed  any  costs,  but  will  not  be  compelled  to  pay  any.  Porter  t.

7.  Breach  of  trust  and  costs  of  suit,  charging  for.  In  chaiging  trustees  for  breachep 
of  trust,  and  the  costs  of  suit,  it  is  immaterial  how  the  trust  was  created,  and  whether 
for  valuable  consideration  or  by  the  voluntary  gift  of  the  trustees  themeelTes.

8.  Generally,  where  trustees  are  guilty  of  a  breach  of  trust,  they  mu£tt  pay  the  eosts 
of  a  suit  to  repair  it    Bgme  y.

9.  Refused  by  trustee  to  reconvey  trust  property.  A  trustee  cannot  refuse  to  reconvey 
trust  property  merely  because  the  cestui  que  trust  declines  to  apologize  for  an  all^^ 
imputation  on  the  trustee ;  and  if  a  suit  for  a  reconveyance  of  the  property  is  occar 
sioned  by  such  refusal  and  upon  such  grounds,  the  trustee  will  be  sid<fled  with  all  the 
costs.

The  guardian  of  a  minor, 
a  married  woman,  in  a  matrimonial  suit,  is  bound  to  exercise  due  cauti<Mi  before 
instituting  proceedings  against  the  husband,  and  is  not  exempt  fixun  liability  to  ccm- 
demnation  in  costs  if  the  suit  proves  a  mere  fishing  suit  But  the  wife,  on  coming  of 
age  and  adopting  such  suit,  will  not  be  condemned  in  the  costs  incurred  by  lier.

1 2.  Liability  of  next  friend  substituted  for  one  who  has  died.  A  next  friend,  substituted 
for  one  who  has  died,  is  liable  fi>r  all  the  costs  from  the  commencement  of  the  euit, 
and  not  only  for  such  as  have  been  incurred  during  the  time  his  name  has  been  on  the 
record.

The  defendant  having  cross-examined  the  witness  at 
the  examination,  and  having  allowed  certain  letters  proved  under  the  commission  to 
be  put  in  evidence  at  the  trial  without  objection,  was  not  allowed  to  take  advantage 
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of  llie  defect  in  the  proceedings,  io  as  to  deprive  the  plaintiff  of  the  costs  of  such 
commission  allowed  him  upon  taxation.    Hawkins  t.  BcUdwin,  iii.  458. 

3.  Fre$h  commission  granted  an  payment  of  costs  of  former  one.  Where  a  former 
commission  to  an  Eng&h  commissioner  became  abortive  by  reason  of  the  witness,  in 
aeeordance  widi  tiie  foreign  law,  refusing  to  be  examined  except  by  a  judge  of  the 
fiveign  cooit,  the  court  granted  a  fresh  commission  to  the  judges  of  that  court,  npon 
payment  of  the  costa  of  the  first  one.    Lumley  v.  Gyt^  xxiL  867. 

4.  Costs  of  search  for  documents*  At  the  trial  much  old  documentary  evidence 
UBS  adduced  by  the  defendants,  and  they  obtained  the  verdict  A  new  trial  wa^  sub- 
sequently granted  for  the  improper  reception  of  one  of  these  documents,  and  a  fresh 
notice  Off  trial  was  then  given  by  the  plaintiff;  but  before  the  trial  he  discontinued  the 
action.  Htid^  that  the  defendants  were  entitled  to  the  oosts  of  the  search  for  all  the 
documents  properly  admitted  at  the  trial,  and  also  of  the  briefii  then  used ;  and  that 
the  search,  having  been  made  by  an  officer  of  the  crown,  did  not  alter  the  right  to  the 
coita  of  such  search.    Daniel  v.  WUkin,  xvi.  526. 

5.  Cdsts  of  plaintiff  as  witness — Pleas  of  never  indebted,  set'off,  payment,  and  pay- 
ment into  court  To  debt  for  work  and  labor  the  defendant  pleaded,  except  as  to  59/., 
never  indebted,  set-off,  and  payment,  and  as  to  59/.,  payment  into  court  The  cause 
was  referred,  and  the  plaintiff  gave  evidence  before  the  arbitrator,  who  found  the  first 
t0oe  fi>r  him,  and  the  other  two  for  the  defendant  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not 
entitfed  to  his  costs  as  a  witness,  unless  called  to  give  evidence  exclusively  applical^e 
to  the  first  usue,  and  that  evidence  that  a  larger  debt  ever  existed  than  was  covered 
by  the  pleas  of  p&yment  and  set-off,  was  not  exclusively  applicable  to  the  first  issue. 
Clothier  v.  Gann,  xvi.  460. 

6.  Costs  of  party  to  action  attending  as  witness.  The  simple  fact  of  a  successful 
party  to  an  action  being  examined  as  a  witness  is  not  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  recover 
his.  expenses  as  a  witness  against  the  c^posite  party,  and  if  it  appear  that  his  attend- 
ance was  unnecessary,  or  for  the  purpose  of  superintending  the  conduct  of  the  cause, 
such  costs  will  not  be  allowed.  A  plaiiftiff  whose  evidence  is  necessary  in  his  own  case, 
may  be  allowed  the  costs  <tf  hvi  maintenance  in  awaiting  an  action  in  which  he  is  suc- 
cessful.   Howes  r.  Barber,  x.  465. 

7.  Mmntenanee  of  plaintiff,  a  seafaring  man.  In  an  action  by  a  seafaring  man,  for 
wrongfal  dnnnissal  from  the  service  <tf  a  steam-packet  company,  plaintiff  having 
obtained  a  verdict,  a  rule  nisi  for  a  new  trial  obtained  by  defendants,  was,  after  argu- 
ment, discharged.  On  taxfeition  of  costs,  the  Master  allowed  plaintiff  maintenance 
fram  the  time  of  granting  the  rule  to  the  time  of  dischai^ng  it,  on  the  ground  that 
plaintiff  was  a  necessary  witness,  and  ttiat  he  could  not  be  ready  to  give  evidence  on 
the  second  trial,  unless  he  had  remained  in  London,  and  that  he  had*  no  means  of 
eanuBg  his  subsistence  in  London.  The  court,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of 
the  case,  declined  to  disturb  the  conclusion  of  the  Master,  but  heid,  that,  as  a  general 
rule,  such  costs  ought  not  to  be  allowed.  DowdeU  v.  The  Eoyal  Australian  Mail 
Steam  Namgation  Co.  xxvi.

8.  Costs  of  witness  arriving  after  cause  referred  to  arbitration.  If  a  witness  does 
not  arrive  at  an  assixe  town  until  after  the  cause  for  which  he  has  been  subpcenaed 
has  been  referred  to  arbitration,  his  expenses  will  not  be  allowed  as  costs  in  the  cause. 
If  he  attends  at  the  reference,  his  expenses  will  be  costs  of  the  refierence,  and  of  the 
the  cause.  The  court  allowed  witnesses  who  came  from  a  distance  their  expenses  of 
one  day  to  come  to,  and  of  one  day  to  return  from,  the  assize  town.  Fryer  v.  Sturt, 
zxx.  441. 

9.  Expenses  of  witnesses  employed  to  seek  defendant.  The  expenses  of  witnesses 
employed  by  the  phnntiff  to  seek  for  the  defendant,  in  order  to  identify  hun  as  the 
party  who  had  conunitted  the  wrong  of  which  the  plaintiff  complains  in  an  action  on 
the  case,  cannot  be'  allowed  as  costs  of  the  cause  for  the  plaintiff  after  verdict  in  his 
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ikvor,  aa  they  are  not  costs  incidental  to  the  trial,  but  merdf  e3cpense8  of  qnafif^nng 
the  witnesses  to  give  evidence.    Small  v.  Bathoy  x.  464. 

10.  Fees  to  witnesses  fir  travel.  Under  the  directions  to  taxing  officers  of  HiL 
Vac.  4  Will.  IV.,  the  allowance  to  witnesses  for  travelling  is  to  be  the  expenses  actuiUj 
paid,  not  exceeding  Is.  per  mile,  unless  under  special  circumstancea.  Held^  that  the 
Rasters  are  bound  to  allow  only  what  has  been  reasonably  expended  by  the  witnesses, 
not  exceeding  Is.  a  mile,  and  that  they  cannot  look  to  what  has  been  paid  by  tJie  pvty 
to  the  witnesses  for  their  travelling  expenses.    Hunter  v.  Liddell^  iii.  454. 

11.  Costs  fir  attendance  of  witness  in  an  arbitration*  SembU,  a  party  is  not  en- 
titled to  costs  for  the  attendance  of  a  witness  in  an  arbitration  after  he  has  been 
examined  and  cross-examined,  provided  he  is  not  recalled,  and  was  easily  accesnbb 
if  it  had  been  desired  to  recall  him.     Way  v.  Hennett,  xxv.  407. 

12.  Expenses  of  untness  rejected  at  trial.  On  taxation  of  coats,  it  is  a  general  nile 
to  disallow  the  expenses  of  a  witness  rejected  by  the  judge  at  the  trial,  as  between 
party  and  party.  The  same  rule  applies  to  a  witness  rejected  by  an  arUtratar.  The 
materiality  of  a  witness  is  j^rimd  ficie  a  question  for  the  Master  in  taxing  costs,  but 
the  court  may  review  it     Galloway  v.  Keywortk,  xxvL  SGO. 

13.  Costs  of  cross-examuimg^^Expenses  of  preparing  witnesses  to  give  evidence. 
Assumpsit  for  making  surveys  and  plans  for  a  railway.  Pleas,  general  issue  and  pay- 
ment On  the  trial  the  cause  was  referred^  The  plaintiff  relied  on  the  evidence  of 
H.,  to  prove  that  the  pUns  and  surveys  were  correct  The  defendant  sent  en^necrs 
to  examine  the  ground,' and  call  them  as  his  witnesses,  to  prove  tiiat  the  work  was 
badly  done.  The  arbitrator  found  for  the  plaintiff  <m  the  first,  and  for  the  defendant 
on  the  second  issue.  The  Master  disallowed  the  defendant  the  costs  of  cro8»*exaiiiining 
H.,  and  the  costs  of  the  journeys  and  surveys  of  his  engineers,  though  he  allowed  die 
costs  of  their  attendance  before  the  arbitrator.  Heldj  that  the  Master  was  right  i« 
both  points,  with  r^;ard  to  H.,  as  his  evidence  related  only  to  the  first  issue,  and  with 
regard  to  the  cost  of  the  engineers,  that  expenses  of  preparing  witnesses  to  give 
evidence  are  not  costs  of  litigation  chai^;eable  to  the  losing  party.

14.  Attachment  against  witness  for  disobedience  to  subpesMu  Upon  discharging  a 
rule  nisi  for  an  attachment  against  a  witness  for  disobedience  to  a  subpcena,  a  copy  of 
which  had  been  tendered  to  him  inclosed  in  an  envelope,  the  court  refused  to  aQow 
the  costs  of  showing  cause,  though  the  witness  swore  that  tiie  original  writ  of  sob* 
poena  was  not  shown,  or  the  nature  of  the  document  explained  to  him  at  the  time  of 
the  alleged  service,  there  appearing  to  have  been  some  **  approximation  "  to  the 
offence  imputed  to  the  witness.    Marshall  v.  The  York^  ffc.  Railway  Co.  xviii.  600.

A  sailor  bom  abroad,  having  a 
lodging  in  thb  country,  wUl  not  be  required  to  give  security  for  costs  npon  an  affidavit 
stating,  that  after  his  wages  were  exhaosted  he  would  be  obliged  to  go  to  sea  again, 
but  not  showing  a  domidl  abroad.

2.  Plaintiff  going  out  of  jurisdiction  pending  suit.  Where  a  pl^ntiff  goes  oat  Of 
the  jurisdiction,  pending  a  suit,  for  a  purpose  which  is  likely  to  keep  him  abroad  for 
such  a  length  of  time  that  there  is  no  reasonable  probability  that  he  will  be  forth* 
coming  when  the  defendant  may  have  to  call  upon  him  to  pay  costs,  the  court  will 
direct  him  to  give  security  for  costs.

3.  Plaintiff  a  foreigner,  but  in  ^  country.  Security  for  costs  will  not  be  required 
fix>m  a  plaintiff  who  is  a  fordgaer,  if  he  is  actuaUy  in  this  country.

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4.  Plakaif  residinff  out  of  jurisdiction.  The  plaintiff  was  described  in  the  Inll  as

Edmund  Place,  Aldengate  street,  London."  The  defendant's  affidavits  stated  that 
the  plaintiff's  residence  and  business  were  in  Scotland,  and  that  he  had  recently  taken 
iurhtshed  lodgings  in  London,  but  not  for  any  stated  time.  No  affidavit  was  filed  in 
lepiy  to  this  part  of  the  case.  Held^  on  motion  for  that  purpose,  that  the.  plamtiiT 
most  giTe  security  for  costs.

5.  Plaintiff  residing  out  of  jurisdiction — Affidamt  of  defendant'  The  court  will 
compel  the  plaintiff  to  give  security  for  costs,  on  an  affidavit  of  the^^yfendant's  attor- 
ney, stating  that  he  believes  that  the  plaintiff  resides  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
eourty  and  that,  in  a  letter  relating  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  action,  and  purporting 
to  come  from  the  plaintiff,  he  described  himself  as  of  a  place  without  the  jurisdictioii.

6..  Foreigner  reeiding  abroad — Proceedings  in  error*  Plaintiff  in  error,  a  fcMPeigner 
reading  abroad,  had  given  security  for  costs  in  the  court  below.  The  court  of 
exchequer  chamber,  after  joindef  in  error,  stayed  proceedings  until  security  was 
^ven  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  error.    Bougleaux  Y^mSwagne,  xxvi.  198. 

7.  Plaintiff  resident  abroad  in  service  of  East  India  Compang,  A  plaintiff  readent 
abroad,  in  the  civil  service  of  the  East  India  Company,  is  not  exempt  from  the  rule 
xequiring  aecurity  for  costs.    PUnoden  v.  Campbell,  juvL  157. 

&  Plaintiff  a  convicted  felon.  The  phuntiff  being  a  convicted  felon,  undergoing 
his  sentence  in  prison  in  this  country,  is  a  ground  for  requiring  him  to  give  security 
^r  the  defendant's  costs.    Barrett  v.  Power ^  xxv.  524. 

9.  Insolvent  plaintiff.  The  court  will  require  security  for  costs  to  be  given  by  a 
plaintiff  who  is  insolvent  and  who  sues  not  for  his  own  benefit  but  for  that  of  the 
penon  to  whom  he  has  assigned  the  debt     Goatleg  v.  Emmart^  xxviii.

10.  Plaintiff  possessed  of  land  within  jurisdiction.  Where  a  plaintiff  seeks  to  bring 
hhnself  within  the  exceptions  to  the  rule  as  to  giving  security  for  costs,  by  showing 
that  he  is  possessed  of  land  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  he  must  also  make  it 
appear  that  such  property  is  available.

12.  Action  bg  company  incorporated  to  moke  railroad  in  Irelant},  In  an  action 
bfovght  by  a  company  incorporated  for  making  a  railroad  in  Ireland,  the  court  com- 
pelled the  plaintiflb  to  give  security  for  costs,  although  it  was  sworn  that  the  company 
had  no  property  in  Ireland,  and  that  the  greatest  part  of  the  shareholders  were  per*

13.  Application  to  stag  proceedings  till  securitg  he  given — Action  in  name  ofbankrupL 
An  application  to  the  court  to  stay  proceedings  in  an  action  in  the  name  df  a  bank- 
rupty  for  the  benefit  of  a  third  person,  until  security  be  given  for  costs,  must  be  made 
prompdy,  and  the  pliuntiff  is  not  to  be  allowed,  before  the  application  is  made,  to  gQ

14.  Bi&  bg  next  friend — NesX  friend  in  needg  circumstances.  In  case  of  a  bill  by  a 
fetne  covert  by  her  next  friend,  an  objection,  stated  in  the  answer,  that  the  next  friend 
IB  in  needy  circumstances  and  that  security  for  costs  ought  to  be  given,  cannot  be  taken 
at  the  hearing.

Security  for  costs  ordered  to  be  given 
in  a  suit  in  which  a  married  woman  was  plaintiff  by  her  next  friend,  the  next  friend 
being  a  laborer.

16.  New  next  friend,  A  new  next  friend  dCskfeme  covert  plaintiff  being  appointed, 
H  was  ordered,  that  the  fonner  next  friend  shotdd  give  security  for  the  costs  up  to 
tfttU  time,  and  the  proceedings  were  stayed  in  the  mean  while.  No  security  having 
been  given,  an  application,  that  in  default  of  the  security  being  completed  within  a

chancery,  and  the  defendant  has  liberty,  under  a  judge's  order,  to  have  the,  bill  taxed, 
wliich  is  done  by  an  officer  of  the  court  of  chancery,  the  court  of  c(»mnon  pleas  will 
not  review  the  taxation.

4.  Reviewing  solicitor's  biU.  An  allegation  of  excessive  charges  is  no  good  ground 
for  reviewing  a  solicitor's  bill  for  costs,  (under  the  6  &  7  Vict  c.

deeds  untfl  paymenA,  refused  with  costs,  it  not  appearing  how  long  tibe  bill  had  been 
detivered  b^bfre  pajmeat    Re  Ma$h,  xt.  96. 

7.  Afber  payment,  an  order  of  course  for  taxsdoa  is  iiregular.  jS^  WuUerboUom^ 
XT.  94.    See,  also,  Re  Mash,  xv.  96. 

9.  CoaU  4^  indictment  for  libel,  reoiew  of,  b^  court  of  queen*i  bench.  The  court  of 
qoeen's  beneh  has  no  jarisdiction  to  review  the  taxation,  by  the  clerk  of  assize,  of 
fte  costs  of  an  indictment  for  libel  tried  on  the  crown  side  at  the  assises  Regina  v. 
IkMAouee^  xti.  179. 

9.  Reciem  of  taxation  made  without  notice.  Where  judgment  has  been  signed,  costs 
taxed,  and  execution  issued  for  the  amount  of  debt  and  costs  without  notice  of  taxv 
lion,  the  coiurt  will  not  set  aside  the  judgment  or  execution,  but  will  direct  a  reTiew 
of  flie  taxation.    Fidd  t.  Partridge,  xiv.  856. 

10.  Solicitors  of  assignees,  costs  of,  relaxed,  SoHcitors  to  the  assignees  of  a  bank- 
rapt  had  dieir  bills  c^  costs  taxed  ex  parte,  without  notice  to  the  assignees,  but  in  the 
pceseace  of  the  ofllcial  manager,  who  soon  after  died.  On  the  implication  of  the 
angnees  and  some  of  the  creditors  the  costs  were  ordered  to  be  retaxcd.

11.  Qmumssioner  of  insoHoeney  when  to  review  taxation  of  registrar.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  Ooaunisnoner  of  Insdveiicy  to  review  the  taxation  of  a  registrar  in  a  case 
where  the  IhQs  contain  items  prima  facls  unreasonable,  if  it  is  not  his  duty  to  review 
it  as  a  matter  of  course,  withiAt  any  proof  of  objectionable  items.    75. 

IS.  Costs  of  soUciior  for  several  defendants,  A  was  retained  by  four  persons,  B,  C, 
J),  and  £,  defendants  to  a  suit^n  chancery,  to  act  for  them  in  the  suit.  A  took  some 
steps  for  B  and  C  jointly,  and  other  steps  for  B,  C,  and  D,  jointiy,  and  so  on.  A 
delivered  his  bill  of  costs  to  B,  which,  at  the  instance  of  B,  was  referred  to  the  Master 
for  taxation.  The  Master  taxed  the  hill  on  the  principle  that,  for  the  joint  costs  of 
B  and  C,  B  was  liable  for  half  only ;  (or  the  jcnnt  costs  of  B,  C,  and  D,  B  was  liable 
to  a  third  only,  and  so  on.

13.  Several  defendants.  Where  there  are  several  defendants  who  defend  separately 
sad  obtain  a  verdict  generally,  the  costs  of  all  need  not  be  taxed  at  the  same  time.

14.  Order  for  taxation  to  date,  same  costs  having  been  aiready  taxed  and  received. 
Two  soHeitorB,  A  and  B,  dissolved  paitnership,  and  it  was  agreed,  that  B  should  be 
entitled  to  half  the  profits  of  a  suit  instituted  by  them.

1 7.  Payment  of  costs  under  protest.  A  partf  who  has  pud  ftmn  pressure  a  bQl  of 
costs  under  protest,  may  preclude  himself  by  imnecessary  delay  from  ha-ving  the  bill 
taxed.  And  the  petition  for  the  taxation  of  the  bill  should  state  spedfieally  wherein 
the  extravagance  of  the  bill  oonsists.

18.  Order  of  course  to  tax  soUeitor^s  biU  of  costs  in  equity.  The  non-compliance  with 
an  order,  made  on  terms  at  law,  to  tax  a  solicitor's  bill  of  costs,  and  the  fiulnre  of 
other  proceedings  at  law  to  obtain  renewed  orders,  are  facts  which  ought  to  have  been 
stated  when  applying  for  an  order  of  course  to  tax  a  solicitor's  bills  of  costs  in  eqoily;

21.  Delivery  and  taxation  of  costs  of  solicitor  refused  on  account  of  lapse  of  time. 
Where  the  bills  of  costs  of  a  solicitor  who  had  acted  profesaonally  for  a  testator,  and 
afterwards  for  his  executors,  (of  whom  the  solicitor  was  bimself  the  chief  acting  one,) 
were  delivered  and  paid  in  the  solicitor's  lifetime,  the  court,  (in  the  absence  of  proof 
of  any  imposition  or  overcharge,)  refused  to  order  delivery  and  taxation  of  the  bilb 
as  against  the  executor  of  the  solicitor,  upon  a  petition  presented  under  stat.  6  &  7

the  payment  of  some  of  the  bills  had  been  made  by  a  credit  given  to  the  son  by  the 
father  in  certain  accounts  subsisting  between  them,  were  held,  not  to  constitute  special 
circumstances,  enabling  the  court  to  order  the  delivery  and  taxation  of  the  bills,  upon 
a  petition  presented  after  that  interval,  under  stat  6  &  7  Vict  c.

TaxatioQ  ordered  of  an  unpud  bill  of 
oostB,  ei^teen  months  after  its  deliyery,  the  ^'  special  circumstances"  being,  that  it  was 
deliTered  Ung  after  i^plioatioii  for  it,  on  ihe  eve  of  the  client  going  abroad,  and  con- 
takied  substantial  overcharges,  not  acquiesced  in.    Re  WUUame^  xsL  551. 

^8.  Taxation  fketitioned  for  on  ground  of  pressure  and  overcharge*  Solicitors  for 
mortg^igees  delivered  their  bill  of  costs  to  the  mortgi^ar,  who  was  about  to  pay  off  the 
noctgage,  Ihe  costs  amounting  to  IS/.  An  appointment  was  made  for  the  completion 
OD  the  next  day  but  one,  on  which  day  the  mortgage-money  and  interest  and  10/.,  part 
of  the  costSy  were  paid,  but  the  solicitors  reAised  to  give  up  the  deeds  until  the  remain- 
ing 9L  was  paid.  Subsequently,  the  8/.  was  paid,  and  the  deeds  were  delivered  up  to 
the  mortgager.  Tlie  mortgagor,  alleging  pressure  and  overchaige,  petitioned  for  tax- 
ation, under  the  Attorneys  and  Solicitors  Act,  6  &  7  Vict  c.

32.  Costs  of  third  counsel  discUlowed — liiscretion  of  taxing  master.  Where,  on  the 
taxation  of  costs  between  party  and  party,  the  necessity  of  employing  three  counsel  on 
one  sde  has  been  considered,  and  the  costs  of  the  third  counsel  disallowed,  the  court 
will  not  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  the  taxing  master.  The  Midland  Railway  Co,

33.  Discretion  of  taxing  master — Replevin,  Held,  confirming  the  decision  of  the 
Master  of  the  BoUs,  that  the  taxing  master  has,  under  the  Solicitors  Act,  6  &  7  Vict 
c  73,  a  discretion  to  disallow  costs  he  may  think  unduly  claimed.

Before  )h» 
day  of  hearing,  the  plaintiff  obtained  a  judge's  order  to  tax  the  defendant's  bilL  ne 
judge  of  the  county  court,  on  the  hearing,  allowed  the  set-off.  This  coori  refused  tir 
rescind  the  order  for  taxation.    Ex  parte  Cooper^  xxvilL  423. 

88.  Distributive  issue.  Where  one  party  is  entitled  to  a  yerdict  on  an  entire  Israey 
the  issue  cannot  be  considered  distributive  in  the  taxation  of  costs,  though  some  of  the 
allegations  in  the  pka  are  true,  and  others  untrue.

39.  Adding  costs  in  bankruptcy  to  costs  in  acHon*  The  Master  nay  add  cnsts  in 
bankruptcy  to  the  costs  in  an  aetion  against  the  bankrupt,  and  plaintiff  may  aga 
judgment  for  the  amount     WM  y.

3.  Action  against  security — Recovery  of  costs  of  Plaintiff  goaranteed  A  that  de- 
fendant would,  upon  demand,  pay  him  a  certain  sum.  A  made  a  demand  upon  the 
defendant,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  issued  a  writ  against  the  {daintiff  for  the  sam 
due,  the  writ  being  the  first  notice  to  him  of  the  amount  being  unpaid.  He  allowed 
judgment  to  go  by  default,  and  an  execution  was  levied  upon  his  goods.  Held^  thai 
he  might  recover  the  costs  of  the  writ  at  the  suit  of  A,  but  not  the  costs  q£  the  aabsft- 
quent  proceedings.

4.  Apportionment  of  costs  of  attendances  to  settle  special  case  upon  several  heads,of 
claim.  In  an  action  by  a  carrier  against  a  railway  company,  to  recover  back  exce»-^ 
eive  and  unequal  charges  made  upon  him  for  the  conveyance  of  his  goods,  a  verdict 
was  entered  for  the  plaintiff,  for  10,000/.,  subject  to  a  special  case  to  be  settled  by  a 
barrister,  who,  in  the  event  of  the  court  deciding  in  &vor  of  the  plaintiff,  was  by  the 
order  of  reference  empowered  to  direct  for  what  amount  the  verdict  should  be  entered^ 
and  to  whom  the  cause  and  all  matters  in  difference  between  the  parties  were  referred, 
subject  to  the  special  case, — the  costs  **  of  the  action  "  to  abide  the  event  of  the  awards 
and  the  costs  *'  of  and  incident  to  the  reference  and  award,"  to  be  in  the  disevetion  of 
the  arbitrator.  The  special  case,  as  settied  by  the  referee,  divided  the  plaintiff's  claim 
into  six  several  heads.  Held^  that  the  costs  of  the  attendances  before  the  referee,  to 
settle  the  special  case,  were  costs  in  the  cause ;  and,  therefore,  that  the  Master  was  jus- 
tified in  apportioning  them  according  to  the  decision  of  the  court  upon  the  several 
heads  of  claim  in  the  special  case.

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dnrges  irere  alleged  to  liave  been  made,  together  with  the  dates  and  other  particular^ 
and  ekaorged  large  foma  thereibr  as  costs,  a  large  part  of  which  the  Master  disallowed. 
HMf  diat  the  Master  had  exercised  a  sound  discreticfn  in  so  doingp-the  notice,  though 
apparently  in  strict  compliance  with,  being  virtually  in  fraud  of,  the  rule  of  court  lb, 
C  Ouit  become  fruideei  by  change  of  venue.  The  defendants  obtained  a  judge's 
ttfder,  tibat  the  veniie  be  changed  to  Middlesex,  on  payment  of  costs,  become  fhiitless 
hf  such  change  of  yenoe.  The  Tenae  not  baring  been  changed  by  the  defendants, 
vas  afterwards  ehanged  by  ike  plaintiff.

8.  Penona  not  on  record^  but  conducting  the  defence.  After  the  verdict  for  the 
platntiA  in  an  action  of  ejectment  against  the  tenants  in  possession  of  the  premises, 
it  a{^ared  upon  affidavit  that  the  appearance  to  the  acdon  in  the  names  of  the 
tenants  in  possession  had  been  entered,  and  the  defence  of  the  action  conducted  by 
an  ata>niey  employed  by  H.  and  S.,  who  had  themselves  no  interest  in  the  premises, 
bat  had  conducted  the  defence  solely  for  the  benefit  of  another  person  whom  they 
reasonably  beliwed  to  be  the  person  really  entitled  to  the  premises.  Held,  (Erie,  J., 
diflering  in  opinion,)  that  H.  and  S.  would  have  been,  before  the  passing  of  the 
CoDunon-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  liable  to  pay  the  plaintiffs'  costs  in  die  action,  and 
ftat  net  had  latde  no  difference  in  the  former  practice,  and,  therefore,  that  the  plain- 
tiffii  were  entitled  to  a  rule  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  payment  of  such  costs.

11.  Action  against  divot's  executor — Notice  of  decree  for  adniinistration^  A  credi- 
tor, who  had  brought  an  action  against  the  executor  of  a  debtor,  received  notice  of  a 
decree  for  the  administradon  of  his  estates.  After  this  notice,  and  before  any  appli- 
eatioa  was  made  to  stay  his  proceedings,  he  went  on  with  the  action,  and  obtained 
jndgme&t  Held,  tiiat  he  was  entitied  to  the  costs  of  his  proceedings  after  notice 
of  the  decree.

12.  Setting  aside  warrant  of  attorney,  $*c.  The  court  setting  aside  a  warrant  of 
attoraey,  the  judgment  rigned  thereon,  and  subsequent  procee^ngs,  on  the  ground 
that  one  attorney  had  attested  the  execution  of  the  warrant  fi>r  both  the  phuntiff  and 
defendant,  refVised  to  deprive  the  defendant  of  the  costs  of  the  rule,  unless  he  would 
aadertike  not  to  bring  an  action.

And  held, 
fyciher,  that  the  acts  tranafened  to  Brecknockshire  not  only  the  470  acres,  but  also 
balf  the  river,  where  it  abutted  upon  them,  so  as  feo  make  the  boundary  between  the 
oouaties  of  Badnor  and  Brecon  run,  there  as  elsewhere,  per  medium  JUum  aqua. 
Jiegina  v.  The  Inhabitants  of  Brecknockshire,  iiL  402. 

%  Cnfq>ensation  to  coroner — Assessment  for.  By  the  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  92,  power  was 
gjLven  to  her  Ma^jesty  to  direct  the  assessment  of  compensation  to  coroners  for  the  loss 
of  emoluments  from  a  re-division  of  counties  into  districts.  Held,  that  the  power  to 
direct  compensation  to  be  assessed  extended  only  to  those  cases  where  a  county  had 
been  enstomarily  divided  into  districts  £br  seven  years  before  the  passing  of  the  act, 
and  where  a  different  division  is  ordered  under  the  act.    Regina  ▼.  Lechmere,  iiL  413. 

3.  County  treasurer,  when  bound  to  pay  police  constable  for  conveying  prisoner  to 
jaiL  The  treasurer  of  a  county  partly  included  within  the  metropolitan  police  dis- 
trict is,  under  the  11  &  12  Vict  c.  42,  s.  26,  liable  to  pay,  out  of  tiie  county  rate, 
eigpeases,  (which  the  prisoner  has  no  means  of  defiraying,)  incurred  by  a  metropolitan 
poHee  constable  in  conveying  prisoners  to  the  county  jail,  under  warrants  of  commit- 
ment made  by  justices  ^  the  county  witUn  the  district,  directed  to  the  parish  con- 
staUe,  and  delivered  iot  execution  to  the  police  constable,  under  the  2  &  3  Vict  c.  47, 
a  12,  the  oiders  upon  the  treasurer  for  payment  of  the  expenses  being  made  by 
eoonty  justices  within  the  district ;  whether  such  committaU  are  fi>r  trial  upon  charges 
of  &lony  or  misdemeanor,  or  upon  r^aiand  followed  by  a  committal  or  discharge,  or 
upon  summary  convictions  in  penalty,  with  an  adjudication  of  imprisonment  in  case 
of  non-payment.    Leoerick  v.  Mercer,  xviii.  276. 

4.  The  county  treasurer  is  also  liable  to  pay,  out  of  the  county  rate,  like  expenses 
msnrred  by  a  metropolitan  potice  constable  under  warrants  of  committal  made  by

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sach  metropolitaii  polke  oonsteblei  the  orders  for  payment  oa  tbe  defeadAat  Veii^ 
abo  made  by  metropolitan  police  ma^strates,  sitting  at4lie  police  coarts,  whetlier 
Bueh  committals  are  for  trial  on  charges  of  felony  or  misdemenanor,  or  upon  remaiid, 
or  on  summary  coiiTietions,  or  for  refusing  to  enter  into  recognizances  to  keep  the 
peace.    lb.  ♦ 

5.  But  the  county  treasuM*  is  not  liable  to  pay  to  a  police  constable  tii3  ezpenseB 
of  reconve^-ing  to  a  polic^court  from  the  county  jsdl  a  prisoner  who  had  been 
previously  committed  there  for  reexamination,  when  the  warrant  to  bring  tke 
prisoner  np  again  was  made,  not  on  the  pdice  constable,  but  upon  the  jailer  who 
had  employed  the  police  constaUe  to  reconvey  the  prisoner.    lb. 

6.  Stmhle^  that  such  expenses  'Mptd  be  payable,  if  the  magistrate  made  his  order 
to  the  constable  to  bring  up  the  pnkner,  at  the  same  time  as  he  ordered  the  jailer  t» 
deliver  him  to  the  constable.

L  Jurisdiction. 

1.  Title  to  land  cannot  be  tried  in  a  county  court    Mouninty  v.  CeUter^  xvi.  2S9. 

2.  Title  to  landy  what  is.  It  is  declared  by  statute  that  the  county  court  shi^  have 
no  jurisdiction  in  cases  where  the  .title  to  any  real  estate  is  in  question.  In  an  action 
of  trespass,  in  that  court,  plaintiff  claimed  title  imder  A,  and  defendant  set  np  a  title 
under  B.  The  judge  having  heard  the  case,  thought  there  was  no  evidence  on  which 
a  jury  could  properly  find  in  &vor  of  the  defendant,  and  ^at  there  was,  in  feet,  no 
band  fide  qnesdon  of  title  to  be  tried,  and  proceeded  to  try  the  cause.  The  conii  of 
exchequer  thereupon  issued  a  prohibition.    In  re  Marsh  r.  Dewes^  xx.  856. 

3.  Corporeal  hereditamenL  A' plaint  having  been  brought  in  a  county  court  for  a 
trespass  in  removing  the  plaintiff's  goods  fit»m  two  rooms  of  a  house  which  the  defend 
ant  occupied,  it  aj^ieared  that  the  question  in  dispute  was,  whether  the  plaintiff  had 
let  the  whole  house  to  the  defendant,  or  had  reserved  to  himself  two  rocxns  in  wlueh 
the  alleged  trespass  was  committed.  Held,  that  this  was  a  question  of  title  to  a  cor- 
poreal hereditament,  and,  that,  therefbre,  the  county  couii  judge  had  no  jurisdictiofii 
to  hear  the  plaint     Chew  v.  Hotroyd^  xvi.  560. 

4.  Replevm^IUegal  distrtss^TUle.  Under  the  119th  and  12l8t  sections  of  the  9  & 
10  Vict.  c.  95,  a  county  court  has  jurisdiction  to  try  an  action  of  replevin  for  an 
alleged  illegal  distress  for  rent,  although  the  title  to  the  premises,  in  respect  of  whi(^ 
the  rent  distrained  for  was  due,  appears  to  be  in  dispute,  the  steps  necessary  ibr  the 
removal  of  the  action  nnder  the  12l8t  section  not  having  been  taken.  Regina  ▼. 
RaineSy  xviii.  196. 

5.  Nuisance — Cost  of  removaL  The  Noisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Freventieii 
Act,  184S,  11  &  12  Vict  c.  123,  gives  power  to  justices  to  order  die  owner  or  occupier 
of  premises  to  remove  any  nuisance  therein,  and  if  such  order  be  not  complied  witb 
by  such  owner  or  occupier,  the  guardians  of  the  poor  may  enter  the  premiaee  to 
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remove  the  Bcdsanee.  By  sect  8,  all  costs  aod  expenses  incorred  in  obtaining  sucfa 
Older  or  in  carrying  tbe  same  into  effect,  may  be  recovered  by  the  guardians  as  soch 
in  any  county  ooojt.  Heid^  that  this  provision  overrides  sect  58  of  the  9  &  10  Vict 
o.  d5,  and  that  the.county  court  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  a  plaint  for  such  costs  and 
expenses,  notwithstanding  that  a  question  of  title  to  land  arises  in  it  Regina  v.  Har* 
deHf  xviii.  403. 

6.  Discldimar  of  ownership  of  UuuL  A  disclaimer  of  the  ownership  of  land  raises 
a  qneation  of  tide  within  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  58.    lb. 

7«  Chapel  clerk — Incorporeal  hereditament  Plaintiflf  sued  in  the  county  court,  as 
cliapel  clerk  of  a  parochial  chapelry,  for  the  arrears  of  an  ancient  customary  yeariy 
■am  of  Ad^  due  from  each  inhabitant  householder  of  the  ehapelry.  Defendant  dis- 
puted the  title  of  plaintiif  to  the  office  of  chapel  cleric,  and  also  his  right  to  the  cu»- 
tQmary  payment  Hdd^  that  the  title  to  an  incorporeal  hereditament  was  in  questioa 
vrithin  the  meaning  of  the  proviso  in  sect  58  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  95,  and  therefore 
the  county  court  had  not  jurisdiction  to  try  the  action,    Stephenson  v.  Rainey  xxii.  288. 

8.  Ramsgatt  Harbor  Act—Toils^  tide  to.  The  Ramsgate  Harbor  Act,  32  Geo.  III. 
c^  76,  imposed  certain  '*  rates  and  duties  "  on  the  owners  of  vessels  entering  or  passing 
the  harbor.  A  vessel  passed  the  harbor  on  her  outward  and  also  on  her  homeward 
Toyage;  and  her  owner,  upon  claim  made,  paid,  under  protest,  duties  in  respect  of 
each  voyage,  and  sued  in  the  county  court  for  the  money  paid  in  respect  of  the  last 
Toyage.  Held^  that  these  rates  and  duties  were  tolls,  and  that  the  title  to  a  toll  was  in 
question  within  the  meaniiig  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  58.  Adey  v.  The  Deputy 
Master  of  the  Trinity  House,  xvi.  124. 

9.  Tolls f  title  to.  A  question  whether  certain  tolls,  claimed  under  an  act  of  parlia* 
ment,  should  be  paid  in  advance  or  not,  does  not  involve  the  title  to  tolls,  so  as  to  oust 
the  jurisiUction  of  a  judge  of  a  county  court,  under  the  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  58. 
Munt  V.  T%e  Great  Northern  Railway  Co,  iii.  491. 

10.  Trespass — Plea  of  **  not  possessed  " — Title.  To  an  action  of  trespass  qu,  cL  fr. 
the  defendant  pleaded  *'  not  possessed,"  but  no  question  of  tide  in  fact  came  in  que»- 
tk>it.  Heldy  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county  court  was  not  ousted.  Latham  v. 
Speddingy  iv.  273. 

11.  Leasehold  premises — Proviso  in  9  jr  10  Vict.  e.  95,  s.  58.  The  proviso  in  sect  58 
of  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  excluding  the  county  court  from  cogmxanoe  of  any  action  in 
which  the  title  to  c(Hporeal  heieditaments  is  in  question,  applies  to  the  plaint  for  the 
recovery  of  leasehold  premises  under  sect  122«    Kerkin  v.  Kerkin^  xxviii.  114. 

12.  One  cause  of  action — Carrier — Wharfinger — When  cause  of  aation  arises.  A 
f^airier  and  wharfinger  agreed  with  M.  to  barge  timber  from  Swindon  Wharf  to 
London.  It  was  necessary  to  haul  the  timber  from  the  place  where  it  lay  to  be  loaded 
<m  hoard  the  baiges,  and  at  times  when  the  horses  of  M.  were  not  on  the  spot,  the 
canier  provided  horses,  and  hauled  the  timber.  Held,  that  the  hauling  of  the  timber 
mnd  the  carriage  of  it  to  London  constituted  but  one  cause  of  action ;  and,  that  as  such 
cause  ot  action  did  not  arise  until  the  delivery  of  the  timber  in  London,  the  judge  of 
the  Swindon  county  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  try  the  plaint  under  the  9  &  10  Vict

13.  Conviction  part  ofoause  of  action.  In  an  action  in  the  county  court,  to  recover 
a  reward  fotfUbe  apprehension  of  a  felon  apprehended  by  the  plaintiff  in  G.,  but  con- 
Yicted  in  IL,  it  was  held,  that  as  in  order  to  give  the  county  court  judge  jurisdiction  it  was 
necessary  that  the  wh<^  cause  of  action  should  arise  within  his  jnriMiiction,  and  the 
eonvictbn  formed  part  of  the  cause  of  action,  the  county  court  judge  had  no  jurisdic- 
liofn,  and  a  prohibition  ought  to  issue.    Hemaxnan  v.  Smith,  xxix.  426. 

14.  Letters  of^  administration  part  of  cai*se  of  action — WHl.  A  testator  made  the 
fiiDowing  bequest :  ^  Likewise,  should  my  executors  think  proper,  to  my  man  ser- 
vant, whom  I  call  Sam,  I  give  20/.,  conditional  on  his  continuing  to  conduct  himself 
faithfully  in  aUr  respects."    At  the  time  of  the  making  of  his  will,  and  at  his  deaths

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the  testator  resided  at  Max^te,  widiin  tbe  juriadietion  of  the  coantj  conrt  of  Kent 
The  executors  renounced  probate,  and  adminiBtration  was  granted  to  the  defendant  bj 
the  prerogative  court  of  the  Archbishop  of  CSanterbury  in  London.  A  plaint  was 
brought  in  the  county  court  of  Kent,  against  the  defendant,  as  administrator,  to  recorer 
the  amount  of  the  legacy.  Held^  that  the  letters  of  administration  were  an  easential 
part  of  the  cause  of  action,  and  as,  therefore,  the  whole  cause  of  action  did  not  arise 
within  the  district  of  the  county  court  of  Kent,  that  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  hear 
the  plaint  under  the  60th  section  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95.  QMsre^  wheUier  the  be- 
quest was  one  in  respect  of  which  the  65th  section  of  the  9  &  10  Tict  c.  95,  gave  a 
county  court  jurisdiction.

15.  Surgeon  rending  and  practising  in  different  eotinties,  A  surgeon  having  Ins 
residenre  in  the  county  of  A.,  but  visiting  patients  in  the  county  of  L.,  carries  on  Ins 
business  in  L.  so  as  to  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  its  county  court  MiteheU  ▼. 
HendtTy  xzvi.  194. 

16.  Goods  firdered  in  one  county  of  a  manufacturer  in  {mother.  Where  goods  were 
ordered  in  O.,  by  a  tradesman  residing  there,  of  the  traveller  of  a  manufiKturer  read- 
ing at  M.,  who  delivered  the  goods  in  M.  to  the  tradesman's  agent,  it  was  heldy  that  «a 
action  for  the  price  of  the  goods  could  not  be  brought  in  the  M.  county  couit,  as  sect 
60  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  which  empowers  a  county  court  judge  to  issue  a  sum- 
mons where  the  cause  of  action  arises  in  his  district,  applies  only  to  cases  where  the 
whole  cause  of  action  arises  there,  and  consequently  did  not  ^ve  the  judge  of  the 
M.  district  any  jurisdiction,  as  the  order  for  the  goods,%  material  part  of  the  cause 
of  action,  was  given  in  O.    Borihwick  v.  Walton,  xxix.  269. 

17.  Residence — Place  of  husiness—^Concurrent  Jurisdiction.  Where  the  plaintiff 
in  an  action  in  a  superior  court  resided  at  Inverness,  more  than  twenty  miles  from 
the  defendant,  but  had  been  in  the  habit  for  some  years  of  coming  to  London  and 
residing  for  some  months  in  Golden  Square,  for  the  purposes  of  his  business,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  a  county  court,  and  less  tiian  twenty  miles  from  the  defendant, 
and  was  residing  there  during  the  whole  time  of  the  action,  it  was  held,  that  the  plain- 
tiff did  not  ** dwell"  in  Golden  Square  within  the  meaning  of  the  128th  section  of 
the  9  &  10  Yict  c.  95,  but  at  Inverness;  and  that  therefore  the  superior  court  bad 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  court  under  that  section.  Setnble,  that  if  the 
plaintiff  dwells  at  two  places,  one  of  them  less  and  the  other  more  than  twenty  miles 
from  the  defendant,  tlie  superior  courts  have  concurrent  jurisdiction.  MacdougaU  r.

18.  Defendant  residing  in  one  county  and  doing  business  in  another.  As  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  county  court  where  the  defendant  resides  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
one,  and  does  a  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another,  see  Whiley  v.  Stiff",  xxv. 
455. 

19.  Quasi  corporation.  A  quasi  corporation  under  the  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  110,  may  be 
sued  jn  a  county  court  constituted  under  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95.  Taylor  r.  7%e 
Crowland  Gas  and  Coke  Co.  z»x.  516. 

20.  In  such  an  action  the  quasi  corporation  may,  for  the  purpose  of  tlie 
128th  section  of  the  latter  statute,  be  deemed  to  "dwell"  at  Ae  place  where  they 
carry  on  their  business,    lb.

84.  Court  Baron — Replevin,  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  Baron  of  the  Honor  of 
Pontefract,  including,  among  other  thingSi  the  right  to  tij  plaintg  in  repleiin,  itm 
transferred  by  statute  to  the  Court  of  the  Honor  of  Pontefnict  Hie  powers  of  Ak 
court  were  afterwards  transferred  by  statute  to  a  county  court  established  for  the 
district  within  its  jurisdiction.  There  was  no  evidence  to  show  any  fitinchise  in  the 
Court  Baron  of  the  Honor  of  Pontefract  to  grant  replevins,  independently  of  the  r^ht 
to  try  them.  This  last  was  put  an  end  to  by  the  first  statute,  and  was  not  revived 
by  the  last  Held,  that  after  the  constitution  of  the  county  court  no  replevin  could  be 
issued  from  the  Court  Baron.    HeUaweU  v.  Eastwood,  ^  562. 

35.  Commitment  for  an  assault — Justices  of  the  liberty.  Defendants,  justices  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  of  H.,  and  liberty  of  A.,  summoned  plaintiff,  who  resided  within 
the  county,  but  without  the  liberty,  to  answer  for  an  assault  conmiitted  within  tiie 
liberty.  Plaintiff  did  not  appear,  was  convicted  and  imprisoned  in  the  liberfyjaiL 
Edward  IV.  granted  to  the  abbot  and  convent  the  right  to  appoint  their  own  justiees, 
with  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  a  common  jiul.  The  27  Hen.  VHL  c.  24,  gave  to  the 
king  the  exclusive  power  of  making  justices.  By  a  later  statute  the  courts,  &c^  of  aU 
abbeys,  &c.,  were  vested  in  the  crown,  and  their  temporal  power  given  to  the  Court  of 
Augmentation.  James  I.  conveyed  by  charter  to  W.  the  liberty  and  its  rights  as 
amply  as  any  abbot,  &c.,  had  ever  held  them.  The  conunissions  of  the  peace  for 
the  county  run  "  as  well  within  the  liberties  as  without**  The  latter  run  only  as 
within  the  liberty.  Held,  first,  that  the  justices  of  the  liberty  had  not  exclusive  juris- 
diction within  the  liberty.  Secondly,  that  the  county  justices  had  jurisdiction  over 
an  offence  committed  within  the  liberty ;  and,  lastly,  that  they  had  power  to  commit 
the  plaintiff  to  the  liberty  house  of  correction.  *  Arnold  v.  Chussen,  xx.  402. 

36.  Insolvency — Rehearing,  The  judge  of  a  county  court,  by  whom  an  insolvent 
has  been  discharged,  has  jurisdiction  to  order  a  rehearing,  and  to  issue  a  warrant 
under  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s.  96,  to  bring  up  the  insolvent  for  the  purpose  of  the  rehear- 
ing.

37.  Quoire,  whether  such  a  warrant  can  be  executed  out  of  the  district  of  the 
county  courts.

38.  Malicious  prosecution — Husband  and  Wife  v.  Husband  and  Wife,  A  sum* 
mons  was  issued  from  a  county  court  in  the  following  terms :  "  For  that  your  wife 
assaulted  the  wife  of  the  plaintiff,  on  the  day  specified  in  the  writ  above  mentioned, 
Sec.,  and  maliciously  caused  the  plaintiff  to  be  wrongfully  charged  with  stealing 
a  shawl,  &c.,  and  to  be  detained  in  custody,  &c.,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was  pat 
to  expenses  in  producing  witnesses  and  other  persons  in  clearing  the  plaintiff 's 
said  wife  from  the  said  malicious  assault  and  charge,"  &c.;  particulars  in  stmilar 
terms  were  annexed  to  the  summons,  claimtng  10^.  damages.  Held,  that  this  was  aa 
action  for  a  malicious  prosecution,  and  that  by  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  58,  the 
county  court  had  no  jurisdiction.  Jones  and  Wife  v.  Curry  and  Wife^  m  r;,  iv. 
825.

1.  Appeal,  grounds  of,  must  he  taken  below.  It  seems  that,  on  an  appeal  from  a 
county  court,  the  court  will  not  entertain  an  objection  as  a  ground  of  appeal  which  has 
not  been  taken  in  the  court  below.  Watson  v.  The  Ambergate,  i^c.  RaUioay  Co,  iiL

2.  Signing  imperfect  case — Refusal  to  sign  a  fair  copy.  A  county  court  judge,  in 
setting  a  case  for  an  appeal,  directed  that  a  certeun  document  should  be  inserted,  and 
be  signed  the  n>u^  drafb  upon  the  understanding  that  the  document  was  to  be  set  forth 
in  the  fair  copy.  The  draift  was  also  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  county  court  The 
judge  afterwards  refused  to  sign  the  fair  copy  containing  the  document,  he  then  con- 
sidering that  he  was  functus  officio  by  having  signed  the  improper  draft.  Held,  that 
the  judge  was  not/tino^tis  officio,  but  that  he  ought  to  sign  and  send  up  the  perfect  case.

4.  County  court — New  notice  of  appeal  containing  different  grounds.  An  appeal 
from  the  county  court  may  be  heard  in  the  common  pleas,  although  the  first  notice  of 
appeal  be  withdrawn,  and  a  new  notice,  containing  additional  grounds  of  appeal,  be 
l^ven,  without  a  renewal  of  the  bond  for  costs  made  in  the  first  instance.

No  appeal  lies  from  a  coonlj 
court,  though  the  plaint  be  for  above  20/.  and  for  unliquidated  damages,  if  the  caose 
of  action  be  such  that  the  judge  cannot  lawfully  give  damages  to  the  amouni  of  20t 
Mayer  v.  Burgess ,  xxix.

13.  Power  of  appellate  court  to  set  aside  verdict — Admission  of  improper  evidence —

^  A,  Erroneous  Judgment — Administrator — Executor.  A  county  court  issued  a  single 
smnmons  against  the  defendant  as  administrator  of  A,  and  executor  of  B.  The  de- 
fendant was  A's  administrator,  but  was  not  and  had  not  acted  as  B's  executor.  The 
attorney  for  tbe  plaintiff  (a  coiporation)  did  not  produce  the  authority  required  by 
5  &  6  Vict,  c  57,  s.  17.  Held,  that  though  the  judgment  given  by  the  plidntifi*  might 
be  erroneous,  there  was  no  ground  for  a  prohibition.  The  Guardians  of  the  Lexden 
Union  V.  Southgate,  xxvi.

5.  Reduction  of  bill  of  particulars  by  judge.  Where  the  judge  of  a  county  court 
has,  of  his  own  motion,  amended  a  bill  of  particulars  so  as  to  reduce  the  plainti^ 
claim  to  50^,  a  prohibition  will  be  issued.

The  whole  amount  of  the  debts 
stated  in  both  schedules  exceeded  300/.  The  judge  decided  that  he  was  entitled  to 
protection  as  a  trader  owing  debts  amounting  in  the  whole  to  less  than  300/.

2.  Right  to,  for  costs — Afandamus,  A  plaintifT  having  recovered  a  judgment  for 
debt  and  costs  in  the  county  court,  and  ha>nng  received  the  debt  out  of  court,  may  yet 
have  an  execution  for  the  costs ;  and  the  court  of  qul$en's  bench  will  issue  a  manda^ 
mtis  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  commanding  him  to  issue  such  writ  of  ezacntiQiL 
Regina  v.  The  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  Surrey ,  xii.

3.  BaUiff  sued  for  taking  goods  under  ezecution  of  county  court,  A  biullff  of  a 
coon^  court,  who  is  sued  for  taking  goods  under  an  execution  of  that  court,  is  within 
the  exception  of  the  128th  section  of  the  9  &  10  Yict  c.  95 ;  and  the  plaintiff  in  such 
action,  unless  he  recover  more  than  20/.,  or  the  judge  certify,  is  deprived  of  costs  by

13.  Sum  paid  into  court  and  sum  recovered  together  exceeding  201,  A  plaintiff  wlio 
recovers  in  an  action  of  debt  a  sum  which  together  with  a  sum  pud  into  court  on  a 
plea  of  tender,  exceeds  20/.,  is  entitied  to  the  costs  of  the  action,  notwithstanding  the 
11th  section  of  the  13  &  14  Vict  c.  61.  Crosse  v.  Seaman,  v.  399,  xx.  293.  See, 
also,  Cooch  T.  Maltby,  xxviii.  192. 

14.  In  case  of  judgment  hy  default.  The  exception  in  the  11th  section  of  the  County 
Courts  Extension  Act,  18  &  14  Vict  c.  61,  as  to  costs  in  the  case  of  judgment  by 
default,  applies  to  interlocutory  as  well  as  to  final  judgment  by  default  CHynne  t. 
Roberts,  xxiv.  456. 

15.  Pinter  of  Judge  to  direct  aUovoance  of  costs.  The  provision  in  the  13  &  14 
Vict  c.  61,  s.  18,  that  in  cases  therein  specified  **  the  court  or  judge  may  direct  that 
the  plaintiff  may  recover  his  costs,"  is  permissive,  not  imperative.

1,  atitliorizes  five  countj  court  judges,  appointed  bj  the  cluincellor,  to 
make  a  scale  of  costs,  to  be  in  force  in  the  county  courts  between  attorney  and  client, 
and  party  and  party ;  and  enacts  that  all  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
and  alloired  according  to  such  scale,  and  that  no  attorney  shall  recover  from  his 
client  any  costs  not  so  allowed  on  taxation.  Ileldj  that  between  the  passing  of  the 
act  and  the  making  of  the  scale,  an  attorney  might  recover  his  costs,  without  taxation 
under  the  act.

It  appeared  in  evidence 
that  the  defendant  had  formerly  deepened  the  bed  of  the  stream,  for  which  the  plain- 
tiff recovered  damages ;  that  the  defendant  then  erected  on  his  own  land  a  dam, 
which  kept  up  the  head  of  water  as  of  old ;  t|iat  the  defendant  afterwards  removed 
the  dam,  on  which  the  water  fell,  and  the  plaintiff  brought  the  present  action.  The 
coonty  court  judge,  thinking  the  particulars  not  full  enough  to  meet  the  evidence, 
directed  an  amendment  under  rule  104  of  the  County  Court  Rules.  .  It  was  objected 
that  the  judge,  by  rule  104,  could  only  amend  in  case  of  a  variance  between  the  alle- 
gations and  proof,  that  there  was  no  variance  here,  and  that^  consequently  the  amend- 
ment was  improper.  The  court  of  appeal,  though  they  deemed  the  amendment 
nmiecessary,  held  that  the  judge  who  considered  that  there  was  a  variance,  had  under 
the  circumstances  authority  to  make  the  amendment  at  his  discretion.

1.  Covencnl  for  perpetual  renewed,  A  clause  of  renewal  ^  provided  lessee,  his 
heirs,  &c.,  should,  within  six  calendar  months  from  the  death  of  the  last  of  the  said 
three  lives,  nominate  or  appoint  such  life  or  lives  as  he  or  they  would  have  inserted 
in  the  lease  to  be  made  thereof,  and  paying  as  well  all  rent  and  arrears  that  should 
be  due  for  the  first  half-year  after  the  fall  of  such  life  as  the  sum  of  11^  7s.  %d.  for 
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rcneinng  or  adding  soch  life  or  lives  forever "  was  sufficiently  distinct  to  import  • 
covenant  for  perpetual  renewal.    Sadlier  v.  Biggs,  xxvii.  74. 

2.  To  stand  seised.  A  covenant  to  stand  seised  is  good,  though  the  freehold  vests 
in  futuro  ;  and  the  words  "  have  granted,  and  by  these  presents  do  freely  give  and 
grant,**  the  condderation  being  the  love  borne  by  a  father  toward  a  son,  are  sufficient 
to  make  a  deed  operate  as  such  covenant  Held,  also,  by  one  of  the  judges,  that  the 
word  "  grant**  passed  the  immediate  freehold.

3.  Not  to  carry  on  a  certain  business,  A  covenant  at  the  time  of  sale  of  a  stock  in 
trade  not  to  carry  on  the  same  business  within  described  limits  is  broken  if  the  cove- 
nantor solicits  and  obtains  orders  within  the  said  limits,  though  he  has  no  place  of 
business  therein — Dubitante  Lord  Cranworth.

4.  Respecting  barriers  between  coal  mines.  The  lessees  of  a  coal  mine  covenanted 
to  leave  a  barrier  beti^een  that  and  the  adjoining  mines,  reserving  the  right  to  make 
openings  into  such  mines  to  bring  in  coal  from  those  adjoining  and  convey  it  away, 
and  to  draw  it  up  at  any  shafU  sunk  or  to  be  sunk  in  the  demised  lands.  Various 
provisos  mentioned  shafls  in  the  demised  mine,  and  they  covenanted  to  draw  up  the 
horse-manure  at  some  of  such  shafts,  pi^vided  the  coal  of  such  shafts,  &c.y  was  not 
worked  by  an  outstroke.  They  further  covenanted  not  to  allow  the  mine  to  be 
drowned,  &c.,  with  water,  and  to  keep  the  shafts,  drifts^  &c.,  clear,  and  to  draw  out  all 
the  water  to  come  from  out  of  the  colliery.  Held,  that  the  lessees  might  break  the  bar- 
rier to  win  coal  from  the  demised  or  adjoining  mines,  though  it  was  not  brought  up  a 
shaft  in  the  former,  and  though  no  such  shaft  existed.  That  there  was  no  covenant 
expressed  or  implied  to  sink  a  pit  in  the  mine.  Semble,  that  suffering  the  workings 
and  aircourses  of  an  old  scam  of  the  mine  which  had  been  partially  worked,  but 
which  was  being  worked  no  longer,  to  remain  full  of  water,  was  not  a  breach  of  that 
part  of  the  covenant  which  required  the  lessees  to  keep  the  drifts,  &c.,  in  good  repiur. 
James  v.  Cochrane,  xx.  424. 

5.  Respecting  use  of  house,  A  covenant  not  to  carry  on  any  calling  in  a  hoose, 
or  suffer  the  same  to  be  used  to  the  annoyance  of  other  houses,  extends  to  keeping  » 
girls'  school  The  covenantee  had  allowed  schools  to  be  kept  in  other  hoosea  in 
the  same  neighborhood,  and  held  under  the  same  covenant  Held,  novertheleas,  that 
the  court  would  interfere  by  injunction.    Kemp  v.  Sober,  iv.  64. 

6.  Assignment  of  patent-^Royalties,  In  a  deed  by  which  A  assigned  to  B,  for  a 
term  of  years,  a  license  to  use  a  certain  patent,  upon  payment  of  certain  sums  by 
way  of  royalties,  it  was  covenanted  that,  if,  in  any  year,  the  royalties  should  not 
amount  to  £2,000,  B  should  pay  A  enough  to  make  up  the  amount ;  *^  or  if  he  make 
default"  in  such  payment,  that  A  should  be  at  liberty  to  put  an  end  to  the  license.- 
Held^  that  this  was  not  an  absolute  covenant  to  B  to  pay  £2,000  a  year  during  the 
term,  but  only  empowered  A  to  put  an  end  to  the  grant  upon  non-payment  of  that 
siun.     Tielens  v.  Hooper,  ii.  852. 

7.  Covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment — Mortgage,  A,  in  1S42,  conveyed  land  to  B,  and 
entered  into  a  covenant  for  quiet  e^joyn^ent,  but  not  into  any  covenants  for  title.  B 
mortgaged  to  C  in  the  same  year.  In  1846,  an  ejectment  was  brought,  which  B 
defended,  but  was  evicted.  B  then  sued  A  at  law,  for  damages  upon  the  covenant, 
who  pleaded  that  at  the  time  of  eviction  the  legal  estate  was  in  C,  the  mortgagee. 
B  submitted  to  the  plea,  and  afterwards  A,  the  original  vendor,  paid  off  the  mort- 
gage, and  obtained  possession  of  the  mortg^ige  deed,  whereupon  was  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  receipt  of  the  mortgage  money,  and  that  the  same  was  in  full  dischai^ 
of  the  same,  and  interest,  and  all  right  of  action  or  demand  of  C,  the  mortgagee, 
against  A  in  respect  of  the  covenants  in  the  conveyance  to  B.  B  filed  a  bill  against 
A,  praying  that  B  might  be  declared  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  covenant,  and  that 
a  reference  might  be  sent  to  the  Master  to  assess  the  damages  sustained  by  him  bj 
reason  of  the  breach  of  it  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  have  the  damages 
assessed,  and  leave  was  given  him  to  bring  an  action  upon  the  covenant,  and  A  the 
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defendant,  die  original  vendor,  was  restrained  from  setting  up  the  mortgage  deed  or 
indorsement  by  way  of  defence.     Thornton  v.  Court,  xvii.  281. 

8.  To  pay  taxes  and  rates — Demand,  Where  a  covenant  by  a  tenant  to  pay  all 
taxes  and  rates  means  to  *'  pay  on  demand,"  a  personal  demdnd  is  not  necessary, 
but  a  demand  on  the  premises,  of  the  tenant's  son,  is  sufficient  Davis  v.  Burrell,  y. 
417. 

9.  Incidental  and  dependent  acts,  omission  to  perform,  Where  a  deed  does  not 
contain  any  express  or  implied  covenant  to  do  a  certain  thing,  but  does  contain  such 
covenants  to  perform  certain  other  acts  wholly  dependent  upon  and  incidental  to  the 
performance  of  the  first  act,  then  the  omission  to  perform  the  first  act  not  being  a 
breach  of  covenant,  neither  is  it  any  breach  of  covenant  to  omit  to  perform  the  inci- 
dental and  dependent  acts.    Itashleigh  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co.  xii.  504. 

10.  Covenant  to  huUd — Performance,  A  lessee  of  land  covenanted  to  build  thereon 
two  houses,  with  the  approbation  and  under  the  inspection  of  the  lessor's  surveyor, 
and  to  expend  in  such  building  400t  With  the  surveyor's  approbation  he  built  five 
bouses  on  the  land,  no  two  of  which  were  worth  so  much  as  400/.,  though  all  together 
were  worth  much  more.  Held,  that  the  covenant  was  substantially  performed,  and 
that  there  was  no  objection,  on  (he  ground  of  the  deviation  from  its  terms,  under  the 
circumstances,  to  the  lessor^s  title.    Hume  v.  Bentiey,  xv  1. 

11.  To  insure  in  the  joint  names  of  lessor  and  lessee.  A  lessee  covenanted  to  insure 
the  denused  premises  in  the  joint  names  of  the  lessor  and  lessee.  The  premises  after- 
wards became  vested  in  an  under  lessee,  who  insured  in  the  name  of  the  lessor  alone. 
Held,  that  this  was  a  sufficient  compliance  witib  the  covenant  to  prevent  the  lessor 
from  entering  for  breach  of  covenant.    Havens  v.  Middleton,  xvii.  268. 

12.  To  excavate  coal — Deficiency  of  coal,  A  covenant  to  dig  and  excavate  a  given 
quantity  of  coal,  and  to  pay  a  rent  after  a  given  rate  whether  it  is  excavated  or  not, 
is  not  a  covenant  fi*om  which  the  lessee  can  be  relieved  when,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  term,  it  turns  out  that  the  coal  in  the  land  proves  deficient  Mellers  v.  The  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  xv.  546.  ^^ 

13.  To  pay  sum  certain,  A  covenant  for  payment  of  a  sum  cerUun,  although  the 
payment  does  not  accrue  until  aft«r  notice  given,  cannot  be  discharged  by  parol  before 
bseaeh.    Spenee  v.  Healey,  xx,  837.

I.  Measure  of. 

1.  Deed  of  assignment — Unlawful  seizure  hy  assignees,  A  assigned  all  his  goods 
and  chattels  to  secure  a  debt,  subject  to  a  proviso  in  the  deed  that  every  thing  therein 
contained  should  cease  and  be  void  upon  payment  of  the  debt  on  a  day  named  in  the 
deed  or  ok  sach  eariier  day  as  the  assignees  should  appoint  for  payment,  by  a  notice 
in  writing  twenty*four  hours  before  the  appointed  day,  interest  in  the  mean  time  to  be 
paid  at  certain  periods  named.  B  was  to  retsun  possession  of  the  goods  until  default 
in  payment  of  the  debt  or  interest  Held,  in  an  action  of  trespass  by  B,  in  respect 
of  a  sdjnrre  of  the  goods  and  chattels  by  the  assgnees,  that  the  proper  measure  of 
damages  in  the  action  was  not  the  value  of  the  goods  seized,  but  B's  limited  interest 
in  i^  goods  at  the  time.    Brierly  v.  Kendall,  x.  319. 

2.  Covenant  between  partners  on  dissolution  that  one  should  pay  firm  debts,  breach  of. 
Plaintiff  and  defendant  executed  a  deed  of  dissolution  of  partnership,  whereby  de- 
fendant covenanted  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  firm  within  eighteen  months,  and  to 
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indemnify  the  plaintiff  against  all  costs,  &C.,  which  he  might  be  liable  to  in  respect  of 
those  debts.  The  defendant  not  having  paid  a  creditor  of  the  firm  witiun  e^teen 
months,  the  plaintiff  paid  part  in  cash,  and  gave  promissory  notes  for  the  residue. 
In  an  action  by  him  upon  the  defendant's  covenant,  commenced  during  the  cnnency 
of  the  notes,  it  was  keld^  that  the  measure  of  damages  was  the  whole  amount  of  the 
creditor's  demand,  including  that  for  which  the  promissory  notes  were  given.  Roldn* 
son  V.  Robinson^  xzix.  21 2« 

3.  RuU  of,  for  breach  of  contracL  The  damages  which  one  contractiDg  party 
ought  to  receive  for  a  breach  of  contract  are  either  such  as  may  fairly  be  coondexed 
as  arising  naturally  from  tbe  breach,  or  such  as  both  parties  in  making  the  coDtract 
may  reasonably  be  supposed  to  have  contemplated  as  the  probable  result  of  a  breach. 
Hadley  v.  BaxendoLe^  xxvi.  S98. 

4.  Special  circumstancei.  When  a  contract  is  made  under  qiecial  circnmstances, 
these  circumstances,  if  known  to  both  parties,  are  to  be  coaaidercd  in  estimataDg  dam- 
ages for  a  breach ;  but  otherwise  if  they  were  not  known  to  tbe  party  breakup  the 
contract    Jb, 

5.  Breach  of  contract  to  detiver  goods  at  specified  time.  The  measure  of  daDV^es 
in  the  case  of  a  breach  of  a  contract  to  deliver  goods  at  a  ^>ecified  time,  is,  the  differ- 
ence between  the  contract  price  and  the  market  price  at  the  time  of  the  breach  of 
contract,  or  the  price  for  which  the  vendee  had  sold ;  but  the  latter  cannot  recorer, 
as  special  damage,  the  loss  of  anticipated  profits  to  be  made  by  his  vendees^  Peter$on 
T.  Ayre,  xxiv.  382. 

6.  Covenant  toith  person  entering  partnership  respecting  slaie  of  firm^  breach  of 
The  plaintiff  entered  into  a  partnership  with  A  and  B,  on  condition  that  they  ahoold 
furnish  security  as  to  the  state  of  the  firm.  The  defendant  covenanted  with  the 
plaintiff  that  the  amount  due  the  old  firm  should  not  be  less  than  a  sum  specifiedyand 
that  the  debts  of  the  firm  should  not  exceed  a  certain .  sum.  It  appearing  that  the 
debts  exceeded  the  amount  specified,  but  also  liiat  less  than  tiiat  amount  had  heen 
paid  on  account  of  the  liabilities  of  the  old  firm,  it  was  held^  that  tbe  defendant's 
covenant  was  a  contract  of  indemnity  only,  but  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover  as  damages  the  actual  loss  which  he  had  sustained  by  reason  of  the  defend- 
ant's breach  of  covenant ;  and  that  the  amount  of  such  damage  was  purely  a  questioa 
for  the  jury.     Walker  v.  Broadhurst,  xxii.  587. 

7.  Payment  for  goods  by  bills  afterwards  dishonored.  Where,  by  a  contract  for 
delivery  of  goods,  payment  is  to  be  made  by  bills  which  are  dishonored  before  the 
goods  are  delivered,  the  parties  are  then  placed  in  the  same  position  as  if  the  bills  had 
never  been  given,  or  the  contract  had  been  to  pay  in  ready  money,  and  the  vendee 
can  recover  only  the  difference  between  the  contract  price  and  market  price  of  the 
goods.     Vcdpy  v.  Chkeley,  vi.  168. 

8.  Against  sheriff  for  failure  to  levy  execution.  Declaration  in  case  against  the 
sheriff  alleged,  that  although  defendant  could  have  levied  of  goods  of  the  execati<m 
debtor  within  his  bailiwick  the  moneys  indorsed  on  the  writ,  yet  defendant,  disr^ard- 
ing  his  duty^did  not  levy  of  the  sud  goods  the  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  that 
defendant,  further  disregarding  his  duty,  fiUsely  returned,  &c.  HM,  that  thoagh  the 
execution  debtor  had  other  goods,  which  the  sheriff  had  not  eeiaed  or  not  sold,  the 
proper  estimate  of  the  damages  was  what  the  goods  would  have  realized  if  sold  for  the 
best  price  which  the  sheriff  could  have  obtained.    MuUett  v.  C3kalUs,  ii.  260. 

9.  Goods  distrained  sold  wiiliout  appraisement.  In  ease  for  selling  goods  distrained 
for  rent  without  appraisement,  the  measure  of  damages  is  the  real  value  of  the  goods 
fiold,  minus  the  rent  due.    Knight  v.  Egerton,  xii.  562. 

10.  Several  actions  for  distitict  breaches.  Agreement  that  the  plaintiff  should  eater 
Into  service  of  defendants  for  sale  of  wines  on  conmiission ;  the  agreement  to  continue 
in  force  for  five  years,  and  the  defendants  guaranteeing  the  pkuntiff  600/.  per  annum 
as  a  minimum  revenue  from  &e  businesa  during  the  continoatioa  of  the  agreement 
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Hddj  tbaft  tbe  pXaiotiff  migbl  sue  in  any  year  during  the  t^ontin1lance  of  the  agree- 
ment for  breaebeB  in  any  Ibrmer  year ;  but  that,  if  there  was  an  entire  dismissal  fimn 
the  aerriee  before  the  expiration  of  the  agreement,  the  plaintifiT  ought  to  include  in 
one  acdon  tibe  whole  gravamen  he  would  suffer  by  such  breach  of  contract  Clostman 
y.  LacoaUj  xxYiii.  140. 

11.  Breach  of  cantrael  sued  on  since  action  brought — Reduction  of  damages.  '  A 
breach  by  the  plaintiff  of  the  contract  sued  upon,  since  action  brought,  cannot  be 
pleaded  or  given  in  OTidence  in  reduction  of  damages,  to  avmd  circuity  of  action. 
BarUeU  t.  Hoimes^  xx.  277. 

18.  Conversion  of  vessel  by  builder,  before  finishing  her.  The  plaintiffs  contracted 
with  B.  to  build  a  ship  for  them,  and  made  advances  from  time  to  time  in  respect  ot 
her ;  and  R.  gave  them,  as  security  for  the  advances,  a  bill  of  sale  of  the  ship,  which 
stated  that  he  (R.)  thereby  did  sell,  transfer,  &c.,  to  the  plaintiffs  a  certain  ship  in 
progress  of  bnflding,  (describing  her,)  to  have  and  to  hold  the  ship,  &c.,  to  the  phiin- 
tifls  Ibrerer  when  she  should  be  completed.  The  defendants  having  converted  the 
vessel  before  she  was  finished,  and  having  finished  her,  the  pUdntiffs  were  held  en- 
tided  to  recover,  as  damages  in  trover,  the  value  of  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  her  con- 
venkm,  bnt  not  her  value  at  a  subsequent  time,  nor,  as  special  damage,  the  value  of 
freight  which  the  plaintiffs  might  have  earned  with  her,  if  K.  had  completed  her  and 
delivered  her  to  them.    Read  v.  Fairbanks^  xxiv.  220.  * 

IS.  Plan  and  model  sent  by  railway  company — Neglect  to  forward^  till  too  late  to 
compete  for  prize.  A  prize  had  been  offered  for  the  best  jdan  and  model  of  a  machine 
for  loading  colliers  from  barges,  and  plans  and  models  intended  for  fte  competition 
were  to  be  sent  by  a  certain  day ;  the  plaintiff  sent  a  plan  and  model  accordingly  by 
a  TBUway,  bat  through  negligence  it  did  not  arrive  at  its  destination  until  after  the 
appointed  dajr*  Semble^  by  Erie,  Jt,  that  the  proper  measure  of  damages  in  such  a 
case  is  the  value  of  the  labor  and  materials  expended  in  making  the  plan  and  model, 
and  not  the  chance  of  obtaining  the  prize,  as  the  latter  is  too  remote  a  ground  for 
damagesL     Watgon  v.  T9ie  Ambergate^  i^c.  Railway  Co.  m.  497. 

11.  SpeciaL 

1.  Insurance  against  death  or  accident — Loss  of  time  or  profit.  In  a  suit  on  a  policy 
of  inflinnce  by  which  1,000/.  was  to  be  paid  to  the  representatives  of  the  assured  in 
case  of  his  death  by  railway  accident,  and  a  proportionate  part  of  that  sum  to  him  in 
case  of  his  injury  by  sneh  accident,  it  is  not  a  true  measure  of  damages  to  assume  the 
som  insured  as  the  value  of  life,  and  estimate  a  proportionate  sum  for  the  injury  sus- 
tained ;  and  tbongh  the  assured  can  recover  for  the  personal  expense  and  pain  caused 
by  the  injury,  he  is  not  entitied  to  damages  for  the  loss  of  time  or  profit  occasioned  by 
it.     TheMtd  v.  The  Railway  Passengers  Assurance  Co.  xxvi.  4SS. 

2.  Action  by  personal  representative  to  recover  damages  for  death — Mental  suffering. 
In  an  action  by  the  personal  representative  of  a  deceased  person  to  recover  damages 
for  his  death  under  9  &  10  Vict  c.  93,  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages,  are  confined 
to  injaries  of  which  a  pecuniary  estimate  can  be  made,  and  cannot  take  into  their  con- 
ndenfikm  the  mental  sofiering  occarioned  to  the  surviv<Mrs  by  his  death.    Blake  v. 

Tk€  Midland  Railway  Co.  x.  437. 

S.  Casts  of  quashing  inquisition.  Where  the  phiintiff,  who  had  been  committed  to 
jail  for  manslsnghter,  by  a  coroner^s  warrant,  was  afterwards  admitted  to  bail,  and 
sabseqoendy  got  the  inquisition,  under  which  he  had  been  committed,  quashed,  it  was 
held,  in  an  action  against  the  coroner  for  false  imprisonment,  alleging  as  special  damage 
that  he  had  been  obliged  to  pay  money  in  procuring  his  discharge  from  custody,  that 
he  WM  entitied  to  recover  the  costs  of  quashing  the  inquintion.  Fozhall  v.  Bamettf 
179. 
4.  Action  agaxnti  hankers  for  refusal  to  pay  cheeks.    In  an  action  against  bankers 
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for  refofling  to  pay  a  trader^tf  checks,  tbey  haring  at  the  time  of  refusal  sufGcient  asseti 
of  the  trader,  the  latter  may  recover  substantial  damages  without  proof  of  actual  dam- 
age.   Rolin  V.  Steward,  xxv.  S41. 

5.  Presumed  after  verdict  In  case  of  an  action  for  an  injury  to  a  right,  if  necessary, 
it  must  be  presumed,  after  verdict,  that  special  damage  was  proved.  King  v.  The 
Rochdale  Canal  Co.  vi.  241. 

6.  Action  for  non-ftdfilment  of  contract,  causing  non-fulfilment  icilh  third  parties. 
In  an  action  for  the  non-fulfilment  of  a  contract  it  was  averred,  as  special  damage, 
that  the  plaintiffs  had  thereby  been  prevented  from  fulfilling  a  contract  with  third 
parties,  and  lost  the  profits  thereon.  Held,  that  thtt  jury,  although  not  bound  to  assess 
the  damages  at  the  amount  oT  such  profits,  yet  that  they  might  do  so  if  satisfied  by 
reasonable  evidence  that  the  plaintiffs  would  have  obtained  such  profits  but  for  the 
breach  of  contract  by  the  defendants.  Also,  that  such  damages  were  equally  recover- 
able, although  the  contract  which  would  have  produced  the  profits  could  not  have 
been  enforced  at  law,  because  not  in  compliance  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and 
although  it  was  made  by  the  three  pl^ntiffs  with  two  of  the  plaintiffs  canying  on  a 
separate  business.     Waters  v.  Ihwers,  xx.  410. 

m.  Nominal;  Assessment  of. 

1.  For  detention  of  debt  paid  after  action  brought.  In  an  action  of  debt  the  plain- 
tiff, in  his  particulars,  stated :  "  This  action  is  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of  Is. 
damages,  for  theHfietention  of  the  debt  for  which  this  action  is  brought,  together  with 
the  costs  of  suit ;  the  debt,  86/.  9s.,  having  been  paid  by  the  defendant  to  the  pbdntiff 
after  action  brought"  The  pluntiff  having  proved,  at  the  trial,  a  debt  of  69/.,  the 
verdict  was  held  to  have  been  properly  entered  for  that  sum,  debt,  and  Is.  damages. 
Nosotti  V.  Page,  ii.  826. 

2.  Trespass — Evidence.  In  an  action  of  trespass,  where  the  plaintiff  proves  by  parol 
that  he  occupies  the  premises  under  a  written  agreement  from  W.,  and  the  defendant 
produces  a  lease  from  W.  made  and  taking  effect  about  the  time  of  the  acts  com- 
plained of  as  trespasses,  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  more  than  nominal  damages,  the 
plaintiff  must  show  the  duration  of  his  interest,  which  he  can  only  do  by  the  written 
instrument     Twyman  v.  Knowles,  xiv.  SI 8. 

3.  Nisi  Prius  record  not  admissible  on  assessment  of  damagesi,  Action  of  contract 
for  breach  of  agreement  to  enter  into  a  partnership.  A  plea  of  fraud  was  pleaded, 
but  subsequently  withdrawn.  Held,  that  upon  the  assessment  of  damages,  the  nisi 
prius  record  was  not  admismble  to  show  that  the  plea  of  fraud  had  been  pleaded. 
Herring  v.  Tomlin,  xzviii.  142. 

DEBT. 

1.  For  dividends  sold  and  assigned.  Debt  for  dividends  sold  and  assigned  and  on 
an  account  stated.  Pleas,  payment  into  court  of  parcel,  &c.,  and  as  to  the  residue, 
never  indebted.  At  the  trial,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  had  agreed  to  sell  to  the 
defendant  <;ertain  dividends  for  175/.,  but  after  the  bargain  was  made  it  was  found 
that  an  order  of  the  court  of  chancery  was  necessary  before  the  dividends  could  be 
received  by  the  defendant,  and  a  dispute  having  arisen  as  to  which  party  was  to  pay 
the  costs  of  obtaining  this  order,  it  was  agreed  that  the  deed  of  transfer  should  be 
executed,  and  the  question  of  costs  referred  to  two  solicitors.  The  deed  was  accord- 
ingly executed,  and  1 25/.  paid  to  the  plaintiff,  and  a  paper  signed  by  both  parties  in 
which  credit  was  given  for  that  sum,  and  50/.  stated  to  be  the  balance  remaining. 
The  deed,  however,  stated  that  the  whole  purchase-money  was  paid,  and  contained  a 
release  in  the  usual  way.  Held,  first,  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover  the  remainder 
of  the  purchase-money  under  the  first  count,  as  the  debt  only  accrued  upon  the  execu- 
tion of  the  deed,  and  at  tiie  same  time  the  debt  was  released ;  secondly,  that  there 
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was  no  eTidence  of  an  account  stated,  as  at  the  time  the  memorandam  was  signed, 
the  pUindfT's  claim  to  the  50L  was  contingent  npon  the  resolt  of  the  reference. 
Baker  t.  Heardy  tiL  531. 

2.  An  agretmerUfor  carriage  of  goods.  An  action  of  debt  is  not  maintainable  upon 
an  agreement  that  the  defendant  would  carry  certain  goods  for  the  plaintiff,  in  con* 
sideration  that  the  plaintiff  would  cany  a  like  quantity  for  the  defendant  BracegirdU 
T.  Bincks,  xziv.  5S4.

DEDICATION. 

Of  land  to  public  for  canal,  A  demised  copyhold  land  to  B,  in  1779.  In  1794 
an  act  was  obtained  for  a  canal  part  of  which  was  to  pass  over  the  demised  land,  and 
to  be  made  by  C.  C's  portion  of  the  canal  was  made  under  an  arrangement  between 
him  and  B,  the  lessee.  No  compensation  was  made  to  A,  in  respect  of  his  reversion, 
but  all  the  acts  of  C  were  done  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors  of  the  lands  of 
whom  A  was  one.  Held,  that  A  must  be  taken  to  have  dedicated  the  land  used  for 
the  canal  to  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  that  undertaking.

Real 
estate  was  left  by  will  upon  certain  trusts,  and  the  right  of  sale  thereof  was  restricted 
in  point  of  time.  The  trustees  appointed  by  the  will  declined  to  accept  the  trust,  and 
Ae  cestuis  que  trust  wishing  to  sell  part  of  the  property,  before  the  time  specified  in 
the  injl,  an  joined  in  the  execution  of  a  trust  deed  containing  provisions  to  that 
effect,  and  the  property  was  managed  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  deed* 
Held,  that  under  the  circumstances  the  deed  should  be  sustained,  although  the  right 
cf  the  cestuis  que  trust  to  abrogate  the  provisions  of  the  will  was  of  a  questionable 
character.

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2.  Alteration  of  deedj  effect  of.  If  a  deed  be  altered  in  a  material  part  it  is  not 
tbereby^  rendered  void  from  the  beginnrag)  it  ceases  to  have  any-  new  operation  and 
no  action  can  be  brought  in  respect  of  any  pending  obligation  which  would  haT« 
arisen  from  it  had  it  remiuned  entire ;  but  it  may  still  be  given  in  evidence  to  prove 
a  right  or  title  created  by  its  having  been  executed  or  to  prove  any  collateral  fact 
TTie  Agrictdturist  C<xttle  Insurance  Co,  v.  Fitzgerald^  iv.

3.  Mortgage  given  under  mistake.  If  B  represent  to  A  that  he  is  liable  as  security 
for  him  to  a  third  person  and  A,  believing  that  to  be  true,  assigns  property  to  B  by 
waj  of  mortgage,  and  it  proves  that  B  is  liot  legally  liable,  the  mortgage  deed  is 
invalid,  if  there  was  no  other  consideration  therefor. '  Lake  v.  Brutton,  xxiii.  628. 

4.  False  recitals,  A  young  lady,  a  few  months  after  she  came  of  age,  and  on  the 
eve  of  her  marriage,  witli  her  father's  concurrence,  but  irithout  the  knowledge  of  her 
intended  hosband,  made  an  absolute  assignment  of  her  reversionary  interest  In  a 
BBm  of  stock  to  the  trustee  tibereof,  by  a  deed  which  recited  a  contract  for  sale  of 
snch  stock  to  the  trustee  and  the  payment  of  the  purchase-money,  and  upon  this  deed 
was  indorsed  a  receipt  for  the  purchase-money,  signed  by  the  lady,  no  purchase- 
money  having  in  fact  been  paid.  Hdd,  that  the  falsehood  of  the  recitals  in  the  deed 
alone  would  have  been  sufficient  to  prevent  the  court  from  supporting  it  as  a  security, 
to  the  amount  of  tJie  consideration  expressed,  for  a  larger  sum  due  from  the  lady's 
father  to  the  trustee  for  money  advanced  for  her  education.  LeweUin  v.  Cdthold,

1.  Formalities  required  by  acts  of  parliament  The  effect  to  be  given  to  such  clauses 
in  acts  of  parliament  as  that  in  the  stat.  47  Gea  IIL  c.  84,  rendering  deeds  void 
for  want  of  indorsement  or  other  formal  matters,  depends  much  on  the  purpose 
of  the  act  in  which  they  are  contidned ;  and  if  the  act  be .  one  of  general  public 
concern,  ihey  are  to  be  construed  largely,  to  defeat  the  mischief  which  the  act 
is  intended  to  prevent ;  but  if  the  act  be  not  such,  then  the  effect  to  be  given  to 
snch  provisions  is  to  be  limited  by  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  inserted.

2.  *^  All  my  real  estate,**  The  general  description  in  an  indenture  in  these  words,

8.  ^^  Legal  representatives,"  The  words  '*  legal  representatives,"  used  in  a  deed, 
cannot  be  acted  upon  by  the  court,  unless  some  context  be  found  in  the  deed  to 
explain  them.

4.  Series  of  deeds — Rights  of  parties.  Parties  to  a  scries  of  deeds  are  to  be  con- 
mdered  as  stipulating  according  to  the  rights  which  they  had.  Harman  v.  Richards^

5.  Right  to  cut  sluice — When  exhausted.  Where  a  deed  gave  a  right  to  cut  a  goit 
or  sluice  through  a  certun  close,  in  ^'  the  most  convenient  direction,"  and  also  the 
right  to  repair  the  same  from  time  to  time,  the  right  to  construct  is  exhausted  by  the 
construction  of  one  goit  or  slnice.  Bostock  v.  Sidehottom,  xiv.  152 ;  Stdebottom  v.

6.  General  wards  of  description,  to  what  l\mi(id,  A  assigned  *<  all  his  ready  money, 
securities  for  money,"  &c.,  &c.,  and  all  his  other  personal  estate  and  effects  whatsoever 
or  wheresoever  of  or  belonging,  or  due,  or  owing  to  him.  Hdd,  that  the  general 
words  passed  only  property  ejusdem  generis  with  that  specified,  and  that  they  did  not 
convey  a  contingent  reversionary  interest  in  a  legacy.

7.  Deed  of  partition  of  lands,  mines,  minerals,  j'c. — Proviso,  A.  and  B.,  being  sebed 
of  M.  and  T.  fiirms,  and  the  mines  and  minerals  under  the  same,  by  deed  of  partition, 
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oouTeyed  the  aame  to  S.  to  hold  the  lamei  as  to  M.  fann,  to  the  oalj  use  of  A.  and 
his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  and  as  to  T.  farms  to  the  only  use  and  behoof  of  B.»  hit 
heirs  and  asogns  forever.  The  deed  recited  the  agreement  of  partition,  and  that  hj 
the  said  agreement  *'  all  coals,  cannel,  &c.,  and  all  mines  to*  be  found  within  the  said 
premises,  should  be  taken  hj  and  between  them  under  such  payments,  restraints,  and 
liberties,  as  in  the  said  deed  were  after  mentioned,  ^c."  And  the  deed  then  provided 
that  all  ore,  coal  mines,  &c^  and  the  rents  and  iHt>fits  of  such  mines  and  minerals  to 
be  gotten  within  the  said  premises,  shall  be  had»  received,  and  taken,  and  the  costs  of 
getting  and  carrying  away  the  same,  and  all  trespass  and  damages  done  on  the  lands 
hereby,  shall  be  paid  by  A.  and  B.  equally,  in  such  manner  aa  if  the  lands  wherein 
the  same  shall  be  found  had  not  been  divided,  allotted„or  conveyed,  but  still  remained 
m  common  between  them :  provided  that  he  in  whose  lands  such  minerals  may  be 
found  may  get  and  dispose  thereof  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  think  fit,  paying  to  the 
other  one  half  of  the  profits  thereof,  afler  deducting  such  costs  and  payments  aa 
aforesaid.

8.  Tico  separate  deeds — Marriage  settlement — HotchpoL  On  a  marriage,  two  sepa]> 
ate  sums  were  provided  by  two  separate  deeds,  for  the  portions  of  younger  children, 
and  each  deed  contained  a  hotchpot  clause.  Held,  that  these  clauses  were  separate 
and  distinct,  and  operated  only  on  the  fund  contained  in  each  settlement  respectively.

9.  LimilatUm  of  equity  of  redemption  varied.  Real  estate  was  settled  by  deeds  to 
such  uses  as  the  husband  should  appoint  He  Appointed,  by  a  deed  of  July,  1817,  to 
such  uses  aa  "  he  and  his  wife  should  jointly  appoint,  and  in  default  to  lumself  for 
life ;  remainder  to  his  wife  for  life ;  remainder  to  his  son  in  fee."  The  husband  and 
wife  made  several  mortgages,  all  except  one  limiting  the  equity  of  redemption  upon 
or  consistently  with  the  uses  of  the  deed  of  1817.  In  1832,  thej  made,  under  the 
power  in  the  deed  of  1817,  another  mortgage  which  limited  the  equity  of  redemption 
to  the  husband  and  wife,  ^  their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  to  such  other  persons,  &C.,  as  they 
shoold  direct ;  **  and  by  a  deed  of  even  date,  certain  terms  were  assigned  to  attend 
the  inheritance  according  to  the  uses  of  the  other  deed  of  even  date.

1.  Achun^edgmeni  of  title  in  mortgagee^StattUe  of  Umitatians  b^ins  to  run  when, 
A  mortgage-deed  was  dated  the  27th  of  October,  1827,  but  not  executed  until  the 
23d  of  August,  1834,  and  it  contained  a  covenant  by  the  mortgagor  admitting  the 
title  to  be  in  the  noortgagee,  his  heirs  and  assigns.  Held,  that  this  was  a  sufficient 
acknowledgment  of  title,  under  3  &  4  WilL  IV.  c.  27,  s.  14,  to  enable  the  mortgagee 
to  recover  within  twenty  years  of  the  execution  of  the  deed,  as  the  statute  of  limitar 
tions  coounenced  to  run  from  the  day  of  the  actual  execution,  and  not  from  the  day 
of  the  date  of  the  deed.

!•  Adawwledgment  taken  abroad — Erasure,  The  c6urt  allowed  a  certificate  of 
acknowledgment  and  aflidavit  of  verification  (taken  in  New  South  Wales)  to  be  filed, 
notwithstanding  an  erasure  in  a  material  part  of  the  affidavit^— 4herB  being  latisflM- 
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tory  evidonoe  (by  affidayit)  that  the  erasare  was  made  before  the  aokaowle^oieiit 
and  affidavit  were  takea  aod  sworn,  and  abo,  notwithstanding  the  address  of  die 
commission  to  J.  B.,  Jr-,  instead  of  J.  R.  B.,  there  being  an  affidavit  identifying 
them.

2.  Acknowledgment  of  married  woman,  delay  to  Jile — Affidamt  of  eommissianer. 
Where  the  certificate  and  affidavit  of  an  acknowledgment  of  a  manied  woman,  under 
3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  74,  had  not  been  filed  for  many  years,  and  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners had  died,  and  the  other  made  an  affidavit  verifying  the  certificate,  (which  was 
in  the  usual  form,)  and  stating  that  the  acknowledgment  was  made  by  the  married 
woman ;  and  that  from  his  practice  in  such  cases,  he  believed  and  had  no  donbt  that 
the  proper  questions  were  put  %o  her,  and  the  proper  answers  made,  it  was  ketdf  not 
sufficient.  He  should  have  stated,  as  in  the  case  of  an  attesting  witness  to  a  deed,  that 
from  the  fact  of  his  signature  to  the  certificate,  he  believed,  and  had  no  donbt,  that 
all  things  had  been  regularly  done,  as  they  purported  to  have  boen  done,  inasmach  as 
otherwise  his  signature  would  never  have  been  attached  to  it.

They  also  refused 
to  enlarge  the  time  for  returning  the  comission,  in  order  to  get  the  defects  remedied, 
the  time  for  the  return  having  expired.

4.  Acknofoledgment  of  married  tDOfnan-^Oonimisaioner  an  interested  party.  Tlie 
certificate  of  the  acknowledgment  of  a  deed  by  a  married  woman,  if  made  in  the 
form  required  by  act  3  &  4  WilL  IV.  c.

V.  Fraud. 

1.  Setting  aside  deed  far  fraud.  A  deed,  though  made  for  valuable  consideration, 
may  be  affected  by  mala  fides,  but  he  who  undertakes  to  set  aside  a  deed  solely  on 
the  ground  of  mala  fides  has  a  difficult  task  to  perform.  Harman  v.  Richards,  xvii. 
548. 

2.  Fraud  of  solicitor  in  preparing  mortgage  deed.  Plaintib*  applied  to  a  solicitor  to 
raise  a  certain  sum  on  mortgage.  He,  to  prevent  plaintiff  from  dissipating  his  for- 
tune, tied  it  all  up,  as  plaintiff  alleged,  withont  his  authority  or  knowledge,  and  con- 
stitnted  himself  sole  trustee.  Held,  that  such  settlement  could  not  be  maintained  in 
equity  without  the  clearest  evidence  of  the  concurrence  of  the  settlor,  for  want 
of  which  the  deed  was  declared  void,  and  the  trust  proper^  directed  to  be  recon- 
veycd.

6.  Pur^kase  of  equity  of  redemption — Tide.  T.  C,  the  executor  of  S.  E.,  pur- 
chased the  equity  of  redemption  of  an  estate  for  615/.,  subject  to  a  mortgage  in  fee, 
(wkidi  contained  a  pofwer  of  sale,)  to  secure  the  repayment  of  800/. ;  this  security  was 
tnuuferred  to  Messrs.  A.  and  D.  T.  C.  was  illegitimate.  He  died  unmarried  and 
iateBtate  in  December,  1831.  S.  B.  purchased  the  estate,  which  on  the  12th  of 
AngDSt,  1834,  was  conveyed  to  him  in  fee  by  A.  and  D.,  the  mortgagees,  and  by  S.  A., 
4ie  administratTix  de  bonis  non  of  S.  E.  T^e  deed  recited  that  T.  C.  had  purchased 
the  estate  ia  part  with  the  money  of  S.  £•  T.  B.,  the  purchaser,  died,  and  his  estate 
vas  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  court  Objecti<ms  were  taken  to  the  title,  because 
the  mortgagees  had  not  executed  their  power  of  sale  under  the  mortgage,  and  because 
no  person  claiming  through  T.  C.  had  conveyed  the  estate  or  wa^  a  party  to  the  suit ; 
because  there  was  no  evidence  showing  that  T.  C.  was  illegitimate,  or  that  he  had  died 
nitiioat  heirs,  or  that  he  was  a  trustee  for  S.  £.,  and  if  those  statements  were  true  the 
estate  had  escheated  to  the  crown ;  and  because,  as  the  equity  of  redemption  had  not 
been  forecUwed,  it  was  assets  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and  this  personal  represen- 
tative was  not  before  the  court  The  Master  reported  that  a  good  title  could  not  be 
made.  Upon  exceptions  to  his  report,  it  was  held,  that  the  evidence  of  T.  C.  being 
a  mere  trustee  was  not  such  that  a  purchaser  could  be  compelled  to  take  the  title ; 
that,  assuming  T.  C.  had  a  beneficial  title,  the  equity  of  redemption  had  not 
escheated  to  the  crown ;  that,  as  the  equity  of  redemption  might  possibly  be  assets  for 
&e  payment  of  the  debts  of  T.  C.  generally  and  on  covenant,  no  title  could  be  made 
in  the  absence  of  the  legal  personal  representative  of  T.  C.  J£  it  could,  then  mort- 
gagees having  the  legal  estate  might  hold  the  whole  property  against  creditors  dis- 
chaiged  fixxn  the  equity  of  redemption.

In  detinue 
finr  goods,  if  all  or  any  are  delivered  up  after  action  brought,  the  pbintiff  cannot  have 
judgment  to  recover  the  goods  so  delivered  to  him,  or  their  value,  but  may  have 
jodgmest  to  recover  damages  for  thdur  detention,  if  he  has  sustained  any  damage, 
and  may  have  judgment  to  recover  the  residue  of  ^  the  goodsy  or  their  value,  and 
damages  for  their  detention.  Crossfidd  v.  Suchy  xvL  614, 
BXP.

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2.  Payment  into  court,  by  way  of  awards,  may  be  made  in  detinue,  that  action 
being  a  personal  one  within  the  S  &  4  Will.  lY.  c.  42,  s.  21.    lb. 

3.  Power  of  court  to  order  return  of  chattel  By  the  78tih  aeotioii  of  tibe  Conwun- 
law  Procedure  Act,  1354,  the  court  has  power,  on  tlie  application  of  a  plaintiff  in 
detinue,  to  order  the  return  of  the  chattel  without  giving  the  defendant  the  option  of 
retaining  it  on  paying  the  value.

2.  Biil  alleging  fraud — Denial  of  title.  A  and  B  each  claimed  to  be  heir  <ai  law 
of  C.  A  filed  his  bill,  alleging  that  B  had  used  false  and  fraudulent  itatemenls  to 
induce  the  Master  to  report  him  heir  at  law  of  C,  &c. ;  also  containing  varioos  inter* 
rogatories  addressed  to  the  discovery  of  the  alleged  falsity  and  fraud.  B,  hy  hia 
answer,  denied  A's  title,  and  refused  to  answer  the  interrogatories,  &c.  HM^  affixm- 
ing  the  decision  of  the  late  Master  of  the  Bolls,  allowing  exceptions  to  the  answer, 
that  B  was  not  protected  from  the  discoveiy,  which  was  required  as  a  means  to  establish 
the  fraud  aveired  in  the  bill,  although  incidentally,  B  may  have  to  disclose  his  own 
title.    Stainton  v.  Chadwick,  viii.  105. 

3.  Infringement  qf  patent — Bill  for  an  account  Upon  a  bill  chai^ng  the  defendant 
with  infringing  the  plaintiff's  patent,  and  asking  for  an  account  of  his  dealings  and 
transactions,  and  seeking  to  make  him  answerable  for  the  profits  received  by  him  in 
consequence  of  the  infiringement,  it  was  held,  that  the  defendant  must  answer  the 
interrogatories,  though  he  disputes  the  title  of  the  plaintiff,  and  insists  that  the  dis- 
covery will  be  an  act  of  oppression  upon  him,  and  that  there  was  little  probability  that 
the  court,  at  the  hearing,  would  direct  an  account  upon  the  facts  if  disclosed.  iSim- 
home  V,  Nelson,  xv.  572. 

4.  Death  of  partner^Sxecutor  continuing  assets  in  business — ImbecHitg  of  one 
partner.  Where  A,  B,  and  C  were  partners,  and  A  died,  bequeathing  his  restduaiy 
property  equally  to  G.  S.  and  H.  S.,  and  appointing  the  latter  one  of  his  executors, 
and  he  acted  as  partner  in  A's  place,  and  employed  his  assets  in  the  business,  and  G. 
S.  filed  a  bill  against  H.  S.for  administration  and  an  account  of  the  assets,  and  alleged 
that  the  partnership  was  to  be  wound  up,  denied  H.  S.'s  right  to  act  as  partner,  and 
alleged  that  B  had  been  long  imbecile,  and  this  allegation  and  the  interrogatories 
thereon  were  excepted  to,  it  was  held,  that  B's  state  of  mind  during  this  time  was  a 
material  fact  in  considering  whether  H.  S.  was  properly  a  partner,  and  whether  it  was 
possible  now  to  wind  up  the  partnership  business.  The  exceptions  were  overruled. 
Simpson  v.  Chapman,  viii.  48.

1.  A  landlord  ha*  a  rigit  to  distraiii  upon  a  tenant  at  wilL  Doe  d.  Benson  v. 
Fntty  ziy.  506. 

2.  Demise  ond  redemise — Inierest  in  premises.  Trespass  to  goods.  Flea,  that  bj 
an  indentore,  made  in  1847,  it  was  agi^ed  between  Q.  and  the  defendant,  that  Q. 
■hooJd  hold  certain  premises  as  tenant  at  will  to  the  defendant,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
ld<l2L,  ftr  which  rent  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  defendant  to  distrain  as  landlords  may 
finr  rents  resenred  on  leases  for  yeanr;  that  Q.  held  the  premises  under  the  said  inden- 
ture ;  that  three  years'  and  a  quarter's  arrears  of  rent  became  due,  during  the  time 
Q.  held  the  premises  as  such  tenant,  and  the  defendant  was  possessed  of  them  as 
afixTMaid ;  and  that  the  defendant  distrained  the  goods  fbr  rent  The  plaintiff  set  out 
the  indenture^on  oyer,  from  which  it  appeared  that  Q.,  having  become  in  1847,  the 
lesKO  of  the  premises,  under  M.  for  twenty-one  years,  wanting  one  day,  and  having 
hoTKywed  money  irom  the  defendant,  demised  the  premises  to  the  defendant  by  way 
of  mortgage,  at  a  peppercorn  rent,  and  that  the  defendant  redemised  the  same  to  Q., 
at  a  yearly  rent  of  150/.,  with  power  of  distress.  Heldj  on  demurrer,  that  the  plea 
wu  bad  in  not  showing  such  an  interest  in  the  premises,  on  the  part  of  the  defendant, 
aa  entided  him  to  distrain.    Pihhom  v.  Sonsler,  xir.  454. 

II.  What  may  be  disirained. 

1.  Goods  sent  to  auedoneet  to  he  sold.  Goods  sent  to  an  auctioneer  to  be  sold  in  a 
room  hired  by  him  finom  one  who  has  no  authority  to  let  it,  are  privileged  from  distress, 
while  ^ey  are  in  that  room  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  by  auction.  The  fact  of  such 
itxim  never  having  been  used  as  an  auction  room  before,  and  only  being  hired  for  the 
occasion,  is  immaterial,  as  regards  the  privilege  of  the  goods  fix)m  distress.  Brown  v. 
ArundeU^  L  87S. 

9.  Goods  specified  in  schedule,  A  schedule  annexed  to  a  notice  of  distress  specified 
eertain  goods,  and  concluded  thus :  *' And  all  other  goods,  chattels,  and  effects  that  may 
be  found  in  and  about  the  said  premises,  that  may  be  required  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
above  rent,  togetlier  with  the  expenses."  Held^  that  this  notice  did  not  justify  the 
aetzure  of  any  goods  besides  those  specified  in  the  schedule.  Kerby  v.  Harding^  iii. 
574. 

3L  Sjnnniny  machines  become  part  of  freehold.  Defendant  distrained  for  rent  certain 
flpittning  machines,  which  were  fixed  by  screws,  some  into  the  wooden  floor,  and  some 
kkto  lead  whicb  had  been  poured  when  melted  into  holes  in  the  stone  for  the  purpose 
af  receiving  the  screws.  The  machines  having  been  replevied  by  an  invalid  replevin, 
defendant  entered  and  seized  them  a  second  time.  Held^  that  the  machines  never 
became  a  part  of  the  freehold,  and  were  distrainable.    HeUawell  t.  Eastwood^  iii.  562. 

nL  Bow  Landlord  nuxy  enter. 

1.  A  Umdlord  may  not  break  open  the  door  of  a  stable,  though  without  the  curtilage, 
in  order  to  make  a  distress.    Broum  v.  Glenn,  ii.  275. 

2.  A  landlord,  in  order  to  distrain,  may  open  the  outer  door  in  the  ordinary  way  in 
other  peiions  using  the  building  are  accustomed  to  open  it    Therefore,  where 
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the  door  of  a  stable  iras  kept  closed  hj  a  padlock  attached  to  a  morable  stable,  and 
the  owner  and  other  persons  usually  opened  the  door  hy  pulling  out  the  staple,  it  was 
held,  that  a  distress  made  upon  goods  in  the  stable,  after  an  entry  in  this  mode,  vaa 
legal.    Eyan  y.  ShUcock,  yiii.  508. 

lY.  MUcelUmeotLS  Cases. 

1.  Banhrupt  tenant — Landlord  eniiiled  to  six  year^  rent.  A  landlord  levied  a  distreaa 
for  rent,  and  before  he  sold,  the  tenant  was  adjudicated  bankrupt,  and  then  the  sale 
took  place  under  the  distress.    The  commisaoner  decided  that  the  landlord  was  oniy 

'  entitled  to  retain  one  year's  rent;  but,  on  appeal,  it  was  lidd,  that  the  landlord  was^ 
under  the  42d  section  of  the  S  and  4  Will.  IV.  c.  27,  (the  Statute  of  limitations,) 
entitled  to  six  years'  rent  out  of  the  proceeds  (^  the  sale.  Ex  parte  Bayly;  In  re 
LougheTj  zix.  472. 

2.  Abandonment  of  distress.  A  distrained  for  rent  due  from  his  tenaa|  B,  a  Urerj 
stable  keeper,  and  io<^  a  pony  and  carriage  belonging  to  one  of  B*s  customers.  While 
the  broker  was  in  possession,  the  owner,  who  was  ignorant  of  the  distress,  waa  allowed 
to  take  his  pony  and  carriage  out  as  usual,  the  broker  believing  that  he  would  bring 
them  back.  Held,  that  this  was  not  an  abandonment  of  the  distress,  and,  the  owner 
having  brought  them  back,  they  were  still  subject  to  the  distress.  Kerby  ▼.  Harding^ 
iii.  574. 

8.  Sewers-rate — Void  toarrarU — Trespass.  A  was  assessed  to  a  sewers-rate  in  respect 
of  land,  of  some  of  which  he  was  neither  owner  nor  occupier.  Before  the  commis- 
sioners he  disputed  the  validity  of  the  rate  altogether  as  ajfectmg  his  lands,  but  did 
not  object,  as  to  any  part  of  the  lands  assessed,  that  he  was  not  the  owner  or  occupier. 
The  commissioners  issued  a  warrant  of  distress  to  levy  the  whole  amount.  EM,  that 
the  warrant  was  void  altogether,  and  afforded  no  justification  for  the  distress ;  and 
that  A  was  entitled  to  recover  as  damages  in  an  action  of  trespass  the  whole  amount 
levied  thereunder.    7\ieker  v.  Maitland,  xxix.  208. 

4.  Action  on  the  ease  for  distress  and  varongfvX  sale  of  goods — More  rent  domed 
than  is  due.  Declaration  in  case  alleged  as  the  cause  of  action,  first,  that  defendant 
took  certain  goods  as  a  distress  for  certain  arrears  of  rent  then  cliumed  and  pretended 
by  defendant  to  be  due  to  him,  whereas  part  only  of  the  rent  was  due ;  and,  secondly, 
that  he  wrongfully  sold  the  said  goods,  as  such  distress,  for  the  said  alleged  arrears  and 
costs.  Held,  that  the  distress  and  the  sale  were  substantive  grievances,  both  which 
were  admitted  by  the  payment  of  money  into  court  for  plea,  and  that  the  sale  was 
not  merely  matter  of  aggravation.  Aflerwards  on  error  in  the  exchequer  chamber,  it 
was  held,  first,  that  the  allegation  as  to  the  sale  could  not  be  understood  as  chai^ging 
that  more  goods  were  sold  than  were  necessary  to  raise  the  amount  of  the  arrears 
actually  due,  and  costs.  Secondly,  that  the,  making  a  distress  fi>r  rent,  some  rent  being 
due,  accompanied  by  an  untrue  claim  or  pretence  that  more  was  due  than  reaDy  waa 
due,  is  not  actionable.     Tancred  v.  Leyland,  m.  482.    See  Aduibbiox. 

5.  Rent-charge  cannot  he  spliL  A  rent-chai^  cannot  be  so  split  as  to  eaaUe  the 
grantee  to  distrain  upon  several  portions  of  the  lands  charged ;  and  if  he  once  £strain 
and  might  take  enough  to  satisfy  the  charge,  but  does  not,  he  cannot  *ggir  distrain  for 
the  balance.     Owens  v.  Wynne,  xxx.  860.

I.   GBOUITDS  FOR  A  DITORCE. 
U.  MISCELLANEOUS   CASES. 


I.  Grounds  for  a  Divorce. 
1.  Malformation.    In  libels  for  divorce  on  the  ground  of  malformaDDn,  long  delay 
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m  \)iiii^g  the  suit  miiat  be  6atu&otoril7  accounted  for  by  the  libellant.    jS— n  t. 
B— n,  xxviii.  95. 

2.  Le*^  cruelty.  The  use  of  abusive  and  obscene  language  and  threats  of  injury  to 
tibe  wife  made  to  third  persons,  habits  of  constant  intoxication,  or  of  gaming  and 
cruel  and  indecent  treatment  of  the  children,  are  not  sqch  legal  cruelty  as  will  justify 
a  decree  of  separation  between  man  and  wife.  The  wilful  communication  of  a  cuta- 
neous disorder  is  an  act  of  cruelty,  though  perhaps  not  sufficient  of  itself  to  justify  a 
deciee  of  separation.  And  in  a  case  where  this  act  was  coupled  with  evidence  of  . 
personal  ili  will,  of  blows  given,  and  of  habits  of  intosicadon^  on  the  partof  the  hus- 
band, a  separation  vras  decreed.     C v.  C ,  xxviii.  608.    See,  alao,  Cioeci  v. 

Goedy  xxvL  604. 

3.  hipotency.  The  medical  report  stated  that  a  woman  was  a  viigin,  and  ci^ble 
of  consummation ;  that  with  respect  to  the  man>  there  was  no  apparent  incapacity, 
bat,  from  his  &ilure  to  accomplish  sexual  intercourse  during  a  long  course  of  cohabita- 
tioot  the  inspectors  believed  him  to  be  impotent  as  regards  A,  and  that  tneh  impotency 
could  not  be  removed  by  art  or  skill.  The  cohabitation  had  lasted  two  years  and 
•one  montha,  HM,  that  the  report  was  sufficient  to  support  a  sentenee  of  nullity, 
and  that  the  rule  of  tiiennial  cohabitation  was  not  binding  where  the  cohabitation  had 
been  sufficiently  long,  looking  to  the  evidence,  to  satisfy  the  court  that  the  man'f 
c^mcity  had  been  fully  tried.    Anonymimi,  xxiL  6S7. 

4.  AduUery,  and  criminal  connection  before  marriage.  Where,  in  a  libel  for  divorce, 
adaltery  u  alleged  to  have  taken  place  with  A,  a  criminal  connection  with  A,  previous 
to  the  marriage,  may  be  alleged  also.     Weatherley  v.  Weatherley,  xxix.  605. 

5.  Divorce  a  metud  et  thoro — Cruelty — Desertion — Scotch  law.  Neglect,  silence, 
■honning  the  wife's  company,  and  declarations  by  the  husband  that  he  will  never 
cohabit  with  her,  do  not  constitute  that  **  cruelty  and  maltreatment"  in  respect  of 
which  the  law  will  grant  to  the  wife  a  divorce  a  mensd  et  thoro.  Where,  in  a  case  of 
Hub  sort,  the  eoort  of  seosion  had  pronounced  for  a  divorce,  the  Lords  reversed  the 
interlocttCor.  Actual  personal  violence,  #r  the  immediate  menace  of  it,  is  not  the 
only  gnmnd  of  maltreatment  in  respect  of  which  such  a  divorce  will  be  granted. 
QiuBre,  whether  constant  revilings  and  accusations  of  all  sorts  of  crimes  made,  and 
fiJaely  made,  before  friends  and  servants,  would  constitute  aground  for  such  a  divorce. 
The  general  principle  of  the  law  as  to  divorce  a  menad  et  thoro  is  the  same  in  England 
and  ScotUnd.  [But  it  seems  that  a  special  principle  exists  in  the  law  of  Scotland, 
which  pennits  a  divorce  for  a  wilful  desertion  continued  for  four  years.]  Paterson  v. 
PofenoA,  ziL  19. 

IL  Miscellaneous  Cases. 

1.  AitMony.  In  a  cause  of  separation  promoted  by  the  wife  against  the  husband, 
sdaaaaaj  was  allotted.  The  wife  had  not  complied  with  an  order  of  the  court  of  chan- 
eeiy  respecting  the  custody  of  the  children.  Heldy  that  the  refusal  of  the  wife  to  obey 
die  court  of  chancery  was  no  ground  for  stopping  the  payment  of  alimony.  Hope  v. 
JBbpe^  xxg.  606. 

2.  Rescript  does  not  amount  to  sentence  of  separation.  A  rescript  of  the  cardinal 
vicar^ienend  at  Borne,  authorizing  husband  and  wife  to  live  separate,  does  not  amount 
to  a  sentence  of  separation.     Connelly  v.  Connelly,  ii.  570. 

8.  Divorce  a  vinculo  applied  for  after  grant  of  divorce  a  mensd  et  thoro.  A  domiciled 
Scotchman  married  an  Englishwoman,  who  afterwards  abandoned  him  and  returned 
to  England.  He  commenced  a  suit  for  the  restoration  of  conjugal  rights,  which  was 
met  by  a  *'  responsive  allegation"  prajring  for  a  divorce  a  mensd  et  thoroj  on  the  ground 
of  adultery  committed  by  him  in  Scotland ;  which  divorce  was  granted.  She  subse- 
quently made  the  same  act  of  adultery  the  ground  of  an  application  in  the  Scotch 
eoorti  for  a  divorce  a  vinculo :  plea,  that  by  instituting  the  former  suit  the  wife  was 
bttrred  in  the  present.    Held,  that  the  plea  was  bad.    It  seems,  per  the  Lord  Chan- 
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cellor,  tbat  the  "  responflive  altegation"  is  not  institatiQg  a  suit  (But  Trxtbo  contriL) 
Also,  that  by  the  Scotch  law,  a  divorce  a  vinculo  may  bo  obtained  after  a  diTorce  a 
mensd  has  been  decreed  for  the  same  cause.     Geils  v.  Dickenson,  xx.  1. 

4.  SeparcUion  deed,  how  avoided.  Beconciliation  and  re-cohabitation  avoid  a  deed 
of  separation,  but  the  husband  may  nevertheless  so  conduct  himsdf  afterwards  as  to 
contract  a  new  obligation  on  the  footing  of  the  separation  deed.  Webtter  v.  Webster, 
xvii.  278. 

t  5.  Condonation,  Mere  payments  to  the  wife  of  an  annuify  fi>r  life,  provided  by  the 
deed,  though  continued  after  a  reconciliation,  and  after  the  death  of  the  husband,  are 
not  sufficient  evidence  of  such  a  new  obligation.    lb, 

6.  Form  of  plea  of  condonation  sufficient  without  answer  to  a  lull  by  the  widow,  cm 
behalf  of  herself  and  all  other  creditors,  against  the  assets  of  the  husband,  deceased, 
claiming  as  a  creditor  of  hb  estate  under  the  deed  of  separation.    lb, 

DOMICIL. 

I.  HOW   GAINED   AND   LOST, 
n.  HI8CELLANJBOU8   OASES. 

L  ffow  gained  cmd  losL 

1.  By  residence  and  ownership  of  real  estate.  W.  A.  having  landed  property  in 
Ireland,  and  money  in  the  English  funds,  fourteen  years  before  his  death  bought  a 
house  in  France,  where,  with  the  exception  of  occasional  returns  to  lodgings  in  Eng- 
land, he  continued  to  reside,  and  where  he  died.  He  left  an  English  will,  dated 
in  1843,  and  a  French  will,  dated  in  1848.  Held,  that  the  domicil  of  TT.  A.  was  in 
France.    Laneuvitle  v.  Anderson,  xxii.  641.    Decree  affirmed,  xxix.  59. 

2.  Lodging  in  another  country — Lease — Description  in  wiU,  A  man  may  obtain  a 
new  domicil  in  a  country,  where  he  is  oijly  a  lodger,  and  not  a  housekeeper,  and 
without  repudiating  his  nationality.  And  this  domicil  is  not  changed  by  a  subsequent 
residence  in  another  country,  where  he  takes  a  lease  of  apartments  detenmnable  by 
either  the  lessor  or  the  lessee,  at  the  end  of  three  years.  And  the  &ct  that  he 
describes  himself  in  his  will  as  being  of  a  certain  city  in  his  native  country,  makes 
no  material  difference.     Whicker  v.  Hume,  v.  52. 

3.  Acting  as  surgeon  in  navy,  A  domicil  in  Scotland  is  not  lost  by  acting  as 
surgeon  of  the  navy  at  various  stations  and  at  sea,  the  person  returning  to  Scotland 
at  times  and  spending  intervals  of  employment,  though  he  finally  moves  his  goods  and 
family  therefrom,  if  he  has  made  no  permanent  settlement  elsewhere.  Brown  v. 
Smith,  xi.  6. 

4.  Pauper — Imprisonment  in  another  parish.  The  absence  of  a  person  from  a 
parish  in  which  he  is  residing,  in  consequence  of  an  imprisonment  out  of  the  parish, 
is  not  of  itself  such  an  interruption  of  the  residence  as  would  prevent  his  becoming 
irremovable  by  five  years'  residence  including  the  time  of  the  imprisonment,  if  an 
intention  to  return  at  the  expiration  of  the  imprisonment  exists  throughout  it  Hoi' 
beck  V.  Leeds,  ii.  245. 

n.  MisceUaneous  Gases, 

1.  0/  husband  and  toife  living  apart.  Where  the  husband  and  wife  are  living  apart 
I  under  a  sentence  of  separation,  the  domicil  of  the  husband  is  not  the  domicil  of 
.ihe  wife,  and  the  consequent  defect  of  jurisdiction  apparent  on  the  face  of  the  libel 
will  not  be  cured  by  the  appearance  of  the  wife.     Williams  v.  Dormer,  ix.  598. 

2.  Of  testator,  how  determined.  Where  the  question  befi>re  the  court  is  the  domi- 
cil of  the  testator,  the  conduct  of  parties  to  the  suit  subsequent  to  his  death  is  im- 
material   Laneuville  v.  Anderson/uL,  581. 
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DONATIO  MORTIS  CAUSA. 

1.  Donor  need  not  have  immediate  death  in  view.  To  constitute  a  valid  gift  eausd 
mortis  it  is  not  neceasaiy  that  the  donor  should  have  immediate  death  in  view,  but 
onlj  that  the  gift  dioold  be  made  upon  the  supposition  that  there  is  no  hope  of  re- 
00T617.    Meredith  v.  Wateoftj  xxiii.  250. 

2.  Check.  A  testator,  upon  his  death-bed,  gave  a  check  of  I,OOOZ.  to  his  wife,  and, 
at  his  request,  she  changed  it  for  the  check  of  another  person  of  the  same  amount 
The  testator^s  check  was  paid  in  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  the  widow  obtuned  the 
1,000^  upon  another  check  given  to  her  for  that  for  which  she  had  parted  with  her 
husband's  check.  Hetd^  that  the  gift  to  the  wife  was  complete,  and  that  the  1,000/. 
did  not  form  a  part  of  the  husband's  estate.    Bouts  v.  EUis,  xxi.  837. 

8.  A  testator,  four  days  before  his  death,  said  to  his  wife :  *'  I  am  a  dying  man  ;  you 
will  want  money  before  my  affairs  are  wound  up."  On  the  following  day  he  gave  his 
wife  a  crossed  check,  and,  on  the  next  day  but  one,  remembering  that  the  check  was 
crossed,  he  asked  a  friend  who  visited  him  to  take  it,  and  give  the  wife  another  for  it, 
which  the  friend  did,  but  his  check  was  post-dated.  The  testator's  check  was  paid 
before  the  testator's  death  to  his  friend,  who,  after  that  event,  gave  to  the  widow  a 
check  not  post-dated  for  the  other.  Held,  that  the  transaction  constituted  a  good 
donatio  mortis  eauscL    BovUts  v.  Ellis,  xxxi.  174. 

4.  Delivery  of  evidence  of  deity  toitk  toish  to  have  debt  cancelled.  A  lent  B  500/.  in 
October,  1843,  on  which  occasion  B  wrote  and  signed  the  following  document :  ^*  Re- 
ceived of  A  500/.,  to  bear  interest  at  4/.  per  cent,"  and  gave  it  to  A.  In  June,  1845, 
A  being  dangerously  ill,  gave  the  document  to  her  servant,  with  an  expression  to  the 
eff*ect  that  she  wished  the  debt  to  be  cancelled.  Ten  days  after  this  delivery,  A  died. 
Htldy  that  this  was  a  donatio  mortis  causa  in  favor  of  B*  Gifts  of  this  nature  have 
not  been  abolished  by  the  last  Wills  Act    Moore  v.  Darton^  vii.  184. 

5.  A  donatio  mortis  causd  leaves  the  whole  title  in  the  donor,  unless  the  event 
occnis  which  is  to  devest  him.    Staniland  v.  WiHott,  xii.  42.

1.  Election  of  widow.  A  testator  gave  certain  legacies  out  of  his  personal  estate, 
and  the  residue  thereof,  together  with  the  proceeds  to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  his 
freehold  and  leasehold  estate,  he  directed  to  be  divided  into  four  parts ;  one  fourth  he 
gave  to  his  wife  and  the  other  three  fourths  to  certain  other  relations.  Amongst  other 
legacies,  sums  of  money  were  given  in  unequal  amounts  to  his  wife  and  the  other  dev- 
isees. The  testator,  after  the  date  of  his  will,  had  leased  parts  of  his  estates  for 
terms  of  years,  with  an  option  to  the  lessees  to  purchase,  and  had  permitted  one  lessee 
to  erect  buildings,  which  had  been  done,  and  the  estate  was  thereby  greatly  improved. 
Hdd,  that  the  widow  of  the  testator  was  not  to  be  put  to  her  election,  but  was  entitled 
to  dower,  as  well  ^s  to  the  benefits  given  her  by  the  will,  and  that  she  would  take  her 
dower  according  to  the  existing  value  of  the  estate,  since  the  acts  by  which  the  value 
of  the  property  had  been  altered  were  not  her  acts.     Gibson  v.  Gibson,  xvii.  849. 

2.  Principles  which  govern  the  doctrine  of  election  stated.    lb. 

8.  Equitable  bar  of  dower.  Equitable  bar  of  dower  in  a  court  (of  equity)  depends 
entirely  upon  the  doctrine  of  contract ;  and  an  adult  lady  may  agree  to  take  any 
consideration  or  security  she  pleases,  and  she  takes  it  with  all  its  defects.  Dyke  t. 
BendaU,  xiii.  404. 

4.  Declaration  in  dower — Damages  from  death  of  husband — Demand.  On  a  plea 
of  tout  temps  prist  to  a  declaration  in  dower  under  the  statute  of  Merton,  replication 
of  a  demand  and  refusal  to  render  dower  before  the  writ  sued  out,  rejoinder  traverfr- 
ing  the  demand,  and  issue  thereon  found  for  the  demandant,  the  demandant  is  entitled 
to  damages  from  the  death  of  her  husband,  and  not  from  the  date  of  the  demand 
only.  Dower  may  be  demanded  by  another  person  on  behalf  of  the  widow ;  and  a 
demand  in  the  presence  of  witnesses  is  not  necessary.     Watson  y.  Watson,  L  371.

2.  Debtor  under  arrest^  arrangement  with  creditor  by.  Where  a  debtor  who  is  under 
arrest  gives  to  the  creditor,  as  the  consideration  for  his  dischai^e,  a  warrant  of  attorney 
for  the  whole  amount  of  the  debt  in  respect  of  which  he  is  arrested,  together  wil^ 
sums  justly  due  from  him  to  the  creditor  on  other  accounts,  the  fact  of  such  warrant 
being  given  while  he  is  under  arrest  will  not  be  a  ground  for  the  interference  of  the 
court,  if  the  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  by  him  deliberately,  advisedly,  and 
with  full  knowledge  of  the  circumstances.  That  one  of  the  debts  for  wluch  such 
warrant  is  given  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  will  i^ake  no  difieience.

2.  As  to  the  distinction  between  an  easement  and  a  proft  h  prendre,  see  Bland  v.

3.  Agreement  to  grant  an  easement —  Use  of  way.  An  agreement  to  grant  an  easement^ 
SQch  as  the  right  to  use  a  certain  way,  to  an  incorporated  body  need  not  be'  by  deed, 
and  may  be  permanent,  though  it  is  to  the  company  only,  and  not  to  the  company 
and  their  successors.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  v.  The  Manchester,  Sheffidd, 
ffc.  Railway  Co.  x.  1 1. 

4.  Deed  of  an  easement  in  a  watercourse.  By  a  deed  between  A,  owner  of  Green* 
acre,  and  B,  owner  of  Blackacre,  it  was  agreed  that  A  should  have  during  the  first 
ten  days  of  every  month,  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation,  all  the  water  of  a  stream 
which  flowed  through  Greenacre  into  Blackacre,  and  that  at  all  other  times  the  water 
should  be  under  the  control  and  at  the  disposal  of  B,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  be 
allowed  to  flow  in  a  free  and  uninterrupted  course  towards  and  into  Blackacre, 
through  a  channel  therein  particularly  described ;  and  that  the  owner  of  Greenacre 
should  cleanse  and  repair  the  said  channel,  with  Uberty  to  B,  his  heirs,  &c.,  to  do  so 
on  his  default  Held,  that  this  deed  operated  as  a  grant  to  B,  of  an  easement  of  the 
watercourse  therein  described  at  all  times,  except  the  first  ten  days  of  eaclx  month, 
and  that  he  thereby  acquired  a  right  in  respect  of  that  channel,  and  that  an  altera- 
tion of  this  channel  was  an  injury  to  his  right,  in  respect  of  which  B  might  maintain 
an  action,  although  no  actual  damage  had  occurred.  Held,  also,  that  a  declaration 
describing  the  right  as  an  easement  to  which  the  phuntiflT  was  entitled  by  reason  of  his 
possession  of  Blackacre,  without  referring  to  the  deed,  was  sufficient  Nortkam  v.

5.  Incloswe  Act,  construction  of—Right  to  carry  coke  over  a  railway.    An  inckwora

and  ako  liberty  to  make  ways  along  certain  commons,  and  to  do  every  act  then,  or 
thereafter,  in  nse  for  working  and  carrying  away  the  mines  and  minerak  wi^n  and 
under  die  said  commons,  and  also  for  carrying  the  coab  and  produce  of  any  other 
mines  and  minerals  from  or  under  any  oUier  lands.  Hddy  that  this  gave  the  loid 
power  to  convey  coke  along  a  railway,  which  he  had  made  on  the  commons,  coke 
being  a  produce  of  a  mine,  and  the  word  *'  other  "  meaning  not  other  than  coals,  but 
other  than  the  mines  and  nunerals  mentioned  in  the  fonner  clause.  Bowes  v.  /?ovens- 
wnrlhy  zxix.

6.  Interruption  of  enjoyment — Evidence.  Although  an  interruption  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  an  easement  for  a  less  period  than  a  whole  year  does  not  prevent  altogether 
the  operation  of  sect  2  of  stat  2  k  3  WilL  lY.c.  71,  instances  of  such  interruption 
are  material  for  the  consideration  of  the  jury,  on  the  issue  whether  the  enjoyment 
has  been  of  right    Eaton  v.  The  Sioansea  Waterworks  Co,  v.  340. 

7.  Footway  and  packkor^e  road.  Case  for  obstructing  a  carriage  and  footway. 
Plea,  traversing  the  right  of  way.  The  plalntiflT  proved  enjoyment  of  a  footway  and 
packhorse  road  for  more  than  twenty  years,  but  forty  years  ago  there  had  been  no 
carte  in  the  district,  and  from  June,  1831,  to  Lady-day,  1846,  the  servient  tenement 
had  been  held  under  two  successive  leases  for  years,  exceeding  three  years.  The 
enjo3rment  of  the  right  commenced  before  the  granting  of  the  first  lease,  and  the 
didm  was  not  resisted  by  the  reversioner  within  three  years  afler  the  determination 
of  the  term  granted  by  the  last  lease.

71,  which 
excludes  the  time  of  enjoyment  during  a  lease  exceeding  three  years  in  the  compu- 
tation of  the  period  of  forty  years,  does  not  apply  where  the  claim  is  founded  on 
enjoyment  for  twenty  years  only ;  and  if  sect  8  could  be  applied  to  that  case,  the 
condition  imposed  by  it,  that  the  claim  should  be  resisted  by  the  reversioner  within 
three  years  afler  the  determination  of  the  term,  must  b&  applied  also.    lb, 

9.  Nonitser — Abandonment,  Nonuser  will  not  amount  to  an  abandonment  of  a 
right  of  way  unless  the  circumstances  show  an  intention  to  abandon  the  right  Ward 
T.  Ward,  xiv.  413,  and  note. 

n.  Party  Walk  ;  Adjacent  Proprietors. 

1.  Party  walls — Right  of  support.  Where  the  owner  of  land  builds  houses  upon 
it,  adj(nning  each  other  so  as  to  require  mutual  support,  there  is,  either  by  a  presumed 
grant,  or  by  a  presumed  reservation,  a  right  to  such  mutual  support,  and  such  right 
is  not  affected  by  subsequent  subdivision  of  the  property.  Richards  v.  Rose^  xxiv. 
406. 

2.  A,  the  owner  in  fee,  demised  land  on  a  building  lease  to  B,  who  erected  thereon 
two  houses  adjoining  each  other.  B  subsequently  underleased  to  C,  who  mortgaged 
the  houses,  and  the  assignee  of  the  mortgage,  under  a  power  of  sale,  sold  one  house 
to  the  plaintiff,  and  afterwaids  sold  the  other  to  the  defendant  Held,  that  the  plain- 
tiff could  maintain  an  action  against  the  defendant  for  excavating,  under  his  own 
bouse,  and  removing  his  own  soil,  whereby  the  plaintiff's  house  was  deprived  of  sup- 
port, and  sank.    lb, 

3.  Adjacent  proprietors — Withdrawal  of  stratum — No  present  damages.  The  with- 
drawal of  any  part  of  the  stratiun  to  the  support  of  which  the  owner  of  the  adjacent 
9cSL  or  house  thereon  is  entitled,  is  a  cause  of  action,  as  an  injury  to  the  right, 
although  no  immediate  damage  ensues ;  and  no  fresh  cause  of  action  accrues  by  the 
occurrence  of  subsequent  damage.    Ntcklin  v.  Williams j  xxvi.  549. 

4.  Mines — Owner  of  adjoining  soil — Support,  A  declaratio.n  in  case  by  reversioners 
•tated  that  certain  buildings  and  closes  of  land  were  in  the  occupation  of  A  and  B  as 
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tenants  to  tlie  plidnti£&,  the  reveraon  belonging  to  them.  That  the  defendant  n^l^ 
gently,  and  without  leaving  proper  support,  worked  certain  mines  near  and  contiga- 
oufl  to  the  said  premises,  and  dug  minerals  out  of  the  saJd  mines,  whereby  laige 
portions  of  the  buildings  became  injured,  and  the  ground  on  which  the  boildii^ 
stood  and  the  siud  closes  swagged  and  gave  way.  Held^  on  motion  in  arrest  of  jndg^ 
ment,  that  the  declaration  was  good ;  that,  as  it  did  not  appear  that  the  soil  in  which 
the  mines  were  belonged  to  the  defendant,  or  that  the  defendant  had  all  the  right  to 
get  the  mines  that  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  scnl  had,  the  defendant  was  prima  fade 
a  wrongdoer,  and  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  aver  in  the  declaration  that  the  plaintifis 
had  a  right  to  have  the  buildings  supported  by  the  soil  under  which  the  defendant 
worked.    Jeffries  v.  WiUiamSj  i.  438. 

IIL  Ancieni  LighU. 

1.  Ancient  lights — AUeration  of  premises — EnlargemetU  of  totrnfoiM.  .  Where  a 
party  who  has  a  right  to  the  access  of  light  and  air  through  certain  ancient  wlndowk 
makes  an  alteration  in  the  size  of  his  windows,  so  as  to  exceed  the  limits  of  his 
ancient  right,  he  thereby  aoquires^notfaing  in  addition  to  his  former  right ;  and  if  tibe 
excess  cannot  be  obstructed  by  his  neighbor  in  the  exercise  of  his  lawful  rights  on  hii 
9wn  land,  without  at  the  same  time  obstructing  the  ancient  right,  such  party  must  be 
considered  as  having  by  his  own  act  suspended  and  lost  fbf  the  time  his  former  right. 
Qucere^  whether  the  former  right  is  entirely  destroyed  by  the  alteration  ?  Ben^€M 
V.  ^ean,  X.  417. 

2.  The  plaintiff,  owner  of  a  building  in  which  there  were  ancient  windows,  rebuilt 
it  within  twenty  years  from  time  of  suit,  raised  it  a  story,  put  windows  into  the  new 
story,  and  altered  the  position  of  and  enlarged  the  lower  windows,  so  that  portions 
of  them  occupied  spaces  where  theretofore  there  had  been  no  aperture.  The 
defendant,  who  occupied  a  house  separated  from  the  plidntiff 's  by  a  passage  way,  or 
court,  belonging  to  the  plaintiff,  rebuilt  and  raised  his  premises  within  twenty  years 
after  the  rebuilding  of  the  plaintiff's  house,  and  thereby  obstructed  the  windows  in 
the  upper  story  of  the  plaintiff's  house,  as  well  as  those  in  the  lower  stories.  HM, 
that  the  defendant  was  jnstafied  in  so  obstructing  tiie  new  lights,  and  that  the  plain- 
tiff could  not  complain  that  as  a  necessary  consequence  the  privileged  wiiroows  were 
also  darkened.    lb. 

S.  Payment  of  rent  not  etndence  of  interruption.  The  mere  payment  of  rent  for  the 
eiijoyment  of  lights  is  no  evidence  of  an  interruption  of  SMd  enjoyment  The  Pl<j»* 
ierers  Co.  v.  The  Parish  Clerks  Co.  vi.  481. 


lY.  Ripcarian  Proprieton, 

1.  Right  of  the  croton  to  the  seashore.  The  right  of  the  crown  to  the  sea-shore  is 
limited  by  the  line  reached  by  the  medium  high  tides  between  the  ^ring  and  neap^ 
in  each  quarter  of  a  lunar  revolution,  during  the  whole  year.  The  searshore  is  not 
"  capable  of  ordinary  cultivation  or  occupation,"  or  **  generally  dry  and  BLanuiable." 
The  Attomeg-General  v.  Chambers,  xxvii.  242. 

2.  Flowing  land — Irrigation — Mill  owner.  Flowing  water,  air,  and  light  art 
bestowed  by  Providence  for  the  common  benefit  of  men ;  and  so  long  as  the  reaaon- 
able  use  by  one  man  of  this  common  property  does  no  actual  and  perceptible  damage 
to  the  right  of  another  to  the  similar  use  oi  it,  no  action  will  lie.  A  riparian  prc^rie- 
tor  has  a  right  to  irrigate  his  land  by  water  from  the  stream,  provided  he  does  not 
interfere  with  the  rights  of  other  riparian  proprietors;  and  whether  his  use  of  the. 
stream  for  this  purpose  be  reasonable  and  permitted,  or  not,  depends  on  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case.    Where  an  action  on  the  case,  founded  on  such  an  irrigation} 
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wasbtODght  agBinst  a  riparian  proprietor  by  another  having  a  mill  lower  down  on 
ilbe  stream,  it  appearing  that  the  irrigation  took  place  only  at  intermittent  periods, 
iprhen  the  river  was  fuU,  and  that  no  damage  was  done  thereby  to  the  woridng  of  the 
mill,  and  that  the  diminution  of  the  water  was  not  perceptible  to  the  eye,  it  was  ketd^ 
tiiat  tills  was  a  reasonable  use  of  the  water  by  the  defendant,  for  which  no  action 
could  be  maintained.    Embrey  v.  Owerij  iv.  466. 

y .  Biffhe  to  lay  Pipei  ;  W€Uerc<ntrs€» 

1.  Right  to  Icty  toaterptpes,  A  water  company  laid  pipes  in  a  land  tax  divison 
under  a  statutory  power.  Heldy  that  the  right  of  the  company  was  in  the  nature 
of  an  easement,  and  could  not  be  treated  as  '*  land  "  or  a  *'  hereditament,"  under  the 
Land  Tax  Acts.  The  Chelsea  Waterworks  Co.  v.  Bowley,  vii.  376.  See,  also,  Begina 
▼.  The  East  London  Waterworks  Co.  ix.  271. 

2.  As  to  the  right  of  the  Dover  Gas  Light  Company,  under  their  charter  S  Geo,  IV. 
e.  15,  to  lay  down  additional  pipea,  see  The  Doper  Gas  Light  Co.  v.  The  Mayor,  ffc.  of 
Dover^  xxxL  514. 

S.  Waiereotarse.  £.  gave  a  body  of  subscribers  permission  by  part^  to  oonduct  a 
watefcoone  through  his  land.  The  easement  was  enjoyed  for  nihe  years.  THere  waa 
a  disagreement  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  £.  diverted  the  watercoune  into  the 
old  channeL  A  bill  was  filed  by  several  of  the  subacriben.  Held,  upon  its  being 
amended,  and  made  on  bdialf  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  othen  whose  names  and  residences 
were  uidmown,  being  sobscribers  to  the  fund,  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the 
nse  of  the  watercourse  passing  under  the  lands  of  £. ;  and  an  injunction  was  granted 
to  restrain  the  defendant  from  preventing,  obstructing,  or  hitcvfering  with  the  flow 
of  water,  or  with  the  {^aintiffs*  use  of  the  watercourse.  Devonshire  v.  Elgin,  viL  39.

ECCLESIASTICAL  LAW. 

1.  Sequestration  to  compel  residence — Right  to  hearing.  A  writ  of  sequestration 
issued,  nnder  the  stat  1  &  2  Vict  c.  106,  to  compel  a  deigyman  to  reside  on  his 
benefice,  is  not  merely  in  the  nature  of  a  distress  to  compel  residence,  but  is  also  a 
penal  proceeding  against  him.  The  bishop,  therefore,  ou^  to  give  the  clergyman  nn 
opportanity  of  being  heard  before  directing  the  sequestration.  So,  if,  in  obedience 
to  a  monition  issued  by  the  bishop,  a  cleigyman  goes  into  residence  and  again  ceases 
to  reside,  the  bishop  may  aerre  him  mth  an  order  to  reside;  but  if  that  oider  be  dis- 
obeyed, the  bishop  is  not  justified  in  directing  a  sequestration  at  once,  without  giving 
Inm  an  opportunity  of  being  heard.    Bonaker  v.  Evans^  iL  234. 

2.  Monition  in  such  case.  By  the  1  &  2  Vict.  c.  106,  s.  64,  the  bishop,  in  case 
of  non-readence  of  a  beneficed  clergyman  within  his  diocese,  is  enabled  to  issue  a 
monition  requiring  the  said  spiritual  person  to  rende,  and  to  make  a  return  to  the 
monitioD ;  and  if  no  return,  or  an  unsatis&ctory  return  be  made,  then  to  issue  an 
order  to  him  to  reside ;  and  in  case  of  non-compliance  with  such  order,  to  sequester 
the  benefice ;  and  if  the  benefice  continues  "  for  the  space  of  one  whole  year,"  under 
sequestration  for  non-rendence,  such  benefice  shall  be  deemed  void,  and  the  patron 
may  appoint  thereto.  Held,  that  the  monition  there  mentioned,  is  not,  wiUiin  the 
meaning  of  the  act,  a  judicial  decision,  but  only  in  the  nature  of  process,  calling  upon 
tiie  party  to  show  cause  why  an  order  to  reside  should  not  issue ;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, no  citation  or  summons  to  show  cause  why  the  monition  should  not  issue,  is 
neeesnry  before  the  monition,  and  that  the  phrase  <*  for  the  space  of  one  whole  year  ** 
means  one  whole  year  from  the  day  on  which  the  sequestration  issued,  and  not  a  year 
<»nmeneing  on  the  1st  January,  and  ending  on  the  dlst  December,  both  inclusive,  as 
defined  in  sect  120.    Bartlett  v.  Kirwood,  xxii.  277. 

!«  Wriio/sequestratian-'Deatho/bishop^PracUce.  Arectoryin  the  diocese  of  B. 
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was  subsequently  annexed  to  the  diocese  of  S.  The  pliuntifF's  writ  d  soquestratioii 
was  accepted  bjr  the  bishop  of  S.,  since  .deceased,  and  sequestrators  were  appointed, 
and  the  writ  remained  in  the  same  office,  in  the  diocese  of  B^  by  the  permiasion  of 
the  former  bishop  of  S.  Held^  that  ou  the  death  of  a  bishop,  to  whom  a  writ  of 
sequestration  has  been  directed,  the  present  bishop  is  bound  to  retam  the  writ  of  the 
kite  bishop.  Semble,  that  a  writ  of  sequestration  directed  to  the  bishop  of  B.  would

a  bishop,  in  which  he  acts  as  ecclesiastical  sheriff,  who  is  a  mere  ministerial  oflker 
Phelps  V.  St.  Johtiy  xxix.  420. 

4.  A  writ  of  sequestration  is  a  continuing  execution,  and  continues  in  force  until 
the  debt  and  costs  are  realized,  without  reference  to  the  time  at  which  the  writ  ia 
nominally  returned,  or  until  the  bishop  b  ruled  to  return  it.    Ih, 

5.  Charge  of  erroneous  doctrine — Jurisdiction  of  bishop.  Upon  a  charge  preferred 
ogainst  a  clerk  in  orders  of  having  affirmed  and  maintained  doctrines  repugnant  to  the 
thirty-nine  articles,  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  has  no  power  of  proceeding,  personally 
and  withbut  process  in  court,  to  hear  and  adjudicate  upon  such  chai^,  under  the  IS 
Eliz.  c.  12,  s.  2.  The  proceedings  in  such  a  case  must  be  instituted  and  conducted  as 
required  by  the  Chureh  Discipline  Act,  3  &  4  Vict.  c.  86.  Ex  parte  Denison^  xxviiL 
240. 

6.  Church  discipline  act — Commission  of  inquiry.  A  charge  of  erroneous  doctrine 
was  formally  presented  to  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  against  the  Archdeacon 
of  Taunton,  who  was  also  vicar  of  East  Brent,  of  which  living  the  bishop  was  patron, 
with  a  request  that  the  bishop  would  send  the  chaise  for  deciuon  in  the  arehes  court 
by  letters  of  request  The  bishop  sent  a  copy  of  the  charge  to  the  arehdeacon,  and 
called  upon  him,  by  letter,  in  which  he  expressed  his  view  of  the  charge,  to  give  such 
explanations  of  his  doctrine  as  might  satisfy  lum,  (the  bishop)  that,  with  a  due 
vigilance  over  the  purity  of  his  teaching,  he  could  abstain  from  granting  letters 
of  request  The  archdeacon,  in  compliance  with  this  requirement,  sent  a  statement 
of  his  doctrine  and  in  reply,  the  bishop  wrote  another  letter,  in  which,  afler  stating  that 
he  rejoiced  to  find  that  the  archdeacon  reaffirmed  all  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the 
Chureh  of  England,  and  agreed  to  the  positions  laid  down  in  his,  the  bishop's 
former  letter,  but  also  expressing  his  regret  as  to  the  tenor  of  certain  speculations  in 
the  archdeacon's  sermons,  and  the  error  of  requiring  assent  to  them  as  the  dogmatic 
teaching  of  the  chureh,  he  proceeded  to  say :  "  The  question,  then,  before  me,  is  this: 
are  these  errors,  as  I  esteem  them,  of  so  grave  a  character  as  to  render  it  my  duty  to 
allow  my  office  to  be  used  to  promote  an  attempt  to  eject  you  from  the  mmistry  of  the 
English  Chureh  ?  Now,  as  to  the  first  of  these,  though  I  esteem  your  opinion  erro- 
neous, still,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  one  which  the  chureh  has  censured.  .  •  . 
And  I  do  not  consider  it  my  duty  to  seek  in  the  ecclesiastical  courts  for  an  authentic 
tive  decision  thereon.  ...  As  to  the  second  error,  I  see,  with  much  pleasure,  frooL 
your  statement  to  me,  that  you  admit  that  it  is  not  for  you  to  say  what  statements 
of  doctrine  may  or  may  not  justify  exclusion  from  the  ministry ;  and  I  trust,  therefore, 
that,  without  my  having  recourse  to  any  further  steps,  I  may  rest  on  the  assurance 
that  you  will  herein  submit  to  my  judgment  when  I  admonish  you,  as  I  now  do.** 
Held^  that  there  had  been  no  adjudication  by  the  bishop  upon  the  charge  preferred 
agunst  the  arehdeacon,  so  as  to  make  the  issuing  of  a  conmussion  to  inquire  into  the 
charge  by  the  Arehbishop  of  Canterbury,  under  the  power  given  by  sect  24,  of  the 
Chureh  Discipline  Act^  an  excess  of  jurisdiction.    lh» 

1,  Church  discipline  act — Suspension — Right  of  bishop  to  require  certificate  of  go9d 
behavior.  It  was  held,  that,  under  the  Chureh  Discipline  Act,  a  bishop  had  a  right 
to  annex  to  a  sentence  of  suspension  the  condition  that  the  person  suspended  shoold^ 
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«ft  tlw  espimtioii  of  the  period,  procure  certain  certificates  of  good  beliaTior.    Ex 

6.  Ckmdk  diae^pUne  aeV^Praeike'^Limkalion  of  time  for  insHtuHng  proceedingi. 
To  a  oicatum  against  a  dark  in  holy  orders,  under  the  Church  Discipline  Act,  the 
derk  appeared  under  protest,  on  seyeral  grounds ;  first,  that  the  8d  section  limited  the 
nuaber  of  parties  complaining  to  one ;  secondly,  that  the  charges  were  laid  between 
March,  18d0,and  June,  1861,  and  the  letters  of  request  were  not  sent  to  the  court  of 
appeal  till  after  the  2Sd  May,  1852 ;  thirdly^  tliat  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  could  not 
sttbstitttte  himself  for  llie  original  promoters ;  fosrthly,  that  the  offences  being  charged 
between  March,  1850,  and  Jane,  1851,  and  the  decree  being  dated  September,  1852, 
the  offexftoea  may  haTe  been  committed  more  than  two  years  before  the  institution  of 
the  suit  in  the  court  of  arches,  the  proceedings  there  being  viewed  as  original  pro- 
osedtngOb  Hdd^  ibait  the  first,  second,  and  third  objections  ffldled,  but  that  the  fourth 
was  a  good  obfectioo ;  and  the  clerk  was  dismissed.  The  Bishop  of  Hereford  v, 
Thompson^  zzit.  610. 

0.  Ckwek  ntftfs,  s^Atraetum  of-^Practice.  A  libel,  in  a  cause  of  subtraction  of 
ehnreh  ralea,  pleaded  that  the  parish  church,  &u.,  were  in  want  of  repair,  and  that  a 
inMiitioa  was  granted,  calling  on  the  church-wardens  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
procue  the  repain,  &c. ;  that  a  yestry  was  convened,  and  the  majority  there  present 
in  effect  voted  against  the  rate  ;  whereupon,  the  chiurman  declared  such  vote  illegal, 
and  the  minority  passed  a  resolution  in  favor  of  thdrate.  No  objection  was  taken  in 
vestry  to  any  of  the  items  for  which  the  rate  was  levied,  but,  in  oppo^ng  the  admission 
of  the  libel,  counsel  txx>k  objection  to  several  of  those  items  as  invalidating  the  rate. 
Heldj  that  the  libel  was  admissible,  and  that,  if  the  items  were  illegal,  they  should 
have  been  objected  to  in  vestry.     Cordy  v.  Bentley,  v.  590. 

10.  SutpemUm  of  viear — Appointment  of  parish  clerk  hy  stipendiary  curate^  to  hold 
office  during  suspension.  The  vicar  of  a  parish  had  been  suspended  by  the  diocesan 
ah  officio  et  henejhio  for  two  years,  and  until  a  satisfkctory  certificate  of  his  good  con- 
(faiet  should  be  obtained,  and  the  diocesan,  by  the  ordinary  form  of  license,  appointed 
K.  during  the  suspension,  '*  to  perform  the  office  of  stipendiary  curate  in  the  parish 
in  reading  tlie  Common  Prayer,  and  performing  other  ecclesiastical  duties  belonging 
to  the  said  office,  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
and  the  canons  and  constitutions  in  that  behalf  lawfully  established."  Whilst  the 
Bospetuaon  continued,  the  office  of  parish  clerk  became  vacant,  and  the  plaintiff  was 
appointed  by  K.  to  hold  the  said  office  during  the  continuance  of  the  suspension. 
Hdd,  in  an  action  to  recover  certain  fees  of  office  received  by  the  defendant,  who 
had  been  subsequently  appointed  to  the  same  office  by  the  vicar,  and  had  first 
obtmned  a  license  from  the  bishop,  that-  K.  as  minister  of  the  parish  for  the  time 
being,  within  the  terms  of  the  91st  canon  of  1603,  had  the  right  to  appoint  to  the 
olBce,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  therefore  entitled  to  recover  in  the  action.  And 
semNe^  that  the  appointment  of  the  plaintiff  was  in  point  of  form  valid,  ihough  to 
hfild  the  office  only  during  the  suspension,  as  the  tenure  of  the  office  was  not  thereby 
dinged.    Pindar  v.  Parr,  xxviii.  235. 

11.  ClergymafCs  opinion  as  to  cause  of  parishioner's  death — Coronet's  order — 
AppeaL  The  mere  o^miion  of  a  clergyman  as  to  the  cause  of  death  of  a  parishioner, 
upon  whoae  body  a  jury  had  returned  a  verdict  of  "  found  drowned,"  does  not  justify 
him  in  refbsing  to  comply  with  the  coroner's  order  for  burial  The  bishop  of  the 
&cese  and  patron  of  the  preferment  has  power,  by  the  3  &  4  Vict  c.  86,  s.  24,  to 
send  tiie  case  by  letters  of  request  to  the  court  of  appeal.  If  the  clergyman's  parish 
b  not  rightly  described  in  the  citation,  the  objection  should  be  raised  by  plea,  setting 
ibarth  tiie  wrong  description.     Cooper  v.  Dodd,  ii.  583. 

12.  Proctors-Practice  in  ecclesiastical  court^Begistrar.  The  54  Geo.  III.  c.  68, 
9,  9,  prohilnts  a  proctor  from  permitting  or  suffering  "  his  name  to  be  in  any  manner 

in  any  snit,  the  prosecution  or  defence  of  which  shall  appertain  to  the  office  of  a 
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proctor,  or  in  obtaising  prabates  of  will|  letters  of  administration,  or  mamage  liceufles  " 
for  the  benefit  of  any  other  person.  The  10th  section  enacts, "  that  in  case  amy 
person  shall,  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  make,  dOf  act» 
exercise,  or  peiferm  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  whatsoever,  in  any  way  appertaining  or 
belonging  to  the  office,  functiQn,  or  practice  of  a  proctor,  for  or  in  consideration  of 
any  giun,  fee,  or  reward,  or  with  a  view  to  participate  in  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  office,  fonctbn,  or  practice  of  a  proctor,  without  being  admitted  and  enrolied, 
he  shall  forfeit  50/.  Held^  that,  construing  these  two  sections  together,  the  aela 
intended  by  the  latter  section  to  be  psphibited  were  those  which  were  legally  incident 
to  the  office  of  a  proctor ;  not  those  which,  though  usually  performed  by  him,  were 
not  of  right  incident  to  his  office.  And,  therefore,  that  a  registrar  of  an  ecclenaeticai 
court,  who,  in  cases  where  there  was  no  testamentary  contest,  had  prepared  the 
documents,  and  done  the  acts  necessary  fiir  obtaining  letters  testamentary,  and  pro* 
bates  of  wills,  and  other  similar  matters,  had  not  thereby  subjected  himself  to  the 
penalty  imposed  by  the  10th  section.  On  the  trial  of  an  action  brought  on  this  statute^ 
evidence  from  certain  ecclesiastical  courts  was  tendered,  to  show  that  it  was  oustoraaxy 
£or  the  registrar  to  do  these  acts,  and  to  receive  fees  on  account  of  doing  them. 
HeUy  that  such  evidence  was  properly  admitted.    Stephemon  v.  Higginsan,  xviiL  50. 

13.  Doctrine  not  repugnant  to  doctrine  of  Church  of  England.  Hie  doctrines,  that 
baptism  is  a  sacrament  generally  necessary  to  salvation,  but  that  the  grace  of  regener* 
ation  does  not  so  necessarily  acy^ompany  the  act  of  baptism  that  regeaera^n  in- 
variably takes  place  in  baptism ;  that  baptism  is  an  effectual  sign  of  grace,  by  which 
God  works  invisibly  in  us,  but  only  in  such  as  worthily  receive  it,  in  whom  alone  it 
has  a  wholesome  effect;  that  without  reference  to  the  qualifioatiGn  of  the  recipient, 
baptism  is  not  in  itself  an  effectual  sign  of  grace ;  that  in&nts  baptized,  and  dyii^ 
before  actual  sin,  are  certainly  saved,  but  that  in  no  case  is  regeneration  in  baptism 
imconditional, — are  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the  declared  doctrine  of  the  Church 
of  England.    Gorham  v.  The  Bishop  of  Exeter^  L  19. 

14.  Doctrine — Efficacy  of  infant  baptism,  A  clerk,  in  his  examinadon  previoos 
to  institution  by  the  diocesan,  stated  that  he  did  not  hold  the  doctrine  that  every  in- 
&nt  is  absolutely  and  unconditionally  regenerated  by  the  Holy  ^irit  in  and  by  water 
baptism  duly  administered ;  and  the  diocesan  refused  to  institnte  him  by  reason  of  hb 
unsoundness  in  doctrine.  Heldf  that  the  diocesan  was  justified  in  so  refuring.  Gorham 
V.  The  Bishop  of  Exeter,  I  601. 

15.  ^umspaid  to  ecclesiastical  commissioners.  Semble,  all  sums  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  under  the  6  Will.  lY.  c.  19,  and  6  &  7  Will.  IT. 
c.  7  7,  continue  subject  to  the  same  fees  and  stipends  in  respect  of  any  office  as  the  same 
were  subject  to  before  the  passing  of  the  acts.  Temple  v.  The  EccleskuHcal  Commh- 
sioners  for  England,  xxiii.  555. 

16.  Union  of  benefices.  The  union  of  two  or  more  benefices  cannot  be  effected 
without  the  assent  of  the  patrons.  The  bishop  of  N.,  by  an  instrument  under  his 
episcopal  seal,  addressed  to  A,  as  perpetual  curate  of  W.  S.  and  rector  of  C,  which 
recited  that  good  causes  had  been  alleged,  united  the  rectory  with  the  perpetual  curacy 
during  the  incumbency  of  A,  in  the  latter,  provided  that  A  should  keep  a  sufficient 
curate  to  instruct  and  teach  the  people  of  the  parish  in  which  he  should  not  reada 
Held,  that  the  legal  effect  of  this  instrument  was  not  to  create  a  union  of  the  two 
benefices  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  term,  so  that  residence  in  the  one  produced  a 
non-residence  in  the  other  of  the  two  benefices ;  and  that  the  bishop  had  jurisdiction, 
under  the  1  &  2  Yict^  c.  106,  to  appoint  a  curate  for  the  parish  in  which  A  did  not  dt 
facto  reside.    Daniel  v.  Morton,  iL  205. 

1 7.  Refusal  to  pay  'arrears  of  curate* s  stipend — Sequestration.  A  monition  issued 
by  the  bishop  recited  that  a  complaint  had  been  made  by  the  curate  that  anears  of 
stipend  were  due  to  him,  which  A  had  refused  to  pay,  and  that  A  and  the  curate 
having  appeared  before  him,  the  said  complaint  was  duly  proved,  and  required  A  to 
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pay  tiie  nod  arrears.  Default  being  made  in  payment,  a  sequefltiation  i§8ued.  Held^ 
flat  A  eonld  not,  after  the  sequestration  issued,  object  that  he  had  not  been  guilty  of 
a  refiual  to  pay  tiie  stipend,  or  that  he  had  no  notice  of  the  curate  being  appointed 
by  the  bishop.    lb, 

la.  Ecdetkiitical  leases — Purchase  by  raiitoay  company^^Aeeumulation.  Where 
land  belonging  to  a  dean  and  chapter,  but  subject  to  a  lease,  was  purchased  by  a  rail- 
way oompany,  and  the  money  paid  into  court,  it  was  hM,  that  the  dean  and  chapter 
were  only  entitled,  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease,  to  so  much  of  the  dividends 
of  the  purehase-money  as  would  equal  the  amount  of  rent,  and  the  rest  of  the  divi- 
dends were  to  be  accumulated  till  the  expiration  of  the  lease.  Ex  parte  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  &f  Christ  Churchy  zxiii.  171. 

19.  Rescript  authorizing  husband  and  wife  to  live  separate.  American  subjects, 
Protestants,  domiciled  in  the  United  States,  were  there  married.  They  were  aflei^ 
wards  adnutted  at  Rome  to  the  Catholic  church,  and  the  husband,  on  petition,  was  ^ 
permitted  to  take  orders.  The  rescript  to  tiie  petition  authorized  the  parties  to  live 
separate ;  and  in  compliance  therewith  the  wife  took  vows  of  chastity.  The  parties 
afterwards  residing  in  ikigland,  the  husband  there  promoted  a  suit  for  restitution  of 
conjugal  rights ;  and  the  wife  pleaded  the  rescript  as  tantamount  to  a  sentence  of 
separation.  Heldf  first,  that  the  rescript  merely  authorized  husband  and  wifb  to  live 
separate,  and  did  not  amount  to  a  sentence  of  separation.  Secondly,  that  the  status 
of  parties,  domiciled  subjects  of,  and  married  in,  America,  was  not  so  affected  by  a 
sentence  pn»ounced  at,  and  founded  on  a  rule  of  law  peculiar  to  Rome,  the  persons 
being  dien  resident  at  Rome,  and  coming  subsequently  to  England,  that  an  English 
forum  would,  by  reason  of  such  sentence,  refuse  to  entertain  questions  arising  out  of 
die  married  state  of  such  persons.     Connelly  v.  Connelly,  iL  570. 

20.  Pew — Prescriptive  right.  Where  a  pew  is  held  by  faculty  or  prescription,  the 
ordinazy  cannot  interfere.    Kjnapp  v.  The  Parishioners  of  St,  Mary,  v.  562. 

21.  A  faculty  for  altering  the  boundaries  of  a  churchyard,  and  diverting  part  of 
the  consecrated  ground  to  secular  purposes,  ref^ised.  The  Rector  and  Church'xcardens 
of  St*  Johns  ▼.  The  ParishirmerSy  xxiv.  595. 

22.  A  license  may  be  granted  to  a  parish  to  build  a  vestry-room  on  consecrated 
ground.

Vict.  c.  IS,  entered  upon  and  took  land  witiiin  the  prescribed  period  for  exercising 
liieir  compulsory  powers,  and  continued  in  possession  after  that  period,  without  hav- 
ing the  compensation  assessed  and  the  land  conveyed  to  them.  Heldj  that  the  pos- 
session of  the  company  was  not  unlawful,  and  that  ejectment  would  not  lie  against 
them.

2.  Kor,  in  such  a  case,  will  the  railway  company  be  made  trespassers,  so  that 
ejectment  will  lie,  by  a  demand  of  possession.

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8.  Perwn  claiming  under  a  morigoffe — Stat.  7  WiU,  IV.  wmI  I  VieL  e.  28.  A»  bdag 
wised  in  fee  of  land,  leased  it  to  B,  who  mortgaged  it  for  a  term  of  years.  Sob* 
nqaently  the  mortgage  was  paid  off,  and  the  mor^;agor  and  the  owner  of  the  eqnitj 
of  redemption  conveyed  all  their  interests  to  the  person  onder  whom  the  lessor  of  the 
plaintiff  claimed.  Heldj  that  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  was  a  person  olaimiog  under 
a  mortgage  within  stat  7  Will.  IV •  and  1  Vict  c.  28,  and  might  bring  ejectment  within 
twenty  yean  after  the  mortgage  was  paid  oS,  though  after  the  expiration  of  twentj 
years  from  the  payment  of  rent  to  the  mortgagor,  or  acknowledgment  of  title  in  him 
by  the  tenant  in  possession.    Doe  d.  Palmer  v.  Eyrty  tL  865. 

4.  Mortgage — Tenancy  at  lenU.  Where  the  effect  of  a  mortgage  deed  is  to  create 
a  tenancy  at  will  only,  a  demand  of  possessioo,  without  any  notice  to  quit,  is  avffioient 
to  entitle  the  mortgagee  or  his  assignee  to  maintain  ^ectment  Doe  d.  Dixie  y.  X>arier, 
Tin.  510. 
^  5.  Mortgagee  of  toUSf  jrc.  As  to  the  right  of  a  mortgagee  of  tolls,  toU-gales,  ta^ 
to  maintain  ejectment,  to  recover  poascsniop  of  the  toU-gateSi  &c^  8cc.,  see  2>pe  d. 
Butt  V.  RouSf  xvi.  218. 

6.  Landlord  and  tenant — Lease  obtained  by  fraud.  It  is  no  defeooe  to  an  eject- 
ment by  the  lessee  against  the  lessor,  after  a  fivoible  eviction^  that  the  lessee  obtained 
tiie  lease  by  a  fraudulent  representation  that  he  was  a  respectable  man  and  wanted 
the  premises  for  a  respectable  business ;  while  he  intended  to  use  them  and  did  use 
them  for  an  illegal  and  immoral  purpose.    Feret  v.  J9tU,  xxvi.  261. 

7.  Action  to  secure  land  and  bank  of  canaL  Ejectment  to  recover  a  portion  of  the 
land  and  banks  of  the  Swansea  CanaL  In  1 779,  P.  demised  the  abovenmentioned 
land  to  M.  and  Co.  for  sixty-five  years.  In  1 798,  the  Swansea  Canal  Company  was 
formed  for  making  a  canal,  intended  to  pass  in  part  through  the  land  in  question* 
In  1 797,  M.  and  Co.  and  the  Duke  of  B.  widened  a  canal  made  by  M.  and  Co.  and  ex- 
tended the  same  through  part  of  the  above  land,  which  canal  formed  a  continuation 
of  the  Swansea  Canal.  The  powers  for  making  a  portion  of  the  canal  which  passes 
through  a  portion  of  the  lands  sought  to  be  recovered  were  obtained  by  the  Duke  of 
B.  and  M.  and  Co.  By  that  act  it  was  enacted,  that  upon  payment  or  tender  of  certain 
sums  of  money,  adjudged  by  certain  commissioiiers  or  assessed  by  juries,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  any  such  lands,  &c.,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  canal  company  to  enter  upon 
such  lands,  or  before  such  payment  or  tender  by  leave  of  the  owners  and  oocupierB, 
and  thereupon  such  lands  shall  be  vested  in  such  company.  The  lands  sought  to  be 
recovered  formed  part  of  the  lands  authorized  to  be  taken  by  the  act  No  payment 
or  satisfaction  was  made  or  agreed  to  be  made  to  the  owners  of  the  lands,  but  eveiy 
thing  was  done  fay  the  Duke  of  B.  with  the  ftill  consent  and  approbation,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes,  of  such  owners  and  proprietors.  The  defendant  in  1885, 
became  the  assignee^of  the  Duke  of  B.  One  J.  C,  in  1800,  became  the  purchaser 
of  the  said  lands,  and  the  interest  therein  afterwards  became  vested  in  the  lessors  of 
the  plaintiff  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  in  1846.  Held,  that  the  demise  to  M.  and 
Ca  having  terminated,  the  lessors  of  the  plaintiff  were  entided  to  recover  posaosaon 
of  the  lands.    Doe  d.  Patrick  v.  Beaufort,  iv.496. 

8.  Possession  by  tenant,  when  necessary — ElegiL  To  entide  a  tenant  by  degil  to 
maintain  an  action  of  ejectment  for  the  premises,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  shexift' 
should  have  given  him  possesrion,  in  a  case  where  the  whole  land  is  taken  under  the 
elegit.  This  is  only  necessary  where  a  moiety  of  the  land  is  so  taken.  Per  Camp- 
bell, C.  J.    Hughes  v.  Lumley,  xxviii.  270. 

n.  Of  the  Defence. 

1.  Who  may  defend^Applicant's  right  of  possession^Tenant  of  boxes  at  opera  house. 
Upon  an  application  under  sect  127  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  to  be 
allowed  to  appear  and  defend  an  ejectment  in  respect  of  a  part  of  the  premises  sought  to 
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be  leeorered,  the  court  will  not  consider  nice  qoestions  as  to  the  apphcant's  right  of 
poBsenioD.  It  is  enough  if  a  primd  facie  case  be  shown  by  affidavit,  stating  that  tlie 
applicaot  is  in  poeeession  by  himself  or  his  tenant,  and  thus  it  was  held  in  the  case  of 
the  teaant  for  years  of  boxes  in  an  opera  house,  who  had  entered  into  possession 
of  them  and  furnished  them.     Croft  v.  Lumley,  xxix.  78. 

%.  Thumi  by  eUgii,  But  where  the  applicant  was  a  tenant  by  elegit^  who  had  re* 
eovered  the  premiaes  in  ejectment  against  the  defendant,  bvt  had  never  been  put  into 
•ctail  possession,  the  court  declined  to  permit  him  to  come  in  and  defend.    76. 

3.  When  landlord  is  endded  of  right  to  defend.  Under  the  new  fonn  of  the  action 
of  efectment  eetabhshed  by  the  16  &  16  Vict  c.  76,  a  landlord  who  can  satisfy  the

4.  BquiUsbfe  defence — Practice.  There  is  now,  since  the  Common-law  Procedure 
Art,  1952,  no  plea  to  an  action  of  ejectment,  and  therefofe  the  defendant  in  such  an 
action  cannot  plead  an  equitable  defence ;  notwithstanding  the  83d  section  of  the  CoOf 
BCD-law  Procedure  Act,  1854,  enables  a  defendant  '*  in  any  canse  "  to  plead  the  facts 
vhich  entitle  him  to  relief  in  equity  by  way  of  defence.  If,  however,  a  plea  be  pleaded 
in  soeh  action,  the  plaintiff  ought  not  to  demnr,  as  the  court  will  not  give  any  judgment 
thereon.  SenMe,  the  plaintiff  should  make  up  the  issue  in  the  form  given  by  the  act, 
wiAont  noticing  the  plea.

1.  DireeUon  of  writ — Vacant  poeeeesion.  In  ejectment  for  a  vacant  possession,  it  is 
soficient  to  direct  the  writ  to  the  assignees  and  personal  representatives  of  S.  B.,  de- 
ceased, the  last  oocuiner,  and  paste  it  on  the  pvemisea  Harrington  v.  Bgtham^  xxviiL 
44a. 

&  Affidavit  of  service.  Qtusre,  whether  the  affidarit  (required  by  the  112th  rule 
of  Hilaiy  term,  185S,)  of  service  of  the  writ  of  ejectment,  under  the  170th  section  of 
the  Ooamon-law  Procedure  Act,  15  &  16  Viot  c  76,  should  show  (as  under  the  M. 
ptactice)  that  the  natore  and  object  of  the  service  were  explained  to  the  party  served. 
At  an  events,  an  iiregnlarity  in  that  respect  is  waived  by  a  snbaequent  attornment

3.  Service  of  declaration  and  notice  in  ejectment  upon  the  attoniey  of  the  tenant, 
tiie  premises  bang  abandoned.

4.  Service  on  one  of  two  joint  tenants.  Service  of  a  declaration  and  notice  in  eject- 
ment, npon  one  of  the  two  joint  tenants,  the  notice  being  addressed  to  that  one  only, 
is  not  sufficient    Doe  d.

5.  Writ  of  possession.  Sect  2  of  stat  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  67,  which  enac^  "  that 
all  writs  of  execution  may  be  made  returnable  immediately  after  execution  thereof," 
j^iplies  to  ejectment    Doe  d.  Howson  v.  Roe^  xL  448. 

IV.  Mesne  Profits. 

1.  Mesne  profits.  In  ejectment  by  landlord  against  tenant,  under  15  &  16  Vict 
c  76,  B.  214,  mesne  profits  may  be  recovered,  although  not  specially  claimed  in  the 
writ  or  issue.     Smith  v.  TeU,  xxiv.  488. 

2.  Defendant  in  ejectment  cannot  afterwards  deny  thai  he  is  landlord.  A  person  who 
has  been  defendant  in  an  action  of  ejectment,  under  the  11  Geo.  IL  c  19,  upon  enter- 
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mg  into  the  consent  role  as  mortgagee  and  landlord,  ia  preclnded  bj  tlie  consent  nde 
from  denying  that  he  is  landlord  in  a  sabsequent  action  for  the  mesne  profits.  Doe  t. 
ChaJOu,  Ti.  249. 

Y.  JUisceUaneatu  Cases,  and  herein  of  Practice, 

1.  Agreement  to  purchase,  an  acknotdedgment  of  tide.    Defendant  being  in  posses 
aon  of  premises,  entered  into  an  agreement  far  the  purchase  of  them.

1.  4^.  freehold.  The  appellant  claimed,  with  twentj-nine  other  persons,  to  vote  in 
respect  of  certain  freehold  preduses  which  were  let  at  a  gross  rent  During  the  six 
preceding  years  the  landlords  had  voluntarily  paid  for  repairs.  Heldy  that  the  question 
whether  the  annual  yalne  of  the  freehold  was  reduced  by  such  payments  below  60^., 
depended  upon  the  rent  which  could  be  obtained  if  the  tenant  had  to  keep  the  prem- 
ises in  repair ;  and  that  the  revising  barrister,  having  found  tiiat  the  rent  which  could 
be  obtained  in  that  case  would  be  less  than  60/.,  the  several  persons  in  whom  the  free- 
hold was  vested  were  not  entitled  to  vote.    Hamilton  v.  Bass,  xiv.  264. 

2.  The  appellant  claimed  to  vote  in  respect  of  a  freehold  which  he  let  for  40t.  a 
jeftr,  he  agreeing  to  pay  the  usual  tenant's  rates.  If  he  had  not  so  agreed,  he  could 
only  have  obtained  40t.,  minus  the  amount  of  thoee  rates.  Held,  that  the  appellant 
had  not  an  estate  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  40s.,  and,  therefore,  that  he  was  not  en- 
titled to  vote.    Moorhowe  v.  OUberison,  xxiv.  809. 

8.  Mortgagor  in  possession — 40s,  JreehM,  A  mortgagor  of  freehold  premises  in 
possesaion  of  the  rents  and  profits  is  not  entitled  to  be  re^stered  as  a  county  voter 
under  6  &  7  Vict  c.  18,  s.  74,  unless  he  receives  therefrom  40s,  by  the  year,  after  de- 
ducting money  pcud  annually  by  hhn  by  way  of  interest  on  a  sum  secured  by  a  mort- 
ga^  which  contains  no  mention  of  interest,  the  time  for  repayment  of  the  principal 
sum  mentioned  in  such  mortgage  having  expired;  such  annual  payment  being,  there- 
fore, in  ftct  a  coiMideration  for  remiuning  in  possession.    Lee  v.  Hutchinson,  i.  329. 

4.  40s,  freehouP-Building  societg-^Mortgage,  The  claimant,  a  member  of  a  building 
sodety,  purchased  btnd  of  Hie  yeariy  value  of  6/.  and  mortgaged  it  to  the  trustees  of 
the  society  for  the  amount  of  the  purchase-money,  which  they  had  advanced  to  him. 
H»  was  also  a  hdder  of  three  shares  in  the  society.  By  the  rules  of  the  society  he  was 
boond  to  pay  Is,  6d.  weekly  for  each  share  (11/.  I4s,  per  annum.)  And  by  the  mori- 
ga|e,  which  was  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  society,  power  was  reserved  to  the 
trdKees,  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  observe  any  of  the  regulations,  Sec.,  to  sell  the  prem- 
isesi  ftc.  C^  the  llL  14«.  per  annum,  21, 16s.  Was  appropriated  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  the  money  still  due  upon  the  mortgage,  and  for  incidental  expenses,  and 
the  remainder  was  taken  in  part  discharge  of  the  mortgage  debt  Held,  that  the 
whole  ltLl4s.  must  be  deducted  fhxn  the  annual  value  of  the  estate,  and  therefore 
that  the  ciaimant  had  not  an  estate  of  the  value  of  40s.  by  the  year,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  8  Hen.  YI.  c.  7,  and  the  6  &  7  Yict  c.  18,  s.  74,  and  was  not  entitied  to  a 
vote.    Beamish  v.  The  Overseen  of  Sloke,  vii.  485. 

5.  40s.  freehold — Apportionment  of  mortgage  interest.  Mortgage  interest  may  be  ap- 
portioned far  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  freeh(4d  is  of  the  annual  value 
of  40#.  above  aU  chai^;  and,  therefore,  a  freeholder  is  entitied  to  be  registered  as 
a  voter  for  the  county  in  respect  of  f^ehold  land  in  the  county  of  the  annual  value 
of  ^.,  although  such  land  is,  with  other  hind  of  the  annual  value  of  50/.  subject  to  a 
mortgage  for  300/.,  the  interest  of  which  is  15/.  a  year.  Moore  v.  The  Overseers  of 
Cktrisbrooke,  xiv.  295. 

6.  Criterion  of  wdvte  of  freehM,  The  criterion  of  value  of  a  freehold,  for  the 
furpose  of  voting,  under  8  Hea  YL  c.  7,  is  not  the  annual  amount  which  the  land 
actually  produces,  but  what  it  reasonably  may  produce.  Asthwry  v.  Henderson^ 
IxviiL  850. 
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7.  Therefore,  where  A  boaght  two  pieces  of  hind  fit  for  bntlding  purposes  from  a 
freehold  land  society,  for  150^,  and  they  were  conveyed  to  him  in  fee,  and  he  had 
been  offered  a  groand-rent  of  15^  a  year  for  them,  and  it  appeared  they  were  worth 
161,  a  year  for  buiMingi  but,  if  let  to  a  tenant  for  any  other  purpose,  they  would  not 
produce  a  rent  of  40&  a  year — heldj  that  A  was  entitled  to  vote,  although  his  land 
in  its  existing  state  was  not  worth  40^.  a  year.    lb. , 

8.  Quolification  in  voting  for  coroners.  The  qualification  necessary  to  give  a  rote 
in  elections  of  coroners,  must  be  a  legal  interest  in  lands  amounting  to  a  freehoW 
A  right  of  conunon  in  gross  is  insufficient    Regina  v.  Day,  xxvi.  79. 

9.  Poor-rate — Burgeu  roll.  To  entitle  a  rate  payer  to  be  upon  the  burgess  roll,  it 
is  Buffident  if  it  can  be  shown  that  he  was  intended  to  be  rated  to  the  relief  of  the 
poor,  although  there  may  be  a  mistake  in  his  name  as  entered  upon  the  rate.  Regina 
V.  Gregory^  xTiii.  299. 

10.  Freehold  estates — Vote  for  members  of  parUamenL  The  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  €,  an 
Allotment  Act,  empowers  deputies  appointed  under  its  provisions  to  make  small  allot- 
ments of  land  to  resident  freemen  of  L.,  to  be  held  by  them  so  long  as  they  shall  be 
willing  to  hold  the  same,  and- pay  the  rent,  and  conform  to  certain  regulations.  AH 
the  land  is  vested  in  the  deputies  as  trustees ;  and  they  have  the  power  to  sell  wi& 
the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  a  meeting  of  freemen  occupiers.  Held,  that  the 
allottees  have  freehoM  estates  which  entitle  them  to  vote  for  members  of  parliament 
as  their  estate  may  continue  for  life,  and  is  not  determinable  on  the  mere  will  of  the 
grantors.    Beeson  v.  Burton,  xiv.  276. 

11.  Payment  of  taxes.  By  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  90,  no  person  is  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered as  a  voter,  unless,  on  or  before  the  20ih  July,  he  shall  have  paid  all  assessed 
taxes  which  have  become  payable  by  lum  previous  to  the  5th  January  preceding^ 
By  the  43  Geo.  III.  c.  161,  s.  23,  the  assessed  taxes  are  payable,  and  are  to  be  paid 
quarterly,  on  the  20th  of  July,  the  20th  of  September,  the  20th  of  December,  and  the 
20th  of  March.  By  the  48  Gea  HE.  c.  141,  s.  1,  the  collectora  are  directed  to  collect 
the  assessed  taxes,  in  t^qual  moieties,  within  twenty-one  days  after  tl^lOth  of  October 
and  the  5th  of  April ;  but  with  a  proviso  that  nothing  therein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  alter  the  time  when  the  duties  are  made  payable  by  the  previous  act 
The  quarter's  house  tax  due  from  the  appellant  on  the  20th  of  December  was  not 
demanded  till  the  11th  of  April  following,  and  he  did  not  pay  it  before  the  20th  t)f 
July.  Held,  that  the  quarter's  assessed  taxes,  which,  by  the  48  Geo.  III.  c.  161,  s.  23, 
became  payable  on  the  20th  of  December,  are  taxes  which,  in  the  language  of  Ae 
11  &  12  Vict  c.  90,  have  become  payable  before  the  succeeding  5th  of  January, 
although  no  demand  for  payment  had  been  previously  made ;  and  that,  therefore,  the 
appellant  was  not  entitled  to  be  placed  on  the  register.    Ford  v.  Smedley,  xiv.  280. 

12.  Apportionment  of  rent-charge — County  vote.  The  owner  of  freehold  land,  on 
which  was  a  rent-charge,  granted  a  part  of  it  in  fee,  subject  to  a  certain  proportion 
of  the  rent-charge.  The  conveyance  contained  covenants  by  the  grantor  to  pay, 
and  to  indemnify  the  grantee  against  the  remunder ;  there  was  also  a  power  of  dis- 
tress to  the  grantee  over  the  residue  of  the  land  in  case  he  were  compelled  to  pay 
more  than  his  proportion.  The  rent-charge  was  thus  fairiy  apportioned,  and  the 
residue  of  the  land  was  sufficient  to  meet  its  proportion.  .  Hdd,  that  in  estimating  the 
value  of  the  grantee's  land  with  reference  to  the  county  fhincbise,  the  apportioned 
part  only  of  the  rent-charge  was  to  be  deducted  from  the  annual  value ;  for  that  the 
'*  charges  "  to  be  deducted,  under  the .  8  Hen.  YI.  c.  7,  and  the  subsequent  statutes, 
were  such  as  were  ultimately  payaUe  out  of  the  land,  and  not  what  were  primarily 
charged  upon  it    Barrow  v.  Buckmaster,  xiv.  299. 

13.  SetntlCj  that  in  the  absence  of  the  covenant  of  indemnity  and  power  of  distress, 
the  same  deduction  only  would  be  made,  the  rent-charge  being  apportionable,  at* 
least  in  equity,    lb. 

14.  Paying  scot  andloL    A,  a  freeman  of  the  borough  of  Shrewsbury  paying  scot 


ind  lol,fi>r  npwards  of  two  years  last  past,  and  down  to  the  25th  of  March,  1851 , 
oecopiedand  resided  in  a  house  on  the  Wyle  Cop,  within  the  ancient  and  present 
limits  otike  borough,  and  since  the  25th  of  March,  down  to  and  on  the  31st  of  July, 
ocenpied  and  resided  in  a  house  at  Coton  Hill,  without  the  ancient  but  within  the 
present  limiti  of  the  borough*    Held^  a  qualified  voter.    Jarvis  v.  PeeUy  xiv.  828. 

15.  Persons  employed  in  collecting  eustome.  By  the  22  Giea  IIL  c.  41,  s.  1,  **  No 
commisaoner,  Sui^  or  other  officer  or  person  whatsoever  concerned  or  employed  in 
the  ehaiging,  collecting,  levying,  or  managing  the  custonis,  or  any  branch  thereof," 
is  to  have  a  vote.  An  "  extra  tide-waiter  "  is  a  penon  whose  name  is  on  a  list,  coo* 
finned  by  the  commissioners  of  customs,  of  persons  liable  to  be  called  on  to  act  when- 
ever there  may  be  occasion.  He  is  piud  by  the  job,  and  makes  the  dtoelaratioii 
required  by  8  &  9  Vict  c.  85,  s.  10,  once  for  all  upon  his  appointment  Held^  that 
mch  a  persm  is  "  an  officer  or  person  employed  in  the  collecting  the  customs,"  and  is 
not  entitled  to  a  vote.    PownaU  v.  Hood^  viL  489. 

16.  Boroughrvote — What  is  a  ^^buHdrng,"  The  prraouses  in  respect  of  which  « 
vote  for  a  borough  was  claimed,  under  2  Will.  lY.  c.  45,  s.  27,  consisted  of  a  two*> 
stalled  stabJe  built  of  brick,  with  another  brick  building  annexed,  but  of  a  lower 
eleTsdon,  and  to  which  also  a  wooden  building  was  annexed,  in  three  compartmentSi 
each  of  which,  as  well  as  the  two  brick  buildings,  had  an  opening  into  the  same  yard ; 
but  there  was  no  internal  communication.  All  three  were  occupied  together  under 
the  same  landlord,  and  used  by  the  claimant  fo^  a  wheelwright's  business.  Held,  that 
this  was  ^  a  building  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute.  PownaU  v.  Dattfson,  vii. 
492. 

17.  Borough  franckite^^Meaning  of  ^^  therewith  "  Tl^  i^jpellant  claimed  to  vote 
in  respect  of  the  occupation  of  premises  described  as  a  "  housp  and  garden,"  and  held 
under  the  nme  landlord,  at  one  entire  rent.  The  house  alone  would  not  let  for  10/., 
and  the  garden  was  separated  from  it  by  waste  land  and  a  row  of  buildings.  Heldf 
that  the  word  "  herewith,"  in  the  27th  section  of  the  Reform  Act  had  reference  to 
time  and  not  to  locality,  and  that,  therefore,  the  circumstance  of  the  garden  being 
separate  from  the  house  did  not  invalidate  the  qualification,  as  the  house  alone  would 
not  have  let  for  10/.     ColUns  v.  Thomas,  xiv.  284. 

U.  Description  in  Voting  Papers. 

1.  Notice  of  claim  signed  with  initials  only.  Under  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  17, 
the  mayor  and  assessors  might  place  on  the  burgess  list  the  name  of  a  pernn  who 
agned  his  notice  of  claim  thereof  with  the  initials  only  of  his  given  names,-— there 
being  no  dispute  about  his  identity.    Regina  v.  Hartlepoid,  viii.  808. 

2.  Surname  and  initial  of  christian  name — Nctme  of  street.  Where  at  an  election 
of  councillors  for  a  borough,  the  voting  paper  is  signed  with  the  surname  and  the 
initial  of  the  Christian  name  of  the  burgess  voting,  it  is  a  sufficient  comfJiance  with 
sect  32  of  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  which  requires  such  }iaper  to  be  previously 
agned  with  the  name  of  the  burgess  voting,  and  with  the  name  of  the  street,  lane,  or 
o&er  place  in  which  the  property  for  which  he  appears  to  be  rated  on  the  burgess 
roll  IS  situated.  The  voting  paper  described  the  jwoperty  in  respect  of  which  a 
buigess  voted,  as  "Pilton  street"  He  was  described  in  the  bui^gess  roll  as  **of  Fil* 
ton,**  and  hb  qualifying  property,  *^  house  in  the  street"  It  appeared  in  evidence 
that  Pilton  conasted  of  only  one  main  street  which  was  called  "  Pilton  street,"  or  *'•  the 
street,"  intliscriminately.  Held,  that  the  voting  paper  was  sufficient  Regina  v.  Avenfj 
xiv.  86. 

3.  Variance  between  voting  paper  and  burgess  roH  In  the  voting  paper  handed  in 
at  the  election  of  a  councillor  for  a  borough,  the  voter  described  himaelf  *'of  King 
street,  in  the  parish,"  &c.  In  the  burgess  roll  he  appeared  to  be  rated  for  a  house  in 
Minster  street    It  appeared  that  King  street  and  Minster  street  joined,  and  that  in 
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hig  busiBeis  as  a  mercer,  the  TOter  occupied  jointly  a  hoose  numbered  in  King  street,

description  in  the  voting  paper  was  such  as  would  be  commonly  understood  within 
the  meaning  of  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  s.  142,  and,  therefore,  that  the  Tariance 
between  it  and  the  bmgess  roll  was  no  valid  ground  of  objection  under  the  33d  aeo 
tion  of  the  same  act    Regina  v.  Grtgory^  xvi.  226. 

4.  Description  of  place.  An  accurate  description  of  a  wrong  place  in  a  voting 
paper  is  sot  cured  by  the  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  142,  though  an  inaccurate  descrip- 
tion of  the  right  place  is.    Regina  v.  Cowctrd,  v.  801. 

5.  Deacrip^tm  of  premises  in  nodes  of  clam.  Where  the  description  in  the  notice 
of  claim  given  to  the  overseers,  under  sect  88  of  6  &  7  Vict  c.  18,  of  the  situation  of 
the  premises  in  respect  of  which  a  borough  vote  is  claimed,  is  not  strictly  accurate, 
but  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  revising  barrister,  sufficient  to  give  notice  for  what 
premises  the  claim  really  is,  it  is  his  duty,  not  to  amend  the  cl^um,  but  to  proceed 
as  if  the  claim  had  been  strictly  accurate  in  its  description.  Eaden  v.  Cooper^  vii« 
517. 

6.  ^ Place  ofehode^  meaning  of.  Th<!i  place  of  residence  and  of  business  of  W.  H. 
were  in  the  same  parish,  and  both  witMn  the  borough.  He  was  as  well  known  by  his 
place  of  business  as  by  his  place  of  residence.  In  quo  warranto  against  W.  H.,  upon 
an  issue  whether  the  voting  papers  in  question  contidned  the  place  of  abode  of  defend- 
ant, it  was  heldi  that  sect  82  if  stat  5  &  6  WHl.  lY.  c.  76,  which  required  the  voting 
papers  to  state  the  '*  piacie  of  abode^"  of  the  candidate,  meant,  "  the  place  of  residence.* 
Regina  v.  Hammond^  viiL  856. 

m.  Notice  of  Objection  to   Voter. 

1.  Sufficient  description  of  objector.  The  respondent,  chuming  a  vote  for  the  city 
of  C,  received  a  notice  of  objection  from  the  appellant,  who  described  himself  therein, 
as  "  on  the  list  of  freemen  for  the  city  of  C'  It  appeared  that  besides  the  list  of 
freemen  for  the  city  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  parliament,  there  was  a  list  called 
the  Freemen's  Roll,  kept  for  municipal  purposes.  Uetd,  that  the  notice  was  sufficient, 
under  the  17th  section  of  the  6  &  7  Vict  c.  18,  as  affirming  that  the  objector  was  on 
the  list  of  freemen  entitled  to  vote.  Dissentientej  Maule,  J.  Feddon  v.  SawifcrSt  ziv. 
256. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  notice.  The  notice  of  objection  to  the  name  of  a  person  being 
retained  on  the  burgess  list  of  a  borough,  given  to  the  party  objected  to,  was  in  the 
fiillowing  form :  **  To  J.  B.  I  hereby  give  yon  notice  that  f  object  to  your  name  being 
retained  on  the  burgess  list  of  the  borough  of  H."  The  notice  did  not  describe  J.  B. 
as  he  was  described  in  the  buigess  list  Held,  that  the  notice  was  sufficient  under  the 
5  &  6  Will.  IV.x^  76,  s.  17.  Regina  v.  Harwich^  xviii.  193.  But  see  Regina  v.  Har- 
totcA,  xiv.  149. 

8.  A  notice  bx  the  following  terms :  "  Take  notice,  that  I  object  to  your  name  being 
retained  on  the  list  of  voters  for  the  parish  of  St  Thomas,  New  Sanim,  in  the  southern 
division  of  the  county  of  Wilts,"  is  sufficient  notice  to  a  person  that  his  vote  for  the 
county  will  be  objected  to  under  6  Vict  c.  18,  s.  7.  Lambert  v.  The  Oaers^rs  of  St^ 
Thomas,  xiy.  267. 

4.  Two  lists  of  voters.  There  being  two  lists  of  voters  for  the  city  of  W.  prepared 
by  the  overseers  of  C,  namely,  the  list  of  lOL  occupiers,  and  the  list  of  voters  under 
the  reserved  rights,  it  was  heldj  that  the  following  notice  to  the  overseers  sufficiently 
^Mcified  the  former  list,  in  accordance  with  the  6  Vict  c.  18,  s.  17,  and  Schedule, 
(B.)  Form  Na  10:  «  To  the  overseers  of  C— I  give  you  notice  that  I  object  to  the 
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nanie  of  J.  A.  being  retained  on  the  list  of  penona  entitled,  under  the  Befbna  Act, 
to  TOte  for  tlie  city  of  W/'    HitggeU  t.  Leun»,  zxviiL  826.

1.  Notice  of  clam  to  be  inseried  en  burffess  roiL  A  notice  of  claim,  under  sect 
17  of  the  5  &  6  WilL  lY.  c.  76,  to  be  inserted  on  the  bai^gess  roll  of  a  municipal  cor- 
poration, mast  state  the  parish  in  which  the  property  is  sitoated  in  respect  of  whicb 
the  chum  is  made.    lUgina  y.  The  Borough  of  Kidderminster,  iy.  248. 

2.  Borough  rates — Composition^  pc^fmmU  of —-Burgess  roU,  By  a  local  act  of  the 
borough  of  K.,  owners  of  dwelling-houses  of  a  less  yearly  rent  than  10/.  were  to  be 
ntcd  to  the  poor.  The  oyerseers  were  empowered  to  compound  with  the  owners  at 
one  third  the  rate  where  the  ^'  annual  rent "  did  not  amount  to  7/.,  and  at  one  half 
irhere  the  annual  rent  amounted  to  7/.  but  not  to  102.  Sect.  15  provided  that  nothing 
m  the  act  was  to  prejudice  or  affect  any  municipal  or  parochial  franchises  of  the 
occupiers,  but  that  they  might  claim  to  be  put  on  the  bmgess  roll  as  if  that  act  had 
not  passed.  M.  claimed  to  be  put  on  the  burgess  roll  in  respect  of  a  house  which  he 
occupied  9  tenant  at  a  yearly  rent  of  72.  Th»  house  was  stated  in  the  poor  rate  to 
be  of  the  gross  estimated  value  of  SL  10s.,  and  of  the  ratable  value  of  6/.  4s.  His 
landlord  had  compounded  at  one  third  the  poor  rate,  and  paid  his  composition.  The 
borough  rates  were  paid  out  of  the  poor  rates.  Heldf  that  under  the  act  the  criterion 
for  compoation  was  the  rent  which  could  fairly  be  obtained  when  the  premises  were 
let,  or  the  value  for  which  they  could  be  let  when  they  were  vacant;  but  that  the 
tide  of  the  occupier  to  be  put  upon  the  burgess  roU  would  not  be  afiected  by  any 
mistake  in  the  composition  between  the  owner  and  overseers ;  that  the  overseers  were 
entided  to  include  the  borough  rate  in  the  composition  as  part  of  the  poor  rate ;  and 
that  paj-ment  of  the  composition  was  equivalent  to  the  payment  of  the  borough  rate.

3.  A  vote  thrown  by  an  elector  for  a  candidate  known  by  him  to  be  ineligible,  is  to 
be  thrown  out  as  a  nullity.

4.  Expense  of  preparing  voting  lists,  A  town  clerk  is  entitled,  under  stat  6  &  7

of  voting  lists,  but  not  for  iia  own  labor,  or  for  the  labor  of  clerks  not  employed 
especially  for  that  purpose.

5.  AOs.  freehold— 'Equitable  estate  for  life,  A  case  stated  that  the  respondent,  being 
nunister  of  a  congregation,  occupied  premises  worth  more  than  40«.  per  annum,  under 
die  trusts  of  a  deed,  one  of  which  trusts  was  ^  to  permit  the  minister  for  the  time 
being  to  reside  in  the  premises  rent  free,^  and  that  the  evidence  of  the  respondent's 
appointment  was  his  own  statement  that  it  was  for  life.  The  legal  estate  was  in  the 
trustees.  Held,  that  there  being  no  appeal  upon  questions  of  evidence,  the  case  di»* 
closed  an  equitable  estate  for  life  in  the  respondent    Burton  ▼.  Brooks,  vii.  483. 

£  Defective  burgess  lists,  revision  of  If  the  burgess  lists  of  a  municipal  corporation 
be  defective  and  null,  and  the  mayor  and  assessors  decline  to  revise  them,  they  are  not 
bound  to  revise  the  list  of  clumants  who  claim  to  be  inserted  on  the  burgess  lists.

7.  Majority  of  guardians  present — Chairman  to  be  counted.  By  an  order  of  the 
commissioners  the  election  of  the  (dicers  in  a  certain  parish  was  to  be  by  a  majority 
ef  the  guardians  present  Held,  that  the  chairman  must  be  counted  as  a  "guardian 
present*  and  hence  the  election  must  be  by  a  minority  of  all  present,  including  the 
chairman.

8.  Improper  rejection  of  votes.  The  improper  rejection  of  votes  at  an  election  of 
church-warden  does  not  vitiate  the  election,  unless  it  appear  that  the  result  of  the 
dection  is  affected  thereby.

Some  of  tihe  buxgesses  who  voted  for  T.,  aflEer  they  had  Toted,  received  from 
T.'s  agent  a  ticket,  and  were  directed  to  go,  and  did  go  to  a  particular  inn,  where  they 
were  shown  into  a  room,  and,  upon  presenting  die  ticket,  received  the  sum  of  2«.  6d^ 
and  from  another  agent  of  1^.  one  or  two  44,  tickets  for  ale  and  spirits,  as  a  gift. 
Others  of  the  bui^gesses  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  election,  and  who  voted  for  T., 
signed  the  voting  paptoi  required  to  be  handed  in,  not  in  their  real  names,  but  in  the 
names  by  which  they  were  by  miitiike  described  on  the  burgess  roU.  The  grooada 
of  objection  in  a  rule  nisi  for  a  quo  warranto  infonnation  against  T.  were,  the  rec^tioii 
of  votes  for  T.  from  persons  not  entitled  to  vote,  or  who  fraudulently  personated  per- 
sons who  were  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  reoepdon  of  votes  firom  persons  who  had  been 
bribed  to  vote  for  T.  HM,  upon  the  first  ground,  first,  that  as  the  persons  were 
entitled  to  vote,  the  objection  taken  was  answered,  the  misnomer  in  the  buigess  rail 
being  cured  by  the  143d  section  of  the  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  76 ;  and,  secondly,  (sup- 
posing the  objection  had  been  raised,)  that  the  ftct  of  the  buigesses  having  voted  in 
the  wrong  names  did  not  vitiate  their  votes;  and  by  Lord  Campbell,  C.  JL  upon  the 
second  ground,  that  as  there  appeared  to  be  evidence,  from  which  a  jury  nght  have 
infen^  an  agreement  with  the  voters,  before  voting,  that  they  should  receive  2i»  Sd, 
fi»r  their  votes,  that  should  have  been  a  ground  for  making  the  rule  absolute.  Megima

2.  Tenancy  hy^  extinguishment  of.  In  a  suit  for  enforcing  securities,  it  is  the  dnty 
of  the  creditor  to  prove  that  his  security  is  existing,  and  he  is  answerable  for  bis 
acts,  neglects,  and  omissions ;  and  a  creditor  by  elegit^  having  taken  from  a  trustee  for 
sale  a  conveyance  in  fee  of  a  part  of  the  lands  of  which  he  was  in  possession  under 
extents  Issued  upon  two  elegits^  his  tenancy  under  them  was  held  to  be  extinguished 
in  the  remainder  of  the  estate,  and  the  judgments  on  which  they  were  issued  were' 
held  to  be  satisfied.    Ih. 

8.  Necessary  to  complete  title.  In  suits  by  judgment  creditors,  under  1  &  2  Vict, 
c.  110,  the  plaintiff's  title  as  to  the  real  estate  of  the  debtor  b  incomplete  until  a  writ  ef 
elegit  has  been  sued  out    Smith  v.  Hursty  xv.

EMBEZZLEMENT. 

1.  Difference  h^vaeen  larceny  and  embezzlement  The  prosecutor  gave  some  marked 
money  to  J.  W.,  to  expend  at  his  (die  prosecutor's)  shop,  for  the  purpose  of  detecdog 
a  servant,  of  whom  the  master  had  suspicions.  The  servant  was  oonvioted  of  embex- 
zling  a  portion  of  the  marked  money.  Hddi  upon  die  audiority  of  Rex  v.  Headg^^  8 
Leach's  G.  C.  lOSS,  that  the  conviction  was  right    Regina  v.  GiU,  xxiv.  550. 

2.  Servant  reeeitnng  goods  for  master  himself,  and  not  fsr  and  on  account  of  iKs 
vkost/et.  The  prisoner  ha^ng  been  intrusted  by  his  master  with  a  number  of  ardclee 
of  sddier's  clothing,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  them,  and  ten  pounds  in  silver,  to  enable 
him  to  give  change,  sailed  in  a  ship  for  the  coast  of  Africa,  having,  before  his  depaii- 
nre,  written  to  his  master  to  say  that  he  would  send  the  account,  together  with  a 
remittance,  from  Madeira.  Held,  that  he  could  not  be  convicted  of  embesslemeat, 
.having  received  the  goods  from  his  master  himself,  and  not  firam  anodier  for  aad 
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aMOKOit  of  hjffinwter;  but  that  he  might  have  been  convicted  of  krcenj.    Begina  y. 
Ifowfcuw,  i.  547. 

5.  Breach  of  tmst  if  bailee  of  money.  The  prisoner  was  a  carrier,  whose  empJojw 
nent  was  to  cany  ^oves  between  a  gloTe  manafacturer  at  A,  and  ^ove  sewers  at  B, 
to  receive  the  money  for  the  work  and  pay  it  to  the  gloTe-sewers,  deducting  his  chai^. 
Liitead  of  paying  over  the  money  received  for  certain  of  the  gloTe-^ewers,  he  denied 
the  receipt  of  it,  and  appropriated  it  to  his  own  use.  HM^  that  he  could  not  be 
oonadered  the  servant  of  the  penons  defnmded,  and  therefbfe  was  not  liable  to  be 
convicted  of  embeaxlement,  for  his  ofienoe  was  a  mere  breach  of  trust,  as  he  was  a 
bsflee  of  the  money.    Regina  v.  Qiibs^  zzix.  588. 

4.  Servant  spending  master's  money — Evidence.  The  duty  of  a  servant  was  to  go 
into  a  neighboring  county,  D.,  every  Monday,  and  there  collect  moneys  ibr  his  master, 
aad  to  return  to  N<.,  where  the  master  lived,  and  to  pay  over  what  he  had  received  on 
Saturday  night.  The  servant  received  money  for  his  master  in  county  D.,  but  did  not 
return  to  his  master  and  account  on  the  following  Saturday.  Afterwards  his  master 
BMt  him  in  N^  and  asked  him  for  the  money,  upon  which  he  stated  that  he  was  sorry ; 
he  had  spent  it  Held,  that  there  was  evidence  for  the  jury  of  an  embezslement  in  N. 
Begina  v.  Murdoek,  yvL  577. 

&.  Miller  of  county  Jail  applying  fees  to  his  own  use..  The  miller  of  a  county  jail 
WM  appointed  by  the  county  magistrates,  receiving  a  salary  from  the  governor  of  the 
jail  out  of  the  county  rates.  It  was  his  duty  to  direct  people  bringing  grain  to  obtain 
a  ticket  stating  the  amount;  to  grind  it;  to  receive  the  fees,  and  hand  them  to  the 
gOTemor.  He  had  no  right  to  grind  for  his  own  benefit  He  ground  grain  for  certain 
persons  without  directing  them  to  get  a  ticket,  and  applied  the  fees  to  his  own  use. 
Held,  thavt  he  could  not  be  convicted  of  embezzlement,  as  he  had  used  the  mill  improp- 
eriy,  and  consequently  did  not  receive  the  money  on  account  of  his  masters,  whoever 
they  might  be.     QucerCy  who  were  they?    Regina  v.  Harris^  xxv.  579. 

6.  Privity  between  coal  company  and  carman  in  their  employ ^  making  him  their  agent. 
According  to  the  terms  of  a  contract,  W.  provided  a  number  of  carmen  to  deliver 
ooalfl  for  a  company  to  their  customers.  It  was  agreed  that  W.,  or  the  carmen,  should 
daily  ^  well  and  truly  pay,  account  for,  and  deliver  to  the  said  company's  coal  man- 
a^,  all  checks,  nuoneys,  &c.,"  which  they  might  receive  in  payment  for  the  coals. 
The  prisoner  was  a  carman  of  W.,  and  it  was  found  to  be  his  duty  to  pay  over  directly 
to  the  company's  clerks  any  money  he  received  for  coals.  He  received  money,  and 
appn^riated  it  to  his  own  use.  Heldj  that  there  was  such  a  privity  between  the 
prisoner  and  the  company  as  to  make  him  their  agent,  and  he  could  not  be  convicted* 
of  embezzling  W.'s  money.    -Regina  v.  Beaumont,  xxiv.  558. 

ENLISTMENT. 

1.  The  Mutiny  Act  and  the  articles  of  war  apply  only  to  her  Majesty's  forces.

8.  A  reenitt  received  enlisting  money,  knowing  it  to  be  such,  from  a  soldier  who  was 
employed  by  a  non-commissioned  officer  in  the  recruiting  service,  and  who  had  belonged 
to  a  regiment  for  a  longer  period  than  that  within  which  he  ought  to  have  been  attested 
aeoording  to  the  provisions  of  the  Mutiny  Act  Held,  that  such  soldier  must  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  regularly  attested.  The  foot  that  the  soldier  intended  to  have 
taken  tha  recruit  to  be  attested  before  a  justice  who  had  no  authority  to  attest,  affords 
no  counter  ptesnmption  that  the  recmiting  soldier  had  been  himself  improperiy 
attested.    lb. 

4.  A  recruit  who  haa  never  been  attested  may  be  punished  as  a  deserter.    lb. 

5.  The  20th  article  of  war  provides  that  no  officer  commanding  a  guard  shall  refuse 
to  receive  or  keep  any  prisoner  committed  to  his  charge  by  any  officer  or  non-com- 
■uanoned  officer,  wko  a^d^t  the  aame  time  deliver  an  account  in  writbg,  aignf^  hr 
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kimself,  of  the  erime  ivitli  which  the  pritoner  k  charged.  SMd^  bj  Loid  Cunpbell, 
C.  J.,  Coleridge,  J.»  and  Wightiiuai,  J.,  (diueniUnU  Erie,  J.,)  that  a  cominandtiig 
officer  receiving  a  •ol<Uer  chai^ged  with  defleztum  by  a  non-couimiflBoned  officer,  -wbo 
delivered  a  written  signed  chaige  of  the  crime,  is  justified  under  thait  ar^e  in  detain- 
ing such  soldier,  although  he  was  not  taken  befwe  a  <^vil  magistrate,  and  a  warrant 
obtained  for  his  detention.    lb. 

6.  An  infant  ward  of  court  enMsted  in  the  East  India  Company's  service,  and  was 
about  to  be  sent  to  the  East  Indies,  but  at  the  instance  of  the  guardian,  the  ooort, 
afler  notice  to  the  East  India  Coa^mny  and  the  officer  in  command  <£  the  recmitB, 
ordered  his  discharge.    Rochford  v.  iSadbnan,  JudiL  885. 

EQUITABLE  CONVERSION  OF  PROPEBTY. 

1.  Land  bought  wiA  v>tfe*9  imneyj  sM^  and  proceeds  nwested  in  stocks,  McAoy 
belonging  to  a  married  woman  was,  with  consent  of  herself  and  husband,  laid  out  In 
land,  and  settled  upon  trust  for  her  for  life,  &o.  Then  foUowed  a  power  of  aide  by  the 
direction  of  the  husband  and  wife,  the  produce  to  be  laid  out  in  land.  The  land 
duly  sfAd  and  the  money  invested  in  funds,  the  dividends  of  which  the  wife 
for  her  life.  The  husband,  wife  and  surviving  trustee  dedared  t^e  stock  to  be  Jield 
on  the  trusts  of  the  original  deed.  The  husband  died  intestate.  Held^  diat  the  stock 
was  to  be  treated  as  real  estate,  although  the  money  had  never  been  rekivested  in 
land.

2.  Marriage  trust — Sale  by  trustee — Consok,  Real  estate,  settled  in  marriage  upon 
trusts  for  sale,  being  sold  under  compulsory  powers,  and,  on  petition  of  the  trustees 
invested  in  consds,  is  not  converted  into  personalty.   In  re  Taylor^s  Settlement^  xv.  412. 

8.  Purchase-money  of  land  taken  for  pubUc  purposes  paid  into  court  /or  retnoesC- 
ment.  Where  the  purchase-money  of  land  taken  under  the  compulsory  powers  of  an 
act  of  parliament,  for  public  purposes,  is  paid  into  court,  subject  to  be  reinvested  in 
the  purchase  of  land,  free  of  expense  to  the  parties  beneficially  interested,  on  their 
petition,  it  is  impressed  with  real  uses,  and  is  primd  facie  to  be  treated  as  real  estate.

4.  Money4and — Election — Investment  in  consols.  If  the  person  absdutely  entitled  to 
the  money4and  have  a  right  to  elect  to  take  it  as  personalty,  a  mere  acquiescetiee  in  tta 
remaining  invested  in  consols  during  his  life,  and  his  will,  by  which  be  bequeatibea 
personal  estate  only,  and  does  not  devise  realty,  are  not  such  proof  of  elee^n  as  to 
prevent  the  fund  descending  on  his  death  to  his  heir.    lb. 

5.  Money  paid  into  court  for  land  taken  under  the  compulsory  powers  of  an  act  of 
parliament,  for  public  purposes,  during  the  life  of  a  tenant  for  life,  who,  by  the  failure 
of  intermediate  limitations,  became  tenant  in  fee  simple,  passed  as  real  estate  to  her 
heir.    In  re  H6mer*s  EstaiCy  xiiL  531. 

^.  Sale  of  reversion  of  real  estate  by  trustees — Investment  of  purchase-mcney.  A 
reversion  of  real  estate,  which,  subject  to  an  old  life-estate,  was  vested  in  trustees,  wms 
sold.  The  trustees  of  the  settlement  had  power  of  sale,  with  a  direction  to  hy  oat 
the  produce  in  land  to  be  setded  to  the  same  uses.

1.  Presumption  as  to  alteration  of  written  instrumenL  Where  an  alteration  or  inter- 
Imfntion  appears  upon  the  fkcQ  o£  a  will,  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  made  after 
the  ezeeutioQ  of  the  will,  and  it  lies  upon  the  party  setting  i^  the  will  to  give  aone 
evidence  to  rebut  that  presumption.

%  Counterpart  agreement.    In  an  action  of  debt  for  rent  on  a  demisef  the  plaintiff

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prodaced  a  deed  properly  stamped  as  a  counterpart  lease,  and  proved  the  aame  to 
have  been  executed  by  the  defendant  Held,  that  although  there  was  no  evidence  of 
any  lease  having  been  executed  by  the  pUdntifT,  the  presumption  was  that  there  ms 
such;  and  the  deed  produced  was  therefore  rightly  admissible  as  a  coanteipart 
Hughes  v.  Clarh,  iii.  528. 

8.  In  favor  of  a  grant  Almost  every  thing  will  be  presumed  in  ftvor  of  a  grant 
fjurly  made,  and  under  good  advice  on  the  part  of  the  grantors,  and  acted  upon  for 
upwards  of  thirty  years.

6.  Legal  origin  of  a  custom  or  usage.  Where  it  is  proved  (hat  it  has  been  the 
practice,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  for  the  vicars  choral  of  a  cathedral,  during  their 
year  of  probation,  to  be  excluded  from  a  share  in  some  of  the  emoluments  of  their 
office,  and  it  can  be  gathered  fhim  the  documents  in  existence,  that  some  person  had 
the  power  of  regulating  the  manner  in  which  the  .vicars  choral  were  to  be  maintained, 
it  will  be  presumed  that  some  regulation  was  made,  out  of  whidi  the  practice  origi- 
nated.

7.  Presumption  of  death  from  absence,  A  left  this  country  on  the  9th  of  November,

this  A's  wife  sent  a  letter  to  him,  addressed  to  him  as  A,  by  the  hand  of  a  friend,  who 
could  not  find  him.  He  was  not  heard  of  any  more,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  any 
other  inquiries  were  made  by  his  family.  Held,  that  on  this  state  of  facts,  there  waa 
not  sufficient  information  to  ground  presumption  of  death,  stiU  less  of  the  parcienlar 
period  of  death.

8.  Implied  assent  presumed  from  acquiescence.  It  is  only  where  a  party  has  power 
to  prohibit  a  thing  that  his  omitting  to  do  so  is  evidence  of  his  assent  to  it  Morgan 
T,  Thomas,  xviii.

9.  Of  what  a  court  mil  take  judicial  notice.  The  court  of  common  pleas  ^riU  take 
judicial  notice  that  the  Queen's  prison  is  within  the  realm.  Wickens  v.  Ooatley,  vbL 
420. 

10.  EstoppeL  Where  matters  are  offered  in  evidence  which  might  have  been 
pleaded  as  an  estoppel,  the  evidence  is  not  conclurive,  but  where  no  oppoHunity  has 
been  offered  so  to  plead,  it  seems  the  evidence  is  conclusive.  Regina  v.  Blakanore, 
ix.  541. 

n.  Ontu  Prohandi. 

1.  Affirmatioe  of  issue.  The  onus  probandi  does  not  always  lie  on  the  party  who 
asserts  the  affirmative  of  the  issue ;  for  when  a  negative  averment  is  necessary  to 
make  a  pleading  good,  the  onus  of  proving  that  averment  lies  on  the  party  who  makes 
it    Harvey  v.  Tovoers,  iv.  581. 

2.  Proof  of  consideration,  A  po8t>nuptial  settiement  purported  to  have  been  made 
in  consideration  of  natural  love  and  affection,  and  for  divers  other  good  and  valuable 
considerations.  Held,  that  the  onus  of  proving  that  some  valuable  consideration 
actually  passed,  lay  on  the  party  sustaining  the  deed.    Kelson  v.  Kelson,  xvii.  107. 

8.  Burden  of  proof  to  sustain  an  award.  The  onus  of  showing  that  payment 
Awarded  to  be  made  to  a  stranger  is  for  the  benefit  of  a  party  to  the  submission,  lies 
upon  the  party  who  seeks  to  enforce  the  award.     Wood  v.  Adcock^  ix.  524. 
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4.  Prwf  U>  sustain  a  post  obii  bond,  ^  If  a  person  preaenta  for  payment  a  post  chit 
bond  executed  by  a  deceased  peTson,  it  is  incumbent  on  him  to  show  that  the  donor 
ezeeuted  the  bond  voluntarily,  and  knowing  what  he  was  doing,  especially  if  the  exist- 
ence of  the  bond  has  been  kept  a  secret,  or  there  are  other  suspicious  circumstances.

&  RestrairU  of  a  iegal  right.  On  a  bill  to  restrain  the  exercise  of  a  legal  right,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  plaintiff  to  satisfy  the  court  that  there  are  substantial  grounds  for 
doubting  the  existence  of  the  legal  right.  Sparrow  t.  The  Oxford^  Worcester^  and 
Wolverhaimdon  BaUway  Co.  xil  249. 

$•  AUeganuns  of  fraud  as  a  defence  to  a  deed.  On  an  interpleader  issue  to  try  the 
title  to  goods  taken  on  execution,  plaintiff  gave  in  evidence  a  deed  from  the  debtor 
assigning  the  goods  to  him.  The  witness  to  the  execution  of  the  deed  was  cross- 
eaamined  by  defendant,  with  a  view  to  show  that  the  deed  was  void  for  fraud.  Held^ 
that  the  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to  give  evidence  in  the  first  instance  to  establish  the 
validity  of  the  deed,  although  called  upon  by  the  judge  to  do  so,  and  although  the 
nature  of  the  defence  appeared  by  the  cro6»-examination  of  the  attesting  witness.

IIL  PrimA  facte  JEvtdence. 

1.  Proof  ofguikjf  knonoledge.  On  indictment  for  feloniously  receiving  goods  know- 
ing them  to  have  been  stolen,  the  prosecutor  cannot,  in  proof  of  guilty  knowledge,  give 
in  evidence  that  the  prisoner,  previous  to  the  receipt  of  the  prosecntor^s  goods,  had  in 
his  poasesrion  other  goods  of  the  same  sort  belonging  to  a  dLSerent  owner,  and  stolen 
fitMn  each  other.    Regina  v.  Oddy^  iv.  572. 

2.  Upon  an  indictment  for  uttering  a  counteHeit  half-crown,  in  order  to  prove  the 
gmhy  knowledge,  evidence  was  given  of  a  subsequent  uttering  by  the  prisoner  of  a 
oonntedSeit  shilling.  Held^  that  this  evidence  was  admissible.  Regina  v.  Foster,  xidz. 
54S. 

5.  In  an  action  against  acceptor  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  indorsed  to  plaintiff  by  A,  the 
plea  was  that  defendant  was  defrauded  of  his  acceptance,  and  that  it  was  fiaudulently 
indorsed  by  drawer  to  a  person  unknown ;  that  A  toc^  it,  with  notice  of  the  fraud,  and 
thai  the  plaintiff  toc^  it  with  notice  of  the  premises.  It  having  been  proved  that  the 
pbintiiff  had  said  in  1862,  he  had  known  A  for  a  long  time,  a  witness  was  asked  whether 
he  had  not  seen  A  in  the  dock  at  the  Old  Bailey,  and  seen  him  removed  to  prison.  It 
was  held,  that  this  evidence  was  inadmissible;  but  that  if  it  had  been  proved  that  the 
plaintiff  knew  of  the  conviction  of  H,  it  might  not  have  been  necessary  to  prove  his 
actual  knowledge  of  the  fraud  pleaded.    Berry  v.  Alderman,  xxiL  484. 

rV.  Competency  of  Witnesses. 

1.  Judge  to  decide  upon  facts  as  to  competency.  If  a  question  arises  in  the  course 
of  a  cause  as  to  the  reception  of  evidence,  the  fiicts  which  raise  the  point  must  be  de- 
cided by  the  judge  alone.    Heshp  v.  Chapman,  xxii.  296. 

2.  Wkness  to  prove  foreign  law.  On  a  trial  for  bigamy,  a  woman  was  called  as  a 
witness,  who  stated  that  she  was  present  at  a  ceremony  performed  in  a  private  house 
in  Scotland,  by  a  minister  of  some  religious  denomination ;  that  she  herself  was  married 
in  the  same  way,  and  that  parties  always  married  in  Scotland  in  private  fiouses. 
Held,  that  she  was  not  a  competent  witness  to  prove  the  law  of  Scotland  as  to  mar-

liage,  and  that  her  evidence  did  net  prove  the  fact  of  a  marriage.    lUgina  ▼•  Powyi

8.  Competency  of  lunaiie,  A  lunatic,  under  confinement  in  a  lunatic  asylum,  ia 
admissible  as  a  witness,  if  the  Judge  considers  him  competent  in  point  of  understand 
ing,  and  to  be  aware  of  the  nature  and  sanction  of  an  oath.  The  lunatic  majr  fa» 
examined  and  cross-examined,  and  witnesses  catted  on  either  side,  in  order  to  deter- 
mine the  question  of  competency;  but  when  admitted,  it  is  for  the  jury  to  determioa 
whether  his  testimony  is  affected  by  his  insanity,  and  what  degree  of  wei^t  is  to  ba 
attached  to  it    Begina  v.  HUl^  v.  547.  ^ 

4.  Interest  of  wUness,  A  person  entitled  to  a  share  in  liie  proeeeds  of  fimd  devised 
to  A  in  trust  for  sale,  is  a  competent  witness  in  an  action  brought  by  A  to  establi^  Ua 
Hght  to  the  land.    Harding  v.  Hodgkituton^  iv.  46S. 

5.  A  creditor,  who  is  a  party  to  a  deed  of  assignment  by  his  debtor  to  « tnistaa  ifar 
creditors,  is  a  competent  witness  fbr  the  trustee  in  an  action  to  enforce  tiie  deed. 
Black  V.  Jones,  liL  559. 

V.  Competency  of  Husband  and  Wife, 

i.  It  is  settled  by  authority  that  husband  and  wife  cannot  give  evidenoe  icr  er 
•gainst  each  other  in  civil  cases;  whetiier  rightly  or  not,  qmsre,  M^NeUUe  v.  Aelom, 
sxi.  8. 

2.  The  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99  has  not  rendered  a  wife  a  oen^tent  witness  for  or 
against  her  husband  in  civil  proceedings.  Barbat  v.  Allan,  x.  596  ;  Alcock  v.  Alcodkj 
ni.  854  ;  Stapleton  v.  Croft,  x.  455. 

8.  Whether  by  consent  she  might  be  examined  as  a  witness,  qwtre,  But>,  awmmjiig 
that  such  consent  would  render  her  adffiSssible,  where  t&e  objection  had  been  taken, 
it  was  held  to  be  discretionary  with  the  judge  whether  he  would  silow  the  objeetioii 
to  be  withdrawn.    Barbat  v.  AUan,  x.  586. 

4.  An  affidavit  of  the  husband  was  not  admitted  to  prove  access  to  his  wife  a^^ 
separation.    Patchett  v.  Holgate,  iii.  100. 

VL  Cbmpetew^  of  Parties  to  Suits, 

1.  Under  14  §•  15  Vict,  c.  99.  The  words  of  the  act  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  a  % 
are  broad  enough  to  make  the  parties  in  every  proceeding  of  every  descriptioik  in 
which  witnesses  could  be  examined,  competent  and  compellable  to  give  evidence 
on  behalf  of  either  or  any  party  thereto.  The  8d  section,  which  excepts  the  par- 
ties charged  by  the  crown  In  any  criminal  proceeding,  does  not  extend  to  the  defend* 
ant  in  an  information  filed  by  the  attorney-general  for  breach  of  the  revenue  lawsi 
and  held,  per  Flatt,  B.,  and  Martin,  B.,  that  he  was  rendered  a  competent  witness  by 
the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99.  Per  Pollock,  C.  B.,  and  Parke,  B.,  contriU  The  Attorney- 
General  V.  Radloff,  xxvi.  418. 

2.  Privilege  of  party  eaUed  as  witness.  Under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  a  party  to  a 
suit  may  be  called  as  a  witness  by  his  adversary.  In  such  a  case  the  adversary  has  a 
right  to  insist  on  lus  being  put  into  the  box  and  sworn,  although  his  counsel  state  that 
he  will  not  answer  the  questions,  as  the  answers  would  tend  to  criminate  him — ^if  die 
questions  have  that  tendency,  the  objection  must  be  taken  by  the  party  himself  on 
oath.    Boyle  v.  Wiseman,  xxix.  478. 

8.  Tendency  to  criminate  party.  It  is  no  ground  for  refusing  leave  to  administer 
interrogatories,  under  the  17  &  IS  Vict  c.  125,  s.  51,  that  the  attorney  for  the  partf 
to  be  interrogated  states  in  his  affidavit  that  the  questions,  if  answered^  may  tend  te 
criminate  his  client.  It  is  for  the  client  himself  to  take  the  objection  on  oath.  Osborne

4.  Evidence  of  co-party.    The  evidence  of  a  defendant  in  fevor  of  a  co-defendant  ii 
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inadnnanble  under  the  6  &  7  Viet  o.  85,  if  it  proves  the  case  of  the  witness  himself. 
TrisUm  ▼.  Hardey^  vii.  204. 

jk  Wdner  of  objection  by  croM^-exominaiion,  The  crofls-ezamination  of  a  defendant, 
tendered  as  a  ivitneBs,  is  a  waiver  of  his  incompetency,  where  the  objection  most  be 
asnoned  to  hare  been  known  at  the  time  of  the  cross-examination.    76. 

6.  Examination  of  partieo — Practice.  The  stat  14  k  15  Vict  c.  99,  enabling  par- 
ties to  a  cause  to  be  examined  as  witnesses,  renders  unnecessary  the  common  order 
mder  the  old  ptactioe,  giving  liberty  to  a  party  to  examine  another  party,  saving  just 
exceptions.     Swann  y.  WortUyy  xiL  257. 

7.  Exammalwn  of  party  once  rejected.  Where  a  party  offers  himself  at  the  first 
hearing  as  a  witness,  with  a  view  to  be  cross-examined  by  the  other  party,  and  is 
rejected  by  such  other  party,  the  party  so  rejecting  the  party  offering  himself  cannot, 
at  a  sobaequent  hearing  before  the  court  of  appeal,  demand  that  the  coarse  so  rejected 
bj  him  shall  be  fdlowed  at  the  rehearing.    Hindson  v.  WetheriU^  xxviL  149. 

8.  Absence  of  party  as  a  ground  of  continuance.  The  defendant,  a  master  muiner, 
having  gone  abroad  in  the  course  of  his  business,  afler  the  commencement  of  the  action, 
and  after  time  obtained  to  plead,  but  before  issue  joined,  the  court  refused  to  postpone 
the  trial  until  his  return  to  England,  on  the  ground  that  his  evidence  was  material  and 
necessary  to  make  out  his  defence.

VII.  Admissions  and  Confessions. 

1.  Offers  of  compromise.  The  court  will  discountenance  all  attempts  to  convert 
offen  of  compromise,  by  letter,  into  admissions  prejudicial  to  the  parties  using  them.

2.  Inducements  to  confess.  Where  a  constable,  apprehending  a  prisoner,  told  him 
the  nature  of  the  chaige  and  said :  ^*  You  need  not  say  any  thing  to  criminate  yourself, 
but  what  you  do  say  will  be  taken  down  and  used  as  evidence  against  you,"  and  the 
prisoner  made  a  confesnon,  it  was  heldf  that  the  confession  was  receivable  in  evidence. 
Begina  v.  Baidry,  xiL  590. 

8.  A  female  servant  was  taken  into  custody  by  a  policeman,  on  the  charge  of  setting 
fire  to  her  master's  premises,  and  he  gave  her  into  the  charge  of  a  Mrs.  A.,  a  married 
daughter  of  her  master,  but  who  did  not  live  in  the  house.  Mrs.  A.  took  the  girl  apart 
and  said  to  her :  "  I  am  sorry  for  you ;  you  ought  to  have  known  better.  Tell  me  the 
truth,  whether  you  did  it  or  no."  The  servant  said :  "  I  am  innocent.'*  Mrs.  A.  re- 
plied: ^  Do  not  run  your  soul  into  more  sin,  but  tell  the  truth.**  The  prisoner  there- 
upon confessed.  Held,  that  there  was  no  inducement  held  out  to  render  the  confes- 
sion inadmisable ;  and,  secondly,  that  Mrs.  A.  was  not  a  person  in  authority,  competent 
to  hold  out  an  inducement  which  would  prevent  the  reception  of  the  confession  in 
evidence.    Regina  v.  SUeman,  xxii.  606. 

4.  The  second  caution  in  the  18th  section  of  the  11  &  12  Vict  c.  42,  is  only  neces- 
saiy  where  some  previous  inducement  or  threat  has  been  held  out  There  is  nothing 
in  the  statute  to  exclude  a  confession  which  would  have  been  admissible  at  common 
law.  If  the  prisoner's  statement  be  returned  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  magis- 
trate, and  bearing  on  the  face  of  it  the  first  caution,  it  is  admissible  without  any  other 
evidence.    Regina  v.  Sansome,  i.  540. 

5.  A  confession  made  after  the  inducement  of  a  threat  held  out  by  A,  when  B  was 
present,  was  the  same  thii\g  as  if  B  had  used  the  threat ;  and  as  B  was  the  person 
likely  to  prosecute,  he  was  a  person  in  authority,  so  that  the  confession  made  after  the 
inducement  held  out  in  his  presence  was  inadmissible  as  evidence.  Regina  v.  Luck' 
iurttj  xxii.

6.  The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  the  wilful  murder  of  a  new-bom  child ;  her  mistress 
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told  her  ^  ihe  bad  better  speak  the  trvA ; "  aft^  whieb  the  priiKmer  made  a  confts 
non.    Held,  that  the  miitrefls  ms  not  a  person  in  authority  within  the  rule  whkh  ex- 
clodet  oonfewbnji,  her  hiuband  not  being  prosecutor,  nor  the  oflfence  in  any  ivaj 
connected  with  the  management  of  the  hoiue.    Regina  ▼.  Mbore,  xiL  593.

Any  tfaiiig  that  paases  between  a  efient  and  hia 
solicitor,  whether  in  a  cause,  or  with  a  view  to  a  cause,  or  with  relbrenoe  to  a  mattei* 
which  afWwards  beeomes  tiie  suljeot  of  litigation,  is  a  privfleged  matter,  in  respect  of 
whieh  the  client  haa  a  right  to  lay  the  solicitor  shall  not  say  what  passed.  Warde  ▼.

ik  Commwnioation  not  rdatmg  direedy  to  suit  at  issue.  Where  it  is  sworn  tiial 
documents  are  confidential  communicatians,  relating  to  the  particular  suit,  or  to  anotli«» 
suit,  which  though  not  acloally  in  the  matter  of  the  same  lit^;alion,  iUTolves  or  em- 
braces the  same  issue,  they  are  privileged,  although  they  do  not  directly  relate  to  tha 
particular  suit.    Than^son  y^  .Fblfc,  xt.  345. 

3.  DisereHo9i  efaitom^y,  Aa  attorney  subps^naed  to  produce  a  doeument  at  a  trial, 
may  in  his  discretion  refuse  to  produce  it,  on  the  ground  that  it  has  been  intrusted  to  lum 
by  a  clientt  He  is  nei^er  bound  to  produce  it,  nor  to  answer  a  question  witii  respeel 
to  its  nature,  and  the  judge  ought  not  to  examine  it  to  see  whether  it  is  a  document 
which  ought  to  be  wiUiheld.     Volant  t.  Soger,  xri.  426. 

4.  Possession  of  documents.  The  attorney  of  a  party  to  a  suit  may  be  asked,  and 
is  bound  to  answer,  whether  a  document  which  he  has  receiTed  from  his  client  in  llie 
course  of  his  profiossional  employment  is  in  his  possession  or  elsewhere  in  the  oourti 
Dmyer  v.  CMms,  xii.  532. 

5.  Notes  of  counsel  in  former  trial.  The  counsel  in  the  case  may  be  examined,  to 
show  from  his  notes,  taken  at  the  £>zmer  trial,  what  was  the  evidence  then  given.

6.  SoUcitors  of  opposite  parties.  The  rule  of  privtlege  protecting  confidential  com* 
munications  does  not  extend  to  conununieations  between  the  soticilors  d  opposits 
parties.

7.  Transactions  of  parties  conducted  by  solicitor.  The  depositionB  of  the  soHcitor  of 
the  plaintiff,  in  the  case  of  a  bill  filed  by  a  residuary  legatee  against  the  executors,  as 
to  a  transaction  conducted  by  himself  between  the  parties  to  the  bifl,  were  suppressed, 
as  being  in  vioUtion  of  professional  confidence.    Lodge  v.  Priehard,  viii.  121. 

8.  Letters  of  solieitor.  Letters  with  reference  to  a  suit  written  to  or  by  a  solicitor 
in  his  character  of  solicitor,  are  privileged  communicatioBS ;  but  those  written  by  a 
defendant  to  his  co-defendant,  to  be  communicated  to  his  solicitor,  are  not  protected.

9.  Communication  unth  a  testator.  Communications  between  a  testator  and  solicitor, 
in  reference  to  the  te8tator*s  will,  are  not  privileged  after  the  death  of  the  testator.

V.  Jackson,  viii.  89. 

10.  Semble,  that  the  existence  of  an  illegal  purpose  prevents  any  privilege  attachiDg 
to  ciHumunications  between  solicitor  and  client.    lb, 

II.  Fraudulent  communications^  The  defendant  J.  T.  was  entitled  to  an  annuity 
under  a  will,  subject  to  a  proviso,  that  if  he  attempted  to  charge  or  dispose  of  such 
annuity,  it  should  be  applied  by  the  executors  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  J.  T.  or  his 
wife,  or  other  persons  mentioned  in  the  will  A  writ  of  sequestration  having  issued 
against  J.  T.,  he  asngned  his  annuity  to  a  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife.  The 
sequestmtors  filed  this  bill  to  set  aside  the  assignment,  alleging  that  it  was  a  fraudulent 
arrangement  to  defeat  their  ckumsL  The  wife  of  J.  T.,  by  her  answer,  stated  that  tiie 
olyect  of  the  assignment  by  J.  T.  was  to  efiect  a  forfeiture  of  the  annuity,  for  the 
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benefit  of  ys  ipife»  and  St  Uie  ataie  tine  to  deleaft  tbe  eleimfl  of  tbe  pluntxSa.  Sii^ 
•dbmitted  that  die  was  not  bound  to  prodoce  the  decnnentB  and  eommnwcntioni 
vhich  pMBed  between  her  and  her  eolicitor  relative  to  the  aai^inment  HM^  thai 
there  was  no  tend  in  thb  transaotion ;  that  it  ww  one  as  to  which  it  ww  perfectly 
lawfttl  for  a  client  to  ask,  and  for  a  solicitor  to  give  profesrionai  advice,  and  the  doco- 
inentB  relatmg  to  it  were  within  the  admitted  mle  of  privilege.  FoUeU  y.  Jejfer^€% 
il72. 

12.  Gases  of  tend  contrived  between  a  eUent  and  solicitor  do  not  cooie  under  the 
sole  as  privileged  eoaunmiicalions.    Ih,

as  well  fiir  the  person  onder  whom  both  the  pibintifis  uid  the  defendants  claimed,  as 
also  for  a  third  party,  a  mortgegee,  h^d  to  be  a  privileged  communication ;  and  the 
interrogatioty  relataag  to  such  document,  and  the  deposition  in  answer  to  that  inter- 
logatory,  were  suppresaed,  except  for  the  purpose  of  preting  handwriting.  But  a 
doeonient  prepared  by  B,  aoting  as  sofieitor  only  for  tbe  penon  under  whom  bodi  the 
piaintiffii  and  the  defondanls  claimed,  held  not  privileged.

14.  Solickcr  for  hmhand  and  tot/e.  A  husband  and  wifo  being  desinms  of  releaa- 
ing  an  eetale  from  the  wife's  jointure,  a  solicitor  is  employed  and  a  deed  executed,  the 
wifo  entering  into  the  amingement  and  acting  under  the  advice  of  the  solioitor,  and 
havii^  no  other  legal  adviser  in  the  matter ;  a  suit  being  afWrwards  instituted  by  the 
wtfe,  the  husband  and  solicitor  each  stating  in  their  answer  that  the  soHeitor  acted  for 
the  hmband,  the  production  of  certain  eases  prepared  and  opinions  taken  by  the 
aolieitor  was  refused.     Warde  t.  Warda^  i.  94. 

15.  Book$  inirutted  to  caunteL  In  an  action  by  the  payee  against  the  maker  of  a 
proDusBory  note  for  money  lent,  the  {^ntiff,  for  tiie  purpose  of  taking  the  case  out  <^ 
the  Statote  of  Limitations,  tendered  an  account-book  containing  an  admission  by  the 
defendant  of  payment  of  interest  to  him.  The  defendanfs  counsel  then  raised  a  col- 
lateral iatue  as  to  Ae  admissibility  of  the  book,  and  proved  that  the  plaintiff,  being  the 
attorney  of  the  defendant,  wrote  to  her  for  a  statement  of  the  debts  and  payments  of 
her  late  -husband,  adding :  **  This  from  you  will  assist  me  in  preparing  the  case  for 
counsel,''  whereiqfMm  the  book  in  question  was  sent  to  the  plahitiff.  The  judge,  having 
heard  the  evidence,  rejected  the  book.  Heldj  that  the  communication  was  privileged^ 
A  judge  IS  boond  to  decide  tiie  preliminary  question  of  &ict  whether  a  communication 
is  privileged  ot  not ;  and  his  decision,  if  erroneous,  may  be  reriewed.  Per  Maitln,  Bi^ 
a  eommnniealion  by  a  client  to  his  attorney  made  under  a  bond  Jkh,  aMiough  mistaken, 
belief  of  its  being  necessary  to  his  case,  is  privileged.    Cleave  v.  JbfMt,  vtii.  654. 

16.  A  tmding  company  appointed  the  defendants,  three  of  its  members,  to  act  as  a 
oommittee  for  the  shareholders  in  winding  up  its  affairs.  The  plaintiffi  brought  several 
actions  on  certain  debentures  against  the  d^endants  as  shareholders,  and  filed  a  bill 
Ibr  discovery.  The  defendants  answered  that  they  had  docaments  which  were 
privfleged,  inasmueh  as  they  related  to  tbe  matters  in  dispute,  and  arose  out  of  com- 
mnmealkins  between  the  parties  themselves,  with  a  view  to  a  defence  in  the  suit,  and 
contained  also  the  opinions  of  legal  advisers.  Held,  that  the  documents  were  not 
privileged,  except  the  opinions  of  the  legal  advisers,  and  that  they  must  be  produced 
by  the  defendants.

IX.  Privilege  of  Witness ;  Nat  hound  to  criminate  himself. 


1.  Tendency  to  crimmat^^WUness  to  determine  for  himself.  A  witness  called  to 
sopi^ort  a  plea  that  the  consideration  for  a  bill  was  money  lost  at  piay,  stated  that  he 
was  present  when  the  money  was  dleged  to  haTo  been  lost  in  his  own  house,  but  saw 
no  gaming.  He  was  then  asked :  **•  Was  there  a  rocdett&4able  in  the  mom?  "  The 
jud^  tokl  ban  that  his  answer  might  tend  to  subject  him  to  a  prssecution  under  the 
8  &  9  Tiot.  c.  109, 8.  2|  for  keeping  a  oommon  gaming-house,  and  the  witness  declhied 
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to  answer.  Held,  that  the  witness  was  not  compellable  to  answer,  as  his  answer  might 
have  had  that. tendency,  and  that  the  judge  did  right  in  cautioning  him.  Semble — ^per 
Jervbi  C.  J.,  and  I^ule,  J.,  that  it  is  for  the  witness  to  determine  whether  his  answer 
may  tend  to  criminate  him.    Fishery.  Ronalds^  iL'n,  ^11,    But  see  note. 

2.  QiMBr«,  if  a  witness  is  exempted  from  liability  to  answer  a  question  if  be  swean 
that  the  answer  tends  to  criminate  him,  or  whether  the  court  must  be  first  satisfied 
that  the  question  has  that  tendency.     Osborne  t.  The  London  Dock  Co.  xxix.  880l 

3.  Stock-johhing  transactions.  The  plainUflf,  contemplating  stock-jobbing  transactions 
through  his  brokers,  transferred  to  them  railway  shares,  to  secure  any  balance  whiqh 
might  become  due  to  them.  Dealings  and  transactions  took  place.  Flaintifi*  filed  his 
bill  against  his  brokers,  containing  numerous  searching  intenx^tories  as  to  the  stock 
transactions,  and  .the  ownership  of  the  railway  shares.  The  defendants,  in  their  answert 
set  out  the  Sth  section  of  the  Stock-jobbing  Act,  7  Geo.  IL  c.  B,  and  stated  that  the 
plaintiff  had  alleged,  prior  to  filing  his  bill,  that  the  transactions  in  which  they  were 
concerned  for  him  were  prohibited  by  that  act  of  parliament ;  and  they  declined  to 
answer  the  other  interrogatories,  on  the  ground  ^t  the  discovery  would  tend  to 
subject  them^  seyeraUy  and  respectively,  to  the  penalties  enacted  by  that  statute. 
Held,  that  the  answer  was  not  insufficient,  and  that  the  defendants  were  protected 
from  giving  the  discovery  under  the  rule,  that  a  person  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
criminate  himself.  Semblej  the  rule  as  to  protection  from  discovery,  on  the  ground 
that  it  may  tend  to  criminate  the  party,  extends  to  every  interrogatory  which  the 
party  swears  would  form  a  link  in  the  chain  of  the  evidence  by  which  the  supposed 
guilt  might  be  made  out    Short  v.  Mercier,  i.  208. 

X.  Witness, 'CorUradiction  and  Impc€u:hment  of, 

1.  Party  may  contradict  his  witness  but  not  discredit  him.  Where  a  witness  proves 
facts  against  the  party  who  produces  him,  and  an  account  of  the  transaction  which  he 
had  given  before  his  production  is  entirely  different  from  that  sworn  to  on  his  exam- 
ination, the  party  producing  him  may  produce  fresh  witnesses  to  prove  the  original 
facts,  but  cannot  plead  in  exception  to  his  own  witness,  nor  plead  the  account  he  had 
given  of  the  transaction.     The  Lochlibo,  i.  645. 

2.  Collateral  issue.  The  defendant  being  sued  as  executor  of  A  in  respect  of  a 
promissory  note  purporting  to  be  signed  by  A  and  B,  but  alleged  by  the  defendant  to 
be  forged,  stated,  in  cross-examination,  that  he  had  not  heard  B  admit  having  signed 
the  note.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  at  liberty  to, contradict  the  defendant  by 
showing  that  the  latter  had  heard  B  make  the  admission,  the  issue  being  collateral. 
Palmer  v.  Trower,  xiv.  470. 

3.  Witness  called  to  contradict,  not  to  be  himself  contradicted.  The  14  &  15  Yict.

he  said,  expressions  supporting  the  plaintiff's  right  of  action ;  that  defendant  having 
been  called  to  contradict  that  account  of  the  conversation,  it  was  held,  that  the  plain- 
tiff's counsel  could  not  call  the  other  defendant  as  a  witness  to  contradict  him.    Rovf^

3.  Parish  registers.  Extracts  from  parish  registers  signed  by  "  incumbent,"  '<  rec- 
tor,* &c.,  are  receivable  in  evidence  on  a  petition  for  the  payment  of  money  out  of 
court    In  re  Halts  Estate^  xv.

4.  Certificate  of  foreign  officer.  A  certificate  of  the  registration  of  a  deed  by  a 
i^istrar  of  deeds  in  a  colony,  who  was  not  authorized  to  administer  an  oath,  is  not 
made  eyidence  by  tiie  22d  section  of  Chancery  Amendment  Act,  but  the  signature 
of  the  registrar  must  be  proved.    BaiUie  v.  Jackson,  xvii.  181. 

5.  Unstamped  copy  of  win.  Under  the  14  and  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  14,  an  unstamped 
copy  of  an  act  book  of  the  ecclesiastical  court,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  probate  of 
a  will  to  prove  the  executorship  of  the  person  named  in  it  Dorrett  v.  Meux,  xxvi.  864. 

6.  Extracts  from  foreign  records.  A  document  under  the  seal  of  the  court  of  the 
lioly  office  or  inquisition  of  Rome,  but  apparently  drawn  up  by  the  notary  whose 
name  is  attached  to  it,  from  a  record  in  that  court,  but  which  was  not  set  forth  in  the 
document,  is  not  evidence  to  prove  the  grounds  of  a  judgment  pronounced  by  that 
court,  the  ratio  decidendi  not  being  stated,  although  it  is  admissible  in  support  of  an 
allegation  in  a  plea  of  justification  that  such  a  judgment  has  been  pronounced.

Xn.  Booh  of  Corporations. 

1,  Register  of  shareholders.  The  register  of  shareholders  of  a  company  within  the 
Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  authenticated  by  its  seal,  is  admissible  in 
evidence  widiout  any  proof  that  such  seal  was  affixed  at  an  ordinary  meeting  of  the 
company  pursuant  to  the  9th  section.  The  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  v.  JkTMichaelj 
L414. 

2.  The  register  of  shareholders  kept  in  accordance  with  the  statute  is  evidence  to 
prove  that  an  in(£vidual  is  a  shareholder,  without  any  authentication  of  the  seaL

8.  The  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  enacts  that  the  company  shall 
keep  a  book,  to  be  called  '*  The  Register  of  Shareholders,"  which  is  to  contain  the 
names,  ftc,  of  the  shareholders,  and  to  be  authenticated  by  the  common  seal  of  the 
company,  which  book  was  to  be  primd  facie  evidence  of  a  party  being  a  shareholder. 
In  the  present  case  the  register  book  condsted  of  several  large  rolumes,  the  last  of 
which  only  containing  a  recapitulation  of  the  previous  volumes,  was  authenticated  by 
the  seal  of  the  company.  Held,  that  this  was  sufficient,  and  that  it  was  properly 
received  in  evidence.

4.  Proceedings  of  directors.  The  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  directs  that 
all  minutes  of  proceedings  of  directors  shall  be  entered  in  a  book,  "  and  every  such 
entry  shall  be  figned  by  the  chairman  of  such  meeting,  and  such  entry,  so  signed, 
shall  be  received  in  evidence,"  &c.

It  being  proposed  to  read  in  evidence  an  entry  in  an  ancient  book,  to  diow 
that  certain  lands  were  identical  with  tSiose  included  In  a  lease  said  to  have  been  made 
three  hundred  years  ago,  bnt  which  was  not  proved  ever  to  have  existed,  it  was  Aetf, 
that  the  entries  were  not  admisBible  as  evidence  of  reputation,  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
manor,  or  as  entries  made  by  a  deceased  person  in  the  discharge  of  bis  duty,  or  as 
secondary  evidence  of  the  documents  referred  to.

8.  Entry  against  the  intereet  of  party  making  tl — Whole  etatement  to  go  in.  In  top- 
port  of  the  right  of  the  £ari  of  L.  to  a  fishery  in  the  Solway  FriUi,  Ae  defendants 
put  in  evidence  the  following  entry  in  the  book  of  a  fbnner  receiver  of  rents  of  the 
£ari  of  L.'s  estate :  "  Received  of  T.  H.  the  respective  shares  due  from  three  pro- 
prietors (T.  H.  being  one)  of  the  raise  net  set  in  the  Solway  Frith  in  D.,  in  the  year 
1788."  Dictum,  the  entry  is  evidence  not  only  of  rent  having  been  paid  by  T.  H^ 
bnt  also  by  the  two  odier  pn^rietorsk  Per  Pollock,  G.  B.  If  an  entry  is  admis- 
sible as  being  against  the  interest  of  the  party  making  it,  it  carries  with  it  the  who&e 
statement  But  if  the  entry  is  made  merely  in  the  course  of  a  man's  duty,  it  does 
not  go  beyond  those  matters  which  it  was  his  duty  to  enter.  Percival  t.  Naneony  Yii.

4.  Ancient  survey  of  lands.  A  private  survey  of  lands,  though  ancient,  is  not 
admissible  to  prove  the  lands  to  be  part  of  the  lordship  of  the  person  making  the 
survey,  nor  is  the  presentment  of  the  jury  of  survey  admisdble  as  evidence  of  reputa- 
tion.   Daniel  y.  TFtflbiti,  xii.  647. 

5.  Maps.  Upon  an  issue  whether  a  certain  house  is  in  U.  or  S»,  a  map  having  on 
its  face  these  words :  "A  new  map  of  the  county  of  S.,  taken  from  the  original  map 
published  by  J.  K,  in  1786,  who  took  an  accurate  survey  of  the  whole  county,  now 
republished,  with  corrections  and  additions,  by  J.  and  W.  K.,  sons  of  the  author, 
1766,  and  engraved  by  J.  B.,"  and  produced  by  a  witness,  a  magistrate  of  U.  and  S^ 
who  had  bought  it  twelve  years  previously,  is  not  admissible  evidence.  Hammond  r.

6.  Entry  of  the  reeeipt  of  rates.  An  entry  of  the  receipt  of  rates  by  a  deceased 
clerk  of  a  collector,  who  was  duly  appointed,  is  evidence  of  payment  of  ntes  to  sat- 
isfy the  Stat  4  &  6  Will.  IV.  o.  76.    Begina  v.  Sl  Mary^  xviiL  809. 

7.  A  void  instrument  admissible  to  show  its  worildessness  as  security.  A  debenture, 
or  bond,  issued  as  collateral  security  by  a  private  incorporated  company  under  their 
common  seal  and  signed  by  their  secretaiy,  in  which  is  left  a  blank  for  the  name  of 
the  payee,  though  void  because  of  such  blank,  and  because  it  is  improperly  stamped, 
is  admissible  in  evidence^  in  an  action  fc^  money  lent,  to  show  the  worthleasness  <^the 
security.    Enthoven  v.  Eoyle,  ix.  484. 

8.  Agreement  for  a  trotting  mi&teh.  On  tiie  trial  of  an  action  against  the  stakeholder 
to  a  trotting  match,  by  the  party  whose  horse  was  defeated,  to  recover  back  his  stake, 
the  plaintiff  set  up  that  he  had  been  induced  by  fVaud  to  enter  into  the  match^  Hdd^ 
that  in  order  to  prove  this  fraud,  the  articles  of  agreement  for  the  match  were  receive 
able  in  evidence  without  a  stamp,  being  used  for  a  collateral  purpose  and  not  to  ael 
up  the  agreement.

A  receipt,  and  also  a  deliveiy  order,  given  by  the 
plaintiff  to  a  witness  a  month  after  the  sale,  but  dated  on  the  day  of  the  sale;  and  not 
otherwise  shown  to  be  in  existence  he&m  the  sale  is  admissible,  as  affording  sdoae 
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evidnee  diat  tike  tale  took  place  <m  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  doevmenti.    Jfofyon

10.  CbfUroct  for  saU^^Vmiamped  receipt.  A  doenment,  purporting  on  the  face  of 
h  to  be  a  receipt  fbr  purchate"raoney,  but  inadminible  as  evidence  of  the  pa3rment  of 
the  money  for  want  of  a  sufficient  stamp,  U  nevertheless  admissible  as  evidence  of  the 
j^reement  for  sale,  if  it  contain  the  requisite  terms.  Per  the  Lord  Chancellor; 
opinioQ  of  Lord  Cottenham  in  Etfone  v.  Prothero,  ii.  83,  Conira.  Evam  y.  ProtherOj 
ziii  109. 

11.  Enirjf  6jf  clerk^  aeknataUdging  receipt  of  monej^Signature  only  adnusMe  on 
trial  for  embexzlemeni,  A  clerk,  who  had  signed  his  name  in  a  book  acknowledg- 
ing the  receipt  of  a  sum  laiger  than  2L  for  his  employers,  was  tried  for  embeszling 
a  ram  of  money  so  paid  and  received ;  and  at  the  trial  the  whole  of  the  entry,  though 
UQStamped,  was  read  to  the  jury  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  the  prisoner.  Held^ 
that  the  entry  was  not  admissible  in  evidence,  as,  coupled  with  the  extrinsie  testimony, 
it  proved  »  material  tact  against  the  prisoner,  viz :  the  receipt  of  the  money,  and  that, 
fiir  the  purpose  of  identifying  him,  only  the  signature  should  have  been  put  in  and 
pioved,  after  it  had  been  shown  that  the  money  was  paid  to  the  party  whe  sgned  the 
hook.

**  In  the  event  of  the  act  not  being  obtained,  the  directors  undertake  to  return  the 
whole  of  the  deposits,  without  deducdon."

An  abstract  of  title,  stating  the 
recitals  in  certain  deeds,  and  relied  upon  by  a  party  before  a  Master  in  Chancery  in 
another  suit,  is  admissible  against  him  in  an  action  as  evidence  of  the  matters  recited, 
without  producing  the  deeds.    Pritchard  v.  Bagshatoey  v.  371. 

14.  Entries  by  exeevtor^  made  by  direction  of  executnx.  In  an  action  by  the 
exeeutor  of  the  payee  of  a  promissory  note  agiunst  the  maker,  where  the  plaintiff,  in 
order  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  produced  a  book  in  which  he 
had  made  memorandums,  by  the  direction  of  the  testatrix,  of  payments  of  interest  by 
the  defendant  to  the  testatrix,  within  six  years,  the  evidence  was  held  admissihle,  and 
not  excluded  by  the  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  14,  s.  3.    Bradley  v.  James,  xxii.  014. 

15.  Accounts,  entries  m,  how  taken  as  evidence.  A  gave  a  bond  to  B.  Both  died.' 
D,  administrator  of  B,  filed  a  bill  against  C,  executor  of  A,  to  enforce  the  bond.  C 
filed  a  bill  against  D,  alleging  that  there  had  been  various  accounts  between  A  and  B, 
and  that  the  bond  ought  to  be  taken  subject  to  the  account,  and  not  according  to  the 
letter ;  and,  in  support  of  such  allegations,  adduced,  as  evidence,  an  account  in  the 
handwriting  of  B.  A  decree  was  made  in  the  causes  for  taking  the  accounts  between 
A  and  B,  i^d  for  an  inquiry  as  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  bond  was  given. 
HM,  on  exceptions  to  the  Master's  report,  that  the  account  in  B's  handwriting  was  to 
be  taken  as  evidence  in  favor  of  B  and  against  A,  as  well  as  in  favor  of  A  and  against

16.  Books  of  accounts,  when  taken  as  primd.  facie  evidence.  Held,  (dubitante 
Bruce,  L.  J.)  that  sect  54  of  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86,  making  it  lawful  for  the  court,  in  any 
case  where  an  account  is  directed  to  be  taken,  to  direct  that  the  books  of  account  in 
which  the  accounts  to  be  taken  have  been  kept,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  taken  aa 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  matters  therein  contained,  ioc,  applies  to  an 
account  directed  to  be  taken  by  a  decree  before  the  act  went  into  operation,  but  that

17.  Partnership  books  of  account  SemMe,  that  by  the  ordinary  rules  of  the  court, 
partnership  books  are  admissible  in  evidence  for  and  agiunst  aD  the  partners  and  tfadr 
estates.    Lodge  v.  Prichardf  zxvii.  474.      * 

18.  Particulars  of  set-off.  To  a  declaration  on  the  common  counts,  the  defendant 
pleaded  a  set-off,  and  delivered  particulars  of  hb  set-off  unth  the  plea.  He  afterwards 
withdrew  this  plea,  and  pleaded  pwM  darrein  continuance  that  a  general  balance  of 
accounts  had  been  struck  between  the  parties,  that  the  pkuntiff  admitted  the  set-off 
pleaded  to  be  due,  and  that  it  was  agreed  that  the  balance  then  struck  should  be  paid 
by  instalments,  &c.,  and  that  the  defendant  should  release  the  plaintiff  from  all 
liability  on  a  certain  contract,  &c. ;  and  that  this  agreement  was  accepted  by  the 
pljuntiff  in  satisfaction  of  his  cause  of  action.  The  plaintiff  replied  that  he  had  been 
induced  to  enter  into  this  agreement  by  fraud,  ffeldj  that  the  particulars  of  setHiff, 
delivered  with  the  original  plea  of  setoff,  and  in  which  particulars  the  statement  of 
accounts  differed  from  the  statement  upon  which  the  agreement  was  founded,  were 
admissible  in  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  plea.  Buckmaster  v.  MeOde- 
John  J  XX.  824. 

XrV.  Private   Writings,  Secondary  Mvidenee  of* 

1.  Admission  of  secondary  evidence.  Where  secondary  evidence  of  a  docmnent 
is  prima  facie  receivable,  the  opposite  party  may  interpose  with  proof  of  faels 
wluch,  if  true,  would  render  it  inadmissible.    Elmes  v.  Ogle,  ii.  879. 

2.  Admissibility  of  secondary  evidence.  Upon  an  appeal  ag^nst  an  order  of 
quarteivsessions  it  became  necessary  to  prove  an  application  for  a  copy  of  depoatkms. 
The  only  application  was  by  a  letter,  not  produced ;  and  no  ^teps  were  taken  to  let  in 
secondary  evidence  of  its  contents.  The  copies  of  the  depositions  were  produced, 
and  shown  to  have  been  sent  in  a  letter  by  the  magistrate's  clerk.  Held,  that  the 
quarter-sessions  were  right  in  refusing  to  act  upon  parol  evidence  of  that  application. 
Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  viii.  295. 

8.  What  is  necessary  to  let  in  secondary  evidence.  In  order  to  render  secondary 
•evidence  admissible,  it  is  sufficient  to  show  that  all  reasonable  efforts  have  been  made 
to  procure  the  original.  Semble,  that  where  a  private  document  is  in  the  possession 
of  a  person  beyond  the  juris(£ction  of  the  court,  who  refuses  to  produce  it,  secon&ry 
evidence  is  receivable.  Held,  th&t  a  demand  of  the  document  from  the  person  in 
whose  possession  it  is,  made  by  a  stranger  to  the  cause,  who  does  not  even  disclose  his 
object  in  making  it,  is  insufficient  to  let  in  secondary  evidence.  Qucere,  whether  there 
is  not  a  difference  between  documents  which  are  private  documents  in  the  ordinary 
sense  of  the  word,  and  private  documents  which  are  indicia  of  property ;  such  as 
charter-parties,  &c., — ^whether,  for  the  purposes  of  proof,  the  latter  do  not  rather  par- 
take of  the  nature  of  public  documents.    Boyle  v.  Wiseman,  xxix.  473. 

4.  Refusal  of  officers  to  produce  books.  Upon  appeal  against  an  order  of  re- 
moval, the  appellants  set  up  a  settlement  by  payment  of  rates  in  a  third  parish,  the 
overseers  of  which,  who  had  been  subpcenaed  to  produce  the  rate-books,  refused  to  do 
so,  it  was  held,  that  such  refusal  did  not  entitle  the  appellants  to  give  secondaiy 
evidence  of  the  rating.     Regina  v.  The  Inhabitants  of  LXanfaethly,  xxii.  251. 

5.  Notice  from  nature  of  proceedings.  Upon  an  indictment  for  arson,  with  intent 
to  defraud  an  insurance  society,  rh€^  nature  of  the  proceedings  does  not  give  notice  to 
the  prisoner  to  produce  the  policy,  so  as  to  dispense  with  actual  notice  to  produce ;  and 
where  such  notice  had  been  given  him  at  noon  on  the  day  before  trial,  he  living  thirty 
miles  from  the  court,  it  was  held,  that  secondary  evidence  of  the  policy  could  not  he 
given.     Regina  v.  Kitson,  xx.  590. 

6.  Evidence  of  parties.    The  14  &  15  Yict  c.  99,  s.  2,  which  renders  the  parties  to 
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a  anit  competent  and  compellable  to  gire  evidence,  has  not  altered  the  rule  of  law 
wHcb  requires  the  execution  of  attested  instruments  to  be  proved  by  the  subscribing 
witnesses.  Quan^^  whether  since  that  statute,  a  party  examined  as  a  witness  may  be 
qnestioned  as  to  the  contents  of  a  written  instrument,  without  producing  it  or  account- 
ing for  its  non-production  ?  Q^cgre,  whether  in  a  suit  in  chancery,  notwithstanding 
the  admiseioo  by  the  defendant,  in  his  answer  of  the  execution  of  a  deed,  regular 
proof  of  the  deed  by  the  subscribing  witnesses  can  be  insisted  on  ?  Whyman  v.  Gath^ 
XX.  359. 

7.  Where  the  sessions  have  decided  that  sufficient  search  had  not  been  made  for  an 
agreement,  to  let  in  secondary  evidence  of  its  contents,  this  court  will  not  interfere 
with  their  decbion,  unless  it  sees  clearly  that  the  sessions  were  wrong.  An  agreement 
having  been  traced  to  the  possession  of  P.,  a  witness  was  called  who  stated  that  he 
went  to  F.  and  asked  him  whether  there  was  any  agreement  between  himself  and  the 
pauper  respecting  a  house.  P.  said :  *'  I  cannot  say  for  a  certainty ;  I  will  search," 
and  then  directed  his  clerk  to  search.  The  witness  and  the  cleiiw  then  searched  P.'s 
olEce,  and  could  not  find  the  agreement  P.  was  not  called  as  a  witness.  The  sessions 
kdd^  that  there  was  no  sufficient  proof  of  search  without  calling  P.  The  court  refused 
(upon  a  case  stated)  to  interfere  with  the  decision.  Regina  v.  The  Liberty  of  Saffron 
EUiy  j-c.  xvi.  358. 

8.  In  order  to  prove  a  deed,  a  witness  was  called  who  stated  That  it  was  destroyed, 
and  that  he  had  seen  the  names  of  the  parties  to  it  in  their  respective  handwriting. 
Ble  also  stated,  that  the  instrument  bore  the  name  of  one  B.,  as  an  attesting  witness; 
tfaat  B.  was  dead,  but  that  he  did  not  know  B.'s  handwriting,  or  whether  the  said  name 
of  B.  was  written  by  B.  Held,  that  under  the  circumstances  secondary  evidence  of 
the  Qoofcents  of  the  deed  was  admissible  without  further  proof  of  the  handwriting  of  B. 
Per  Erie,  J.  Where  a  document  is  lost  and  the  attesting  witness  to  it  is  dead,  there 
i»  no  necessity  for  proving  his  handwriting.    Regina  v.  Su  GiUsy  xvi.  386. 

9.  An  attorney  stated  that  after  the  execution  of  a  deed  which  he  held  for  his  client, 
a  docoffient  was  delivered  out  of  his  office  to  the  defendant  as  a  copy,  but  he  was 
unable  to  say  from  his  own  knowledge,  that  it  was  a  copy.  The  attorney  having 
refuaed  to  produce  the  deed,  it  was  hek!,  that  the  document  so  delivered  was  not 
adnusfible  as  secondary  evidence  of  its  contents.     Volant  v.  Soyer^  xvi.  426. 

10.  A  trust  deed  was  made  with  the  knowledge  of  certain  persons,  and  it  was  last 
seen  in  the  possession  of  the  maker,  and  there  was  evidence  that  she  intended  it  to  be 
oponUive.  At  her  death  it  was  not  found  on  her  premises,  but  no  search  in  the 
jqposttories  of  the  trustees  was  proved.  Held,  that  the  search  was  not  sufficient  to  let 
ia  Mcondary  evidence;  and  declarations  made  by  the  maker  as  to  the  contents  of  th^ 
deed  were  not  admissible  in  cutting  dowffher  title.    Richards  v.  Lewis,  v.  400. 

XI.  Copy  produced  on  notice,  Plaintifif  had  served  the  solicitor  of  the  guardian  of 
iafimt  defendants  with  notice  to  produce  a  particular  deed,  but  a  copy  was  sent 
jjBiitftfid.  Held,  that  the  production  of  the  copy  at  the  hearing  did  not  amount  to 
secondary  evidence  of  the  deed  against  the  infant  defendants.    Bacon  v.  Cosby,  iiL 

12.  The  witnesses  to  a  deed  being  absent,  it  was  produced  at  a  hearing,  with  an 
affidavit  of  the  handwriting  of  executing  parties.  The  court  proceeded  to  make  a 
decree  on  the  evidence  as  it  stood,  on  the  ground  of  there  being  before  the  court,  at 
least,  evidence  of  an  agreement  to  do  a  thing  for  valuable  consideration.    75. 

XV.  Private  Writings^  Production  and  Inspection  of, 

V  Lupection  of  deeds,  which  make  out  the  tide  of  both  parties^  The  right  of  a  plain- 
tiflT,  under  the  statute  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  to  inspect  deeds  in  the  defendant's  custody^ 
(where  such  a  right  exists,)  cannot  be  limited  by  what  is  necessary  to  make  out  a 
primd  facie  case ;  but  it  extends  to  any  deeds  which  may  tend  to  support  or  strengthen 
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the  case  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff.  The  rule  that  one  party  has  no  right  to  inspeot 
documents  which  make  out  the  title  of  the  other,  does  not  apply,  if  they  also  make  oat 
his  own.  In  an  action  of  ejectment  on  title,  the  deeds  which  constitute  the  title  of  the 
defendant  may  be  inspected  as  evidence  for  the  plaintiff,  if  it  i^pear  npon  the  affi- 
davits that  the  recitals  may  tend  to  support  his  case ;  for  instance,  as  to  pedigree :  and 
inspection  will  not  be  refused  on  the  mere  suggestion  that  possibly  it  might  be  made 
available  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  the  evifience  to  the  recitals.  CoaUr  v.  Baring^ 
xxvi.  365.  • 

2.  Privileged  title  deed.  In  a  suit  for  redemption,  by  a  mortgagor,  against  the  trans- 
feree of  the  mortgage  only,  the  plaintiff  confessing  the  defendant's  title,  but  stating 
that  he  was  unable  to  discover,  and  seeking  discovery  by  what  means  the  defendant 
made  it  oat,  it  was  held^  that  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to  produce  the  deed  of  tiaiufer 
to  him,  which  his  answer  admitted  to  be  in  his  possession,  and  to  be  relevant  to  the 
matters  in  question,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  privileged  as  the  defendant's  title  deed. 
Lewis  V.  DavieSf  xvit.  228. 

3.  Joint  possession  of  documents.  Parties  cannot  be  oompelled  to  produce  docu- 
ments which  are  not  in  their  excluave  possession,  but  only  in  their  possession  jointly 
with  other  persons.    Penny  v.  Goode,  xvii.  861. 

4.  Constriiction  of^  wiU — Pedigree — Parish  register — Deeds  showing  precise  nature 
and  extent  of  property.  The  question  in  the  suit  being  whether,  upon  the  construc- 
tion of  certain  words  in  a  will,  an  estate  tail  or  an  estate  in  fee  was  limited,  it  becanM 
necessary  for  the  plaintiff  to  prove  his  pedigree.  The  plaintiff  moved  fiyr  prodnctio& 
of  documents  in  the  defendant's  possession,  consisting  of  deeds  showing  the  precise 
nature  and  extent  of  the  property ;  copies  of  pedigrees  furnished  to  counsel  to  defend 
an  action  of  ejectment  brought  against  (he  defendant  by  the  plaintiff;  extracts  from 
parish  registries  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages ;  and  a  pedigree  from  the  HeialdB' 
College,  procured  by  the  defendant  for  hb  defence  to  the  action.  Heldj  that  the  ex- 
tracts from  parish  registries  and  the  pedigree  from  the  Heralds'  College  must  be  pro- 
duced, but  none  of  the  other  documents  required.     Wright  v.  Vemoiiy  xrii.  440. 

5.  Power  of  court  to  aUow  an  inspection.  Wherever  an  action  is  brought  upon  a& 
instrument  in  which  the  defendant  has  an  interest,  the  court  has  a  common  law  juriaH 
diction  to  order  the  plaintiff  to  allow  the  defendant  to  inspect  it  Doe  d.  ChUd  ▼• 
Roe,  xvL  202. 

6.  Common  law  jurisdiction.  The  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  which  empowers  eonrtt 
of  common  law  to  order  inspection  and  copy  of  documents  in  possession  of  the  oppo- 
site party  in  all  cases  where  a  discovery  may  be  obtained  in  a  court  of  equity  at  the 
instance  of  the  party  applying,  has  not  taken  away  the  jurisdiction  possessed  by  those 
courts  previous  to  that  statute,  to  order  the  inspection  and  copy  of  documents  in  the 
hands  of  an  adverse  party.    Bluck  v.  Gompertz^  vi.  524. 

7.  Sufficiency  of  the  affidavit  on  which  the  application  to  inspect  is  based — Tke 
answer.    The  14  &  15  Vict.  c.  95,  s.  6,  has  not  given  to  courts  of  common  law  a 
power  to  compel  a  discovery,  by  a  bill  or  analogous  proceeding — ^the  only  power  given 
to  them  by  it,  is  to  allow  ah  inspection  by  one  litigant  party,  of  documents  in  the  cus- 
tody or  under  the  control  of  the  other  litigant  party,  nor  has  it  taken  away  the  juris- 
diction previously  possessed  by  courts  of  common  law,  to  order  the  inspection  and  copy 
of  documents  in  the  hands  of  an  adverse  party.    And  where  an  inspection  is  litigated, 
the  party  applying  for  it  must  show  by  affidavit  that  an  action  or  other  proceeding  is 
ipending,  and  aAso  circumstances  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  court  or  judge,  that  there  are 
iin  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  opposite  party  certain  documents  relating 
to  such  action,  &c. ;  a  prima  facie  case  calling  for  an  answer,  must  at  least  be  stated  in 
thb  respect    Further,  as  the  party  makins  such  application  is  in  the  same  situation  as 
a  plaintiff  in  a  court  of  equity,  he  must  show,  first,  what  is  the  nature  of  the  suit|  and 
of  the  question  to  be  tried  in  it,  and  it  seems,  also,  that  he  should  depose  in  his  affidavit 
to  his  having  just  grounds  to  maintain  or  defend  it;  secondly,  the  affidavit  ought  to 
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itst«,  'With  suflicieiit  difltinctoess,  the  reason  of  the  application,  and  the  nature  of  the' 
documents,  in  order  that  it  may  appear  to  the  court  or  judge  that  the  documents  are 
adced  in  order  to  enable  the  party  applying  to  support  his  case,  not  to  find  a  flaw  in 
the  case  of  the  opponent,  and  also  that  the  opponent  may  admit  or  deny  the  possesinon 
of  them.  To  this  affidavit  the  opponent  may  answer,  by  swearing  that  he  has  no  such 
documents,  or  that'they  relate  exclusiTely  to  his  own  case,  or  that  he  is  for  any  snffi** 
ctent  reason  priTileged  from  producing  them,  or  he  may  show  on  affidavit  that  the  part 
concealed  does  not  in  any  way  relate  to  the  plaintiff's  case.    Hunt  v.  Hewitt,  xiv.  513. 

8.  No  right  to  search  opponents  hooks  generally-^  Opponent  not  hound  to  make  dis- 
covery. The  statute  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  does  not  enable  a  party  to  an  action  to 
search  generally  opponentfs  books  and  papers  with  a  view  of  detecting  a  flaw  in  his 
opponent's  case,  bnt  entitles  him  to  inspect  those  documents,  and  those  only,  in  his 
opponent's  possession  which  are  relevant  to  the  case  on  which  the  applicant  rehes.  The 
applicant  cannot,  by  alleging  that  his  oi^xment  is  in  possession  of  documents  material 
to  the  issues  to  be  maintained  by  the  former,  compel  the  latter  to  make  affidavits  in 
answer,  to  discover  whether  he  has  any  such  documents  in  his  possession,  and  to  specify 
what  they  are.     Galsworthy  v.  Norman,  iz.  827. 

9.  Refusal  to  produce.  A  party  who  refuses  to  produce  a  document  when  called 
oo,  cannot  aflerwards  produce  it  for  his  own  evidence.    Laxton  ▼.  Reynolds,  xxviii.  558. 

10.  In  an  action  on  a  contract  the  plaintiffs  put  in  a  letter  from  the  defendant,  offer- 
ing to  supply  them  wMi  coals,  ftc  On  cross  examination,  it  appeared  that  there  had 
been  a  reply  to  this ;  and  it  was  held,  that  as  the  fact  of  the  plaintiffs  having  sent  a 
written  answer  was  shown  by  their  own  evidence,  the  answer  most  be  produced. 
Mayworth  r.  Barnes,  zxvi.  274. 

11.  Sufficiency  of  admission.  The  answer  by  a  defendant,  that  he  has  in  his  poe- 
sesnon  a  book  relating  to  matters  improperly  inquired  into  by  the  bill,  and  that, 
save  as  aforesaid,  he  has  no  books,  &c.,  is  not  a  sufficient  admission  to  entide  the 
piaintiir  to  a  production  of  the  book.    Harford  v.  Rees,  v.  127. 

12.  The  statute  14  &  15  -Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  does  not  enaUe  a  party  to  an  action  to 
call  vpon  his  opponent  to  answer  by  affidavit,  whether  he  has  any  documents  in  his 
poMession  relating  to  the  matters  in  question  in  the  action,  and,  if  any,  to  specify 
what  they  are ;  but  it  entitles  him  to  have  an  inspection  of  all  documents  in  the  pos- 
sessioMf  the  other  party,  material  and  relevant  to  the  proof  of  the  case  on  which 
Vbe  appBcant  relies.    Rayner  v.  Allhusen,  ix.  824. 

XYL  Evidence  to  explain^  erdargey  ^Cy  written  Instruments, 

1.  Parol  evidence  not  admissible  to  contradict  a  deed.  Parol  evidence  is  admissible 
to  enable  the  court  rightly  to  understand  in  what  sense  words  are  used  in  a  deed, 
just  as  evidence  is  afforded  by  a  dictionary  which  enables  us  to  translate  a  foreign 
language^  or  by  a  book  of  science,  which  gives  us  the  meaning  of  words  of  art ;  bnt 
where  the  aid  of  parol  evidence  is  invoked  for  the  purpose  of  contradicting  the 
express  provisions  of  a  deed,  then  such  evidence  is  inadmissible.  The  Attorney-Gen- 
eral V.  Clapham,  xxxi.  142.  ^ 

8.  Ancient  deed.  Parol  evidence  was  held  inadmissible  to  show  that  the  express 
proviaons  in  an  ancient  deed  establishing  a  Methodist  charitable  trust,  were  inconsistent 
with  the  general  system  of  Methodism.    76. 

S.  Will,  Extrinsic  evidence  is  only  admitted  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  wills 
where  the  ambiguity  is  created  by  matter  dehors  the  wilL  Bemasconi  v.  Atkinson, 
XviL  103. 

4.  Evidence  of  surrounding  circumstances.  Evidence  of  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  execution  of  a  guarantee  are  admissible  to  explain  whether  it  applies  to 
past  transactions  or  to  the  future.    Bainhndge  v.  Wade,  i.  286. 

5.  Sold  note — Sale.   The  phiintiff  contracted  by  parol  with  H.,  the  defendant's  agent, 
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for  the  purchase  of  flour  of  the  same  quality  as  the  defendant  had  supplied  to  M. 
The  defendant  sent  to  the^  plaintifi'  a  sold  note,  which  described  the  flour  as  ^'  X  S.* 
Flour  answering  the  description  of  **  X  S  **  was  delivered.  The  plaintiiT  finding  it 
not  so  good  as  the  flour  supplied  to  M.,  which  was  *^  X  $  3/'  complained  of  it  to  H.,  but 
afterwards  used  two  more  sacks,  and  then  pud  the  contract  price  under  protest 
Heldj  that  parol  evidence  was  not  admissible  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  had  bargained 
for  flour  other  than  that  mentioned  in  the  sold  note.     Harnor  ▼.  Groves j  xxix*  220. 

6.  Mere  delivery,  of  sold  notes.  By  Erle  J.  The  mere  delivery,  of  bought  and 
sold  notes  does  not  prove  an  intention  to  contract  in  writing,  and  does  not  exclude 
other  evidence  of  the  contract  in  case  they  disagree.    Sioewrighl  v.  Archibald,  vL  286. 

7.  Delivery  order  for  "  about  *'  the  specified  quantity — Proof  of  usage.  In  order  to 
prove  a  delivery  of  a  specified  quantity  of  goods  in  a  warehouse,  under  a  contract  of 
sale,  by  a  delivery  order  for  ^  about "  the  specified  quantity,  evidence  is  admissible  of 
a  known  usage  of  warehousemen  not  to  accept  delivery  orders  in  any  other  fonn. 
Moore  v.  Campbell,  xxvL  522. 

8.  Memorandum  of  service  of  notice — Parol  declaration  of  the  party  who  made  iL 
A  person  who  was  usually  employed  to  serve  notices  to  quit,  received  instructions  to 
serve  a  duplicate  notice  to  quit  on  A,  and  on  his  return  signed  a  memorandum^  which 
had  been  prepared  beforehand,  **  29th  September,  delivered  a  duplicate  to  A."  In 
fact,  he  had  served  the  fiither  of  A,  and  he  stated  that  fiu;t  to  his  employer  on  his 
return.  On  ejectment  after  the  death  of  the  person  who  made  service,  it  was 
held,  that  the  parol  declaration  was  not  admissible  evidence,  because  not  made  in  the 
course  of  busine^,  or  in  the  discharge  of  a  duty,  and  that  there  is  no  distinction 
between  declarations  by  parol,  and  by  writing  made  in  the  course  of  business,  so  far 
as  regards  their  admissibility.     Stapylton  v.  Clough,  xxii.  275. 

9.  Evidence  of  custom  as  to  what  constitutes  a  compliance  with  the  terms  of  a  charter 
party.  On  a  charter  party,  by  which  a  shipper  agrees  to  load  a  full  cargo  of  sugar, 
evidence  is  admissible  to  prove  that  by  the  custom  of  merchants  at  the  port  of  lading, 
a  full  cargo  of  sugar,  in  puncheons  and  hogsheads,  is  a  compliance  with  such  contract, 
although  the  same  quantity  of  sugar,  if  packed  in  tierces,  would  not  constitute  such 
full  cargo.     Cuthbert  v.  Gumming,  xxix.  456. 

10.  Usage  as  to  discount  from  freight.  In  an  action  for  freight  against  an  indorsee 
of  a  bill  of  lading,  who  has  accepted  the  goods  delivered  at  L.  the  bill  of  ladijur  mak- 
ing them  deliverable  **  he  paying  freight  **  at  a  certain  rate,  &c. ;  evidence  b  aaRssible< 
to  show  that  by  the  custom  of  L.  the  consignee  is  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  three 
months'  discount  from  the  freight,  though  such  custom  is  confined  to  a  few  ports. 
Brown  v.  Byrne,  xxvi.  247.  * 

11.  To  explain  particular  phrases — ^^  Regular  turns  of  loading.**  Evidence  is  ad- 
missible to  exphdn  such  expressions  as  in  "  regular  turns  of  loading,"  in  an  action  on 
a  contract  for  loading  coals  at  Newcastle.    Leidemann  v.  Schultz,  xxiv.  S05. 

12.  *<  Protestant  dissenters  " — Theological  works.  The  words  "  Protestant  dissent- 
ers," in  a  trust  deed,  has  no  such  legal  meaning  as  to  prevent  the  admission  of  evi- 
dence ;  and  theological  wofts  of  the  period  referred  to  may  be  admitted  in  evidence 
to  show  the  meaning  of  the  words.    Drummond  v.  The  Attorney-General,  ii.  15. 

13.  Corporate  charter — Right  to  primage — Usage.    Where  a  charter  granted  to  a 
,  corporation  a  right  to  exact  primage  fix>m  all  persons  as  well  subjects  as  strangers 

bom,  who  were  owners  of  goods  brought  from  beyond  the  seas  into  a  certain  river, 
and  afterwards  established  a  distinction  between  "  strangers  born  "  and  the  inhabitants 
of  a  certain  port  therein  named;  the  defendants  contended  that  they  were  not 
included  in  either  class  mentioned  in  the  charter,  and  •  so  were  exempt ;  to  this  the 
plaintiffs  offered  evidence  of  usage  which  was  objected  to  by  the  defendants  on  the 
ground  that  usage  was  not  admissible  to  aid  the  interpretation  of  charters,  it  was  held^ 
that  the  fact  that  defendants  were  not  mentioned  in  the  charter  did  not  preclude  their 
liability,  and  that  the  charter  not  being  incompatible  with  the  claim  in  question,  evi- 
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deuce  of  usage  was  admianble  in  support  of  it  Bradley  t.  The  Master  Pilots  and 
Seamen  of  NetDea3tle-tq>on'7)fne,  xxii.  189. 

14.  Agreement  of  sale — Inventory,  If  A  be  in  possession  of  goods  seized  in  eze- 
cntion,  and  tM|bods  are  claimed  by  B  as  his  property,  it  lies  on  B  to  prove  clearly 
thai  they  arnb ;  and  if  a  paper  purporting  to  contain  the  terms  of  agreement 
between  the  parties  and  to  be  an  inventory  of  the  goods,  is  inadmissible  for  want  of 
a  stamp,  no  other  evidence  of  a  sale  b  admisnble ;  and  B  will  not  be  permitted  to 
show  his  titie  to  the  goods  by  parol  evidence,  however  strong.  Yorke  v.  Smith,  ix. 
942.

For  the  purpose  of  proving  a  document  in  which  a  word 
is  q>elt  in  a  particular  manner,  e,  g,,  Titchbome  for  Tichbome,  to  be  in  the  handwriting 
of  a  party,  other  documents  not  in  evidence  in  the  cause,  but  proved  to  be  in  the  hand- 
writing of  the  party,  and  in  which  the  word  is  similarly  spelt,  are  admissible  in  evi- 
dence.

XYIIL  BepuUUion  and  DedaraUons  of  ITurd  Persons. 

1.  Mailers  of  general  interest.  Evidence  of  reputation  is  admissible  in  questions 
relating  to  matters  of  public  and  general  interest,  notwithstanding  that  matters  of  pri- 
vate interest  may  also  be  involved  in  the  inquiry.  Regina  v.  The  County  of  Bedford^ 
zzix.89. 

2.  Rumors.  In  an  action  for  slander,  imputing  to  the  plaintiff  unnatural  practices, 
to  which  there  was  only  a  plea  of  not  guilty,  the  counsel  for  the  defendant,  on  cross- 
examination,  asked  a  witness,  "  Have  you  heard  from  other  persons  that  the  plaintiff 
is  addicted  to  practices  of  this  kind  ?  "  Held,  that  the  question  was  improper,  as  it  was 
not  confined  to  rumors  existing  before  the  words  were  spoken  by  the  defendant 
Quare,  however,  whether  the  question  could  have  been  allowed  if  it  had  been  so 
limited.     Thompson  v.  Nye,  ii.  169. 

3.  Declaration  of  tenant  A  declaration  by  deceased  tenant,  that  he  was  not  entitled 
to  coomion  of  pasture  in  respect  to  his  &rm,  is  not  admissible  against  the  f  everaoner. 
Papendick  v.  Bridgwater,  xxx.  293. 

4.  Declarations  of  crew  of  a  vessel.  In  a  cause  of  damage,  the  allegations  and  ad- 
misaons  of  the  mat9  and  crew  are  not  admissible  in  evidence,  but  those  of  the  master 
are,  he  being  the  servant  and  agent  of  the  owners.     The  Midlothian,  v.  556. 

XIX.  Deposition^  admissihility  of, 

1.  Illness  of  witness.  Depositions  of  a  witness  so  ill  as  to  be  unable  to  travel  are, 
under  the  11  &  12  Vict  c.  42,  s.  17,  admissible  in  evidence  before  the  grand  jury  as 
well  as  before  the  petty  jury.    Regina  v.  Clements,  iv.  578. 

2.  In  criminal  trials.  The  prisoner  was  charged  before  a  magistrate  with  wounding 
A.,  with  intent  to  do  him  grievous  bodily  harm,  and  A.'s  deposition  was  taken.  A. 
afterwards  died  of  the  wound,  and  the  prisoner  was  indicted  for  his  murder.  Held, 
that  on  ^e  trial  fbr  the  murder,  tiie  deposition  of  A.  nught  be  read  in  evidence :  as, 
although  it  was  not  on  the  same  technical  charge,  it  was  taken  in  the  same  case,  and  the 
prisonet  had  had  full  opportunity  of  cross-examination.    Regina  v.  Beeston,  xxix.  527. 

3.  Absence  of  witness  by  procurement  of  prisoner.  A  deposition,  taken  before  a  jus- 
tice under  sect  17  of  stat  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  42,  is  not  admissible  against  a  prisoner, 
without  proof  that  the  deponent  is  kept  out  of  the  way  by  means  or  procurement  of 
the  prisoner.    Regina  v.  Scaife,  iv.  823. 
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4.  AdmiBiibUUtf  of  copy,  A  certified  cooit  copy  of  &  deporition  beibre  a  foreign 
tribunal,  if  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  a  competent  party  stating  thai  tbe  said  comt 
neyer  delivers  the  originals  of  depoaitions,  will  be  received  in  a  case  where  the  rales 
of  court  require  the  original  deposition  to  be  prodooed.    In  re  C^sris^KXx.  632. 

5.  Opinion  on  the  relative  value  of  affidavits  and  depontioos  taken  ffwritten  fntov 
rogatories,  and  on  cross-examination.     Tke  AUorney'Generdl  v.  CarrinffUbn^  ui.  73. 

XX.  Oommisnon  to  examine  Witnesses, 

1.  Discretionary  with  court  to  grant  a  commission.  It  is  discretioiuffy  witb  tke  ooint 
to  grant  a  commission  to  examine  parties  to  an  action  resident  abroad,  under  the 
1  Will.  ly.  c.  22,  s.  4,  and  the  court  will  do  so  only  where  it  appears  from  the  affidavits 
in  support  of  the  application  to  be  conducive  to  the  due  administration  of  justice. 
CasteUi  v.  GroomSf  xiL  426. 

2.  Under  the  1  WilL  lY,  c.  22>  the  court  or  a  judge  has  power  to  issue  a  eommisaiQfn 
to  a  British  colony  for  the  examination  of  witnesses  on  inteirogatories,  or  vtod  vecc 
Solaman  v.  Cohens  iiL  585.

EXCEPTIONS.

He  refused 
to  lugn  it,  unless  a  sentence,  explaining' his  direction,  was  intixxluced  into  the  bill,  and 
the  party  excepting  finally  consented  to  its  introduction.  The  bill  of  exceptions,  with 
this  explanation  forming  part  of  it,  was  presented  to  the  court  Held,  that  the  intro- 
ducdon  of  this  explanation  was  highly  irregular :  but  that,  being  on  the  record,  the 
court  below,  and  this  house,  could  only  look  to  the  record,  and  could  neither  receire 
an  affidavit  of  the  fiicts,  nor  examine  the  draft  of  the  exceptions,  originally  prepared 
and  signed,  and  the  appellants  were  not  bound  to  make  the  irr^;ularity  the  subject 
of  a  substantive  application  to  the  court  Semble,  that  a  bill  of  exceptions  most  be 
sealed.

2.  Charge  to  find  for  defendant — Request  for  specific  instructions.  Where  a  judge 
chaiges  the  jury  that  they  should  find  for  the  defendant,  exception  thereto  is  properiy 
taken  by  a  request  for  specific  instructions,  which  by  reasonable  implication  calls  ^ 
attention  of  the  court  to  the  fact  that  there  was  evidence  for  the  jury  to  pass  upon.

3.  If  an  exception  to  a  judge's  ruling  sufficientiy  call  the  judge's  attention  to  &e 
point,  it  is  inunatexial  whether  the  counsel  may  set  forth  as  the  ground  of  his  exception 
that  which  is  bad  law.    lb. 

4.  None  in  criminal  case.  No  bill  of  exceptions  can  be  tendered  by  eitiier  party  in 
a  criminal  case,  and  there  is  no  distinction  in  this  respect  between  misdemeanors  and 
felonies.

5.  In  case  of  nonsuit.  If,  upon  the  trial  of  a  cause,  the  judge  directs  a  nonsoit, 
and  the  pliuntiff  does  not  appear  when  called,  and  judgment  of  nonsuit  is  therefi>r6 
entered  against  him,  he  cannot  tender  a  bill  of  exceptions  and  luring  a  writ  <^  error, 
assigning  for  error  that  the  judge  improperly  directed  the  nonsuit  The  proper  course 
is  for  the  pliuntiff  to  appear  and  require  the  judge  to  direct  the  juiy  in  point  of  law 
in  his  favor,  and  upon  the  judge  refusing  to  permit  him  to  appear,  and  nonsuiting  bun 
against  his  will,  or  refusing  to  direct  the  jury  in  his  &vor,  the  plaintiff  may  tender  a 
bill  of  exceptions,  and  bring  a  writ  of  error.

Bank-notes  and  monej  seixed  under  tLjt.Ja.sre  subject 
to  die  same  rights  and  fiabilities  as  goods  are  when  so  seized,  and  cannot  be  appro- 
priated hj  the  sheriff  under  stat.  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s.  12,  to  satisfy  9k  Ji.  Jd,  against 
the  execution  creditor.     CoUingridge  r.  Parian^  riii.  402. 

2.  AnnuUy  <nU  of  slock  standing  in  name  of  Accountant-General.  A,  being  in  receipt 
of  an  annuity  payaUe  out  of  stock  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant-General, 
became  indebted  to  B  who  brought  an  action  against  him  and  obtained  a  judgment, 
upon  which  a  Jieri  facias  was  issued,  but  nothing  was  found  upon  which  to  execute  it. 
Upon  half  a  yearns  annuity  falling  due,  B  obtained  an  order  stopping  the  Accountant- 
General  &om  parting  with  the  check ;  but  upon  a  petition,  the  court  decGned  to  make 
an  order  authorizing  the  sheriff  to  seize  the  check  or  to  direct  it  to  be  dealt  with  as 
if  it  was  standing  in  the  name  of  a  trustee,  and  the  petition  was  dismissed.  Cottrtoy

S.  Ooods  of  Bankrupt,  An  execution  against  the  goods  of  a  bankrupt  is  valid, 
widiin  die  12  k  IS  Tid  c.  106,  s.  138,  when  the  sheriff  executes  the  bill  of  sale, 
notwidistanding  it  contains  a  clause  of  indemnity  to  the  sheriff  by  the  execution 
cre^Ktor,  and  is  not  executed  by  the  latter  until  after  he  has  had  notice  of  an  act  of 
bankruptcy.    Christie  v.  Winningtonf  xviii.  529. 

4.  An  execution  issued  upon  a  judge's  order  is  an  execution  obtained  by  "  conf^ 
flon"  within  the  6  Geo.  lY.  c.  16,  s.  108.  Therefiire,  where  a  debtor^s  goods  were 
Kized  under  an  execution  issued  upon  a  judge's  order,  and  an  act  of  bankruptcy  waa 
afterwards  committed  by  the  debtor,  and  a  fat  issued  before  the  sale,  the  assignees  of 
the  bankrupt  were  held  to  be  entitled  to  the  goods.    Andrews  v.  Diggs,  ii.  425. 

5.  Equitable  terms.  An  execution  creditor  (where  the  judgment  has  not  been 
registered)  is  enladed,  through  the  medium  of  a  courTof  equity,  under  the  ISth  section 
of  the  abcrre  statute,  to  an  equitable  term  belonging  to  Ms  debtor.

It  is  not  sufficient,  in  order  to  obtain  leave  for  issuing  such  set.  /a.,  to 
show  that  f.  fas.  haye  been  issued  against  the  effects  of  the  company  into  two  coun- 
ties, and  nulla  bona  returned  to  them.  Hkchmgs  ▼.  The  K^Scenny^  f^c.  Railway  Co* 
I  857.    See,  also,  Devereux  ▼.  The  Kilkenny,  Sfc.  Railway  Co,  i.  481. 

7.  Property  of  municipal  corporation.  Property  acquired  by  a  municipal  corporation 
after  the  passing  of  the  stttt  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  is  not  liable  to  be  taken  on  execu- 
tion for  a  debt  due  before  that  period.    Arnold  v.  Ridge,  xxir.  242. 

8.  When  person  may  be  taken  in  execution.  The  25th  section  of  the  7  &  8  Tlct 
e.  96,  provides  that  annuities  secured  by  bonds,  covenants,  &c.,  shall  be  taken  to  be 
debt!  St  their  real  value,  and  the  57th  section  of  the  same  act  enacts  that  no  person 
shaft  be  taken  in  execution  on  a  judgment  in  an  action  for  a  debt  where  the  sum 
recovered  does  not  exceed  tOl.  Where  judgment  was  recovered  for  500/.  on  a  warrant 
of  attorney  given  to  secure  payment  of  an  annuity  of  80/.  but  only  15/.  was  due, 
tiie  defendant,  having  been  taken  in  execution,  was  discharged  under  that  section,

n.  Satisfaction  of  Execution. 

1.  What  amoumts  to — Levy  of  deU  and  costs — Interest.  Where  a  judgment  had 
been  entered  up,  and  a  writ  of  execution  for  debt  and  costs  had  issued,  before  the 
commencement  of  stat  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  it  was  held,  that,  by  Tirtue  of  sect  17,  the 
judgment  was  not  satisfied  upon  the  levy,  after  the  commencement  of  the  act,  of  tlie 
debt  and  costs,  and  that  it  would  not  be  satisfied  until  payment  of  interest  from  the 
commencement  of  the  act  until  the  satisfaction  of  the  judgment  Semble,  that  the 
interest  might  be  levied  by  virtue  of  a  separate  writ  of  execution,  to  be  issued  after 
the  passing  of  the  act    Bishop  v.  Hatch,  xiy.  161. 

2.  Unauthorized  discharge  of  defendant  hy  plaintiff's  attorney.  Semble,  that  lihe 
discharge  of  a  defendant  taken  on  execution,  by  the  plaintifi*'8  attorney,  without  the 
authority  of  the  phuntiff,  under  an  agreement  that  the  defendant  shall  pay  part  of  the 
debt,  is  not  a  satisfiu^on  of  the  execution.     Ward  r.  Broomhead,  xiy.  602. 

8,  Irregularity  in  execution — Second  warrant.  Trespass  against  the  sheriff  and  S. 
his  bailiff,  for  breaking  plaintiff's  house  and  taking  his  goods.  Flea  by  S.,  justifying 
under  a  writ  offeri  facias  directed  to  the  sheriff,  and  a  warrant  from  the  sheriff  to 
him.  Replication,  alleging  a  prior  warrant  to  J.,  and  a  seizure  by  J.  under  the  writ 
and  warrant,  and  payment  by  plaintiff  to  the  sheriff  in  satisfaction  of  the  writ  Re- 
joinder, traversing  the  prior  seizure  under  the  writ  and  the  payment  to  the  sheriff. 
It  appeared  that  L.,  the  clerk  and  head  ofiicer  of  J.,  entered  plaintiff's  house  and 
seized  his  goods  under  the  warrant  Plaintiff  paid  the  amount  to  L.  at  J.'s  office,  and 
L.  withdrew  the  man  in  possession,  and  seat  notice  to  the  execution  creditor,  In  J.'s 
name,  that  the  money  was  levied.  In  the  course  of  the  same  day  J.  died,  and  the 
execution  creditor,  upon  application  at  the  office,  did  not  obtain  the  money.  The 
sheriff  then  issued  the  warrant  to  S.,  who  seized  plaintiff's  goods,  and  remained  in 
possession  for  several  days.  The  jury  did  not  agree  as  to  whether  L.  paid  the  money 
to  J.  before  his  death,  but  they  found  that  L.  executed  the  warrant  by  the  direction 
of  J.  and  that  the  money  was  received  by  L.  in  pursuance  of  authority  from  J.  The 
judge  directed  the  juiy  that  they  might  find  that  the  money  had  been  paid  to  the 
sheriff.  Hie  jury  found  for  thif  plaintiff,  damages  400/.  Held,  that  there  was  suffi- 
cient evidence  of  a  payment  to  J.  after  an  execution  de  facto  under  the  prior  warrant ; 
and  that  no  irregularity  in  the  execution  could  be  taken  advantage  of  by  the  sheriff, 
or  those  acting  under  the  sheriff,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  set  up  the  validity  of  the 
second  warrant;  and,  therefore,  there  was  no  misdirection.  Gregory  y.  Cotterelf, 
xviii.  99. 

IIL  Miscellaneous  Cases, 

1.  On  toarrant  of  attorney,  in  the  nature  of  a  marriage  settlement,  validity  of—Bank- 
ruptcy. D.,  a  feme  sole,  being  about  to  marry  W.,  lent  him  800/.  upon  his  warrant 
of  attorney,  the  warrant  being  given  to  her  and  S.,  who  was  to  act  as  her  trustee. 
The  defeasance  showed  the  loan  to  be  in  contemplation  of  marriage,  and  stipulated 
that  W.  was  to  be  possessed  of  the  money  as  long  as  D.  should  please,  paying  interest 
for  the  same  to  S. ;  and,  also,  that  upon  the  request  of  D.,  S.  might  require  payment 
of  the  principal  on  giving  one  week's  notice ;  judgment  was  to  be  forthwith  entered 
up,  and  execution  was  to  issue  on  defiralt  of  payment  after  such  notice.  Judgment 
was  accordingly  entered  up,  and  the  marriage  solemnized.  After  several  years  had 
elapsed,  notice  was  given  in  pursuance  of  the  warrant,  and  on  default  a  f,  fa.  issued, 
under  which  the  goods  of  W.  were  taken  and  assigned  by  the  sheriff.  W.  was  then 
tdjudged  bankrupt^  and  a  rule  was  obtained  to  set  a^de  the  execution,  and  for  the 
ielivery  of  the  goods  to  his  assignee,  upon  the  grounds  that  the  judgment  should 
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liave  been  reriTed,  and  that  it  was  diaoharged  by  the  subsequent  marriage  of  D.  and 
W.  Heldy  that  the  execution  having  been  suspended  by  the  consent  of  the  parties, 
the  judgment  did  not  require  reviving ;  and  that,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
the  murant  of  attorney,  being  in  the  nature  of  a  marriage  settlement,  remained  a  good 
security  for  the  loan,  and  that  the  execution  thereupon  was  valid.  DoUing  v.  White, 
ximi.  241. 

2.  Injunction  to  stay — Payment  into  court.  The  plaintiff  had  obtained  the  common 
injunction  to  stay  execution  in  an  action  on  the  same  day  that  the  action  was  tried,  but 
before  the  verdict  was  given  against  hioL  Held,  upon  motion  by  the  defendant  before 
answer,  that  the  plaintiff  must  pay  the  amount  for  which  judgment  had  been  signed 
into  court  within  a  specified  time,  or  the  injunction  must  be  dissolved  Anderson  v. 
Nobie,  xiiL  45. 

3.  When  revival  of  judgment  unnecessary,  A  judgment  was  more  than  a  year  and 
a  day  old,  but  less  than  six  years,  when  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act  came  into 
operation,  and  had  not  been  revived  by  scire  facias,  Held^  that  execution  might  issue 
under  the  128th  section,*  without  any  revival  of  the  judgment  Boodle  v.  Davis,  xvi.  521. 

4.  Action  for  libel — Scire  facias — Fiat  of  attorney-general.  Where  writs  of  exe- 
cution have  been  sued  out  without  effect,  on  a  judgment  in  an  action  for  libel  against 
the  puUisher  fji  a  newspaper, — qucere,  whether  a  scire  facias  will  be  issued  on  the 
recognizances  of  the  sureties  taken  under  60  Geo.  IIL  c  9,  and  1  Will.  lY.  c.  73,  with* 
out  the  fiat  of  the  attorney-general.  SemUe,  per  Parke,  B.,  that  it  may  be  so  issued , 
but,  per  Pollock,  C.  B.,  Alderson,  B.,  and  Piatt,  B.,  that  the  fiat  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral is  requisite.     The  Duke  of  Brunswick,  ex  parte,  ix.  475. 

FALSE  IMPRISONMENT. 

1.  Commitment  for  default — Appearance — Liability  of  a  justice.  Upon  a  conviction 
imder  the  Copyright  of  Designs  Act,  6  &  7  Vict  c.  65,  the  party  convicted,  making 
defiinit,  was,  upon  complaint  made,  summoned  to  show  cause  why  he  had  not  paid  the 
amount  of  the  penalties  and  costs  under  such  conviction,  and  why  he  should  not  be 
committed  in  default  of  payment,  and  be  further  dealt  with  according  to  law.  There- 
upon his  counsel  and  attorney  appeared  to  show  cliuse,  but  the  sitting  magistrate 
refused  to  hear  the  case  in  the  absence  of  the  party  himself,  and  granted  a  warrant 
raiting  the  summons  and  the  neglect  of  the  party  to  appear,  and  commanding  his  ap- 
prehension, to  answer  to  the  complaint  made,  and  to  be  further  dealt  with  according 
to  law ;  under  which  the  party  w§s  apprehended  and  imprisoned.  Held,  (the  con- 
viction being  afterwards  quashed,)  that  the  magistrate  was  liable  to  an  action  of  tres- 
pass for  fhlse  imprisonment ;  first,  on  the  ground  that  the  above  section  did  not  apply 
to  de&ult  in  non-appearance  to  a  summons  after  conviction ;  and,  secondly,  assuming 
the  section  to  apply  to  a  summons  afler  conviction,  that  there  had  been  no  default  in 
appearance,  the  appearance  by  counsel  and  attorney  being  sufficient.  Bessell  v. 
Wilson,  xviii  294. 

2.  Arrest  for  an  offence  committed  in  view,  A  statute  authorizes  constables  to  arrest 
persons  committing  an  offence  in  their  view.  The  plaintiff  was  convicted  of  the  offence, 
but  not  proved  to  have  committed  it  in  their  view.  Held,  that  such  conviction  was 
not  a  conclusive  answer  to  his  claim  against  them  for  damages  for  false  imprisonn^ent. 
Justice  V.  Gosling,  viii.  475. 

3.  Arrest  after  payment  of  debt.  S.  obtained  judgment  against  plaintiff  for  a  debt, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  court ;  it  was  not  paid,  a  summons  was 
issued,  and  plaintiff  made  no  ^pearance,  and  was  committed  for  seven  days,  or  until 
discharged  by  law.  On  the  warrant  was  indorsed  the  debt  Plahitiff  was  arrested 
after  he  bad  paid  the  debt  to  S.,  who  wrote  the  fact  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  In  tre»- 
pass  for  &lse  imprisonment  against  the  clerk  by  plaintiff,  it  was  held,  that  the  order  and 
warrant  were  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  arrest,  notwithstanding  the  payment  of  the 
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debt,  and  the  letter  to  the  clerk,  and  therefore  the  arrest  ttbs  legal.  Qudtre,  whelber 
plaintiff  could  be  lawfiiUj  dischai^ged  without  an  order  of  the  judge  of  the  ooonty 
court,  under  sect  110  of  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95.    DavUs  v.  Fletcher^  zx.  56. 

4.  Liability  of  clerk  of  county  court.  The  clei)c  of  a  county  court  is  a  mere  minis- 
terial officer,  acting  under  sect.  102  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  and  is  not  liable  in  tres- 
pass for  imprisonment  under  a  warrant  reciting  a  bad  order.    Deufs  v.  Ryley,  Tii.  469. 

5.  Petition  in  insolvency  while  in  custody — Queen's  bench  prison — Remand  ward — 
Evidence.  The  plaintiff,  while  in  custody  of  a  sheriff,  petitioned  the  insdvent  court ; 
and  a  warrant  was  issued  for  his  discharge  on  the  12th  of  ApriL  He  was  remoyed  bj 
hfAeas  corpus  to  the  queen's  prison,  a  copy  only  of  the  warrant  being  sent  with  hixn. 
Defendant  told  plaintiff  he  should  not  dischai^  him  without  an  order ;  but,  on  pl&n- 
tiff 's  application,  such  order  was  refused  as  unnecessary,  and  three  days  after  the  12th 
he  was  dischai^ged  without  any  order.  The  jury  found  that  the  defendant  led  the 
plaintiff  to  belieye  he  had,  and  had  acted  on  the  original  warrant  Held,  that  the  role 
of  law  which  prerents  a  party  who  makes  a  wilful  misrepresentation,  and  induces 
another  to  act  upon  a  belief  in  the  trutii  of  it  to  his  prejudice,  from  aflerwq^  jHtmng 
the  truth,  did  not  apply  so  as  to  prevent  defendant  from  proving  that  he  had  received 
only  a  copy  of  the  warrant,  and  had  acted  upon  it  And  that  plaintiff's  imprisonment- 
in  the  remand  ward  was  not  the  gist  of  the  action,  nor  was  such  imprisonment  shown 
to  be  improper;  and,  therefore,  there  was  no  ground  for  judgment  non  obstante  mus- 
dieto.  By  Erie,  J. — ^The  placing  of  a  prisoner  in  a  wrong  ward  is  not  ground  for  an 
action  for  felse  imprisonment.    Howard  v.  Hudson,  xz.  47. 

6.  Giving  into  custody — Evidence.  In  an  action  for  giving  the  ptaintiff  into  custody 
on  a  charge  of  stealing  oysters  from  an  oyster-bed,  it  was  hel/d,  that  the  defendant  could 
not,  to  show  his  good  &ith,  give  evidence  of  a  prior  conviction  of  a  third  party  for  the 
same  offence,  which  conviction  he  did  not  know  of  at  the  time.  Thomas  v.  Russell^ 
XXV.  659. 

7.  Having  means  and  neglecting  to  pay  Judgment — TSvo  warrants.  The  return  to  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  for  the  dischai^  of  a  judgment  debtor  set  ont  two  warrants  of 
commitment,  of  different  dates,  made  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Brentford. 
The  warrants,  in  precisely  the  same  terms,  recited  the  judgment  recovered  in  the 
county  court,  a  subsequent  order  to  pay  by  instalments  and  defhult  made,  and  that  a 
judgment  summons  had  been  issued ;  and  then  stated  that  the  defendant  having  ap- 
peared and  been  examined,  and  it  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge  that  the 

.  defendant  had  since  the  said  judgment  recovered  against  him,  and  still  had  sufficient 
means  to  satisfy  the  said  judgment,  but  refused  and  ne^ected  to  pay  the  same,  it  was 
ordered  that  he  be  imprisoned  for  forty  days.  The  prisoner's  detention  was  justified 
under  the  last  warrant  Held,  that  it  was  to  be  presumed  that  a  new  default  in  non- 
payment had  been  made,  upon  which  the  last  warrant  was  granted,  and  that  the 
imprisonment,  therefbre,  was  legaL    In  re  Boyce^  xxii.  131.

1.  Begging  letter.  A  begging  letter,  making  false  representations  as  to  the  condition 
and  character  of  the  writer,  by  means  of  which  money  is  obtained,  is  a  false  pretence 
within  the  statute.*  Regina  v.  Jones,  i.

2.  Passing  flash  note.  Passing  off  a  flash  note  as  a  Bank  of  England  note  on  a 
person  unable  to  read,  and  obtuning  from  him  in  exchangd  for  it  ive  (ugs,  of  the 
value  of  3/.  17s.  Bd.,  and  IL  2s.  Bd.  change,  is  a  false  pretence  within  the  statute. 
Regina  v.  Coulson^  i.  550. 
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S.  Pretence  by  Secretary  of  an  Odd  Ftf^ws  Society.  Where  the  secretary  of 
an  Odd  Fellows  Society  falsely  pretended  to  a  member  that  the  sum  of  13«.  ^d,  was 
doe  by  him  to  the  society  for  fines,  by  means  of  which  such  secretary  fraudulently  ob- 
tained from  him  that  sum  of  money,  it  was  held  to  be  a  ialse  pretence  within  the  stat. 
7  &  8  Gea  IV.  c.  29.    Regina  v.  Woolley,  i.  537.  • 

4.  Statement  by  a  servant  that  he  had  paid  out  money  for  his  master — Payment  by 
derh.  A  serrant  falsely  stated  to  the  clerk. of  his  master's  that  he  had  paid  out  money 
in  a  purchase  which  he  was  authorized  to  make,  and  he  demanded  and  received  the 
sum  from  the  clerk,  and  applied  it  to  his  own  use.  Held^  that  as  the  clerk  had  deliv- 
ered the  money  to  the  prisoner  with  the  intention  of  parting  with  it  altogether,  the 
prisoner  was  not  liable  to  an  indictment  for  stealing  the  money,  but  that  he  might  have 
been  indicted  for  obtainiqg  it  by  false  pretences.    Regina  v.  Barnes,  i.  579. 

5.  Alteration  of  letter  of  credit.  The  prisoner,  who  had  a  letter  of  credit  for  21 OZ., 
aathorizing  him  to  draw  on  the  Union  Bank  of  London,  in  favor  of  certain  correspond- 
ents, went  to  St  Petersburg,  and  having  fraudulently  altered  the  letter,  so  as  to  make 
it  appear  to  be  for  5,210/.,  presented  it  to  W.  and  Co.,  one  of  the  correspondents,  and 
drew  in  their  favor,  on  the  Union  Bank,  for  the  sum  of  1,200/.  This  check  was  cashed 
by  W.  and  Ca,  who  had  it  presented  at  Uie  Union  Bank ;  but  the  bank,  discovering 
the  fraud,  refused  to  pay  it  Heldy  that  the  prisoner  was  not  indictable  for  an  attempt 
to  obtain  1,200/.  by  false  pretences  from  the  Union  Bank,  since,  if  W.  and  Go.  had 
obtained  payment,  it  would  not  have  been  in  pursuance  of  the  prisoner's  wish  or 
deaire,  and  they  would  have  obtained  the  money  for  their  own  and  not  for  the  *prisQn- 
er's  use  or  benefit,  and,  therefore,  there  would  have  been  no  obtaining  of  any  money 
by  him.    Regina  v.  Garrett^  xxii.  607. 

6.  Continuing  representation — Q^estion  for  the  j'ttry.  Upon  an  indictment  for  ob- 
taining money  by  false  pretences,  where  it  appears  that  statements  were  made  on 
difierent  occasions,  it  is  a  question  for  the  jury  whether  they  are  so  connected  as  to 
form  one  continuing  representation.    Regina  v.  Welman^  xs.  588. 

*7.  ValuaJble  security.  The  secretary  of  a  burial  society  was  indicted  for  pretending 
that  a  death  had  occurred,  and  so  obtaining  from  the  president  the  following  order : 

"  B.  B.  Society,  B ,  1853.    Mr.  £.,  treasurer,  please  pay  the  bearer  2L  lOs.  and 

charge  the  same  to  the  society.    ,  president"    Heldf  that  this  was  a  valuable 

security  under  7  &  8  Gea  lY.  c.  29,  ss.  5,  53.    Regina  v.  Greenhalgh,  jexv.  570. 

n;  Of  the  Indictment. 

1.  Allegation  of  a  pretence  that  a  certain  sum  was  ^^due  and  owing"  The  indict- 
ment alleged  that  the  defendant  falsely  pretended  a  sum  of  money  was  **  due  and 
owing**  to  him  for  work  which  he  had  executed  for  the  prosecutors.  Heldf  that  this 
was  not  an  allegation  of  a  false  pretence  of  an  existing  fact,  as  the  allegation  in  the 
indictment  might  be  satisfied  by  evidence  of  a  mere  matter  of  opinion,  either  as 
r^arded  fact  or  law ;  and  therefore  the  indictment  was  bad.  Regina  ▼.  Oates,  xxix. 
552. 

2.  Sufficient  to  allege  the  substantial  pretence.  Upon  a  charge  of  obtaining  money 
by  false  pretences,  it  is  sufficient  if  the  actual  substantial  pretence,  which  is  the  main 
inducement  to  part  with  the  money,  be  alleged  in  the  indictment,  and  proved; 
although  it  may  be  shown  by  evidence  that  other  matters,  not  hud  in  the  indictment, 
in  some  measure  operated  upon  the  mind  of  the  prosecutor  as  an  inducement  for  him 
to  part  with  his  money.    Regina  v.  Hewgillj  xxiv.  556. 

3.  Ownership  must  be  alleged.  An  indictment  fi^r  obtaining  money,  &c.,  by  false 
pretences,  must  allege  whose  property  the  money,  &c.,  was  at  the  time,  and  the  omia* 
flion  of  such  an  allegation  will  not  be  cured  by  verdict    Sill  v.  Regina^  xvi.  875.

2,  fines  imposed  at  qi^rter  sessions  are  to 
be  inserted  on  the  roll,  and  a  copy  thereof,  together  with  a  writ  of  distringas  and  cepiat^ 
is  to  be  sent  within  twenty-one  day^  to  the  sheriff.  By  sect.  8,  the  clerk  of  the  peaee, 
before  sending  the  roll  to  the  sheriff,  is  to  make  oath  that  the  roll  is  truly  made  up,  and 
that  the  fines  are,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  inserted  therein,  and  thst  all  fines  paid 
to  or  received  by  him  are  inserted  therein,  without  any  wilful  omissbn.  Held,  that  oa 
such  roll  and  writ  being  sent  to  the  sheriff,  his  duty  is  not  merely  ministerial ;  bat 
that,  if  he  has  received  the  fine,  he  must  not  proceed  to  levy  it,  although  it  may  appear 
upon  the  roll  to  be  unpaid.  Held,  also,  ibat  if  the  clerk  of  the  peace  has  received  the 
fine,  he  must  enter  it  upon  the  roll  as  paid ;  and  that  if  the  sheriff  has  received  it, 
and  that  ^t  is  known  to  the  clerk  of  die  peace,  he  may  enter  it  upon  the  roll  as  paid ; 
but,  qucere,  in  this  latter  case,  if  he  is  bound  so  to  enter  it.   Wildes  v.  Morris,  sir.  181.

FORFEITURE. 

1.  Convict,  firfeiiure  of  right  of  action.  Where  a  party,  who  is  afterwards  con- 
Tieted  of  felony,  is  entitled  to  a  chose  in  action,  the  right  of  suing  being  in  another 
in  trust  for  him,  that  right  of  suit  does  not  vest  in  the  crown  upon  the  conviction. 
Bishop  V.  Curtis^  xiv.  49. 

2.  Eskae  of  the  wife  of  a  fekm  sentenced  to  transportation.  A.  died  intestate,  the 
wife  of  a  felon  under  sentence  of  transportation,  and  leaving  property  acquired  after 
die  conviction  of  her  husband.  Held,  that  such  property  belonged  to  the  crown  as 
accrued  to  the  felon,  and  not  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  wife.  Coombes  v.  Tlie  Queen's 
Proctor,  xxiv.  698. 

3.  Contract  that  work  might  be  stopped  on  notice — Sufficiency  of  notice.  The  declanr 
don  stated  that  the  plmntiiT  agreed  to  construct  sewers,  &c.,  but  the  defendant  would 
not  suffer  lum  to  complete  them.  Flea,  a  covenant  that  defendant's  engineer  might 
give  notice  to  plaint^,  if  he  saw  cause,  to  alter  what  was  improper  in  his  woriu,  and 
to  proceed  with  due  expedition  therewith,  and  that  if  the  plaintiff  refused  to  comply 
within  seven  days,  he  might  take  the  work  out  of  his  hands.  Notice  accordingly, 
refusal  to  comply,  and  taking  away  of  the  work.  Replication,  stating  the  notice  in 
terms.  Held,  that  the  notice  was  sufficientiy  specific.  Pauling  v.  The  Mayor,  Sfc.  of 
Dover,  xxix.  867. 

4.  Enforcement  of  forfeiiure — Notice  of  action — Agreement  to  perform  to  surveyor's 
satisfaction.  Plaintiff  contracted  with  defendants,  (a  board  of  health,)  to  perform 
certain  works  to  the  satis&ction  of  their  surveyor;  payment  to  be  made  by  instal- 
ments. If  the  plaintiff  should  not  proceed  to  the  surveyor's  satisfaction,  the  defend- 
ants might,  after  notice,  employ  others  to  complete  the  woi^ ;  the  deed  to  be  void,  at 
their  election,  and  the  amounts  already  paid  to  be  held  full  value  for  the  work  then 
coiii[4eted,  and  the  materials  on  the  premises  to  belong  to  defendants.  Held,  that  this 
forfeiture  clause  might  be  enforced  by  the  defendants,  although  the  plaintiff  had  not 
become  entitled  to  any  payment  for  the  work  done.  Held,  also,  that  in  an  action  by 
tlie  pbdntiff  against  the  defendants,  for  not  allowing  him  to  complete.his  contract,  no 
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notice  of  action  was  requisite  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act    DavUt 
V.  The  Mayor,  &c.  of  Swansea,  xx.  529. 

5.  Taking  wrongful  possession  of  toorks,  j*c.  Taking  possesion  of  works,  materials, 
tools,  &c.,  even  if  wrongful,  does  not  avoid  a  contract,  or  entitle  an  injured  party  to 
relief  at  equity  while  he  has  an  action  for  damages ;  though  it  may  compel  an  account 
to  be  made.    Ranger  v.  Tke  Great  Western  Railway  Co,  xxvii.  35.

FORGERY  AND  COUNTERFEITING.

Held^ 
tliat  by  the  word  "note,"  is  not  meant  merely  the  obligation  or  writing,  but  the 
whole  paper,  or  thing  which  circulates  as  a  note ;  and  therefore  the  border  is  part 
of  a  note  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute.  Held,  also,  that  the  engraving  need  not 
show  upon  the  face  of  it  that  it  purports  to  be  part  of  a  genuine  note,  but  that  a  com- 
parison may  be  made  with  a  genuine  note  in  order  to  see  whether  it  does  or  does  not 
purport  to  be  part^f  that  note.    Regina  v.  Keith,  xxix.  558. 

2.  Forging  an  order  for  payment  of  money,  what  is.  -Forging  a  document  purport- 
ing to  be  an  order  for  the  payment  of  money,  though  not  addressed  to  any  one,  is 
punishable  by  the  statute  11  Geo.  IV.  and  1  Will.  IV.  c.  66,  s.  3,  as  the  forging  an 
order  for  the  payment  of  money,  if  it  can  be  explained  by  evidence  to  whom  the 
order  is  in  fact  addressed.    Regina  v.  Sndling,  xxii.  597. 

3.  A  forged  letter  purporting  to  be  written  by  A,  and  addressed  to  B,  who  owed 
him,  in  which,  after  setting  out  the  amount  due  from  B,  A  was  made  to  say,  ^*  Sir, — 
I  hope  you  will  excuse  my  sending  for  such  a  trifle,*'. &c.,  "but  I  am  obliged  to 
hunt  after  every  shilling."  Held]  to  be  a  forged  "  warrant ''  for  the  payment  of  motiey 
within  the  meaning  of  the  stat  11  Greo.  IV.  and  1  WilL  IV.  c.  66,  s.  3,  and  semble,  that 
it  was  also  a  forged  "  order"  for  the  payment  of  money.    Regina  v.  Dawson,  i.  589. 

4.  What  is  an  uttering — Receipt  for  poor  rates.  Where  the  prisoner  placed  a  forged 
receipt  for  poor  rates  in  the  hands  of  the  prosecutor  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
only,  in  order,  by  representing  himself  as  a  person  who  had  paid  his  rates,  fraudulently 
to  induce  the  prosecutor  to  advance  money  to  a  third  person,  it  was  held,  that  this  was 
an  uttering  within  1  Will.  IV.  c.  66,  s.  10.  Regina  v.  Ion,  xiv.  556.  As  to  what  con- 
stitutes a  "  passing  "  counterfeit  money,  see  note  to  same  cajse. 

5.  Counterfeit  shilling.  The  prisoner,  in  payment  for  some  goods  at  a  shop,  put 
down  on  the  counter  a  counterfeit  shilling.  The  shopman  took  it  up  and  said  that  it 
was  bad.  The  prisoner  then  quitted  the  shop,  leaving  the  coin  there.  Held,  that  the 
prisoner  had  *^  uttered  and  put  off"  the  counterfeit  shilling  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute.    Regina  v.  Welch,  i.  588. 

6.  Uttering  a  testimonial  of  character  an  offence  at  common  law.  The  prisoner  was 
indicted  for  foiging  a  testimonial  to  his  character  as  a  schoolmaster,  and  other  counts 
of  the  indictment  charged  him  with  having  uttered  the  forged  document  The  jury 
acquitted  him  of  the  foigery,  but  found  him  guilty  of  the  uttering  with  intent  to  ob- 
tain the  emoluments  of  the  place  of  schoolmaster,  and  to  deceive  the  prosecutor. 
Held,  that  this  finding  of  the  jury  amounted  to  an  offence  at  common  law,  of  which 
the  prisoner  was  properly  convicted.    Regina  v.  Sharman,  xxiv.  553. 

FORMER  RECOVERY. 

1.  Trover-Judgment  without  satisfaction.  Judgment  recovered  (though  withoot 
satisfaction)  against  one,  in  an  action  for  a  conversion  of  goods  by  wrongfully  Belling, 
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ii  a  l»r  to  an  action  fir  mooej  had  and  received,  against  another,  for  the  proceeds  of 
the  same  aile,  whether  he  be  a  party  to  the  conversion  or  a  stranger.  Buckiand  v. 
Johnson^  zxvi.  828. 

2.  Plea  of— Misdirection — Damages,  To  an  action  for  wisely  charging  the  plaii^ 
tiff  with  larceny,  and  procuring  him  to  be  indicted  and  tried  on  such  charge,  on  which 
he  was  acquitted,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  before  the  commencement  of  this  suit 
the  plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  him  for  imprisoning  the  plaintiff  on  a  false 
charge  of  felony,  that  on  the  trial  of  that  action  the  judge  chaiged  the  jury  to  con- 
aider  idietfaer  the  defendant  had  charged  the  plaintiff  with  having  stolen  the  goods 
mentioned  in  the  declaration,  &c.,  that  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  and  assessed 
damages  accordingly,  averring  the  identity  of  the  imprisonments  in  the  two  actions, 
and  that  the  grievances  complained  of  were  the  same  with  those  in  respect  of,  which 
damages  had  been  given  on  the  former  occasion.  Ileldf  first,  that  this  plea  was  no 
answer  to  the  action.  Secondly,  that  the  judge  had  misdirected  the  jury  on  the  trial 
of  the  former  action.     Guest  v.  Warrerif  xxvL  381. 

S.  Qucsref  whether  it  would  have  been  a  defence,  that  on  the  trial  of  the  former 
action,  damages  in  respect  of  the  cause  of  action  complained  of  in  the  present  had 
been  assessed  by  the  jury  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  ?    lb* 

FRAUD. 

1.  Fraud  renders  a  contract  or  purchase  only  voidable — Property  vests  till  avoidance. 
Fraud  only  gives  a  right  to  avoid  a  contract  or  purchase ;  the  property  vests  until 
avoided,  and  all  the  mesne  dispositions  to  persons  not  parties  to,  or  at  least  not  cog- 
nizant of,  the  firand,  are  valid.    Stevenson  v.  Newnhamy  zvi.  401. 

2.  The  property  having  passed  under  such  contract,  the  person  in  possession  is» 
until  the  party  defrauded  interferes,  entiUed  to  sue  for  all  the  injuries  to  his  property. 
lb. 

*  3.  Sale  of  land  by  an  uneducated  person  for  less  than  its  value.  A,  who  was  a  labor- 
ing man,  and  totally  uneducated,  believing  himself  to  have  a  contingent  interest  in  an 
estate  in  fee-simple,  offered  in  February,  1838,  to  sell  his  interest  to  B.  B  declined 
the  purchase ;  but  afterwards  consented  to  lend  money  to  A,  and  lent  sums,  amount* 
ing  to  20/.  A,  on  the  5th  of  May,  1838,  executed  a  money4x>nd,  conditioned  in  the 
penalty  of  40i.,  to  secure  the  payment  of  20/.  with  five  por  cent  interest,  on  the  5th 
of  November  then  next  A  was  not  called  on  for  interest,  nor  did  he  hear  of  the 
matter  again,  till  the  22d  of  September,  1840,  the  day  of  his  father's  funeral.  A  had 
at  that  time  become  possessed  of  the  estate.  On  the  24th  of  September,  A  agreed  to 
sell  the  estate  to  B,  and  that  Agreement  was  carried  into  execution  by  a  conveyance 
on  the  following  10th  of  October.  The  bond,  agreement,  and  conveyance  were  pre* 
pared  by  B's  attorney,  and  executed  at  his  office.  A  had  no  attorney.  The  estate 
was  sold  considerably  under  its  value.  A  afterwards  filed  a  bill,  praying  that  the  deed 
of  conveyance  might  be  set  aside  as  fhuidulent  and  void.  Heldy  that  the  bill,  as  a  bill 
char^g  fraud,  was  properiy  dismissed.  QuMxre^  whether  A  might  not  have  maintained 
a  bQl  to  set  aside  the  conveyance,  as  improvidentiy  made,  and  hastily  executed. 
CStrson  v.  Belworthyy  xxii.  1. 

4.  Fraud  in  prospectus  issued  by  railway  directors.  Upon  the  establishment  of  the 
West  Flanders  Bailway,  a  person  who  had  been  instrumental  in  forming  the  company, 
and  in  procuring  the  grant  from  the  Belgian  government,  obtained  from  the  directors 
an  agreement  to  pay  him  a  large  percentage  upon  the  capital  of  the  company,  to  allot 
him  4,000  shares,  and  to  guarantee  him  a  salary  of  500/.  a  year  as  general  manager  of 
the  company,  llie  directors  also  allotted  to  themselves  20,000  shares,  and  also  another 
10,000  shares  for  themselves  and  the  other  shareholders  in  the  Sambre  and  Meuse 
Bailway,  of  which  they  were  also  directors.  These  facts  were  suppressed  in  the  pros* 
pectus  they  subeequentiy  issued ;  which,  however,  did  state  that  they  had  reserved  to 
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tlieauelyes  a  comimasion  of  SL  per  cent  upon  the  capital,  by  way  of  teimbonemest  lot 
the  expenses,  liabilities,  and  payments  already  incurred.  Upon  a  bill  by  an  originsl 
shareholder  to  be  relieved  from  his  shares  and  to  obtain  payment  of  his  depomt  money 
and  calls,  with  interest,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  been  induced  to  take  them  by  Ihe 
representations  made  by  the  prospectus,  it  was  keldy  that  the  omisekm  to  state  these 
facts  in  the  prospectus  was  not  such  a  uusrepresentation  or  eooeealmcnt  atf  weuld 
induce  the  court  to  set  aside  the  contract,  and  the  bill  was  dismisBed,  with  costs.  PnU- 
ford  V.  RiekardSj  xiz.  $S7. 

5.  Fraudulent  releaae  by  one  joint  plainUff-^Emdenee,  Work  was  pixy?ed  to  ha^re 
been  done  for  defendant  by  plaintiffs  jointly,  but  he  produced  in  evidence  a  Telease  to 
him  irom  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  who  was  proved  to  have  executed  it  in  the  presence  of 
the  clerk  of  the  defendantfs  attorney  on  the  morning  of  tlie  day  of  trial,  witiiout  thg 
knowledge  of  the  other  plaintiffs.  The  purport  of  the  deed  was,  however,  proved  to 
have  been  explained  to  the  releasing  plaintiff.  Hdd,  that  the  above  amounted  to 
some  evidence  of  the  release  having  been  given  fraudulently,  and  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  was,  therefore,  not  bound  to  give  effect  to  it  WedkJce  v.  ISaryent^  viiL 
404. 

6.  Family  compromite.  To  render  a  family  compromise  binding,  there  must  be  an 
honest  disclosure,  by  each  party  to  the  other,  of  all  such  material  facts  known  to  them, 
relative  to  the  rights  and  title  of  either,  as  are  calculated  to  influence  the  judgment  in 
the  adoption  of  the  compromise ;  and  any  advantage  taken,  by  either  of  the  paities, 
of  the  known  ignorance  of  the  other,  of  such  fiu^  will  render  tiie  same  void  in  equity, 
and  liable  to  be  set  aside.    Smith  v.  Pincombe^  x.  50. 

7.  Conveyance  frauduUndy  obtained  confirmed  by  grantor^e  wilL  A  conveyance 
liable  to  be  set  aside  by  the  grantor  as  being  fraudulently  obtained,  may  be  confinned 
by  his  will,  and  cannot  thereafter  be  impeached  by  lus  hehr.  Stump  v.  Gaby,  xviL 
357. 

8.  Decree  of  House  of  Lords  obtained  by  fraudulent  collusion.  Where  a  decree  of 
the  House  of  Lords  has  been  obtained  by  the  fraudulent  collusdon  of  both  parties,  M 
order,  by  means  of  that  decree,  to  defeat  the  objects  of  public  justice,  or  the  rights  of 
one  of  the  nominal  parties,  being  an  infiint ;  semblcj  the  decree  may  be  called  in  quea- 
tion,  even  in  an  inferior  court,  and  an  original  suit  for  relief  may  be  there  instituted, 
notwithstanding  such  fraudulent  decree.  Per  Lord  Cranworth,  L.  C.  SembUy  sack 
fraudulent  decree  may  even  be  treated  as  a  nullity  in  the  inferior  court,  and  the 
question  there  arising  will  simply  be,  was  it  a  real  judgment  or  not  ?  Per  Lord 
Brougham.  SembU,  though  such  fraudulent  decree  might,  perhaps,  be  treated  by  the 
inferior  court  indirectly  as  a  nullity,  if  the  case  shows  numiftst  direct  gross  fiaud,  yet 
the  relief  should  be  sought  for  in  the  house  in  the  first  instance.  Per  Lord  St  Leon- 
ards.   Skedden  v.  Patrick^  xxviii.  56. 

9.  Fraud  commiHed  by  solicitor-^  Loss  by,  upon  whom  it  falls,  A's  solicitor  agreed  that 
A  should  advance  to  B  a  sum  of  money  on  a  second  mortgage,  which  was  executed  by 
B,  no  money  passing.  A  repudiated  the  transaction,  but  advanced  money  on  a  trana- 
fer  of  the  first  mortgage  and  a  further  charge.  The  second  mortgage  remained  with 
the  solicitor  uncanoeUed.  Subsequently,  the  solicitor  advised  C  to  xn^e  an  ad\'aiftGe 
on  a  transfer  of  the  second  mortgage.  The  money  was  paid  to  the  solicitor,  who 
handed  over  to  C  the  second  mortgage,  with  a  memorandum,  which  he  had  fraud- 
ulently induced  A  to  sign,  undertaking  to  transfer  this  mortgage.  The  solicitor  ^ipr^ 
priatcd  the  money  to  his  own  use,  and  subsequently,  by  fraud,  induced  A  to  execute  a 
transfer  of  the  second  mortgage  to  C,  and  a  receipt  for  the  money  which  G  bad  ad- 
vanced. Held,  that  as  A,  by  signing  the  memorandum,  had  enabled  the  solicitor  to 
commit  the  fraud,  the  consequences  must,  as  between  A  and  C,  be  borne  by  A ;  and 
that  C  was  entitled  to  a  proportional  benefit  of  the  security  held  by  A.  Hioms  t. 
jaUtoin,  xiii.  596. 

10.  Wager  as  to  (he  price  of  opium  of  a  future  sale — Bidding  by  parties  and  their 
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« 

ogeidM.  Wliere  tiro  paiEtie^  enter  into  a  ivnger  as  to  the  price  of  opium  at  a  certain 
sale,  eack  knoning  that  the  other  would  me  means  to  influence  the  price,  it  is  no  fraud 
o^  one  psr^  that  the  others  by  bidding,  raises  the  price ;  and  it  is  not  an  unlawful 
consptracy  to  employ  agents  for  this  purpose.    JDoohAdan  ▼•  BamioUy  iiL  39. 

11.  A  party  faa^ii^  a  ri^t  to  purchase  a  certain  quantity  of  opium  at  a  sale,  no 
fiand  on  the  Tendon  is  comnutted  by  his  selliag  that  ri|^t,  to  enable  the  purchaser  to 
enhance  the  price  of  4^nm  at  a  certain  sale.    Jb, 

12.  Sale  effected  hf  fraud  of  the  buyer,  A  sale  of  goods  effected  by  the  fraud  of  the 
buyer,  is  not  an  absolutely  -void  transacdon ;  but  the  seller  may  dect  to  treat  it  as 
a  contract.     WkUe  t.  Garden,  ▼.  379. 

IS.  False  representation  made  wUhout  an  inleniion  to  injure.  If  a  man  tells  an  un- 
truly, knowing  it  to  be  such,  in  order  to  induce  another  to  alter  his  condition,  who 
does  acoordin^y<alter  it,  and  thereby  sustains  damage,  the  paity  making  the  fake 
flateinent  is  liable  in  an  action  for  deceit,  although  in  making  the  false  representation 
no  finnd  or  injury  was  intended  by  him.     Watson  ▼.  Pouison,  Tii.  585. 

14.  Setting  aside  ancient  deed  for  misrepresentation.  Fraudulent  representation  or 
concealment,  if  sufficiently  averred  and  proved,  is  enough  to  set  aside  deeds  thirty-nine 
years  from  their  date.  The  aUegatioos  in  the  pleadings,  and  the  issue  put  to  the  jury 
most  be  precise  in  their  character.  Though  time  be  no  bar  to  fraud,  it  is  to  be  consid- 
ered by  the  court  in  forming  its  judgment  Concealment,  to  be  fraudulent  and 
material,  must  be  of  something  that  the  party  is  bound  to  disclose.  A  conjectural 
esdmate  of  Talue  is  not  a  misrepresentation.    Irvine  v.  Kirkpairick,  iiL  17.  * 

15.  Misrepresentation  as  to  coUateral  matters-^^Lease,  The  owner  of  premises,  who 
grants  a  lease  of  them  for  a  term,  under  which  the  lessee  enters,  cannot  avoid  the  lease 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  obtained  by  the  fraudulent  misrepresentation  of  the  lessee,  • 
aa  to  a  matter  collateral  to  the  lease,  e.  g.,  that  he  was  a  respectaUe  man  and  intended 
to  nse  the  premises  for  a  respectaUe  business,  whereas  he  was  not  a  respectable  man, 
and  intended  at  the  time  and  did  afterwards  use  the  premises  for  an  immoral  and 
illegal  purpose.    Feret  v.  HilL,  xxvi.  261. 

16.  Ji£sleading  grantor  as  to  his  interest  in  property— Misrepresentation  as  to  custom^ 
org  wag  of  remunerating  for  projkssional  services.  A  was  aware  that  B  was  entitled  to 
property,  but  might  not  at  first  have  been  aware  that  the  interest  of  B  was  not  preca- 
riotts,  and  impressed  B  with  the  notion  that  it  was  so;  A,  however,  became  aware  that 
the  interest  was  not  precarious,  yet  he  did  not  inform  B  of  that  fiict,  but  on  the 
oontraiy,  manifesting  much  concern  in  the  matter,  still  represented  that  the  interest 
was  both  precarious  and  could  not  be  recovered  without  difficulty,  delay,  and  expen- 
sive filigaiaofi.  B,  under  such  a  state  of  circumstances,  conveyed  one  half  of  the 
estate  to  S.,  the  latter  giving  him  an  indemnity  against  all  costs  of  recovering  the 
property,  and  representing  that  men  o£  business  conducted  cases  on  the  arrangement 
that  no  law  expenses  were  to  be  paid  unless  the  proceedings  were  successful ;  but  if 
the/  were,  that  law  costs  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the  money  recovered,  and  the  party 
coiidiUTting  the  proceedings  and  fumidnng  the  infbrmataon  was  allowed  half  what  was 
recoivered  to  satisfy  him  for  the  risk  of  paying  law  expenses.  Subsequently  B  agreed 
to  sdl  the  other  half  for  a  stated  sum.  On  a  bill  to  set  aside  the  conveyance  and  to 
have  the  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  second  moiety  declared  void,  it  was  held,  that  as 
B  did  not  know  his  rights  when  he  executed  the  conveyance,  nor  when  he  signed 
the  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  second  moiety,  and  as  the  former  was  based  on  fraud 
and  Biiarqiresentation,  and  tiie  latter  depended  on  the  former,  both  mnst  fhil,  and 
ihey  were  set  aside.    ReynoB.  v.  Sprye^t  xiii.  74. 

17.  Several  representations,  of  which  one  was  false.  Where  a  party  has  induced 
anodier  to  act  on  the  fiuth  of  several  representations  made  by  him,  any  ode  of  which 
has  been  made  frandukntiy,  he  cannot  set  up  the  transaction  by  shoinng  that  every 
other  representation  was  truly  and  honestiy  made,  or  was  the  result  of  innocent

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18.  Inadeqnacj  of  piice'  ifl  eridence  of  firattd,  but,  standing  alone,  by  no  mettis 
oonehiaiTe  evidence.

1.  Assent  by  surety  to  arrfingemenl  with  principal, «  A  recovered  judgment  ag^nst 
B  as  surety  for  0.  It  was  afterwards  agreed  bj  an  indenture  between  A  and  C  tliat 
the  debt  due  from  C  to  A  should  be  fixed  at  a  certiun  sum,  without  prejudice  to  the 
security  of  the  afbresud  judgment  Before  the  execution  of  this  indenture  this  letter 
was  written  by  A  to  be  sent  to  B  with  the  indenture :  **  I  hereby  consent  to  the  within 
deed  being  executed  between  the  parties  without  prejudice  to  die  rights  and  remedies 
of  the  plaintiff,  ftc."  The  indenture  was  not  sent,  and  B  signed  the  letter  and  returned 
it  to  A,  ^thout  having  seen  the  deed.  SemhUj  that  this  was  not  a  promise  to  pay  the 
debt  of  another  within  the  Statute  of  Frauds ;  but  that,  if  it  were,  there  was  a  sufficient 
memorandum  in  writing,  as  the  lettei  signed  by  the  defendant  incorporated  so  much 
*  of  the  deed  as  formed  the  consideration  of  Ms  promise.    Maetory  v.  SeoU^  ii.  86S. 

%  Advances  to  third  party.  Where  one  advances  money  at  the  request  of  anodier, 
([and  on  his  promise  to  repay  it,)  to  pay  the  debt  of  a  third  party,  the  payment  creates 
no  debt  as  against  such  third  party  if  it  was  not  made  at  all  on  his  credit,  and  there- 
fore the  liability  of  the  party,  on  whose  request  and  promise  it  was  made,  is  original, 
and  not  colbteral;  and  his  promise  is  not  a  promise  to  **  answer  for  the  debt  of 
another"  within  the  Statute  of  Frauds.    Pearce  v.  Bkigrave,  xxx.  510. 

8.  Agreement  hy  agent.  An  agreement  by  a  factor  to  sell  upon  a  del  credere  commb- 
sion,  is  not  within  that  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds  which  requires  that  prounses  to 
answer  tbr  the  debt,  defaidt,  or  miscarriage  of  another  must  be  in  writing.  Couturitr 
▼.  Hdstie,  xvi  562. 

4.  Parol  variation  of  written  agreement*  An  agreement  to  guarantee  a  compositioii 
to  all  the  crediton  of  a  third  person  who  should,  before  a  day  specified,  sign  a  release 
to  the  debtor  of  their  respective  claims,  being  an  agreement  to  pay  the  debt  of 
another,  is  within  the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and  cannot,  in  iiie  absence 
of  fraud,  be  varied  by  a  subsequent  parol  agreement    Emmet  v.  Dewhurstf  viiL  89.

IL  Sale  of  Land ;  Inter  est  in* 

1.  Agreement  to  pay  for  investigating  title.  "Where  it  was  agreed  between  A  and  B 
that,  in  consideration  that  A  would  lend  B  a  sum  of  money  upon  the  security  of  the 
mortgage  of  certsun  land,  upon  B's  making  out  a  good  title  to  the  same,  B  should,  in 
case  he  should  change  his  mind,  or  the  loan  should  go  off  by  reason  of  a  defectiveneaa  of 
title  pay  aH  of  A's  expenses  in  the  matter,  and  the  loan  went  off,  the  defendant  B  not 
having  made  out  his  title,  it  was  held,  that  the  contract  did  not  relate  to  any  Interest 
in  land,  but  only  to  an  investigation  of  titie,  and  was  not  within  the  4th  section  of  the 
Statute  of  frauds.    Jeakes  v.  White,  xiv.  550. 

2.  Agreement  hy  tenant  to  give  possession  to  new  tenant.  A  verbal  agreement  lims 
made  between  the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  that  in  consideration  of  the  plaintiff  giving 
up  to  the  defendant  possesnon  of  a  house  which  the  snnner  occupied  under  an  agree- 
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jKMBoi  from  ilia  landlord  fi>r  a  lease,  and  of  certain  improvemontB  made  by  the  plaintiff 
on  tlie  pfremises,  the  defendant  would  pay  the  plaintiff  100/.  The  landlord  assented 
to  the  change  of  tenants.  The  plaintiff  gave  up  poesesaion  to  the  defendant,  who  paid 
to  the  plaintiff  a  portion  of  the  100/.  The  phdntiff  brought  a  plaint  on  the  contract 
to  reooTer  the  balance.  Hddy  that  this  was  a  contract  concerning  an  interest  in  land, 
and  that,  as  it  was  not  in  writing,  section  4  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds  prevented  any 
action  being  maintainable  upon  it,  though  it  had  been  so  &r  performed.  KeUey  y 
Webtter,  x.  517. 

3.  A^eemeni  to  give  poaession  of  premises.  An  agreement  for  the  sale  of  a  miUc- 
walk,  by  which  the  plaintiff  agreed  to  let  the  defendant  into  occupation  of  premises 
of  which  the  plaintiff  was  tenant,  and  the  defendant  agreed  to  pay  the  rent,  rates, 
and  taxes,  is  a  contract  concerning  an  interest  in  land,d^uiring  a  memorandum  in 
writing,  under  the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  Smart  y.  Harding^  zxiz. 
252. 

4.  InUresi  of  mortgagee.  Commissioners  were  empowered  by  act  of  parliament  to 
borrow  money  on  mortgage  of  lands,  or  on  bond ;  and  by  a  subsequent  act  the  bond- 
holders were  to  be  "  entitled  to  the  benefit  of"  the  mortgage,  which  the  act  recited 
had  been  executed  by  the  commissioners  to  a  trustee  in  tmst  for  the  bondholdexs. 
Hddj  that  the  obligee  of  such  bond  was  in  the  situation  of  a  mortgagee ;  and  that  a 
contract  for  the  sale  of  the  bond  was  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  an  interest  in  land 
within  the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     Toppin  ▼.  Lomas,  xxx.  427. 

5.  'The  paying  of  the  deposit  money  to  an  auctioneer,  together  with  an  approval  of 
the  drafl  of  an  agreement  to  purchase  and  a  verbal  agreement  to  sign  the  contract  as 
soon  as  it  has  been  prepared,  is  not  sufficient  to  answer  the  requirements  of  the  Statute 
of  Frauds ;  and  the  statute  may  be  set  up  either  by  demurrer  or  plea  to  a  bill  for 
specific  performance  filed  by  the  vendor,  and  in  either  case  it  is  a  good  defence.  Wood 
▼.  Midglegj  xxvii.  206. 

6.  A  Gled  a  daun  for  specific  performance  of  a  conti^yt  by  B  C  and  D,  stating  in 
his  dam  that  the  defendants  had,  by  an  agreement  in  wnung,  contracted  to  demise  a 
houae  to  A  for  a  certain  term,  at  a  stated  rent,  and  that  the  plaintiff  A  had  agreed  by 
parol,  at  the  same  time,  to  pay  to  the  defendants  a  premium  of  200/.  The  claim 
prayed  that  the  defendants  might  grant  a  lease,  the  plaintiff  offering  to  pay  the 
premium  according  to  the  parol  agreement  Heldf  on  appeal,  overruling  the  decision 
below,  that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  did  not  present  an  obstade  to  specific  performance 
if  there  were  no  fraud.    Martin  v.  Pycroft^  xv.  876. 

IIL  Part  Performance ;  Acceptance  of  Goods, 

1.  To  a  parol  agreement  by  a  fiEither  to  convey  property  in  consideration  of  the 
marriage  then  contemplated  of  his  daughter,  followed  by  delivery  of  possession  to  the 
husband  after  the  marriage,  the  Statute  of  Frauds  cannot  be  set  up  as  a  defence. 
Surcorme  r.  Pinniger^  xviL  212. 

2.  A,  a  timber-dealer,  went  with  B  to  look  at  varions  lots  of  timber  in  different 
places,  and  after  viewing  all,  made  and  mgned  a  memorandum  of  such  as  A  had  agreed 
to  take.  Some  lots  were  sent  to  B,  who  remitted  m<mey  on  account  generally.  Aftjer- 
ward  B  refused  the  rest,  as  not  sound,  which  they  should  have  been  by 'the  (verbal) 
agreement.  Held^  that  the  contract  was  one  and  entire;  and,  therefore,  that  the 
statute  was  satisfied  by  payment  or  part  deliveiy  of  any  of  the  limber.  Biggs  v. 
Wiskmg,  xxr.  257. 

S.  Where  goods  ordered  by  parol,  were  shipped  on  board  a  general  ship,  consigned 
to  a  carrier  named  by  the  vendee,  to  forward  them,  notice  being  sent  to  the  vendee 
of  the  shipment,  and  the  bill  of  lading  being  also  sent  to  the  carriers,  which  was  not 
retomed,  nor  any  step  taken  to  repudiate  the  bargain,  until  after  news  arrived  of  the 
loss  of  the  ship  and  goods,  it  was  held,  that  there  was  no  suffident  recdpt  and  accept- 
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•nee  of  the  goods  to  taliqfy  tlio  Statute  of  Fraudi,  ia  the  absence  of  &  vritlea  coDtmet» 
and  that  tbe  Tendees  w^re  not  Uable  for  the  priee  of  thent  MermlUk  ^  JUinfii 
xxii.  91. 

4.  The  defendant  verbally  agreed  to  purchase  of  the  plaintiff  some  catde  then  in 
his  field.  After  the  bargain  was  concluded,  the  defendant  felt  in  hie  pocket  tot  his 
check-booky  in  order  to  paj  fi>r  the  cattle,  but,  finding  he  had  not  got  it,  he  told  the 
plaintiff  to  come  to  his  house  in  the  evening  f(Mr  the  money.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
catde  should  remain  in  the  plaintiff's  field  for  a  few  days,  and  that  the  defendant 
should  feed  them  wkh  the  plaintiff's  hay,  which  was  accordingly  done.  Hgld^  that 
there  was  no  evidence  of  an  acceptece  of  the  cattle  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 
Hoime9  V.  Hatkins^  xxviii^  564. 

5.  Ylher^  a  pemon  agrees  40  buy  goods  to  be  separated  from  the  bcdk,  and  cKrecti 
ihem  to  be  sent,  when  separated,  to  a  particular  place,  the  mere  deliveij  at  that  place 
by  the  vendor  is  not  of  itself  a  sufficient  acceptance  or  receipt  within  the  Statute  of 
Frauds,  for  the  purchaser  must  have  tlie  opportunity  of  exercising  his  option,  after 
the  separation  has  been  mi4e,  unless  he  has  done  some  act  to  deprive  himself  of  that 
option.    Hunt  v.  Hkcht^  zx.  524. 

IV.  Aj^reemeHt  not  to  he  petf armed  within  a  year. 

Contract  made  in  foreign,  country.  An  action  cannot  be  maintained  in  this  country 
upon  a  parol  agreement,  which  is  not  to  be  performed  within  a  year,  althou^  made 
in  France,  and  valid  and  enforceable  there.    Leroux  v.  Brown^  xiv.  247. 

Y.  Memorandum^  S^e,  in  Writing^  Signing^  ^c. 

1.  Variance  between  bought  and  sold  notes.  Where  a  broker  omits  to  enter  and 
sign  any  contract  in  his  bo^,  but  sends  bought  and  sold  notes  to  the  buyer  and  seller 
respectively,  between  whic*  there  is  a  material  variance,  there  is  not  such  a  note  or 
memorandum  in  writing  of  the  bargain  as  will  satisfy  the  1 7th  section  of  the  Statate 
of  Frauds.    Per  Patteson,  J.    Sivewright  v.  Archibaldy  vL  286. 

2.  Letters^  constructive  assent  to  terms.  In  one  of  several  letters  between  the  par- 
ties to  a  parol  contract  the  terms  were  mentioned  by  the  purchaser,  and  constructively 
assented  to  by  the  vendor  in  a  subsequent  letter  referring  to  die  fonner  one,  Heidi 
a  sufficient  memorandum  within  the  Statute  of  Frauds.    Fyson  v.  JSSttan^  xzz.  87^ 

3.  Letters — Variance  in  statement  of  contract.  In  an  action  on  a  contract  the  pUun- 
tiff  put  in  a  letter  from  the  defendant,  dated  November  20, 1852,  offering  to  supply 
them  with  coals  "  for  three  years  from  this  date  "  at  a  certain  price.  The  plaint's 
answer  was :  *'  We.  agree  to  ^e  our  coals  from  you  "  (at  same  price)  ^*  oommencing 
October  1, 1852."  Held^  tbac  as  the  letters  varied  in  their  terms,  there  was  no  con- 
tract in  writing.  That  the  parol  evidence,  if  it  proved  a  contract,  on  the  terras  of 
the  last  letter,  proved  a  contract  for  three  years, — required  to  be  in  writing,  under 
the  Statute  of  Frauds.  And,  that,  llierefore,  the  plaintiffs  could  not  recover.  HayworA 
V.  Barnes^  xxvi.  274. 

4.  Reference  to  letters.  Where  the  memorandum  in  writing  signed  by  the  par^ 
charged  is  contained  in  several  letters,  they  must  be  connected  by  written  links;  i.  e. 
one  must  refer  expressly  to  th&  other,  and  not  merely  to  the  subject  of  the  contract. 
Fyson  v.  KiUon^  xxx.  374. 

5.  Sufficient  signing,  A  having  agreed  to  sell  B  two  parcels  of  goods,  before  tiiey 
were  delivered,  B  procured  from  C  a  letter  as  follows :  *'  Upon  your  handing  me 
your  two  drafts  upon  B  respectively  fi)r  2002.  and  1462.  at  two  months  from  tiiis  date, 
I  undertake  to  get  them  accepted  by  B,  and  to  see  them  paid."  This  was  signed  by 
C.  The  goods  were  then  delivered,  but  B,.afew  days  afterwards,  discovered  that  tbe 
goods  charged  146/.  should  have  been  charged  150/.  and  drew  two  bills  accordingly 
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Stst  SM.  a&d  IBOt.  ipeflpecliYely,  wych  C  procnrdd  B  to  accept,  and  C  titen  wrote 
a£ron  tli6  gttanmtee  tlie  fo&awmg  words :  **  I  bate  receitBd  tiie  two  drafts,  one  being 
for  150^.  instead  of  146/.,  there  being  an  error  in  the  inyoice  of  41.,  both  accepted  by 
B."  Under  tins  iStie  plaintiff  signed  his  own  name.  Heldy  that  this  was  rightly 
described  as  an  undertaking  by  G  to  see  the  two  bills  of  200/.  and  150/.  respectively 
paid  by  B,  and  that  it  was  8affi<^enUy  signed  wifiiin  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  B/tkrib  v. 
OompertZy  xiy.  S45. 

6.  Forbearance  to  stte.  Moitgageeii  having  offered  to  give  the  defendant,  the 
^eeutor  of  the  mort^gor,  time  for  payment  of  the  mortgage-money,  provided  a  snm 
of  1,500/.  ^Knild  be  made  up  on  a  day  fixed,  the  defendant  wrote  them  a  letter  asking 
for  a  yearns  time,  bat  sapng  that  he  had  100/.,  which  he  would  pay  over,  and  diat  lie 
wtraM  engage  by  the  beginning  of  April  to  have  another  1001.  ready,  and  other  sums 
afterwards.  The  mortgagees  sent  an  answer,  saying  they  cc^dered  that  200/.  would 
be  paid  by  the  first  of  April,  but  could  not  promise  farther  time  unless  the  amount 
was  made  np  to  1,500/.  The  200/.  not  having  been  paid  by  the  Ist  of  April,  an  action 
was  brought  by  llie  mortgagees  agunst  the  defendant,  seeking  to  charge  him  per* 
•onally  on  a  promise  to  pay  that  sum,  made  in  consideration  of  forbearance  to  die  1st 
of  ApriL  Heidf  by  Jervis,  C.  J.,  Williams,  J.,  and  Talfourd,  J.,  that  there  was  no 
sufficient  promise  in  writing  to  bind  the  defendant  personally,  under  the  Statute 
of  Frands,  the  correspondence  not  showing  any  unqualified  promise  by  the  defendant ; 
by  Maule,  J.,  dissentiente,  that  the  letter  of  the  18th  of  December  was  separable  into 
two  parts,  the  first  of  which  contained  an  unqualified  offer  as  to  the  200/.  in  con* 
ttderation  of  forbearance  till  the  Ist  of  April,  which  was  accepted  in  the  letter  of  the 
Sd  of  January,  and  that,  thereforo,  the  Statute  of  Frauds  was  satisfied.  Hamilton  v. 
Terry,  x.  478. 

7.  Entire  contract  must  be  in  writing.  When  in  an  entire  contract,  a  part  relating 
to  a  lease  for  seven  years  was  required  by  the  Statute  of  Frauds  to  be  in  writing,  it 
was  held  that  no  part  of  it  could  be  proved  by  parol.    Forquet  v.  Moore,  xvi.  466. 

FRAUDULENT  CONVEYANCES. 

1.  Mortgage  of  settled  chattel  property  hy  surviving  widow.  A  voluntary  deed  not 
actoally  fhtnaulent,  by  which  husband  and  wife  settled  the  wife's  chattel  interest,  it 
not  avoided,  under  the  27  Eliz.  c.  4,  by  a  mortgage  made  by  the  widow  surviving  her 
faosband, — commenting  on  BurreVs  Case,  6  Repu  72.    Richards  v.  Lewis,  v.  400. 

2.  Deed  to  defeat  process  of  ecclesiastical  court,  A  deed  executed  by  a  husband, 
pending  proceedings  in  the  ecclesiastical  court,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  suit, 
if  snccessfnl,  from  affecting  his  property,  declared  void,  and  all  arrears  of  alimony 
directed  to  be  pidd ;  but  as  to  futuro  payments,  quasre.  Blenkinsopp  v.  Blenkinsopp, 
xL  57. 

3.  Conveyance  in  contemplation  of  marriage  without  the  knowledge  of  the  future 
husband,  A  deed  executed  by  S.,  in  contemplation  of  marriage,  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  futuro  husband,  by  which  S.  gave  herself  an  estate  for  life  in  certain 
leaseholds,  with  remainder  to  R.  M.,  a  son  by  a  former  marriage,  and  romainder  over 
to  an  illegitimate  son,  is  not  avoided  by  the  nu^rriage  under  the  27  Eliz.  c.  4,  the* 
husband  not  taking  as  a  purchaser.  QuoBre,  whether  the  deed  would  have  been  bad, 
if  it  had  been  found  as  a  fact  that  it  was  intended  as  a  fraud  upon  the  marital  rights 
of  the  husband.    Doe  d.^ Richards  v.  Lewis,  v.  400. 

4.  Suffering  a  recovery  and  declaring  uses  to  defraud  creditors.  J.  T.  was  tenant 
for  life  of  a  moiety  of  certain  estates,  with  remainder  to  his  wife  for  life,  with  re- 
mainder to  his  first  and  other  sons  successively  in  tail  male,  with  other  remainders 
over.  J.  C.  T.,  the  eldest  son,  and  the  father  of  the  plaintiff,  came  of  age  in  1815. 
In  the  same  year  J.  T.,  his  wife,  and  J.  C.  T.,  joined  in  suffering  a  common  recovery, 
and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  March,  1815,  the  said  recovery  was  declared 
to  enure  to  the  use  of  the  said  J.  C.  T.  and  his  heirs  during  the  life  of  J.  T.,  remainder 
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to  J.  T/s  wife  for  life,  remainder  to  J.  C.  T.  for  life,  renuunder  to  las  fiivt  and  oHMir 
■ons  in  tail  male,  witli  several  other  remainders,  and  the  ultimate  remainder  to  J.  T. 
in  fee.  J.  T.  was  a  trader  subject  to  the  bankrupt  laws,  and  the  said  recovery  and 
lease  and  release  were  made  with  the  intent  on  his  part  to  defraud  hiB  creditors,  but 
J.  C.  T.  was  not  in  anj  way  privy  to  such  intent  In  June,  1815,  J.  T.  was  duly 
declared  a  bankrupt,  and  a  conveyance  of  all  his  estate  was  made  to  the  assignees. 
On  verdict  of  a  jury,  it  was  decreed  in  chancery  that  the  recovery  and  the  de^  of 
March,  1815,  were  fraudulent  and  void  as  agiunst  the  creditors  of  J.  T.,  that  possession 
should  be  given  to  the  assignees,  and  that  the  deeds  should  be  delivered  up  to  be  can- 
celled, which  was  done.  In  1821,  the  assignees  sold  the  estate  to  J.  C.  T.for  90,000/., 
and  a  recovery  was  thereupon  suffered,  and,  by  indentures  the  uses  of  such  recoveiy 
were  declared.  Before  1848,  J.  T.  and  his  wife  died,  and  in  April,  1849,  J.  C.  T.,  for 
a  large  sum  of  money,  sold  and  conveyed  the  estate  in  question  to  the  defendant  in 
fee.  Heldy  that  the  recovery  and  deeds  of  Mareh,  1815,  were  clearly  fraudulent  and 
v(Hd  within  the  18  Eliz.  c.  5,  as  against  J.  T.'s  creditors,  and  that  no  interest  in  J.  T.*b 
estates  ever  passed  to  J.  C.  T.  under  them ;  that  18  £li2.  c.  6,  s.  4,  had  not  the  effect 
of  making  the  recovery  valid  as  respected  the  uses  declared  in  the  same  deeds  by 
J.  C.  T.  of  his  own  previous  estates  in  remainder;  although  the  recovery  was  stil  to 
be  treated  as  subsisting ;  that  the  deeds  could  not  be  considered  as  still  subsisting  and 
valid  as  to  the  uses  declared  to  J.  C.  T.  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  son,  the  plain- 
tiff, in  tail  male ;  but  that  all  the  uses  thereby  declared  were  void,  and  thereupon  the 
recovery  by  construction  of  law  enured  to  the  use  of  J.  T.  for  life  and  to  J.  C.  T.  in 
fee ;  that  supposing  the  deeds  were  not  altogether  void,  and  that  J.  C.  T.  became 
tenant  for  life  under  the  uses  declared  by  them,  with  renudnder  to  the  plaintiff  in  tail 
male,  still,  as  no  consideration  for  his  suffering  the  recovery  ever  existed,  such  uses 
must  be  considered  voluntary ;  that  the  sale  and  conveyance  in  1849  to  the  defendant 
for  valuable  consideration  was  to  be  considered  as  making  void  the  uses  in  the 
voluntary  deed  of  the  18th  of  March,  1815,  under  the  27  Eliz.  c.  4,  and  the  recoveiy 
as  thereupon  enuring  to  give  J.  C.  T.  a  remainder  in  fee,  afler  the  death  of  J.  T.  and 
his  wife,  which  passed  to  the  defendant     Tarieton  v.  Liddetty  vii.  860. 

5.  Proviso  in  an  ctssignment  for  the  benefit  of  crtdiiors  for  the  emphtpnent  ofd^flor 
by  trustees.  An  assignment  by  a  debtor  of  all  his  estate  and  effects  to  a  frustee,  upon 
trust  for  sale  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  contained  a  proviso  enabling  the  trustee  to 
employ  the  debtor,  or  any  other  per^n,  in  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  debtor,  and 
in  collecting  and  getting  in  his  estate  and  effects,  and  in  carrying  on  his  trade,  if 
thought  expedient  by  the  trustee,  and  to  allow  the  person  so  employed,  out  of  the 
trust  estate,  such  sum  as  the  trustees  should  deem  proper,  is  not  a  void  deed,  inasmudi 
as  the  carrying  on  the  trade  is  only  ancillary  to  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the 
debtor.    Janes  v.  Whitbread^  v.  481. 

6.  Deed  of  arrangement  between  dtSbtor  and  creditor  with  power  of  revocati&n.  A 
deed  of  arrangement  between  a  debtor  and  one  of  his  creditors,  conveying  ail  the 
property  of  the  debtor  to  the  creditor,  and  which  deed  the  debtor  has  power  to  revoke 
and  alter  at  any  time,  and  attempts  to  use  as  a  shield  to  protect  himself -agtunst  the 

i<claims  of  his  other  creditors,  is  fraudulent  and  void  against  creditors  whose  interests 
are  affected  by  the  deed,  notwithstanding  the  deed  upon  the  face  of  it  purports  to  be 
for  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors.  Such  a  deed  is,  in  truth,  a  deed  for  the  benefit  of 
the  debtor ;  and  if  a  creditor  accepts  it,  he  takes  it  not  for  his  own  benefit,  but  for  tha 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  views  and  objects  of  the  debtor,  in  fraud  of  the  other 
creditors.     Smith  v.  Hurst,  xv.  520. 

7.  Conveyance  for  splitting  votes.  The  statutes  7  &  8  Will.  UL  c.  25,  and  10  Anne, 
c.  28,  are  to  be  construed  only  a^  affecting  the  parliamentary  law ;  the  7  &  8  Will.  m. 
c.  25,  invalidated  fraudulent  conveyances  entered  into  for  splitting  votes  only  so  far 
as  to  prevent  the  grantee  from  having  a  vote,  and  did  not  prevent  tiie  estate  from 
passing ;  and  the  10  Anne,  c.  28,  assuming  that  an  estate  passed  under  conveyanoeiy 
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nroided  bj  tiie  stfttuto  7  &  S  Will.  HI.  c.  ^,  so  far  as  the  riglit  to  vote  ww  con- 
Gemedf  mftde  such  oonveyaiice&  free  aad  absolute^  notwithstandLog  secret  trusts  and 
conditioas  of  defeasance,  ooly  preyeAting  the  grantor  from  voting,  under  a  penalty. 
Phiij¥fUt  T.  PhifyfoUs,  I  339. 

8.  Voiuntary  conoetfo/nct  and  a  subtequent  devUe  by  grantor — Sale  by  grantee.  The 
Stat  27  Eliz.  c.  4,  does  not  apply  to  the  case  of  a  purchase  for  valuable  consideration 
from  the  heir  or  devisee  of  one  who  has  made  a  voluntary  conveyance  of  the  saaa 
pnqierty  in  his  lifetime.    Newman  v.  Ruahamy  iju  410. 

9.  The  principle  upon  which  voluntary  conveyances  have  been  held  fraudulent  and 
void  aa  against  subsequent  puvcbasers  for  value  is,  that  by  the  sale  the  vendor  to 
entirely  repudiates  the  former  conveyance  as  that,  against  himself  and  the  purchaser 
fiir  value,  it  shall  be  conclusively  taken  that  the  intention  to  sell  existed  when  he  made 
the  voluntary  conveyance,  and  that  it  was  made  in  order  to  defeat  the  subsequent 
pttidbafer.  When  the  same  person  ezeoutee  the  vduntary  conveyance,  and  after- 
wards sells  aad  conveys  the  property,  this  principle  applies;  but  sectis  where  the  seller 
is  a  different  person  ftom  him  who.executed  the  voluntary  conveyance,  for  the  acts  of 
eA6  man  cannot  show  the  mind  ana  intention  of  another.    /6. 

10.  A,  being  seised  in  fee  of  certain  property  in  1833,  executed  a  voluntary  oonvey* 
aoee  to  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  in  fee,  and  died  in  1844,  having  in  the  same  year 
devised  the  property  to  B.  In  1847,  B  sold  and  conveyed  the  property  to  the  defend- 
ant for  100/.  Held  J  that  the  conveyance  to  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  was  not  fraudulent 
and  yM  as  against  the  defendant    Ih, 

11.  Conveyance  to  trustees  by  way  of  voluntary  settlement  upon  the  owner  of  the 
equUabU  fee  wnd  his  family — SubaequerU  conveyance  by  such  oumer  of  *^  all  his  estate" 
to  o  creditor — Assignment  of  chattels.  By  indenture  of  25th  March,  1850,  reciting 
that  A  had  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  the  B  estate,  that  estate  was  conveyed,  by 
A's  direetiQn,  to  trustees  for  sale,  the  sales  moneys  to  be  held  upon  trusts  of  indenture 
of  even  date,  being  a  voluntary  settlement  for  the  benefit  of  A,  and  his  wife  and 
family.  J^y  the  same  indentiu^  of  even  date,  A  assigned  certain  plate  and  furniture 
in  the  house  at  B  to  the  same  trustees,  upon  the  samye  trusts.  The  trustees  consented 
to  act  as  trustees  of  the  settlement  of  the  realty ;  but  it  did  not  appear  that  they 
had  ever  seen  the  deeds,  or  executed  them,  or  been  informed  of  the  particular  con- 
tents, nor  been  communicated  with  as  to  the  settlement  of  chattels,  nor  was  any 
deiiveiy  made  thereof  In  1851,  A  being  indebted  to  C  in  a  hu^e  sum,  by  indenture 
•f  November  29  of  that  year,  reciting  that  fact,  conveyed  **  all  his  real  and  personal 
estate"  to  C,  to  sell  and  pay  hb  own  debt,  and  then  to  pay  the  surplus  to  A,  his 
exeeutnrs,  administrators,  and  assigns.  C  took  immediate  possession  of  the  house  at 
B,  and  of  aU  the  furniture  and  effects  therein,  which  were  substantially  the  same  as 
&oee  asngned  by  the  indenture  of  March  25,  1850.  A  was,  from  a  period  anterior  to 
1850,  down  to  his  decease  in  December,  1851,  practically  insolvent  Held,  1.  that  the 
transaction  0^1850  was  clearly  void  as  against  the  general  creditors  of  A ;  2.  that  it  was 
void  as  a^nst  C,  ckuming  under  the  indenture  of  29th  November,  1851,  as  a  purchaser 
for  valuable  consideration,  and  without  notice,  within  the  stat  27  £liz.c.  4 ;  8.  that  the 
fact  of  the  land  having  never  been  conveyed  to  A  at  all  made  no  difference,  the  recital 
being  that  he  contracted  for  the  purchase,  he  was  the  equitable  owner,  and  his  equita- 
ble fee*  therefore,  would  pass  to  C ;  4.  that  the  general  description  in  the  indenture  of 
November  19, 1851,  *'all  my  real  estate,"  would  sufficiently  include  this  equitable  fee, 
and  satisfy  the  words  of  27  £liz.  as  to  a  subsequent  sale  of  the  '' same  estate ; "  5.  that 
C  could  establidi  no  good  claim  to  the  personal  estate  .under  the  combined  effect  of 
18  Eliz.  c.  by  and  the  indenture  of  29th  November,  1851,  but  only  make  good  his  title 
to  a  right  of  action ;  and  6,  that  C,  having  taken  possession  of  the  personal  effects, 
and  the  assignees,  under  the  indenture  of  1850,  not  having  done  so,  made  no 
dfiffereaee.    Stone  v.  Van  Heythuysen^  xxiii.  491. 

1%  Family  settlement.    The  heiress-aMaw  of  a  supposed  intestate  and  her  husband, 

25» 
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and  her  illegitimate  son,  who  had  expected  a  devise  from,  die  deceased,  for  the  pm^ 
pose  of  avoiding  differences  between  them,  and  amicably  settling  their  claims  tooclnsg 
the  estate,  setded  their  interests  in  trust  for  themselves  and  certain  children  of  the 
heiress  and  her  husband.  Heldy  to  be  a  valid  family  settlement,  and  not  volnntaij 
or  void  under  the  statute  of  £li2.  c.  4,  as  against  subsequent  moitgagees  (wiAoat 
notice)  and  others  claiming  under  the  heiress  and  her  husband.  Heap  v.  Tonge^  ^n. 
189. 

13.  Deed  declaring  trusts.  A,  largely  in  debt,  made  a  voluntary  conveyance  to 
trustees  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife,  vesting  in  himself,  wife,  and  her  father  a  power  of 
sale  which  was  afterwards  executed.  Still  later  the  purchase-money  was  invested  in 
the  name  of  the  trustees  and  a  deed  executed,  declaring  the  trusts  in  due  fotm  im 
accordance  with  the  previous  settlement  Soon  after,  the  plaintiff,  a  judgment  cred- 
itor, sued  out  a  writ  of  outlawry  against  A,  and  subsequently  instituted  a  suit  to  set 
aside  the  deed  declaring  the  trusts,  but  not  att^npting  to  disturb  the  previous  deed* 
Subsequently  to  the  institution  of  the  suit  A  was  made  insolvent.  Held,  that  the  deed 
declaring  the  trusts  was  ft:audulent,  and  that  the  ^uit  was  in  the  right  form,  and  the 
objection  of  the  outlawry  was  not  valid,  the  settlement  being  valid  against  A.  HeU^ 
also,  that  the  insolvency  having  occurred  subsequently  to  the  filing  of  the  bill,  dw 
jurisdiction  was  in  the  court  of  equity.    Goldsmith  v.  Russell,  xxxi.  609.

FRIENDLY  SOCIETY. 

1.  Partners  doing  business  for  individual  benefit  When  several  persons,  being 
partners  or  shareholders,  have  subscribed  money,  and  carry  on  business  substantially 
for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  members  among  themselves,  and  not  for  the  beifefit 
of  the  society  as  such,  that  is  not  a  partnership  or  company  establshed  ^  for  any  pur- 
pose of  profit "  within  the  meamng  of  sect  2  of  qtat  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  so  as  to  require 
registration.    Bear  v.  Bromley,  xi.  414. 

2.  Money  being  paid  to  bankers  does  not  constitute  ihem  officers.  Money  which,  by 
the  rules  of  a  friendly  society,  ought  to  have  been  deposited  with  a  treasurer  appointed 
by  the  society,  was  paid  directly  to  the  bankers  of  the  society.  Held^  that  the  bank- 
ers were  not  officers  within  the  167th  section.    Ex  parte  Orford,  xiii.  540. 

8.  Treasurer.  The  treasurer  is  not  a  person  **  appmnted  to  or  employed  in  any 
office  of  any  society  established  under  any  of  the  acts  relating  to  friendly  societies" 
Ex  parte  Bailey,  xxvii.  190. 

4.  Friendly  societ^s  act,  10  GSo.  IV.  c.  56 — Practice.  A  petition  cannot  be  pre- 
sented under  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  person  to  assign,  in  the  name  of 
a  trustee,  property  belon^ng  to  a  friendly  society  which  has  been  dissolved.  In  re 
Eclipse  Mutual  Benefit  Association,  xxiii.  309. 

5.  Notice  of  meeting.  The  members  of  a  friendly  society  having  signed  a  requisition 
for  convening  a  general  meeting,  it  was  held,  (Erlb,  J.,  dissentiente^  that  the  signature 
of  "the  secretary,  &c.,  of  such  society,"  required  by  10  Geo.  IV.  c.  56,  s.  9,  was  merely 
Sk  formal  act,  and  that  one  of  such  officers  was  bound  to  sign  the  public  notice  neces- 
sary to  convene  the  meeting.*  Regina  v.  Aldham  and  United  Parishes  Insunmce 
Society^  viii.  368.    See  also  Regina  v.  Aldham,  vi.  365. 

6.  Notice  of  meeting — Altering  Rules  of  society.  The  members  of  a  benefit  society 
whose  rules  have  been  duly  confirmed  according  to  the  stat  10  Geo.  TV.  c.  56,  have 
no  right  to  compel  the  secretary  or  other  chief  officer  of  the  society  to  sign  a  notice 
pursuant  to  sect  9,  to  convene  a  general  meeting  for  considering  the  question  of  alter- 
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mg  &e  rules  of  the  sociefy,  floch  offioera  haTing  a  dificretioiiary  power  to  give  or 
withhold  their  signatorefl  to  hay  nich  notice.    Regina  t.  Bannatyney  iv.  188. 

7.  RespansSHlitif  of  treasurer.  The  Friendly  Societies  Act,  10  Geo.  IV.  c.  56^ 
88.  20,  SS,  has  not  the  effect  of  inoreaang  the  responnbiHty  of  a  treasurer  of  Buch  a 
Mcietj  beyond  that  of  a  bailee,  in  respect  of  the  loss  of  money  immediately  after  its 
receipt     Walker  v.  The  Briiiak  Guaranty  Asaociatioiif  jcL  S75. 

8.  Rules  of  society — Jurisdiction  of  justices — Arhitralion.  Under  the  Friendly  So- 
deties  Act,  justices  ha^e  no  jurisdiction  to  decide  disputes  between  a  society  and  its 
membera,  if  the  roles  proride  for  the  settlement  4^  such  disputes  by  arbitra^on,  unless 
the  arbitralDrs  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  an  award ;  and  an  erroneous  decision  by 
acbitrators  duly  appcnnted  cannot  be  treated  as  a  nullity,  so  as  to  give  the  magistrates 
j»ri«lictkm  to  hear.    Ex  parte  I^,  x^x.  lU. 

9.  Where  the  rules  required  that  a  member  should  be  summoned  before  expulmon, 
and  the  affidavits  stated  that  the  complainant  had  been  expelled  without  any  sun^- 
monsy  it  was  held^  that  this  was  no  ground  for  an  application  to  justices,  after  an  award 
made  by  arbitmtors  who  had  heard  and  decided  upon  the  objection.    lb. 

10.  By  tiie  8dd  rule  of  a  friendly  society,  established  in  1836,  it  was  provided  that 
if  any  dispute  shouhi  arise  between  any  officers  of  the  society,  or  between  any  other 
members  and  any  officer,  it  should  first  be  referred  to  the  committee,  and  if  their  de- 
ddon  should  not  be  satisfactory,  then  to  arbitrators,  pursuant  to  the  10  Gea  lY. 
c.  56,  s.  27.  In  1839,  a  reserved  fund,  consisting  of  subscriptions,  was  established, 
and  was  regulated  by  a  new  rule,  called  the  38th  rule,  which  provided  that  every  dis- 
pute should  be  referred  to  arbitration  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rule  of-  the 
societ}'.  In  1850,  this  rule  was  expunged.  The  Friendly  Societies  Act,  13  &  14  Vict, 
c.  115,  B.  22,  enacts  that  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  the  members  or  person 
claiming  under  or  on  account  of  any  member  of  any  society  established  under  this  act 
and  the  trustees,  &c.,  or  committee,  it  shall  be  settled  as  the  rules  of  the  society  shall 
direct ;  but  if  the  dispute  be  such  that,  for  the  settlement  of  it,  recourse  must  be  had 
to  a  court  of  equity,  it  may  be  referred  to  the  judge  of  the  county  court  An  action 
having  been  brought  in  the  county  court  by  the  committee  of  the  society  against  the 
trustees  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  reserved  fund,  it  was  held,  that  this  was  a  dis- 
pute provided  for  by  the  27th  section  of  the  13  &  14  Vict  c.  115,  and  that  it  might  be 
referred  to  arbitration  under  the  3  2d  rule  of  the  society ;  that  it  was  not  a  dispute 
repairing  to  be  settled  by  a  court  of  equity ;  that  the  county  court,  therefore,  had  no 
jorisdictioo,  and  a  writ  of  prohibition  ought  to  be  awarded.  Grinham  v.  Card,  xiv. 
396. 

11.  New  rules — Barrisler*s  certificate — Treasurer.  A  new  set  of  rules  passed  by  a 
friendly  society,  at  a  meeting  not  duly  summoned,  were  held  valid^  as  having  received 
the  barristei^  cer^cate,  under  4  &  5  Will.  IV.  c.  40,  s.  4,  Erie,  J.,  dissent.  These 
rules  providea  that  three  trustees  should  be  appointed,  of  whom  one  should  be  treas* 
urer.  A  fourth  person  was  in  fact  made  treasurer,  and  the  trustees  sued  the  old 
treasurer  for  money  in  his  hands.  Hddy  that  the  plaintiffs  had  no  right  to  maintain 
the  action ,  as  the  new  rules  had  not  been  pursued ;  and  the  treasurer  was  to  hold  the 
money  until  it  was  investld.    Dewhurst  v.  Clarkson,  zxv.  191. 

12.  DitsoluiioH  of  society.  Under  the  26th  section  of  the  10  Geo.  IV.  c.  56,  a 
friendly  society  may  be  dissolved  with  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  five  sixths  in  value 
of  the  meoibers,  without  convening  a  general  meeting  as  required  by  the  9th  section 
for  tiie  alteration  or  repeal  of  any  of  the  rules^  In  re  Eclipse  MtUual  Benefit  Asso- 
daison^  xxHL  308. 

GAMING. 

1.  Bm  of  exchange  gioen  for  beU  on  horserace.  A  and  B  jointly  made  bets  with 
third  persons  on  a  horserace.  B  received  the  money,  and  gave  A  a  ImU  accepted  by 
C,  (who  was  no  party  to  the  betting,)  f<»r  his  share.    Heldj  that  A  i|as  not  precluded 
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bj  the  8  &  9  Yict  c.  109,  %  18,  from  suing  C  upon  the  bill;  wd  iembU,  iktX  tint 
statute  does  not  render  betting  on  a  honerace  ittegaL    JoAajmi  t.  Lansieif,  xxii.  466. 

2.  Action  on  check  given  to  pay  loss  at  biUiards.  Declaration  on  a  banker^!  check, 
irith  a  count  upon  account  stated.  Plea,  that  the  account  and  cheek  were  for  the 
same  sum,  won  hy  plaintiff  o£  defendant,  at  billiards.  Hekly  a  goad,  defence,  under 
Stat  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  41,  s.  1.    Parsons  t.  Alexander^  xxx.  299. 

8.  The  8  &  9  Viet  e.  109,  s.  18,  applies  to  billiards,  though  a  lawful  game;  and  the 
proviso  does  not  extend  to  money  won  by  one  of  the  players  from  the  other.    lb, 

4.  Action  by  stock  hroher---%  Sf  9  Vict.  c.  109 — Stock-Jobbing  Act.  To  an  action  for 
work  done,  commission,  and  money  paid,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  plaintiff  was 
a  stock-broker,  and  as  such  made  contncts  for  the  defendant  by  way  of  gaming,  cob- 
trary  to  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  109,  respecting  the  future  market  price  of  public  and  other 
stock,  &c. ;  that  the  work  done  was  in  making  the  contracts ;  that  the  commisnon  was 
clumed  in  respect  of  the  same,  and  that  the  money  was  paid  in  discharging  the  diil«r> 
ences.  Held^  first,  that  the  plea  was  no  defence  under  the  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  109,  s.  IS  ; 
secondly,  that  it  was  no  defence  under  the  Stock-Jobbing  Act,  7  Geo.  IT.  c.  8,  as  it 
did  not  show  that  each  contract  related  to  the  sale  of  public  stock.  Qtuere,  per  Jer- 
vis,  C.  J.,  whether  the  plea  raised  the  defence  under  tiie  latter  act.  Knight  ▼.  FUdi, 
zxix.

5.  Action  for  money  paH-^^Ciams  under  ttagering  c&ntracts.  To  an  action  for 
money  paid  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  defendant's  use  at  his  request,  it  is  no  answer  that 
the  money  was  paid  in  discharge  of  clidms  against  the  defendant  under  wagering 
contracts,  void  by  the  statute  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  109,  s.  18.  Knight  r.  Cambers^  xxix. 
814. 

6.  Repudiating  wager — Recovery  of  deposit  from  stakeholder,  A  party  who  repu- 
diates a  wager  before  the  result  of  it  is  ascertained,  is  not  precluded  fitMn  reoorering 
his  deposit  from  the  stakeholder  by  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  109,  s.  18,  which  avoids  contracts 
by  way  of  gaming,  or  wagering,  and  prohibits  tiie  maintenance  of  actions  fbr  money 
deposited  in  the  hands  of  a  stakeholder.    Martin  v.  Hewson^  xxix.  424. 

7.  Contract  for  sale  and  purchase  of  railway  shares — **  Differences."    A  colorable  * 
contract  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  railway  shares,  where  neither  party  intends  to 
deliver  or  to  accept  the  shares,  but  merely  to  pay  **  differences"  according  to  the  rise 
or  fall  of  the  market — is  gaming  within  the  8  &  9  Viot  c.  109,  s.  18.     Grizewood  r. 
Blane,  xx.  290. 

8.  Dominoes — Bowling'-'Cockfykiing:  The  game  of  dominoes  is  not  itself  unlawful^ 
and  playing  thereat  does  not  necessarily  amount  to  **  gaming,"  within  the  meaning  of 
9  Greo.  IV.  c.  61,  prohibiting  unlawful  games  in  public  houses.  Regina  r.  Askton^  xvi 
846.    And  see  note  to  same  case  as  to  "  bowling  "  and  **  cockfighting." 

9.  Statutes  restricting  suits  on  wagers.  Statutes  restrictive  of  suits  on  wagers  art 
prospective  only,  and  do  not  afiect  transactions  which  took  place  before  the  passing 
of  the  act    DooMdass  t.  Ramhll,  iii.  89. 

GAKNISUMENT. 

1.  After  garnishee  proceedings  in  the  Lard  Mayor^s  courts  cMd  payment  of  judgment^ 
the  garnishee  cannot  be  called  on  to  pay  a  second  time — Debt  on  bond.  Plea,  setting 
out  the  proceedings  in  foreign  attachment  against  plaintiff  in  the  Lord  Mayor^s  ooarty 
and  alleging  a  judgment  and  execution  against  defendant  as  garnishee,  and  that  tiie 
snpi  so  attached  and  taken  in  execuffon  by  virtue  of  such  judgment,  was  the  same 
sum,  the  non-payment  whereof  plaintiff,  in  his  declaration,  alleged  as  a  breach  of  ihb 
condition  of  the  bond.  Replication,  first,  that  the  debt  sued  for  in  the  Lord  Mayor% 
court,  did  not  arise  within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  court,  and  that  plaintiff  had  no 
notice  of  the  proceedings  there ;  secondly,  that,  within  the  knowledge  of  defendant, 
before  the  suit  was  instituted  in  the  Lord  Mayor's  court,  the  bond  doc]^u^  upon  had 
been  asdgned  b]^  plaintiff  for  valuable  coasideralion ;  that  plaintiff  only  held  it  aa 
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teostee  for  the  asmgoee ;  that  defendant  allowed  the  judgment  to  pass  in  the  said  court, 
inthoat  setting  up  this  matter  as  a  defence ;  that  this  action  was  brought  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  assignee ;  and  that  the  custom  of  foreign  attachment  did  ^ot  apply  to  or 
dichide  debts,  the  beneficial  interest  in  which  had  become  vested  in  a  person  other 
ttan  the  defendant  sued  in  the  said  court,  whereof  the  garnishee  had  notice ;  and  that 
debts,  the  beneficial  interest  in  which  had  become  vested  in  a  person  other  than  the 
defendant  sued  in  the  said  court,  whereof  the  garnishee  had  notice,  were  not  attach- 
able nnder  the  said  custom.  Held,  upon  demurrer,  first,  that  the  garnishee,  after  a 
r^ttlar  judgment  and  execution  against  him,  having  paid  the  debt,  could  not  be 
oompdled  to  pay  H  a  second  time,  on  proof,  in  this  suit,  tiiat  the  debt  did  not  arise 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lord  Mayor's  court;  and  therBfi>re  that  the  first  repli* 
catkm  was  no  answer  to  the  pka.  Secondly,  that  upon  demurrer,  the  custom  must 
be  taken  to  be  quafified  as  stated  in  the  second  replication,  and  that  such  qualification 
was  just  and  reasonable ;  and  therefore  that  replication  was  a  good  answer  to  the 
plea,  the  plaintiff  being  entitled  to  sue  upon  the  bond  as  trustee.  Westoby  v.  Day, 
xxjL  261. 

%  What  eonstiiuiei  a  ^^deht"  under  Commoiv4ato  Procedure  Act  At  D.'s  request 
C*  brought  an-  action,  as  nominal  plaintiff,  against  J.,  D.  giving  C.  a  bond  to  pay  J. 
such  costs  as  C.  should  be  liable  to  in  case  he  should  be  nonsuited,  and  to  permit  C. 
to  apply  any  of  D.'s  money  that  might  come  into  his  hands  to  the  costs  of  suit  or  to 
any  tiability  therefhmi.  C.  was  nonsuited,  ciDsts  being  given  to  J.  Held,  that  the 
bond  ^Ud  not  constitute  a  **debt"  from  D.  to  C.  within  the  6 1st  and  64th  sections  of 
the  Common>]aw  Procedure  Act,  18^4,  and  that  the  alleged  debt  in  the  hands  of  D. 
could  not  be  attached  by  J.    Johnson  v.  Diamond,  xxx.  579. 

3.  An  executor  of  a  judgment  creditor  who  has  not  revived  the  judgment,  or 
entered  a  suggestion  upon  the  roll  in  pursuance  of  sect  129  of  stat  15  &  16  Vict 
c  76,  is  not  a  "  creditor  who  has  obtained  judgment"  within  sect  60  of  the  Common- 
law  Procedure  Act,  1854,  (17  &  18  Vict  c.  125,)  and  therefore  is  not  entitled  to  an 
order  for  attachment  of  a  debt  due  to  the  judgment  debtor  under  sect.  61.  Baynard 
T.  Simmont^  xxx.  290. 

GIFT. 

1.  Incomplete  gift  of  house — Injunction^  G.  F.  executed  a  document  attested  by 
two  witnesses,  giving  to  £.  P.,  his  wife,  a  house.  G.  P.  afterwards  died,  intestate,  and 
htf  heiress-at-law  brought  an  action  of  ejectment  against  E.  P.  and  obtained  a  verdict ; 
upon  which  £.  P.  filed  this  bilL  Upon  a  motion  to  dissolve  an  injunction,  it  was  heUi^ 
that  the  gift  was  incomplete ;  that  the  relationship  of  trustee  and  cestui  que  trust  was 
nol  created ;  that  this  court  would  not  assist  either  party,  but  leave  them  as  it  found 
them ;  and  that  the  injunction  must  be  dissolved.    Price  v.  Price,  viii.  271. 

8.  Transfer  of  stock  to  save  legacy  duty — Survivorship,  F.  D.  transferred  a  sum  of 
stock  into  her  own  name  and  that  of  her  sister,  saying  that  she  did  it  for  the  purpose 
of  saving  the  legacy  duty ;  and  the  dividends  were  received  by  her  sister,  and  trans- 
mitted to  F.  D.  Held,  that  at  the  death  of  F.  D.  her  sister  became  absolutely  entitled 
to  tiie  stock  for  her  own  benefit    Deacon  v.  Colqtihoun,  xxiii.  580. 

S.  By  iiliierdle  person,  of  all  his  estate — Burden  of  proof.  Where  an  illiterate  peiv 
fioiit  who  can  neither  read  nor  write,  signs  an  instrument  purporting  to  grant,  in  con- 
sideration of  good  vrill,  all  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  to  his  wife  as  her  sole  and 
abadote  property,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  wife,  who  tries  to  enfisrce  this  writing  against 
the  heir  afier  her  husband's  death,  to  show  that  the  grantor  well  understood  the  nature 
of  the  instrument;  and  if  it  appears  that  no  one  was  present  at  its  execution  capable 
to  explain  its  meaning,  after  it  was  read  to  him,  it  will  not  be  set  up  in  equity.  Price 
T.  Price,  xii.  144. 
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GUABANTT. 

1.  In  writing,  construction  of^Sufficiency  of  conttideration — Parol  emdenoe  to  €» 
plain.  A  declaration  in  assumpsit,  after  alleging  that  A.  L.  had  requested  the  plaintiff 
to  sell  him  goods  upon  credit,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  agreed  to  do  so,  provided  the 
defendant  would  guarantee  the  price  of  the  said  goods,  further  stated,  that  before  the 
said  A.  L.  was  indebted  to  the  pbintiff  for  anj  goods  or  chattels,  and  at  a  time  when 
no  money  was  due  to  the  plaintiff  from  A.  L»,  the  defendant  signed  the  foUowii^ 
guaranty :  **  I  hereby  guarantee  the  payment  of  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  doe  to 
you  from  Mr.  Andrew  Little,  of  Kichmond,  the  amount  not  to  exceed  at  any  time  the 
sum  of  100/."  The  declaratbn  then  alleged  the  subsequent  sale  and  delivery  to  A.  L. 

HM,  apon  d^ 
murrer,  that  a  future  eupply  of  goods  sufficiently  appeared,  from  the  terms  of  the  guar- 
anty itself,  to  be  the  consideration  of  the  defendant's  promise ;  and  thftt,  at  all  eventii 
supposing  the  terms  of  the  guaranty  to  apply  equally  to  a  past  as  to  a  future  oonsid- 
eration,  evidence  of  the  circumstances  of  the  parties  at  the  time  when  the  guaranty  was 
made,  was  admissible  to  explain  its  meaning ;  and  that  they,  as  appeared  from  the  deda- 
ration,  showed  that  a  future  consideration  was  meant    Bainbridge  v.  Wad€,  L  236. 

2.  Consideration  sufficiently  appearing  on  face  of  By  a  writton  agreement,  T. 
bound  himself  to  hire  of  pluntiff  a  house,  paying  a  certain  rent  The  defendant 
thereby  agreed  to  see  the  rent  paid  by  T.  or  pay  it  himself.  Hdd^  on  demurrer,  thai 
the  consideration  for  the  defendant's  promise  was  the  letting  the  house,  and  that  it 
suiEciently  appeared  on  the  fietce  of  the  agreement     Caballero  v.  Slater^  xxv.  285. 

3.  The  purchaser  M  an  auction  being  unable  to  complete,  and  being  pressed,  his 
solicitor  wroto  to  the  vendor's  solicitor  that  to  save  the  purchaser's  credit  he  would 
undertake  to  settle  the  purchase  in  two  monthS}  if  thai  would  be  satisfactory  to  the 
vendor.  A  reply  was  sent  accepting  the  offer.  Held^  that  upon  the  &ce  of  the  letter 
there  was  a  sufficient  statement  of  the  consideration,  the  offer  being  condTtional,  and 
the  acceptance  of  it  tying  up  the  plaintiff's  hands  for  the  extended  period  of  two 
months.

4.  Plaintiffs  wrote  to  defendant :  "  We  are  doing  business  with  B.,  and  require  a 
guaranty  to  200/.,  and  they  refer  us  to  you."  Defendant  wrote  in  answer :  ^^  I  have 
no  objection  to  become  security  for  B.,  and  subjoin  a  memorandum  to  that  effect" 
The  memorandum  was :  "  I  hereby  engage  to  guarantee  to  Messrs.  Ck)lbourn,  iron  mas- 
ters, 200/.  for  iron  received  from  them  from  B.  as  annexed."  Heldt  that  these  docu- 
ments were  to  be  read  together,  and  that  the  words,  "  wo  are  doing  business,"  taken 
with  the  rest,  showed  that  the  consideration  for  the  defendant's  undertaking  was  that 
the  plaintiffs  should  continue  to  supply  B.  with  goods ;  and  that  there  was,  therefore, 
a  good  consideration.     Colboum  v.  Dawson,  iv.  378.

3.  Appointment  of  guardian  to  infants — Mother  residing  in  England,  Two  in&nts 
having  been  sent  to  England  for  their  education,  by  their  ftther,  who  was  resident  in 
India,  the  court  appointed  a  gukrdian  of  the  children,  to  act  for  the  father  during  his 
absence  abroad,  notwithstanding  that  their  mother  was  residing  in  this  country.  In  re 
Thomas,  xxi.

4.  English  guardian  to  infant  residing  with  Ids  mother  in  America,  The  court  re- 
fused to  appoint  an  English  guardian  to  an  infant  residing  with  his  mother  in  Amerieay 
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intbost  anociating  tbe  mother  in  the  gnardiftiwhip,  or  tx>  ofder  Ihe  pajineiit  oi  aa 
annual  Bom  to  the  KngltA  guardian,  until  a  communication  had  first  been  made  with 
tiie  mother  on  the  subject    Loetwood  y.

5.  AfpokntmenlL  of  tmde  and  mmt.  Unde  and  aunt  appointed  gnardianfl  of  the 
person  of  an  infant,  on  petition,  wi^ut  aoit  or  reference,  no  allowance  being  asked.

S.  Matrimonkd  s%it  hy  guardian — DuHes  and  ItaHHtieB  of  guardian.  The  guardian 
ef  a  minor,  a  married  woman,  in  a  matrimonial  suit,  is  bound  ta  exercise  due  caodoa 
before  institutiiig  proceedings  against  the  hueband,  and  is  not  exempt  from  liab^tj  to 
condemnation  in  costs  if  the  suit  proves  a  mere  fishing  suit.  But  the  wife,  on  coming 
ef  age  and  adopting  sucb  suit,  will  not  be  condemned  in  the  costs  incurred  hj  her.

T.  JuriadictiDn  of  Lord  ChanceUar  as  to  infant  ward  going  out  of  England.  Although 
tbe  comrt  wffl,  under  special  circumstances,  allow  an  infimt  ward  to  go  out  of  the  juris- 
£etioD,  yet  it  wi&  not  compd  the  remoTal  of  an  infimt  ward  out  of  the  jurisdictioa.

8.  An  in&nt,  being  a  British  subject  and  also  an  American  citizen,  and  having  lost

An  application  tor  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian  <ad  Utem  to  an  infiuit  defendant,  a  lunatic,  not  fbunA  so  by  inquisitioo,  should 
be  made  in  chanceiy,  and  not  in  lunacy.    Pidcock  v.  Boultbecy  six.  428. 

4.  Proper  person  to  be  appointed.  A  party  to  tiie  cause,  not  having  an  adverse 
interest  to  that  of  an  in&nt  defendant,  is  a  more  proper  person  than  a  sc^citor  or 
itzsng^  to  be  appointed  guardian  ad  litem  to  the  infimt    Anonymous^  xv.

5.  The  court  will  not  appoint,  as  guardian  ad  Utem  of  an  infant  defendant,  a  person

3.  Parti/  in  custody  under  commission  of  rebellion.  A  party  in  custody  under  a 
commission  of  rebellion,  issued  by  a  court  of  equity  for  not  appearing  to  a  suit,  b  not 
a  person  in  custody  for  a  criminal  or  supposed  criminal  matter,  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  31  Car.  11.  c.  2.     Cobbett  v.  Slotoman,  xxv.  443. 

4.  Wdrrant  of  commitment  founded  on  previous  conviction  which  may  be  removed  hf 
certiorari  If  upon  an  objection  to  a  warrant  of  conmutment  for  omitting  to  show 
that  the  justices  had  jurisdiction  to  convict,  it  appears  to  be  founded  upon  a  prerious 
conviction,  which  the  party  may  remove  by  certiorari,  a  rule  for  a  hoheas  corpus  to  dis- 
charge him  will  not  be  granted.    In  re  AUison^  xxviii.  281. 

5.  Therefore,  where  a  warrant  of  commitment  reciting  a  conviction  under  stat 
16  &  1 7  Vict  c.  30,  s.  1,  did  not  state  that  the  convicting  justices  were  sit^g  at  a 
place  whtre  petty  sessions  were  usually  held,  the  court  refused  an  application  for  a 
habeas  corpus.    lb. 

II.  Practice^  ^c. 

1.  Royal  court  of  Jersey — Contempt  of  habeas  corpus.  The  Toy  el  coort  of  Jersey 
were  ordered  to  register  and  assist  in  executing  warrants  of  arrest  for  contempt  of  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  ;  which  writ  had  been  issued  by  the  LfOrd  Chancellor,  under  the 
seal  of  the  clerk  of  records  and  writs  to  run  into  Jersey.    In  re  Belson,  iii.  49. 

2.  Lunatic,  habeas  corpus  to  bring  up — Authority.  A  rule  having  been  obtained  for 
a  habeas  corpus  to  bring  up  a  lunatic,  the  court  discharged  it  with  costs,  there  being  no 
affidavit  to  show  that  the  party  promoting  the  application  was  duly  authorized  by  the 
lunatic.    Ex  parte  Child^  xxix.  259. 

8.  Wife  aluenting  herself  from  her  husband — Jurisdiction.  Where  a  wife  is  volim- 
tarily  and  wi^ont  any  reltraint  absent  from  her  husband,  a  court  of  conunon  law  has 
no  jurisdiction  upon  his  application  to  issue  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  bring  up  her 
body.

4.  Warrant  of  commitment  a  good  return  to  habeas  corpu»> — Affidavits.  Under 
4  Gea  IV.  c.  34,  s.  3,  the  conviction  and  warrant  of  commitment  may  be  distinct;  the 
latter  is  a  good  return  to  a  habeas  corpus,  and  need  not  state  the  evidence  before  the 
justice,  nor  that  it  was  taken  before  the  prisoner  or  on  oath.  Affidavits  are  admisafaie 
to  show  there  waa  no  evidence  to  give  the  justice  jurisdiction,  but  nothing  mora.  M 
re  Bailey,  xxv.

5.  Return,  when  received — Service.  The  court  will  receive  the  retom  to  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  although  the  party  called  upon  to  make  it,  is  not  present.  Serrice  of 
the  writ  by  leaving  it  with  **  the  brother  and  agent"  of  the  party  called  upon,  at  his 
place  of  abode,  is  sufficient    In  re  HakewUl,  xxiL  895. 

6.  Return — Affidavit  Where  a  return  to  a  habeas  corpus  states  that  a  prisoner  is 
detained  under  civil  process,  it  is  competent  to  lum  to  show,  by  affidavit,  that  he  was 
originally  arrested  on  a  Sunday.    Ex  parte  Eggington,  xxiv.  146. 

7.  Discretion  of  court.  It  is  entirely  in  the  discretion  of  a  judge,  to  grant  or  refine 
a  habeas  corpus,  to  enable  a  prisoner  to  attond  to  show  cause  against  a  sammoas. 
SemUe,  that  a  special  ground  should  be  laid  for  such  an  application.  Fordr.  Grakamt 
xi.  628. 
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HARBOR  DUTIES. 

1.  Ramsgate  harbor  acts^  32  Geo,  III,  c,  74,  and  55  Geo,  III.  c.  84 — Colliers.  Col- 
liers employed  solely  in  the  coasting  trade  in  carrying  coals  from  Sunderland  and  other 
places  to  the  ports  on  the  south  coast  of  England,  and  passing  by  Ramsgate,  are  liable 
to  pay  Ramsgate  harbor  duty  once  only  in  each  year,  and  such  duty  is  to  be  calcu- 
lated upon  the  cargo  laden  on  board  in  the  vessel's  first  voyage,  and  not  upon  her 
tonnage.    Moore  v.  Shepherd^  xxii.  108,  and  xsviii.  478. 

2.  Berwick  harbor — Stat,  48  Geo,  III,  c.  104,  *.  33.  A  duty  is  imposed  by  act  of 
parliament  on  all  goods  imported  into  B.  harbor,  which  is  defined  as  extending  from 
the  bridge  down  the  river  to  the  sea.  Goods  were  brought  up  the  river  and  trough 
the  bridge,  in  a  seargoing  vessel,  and  landed  just  above  it  Heldj  that  they  were  not 
'^ imported  into  the  harbor"  so  as  to  be  liable  to  duties,  although  the  vessel  used 
certain  rings  and  posts  erected  in  the  harbor  by  the  commissioners.

In  such  case  the  husband  is  absolutely  entitled  in  right  of 
hii  wife,  to  the  reversionary  interest  expectant,  though  that  interest  be  not  reduced 
into  poeseanoQ  and  his  assignees  have  the  same  right  that  the  husband  would  have 
kad.

2.  When  hu^and  may  dispose  of  wife's  reversionary  inierest  in  chattels  real  The 
power  of  the  husband  to  dispose  of  the  reversionary  interest  of  the  wife  in  chattels 
real  depends  upon  the  circunistance  whether  such  interest  could  have  vested  in  pos- 
seasion  during  the  coverture.  If  it  could  not,  then  the  husband  has  no  power  to  dift- 
poae  of  it.    Dvberiy  v.  Day,  zii.  268. 

3^  W^*s  r%Al  to  mamtenanee,^  A  married  woman,  whose  husband  did  not  maintain 
ker,  was  held,  not  to  be  entitled,  as  against  a  particular  assignee  of  the  husband, 
to  maintenance  out  of  the  income  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  which  she 
was  entitled  in  equity  for  her  life.     Tidd  v.  lAster,  xvii.  560,  and  xxiii.  278. 

4.  Purchasers  for  value  from  husband,  of  wife's  life-interest.  As  against  purchasers 
for  value  from  the  husband,  of  the  life-interest  of  the  wife,  equity  will  follow  the  law, 
winch  gives  to  the  husband  the  power  of  dealing  with  the  income  of  his  wife's  prop- 
erty, and  wifl  not  put  in  force  the  rule  that  he  who  comes  into  equity  must  do  equity, 
whereby  purchasera  would  be  involved  in  inquiries  into  the  relati<Mis  between  husband^ 
and  wife,  their  property  and  means  of  maintenance.    lb, 

5.  Scotch  law,  assignment  to  htuband  under,  valid  in  England.    The  law  in  Scotland 
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being  diat  tiie  baron  is  entailed  abwrfntelj  to  tlia  feme's  personal  estate,  an  asaigiiineat 
by  him  is  valid  in  England,  both  parties  being  domiciled  in  Scotland.  M*Cormiek  ▼«

6.  Order  to  pay  w^e^s  life  inc&me  of  fund  in  court  to  husbafu^Bankruptc^  of  Jkni- 
band.  An  order  had  been  made  for  payment  of  the  irife's  life  income  of  a  fund  ia 
court  to  the  husband^  with  liberty  to  apply.  The  hosband  separated  firom  his  wife, 
and  became  bankrupt  The  husband  having  besides  received  a  oonsiderahfe  sum, 
two  thirds  of  tlie  income  were  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  wifc^  the  other  third  to  the 
assignees  of  the  husband.     Vavghan  v.  Buck,  iiL  18^. 

n.  fftubancTt  Liability  for  Wtfe^a  Necessaries^  S^. 

1.  Evidence  in  action  for  goodM  sold  to  wife.  In  an  acti<m  for  goods  supplied  to  the 
wife  on  her  order  alone^  the  question  is,  (in  the  absence  of  such  evidence  of  necessity 
as  may  show  an  agency  in  law,)  whether  there  was  an  agency  or  authori^  in  ftct; 
and  where  the  question  had  been  left  to  the  jury  solely  on  the  point  whether  the 
goods  were  necessaries,  it  was  held  a  misdirection,  and  a  new  trial  granted.  Read  v. 
Teaide^  zxiv.  382. 

2.  Wife  of  lunatic  may  pledge  hie  credit.  The  wife  of  a  lunatic,  confined  in  an  asy- 
lum as  dangerous,  may  pledge  his  credit  for  necessaries  for  herself;  and  the  persons 
who  have  supplied  her  with  such  mi^  sue  the  husband  in  an  action  <^  debt  Read  v. 
Legardf  iv.  623. 

3.  Funeral  expenses.  When  a  wife  dies,  although  living  separate  from  her  hus- 
band, her  husband  is  bound  to  provide  a  funeral  at  a  reasonable  expense ;  and  if  he 
does  not,  any  person  who  voluntarily  pays  for  such  a  funeral,  is  entitled  to  recover 
from  the  husband  the  sum  so  expended,    Ambrose  v.  Kerriso$^  iv.  361. 

4.  Allowance  for  dress — Evidence.  A  married  woman  living  with  her  husband, 
who  made  her  an  allowance  for  dress,  incurred  without  his  authority  a  bill  for  dress. 
An  action  having  been  brought  against  the  husband  for  the  amount,  it  was  hdd,  first,  that 
evidence  was  receivable  on  the  part  of  the  husband  to  show  that  she  had  incurred 
other  debts  of  the  same  kind  with  other  parties,  and  therefore  that  the  articles  in  this 
case  were  not  necessary.  Secondly,  that  it  was  improperly  left  to  the  jury  to  say 
whether  the  goods  in  respect  of  which  the  action  was  brought,  were  fitting  for  her 
station  in  life.    Renaux  v.  TeakUf  zx.  845, 

UL  Rights,  Powers,  andlAMUties  of  Married  Women. 

1.  Wife  cannot  assign  by  deed,  as  administratrix,  without  kushaneTs  concurrence.  A 
wife  is  incapable  of  assigning  by  deed,  even  as  administratrix,  without  the  valid  con- 
currence of  her  husband,  and  an  in&nt  husband  cannot  make  a  vahd  concuireaca.

2.  Cannot  contract  for  rehearing — ^jRi^^  to  dispute  will.  A  married  woman  cannot 
contract  not  to  have  her  cause  reheard.  And  where  tiie  wife  was  the  heiress  at  law, 
and  she  and  her  husband  consented  to  the  establishment  of  a  will  an^  a  decree  was 
made  accordingly,  the  decree  was  modified  by  inserting  a  proviso  that,  in  the  event  of 
her  surviving  her  husband,  she  should  then  have  the  right  to  dispute  the  will  But 
the  decree  was  held  conclusive  against  the  husband  as  tenant  by  curtesy.  7\im«r  v.

8.  Right  to  alienate  life  interest.  In  case  of  a  gift  in  trust  for  A  for  life,  fi>r  her 
separate  use,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  her  ''  on  her  personal  iqipearance,"  and  A 
marries,  she  has  still  the  right  to  alienate  the  life  interest,  and  the  assignee  has  a  r^t 
^to  the  dividends  during  her  life.    Rosses  Dntst,  ii.  148. 

4.  Right  to  revoke  consent.  A  feme  covert  wUl  be  allowed  to  revoke  a  ccmsent  im- 
providently  given  to  the  payment  of  her  funds  in  court  to  her  husband,  wheif  the 
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oifajeet  of  tluU  coABtat  may  be  defetled  by  his  previous  insolTencj.     WatMn  t.  Mar^ 
tkaU,  ziz.  569. 

5.  A  married  woman  can  do  no  act  to  affect  her  revenionary  interest  in  a  sum  of 
money  chained  upon  land,  daring  the  lifbtime  of  the  tenant  for  life.  HMy  t.  AUen^ 
iill€«. 

6.  RespafmbiUiy  of  wife  far  torU.  Although  a  married  woman  is  responsible  ibr 
torta,  and  consequently  for  fraudsi  committed  by  her  daring  covertnre,  yet  it  is  other* 
wise  when  the  fraud  is  directly  connected  with  a  contract  by  her,  and  is  the  means  «f 
effecting  it,  and  parcel  of  the  same  transaction ;  a  married  woman  having  no  power  to 
contract.    Fairhurst  y.  Liverpool  Adelpki  Loan  Association^  xxvL  898. 

7.  Cuatodjf  of  children — Next  friend,  A  married  woman  permitted  to  present, 
without  the  intervention  of  a  next  friend,  a  petition,  under  the  2  &  8  Vict  c.  54,  for 
aocesB  to  some,  and  the  custody  of  others,  of  her  children.

9.  Smt  as  to  her  separate  estate,  A  feme  covert  may  bring  a  suit  in  the  court  of 
dumoery,  in  respect  of  her  separate  estate,  even  when  her  husband  is  out  of  the  juris- 
diction ;  but  she  must,  in  some  way,  make  her  husband  a  party  to  the  suit  Monday 
T.  Waffhortij  xi.  1. 

10.  A  wife,  in  pereon,  has  no  right  to  be  heard  on  behalf  of  her  husband  upon  an 
application  by  him  to  the  court     Oldfield  v.  Oobbettj  vii.  56. 

11.  Distinct  interests  of  husband  and  wife.  Wherever  husband  and  wife  have  dis- 
tinct interests,  and  the  wife'  is  induced,  in  deating  with  those  interests,  to  act  under 
the  advice  of  an  attorney  employed  and  paid  by  the  husband,  the  attorney  ought  to 
be  deemed  to  act  as  the  attorney  of  both  husband  and  wife,  and  she  has  a  right  to 
inquire  into,  or  inspect  the  documents  which  are  the  foundation  of  the  advice  so  given. 
Warde  v.  Warde,  v.  217. 

12.  Purchase  of  annuities  from — Conveyance  of  rents  5y.  An  assurance  company, 
tiirough  B.,  the  medical  attendant  of  a  married  woman,  who  was  also  the  trustee  of 
the  deed  made  upon  her  separation  from  her  husband,  purchased  of  her,  with  a  knowl- 
edge of  diese  facts,  four  annuities;  each  of  these  was  secured  by  B/s  warrant  of  at- 
torney, and  also  by  her  conveying  to  trustees  for  the  company  the  rents  of  certain  real 
estates  settled  to  her  separate  use.  B.  received,  if  not  the  whole,  certainly  very 
huge  benefits  from  tM^  transactions.  Held,  that  these  purchases  were  valid ;  that  she 
had  competent  advice,  and  that  the  court  in  its  discretion,  under  the  53  Geo.  UX 
c  141,  s.  6,  could  direct  allowance  to  be  made  to  her  in  account  for  sums  deducted 
from  the  purchase-money  for  the  last  two  annuities  for  insuring  the  life  of  B.,  the 
medical  attendant,  and  for  compound  interest  upon  the  arrears  oi  the  previous  annui- 
ties, and  that  such  deduction  did  not  invalidate  either  of  the  last  two  transactions. 
BMae  v.  Clark,  xviL  871. 

IS.  Criminal  liability,  A  wife  cannot  be  convicted  of  feloniously  receiving  from 
her  husband  goods  stolen  by  him.    Regina  v.  Brooks,  xiv.  580. 

14.  On  an  indictment  against  a  husband  and  wife  for  jointly  receiving  stolen  goods, 
if  the  jury  find  both  ginky,  the  conviction  may  be  aflinned  as  to  the  husband  and 
revened  as  to  the  wife.    Regina  v.  Mathews,  i.  549. 

rV.   Crifis  and  Deeds  between  Husband  and  Wife, 

1.  What  constitutes  g^-^EquiiaUe  mortgage  of  wife  paid  by  husband.  Previously  to 
a  marriage,  the  intended  husband  paid  off*  two  equitable  mortgage  debts  of  the  intended 
wife,  secured  by  deposit  of  title-deeds.  The  title-deeds  remained  with  the  mortgagees. 
There  was  no  settlement,  and  no  issue  of  the  marriage.  The  husband  predeceased 
the  wi£e  intestate.  Held,  that  the  husband  did  not  intend  to  make  a  gift  to  the  wife 
of  the  money  which  he  had  paid  for  her,aad  that  the  debt  still  existed  on  the  security 
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of  tlie  equitable  mortgage  in  favor  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  husband. 
Gooch  V.  Goochy  viii.  141. 

2.  Must  he  a  clear  gift  to  trustees^  or  distinct  acts  of  husband.  To  constitate  a  gift 
between  husband  and  wife,  there  must  either  be  a  clear  irrevocable  gift  to  a  trustee 
for  the  wife,  or  some  clear  and  distinct  act  of  the  husband,  by  which  he  divested  him- 
self of  his  property,  and  engaged  to  hold  it  as  a  trustee  for  the  separate  use  of  his 
wife.  If  a  man  were  to  deposit  money  with  bankers,  directing  them  to  hold  it  for  hia 
wife,  that  would  probably  be  sufficient    Mews  v.  Mews,  xxL  556. 

S.  By  husband  to  wife  good  in  equity  though  bad  in  law.  A  gift  may  be  made  by  a 
husband  to  his  wife,  which,  though  bad  in  law,  will  be  supported  in  equity.  ThougH 
the  property  does  not  pass  at  law,  yet,  in  equity,  a  husband,  being  the  legal  owner, 
may  become  a  trustee  for  his  wife,  and  if  by  clear  and  irrevocable  acts  he  has  made 
himself  a  trustee,  the  gift  to  his  wife  will  be  conclusive.    lb. 

4.  Gift  by  a  wife  to  her  husband.  Deeds  of  gift  by  a  wife  to  her  husband  of  proper^ 
ty  over  which  sHe  has  power  of  appointment,  are  regarded  by  the  court  with  jealousy, 
and  inquiries  will  bo  directed  as  to  the  circumstances  nnder  which  they  were  exe- 
cuted. Where  a  wife  makes  a  deed  of  ^ft  to  her  husband  of  property  over  which 
she  has  a  power  of  appointment,  and  the  deed  is  afterwards  impeached  by  her,  the 
burden  lies  on  her  of  showing  that  the  circumstances  were  such  as  ought  to  invalidate 
it,  and  the  burden  does  not  lie  on  the  husband  of  showing  that  the  circumstances 
were  such  that  it  ought  to  be  supported.    Nedby  v.  Nedby^  xi.  106. 

5.  Conveyance  to  wife  by  illiterate  husband — Rights  of  his  heirs.  A,  who  could 
neither  read  nor  write,  executed  an  instrument  purporting,  in  consideration  of  good 
will,  to  convey  all  his  estate  real  and  personal  to  his  wife  as  her  sole  and  absolute 
property.  Held,  that  she  could  not  set  up  such  instrument  in  equity  against  the  heirs, 
without  fully  satisfying  the  court  that  the  grantor  well  understood  its  nature  and  im- 
port at  the  time  of  its  execution.  It  must  appear  that  it  was  read  and  explained  to 
him  by  some  competent  person.    Price  v.  Price,  xii.  144. 

y.   Wife's  Bqtaty  to  a  Settlement. 

1.  On  foreclosure  of  mortgage  ofwife*s  legal  interest  in  term  of  years.  If  a  husband 
mortgage  the  legal  interest  in  a  term  of  years  belonging  to  him  in  right  of  his  wife, 
on  a  claim  to  foreclose  this  mortgage  against  the  husl»nd  and  iMfe,  as  defendants,  do 
equity  for  a  settlement  upon  the  wife  arises.     Hill  v.  Edmonds,  xv.  280. 

2.  Does  not  include  reversionary  interest  in  stock.  A  wife's  equity  to  a  settlement 
does  not  extend  to  include  a  reversionary  interest  in  stock.  The  settlement  of  that 
fund  cannot  be  asked  for  until  it  falls  into  possession,  t.  e.  until  the  husband  has  a 
right  (subject  to  this  equity)  to  receive  it      Osbom  v.  Morgan,  viii.  192. 

8.  Assignment  ofwife*s  interest  in  testator's  residuary  estate — Proper  terms  of  settle' 
ment.  A,  the  husband  of  B,  to  whom  a  share  of  the  residue  of  a  testator^s  estate  had 
been  bequeathed,  assigned  it  to  C  for  valuable  consideration.  A  sum  of  stock  repre- 
senting this  share  was  carried  to  the  account  of  B  in  a  suit  The  proper  terms  of  a 
set^ement  of  the  part  allowed  to  B,  by  way  of  equity  of  settlement,  were  held  to  be 
to  B  for  life,  with  remfunder  to  her  children  as  she  should  appoint,  with  remainder  to 
the  children  in  default  of  appointment,  and,  in  default  of  children,  if  B  should  sur- 
vive A,  to  B,  absolutely ;  but,  if  A  should  survive  B,  to  C.  The  court  has  the  power 
of  directing  that,  in  the  last  event,  the  fund  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  wife  by  will ; 
and  that,  in  default  of  such  disposition,  it  shall  go  to  the  next  of  kin  of  B  ;  but  a 
special  case  must  be  made  for  such  a  settlement,  and*  the  circumstance  that  B  had 
needy  relatives  was  held  not  sufficient  to  justify  it     Carter  v.  Taggart^  ix.  167.     . 

4.  Discretion  of  court.  There  is  no  rule  of  law  or  practice  against  this  court 
decreeing  the  whole  residue  of  a  wife's  fortune  to  be  settled  upon  the  wife  and  her 
children,  but  it  is  a  matter  purely  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  DurUdey  v.  DuntUy^ 
»iu.  818.     . 
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5.  No  setiUment  on  marriage — Bankruptcy  of  husband.  A  married  woman,  whoM 
hasband  was  a  bankrupt,  became  entitled  to  a  fund  under  200/.  There  was  an  affi« 
davit  of  no  settlement  upon  the  marriage,  and  that  the  wife  had  no  other  fund  out  of 
which  to  maintain  herself  or  her  children.  Held^  that  the  smallnesa  of  the  amount 
did  not  prevent  the  wife's  right  to  a  settlement,  and  that  the  special  circumstances 
were  sufficient  to  induce  the  court  to  settle  the  whole  fund  upon  her  and  her  children ; 
the  husband's  assignees  being  excluded  from  any  share.  In  re  Kincaid*s  Trust,  xviL 
396. 

6.  Insolvency  of  hwtband.  Where  the  husband  was  insolvent,  and  there  had  been 
no  settlement  on  the  wife,  nor  had  the  husband  received  any  thing  in  right  of  his 
wife  preTiouslj,  the  court  directed  tlie  settlement  for  her  separate  use  for  life  of  one 
dear  moiety  of  the  sum  of  1,000/.  coming  to  the  wife;  the  costs  to  come  out  of  the 
otiier  half,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  go  to  the  assignees  of  the  husband.  Bagshaw  y. 
Winter,  xi.  272. 

7.  Alignment  of  wxf^s  reversionary  interest — Insolvency  of  husband,  A  married 
woman,  being  entided  to  a  reversionary  interest  in  the  residuary  Estate  of  a  testator, 
joined  ber  husband  in  assigning  it,  as  a  collateral  security,  for  the  payment  of  4,000/., 
&c.  He  afterwards  became  utterly  insolvent,  and  unable  to  maintain  his  wife  and 
family.  A  sum  of  more  than  2,000/.,  part  of  the  fund  fell  into  possession  ;  and,  upon 
the  application  of  the  wife,  the  court,  afler  payment  of  costs  of  all  parties,  ordered  it 
to  be  settled  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife  and  her  children,  with  liberty  to  apply  upon 
the  remaining  piart  of  the  fund  falling  into  possession.    Marshall  y.  Fowler,  xv.  430. 

8.  Bequest  of  certain  sum  and  of  annuity  to  married  woman — Assignment  of  rever- 
donary  interest  in  annuity  fund-^Insolvency  of  husband.  A  testator  by  will,  be- 
queathed a  certain  sum  of  money  to  a  married  woman,  and  a  share  in  a  sum  set  apart 
to  answer  a  life  annuity.  In  an  administration  suit,  the  sum  first  mentioned  was  paid 
to  the  husband,  the  wife  assenting.  The  husband  and  wife  then  joined  in  assigning 
their  rereraionary  interest  in  the  annuity  fund  for  value,  and  the  assignees  procured 
a  stop-order  upon  the  fund.  On  the  death  of  the  annuitant,  the  wife  petitioned  for  a 
settlement  of  the  flind,  and  it  was  held,  reversing  the  order  of  the  court  below,  di»» 
misang  the  petition,  that  the  wifi»  was  entitled  to  have  the  whole  fnnd  settled  on 
herself  and  children,  the  husband  being  insolvent  and  having  made  no  settlement 
upon  her ;  that  the  claim  of  the  wife  was  properly  raised  by  petition  ;  and  that  the 
aeignees,  though  no  parties  to  the  administration  suit,  had,  by  obtaining  the  stop- 
order,  sufficiently  brought  themselves  before  the  court  to  enable  it  to  deal  .with  the 
fhnd  upon  petition.    Scott  v.  Spashett,  ix.  265. 

9.  Second  'marriage  and  new  settlement — Dividends  under  former  settlement.  A 
iridow  entitled,  under  a  former  settlement,  to  the  dividends  of  a  sum  for  life,  which 
she  betieved  to  be  settied  to  her  separate  use,  married  again ;  in  the  new  settlement 
she  required  all  her  property  to  be  settied  on  herself,  and  all  was  comprised  except 
the  said  dividends.  A  sepai^ation  took  place  soon  after  marriage,  and  the  wife 
obtained  a  divorce  a  mensd  et  thoro  on  the  ground  of  the  adultery  of  the  husband. 
The  wife  filed  a  bill  to  enforce  her  equity  for  a  settiement  Held,  that  the  wife  was 
entitled  to  the  whole  of  the  dividends.    Barrow  v.  Barrow,  xxxi.  241. 

TL  Separate  EttaU  of  Wife  ;  tohtU  comtiitUes,  and  LiabiUHe$  of. 

1.  Lunacy  and  death  of  wife — Who  entitled  to  her  property — Paraphernalia.  Where 
a  lady  was  possessed  of  jewels  and  ornaments  of  the  person  before  her  marriage,  and 
aAer  her  marriage  they  were  in  all  writings  spoken  of  by  her  husband  as  hers,  and 
were  deposited  with  bankers,  with  whom  she,  with  his  consent,  kept  a  separate  account, 
and  after  her  Innacy  the  husband  made  his  will,  giving  her  the  use  of  his  plate,  furni- 
ture, linen,  jewels,  and  household  efiects,  including  the  jewels  and  effects  "  which 
belonged  to  her  before  her  marriage,"  and  which  he  **  had  assumed  by  marital  right"

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daring  her  life,  npon  uie  death  of  the  lunadc  who  surrived  her  husband,  it  ma  hdd^ 
that  the  next  of  kin  of  the  husband  were  entitled  to  such  of  the  articles  as  did  not 
consist  of  paraphernalia,  as  their  property,  but  as  to  such  aa  fonned  paraphernalia,  tiie 
next  of  kin  of  the  irife  were  entitled  to  elect  whether  they  would  take  them  or  the 
benefits  given  by  the  will.    In  re  Hewson,  xxiii.  288. 

2.  Wife^s  separate  banker's  account — Loan  to  her  husband — Declaratwn  of  trusL 
M.  allowed  his  wife  to  have  a  separate  banker's  account,  to  which  moneys  belonging 
to  her  settled  to  her  separate  use,  and  also  moneys  not  so  settled,  were  paid  in.  M. 
also  allowed  her  to  draw  checks  upon  suoh  account  in  her  own  name.  She  from 
time  to  time  paid  suoh  checks  to  her  hu^and,  who  always  gave  her  a  meaxyraodom  at 
the  time,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  gave  a  promissory  note,  including  all  the  amounts 
so  received.  The  last  of  such  promissory  notes  was  dated  the  1st  January,  1848.  M. 
died  in  August,  1848,  having  left  all  his  property  to  trustees  to  convert  into  money,  at 
such  times  as  they  might  think  proper,  with  full  power  to  postpone  such  sale ;  and  his 
wife  was  made  tenant  for  life  in  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  in  the  other  items  of  his 
estate,  until  the  same  should  be  so  converted  into  money.  Part  of  the  proper^  con^ 
sisted  of  Mexican  mint  shares  not  yet  sdd.  HM,  first,  that  such  promissory  note 
operated  as  a  good  declaration  of  trust  by  the  husband  in  &vor  of  the  wife.  Secondly, 
that  the  wife  was  entitled  to  have  the  dividends  and  bonuses  (the  same  having  arisen  out 
of  profits)  declared  since  the  testator's  decease.  Thirdly,  that  she  was  not  entitled  to 
insist  upon  the  S£ud  Mexican  shares  being  left  in  their  then  state  of  investment, 
against  the  wish  of  the  trustees.    Murray  v.  Glasse,  xxi.  51. 

8.  Property  of  wife  for  her  **  separate  use  "  transferred  to  husband — Samngs  from 
wife's  separate  estate*  Personal  secnrities,  to  which  9,  feme  sole  was  entitled  under  the  will 
of  a  testatrix  for  her  separate  use,  were,  on  her  marriage,  transferred  into  the  name  of 
her  husband ;  the  husband  received  the  income  of  this  property,  and  of  other  proper^ 
settled  to  the  separate  use  of  the  wife,  but  had  entered  the  receipts  in  a  book  as  on 
her  acconnt ;  and  on  one  occasion  she  had  signed  the  book  for  the  income.  The 
savings  were  invested  in  consols,  in  their  joint  names ;  a  portion  of  the  stock  was 
afterwards  sold  out  and  applied  in  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land,  and  the  erection 
of  a  house  upon  it ;  the  land  was  conveyed  to  the  husband  to  uses  to  bar  dower,  upon  • 
the  husband  agreeing  to  devise  the  land  to  the  wife  in  fee.  This  will  in  her  favor  was 
subsequently  revoked  by  a  will  devising  all  his  property  to  his  brother.  Heldf  that 
the  land  and  also  the  personal  securities  remained  the  separate  estate  of  the  infe. 
Darkin  v.  Darkin,  xxiii.  698. 

4.  Living  separate  from  her  hudfand — Her  estate  UMefor  rent.  Bill  against  a  mar- 
ried woman,  living  separate  from  her  husband,  seeking  to  charge  her  separate  proper^ 
in  respect  of  rent  accrued  due  for  actual  occupation  under  an  agreement  to  take  a 
lease,  and  in  respect  of  rent  to  accrue  in  future  under  the  agreement,  was  treated  by 
the  court  below  as  a  bill  for  specific  performance ;  and  a  reference  of  tide  wss 
ordered.  On  appeal,  the  relief  as  to  Aiture  rent  was  abandoned  at  the  bar,  and  the 
court  reversed  Ac  order  for  a  reference,  and  declared  the  separate  estate  liaUe  to  the 
past  rent.     Gaston  v.  Frankum^  xi.  226. 

5.  Husband  incapacitated  to  do  business — Wife  employs  a  solicitor.    If  a  married 

woman  whose  husband  is  incapacitated  from  any  cause  from  attending  to  busineBS, 

applies  to  a  solicitor  to  take  charge  of  a  suit  in  which  her  children,  by  their  next 

friend  and  her  husband  are  parties,  her  separate  estate  is  not  liable  for  costs  in  the 

.suit.    In  re  Pughy  xxiii.  169. 

VII.   Oonvet/ance  of  Wife*8  Property. 

1.  Settlement  of  wife's  estates — Mortgage — Acknowledgment — Consideration.  Httf> 
band  and  wife  joined  in  settling  freehdd  and  copyhold  estates  to  which  she  wasentati^ 
in  reversion  expectant  upon  the  decease  of  her  mother,  for  the  benefit  of  herself,  her

ha^Mmd  and  cluMren ;  the  afterwards  joined  her  hosband  in  mort^ging  tlie  estates 
to  the  plaindfi*;  both  the  deeds  were  acknowledged  hy  her.    Held,  that  the  husband's 
gmng  op  his  interest  in  his  wife's  estates  was  a  good  consideration  for  the  settlement, 
and  that  it  was  valid  against  the  mortgagee.    HewUon  y.  Negus,  xix.  446. 

2.  Assignment  to  secure  money  advanced  to  husband.  Where  a  woman  is  entitled  tp 
an  estate  for  life  in  a  freehold  and  a  copyl^ld,  and  she  joins  her  husband  in  assigning 
both  to  A,  as  security  for  money  advanced  to  the  husband,  and  aflerwards  joins  in 
iffigning  the  freehold  to  B  for  the  same  purpose,  then  B  is  entitled  to  have  A's  charge 
satisfied  out  of  the  ct^yhold,  as  to  as  it  wii^  go.  Quare,  whether  the  wife  could  be 
M|;^jrded  as  surety  only  in  respect  of  her  husband's  debts.     Tidd  v.  Lister,  xxiii.  278. 

S,  Death  ofwtfe  after  contract  for  sale,  A  feme  covert  entitled  to  real  estate  for  her 
separate  use,  and  her  husband  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  property. 
Before  the  contract  was  completed  the  wife  died,  having  devised  the  estate  to  her 
hosband.  Held,  on  claim  filed  by  the  husband  surviving  to  enforce  the  contract,  that 
a  decree  to  that  effect  could  not  be  made  in  the  absence  of  the  wife's  heir.  SemhUj 
such  a  contract  could  not  be  enforced  by  the  husband.    Harris  t.  Mott,  viL  245. 

4.  Wife's  mterest  in  a  chose  in  action — Release  by  husband  and  wife.  The  release 
by  husband  and  wife  of  a  sum  of  money  secured  by  bond  to  A,  and  payable  to  the 
wife  ailer  A's  death,  held  not  binding  on  the  wife  on  her  surviving  both  A  and  her 
husband.  When  a  feme  covert  is  entitled  to  a  reversionary  interest  in  a  chose  in 
ttc^MMi,  1h»  release  of  the  husband  is  as^noperative  as  his  assignment,  to  bind  his  wifo's 
light  by  survivorship.    Rogers  v.  Acaster,  xL  SOO. 

5.  When  hudfoneTs  concurrence  dispensed  with — Sufficiency  of  application.  In  an 
applicatioD  by  a  married  woman,  under  8  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  74,  for  leave  to  dispense 
with  ^die  eoncnrrence  of  her  husband  in  a  conveyance,  it  is  not  enough  to  state  that 
some  years  ago  he  lefl  her,  and  has  since  lived  with  another  woman,  (in  this  country,) 
without  fibowii^  some  direct  application  to  him  for  his  concurrence.  Ex  parte  Parker^ 
JOJL.  493. 

6.  Husband  sent  abroad.  It  is  sufficient  to  support  an  appUcation  on  the  part  of  a 
married  woman  for  leave  to  execute  conveyances,  under  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  74,  that 
her  husband  was  sent  abroad  under  a  sentence  of  transportaticm  for  a  term  of  years ; 
and  for  aught  she  knows  is  still  abroad.    Ex  parte  Wimbush,  xxx.  512. 

7.  Side  necessary  for  children* s  supporL  A  rule  was  granted  to  dispense  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  husband  of  a  married  woman  in  selling  and  conveying  property 
settled  on  her  for  the  support  of  her  children  by  a  former  husband,  on  an  affidavit 
stating  that  her  present  husband  had  deserted  her  seven  months  ago,  leaving  her  des- 
titate;  that  it  was  necessary  to  sell  the  property  for  the  support  of  her  children  by  the 
first  marriage,  and  that  she  had  never  heard  from  her  present  husband  since  his  deser- 
^n,  nor  knew  irirare  he  was.    In  re  Lord,  xxx.  519. 

8.  Huaband  living  separate.  Where  a  husband  living  separate  from  his  wife  refused 
to  join  with  her  in  a  conveyance  of  property,  in  which,  under  her  father's  wiH,  she 
had  a  separate  interest,  the  court,  acting  under  stat.  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  74,  s.  91,  made 
an  order  dispensing  with  hb  concurrence.    In  re  Perrin,  xxvi.  292. 

YIII.  Separation  and  Condonation, 

1.  Deed  of  separation — Future  property — Sole  receipt  by  toife.  By  a  deed  of 
separation  between  a  husband  and  wife  residing  in  America,  who  agreed  to  live  apart, 
it  was  agreed  that  the  wife  should  be  at  liberty  to  carry  on  business,  and  retain  for 
her  own  use  all  her  present  and  future  property.  Under  the  will  of  R.  W.,  she  be- 
came entitled  to  a  sum  of  3^.  per  cent,  consols,  which,  by  an  order  of  the  court,  made 
after  the  separation,  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  share  of  the  husband  and  wife.

2.  Covenant  in  deed  of  separation  respecting  division  of  property.  A  cOTenant  in  a 
deed  of  separation,  wherein  the  husband  covenants  ^th  a  tnutee  chosen  for  the  wif^, 
to  assign  a  moiety  of  all  property,  which  should  afterwards  come  to  her,  or' him  in  his 
marital  right,  the  other  moiety  to  belong  to  the  husband,  does  not  extend  to  property 
afterwards  given  by  the  trustee  to  the  wife  for  her  separate  use,  so  as  to  entitle  tha 
husband  to  a  moiety  of  such  property.    Ker  ▼.  Ruxtony  xL  220. 

3.  Husband  restrained  from  breach  of  <^)enant  in  deed  of  separation.  If  a  husband 
enter  into  a  covenant,  in  a  deed  of  separation,  that  he  will  permit  hia  wife  to  live 
separate  from  him,  and  will  not  molest  her  for  so  doing,  nor  visit  her  without  her  con* 
sent,  the  court  will  restrain  him  from  infringing  such  a  covenant  Sanders  r,  RoAcajf^ 
xiii.  463. 

4.  Enforcement  of  agreement  to  execute  a  deed  of  separation.  The  court  o^  chan- 
oery  has  jurisdiction  to  enforce  an  agreement  to  execute  a  deed  of  separation  between 
husband  and  wife.     Wilson  ▼.  Wilson,  xxxi.  29. 

5.  Recohabitationy  effect  of.  Although  generally  the  prorisions  cf  a  separation  deed 
are  annulled  by  reconciliation  and  recohabitation,  yet  if  a  husband  agree«,  as  an  in- 
ducement for  the  wife  to  return,  that  the  annuity  shall  be  continued,  such  agreement 
is  binding.     Webster  ▼.  Webster,  xxiii.  216. 

6.  Provision  in  marriage  settlement  respecting  separation — Proceedings  by  huAand 
a  wrongdoer  to  deprive  wife  of  allowance  under  settlement.  On  the  marriage  of  T.  C.| 
in  1839,  his  father  settled  lands  upon  certain  trusts,  and,  among  others,  in  trust  for 
his  intended  wife,  for  life,  for  her  benefit,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  children  of 
the  marriage.  There  was  a  provision  in  the  deed,  that  in  case  of  a  separation,  from 
any  cause  whatever,  the  interests  thereby  given  to  the  wife  should  cease  and  go  to  the 
husband.  The  husband  and  wife  went  to  live  with  the  settlor,  (who  was  married  to 
the  mother  of  his  son's  wife,)  but  after  a  short  time,  in  consequence  of  the  state  of  the 
lady's  health,  occupied  separate  apartments.  In  1846,  the  father-in-law  being  ex- 
tremely violent  in  his  language  and  demeanor  to  both  his  wife  and  daughter-in-law, 
they  went,  with  the  knowledge  and  assent  of  T.  C«  to  live  at  D.  T.  C.  continued  to 
live  with  his  father,  but  kept  up  a  friendly  intercourse  with  his  wife  by  letter.  The 
father  and  mother  both  died  In  1849.  In  1850,  T.  C>  requested  his  wife  to  return  to 
cohabitation,  but  she  refused,  and  on  inquiry  discovered,  for  the  first  time,  that  he  had 
conunitted  adultery  in  1848.  This  fact  she  set  up  in  the  ecclesiastical  court,  to  pre- 
vent compulsory  relum  to  cohabitation.  T.  C.  thereupon  took  the  present  proceedr 
ings  to  deprive  her  of  the  allowance  under  the  settlement ;  but  the  court  refused  to 
interfere,  considering  that  it  would  be  interfering  on  behalf  of  a  wrongdoer,  to  enable 
him  to  take  advantage  of  his  own  wrongful  acts*     Cartwright  t.  Cartwright,  xix.  46. 

7.  A  separation  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  proviso  must  be  a  separation 
capable  of  being  enforced  against  the  husband;  therefore,  not  a  voluntary  separation 
for  temporary  purposes,  but  either  by  deed,  to  which  the  husband  u  a  party,  or  by 
sentence  of  a  competent  court,  in  which  case,  if  the  sentence  is  grounded  upon  the 
criminal  act  of  the  husband  himself,  he  cannot  come  to  a  court  of  equity  and  obtadn 
relief  founded  upon  that  sentence.    lb»

2.  SwJtfor  dividends  on  wife's  stock — Joinder,  Husband  and  wife  may  sue  jointly 
against  a  railway  company  for  dividends  on  stock  of  the  company  purchased  by  the 
wift  out  of  her  own  earnings,  and  of  which  stock  she  is  the  registered  owner  in  the 
books  of  the  company ;  and  if  the  wife  sues  alone,  the  non-joinder  of  the  husband  is 
only  a  plea  in  abatement    DaUon  v.  The  Midland  Railway  Co.  xx.  273. 

3.  Action  by  husband  and  wife — Account  stated.  The  declaration  by  husband  and 
wife  on  an  account  stated,  should  aver  that  the  account  was  stated  in  respect  of  money 
dae  in  right  of  the  wife.    Johnson  t.  Lucas,  xvi.  290. 

4.  Wt/e*s  shares  in  joint-stock  company.  As  to  what  wHl  constitute  the  husband  a 
member  of  a  joint-stock  company  in  respect  of  the  shares  of  his  wife  vested  in  him 
by  tiie  marriage,  see  Dodgson  v.  BeU,  iii.  542. 

5.  Antenuptial  transfer — Fraud.  As  to  an  antenuptial  transfer  of  the  wife's 
property  in  fraud  of  the  husband's  marital  rights,  see  LeweUin  v.  Cobbold,  xix.  43 ; 
Eiehards  y.  Lewis,  v.  400.

INDECENT  EXPOSURE, 

An  indictment  for  indecent  exposure  laid  the  offence  in  an  omnibus,  by  one  count — 
and  in  a  public  highway,  by  a  second  count.  Neither  count  concluded  ad  commune 
nocumentum.  Held,  that  an  omnibus  was  a  public  place ;  that  the  defective  conclusion 
was  cared  by  14  &  15  "Vict.  c.  100,  s.  24.    Regina  v.  Holmes,  xx.  597. 

INDECENT  PRINTS. 

In  some  counts  of  an  indictment,  the  defendant  was  chaiged  with  unlawfully  and 
knowingfy  obtaining  and  procuring  indecent  and  obscene  prints  and  libels,  in  order 
and  for  the  purpose  of  afterwards  publishing  and  disseminating  them.  In  other  couuts 
with  unlawfully  and  knowingly  preserving  and  keeping  in  his  possession,  indecent  and 
obscene  prints  and  libels,  with  the  intent  and  for  the  purpose  of  aflerwards  publishing 
and  disseminating  them.  Held,  on  writ  of  error,  that  the  former  counts  were  good,  as 
the  obtaining  and  procuring  the  indecent  prints  and  libels,  for  the  purpose  alleged, 
was  an  act  done  in  conmiencing  a  misdemeanor,  and,  therefore,  an  indictable  offence. 
But  that  the  latter  counts  were  bad,  as  they  alleged  no  act  done,  and  the  possession 
of  the  prints  and  libels  may  have  been  come  by  innocently.  Dugdcde  v.  Regina,  xvL 
380.

I.   When  an  Indictment  wiU  lie. 

1.  Against  a  soldier  for  disobeying  order  of  justices.  A  soldier  is  liable  to  an  in- 
dictment for  disobeying  an  order  of  justices  requiring  him  to  pay  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  bastard  child,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  5 2d  section  of  the  Mutiny 
Act,  nieh  an  indictment  being  **  a  criminal  matter  "  within  the  exception  in  that  stat- 
ute.    Regina  v.  Ferrall,  i.  576. 

2.  Far  bringing  glandered  horse  into  public  place.  To  bring  a  horse  infected  with 
tiie  glanders  into  a  publie  pkice  to  the  danger  of  infecting  the  queen's  subjects  is  a 
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lufidemeanor  at  common  law ;  and  it  was  held,  tliat  an  indictment  wliich  stated  tliaft 
the  defendant  knew  that  a  mare  which  he  brought  into  a  &ir  was  glandered,  was, 
after  verdict,  good,  without  an  averment  that  the  defendant  knew  that  the  glanders 
was  a  disease  communicable  to  man.    Regina  ▼.  Henson,  xviii.  107. 

8..  For  not  paying  over  moiety  of  penalty  under  alehouse  act,  A  person  may  be 
convicted  under  an  indictment  ibr  not  pa^'ing  over  to  the  county  treasurer  a  moiety 
a^  a  penalty  imposed  under  the  alehouse  act    Regina  v.  Dale^  xiv.  552. 

4.  Maliciously  injuring  treet.  On  an  indictment  for  maliciously  injuring  trees, 
thereby  doing  injury  to  an  amount  exceeding  5/.,  it  appeared,  that  the  injury  to  the 
trees  amounted  to  1^,  but  that  the  cost  of  replacing  the  hedge  in  which  they  stood 
would  bring  the  amount  up  to  over  5/.  Held^  that  the  latter  was  consequential  injury, 
ftnd  therefore  the  indictment  could  not  be  supported.  Regina  v.  Whiteman,  xxv. 
590. 

n.  Material  AUegationt ;  Description  ;  Surpbuage^  S^c* 

1.  For  aiding  an  escape  must  set  out  the  mean$.  In  an  indictment  under  the  4Sd 
sect  of  Stat  4  Geo.  lY.  c.  64,  for  aiding  and  al>etting  the  escape  of  a  prisoner,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  set  out  ihe  means  which  have  been  used  by  the  defendant  in  assisting 
the  prisoner  to  escape.    Regina  v.  HoUoway,  v.  SlO. 

2.  For  perjury — Phrases  "  one  Jf."  and  "  Mr,  MP  An  indictment  for  peijury 
alleged  it  to  be  material  whether  or  not  the  prisoner  ever  got  "  one  Milo  Williams  "  to 
write  "  a  letter  "  for  her ;  and  the  averments,  negativing  the  truth  of  what  was  sworn, 
alleged  that,  *^  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  said  IViary  Ann  Bennett  did  get  the  said  Milo 
Williams,  and  that  on  her  cross-examination,  when  the  alleged  perjury  was  committed, 
she  was  asked  whether  she  had  ever  got  *  a  Mr,  Milo  Williams'  (who  was  then  pointed 
oat  to  her  in  court)  to  write  a  letter  for  her."  Held^  that  the  averments  were  suffi- 
cient, without  any  allegation  connecting  the  **  one  Milo  Williams  "  with  the  ^'  Mr.  Hilo 
Williams  **  named  in  the  subsequent  part  of  the  indictment  Regina  v.  Bennett,  iv. 
560. 

5.  Description  of  court.  An  indictment  for  perjury  alleged  that  in  the  W.  county 
oourt  of  Middlesex,  holden,  &c.,  before  J.  M.,  &c.,  then  and  there  being  the  judge  o£ 
the  said  court,  a  certain  action  on  contract  then  pending  in  the  said  court  between 
A.  L.,  &c.,  and  R.  H.,  &c.,  came  on  to  be  tried,  and  was  then  and  there  in  due  form 
of  law  heard  and  tried  by  and  before  the  said  J.  M.,  then  and  there  being  the  jndge 
of  the  said  county  court,  as  aforesaid ;  upon  which  said  hearing  and  trial  the  said 
A.  L.,  &c.,  tendered  herself  as  a  witness  on  her  own  behalf,  and  was  then  and  there, 
&c.,  duly  sworn,  &c.,  before  the  said  J.  M.,  then  and  tiiere  being  judge  of  the  siud 
court,  as  aforesaid,  and  then  and  there  having  sufficient  and  competent  authority  to 
administer  the  said  oath  to  the  said  A.  L.  in  that  behalf.  Held,  that  the  indictment 
sufficiently  showed  that  the  court  was  a  county^  court  constituted  under  the  statute 
9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  over*  the  action  sufficiently 
appeared  from  the  allegations  that  the  action  was  pending  in  the  court  and  came  on 
to  be  tried ;  that  it  was  one  of  contract,  (of  which  the  court  may  have  cognizance,) 
and  that  the  witness  was  sworn  before  a  judge  of  competent  authority  to  administer 
tiie  aith.    Laoey  v.  Regina,  vii.  401. 

4.  Bastard  child — Abandonment,  An  indictment  against  a  person  for  abandoning 
his  bastard  child,  must  aver  that  he  had  the  means  of  supporting  the  child,  and  that 
liie  child  had  sustained  injury  by  the  abandonment    Regina  v.  Hogan,  v.  553. 

5.  For  obtaining  money,  Sfc,  by  false  pretences  must  allege  ownership.  An  indict- 
ment for  obtaining  money,  &c.,  by  false  pretences,  must  allege  whose  property  the 
money,  &c.,  was  at  the  time,  and  the  omission  of  such  an  allegation,  is  not  a  formal 
defect  which  is  cured  by  sect  25  of  14  &  15  Vict  c.  100 ;  nor  does  sect  8  of  the  same 
Btatataa  which  enacts  that  such  indictments  need  only  allege  an  intent  to  defraud, 
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iiitLoQt  ailing  the  intention  to  be  to  defraud  an^  partieular  penon,  obviaifce  tbe 
necessity  of  alleging  the  ownership  of  the  money,  ^    Sill  t.  JSegma^  xvi.  376. 

6.  One  count  may  refer  to  anoth^.  One  count  of  an  indictment  maj  refer  to 
another,  and  then  the  maxim  applies,  ^^  Verba  rdata  ines8e  videniur,"  Regiaa  ▼.  The 
InkabitarUs  of  Waverton,  viii.  348. 

7.  For  larceny — Repugnancy.  An  indictment  chaiged  the  prisoner  with  larceny, 
on  which  the  jury  found  a  yei^ict  of  not  guilty ;  in  a  aubseqnent  count,  the  prisoner, 
was  charged  with  having  received  the  article  "  so  as  aforesaid  feloniously  stolen,"  on 
which  die  jury  found  a  verdict  of  guilty.  Held,  that  there  was  no  repugnancy,  that, 
although  the  word  "  aforesaid,"  in  a  subsequent  count,  virtually  incorp<Hrate8  all  the 
necessary  averments  as  to  dme  and  place  in  that  count,  the  words  **so  as  aforesaid 
fdonionsly  stolen  "  did  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  article  had  beepa  stolen  by  the 
penon  named  in  the  first  count,  but  only  that  it  had  before  then  been  fekMiionslx 
stolen  by  some  person.    Begina  t.  Croddock^  i.  663. 

8.  Any  number  of  previous  convictions  may  be  alleged  in  the  same  indictment,  and, 
if  necessary,  proved  against  the  prisoner.    Regina  v.  Clark,  xx.  582. 

9.  Ar9on — Description  of  huUding,  A  building  about  twenty-four  feet  square, 
wit^  slated  roof,  wooden  sides  and  glass  windows,  used  as  a  storehoiiso  for  seasoned 
timber,  as  a  place  of  deposit  for  tools,  and  as  a  workshop,  where  timber  was  woriced 
up  into  proper  fcNrm  for  building  and  prepared  for  use,  it  was  hdd,  to  be  correctly  de- 
scribed as  a ''  shed,"  in  an  indictnaent  for  anon.    Regina  v.  AmoBy  L  592. 

10.  Description  must  he  proved.  Whatever  is  averred  in  an  indictment  as  a  matter 
of  description,  must  be  proved.    Regina  v.  Frosty  xxix.  546. 

11.  Description  of  forged  instrument.  If  an  instrument  alleged  to  have  been  foiged 
is  set  out  in  fnU  in  the  indictment,  the  description  of  the  instrument  set  out  in  other 
parts  Is  not  materiaL  In  this  case  a  forged  request  for  the  delivery  of  goods  was  set 
out  in  foil,  but  was  called  a  **  warrant,  order,  and  request"  Regina  v.  Williams,  iL 
533. 

1 2.  Where  the  setting  out  of  an  instrument  in  an  indictment  can  give  no  infanna- 
tlon  to  the  court,  it  is  unnecessary  to  set  it  out    Regina  v.  Coulson,  i.  550. 

IS.  Misdescription — Reference  of  one  count  to  another.  The  first  count  of  an  indict- 
ment alleged :  "  That  a  certain  part  of  the  highway,  situate  in  the  township  of  W., 
leading  from  and  out  of  the  highway  from  the  village  of  W.,  towards  M.,  at  or  near  a 
place  called  Parkside,  on  the  said  last-mentioned  highway,"  &c.,  ^  was  ruinous,"  &c» 
The  second  count  alleged,  that  the  inhabitants  of  W.  had  immemorially  repaired  their 
lughways,  and  that  the  said  highway,  alleged  to  be  ruinous,  was  a  comnK>a  highway, 
and  that  the  defendants  ought  to  repiur  the  same.  There  Iras  no  place  called  i^irk- 
ride,  but  the  place  intended  was  called  Parkgate.  Verdict  of  acquittal  on  the  first 
count,  of  guilty  on  the  second.  Held,  that  the  misdescription  was  immaterial ;  that 
though  the  second  count  did  not  of  itself  sufficiently  pharge  that  the  part  of  the  road 
was  out  of  repair,  it  did  so  by  clear  and  dbtinct  reference  to  the  first  count ;  and  that 
the  part  of  the  road  out  of  repair  having  been  alleged  in  the  first  count  to  be  in  W., 
the  second  count  was  sufficient  by  reference  to  the  first,  without  a  repetitioa  of  tha 
allegation.    Regina  v.  The  Inhabitants  of  Waverly,  viU.  344. 

14.  Counting-Chouse,  meaning  of.  The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  stealing  money  from 
a  counfing-house.  The  proof  was  that  he  stole  money  from  a  building  called  **  the 
machine-house,"  on  the  premises  of  a  person  who  had  huge  chemical  works.  All  goods 
sent  out  were  weighed  in  this  building,  and  in  it  the  men's  time  was  taken  and  wages 
paid.  The  booiss  in  which  the  men's  time  was  entered  were  brought  to  the  building  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  entries,  but  kept  in  another  building  on  the  premises  called 
"-  the  office,"  where  the  general  books  and  accounts  of  the  concern  were  kept  HeUdf 
that  the  building  was  a  counting-house  within  the  act  7  &  8  Geo.  lY.  c.  29,  s.  15^ 
Regina  v.  Potter^  iv.  575. 

15.  Ityht  poaching — Indictment  need  not  set  out  the  dose.    If  three  or  more  penonf 
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are  together  in  6ne  partjr  armed,  by  night,  in  anj  land  for  the  purpose  of  destrofing 
game  there,  and  the  kind  consists  of  several  closes,  and  they  be  in  different  closes  of  the 
land,  they  may  be  convicted  under  the  stat  9  Greo.  lY.  e.  69,  s.  9,  and  the  indictment 
need  not  describe  any  particular  close,  it  is  sufficient  if  it  describe  the  land  in  vfaich 
the  persons  were.    Regina  ▼.  UezzeUj  iv.  568. 

16.  Surplmag^^AUegatum  of  immemoritdUi^Atferment  of  time.  An  indictment 
against  a  parish  for  non-repair  of  a  highway,  dleged  **  that  from  the  time  whereof  the 
memory  of  men  runnel  not  to  the  contrary,  there  was,  and  yet  is,  a  common  and 
ancient  highway,"  &c. ;  and  the  only  other  allegation  that  it  contained  as  to  time  was, 
that  a  part  of  said  highway,  flituate,  &c.,  ^  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  in  the  twelfth  year 
aforesaid,  and  continually  afterwards,  until  the  taking  of  this  inquisition,  was  and  yet  is  " 
out  of  repair,  so  Uiat  the  liege  subjects  of  the  queen  could  not,  during  the  time  afore- 
said, nor  yet  can  go,  return,  pass,  &c.  Held^  that  the  allegation  of  immemoriality 
might  be  rejected  as  surplusage,  and  that,  without  it,  sufficient  s^peared  on  the  face 
of  the  indictment,  as  to  time,  to  support  the  liability  chai^ged.  Regina  v.  The  IrMh 
itants  of  Turweston,  i.  817.

HI.  AmendmetU* 

1.  Discretion  of  court — Striking  out  Christian  names.  The  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions has  a  discretionary  power  of  amendment  of  indictments.  And  where  an  indict- 
ment alleged  that  the  lord  of  a  certain  manor  had  four  Christian  names,  bat  only  two 
were  proved,  and  a  motion  was  made  to  strike  out  the  other  two,  which  was  refused, 
it  was  held,  that  the  court  might  have  allowed  the  erasure  of  all  four,  but  that  it  was 
right  in  refusing  the  motion  to  amend  by  striking  out  only  two.  Regina  v.  Frost, 
xxix.  546. 

2.  Amendment  after  verdict — Record  restored  to  its  original  state,  A  count  for 
receiving  stolen  goods  alleged  that  the  prisoner  received  the  goods  of  A.  B., "  he,  the 
said  A.  B.,  then  knowing  them  to  have  been  stolen.**  After  a  verdict  of  guilty,  tiie 
counsel  moved  in  arrest  of  judgment,  on  the  ground  that  the  scienter  was  omitted; 
but  the  court  amended  the  count,  by  striking  out "  A.  B."  and  substituting  the  name  of 
the  prisoner.  Held,  first,  that  the  count  was  bad  as  it  was  originally  framed.  Secondly, 
that  the  objection  was  taken  at  the  proper  time.  Thirdly,  that  the  indictment  was 
not  amendable  after  verdict,  and  the  court  ordered  the  record  to  be  restored  to  iis 
original  state.    Regina  v.  Larkin,  xxvi.  572. 

8.  Misdescription  of  a  way.  An  indictment  for  obstructing  a  highway,  described  it 
as  a  footway  leading  from  A  to  B.  It  appeared  in  evidence,  that  the  way  in  question 
passed  from  A  to  B  through  C,  and  that  from  A  to  C  it  was  a  carriage-way,  and  from 
G  to  B  only  a  footway.  The  obstruction  complained  of  was  between  C  and  B.  ffeUij 
that  this  might  be  amended  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  100,  s.  1.  Regina  v.  Stwrge^ 
xxvi.  171. 

IV.   Variance. 

1.  An  indictment  charged  tlie  prisoner  with  attempting,  by  false  pretences  made  to 
J.  B.  and  others,  to  defraud  the  said  J.  B.  and  others  of  certain  goods,  the  property 
of  the  said  J.  B.  and  others.  On  the  trial,  it  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  made  the 
&lse  pretence  set  forth  in  the  indictment  to  J.  B.  only,  with  intent  to  defraud  J.  B.

V.  Conviction;  Judgment, 

1.  Indictment  for  robbing  and  beating — Conviction  for  an  assauU  with  intent  to  rob. 
An  indictment  for  robbing  and  beating  the  prosecutor,  where  the  jury  found  the 
porieoner  guilty  of  an  assault  with  intent  to  rob,  will  not  support  a  conviction  for  the 
ftkmy  of  assaulting  with  intent  to  rob ;  nor  will  the  verdict  justify  a  conviction  for 
the  aasault  alone.

L   General  Principles  as  to  granting  Injunctions, 

« 

1.  Affirmative  and  negative  covenants.  Where  a  contract  contains  covenants  to  do 
certain  acts,  and  also  to  abstain  from  doing  certain  other  acts,  the  court  has  jurisdiction 
to  restrain  the  breach  of  the  negative  covenants,  though  there  may  be  no*  jurisdiction 
to  specifically  perform  the  affirmative  covenants.  But  in  such  cases  the  court  will  de- 
cline to  interfere  where  the  jurisdiction  cannot  be  beneficially  exercised,  or  where  its 
exerdse  would  work  injustice,  as  in  a  case  where  the  consideration  for  the  negative 
covenant  of  the  one  party  is  the  affirmative  covenant  of  the  other  party,  which  latter 
die  court  cannot  specifically  perform.    Lundey  v.  Wagner,  xiii.  252. 

2.  Douht  as  to  party*s  legal  rights.  The  mere  existence  of  a  doubt  as  to  the  legal 
ri«rhls  of  a  party  applying  for  an  injunction,  is  not  in  all  cases  sufficient  to  prevent  the 
injunction  from  being  issued.     Ollendorff  y.  Black,  i.  114. 
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3.  Diacredonary  pouter  not  interfered  tdth.  In  the  absenee  of  special  dxtninutaace^ 
equity  wiU  not  interfere  to  control  or  limit  the  e:(erci8e  of  a  discretionary  power.  A 
granted  lands  to  the  use  of  trustees  for  a  term  tans  waste,  and,  subject  thereto,  to  the  use 
of  herself  for  life  saiu  waste,  with  remainder  to  the  use  of  B  for  life  tans  waste,  with 
remainders  over,  with  reminder  to  B  in  fee.  The  trusts  of  the  term  were,  by  cutting 
and  seUing  timber,  or  by  demising,  mortgaging,  and  selling  the  premises,  to  raise  three 
sums,  the  first  of  which  was  to  be  raised  forthwith  and  paid  to  A.  A  died  before  any 
money  had  been  raised.  Six  years  after  the  date  of  the  grant,  B,  as  tenant  for  life  in 
possesBion,  advertised  a  sale  of  timber.  Hddy  on  a  bill  by  the  trustees  for  an  injunc- 
tion against  B,  that  by  the  terms  of  the  grant  the  trustees  had,  as  to  the  mode  of  raising 
the^moneys,  a  discretion  with  which  the  court  could  not  interfere,  and  therefore  a  right 
to  enter  and  cut  timber,  to  which  right  B's  estate,  though  sans  waste,  was  subordinate; 
and  B  was  restrained  from  cutting  or  selling  the  timber  while  the  moneys  remained  to  be 
raised.    Kekiwdh  t.  Marker,  ▼.  129, 

4.  Interlocutory  application.  Where,  upon  an  interlocutory  application,  there  is  a 
primd  facie  case  made  out  for  an  injunction,  it  will,  as  a  general  role,  be  granted  by 
the  court,  if  more  mischief  will  be  done  by  withholding  than  by  granting  it  Cole  t* 
Sims,  xxiiL  584. 

d.  Status  of  property  protected*  The  coilH  of  chancery  will,  where  the  necessity  of 
the  case  requires  it,  interfere  by  injunction,  during  lidffation,  not  only  to  preserve 
property  in  statu  quo,  but  sometimes,  also,  to  prevent  the  deiendant  from  afiecting  it  by 
contracts,  or  conveyances,  or  other  acts.  The  Shrewsbury  and  Chester  Railway  Co. 
T.  The  Shrewsbury  and  Birmingham  Railway  Co^  iv.  171. 

6.  The  court  will  restrain  a  party  from  enforcing  a  legal  ciaim  where  promises  have 
been  made  to  the  person  legally  liable,  not  to  enforce  it,  upon  the  £uth  wherecrf'obligar 
tions  have  been  entered  into.    Money  v.  Jorden,  xL  182. 

II.  Special  Cases  in  which  an  J5y  unction  was  granted  or  refused. 

1.  To  restrain  foreign  corporation.  In  a  suit  for  the  administration  of  ih^  estate  of 
a  testator  domiciled  in  England,  and  having  real  and  personal  estate  both  in  En^and 
and  Scotland,  an  injunction  will  be  granted,  afler  a  decree,  to  restrain  a  Scotch  cor- 
poration having  large  real  estates  in  England  from  continuing  proceedings  in  the  court 
of  ses^on,  in  Scotland,  to  obtain  payment  of  a  debt  which  the  company  claimed  against 
the  testator  as  their  agent ;  and  that,  though  by  the  articles  of  partnership  the  company 
were  entitled  to  a  preferable  lien  upon  the  shares  of  the  testator  in  the  company. 
Service  of  the  notice  of  motion  at  the  office  ia  London  is*  for  the  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration, a  good  service,  where  it  is  admitted  that  at  the  head  office  in  Scotland  the 
corporation  had  notice.    Madaren  v.  Stainton,  xv.  500. 

2.  To  compel  a  company  to  keep  open  a  canal.  The  defendant  railway  company 
owned  a  canal  which  they  were  bound  to  keep  open.  They  built  a  wall  across  a  sort 
of  bay  which  the  plaintiff  alleged  was  part  of  the  canal.  The  plaintifi*  filed  his  bill  for 
an  injunction  to  make  the  defendants  undo  what  had  been  done,  and  to  prevent  them 
from  doing  more.  Held,  that  the  court  could  not  make  the  defendants  undo  any  tlung 
done,  but  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  injunction  to  restrain  them  from  proceed- 
ing to  do  more,  on  the  plaintiff  undertaking  to  bring  an  action  at  law  to  try  the  dis- 
puted right  Bradbury  v.  The  Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  Lincolnshire  Railway  Co, 
viii.  14«. 

8.  To  restrain  from  burning  bricks,  A  land  owner  having  built  a  house,  and  hud  oat 
grounds,  shrubberies,  and  gardens  adjacent  thereto,  before  1829,  and  let  the  same  to  a 
tenant,  the  house  was  continuously  occupied  aa  a  dwelling  down  to  1851.  Early  in 
1650,  the  owner  of  a^oining  land  began  to  manufacture  bricks  of  the  clay  or  earth  of 
the  same  knd,  by  burning  in  clamp,  within  144  feet  of  the  house  and  15  feet  of  the 
stable.    On  a  bill  by  the  land  owner  and  his  tenant,  praying  an  injunction  to  restrain 
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die  manufacture  of  tbe  bricks,  it  was  held,  that  the  brickmaking  was  a  priratc  nuisance, 
and  (bofti  parties  requesting  the  court  not  to  send  the  case  to  a  court  of  law)  an 
injunction  was  granted  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  burning  Mcks  on  his  ground  so 
as  to  occasion  damage  or  annoyance  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  house  and  grounds 
mitil  further  order.     Walter  v.  SelfSy  iv.  15. 

4.  To  restrain  commissioners  under  ffie  Tnclosure  Act  from  making  (heir  award. 
The  inclosure  commissioners,  under  the  Greneral  Inclosure  Act,  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  118, 
haring  made  promional  orders,  and  being  about  to  confirm  the  Tflduer's  report,  pur* 
suant  to  a  local  act,  a  biH  was  filed  by  parties  alleging  certain  particular  lands  in  the 
report  to  be  lands  not  subject  to  inclosure,  praying  an  injunction.  Upon  the  evidence 
it  appeared  that  the  lands  were  commonable,  and  the  court  hetd^  affirming  a  decision 
of  the  court  below,  that  it  had  no  authority  to  interfere  by  injunction  to  restrain  the 
commissoners  from  making  their  award.     Turner  t.  Blamire,  xix.  521. 

5.  Puhlication  of  foreign  music — Foreign  copyright*  At  a  time  when  there  were 
conflicting  decisions  on  the  question  of  foreign  copyright,  the  plaintiff  gare  the  defend- 
ant notice  to  desist  from  publishing  some  fijreign  music  that  the  plaintiff  had  bought ; 
after  the  question  was  settled  &Torab1y  to  the  plaintiff,  he  gave  the  defendant  another 
notice  to  desist,  and,  on  his  disregarding  it,  filed  this  bill  for  an  injunction.  On  motion 
the  injunction  was  granted,  and  the  plaintiff  was  put  on  terms  to  bring  an  action  to  try 
his  right,  if  the  defendant  required  him.    Buxton  t.  James,  yiii.  165. 

6.  Against  the  transfer  of  stock.  An  old  woman  was  induced,  without  consideration, 
to  transfer  her  stock  into  the  name  of  another,  who,  by  his  answer,  swore  that  there 
had  been  a  gifl  of  it  to  him,  subject  to  a  trust  fbr  the  transferrer  fbr  life.  An  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  transfer  and  receipt  of  the  dividends  was  continued.  CSistance  v. 
Cunningham^  xrii.  501. 

7.  Granted  without  proof  of  actual  damage,  A  contract  was  entered  into  between 
a  canal  company  and  the  plaintiffs,  the  owners  of  paper  mills,  as  to  the  mode  of  enjoy- 
ment of  the  waters  by  which  both  were  supplied.  The  company  did  acts  in  violation 
of  the  contract.  Held,  that  it  was  no  answer,  to  say  that  the  acts  proposed  would  not 
be  injurious,  or  even  to  prove  that  they  were  beneficial  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  an  injunc- 
tion was  granted  without  proof  of  actual  damage.  Dickenson  v.  Grand  Junction  Canal 
Co.  xix.  287. 

8.  To  prevent  interference  unth  incorporeal  hereditament  The  local  board  of  health, 
having  commenced  the  construction  of  a  sewer  under  certain  fields  on  the  banks  of  the 
River  Avon,  belonging  to  the  plaintiffs,  who  were  also  entitled  to  a  several  fishery  and 
to  watering-places  fbr  cattle  in  the  river,  but  were  not  owners  of  the  water  or  of  the 
bed  of  the  river,  the  outlet  to  such  sewer  being  intended  to  open  into  the  river  within 
the  lumts  of  the  free  fishery,  were  restrained  by  injunction  at  the  suit  of  the  plaintiffs 
firom  prosecuting  such  works.     Oldaker  v.  Hunt,  xxxi.  508. 

9.  To  prevent  an  adjoining  proprietor  from  making  a  tunnel  under  a  turnpike  road — 
EasemenL  He  trustees  of  a  turnpike  road,  which  passed  over  a  hOI,  were  empowered 
to  lower  it  when  necessary.  They  applied  to  restrain  an  adjoining  freeholder  from 
making  a  tunnel  under  the  road,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  obstruct  the  future  im- 
provement of  the  road.  The  court,  however,  held,  that  it  had  no  authority  to  interfere, 
and  refbsed  the  application.     Cunliffe  v.  WhaUey,  xvii.  503. 

10.  To  prevent  prosecution  against  receivers  acting  under  leave  of  court*  The  agents 
of  the  receiver  in  a  cause,  acting  under  leave  of  the  court,  took  forcible  possession  of  a 
honse  occnped  by  a  servant  of  one  of  the  defendants.  An  order  was  made  restraining 
that  defendant  from  prosecuting  an  indictment  agmnst  the  agents.  Turner  v.  Turner^ 
0.  ISO. 

11.  To  prevent  possible  mischief  Fhiintiff  churned  to  be  entitled  to  a  beach  by 
crown  grant.  Defendants,  highway  surveyors,  having  taken  st<mes  from  it  to  mend 
the  ways,  alleged  their  right  to  do  so  by  custom,  by  prescription,  and  by  statute. 
Held^  that  die  rights  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  were  le^,  and  most  be  decided  by  an

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action ;  that  the  court  mnst  ooasider  which  of  the  two  parties  were  likely  to  sostaia 
most  injary ;  that,  notwithstanding  the  want  of  Uistinct  evidence  respecting  injury,  the 
court,  to  prevent  a  pdfcble  mischief,  would  grant  an  injunction,  and  give  the  plaintiff 
leave  to  bring  an  action,  but  it  refused  to  say  that  h»  must  do  so.  Qowes  y,  Beckf 
vii.  42. 

12.  Affoinst  a  roXUoay  company  toftose  skarea  were  held  by  indkiduaU  in  trust  /ar 
another  railway  company.  A  railway  company,  for  whom  shares  in  another  company 
are  held  in  trust  by  individuab,  have  such  an  equitable  interest  bb  to  enable  them  to 
maintain  a  bill  for  an  injunction  against  the  doings  of  the  company  whose  tdiares  ace 
held  in  trust  for  them,  making  their  trustees  defendants.  The  Great  Western  Railway 
Co,  V.  Rushouty  X.  72. 

18.  To  restrain  the  execution  of  a  deed.  Where  the  trustees  of  a  chap^  were  pro- 
ceeding to  mortgage  it  for  a  small  sum,  without  any  apparent  neoesaity  for  snch  a 
course,  the  court  granted  an  injunction  to  restrain  them  from  executing  sock  vaaiigsgi^ 
the  plaintiflr  undertaking  to  alnde  any  order  which  tiie  court  might  make  as  to  the 
payment  of  the  debt  proposed  to  be  secured.    RigaU  v.  FoMer^  xxiii.  71. 

14.  An  agent  or  joint  owner  restrained  from  dealiny  with  tke  property  of  his  psi$^ 
cipal,  or  co-owner.  The  directors  of  a  provisionally  registered  company  purchased  a 
lease  of  a  mine,  ibr  2,000  shares,  to  be  considered  as  paid  up,  from  the  defendant  S.^ 
acting  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  plaintiff.  The  lease  was  assigned  to  trustees  for 
the  company,  and  2,000  free  shares  were  allotted  to  S.  in  his  own  name.  Hie  oom- 
pany  was  completely  registered,  but  8.  never  executed  the  deed  of  settlement,  or  Teg-> 
istered  as  a  shareholder  in  respect  of  these  shares.  S.  had  made  advances  on  the 
shares  for  the  plaintiff,  and  had  brought  an  action  for  the  sune.  On  motion  for  an 
injunction,  it  appeared  that  S.  had  refused  to  deliver  to  the  plaintiff  his  shares,  allei^ng 
fraud  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  projection  of  the  company,  and  that  the  mine 
was  worthless,  and  that  S.  had  exchanged  the  2,000  free  shares  for  others.  An  injunc- 
tion was  nevertheless  granted,  (on  payment  of  the  balance  of  advances  into  coort,)  to 
restrain  S.  from  executing  the  deed  of  settlement,  or  registering  the  2,000  shares,  and  to 
restrain  the  company  from  allowing  any  such  execution  or  registry.  Fyfo  v.  Swai^^ 
viii.  184. 

15.  Remedy  at  law — Distress-^Vendor  and  purchaser.  Where  a  vendor  has  exb^ 
cuted  a  legal  assignment  of  property  to  a  purchaser,  the  court  of  chancery  will  not,  od 
the  application  of  the  latter,  interfere  by  injunction  to  restrain  the  fimn^from  illegibly 
distraining  upon  the  tenants  of  the  property  assigned,  for  alleged  arrears  of  rent  aocned 
since  the  assignment    Drake  v.  Westf  xvii.  867. 

16.  To  restrain  proceedings  firr  damages  under  Lands  Clauses  Act  A  obtained  an 
injunction  to  restrain  B  from  proceeding  for  damages  under  the  Lands  Ckoses  Aet, 
alleging  that  the  damage  was  not  within  the  act  Injunction  dissolved.  The  Stndk 
Staffordshire  Railway  Co.  v.  fTo^,  iiL  105.  See,  also,  The  East  and  W.  L  Docks  RaS- 
way  Co,  V.  Oattke,  iiL  59. 

1 7.  A,  proceeding  under  authority  of  a  special  act  of  parliament,  injured  tlie 
business  of  B.  B  claimed  compensation,  gave  notice,  and  proceeded  to  appoint  an 
arbitrator,  under  the  68th  section  of  the  8  Vict  c.  18,  (the  Lands  Clauses  ConaoBd*- 
tion  Act,  1845.)  Upon  a  bill  filed  by  A,  an  injunction  was  granted  to  restrain  the 
flirther  proceedings  of  B  until  he  established  his  right  at  law,  but  on  appeal  it  was 
dissolved.     The  Sutton  Harbor  Improvement  Company  v.  HUchins^  ix.  41. 

18.  Misapplication  of  rates — Lapse  of  time.  Where  commissioners  wei€  appointed 
to  execute  the  several  provisions  of  the  statute  by  which  they  were  constituted,  wifli 
-powers  to  raise  money,  by  levying  rates,  &c.,  which  was  to  be  applied  to  certain  een- 
merated  purposes  and  to  none  other,  they  cannot  apply  the  money  so  raised  to  the 
costs  of  soliciting  a  new  act  with  enlarged  powers,  such  application  not  being  expre«» 
ly  authorized  by  the  act;  and  if  the  objects  of  the  act  are  of  a  general  and  public 
nature,  the  attorney-general  may  appear  against  them.    A  delay  of  four  months,  in 
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Boeh  a  case,  will  not  prooliide  a  motiOQ  for  an  injnnotion,  wbile  any  of  sach  ftinds  oovi- 
thkiie  to  be  nisapptied.  The  Au^mey^Genered  t.  Eaadake^  (Plymouth  Paving  Com- 
misswters,}  xxL  43. 

19.  To  restrain  tkepcUuHon  of  the  footers  of  a  river-^AequitMence.  Pardes  liaving 
vorks  on  a  river,  and  having  established  iheir  right  to  have  the  water  come  to  their 
works  in  a  pure  state,  applied  for  an  injunction  to  reptrain  the  defendants,  (who  were 
employed  in  dyeing,  higher  np  the  stream,)  fixxn  poUuting  the  water  thereby,  to  the 
damage  of  the  plaintiffs.  Heldf  that  the  court  is  not  guided  by  the  amount  of  damages 
given  at  law;  that  tiie  passive  acquiescence  of  the  plaintiffs  in  such  employment  of  de- 
fendants for  five  years,  was  enough  ground  for  refusing  an  ii^jnnction.  Wood  v.  Su^ 
cUfe,  viii.  21 7. 

20.  Sembie,  that  the  ftct  that  an  injury  may  be  compensated  by  money,  and  that 
granting  an  injnnction  would  seriously  damage  the  defendant  without  doing  any  prao 
tieal  good  to  the  plaintiff,  woold  be  sufficient  ground  for  refusing  an  injunction.    /6. 

21.  MiH  owners — Use  of  water  in  canal-^Acqwescence.  Where  a  canal  company 
has  encouraged  another  party  to  construct  a  mill  in  soch  a  manner  as  to  derive  an 
nnanthorijsed  use  of  water  &om  the  canal,  and  such  use  has  been  continued,  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  company  for  die  space  of  ^ghteen  years,  the  court  will  not  then 
grant  an  injnnctbn  to  restrain  such  use.  But  where  the  company  have  not  known  of, 
nor  asaented  to,  sach  unauthorized  use,  or  where  they  have  assented  to  the  construe* 
tion  of  a  mill  and  the  use  of  water  only  for  authorized  purposes,  any  such  unauthorized 
vse,  thoogh  continued  for  several  years  after  notice  that  the  company  wiU  not  permit 
the  same,  wfll  not  bar  their  rights,  and  an  injunction  restraining  such  use  will  be 
granted.     The  Rochdale  Canal  Co,  v.  King,  viL  208 ;  and  zzi.  177. 

22.  To  restrain  a  former  servant  from  imitating  and  seUing  a  grate  contrived  by  his 
master,  F.  contrived  a  grate,  which  he  termed  ^  F.'s  Patent  Kitchener,"  but  no  patent 
was  ever  taken  out.  H.,  fbrmerly  a  servant  of  P.,  obtained,  surreptitiously,  lists  of  his 
customen,  and  copies  of  his  plans,  &c.,  and  used  them  in  constructing  an  exactly  sim- 
Uar  artide,  which  he  sold  under  the  name  of  **  F.'s  Patent  Kitchener,"  but  there  was 
no  proof  that  he  represented  the  articles  so  sold  by  him  as  baring  been  actually  made 
by  F.  Plaintiff  suffered  four  months  to  elapse  without  taking  any  steps.  Held,  that 
the  nusrepresentation  as  to  the  article  being  patent  was  so  far  fraudulent,  that,  looking 
also  to  the  lapse  of  time,  the  court  would  not  interfere  summarily  by  injunction  to  pre- 
vent defondant  using  plaintaff 's  name  in  such  manner ;  and,  therefore,  the  bQl  was 
retained  for  six  months,  with  liberty  to  bring  an  action  in  the  mean  time.  FlaveU  t. 
JETorrifon,  xix.  15. 

2^  Secret  of  compounding  msdieines.  A  party  was  restnuned  from  using  the  secret 
of  Gompoanding  a  medicine  not  protected  by  patent,  it  appearing  that  the  secret  was 
knported  to  him,  to  hu  knowledge,  in  breach  of  fiiith  or  oontraet.  Morison  v.  Moai^ 
tL  14. 

24.  Secret  of  trade.  A  party  who  has  a  secret  in  a  trade  and  employs  persons  under 
oontnict  express  or  implied,  or  under  a  duty  express  or  implied,  can  restrain  by  injuno- 
tioB  such  of  those  peraoas  as  have  gained  a  knowledge  of  the  secret  from  setting  it  up 
against  the  employer.    Morison  v.  Moat,  ix.  182. 

25.  What  is  taking  possession  of  land  wUhin  the  Lands  Clauses  Act — Acts  of  con* 
tractor  tending  on  employer.  .  A  corporation  having,  under  the  act  of  parliament, 
right  to  take  land  for  the  purposes  of  certain  public  worics,  gave  notice  to  the  owner 
of  the  inheritance  of  an  intention  to  take  it  They  entered  regularly  upon  the  land 
for  the  purpose  of  snrveys,  &c.,  and  aflerwards  their  contractors,  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  corporstion,  bnt  with  the  consent  of  the  oocnpying  tenants,  brought  some  wagons,  ^ 
vails,  and  other  implements  on  the  land,  and  there  lefl  them,  but  did  not  coounenoe 
the  works,  or  do  any  damage.  This  was  done  without  obtaining  the  assent  of  the 
platatiff,  but  it  becaaie  known  to  his  agent  in  the  end  of  December.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  foUowing  Fehraazy,  liritfaoat  any  previous  commnnication  with  the  defendantSy 
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he  filed  a  bill  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  them  from  allowing  tbe  wagons,  &c.,  to  re* 
main  on  the  land,  and  from  taking  possession  of  the  land  until  they  had  complied  wiUi 
the  provisions  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Act  Held,  that  though  the  corporation  were 
bound  by  the  acts  of  tl^ir  contractors,  the  acts  done  were  not  a  taking  posscssioa 
within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  and  the  bill  was  improperiy  filed.  StandUh  r.  The 
Mayor y  5*c.  of  Liverpool,  xv.  255.  . 

26.  Land  paid  for  by  railway  company  claimed  by  third  person,  A  railway  company 
psud  for  and  took  a  conveyance  of  a  piece  of  land  from  A.  B  afterwards  claimed  the 
land,  and  moved  to  restrain  the  company  fVom  taking  it,  their  compulsory  powers  hav- 
ing expired.  The  evidence  of  title  was  conflicting  between  A  and  B.  Held,  that  B 
had  his  remedy  by  ejectment;  and  injunction  refused.  Webster  v.  The  Southeastern 
Railway  Co.  i.  204. 

27.  Directors  restrained  from  expending  money  till  validity  of  contract  was  setded 
at  law.  Where  the  directors  of  a  railway  company  had  entered  mto  a  contract,  the 
legality  of  which  was  doubtful,  to  expend  money  in  laying  down  rails,  they  were  r&> 
strained,  at  the  suit  of  some  of  the  shareholders,  from  laying  down  the  rails  till  the 
validity  of  the  contract  had  been  decided  upon  at  law.    Beman  v.  Rufford,  vi.  106. 

28.  Building  part  of  railway  line  and  abandoning  remainder — Application  of  funds — 
Bill  by  shareholder  against  directors.  Though  a  shareholder  in  a  railway  company  has 
an  equity  to  have  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  directors  from  applying  the  funds  of  the 
company  in  the  completion  of  a  part  only  of  the  line  with  a  view  to  the  abandonment 
of  the  remainder,  yet  where  he,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  intention  to  abandon  the 
greater  part  of  the  line,  remained  passive  for  eighteen  months,  while  the  directors  were 
expending  large  sums  in  the  completion  of  the  remainder,  the  court  refused  to  interfere 
by  injunction.     Graham  v.  The  Birkenhead,  f^c.  Junction  Railway  Co.  vi.  132. 

29.  For  other  cases  touching  the  interference  by  injunction  to  restrain  the  dtrecton 
of  railway  companies,  with  reference  to  the  application  of  the  funds  of  their  com- 
panies, see  Stevens  v.  The  South  Devon  Railway  Co,  ii.  138;  Munt  v.  The  ShrewAury, 
{fc.  Railway  Co,  iii.  144 ;  Hodgson  y.  The  Earl  ofPowis,  ym,  257 ;  Logan  v.  Cotirtoton, 
v.  171. 

m.  Breach  of  Injunction, 

1.  On  a  bill  filed  to  restrain  proceedings  at  law  brought  by  three  of  defendants,  the 
common  injunction  was  obtained  against  the  three.  Two  answered,  and  obtained  «e 
order  to  dissolve  the  injunction  generally,  which  was  made  absolute,  the  third  party 
not  having  answered.  The  defendants  who  had  answered  then  issued  execntioii 
against  the  plaintiff.  Held,  that  they  were  not  guilty  of  contempt  of  court  in  issoing 
execution,  but  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  orders  nist  and  absolute  for  dissolT- 
ing  the  injunction  ought  to  have  been  confined  to  the  defendants  who  had  answerecL 
Money  r,  Jorden,  i.  146.  ^ 

2.  Defendants,  who  claimed  to  be  equitable  mortgagees,  in  possession  of  eertain 
houses,  had  commenced  palling  down  the  wall  of  one  of  them.  Plaintiff,  who  claimed 
the  legal  estate,  obtained  an  ex  parte  injunction  to  restrain  them  finom  waste,  injury^ 
&c.  Plaintiff  afterwards  put  workmen  into  the  houses,  who  locked  out  the  defendants, 
and  they  thereupon  entered  by  breaking  a  window,  and  ejected  the  workmen.  Heldj 
no  breach  of  injunction.  Costs  for  defendants,  though  they  had  used  personal  Tio» 
lence.    Loder  v.  Arnold^  iL  87. 

3.  Sequestration  for  breach  of  an  injunction,  A  railway  company  was  enjoined 
from  further  interfering  with,  obstructing,  &c.f  a  particular  road.  They  then  laid  their 
rails  over  the  road  on  a  level,  and  by  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of  railwnya 
had  erected  gates,  and  opened  the  line.  The  court  ordered  a  sequestration  to  imub 
for  breach  of  the  injunction,  and  refused  to  suspend  process  to  wait  for  an  appeaL 
The  Aitomey-General  v.  The  Great  Northern  Raikoay  Co.  iu.  863. 
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IV.  IHssohititm  of  Injunction  ;  Practice, 

1.  J>u$olutian  on  the  merits  of  ansioer.  Where  the  common  iz\junction  has  been 
dissolved  on  the  merits  in  the  answer,  and  the  bill  is  afterwards  amended,  a  like  injunc- 
tion cannot  be  obtained,  aa  of  course,  for  want  of  appearance  to  the  amended  bilL 
Zulueia  T.  Vinentj  viL  185. 

2.  Plaintiff's  legal  right  doubtfuL  The- plaintiff's  legal  title  being  doubtful,  and  the 
continuance  of  the  injunction  being  unnecessary  for  the  protection  of  plaintiffs,  and 
injurious  to  the  defendants,  t]^e  injunction  was  diasdved,  and  an  account  ordered  as 
sufficient  to  protect  plaintiff's  interests.  The  Shrewsbury  and  Birmingham  Railteay 
Co.  V.  The  London  and  Northwestern  RaUway  Co.  L  122. 

S.  Affidavits  used  against  answer  after  dissolution  of  injunction.  Where  a  special 
ii^niiction  has  been  obtained  on  affidavits,  and,  on  the  answer  coming  in,  the  defend- 
ant moves  to  dissolve,  such  affidavits  may  be  used  against  the  answer.  Custance  ▼• 
Cunningham^  xvii.  501. 

4.  An  injunction  obtained  by  a  company  was  dissolved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  on 
the  ground  that  it  ought  never  to  have  been  granted.  The  company,  who  had  not 
raised  the  question  beilbre  the  Vice-Chancellor,  appealed  from  the  order  dissolving  the 
injunction,  on  the  ground  that  it  ought  to  have  been  made  on  such  terms  as  that  their 
rights  to  take  certain  proceedings  might  not  be  affected  by  lapse  of  time.  Application 
refused.     The  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Co.  v.  Hall,  vii.  SO. 

5.  Copyright — Undertaking — Inquiry  as  to  damages.  A  plaintiff  claiming  copy- 
right in  a  woik  by  a  foreigner,  and  assigned  to  him,  obtained  an  injunction  on  giving 
an  undertaking  to  abide  by  any  order  the  court  ought  make  respecting  damages  the 
defendant  might  sustain  by  reason  of  the  injunction.  The  House  of  Lords  (after 
confficting  decisions  in  the  courts  of  law)  decided,  that  a  party  in  the  atuation  o£  the 
plaintiff  in  this  suit,  had  no  tiUe  to  copyright;  and  the  injunction  was  dissolved  with- 
out opposition.  The  defendant  moved  for  an  inquiry  as  to  damage.  Held,  that  the 
defendant  was  entitled  to  an  inquiry  what,  if  any,  damage  he  had  sustained.  Novella 
T.  James,  xxxL  280. 

6.  Cross-examination  on  motion  for  injunction.  On  a  motion  for  an  injunction,  the 
defendant  is  entitied  to  cross-examine  the  plaintiff's  witnesses  before'  filing  his  own 
affidavits.    Besemeres  v.  Besemeres,  xxiii.  S49. 

7.  Where  a  motion  for  an  injunction  is  ordered  to  stand  over,  with  leave  to  the 
plaintiff  to  bring  an  action,  the  plaintiff  is  not  bound  to  bring  his  action  till  the  de- 
fendant applies  to  the  court    Bell  v.  Bellj  i.  121. 

INNKEEPER. 

1.  lAaMity  of  innkeeper — Negligence  of  plaintiff.  In  an  action  against  an  inn* 
keeper  finr  tiie  loss  of  goods,  if  the  jury  find  that  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  gross 
De^^^ence,  the  innkeeper  is  relieved  from  his  liability.    Armistead  v.  White,  vi.  349. 

2.  Retaining  borrowed  goods.  An  innkeeper  is  not  justified  in  detaining  for  his  un- 
paid bin  a  piano  borrowed  of  a  manufacturer  by  a  guest  whilst  residing  at  the  inn, 
the  innkeeper  kaowiag  that  it  had  been  so  borrowed.  Broadwood  v.  Granara,  xxviii. 
443. 

8.  ZiabiUiy  of  boardvng^iousekeeper  for  negligence  of  servant.  The  plaintiff  was  a 
guest  in  the  defendantfs  boarding-house,  at  a  weekly  payment,  upon  the  terms  of  being 
provided  with  board  and  lodging,  and  attendance.  The  plaintiff  being  about  to  leave 
the  bouse,  sent  one  of  the  defendant's  servants  on  an  errand ;  the  servant  lefl  the  front 
door  ajar,  and  whilst  he  was  absent  on  the  errand,  a  thief  stole  a  box  of  the  plain- 
tiff's from  the  halL  The  jury  were  directed  that  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to 
taice  more  eava  of  the  house  and  the  things  in  it,  than  a  prudent  owner  would  take^ 
and  that  she  was  not  Jiable  if  there  were  no  ne^gence  on  her  part  in  hiring  and 

tiie  servant,  and  that  question  was  left  to  the  jury,    Hdd^  by  the  court,  that 
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at  least  it  wag  the  defendaaf s  duty  to  take  rach  care  of  her  house  and  the  tijagi  of 

her  guedts  in  it,  aa  every  prudent  hovueholder  woold  take.    By  Wigfatman,  J.,  and 

Erie,  J.,  that  the  directioa  at  the  trid  was  right;  by  Lotd  Caxiq>beU,  C.  J.,  and 

Coleridge,  J.,  that  it  was  not  correct    Dansey  ▼.  Rickardsony  zzv.  H.

1.  Transfer  of  jurisdiction  from  commissioners  to  county  courts — Rehearing,  The 
10  &  11  Vict  c.  102,  s.  10,  abolishes  the  circuits  of  the  insolvent  commissioners,  and 
transfers  their  powers  to  the  judges  of  the  county  courts,  to  whom  it  gives  the  same 
power  and  authority  with  respect  to  any  petition  transmitted  to  tiiem,  and  to  do  afl 
sneh  matters  and  things  respecting  such  prisoner  as  the  court  for  insolvent  debton,  or 
any  commismoner  might  do  in  the  matter  of  petitions  heard  before  them.  Beld, 
(dubUante  Crompton,  J.,)  that  the  judge  of  a  county  court,  by  whcmi  an  insolvent 
had  been  discharged,  had  jurisdiction  to  order  a  rehearing,  and  to  issue  a  warrant 
under  the  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s,  96,  to  bring  up  the  insolvent  for  the  purpose  of  the 
rehearing.  Qucere,  whether  such  a  warrant  can  be  executed  out  of  the  district  of 
the  county  court  ?

2.  Rehearing  of  ease  after  discharge  of  insolvent  The  court  for  the  relief  of  in- 
solvent debtors  has  no  jurisdiction  to  rehear  the  case  of  an  insolvent  who  has  been 
discharged  by  the  judge  of  a  county  court  under  10  &  11  Vict  c.  102,  s.  2;  hot  it 
seems  the  judge  of  the  county  court  has  power  to  rehear  the  case.  Ex  parte  PkiBipSj 
xiv.  34. 

3.  Satisfaction  of  judgment  entered  jAp  against  insolvent  Where  judgment  has  been 
entered  up  against  an  insolvent  debtor,  in  pursuance  of  sect  87  of  stat  1  &  9  ^ct 
c.  110,  the  court  of  queen's  bench  has  no  jurisdiction  to  order  satisfaction  to  be  entered 
on  such  judgment,  upon  the  ground  that  all  the  debts  in  respect  of  which  the  adjudica- 
tion was  made,  have  been  paid.  The  power  to  make  auoh  an  order  is  reserved,  nnd^ 
sect.

H.  Rights  of  Insolvent.

110,  may  sue  fbr  a  debt  which  aoemet 
due  to  him  after  the  vesting  order,  and  before  his  final  discharge,  unless  tiie  provisiooal 
assignee  interferes.

A  perBon  was  duchatged  as  an  insolTent  debtor,  and  the  order  for  his  db- 
olwiga  aflertrards  annvUed  on  die  groand  of  fraud.  It  was  keld^  that  he  had  an  in- 
niimUe  interest  in  pn^er^  acquired  bj  him  before,  and  insured  after  his  insolvency.

3.  Equity  of  redempiuin  of  pcUey  of  inntranee.  SemhUy  that  the  owner  of  an 
equitT*  of  redemption  of  a  policy  of  insurance  has  no  olaim  separate  from  his  assignee 
after  he  has  become  insolvent    Desborough  y.  Harris,  xxxi.  692. 

IIL  Rights  and  lAdbiUties  of  Assignees. 

1.  Right  to  diplomas,  certificates,  jrc.  Diplomas  conferring  degrees  and  honors, 
and  certificates  from  medical  institutions  and  practitioners,  do  not  pass  to  the  pro- 
visional assignee  by  the  vesting  order  of  the  insolvent  debtors'  court,  under  stat  1  &  2 
Tict.  c  110,  s.  37.    Kemot  v.  Catdin,  xxii.  234. 

2.  Right  to  pension  granted  to  insolvenL  A  pension  granted  as  ai  compensation  for 
die  value  of  an  office  which  has  been  abolished,  is  aasignable,  and  passes  to  the 
assignee  of  tibe  penaoner  in  insolvency  unless  specially  exempted  by  statute,  even 
although  he  is  obliged  to  make  oath  periodically  as  to  an  existing  state  of  fiicts,  upon 
which  his  right  to  continue  to  receive  the  pension  depends.  Spooner  v.  Payne,  z. 
202. 

8.  JS^JUs  as  against  sequestrator  of  insolvenfs  estate.  A  defendant  was  committed 
£oT  contempt  for  not  obeying  an  order  made  on  him  for  the  payment  of  certain  sums 
o^  money  into  court,  and  a  writ  of  sequestration  isnied  against  his  estate.  He  was 
aAerwarda  diachaiged  from  prison  under  the  insolvent  debtors'  act.  A  petition  by  the 
aangnee  tiiat  the  sequestrator  might  deliver  up  possesnon  of  the  estate  of  defendant, 
was  dtsmissed.    Taiham  t.  Parker,  six.  578. 

4.  Right  to  fund  belonging  to  vdfe  of  insolvent.  The  proviaional  assignee  of  the 
insolvent  debtors'  court  claimed  a  fund  belonging  to  a  wife,  which,  upon  her  consent, 
had  been  ordered  to  be  paid  to  her  husband  who  had  been  insolvent  HM,  that  her 
ooQsent  had  not  vested  the  fbnd  in  her  husband  so  as  to  deprive  this  court  of  its 
joiisdictioD  to  rescind  the  order  and  direct  the  fund  to  be  setded  for  the  benefit  of 
herself  and  &mily.     Watson  v.  MarshaU,  xix.  569. 

5.  Mortgage  of  after-acquired  property — Mistake-^Rights  of  assignee  of  mortgagor 
agmnai  wuntgagee.  A  &rmer  made  an  assignment  by  way  of  mortgage  of  his  stock, 
erofpB^  8oc«  oa  a  ftnn  which  he  occupied,  the  asagnment  containing  words  sufficient  to 
isadode  afl^r^«oquired  property.  He  afterwards  acquired  property  in  another  farm, 
which  with  the  consent  of  the  farmer,  and  probaUy  on  his  belief  that  it  passed  by  the 
asBignment,  was  sold  by  the  assignees.  He  became  insolvent,  and  his  assignee  in  in- 
solTency  brought  an  action  against  the  assignees  who  had  sold  the  property  to  recover 
it  Meidf  that  as  there  was  no  fraud,  but  only  a  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  insolvent, 
the  properly  could  not  be  recovered  back.    Piatt  v.  Bromage,  xxviii.  521. 

6.  What  causes  of  action  pass  to  assignee — Pledge  and  insolvency  of  pledgor. 

DedaratioQ  that  in  consideration  of  the  defendant's  withdrawing  his  execution  the 

plaintiff  deliyered  to  him  as  security  a  printing  machine,  with  a  power  to  redeem  the 

aame  within  a  specified  time  on  payment  of  a  sum  agreed  upon ;  and  upon  an  offer 

ef  payment  within  the  time  specified,  the  defendant  refused  to  deliver  up  the  machine, 

whereby  the  plaintiff  lost  great  profits  and  became  insolvent    The  defendant  pleaded 

that,  alter  the  accruing  of  the  causes  of  action  declared  upon,  the  plaintiff  became 

insolTenii  and  his  estate  and  effects  were  vested  in  the  provisional  assignee.    Held, 

thjit  this  plea  was  good  without  averring  that  the  assignee  had  interfered,  and  that 

the  eauee  of  aetimi  stated  in  the  declaration  was  an  entire  cause  of  action  which 

touched  tiie  personal  estate  of  the  insolvent,  and  therefore  passed  to  the  asrignee, 

and  alflOj  that  sect  142  of  the  Cmnmon-hiw  Frocedure  Act,  applies  only  to  actioM 
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pending  at  the  time  when  a  bankraptey  or  insoWenc^  occtin.    Iranian  ▼•  ColBir,

7.  Devesting  estate  out  of  assignee  and  revesting  in  insoheni.  HM^  tiiat  mder  the 
1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  the  discharge  out  of  custody  of  an  inmlyent  with  the  coosent  of 
his  detaining  creditor,  without  any  adjudication  in  diat  behrif,  had  the  efieot  of 
putting  a  stop  to  the  operation  of  the  vesting  order,  and  of  devariing  the  iittolTonft 
estate  out  of  the  assignee,  and  Investing  it  in  die  insolvent  himielf.  Ofange  v.  Tneh^ 
viL  431. 

8.  Discharge  of  insolvent  out  of  custody  by  consent — Vesting  order.  Where  an  in- 
solvent, who  had  petitioned  for  his  discharge  under  stat.  1  &  S  Vict  c.  110,  was  dis- 
charged out  of  custody  by  the  consent  of  his  detaining  creditor,  without  any  adjodiea- 
tion  being  made,  the  vesting  order  continues  in  fbrce  until  an  adjudieationf  under 
sect  37,  has  rendered  it  void ;  and  therefore,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  qaeen's 
bench,  (xiv.  77,)  the  property  remains  in  the  aaignee.    KemH  v.  Pittis^  zz.  €7. 

9.  Conditional  bill  of  sale — Insolvency  of  vendor.  Under  a  bill  of  eaU  after  con- 
dition unfulfilled,  the  property  passes  as  if  for  full  value  received  and  the  vesder's 
assignees  cannot  recover ;  otherwise,  if  any  thing  wetre  necessary  to  complete  the  coo* 
veyance  at  the  lime  of  the  filing  of  the  petitioa  fi>r  protadioa  under  tlie  atatotet 
Simpson  v.  Wood,  xii.  558. 

10.  Reversionary  interest  of  insolvent  in  trust-fund  not  interied  in  sdkeduU^Sub^ 
sequent  assignment  to  purchaser  for  value — Rights  of  purchaser  and  assignee,  A  per* 
aon,  being  entitled  to  a  reversionary  interest  in  a  truat-fimd,  became  twice  innlveat» 
but  on  neither  occasion  did  he  insert  that  property  in  his  echedule,  and  the  insolvtBl 
assignee  did  not  give  notice  of  the  insolvency  to  the  trustees  of  the  fnad  other  iktSu 
by  the  general  notice  in  the  Gazette.  Subsequently,  the  insolveBt  amgned  the 
reversionary  interest  to  a  purchaser  for  value,  without  notice  of  the  insolveney,  who 
immediately  gave  notice  of  the  assignment  to  the  .trustees  of  the  fund.  HM,  affinn* 
ing  the  decision  of  the  court  below,  that  the  assignment  to  the  insolvent  assSgnee, 
under  the  7  Geo.  IV.  c.  57,  s.  11,  had  no  greater  effiaot  than  an  aswjgnment  for  ralue 
"would  have  had ;  and  that,  as  the  insolvent  assignee  had  not  peifected  his  tide  by 
giving  notice  to  the  trustees,  the  title  of  the  sufaseqaent  purdiaser  for  value  mast 
prevaiL    In  re  Atkinson's  Trust,  xiiL  459. 

11.  Liability  for  messenger^ s  fees,  A  creditor's  assignee  in  insolvency  under  5  &  6 
Vict  c.  116,  s.  1,  and  7  &  8  Vict  c  96,  s.  4,  is  not  liable  for  the  messenger^s  fees,  ex- 
cept upon  an  express  contract    Hawber  v.  HoM^  iv»  882« 

IV.  Discharge  and  Opposition  thereto;  Fined  Order, 

1.  Correct  scheduie  essential  to  discharge.  In  order  to  entitle  an  insolvent  to  a  dis- 
charge, he  must  name  in  his  schedule  all  his  crediton,  oe  those  who  claim  to  be  hti 
creditors,  and  describe  their  debts  as  far  as  it  b  possible  for  him  to  do  it  I/mbert  v. 
Smith,  vi.  394. 

2.  When  discharge  does  not  satisfy  judgment.  The  discharge  by  an  insohent  court 
of  a  person  against  whom  a  judgment  for  debt  has  been  obtained  in  a  coonty  court, 
does  not  satisfy  the  judgment,  and  the  claim  still  remains  good  against  the  debtor. 
Abley  v.  Dale,  vi.  422. 

3.  Discharge  of  judgment  debtor  no  bar  to  further  proceedings  on  judgment  of  county 
court.  It  is  no  bar  to  further  proceedings  on  a  judgment  obtained  in  a  county  court, 
fhat  the  judgment  debtor  has  been  discharged  by  the  insolvent  court  under  a  petitioa 
presented  after  the  date  of  the  judgment ;  and  such  judgment  may  still  be  enforced 
by  a  judgment. suounons  under  the  9  &  10  Vict  c  95,  a.

4.  When  discharge  cannot  be  pleaded  in  answer  to  action,  A  dischax^e  under  the

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vii^iig  sbtTM  kBt  to  iht  defendant  and  to  be  retnraed  on  a  certain  day.    Oiom  ▼• 
RouAy  Txr.  806. 

&  DUkarge  M  to  »<me  debis  immadiaidy,  and  a$  to  others  ofitr  certain  time,  A 
pviMBer  iras  diflchavged  hy  an  otder  of  the  insolvent  court,  under  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110, 
&  76^  exoepi  as  to  four  d^ti^  after  six  months,  and  as  to  those  four  debts,  under  s.  78| 
after  sixteen  monffas.  Held,  whether  the  order  was  inifalid  or  not  as  to  the  latter  part, 
on  the  grovnd  hi  the  oommfcwioner  hairing  exercised  his  power  in  the  former  part,  that 
the  prisoner  was  not  entided  to  his  discharge  at  the  end  <^  the  six  months.  Ex  parte

-  8.  New  eeeurihf  gieem  after  adjudication  to  neeure  io  creditor  ptiyment  of  original  debt. 
An  InsolveBt,  who  was  adjudged  to  be  discharged  forthwith  as  to  all  his  debts,  except 
his  debt  to  A,  and  as  to  that  debt  after  he  should  have  remaiDed  in  custody  twenty 
■MBtfas,  in  order  to  obteiiD  A's  consent  to  his  release  from  custody  during  the  period, 
gave  A  a  wannat  of  attorney  to  secure  to  A  the  payment  of  his  debt  by  instalments. 
Aid,  that  the  warrant  of  attorney,  although  given  before  the  time  that  the  insolvent 
was  entitled  to  his  discharge,  was  invalid  and  might  be  set  aside  before  the  twenty 
SBontfas  had  expired,  as  the  statute  1  &  2  Vict.  c.  110,  s.  91,  avoids  any  new  security

7.  Diecharge  as  io  pardcvlar  creditor — ilrrssf  by  eredii&r  and  payment  to  obtain 
rdeaee.  Where  an  insolvent  is  adjudged  to  be  discharged  as  to  a  particular  creditor 
at  a  ftttox«  period,  and  is  arrested  by  that  creditor,  a  payment  of  part  or  all  of  the 
delit  to  oblun  his  discharge  from  the  arrest,  is  vahd,  although  a  fresh  security  given 
vsder  the  saase  circumstances  would  be  invalid.  QtMsre,  whether  money  paid  under 
such  invalid  security  can  be  recovered  back  ?     Viner  v.  ^atoybns,  xxiv.  437. 

8.  Agreement  to  pay  money  in  consideration  of  not  opposing  discharge.  Although 
there  is  no  legal  obfigation  upon  a  creditor  of  an  insolvent  to  oppose  his  discharge,  yet 
wbetB  he  has  given  notice  Ot  an  opposition  and  led  other  creditoro  to  believe  that  he 
will  go  OB,  and  that  the  case  will  be  properiy  adjudicated  on,  the  subsequent  with- 
dimwing  of  his  oppoution  is  not  a  valid  consideration  to  support  an  agreement  to  pay 
money  to  him,  and  snch  an  agreement  is  illegal  and  against  the  policy  of  the  insolvent 
act    HaU  v.  Dyson,  x.

9.  Note  gieen  in  eonsideraHon  of  not  opposing  discharge.  To  an  action  on  a  promis- 
aory  note,  it  was  pleaded,  that  one  C.  being  insolvent  and  in  jail,  petitioned  for  his 
£sc]iarge;  and  while  the  petition  was  pending,  defendant  induced  <me  H.  not  to 
oppose  it  by  giving  him  the'  note  in  question,  which  was  by  H.  indorsed  to  plaintiff 
widi  notiee.  Held,  tiiat  this  was  an  illegal  agreement,  and  the  plea  good.  But  that 
the  produetion  of  the  copy  of  the  causes  of  the  insolvent's  detention,  filed  with  the 
pdilkm  and  duly  sealed,  was  no  evidence  of  his  having  been  in  actual  custody  at  the 
time  of  his  petition;    HiUs  v.  Mitson,  xx.  610. 

20.  When  final  order  does  not  protect  from  being  taken  in  execuium.  A  final  order, 
imder  the  5  &  6  Vict  c.  116,  s.  4,  and  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  96,  s.  22,  does  not  protect 
the  petttioner  from  being  taken  in  execution  for  damages,  for  wlach  a  verdict  has  been 
given  in  an  action  of  tort,  but  for  which,  at  the  date  of  the  petition,  judgment  has  not 
been  signed.    Sevan  v.  Wtdher,  x,  510. 

v.  MisceUaneous  Cases. 

1.  Deftf  omitted  from  scheduie,  when  barred.  Where  a  party  who  petitions  for  his 
protection  under  the  Insdvest  Acts,  5  &  6  Tict  c.  116,  and  7  It  8  Vict.  o.  96,  onuts  a 
debt  fraok  his  schedule  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  and  through  the  contrivance 
and  procurement  of  the  party  to  whom  it  is  owing,  the  debt  is  haired.  WiUdn  Y. 
Manning^  xxv.  514. 

S.  Insufficient  description  of  creditor  in  schedvie.    An  insolvent  debtor  in  India  had 

SEP.  DIG.  28 
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a  creditor  in  England  by  the  name  of  Mofles  Symons.  In  bis  schednle  of  crediton 
he  thus  described  the  debt :  **  Creditor,  A.  M.  Symons,  for  the  foUotring  bills  of 
exchange  (describing  them)  drawn  by  as  npon  Messrs.  R.  L  &  Ca,  in  &Tor  of  Moses 
Symons."  A  person  named  A.  M.  Symons  resided  in  Caleutta^  but  was  not  shown  to 
be  in  any  way  connected  with  the  bills  in  question.  HMy  that  the  deacription  wai 
insufficient    Symons  v.  May,  ri.  541. 

8.  ExecvHon  levied  /or  half  of  debt — Order  for  proUcHon — Subuqdent  exeeutkn— 
AmendmenL  Afler  execution  le^ed  for  half  of  the  amount  of  a  debt  secured  by  a 
warrant  of  attorney  from  defendant  to  phuntiff,  defendant  obtuned  an  order  for  pro- 
tection, stating  the  consideration  for  the  warrant,  and  the  balance  due  thereon,  at  lea 
than  their  true  amounts.  Plaintiff  sned  out  another  execution  for  a  much  huger 
balance.  On  applic&tion  to  set  aside  this  last  writ,  it  was  heldf  that  the  order  for  pro- 
tection most  be  considered  as  valid  until  set  aside  by  the  insolvent  debtors'  court ;  and 
that  the  issuing  of  execution  upon  the  judgment  was  a  violation  of  sect  21  of  stat 
7  &  8  Vict  c.  96,  unless  the  amount  of  the  debt  was  inaccurately  stated  in  the  sched- 
ule, by  ^  culpable  negligence,  fraud,  or  evil  intention  "  on  the  part  of  tiie  de&odant 
It  seems  that  such  an  innocent  inaccuracy  being  amended  by  the  commiasionery  under 
s.  80,  plaintiff  might  prove  for  the  true  amount    Brook  v.  Chaplin^  xxx*  276. 

4.  Arreity  dischargey  order  for  protection  and  second  arresL  The  defendant  filed  a 
petition  in  the  insolvent  debtors'  court,  inserting  the  plaintiff  in  his  achedule  as  a 
creditor  for  the  amount  of  a  judge's  order  previously  given.  Soon  after  he  was 
arrested  on  a  judgment  by  the  creditor,  from  which  arrest  he  was  discharged  by  a 
second  judge's  order.  Afterwards  the  defendant  obtained  an  order  protecting  him 
from  arrest  under  any  process  in  respect  of  the  debts  due  at  the  time  of  filing  hu 
petition  to  the  persons  named  in  the  schedule.  Being  afterwards  arrested  on  the 
second  judge's  order,  he  was  discharged,  the  court  holding  that  the  debt  was  the 
same  as  that  inserted  in  the  schedule.

5.  LiohUity  of  sidtsequently  acquired  assets,  A  debtor  took  the  benefit  of  the  "  Insol- 
vent Debtors'  Act"  and  executed  a  warrant  of  attorney,  but  no  judgment  was  entered 
up.  It  was  held  that  subsequentiy  acquired  assets  were  not  liable  to  the  suit  of  a 
scheduled  creditor.     Thomas  v.  Pinnell,  xv.  119. 

6.  Void  conveyance-^Intendon  to  petition  insolveni  court,  A  tenant  being  ind^ited 
to  his  landlord,  and  being  in  insolvent  circumstances,  executed  to  the  defendant,  ia 
April,  1850,  a  bill  of  sale  of  his  farming  stock  and  fuinitnre;  and  in  June,  1851,  pelir 
tioned  the  insolvent  court  for  protection  from  process.  The  7  &  8  Yict  c  96,  s.  19, 
provides,  that  no  such  conveyance  shall  be  deemed  void  if  made  prior  to  three  numtfas 
before  filing  tlie  petition,  and  not  with  the  view  or  intention  by  the  party  so  convey- 
ing of  petitioning  the  court  ibr  protection  from  process.  The  judge  directed  the  jaiy 
to  consider  whether  the  insolvent  executed  the  biU  of  sale  witii  the  view  or  intention 
of  petitioning  the  insolvent  court  fi>r  protection  at  any  time  when  fae  mi^t  apprehend 
proceedings  would  be  or  were  taken  against  him.  Held^  that  this  was  a  misdiiectioa, 
the  question  being,  not  whether  the  insolvent  had  a  general  intention  at  some  fiitore 
time  of  petitioning  the  insolvent  court,  but  whether  he  had  the  present  intention  of  so 
doing.

7.  Double  insolvency — Acceptor  and  drawer  of  biUs  <^  exchange'^Ptoperty  of  one 
in  the  hands  of  the  other.  The  principle  of  Lord  Eldon's  decision,  in  ex  parte  Weaiang^ 
19  Yes.  845,  namely,  that  where  A  and  B  are  acceptor  and  drawer  of  biDs  of  exchange, 
and  property  of  the  one  comes  to  the  hands  of  the  other,  to  be  held  as  security  against 
the  bills,  and  then  both  become  bankrupt,  the  bittholders  have  a  right  to  have  the 
property  applied  exclusively,  in  the  first  instance,  in  payment  of  the  bills,  is  applicable 
as  well  to  cases  of  double  insolvency,  as  of  double  bankruptcy;  and  the  principle  is 
applicable,  although  the  property  held  as  an  indemnity  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  tht 
ImIIs  in  fblL    Powles  v.  Hargreaves^  xxiii.

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INSPECTION  OF  DOCUMENTS. 

1.  In  case  of  mandamus.  Under  stat  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  an  order  may  be 
made  compelling  parties  to  allow  an  inspection  of  documentB,  in  a  proceeding  bj 
mmdamtiSy  if  the  mandamus  he  for  the  purpose  of  enfordng  a  civil  right  Retina  v. 
The  Amberffate,  jrc.  Railway  Co.  xi.  469. 

2.  Insufficiency  of  affidavit  as  to  necessity  of  inspection.  Where  Uie  affidavit  of  an 
attorney  stated  that  it  was  material  and  necessary,  in  order  to  enable  the  dt^endant  to 
defend  the  action,  and  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  proper  coodiision  as  to  the  state  of 
accounts  between  him  and  the  phdntiff,  ^t  the  deponent  or  the  defendant  should 
inspect  and  take  copies  'of  all  bonds,  books,  &c.,  relating  to  the  matter  in  dispute, 
whkh  the  deponent  verily  befieved  were  in  the  posseesion,  or  under  the  control  of  the 
plslntiff,  it  was  hetd,  that  the  affidavit  was  too  vague,  and  that  no  ground  was  shown 
for  an  order  to  inspect,  under  the  14  and  15  Ykt,  e*  99,  s.  6.    Sneider  v.  ManyinOf  ix. 

S.  Practice.  Under  an  order  that  one  of  the  defendants  should  allow  the  plaintiffs, 
tfadr  solicitors  or  agents,  to  inspect  certain  documents,  it  was  held  that  the  defendant 
was  justified  in  refusing  to  allow  the  inspection  to  take  place  in  the  presence  of  a  co- 
defendant,  atlhoogb  employed  as  an  agent  of  the  phiintiffs.  Bartley  y.  Bartley,  xviL

I.  Life  Assurance. 

1.  Princ^le  of  life  assurance.  The  contract  commonly  called  life  assurance,  is  a 
mere  oontract  to  pstj  a  certain  sum  of  money  on  the  death  of  a  person,  in  consideration 
of  the  due  payment  of  a  certain  annuity  during  his  life,  and  is  not  a  contract  of 
indeomitjr.  Assurances  against  fire  and  marine  risks  are  contracts  of  indemnity. 
Dolby  r.  India  {r  Landon  Life  Assurance  Co.  xxviii,  812. 

2.  Wager  policies.  At  common  law,  wager  policies,  which  were  not  contrary  to  the 
poliey  of  the  law,  were  legal  contracts,  but  they  are  now  forbidden  by  stat  14  Geo. 
in.  e.  48.  The  effect,  however,  of  that  statute  is,  that  a  party  insuring  the  life  of 
uotiter  may  recover  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  which  he  had  in  such  life  at  the 
time  of  effecting  the  aasuraftce,  although  such  interest  may  have  diminished  or  ceased 
since  the  assurance.    lb. 

3.  Insurable  interest.  J.  W.,  having  an  interest  in  the  life  of  the  Duke  of  C.  to  the 
extent  of  d,000{«,  effected  four  policies  of  assurance  with  the  A.  Assurance  Company 
upon  the  duke's  life  for  that  amount ;  and  that  company  effected  a  policy  with  the 
defendant^,  ^T  ^^7  of  counter-assurance,  for  1,000/.  of  tiie  amount  J.  W.  afler- 
icatdfl,  in  consideration  of  an  annuity,  surrendered  the  policies  to  the  A.  Company, 
and  three  of  them  were  cancelled,  but  the  A.  Company  paid  premiums  to  the  defend- 
ants on  the  other  policy  effected  with  them,  until  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  C.  Held^ 
tint  as  the  A.  Company  had  an  iimurable  interest  to  the  amount  of  1,000/.  at  the  time 
of  effecting  the  p<^cy  with  the.  defendants,  they  were  entitled  to  recover  that  amount 
lb. 

4.  Waiver  by  insurer  of  breach  of  conditions.  If  an  agent  of  an  insurance  company 
deceives  the  regular  premiums  from  the  insured,  knowing  that  a  condition  of  Uie 
policy  has  been  broken  by  the  insured,  this  knowledge  of  the  agent  is  constructive 
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nodoe  to  the  company  of  llie  breacli,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  premitmis  is  a  waiTer 
of  the  foifeitare  by  the  company.     Wing  r,  Harvey,  xxviL  140. 

£.  Aooidw^ee  of  inturatice.  An  insnrance  company  having  had  the  diance  of  a 
contract  of  life  insurance  turning  oat  in  their  faTor,  cannot  afterwards  be  permitted, 
on  tbe  ground  of  the  inconsistency  of  the  contract  with  their  rules,  to  escape  from  it 
CoUett  Y.  Morrison,  xiL  171. 

6.  Assurance  in  tnui  for  anoiker.  The  stat.  14  Geo.  m.  c.  48,  does  not  prohibit  a 
policy  of  tife  insurance  from  being  granted  to  one  person  in  trust  ftr  another/ where 
the  names  of  both  persons  appear  upon  the  hce  of  the  instnunent;  nor  does  the 
effecting  of  such  an  insurance  in  any  way  contravene  the  policy  of  tiie  statute.   lb, 

7.  Fraud  m  isstdng  policies.  If  upon  a  proposal  and  agreement  for  insurance,  a 
policy  be  drawn  up  by  the  insurance  office  in  a  form  which  differs  fitxn  the  terms  of 
the  agreement,  and  varies  the  rights  of  the  partis  assured,  equity  will  interfere  s&d 
deal  with  the  case  on  the  footing  of  the  agreement,  and  not  on  that  of  the  poGcy. 
Circumstances  in  which  insurance  companies  preparing  and  issuing  p<Jicies  not  in 
conformity  with  the  agreement  upon  which  the  insurance  was  accepted,  may  be  liable 
in  equity  on  the  ground  of  fraud.    lb, 

8.  DedaroHon  of  health — Usage  upon  reassurance,  Evidence  was  given  tiiat  it 
was  usual  where  insurance  offices  reassured  lives,  on  which  they  had  before  granted 
policies,  for  the  office  proposing  such  reassurance  to  submit  to  the  office  gnmtiog  it 
the  papers  on  which  the  original  assurance  was  effected,  and  for  the  latter  office  to 
accept  or  dA^line  such  reassurance  on  the  statements  contained  in  those  papers. 
Held,  by  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  that  the  evidence  of  tbis  usage  was  admissible  to 
show  that  no  declaration  as  to  the  present  health  of  D.  was  signed  by  the  plaintiffs— 
dissentieniibus  Coleridge,  J.,  and  Erie,  J.  Foster  v.  The  Mentor  Life  Assurance  Cs, 
xxiv.  103. 

9.  The  plaintiffs  (the  B.  Insurance  Company)  reassured,  with  the  defendants 
(another  insurance  company)  the  life  of  D.  When  the  proposition  to  reassure  iras 
made  the  defendants  sent  a  form  of  declaration  to  the  plaintiffs,  which  was  never  ngned 
by  the  plaintiffs  or  by  D.,  except  that  at  the  foot  of  the  words  ^  for  these  particulars, 
see  copies  of  B  papers  attached,"  the  plaintiff's  agent  ngned  his  name.  He 
defendants  signed  the  p<^cy,  reciting  that  the  plaintiffs  had  delivered  to  the  defend^ 
ants  a  declaration  signed  by  them,  setting  forth  the  past  and  present  health  of  D., 
and  that  such  declaration  was  to  be  the  basis  of  the  contract,  and  if  any  thing  were 
untrue  in  it,  the  policy  was  to  be  vmd.  HM,  that  whether  the  plaintiffs  had  signed 
the  declaration  was  a  question  for  the  jury,  and  not  for  the  judge ;  and  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  not  under  circumstances  precluding  them  from  denyii^  that  they  bad 
Signed  the  said  declaration.     Ih, 

10.  False  statements — Questions  Jhr  jury.  If,  in  a  contract  for  a  lif<l  insurance,  cer- 
tain questbns  be  proposed  by  the  company,  and  answered  by  the  party  wishing  to  be 
insured,  and  it  be  agreed  that  ^*  if  there  shall  have  been  any  fraud  or  misstatefneDt," 
or  **  any  false  statement  made  to  the  company  in  or  about  obtaining  or  effecting  of  the 
insurance,"  then  shall  the  policy  be  void;  the  questions  to  be  left  to  a  jury  are,  first, 
were  the  statements  false ;  secondly,  were  they  made  in  obtaining  the  policy,  and  not 
whether  the  statements  were  material.    Anderson  v.  Fitzgerald,  xxiv.  1.       • 

11.  Recovery  in  case  of  self-destruction,  A.  upon  his  marriage  gave  a  bond  to 
secure  5,000/.  to  his  intended  wife.  Sevend  years  after  the  marriage,  A.  being  in 
difficulties  and  unable  to  perform  bis  bond,  it  was  arranged  that  his  wife  should,  oat 
of  her  private  income,  keep  i^p  certain  policies  to  be  effected  on  A.*s  life,  in  which  he 
was  to  have  no  further  interest  than  to  carry  out  his  bond.  In  pursuance  of  this 
arrangement,  A.  insured  his  life  by  a  policy,  one  of  the  conditions  of  which  provided 
that  policies  eflfected  by  persons  on  their  own  lives  who  should  die  by  their  own  hands 
should  be  void,  so  far  as  regards  the  executors  or  administrators  of  the  person  so 
dying,  but  should  remain  in  force  only  to  the  extent  of  any  bondjide  interest  acquired 
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by  any  otber  person  under  an  actual  asBigiiment  by  deed  Ibr  a  valuable  consideratioii 
in  money,  or  by  virtue  of  any  legal  or  equitable  lien  aa  a  security  for  money,  upon 
proof  of  tbe  extent  of  such  interest  being  given  to  the  directotrs  to  their  satisfaction. 
The  policy,  together  with  the  bond  for  6,000/.,  was  immediately,  on  its  being  effected, 
handed  over  to  T.  as  a  trustee  for  A.'s  wife,  in  whose  hands  they  always  remained. 
A.'s  wife  paid  the  premiums  upon  the  policy  in  pursuance  of  the  arrangement.  A. 
died  by  his  own  hands,  and  a  claim  was  made  upon  the  insurance  office  by  his  exccu- 
Ums  for  the  amount  of  the  policy,  which  was  resisted.  Held,  that  T.  had  a  hanafide 
interest  in  the  policy  by  virtue  of  an  equitable  lien  as  a  security  for  money,  within 
the  meaoing  of  the  condition,  and  that  the' executors  of  A.  were,  therefore,  entitled  to 
Fcoover.  That,  under  the  condition,  it  was  obligatory  upon  the  office  to  pay  the 
amount  of  the  policy,  upon  proof  of  the  interest  being  given  as  required ;  and  that 
it  was  sufficient  if  evidence  to  that  effect  was  given  to  the  directors,  with  which  they 
,  ought  reasonably  to  be  satisfied.  That  the  condition  was  not  illegal  as  offering  an 
encouragement  to  suicide.    Moore  v.  WooUey,  xxviiL  248. 

12.  A/^reement — Annmty — Policy  of  insurance,  a$  security — Evidence  to  he  delivered 
upon  payment  of  loan.  Where  the  plaintiff  borrowed  money,  and  the  creditor  pro- 
cored  an  insurance  on  the  plaintiff's  life  for  the  amount  so  borrowed,  and  the  plaintiff 
gave  as  security  a  warrant  of  attorney  for  the  same  amount,  and  also  a  bond  with 
sureties  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  during  the  life  <tf  the  plaintiff,  and 
all  additional  premiums  of  insurance  which  might  be  occasioned  by  the  plaintiff,  which 
annuity  amounted  exactly  to  the  interest  on  the  sum  borrowed,  together  with  the 
premium  on  the  policy  of  insurance,  the  letters  which  were  written  in  negotiating  the 
loan,  and  not  inconsbtent  with  the  bond,  may  be  read  as  evidence  that  the  insurance 
constituted  a  part  of  the  security  of  the  loan ;  and  being  shown  to  be  a  part  of  the 
security,  upon  payment  of  the  loan,  the  policy  will  be  ordered  to  be  delivered  up  to 
the  plaintiff.    Godieb  v.  Cranch,  xxi.  67. 

13.  Agamst  raUway  accident$ — Measure  of  damages.  In  a  suit  on  a  policy  of 
iosnnuice,  by  which  1,000^  was  to  be  paid  to  the  plaintiff's  representatives  in  caae 
of  his  death  by  a  railway  accident,  and  a  proportionate  part  of  that  sum  to  him  in 
case  of  a  personal  ii\jury  by  such  accident,  it  was  held,  that  the  assured  could  only 
recover  for  the  personal  expense  and  pain  occasioned  to  him  by  the  injury,  and  was 
nol  entitled  to  damages  for  loss  qi  time  or  loss  of  profit  occasioned  by  it,  and  that  it 
was  not  a  true  measure  of  damage  to  assume  the  sum  insured  as  the  value  of  life, 
and  ^*n%ait^.  a  proportionate  sum  for  the  injury  sustained.  Theobald  v.  The  Railway 
Passengers  Assurance  Co.  xxvL  483. 

14.  Accident  wHAin  the  policy.  A  railway  insurance  company  insnred  the  plaintiff 
1,000{.,  payable  to  his  representatives  in  the  .event  of  Ins  death  from  railway  accident, 
a  jiroportioBate  part  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  him  in  case  of  injuiy  by  such  accident  In 
getting  out  of  the  carriage  after  the  train  stopped,  the  steps  of  the  carriage  h&ng 
accidentally  slippery,  the  plaintiff  fell  without  any  negligence  <m  his  part,  and  was 
injured.    Jieldj  a  railway  accident  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.    lb* 

II.  Marine  Insurance. 

1.  Implied  toarranty  of  seaworthiness.  Assumpsit  on  a  time  policy  of  insurance, 
commencing  on  the  25th  September,  1843.  Plea,  that  the  ship  was  not,  at  the 
comoiencement  of  the  risk  in  the  policy  mentioned,  nor  at  the  time  of  the  making  of 
the  policy,  nor  on  the  25th  September,  1843,  seaworthy,  or  in  a  fit  and  proper  con- 
dition safely  to  go  to  sea.  Flea,  held  good  in  the  queen's  bench,  but  on  error  in  exche- 
quer chamber,  it  was  held,  first,  that  the  word  "•  seaworthy  "  did  not  necessarily  mean 
thai  the  ship  was  in  a  state  completely  fit  for  sea  navigation,  but  included  in  it  a 
fitness  for  present  navigation  either  on  a  sea  or  river,  if  about  to  sail  or  suling  on 
eitlieri  and  a  oondition  of  repiur  and  equipment  fit  for  such  a  port,  if  she  was  then  in 
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port  Secondly,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  because  in  a  dme  policy  there  is  no  impBei 
muranty  or  condition  that  the  ship  was  seaworthy  at  the  commencement  of  the  risk 
or  term,  whereyer  she  happened  to  be,  or  in  whatever  circumstances  she  was  plaeed 
at  the  time.  Smali  v.  Oibsotiy  iii.  290,  299.  Affirmed  in  the  House  of  Lords,  sxit. 
16. 

2.  Warranty,  A  marine  policy  was  made  subject  to  the  rale  that  ships  were  not 
to  sul  from  any  port  on  the  east  coast  of  Great  Britain  between  the  5th  of  October 
and  the  5th  of  April,  to  any  port  in  the  Belts  between  the  20th  of  December  and 
the  15th  of  February.  The  plaintiff's  vessel  sailed  on  the  8th  of  Febniary,  for  F., 
a  port  in  the  Belts,  and  was  lost  Hdd,  that  the  rale  amounted  to  a  warranty,  and 
ndt  to  an  exception ;  that  the  assured  was  not  endded  to  recover  in  respect  of  the 
loss ;  and  that  the  word  '*  to,**  as  used  in  this  rule,  meant  **  towards."  CbUedge  v. 
Harty^  iii.  550. 

8.  Oeneral  average.  A  declaration  set  out  a  policy  of  assurance  on  a  ship  and 
cat^,  with  a  memorandum  stating  that  the  ship  and  freight  were  free  fttxn  average, 
unless  general,  and  that  the  assurance  was  on  money  advanced  on  freight,  and  allied 
that  £.  was  interested  in  the  money  insured  agunst,  being  money  advanced  to  him  as 
owner  of  the  ship  on  accoant  of  freight,  and  that  the  insurance  was  made  on  his 
feecount  Further,  that  during  the  continuance  of  the  risks  insured  agunst,  the  dup, 
with  the  cargo,  was  greatiy  damaged  by  stress  of  weather,  and  obliged  to  put  into  port, 
unload,  repair,  and  load,  and  that  divers  of  the  costs  tiiereof  were  the  subject  of  a 
general  average  loss.  Breach,  that  the  defendant  had  not  oontribated  according  to 
the  rate  of  the  sum  assured  by  him,  nor  paid  any  part  of  the  chai^ges  incuired  in 
respect  of  the  said  ship  and  cargo.  Flea,  that  the  policy  was  made  in  London,  and 
according  to  the  usage  and  custom  of  merchants,  &c.,  underwriters,  and  othen  affect- 
ing and  underwriting  marine  insurances  in  London,  and  the  known  and  accepted 
mercantile  interpretation  and  meaning  of  a  policy  so  worded,  an  insurer  of  money 
advanced  on  account  of  freight  was  not  liable  to  a  general  average  loss  or  contriho- 
tion.  Held,  upon  demurrer,  first,  that  the  declaration  sufficiently  showed  a  kas  in 
respect  of  which  a  claim  to  general  average  contribution  arose,  and  for  which  the  var 
derwriters  to  the  policy  were  liable.  Secondly,  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  deserip- 
tion  of  the  interest  insured  by  the  policy  to  lead  the  underwritera  to  infor  that  the 
insurance  was  effected  by  the  charterer  or  shipper,  and  not  by  the  ship-owner. 
Thirdly,  that  the  alleged  usage  was  in  derogation  and  contradiction  of  the  written 
contract,  and  could  not  be  set  up  in  bar  of  the  action.    HaU  v.  JonMn,  zxix.  111. 

4.  Total  loss — Expense  of  protecting  cargo.  Where  com  it  insured  free  froin 
average,  and,  in  consequence  of  ii\jary  to  the  ship,  damaged  in  the  voyage  and  taken 
out  at  an  intermediate  port  during  the. repairs  of  the  ship,  there  is  not  a  total  km^ 
unless  the  corn  is  in  such  a  condition  that  the  expense  of  bringing  it  to  the  port  of 
destination  for  sale  would  exceed  the  value  of  it  when  brought;  and  it  is  not  proper 
to  leave  it  to  the  jury,  whether  the  insured  had  acted  as  a  prudent  uninsored  owner 
would  have  under  the  circumstances.    Reimer  v.  Ringrose,  iv.  888. 

5.  Total  loss — Expense  of  preserving  cargo,  A  cargo  of  wheat  was  insured  from 
O.  to  L.  and  the  vessel  was  damaged  and  repaired,  and  vessel  and  cargo  were 
hypothecated  for  repurs,  by  a  bottomry  bond,  and  afterwards  the  vessel  was  wrecked 
and  towed  into  the  port  of  C.  by  salvors.  The  eai;go  was  damaged,  but  part  of  it 
could  have  been  dried  and  conveyed  in  a  merehantable  condition  to  L.,  the  port  of 
discharge.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  the  admiralty  court,  and  a  sum  was  awarded 
on  the  bottomry  bond,  and  another  sum  for  salvage.  Heidj  that  in  dotenoiDing 
whether  it  was  **  practicable  **  to  send  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cai^  to  its  place  of 
destination  in  a  marketable  state,  the  jury  ought  to  have  ascertained  the  costs  of  on- 
shipping,  drying,  warehousing,  and  transshipping  the  cargo  into  a  new  bottom,  tke 
cost  of  the  difference  of  transit  to  the  port  of  discharge,  if  it  could  be  only  efieded 
at  a  higher  than  \hm  4!^'ginal  rate  of  Areight,  and  the  amount  of  the  salvage  in  proper- 
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ikm  to  the  valoe  of  tlie  cargo  mved ;  that  the  Ion  would  have  been  total  if  ^e  aggr^ 
p^  of  those  items  had  exceeded  the  value  of  the  cargo  at  L.,  but  if  the  i^Qgregata 
would  not  have  exceeded  the  value  of  the  cargo  or  the  part  saved,  then  the  loss  would 
have  been  only  partaaL  HMj  also,  that  the  mm  paid  to  the  parties  entitled  under 
the  bottomry  bond,  and  their  costs  in  the  admiralty  court,  could  not  be  taken  into 
account.    RosetlQ  t.  Gumejfy  vii.  461. 

6.  Peril  of  ike  $ea —  WeUmg  carga,  A  Mp  loaded  with  hides  and  tobacco  encoun- 
teied  bad  weather  and  shipped  much  water,  whereby  the  hides  were  wetted  and 
rendered  putrid.  -  Neither  the  tobacco  nor  the  packages  containing  it  were  imm»» 
diately  in  contact  with  nor  directly  damaged  by  sea  water;  but  the  tobacco  was 
damaged  and  deteriorated  in  fixvar  by  the  fetid  odor  proceeding  from  the  putrid 
hides^  Heldy  that.this  was  a  loss  by  peril  of  the  sea.  Monioifa  v.  The  l/mdon  Aseur^ 
once  Co.  iv.  500. 

7.  Periie  t/  the  aras — Loes  hg.  In  an  action  on  a  policy  of  insunuce  in  the  usual 
fcrm,  the  insurance  being' on  advances  for  the  transport  of  Chinese  emigrants  from 
China  to  Peru,  their  outfit,  provisions,  &C.,  the  insurance  to  continue  till  the  emigrants 
were  landedf  it  appeared  that  the  emigrants  had  risen  and  murdered  the  master  and 
a  part  of  the  crew,  oonpelled  the  survivors  to  steer  to  the  nearest  land,  and  there 
esc^ied.  Meld^  a  loss  by  a  peril  insured  against  Ptdmer  v.  Nayiar,  xxvi.  455,  and 
Nojflor  ▼.  Palmer  J  judi.  673. 

&  Peril  of  the  eea$ — Taking  ground  in  harbor.  A  vessel  being,  in  the  ordinary 
eoone  of  hear  voyage*  moored  in  harbor,  floated  when  the  tide  was  in,  and  took  the 
ground  when  the  tide  was  low,  she  became  hogged,  or  strained,  all  over  in  conse-* 
quence.  Held^  that  this  did  not  constitute  a  loss  £pr  which  an  underwriter  was  liaUe, 
as  a  loss  from  perila  of  the  seas,  there  having  been  no  accident  Magnus  v.  BuUefnerf 
ix.4€l. 

9.  Lo8$  bg  barrairg.  A  fraudnlent'Sale  of  ship  and  oaxgo,  and  an  application  of  the 
proceeds  to  his  own  use  by  a  master,  who  is  part  owner,  is  a  loss  by  barratry.  Per 
Martin,  J.  It  is  a  leas  within  the  general  words  of  the  policy.  Jones  v.  Nicholson^ 
zxvi  542. 

10.  Bilging,  A  vessel  was  thrown  on  her  beam  ends  in  a  hurricane  and  so  strained 
that  her  seams  opened  and  let  in  much  water;  hut  no  fhkctore  took  place  in  her 
bottom.    HeUy  no  *'  bilging,^  within  the  policy.     Corcoran  v.  Gwmey^  xvi.  215. 

11.  Stranding.  A  ship  on  her  voyage  from  Nantes  to  Dublin,  was  obliged  by  stress 
of  wealiier  to  run  into  the  Bay  dT  Calais,  and  there  let  go  the  bower-anchor  and 
chains.  The  gale  increasing,  and  the  ship  dragging  the  large  anchor,  the  captain,  to 
prevent  the  ship  going  on  shore,  slipped  both  chains  overboard,  got  the  ship  under 
ami,  and  sneeeeded  in  entering  the  tidal  harbor  of  Sanson,  where,  by  reason  of  its 
being  at  the  time  low  water,  the  ship  took  the  ground,  and  for  a  month  only  floated 
about  eig^t  days,  and  then  only  at  the  top  of  spring  tides.  When  aflerwards  the  ship 
proceeded  to  sea,  it  was  found  that  she  had  become  strained  and  was  making  water, 
in  consequence  of  which  her  caigo  was  damaged.  Udd^  that  the  ship  was  "  stranded  * 
in  the  harbor  of  Saimm,  within  the  meaning  of  the  memorandum  in  a  policy  of  in- 
surance,   lb. 

IS.  Capture  bg  pirate9*^AbandonmenU  If  a  vessel  insured  on  a  time  policy  be  cap- 
tured by  pirates  and  then  recaptured  by  an  Bnglish  man-of-war,  and  retained  in  the 
poaseenon  of  the  priae  crew,  and  the  ownen  give  notice  of  abandonment  as  soon  as 
tfa^  have  received  the  news  oi  the  capture  by  pirates,  they  are  entided  to  recover  as 
for  a  total  loss.    Dean  v.  Hombg,  xxiv.  85. 

13.  Advanced  freighi.  By  a  charter-party  a  vessel  was  to  proceed  from  M.  to  F., 
tfaence  to  S.  and  thence  to  £.,  one  month's  pay  to  be  received  at  F.  From  S.  the 
veasel  returned  to  M.,  where  a  new  charter-party  was  made,  whereby  the  vessel  was  to 
pxeeeed  at  once  to  H.,  at  a  certain  price  per  month,  beginning  at  a  time  previous  to 
iba  reoeptioa  of  the  month's  pay  at  F.,  idiich  had  been  duly  received.    Heldj  that  the 
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second  charter-paitjr  annulled  the  fint,  and  (ihat  the  parties  were  entitled  to  treat  I3ie 
money  as  paid  under  the  second  eharter-party,  and,  consequently,  corered  by  a  policy 
effected,  ihe  vessel  "lost  or  not  lost  between  M.  and  H./'  on  a  sum  of  fireigiit 
advanced.    Ellis  v.  La/one,  xviii.  559. 

14.  Insurance  of  freight,  A  ship  arrived  at  her  port  of  destination,  deUvered  her 
cargo,  and  her  owners  received  the  freight  The  ship  was  greatly  damaged,  however^ 
and  the  owners  abandoned  to  the  insurers  on  ship;  the  low  was  ac^ndged  total  and  the 
abandonment  a  proper  one.  The  abandonees  were  adjudged  entitled  to  the  freight 
received  by  the  owners.  The  hitter  brought  an  action  against  the  insurers  on  firetg^t 
for  the  amount.  Hdd,  that  they  could  not  recover.  The  contract  of  the  defendants 
was  completed  when  the  freight  was  receivedi  and  the  freight  was  subsequently  lost 
to  the  owners ;  it  was  by  their  own  act,  and  not  by  perils  of  the  sea  insured  againit. 
The  Scottish  Marine  Insurance  Co,  v.  Ttirner,  xx.  24. 

15.  If  any  passengers  of  a  ship  shall,  without  any  neglect  or  defiudt  of  their  own,  find 
themselves  within  any  colonial  or  foreign  port  other  than  that  at  which  they  contraetsd 
to  land,  the  master  of  the  ship  is  bound,  under  the  Passenger  Act,  to  forward  them  to 
their  destination;  and  the  amount  expended  by  him  in  forwarding  them  may  be 
recovered  from  the  underwriters  of  af  policy  of  assurance  on  the  passage-money 
against  all  costs,  chai^ges,  and  liabilities  to  which  the  owners  may  be  subjected  under 
the  act   ,  Gibson  v.  Bradford,  xxx.  194. 

16.  Fraudulent  representations.  To  an  action  on  a  policy  of  insurance,  a  plea,  tiiat 
the  insurer  was  induced  to  enter  into  the  policy  by  a  fiilse  misrepresentation  of  a 
material  fact,  knowingly  made  by  the  assured  and  their  agent,  is  supported  by  proof, 
either  of  concealment  or  of  misrenresentation  not  fraudulent  Where  a  policy  is 
avoided  by  concealment  or  by  misrepresentation  not  fraudulent,  the  assured  is  entitled 
to  a  return  of  the  premium,  and  the  policy  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  receipt 
of  the  premium'  by  die  insurer.    Anderson  v.  Thornton,  xx.  339. 

in.  Fire  Insurance, 

1.  Notice  of  loss  and  statement  of  particulars.  A  fire  policy  oontaincd  several  con- 
ditions, a  non-compliance  with  which,  it  was  stated,  would  make  the  policy  void. 
There  was  another,  that  in  case  of  a  fire  the  insured  should  at  once  notify  the  secre- 
tary, and  within  three  months  deliver  to  him  written  particulars  of  the  loss,  te. 
Held,  that  the  delivery  of  such  particuUrs  was  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to 
recover  on  the  policy.    Mason  v.  Harvey,  xx.  541. 

2.  Covenant  not  to  use  steam  engine — Avoidance  of  policy,  A  fire  policy  contained 
clauses  providing,  that  if  any  steam  engine,  &c.,  was  used  on  the  premises,  it  should 
be  specially  mentioned ;  if  the  risk  was  in  any  way  increased  afterward,  the  circum- 
stances were  to  be  indorsed  on  the  policy;  any  alteration  in  the  buildings,  or  any 
introduction  of  steam  endues,  &c.,  or  any  new  trade  carried  on,  were  to  he  so 
indorsed,  and  extra  premium  paid.  Otherwise  the  policy  was  to  be  void.  Piaintiflr 
placed  a  small  engine  on  the  premises,  and  ran  it  several  days,  to  see  if  it  were  worth 
his  while  to  buy  it  for  use  there.  A  fire  having  happened,  it  was  held,  that  the  policy 
was  avoided,  and  that  whether  the  fire  was  .occasioned  in  consequence  of  the  steam 
en^ne  having  been  worked  or  not,  was  immateriaL     Glen  v.  Lewis,  xx.  364. 

8.  Alteration  of  buildings — Increase  of  risk.  Fire  policy  for  one  year  upon  a"  brick 
building,  &c.,  (described  in  a  paper  attached  to  this  policy.")  Description  annexed. 
During  the  year,  the  house  was  altered,  by  adding  to  it  an  additional  story,  but  so  that 
the  alterations  did  not  increase  the  hazard  or  probability  of  Ore,  except  so  far,  if  at 
all,  as  the  increase  of  the  area  of  a  building  by  a  third  story  may  be  considered  to 
have  necessarily  increased  such  hazard ;  and  afterwards,  during  the  year,  the  house 
was  totally  burnt  Hel^l,  that  the  underwriter  was  not  liable ;  for  the  description  was 
by  reference  incorporated  into  the  policy,  and  the  description  amounted  to  ^  warxantyt 
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iad  not  only  to  a  irunnty  that  the  bailding  was  as  described  at  the  time  the  descrip- 
tion iras  given  and  at  the  date  of  the  poUcy,  but  that  it  would  not  be  altered  by  the 
avondt  so  as  to  increase  the  risk  during  the  year,  and  that  it  had  been  so  altered. 
SSiem  y.  ThanUon^  xxvl  288. 

4.  Auignment  to  cfimpany  of  rigkU  against  third  partief»  An  insurance  company, 
on  payoKnt  of  a  loss  occasioned  by  the  n^;iigence  of  a  third  party,  may  take  an 
aawgnment  of  any  rights  of  action  which  the  assured  may  have,  growing  out  of  such 
BCgiigeiiee.     The  Quefoe  Firt  Insurance  Co,  v.  St.  Louisy  xxii.  73. 

5.  Plaintiff  and  defendant  were  members  of  an  insoiaace  association,  of  which  one 
nde  wasy  that  sums  to  be  paid  for  losses  should  be  setded  by  the  committee ;  if  the 
assored  was  not  satisfied  wteh  their  award,  arbitratCHni  were  to  be  appointed ;  until  the 
dedaioii  of  tiie  latter,  the  assured  vras  to  have  no  rig^t  to  sue  at  law  or  in  equity,  and 
then  only  for  the  amount  they  gave ;  and  obtaining  their  derision  was  declared  a  con- 
dkion  precedent  to  such  right  This  rule  was  referred  to  In  and  made  part  of  the 
policy.  To  an  action  on  a  policy,  defendant  pleaded  the  above  rule,  alleging  that  the 
committee  determined  the  amount  due,  that  plaintiiT  was  diasatisfied,  but  would  never 
consent  to  a  reference  to  the  arbitrators.  The  exchequer  held  this  and  a  similar  plea 
bad,  the  rale  being  void  as  an  attempt  to  oust  the  superior  courts  of  their  jurisdiction. 
HM,  in  the  exchequer  chamber,  that  the  contract  was  not  d  that  description,  since 
it  did  not  deprive  the  plaintiff  of  his  right  to  sue,  but  only  rendered  it  a  condition 
pieeedent  that  the  amount  to  )>e  recovered  should  be  first  ascertained,  either  by  the 
ooomuttee  or  by  arbitrators.    Seott  v.  Avery ,  xx.  8S7. 

IV.  MiscsUtmsous  Cases. 

1.  Who  entiUed  to  insurance  money.  By  an  order  of  court  the  receiver  of  certain 
real  estates  was  directed  to  pay  certain  fire  insurances  on  them.  By  a  subsequent 
decree  it  was  declared  that  H.  was  tenant  in  tail  in  possession  of  the  real  estates,  and 
the  receiver  was  directed  to  pay  the  balances  to  the  account  of  H.  A  fire  having 
taken  place,  it  was  hsld^  that  H.  was  entiUed  to  the  insurance  money.  Seymour  v. 
Vernon^  x.  40. 

S.  A  testator  bequeathed  certain  chattels  to  A,  and  afterwards  haa  them  insured 
agmnst  loss  by  sea,  and  embarked  with  them  in  a  ship  and  was  lost  with  them.  Held^ 
that  A  had  no  interest  in  the  insurance  money  recovered  by  the  executors.  Dureant 
V.  Friend,  xi.  2. 

3.  Warranty  of  truth  of  answers.  The  plaintiffs  were  insured  against  loss  by  the 
nnftithfulness  of  their  treasurer.  To  the  question  in  the  application  "  what  checks 
win  be  nsed  to  secure  accuracy  in  his  accounts,  and  when  and  how  often  will  they  be 
balanced  and  dosed,"  it  was  answered,  ^  examined  by  finance  coamiittee  once  every 
fortnight**  Held^  that  this  was  not  a  warranty  that  the  accounts  should  be  so  ex- 
amined.   Benhitm  v.  The  United  Guarantee,  (fc.  Insurance  Co,  xiv.  524. 

4.  The  drcumstance  that  the  mortga^  assignment  of  a  policy  does  not  contain  a 
clause  making  the  receipt  of  the  mortgagee  a  good  discharge  for  the  sum  assured,  but 
does  contain  the  ordinary  power  of  attorney  to  sue  in  the  name  of  the  mortgagor, 
does  not  entitie  the  assurance  office  to  call  for  the  insolvent  assignee  of  the  mortgagor 
to  Join  in  the  receipt    Desborough  v.  Harris,  xxxi.  592. 

5.  An  action  of  debt  as  well  as  an  action  of  covenant  may  be  maintained  against 
an  insurance  company  for  the  amount  of  the  insurance.  The  Sunderland  Marine 
Insurance  Co,  v.  Kearney,  vL  812. 

«.  The  directors  of  an  insurance  company  cannot  enforce  the  payment  of  the  pre- 
miums on  a  policy  after  the  company  has  ceased  to  do  business,  and  is  virtually  dis- 
solved. Consequendy,  a  bond  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  premiums  as  well 
as  the  repayment  of  a  sum  of  money  borrowed,  is  not  assignable  by  the  directors  at 
the  time  of  the  dissolution  quoad  the  premiums,  and  the  surety  is  so  far  noi  responsi- 
ble  to  the  asNgnees.    Atkinson  v.  Chflby,  xiii.  209. 
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7.  A  deelamtion  in  aaBompsit  fbr  a  total  loss  on  a  policy  of  Hmmnoe  on  a  slop  and 
cargo,  stated  that  the  defendants  were  shareholders  of  and  partners  in  the  G.  M.  Asgco 
ance  Co. ;  that  the  plaintiff  caused  a  policy  (which  was  set  ont)  to  be  effected  on  the 
ship  and  cargo,  by  which  **  it  was  declared  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  company 
and  the  assured,  that  the  capital  stock  and  funds  of  the  said  company  shonld  alone  be 
liable  to  answer  and  make  good  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  said  policy ;  and  that  no  proprietor  of  the  said  company,  shonld  be  in 
anywise  subject  or  liable  to  any  claims  or  demands,  nor  be  in  anywise  charged  by 
reason  of  the  satd  policy,  beyond  the  amount  of  hk  or  her  share  or  shares  in  fte 
capital  stock  of  the  said  company,  it  being  one  of  the  original  and  fundamental  prin* 
ciples  of  the  said  company  that  the  responsibilify  of  the  individual  proprietors  should, 
in  all  cases  and  under  all  circumstances,  be  limited  to  their  respective  shares  in  the 
capital  stock."-  The  declaration  then  averred  that,  in  consideration  of  the  payment 
of  the  pmnium  and  of  the  promises  of  the  plaintiff*,  the  defendants  then  promised 
the  phuniiff'  that  they  wookl  become  and  be  insurers  to  the  plaintiff  of  the  said  snm, 
&c. ;  and  after  stating  thefoss  of  the  ship,  averred  that  the  capital  stock  and  funds 
of  the  company  \wre  sufficient  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  said  sum,  yet  tiiat  the  defend- 
ants  had  not  paid.  To  this  declaration,  there  was  a  demurrer  by  one  defendant,  and 
by  another  a  plea  of  non-assumpsit,  and  a  traverse  of  the  allegation  of  the  sufficiency 
of  the  capital  slock  and  funds  to  pay  the  plaintiff.  Setd,  in  error,  on  the  demurrer, 
that  the  declaration  disclosed  a  joint  contract  by  all  the  defendants  with  the  plaintiff, 
and  wax  therefore  good ;  and  on  the  issue  on  non-assump«t,  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence for  the  jury  of  any  joint  liability  of  the  defendants.  Hallett  v.  DowdaHj  is. 
847. 

8.  The  declaration  alleged  a  policy  of  assurance,  in  respect  of  losses  by  sales  to 
debtor  traders,  and  that  by  rules  indorsed  thereon,  it  was  provided.  Rule  40 :  <*  That 
the  assured  should  be  entitled  to  set  off  admitted  claims  against  premiums.**    Rule 
41 :  "  That  if  the  premiums  should  not  be  paid  within  fifleen  days  after  they  feO  due, 
the  directors  might  either  cancel  and  declare  the  policy  void  or  enforce  payment  of 
the  premiums."    Rule  60 :  *'  That  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  assured,  the  directors 
might  cancel  any  policy  and  give  notice  to  the  assured,  and  the  policy  should  thence- 
forth be  null  and  void,  but  the  assured  should  be  entitled  to  every  benefit  secured  by 
it  up  to  the  date  of  its  being  so  cancelled."    General  averment,  that  the  plain  tifls  had 
done  all  things  necessary  that  they  should  do,  to  entitle  the  plaintiffs  to  be  paid  by 
the  defendants  a  loss  incurred  during  the  continuance  of  the  agreement.    Breach, 
that  the  defendants  had  not  paid  the  plaintiffs  in  respect  of  the  loss.    Plea,  that  a 
premium  payable  by  the  plaintiffs  was  not  paid  within  fifteen  days  afler  it  fell  doe, 
wherefore  the  directors  cancelled  the  policy,  and  declared  it  void.    Htld^  first,  that 
the  general  averment  in  the  declaration  was  sufficient ;  secondly,  that  the  effect  of 
rule  41  was  to  empower  the  directors  to  make  a  policy  as  void  as  if  actually  canceled, 
and  that  there  was  nothing  in  rules  40  and  60  inconsistent  with  it,  and,  therefore,  that 
the  plea  was  a  good  answer  to  the  action.    Bamberger  v.  The  Commercwl  Credit 
Mutual  Assurance  Co.  xxix.  SO 7. 

INTEREST. 

1,  Surety  compelled  to  pay  ddfi  of  principal j  entiUed  to  interest,  A  surety  who  is 
indemnified  against  all  loss  by  his  principal,  and  who  is  compelled  to  pay  the  debt  of 
his  principal,  is  entitled  to  interest  upon  the  amount  so  paid,  though  interest  was  not 
expressly  mentioned  in  the  contract  between  them,  and  though  there  was  not  aof 
demand  of  interest,  and  though  the  claim  in  respect  thereof  was  not  made  until  many 
years  after  payment.    Petre  v.  Duncomhe,  i.  320. 

2.  Question  for  jury.  And  where  the  principal  had,  on  one  occasion,  allowed  Ae 
surety  interest  at  the  rate  of  6/.  per  cent  on  a  sum  thus  paid,  it  was  held  no  misfirec* 
tion  to  leave  it  to  the  jury  to  say  whether  they  would  not  give  the  surety  interest  at 
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that  sale  in  req»eei  of  all  sums  paid  by  him  for  the  prinoipai  under  the  same  contract 

3.  On  money  had  <md  recfwed.  Belbre  action  brought,  upon  agreement  to  repay 
depoBts  on  sabsciiption,  to  railway  ehares  in  ease  of  failure  to  obtain  act  of  incoipora* 
tion,  plaintiff,  by  letter  to  defendant,  demanded  rq^yment  of  the  whole  of  the  de* 
posits  on  his  shares,  adding,  tha^  he  should  expect  to  be  paid  bi,  per  cent  interest 
&oak  a  time  specified,  which  -Jhis  jujor  to  the  date  of  the  letter.  Held^  (Parke,  B., 
and  Maule,  J^  doabting,)  a  sufficient  demand  of  payment  within  section  2B  of  statute 
3  &  4  WiU.  IV.  c.  42,  to  entitle  the  jury  to  give  interest  from  the  date  of  the  demand 
until  tiie  time  of  payment    Londeshortnigh  t.  MowaUf  xxviii.  119,  and  xxv.  25. 

4.  On  jmrchase'monejf  <tf  an  estaie.  A  purchase  was  to  be  completed  on  a  given 
day,  when  the  purchaser  ww  to  have  possession,  and  it  waa  provMed,  *^  that  if,  firom 
any  cause  whatever,"  the  purohaoe^money  shoiidd  not  be  then  p^,  the  purchaser 
should  pay  interest  A  delay  of  six  months  occurred  from  the  default  of  the  vendor 
in  not  furnishing  proper  abstracts.  Held^  that  the  purchaser  must  pay  interest,  unless 
he  gave  up  the  rent,  during  that  period.     Cowpe  v.  BdktuM^  xvii.  606. 

5.  Upon  the  sale  of  a  reversion,  interest  is  payable  upon  the  purchase-money  from 
the  date  of  the  contract    BaUey  v.  CotteUf  xxiiL  263. 

6.  Qn  legacies,  A  legacy  to  a  child  carries  interest,  on  the  ground  of  the  presumed 
intention  of  the  parent  to  fulfil  his  moral  duty  of  providing  for  the  maintenance  of 
his  child ;  but  if  he  has  discharged  that  duty  by  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  his 
child  out  of  anodier  fund,  the  legacy  does  not  necessarily  cany  interest  Rame'B 
JSstaU^  m  re,  xv.  163. 

7.  A,  by  deed  settled  property  on  himself,  for  life,  with  power  of  appointment  to 
his  childx«n,  &c.  Ten  yeara  after,  he  married  a  seccmd  wife,  and  i^ppcinted  a  portion 
for  the  two  children  of  this  second  marriage.  He  also  appointed  portions  to  the 
children  by  the  first  marriage,  with  interest  fiom  hia  death.  Held^  that  the  cluldren 
by  the  aecond  marriage  were  not  entitied  to  intereat  from  the  death  of  A  to  the  death 
of  his  widow.     Gardner  v.  Perry ^  vi,  119. 

d.  On  arrears  of  annuity.  Interest  is  not  payable  upon  the  arrears  of  an  annuity ; 
and  it  fonua  no  exception  to  that  rule  that  the  annuity  is  for  maintenance,  and  is 
secured  by  a  bond;  but  in  an  administration  suit,  upon  ftufther  directions,  the  assets 
of  a  testator  may,  after  payment  of  the  other  debts,  be  rendered  liable,  under  the 
40th  order  of  August,  1841,  for  interest  upon  the  arrears  of  an  annuity  from  the 
date  of  the  decree,  and  from  the  subsequent  times  of  the  annuity  fidUng  due.  laniion 
T.  Xofiuon,  xxiiL  15. 

9.  Interest  not  allowed  on  the  arrears  of  an  annuity,  and  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
oatliequestion,isnotaffectedby  thestat  3&4WiU.IILc42,s.28.  PwoeWs  tnut^ 
in  rs,  xvlL  658. 

10.  On  rent  paid  into  courL  Where  a  lessee  company  paid  into  court  money  due 
to  the  lesscRT  company  for  rent,  it  was  heldy  that  the  l^sor  company  was  entitled  to 
interest  on  the  same,  such  payment  having  been  in  abuse  of  the  process  of  the  court 
The  HvM  and  Sdby  Railroad  Co.  v.  The  Northeastern  Railroad  Co.  xxxi.  234. 

11.  Upon  costs.  In  an  agreement  relating  to  debts  due  to  a  solicitor  for  costs,  &c., 
fnxm  a  client,  the  words  ^  with  lawful  interest  on  the  same  respectively  upon  the 
principle  of  annual  rests  "  were  held  to  relate  to  intereft  before  and  down  to  the  date 
of  tbe  agreement,  and  therefore  the  instrument  was  not  void  for  illegally.  Moss  v. 
Bainhridgey  xxxi.  565. 

12.  On  an  award.  The  award  of  an  arbitrator  declared  that  a  given  sum  was  due 
from  A  to  B  which  was  ordered  to  be  paid  on  given  days,  if  not,  tiien  the  securities 
wei«  to  be  sold,  &c.  In  the  order  no  mention  was  made  of  interest  Held^  that  the 
prodnce  of  the  securities  was  not,  as  against  subsequent  encumbrancers  of  A,  chaige* 
able  with  more  than  the  principal  sum  of  the  award.    Coliett  v.  Neumhamf  xxL  263. 

13.  F.  had  mortgaged  his  interest  in  the  subject-matter  of  hb  suit  to  Messrs.  &,  to 
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secure,  among  other  buidb,  a  nan  which  thejr  vere  to  pay  for  him.  Thii  thej  hai 
omitted  to  pay,  but  the  court  treated  it  as  an  ordinary  sum  of  money  in  hand,  and 
refused  interest  upon  those  sums,  though  the  mortgage,  which  was  to  include  them, 
was  bearing  interest    Foley  y.  Smithy  vii.  117. 

INTEBPLEADEB. 

1.  Grounds  for  a  bill  of  interpleader.  The  foundatftn  for  a  bin  of  interpleader  ia, 
tiiat  there  is  a  conflict  between  two  or  more  persons  claiming  the  same  debts,  but  thia 
conflict  must  not  be  caused  by  any  fault  of  the  plaintiffs.  Desborough  v.  Harrigf 
xxxi.  592. 

2.  Party  holding  fundi  must  he  a  mere  stakeholder.  It  is  essential  in  interpleader 
that  the  plaintiff  should  be  a  mere  stakeholder,  and  the  ftct  that  there  is  dispute  as  to 
the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  stakeholder  will  be  fatal  to  the  bilL  Dipiock  ▼.  Ham-^ 
mondj  xzvii.  202. 

8.  Assignees.  Where  A,  a  judgment  creditor,  assigned,  subjeoC  to  a  li<ui  of  B,  aH 
his  interest  in  the  debt  to  C,  and  notice  of  the  lien  and  assignment  were  given  to  the 
debtor,  and  then  A  went  into  insolvency  and  his  assignee  claimed  the  debt,  tiie 
debtor's  executor  was  held  entitled  to  protection  by  a  Inll  d  interpleader.  Jones  ▼. 
TiomaSj  xziiL  474. 

4.  Afier  verdict  at  /ato.  It  is  no  objection  to  a  bill  of  interpleader  that  it  is  £led 
alter  verdict  at  law,  where  the  effect  of  the  action  at  law  was  to  ascertain  the  quantum 
of  damages  due  on  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  at  law  (a  defendant  in  equity).  HamU* 
ion  V.  Marks,  xix.  821. 

6.  Where  a  company  has  registered  what  is  alleged  to  be  afbrged  transfer  of  shares, 
and  an  action  is  brought  against  it  by  the  original  shareholder,  for  dividends,  and 
another  is  threatened  by  the  alleged  transferree,  the  court  will  not  grant  an  inter^ 
pleader.    Dalton  v.  The  Midland  RaUway  Co.  xzii.  452. 

6.  Upon  an  interpleader  issue  whether  certain  goods  and  chattels  seised  in  eseeu* 
tion  were  ^^  at  the  time  of  the  seizure  the  goods  and  chatteb  of  the  plaintiff,**  the 
plaintiff  proved  a  bill  of  sale  of  the  goods  to  hiffisel£  HM,  that  the  ddeadaat,  the 
exeention  creditor,  might  set  up,  by  way  of  answer,  a  prior  bill  of  sale  to  a  third 
parfy.     Gadsden  v.  Barrow^  xziv.  543. 

7.  Bigikt  of  bailiff  to  costs.  Aa  to  the  bailiff's  right  to  deduct  costs  under  the  148th 
interpleader  rule  of  practice  of  the  county  court,  and  hia  right  to  sue  for  die  oosts 
after  paying  them  over,  see  Bloor  v.  Hue  tony  xxvliL  856.

JAIL. 

Liability  of  boroughs  in  respect  of  An  act  was  passed  providing  that  where 
boroughs  sent  prisoners  to  the  county  jails,  they  should  pay  a  share  of  the  expenses, 
and  of  the  r^Murs  &c.  of  the  jaUs,  provided  that  this  should  interfere  with  no  specsiai 
contract  then  existing.  Another  act  required  the  city  of  S.  to  build  a  new  jail,  obliging 
the  county  jail  to  receive  the  prisoners  meanwhile,  the  county  justices  to  fix  the  CQt&^ 
pensation  therefor.  This  act  waa  afterwards  repelled  so  far  as  it  required  the  building 
of  the  jail ;  and  a  piece  of  land,  granted  by  R  by  way  of  compensation  to  the  cvintjy 
was  vested  in  the  dieriff  in  tryt  for  the  same  uses  to  which  the  jail  was  subject  On 
mandamus  to  the  city  of  S.  to  contribute  for  keeping  the  prisoners  in,  and  for  repairs 
of,  the  county  jail,  it  was  held,  that  there  was  no  special  contract  in  the  case  ^  the 
provision  in  the  second  act  above  not  being  by  way  of  contract,  and  the  grant  of  land 
at  most  only  a  contract  for  the  maintenance  of  the  prison.  Moreover,  the  city  bounds 
had  been  enlarged  since  that  time,  and  therefore  the  present  city  was  no  party  to  saaj 
ooBtract  with  the  county.  The  city  was  therefore  liable  in  said  contcibtttioa.  Meyum

Diicharye  of  debtor — Habeas  corpus.  A  jail-keeper  is  bound  to  discharge  a  debtor 
vpon  the  order  of  an  insolvent  court,  even  though  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  ad  stzH^ 
faciendum  for  the  debtor  has  been  served  upon  him,  the  return  day  of  which  writ  hai 
not  yet  arrived.    Harvey  v.  Hudson^  i.  428.

Distinction  in  equity  be- 
tween the  effect  of  transactions  between  directors  of  jmnt-stock  companies  and  other 
persons,  where  there  is  a  snbstantial  departure  from  the  powers  and  objects  of  tbe 
deed  of  settlement,  and  where  there  is  a  departure  as  to  fiNrmalities  only.  Ex  parU

S.  Agreements  in,  when  of  no  effect.  Whatever  enactnxents  are  contained  in  an  act 
of  parliament  establishing  a  joint-stock  company  are  legaMy  binding,  whatever  their 
effect  But  agreements  in  the  deed,  if  they  are  intended  to  alter  the  incidents  of  law 
with  regard  to  property,  will  have  no  effect    Myers  t.  Periffalj  xvii.  109. 

8.  Metres  forfeited  for  non-execution  of-^Notice,  The  deed  of  settlement  of  a 
joint-stock  company  contained  a  clanse  providing  that  the  shares  of  every  subscriber 
who  should  not  execute  the  deed  within  three  months  from  its  date  should  be  for- 
feited, if  the  board  of  directors  thought  fit,  and  that  the  amount  paid  upon  such  riiares 
diould  become  the  property  of  the  company.  Heldy  that  the  company  were  not  bound 
Id  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  declare  shares  forfeited  for  non-execution  of 
the  deed,  and  that  upon  such  declaration  the  property  of  the  defaulting  subscriber  in 
the  share  ceased.    Stewart  v.  The  Anglo- Calif ornian  Gold  Mining  Co,  xiv.  61. 

4.  Construction  of  deed  of  copartnery — Fraudulent  abstracts  of  tUrectors — Balance 
ing  hooks — Estoppel — *'  Losses  of  the  company,**  By  the  deed  of  copartnery  of  a 
joint-stock  bank,  the  directors  were  to  submit  yearly  abstracts  of  tiie  company's 
affain,  showing  a  balance,  which  abstracts  should  be  binding  on  the  partners,  who 
were  to  have  no  right  to  examine  the  company's  books;  but  it  was  to  be  competent 
to  a  majority  of  partners  at  a  general  meeting  to  appoint  two  of  themselves  to  examine 
and  report  on  the  company's  affairs  in  general  It  was  also  provided  that,  if  at  any 
time  it  should  be  found  on  balancing  the  bodes  tiiat  the  losses  amounted  to  a  certain 
sum,  the  company  was  to  be,  ipso  facto,  dissolved.  A,  a  partner,  filed  his  bill,  alleging 
that  the  yeariy  abstracts  were  false  and  fraudulent;  that  the  losses  already  equalled 
the  specified  amount;  that  the  directors  had  misapplied  the  ftinds,  and,  by  undue  in^* 
fiuence,  procured  a  majority  of  partners  to  back  them ;  and  that  the  company  was  in- 
solvent Held,  that  the  plaintiff's  allegations  were  sufficient  to  warrant  a  reference  to 
an  accountant  to  inspect  the  company's  books,  and  report  whether  the  abstracts  were 
false,  and  whether  the  losses  equalled  the  specified  amount  Held,  further,  that  A  was 
not  estopped  by  the  deed  from  seeking  redress  in  a  court  of  equity ;  for  the  deed  con- 
templated a  case  where  the  abstracts  were  bonSt  fide,  and  not  fraudulent  Held,  further, 
that  the  expression,  ^*  if  on  bahtncing  the  books  a  certain  loss  be  found,"  being 
general,  the  court  is  justified  in  taking  its  own  way  of  ascertaining  the  fact  of  the  loss, 
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tliotigb  the  deed  may  contain  prorinons  as  to  a  particular  mode  of  ascertadning  it 
Heid^  further,  that  ""  the  losses  of  the  company "  indode  such  losses  as  may  arise 
through  the  iraud  of  the  directorsi  and  for  which  the  directors  may  be  personallj 
liable.     The  North  British  Bank  ▼.  Collins,  xxviii.  7. 

n.  Sights  and  LiahiUties  of  Directors, 

1.  Entitled  to  indemnity  against  expenses,  Tfaongfa  the  direotora  of  a  company 
undoubtedly  stand  in  the  position  of  agents,  and  cannot  bind  their  company  be}'ond 
the  limits  of  their  atthority,  they  also  stand  in  some  degree  in  the  position  of  trustees, 
and  as  such  are  entitled  to  be  indemnified  against  expenses  bond  fide  incnrred  bj 
them  in  the  due  execution  of  their  trust    In  re  The  German  Minmg  Co.  xxm.  158. 

2.  Acts  in  violation  of  deed-^NegUct  Where  the  directors  of  a  company  do  acts 
in  yiolation  of  their  deed,  in  a  matter  in  which  they  have  no  authority,  such  act)  aie 
altogether  null  and  Toid.  But  when  acts  to  be  done  are  within  the  power  and  duty 
of  the  directors,  and  are  neglected,  and  thereby  third  parties  are  damaged,  neither  a 
court  of  law  nor  of  equity  will  allow  the  company  to  take  advantage  of  that  neglect: 
(per  Lord  St.  Leonards.)    Bargate  v.  Shortridge,  xxxL  44. 

8.  Objection  of  toant  of  form.  If  a  company  neglect  a  form  or  an  obligation  which 
they  could  and  ought  to  perform,  they  cannot  afterwards  nuse  an  objection  of  that 
want  of  fonn  as  against  a  person  with  whom  they  have  been  dealing.  And  on  the 
other  hand,  a  shareholder  coming  into  a  company  cannot  raise  an  objection  to  want 
of  form,  if  he  has  really  become  de  facto  a  shareholder,  so  as  to  prove  a  nullity  as 
against  the  company,  and  to  relieve  himself  from  his  obligation :  (per  Lord  St  Leon- 
ards.) lb. 

4.  Power  to  draw  checks — lAabiUty  for  money  improperly  applied.  A  resolution  of 
the  directors  of  a  company  enabling  any  three  of  them  to  draw  checks  is  within  the 
power  given  by  a  resolution  authorizing  the  directors  "  to  adopt  all  such  measures  as 
they  should  in  their  judgment  consider  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  pramotion  af 
the  undertaking ; "  and  if  under  that  power  three  of  the  directors  draw  checks  and 
apply  the  money  impropeiiy,  those  directors  who  are  not  privy  to  sudi  drawing  or 
application  are  not  liable.     The  Direct  East  and  West,  jrc.  Railmaiy  Co.  xxxi.  490. 

5.  Power  to  lease  or  sell  company's  toorks-^Option  to  lessees  to  buy — Confirmation  ^f 
shareholders.  By  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  settlement  of  a  joint-stock  salt  company, 
power  was  given  to  the  directors  to  sell,  exchange,  and  lease  all  or  any  of  the  part- 
nership prq>erty,  and  to  enter  into  any  contract  It  was  also  provided,  that  no  new 
rule  or  regulation  altering  the  fundamental  constitution  of  the  partnership  shodd  be 
binding,  unless  confirmed  by  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  partners  present  at  two 
successive  general  meetings.  The  company  purchased  works  and  carried  on  the 
manufacture  of  salt  In  consequence  of  the  rivalry  of  the  Joint«tock  Alkali  Com- 
pany, the  business  was  carried  on  at  a  loss.  After  negotiation,  the  managing  director 
on  behalf  of  the  salt  company,  and  a  director  on  behalf  of  tiie  alkali  con^ay,  en- 
tered into  and  signed  an  agreement,  dated  in  May,  1846,  whereby  the  former  agreed  to 
lease  for  the  term  of  twenty«one  years  all  their  works  to  the  latter  at  a  specified  rent 
It  was  a  term  of  the  agreement  that  the  lease  should  contain  an  option  to  the  alkali 
company  to  purchase  the  woiks  at  any  time  within  twenty«one  years  at  a  price  named; 
the  agreement  was  to  be  subject  to  the  cotisent  <^  the  proprietors  of  the  salt  company. 
At  a  meeting  of  proprietors  properiy  convened,  held  in  June,  1846,  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  the  agreement  should  be  confirmed.  The  alkali  compaoy 
entered  into  possession  of  the  works ;  disputes  arose  as  to  the  state  of  the  repairs,  and 
the  managing  director  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  salt  company,  by  bill  allied  that  the 
parties  to  the  agreement  were  respectively  duly  authorised  by  their  respective  com- 
panies to  enter  into  the  agreement,  and  also  the  confirmation  thereof  by  the  general 
meieting  of  the  salt  company,  and  sought  to  enfi)rce  the  specific  performance  of  the 
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agreement  The  answer  admitted  the  due  authcmtjr  of  the  director  of  the  plaintiffii' 
coapaay  to  enter  into  the  n^ofeiation,  and  that  the  general  meeting  authorized  its 
bemg  earned  out,  and  no  objection  was  taken  to  the  agreement  as  being  ultra  viret. 
Heldj  that  the  directors  had  a  power  to  lease  or  selly  or  to  do  both ;  but  that  the  giving 
an  option  to  the  alkali  company,  extending  over  twentj-one  years,  to  purchase  or  not, 
at  a  price  now  fixed,  was  beyond  the  powers  of  the  managing  body ;  and  that  a  con- 
firmation by  a  meeting  of  the  shareholders  could  not  effectually  sanction  the  contract; 
abo,  thai  the  consent  of  every  member  of  the  conqpany  was  necessary  to  give  validity 
to  the  contract ;  and  that  this  objection  was  available  to  the  defendant  at  the  hearing, 
notwithstanding  the  admisrions  in  the  answer,  and  that  it  had  not  been  taken  on  the 
pleading  The  court  was  willing  to  give  the  phuntifis  an  opportunity  to  obtain  the 
ooDseni  of  each  proprietor  individually ;  but  it  beiog  admitted  that  some  of  them 
were  under  disalnlity,  it  dismissed  the  bill  witiiout  costs.  The  defendant's  case  was, 
that  a  verbal  agreement  was  added  to  the  written  agreement,  as  a  part  of  it,  as  to 
repairs^  and  that  the  plaintiffs  had  not  done  the  repairs  agreed  on,  which  disentitled 
them  to  enfixroe  i;>ecific  performance ;  and  he  filed  a  cross-bill  to  obtain  discovery  and 
evidence  in  support  of  this  defence*  This  ground  not  being  in  accordance  with  the 
view  which  the  court  took  of  that  defence,  the  cross-bill  was  dismissed  with  costs. 
CUn^  T.  Buffardj  xix.  350. 

6.  Gmaranty  of  dividend — Want  of  eonsidereUion — False  representation.  The  first 
eoQttt  of  the  dedanttion  staled  that  the  society  was  formed  on  the  plan  of  a  soct^^ 
ananfme ;  that shares  were  offered  to  the  public  at  — —  per  share,  free  of  fur- 
ther calls ;  that  the  defendant  as  a  promoter  and  managing  director  had  guaranteed 
and  promised  to  the  bearers  of  the  — — •  shares  a  dividend  of  -^^- ;  that  the  plaintiff 

confiding  in  such  promise  purchased shares,  &c.    Breach,  non-payment  of  the 

dividend  guaranteed.  Heldj  that  the  count  was  bad,  as  it  showed  no  privity  be- 
tween the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  nor  any  consideration  fiir  the  promise  moving 
from  the  defendant  to  the  ^phuntiff.  The  second  count,  beginning  like  the  first, 
alleged  that  defendant,  intending  to  deceive  the  public  had  represented  the  concern 
as  aafisy  ftc. ;  and  intending  to  deceive  the  public  who  might  become  purchasers  of 

the shares,  and  in  order  to  induce  them  so  to  purchase  had  stated,  &c.,  that  the 

directors  guaranteed,  &c.,  by  said  false,  fraudulent,  and  deceitful  representations 
inducing  phuntiff  to  purchase,  &c.,  defendant  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  &c. 
HM,  that  the  count  contained  a  sufficient  allegation  of  a  false  representation  by  the 
defendant,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  judgment  upon  it,  as  there  was  no 
necessity  for  any  privity  between  the  parties  to  support  an  action  of  tort  fi>r  a  fisJse 
representation.     Gerhard  v.  Bates^  xx.  1 29. 

7.  Number  of  directors  requisite  to  transact  business*  The  deed  of  a  joint-stock 
banking  company  contained  provisions  that  the  directors  should  be  not  fewer  than 
five  nor  more  than  seven ;  that  three  or  more  should  constitute  a  board,  and  be  com- 
petent to  transact  all  ordinary  business ;  and  that  the  directors  should  have  power  to 
oompramise  debts,  &c.  The  number  of  directors  became  less  than  five ;  four  direo- 
tois,  being  the  whole  number  then  existing,  executed  a  deed  comjAomising  a  large 
debt  doe  to  the  bank,  taking  fixxn  the  debtor  a  mining  concern,  and  covenantii^  with 
him  on  behalf  of  the  company,  to  indemnify  him  against  certain  bills  of  exchange. 
In  an  action  of  covenant  by  the  debtor  for  not  indemnifying  him,  it  was  held^  that 
such  covenant  did  not  bind  the  company ;  for  that  this  was  not  ordinary  buriness,  and 
no  smaller  number  than  Ave  directors  were  competent  under  the  deed  to  transact  it. 
QiMBrv,  whether  a  board  of  three  directors  could  transact  even  ordinary  business, 
mdess  it  was  a  board  of  three  out  of  five  directors.    Kirk  v.  Bell^  xii.  385. 

S.  Suit  bff  public  officers  against  directors  of  insolvent  companjf — Unauthorized  speo- 
fdadons^Parties'^Mukifariousness.  A  jmnt-stock  banking  company,  subsisting  un- 
der the  7  Geo.  IV.  c.  46,  having  become  insolvent,  and  ceased  to  carry  on  business,  the 
pablic  officer  institated  a  suit,  charging  certain  of  the  directon,  as  defendants,  with 
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loases  during  ihe  time  when  the  botmeis  was  oartied  on,  by  fMaim  of  niMinthaMed 
•pecolatioBs  in  ahipphig  and  coUierieSt  and  o£  a  fhiodnlent  trannction  by  a  deed  of 
arrangemenl  with  a  debtor  to  the  cora|Muiy,  who  was  also  made  a  defendant ;  and 
pdraying  relief  in  respeet  of  ail  these  matters,  and  paiticulariy  to  have  the  deed  set 
aside.  On  the  denuirrer  of  one  of  the  directors,  it  was  held^  that  the  suit  was  prop- 
eriy  instituted  by  the  public  officer,  although  the  company  had  ceaped  to  carry  on 
business ;  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  make  the  directors  and  trustees,  who  were 
not  chai^d  with  the  improper  transaetions  and  fnvd,  parties ;  but,  it  appearing  diat 
the  manager  wae  mixed  up  in  the  transactions,  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  Idm  a 
party.  Held,  also,  that,  although  there  were  several  distinct  transactions,  as  to  which 
the  UabiUties  might  be  seyend,  yet  that  it  would  lead  to  a  mischievous  multiplicily  of 
suits  if  the  demands  were  divided ;  and  a  demurrer  for  muld&riousness  was  disal* 
lowed.    Harrisan  v.  Brown,  six.  885. 

9.  SecTBiary  presumed  <o  be  under  control  of  ditectore.  The  eecretaryof  a  joint- 
stock  company  is  the  servant  of  the  directors  of  the  company,  who  are  presumed  to 
have  control  over  him  as  sueh ;  and  this  presumption  is  not  rebutted  by  the  etrcum- 
rtance  that  the  company  has  ceased  working.    Elme$  v.  Ogte,  n.  879. 

III.  Shareholder$y  Bights  and  LiahiUties  of;  Executions  against 

1.  Lindted  Hahilityj  as  among  themselves.  The  shareholderB  in  a  joint-stock  com- 
pany, may  by  express  agreement,  restrict  their  liability  on  the  contracts  of  the  company, 
as  among  themselves,  but  an  individual  contracting  with  the  company  will  not  be 
affected  by  such  agreement  unless  he  have  notice  thereof  and  contract  with  reference 
thereto.    HaJUett  v.  Dowdall,  ix.  847. 

2.  LimUed  liaibUkyfor  calls  under  deed.  The  deed  of  partnership  by  which  a  joint- 
stock  company  was  established,  for  the  erection  of  a  corn  exchange,  provided  thai 
the  amount  of  each  share  should  be  5L  The  deed  gawe  powers  to  the  directors  for 
raising  more  money,  such  power  to  be  exercised  in  a  prescribed  mode ;  and  it  was 
declared  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  directors  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such 
calls  for  money  upon  the  shareholders,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  said  undertaking, 
B»  they  should  think  fit,  but  not  beyond  the  amount  for  the  time  being  remaining 
unpaid  of  their  respective  shares.  The  directors  ineuired  expenses  consideraUy 
beyond  the  capital  of  the  company,  but  did  not  raise  the  excess  in  the  modes  pointed 
out  in  the  deed.  The  eompany  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  and  a  call  was  made 
by  the  Master  upon  all  the  shareholders  to  recoup  the  parties  who  had  advanced 
money.  Held,  discharging  the  call,  that  the  shareholders  inter  se  were  not  liable  for 
more  than  the  5/.  per  share  already  paid  up.  The  Worcester  Com  ExeKange  Co,  3ux.  627. 

8.  Partners.  SemUe,  this  was  not  a  tradii^  partnerebip,  from  which  a  power  would 
be  implied  for  one  partner  to  bind  the  othera.    lb. 

4.  Linked  liability.  Where  parties  have  stipulated  for  a  limited  liability,  and  the 
managing  parties  incur  an  expense  beyond  that  limit  inter  se,  ^e  latter  have  no  right 
to  call  for  indenfnity.    lb. 

5.  Semhle,  if  third  parties,  knowing  the  stipulation  for  limited  liability,  enter  into 
contracts  with  the  directors,  they  cannot  set  up  unlimited  liability  against  the  body  of 
shareholders.    lb. 

6.  Commencement  of 'liability  of  transferee.  By  the  deed  of  settlement  of  a  joint* 
stock  banking  company  it  was  provided,  amongst  other  things,  ^  that  whenever,  by  any 
means  whatever,  any  shares  in  the  capital  of  the  company  fdiall  become  aetoslfy 
forfeited,  or  shall  be  duly  and  effectually  transferred  to  a  new  proprietor,  then,  and 
in  such  a  case,  and  not  before,  the  responsibilities  of  the  prerious  owner,  as  a  pro- 
prietor in  the  company  in  respect  of  such  shares,  shall  cease  and  deterosine,  and  such 
previous  owner  shall  be  exonerated  and  dischaiged  from  all  subsequent  claims,  de* 
mands,  and  obligations  in  respect  of  the  same  shares,  and  fxook  til  future  observance 
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tod  perfonnance  of  tli«  eoTeoanta,"  &c.  Heid,  that  under  the  terms  of  the  deed,  the 
transferee  of  shares  was  subject  to  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  as  well  those 
incnnned  before  as  ailer  the  date  of  the  transfer.     Capers  case,  six.  1. 

7.  CaUs  on  bankrupt  shareholder.  The  deed  of  settlement  of  a  joint-fitock  companj 
provided,  that  the  shareholders  would  pay  caUs ;  that  the  assignees  of  a  bankrupt 
fl^reholder  should  not  become  shareholders  themselves,  but  might  sell  the  shares ; 
aod  then  followed  a  general  power  to  the  directors  to  make  calls *on  all  holders,  except 
deceased  bankrupts,  their  assigns,  &c.  //e/</,  that  the  bankruptey  of  a  shareholder 
vas  an  answer  to  an  action  for  calls  made  and  due  after  his  certificate,  although  the 
assignees  had  -  not  availed  themselves  of  the  power  of  sale,  and  the  bankrupt  still 
refloaiaed  the  nominal  holder  of  the  shares.  The  Wylam  Steam  Fuel  Co,  v.  Streeff 
XXX.  56d. 

8.  Certificate  of  proprietorship.  The  holder  of  shares  in  a  joint-«tock  company, 
¥ho  has  not  executed  the  deed  of  settlement,  is  not  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  pro- 
prietorahip.     IVUkinaon  v.  The  Anglo-CoH/orfdanj  ffc,  Co,  xii.  444. 

9.  Invalid  sale  of  shares  to  company  does  not  exonerate  sharehMer,  Where  a  joint* 
stock  company  are  authorized  by  deed  to  purchase  the  shares  of  any  proprietor  upon 
specific  conditions,  and  they  make  such  purchase  without  observing  the  conditions, 
the  sale  is  invalid  and  the  seller  is  not  exonerated  from  contribution  as  a  shareholder, 
&e  company  being  insolvent     Ex  parte  Lawes,  x.  162. 

10.  Proof  of  de^  against  estate  of  deceased  member — Practice.  A  petition  fW>m  a 
creator  of  a  joiat-stock  (banking)  company  to  prove  his  debt  against  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  member  most  state  that  the  company  has  ceased  to  do  bunncss,  or  that  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  enforce  judgment  against  those  who  are  primarily  liable,  or 
it  will  be  dismissed.    Heward  v.  Wheatley^  xiii.  214. 

11.  Liability  at  makers  of  note  given  by  directors.  Three  directors  of  an  unregis- 
tered joint-stock  company  signed  a  note  as  foUows :  *'  We,  directors  of  the Bank, 

ibr  oDnelvea  and  the  other  shareholders,  &c.,  jointly  and  severally  promise  to  pay 
G.  W.  or  bearer,^  &c.,  to  which  were  annexed  coupons  for  each  half>year*s  interest  up 
to  maturity.  Heldy  thaft  the  shareholders  were  liable,  both  as  makers  of  the  note  and 
borrowers  of  the  money ;  that  the  words,  **  and  severally,"  might  be  struck  out ;  that 
the  ooupoDs  did  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  note.  Besides  the  banking  business,  the 
deed  of  setttloBent  specified  ^  the  borrowing  or  taking  up  money  at  interest  on  re- 
ceipt," &C.,  and  the  management  of  the  funds  was  intrusted  to  the  directors.  Heldj 
that  this  note  came  within  the  above  clause.  The  plaintiff  "  purehased  "  the  note  of 
the  ageat  of  the  bank  £aT  the  amount  of  its  fiice  and  the  coupons.  Heldj  to  be  a  loan 
on  the  secnriCy  of  the  note.  Hie  deed  autboriaed  the  directors  to  issue  such  notes,  &c., 
as  were  lawful  under  the  banking  laws.  Held,  to  apply  to  dealing  as  a  bank  of  issue, 
and  not  U>  borzowing  fi>r  purposes  of  trade  on  such  notes  as  this.

110,  to  whom 
Bhares  have  been  allotted  afber  the  complete  registration  of  the  company  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act,  cannot  lawfully  deal  with  those  shares,  by  way  of  sale  or  mort- 
gage, before  they  have  executed  the  deed  of  setdement  of  the  company,  and  have  been 
duly  metered  as  shareholders  in  the  register  established  by  the  act  Ex  parte  Neilson^ 
xziiL479. 

18.  Exaggerated  statements  in  prospectm^  horn  liability  affected  by.    A  person  who

tiiat  the  description  of  the  undertaking  and  his  prospects  are  ezaggemted  in  the  pn>* 
spectus  and  advertisenients  pubKslied  hj  the  diTectors,  when  he  is  present  at  the  fint 
meetings  of  the  company,  and  visits  the  mine,  and  has  as  full  an  opportunity  as  the 
directors  of  ascertaining  the  real  state  of  the  mine  and  its  prospects.  Jenninffi  t.

14.  Sale  of  shares  and  removal  o/vendar^s  nemejrom  hooks.  B.  S.,  a  riiareholder  in 
a  joint-stock  banking  company,  sold  his  shares,  and  his  name  was  erased  from  the 
books  and  that  of  the  purchaser  inserted.  The  bank  subsequently  suspended  payment, 
and  upon  a  call  being  made,  the  purchaser  of  the  shares  neglected  to  pay  it,  in  oonse- 
'^uence  of  inability.  The  bank  then  made  an  entry  in  the  share  register  list,  stating 
that  the  transfer  was  invalid  for  want  of  the  consent  of  a  board  of  directors  &afy  oob- 
stituted,  and  they  made  a  fresh  return  to  the  stamp  office,  in  which  they  inserted  the 
name  of  R.  S.  as  a  shareholder.  Held,  upon  a  bill  filed  by  R  S.,  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  inquire  whether  the  provisions  of  the  deed  had  been  observed,  and  thai  he 
had  ceased  to  be  a  shareholder ;  that  after  the  name  of  R.  S.  had  been  i^emoved  fim 
the  books,  the  directors  had  no  power,  under  the  clauses  of  the  deed,  to  again  introdiiee 
his  name.

Where,  by  the  deed  of  settlement  of  a 
j<nnt-stock  company,  each  partner  is  to  remain  liable  till  his  shares  are  completely 
transferred,  and  his  executors  are  not  to  become  proprietors  till  they  have  obserted 
certain  formalities,  then,  after  the  death  of  a  partner,  his  executors  not  observing  the 
formalities  prescribed,  his  estate  continues  liable  for  partnership  debts,  and,  Mmtfe, 
also  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  profits.

18.  Husband's  liability  in  respect  of  interest  in  wife*s  shares*  Defendants  wife,  be- 
fore marriage,  was  possessed  of  some  shares  in  a  joint-stock  company.  The  eompaoj'a 
deed  of  settlement  provided  that  the  husband  of  such  person  should  not  be  a  mcanber 
of  the  company  in  respect  of  such  shares,  without  complying  with  certain  prorisiotoa 
Held,  that  as  he  had  not  complied  with  these  provisions,  he  was  not  liable,  under 
7  Geo.  lY.  c.  46,  s.  18,  to  a  set,  fa,  as  a  member  of  the  company  in  respect  of  his  iatsr- 
est  in  his  wife's  shares.

19.  Execution  against  shareholder,  application  for — Practice,  Where  an  applieMMW 
under  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  ss.  66,  68,  for  execution  against  A  shareholder  in  a  jointr 
stock  company  on  a  judgment  against  the  company  is  refbsed,  no  fresh  fq>plication  can 
be  made  without  a  fresh  notice ;  though  the  first  application  were  made  to  a  judge  who 
had  no  jurisdiction.

rV.  Shares,  whether  Seed  or  Personal  Estate. 

1.  Shares  in  mining  company — Statute  of  frauds*  Where  a  mining  company  was 
nanaged  on  the  cash  book  priociple,  and  the  title  to  the  minerals  of  the  right  to  search 
frr  and  get  them  was  Tested  in  one  person,  the  property  being  divided  into  shares 
which  were  taken  by  difierent  members  of  the  joint-stock  company,  each  contracting 
to  snpply  the  necessary  capital  in  proportion  to  his  shares,  and  having  the  right  to  seU 
his  sbafe  and  insist  upon  his  vendee  being  accepted  as  a  member  of  the  company  in 
his  stead,  upon  eeitifioate  given  of  the  sale  of  shares  to  him ;  the  coiurt,  considering 
the  question  as  one  of  &ct  for  a  jury,  hM^  that  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  these  shares 
was  not  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  land  or  an  interest  in  land,  under  the  4th  section  of 
the  Statote  of  Frauds,  3  Car.  IL  c.19 ;  disseniientej  Parke,  B.  ^or  a  contract  for  the 
sale  of  gDods>  wares,  and  merchandise,  within  the  1 7th  section  of  that  statute.  Watson

S.  And  it  seems  that  the  interest  of  a  shareholder  in  any  joint-stock  company  where 
the  persons  seised  of  the  realty  hold  in  the  same  way  as  a  corporation,  that  is,  in  trust 
only  to  use  the  land  and  to  make  profits  to  be  divided  among  the  shareholderi  whose 
only  interest  is  in  those  profits,  is  personal  estate,     lb. 

3»  Bequest  of  shares  not  void  for  jnortmain.  By  the  deed  of  a  joint-stock  company, 
it  was  declared  **  that  all  the  property  thereof  should  always  be  considered  personal 
estate."  A  shareholder,  by  his  will,  gave  his  shares  to  trustees  to  invest  the  proceeds 
in  seevritaes  for  the  benefit  of  certain  charities.  At  diis  time  the  property  of  the  bank 
eotisisted  of  freehold  and  copyhold  hereditaments,  &c.  Hetd^  that  the  bequest  was 
good,  and  not  void  for  mortmain.

V.  TVansfer  of  Shares.

1.  Cannot  be  made  till  calls  are  paid.  Upon  application  for  a  mandamus  to  the  sec- 
letsry  of  a  jointHitock  company  to  enter  and.  r^pster  a  memorial  of  a  deed  of  transfer, 
it  was  held,  that  by  sect  16  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  the  right  to  transfer  shares  was 
taken  away  until  all  calls  made  in  respect  thereof  had  been  paid ;  and  the  deed  of 
transfer  was,  therefore,  void.    Re  Hall  v.  The  Norfolk  Estuary  Co.  viii.  851. 

2.  Deposit  of  shares  as  security  for  money  advanced — Judgment  aXd  judge*s  order 
charging  shares — Equity,  The  defendant,  being  the  registered  owner  of  200  shares 
of  a  joint-stock  company,  deposited  the  certificates  thereof  with  £.,  as  a  security  for 
money  advanced.  He  aflerwatds  borrowed  a  further  sum  from  an  insurance  office,  of 
which  C.  waaa  director,  and  K  and  C.  being  sureties  for  the  repayment  of  that  sum, 
he  executed  according  to  the  Joxnt«tock  Act  a  transfer  to  C.  of  the  shares,  accom- 
panied by  a  dedazBtion  of  the  terms  of  the  transfer,  and  delivered  both  instruments 
to  C.  Judgment  for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  advanced  having  been  obtained 
by  the  ^insurance  office,  and  a  judge's  order  nisi  to  chai^  the  shares  having 
been  made,  C.  subsequently  requeued  the  joint-stock  company  to  transfer  the  shares 
into  his  ^ame,  which  they  refused,  and  the  shares  remained  standing  in  the  name  of 
the  defendant  The  court  made  the  judge's  order  absolute,  holding  that  the  shares 
were  to  be  considered  as  standing  "  in  the^efendant's  name  in  his  own  right,"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s.  14,  and  that  the  relief  of  the  creditors  was  in 
equity.     Fuller  v.  Earle^  xiv.  890. 

«.  Transferrer  of  shares^  liable  for  what  hsses^FaUe  balance  sheets.  By  the  deed 
of  paitnexvhip  of  a  joint^tock  banking  company,  the  directors  were  ordered,  at  every 
hal^yeaily  meeting  of  the  company,  to  exhibit  to  the  shareholders  a  balance  sheet 
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containing  a  full,  true,  and  explicit  statei^ent  of  tlie  affain  of  die  company ;  and  trttarf 
such  balance  sheet  should  be  binding  and  conclusive  on  all  the  shareholders,  their  exe&> 
utors,  &c.,  unless  some  error  should  be  discovered  therein  before  the  next  half-yeariy 
general  meeting.    By  the  clauses  regulating  the  mode  of  transfer,  it  was  declared  that 
the  transferrer  should,  from  .the  date  of  the  transfer,  be  released  from  all  subsequent 
claims  and  obligations  in  respect  of  the  shares,  but  that  such  release  should  not  extend 
to  release  him  *^  from  his  proportion  of  the  losses,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  company  up 
to  the  period  of  his  ceasing  to  be  such  holder."    The  directors  for  several  3rear8  ex- 
hiUted,  at  the  half-yearly  meetings^  very  erroneous  balance  sheets,  purporting  to  show 
that  very  large  profits  had  be^i  made ;  and  they  declared  dividends,  when,  in  fiict, 
from  the  first,  large  losses  had  been  sustained.    A  shareholder  sold  and  transferred  his 
shares,  with  the  consent  of  the  directors,  more  than  three  years  before  the  order  fi»r 
winding  up  the  company.

VI.  Actions  by  and  against  the  Company. 

1.  Action  for  calls — Certificate  of  complete  registration — Pleading.  A  jotnt-stock 
company,  registered  under  7  &  8  Vict^  c.  1 10,  cannot  maintun  an  action  for  calls  until 
they  have  obtained  a  certificate  of  complete  registration,  and  a  plea  that  they  had  not 
obtained  such  a  certificate  is  an  answer  to  the  action.  But  thb  defence  will  not  arise 
under  a  plea  of  never  indebted,  or  a  plea  traversing  that  the  plaintifis  were  a  comr 
plctcly  registered  company.

2.  For  price  of  prospectuses,  A  quantity  of  prospectuses  of  a  registered  public 
company  were  ordered  by  its  secretary  of  a  printer  who  had  been  before  employed  by 
the  company ;  they  were  delivered  at  its  office,  and  never  returned.  No  proof  that 
they  were  used  was  offered.  The  company  was  held  liable  for  their  price.  Lei^  v. 
The  Metropolitan  Cab  Co.  xxv.  268. 

8.  For  price%f  goods  furnished  company — Agents  acting  without  authority.  Where 
goods  bought  for  a  registered  joint-stock  company,  by  the  officers  or  agents  of  the 
company,  were  delivered  at  its  place  of  business  and  used  by  the  company,  the  com- 
pany is  liable  for  the  price  of  the  goods,  although  the  persons  making  the  pvrehasea 
acted  without  authority.     Smith  v.  The  Hull  Glass  Co.  ix.  442.    . 

4.  An  action  for  work  and  labor  does  not  lie  against  a  company  completely  regis- 
tered for  work  done  for  the  company  provisionally  registered.  Hutchinson  v.  The 
Surrey  Gas  Light  Association,  vii.  474. 

5.  A  company  completely  registered  is  not  liable  on  any  contract  made  by  the  pro- 
moters before  provisional  registration.    Jb. 

6.  Quare,  whether  a  company  is  liable,  after  complete  re^tration,  to  be  sued  in  its 
collective  name  upon  contracts  previously  made  by  the  provisionally  registered  camr 
pany,  when  such  contracts  are  within  s^t  28  of  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110.  Jb.  See, 
also,  Taylor  v.  The  Crowland  Gas  and  cSte  Co.  xxvL  460 ;  Payne  v.  The  New  Sevtk 
Wales f  {fc.  Co.  xxviii.  579 ;  Abbott  v.  Rogers,  xxx.  446. 

7.  Action  on  covenant  to  pay  annuity  to  company — Validity  of  contract  By  a  deed 
made  between  L.  and  his  wife  of  the  first  part ;  the  defendant  of  the  second ;  the 
plaintifis,  a  joint-stock  company,  of  the  third ;  and  ihe  trustees  of  the  company  of  the 
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Ibiirfh,  in  conflidenition  of  SOOi^  adnmoed  to  L.  by  the  company  on  the  execution,  L. 
and  the  defendant  eovenanted  to  pay  an  annuity  to  the  plaintifb,  and  that  L.  should 
keep  OB  foot  a  policy  on  ins  own  life,  and  one  upon  his  wife's.  L.  and  his  wife  further 
granted  to  the  trustees  their  interest  in  certain  freehdd  property,  upon  trust  to  pay 
thereoot,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  arrears  of  the  annuity,  and  pay  over  the  surplus 
moneyB  recetTed  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto.  In  an  aetion  of  covenant  by  the 
cooipany  a^inst  the  defendant  for  the  non-payment  of  the  annuity,  and  for  not  keep- 
ing OB  foot  the  policies,  tilie  defendant  pleaded  that  it  was  a  contract  made  on  behalf 
of  a  completely  registered  joint«tock  company,  under  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  s.  44, 
and  that  it  was  void  because  it  was  not  executed  with  the  formalities  thereby  required. 
Hdd^  that  the  plea  was  bad,  the  contract  not  being  one  made  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
pany, and  being  a  unilateral  one,  on  which  the  covenantee  might  sue  without 
ezficttlusg  it    Britisk  Entire  Mutual  Lift  As9urance  Co,  v.  Browne^  xiv.

&  Z>issoluiion  no  bar  to  aetion  btf  creditor.  The  dissolntion  of  a  company  by  an 
order  ^Molute  under  the  Joint-stock  Companies  Windingn-np  Act,  1848,  (U  &  18 
Viol,  ew  45,)  b  no  bar  to  an  action  against  the  company,  by  a  creditor.  Neither  can 
the  onaasion  by  such  creditor  to  pfove  his  debt  before  the  Master  in  Chancery  be 
pleaded  in  bar  to  such  an  action ;  the  appropriate  remedy  being  under  sect  73,  by 
an  application  to  a  judge  to  stay  proceedings  in  the  action  until  after  proof  made.

4.  Illegal  contract  between  promoters  of  two  companies^  for  services  and  work.  Plain- 
tiff^ and  defendants  were  promoters  of  two  several  joint-stock  companies.  Declara- 
tion in  assumpsit  for  materials  furnished  and  work  done  by  plaintiffs  for  defendants. 
Flea,  that  the  materials,  &c.,  were  not  necessarily  required  for  the  establishment  of  the 
delendants*  company ;  that  plaintiffs  acted  as  promoters ;  that  neither  company  was 
roistered  according  to  7  &  8  Vict  c.

46,  held  to  be  a  public  company  not  incorpo- 
rated within  the  meaning  of  1  &  2  Yict  c.  110,  s.  14.    Macintyre  ▼.  Connelly  iiL  249. 

8.  Contract  between  director  and  company — SiAmission  to  shareholders.  The  statute 
requisition,  that  any  contract  or  dealing  between  a  company  and  any  director,  shall  be 
submitted  ^  to  the  next  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  shareholders  to  be  summoned 
for  that  purpose"  is  satisfied  by  a  submission  to  the  next  general  meeting  of  the  com- 
pany, though  particular  reference  to  Uiis  purpose  was  not  made  in  tiie  advertisement 
calling  the  meeting.    In  re  The  Universal  Salvage  Co.  xxviL  582. 

JUDGES. 

1.  Interested  Judge  sitting  on  the  hearing,  without  intending  to  take  a  part  in  the  decision. 
When  a  judge,  interested  in  the  result  of  the  pending  trial,  nts  on  the  bench  with  his 
associates,  even  though  he  declares  his  purpose  to  take  no  part  in  the  hearing  or  decis- 
ion, the  order  will  be  invalid,  and  a  notice  of  intention  to  move  for  a  certiorari  giTca 
to  such  justice  as  one  **  by  and  before  whom  the  order  was  made,"  and  stating  &at 
the  motion  is  ''on  behalf  of  the  inhabitants"  of  the  respondent  parish,  and  agned 
''J.  M.,  attorney  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  respondent  parish,"  is  sufficient  under  stat 
13  Geo.  IL  c.  18,  s.  5.    Begina  v.  The  Justices  of  Suffolk^  xiv.  90. 

2.  Decree  by  an  interested  Judge — Mode  of  avoidance.  A  decree  or  order  pronounced 
by  a  judge,  (the  Lord  Chancellor,)  in  a  cause  in  which  he  is  individually  interested, 
is  not  absolutely  void,  but  only  voidable.  The  proper  mode  by  which  to  avoid  a 
decree  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  voidable  by  reason  of  his  having  an  interest  in  the 
suit,  is  by  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords.

24.  Order  respecting  custody  of  children.  The  court  of  chancery  has  jurisdiction  to 
make  an  order  that  children  shall  be  given  up  to  the  father  notwithstanding  that  the 
mother  and  children  were  bom  and  are  resident  abroad.  Power  to  enforce  the  order 
is  another  matter.

25.  Stay  of  execution  of  judgment  of  queen's  bench  annulling  letters-patent.  After  a 
judgment  in  scire  facias  in  the  oourt  of  queen's  bench,  annulling  letters-patent  and 
directing  that  they  should  be  restored  to  the  court  of  chancery  to  be  cancelled,  the 
Lord  Chancellor  has  no  jurisdiction  to  stay  the  execution  of  the  judgment,  his  duty  in 
cancelijng  the  enrolment  being  only  ministerial.

25.  Tenant  for  life — Permissive  waste.  A  court  of  equity  will  not  interfere  to 
make  a  tenant  for  life  liable  for  permissive  waste.

27.  Of  court  of  appecd.  There  is  jurisdiction  in  the  court  of  appeal  (under  the 
Stat.  14  ^  15  Vict  c.  ft8)  to  correct  an  error  in  an  order  of  the  Lord  Chancellor.

IL    Of  Courts  other  than  the  Chancery  and  County  Courts. 

1.  Of  recorder  of  horouffik-^Lieense.  The  recorder  ofa  borough  has  no  jurisdiction  to 
hear  ao  appeal  under  the  9  Gea  lY.  c.  61,  s.  27,  against  a  refusal  by  the  borough 
justices  to  grant  a  license  to  keep  an  inn,  alehouse,  or  victualling-house,  such  jurisdic- 
tion  being  expressly  taken  away  by  the  proviso  to  sect.  105  of  the  5  &  6  Will.  IV. 
c  7$.     Regina  v.  Recorder  ofBrMl,  xxviii.  291. 

2.  Of  courts  of  Scotland.  The  courts  of  Scothind  must  determine  how  a  legacy 
given  to  erect  a  bridge  there,  shall  be  laid  out.    Forbes  v.  Forbes,  xxiii.  835. 

3.  Of  superior  courts.  The  concluding  words  of  the  proviso  of  sect  118  of  stat  84 
Gto.  m.  c«  78,  do  not  by  necessary  implication  take  away  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
superior  courts.    King  v.  Rochdale  Canal  Co.  vi.  241. 

4.  Of  court  of  €tdmiralty.    Where  property  has  come,  in  the  course  of  law  into  the 
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bands  of  a  receiver  of  adnnralty  droits,  and  be  has  dealt  illegally  with  it,  the  court  of 
admiralty  has  not  jurisdiction  to  interfere.    Derelict  Irony  ii.  568. 

5.  0/the  heads  of  colleges  of  the  University  of  Cambridge — Tradesmen,  TPbe  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  heads  of  the  colleges  in  the  Univeraty  of  Cambridge  hare  authority 
to  make  a  decree  that  every  tradesman  with  whom  any  person  in  statu  pupiUari  should 
contract  a  debt  exceeding  5/.  should  be  required  to  send  notice  thereof  at  the  end  of 
every  quarter  to  the  college  tutor  of  the  person  so  indebted,  on  pain  of  being  punished 
by  discommuning,  or  otherwise,  as  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  heads  of  colleges  should 
seem  fit  Where  a  tradesman,  resident  in  Cambridge,  who  has  violated  this  decree, 
is  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Tice-Chancellor  and  heads  of  houses  to  answer  the 
complaint,  he  is  not  entitled  to  appear  by  counsel  or  attorney,  as  upon  a  judicial  pro- 
ceeding. Upon  proof  diat  the  tradesman  had  violated  the  above  decree,  it  was 
ordered  by  the  yice-Chancellor  and  heads  of  colleges,  that  no  person  in  statu  pupiUari 
should  contract,  &c.,  or  have  any  tradings  or  dealings  with  the  said  tradesman,  and 
that  if  any  person  in  statu  pupiUari  should  disobey  this  decree  he  should  be  punished 
by  suspension,  rustication,  or  expulsion,  as  the  case  should  appear  to  the  Yice-Chao- 
cellor  and  heads  of  colleges  to  require.  Held,  that  there  was  no  ground  for  a  prohi- 
bition of  the  proceedings.    Ex  parte  DecUh,  m.  45S. 

6.  Of  courts  at  Westminster^  exclusive — Dispute  arising  out  of  mortgage.  One  of  the 
rules  of  a  benefit  building  society  provided  for  referring  to  arbitration  any  disputo 
between  the  society  and  a  member.  On  the  refusal  of  the  society  so  to  refer  a  dis- 
pute, a  member  obtained  an  order  of  two  justices  in  his  favor.  Held,  that  the  dispute 
being  one  between  mortgagor  and  mortgagee,  arising  out  of  a  mortgage,  was  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  at  Westminster  only,  and  a  certiorari  was  granted. 
Regina  v.  Trafford,  xxix.  163. 

7.  Equitable  jurisdiction  of  courts  of  common  law.  When  the  ground  for  equitable 
relief  is  not  a  complete  bar  to  proceeding  on  the  judgment,  and  a  court  of  common 
law  cannot  pronounce  an  absolute  judgment  which  will  do  final  and  complete  justice 
between  the  parties,  it  is  not  matter  for  a  defence  to  an  action  on  equitable  grounds 
within  sect  83  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1854.  No  power  is  coofened  by 
the  above  act  on  courts  of  common  law  to  pronounce  a  conditional  judgment  or  an 
equitable  decree.     Wodehouse  v.  Farebrothery  xxx.  412. 

8.  Fraudulent  decree  of  House  of  Lordsy  how  may  he  treated  in  inferior  emirt. 
Where  a  decree  of  the  House  of  Lords  has  been  obtained  by  the  fraudulent  colltison 
of  both  parties,  in  order,  by  means  of  that  decree,  to  defeat  the  objects  of  public  jus- 
tice, or  the  rights  of  one  of  the  nominal  parties,  being  an  infknt— temMe,  such  decree 
may  be  called  in  question  even  in  an  inferior  court,  and  an  original  suit  for  relief  may 
be  there  instituted,  notwithstanding  such  fraudulent  decree.  Per  Lord  Cranwoith, 
L.  C.  Semhle,  such  fraudulent  decree  may  even  be  treated  as  a  nullity  in  the  inferior 
court,  and  the  question  there  arising  will  simply  be,  was  it  a  real  judgment  or  not? 

SembtCy  though  such  fraudulent  decree  might,  perhaps,  be 
treated  by  the  inferior  court  indirectly  as  a  nullity,  if  the  case  shows  manifest  gross 
direct  fraud,  yet  the  relief  should  be  sought  for  in  the  house  in  the  first  instance.

9.  Matters  relating  to  fisheries.  Jurisdiction  of  all  matters  rebiting  to  the  fisheries 
in  the  seas  between  England  and  France  belongs  exclusively  to  the  tribunals  des- 
ignated in  the  treaty,  or  the  statutes  referring  to  such  treaty.    Mar^aU  v.  NicMh, 

xii.  466. 

10.  Action  against  foreign  sovereign.  No  English  court  has  jurisdiction  to  entertwi 
an  action  against  a  foreign  sovereign  for  any  thing  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  by  mm 
in  his  public  capacity  as  representative*  of  the  nation  of  which  he  is  the  head.  Ik 
Haher  v.  The  Queen  of  Portugal,  vii.  340. 

11.  County  rate,  charges  on — Illegal  order  of  visiting  justieeS'-^DisaUowanee  if 
sessions — Subsequent  allowance.    The  expenses  of  the  house  of  correction  at  P.  W6M 
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paid  ont  of  a  district  rate  levied  on  only  a  part  of  the  coonty.  A  bill  for  refreahmentB 
furnished  to  justices  and  other  persons  concerned  in  the  trial  of  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  for  misconduct,  which  trial  was  held  in  the  sessions  court  house  at  P.,  was 
ordered  by  two  visiting  justices  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  out  of  the  county 
ntes,  and  was  so  paid  by  him.  The  general  sessions  disallowed  this  as  an  item  in  his 
account,  but  at  a  subsequent  annual  session  an  order  was  made  allowing  it.  The  orders 
of  the  sessions  having  been  brought  up  on  certiorari^  it  was  held^  that  the  order  of  the 
visiting  justices  was  not  a  judicial  order,  which  the  treasurer  was  bound  to  obey ;  that 
the  general  sessions  had  acted  properly  in  disallowing  the  sum  of  5Sl.  7$,  Qd, ;  and 
that  the  subsequent  sessions  had  no  power  afterwards  to  allow  that  sum,  and  that  their 
order  to  that  effect  was,  therefore,  void.

I.  Qualificaticn  of  Jurmz ;  IRight  to  chaUmge, 

1.  CkaUenge  of  town  counfiiUor — Special  Jury  list.  A  town  councillor  is,  by  the 
8  &  4  Vict  G.  108,  disqualified  from  being  a  special  juryman.  The  name  of  a  town 
oonociUor  stood  on  a  special  jury  list  after  it  had  been  reduced.  Held,  that  under  the 
Irish  Jury  Act,  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  91,  he  was  liable  to  challenge  £or  this  disqualification 
wlien  about  to  be  sworn.    Barrett  y.  Long,  zvL  1. 

2.  Common-lato  right  to  challenge.  The  right  of  challenge  against  a  juryman  is  a 
common-law  right,  which  cannot  be  taken  away  except  by  the  express  terms  of  a  stat- 
ute ;  and  quare,  whether  it  is  taken  away  by  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  91,  except  in  cases 
where  coqxirate  bodies  are  parties,  and  kindred  of  affinity  with  a  member  of  the  cor- 
porate body,  is  the  ground  of  challenge.  It  is  not  taken  away  by  the  effect  of  the 
3  &  4  WilL  IV; c  91,  in  respect  of  a  disqualification  created  since  that  statute.    lb. 

3.  Challenge  after  reducing  a  special  jury — Disqualification.  Where  a  challenge 
in  leqpect  of  such  disqualification  was  made  after  reducing  a  special  jury,  it  was  held 
not  to  be  necessary  to  allege  that  the  disqualification  had  arisen  since  the  jury  was 
reduced.    lb, 

4.  Supplemental  jurors —  Verdict  The  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act.  8  &  9  Vict 
c.  18, 8.  65,  provides  that  in  case  of  a  full  special  jury  not  appearing,  the  sheriff  shall, 
upon  the  application  of  either  party,  add  to  the  list  of  such  jury  the  names  of  any  other 
disuiterested  persons  qualified  to  act  as  special  or  common  jurymen,  who  shall  not  have 
been  previously  struck  off  the  aforesaid  list,  and  who  may  then  be  attending  the  court, 
or  can  speedily  be  procured,  so  as  to  complete  such  jury,  all  parties  having  their  lawful 
challenges  against  such  persons.  Held,  that  the  want  of  qualification  in  such  supple- 
mental jurors  is  ground  of  challenge  only,  and  in  default  of  such  challenge  their  verdict 
cannot  be  set  aside  for  want  of  jurisdiction  or  irregularity.  In  re  Chelsea  Waterworks 
Co.  xxviiL  542.  ^  , 

5.  Peremptory  chaUenge — Special  jury.  The  105th  and  108th  sections  of  the  Com- 
mon Law  Procedure  Act  do  not  allow  a  right  of  peremptory  challenge,  in  the  case  of 
A  ipecial  jury  appcnnted  under  its  provisions.     Creed  v.  Fisher,  xxvi.  384.

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II.   Questions  for  the  Jury. 

1.  Whether  the  name  of  a  partner  was  to  be  kept  secret  under  a  contract.  In  a  suit 
fbr  an  account,  A  alleged  that  he  had  been  in  partnership  under  a  yerbal  contract  for 
ibar  years  with  B,  as  a  pawnbroker ;  but  that  B  subsequently  fraudulently  made  over 
the  whole  stock  to  a  new  firm,  into  which  B  entered  with  C  and  D,  under  articles  of 
partnership.  An  issue  was  directed  to  try  whether  these  articles  were  fraudulent  on 
the  part  of  B,  C,  and  D,  and  for  the  purpose  of  depriying  A  of  his  interest  in  the 
stock.  At  the  trial,  evidence  on  both  sides  was  given  of  a  partnership  between  A  and 
B ;  but  it  was  also  proved  that,  during  such  partnership,  A's  name  was  neither  over 
the  door  nor  on  the  pawn-ticket,  nor  in  the  pawnbroker's  license.  The  judge  asked 
the  jury  to  say  whether  they  were  satisfied,  on  the  whole  &cts,  that  it  was  one  of  the 
stipulations  of  the  contract  between  A  and  B  that  A's  name  was  to  be  kept  secret 
To  this  ruling  defendant's  counsel  took  exception,  inasmuch  as  the  judge  ought  to  have 
directed  the  jury  that  on  such  facts  there  was  no  lawful  partnership.  The  judge  over- 
ruled the  exception.  Held,  the  judge  was  right ;  and  that  it  was  for  the  jur}-,  and  not 
{pr  the  judge,  to  say  whether  it  was  one  of  the  stipulations  of  the  original  contract 
between  A  and  B  that  A's  name  should  be  concealed,  in  contravention  of  the  statute 
89  &  40  Geo.  in.  c.  99,  s.  23.    Fraser  v.  Hill,  xxviii.  25. 

2.  Question  of  acceptance  of  bill.  Where  a  declaration  on  a  bill  by  an  indorsee 
against  an  indorser  contains  an  averment  of  presentment  and  a  plea  traversing  it,  but 
no  averment  of  acceptance  and  no  plea  putting  it  directly  in  issue,  the  question  of  ac- 
ceptance is  open  as  a  question  of  fact  for  the  jury.     Weston  v.  Ilodd,  xzvi.  278. 

S.  Handwriting — Admission.  An  admission  of  his  handwriting  by  the  defendant, 
and  a  promise  to  pay,  though  it  may  be  evidence  of  notice  of  dishonor  is  not  an  admis- 
sion of  liability  so  as  to  preclude  his  objecting  to  the  presentment,  but  this  is  also  a 
question  for  the  jury.    lb. 

4.  Indorsement  of  bill.  The  jury  are  also  to  decide  whether  the  indorsement  was 
made  before  the  supposed  acceptance.    lb. 

5.  Libellous  letter — Privileged  communication.  A  letter  of  a  libellous  nature  ad- 
dressed by  the  rector  of  a  parish  to  his  people  is  not  necessarily  a  privileged  com- 
munication, but  it  is  for  the  jury  to  decide  whether  it  is  upon  its  face  malicious  or 
whether  the  circumstances  show  malice.     Gilpin  v.  Fowler ,  xxvi.  386. 

6.  Beginning  of  tenancy  under  written  agreement.  A  tenancy  from  year  to  year 
under  a  written  agreement  will  be  held  by  the  court  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the 
contrary  to  begin  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  agreement,  and  it  will  not  be  left  to 
the  jury  to  decide  when  the  tenancy  commenced.    Bishop  v.  Wraith,  xxvi.  568. 

7.  Idem  sonans.  An  indictment  described  the  prosecutor  as  Danus  C,  and  the 
prosecutor  in  evidence  stated  that  his  name  was  Trius  C.  Held,  that  it  was  a  question 
of  fact  for  the  jury,  and  not  of  law  for  the  court,  whether  the  two  words  were  idem 
sonantia.    Regina  v.  Davis,  iv.  564. 

8.  Notice  to  quit.  Whether  a  notice  to  quit  has  been  waived  is  a  question  for  the 
jury.    Blyth  v.  Dennett,  xvi.  424. 

9.  Entire  case  in  written  documents.  When,  relative  to  a  contract  of  sale,  the 
entire  case  is  cont^ned  in  written  documents,  the  parties  never  having  had  any  per- 
sonal communication  with  each  other,  it  is  for  the  court,  and  not  for  the  jury,  to  decide 
what  the  contract  between  the  parties  is.    Key  v.  Cotesworth,  xiv.  435. 

10.  Bona  fides  of  magistrate.  In  an  action  against  a  magistrate,  for  acts  done  by 
him  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  the  question  of  bond  Jides  is  to  be  decided,  accord- 
ing lo  Stat  11  &  12  Vict  c.  #,  by  the  court  and  not  by  the  jury.  Kirby  v.  SimptOHj 
xxvi.  469. 

11.  False  imprisonment — ProbaUe  cause.  In  an  action  for  false  imprisonment  or 
malicious  prosecution,  the  question  of  probable  cause  is  a  question  for  the  court  Per 
Cranworth,  L.  C.    Fraser  t.  Hill,  xxviii.  25. 
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12.  Construction  of  toritten  documents  is  for  the  court.  The  rule  that  the  con- 
itri|don  of  written  documents  constituting  per  se  a  complete  contract,  is  for  the  court, 
b  not  affected  hj  the  fiict  that  they  extend,  (as  in  the  case  of  correspondence,)  over 
a  coosiderable  period  of  time,  during  which  various  circumstances  may  intervene ;  as 
sack  circumstances,  however  they  may  be  material  in  regard  to  the  performance,  or 
breach  of  the  contract,  cannot  afiect  its  construction.  But  the  rule  does  not  apply 
where  the  documents  do  not  contain  the  entire  cpntract,  so  as  to  require  a  stamp, 
(supposiDg  it  otherwise  within  the  Stamp  Act)  Begg  v.  Forbes^  xxx.  508.

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1.  Partifs  right  to  have  his  case  go  to  Jury.  Where  there  is  evidence  that  may  by 
posobility  justJy  lead  the  jury  to  come  to  a  concludon  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  he  has 
the  right  to  have  his  case  go  to  them.  Per  Lord  Cranworth.  Paterson  v.  Wallace^ 
xxriu.  48. 

2.  Certificate  that  cause  is  ft  for 'special  Jury.  A  cause  came  on  for  trial,  before' 
Wilde,  C.  J.,  on  the  13th  of  December,  1848,  when  a  verdict  was  taken  for  the  plain- 
tiff,  subject  to  a  special  case.  Upon  the  argument  of  the  special  case,  on  the  11th  of 
Jane,  1850,  (which  was  after  Wilde  had  ceased  to  be  a  judge  of  this  court,)  the  court 
directed  a  nonsuit  >  On  the  12tli  of  September,  the  following  indorsements  were  Aiade 
upon  the  nisiprius  record : — 

**I  certify  that  this  was  a  fit  and  proper  cause  to  be  tried  by  a  special  jury. 

"  Thomas  Wildk." 

"It  was  assented  to  at  nisipriuSy  that,  in  the  event  of  judgment  being  for  the  de- 
fendants, I  should  certify  for  special  jury;  which  I  have  accordingly  done  nunc  pro 
tune.  Truro." 

The  court  refused  to  set  aside  the  certificate,  as  being  informal  or  too  late.  SerreU

8.  Special  Jury,  Where  the  defendant  has  duly  obtained  a  rule  for  a  special  juty, 
and  the  jnry  has  been  struck  and  reduced,  it  is  not  competent  to  the  court  to  direct 
that  the  cause  be  tried  by  a  common  jury,  on  the  defendant's  fiulure  to  summon  a 
special  jury.    Newman  v.  Chraham,  ziv.  S26. 

4.  Thirteen  Jurors  in  box.  During  trial,  it  was  discovered  that  there  were  thirteen 
jurors  in  the  box.  Defendant's  counsel  refused  to  consent  that  one  be  dismissed,  and 
it  being  impossible  to  ascertain  which  one  was  sworn  last,  the  judge  discharged  the 
jury,  ^^rected  the  special  jury^ien  to  be  called  over  again,  and  tried  the  cause  by 
the  first  twelve  that  answered.  Held  regular.  Queers,  whether  if  it  could  have  been 
ascertained  which  of  the  thirteen  men  in  the  box  was  the  superfluous'  juror,  the 
proper  course  would  not  have  been  to  turn  him  out  of  the  box  and  let  the  trial  pro- 
ceed.   Mmrhead  v:  Evans,  iii.  587. 

5.  Under  a  precept  to  summon  a  jury  de  corpore  comitalus,  the  sheriff  may  summon 
the  whole  jury  from  a  particular  hundred.     Taylor  v.  Lojly  xviii.  567. 

6.  Opinion  of  Jury  on  immaterial  issue.  If  a  judge  rightiy  directs  a  verdict  on  the 
undisputed  questions  of  fact,  it  is  no  misdirection  because  he  takes  the  opinion  of  the 
juiy  on  an  immaterial  issue  which  is  disputed  by  the  parties.  Clarke  v.  Arden, 
455.

I.  Jurisdiction  and  QualtficaHons  of.  -> 

1.  Octr  disputes  between  friendly  society  and  membtrt  thereof  Under  the  Friendly 
Societies  Act,  4  &  5  Will  IV.  c.  40,  8.  7,  if  the  rules  of  a  society  provide  for  the  set- 
tlement of  disputes  between  the  society  and  any  of  its  members  by  arbitratioD, 
justices  have  no  jurisdiction  to  decide  such  disputes,  unless  the  arbitrators  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  an  award :  and  an  erroneous  award  by  arbitrators  duly  appointed 
cannot  be  treated  as  a  nullity,  so  as  to  give  the  magistrates  jurisdiction  to  hear. 
^9  parte  Long^  xzix.  194. 

2.  To  award  compensation  for  land  taken  6y  railway  company.  Justices  have  no 
jurisdiction  to  award  damages  against  a  railway  company,  for  land  taken  or  injured, 
where  the  complaint  is  made  more  than  six  months  after  the  cause  of  complaint  arose. 
In  re  Edmunson,  xxiv.  169. 

3.  To  entertain  second  application  for  bastardy  order-^PerJwry,  Perjur}"  was  eom* 
mitted  before  magistrates ;  upon  the  second  application  for  a  bastardy  order,  a  fonuer 
application  having  been  dismissed  on  the  merits,  it  was  held,  that  the  magistrates  had 
jurisdiction,  and  that  the  prisoners  were  piv>perly  convicted.  Regina  v.  Cookj  ix. 
551. 

4.  To  commit  to  liberty  house  of  correction  and  Jail,  In  the  liberty  of  A.,  which 
is  situated  within  the  oounty  of  H.,  there  is  a  jail  and  house  of  correction,  used  only 
for  offenders  within  the  liberty.  It  is  entirely  supported  by  a  rate  in  the  nature  of  a 
county  rate  levied  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  liberty,  who  do  not  contribute  to  the 
general  county  rate.  The  keeper  of  the  liberty  house  of  correction  is  appointed  by 
the  justices  of  the  liberty,  who  act  under  a  separate  commission,  wldch  <loes  not  give 
them  exclnsive  jurisdiction.  There  is  a  court  of  quarter  sesnons  held  for  the  liber^. 
The  commission  under  which  the  justices  of  the  county  of  H.  act,  gives  them  juris- 
diction as  well  within  liberties  as  without  Held,  that  the  county  justices  sitting  oat 
of  the  liberty,  were  authorixed  to  commit  to  the  house  of  correction  of  the  liberty,  a 
person  guilty  of  an  assault  within  the  liberty,  and  were  not  bound  to  send  him  to  the 
county  house  of  correction.  Quasre,  whether  they  could  conmut  to  the  liberty  jail, 
for  offences  committed  out  of  the  liberty.    Arnold  v.  Dimsdale,  xxii.  168. 

d.  To  convict  of  using  false  certificate  to  obtain  license  to  retail  beer.  The  juriscyc- 
tion  to  convict  of  the  offence,  under  the  S  &  4  Vict  c.  61,  of  using  a  false  certificate 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  license  to  retail  beer,  is  in  the  justices  acting  in  and 
for  the  place  where  the  offence  is  committed.    Regina  t.  Waghom,  xviiL  251. 

6.  Where  such  a  conviction  was  made  by  two  justices  of  the  county  of  Kent,  bay- 
ing jurisdiction  within  the  division  in  which  the  house  sought  to  be  licensed  was 
ntuate,  but  not  within  the  borough  of  Maidstone,  in  which  the  offence  was  committed,  it 
was  held,  (Coleridge,  J.,  dissentiente,)  under  the  S  &  4  Vict.  c.  61,  s.  19,  the  11  Geo.  IV. 
and  1  Will.  IV.  c.  64,  and  the  4  &  5  WilL  lY.  c.  85,  that  the  jurisdiction  given  to  siwh 
justices  by  the  two  latter  statutes,  did  not  extend  to  the  offence  of  using  a  false  cer- 
tificate for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  license  to  retail  beer,  subsequentiy  created  by 
the  8  &  4  Vict  c.  61,  s.  6,  and  that  the  conyiction  was  therefore  bad.    lb, 

7.  To  cdnvict  of  assault,  A  party  assaulted  has  his  election  of  remedies,  and  nn* 
der  the  stat  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  81,  justices  have  no  jurisdiction  to  convict  of  an  aasaiilt 
unl^Bs  the  party  aggrieved  complain  of  the  assault  before  them  with  a  view  to  their 
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adjndicadon  upon  it    Regma  y.  Deny,  iy.  296.    See,  also,  Regina  y.  The  Jwtices  of 
Tmbtm,  iL  272. 

8.  To  order  wiprisonmeni  in  default  of  payment  of  penaUg — 1  j-  2  Will.  IY.  c.  S2,  s. 
S — CertmurL  The  justices  haye  do  jurisdiction  under  the  1  &  2  Will.  IV.  c.  32,  s.  3, 
to  order  a  defendant  to  be  imprisoned  in  default  of  the  payment  of  a  penalty  if  they 
have  not  directed  in  what  manner  the  penalty  should  be  paid.  In  case  of  such  con- 
vicdon  and  order  for  imprisonment  the  conyiction  may  be  remoyed  by  certiorari* 
Bx  parte  Uyde^  v.  368. 

9.  To  require  sureties  for  good  behavior  in  cases  of  VSbeh  against  private  individuals,  A 
warrant  of  commitment  in  substance  stated,  that  whereas  the  plaintiff  had  been  brought 
before  the  defendant,  (who  was  a  justice,)  charged,  on  the  oath  of  T.  P.,  with  haying 
written  on  the  payement  in  a  certain  lane  the  offensiye  words,  reflecting  on  the  chai^ 
•eter  of  R.  J.  W.  ^  Donkey  Watt,  the  railway  jackass ;"  and  it  having  been  stated 
fo  the  defendant,  on  the  oath  of  T.  P.,  that  the  continued  writing  for  some  time  past 
of  the  offensiye  words  was  calculated  to  produce  a  breach  of  the  peace,  and  T.  P. 
pnying  that  the  plaintiff  might  be  required  lo  6nd  sureties  to  keep  the  peace,  he, 
the  defendant,  ordered  and  adjudged  that  the  plaintiff  should  enter  into  his  own 
Keogttbance  in  20/.,  with  two  sufficient  sureties  in  15/.  each,  to  keep  the  peace  for 
tiffee  calendar  months.  Held,  first,  that  the  warrant  put  in  by  the  plaintiff  was 
evidence  of  the  information  recited  in  it  Secondly,  that  it  must  be  taken  that  the 
defendant  intended  to  require  sureties  for  good  behavior,  notwithstanding  the  words 
**Binetic9  of  the  peace"  in  die  warrant  Thirdly,  that  a  justice  of  the  peace  has 
jmJsdiction  to  require  soredes  for  good  behavior  in  some  cases  of  libels  against 
private  individuals.  That,  therefore,  the  defendant  had  jurisdiction  in  the  matter 
out  of  which  the  cause  of  action  arose,  and  within  the  meaning  of  the  11  &  12  Vict 
e.  44,  s.  1,  and  consequenUy  was  not  liable  to  an  action  of  trespass.  Haylock  y; 
Sparke^  xviii.  269. 

10.  Wiih  respect  to  repair  of  turnpike  roads,  A  public  highway  in  the  parish  of  R., 
and  which  was  also  a  part  of  the  turnpike  rcrad,  was  out  of  repair.  An  informadon 
being  bud  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  he  summoned  the  clerk  of  the  turnpike  road 
to  appear  at  the  special  sessions  cf  highwaySk  He  accordingly  appeared,  and  the  two 
justices  who  presided  convioted  him  for  having  neglected  to  repair  such  part  of  the 
turnpike  road.  Held^  on  motion  for  a  certiorari  to  remove  the  conviction,  that  a 
amgfe  justice  had  no  authority,  under  the  94th  section  of  the  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  50,  to 
nnnmon  a  clerk  or  other  officer  of  turnpike  roads ;  and  that  the  justices  are  not  jus- 
tified in  making  an  order  for  payment  of  the  Sbm  of  money  necessary  for  the  repair 
of  such  tampike  road,  without  having  first  examined  into  the  sufficiency  of  the  funds. 
Hehd^  also,  that  the  certiorari  was  not  taken  away,  as  the  justices  had  acted  without 
jurisdiction  in  convicting.    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  St,  Albans,  xviii.  244. 

11.  Qwdifcations,  In  an  action  for  penalties  under  stat.  18  Geo.  II.  c.  20,  for  act- 
ing as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  without  being  qualified,  it  appeared  that  an  estate  of 
nore  than  300/.  a  year  was  held  in  trust  for  defendant's  wife  for  life,  remainder  in 
trust  for  defendant  for  life,  remainder  in  trust  for  the  children  of  the  marriage.  Helflf 
that  this  did  not  qualify  him.     Woodtoard  v.  WattSf  xxii.  209. 

IL   Orders  of, 

1.  (hod  part  of  mag  be  enforced.  An  order  of  justices,  bad  in  part,  may  be  en* 
forced  as  to  the  good  part,  provided  that,  on  the  fhce  of  the  order,  the  two  parts  are 
deariy  separable.     Cb/ey,  ex  parte,  ii.  282. 

2.  For  binding  parish  apprenHee,  must  show  jurisdiction.  An  order  of  justices 
ht  the  binding  of  a  parish  apprentice,  made  under  the  56  Geo.  III.  c.  139,  must 
Aow  on  the  &ce  of  the  order  itself  that  the  justices  acted  at  the  time  within  their 
jurisdiction.    Where,  therefore,  in  the  order,  two  justices  of  the  county  of  Sfid-

diesex,  by  whom  it  was  made,  were  described  as  justices  of  the  peace  "  of  tJie  mad 
county,"  and  in  the  margin  were  the  words  "  Middlesex,  to  wit,"  and  the  order  purported 
to  be  signed  *'  at  the  board-room  of  the  Holbom  Union  Workhous6  "  it  was  held,  that  the 
ootxrt  could  not  take  judicisd  notice  that  the  board  room  was  in  the  counfy  of  Mid* 
diesex,  and  that  the  order  did  not  show  on  the  face  of  it  that  the  justices  wate 
acting  within  their  jurisdiction;  and,  being  therefore  bad,  that  no  settlement  bj 
service  under  the  apprenticeship  was  gained.  Regina  y.  InhabitanU  of  Bloonuhwy, 
xxviii.  800. 

8.  Verbal  order  and  service  of  minute  (hereof— Refusal  to  pay — Warrant — Trespass. 
On  a  complaint  before  justices,  a  verbal  order  was  made  for  payment  of  a  church  rate 
and  costs,  and  a  nunute  thereof  next  day  served  on  the  plaintiff  who  refused  to  pay. 
A  formal  order  was  afterwards  drawn  up  and  a  warrant  issued  bearing  the  same 
date,  which  was  not  executed  until  some  months  afterwards,  when  a  cart  of  the  plam- 
tift  s  was  seized  under  it  It  did  not  appear  whether  the  warrant  was  drawn  up  before 
or  after  the  formal  order,  nor  did  it  recite  that  order.  Upon  trespass  brought  for 
the  seizure,  it  was  held,  that  the  verbal  order  and  service  of  the  minute  justified  the 
issue  of  the  warrant,  and  that  its  non-recital  of  the  order,  and  their  both  bearing 
the  same  date,  and  the  warrants  not  showing  that  it  issued  after  disobedience  of  the 
order  were  all  matters  of  form,  and  the  action  should  have  been  case  under  11  &  12 
Vict  c.  44.    Ratt  v.  Parkinson,  iv.  832. 

4.  Payment  in  part  does  not  estop  party  to  deny  legality  of  order.  The. payment 
of  a  part  of  a  justice's  order  by  a  person  under  conviction  will  not  es^p  him  frooi 
subsequently  denying  the  legality  of  the  order,  he  not  being  presumed  fully  to  ha^ve 
understood  the  law  at  the  time  of  making  the  payment  And  if  such  order  is 
removed  to  the  queen's  bench  to  be  enforced,  the  defendant  has  a  right  to  object  to 
the  illegality  of  the  order,  though  he  could  not  have  removed  ike  order  by  certiorarL 
Regina  v.  Hellier,  vi.  258. 

5.  Payment  may  be  ordered  immediately  or  time  may  be  given — Committal  ordered 
before  demand.  Where  the  party  charged,  though  duly  summoned,  did  not  appear, 
and  the  justices,  after  hearing  the  case,  adjudged  the  party  to  pay  afine  and  costs  imme- 
diately, and  before  demand  or  notice,  ordered  him  to  be  committed  for  non-payment, 
under  the  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  31,  ss.  27,  88,  it  was  held,  that  the  justices  might  order  the 
payment  to  be  made  either  "  immediately,"  which  means  in  this  statute  <*  on  the  spot," 
or  might  give  time,  in  their  discretion ;  and  that,  as  they  had  ordered  immediate  pay- 
ment, they  were  authorized  (the  money  not  being  then  paid)  at  once  to  order  the 
party's  committal  before  any  d^mandt  and  without  serving  him  with  any  summons  to 
show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  committed.    Arnold  v.  Dimsdale,  xxii.  168. 

6.  Justice  an  interested  party — Waiver,  A  justice,  being  a  shareholder  in  a  railwaj 
company,  took  part  in  the  decision  of  an  appeal  on  the  part  of  the  company  against  a 
poor-rate,  when  the  rate  was  quashed.  Held,  that  the  order  of  sessions  was  thereby 
invalidated,  and  that  the  objection  was  not  waived  by  the  knowledge  of  the  respond- 
ents' attorney,  and  his  not  objecting.    Regina  v.  Justices  of  Candfridgeshire,  xxx.  406. 

III.  Actions  against, 

1.  For  any  thing  done  under  a  warrant  upon  information  for  alleged  indictable  offence. 
The  1 1  and  1 2  Vict.  c.  44,  s.  2,  which  enacts  that  no  action  shall  be  brought  against  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  any  thing  done  under  a  warrant,  upon  an  information  for  an 
alleged  indictable  offence,  if  ^\  a  summons  were  issued  previously  to  such  warrant,  and 
such  summons  was  served  upon  such  person,. either  personally  or  by  leaving  the  same 
for  him  with  some  person  at  his  last,  or  most  usual  place  of  abode,  and  he  did  not 
appear  according  to  the  exigency  of  such  smnmons,"  does  not  apply  to  a  summons 
and  warrant  issued  after  conviction,  with  a  view  to  the  levying  of  penalties  and  costs. 
Bessell  v.  Wilson,  xviii.  294. 
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%  F&r  act  done  under  conviction  or  warrant  issued  toithout  jurisdiction — Notice. 
The  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  44,  8.  2,  provides  that  no  action  shall  be  brought  against  a  justice 
fi>r  any  act  done  under  any  conviction  or  warrant  issued  in  a  matter  of  which  he  has 
nofe  jurisdiction,  until  after  such  conviction  or  warrant  has  been  quashed ;  and  by 
section  9,  no  action  shall  be  commenced  against  a  justice  of  the  peace,  nntU  one 
calendar  month  after  notice  in  writing  of  such  intended  action.  Heldj  that  a  notice 
of  action  served  befbre  the  quashing  of  a  warrant  of  commitment  in  respect  of  which 
an  action  was  brought  against  the  justice  granting  it,  was  sufficient  Uaylock  v. 
Spatke,  -xTm.  269. 

8.  When  must  he  an  action  on  the  case — Declaration — Excess  of  Jurisdiction,  By 
tlie  11  &  12  Yict  c.  44,  8. 1,  it  is  enacted  that  every  action  against  a  justice,  for  any 
act  done  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  as  such  justice,  with  respect  to  any  matter 
whhln  his  jurisdiction,  shall  be  an  action  on  the  case,  and  in  the  declaration  it  shaH 
be  expressly  allied  that  such  act  was  done  maKciousIy  and  without  reasonable  and 
piobaUe  cause. '  Sect  2  provides  that  for  any  act  done  by  a  justice  in  a  matter  of 
iHnch  by  law  he  has  not  jurisdiction,  or  in  which  he  shall  have  exceeded  his  jurisdic- 
tioD,  any  person  injured  thereby,  or  by  any  act  done  under  any  conviction,  &c.,  issued 
by  such  jttstice  in  any  such  matter,  may  maintain  an  action  against  such  justice,  in 
tibe  same  form  and  in  the  same  case,  as  he  might  have  done  before  the  passing  of  the 
act.  Held,  that  the  two  sections  must  be  read  together,  and  that  sect  2  applies  only 
to  those  cases  where  the  act,  in  respect  of  which  the  action  is  brought  agunst  the 
jnsdee,  is  itself  an  excess  of  jurisdiction. '  Barton  v.  BrickneU,  i.  298. 

LACHES. 

1.  Contract  not  aUowed  td  be  enforced  in  equiiff.  A,  a  merchant  in  Cuba,  sc^d  part 
of  a  cargo  shipped  by  him  to  B,  and  C,  who  was  A's  correspondent  in  England,  being 
iufonned  thereof  by  B,  made  no  ohdm  until  four  months  afterwards,  when  he  insisted 
on  a  paramount  ri^t  over  B,  to  the  caif^.  Heldf  that,  even  assuming  he  had  origi* 
nally  soch  right,  his  conduct  had  been  such  that  a  court  of  equity  would  not  allow  him 
to  enforce  it  against  B.  «  Zulueta  v.  Tyrie,  xxi.  582. 

3.  Ignorance  of  rights*  A  party  relying  on  his  ignorance  of  fiicts  must  show,  not 
only  that  he  had  not  the  informatioii,  but  that  he  could  not,  with  due  diligence,  obtain 
it     Wason  Y.  Wareing^  xv.  1 21.

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L  What  eonttitutes  a  Lmmu 

1.  TFAen  Uau  mtMf  he  by  deed — Intention  of  parties  to  govern  construction.  Hie 
8  &  9  Ykt  c.  106,  8.  S,  which  enacts  that  a  lease  required  by  law  to  be  in  writmg 
•hall  be  void  at  law  unless  made  by  deed,  has  made  no  dlifierencc  in  the  interpretation 
of  written  instrwnents.  The  intention  of  the  parties,  as  declared  by  the  words  of  the 
instrument,  must  govern  the  construction ;  and  where  there  is  an  instrument  by  which 
it  appears  that  one  party  is  to  give  possession  of  premises,  and  the  other  to  take  it, 
that  is  a  lease,  unless  it  can  be  collected  from  the  instrument  itself  that  it  is  an  agree- 
ment only  for  a  lease  to  be  afterwards  made.    Stratton  v.  Pettit,  zxx.  479. 

^.  Memorandum  of  lease  of  parish  house  iji  parish  book,  signed  bg  one  overseer.  In 
1824,  J.  B.,  a  pauper  of  the  parish  of  P.,  was  put  into  a  parish  house,  under  the  f(^ 
lowing  memorandum  in  the  parish  book,  signed  by  one  of  the  overseers :  "  We,  thd 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the.  parish  of  P.,  do  hereby  agree  to  let 
to  J.  B.  of  the  parish  of  P.,  the  cottage,  situate,  &c.,  and  the  said  J.  B.  doth  hereby 
agree  to  quit  and  give  up  the  said  cottage  to  the  parish  officers  at  any  time  on  one 
nonth's  notice"  J.  R  continued  in  possession,  without  payment  5f  rent,  until  1844, 
when  the  parish  officers  gave  him  a  notice  to  quit,  signed  by  three  only  of  them,  which 
he  refused  to  do.  In  1850,  J.  B.  conveyed  the  cottage  to  defendant.  In  ejectment 
by  the  parish  officers,  it  was  heidy  first,  that  there  having  been  a  disclaimer  by  X  B., 
no  notice  to  quit  was  necessary.  Secondly,  that  the  memorandum,  not  being  signed  by 
all  the  parish  officers  or  by  their  order,  was  not  a  lease,  in  pursuance  of  sect  17  of 
stat  59  Geo.  IV.  c.  12;  and,  therefore,  thirdly,  that  the  action,  not  being  within  sect  5 
of  Stat  8  &  4  WilL  TV,  c  27,  was  barred  by  section  8.  Doe  d.  LansdeU  v.  Gower, 
viii.  317. 

S.  Lease  not  executed  by  lessor,  A  lessee  took  premises  under  a  lease  ^executed  by 
himself  but  not  by  his  lessor,  and  received  the  profits  of  the  estate.  Held,  that  an 
action  of  debt  would  not  lie  on  his  covenant  for  the  rent,  as  the  lessor  having  failed  to 
execute  the  lease,  the  lessee  had  never  received  the  consideration  for  which  he  had 
stipulated,  namely,  a  permanent  estate  during  the  demise  and  under  its  terms.  Swai- 
man  v.  Ambler,  xvi.  539.  • 

4.  Sale  of  house  with  rent  reserved  till  payment  of  purchase^money.  By  an  agree- 
ment, in  writing,  R.  sold  a  house  to  S.  for  150/. ;  the  house  was  to  be  conveyed  upon 
the  payment  of  that  sum;  but  in  the  mean  time,  and  until  the  payment,  a  weekly  rest 
was  reserved.  S.  afterwards  married  the  defendant.  The  purchase-m^ey  was  sa&s- 
fied,  and  B.  died.  The  executors  then  proceeded  in  the  county  court  against  fiie 
defendant,  to  recover  possession  of  die  house.  Held,  on  an  application  for  a  probiba- 
tton,  that  the  relation  of  landlord  and  tenant  did  not  exist,  and,  therefore,  diat  the 
defendant  was  in  as  purchaser,  though  he  had  no  legal  title.  Banks  v.  Rebbeck, 
V.  298. 

5.  For  an  agreement  which  was  held  to  create  the  relation  of  master  and  servant, 
and  not  that  of  landlord  and  tenant,  see  Mayhew  v.  Suttlt^  xxvL  139,  and  xzviiL  266.

1.  When  it  begins — Question  for  court,  A  tenancy  from  year  to  year  under  a  writ* 
ten  agreement,  must,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  be  taken  to  begin  on 
the  day  when  the  agreement  purports  to  have  been  executed ;  and  it  is  for  the  coart 
to  decide  this,  not  the  jury.    Bishop  v.  Wraith,  xxvi.  568. 

2.  When  presumed.  Prima  facie  a  yearly  rent  makes  a  yearly  tenancy,  hot  tbe 
presumption  is  rebutted  by  the  express  stipulation  that  the  demise  shall  continue  only 
till  the  lessor  shall  have  given  the  lessee  six  months'  notice  to  quit  Doe  d.  Kmg  v. 
Grafton,  zi.  488. 

8.  Repairs,    As  between  the  hindlord  and  tenant  of  premises  let  from  year  to  year, 
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there  is  no  obligadon  upon  tlie  former  to  do  substantial  repairsi  in  t^e  absence  of  an 
express  stipulation  to  that  effect     GoU  ▼.  Gandy,  xxiL  1 78. 

4.  Agreement  to  let — Expiration  of  tenancy — Notice  to  quit.  Under  an  agreement  to 
let  for  three  years,  though  it  b  void  as  a  lease  for  three  years  by  the  stat  8  &  9  Vict 
c.  106,  s.  3,  the  tenant  holds  fix)m  ycAr  to  year,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement, 
and  is  bound  to  quit  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  years,  without  a  previous  notice  to 
quit     Tress  v.  Savage,  xxvi.  110. 

5.  Whether  tenancy  from  year  to  year,  or  conveyance  of  fee  sttbjeei  to  rent-charge, 
M.  H.  and  W.  R.,  granted  and  leased  certain  premises  unto  and  to  the  use  of  J.,  his 
heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns  forerer,  yielding  and  paying  therefor  a 
yearly  rent  Proviso  for  reentry  on  non-payment  of  rent  Covenant  by  J.  fbr  pay- 
ment of  the  rent,  for  repairs,  and  for  insurance.  Held,  that,  in  the  absence  of  proof 
that  the  premises  were,  at  the  date  of  the  instrument,  in  the  occupation  of  tonants, 
and  the  expressed  intention  of  the  parties  precluding  the  presumption  of  livery  of 
seisin,  the  instrument  could  not  operate  as  a  conveyance  of  the  fee  subject  to  a  rent- 
chaige,  but  only  to  create  a  tenancy  from  year  to  year.  SemUe,  that  if  it  had  been 
necessary  to  presume  livery  of  seisin  in  order  to  account  for  the  possession  under  the 
instrument,  the  court  would  have  made  that  presumption.  Doe  d.  Roberton  v.  6br- 
dener,  xiv.  286. 

6.  Tenant  for  more  than  three  years  under  void  lease.  Where  a  party  became  tenant, 
for  a  period  exceeding  three  years,  under  a  lease,  void  at  law  as  not  being  made  by 
deed  under  the  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  106,  s.  8,  and  the  receipts  given  to  him  for  rent,  whi<^ 
be  had  paid  for  two  years,  stated  the  rent  to  be  payable  hi  advance,  it  was  held,  that 
he  became  a  yearly  tenant,  on  the  terms  of  paying  the  rent  in  advance.    Lee  v.  Smithy

III.  rename  at  Witt. 

1.  When  created  by  mortgage — Notice  to  quit  A  mortgage  contiuned  a  power  of 
sale  and  then  a  proviso  and  covenant,  by  the  mortgagee,  that  no  sale  should  take  place, 
nor  any  means  of  obtaining  possession  of  the  premises  be  taken,  until  the  eviration 
of  twelve  calendar  months  after  notice  in  writing  of  such  intention  had  been  given  to 
the  mortgagor.  It  also  contained  a  covenant  by  the  mortgagee  fbr  quiet  enjoyment 
by  the  mortgagor  as  tenant  at  will  to  the  mortgagee,  on  payment  of  a  yearly  rent  in 
lieu  of  and  as  interest  upon  the  mortgage  money.  The  mortgagor  remained  in  posses- 
sion of  the  premises,  but  no  liver}'-  of  seisin  was  made  to  the  mortgagor.  Prior  to  the 
cOnunencement  of  the  action,  there  was  a  demand  of  possession,  but  no  notice  to  quit 
was  ever  given  to  the  mortgagor.  Held,  that  the  effect  of  the  deed  was  to  create  a 
tenancy  at  will  only ;  and  that  a  demand  of  possession,  without  any  notice  to  quit,  was 
sufficient  to  entitle  the  mortgagee  or  his  assignee  to  maintain  ejectment  Doe  d.  Diacie

2.  How  determined.  A  tenant  at  will  cannot  put  an  end  to  his  tenancy,  even  by 
assignment,  without  ^ving  notice  to  his  landlord.    Pinhom  v.  Sonster,  xx.  501. 

3.  Insolvency — Alienation.  Where  a  party,  having  created  a  tenancy  at  will,  after- 
wards becomes  insolvent,  tlic  vesting  order  and  notice  thereof  to  the  tenant  at  will 
operate  as  a  determination  of  the  tenancy.  But  it  seems  that  mere  alienation  by  the 
lessor  at  will,  will  not  determine  the  tenancy,  as  to  the  tenant,  until  he  has  knowledge 
of  the  alienation.    Doe  d.  Davies  v.  Thomas,  vi.  487. 

4.  Akeration  of,  to  tenancy  from  year  to  year.  After  tfie  tenant  at  will  entered  into 
possession  there  was  an  agreement  for  a  lease  of  the  premises,  but  no  lease  was  ever 
prepared ;  on  the  back  of  the  draft  there  was  an  indorsement  made  and  signed  between 
the  parties ;  rent  had  been  paid,  and  a  receipt  ^ven  fbr  a  quarter's  rent,  and  a  distress 
also  had  been  put  in  by  the  landlord  upon  the  tenant  Held,  not  sufficient  to  alter  the 
original  tenancy  at  will  into  a  tenajicy  from  year  to  year.  Doe  d.  Benton  v.  Frost, 
xiv.  506. 
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IV.  Mutual  Bight9  of  LanHord  and  Tenant. 

1.  Death  of  lessee  during  term — Security  against  future  breaches.  Wbere  a  leasee 
dies  in  the  middle  oi  his  term,  no  oorenants  of  the  lease  haTing  been  brdcen  by  him, 
the  lessor  is  not  entitled  to  have  any  portion  of  the  assets  of  the  deceased  bioi^t'm 
«s  security  against  any  future  breaches  of  covenant    King  ▼.  MalleoU,  x.  88. 

2.  House  under  lease  burnt  and  pulled  down — Expenses.  A  house  occupied  under  a 
lease  for  years,  was,  during  the  tenn,  burnt,  and  was  pulled  down  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Metropolitan  Buildings  Act  By  the  lease,  the  tenant  was  exempted  from 
paying  rent  for  the  time  that  the  house  was  untenantable  by  reason  of  an  accidental 
fire.  Held,  that  the  expenses  incurred  could  not  be  recovered  from  the  landlord 
under  sect  42  of  the  act,  which  throws  the  burden  upon  **  the  owner  of  every  rack 
building,  being  the  person  entitled  to  the  immediate  possession  thereoCf  Ex  parte 
Saffnm  HiU,  xxix.  136. 

S.  Copyhold  tenant — Surrender.  A  copyhold  tenant  cannot  compel  his  lord  to  aopept 
and  enrol  a  surrender  ^*  to  such  uses  and  in  such  manner  as  A  shall  appoint,*  which 
surrender  is  executed  and  to  take  effect  in  the  lifetime  of  die  copyhold  tenant  Flack 
V.  The  Master,  Fellows,  Sfc.  of  Downing  College,  xxiv.  251.    . 

4.  Tenant  may  deduct  from  rent  property  tax  paid  m  respect  of  landlord.  A  tenant 
may  deduct  from  his  rent  the  property  tax  paid  by  him  in  respect  of  his  kndloni, 
although  the  landlord  is  not,  in  &ct,  liable  to  be  assessed,  and  has  before  the  payment, 
chimed  exemption,  and  that  exen^tion  has  been  subsequently  allowed.  Swatman  v. 
Ambler,  xxix.  '439. 

5.  Certain  rates  to  be  paid  landlord — Increase  of  ratable  tfolue  by  tenarU.  A  demised 
land  to  B  upon  a  building  lease,  at  a  yearly  rent,  clear  of  all  rates,  assessments,  ftc, 
the  sewers  rate,  land  tax,  and  landlord's  income  tax  only  excepted,  &c.  B,  having  by 
building  on  the  land  increased  its  ratable  value,  it  was  hdd,  that  he  was  only  entided 
to  deduct  the  sewers  rate  and  land  tax  upon  the  original  rent.  SmiiA  v.  HumUe,  xxix. 
800. 

6.  Expense  of  drainage.  *It  is  not  an  unreasonable  custom  that  a  tenant  who  is 
bound  to  use  and  cultivate  his  &rm  according  to  the  rules  of  good  husbandry  and  the 
custom  of  the  country,  should  be  entitled  on  quitting  the  fiirm  to  chai^  his  bmdlord 
with  a  certain  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  necessary  drainage  of  the  fium  done 
without  his  landlord's  consent  or  knowledge.    Mousley  r.  Ludlam,  ix.  S19. 

7.  Ejectment — Mesne  proJUs.  In  ejectment  by  landlord  against  tenant,  under  15  & 
16  Vict  c.  76,  s.  214,  mesne  profits  may  be  recovered,  although  not  specially  cbimed 
in  the  writ  or  issue.    Smith  ▼•  Telt,  xxiv.  488. 

8.  Trade  and  tenants  fixtures,  A  lessee,  for  a  long  term  of  years,  of  an  nnfinidied 
house,  covenanted  with  the  lessor  to  surrender  the  premises  at  the  end  of  tfae\enn, 
**  together  with  all  locks,  keys,  bars,  bolts,  marble,  and  other  chimney-pieces,  foot-paces, 
slabs,  and  other  fixtures  and  articles  in  the  nature  of  fixtures  which  shall  at  any  time 
during  the  said  term  be  fixed  or  fiistened  to  the  said  demised  premises,  or  be  thereto 
belonging."  At  the  time  of  the  lease,  the  house  was  intended  to  be  used  as  a  tavern, 
and  was  subsequently  completed  and  fitted  up  by  the  lessee  with  things  necessary  for 
carrying  on  the  business  of  a  tavern-keeper  and  licensed  victualler,  including  various 
articles  of  the  description  known  as  **  trade  fixtures,"  and  othen  known  as  **  tenant's 
fixtures,"  fixed  to  the  house  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  which,  in  the  absence  of  any 
covenant  to  the  contrary,  would  ordinarily  be  removable  by  a  tenant  On  a  case 
stated,  on  an  agreement  to  purchase  of  the  lessee  the  lease  and  fixtures,  with  covenants 
corresponding  with  those  in  the  original  lease,  as  to  whether  the  pUintiff  couM  sell  die 
fixtures,  and  the  defendant  buy  and  get  good  tide,  with  right  to  remove  them  at 
the  end  of  the  term,  it  was  held,  on  error  in  the  exchequer  chamber,  that  the  lessee 
was  ndt  restrained  by  the  covenant  above  set  forth  from  selling  either  the  trade  or 
tenantTs  fixtures.    Held,  also,  that  a  tenant  during  the  term  has  a  right  to  remove  a 
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chimney-piece  of  an  omaraental  character  put  up  by  himself,  but  that  he  has  no  such 
right  with  respect  to  a  plain  chimney-piece  merely  because  it  is  of  marble.  Bishop  v. 
£0100,  zxz.  695. 

9.  Defendants  m  ejectment  not  to  remove  fictures.  Defendants  in  ejectment,  haying 
accepted  an  offer  to  leave  them  in  possessioQ^ir  awhile,  on  condition  of  their  not 
appearing  to  the  action,  must  not  remoye  fixtures  in  the  intervaL  Heap  y.  Barton^ 
S.499. 

V.  Oonstructian  of  Leases^  Covenants^  ^c. 

1.  Covenant  far  perpetual  renewal  An  agreement  contained  in  a  memorial,  to 
dcmifle  certain  lands  for  three  fiyes,  ^  with  a  clause  of  renewal,  provided  lessee,  his 
hm,  &C.,  should,  within  six  calendar  months  fhxm  the  death  of  the  last  of  the  said 
three  Eves,  nominate  and  appoint  such  life  or  lives  as  he  or  they  would  have  inserted 
in  any  lease  to  be  made  thereof,  and  pa3ang  as  well  all  rent  and  arrears  that  should 
be  due  fi>r  the  half-year  after  the  fall  <^  such  life  as  the  sum  of  1 1/.  7s.  6<f.  for  renewing 
or  addfaig  such  life  or  lives  fi>reyer,*'  is-  sufficiently  distinct  to  import  a  covenant  for 
perpetual  reoeiraL    SadUer  v.  BiggSy  xxvii.  74. 

%  Ri^  of  entry  for  breach  of  covenant — Assignment,  £.,  the  tenant  of  leasehold 
premises,  underiet  (for  a  less  term)  a  portion  to  B.,  who  covenanted  to  build  thereon 
before  a  given  day.  B.  did  not  build,  and  subsequently  £•  sold  his  interest  in  the 
preaises  to  I.,  still  acknowledging  the  underlease,  using  no  words  which  showed  his 
inteotaoa  to  convey  his  right  of  entry  for  the  breach  of  covenant,  nor  did  it  appear 
whether  he  knew  of  the  breach.  Held,  that  the  general  words  of  the  indenture  did 
not  transfer  to  L  the  ri^t  to  enter  for  condition  broken.    Hunt  v.  Remnant,  xxiv. 

3.  Agreement  by  under  lessee  to  pay  rent,  confined  to  term  of  his  own  tenancy.  The 
first  count  of  the  declaration  averred  that  the  plaintiffs  C.  and  S.,  being  tenants  to  H. 
of  certain  chambers,  at  a  certain  rent,  payable  quarterly,  underlet  them  to  the  defend- 
ant, who  undertook  to  pay  the  said  rent  to  H.,  and  agreed  that  if  he  did  not  do  so,  he 
would  indemnify  the  plaintiffs  in  respect  thereof,  and  that  the  defendant  did  not  pay 
the  rent  to  H.,  nor  indemnify  the  plaintiffs.  Hdd^  that  whether  the  contract  meant 
that  the  defendant  was  to  pay  to  H.  the  rent  due  from  the  plaintiflb  to  H.,  or  the  rent 
due  from  him  to  the  plaintiffs  under  the  demise,  the  promise  of  the  defendant  to  pay 
did  not  extend  beyond  the  term  of  his  own  tenancy.    Smith  v.  LoveU,  i.  874. 

4.  *^Oecupation  under  a  lease"  meaning  of,  ** Occupation  under  a  lease "  means 
oeciipation  of  all  that  passed  under  the  lease,  whether  in  actual  enjoyment  and  use  or 
not,  and  whether  known  to  exist  at  the  time  of  the  lease  or  not ;  and  therefore  a 
eeUar  under  certain  demised  premises  was  held  to  be  in  the  **  occupation  of  the  lessee 
under  the  lease,"  although  the  tenant  of  the  neighboring  tenement  was  in  the  actiial 
use  of  such  cellar.     Whittington  v.  Corder,  xiii.  50S. 

5.  Sight  of  tenant  for  life  to  lease — Waste.  Tenant  for  life,  dispnnbhable  for  waste, 
had  power  to  lease  for  twenty-one  years  certain  ancient  pasture  land,  which  she  afler- 
waids,  and  before  any  lease,  had  converted  into  garden  allotments  in  a  manner 
amounting  to  waste.  The  leasing  power  provided  against  **  any  fine,  premium,  or 
fbregifi  beong  taken  fi>r  the  making  thereof,''  and  that  '*  none  of  the  lessees  should  be, 
by  aoy  clause  or  words  therein  contained,  autborixed  to  commit  waste,  or  exempted 
fitun  punishment  for  waste."  Under  this  power  the  tenant  for  life  has  a  right  to  lease 
the  premises  for  twenty-one  years,  reserving  rent,  and  to  make  this  exception  to  the 
general  covenant  by  the  lessee  not  to  break  up  tiie  pasture  land ;  namely,  **  except 
for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  allotment  system."  Doe  d.  Hopkinson  v.  Ferrand, 
vi404. 

6.  Hedges^  trees,  ffc,  reserved  to  landlord.  The  following  stipulation  in  a  lease  not 
under  seal:  *'A11  the  hedges,  trees,  thorn  bushes,  fences,  with  the  lop  and  top,  are 
reserved  to  the  landlord,"  is  evidence  for  the  landlord  under  a  plea  of  leave  and 
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Eceose  in  an  action  against  him  by  bis  tenant  for  entering  the  close  and  di«wing  lihe 
trees,  when  qut  down,  over  tbe  close.     Hewitt  y.  Isham,  viL  595. 

7.  Outgoing  and  incoming  tenant — Hag  and  atraio — ^^Fair  valiuUion*'  and  '*c0i»- 
suming  price  " — Evidence.  In  an  action  by  an  outgoing  tenant  against  his  landlord 
fi>r  the  value  of  hay  and  straw  left  ot^e  premises,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiflTheld^ 
subject  to  the  terms  of  a  draft  lease,  oy  which  it  was  agreed,  first,  that  the  tenant  was 
to  consume  the  hay  and  straw  on  the  premises,  and  not  to  sell  it  except  as  aflerwarda 
mentioned ;  secondly,  that  the  tenant  might  sell  his  hay  and  wheat  straw,  (except  the 
last  year's,)  provided  for  each  load  he  brought  back  two  loads  of  dung  or  equivalent 
manure  on  the  lands;  and,  thirdly,  that* all  the  hay  and  straw  not  used  for  fodder 
arising  from  the  last  year's  crop  should  be  left  on  the  determination  of  the  tenancy, 
the  tenant  being  paid  at  a  fair  valuation.  It  appeared  in  evidence,  that  the  words 
**fair  valuation  "  had  been  substituted  in  the  draft  for  the  words  *V  consuming  price.'' 
An  umpire  who  had  valued  the  hay  and  straw,  neither  at  a  market  price  nor  at  a  con- 
sunung  price,  but  a  fair  valuation  between  outgoing  and  incoming  tenant,  was  the 
only  witness  as  to  the  value.  The  amount  at  a  "  consuming  price  "  had  been  paid 
into  court,  and  a  verdict  was  given  for  tbe  amount  of  the  **  fair  valuation."  It  waa 
contended,  for  the  defendant,  that,  according  to  the  tenns  of  the  agreement,  a  "  fair 
valuation  "  must  mean  a  "•  consuming  price/'  The  court  held,  without  considering  the 
efiect  of  the  alteration  in  the  drafl,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  keep  his  verdict^ 
it  being  a  matter  of  evidence  what  is  a  **  fair  valuation,"  and  the  only  evidence  on  the 
subject  being  that  of  the  umpire.     Cumberland  v.  Lady  Glamuf,  xxviii.  377. 

8.  Rights  of  outgoing  tenant — Custom  of  country,  A  testator,  being  the  owner  ^ 
B.  and  the  lessee  of  certain  crown  lands,  and  being  desirous  of  selling  B.,  entered 
into  a  negotiation  with  the  plaintiff  for  the  sale  thereof,  and  let  to  the  plaintiff  for 
one  year  B.,  by  an  agreement,  in  which  the  testator  agreed  that  if  he  should  be  able 
•to  obtain  a  further  lease  from  the  crown  he  would  grant  the  plaintiff  the  same.  By  a 
subsequent  agreement,  the  plaintiff,  afler  stating  that  he  was  desirous  of  securing 
the  occupation  of  the  lands,  held  by  the  testator  of  the  crown,  agreed  to  take  the 
said  lands  belonging  to  the  crown,  as  under-tenant  to  the  testator,  **  subject  to  the 
same  rents,  covenants,  and  obligations  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in  the  leases  by 
which  Mr.  C.  (the  testator)  holds  or  shall  hold  the  same."  By  the  terms  of  the  crowa 
lease  the  custom  of  the  country,  which  was,  that  the  landlord  should  pay  to  the  out^ 
going  tenant  for  fallows,  half  fallows,  &c.,  was  excluded.  The  plaintiff,  on  entering 
upon  the  crown  lands,  paid  the  testator  for  fallows,  half  fallows,  &c.  The  crowu  lease, 
at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff,  not  having  been  renewed  by  the  testator,  but  having 
expired  by  effluxion  of  time,  it  was  held^  that  the  plaintiff,  as  outgoing  tenant,  was 
entitled  to  be  paid  by  the  executors  for  fallows,  half  fallows,  &c.,  the  custom  of  the 
country  to  that  effect  not  having  been  excluded  by  the  agreements  between  the 
parties.    Faviell  v.  Gaskoin^  viii.  526. 

9.  Merger — Assignment  operating  as  new  lease.  A,  the  plaintiff,  denused  certain 
premises  to  B  for  a  term  of  years,  subject  to  the  payment  of  yearly  rent,  and  cove- 
nants for  repair.  B  subsequently  assigned  to  A,  by  way  of  mortgage,  the  residue 
of  the  term,  subject  to  the  rents  and  covenants,  with  a  power  of  sale.  A,  by  deed, 
**  bargained,  &c.,"  to  the  defendant,  the  said  premises,  for  the  residue  of  the  tenn, 
subject  to  the  rents  and  covenants  as  aforesaid.  The  defendant  covenanted  as  aforesaid, 
and  entered  the  premises.  Held,  that  although  the  term  of  years  was  mci^ged  by  the 
mortgage  to  the  lessor,  the  effect  of  the  conveyance  to  the  defendant  was  to  create  a 
new  term  of  the  same  duration  as  the  unexpired  part  of  the  old  term,  and  that  the 
defendant  was  liable  upon  the  covenants  to  pay  the  rents,  and  to  perform  the  repairs. 
Cottee  V.  Richardson,  viii.  498. 

10.  Merger  of  part  of  reversion — Surrender — Suspension  of  right  of  action — Appar^ 
tionment  of  covenant.  Declaration,  that  A,  lessee  for  a  term  of  years,  underlet  the 
premises  during  said  term  to  B  and  C,  they  covenanting  to  deliver  up  the  premises  in 
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good  repaor  at  a  time  prerious  to  the  expiration  of  the  original  lease.    That  the  said 

B  and  C  entered  upon  the  premises ;  that  afterward  A  sold  the  reversion  of  the  term 

to  B  and  the  plaintiffs ;  that  C  then. assigned  his  interest  to  B.    B  died  before  the 

termination  of  the  lease  from  A  to  B  and  C.    Breach,  non-repair  by  C  after  B'a 

death.    I^ld^  that  the  declaration  was  good,  as  the  whole  of  the  reversion  which 

remained  was  vested  in  the  pliun tiffs  alone,  in  respect  of  which  they  were  entitled  to 

sae  on  the  covenant  to  repair.    That  under  the  conveyance  by  A  to  B  and  the  plain- 

tifis,  one  third  of  the  reversion  was  at  once  destroyed  by  coalescing  with  half  the 

interest  under  the  lease  which  was  in  B ;  and  that,  consequently,  B  never  took  as 

reversioner ;  and  there  never  was  any  suspension  of  the  right  of  action  by  reason 

of  B  being  a  party  to  sue  and  be  sued.    That  even  if  B  took  and  remained  interested 

in  one  sixth  of  the  reversion  until  that  one  sixth  was  destroyed  by  the  assignment  to 

him  by  C,  stiO,  the  right  of  action  for  not  leaving  in  repair,  which  arose  only  at  the 

termination  of  the  lease,  never  accrued  to  S.,  and  therefore  was  never  suspended ; 

the  doctrine  of  a  right  of  action  being  gone  by,  suspennon  applying  only  to  the  cask 

where  there  has  once  been  a  subsisting  right  of  action,  and  not  to  a  case  where  the 

objection  is,  that  if  it  had  accrued  earlier,  it  could  not  have  been  enforced  from  the 

&ct  of  the  same  person  then  being  the  party  both  to  sue  and  be  sued.    That  the 

plaintiffs  might  recover  on  the  privity  of  contract,  transferred  by  the  82  Hen.  VllL 

e.  34,  although  there  were  an  apportionment  of  the  covenant  to  repair ;  but  that,  in 

the  present  case,  there  was  no  such  apportionment,  as  the  plaintiffs  had  the  whole 

existing  reversion,  and  were  injured  if  the  whole  of  the  premises  were  not  kept  in 

repair.    That  the  plaintiffs  might  recover  on  the  privity  of* contract,  transferred  by 

the  statute  of  Hen.  VIU.,  where  the  entire  interest  in  the  covenant  had  not  passed  to 

them.     Baddely  v.  Vigurs^  xxvi.  144. 

11.  Covenant  hy  lessee  to  finish  houses  demised  to  satisfaction  of  lessor's  surveyor — 
Condition  precedent — Right  of  reentry — Assignment.  H  demised  land  and  unfinished 
dwelling-houses  to  defendant,  who  covenanted  to  finish  said  houses  by  a  certain  date, 
••  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  H.'s  surveyor.*  Proviso  for  reentry 
and  repossession  by  H.,  on  default  Subsequently,  H.  assigned  the  premises  to  phun- 
tiff,  with  all  his  estate,  right,  &c.,  therein,  subject  to  the  defendant's  lease.  The 
houses  were  not  finished,  and  ejectment  was  brought  No  surveyor  had  been  ap- 
pointed. Ihld^  first,  that  the  appointment  of  a  surveyor  was  a  condition  precedent  to 
the  liability  of  the  defendant  to  finish  the  houses.  Semhle,  that  there  existed  a  right 
of  reentry,  and  that  the  forfeiture  was  waived  by  the  assignment  Hunt  v.  Bishop^ 
XX.  542. 

12-  Covenants  running  vnth  the  land — Condition  precedent — Pleading.  Covenant  by 
the  administratrix  of  the  lessor,  R.  L.  M.,  and  the  assignee  of  the  lessee,  (W.  £.) 
The  declaration  was  npon  an  indenture  containing  a  covenant  by  W.  E.,  that  he 
would,  at  his  own  costs,  repair  and  put  into  good  repair,  all  the  messuages,  &c.,  the 
said  W.  £.  having  been  allowed  by  the  said  R.  L.  M.  400/.  lis.  8<f.,  being  the  valuar 
tton  of  the  then  dilapidations,  exclusive  of  naked  rough  timber,  (but  not  on  the  stem,) 
winch  was  to  be  all  owed  by  the  said  R.  L.  M.,  on  tome  part  of  the  demised  premises,  and 
that  the  said  W.  £.  would,  at  his  like  costs,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  during  the 
remainder  of  the  term,  repair  and  keep  in  good  repair,  the  said  messuages,  &c.,  being 
aUowed  timber  as  aforesaid,  and  would  deliver  up  the  premises  so  repaired,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term,  and  also  would,  during  the  said  term,  in  every  instance- 
not  in  the  indenture  specified,  use  and  cultivate  the  premises  in  a  good  husbandlik& 
manner,  and  according  to  the  custom  of  the  country.  There  were  also  specific  cove- 
nants as  to  the  mode  of  cultivation.  Covenant  by  R.  L.  M.  to  find  and  provide 
timber  as  aforesaid,  to  enable  the  said  W.  £.,  his  executors,  administrators,  and 
assigns  to  repair  and  put  in  repair  the  said  premises,  and  after  they  had  been  put  inta 
good  repair  \9y  and  at  the  expense  of  the  said  W.  E.,  his  executors  or  administrators, 
the  said  EL  L.  M.  would,  during  the  remainder  of  the  term,  from  time  to  time,  within 
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one  month  after  request  made,  flnch  request  being  made  at  a  seasonable  time  of  te 
year,  find  and  provide  sufficient  rough  timber  as  aforesaid,  and  also  bricks,  &c.,  ibr 
repairing  the  premises.  Hetdy  first,  that  the  covenants  to  repair  and  yield  up  the 
premises  in  repair  ran  with  the  land,  and  were  continuing  covenants  to  the  end  of  the 
term.  Secondly,  that  readiness  and  willingness  to  find  rough  timber  was  a  sufficient 
performance  of  the  condition  precedent  relating  thereta  Thirdly,  that  the  allej^tion 
of  the  breach  for  non-cultivation,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  country,  was  suffi- 
ciently certain,  as  it  followed  the  words  of  the  covenant  And,  fourthly,  that  the 
third  plea,  alleging  that  materials  were  not  found  by  the  lessor  was  bad,  as  the  breach 
to  which  it  was  pleaded  was  in  respect  of  not  putting  the  premises  in  repair,  and  the 
condition  for  providing  the  materials  mentioned  in  the  plea  applied  only  to  the  fatore 
repsdrs,  ai^cr  the  premises  had  been  put  in  repsur.    Martyn  v.  Clue,  xvi.  262. 

13.  Performance  of  cUl  covenants  by  lessees  a  condition  precedent  to  their  right  to 
determine  lease.  Where  a  lease  containing  numerous  covenants  on  the  part  of  Ae 
lessees,  some  of  little  importance  and  almost  impossible  to  be  fulfilled,  provided  that 
if  the  lessees  should  desire  to  quit  the  premises  at  any  one  of  certain  fixed  periods 
during  the  term,  and  should  give,  &c.,  notice  in  writing  of  such  desire,  *'  then  and  in 
such  case,  (all  arrears  of  rent  being  psud,  and  all  and  ringular  the  covenants  and 
agreements  on  the  part  of  the  said  lessees  having  been  duly  observed  and  performed,) 
this  lease,  and  every  clause  ^nd  thing  herein  contained,  shall,  &c.,  cease,  determine, 
and  be  utterly  void,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  whole  of  the 
said  term  had  then  run  out  and  expired,  but,  nevertheless,  without  prejudice  to  any 
claim  or  remedy  which  any  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  their  respective  representatives, 
may  then  be  entitled  to  for  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants  or  agreements  herein- 
before contained :  '*  it  was  hddy  that  the  performance  of  all  the  covenants  by  the 
lessees  was  a  condition  precedent  to  their  right  to  determine  the  lease.  Friars. 
Orey,  v.  480 ;  Grey  v.  Friar,  xxvi.  27. 

14.  Leases  by  tenant  in  tail  in  remainder — Ejectment,  Tenant  in  tail  in  remainder, 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  tenant  for  life,  demised  for  several  terms  of  ninety-nine 
years,  at  different  dates,  to  commence  immediately.  In  ejectment  by  one  of  the 
posterior  lessees,  it  was  held,  that  by  virtue  of  stat  4  Ann.  c.  16,  &  9,  the  leases, 
without  entry  of  the  lessees,  operated  not  by  way  of  interesse  termini,  but  as  grants 
of  estates  or  interests  out  of  a  remainder  to  which  the  tenants  of  the  precedii^ 
estates  had  attorned.    Doe  d.  Agar  v.  Brown,  xx.  88. 

15.  What  passes  by.  Under  a  lease  of  ^*  all  that  messuage  or  tenement,  called, 
&c.,  now  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  C.,**  the  boundaries  given  not  accurately  defining 
the  premises,  it  was  held,  that  a  <^  gateway  "  under  a  portion  of  the  messuage,  and 
leading  to  a  yard  behind,  in  which  were  some  small  houses,  not  included  in  the 
demise,  the  tenants  of  which  had  always  used  the  gateway,  did  not  pass,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  show  that  it  had  been  in  the  exclusive  occupation  of  C. 
Dyne  v.  Nutley,  xxvi.  356. 

16.  Lease  granted  under  power — Lessee  not  estopped  to  dispute  lessor's  title-—**  As* 
signs,**  meaning  of,  A  lease,  granted  under  a  power  contained  in  a  settlement, 
recited  the  titic  of  the  lessor,  and  showed  that  he  had  only  an  equitable  interest  A 
right  of  reentry  for  a  breach  of  the  covenants  in  the  lease  was  reserved  to  the  lessor 
and  his  assigns.  Held,  first,  that  the  lessee  was  not  estopped  from  disputing  the  title 
of  the  lessor  so  disclosed  in  the  lease ;  and,  secondly,  that  **  assigns  "  meant  assigns 
of  the  settlor ;  and  that  although  the  right  of  reentry  could  not  be  well  reserved  to 
the  lessor,  yet  that  the  owners  of  the  reversion  under  the  settiement  for  the  time 
being  were  entided  to  take  advantage  of  it  as  ^'  assigns."  Greenaway  v.  Hart,  xxr. 
«11. 

17.  Place  of  payment  of  rent.  Where  a  lessee  covenants  to  pay  rent  at  the  time 
end  in  the  manner  reserved  in  the  lease,  no  place  of  payment  being  nimed,  it  is  do 
defence  to  an  action  upon  the  covenant  that  the  lessee  was  upon  the  land  demised  oci

Uie  day  the  jfeat  became  due,  with  the  money  ready  to  pay  the  lessor,  but  that  the 
leesoT  was  not  there  ready  to  receive  it    Haldane  v.  Johnson^  xx.  498. 

18.  RtfU  payabU  m  advance  when  dana»de§-rRight  of  distress*  The  defendant  let 
premises  to  a  tenant,  firom  the  15th  of  June,  1851,  for  five  years,  at  a  yearly  rent 
of  100/.,  to  become  due  and  payable  in  advance,  (If  denu&nded,)  by  equal  quarterly 
payments,  on  the  15th  of  September,  December,  March,  and  June  respectively  in 
every  year :  ^*  Provided  alwaysj^hat  if  the  yearly  rent  hereinbefore  reserved,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  in  arrear  and  unpaid  for  twenty-one  days  next  afler  any  of  the 
days  hereinbefore  appointed  for  payment  thereof  in  advance,  being  first  lawfully 
demanded  upon  or  at  any  time  after  the  said  twenty-one  days,  and  not  paid  when 
demanded/'  then  the  lessor  should  have  power  to  reenter,  &c.  No  rent  was  demanded 
until  August,  1852,  when,  upon  its  not  being  paid,  the  defendant  distrained,  ffemble^ 
that  the  construction  of  this  demise  was,  that  the  rent  was  payable  in  advance,  but 
was  not  to  be  actually  paid  until  demanded,  and,  therefore,  that  the  defendant  was 
entitled  to  distrain.     WUliams  v.  Holmes,  xx.  870. 

Id.  Covenant  in  imperfect  instrument  to  execute  proper  lease.  If  A,  being  seised  in 
fee,  executes  an  imperfect  instrument  purporting  to  be  a  lease  covenanting  to  execute 
&  proper  lease  on  request,  the  lease  so  executed  is  valid,  though  A  in  the  mean  time 
had  become  a  tenant  for  life  only.    Sadlier  v.  Biggs,  xxviL  74. 

20.  Im^ied  agreement  to  pay  for  use  and  occupation,  A  agreed  to  lease  certain 
premises  to  B,  at  a  fixed  rent ;  the  rent  not  to  commence  till  A  had  made  certain 
repairs.  B  entered  and  occupied  the  premises  half  a  year,  and  then  left  because  A 
did  not  make  the  repairs.  Heldj  that  there  was  evidence  of  an  implied  agreement  on 
the  part  of  B,  to  pay  for  his  occupation  what  it  was  worth.  Smith  v.  Eldridge,  xxvL 
285. 

21.  License,  coupled  with  an  interest  in  land.  The  agent  of  B.,  the  lessor,  wrote 
to  the  leasee,  in  reladon  to  fixtures  put  up  by  him :  **  Mr.  B.  has  no  objection  to  your 
leaving  the  fixtures  on  the  premises  and  making  the  best  terms  with  the  incoming 
tenant."  Held,  that  this  document,  if  it  gave  a  license  at  all,  gave  one  coupled  with 
an  interest  in  land ;  and  that,  therefi>re,  not  being  under  seal,  it  could  not  be  enforced 
against  the  incoming  tenant     Ruffey  v.  Henderson,  viii.  805. 

22.  Premises  tithe  free,  Beplevin.  Avowry,  that  the  pUintifiT  was  tenant  to  Hie 
defendant,  at  a  rent  of  400/.  a  year.  The  defendant  being  the  owner  of  a  farm  and 
lessee  of  the  tithe  commutation  rentpcharge,  under  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  W.,  at 
a  rent  of  601,  a  year,  let  the  land  verbally  to  the  plaintiff,  at  a  rent  of  400/.  a  year, 
tithe  free.  Held,  that  as  by  the  80th  section  of  the  Tithe  Commutation  Act,  6  &  7 
WilL  lY.  c.  71,  in  the  event  of  the  defendant  distraining  for  the  tithe  rent,  she  would 
be  compelled  to  allow  the  same  to  the  plaintifif  in  account ;  the  plaintiff  was  tenant 
to  the  defendant,  at  a  rent  of  400t,  and  therefore  that  the  avowry  was  proved. 
Jifegffisan  v.  Botoes,  xiv.  364. 

VI.  Brecteh  of  Covenant;  Damages  for  Non-Repair. 

1.  Covenants  to  pay  rent  and  cultivate  in  husbandlike  manner — Injunction,  A  lease 
for  years  was  executed  for  certain  building  purposes,  but  it  contained,  besides  a  cove- 
nant to  pay  rent,  a  covenant  by  the  lessee  to  cultivate  the  part  not  required  for  the 
buildings  in  a  good  and  husbandlike  manner.  There  having  been  a  breach  of  the 
covenants  to  cultivate  and  to  pay  rent,  an  action  of  ejectment  was  brought  and  jud^ 
ment  was  recovered  against  the  lessee,  and  the  court  refused  an  injunction  to  restrain 
executioD.    HiUs  v.  Rowland,  xxL  434. 

2-  Covenant  to  pay  rates  and  taxes — Proviso  for  reentry.  If  a  lease  contain  a  cove- 
nant in  the  usual  form  by  the  lessee  to  pay  all  rates  and  taxes,  and  a  proviso  for 
reentry  on  breach,  the  non-payment,  within  a  reasonable  time,  of  a  poor-rate,  is  a 
lireacb  justifying  the  reentry  of  the  landlord ;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  show  that  the 
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rate  h^a  been  demanded  of  the  tenant,  or  that  any  express  notice  has  beeif  given  him. 
Davis  V.  Burrell,  v.  417. 

8.  Covenant  to  deliver  up  premises  wiln  all  things  affixed  at  end  of  term.  The  mere 
Amoral  and  sale  by  a  tenant,  during  the  term,  of  fixtures,  which  he  does  not  imme- 
diately replace,  but  which  can  be  replaced  before  the  end  of  the  term,  is  not  in  itself 
a  breach  of  his  covenant  to  repair  and  uphold  the  demised  premises,  and  to  deliver 
up  the  same  at  the  end  of  the  term,  together  with  atP*  things  affixed  thereto.  Doe  d. 
Burrell  v.  Dacis^  i.  403. 

4.  Agreement  for  lease — Breach  of  proposed  covenants.  An  agreement  was  made 
for  a  lease  and  the  covenants  specified.  The  lessee  entered,  but  the  lease  was  not 
made.  The  conduct  of  the  lessee  amounted  to  a  breach  of  the  proposed  covenants, 
if  they  had  been  made.  HeUI^  that  the  court  would  not  decree  a  specific  perform- 
ance of  the  agreement  for  a  lease  at  the  suit  of  the  lessee,  as,  if  it  had  l)een  made,  tiie 
lessor  would  hare  had  a  right  to  terminate  it  for  breach  of  covenant.  Gregory  t  WBi- 
sofi,  X.  183. 

6.  Covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment — Eviction  >by  prior  appointee  of  lessor.  A.  B.  cove- 
nanted with  his  lessee  for  quiet  enjoyment  as  against  any  person  claiming  by,  from,  or 
under  him.  Held^  that  an  eviction  by  a  prior  appointee  of  A.  B.  was  a  breach  of 
the  covenant,  and  that  the  case  was  not  altered  by  the  grant  to  the  lessee  b^ng ''  sa 
fer  as  in  his  power  lay,  or  he  lawfully  might,  or  could.**     Calvert  r.  Sebright ^  xv.  125. 

8.  Covenant  that  lessee  will  insure  in  Joint  names  of  lessor  and  himself  and  their 
assigns — Action  by  assignee  of  the  lease  for  breach.  A  lease,  containing  a  covenant 
*<  that  lessee  will  insure  at  his  own  expense,  in  the  joint  names  of  the  lessor,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  and  the  lessee,  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  in  such  fire 
office  as  the  lessor,  Ms  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  direct,*'  was  assigned.  Before  the  assign- 
ment there  was  no  breach  of  the  covenant  of  which  the  assignee  could  take  advantage. 
At  the  time  of  action  of  ejectment  brought  by  assignee  for  an  alleged  breach  of  this 
covenant  the  premises  were  uninsured ;  but  there  was  no  evidence  that  defendant 
had  notice  of  the  assignment  at  the  time  when  it  was  claimed  the  nght  of  entry  ac- 
crued. Held,  that  there  was  no  breach  of  covenant  working  a  forfeiture  after  the 
assignment,  as  the  insurance  was  to  have  been  efiected  in  the  joint  names  of  the  lessee 
and  lessor,  and  their  assigns,  and  the  lessee  did  not  know  who  the  asisignce  was  so  aa 
to  be  able  to  effect  insurance  in  his  name.     Crane  ▼.  Batten,  xxviii.  187. 

7.  Lessee  covenanted  to  insure  the  demised  premises  in  the  joint  names  of  the  lessor 
and  lessee.  The  premises  afterwards  became  vested  in  an  under  lessee,  who  insured 
in  the  name  of  the  original  lessor  alone,  or  of  his  representatives.  It  was  not  known 
whether  the  original  lessee  was  alive  or  dead,  or  who  was  his  representative.  ffMy 
that  this  was  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  covenant,  so  as  to  prevent  the  lessor 
from  taking  advantage  of  a  proviso  in  the  lease,  for  reentry  on  non-performance  of 
the  covenants.    Havens  ▼.  Middleton,  xvii.  268. 

6.  Damages  for  non'^repair—How  estimated.  In  estimating  the  damages  for  non- 
repair of  a  building  which  the  tenant  was  bound  to  repair  and  which  was  burned,  he 
is  to  be  allowed  the  difference  between  its  value  before  the  fire,  and  when  rebuilt. 
Yates  V.  Dunster,  xxx.  590. 

9.  Action  against  assignee  of  lease.  Covenant  by  a  lessee  against  an  a^ignee  for 
damages  for  non-repairs,  whilst  he  was  such  assignee.  It  appeared  in  evidence  ihaX 
after  holding  a  time  the  defendant  assigned  to  another  person,  who  afterwards  assigned 
to  another,  and  that  the  premises  were  out  of  repair  at  the  time  of  the  assignment  by 
the  defendant  No  evidence  was  offered  to  show  the  condition  of  the  premises  at  die 
lime  of  the  assignment  of  them  by  the  pLuntiff  to  the  defendant  The  plaintiff  bad 
been  obliged  to  pay  the  owners  a  substantial  sum  for  dilapidations.  Held,  that  die 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  substantial  damages.    Smith  ▼.  Peat,  xxiv.  471. 

10.  Declaration — Evidence — Misdirection.  In  an  action  for  non-repair  of  premses 
mentioned  in  the  declaration  oflly  as  '*the  premises  particulaily  described  in  tibe 
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lease,"  it  was  proTed  that  there  had  been  a  notice  to  repair  the  premises,  particularly 
describing  them,  and  that  before  action  plaintiff's  surveyor  had  made  an  estimate  of 
the  dilapidations,  and  stated  the  amount  to  the  defendant,  (who  promised  to  pay  it,) 
and  that  particulars  of  breaches  had  been  delivered  in  the  action  in  the  same  terms  as 
the  nodce  to  repair.  Heid,  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence  of  the  amount  of  dank- 
ag& ;  and  that  a  direction  for  nominal  damages,  on  the  ground  that  the  premises  wece 
not  identified,  was  wrong.    Mapleton  v.  Ra%oling$^  xxz.  502. 

Vll.  Renewed  of  Lease;  Alteration  By  Parol 

1.  Renewal  by  adding  cestui  que  vie — Payment/or  renewaL  If  a  lease,  which  the 
testator  had  directed  to  be  renewed,  be  renewed  by  adding  a  cestui  que  vt>,  the  costs 
and  premiums  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance  to  secure  the  payment  for  the  renewal 
oi^t  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate  to  which  the  tenant  for  life 
is  entided ;  and  the  tenant  for  life  is  bound  not  only  to  bear  the  interest  of  the  sum, 
bat  also  to  contribute  towards  the  payment  of  such  sum.  HudUsione  v.  Whelpdale, 
zv.  220. 

2.  Expenses  of  renewal — Refusal  to  renew — Laches.  An  under  lessee,  with  a  right 
to  renew,  must  pay  the  proportion  of  fines  and  expenses  of  a  renewal  demanded  of 

by  the  mesne  landlord,  or  apply  himself  without  delay  to  a  court  of  equity  to 
the  amount  If  he  delays  both  the  payment  and  the  application  afler  due  notice 
fiN>m  the  mesne  landlord,  the  fact  that  an  unreasonalde  sum  was  demanded  will  not 
excuse  his  laches.  The  time  from  which  the  lessee  will  be  deemed  to  have  refused 
to  renew  is  to  be  computed  from  the  time  at  which  the  mesne  landlord  applies  to  the 
under  lessee  to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  the  renewal.  Chestemum  v.  Man^  xii. 
192. 

S.  What  constitutes  new  demise.  A,  by  a  contract  in  writing,  demised  to  B,  at  a 
yeariy  rent  of  145/.,  from  the  14th  of  May,  1851,  certain  premises,  including  a  cotr 
tage  occupied  by  C,  at  the  rental  of  5/.  a  year.  B  took  possession  of  all  the  premises 
included  in  the  demise,  except  the  cottage,  as  G  refused  either  to  go  out,  or  to  attorn 
to  B.  Before  the  day  fixed  for  the  first  half  yearly  payment  of  rent,  A  and  B  ver- 
bally agreed  that  A  should  receive  from  C  some  arrears  of  rent,  and  that  A  should 
pay  B  70/.  on  the  14th  of  November,  1851,  and  70/.  on  the  14th  of  May,  1852.  Heldy 
that  this  was  a  new  demise,  and  that  A  was  entitled  to  distrain  for  the  70/.  due  on  the 
14th  of  November.     TFa/son  v.  H^orti,  xx.  391. 

4.  WhaJt  does  not  constitute  new  demise.  The  defendant  entered  into  a  written 
agreement  with  the  plaintifi*  to  take  certain  premises  at  a  rent  of  20s.  a  week.  During 
the  continuance  of  this  tenancy,  a  verbal  agreement  was  made  between  the  parties, 
that  the  rent  should  be  16s.  a  week,  and  the  defendant  for  several  weeks  paid  this 
reduced  amount,  and  on  one  occasion  submitted  to  a  distress.  Held,  that  there  was 
no  fresh  demise,  and  that  the  original  rent  continued  to  be  the  rent  payable  for  the 
premises,  and  the  county  court,  therefore,  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  premises.  Crow" 
/ef  V.  Vitiy,ix.60l. 

VIII.  Landlord's  Title ;  Notice  to  quit. 

1.  Waiver  of  right  to  caUfor.  Circumstances  under  which  a  party  who  had  agreed 
to  take  an  underlease,  was  held  to  have  waived  his  right  to  call  for  the  lessor's  title. 
^n^pson  T.  Saddy  xxxi.  385. 

2.  Tenant^  sued  for  use  and  occupation  may  show  that  landlord's  title  expired  during 
tenani^f— Jurisdiction  of  county  courL  A  tenant,  sued  for  use  and  occupation  of 
premises  by  the  landlord  of  whom  he  took  them  on  lease,  is  at  liberty  to  show  that  the 
latter^s  tt*^**  expired  during  the  tenancy,  even  though  the  tenant  continued  to  enjoy 
or  occupy  the  premises  for  the  whole  term,  without  being  subjected  to  any  evictioii 
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from  the  real  owner;  and  if  the  tenant  sets  up  such  a  defence  when  flo  et^  in  a 
county  court,  that  court  has  no  longer  any  jurisdiction  to  decide  the  caose,  as  title 
to  land  has  come  in  question.    Mountney  v.  CoUiery  xvi.  232. 

3.  Waiver  of  notice — Question  for  jury.  Though  payment  and  acceptance  of  xeat 
accruing  after  the  expiration  of  a  notice  to  quit  amounts  to  a  wsurer  of  the  notice^ 
a  demand  of  such  rent  does  not  necessarily  operate  as  a  wiuvei^  and  it  b  a  qaestioo 
for  the  jury,  and  not  for  the  court,  whether  under  the  circumstances  of  the  ease* 
the  notice  has  been  waived.    Blyih  v.  Dennett^  xvi.  424,  and  see  note. 

4.  The  defendant  entered  as  tenant,  under  a  written  agreement,  on  the  Tth  of 
May,  1850,  but  paid  no  rent  HeUl^  that  a  six  months'  notice  to  quit,  expiring  on  tbe 
7th  of  May,  1851,  was  a  good  notice.    Doe  d.  Cornwall  ▼.  MaUkewSy  xx.  295. 

See  Tenancy  from  year  to  year,  4;  What  constitutes  a  Leabb,  2^ 
Tenancy  at  Will,  1. 

IX.  Avoidance  of  Lease  By  Fraud,  Sfc,  ;  Encroachments  of  Tenant 

1.  Collateral  fraudulent  representation.  A,  the  owner  of  premises,  leased  iJiem  to 
B,  who  represented  himself  as  a  respectable  man  carrying  on  a  respectable  busineaa. 
B  was  not  a  respectable  man,  and  at  the  time  intended  to  use  the  premises  for  an  imt- 
moral  and  illegal  purpose.  He  afterwards  entered  and  did  so  use  them,  and  A  forci- 
bly evicted  him.  In  ejectment  by  B  to  recover  possession  of  the  premises,  it  was  heid 
that  A  could  not  avoid  the  lease  on  the  ground  of  B*s  fraudulent  misrepiesentation  as 
to  the  intended  use  of  the  premises, — a  matter  coUateral  to  the  lease.  And  that  B 
was  to  recover,  as  he  was  not  enforcing  an  illegal  contract,  but  merely  seeking  to 
regain  possession  of  a  term  legally  vested  in  him  by  the  lease  and  entry.  Feret  v.  HUlf 
xxvi.  261. 

2.  Lessor  not  bound  to  disclose  condition  of  house.  Where  the  intended  lessor  of  a 
particular  house  knows  that  the  house  is  in  a  ruinous  state  and  dangerous  to  occupy, 
and  that  its  condition  is  unknown  to  the  intended  lessee,  and  that  the  intended  lessee 
takes  it  for  the  purpose  of  residing  in  it,  he  is  not  bound  to  disclose  the  state  of  tke 
house  to  the  intended  lessee,  unless  he  knows  that  the  intended  lessee  is  influenced 
by  his  belief  in  the  soundness  of  the  house  in  agreeing  to  take  it,  or  unless  Uie  eon- 
duct  of  the  lessor  amounts  to  a  deceit  practised  upon  the  lessee.  Keates  v.  Cadogamf 
ii.  318. 

3.  Encroachment  on  waste^  presumed  to  be  for  benefit  of  lord.  Where  a  tenant^ 
who  holds  under  the  lord  of  a  manor,  encroaches  upon  a  waste,  he  is  presumed  to  do 
it  for  the  benefit  of  the  lord.  But  evidence  may  be  introduced  to  prove  a  different 
intention  at  the  time  of  making  the  encroaclunent  Doe  d.  Croft  v.  Tidhury^  xxiv. 
840. 

4.  Inclosure  by  tenant  of  land  not  belonging  to  landlord^  cuui  occupation  for  t^eenty 
years — Presumption  of  fact.  'Where  a  tenant  incloses  a  pojrtion  o£  land  which  does 
not  belong  to  his  landlord,  and  occupies  it  for  upwards  of  twenty  years  with  and  as 
parcel  of  the  demised  premises,  the  presumption  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  is,  that 
as  against  the  tenant  it  is  included  in  the  tenancy,  and  not  that  the  encroachment  waa 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  landlord.  This  presump^n  is  one  of  £ict,  not  of  law. 
Andrews  v.  Hailes,  xxii.  139. 

X.  Distress. 

1.  Goods  are  privileged  from  distress  during  the  time  they  are  on  the  premises  of  an 
auctioneer,  for  the  purposes  of  sale  by  auction.     WilUams  v.  Holmes^  xx-  370. 

2.  BiU  of  exchange  taken  from  tenant  for  rent  by  lanfUord's  agent  without  auMoriQ^ 
and  afterwards  dishonored.  A  tenant  being  indebted  to  his  landlord  for  rent,  the  agent 
of  ihe  landlord,  without  his  authority  or  knowledge,  took  a  bill  of  exchange  from  tie 
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tenant  for  tlie  amount  of  the  rent,  and  paid  orer  the  amount  of  the  rent  to  the  land- 
k»d  in  his  settlement  of  account  The  Inll  was  afterwards  dishonored  whilst  in  the 
hands  of  a  third  party,  and  the  rent  was  not  paid  l^  the  tenant,  whereupon  the  land- 
lord distrained.  Held,  to  be  a  question  for  the  jury,  whether  the  bill  was  discounted 
finr,  or  the  money  lent  to  the  tenant  by  the  agent,  or  whether  it  was  an  advance  by  the 
j^ot  to  the  landlord ;  and  that  if  the  bill  was  discounted  for,  or  the  money  so  lent  to 
tiw  tenant,  the  landlord  was  not  entitled  to  distrain ;  otherwise  he  was  entitled.  P(xr- 
roU  V.  Anderson,  xir.  371. 

3.  So  in  another  ease  where,  on  the  rent  becoming  due,  the  agent  for  both  tenant 
and  landlord  paid  the  amount  of  rent  to  the  landlord  without  any  authority  from  either 
party,  and  the  tenant  afterwards  failed  to  pay  the  rent,  and  the  landlord  distrained. 
OriffUks  T.  Chichester,  xiT.  392. 

4.  Hay  distrained  and  sold  on  condition  of  being  consumed  on  premises — Action  for 
not  selling  for  best  price,  A  landlord  distraining  his  tenant's  hay  made  on  the  prem- 
ises, and  selling  it  subject  to  a  condition  that  it  shall  be  consumed  by  the  purchaser  on 
the  premises,  by  reason  whereof  it  produces  less  than  the  usual  price,  is  liaUe  to  the 
tenant  in  an  action  for  not  selling  for  the  best  price,  notwithstanding  that  the  latter 
was  under  covenant  by  his  lease  to  consume  such  hay  on  the  premises.  Ridgway  y. 
Stafford,  iv.  458. 

5.  Distress  of  goods  Jraudrdendy  removed.  By  statute,  if  any  tenant  shall  fraud- 
idently  cany  off  die  premises  his  goods,  to  prevent  the  landlord  from  distraining  the 
flame  for  arrears  of  rent  so  reserved,  due,  or  made  payable,  the  landlord  may  within 
tMrty  days  take  such  goods,  wherever  the  same  shall  be  found,  as  a  distress  for  the 
aald  arrears  of  rent  Plaintiff  was  tenant  of  a  house  from  Michaelmas  day,  1852,  at  a 
rent  payable  quarteriy.  On  the  morning  of  Christmas  day  he  fraudulently  removed 
all  his  goods  firom  the  demised  premises.  On  the  following  day  defendant  followed 
the  goods,  and  distrained  them.  In  trespass  against  defendant,  it  was  held,  that  the 
rent  beii^  due  and  payable  on  the  quarter  day,  defendant  was  justified  under  the 
sCatnte.     Crompton,  J.,  dissenting.    Dibble  ▼.  Bowater,  xx.  76. 

6.  Withdrawal — Notice  of  proceeding  in  bankruptcy — Second  distress  on  same  goods 
for  same  arrears  of  rent.  Half  a  year's  rent  being  duo  from  a  tenant,  who  had  com- 
mitted an  act  of  bankruptcy,  his  landlord  put  in  a  distress  and  was  about  to  sell,  but  in 
coosequence  of  a  notice  fircm  the  petitioning  creditor,  stating  that  he  was  proceeding 
againflt  the  tenant  in  bankruptcy,  and  requiring  the  auctioneer  not  to  sell,  and  threat- 
eniiig  to  hold  him  accountable  if  he  did,  the  landlord  withdrew  the  distress  without 
obtainiBg  payment  At  that  time  no 'adjudication  of  bankruptcy  had  been  made,  nor 
]im1  any  aaognee  been  appointed.  Held,  that  the  landlord  was  not  justified  in  after- 
irards  distraining  a  second  time  on  the  same  goods  to  satisfy  his  claim  for  the  same 
axrears  of  rent    Bagge  v.  Mawby,  xx.  460. 

7.  Second  distress.  A  landlord,  having  distrained  for  rent,  was  induced  to  with- 
draw the  distress,  by  the  tenant's  assurance  (which  was  false)  that  a  particular  debt 
|fc^  been  satisfied.  The  creditor  having  proceeded  to  judgment  and  execution,  the 
tenant's  goods  were  seized  by  the  sheriff.  Held,  that  the  landlord  was  entitled  to  a 
yeax's  rent,  under  the  stat  8  Anne,  c.  14.     WoUaston  v.  Stafford,  xxlx.  268. 

8-  Lease  of  copyhold — Mortgage  of  lease — Tenancy  at  unU — THtle.  J.,  tenant  of  a 
copyhold,  leased  it,  and  died  during  the  term ;  his  devisees,  being  admitted  tenants, 
leaJsed  to  M.  who  had  purchased  the  rendue  of  the  first  lessee's  tenn.  He  leased  to  Q., 
who  mortgaged  the  lease  to  defendant,  with  proviso  that  Q.  should  hold  as  tenant  at 
will  of  deibndant,  who  might  distrain  for  rent  Q.  assigned  to  £.,  without  notice  to 
defendant,  who  subsequently  distrained  for  rent  due.  The  warrant  was  against  Q/s 
goods ;  plaintiff's  goods,  on  the  premises,  were  taken.  Held,  in  an  action  c^  trespass, 
that  the  above  deed  created  a  tenancy  at  will ;  and  that  ^e  distress  was  regular. 
Beldy  also,  that  a  sufficient  primd  facie  title  was  made  out  without  proof  of  the  death 
of  J*  ^inhom  ▼.  Sonster,  xx.  501. 
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9.  Lease  hy  joint  tenants — Assignment  of  reversion  by  one.  Where  rent  lias  became 
dae  under  a  lease  made  hy  several  joint  tenants,  an  asngnment  of  the  reversion  hy  one 
does  not  alter  the  nature  of  the  bygone  rent,  and  therefore  the  right  of  distraining  for 
it  is  gone.    Staveley  v.  Alcockf  v.  326. 

XL  MlseeBaneoui  Ctuet* 

1.  Change  of  tenancy  hy  acceptanre  of  rent.  A  house  being  let  to  A,  A  died,  lear- 
ing  B  and  C  her  executors.  B  continued  to  pay  the  rent,  and  it  appeared  to  be  the 
intention  both  of  B  and  the  landlord  that  B  should  be  substituted  in  the  tenancy;  but 
C,  the  other  executor,  knew  nothing  of  the  intended  change.  Held^  that  such  change 
was  inchoate  only,  and  not  perfected ;  and  therefore  A*^  estate  still  continued  liable 
on  the  lease.    J^PDonneU  v.  Pope,  xiii.  11. 

2.  Rent^  when  a  specialty  debt.  Rent  due  ranks  as  a  specialty  debt  where  the  relar 
tion  of  landlord  and  tenant  exists  in  respect  of  lands  within  the  jurisdiction  ;  and  that, 
whether  the  demise  be  by  writing  or  upon  a  constructive  tenancy  from  year  to  year. 
But  the  doctrine  being  founded  in  privity  of  estate,  will  not  apply  where  die  lands, 
the  subject  of  the  demise,  are  out  of  the  jurisdiction.     Vincent  v.  Godson,  xxvii.  558. 

5.  Assignment  of  right  of  entry  for  condition  broken.  The  8  &  9  Vict  c.  106,  s.  6, 
does  not  authorize  the  assignment  of  a  right  of  entry  for  condition  broken ;  but  it  re- 
lates only  to  an  original  right  where  there  has  been  a  disseisin,  or  where  the  party  has 
a  right  of  entry,  and  nothing  but  that  remained.     Hunt  v.  Bishop,  xx.  542. 

4.  In  carrying  an  informal  contract  for  a  lease  into  eficct,  the  blaster  wiQ  be  directed 
to  regard  previous  leases  cont^ning  special  covenants.    Bell  t.  Barchard,  xi.  67. 

6.  Forfeiture  and  reentry — Distress  on  under  lessees — Bill  for  amount  of  rents.  The 
plaintiff  demised  a  number  of  small  leasehold  houses  to  the  defendant,  who,  having 
committed  a  forfeiture,  the  plaintiff  reentered  and  determined  the  lease.  The  defend- 
ant thereupon  distrained  on  the  tenants,  and  prevented  the  plaintiflT  taking  possession 
and  repairing,  and  the  plaintiff  apprehended  a  forfeiture.  The  defendant  had  also, 
being  insolvent,  received  the  rents ;  and,  in  consequence  of  his  conduct,  the  property 
had  become  greatly  depreciated,  and  some  of  the  houses  had  been  abandoned  by  the 
tenants.  The  bill  prayed  an  account  of  the  rents,  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  de- 
fendant from  receiving  the  rents  and  distraining,  and  that  the  right  might  be  determined 
under  the  court     A  general  demurrer  was  allowed.     Aldis  v.  Fraser,  xix.  273. 

6.  Sale  of  crops  on  farm — Purchaser  bound  by  terms  of  lease.  The  11th  section  of 
the  56  Geo.  III.  c.  50,  is  not  confined  to  sales  of  farming  stock  and  crops  on  land  let  to 
&rm,  by  the  sheriff  under  an  execution,  but  applies  to  an  ordinary  sale  by  the  tenant 
himself,  and  a  purchaser  from  the  tenant  is  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  lease  under 
which  the  tenant  holds,     WiUmot  v.  Rose,  xxv.  217. 

7.  Under  a  parol  demise,  the  law  will  imply  an  agreement  for  quiet  enjoyment,  bat 
not  for  good  tide.    Bandy  v.  Cartwright,  xx.  374. 

8.  Demise  by  two  tenants  in  common,  and  death  of  one.  In  case  of  a  demise  purport- 
ing to  be  a  joint  demise  by  two  tenants  in  common,  with  a  general  reddendum  not 
specifying  to  whom  the  rent  is  payable,  the  rent  follows  the  reversion,  and,  on  the 
death  of  one  of  the  lessors,  the  reversion  is  split,  and  the  survivor  becomes  entitled  to 
his  share  of  the  rent    Beer  v.  Beer,  ix.  468. 

9.  Non-completion  of  a  purchase  of  a  lease — Agreement  to  keep  insured — /.  O.  Ui 
A  brought  an  action  against  B  for  not  completing  the  purchase  of  a  lease  held  by  A, 
who  had  agreed  to  furnish  a  good  title ;  the  lease  contained  a  covenant  to  keep  in- 
sured, with  a  proviso  of  forfeiture  and  reentry  by  the  lessor  for  breach  of  covenant 
A  had  not  paid  the  last  premium  previous  to  the  agreement  untO  a  month  after  it  was 
due.  B  had  given  his  I.  O.  U.  for  part  of  the  purchase-money.  Held,  that  A  had  in- 
curred a  forfeiture,  which  the  lessor  could  still  enforce,  and  B  had  a  good  defence. 
Also,  that  A  could  not  recover  on  the  I.  O.  U.,  it  being  only  evidence  of  an  ifleoont 
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ftated,  on  which  B  was  not  indebted,  and  that  the  general  issne  covered  this  defence. 
Wilnn  y.  Wilson^  zxv.  S92.' 

10.  Lease  fr&m  two  trustees — Death  of  one — Action  for  use  and  occupation  hy  ««r- 
vioor  tfi  his  oum  right.  The  defendant  being  in  possession  of  certain  premises  under  a 
lease  from  two  trustees  for  a  term  which  had  expired,  a  new  lease  was  granted  for  a 
further  term,  but  was  executed  by  one  of  the  trustees  only.  The  defendant  paid  rent 
to  both  trustees  until  one  of  them  died ;  and  for  the  rent  due  after  his  death,  the  other 
trustee  brought  an  action  for  use  and  occupation.  Heldy  that  he  might  maintain  the 
action  in  Ins  own  right,  and  was  not  bound  to  sue  as  surviving  trustee.  Wheatley  v. 
Bayd^  xii.  552. 

LARCENY. 

I.   WHAT   IS   larceny;   subject  op   LARCENY, 
n.  RECEIVING   STOLEN   GOODS, 
m.  PLEADING  ;  ETIDENCE  ;  YENDE. 

I.   What  is  Larceny;  Subftet  of  Larceny, 

1.  Selling  a  laM  inadvertently  driven  away  for  prisoner's  use — Denial  of  knowledge 
of  the  fact.  Where  a  man  drove  away  a  flock  of  Iambs  from  a  field,  and  in  doing  so, 
inadvertently  drove  away  along  with  them  a  Iamb,  the  property  of  another  person, 
tad,  aa  soon  as  he  discovered  that  he  had  done  so,  sold  the  lamb  for  his  own  use,  and 
then  denied  all  knowledge  of  it,  it  was  held,  that  as  the  act  of  driving  the  lamb  from  the 
field,  in  the  first  iustance,  was  a  trespass,  as  soon  as  he  appropriated  the  lamb  to  lus 
own  use,  the  trespass  became  a  felony.    Regina  v.  RUey,  xiv.  544. 

2.  By  artifice  inducing  a  party  to  draw  a  check — Misappropriation  of  notes  and 
coin.  Two  men,  J.  and  W.,  acting  in  conc^,  and  intending  to  defraud  S.,  entered 
the  shop  of  S.  and  by  means  of  an  artifice  induced  him  to  draw  a  check  on  his  bank 
for  4 21.,  payable  in  the  name  of  the  prisoner  J.,  and  then  to  accompany  J.  to  the  bank 
to  see  it  paid,  on  the  understanding  that  they  were  to  return  to  finish  the  transaction 
by  the  payment  to  S.  of  forty-two  sovereigns,  and  that  the  prisoner  W.  was  to  renudn 
at  the  shop  till  J.  and  S.  went  and  returned  from  the  bank.  At  the  bank,  by  the 
desire  of  S.,  the  banker  handed  four  ten  pound  notes  and  two  sovereigns  to  the 
prisoner  J.,  in  the  presence  of  S.  The  prosecutor  S.  and  the  prisoner  J.  left  the  bank 
together,  and  while  on  their  way  back  to  S.'s  shop,  J.  went  into  an  inn-^'ard,  and 
promising  to  return  immediately,  absconded  with  the  four  ten  pound  notes,  and  Ijie 
two  sovereigns,  which  he  and  the  prisoner  AV.  (who  in  the  meantime  had  gone  off 
from  the  shop  with  the  forty-two  sovereigns)  appropriated  to  their  own  use.  Held^ 
that  the  misappropriation  of  the  notes  and  two  sovereigns  was  larceny,  S.  never  having 
parted  with  the  property  and  possession  in  them,  and  the  prisoner  J.  having  had  no 
more  than  the  bare  custody  of  the. money  which  he  carried  off.  Regina  v.  Johnson, 
xiv.  570. 

3.  Alteration  hy  prisoner  of  his  own  gas  pipes  so  as  to  defraud  gas  company.  It  was 
hdd  to  be  larceny  to  defraud  a  gas  company  by  connecting  the  pipe  leading  to  the 
meter  with  that  leading  from  it  so  as  to  use  gas  without  its  passing  through  the  meter ; 
and  this,  althoi^h  both  these  pipes  were  the  property  of  the  prisoner.  Certain  pen- 
ahiea  imposed  by  the  local  act  of  the  company  were  held  additional  punishment,  and 
not  to  reduce  the  crime  below  felony.    Regina  v.  White,  xx.  585. 

4.  Servant  stating  false  account  of  moneys  paid  out — EmbezdemenU  If  a  servant 
whose  duty  it  is  to  pay  and  receive  moneys,  make  a  false  statement  of  accounts  to  his 
iiia8;ter,»charging  him  with  more  than  he  had  really  paid  out,  he  cannot  be  convicted 
of  laiceay,  the  offence,  at  most,  being  that  of  obtaining  money  by  fijse  pretences. 
Regina  v.  Green^  xxx^  555. 
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5.  Severing  watch  and  chain  from  the  person  for  an  instant.  A  prifloiier  was  ftond 
guilty  of  larceny  in  stealing  a  watch  and  chain,  having  severed  them  from  the  person 
of  the  owner  for  an  instant,  though  the  chain  caught  on  a  button  in  the  act,  and  the 
watch  remained  suspended.    Regina  y.  Simpsony  xxix.  580. 

6.  Agreement  upon  the  purchase  of  one  dress  to  throw  in  another — Subsequent 
refusal —  Taking  money  from  prosecutrices  hand.  The  prisoners  offered  to  the  proseca- 
trix  a  dress  for  sale  at  25s.,  saying  that  if  she  would  give  that  price  for  it,  she  should 
have  another  dress,  which  was  produced,  worth  I2s.  into  the  bargain.  The  proaeco- 
trix  agreed  to  this,  and  took  twenty-one  shillings  from  her  pocket.  One  priaoner 
opened  her  hand  and  took  the  money  out,  though  not  forcibly.  He  then  declined  to 
take  the  other  4s.,  but  laid  down  the  dress  first  produced,  and  refused  to  let  the  pro- 
secutrix have  the  other.  The  dress  proved  to  be  of  little  value.  Heldy  that  the 
prisoners  were  properly  convicted  of  larceny.    Regina  v.  Morgan^  zxix.  543. 

7.  Buying  goods  and  promising  ready  money,  hut  hastily  taking  them  away  wkhowt 
payment.  A  bargained  with  B  for  the  purchase  of  goods,  promising  to  pay  ready 
money  for  the  same,  and,  after  agreeing  upon  the  price,  he  took  them  to  his  carriage^ 
B  supposing  that  he  was  inunediately  to  return  to  pay  for  the  goods,  instead  of  which 
he  jumped  into  his  carriage,  rode  away,  and  absconded  fi>r  two  years.  Held,  larceny 
in  A.    Regina  v.  Cohen,  v.  545. 

8.  By  a  bailee — Fraudulent  appropriation  of  goods.  The  prisoner  was  employed 
by  the  prosecutor  to  sell  clothes  on  commission.  The  prosecutor  fixed  the  price  of 
each  article,  and  the  prisoner  was  intrusted  with  the  articles  to  sell  at  that  price,  and 
was  to  bring  back  the  money  or  the  goods  if  they  remained  unsold.  The  prisoner 
took  away  a  parcel  of  clothes  on  these  terms,  but  instead  of  selling  them  fraodulendy 
pawned  part  and  firaudulently  applied  the  residue  to  hb  own  use.  Held,  that  there 
was  but  one  bailment  of  all  the  separate  articles  forming  the  parcel ;  that  the  original 
bailment  was  determined  by  the  pawning  part ;  and  that  the  subsequent  fjiuidulent 
appropriation  of  the  residue  amounted^  a  larceny.    Regina  v.  Poyser,  iv.  565. 

9.  Removal  of  master^s  bags  by  servant — Accessory  before  the  facL  The  pnscmer 
M.  had  the  charge  of  the  prosecutor's  warehouse,  in  which  bags  were  kept;  the 
prisoner  S.,  for  some  years  had  been  in  the  habit  of  supplying  the  prosecutor  with 
bags,  which  were  usually  placed  outside  the  warehouse,  ^nd  shortly  after  so  Tearing 
them,  either  S.  or  his  wife  called  and  received  payment  for  them.  The  prisoner  M. 
went  into  his  master^s  warehouse,  and  clandestinely  removed  twenty-four  bags  which 
had  been  marked  by  his  master,  and  placed  them  outride  tlie  warehouse,  in  the  place 
where  S.  used  to  deposit  the  bags  before  payment  for  them.  Soon  afterwards  the  wife 
of  S.  came  and  claimed  payment  for  the  said  twenty-four  bags.  The  prosecutor  then 
sent  for  the  prisoner  S.,  who,  upon  bdng  asked  respecting  the  twenty-fiynr  Ix^  said 
they  had  been  placed  there  an  hour  prerionsly  by  him,  and  demanded  payment  for 
them.  The  jury  £>und  that  the  bags  had  been  so  removed  in  pursuance  of  a  previoas 
arrangement  between  the  prisoners.  Held,  that  M.  was  rightly  convicted  of  hrcenj, 
and  that  S.  was  an  accessoiy  before  the  fikst  to  the  larceny.  Regina  v.  Manning,  xiv. 
548. 

10.  Servant  disposing  of  coals — Embezzlement.  The  prisoner  was  sent  with  his 
master's  cart  for  some  coals.  The  coals  were  delivered  to  the  prisoner  and  deported 
in  the  cart,  their  price  being  entered  to  the  master^s  account  On  the  road  home  the 
prisoner  disposed  of  a  portion  of  the  coals.  Held,  that  this  was  larceny  of  the  coals, 
and  not  embezzlement,  the  prisoner  baring  determined  his  exclusive  possesrion  of  the 
coals  when  they  were  deporited  in  the  cart,  and  the  poesessbn  from  that  time  being  in 
the  master.    Regina  v.  Reed,  xxiv.  562. 

11.  Money  given  to  a  clerk  to  make  purchases  appropriated  to  his  own  use — Em* 
besdemenL  A  dealer  in  skins  gave  his  clerk  money  to  purchase  skins.  The  d«^ 
obtiuned  them  on  credit,  applying  the  money  to  his  own  use,  but  debited  his  maattf 
in  his  day-book  with  the  sum  as  having  beei)  paid  for  skin^.     Being  indicted  fiv 
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embezzlemeiit,  lie  was  ionnd  not  guilty  of  embezzlement,  but  gnilty  of  larceny. 
Held,  that  the  conviction  was  wrong.    Regina  ▼.  Goodenough,  xxv.  672. 

12.  Appropriatinff  property  of  an  unknotcn  person.  A  purchaser  left  his  purse  on 
the  prisoner's  stall,  without  himself  or  the  prisoner  knowing  it  The  prisoner  n<Jt 
knowing  whose  it  was,  appropriated  it,  and  denied  all  knowledge  of  it  when  inquiry 
was  made  by  the  owner.  Held^  that  the  prisoner  was  guilty  of  larceny,  as  the  purse 
was  not,  strictly  speaking,  lost  property,  and,  thereibre,  it  was  not  necessary  to  inquire 
whether  the  prisoner  had  used  reasonable  means  to  find  the  owner.  Regina  y.  Westy 
133X.  535. 

18^  G^iing  possession  of  property  hyfaUe  representations  and  disposing  of  it.  Some 
wheat,  not  the  property  of  the  prosecutors,  but  consigned  to  them,  was  placed  in  the 
esre  of  a  servant,  £.,  who  was  to  deliver  the  wheat  only  to  the  orders  of  the  prosecu- 
tors or  their  managing  clerk,  G.  The  prisoner,  who  was  in  the  employ  of  the  prose- 
cutors, was  allowed  by  E.  to  remove  a  quantity  of  the  wheat,  upon  his  representation 
to  £.  that  he  had  been  sent  by  C,  and  was  to  take  the  wheat  to  a  railway  station. 
This  representation  was  false,  and  he  subsequently  disposed  of  the  wheat  Held,  to  be 
larceny  of  the  wheat    Regina  v.  Robins,  xxix.  544. 

14.  Prisoner  going  away  with  prosecutoi's  wife  and  assisting  her  in  taking  wearing 
apparel.  Where  the  prisoner  went  away  with  the  prosecutor's  wife,  and  assisted  her 
in  placing  wearing  apparel  and  other  articles  in  a  box ;  also  in  removing  the  box  from 
her  hnsband's  house ;  afterwards,  while  the  prosecutor's  wife  remained  in  adultery 
with  him,  pledging  some  of  the  articles  and  applying  the  money  to  his  own  purposes,  it 
was  heldj  that  if  the  prisoner,  going  away  with  the  prosecutor's  wife  ibc  the  purpose  of 
adulterous  intercourse,  was  engaged  jointly  with  her  in  taking  the  goods ;  or,  if  the 
prisoner,  though  not  a  party  to  the  original  taking  of  the  goods,  or  their  removal,  had 
afterwards  appropriated  any  part  of  the  goods  to  his  own  use,  he  was  guilty  of  felony, 
and  rightly  convicted  of  larceny.    Regina  v.  Thompson,  i.  542. 

15.  Hfish€ind's  goods  delivered  by  wife  to  her  adulterer.  If  the  wife  commit  adultery 
and  take  her  husband's  goods  and  deliver  them  to  her  adulterer,  it  is  felony  in  the 
adulterer.    Regina  v.  Featherstone,  xxvi.  570. 

16.  Tdldng  a  cancelled  check  by  clerk  of  company — Special  property — Possession — 
EitAezdement.  Where  a  cancelled  check,  the  property  of  an  insurance  company,  had 
passed  from  the  hands  of  the  messenger,  who  received  it  at  the  bank,  to  the  prisoner, 
a  clerk  in  the  employment  of  the  company,  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  it  for  the 
directors,  it  was  held,  that  as  the  check,  when  it  came  into  his  custody,  had  arrived  at  its 
nhiniate  destination,  it  was  really  in  the  possession  of  the  doctors,  who  had  a  special 
property  in  the  check ;  and,  therefore,  that  the  prisoner,  who  had  unlawfully  ab- 
stracted it,  was  guilty  of  larceny,  not  of  embezzlement  Also,  that  where  the  directors 
of  a  company  have  a  special  property  in  checks  or  other  articles,  the  interest  of  a 
shareholder  in  the  company  gives  him  no  property  in  it,  and  that  he  may  be  indicted 
ibr  stealing  property  from  the  directors.    Regina  v.  Watts,  i.  558. 

17.  Removal  of  goods  assigned  to  creditors — Possession.  A,  having  assigned  his 
goods  ibr  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  removed  them  before  his  assignees  took  possession, 
intending  to  deprive  his  creditors  of  them.  The  jury  found  that  he  was  not  in  po»- 
sesstoit  of  the  goods  as  the  assignees'  agent,  and  it  was  held  he  was  not  guilty  of  lar- 
ceny.    Regina  v.  Pralt,  xxvi.  574. 

18.  Taking  a  receipt  written  on  stamped  paper — Possession.  A  owed  the  sum  of 
41  1 15-  lUd.  to  the  prosecutor ;  and  the  latter  having  demanded  payment,  the  prisoner 
said  he  would  settle  with  him  on  behalf  of  A.  He  took  out  of  his  pocket  a  piece  of 
paper,  stamped  with  a  sixpenny  stamp,  and  put  it  upon  the  table,  and  then  took  out 
some  ailver  in  his  hand.  The  prosecutor  wrote  a  receipt  for  the  sum  mentioned  on 
die  stamped  paper,  and  the  prisoner  took  it  up  and  went  out  of  the  room.  On  being 
aaked  for  the  money,  he  szud,  ^  It  is  all  right,"  but  never  paid  it    Held,  that  this  wi&s 
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not  a  case  of  larcenj,  the  prosecutor  neyer  having  had  such  a  poaseMion  of  the  8taii^>ed 
paper  as  would  enable  him  to  maintjun  trespass.    Regina  y.  Srtdtkt  ix.  532. 

19.  Taking  uncancelled  mortgage  deed — Goods  and  chattels.  Uncancelled  mortgage 
deeds  are  choses  in  action,  and  the  taking  them  is  not  a  Isrcen;^^  of  **  goods  and 
chattels."    Regina  v.  William  PoweU,  xiv.  575. 

20.  Chose  in  action.  An  agreement,  although  unstamped,  is  a  chose  in  action,  and 
therefore  not  the  subject  of  larceny.  Parke,  B.,  dissentiente.  Regina  y.  Watts,  xzit. 
578. 

21.  Stealing  a  letter  by  a  gratuitous  assistant  o/  postmaster.  If  a  person,  wlule 
engaged  in  gratuitously  assbting  a  postmaster  at  his  request,  in  sorting  the  letters, 
steal  one  of  tiiem,  he  is  liable  to  the  severer  penalties  imposed  by  the  statute  7 
Will.  lY.  and  1  Vict  c.  36,  s.  26,  as  a  person  employed  under  the  post-office.  Regina 
T.  Reason^  xxii.  602. 

n.  Receiving  stolen  Goods, 

1.  Allegation  of  possession.  To  sustain  an  indictment  far  reeeinng  stolen  goods,  the 
alleged  receiver  must  have  had  actual  or  constructiye  possession,  but  where  he  went  widi 
the  thieves  to  a  room,  over  which  he  had  control,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the 
goods,  and  was  arrested  before  the  purchase  was  complete,  the  thieves  all  the  tone 
keeping  actual  possession  of  the  property,  it  was  held,  by  a  majority  of  the  judges 
(eight  to  four)  that  the  prisoner  had  not  received  the  goods,  and  that  his  conviction 
was  wrong.    Regina  v.  WUeyf  L  667. 

2.  Possession  restored  to  tJ^e  owner  before  purchase  by  receiver.  A,  who  had  stolen 
some  goods,  and  had  them  in  his  pocket,  was  caught  by  the  owner,  who  sent  for  a 

^policeman.  The  policeman  took  the  goods,  but  in  concert  with  the  owner,  gave  them 
back  to  A,  who  was  told  by  the  owner  to  go  and  sell  them  where  he  had  sold  others. 
A  sold  them  to  B,  and  B  bought  them,  believing  them  to  have  been  stolen.  Held^  that 
B  could  not  be  convicted,  under  the  statute,  as  a  felonious  receiver  of  stolen  goods, 
possession  having  been  restored  to  the  owner  before  the  purchase  by  B.  The  Queen 
V.  Lyons  overruled.    Regina  v.  Dolan,  xziz.  533. 

8.  A  principal  in  the  second  degree  cannot  at  the  same  time  be  treated  as  a 
receiver  of  the  stolen  property.    Regina  v.  Perkins,  xii.  587. 

4.  A  wife  cannot  be  convicted  of  feloniously  receiving  from  her  husband  goods 
stolen  by  him.    Regina  v.  Brooks,  xiv.  580. 

in.  Pleadings ;  Evidence  ;  Venue. 

1.  Description  of  property.  The  London  Dock  Company  by  mistake  delivered  two 
hogsheads  of  sugar  to  a  carrier,  who  produced  two  delivery  notes  authorizing  them 
to  deliver  two  other  hogsheads  of  sugar,  the  property  of  one  B.  The  carrier  brake 
bulk,  and  was  indicted  for  hirceny.  Held^  that  the  property  was  well  described  as  the 
property  of  the  London  Dock  Company,  they  having  still  a  special  property  in  the 
chattels,  notwithstanding  that  they  parted  with  the  possession  by  mistake.  Re^jna  v. 
Vincent,  ix.  548. 

2.  Evidence.  The  prisoners  were  charged  with  stealing  four  sacks  of  bailey  and 
three  sack  bags  from  their  master.  It  was  proved  in  evidence  that  the  prisoners  and 
one  B.  were  employed  by  the  prosecutor  to  winnow  barley  which  he  had  mixed  with 
canary  seed.  One  of  the  prisoners  fetched  several  sacks  from  the  prosecntoz's  house, 
which  he  and  B.  filled  with  bariey.  The  two  prisoners  then  sent  B.  home  before  tlte 
usual  time.  At  twelve  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  same  day,  the  carter  went  into  tbe 
stable  with  a  lantern,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  two  prisoners  entered  the  stable.  In 
a  few  minutes  after  this  the  prosecutor  saw  the  carter  in  the  loft  above  with  a  lantern, 
and  found  the  two  prisoners  concealed  under  straw  in  the  lofty  and  then,  in  a  dust-liA 
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in  a  stable  beneath,  he  found  three  sacks  full  of  |>arley  mixed  with  canary  seed^ 
'which  he  swore  was  of  the  same  kind  which  he  had  mixed.  It  was  no  part  of  the 
duty  of  the  prisoners  to  place  the  barley  in  sacks,  or  to  put  the  sacks  of  barley  into 
the  dust-bin.  The  jury  found  both  the  prisoners  guilty.  Held,  that  the  evidence  was 
sufficient  to  support  the  conviction.    Regina  v.  Samicays,  xxvi,  676. 

3.  Where  one  was  convicted  of  larceny  on  the  sole  evidence  that  he  was  employed 
on  the  premises  and  had  been  seen  to  go  to  the  place  where  the  goods  stolen  were 
kept,  on  appeal  it  was  held,  that  there  was  not  a  scintilla  of  evidence  for  a  jury« 
Retina  v.  Walker,  xxv.  568. 

4.  Corpus  delicti — Evidence*  The  prisoner  was  found  coming  out  of  a  warehouse, 
where  pepper  was  kept,  with  pepper  of  a  similar  quality  in  his  possession.  He  had 
no  right  to  be  in  the  warehouse,  and  on  being  discovered  said :  **  I  hope  you  will  not 
bfe  hard  with  me,"  and  took  some  pepper  out  of  his  pocket  and  threw  it  upon  the 
ground.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any  pepper  having  been  missed'  from  the  bulk. 
Held,  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  of  the  corpus  delictu 
Regina  v.  Burton,  xxiv.  551. 

5.  Venue*  Bailwiay  earmen  were  sent  with  a  wagon  from  a  j^ace  in  Middlesex  into 
Keitt.  On  their  arrival  they  took  some  oats,  which  had  been  carried  in  the  wagon 
for  the  honea'  food,  and  sold  them  there  for  their  own  profit  Held,  that  the  carmen 
might  be  tried  in  Middlesex  for  the  larceny  of  the  oats  in  the  county  of  Kent,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  staU  7  Geo.  IV*  o.  64,  s.  13.    Regina  v.  Sharp^  xxix.  5S2.

LEGACY  DUTY. 

1.,  Feraooal  property  lbUow#the  domicil  of  the  owner  thereof.  Hence  the  personal 
property  of  an  officer  in  the  queen's  army  in  India,  though  such  property  be  all  in 
India,  is  liable  to  the  payment  of  legacy  duty  as  if  in  England.  The  AUomey^Gen^ 
eral  t.  Napier,  ii.  897. 

2.  A  testator  devised  real  estate  to  trustees  on  trust,  with  power  to  exchange  or 
sell  it,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in  other  real  estate  for  similar  trusts,  and  until  such 
investment,  to  invest  the  proceeds  in  the  funds  or  real  mortgages.  It  was  invested  in 
the  iiinds»  A  rale  was  ordered  by  the  court  of  chancery  on  the  prayer  of  trustees  under 
a  similar  will.  The  proceeds  were  laid  out  in  consols,  and  the  interest  paid  to  the 
tenant  for  life.  On  hb  death  the  court  ordered  the  transfer  of  the  stock  to  the  party 
entitled  under  the  wilL  Held,  in  both  cases,  that  no  legacy  duty  was  pftyable.  Hecde 
T.  Knighi^  XX.  574. 

St.  A  testator  devised  his  real  estate  on  which  there  was  a  mortgage  to  B.,  naming 
bun  executor.  The  personal  estate  was  insufficient  to  pay  the  simple  contract  debts. 
B.  entered,  and  kept  down  the  interest  of  the  mortgage;  and  by  will  gave  all  his  real 
and  personal  estate  to  his  two  sons,  who  paid  off  the  mortgage  out  of  the  personaL 
Heldy  that  legacy  duty  was  payable  on  the  amount  so  applied.    In  re  Taylor,  xx.  437. 

4.  Real  estate  having  been  sold  by  order  of  the  court  of  chancery  to  secure  pay- 
ment of  an  annuity  charged  thereon  by  a  testator,  the  principal  fund  was  paid  over  to 
the  devisee  of  the  real  estate  after  the  death  of  the  annuitant.  Upon  a  case  stated 
as  to  whether  legacy  duty  were  payable,  it  was  held,  in  the  court  of  exchequer,  that 
if  the  sale  was  ordered  by  the  court,  under  the  general  power  of  ordering  sales  of 
real  eetate,  to  secure  the  payment  of  an  annuity  charged  thereon,  the  legacy  duty 
was  not  payable ;  but  that  if  the  court  acted  on  the  clause  in  the  testator's  will,  and 
compelled  the  trustees  to  execute  the  discretionary  power  given  to  them,  the  legacy 
^aty  was  payable.    Hobson  v.  Neale,  xx.  894. 

$..  A  testator  devised  lands  to  his  son  for  life,  with  remainders  over,  and  gave  power 
to  the  0on  to  charge  these  Unds  with  an  annuity  for  his  wife  in  bar  of  dower.    The 
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son  charged  the  lands  accordingly.    Held,  that  such  annuity  was  subject  to  l^acy 
duty.     Sweeting  v.  Sweeting^  xvii.  97. 

6.  The  first  Lord  H.,  by  his  will,  directed  the  purchase  of  estates  in  Suffolk  to  be 
made  with  the  proceeds  of  estates  in  Essex.  The  will  contained  a  clause  enabling  the 
tenant  for  life,  who  should  be  entitled  to  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates,  to  ^rect 
them  to  be  sold  and  a  deed  of  setdement  to  be  made  of  them,  and  that  there  should 
be  inserted  therein  a  clause  that  the  tenant  for  life  should  be  entitled  to  the  rents,  and 
should  have  power  to  charge  such  estates  with  an  annual  sum  not  exceeding  one  third 
part  of  the  annual  value  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  any  woman  whom  he  might  nuury. 
The  first  Lord  H.  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  who  by  his  will  chax^ged  the  Suffolk 
estates  with  an  annuity  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife  during  her  life,  the  said  sum  to  be 
in  the  nature  of  and  in  full  for  her  jointure,  and  to  be  in  bar,  lieu,  or  satis&ction  of 
and  for  her  dower  or  thirds  at  common  law,  &c.  The  defendant  was  in  possession  of 
the  estates,  and  was  heir  of  the  deceased  Lord  H.  No  deed  of  settlement  was  ever 
executed.  Heldf  that  the  defendant  was  liable  to  pay  legiacy  duty  in  respect  of  the 
value  of  the  annuity,  as  the  grant  of  it  could  not  be  considered  as  a  purchase  of  Lady 
H.*s  right  to  dower,  but  was  a  gift  of  a  legacy  in  execution  of  the  power  in  the  wiU  of 
the  first  Lord  H.,  though  upon  a  condition  imposed  by  the  second  Lord  H.  Henniker 
Y.  The  Attorney-General^  xvi.  476.    Also  The  Attomey^General  v.  Henniker ,  xiv.  874. 

7.  Where  a  testator,  having  large  sums  of  stock  invested  in  the  names  of  himself 
and  wife,  devised  his  real  estate  and  gave  sundry  specific  legacies,  and,  after  hn  death, 
it  was  found  that  the  personal  estate  was  wholly  insufiicient  to  pay  the  specialty  debts 
and  legacies,  whereupon  the  wife  executed  an  assignment,  reciting  these  facts,  trans- 
ferring to  the  trustees  of  the  will  large  sums  of  the  stock  invested  in  the  joint  names 
to  satisfy  the  debts,  &o.,  it  was  held  that  no  legacy  duty  was  payable.  Laurie  v.  CluUmi, 
ix.  171. 

8.  A  testator  devised  his  real  and  personal  estates,  suBject  to  the  payment  of  a  dear 
yearly  rent-chat^  or  annuity.  Held,  that  the  legacy  duty  was  chargeable  on  the 
testator's  estate,  and  that  the  annuitant  took  the  annuity  finee  of  legacy  duty.  BaSey 
T.  BoU,  vili.  51. 

9.  If  estates  be  conveyed  to  trustees  (for  a  term  of  years)  in  trust  to  seQ  for  tiie 
purpose  of  raising  money  wherewith  to  pay  a  legacy,  and  afterwards,  B.  becomes 
seised  of  the  said  estates,  subject  to  the  said  tenn  of  years,  and  becomes  entitled  also, 
as  heir,  to  the  said  legacy,  and  by  deed  between  the  surviving  trustees  and  B.,  the  said 
term  of  years  is  merged  in  the  inheritance  as  a  fuU  satisfaction  and  dlschaige  of  the 
legacy,  then  the  amount  of  the  legacy  is  liable  to  the  payment  of  legacy  duty,  as  the 
merger  is  equili&lent  to  a  payment  of  the  same  in  money.  The  AUomef-GenenU  v. 
Metcalfe,  vi.  456. 

10.  If  a  sum  be  raised,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  a  testator,  by  the  sale  of  a 
portion  of  a  manor,  in  order  to  avoid  selling  certain  portions  of  the  personal  estate, 
the  sum  thus  raised  to  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  a  legacy,  it  is  subject  to  legacy 
duty  as  personalty.    lb. 

11.  N.  left  his  personal  estate  to  trustees  to  pay  to  his  niece,  Mrs.  A.,  an  annuty 
of  2,000/.  for  her  separate  use ;  to  pay  the  residue  or  surplus  of  the  dividends  and 
annual  produce  to  W.  A.,  her  husband,  authorizing  him  to  receive  the  same  during  las 
life ;  and  aflcr  the  decease  of  either,  to  pay  the  dividends  to  the  survivor  with 
authority  to  receive  them  during  his  or  her  life.  Held,  that^the  legacy  duty  was  to  be 
calculated  as  on  the  value  of  2,000/.  a  year  to  Mrs.  A.  fi)r  their  joint  lives,  and  on  the 
value  of  the  residue  of  the  income  for  the  single  life  of  W.  A.  The  Atiomef-Genr 
eral  v.  Wynford,  xxv.  544. 

LETTERS  OF  CREDIT. 

1.  A  letter  of  credit  is  not  a  negotiable  instrument,  and  that  it  is  in  the  hands 
of  a  certain  party  does  not  necessarily  or  naturally  import  that  he  is  the  penon 
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entitled  to  draw  for  the  amount  mentioned  in  It     On  t.  Union  Bank  of  Scotland^ 

zxix.  1. 
2.  It  is  not  essential  to  the  validity  of  a  letter  of  credit  or  an  essential  prerequisite 

to  its  payment  that  it  ahoold  be  delivered  up.    Its  possession  by  the  person  to  whom 

it  is  addressed  might  be  evidence,  but  it  would  be  weak  evidence  of  its  payment.

1.  Threat  of  bankruptcy.  To  say,  falsely  and  maliciously,  of  a  trader :  "  He  ii 
indebted  to  me,  and,  if  he  does  not  come  and  make  terms  with  me,  I  will  nmke  a 
bankrupt  of  him,  and  ruin  him,"  is  actionable  without  proof  of  special  damage.  (^See 
note  to  this  ease.)    Brown  y.  Smith,  xx.  243. 

2.  Charging  a  clergyman  wiih  incontinence,  A  declaration  for  slander  by  charging 
a  clergyman  in  holy  orders  with  incontinency,  is  bad  without  showing  actual  damage, 
or  that  he  holds  some  office  or  employment  producing  temporal  profit.  CroUwey  ▼. 
lidrshaii,  zxiv.  463. 

9.  Charge  of  felony,  A  declaration  in  slander,  after  stating  as  inducement  that 
the  defendant  intended  to  impute  felony  to  the  plaintiff,  set  out  the  slanderous  words 
as  follows :  **  I  (the  defendant)  have  a  suspicion  that  you  (the  plaintiff)  and  B.  have 
robbed  my  house,  (meaning  thereby  that  the  plaintiff  had  feloniously  stolen  certain 
goods  of  the  defendant,)  and  therefore  I  take  you  into  custody."  Held,  that  the  judge 
rightly  directed  the  jury  that  the  question  was,  whether  the  defendant  meant  to  impute 
an  absolute  charge  of  felony,  or  only  a  suspicion  of  felony ;  and  that  if  the  jury  be- 
fieved  the  latter,  the  verdict  ought  to  be  for  the  defendant  Tozer  v.  Mashford,  iv. 
451. 

4.  Publication — Justification,  The  defendant  who  had  lodged  at  the  plaintiff's 
house,  oo  leaving,  missed  a  memorandum  book  and  other  articles,  whereupon  he 
wrote  to  the  plaintiff's  wife  a  letter,  in  which  he  accused  the  plaintiff  of  having  taken 
them,  and  threatened  to  expose  him,  if  he  did  not  return  them;  the  jury  found  that 
the  letter  was  a  libel,  but  that  there  was  no  malice  in  fact,  Heldy  first,  that  sending 
the  letter  to  the  wife,  was  a  publication ;  secondly,  that  it  was.  not  justified  by  the 
occasion.    Wenman  y.  Ash^  xzii.  609. 

5.  Charge  of  dishonesty — Innuendo,  The  declaration  stated  that  the  plaintiff  was 
a  trader,  and  employed  by  the  board  of  ordinance  to  relay  the  entrance  of  their 
ofiice  with  new  asphalte,  and  that  the  defendant  falsely  said  of  him  in  his  trade,  and 
in  reference  to  the  work :  **  The  old  materials  have  been  relaid  by  you  in  the  asphalte 
work  executed  in  the  front  of  the  ordnance  ofiice,  and  I  have  seen  the  work  done." 
Innuendo,  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  guilty  of  dishonesty  in  the  conduct  of  his  said 
trade,  by  laying  down  again  the  old  asphalte  which  had  been  before  used  at  the 
entrance  of  the  ordnance  ofiice,  instead  of  new  asphalte,  according  to  his  contract 
HM,  on  motion  to  arrest  the  judgment,  that  the  declaration  was  sufiicient,  and  the 
innuendo  not  too  large,  as  it  put  no  new  sense  on  the  words,  but  only  imputed  inten- 
tion to  the  q)eaker.    Baboneau  v.  Farrell,  zzviii.  339. 

6.  Innuendo.  In  an  action  for  a  libel,  the  first  count,  afler  the  usual  prefatory 
aveiments,  proceeded  thus :  ^  What  possessed  Lord  H.  (meaning  thereby  the  said 
Loid  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,)  if  he  knew  any  thing  about  the  country,  or  was  not 
under  the  spell  of  Tile  and  treacherous  infiucnce,  to  make  his  first  visit,  and  that 
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carefuUy  puffed,  to  Long^a,  the  coachmaker,  (mennuig  thereby  the  said  plaisliff^)  IJm 
other  day  ?  If  mere  trade  was  his  (meaning  thereby  the  said  Lord  Lieatenao^a) 
object,  he  had  sereral  respectable  houses  open  to  him  (meaning  thereby  that  die 
house  and  place  of  business  of  the  said  plaindff  was  not  respectable,  and  that  the 
said  visit  was  paid  thereto  for  political  objects.")  HM,  that  the  innuendo  did  not 
enlarge  the  sense  of  these  words,  which  were  fully  capable  of  the  meaning  given  to 
them.    Barrett  v.  Long,  xvi.  1. 

7.  Void  innuendo.  The  third  coont  repeated  the  sane  words,  «nd  acMHimpaiiied 
them  with  the  following  innuendo :  "  meaning  thereby,  that  the  house  of  business  «f 
the  said  plaintiff  was  not  a  respectable  house  in  the  trade,  and  that  the  plaintiff  him- 
self was  of  such  a  character,  that  he  would  not  be  visited  in  the  way  of  his  trade  «nd 
business  except  from  some  political,  or  party,  or  other  improper  motive."  Held^  fiat 
the  ^rds  were  capable  of  the  meaning  thus  attributed  to  them,  but  that  if  the 
innuendo  was  more  extenave  than  the  words,  it  might  be  rejected  as  repugnant  and 
void,  and  that  the  words,  being  libellous,  were  actionable  without  its  aid.     lb. 

8.  Statute  32  Geo.  III.  c.  60.  In  actions  for  libel,  although  the  judge  is  to  leave  it  to 
the  jury  whether,  under  the  cireumstances,  ^  publication  is  a  libel,  oq  the  general 
issue,  yet  if  they  find  a  verdict  for.  the  defendant  on  that  issue,  in  a  case  in  which  no 
question  is  made  as  to  the  fact  of  publication,  nor  as  to  its  application  to  the  plaintiff^ 
the  court  can  set  aside  the  verdict    Hakewell  v.  Ingram^  xxviiL  413. 

9.  In  an  article  on  the  subject  of  the  want  of  some  efficient  protection  for  manned 
women,  the  writer  mentioned  two  cases  as  showing  the  necessity  for  legislation ;  one 
case  being  described  as  that  of  a  husband  who  acted  towards  his  wife  like  a  "  sot  and 
a  brute,"  and  then  the  article  proceeded :  **  The  other  is  that  of  Mrs.  H."  (meaning 
the  wife  of  the  plaintiff,)  ^  who  having  been  restored  to  her  husband's  protection  by 
a  decree  of  the  ecdenastical  court,  found  her  misery  so  aggravated  by  the  restitution 
of  her  conjugal  rights,  that  she  was  compelled  to  resort  to  the  police  court  for  the 
little  help  the  law  gives."  And  it  concluded  by  saying,  that  the  law  did  not  meet 
such  cases ;  and  that  *'  the  condition  of  the  woman,  when  the  brute  intervenes,  is  more 
oppressive  than  that  of  the  negro."  Plea,  not  guilty.  It  was  not  disputed  that  the 
passage  applied  to  the  plaintiff,  but  no  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  matters  refened 
to.    The  court  set  aside  the  verdict,  and  granted  a  new  trial.    Ih. 

10.  Special  damage  necessary  to  make  words  actionable.  Special  damage,  which  is 
necessary  in  order  to  make  words  actionable,  must  be  such  as  naturally  or  reasonably 
arises  from  the  use  of  the  words.    Haddon  v.  Xott,  xxix.  215. 

IL   Privileged  Communication. 

1.  Bondi  fide  statemenit  to  one^s  self— Express  malice.    Privileged  communicalionB 
comprehend  statements  made  bond  fide  in  perfonnance  of  a  duty,  or  with  a  fidr  pur- 
pose of  protecting  the  interest  of  their  maker.    A  communication  being  shown  \o  be 
privilege,  it  lies  on  the  plmntiff  to  prove  malice  in  fact;  to  have  thequedionof 
malice  go  to  the  jury,  circumstances  must  be  shown  which  raise  a  probability  of 
malice,  and  are  more  consistent  with  its  existence  than  its  non-existence.    Pls&ntiff 
had  been  discharged  from  the  service  of  defendant  on  a  charge  of  theft    Plaintiff 
being  afterwards  at  defendant's  house,  and  conversing  with  his  servants,  defendant 
said  to  his  servants :  *'  I  dischaiged  that  man  for  robbing  me ;  do  not  speak  any  more 
to  him,"  &c.    Held^  a  privileged  communication,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
malice  to  go  to  the  jury.    SomerviU  v.  HafMns,  ill.  508. 

2.  Express  malice — Words  spoken  in  presence  of  third  party.  The  defendant  hav- 
ing a  suspicion  that  the  plaintiff,  who  was  his  shopman,  had  in  one  instance  embezzled 
money,  sent  for  him,  and  in  the  presence  of  A  charged  him  with  embezzlement,  and 
discharged  him.  The  pluntiff  being  about  to  enter  a  fresh  service,  referred  to  the 
defendant  for  a  character,  but  in  consequence  of  what  the  defendant  said,  the  intended 
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mutor  Toftned  to  employ  him.  The  plaintiff's  brother  then  called  on  the  defendant 
to  inquire  why  he  had  given  the  plaintiff  such  a  character.  The  defendant  replied : 
**  He  Ibb  robbed  me.  I  betieve  he  has  robbed  me  for  years  past ;  I  can  prove  it  by 
the  ciivnmstances  under  which  he  has  been  discharged  by  me."  Held,  thai  the  cii^ 
eoButances  rendered  the  statements  privileged  communications,  and  that  the  fact  of 
the  dwrge  being  first  made  in  tlie  presence  of  a  third  party  did  not  warrant  the  judge 
in  leaving  the  question  to  the  jury,  and  that  the  excess  of  the  defendant's  statement 
on  the  seeood  occainon  did  not  raise  any  presumption  of  express  malice.  Taylor  v. 
EoMm,  v.  253. 

8.  A  communication  made  to  a  company  by  one  of  its  directors,  stating  that  a  cer- 
tain pefson  in  its  employ  has  been  dismissed  from  another  service  for  *^  gross  miscon-> 
duct"  is  a  privileged  communication,  and  the  defendant's  refusal  to  go  into  the  ehaiges 
in  the  presence  of  the  plaintiff  and  his  attorney,  is  no  evidence  of  malice  that  could 
properly  be  submitted  to  the  jury ;  for  that,  such  refusal  being  consistent  with  bona 
fdet,  bona  fideM  is  to  be  presumed  until  the  contrary  b  proved.  Harris  v.  Thompson^ 
xxiv.  370. 

4.  Defendant,  a  county  officer,  having  formerly  employed  plaintiff  to  do  certain 
printing,  transferred  the  contract  to  one  who  consented  to  do  it  cheaper ;  and  wrote 
a  letter  to  the  ''  finance  committee,"  in  which  he  imputed  improper  motives  to  plain- 
tiff in  the  demand  he  made,  accusing  him  of  **  attempting  to  extort  money  by  misrop* 
resentation."  In  an  action  for  Hbel,  it  was  held,  that  the  occasion  of  writing  the 
letter  j)rtnUi  facie  rebutted  the  presumption  of  malice,  but  that  it  was  a  question  for 
the  jaiy  whether  the  sentence  complained  of  as  exceeding  the  privilege  was  evidence 
of  malice.    Cooke  v.  Wiides,  xxx.  284. 

A.  A  letter  addressed  by  the  rector  of  a  parish  to  his  parishioners  tending  to  seri- 
ously injure,  in  his  occupation  the  plaintiff,  a  school  master,  who  had  been  discharged 
from  a  public  school  by  the  rector,  is  not  necessarily  a  privileged  communication ;  but 
itisibr  ajury  to  say  whether  it  is  upon  its  face  malicious,  or  whether  the  circum- 
staacea  riiow  malice.     Gilpin  v.  Fowler,  xxvi.  886. 

6.  Express  malice  may  be  shown  in  answer  to  the  plea  in  slander,  of  privileged 
commnnieation.    Per  Jervis,  C.  J.    Bahoneau  v.  Farrell,  xxviii.  339. 

m.  Justtficaitofu 

1.  Prior  publication  by  third  person.  In  an  action  for  libel,  it  is  no  justification 
that  the  libellous  matter  was  previously  published  by  a  third  person,  and  that  the 
defendant,  at  the  time  of  his  publication,  disclosed  the  name  of  the  person,  and 
believed  all  the  statements  contained  in  the  libel  to  be  true.  Tidman  v.  Ainslie,  xxviiL 
567. 

2.  Former  publication.  Evidence  that  the  identical  chains  conveyed  in  a  libel  had, 
befi>re  the  time  of  composing  and  publishing  the  libel,  appeared  in  another  publication, 
which  was  brought  to  the  prosecutor's  knowledge,  but  against  the  publisher  of  which 
he  took  no  legal  proceedings,  is  not  admissible  under  a  plea  of  justification  under  stat 
6  &  7  Tict  c.  90,  s.  6.    Regina  v.  Newman,  xviii.  113. 

8.  Plea  of  jueHfication.  Where  a  plea  of  justification  under  stat  6  &  7  Vict  c.  96, 
B.  6,  contains  several  charges,  and  the  defmdant  fuls  to  prove  any  of  the  matters 
alleged  in  such  justification,  the  jury  must,  of  necessity,  find  a  verdict  for  the  crown, 
that  is,  that  the  defendant  has  not  proved  the  whole  plea.    lb, 

4.  Ag^raoalion.  Under  the  stat.  6  &  7  Vict  c.  96,  s.  6,  the  court  is  bound  to  con- 
ader  whether  the  guilt  of  the  defendant  convicted  by  a  jury,  is  aggravated  or  mitigated 
by  the  plea,  and  the  evidence  to  prove  or  disprove  the  same,  and  to  form  its  own 
conclusion  upon  the  whole  case.    Jb, 

5.  Affid€a>iis  of  mitigation.  Affidavits  explaining  the  defendant's  reasons  for  hav- 
ing placed  certain  allegations  ixgurious  to  the  prosecutor  in  his  plea  of  justification, 
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in  support  of  which  no  evidence  was  given  at  the  trial,  are  receivable  in  mitagatioa  of 
punishment,  but  not  as  proving  the  truth  of  the  charges  made  in  them.    Ih. 

6.  Foreign  record.  But  where  a  document,  porporting  to  have  been  an  official 
record  of  the  conviction  of  the  prosecutor,  before  a  foreign  police  eourt,  waa  annexed 
to  an  affidavit,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  Inma  fidee  of  an  allegation  in  the  pies 
of  justificatbn,  it  was  kdd  inadmissible,  as  its  admission  would,  in  effect,  put  tiie 
prosecutor  on  his  trial  without  his  being  able  to  make  defence.    Ih, 

7.  Malice — Evidence  of.  In  ^  action  of  Kbel,  the  defendant  pleaded  the  general 
issue,  and  also  a  plea  under  the  6  &  7  Vict  c.  96,  denying  actual  matice,  and  staliiig 
an  apology.  On  the  trial,  the  pl^dntiff*,  in  order  to  prove  malice,  tendered  in  evidence 
other  publications  of  the  defendant,  going  back  above  six  years  before  the  pnbHcatlott 
complained  o£  Hdd^  that  these  publications  were  admissible  in  evidence.  Barrett  t. 
Long,  xvi.  1. 

8.  Libel  In  an  action  for  a  libel  imputing  to  the  plaintiff' the  oommianon  of  a  crime 
under  aggravated  circumstances,  it  is  necessary  to  justify  the  aggravating  pordon  as 
well  as  the  snbkantial  charge  of  crime.    Helsham  v.  Blackwood,  v.  409. 

9.  Gist  not  defamation — Truth  cannot  be  pleaded  in  JtaHficaHon.  An  omnibus  driver 
sued  his  employer  for  defacing  the  driver's  license  by  writing  upon  it :  '*  Discharged 
for  being  Is.  Sd,  short ;  **  the  gist  is  not  defamation,  therefore,  held,  that  the  truth  of 
the  accusation  could  not  be  pleaded  in  justification,  and,  that  the  act  was  not  anthor- 
ized  by  the  common  law  nor  by  statute.    Rogers  v.  Macnamara^  xxv.  248. 

LICENSE. 

1.  Justices  hound  to  hear  applicant  for.  Justices  at  their  licensing  meeting,  under 
9  Geo.  IV.  c.  61,  are  bound  to  hear  an  applicant  for  a  license  who  has'  given  dae 
notice  of  his  application,  even  if  they  have  come  to  a  resolution  not  to  grant  any  new 
licenses.    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Walsall,  xxix.  211. 

2.  Keeping  open  beer-house  after  eleven  o'chdb — Density  of  population.  The  stat 
S  &  4  Vict  c.  61,  s.  15,  prohibits  the  keeping  open  of  retail  beei^houses  after  eleven 
o'clock  at  night,  within  any  place,  the  population  of  which  exceeds  2,500,  or  after  ten 
o'clock  elsewhere,  (except  in  London,  &c.)  H.  was  situate  in  three  different  town- 
ships ;  its  population  was  admitted  to  exceed  2,500.  One  of  the  townships,  C,  had  a 
population  of  less  than  2,500.  A  license  was  granted  for  a  beer-house,  described 
therein  as  being  in  H.,  in  the  township  of  C,  and  by  the  license  the  house  was  to  be 
closed  at  ten  o'clock.  Held,  upon  an  information  for  keeping  this  house  open  until 
eleven  o'clock,  contrary  to  the  above  statute,  that  it  might  be  kept  open  until  that 
hour.  The  limitation  of  time  for  keeping  a  beer-house  open  is  fixed  witli  reference 
to  the  density  of  population,  and  the  collection  of  inhabitants  of  the  requisite  number 
is  the  governing  fact  in  the  application  of  the  statute.  Qucere,  if  the  information  had 
been  for  infringing  the  license  instead  of  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  Regina  v.  The 
Justices  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  ii.  296. 

3.  License  to  a  publican — "  Usual  hours  of  morning  and  afternoon  divine  serviced*  The 
prohibition  in  the  license  granted  under  the  General  Licensing  Act,  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  61, 
that  the  publican  shall  not  keep  his  house  open  *'  during  the  usual  hours  of  the  morn- 
ing and  afternoon  divine  service "  in  the  ijarish  church  on  Sundays,  has  reference  to 
what  are  the  ordinary  hours  of  the  morning  and  afternoon  service  as  distinguished 
from  evening  service.    Regina  v.  Knapp,  xxii.  157. 

4.  The  words,  "  usual  hours  of  afternoon  divine  service,"  in  the  form  of  license 
given  in  the  schedule  to  the  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  61,  refer  to  the  usual  hours  for  the  cele- 
bration of  divine  service  in  the  afternoon  as  commonly  understood,  and  therefore  a 
publican  is  not  liable  to  a  penalty,  under  the  21st  section  of  the  act^  for  an  offence 
against  the  tenor  of  his  license  in  keeping  his  house  open  between  the  hours  of  mx 
and  eight  P.  M.,  service  performed  during  those  hours  being  evening  service,  and  not 
afternoon  service.    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Buckinghamshire,  xviii.  257. 
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LIEN. 

1.  To  consdtate  a  lien  <mi  any  property,  tiiere  must  be  a  clear  agreement  for  the 
wpeaSc  ai^[fropriatioii  of  that  property.  iSetnWe,  the  leaning  of  the  court  is  against 
ereating  partial  liens  in  nereantile  transactions.    Jones  v.  Siarkey^  xi.  235. 

2.  On  eataie  of  testator.  QiMsre,  whether  a  direction  in  a  will,  that  die  produce  of  a 
certain  estate  of  the  testator  should  be  consigned  to  A  till  the  testator's  debts  to  A 
should  be  dischaiged,  gives  A  a  lien  on  the  estate  for  the  payment  of  his  debt? 
Turner  v.  CoXy  zxvi.  72. 

3.  Damage  caused  by  coUision,  creaUe  a  lien  on  Ma  ship  in  fault.  As,  by  the  civil 
law,  a  maritime  lien  does  not  include  or  require  possesion,  but  being  the  foundation 
of  proceedings  in  rem^  (a  process  requisite  only  to  perfect  a  right  inchoate  from  the 
moment  the  lien  attaches,)  such  lien  trarels  with  the  thing  into  whosesoever  possession 
it  may  come,  and  when  carried  into  efiee^  by  a  proceeding  in  rem,  r^tes  back  to  the 
period  when  it  first  attached ;  a  vessel  is  liable  for  the  damsiges  committed  by  her, 
though  in  the  hands  of  a  purchaser  without  notice  of  the  damage,  or  of  the  proceed- 
ings instituted  against  her.    Banner  v.  JMl,  zzti.  68. 

4.  Negligence,  SemUey  such  lien  arising  out  of  damage  is  not  indelible,  but  may 
be  lost  by  negligence  or  delay,  where  the  rights  of  third  parties  are  compromised:   To.

I.  Personal  Actions, 

1.  By  foreigner  coming  into  England.  A  foreigner  who  has  never  been  in  this 
country,  having  a  cause  of  action  which  accrued  to  him  while  abroad,  against  a  person 
in  this  country,  has  six  years  within  which  to  bring  an  action  in  this  country,  from  the 
time  be  first  comes  to  this  country.    Lafonde  y.  Ruddock,  xxiv.  239. 

2.  For  acts  done  under  Ramsgate  Barbor  Acts.  The  Ramsgate  Harbor  Acts, 
32  Geo.  m.  c.  74  and  55  Geo.  IIL  c.  84,  are  local  and  personal  acts,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  5  &  6  Vict  c.  97,  which  gives  a  period  of  two  years  for  the  bringing  of 
actions  for  any  thing  done  under  the  authority  of  such  acts.  Sharp  r,  SkqAerdj 
Moore  y.  Shepherd,  xxviii.  478. 

3.  For  offences  relating  to  customs.  The  3  &  4  Will.  lY.  c.  53,  s.  120,  enacts,  that 
an  suits,  indictments,  or  informations  exhibited  for  any  offence  against  that  or  any 
other  act  relating  to  the  customs  in  any  of  his  majesty's  courts  of  record  at  West- 
minster, shall  be  brought  within  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  commission  of  the 
offence.  Beld,  that  this  limitation  was  expressly  confined  to  proceedings  in  the  courts 
at  Westminster.     Regina  v.  Thompson,  iv.  287. 

4.  For  refused  to  make  compensation  for  salt  bargained  for  and  destroyed.  Certain 
salt,  which  A  bad  contracted  to  sell  to  B,  having  been  destroyed,  in  November,  1831, 
B  dentEinded  its  delivery.  Negotiations  took  place  as  to  whether  B  was  entitled  to 
compensation,  and  continued  till  1838,  when  A  finally  refused  compensation',  soon 
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after  which  B  brought  his  action  against  A.    Hdd^  that  the  action  was  barred  b^  liie 
lapse  of  time.     The  East  India  Company  v.  Pau/,  i.  44. 

5.  Against  attorneys  employed  to  invest  on  mortgage — Partnerskipj  liabiUty  of,  la 
1832,  A  employed  B  and  C,  then  in  partnership  as  attorneys,  to  laj  out  5002.  on  mort- 
gage. It  was  invested  accordingly  on  a  mortgage  to  D.  D  subsequently  sold  the 
property,  subject  to  the  mortgage,  and  the  purchaser  shortly  afterwards  paid  the  «kK)2. 
to  C,  who,  however,  did  not  inform  either  B,  his  partner,  or  A  of  snch  receipt,  and 
again  lent  the  purchaser  800/.,  and  continued  to  receive  the  interest  thereon.  Tfae 
partnership  was  dissolved  in  1888 ;  but  both  before  and  after  the  diasolutioii,  and  after 
the  death  of  A,  which  took  pbee  in  1840,  interest  was  paid  as  upon  a  mortgage  of 
500/.  to  A  and  his  representatives  up  to  1848  by  C.  In  1846,  the  800/.  was  paid  to  C, 
and  the  mortgage  deed  was  given  up  by  C,  but  no  reconyeyance  was  ever  executed. 
Neither  A  nor  his  representatives  had  any  knowledge  of  these  facts  until  1848. 
Entries  had  been  made  by  C  in  the  partnership  books  of  the  receipts  and  payments, 
but  B  had  no  knowledge  of  the  transaction  subsequent  to  the  original  advance  of  ih» 
MOl.  Held,  in  an  action  by  the  executors  of  A  against  B  and  C,  that  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  was  a  bar  to  the  action.  And,  semble,  that  B  was  not  liable  for  these  acts 
of  C,  as  they  were  not  witUn  the  soc^e  of  his  partnership  authority.  Sims  t.  Brutton^ 
i.  446. 

6.  On  Inlls  of  exchange*  The  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  were  the  payee  and  dnwer 
of  three  bills  of  exchange,  drawn  upon  and  accepted  by  A,  who  at  the  time  wis  'wr 
debted  to  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  and  also  to  a  banking  company,  to  whom  the 
bills  were  delivered  as  a  security  for  the  debt  due  to  them.  The  bills  became  due  on 
the  4th  of  May,  1843,  and  in  1847,  the  bank  sued  the  pUiintiff  upon  the  bills,  and 
signed  judgment  in  December,  1850,  and  eariyin  1851,  the  plaintiff  finally  settled 
that  action.  Heldf  that  the  Statute  of  Limitations  was  a  bar  to  the  plaintiff's  recoveiy 
in  an  action  subsequentiy  brought  against  the  defendant  as  drawer  of  the  bills.  Wthster 
T.  jKiHfc,  ix.  408. 

7.  On  Hank  acceptance.  Where  a  bill  of  exchange  is  accepted  in  blank,  the  statute 
runs  from  the  time  the  bill  becomes  due  as  filled  up,  and  not  from  the  time  when  it 
would  have  become  due  if  completed  when  it  was  accepted  in  blank.  Montague  v. 
Perkins^  xxii.  516. 

8.  On  promissory  note  payable  five  years  after  date.  Where  a  promissory  note  was 
given  by  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiffs,  in  1840,  payable  five  years  afler  date,  for  value 
received,  it  was  held,  that  it  was  evidence  of  an  account  stated,  against  which  the  Stat- 
ute of  Limitations  did  not  commence  running  until  the  maturity  of  the  note.  Fryer  v. 
Roe,  xxii.  440. 

9.  Under  Church  Discipline  Act,  By  the  8  &  4  Vict.  c.  86,  (the  Church  Discipline 
Act,)  every  suit  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  within  two  years  afler  the  offence 
committed,  and  not  afterwards.     The  Bishop  of  Hereford  v.  Thompson,  xxiv.  610. 

10.  Bill  against  representatives  of  executors,  for  had  investment  of  testator's  estate — 
Laches,  A  testator,  who  died  in  1796,  gave  his  personal  estate  to  his  widow  for  life, 
with  remainder  to  B.  B.  died  in  1826,  and  the  widow  in  1849.  The  plaintiffs  then 
filed  a  bill  against  the  representatives  of  the  executors,  to  make  them  liable  for  invest- 
ing in  5  per  cents,  instead  of  in  consols,  &c.  In  1887,  the  plaintiffs  had  notice  of  the 
state  of  the  investment  Held,  that  they  were  barred  by  laches  and  lapse  of  time. 
Browne  v.  Cross,  vii.  268. 

11.  Right  of  executor  to  pay  statute-run  debt  due  to  himself.  Where  an  executor 
and  de^nsee,  subject  to  debts,  of  a  portion  of  an  estate,  pays  debts  with  all  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale,  without  retaining  payment  of  a  statute-run^  debt  due  to  himself,  and  the 
rest  of  the  estate  is  ordered  to  be  sold  for  the  dischai^  of  debts  still  due,  the  densee 
of  such  last-mentioned  part  may  set  up  the  statute  against  the  claim  of  the  executOET. 
But  the  executor  had  a  right  to  pay  himself  with  a  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  fifst 
Dring  v.  Greetham,  xxiiL  224. 
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12.  Debl  forpenaUy  under  a  hy4aw.  An  action  of  debt  for  a  penalty  due  nnder  a 
by-law  made  by  virtue  of  a  charter  is  "•  an  action  of  debt  grounded  upon  a  contract 
withovt  specialty,"  and  is  barred  by  21  Jac.  L  c.  16,  s.  3,  if  not  commencad  within  dx 
years  after  the  penalty  becomes  due.  The  Master^  Warden^  Assistants,  ffc.  of  Co, 
of  Tcbaeco-ffipe  Makers  ▼.  Loder,  vi  809. 

19.  Set-off.  In  eases  under  stat  21  Jac.  I.  c.  16,  s.  S,  the  Statute  of  LimitationB  ia 
not  a  bar  to  a  set-off,  unless  the  six  years  have  expired  before  the  action  is  brought. 
Therefore,  where,  to  a  ]^a  of  set-off,  plaintiff  replied  that  the  canse  of  set-off  did  not 
accrue  withhi  six  years  of  the  commencement  of  the  suit  or  the  pleading  o£  the  plea, 
the  replication  was  held  bad  on  special  demurrer.     Walker  v.  Clements^  ix.  382. 

14.  Breaches  of  annuity  bond — Each  breach  a  cause  of  action.  Declaration  on  an 
-annuity  bond,  dated  the  9th  of  June,  1828.  Plea,  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  On  the 
trad  it  wad  proved  that  the  defendant  had  become  a  bankrupt  in  1886 ;  diat  the  de- 
fendant had,  down  to  1848,  paid  the  hal^yeariy  instalments  of  the  annuity,  but  on  no 
occasion  tmtil  after  the  days  of  payment  stated  in  the  condition.  Held,  that  a  new 
eaose  of  action  arose  with  each  successive  breach  of  the  condition,  and  that  by  proof  at 
tibe  trial  of  breaches  committed  within  twenty  years,  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the 
verdict  upon  the  issue  raised  by  the  plea  of  the  Statute  of  lomitations.  Amott  v. 
Eolden,  xvi.  142. 

15.  Riffkt  of  contribution.  There  is  no  right  of  contribution  between  defendants 
who  have  protected  themselves  against  a  demand  by  setting  up  the  statute,  and  other 
defendants  who  might  equally  have  set  up  the  statute,  but  who,  having  neglected  so 
to  do,  are  found  by  the  decree  to  be  liable  to  the  plaintiffs.

1.  The  3  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  27,  limiting  the  period  within  which  an  action  may  be 
brought  ^  to  recover  any  land  or  rent,"  does  not  ftpply  to  an  action  on  a  covenant  to 
pay  a  rent  charged  upon  land.    Manning  v.  Phelps,  xxviii.  519. 

2.  If  a  tenant  in  tail  has  been  out  of  possession  of  land  for  more  than  twenty  years, 
Be  and  his  heirs  are  barred*  from  recovery  of  the  possesion.  Austin  v.  UeweUyn, 
xxlv.

8.  Writ  offormedon.  Tenant  in  tail  in  1 798  made  a  feoffment  of  the  lands  entailed, 
SLud  received  none  of  the  profits  of  the  lands  up  to  his  death  in  1881.  Held,  that  his 
issoe  in  tail  was  entitled  to  his  writ  offormedon  within  twenty  years  of  the  death  of 
the  tenant  ;n  tail.

4.  Action  to  recover  mortgaged  land.  By  the  7  Will.  IV.  and  1  Vict  c.  28,  it  is 
lawful  for  any  person,  claiming  under  a  mortgage  of  land,  to  bring  an  action  to 
recover  such  land  within  twenty  years  next  after  the  last  payment  of  any  part  of 
the  principal  money  or  interest  secured  by  such  mortgage.  Doe  d.  Palmer  v.  Eyre,

5.  Encroachment  by  tenant  and  occupation  more  than  twenty  years.  Where  a  tenant, 
without  the  consent  of  the  landlord,  incloses  a  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  leased  prem- 
ises, and  holds  the  same  for  twenty  years  without  pajrment  of  rent,  or  acknowledgment 
of  tide,  the  land  thus  occupied  cannot  be  considered  a  part  of  the  demised  premises  so 
as  to  prevent  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.

6.  Rights  of  tenant  by  curtesy  waived.  Where  a  parent  held  possession  of  an  estate 
as  trustee  for  his  daughter  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  treated  the  estate  as  hers, 
lie  was  held  to  have  waived  all  rights  which  he  might  have  had  as  tenant  by  curtesy ;

7.  Claim  by  adverse  possession.    To  establish  a  claim  by  adverse  possession,  under 
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the  Statute  of  Limitadoiis,  lliere  must  be  an  uninterrupted  adtene  poroooBWMi  for 
twenty  years  by  one  party,  or  by  soocessiTe  parties  datming  in  the  same  right  What 
is  not  snck  possessioii.  Dixon  t.  Gayferty  zziiL  149.  See  also  ScoU  ▼.  SeaUj 
xxvii.  5. 

8.  Right  of  parish  officers  to  enter  within  tmentif-one  years,  T%e  piaintifft  a  fwuh 
pauper,  was  put  into  possesaoa  of  a  cottage  by  parish  officers  at  Whitnntide,  tSIS, 
and  continued  in  possession  without  paying  rent  until  July,  1839,  when  the  parish  offi- 
cers took  proceedings  to  obtain  possession,  and  turned  the  plaintiff  and  hb  fiunily  out 
of  the  cottage,  and  removed  nearly  the  whde  of  his  goods.  On  the  same  day  the 
plaintiff  resumed  possession,  and  continued  in  possession  until  the  24th  of  July,  185S, 
when  the  parish  officers  entered  the  cottage,  and  upon  the  {^ntiff 's  refusal  to  delirer 
it  np,  destroyed  it.  On  an  action  of  trespass  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  pariah 
officers,  it  was  AeU,  that  there  was  an  actual  deteiminatioii  of  th&  tenancy  in  July, 
1839 ;  and  that  when  the  plaintiff  afterwards  resumed  poasesrion,  a  new  r^kt  to  make 
entry  within  twen1^«one  yean  from  that  time,  accrued  to  the  parish  offioeta  under 
8  &  4  Will.  IV.  c.  27,  in  ezeroise  of  which,  it  was  to  be  s«|>pQ0ed,  they  entered  in 
1852,  and  therefore  that  the  action  of  trespass  could  not  be  ^^^^^^ip^y^  RandaU  t. 
Stevera^  zxiL  192. 

9.  Bar  of  quiirent.  Certain  freehold  land  was  liable  to  heriot  and  qnitrent  aerriee 
down  to  1824,  when,  on  the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  no  heriot  was  seized,  nor  quit- 
rent  demanded.  The  present  lord  of  the  manor  came  into  possession  in  1826,  and  the 
first  heriot  and  quitrent  became  due  in  1847,  when  the  lord  seised  a  heriot  only. 
MM,  that  though  the  quitrent  was  probably  barred  by  lapse  of  time,  yet  the  heriot 
was  not  thus  barred.     Chichester  v.  HaU,  vi.  840. 

10.  What  trusts  are  within  the  statute — BiU  filed  eixty-two  years  after  trmnseketion  en 
which  it  was  founded,  A  renewable  leasehold  for  lives  was  vested  in  A,  in  trast  fbr  B 
for  life,  with  remainders,  in  the  events  that  happened,  to  C  and  his  heira.  Afterwards, 
on  the  marriage  of  B,  a  settlement  was  made  (on  the  constructioa  of  which  it  was 
doubtful  whether  the  leasehold  passed)  on  B  for  Ufe,  remainder  to  the  sons  of  that 
marriage  in  tail;  under  which  D  would  be  entitled.  The  lease  being  still  suhsbdng  in 
A,  B  took  a  renewal  in  his  own  'taame,  without  noticing  the  trust ;  and  afler  the  death  . 
of  B,  D  entered  and  took  a  renewal  in  his  own  name,  and  the  property  continued  to 
be  enjoyed  by  him,  and  those  claiming  under  him,  for  a-time  much  beyond  the  period 
of  limitation,  and  more  than  twenty  years  before  the  commencement  ik  a  suit  by  those 
claiming  under  C.  D,  on  hb  marriage,  assigned  the  leasehold  to  the  teustees  of  bis 
marriage  settlement,  and  they  were  enjoyed  accordingly  until  the  filing  of  the  ISL 
The  transactions  rdating  to  the  deed,  on  the  construction  of  which  the  doubts  arose, 
took  phice  8ixty*two  years  before  the  filing  of  the  bilU  which  was  not  filed  till  after  all 
the  persons  who  could  have  explained  those  transactions  were  dead ;  there  wm  ranch 
ground  for  believing  that  the  parties  had  intended  the  deed  to  indode  the  leaseholds. 
Heldy  first,  that  assuming  the  possession  of  D,  and  those  dainnng  under  him,  to  bave 
been  originally  wrongful, 'he  and  they  were  not  express  trustees  within  the  25th  section 
of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  and  might  set  up  the  statute  as  a  bar.  Secondly,  that 
even  if  there  had  been  an  express  trust,  those  claiming  under  the  settlement  by  D, 
could,  as  purchasers,  set  up  the  statute.

11.  Equitable  right — Property  in  possession  of  reeeioer.  Where  the  right  is  equita- 
ble, and  the  court  is  itself  in  possession  of  the  property  by  its  receiver,  the  court  is  not 
precluded  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  in  a  suit  instituted  after  the  lapse  of  tweatf 
years,  by  a  purchaser  from  a  party  having  no  rightful  claim,  and  not  having  acquired 
adverse  right,  from  determining  who  is  the  party  rightfully  entitled,  althou^  that 
party  would  have  been  precluded  by  the  statute  from  instituting  any  suit  And  hddf 
that  in  such  a  case  no  costs  ought  to  be  given  on  either  side.

13,  QaxmfoT  than  of  pwrekas^^numey  filed  mors  than  thirty  yean  n^fUnale,  A  tes- 
tator liaving  deviaed  his  real  estate  to  A  and  B  on  the  usual  trusts,  for  sale,  directed 
that  a  part  of  the  purchase-moneys  he  paid  to  A.  More  than  thirty  years  after  the 
tSBlalor's  deaih,  D,  the  administrator  of  A,  filed  a  claim  against  C,  the  executor  of  B^ 
for  A*s  share  «f  (he  puiohaaeHDoneys.  The  olain  was  dismissed,  with  costs,  but  withr 
out  pre|adiee  to  a  suit    Jb.  • 

m.  Amendment  and  Renewal  of  Writ,  to  save  the  Statute. 

1.  Adding  parties.    The  court  may  allow  the  writ  and  other  proceedings  to  be 
•  meaded,  by  adding  the  names  of  other  plaintiffs,  necessary  parties,  when  the  Statute 
cf  UmitaAions  would  be  a  bar  to  a  fresh  action.     Came  ▼.  MaUns^  vL  668. 

1.  Indorsement  on  piuries  writ  of  summons  may  be  amended  to  saee  statute.  The 
coort  has  power,  under  sect  222  of  tiie  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  to  amend 
ike  indorsement  upon  a  piuries  writ  of  summons,  issued  more  than  five  months  before 
the  24th  of  October,  1852,  by  altering  the  date  of  the  first  writ  to  its  true  date,  in 
<Kder  to  save  the  Statute  of  limitationa  But  the  court  refused  to  make  a  similar 
ameadment  in  the  copy  of  the  piuries  writ  served  upon  the  defendant  Cornish  v. 
BbcHiuy,  xvi.  265, 

3.  RessowU  of  writ  of  summons  to  save  statute — Writ  in  force  for  six  months  by 
statute.  By  15  &  16  Vict «.  76,  s.  11,  a  writ  of  summons  is  of  force  for  six  months 
from  the  date,  and  it  may  be  renewed  at  any  time  before  its  expiration,  for  six  months 
from  die  date  of  such  renewal.  Under  this  act  a  writ  of  summons  was  issued,  dated 
tiie  7th  of  November,  1858,  with  a  view  to  save  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  It  was 
renewed  on  the  6th  of  May,  1854.  On  the  6th  of  November  following,  the  plaintiff 
api^ed  to  the  oflkser  of  tiie  court  to  renew  tiw  writ  again ;  but  the  latter  refused, 
consideriBg  it  too  late,  and  that  the  six  months  had  expired.

8.  Replication  4^  fraud.  To  a  plea  of  the  Statute  of  LimtUtions,  that  the  cause  of 
action  did  not  accrue  wiiinn  six  years  before  the  suit,  it  is  no  answer  that,  in  con- 
seqnenee  of  the  frand  of  the  defendant^  the  plaintiff  was  prevented  from  discovering 
the  cause  of  sKstion  before  that  time,  and  that  he  commenced  vhis  action  within  six 
yean  after  he  diacovered  it  The  Imperial  Gas  Light  Co.  v.  The  London  Gas  Con 
xxvL496. 
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4.  Replication  that  sutt  was  commenced  toithin  six  pears  after  defendants  rdtum,  A 
replication  under  the  4  Ann.  c.  16,  &  19,  to  a  plea  of  the  St&tate  of  Liiidtatknu,iieed 
not  allege  that  the  defendant  has  retnmed  A*om  beyond  seas,  or  that  the  toit  was  com- 
menced within  six  years  next  after  his  first  return  from  beyond  eeas  nncetheao* 
cruing  of  the  cause  of  action.

5.  Writ  served  after  six  years  must  have  indorsement  required  by  statute — RoUtnU 
sufficient  evidence.

To  a  declaralioQ  oa 
a  promissory  note  for  850/.,  with  interest,  the  defendant  pleaded  the  Statute  of  linita* 
tions.  At  the  trial,  the  only  eridence  given  by  the  plaintiff  in  support  of  this  issae 
was  the  following  unsigned  entry  in  a  book  of  the  defendant,  and  in  her  haadwritiiig:

(a.)  Part  Payment  and  Payment  of  Interest. 

1.  Payment  of  interest  on  a  promissory  note  payable  on  demand,  is  a  sufficient  ac» 
knowledgment  to  bar  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  although  no  previoos  demand  1^ 
been  made.

2.  Part  payment  by  bill  of  exchange.  Where  a  bill  of  exchange  is  delivered  by  a 
debtor  to  his  creditor,  in  payment  on  account  of  a  larger  sum  then  due,  under  swk 
circumstances  as  to  raise  the  implication  of  a  promise  to  pay  the  remamder,  it  amonats 
to  a  payment  within  the  meaning  of  the  exception  in  the  9  Geo.  IV.  o.  14,  s.  1,  and 
answers  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  as  from  the  time  of  such  delivery,  whether  tba 
bill  be  subsequently  honored  or  not.     Tumey  v.  DodioeUf  xxiv.  92. 

3.  Payment  by  wife.  The  paymeot  by  a  wife,  without  the  knowledge  of  her  has* 
band,  of  the  interest  on  a  note  given  by  her  dwn  sola  will  not  avoid  the  Statute  of 
Limitations.    Neve  v.  Hollands,  xii.  398. 

4.  Calculation  of  interest  not  part  paymetU,  Hie  mere  calculation  of  the  ioterest 
on  a  note  with  the  riew  of  surrendering  the  whole  as  a  gift  to  the  debtor  by  the 
creditor,  is  no  **  part  payment "  such  as  to  prevent  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  lim- 
itations.   Foster  v.  Dawber,  vi.  496. 

'5.  Joint  and  severed  note,  partial  payment  on,  by  assignee  of  one  maker*  A  partial 
payment  by  the  assignee  of  an  insolvent,  who  was  one  of  throe  maken<  of  a  joint  and 
several  promissory  note,  is  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  as  to  the  other  makers.    JDavies  v.  Edwards,  vi.  520, 

6.  Payment  of  interest  by  surviving  partners  does  not  prevent  statute  running  agtanH 
estate  of  deceased.  If  interest  on  deposits  be  received  from  the  surviving  partnezs  of 
a  banking  house,  as  a  firm,  for  a  period  of  six  years  after  the  death  of  one,  no  agency 
can  be  implied  so  as  to  hinder  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations  as  regaids 
the  estate  of  the  deceased.    Brown  v.  Gordon,  xv.  840. 

'   7.  Maintenance  of  a  child  equivalent  to  money  payment.    In  Jaauary,  1833,  A  gave 
B,  then  a  feme  sole,  hb  note  for  246/.    B,  after  having  received  part  of  the  amoonl^ 
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died  m  1884,  leaving  her  husband,  the  plaintiflT,  surviving*  and  one  child.  The  phun- 
tiff  did  not  then  take  out  letters  of  administration,  but  arranged  with  A  that  the  inter- 
est oa  the  note  should  go  towards  the  maintenance  of  B's  child,  then  under  the  care 
of  A.  In  September,  1889,  A  and  the  plaintiff  settled  their  accounts,  and  A  indorsed 
on  the  note  a  memorandum  that  all  the  interest  was  paid  up  to  that  date,  but  no  money 
passed.  The  child  continued  under  the  care  of  A  until  1848,  when  he  died.  In 
1852*  the  plaintiff  took  out  letters  of  administration  and  brought  an  action,  as  ad- 
Ottnistniftor,  agpunst  A,  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  note,  alleging  a  promise  by  A  to 
himself  as  adnunistratar  after  the  death  of  B.  Udd*  per  Alderson,  B.,  Piatt,  B.,  and 
Ifartiii*  B.,  Xl^MnUuUe^  Parke,  B.,)  that  there  was  a  payment  of  interest  sufficient  to 
take  the  case  out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  the  nuuntenance  of  the  child  being 
treated  by  the  parties  as  a  money  payment  equivalent  to  the  interest  Bodger  v. 
Arehy  XKviiL  464. 

8.  Recital  in  mortgage  of  interest  paid,  A  mortgagor  assigned  the  equity  of  re- 
demption by  a  deed,  which  contained  a  recital  that  all  Uie  interest  had  been  paid  upon 
die  mortgage  up  to  a  period  within  twenty  years  of  the  conunencement  of  the  action, 
and  a  covenant  by  the  assignee  to  pay  the  principal  and  future  interest  to  the  mort* 
gagee^  and  to  indemnify  the  mortgagor  in  case  of  de&ult  The  mortgagee  was  no 
party  to  the  deed,  but  continued  to  receive  the  interest  upon  the  mortgt^e  from  the 
assignee  of  the  equity  of  redemption.  Held,  in  an  action  by  the  mortgagee  against 
file  mor^agor  on  the  covenant,  that  the  recital  in  the  deed  was  evidence  of  an  ac- 
knowledgmeni  by  part  payment  of  interest  within  twenty  years.  Heldf  also,  that 
payment  of  the  interest  by  the  asftignee  of  the  equity  of  redemption,  was  a  sufficient 
acknowledgment  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  statute  as  against  the  mortgagor.  QucBre^ 
whether  the  recital  in  the  deed  was  an  acknowledg^ient  in  writing-  of  the  debt  being 
due  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  statute,  it  not  being  made  to  the  person  entitled  thereto.

9.  Appropriaiion  of  payment  made  generaUy  muet  be  to  debt  not  barred.  Where 
tibeie  is  a  payment  of  a  smaller  sum  on  account  of  a  larger,  that  payment  takes  the 
case  out  of  the  statute  as  to  all  sums  of  money  not  barred  by  the  statute  at  the  time 
ef  the  payment,  but  it  can  have  no  effect  in  reviving  a  debt  then  barred  by  the 
fltatnte  if  ^  payment  can  be  attributed  to  any  sum  not  then  barred  by  the  statute. 
JNksk  T.  Hodgeony  zxzi.  655. 

10.  Creditoi's  suit  against  executors — Statute  set  up  by  part  of  defendants — Part 
paymenis.  G.  S.,  by  his  will,  dated  in  1887,  devised  a  particular  estate,  for  providing 
far  the  pa3rment  of  his  debts,  to  his  trustees,  who  were  also  his  executors,  and  bene- 
fieially  interested  under  other  parts  of  his  wilL  6.  S.  died  in  February,  1848.  In 
Augoat,  1849,  a  creditor's  suit  was  instituted  by  F.,  claiming  as  personal  representative 
of  die  payee  of  a  joint  and  several  promissory  note  made  by  the  testator  and  another 
pefBon,  and  dated  1826;  and  payments  were  proved  to  have  been  made,  on  account 
of  ittteiest  dae  on  such  promissory  note,  on  several  different  occasions  in  1843,  1846, 
and  184  7,  by  T.  and  Co.,  *'  as  the  agents  and  on  behalf  of  the  executors,  the  defendants." 
One  of  the  executors  of  the  testator  had  become  bankrupt ;  the  other  two  were  stated 
to  be  now  insolvent  The  estate  devised  for  payment  of  debto  had  not  been  sold  with 
proper  expedition ;  and  though  debts  of  the  testator  remained  unsatisfied,  oonnderable 
sums  were  alleged  to  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  legacies.  The  present  bill 
sought  to  fix  the  executors  fi>r  wilful  default  and  breach  of  trust,  and  to  get  back  the 
anumati  paid  to  the  legatees.  All  the  defendants,  except  the  executors  and  one  other 
defendant,  set  up  the  Statute  of  Limitationa  Held^  fis^that  the  executors,  who  had 
not  set  it  up,  were  bound  in  their  beneficial,  as  well  as  representative  capacities,  by  the 
part  payments  on  account  proved  to  have  been  made.  Secondly,  that  the  other  de- 
fendant, who  had  not  set  up  the  statute,  was  also  bound  by  the  implied  admission  by 
I3ie  executors.  Thirdly,  that  it  was  open  to  the  other  defendants,  (except  the  residuary 
legatees,)  to  avaU  themselves  of  the  statute;  and  that  yiose  who  had  set  it  up  were 
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aocoidinglj  entitled  to  have  the  bUl  dunussed  as  against  diem,  but  without  costn 
Fourthly,  that  as  to  the  residuary  legatees,  the*  payments  to  them,  while  there  were 
debts  outstanding,  being  a  breach  of  trust,  they  could  not  set  up  the  statute,  but  mnat 
refund  the  sums  received.    Fordham  v.  WallU,  xviL  182. 

(b.)  Acknowledgment  of  Debt. 

1.  Verbal  and  written.  An  acknowledgment  of  payment,  in  writing,  although  nn* 
signed,  is  sufficient  to  take  a  debt  out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.

2.  Written^  by  infant.  An  acknowledgment  in  writing  given  by  an  infiint,  of  a  debt 
due  for  necessaries,  is  effiective  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  debt  out  of  the  operar 
tion  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.     WiUiam$  v.  Smith,  xxriiL  276. 

3.  Insufficient,  under  slot.  9  Geo,  IV.  c.  14.  The  following  letter  was  written  hf 
the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff,  in  respect  of  a  debt  more  than  six  years  due :  "  I  am 
much  surprised  at  receiving  a  letter  from  H.  K.,  this  morning,  for  the  recovery  of 
your  debt  I  must  candidly  tell  you,  once  for  all,  I  never  shall  be  able  to  pay  you 
in  cash,  but  you  may  have  any  of  the  goods  we  have  at  the  Pantechnicon,  by  paying  the 
expenses  incurred  thereon,  without  which  they  cannot  be  taken  out,  as  befotre  agreed 
when  Mr.  F.  was  in  town."  Held,  not  sufficient,  under  stat  9  Geo.  IV.  c  14,  to  take 
the  case  out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.     Cawky  v.  Fumell,  vi.  897. 

4.  Acknowledgment  by  devisees  in  trust  for  payment  of  debts.  Where  B  purchaaed 
certain  real  estate  of  A,  who  became  bankrupt,  the  purchase-money  not  being  paid, 
and  twenty-three  years  after,  the  attorney  for  trustees  (appointed  under  the  will  of  B, 
deceased,  to  hold  his  property  in  trust  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and  then  upoa 
trust  for  his  children)  gave  notice  to  the  assignees  of  A.  that  paymentHnoney,  interest, 
and  rent  were  ready  to  be  paid  to  c<Mnplete  the  agreement ;  and  ten  years  after  said 
notice,  siud  assignees  filed  a  bill  against  said  trustees  and  the  parties  benefimfly 
interested  under  the  will  of  B,  and  agunst  C,  a  sub-purchaser  and  others,  praying  a 
declaration  that  the  plaintiffs  had  a  lien  on  the  estate  for  the  unpaid  purchase-moBeyi 
it  was  keldj  that  the  notice  from  the  attorney  for  the  trustees  was  an  acknowledgment 
in  writing  within  the  meaning  of  the  40th  section  of  the  stat  3  &  4  WilL  IV.  c  27, 
that  a  person  by  whom  "  the  money  is  payable,"  means,  in  the  case  of  a  chum  by 
equitable  lien,  the  person  entitled  to  the  land  on  which  the  charge  is  songht  to  be 
fixed,  and  that  this  acknowledgment  being  by  devisees  in  trust  for  payment  of  debts 
w^s  good  as  against  the  cestui  que  trust  under  the  same  wilL  There  being  no  proof  as 
against  the  cestui  que  trust  that  the  attorney  who  wrote  the  notice  was  in  &ct  die 
agent  of  the  devisees  in  trust,  the  court  granted  an  inquiry.  Toft  v.  Stephetmm^ 
ix.  80. 

5.  Two  debts — Acknowledgment  of  one  by  letters.  T.  owed  P.  and  Co.,  on  their 
bankruptcy,  275/.  on  one  account,  and  a  lai^r  sum  on  another ;  to  secure  part  of  the 
latter,  ho  had  given  a  mortgage.  The  official  assignee  of  P.  and  Ca,  wrote  to  denaad 
payment  of  the  former  sum.  P.'s  answer  spoke  of  certain  arrangements  fbr  paying 
the  lai^r  sum,  and  concluded  by  expressing  the  hope  of  soon  transferring  the  mort* 
gage  so  as  to  clear  off  the  whole  standing  against  him.  HM,  that  the  letters  did  not 
contain  a  sufficient  acknowledgment  or  promise  to  take  the  case  as  to  the  debt  of  %7bL 
•ut  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.    Smith  v.  Thorn,  x.  391. 

6.  **  Which  sum  I  place  to  your  credit.**  An  acknowledgment  by  the  debtor  of  his 
indebtedness,  with  the  words  **  which  sum  I  place  to  your  credit,"  kc,  imports  a  suffix 
cient  promise  to  take  the  c^  out  of  the  .Statute  of  Limitations.  Evans  v.  Sittun, 
xxiv.  420. 

7.  Expression  of  hope  that  *^  every  thing  will  be  arranged  **  agreeably  to  creditors 
wishes.  Upon  an  application  for  payment  of  450/.  due  upon  two  bills  of  ezchaqge, 
dated  the  25th  of  March,  1836,  upon  which  interest  had  been  paid  np  to  the  25th  of 
Idlarch,  1841,  a  letter  was  written  by  the  debtor  on  the  13th  of  January,  1846, 
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*I  liope  to  be  in  H.  very  booh,  when  I  trust  every  tbing  will  be  arranged  with  Mrs. 
W.  agreeable  to  her  wishes."  Held^  a  promise  to  pay,  ^hich  would  take  the  debt 
out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  and  exceptions  to  the  Master's  report  aUowinfi;  the 
debt  were  overruled.    Edmonds  v.  Goaier,  ix.  208. 

8.  Bm  to  redeem  property  tohich  had  been  more  than  tkcentaf  years  in  possession 
of  mortgagee.  After  a  mortgagee  had  been  more  than  twenty  years  in  possession 
of  property  mortgaged,  the  mortgagor's  solictor  wrote  a  letter  asking  when  the  mort- 
gi^ee  would  see  him  on  the  mortgagor's  claims.  The  mortgagee  wrote  back  to  the 
solicitor :  "  I  do  not  see  the  use  of  a  meeting  unless  some  party  is  ready  to  pa;^  me 
off.'*  The  mortgagor  filed  a  bill  to  redeem.  Held,  affirming  a  decree  at  the  rolls, 
liiat  tiiis  was  a  sufficient  acknowledgment  in  writing  of  the  title  of  the  mortgagor  to 
his  solicitor  acting  as  his  agent,  to  bring  the  case  within  die  28th  section  of  the 
Statute  of  limitations,  3  &  4  WilL  IV.  c.  27.    Stansfield  v.  Hobson,  six.  449. 

(c)  Other  Matters. 

1.  The  institution  of  a  suit  to  establish  the  right  to  real  property,  (the  legal  estate 
being  outstanding,)  has  not  the  effect  to  stop  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions.    Dixon  T.  Gayfere,  xxiii.  149. 

2.  If  a  trust  is  existing,  and  an  estate  is  to  be  administered  in  this  court,  a  claim 
against  that  estate  win  not  be  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  especially 
if  litigation  in  other  courts  has  prevented  the  effectual  prosecution  of  the  claim 
Pktyfakr  v.  Cooper^  xxiiL  829. 

3.  Covenant  not  to  sue.  A  covenant  not  to  sue  may  prevent  the  Statute  of  Limita* 
^OOB  fhim  running  during  the  life  of  the  debtor.     CfBrien  v.  Osbom,  xiii.  420. 

4.  AUome%f»  hUl  of  costs.  An  attorney  is  bound  to  carry  on  a  suit  to  its  termina- 
tion, unless  he  gives  a  notice  that  he  shiUI  discontinue  if  he  be  not  pcud  or  supplied 
with  the  necessary  funds,  or  the  client  dies ;  and  the  Statute  of  Limitations  does  not 
begin  to  ran  against  his  light  to  sue  for  his  lall  of  costs  until  the  happening  of  one 
of  those  events.     Whitehead  v.  Zortf,  xL  687. 

5.  Arrears  of  annuity — Subsisting  term.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  to  the  plain- 
tiff certadn  annuities,  and  devised  his  real  estate  to  trustees  upon  trust  for  securing 
the  some.  Some  of  the  annuities  had  fallen  into  arrear  for  eighteen  years  and 
upwards.  Held,  that  the  tenn  being  a  subsisting  term,  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover  the  entire  arrears.     Cox  v.  Dolman^  xvii.  429. 

6.  Cause  of  action  accruing  against  parties  <Un'oad.  A  cause  of  action  on  simple 
eontmct  accrued  against  the  defendant  and  G.  jointly,  while  both  were  abroad.  O. 
having  died  abioad,  an  action  was  commenced  against  the  defendant  within  six  years 
from  G.'s  death,  but  more  than  six  years  from  the  defendant's  return  to  this  coantry. 
Heidy  that  the  4  Ann.  c.  16,  s.  19,  saved  the  action  from  being  barred  by  the  Statute 
of  Limitatioiis,  21  Jac  L  c  16.  Qucere,  whether  the  application  of  ^e  21  Jac.  L 
c.  16,  to  such  a  case,  is  not  excluded  altogether  by  the  4  Ann.  c  16,  s.  19.  Townes  t. 
Mead*  xxix.  271. 

7.  MarshaUing,  to  give  longer  period  of  limitation.  The  doctrine  of  marshalling 
ought  not  to  be  resorted  to  merely  for  the  sake  of  giving  to  a  simple  contract  creditor 
a  longer  period  of  limitation.    Fordham  v.  WalUsy  xviL  182. 

8.  Proceedings  in  lunacy,  A  petition  in  lunacy,  after  the  death  of  the  lunatic,  by 
his  eommittee,  and  a  reference  to  the  Master  thereon,  followed  by  a  report,  finding 
that  a  sum  of  money  had  been  expended  by  the  committee  in  the  maintenance  of  the . 
hinatic,  is  not  a  proceeding  which  will  take  the  claim  of  the  committee  out  of  the 
Statute  of  Limitations,  as  against  the  heir  at  law  of  the  lunatic,  who  was  not  a  party 
to  the  application.     WUkinson  v.  Wilkinson,  xii.  191. 

9.  Creditor's  bill — Reference  as  to  incumbrances — Claim  by  meumbrancer  not  a 
party.  On  a  bill  to  enforce  a  chai^  acquired  by  a  judgment  creditor  on  the  estate 
«f  the  debtor,  a  receiver  was  appointed,  and,  at  the  hearing,  a  reference  as  to  incnm- 
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brances  on  the  estate  was  directed.    A  state  of  facts  and  claim  carried  in  before  tie 
Master  under  such  jnquiry  hy  an  incumbrancer,  not  a  party  to  the  suit,  was  held  to 
take  the  charge  as  to  the  interest  out  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  3  &  4  Will.  IV 
c.  27,  s.  42 ;  and  the  incumbrancer  was  held  to  be  entitled  to  arrears  of  interest  fat 
six  years  antecedent  to  the  time  of  such  claim.     Greenway  y.  Bromfield,  xii.  189. 

10.  Where  the  last  day  upon  which  an  act  must  be  done  to  take  a  case  out  of  the 
Statute  of  Limitations,  hlls  on  Sunday,  to  preserve  the  plaintifTs  right  of  action,  the 
act  should  be  done  on  or  before  the  previous  Saturday.  Per  Crompton,  J.  Anon^ 
mofOf  xxviii.  224. 

LIS  PENDENS.

1.  Decree  in  India — Bill  afterwards  fled  in  England.  .Where  a  bill  was  taken  jpro 
confesso  in  a  court  in  India,  but  the  decree  could  not  be  enforced  on  account  of  the 
defendants  having  returned  to  England,  and  a  bill  was  filed  aflerwards  in  England, 
stating  these  facts  and  praying  relief,  it  was  held^  that  the  pendency  of  the  suit  in 
Lddia,  which  was  pleaded  by  the  defendant,  was  no  bar  to  the  English  suit,  the  former 
decree  not  being  ^aL  -  SemMe,  that  the  proper  course  is,  where  there  is  a  final 
decree  in  a  foreign  court  for  the  same  matters,  to  apply  to  stay  proceedings  in  the 
English  suit     Ostell  v.  Lepage^  x.  250. 

2.  In  admiralty — Proceedings  in  personam  and  in  rem.  In  the  case  of  a  Scotch 
steamer  which  ran  down  an  English  vessel  in  the  Humber,  arrested  under  process  of 
the  high  court  of  admiralty  in  England,  and  an  action  for  damage  commenced  In  that 
court,  while  an  action  for  the  same  cause  was  stiU  pending  in  Scotland ;  on  the 
owner  of  the  steamer  pleading  " lis  alibi  pendens*^  it  was  held^  by  the  judicial  com- 
mittee that  the  plea  of  lis  alibi  pendens  was  bad,  as  the  suit  in  Scotland  was  in  the 
first  instance  in  personam,  the  proceedings  being  commenced  by  process  against  the 
persons  of  the  owners  of  the  vessel,  (the  defendants,)  and  the  arrest  of  the  steamer 
only  collateral  to  secure  the  debt,  while  the  proceedings  in  the  admiralty  court  in 
England  were,  in  the  first  instance,  in  rem,  against  the  vessel,  and,  therefore,  the 
two  suits  being  in  their  nature  different,  the  pendency  of  one  suit  could  not  be 
pleaded  in  suspension  of  the  other.    Harmer  v.  BeUy  xxii.  62. 

8.  Right  to  abandon  suit.  Collision  in  December,  1848,  and  a  warrant  of  arrest 
issued  in  the  same  month,  but  never  served,  as  the  ship  was  removed  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  and  takefi  to  Scotland.  In  January,  1849,  an  action  was  entered,  and 
the  ship  arrested  at  the  suit  of  the  same  parties,  in  Scothind,  and  released  on  htSL 
In  August,  the  ship  was  found  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  admiralty,  and 
arvested  under  a  fresh  warrant.  Measures  were  then  taken  by  tiie  plaintiffs  to  aban- 
don the  action  in  Scotland,  Ice. ;  and  liiat  action,  afber  opposition  on  behalf  of  the 
owner  of  the  ship  proceeded  against,  was  finally  dismissed  in  December.  The  diip 
was  sold  in  June,  1849,  to  her  present  owner.  Hdd,  that  tiie  plaintiffs  had  a  right 
to  abandon  the  suit  in  Scodand,  and  Uiat  the  plea  of  /t«  oftfti  pendens  could  not  be 
maintained.     The  Bold  Buccleughj  ii.  586. 
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I.  AguUitian  of  Lunacy, 

1.  Ltaare  to  attend  tnqutsUhn^  An  application  by  persons  interested  under  a  set- 
tlement executed  ten  years  back  by  an  alleged  lunatic,  for  leave  to  attend  by  coni^ 
sel  at  the  inquisition,  allowed ;  the  object  of  the  commission  being  to  carry  the  lunacy 
back  OTer  a  period  of  thirt}--five  years.     Ex  parte  RichardSy  xi.  230. 

2.  Traverse  of  inquisition.  It  is  a  matter  of  right  that  a  person  found  lunatic  under 
an  inquisition  shall,  if  desirous,  have  a  traverse  of  the  inquisition.  The  Lord  Chan* 
cellor  has  nevertheless,  a  discretion  to  exercise  upon  the  application  for  the  writ 
being  made  to  him,  as  to  whether  the  writ  ought  to  issue  in  the  particular  case.  But 
the  court  will  not,  in  exercising  this  discretion,  enter  into  the  question  of  whether  the 
lunacy  was  or  was  not  proved  before  the  jury,  but  merely  ascertain,  by  a  personal 
examination  of  the  lunatic,  whether  he  is  capable  of  volition  in  the  matter,  and 
whether  he  really  desires  the  traverse.    In  re  Cumming,  xi.  202. 

3.  SemUey  if  the  court,  upon  the  examination  of  the  lunatic,  entertains  a  doubt  as 
to  the  existence  of  a  denre,  on  the  part  of  the  lunatic,  to  traverse,  the  court  will  look 
tootherVnattersin  forming  its  determination.  (2ti(?re,  whether  it  is  necessary  for  a 
lunatic,  /bund  so  by  inquisition,  who  is  desirous  of  traversing  the  inquisition,  to  come 
by  petition  to  the  Chancellor,  under  the  6  Geo.  IV.  c.  53,  or  whether  he  may  go 
direct  to  the  petty-bag  office  and  lodge  his  traverse  ?    lb. 

4.  A  person  found  lunatic  by  inquisition  may  traverse  as  a  matter  of  right  Ex 
parte  Loveday,  viii.  235. 

5.  Costs  on  successful  traverse.  On  a  successful  traverse,  the  costs  of  the  parties 
suing  out  the  commission  will  not  be  allowed  as  a  matter  of  course  oat  of  the  property 
of  the  alleged  lunatic.  On  the  contrary,  unless  a  grant  has  actually  been  made  under 
the  prior  inquisition,  or  unless  there  is  property  belonging  to  the  alleged  lunatic  in 
the  hands  of  the  court,  the  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  allow  such  costs,  either  under 
tiie  6  Geo.  IV.  c.  53,  or  otherwise.    Ih, 

6.  Solicitor  suing  out  commission  of  lunacy — Lien  of  for  costs  on  lunatic's  estate* 
Where  a  conmiission  de  lunatico  inquirendo  has  been  properly  sued  out  by  a  solicitor, 
at  the  instance  of  the  lunatic's  wife,  and  there  is  no  fund  in  the  lunacy,  the  solicitor 
may,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  lunatic,  proceed  by  summons  upon  his  personal 
representatives,  calling  upon  them  for  payment  of  his  demand  for  the  costs  of  the 
commission,  or  for  the  usual  administration  accounts.     Chester  y^Rolfe^  xxiii.  100. 

IT.   Committee  of  Lunatic's  Person  and  Estate. 

1.  Liability  of  commiUee,  J£  a  sum  of  money  be  lost  to  the  estate  of  a  lunatio 
tinough  the  &ult  of  a  committee  in  not  taking  steps  to  enforce  payment,  the  loss  must 
be  made  up  by  the  committee.    In  re  Swindeily  xiii.  159. 

2.  RetponaXble  for  default  of  solicitor.  The  committee  of  a  lunatic's  estate  are 
lespoosible  for  the  default  of  their  solicitor  in  managing  the  funds.  But  circumstances 
may  more  or  less  vary  the  decree.    In  re  Moore^  xxilL  219. 

5.  Surviving  committee.  Two  committees  of  the  estate  of  a  lunatic  were  appointed, 
one  of  whom  died,  and  no  new  committee  was  appointed  in  his  place.  The  estate 
being  small,  the  court  permitted  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  survivor  on  the  produc- 
tion of  an  affidavit  of  his  solvent  circumstances.    In  re  Noble,  xiii.  158. 

4.  Right  to  receive  rents.  Where  the  income  of  a  lunatic  consisted  of  rents  payable 
weekly,  the  conunittee  was  allowed  to  receive  them  before  perfecting  his  securities,  he 
undertaking  to  perfect  them  within  a  given  time.    In  re  Rutter,  xv.  418. 

5.  Assent  to  a  setdement  on  lunatic's  wife.  The  assent  of  a  committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Master,  to  the  settlement  of  a  fund  on  a  woman  on  account  of  the  lunacy  of 
her  husband  is  not  a  completion  of  the  settlement*    Baldwin  v.  Baldwin,  xv.  158. 

6.  Committee  of  the  person  accepted  as  surety  for  commiUee  of  the  estate.  Contrary 
to  the  general  rule,  that  the  committee  of  the  person  shall  not  be  surety  for  the  com* 
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mittee  of  the  estate,  the  circomsta&oea  of  the  case  being  peculiar,  an  order  was  made 
that,  upon  the  allowance  to  the  lunatic  being  paid  direct  to  the  oommittee  of  the  per- 
son, instead  of  passing  intennediately  throu^  the  hands  of  the  oommittee  of  the  estate^ 
the  committee  of  the  person  be  accepted  as  one  of  the  sureties  fi>r  the  coounittee  of  tiie 
estate,  the  general  rule,  however,  to  remain  unaltered*    Ex  parte  Mbunt^  ix.  169. 

UL  JSitate  of  Lf matte  ;  LiahiUiyof, 

1.  Lunatic  mortgagee — Costs  of  vesting  order.  Upon  the  petition  of  the  conumttee 
of  a  lunatic  mortgagee,  an  order  was  made  resting  the  estate  in  the  mortgagor;  the 
costs  of  the  order  to  be  paid  out  of  the  lunatic's  estate,  with  the  exception  «f  the 
stamp,  which  was  to  be  paid  by  the  mortgagor.    In  re  TkomaSy  xxi.  851. 

2.  Lunatic  mortgagor — Order  to  overseers  of  poor — Funds  m  hands  n/[  mortjfa^otL 
The  mortgagor  of  an  estate  conreycd,  three  days  before  his  trial  for  murder,  of  whieh 
he  was  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  his  interest  in  the  estate  to  trustees,  ia 
trust  to  sell  and  apply  the  proceeds  for  the  benefit  of  his  children.  Held,  that  no 
order  coutd  be  given  under  sect  2  of  stat  8  &  4  Vict  c.  54,  directing  the  overseen 
of  the  poor  of  a  certain  township  to  seize  the  balance  of  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
mortgagee  who  had  sold  the  premises,  the  object  of  the  proposed  seizure  being  to 
obtain  funds  to  satisfy  the  charges  of  the  ^maintenance  of  the  lunatic.  In  re  Simp' 
son*s  Trust  Estate^  v.  944. 

8.  Allowance  out  of  estate — Payment  to  committees — Separate  property  of  Zunoltc'a 
wife.  Where  a  lady  who  had  separate  property  married,  and  an  agreement  was  made 
that  out  of  her  income  certun  domestic  expenses  should  be  defrayed,  and  the  agree* 
ment  was  acted  upon  until  her  lunacy,  and  the  husband  continued  the  same  expenses 
out  of  her  property  till  his  death ;  and  where  the  lady  was  under  a  moral  obligatioo 
to  give  her  nephew  SOOLy  part  of  which  she  gave,  and  a  further  part  her  husband, 
after  her  lunacy,  paid  out  of  her  property ;  the  court  allowed  the  executors  of  the 
husband  to  deduct  all  the  money  paid  for  keeping  up  the  establishment,  after  the 
lunacy,  till  his  death,  and  also  the  money  paid  by  him  to  the  nephew,  before  paying 
over  the  separate  income  of  the  wife  to  her  committees.    In  re  Hewson,  xiit.  197. 

4.  Maintenance  of  lunatic — Estate  settled  for  the  benefit  of  his  younger  chUdreu^ 
Father,  tenant  for  life ;  lunatic,  (aged  38,)  tenant  in  tail  in  remainder  of  landed 
property  of  the  yearl}v value  of  4,000/.  Application  by  the  father,  who  was  committee 
both  of  the  estate  and  the  person,  to  have  the  expense  of  the  lunatic's  maintenance 
made  a  charge  upon  the  setded  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  younger  children,  refused. 
In  re  Pugh^  xxiii.  1. 

5.  Costs  of  commission  chargeable  to  lunalic*s  estate.  The  costs,  properiy  taxed,  of 
suing  out  a  commission  of  lunacy  are  a  debt  against  the  assets  lef);  by  the  lunatic, 
although  at  his  death  a  traverse  of  the  lunacy  is  pending.    In  re  Cumming^  xxiiL  120. 

6.  Surplus  proceeds  of  sale  of  lunations  estate — Character  of  Where  freeholds  of 
inheritance  belonging  to  a  lunatic  were  sold  by  order  of  the  court,  under  the  stat  3 
Geo.  IV.  c.  78,  and  the  surplus  proceeds,  not  required  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
sale  was  directed,  had  been  paid  into  court  and  invested,  it  was  held,  that  the  charac- 
ter of  realty  impressed  upon  such  surplus  proceeds,  by  the  language  of  the  2d  section 
of  the  statute,  continued  through  successive  descents,  till  a  person  capable  of  electing 
to  take  the  fund  as  personalty,  should  have  so  elected.    In  re  Wharton,  xxiii.  485. 

7.  Part  of  fund  in  court  ordered  to  be  invested  in  an  annuity.  Part  of  the  capital 
of  a  fund  in  court,  belonging  to  a  person  of  unsound  mind,  not  found  so  by  inquisi- 
tion, ordered  to  be  sunk  in  the  purchase  of  a  government  annuity  for  her  life,  in 
order  to  increase  the  annual  sum  to  be  appropriated  to  her  maintenance.

The  defendant 
had  contxacted  fiir  the  purchase  of  the  premises  in  question  at  an  auction ;  before 
completion,  a  writ  de  lunatico  inquirendo  issued,  under  which  he  was  declared  mm 
cvmpos  fitm  a  time  anterior  to  the  date  of  the  contract  An  order  was  made,  declaring 
the  contract  to  be  null  and  void,  and  directing  that  the  plaintiff  should  retain  out  of 
the  deposit  money  aU  his  costs,  charges,  and  expenses,  and  return  the  residue  to  the 
eommittee  of  the  estate  of  the  purchaser. .

8.  JmlMs  order  to  convey  lunatic  to  asylum — Jurisdiction.  By  1  &  2  Vict  c.  14, 
where  any  person  is  apprehended  under  circumstances  denoting  a  derangement  of 
mind  and  a  purpose  of  committing  crime,  two  justices  of  the  county,  on  proof  that  he 
is  insane,  may  cnrder  such  person  to  be  conveycni  to  the  lunatic  asylum,  ^  and  may  also 
ascertain,  by  the  best  legal  evidence  that  can  be  procured  under  the  circumstances, 
the  place  of  the  hut  legal  setdement  of  such  person,"  and  make  an  order  on  the  parish 
where  they  adjudge  him  to  be  settled,  for  the  costs  of  examining  and  conveying  him 
to  the  asylum,  and  of  his  maintenance ;  ^  and  where  such  settlement  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained, such  order  shall  be  made  on  the  county,  &c.,  where  such  person  shall  have 
been  apprehended."

a.  Jurisdiction  under  Trustee  Actj  1850.    The  Trostee  Act  of  1850  c^ves  the  court  of 
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ebanceiy  jurisdiction,  where  a  trustee  had  become  lunatic,  to  grant  a  Testing  order 
in  new  trustees,  notwithstanding  the  former  petition,  order,  and  other  proceedings  had 
been  under  the  Trustee  Act,  1  Will.  lY.  c.  60 ;  but  it  does  not  give  jurisdietMxi  to  make 
an  order  for  the  costs  of  the  former  proceedings.

4.  Levy  of  debt  due  lunatic — Jurisdiction  of  justices.  Under  stat  )  &4  Yict.  c.  54|

due  to  a  lunatic,  by  ordering  them  to  seize  a  sum  of  money  in  the  possesrimi  of  the 
alleged  debtor.

9.  Notice  of  applications.  Where  the  interest  of  the  sole  next  of  kin  of  a  lunatic 
had  been  assigned,  it  was  held  that  no  notice  need  be  given  to  the  assignees  of  any 
applications  in  the  matter  except  those  respecting  payments  to  the  next  of  kin.  In  re 
Pigott,  viL  7. 

10.  Deceased  lunatic — Fund  in  court — Petition  for  transfer  to  executors — Service 
of  upon  committee.

16.  It  cannot  be  made  a  valid  ground  of  appeal  against  an  order  for  the  miuntenance

of  the  psiq>er'ft  settlement  was  made  on  hearsay  evidence  only,  the  third  section  of  the 
11  &  12  Viet  c.  31,  which  does  away  with  all  objections  to  the  depositions  taken  when 
aa  order  is  made,  applying  equally  to  orders  of  removal  and  orders  of  maintenance.

17.  lAmatic  trustee.  Order  made  under  the  Trustee  Act,  1850,  appointing  a  new 
trustee  and  vesting  the  trust  premises  in  him  jointly  with  the  continuing  trustees,  in  a 
ease  where  one  of  three  trustees  was  a  lunatic,  and  though  the  will  contained  a  power 
to  appoint  new  trustees.    In  re  Davies,  vii.  8. 

18.  CostS'^Tntstee  Act^  1850.  Where,  through  the  lunacy  of  a  mortgagee,  not 
found  hmatic  by  inquisition,  a  petition  under  the  Trustee  Act,  13  &  14  Vict  c.  60,  is 
zeadered  necessary,  in  order  to  enable  the  mortgagor  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  debt, 
the  coats  must  be  paid  out  of  the  mortgage  debt  There  being  no  coounittee,  but  only 
a  receiver  of  the  mortgagee's  estate  under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  100,  the  costs  of  the 
^tpearaiice  of  the  heir  at  law  and  next  of  kin  were  allowed.  In  re  Biddle,  zxiiL

19.  Lunatic  defendant — Liberty  given  to  committee  to  defend — Appointment  of  guar' 
dian  refused.  A  lunatic  was  made  a  defendant  as  one  of  the  next  of  kin  of  an  intes- 
tate. He  and  his  committee  presented  a  petition  entitled  in  the  suit,  and  also  in  the 
tunaey,  praying  that  the  lunatic  might  defend  by  his  guardian,  and  that  the  committee 
might  be  appointed  such  guardian.  The  committee  prayed  that,  as  such,  he  might  be 
at  libeity  U»  prosecute  the  daim  of  the  lunatic  as  next  of  kin,  and  that  all  such  costs

21.  A  petf ,  wishing  to  <^ject  to  Uie  confirmation  of  the  Master's  report  in  lunacy, 
most  preaent  a  counter  petition  in  the  nature  of  exceptions  to  the  report  In  re  Saun- 
dertf  vii.

22.  The  Lord  Chancellor  declined  to  order  the  transfer  of  funds  standing  in  the 
joint  names  of  the  lunatic  and  another  to  the  party  chuming  such  transfer,  without  a 
ptevious  refenence  to  the  Master.

Where, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  ooorft,  it  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  hinatic  tiiat  the  care  of 
the  person  should  remain  undistnrbedt  pending  a  petition  to  traTeiee  the  inquiadon, 
it  will  so  direct,  and  also  direct  that,  in  the  mean  time,  the  whole  iDCome  of  the  prop* 
erty  be  paid  to  the  lunatic ;  although  the  court  will  confirm  the  report  of  the  Mister 
in  Lunacy  Appointing  a  committee  of  the  person  and  a  coomiittee  of  the  estate.  In 
re  Cummingy  xiiL  161. 

S,  Funeral  expenses  of  lunatic — Payment  out  of  courL  A  lunatic  died  without ' 
leaving  ready  money  to  pay  the  expenses  of  his  funeral,  and  there  was  no  committee 
of  the  person  or  estate.

4.  Detention  of  lunatic — Medical  certificate,  A  medical  certificate,  under  16  &  17 
Tict.  c.  96,  sc.  A.  2,  for  the  detention  of  a  lunatic  is  bad  if  it  omit  the  number  and 
street  where  the  examination  was  made ;  and  one  so  committed  will  be  dischaiged  on 
habeas  corpus,  unless  it  appear  dangerous  to  himself  or  others.  Regina  v.  Finder, 
XXX.  180. 

5.  Husband's  care  of  luncUic  wife.  The  defendant  was  indicted  under  the  16  &  17 
Vict  c.  96,  s.  9,  for  that  he,  haying  the  care  of  his  wife,  a  lunatic,  did  abuse  and  iU- 
treat  her.  Held,  that  he  was  not  a  person  having  the  care  of  a  lunatic  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute,  the  provisions  of  which  do  not  apply  to  persons  whose  care  is 
purely  of  a  domestic  nature.    Regina  v.  RundU,  xxix.  555. 

MALICIOUS  PROSECUTION. 

1.  What  is — Perjury*  In  an  action  for  maliciously  prosecuting  the  plaintiff  for 
perjury,  the  judge  directed  the  juiy :  *'  That  if  the  plaintiff  had,  in  &ct,  sworn 
fabely ;  or  if  the  defendant^  at  the  tame  he  preferred  and  prosecuted  the  indictment, 
acting  upon  the  information  he  had  received,  believed  and  had  reasonable  grounds  for 
believing  that  the  pl^ntiff  had  sworn  falsely,  then  thero  was  reasonable  and  piybohle 
cause  for  preferring  and  prosecutLog  the  indictment;  but  if  the  defendant,  at  the  time 
he  preferred  and  prosecuted  the  indictment,  did  not  believe  the  infi>xmation  he  had 
received  to  be  true,  but  in  his  own  mind  believed  and  had  reasonable  grounds  to 
believe  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  sworn  fidsely,  or  still  more,  if  he  believed  that  the 
plaintiff  had  spoken  the  truth,  then  thero  was  no  reasonable  or  probable  cause  fixr 
proferring  and  prosecuting  the  indictment"  Held,  that  this  direction  was  correct 
Heslop  V.  Chapman,  xxiL  296. 

2.  What  is.  Prosecuting  a  person  with  any  other  motive  than  that  of  bringing  a 
guilty  party  to  justice,  is  a  malicious  prosecution  in  law.  Stevens  v.  The  Midland 
Counties  Railway  Co.  xxvL  410. 

8.  Action  for,  against  corporation,  Qucere,  whether  an  action  for  malicious  prose- 
cution is  maintainable  against  a  corporation.    lb, 

4.  Action  for,  when  it  will  lie — Pleading.  The  deehuration  alleged  that  the  defeodr 
ant,  upon  a  writ  of  ca.  so,,  properly  issued,  for  a  large  amount,  but  a  great  part  of 
which  had  been  afterwards  satisfied,  had  fahiely  and  maliciously,  kc,  procured  the 
sheriff  to  issue  a  warrant  to  take  and  keep  the  plaintiff,  &c.,  and  had  falsely  and 
maliciously,  &c.,  procured  the  said  warrant  to  be  indorsed  to  levy  the  larger  amooni; 
whereupon  the  plaintiff  had  been  taken  and  detained  for  four  weeks,  and  whereby  ^ 
had  suffered  in  his  business  and  credit  Held,  t£at  the  wrong  was  actionable,  that 
the  declaration  contained  sufiKcient  allegations  of  damage,  and  connected  this  damsge 
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nith  tiie  wrongfbl  acts  of  the  defendant  suffidentlj  to  support  the  actiott.  ChurckUl 
T.  SiggerSy  joly'i,  200. 

&  Obunty  court  bos  no  Jurisdiction  of  action  for.  A  sammons  from  a  county  court 
in  the  following  terms :  **  For  that  ypur  wife  assaulted  the  wife  of  the  plaintiiT  on,  &C., 
and  maliciously  caused  the  {dauntiff  to  be  wrongfully  charged  with  stealing,  &c.,  and 
to  be  detained  in  custody,  &c.,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was  put  to  expenses  in  clearing 
his  wife  from  the  said  malicious  assault  and  charge,"  &C.,  ¥dth  particulars  annexed  in 
terms  similar,  clmming  for  damages  102.,  is  an  action  for  malicious  prosecution,  and  by 
the  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  95,  the  county  court  has  no  jurisdiction.    Jones  ▼.  Curry ,  ir.  325. 

6.  Ailega&oA  of  damage  essential.  No  action  lies  for  commencing  and  prosecuting 
an  action  maliciously  and  without  reasonable  or  probable  cause  in  the  name  of  a  thiid 
party,  without  an  allegation  showing  that  legal  damage  has  been  sustained.  Cotterell  v. 
/one*,  TiL  475. 

MANDAMUS. 

I.  WHEN   THIS   WRIT   WILL   LIB. 
IL  PRACTICE,   COSTS,  &C. 

I.  When  this  Writ  will  lie. 

1.  To  visitor  of  college.  If  the  visitor  of  a  college  refuse  to  exercise  his  vintatorial 
power  by  hearing  an  appeal,  the  court  of  queen's  bench  will  grant  a  mandamus  to  set 
him  in  motion,  but  cannot  afterwards  review  his  decision,  ev^n  if  it  be  erroneous. 
Ex  parte  BuUer^  xxx.  856. 

2.  To  restore  master  of  grammar  school  of  Rochester  cathedral.  The  court  of  queen's 
bench  will  not  interfere  hj  mandamus  to  restore  the  head  master  of  the  grammar 
school  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Rochester,  who  has  been  removed  by  the  dean  and 
chapter.    Regina  v.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Rochester^  vi.  269. 

3.  To  remew  decision  of  magistrates  respecting  illegal  lottery.  A  compl^nt  was  made 
before  justices  against  K  for  keeping  an  illegal  lottery,  and  it  was  alleged  that  the 
fiM^B  proved  brought  him  within  the  42  Geo.  m.  c.  119,  s.  2,  and  rendered  him  Hable 
to  be  punished  as  a  rogue  and  vagabond ;  but  the  magistrates  thought,  wrongly  as  it 
was  suggested,  that  the  provision  as  to  such  punishment  was  repealed,  and  that  no 
punkihnient  now  existed  for  the  offence.  Held,  that,  however  erroneous  the  decision 
of  the  magistrates,  this  court  could  not  review  it  either  on  mandamus,  or  on  rule  under 
11  &  12  Vict  c.  44,  s.  5.    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Bristol,  xxviii.  160. 

4.  To  compel  recorder  of  borough  to  hear  appeal  respecting  rates.  A  party  rated  in 
respect  of  his  property  within  the  borough,  appealed  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
on  the  ground  that  he  was  rated  at  too  large  a  sum.  The  act  which  authorized  the 
rate  gave  the  appeal,  and  empowered  the  court  to  amend  and  quash  the  rate,  provided 
that  the  net  annual  value  of  the  property,  in  respect  of  which  the  person  was  liable  to 
be  rated,  was  to  be  asciertained  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  words,  '*  net  annual 
value,**  in  the  act  to  regulate  parochial  assessments ;  and  that  it  should  '*  be  taken  and 
esdmated  according  to  such  value  as  the  same  was  or  should  be  rated  or  assessed  in  the 
rale  or  assessment  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  year  preceding."  The  assessment, 
in  the  rate  appealed  against,  was  made  according  to  the  poor-rate  of  the  preceding 
year.  On  the  appeal,  the  appellant  proposed  to  show  that  the  assessmenjb,  although 
according  to  the  poor-rate,  was  too  high ;  but  the  recorder  decided  that  he  could  not  go 
into  evidence  as  to  the  value,  and  dismissed  the  appeal.  The  court  refused  to  grant  a 
mandamus  to  compel  the  recorder  to  hear  the  appeal,  on  the  ground  that  the  dismissal 
was  not  a  declining  of  jurisdiction  by  him,  but  a  decision  on  the  appeal,  and  that, 
there/ore,  the  court  had  no  pow^  to  issue  the  mandamus,  whether  the  construction 
which  the  recorder  had  put  upon  the  act  were  right  or  wrong.  The  court  held,  also, 
thai  the  decision  of  the  recorder  was  right,  and  that,  under  sect  156,  the  poor-rate  of 
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I^e  preceding  year  was,  on  an  appeal  against  the  rate  under  the  Local  Act,  eonclnftre 
as  to  the  value  of  the  property  asseAed.    Regina  v.  The  Recorder  of  Idcerpool,  i.  291. 

5.  To  elect  elerk  to  hoard  of  guardians.  The  office  of  clerk  to  a  board  of  guardians, 
appCHnted  by  order  of  the  poor4aw  board,  under  sect  46  of  stat  4  &  5  Will.  TV.  c  76, 
is  an  office  for  which  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  will  lie.  Hiercffore, 
a  mandamus  to  elect  such  a  cleric,  on  the  ground  that  an  election  which  had  taken 
place  was  void,  will  not  lie.  Eegina  v.  The  Guardians  of  St,  Martin^s^in-tke-Pidds, 
V.  361. 

6.  To  lards  of  treasury  to  issue  toarrant  to  pay  queen*s  annuity.  By  the  1  &  2 
Will.  IV.  c.  1 1,  ihe  king  was  empowered  to  grant  to  the  queen  an  annuity,  to  conunence 
from  his  death,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  consolidated  fund.  The  king  granted  to  trta- 
tees  in  trust  ibr  her  majesty  tlie  said  annuity,  directing  that  it  should  be  paid  at  the 
exchequer,  that  the  auditor  should  issue  debentures  for  paying  the  same,  and  that  the 
commissioners  of  the  treasury  should  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  consolidated 
fund.  By  the  4  &  5  WiH.  IV.  c.  15,  the  office  of  auditor  of  the  exchequer  is  abol- 
bhed,  and  in  all  grants  charged  on  the  consolidated  fund,  instead  of  such  debentoreSi 
the  said  commissioners  are  required  to  issue  warrants  for  payment  of  the  mosieys 
granted.  Heldy  that  a  mandamus  would  lie  to  the  lords  of  the  treasuryto  issue  such 
warrant    Eegina  v.  The  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  iv.  277. 

7.  To  county  court  Judge,  Where  a  judge  of  a  county  court  has  entered  upon  the 
hearing  of  a  plaint,  and,  from  the  evidence  adduced  befcH^  him,  has  decided  that  he 
had  no  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate  between  the  parties,  a  mandamus  will  not  lie  com- 
manding him  to  hear  and  determine  it,  even  although  he  may  be  wrong  in  point  of 
law.  Contr^j  if ,  in  a  case  in  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  he  refuses  to  hear  it,  upon  the 
mistaken  notion  that  he  has  no  jurisdiction  to  do  so  in  respect  of  some  preluninary 
matter.    Ex  parte  AfUnery  vL  371. 

8.  To  compel  county  court  jftdge  to  hear  claim.  The  goods  on  G.'s  premises  Tiavmg 
been  seized  in  execution  on  a  judgment  against  him  in  a  county  court,  H.  put  in  a 
daim  (n  respect  of  them,  but  did  not  furnish  an  inventory  specifying  which  of  the 
goods  and  chattek  seized  by  the  bailiff  were  claimed  by  him.  On  the  hearing  <£  the 
interpleader  summons,  the  county  court  judge  held  that  the  notice  and  particnlare  of 
claim  were  insufficient,  and  consequently  refused  to  adjudicate  upon  the  dium.  Hie 
court  made  absolute  a  rule  for  a  mandamus  calling  upon  the  county  court  judge  to  pro- 
ceed upon  the  interpleader  summons,  and  to  hear  and  determine  upon  the  cfaum. 
Regina  v.  Stap^ton,  vii.  890. 

9.  To  compel  registry  of  transfer  &f  shares,  A  purchaser  of  shares  in  a  railway  com- 
pany is  not  entitled  to  a  mandamus  to  compel  the  registry  of  a  transfer  of  the  shares 
under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  &  15,  if  it  does  not  appear  that  the  circumstances  showed 
that  the  purchaser  is  acting  bond  fide  to  enforce  the  rights  of  a  shareholder.  RegM 
V.    The  Liverpoolj  Manchester,  Sfc,  Railway  Co.  xi.  408. 

10.  To  compel  railway  company  to  produce  register  of  shareiholders.  When  the 
shareholders  of  a  railway  company  are  liable  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  a  judgment  cred- 
itor against  the  company,  the  creditor  is  entitled  to  an  inspection  of  the  register  of 
shareholders,  and  the  court  will  grant  a  mandamus  to  compel  its  production  for  dus 
purpose.    Regina  t.  The  Derbyshire,  ffc.  Railway  Co.  xxvi.  101. 

11.  To  command  clerk  to  issue  execution,  A  plaintiff  who  has  recovered  a  judgment 
for  debt  and  costs  in  the  county  court,  and  has  received  the  debt  out  <^  c€mrt, »  eatt- 
titled  to  have  a  writ  of  execution  issued  for  the  costs,  and  this  court  will  grant  a  mm- 
damus  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  commanding  him  to  issue  such  writ  of  executioo. 
Regina  v.  The  Ckrk  of  the  County  Court  of  Surrey,  xii.  428. 

12.  To  compel  sessions  to  allow  entry  of  appeal.  The  sessions  of  D.  had,  as  it  was 
alleged,  a  rule  by  which  appeals'could  not  be  enter^  after  the  day  preceding  the  fiist 
day  of  the  sessions,  except  by  leave  of  the  court  G.  had  given  the  necessary  notices, 
but  had  not  entered  his  appeal  in  accordance  with  the  above  rule.    On  the  fint  day 
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of  the  sessions  a  special  application  was  made  to  the  court  to  allow  him  to  enter  the 
appeal,  which  was  refused.  HM^  that  although  the  court  would  not  interfere  with 
the  discretioQ  of  the  sessions  where  a  distinct  rule  of  practice  was  shown  to  exist,  jet, 
as  it  did  not  distinctly  appear  upon  the  affidavits  what  the  rule  of  practice  really  was, 
or  how  far  it  had  heen  acted  upon,  a  mandamus  might  ga  Regina  v.  The  Justices 
0/  Derbys&ire,  ziy.  178. 

13.  To  compel  lord  to  admit  heir  of  ^pyhMer,  The  court  will  grant  a  mandamus 
to  compel  the  lord  of  a  manor  to  admit  a  person  who  claims  as  heir  of  a  deceased  copy- 
holder, if  he  has  made  out  a  primd  facie  case  of  title  by  descent,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  manor,  even  though  the  lord  suggests  that  the  tenement  has  escheated 
to  himself  for  want  of  an  heir.    Regina  v.  Dendy,  xvi.  169. 

14.  To  order  a  fresh  election.  Where,  upon  the  election  of  a  churchwarden,  the 
chairman  of  the  vestry  meeting  had  rejected  votes  which  were  aDeged  to  be  admissible, 
bat  it  did  not  appear  that  the  rejection  had  caused  any  difference  in  the  result,  this 
court  refused  to  grant  a  mandamus  ordering  a  &esh  election,  though  the  persons,  whose 
votes  had  been  rejected,  were  parties  to  the  application.  Ex  parte  Mav^y,  xxviii.  SOS. 
See  also  Ex  parte  Joyce^  xxvL  158 ;  Regina  v.  The  Vicar^  f^c,  of  Bourne^  xxviii.  126. 

15.  To  compel  restoration  of  parish  registers,  A  writ  of  mandamus  will  not  lie  to 
compel  the  restoration  of  parish  registers  by  a  person  who  obtained  possession  of  them 
by  wrong.  It  is  granted  only  to  enforce  a  right  ibr  which  there  is  no  other  remedy. 
Ex  parte  HoUoway^  zxx.  240. 

16.  To  compel  East  India  Company  to  pay  arrears  of  pay.  There  is  no  legal  obliga- 
tion upon  the  East  India  Company  to  pay  to  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  queen's  or 
of  the  native  fbrces  in  India  the  arrears  of  pay  due  to  him,  as  such  commander-in-chief, 
and  a  mandamus  to  pay  such  arrears  cannot  be  granted.    Ex  parte  Napier,  xii.  451. 

1 7.  To  compel  county  justices  to  pay  county  surveyor's  bill.  The  county  surveyor's 
bill,  after  it  had  been  examined  by  the  finance  conunittee,  was  1772.  odd.;  the  jus- 
tices of  the  county  offered  100/.  only  in  discharge  of  the  whole  amount,  offering  no 
reflMon  why  they  refused  the  remainder.  Held,  that  by  the  25  Hen.  Vin.  c.  5,  the 
surveyor  was  not  entided  to  a  mandamus  calling  on  them  to  pay  the  whole,  as  the 
amount  of  charges  to  be  allowed  was  in  their  discretion.  Regina  v.  The  Justices  of 
Southampton,  xxviiL  171.  • 

18.  To  compel  railway  company  to  repair  road,  A  railway  company,  in  pursuance 
of  the  powers  of  their  act,  pulled  down  a  county  bridge  and  erected  another,  at  the 
same  time  entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  trustees  of  the  road  to  repair  such  por» 
tions  of  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  as  had  previously  been  repaired  by  the  county. 
Meldy  that  the  county  had  not  interfered  with  the  road  so  as  to  bring  the  case  within 
the  58ih  section  of  the  8  &  d  Vict  c.  20,  and  consequently  a  mandamus  to  the  company 
commanding  them  to  repair  the  road,  would  not  be  granted.  Ex  parte  The  Exeter 
Baad  Trustees,  xi.  441. 

19.  A  mandamus^  and  not  an  information,  is  the  proper  proceeding  by  which  the 
public  may  ccxnpel  the  building  of  a  railway.  The  Attorney-General  v.  The  Birming- 
hamj  ffc,  Railufay  Co,  vii.  288. 

20.  The  existence  of  a  legal  right  or  obligation  is  the  foundation  of  every  writ  of 
mandamus.  Ex  parte  Napier,  xii.  451.  See  also  Regina  v.  The  Trustees  of  the 
Salby  and  Worksop  Turnpike  Roadj  xvi.  276. 

II.  Practice,  Costs,  S^e. 

1.  Amendment,  Where  a  company  was  incorporated  as  the  "  D.,  S.,  and  W.  Junc- 
tion Kailway,'*  and  a  mandamus  had  issued*  directed  to  them  by  the  name  of  the  "  D., 
S.^  and  W.  Junction  R^lway  Company,"  the  court,  upon  the  argument  of  the  manr 
damus,  ordered  the  name  to  be  amended.    Regina  v.  The  Derbyshire,  (fc.  Railway 

Oo,  zxvi.  101. 
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2.  Amendment — Common-law  Procedure  Act,  A  mandamut  recited  the  letten- 
patent  incorporatinnr  a  company,  and  alleged  that  D.  was  duly  qualified  for,  and  elected 
to,  an  office  in  it ;  had  been  removed  without  cause ;  and  prayed  for  his  restoration. 
The  return  alleged  that  the  letters  Wjero  not  fully  set  out ;  that  D.  was  not  duly  qnafi* 
tied,  and  had  been  rightfully  removed ;  quoted  a  by-law,  by  which  insolvents  were 
ineligible ;  and  stated  that  D.  had  falsely  represented  himself  as  solvent,  had  become 
insolvent,  and  been  duly  removed.  Heldy  that  under  sec.  52  of  Common-law  Proeedaze 
Act,  there  was  no  ground  for  calling  on  defendants  to  amend  their  allegpitions ;  tfaa 
latter  part  thereof  showing  on  what  defendants  relied,  so  that  D.  was  not  ^  embamssed, 
prejudiced,  or  delayed"  in  trying  the  qnestbn.  Quasre^  whether  the  52d  section  ap- 
plies to  mandamus.  Where  one  party,  under  sect  56,  sets  out  an  omitted  part  of  a 
document  pleaded  by  the  other,  the  latter  need  not  answer  it  Reffina  v.  The  SodUn^ 
Co.  XX.  152. 

8.  Costs.  The  coart  wilt  generally  order  that  the  costs  of  a  mandamus  shall  be  paid 
to  the  successful  party.  This  rule  appties  where,  on  the  one  hand,  there  has  been  a 
wrongful  refusal  to  do  the  act  which  the  court  afterwards  compels  the  parfy  to  do;  or 
where,  on  the  other  hand,  the  party  applying  for  the  writ  faib  on  a  diacnfiaoai  of  the 
merits.  In  either  case,  however,  it  is  essential  that  no  blame  should  have  attached  to 
the  successful  party.    Regina  v.  Langridge^  xxiz.  177. 

4.  No  cause  shown  against  mlefor  mandamus.  Where  no  cause  was  shown  againat 
a  rule  for  a  tnan^omtM,  and  it  appeared  from  affidavits  that  the  litigation  was  substantially 
at  an  end,  the  court  made  the  rule  absdnte,  with  costs,  and  did  not  require  a  separate 
application  for  costs.    Regina  v.  The  East  Anglian  Railway  Co.  xxiL  274. 

5.  Inspection  of  documents — Pleading  several  matters.  An  order  may  be  made 
under  stat  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  compelling  parties  to  allow  an  inspection  of 
documents,  in  a  proceeding  by  mandamus,  if  the  mandamus  be  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
forcing a  civil  right,  and  also,  in  such  a  mandamuSj  an  order  may  be  made  under  the 
Stat  1  Will.  IV.  c.  21,  s.  S,  that  the  prosecutor  be  allowed  to  plead  sevexld  matten. 
Regina  v.  The  Ambergate,  Nottingham,  ffc.  Railway  Co.  xi.  469. 

6.  Return  to  mandamus  commanding  railway  company  to  complete  line.  To  a  manda" 
mus  commanding  a  railway  company  to  complete  their  line,  it  ia  not  a  sufficient  retnm 
that  the  Qompulsory  powers  for  the  purchase  of  land  expired  before  the  issuing  of  the 
writ,  and  that  the  defendants  never  were  in  actual  possession  or  entitled  to  acqnixe 
possession  of  all  the  lands  required  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  line ;  they  must  go 
on  to  show  that  they  cannot  get  all  the  necessary  land  without  exercising  their  coin- 
pulsory  powers.    Regina  v.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  xviiL  S64. 

7.  Option  given  by  act  of  parliameni.  Where  an  act  of  parliament  directs  diat, 
under  certain  circumstances,  one  or  other  of  two  things  shall  be  done,  the  party  to  do 
the  act  has  the  option  of  doing  which  act  he  pleases ;  and  a  mandamus  not  giving 
such  option,  or  not  stating  a  sufficient  reason  why  such  option  no  longer  exists,  is  bad 
in  law.    Regina  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co.  xxv.  13. 

8.  A  writ  of  mandamusj  which  omits  a  necessary  fact,  cannot  be  cored  by  the 
return.    lb. 

9.  An  application  for  a  mandamus  to  a  railroad  company  to  complete  the  railway 
may  be  made  by  a  shareholder.  Regina  v.  The  Ambergate,  Nottingham^  jrc  RctUway 
Co.  vi.  328. 

10.  If  a  mandamus  commands  two  things  and  one  of  them  fails,  the  whcde  fails.   Re- 
'gina  v.  The  East  and  West  India  Docks,  5*c.  Railway  Co.  xxii.  113.

MARRIAGE. 

1.  Construction  of  marriage  contract  made  in  London  in  Scotch  form.  A  contract 
'of  marriage  made  in  London,  in  the  Scotch  form,  will  be  construed  in  England 
according  to  the  law  of  Scotland.    The  domicil  of  the  parties  must  determine  the 
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remedies  by  which  the  oontnust  will  be  carried  iuto  effect  Duncan  y.  Cannan,  xxiil. 
288. 

2.  Manriage  of  minor  ly  license — Consent  of  father  presumed.  Where  a  marriage 
of  a  minor  was  celebrated  by  license,  to  which  the  consent  of  the  &ther  was  requisite, 
his  consent  (the  presumption  of  law  being  in  fiivor  of  marriage  and  legitimacj,  and 
against  the  commission  of  any  crime  or  offence)  must  be  presumed,  until  proved  to 
tile  contrary ;  and  the  mere  fact  that  the  mother^s  name  appeared  in  the  register  aa 
the  consenting  party  was  not  sufficient  to  contravene  the  presumption.  Harrison  ▼. 
The  Corporation  of  Southampton,  xxi.  848. 

8.  Refusal  of  clergyman  to  marry  parties.  Where  a  man  and  woman,  notice  of 
whose  intended  marriage  had  been  published  at  the  board  of  guardians,  cidled  at  the 
private  house  of  the  clei^inan  of  a  chapel  in  the  district,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning, and,  showing  him  the  superintendent  registrar's  certificate,  requested  him  to 
appoint  a  time  fbr  their  marriage,  when  the  olei^gyman  declared  he  woidd  marry  them 
when  they  had  expressed  a  desire  to  be  confirmed,  and  not  till  then— A#/J,  that  this 
was  no  proper  tender  of  the  parties  for  marriage,  nor  a  legal  demand  of  marriage,  and 
the  dei^gyman  was  not  liable  to  an  indictment  fi)r  his  refusal  at  such  time  and  place. 
The  indictment  should  have  shown  that  the  man  and  woman  were  parties  who  mig|| 
h&wfully  have  been  married.    Regina  v.  James,  i.  652.  ^^ 

4.  Certificaie  of  baptism — Evidence  of  marriage,  A  certificate  of  the  baptism  of  a 
duld  by  a  minister,  which  does  not  pui^port  to  be  drawn  from  any  public  record,  is  no 
evidence  of  the  marriage  of  the  parents.    Parlby  v.  PaHby,  vi.  598. 

5.  Breach  of  promise  of  by  single  woman  against  a  married  man.  An  action  fbr 
breach  of  promise  of  marriage  will  lie  against  a  married  man  by  a  single  woman,  who, 
at  the  time  of  the  promise,  had  no  notice  of  his  then  marriage.  MiUtoard  v.  Littletvood, 
1408. 

MABRIAGE  SETTLEMENT. 

I.  CONSTRUCTION  AND   YALIDITT  OV  MABBIAOE   SETTLEMENTS. 
B.  M180ELLANBOU8   CASES. 

I.   Construction  and  Validity  of  Marriage  Setdements. 

1.  A  and  B,  mother  and  daughter,  held  an  estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  A  for 
fife,  and  afterwards  for  B  absolutely.  B  on  her  marriage  settied  her  interest  in  the 
estate  in  trust  for  the  issue  of  the  intended  marriage,  and  for  a  niece  and  her  issue,  A 
having  notice,  but  not  joining.  Held,  that  even  if  the  settlement  was  voluntary  as 
regarded  the  trusts  in  favor  of  the  niece,  it  was  a  complete  alienation,  so  as  to  be 
capable  of  enforcement  at  the  instance  of  the  trustees  of  the  settlement  against  the 
daughter,  and  the  trustees  of  another  settlement  which  she  made  upon  a  second 
marriage,  inconsistent  with  the  former  settlement.*  Kekewich  v.  Manning^  xii. 
120. 

2.  Real  estate  of  settlor  primarily  liable  for  payment  of  annuity.  Where  an  intended 
hushand  demises  real  estate  fbi*  a  term  to  trustees  as  security  for  the  payment  of  an 
annuity  to  the  intended  wife,  and  the  settlor's  personal  estate  is  not  augmented  by  the 
settlement,  then  his  real  estate  is  primarily  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  jointure. 
Loosemore  v.  Knapman,  xxiii.  194. 

8.  Scotch  settlement — Covenant  to  pay  annuity  to  wife — life-interest  in  wife's  estate 
— Bankruptcy.  By  a  settlement  made,  in  the  Scotch  form,  between  a  Scotchman 
domiciled  in  Scotland  and  an  English  woman,  the  husband  covenanted  to  pay  after 
his  death  an  annuity  to  the  wife  and  portions  to  the  children ;  for  which  causes  she 
assigned  all  her  estate,  giving  the  husband  a  life-interest  with  remainder  to  herself 
absolutely ;  the  husband  became  bankrupt  afler  their  donucil  had  been  changed  to 
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England.    Held^  that  his  lifennterest  .could  not  be  impounded  to  aecnre  the  payment 
of  the  annuity  and  the  portions.    Duncan  v.  Oannarif  zxxi.  443. 

4.  Covenant  by  ku^nd  to  settle  mfe*s  future  real  and  personai  estate  if  she  wotdd 
consent.  Where  an  intended  husband  covenanted  to  setde  (he  wife's  future  real  and 
personal  estate, "  in  case  the  said  intended  wife  would  Toluntarily  consent  Ihereto^ 
but  not  otherwise,"  it  was  held,  that  this  clause  applied  only  to  the  real  estate,  and 
that  the  covenant  was  absolute  with  respect  to  the  personal  estate.  Re  Trusts  of 
WiU  of  Mary  Daniel,  xxiii.  595. 

5.  Restraint  upon  anticipation.  By  an  ante-nuptial  settlement  a  fund  was  declared 
to  be  held  by  the  trustees  upon  trust  for  the  intended  wife  for  life,  for  her  separate 
uae  without  power  of  anticipation,  and  after  her  death  in  trust  for  the  intended  hus- 
band for  Hfe,  and  afber  the  decease  of  the  survivor,  in  trust  for  the  children  of  the 
marriage  as  the  intended  husband  and  wife  should  jdntly  appoint,  and  (subject  thereto 
and  to  a  separate  pow^r  of  appointment  in  the  survivor)  in  trust  for  the  children 
equally,  to  be  vested  in  sons  at  twenty-one  and  in  daughters  at  twenty-one  or  mai^ 
riage.  There  was  also  a  power  for  the  trustees,  at  the  request  of  the  husband  and 
wife,  during  their  joint  lives,  to  advance,  for  the  benefit  of  any  chOd  whose  portion 
should  not  be  vested,  any  part  of  his  or  her  presumptive  portion,  and  to  apply  for  or 
ffirards  the  maintenance  or  education  of  any  such  child  or  children  all  or  any  part 
of  the  income  of  such  his,  her,  or  their  presumptive  portions.  The  only  cluldren  of 
the  marriage  were  two  sons  and  a  daughter.  The  husband  and  wife  appointed  the 
trust  fund  to  the  three  children  equally,  to  be  vested  in  sons  at  twent^'-one  and  in  &e 
daughter  at  twenty-one  or  marriage,  with  trusts  for  accruer  in  the  event  of  any  child 
dying  before  attaining  a  vested  interest  By  the  same  deed,  the  husband  and  wife 
requested  the  trustees  to  pay,  for  five  years  after  the  date  of  the  deed,  certain  sums 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  three  children,  and  after  the  expiration  of  that  period  to 
pay  150/.  towards  the  maintenance  and  education  of  the  children  during  the  residue 
of  the  life  of  the  wife.  Held,  that  the  maintenance  clause  did  not  enable  the  wife  to 
affect  her  life-interest  by  such  a  prospective  provision,  at  all  events  as  regarded  any 
period  beyond  the  minority  of  the  sons,  or  the  minority  or  marriage  of  the  daughter. 
Horlodt  V.  Horloct,  xiz.  221. 

6.  One  moiety  for  children,  the  other  as  foife  should  appoint — Default  of  appointment 
By  a  marriage  settlement  the  trusts  of  a  fund  were  declared  to  be  as  to  one  moiety  for 
the  benefit  of  the  cluldren,  after  the  death  of  the  parents ;  and  as  to  the  other  moieCy 
after  the  death  of  the  wife,  if  she  died  in  the  lifetime  of  the  husband,  as  the  wife 
should  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appointment  for  such  persons  as  at  the  death  of  the 
wife  would  have  been  entitled  to  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  **  in  case  she  had 
died  intestate  and  without  being  married."  The  wife  died  in  her  husband's  lifetime, 
leaving  two  children.  Held,  that  the  children  were  entitled  to  the  second  moiety. 
Re  Norman's  Trust,  xvii.  89,  reversing  s.  c.  xvii.  127. 

7.  Power  not  authorizing  exclusive  appointment — Children  taking  vested  interests  at 
birth.  By  a  marriage  settlement  rents  were  to  be  paid  to  the  husband  for  life  and 
then  to  the  wife  for  life,  and  after  the  death  of  the  survivor  towards  the  midatenance 
of  "  all  and  every  the  child,  or  children  "  of  the  marriage  until  they  attain  the  age  of 
twenty-one ;  and  then  the  trustees  wereT  to  convey  the  same  premises  to  such  children 
in  such  shares,  &c.,  as  the  husband  and  wife  jointly,  or  the  surrivor  of  them,  should 
appoint ;  and  in  defiiult  thereof  to  convey  tdi  the  said  premises  to  the  children  aa 
joint^tenants.  If  there  should  be  only  one  child,  the  whole  to  that  If  no  issue,  or 
all  such  issue  should  die  without  issue,  in  the  lifetime  of  the  parents,  then  gift  over. 
Held,  that  the  power  did  not  authorize  an  exclusive  appointment  to  some  only  of  the 
children.  Held  also  that,  under  the  gift  in  default  of  appointment,  all  the  children 
of  the  marriage  were  entitled  to  vested  interests  on  their  respective  births.  Held, 
further,  that  the  children  took  estates  in  fee-simple  under  the  gift  in  defiiult  of 
appointment    StruU  v.  Braithwaite,  xiii.  881. 
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8.  LumiUHion  to  children — AhtoluU  inttruts.  By  setdement,  personal  estate  mis 
Unuted,  after  the  death  of  the  husband  aad  wife,  in  trust  for  all  the  children  as  tenants 
lA  cQiBDMMi,  and  Uie  several  issue  of  the  body  of  such  children ;  and,  failing  issue  of 
any  soeh  children,  their  shares  to  the  use  of  the  surviving  children,  as  tenants  in 
common,  and  the  issue  of  their  bodies.  There  was  a  gift  over,  in  case  there  should  be 
no  issue  of  the  marriage,  or  any  issue  of  such  issue,  or,  being  such,  all  should  die 
before  their  shares  should  become  payable.  Held,  that  the  children  of  the  marriage 
took  absolute  interests,  and  that  the  representatives  of  a  child  who  died  an  infiint, 
without  issue,  in  the  life  of  his  parents,  were  entitled  to  a  share.  Mount  v.  Mounty 
xviL  493. 

9.  Li/e-interesi  in  wife  bp  implicaUon,  Where  it  was  provided  in  a  marriage  settle- 
ment that  in  case  the  wife  should  survive  the  husband,  the  fund  should  be  held  in  trust 
for  such  person  as  the  wife  should  by  will  appoint,  it  was  heidy  that  the  wife  took,  by 
implication,  a  life-interest  in  the  trust  fund.    AUin  ▼.  CVowtAoy,  xii.  248. 

10.  Covenant  to  discharge  lands  from  payment  of  legacies.  J.  F.,  by  will,  charged 
certain  real  estates  with  the  payment  of  four  legacies  of  5,000/.  each,  and  left  the 
estates  so  chained  to  J.  B.  By  hb  marriage  settlement,  J.  B.  covenanted  with  the 
trustees  ai  the  settlement  to  dischaige  the  lands,  and  to  pay  the  legacies,  and  to  settle 
the  hmdsY  free  from  the  legacies,  to  the  usual  uses  and  trusts  upon  a  marriage.  He, 
however,  only  paid  off  one  of  the  said  four  l^acies,  and  died.  In  a  suit  between  his 
personal  representatives  and  the  persons  entitled  to  the  real  estate,  it  was  held,  that  the 
land  was,  by  the  covenant  in  J.  B.'s  marriage  settlement,  entitled  to  be  exonerated 
out  of  his  personal  estate.    Barham  y.  Clarendon,  xviL  310.  ' 

11.  Wi/e^s  receipt  for  rents  of  her  leaseholds  a  sufficient  discharge  to  tenants  only. 
By  a  marriage  settlement,  leaseholds  of  the  wife  were  assigned  upon  trust  to  pay  or 
permit  the  wife  to  receive  the  rents  and  annual  profits  during  her  life,  for  her  separate 
use,  &c.  During  the  coverture,  the  wife  rec^ved  some  of  the  rents  from  the  trustee, 
and  deposited  a  portion  with  the  defendant,  and  then  died.  It  was  provided  hy  the 
deed,  that  the  wife's  receipt,  and  no  other,  should  be  a  valid  discharge  for  the  said  rents 
and  annual  profits.  SembUj  that  a  discharge  to  the  tenants  only,  and  not  to  the  trus- 
tee, was  meant  Held,  that  an  action  for  money  lent,  would  lie  by  the  husband  in  his 
own  right  to  recover  the  money  deposited.    Bird  v.  Pegrum,  ja^»  498. 

12.  Former  part  of  settlement  restricted  by  std>seqtient  part — Property  which  might  be 
given  to  wife  during  coverture.  Upon  the  marriage  of  one  of  several  residuary  legatees 
under  her  fiither's  will,  the  intended  husband  and  wife  assigned  to  trustees  all  and 
every  the  sum  and  sums  of  money,  l^acy  and  legacies,  and  other  personal  property 
then  due  and  payable,  or  belonging  to,  or  to  became  due  and  payable  to  the  intended 
wife  under  or  by  virtue  of  her  father's  will,  "  or  otherwise  howsoever,"  upon  trusts  for 
her  separate  use  for  her  life,  without  power  of  anticipation,  with  trusts  in  remainder  in 
£iivor  of  the  children  of  the  marriage.  By  the  next  witnesang  part  of  the  same  set- 
tlement, it  was  agreed,  that  in  case  any  real  or  personal  property  should,  during 
the  coverture,  be  given  or  bequeathed  to  tliA  wife,  tiie  husband  should  settle  it  upon 
trust  so  that  the  wife  should  have  the  sole  power  of  disposing  of  the  same.  Held,  that 
a  legacy  bequeathed  by  another  will  to  the  wife  -afler  the  marriage  was  not  subject 
to  the  trusts  for  the  children,  the  latter  witnessing  part  of  the  settlement  show- 
ing that  the  former  must  be  read  in  a  restricted  seq^  Re  Stephenson's  Trusts,  xxvii. 
4«7. 

13.  Setdement  in  foreign  form,  A  husband  and  wife  who  have  made  a  marriage 
settlement  of  personal  estate  in  a  foreign  form  must  be  taken  to  have  contracted  not 
only  for  such  powers  of  disposition  over  the  property  as  are  expressly  reserved,  but 
also  for  all  such  as  by  the  law  according  to  which  the  settlement  is  to  be  construed, 
are  incident  to  the  estates  created  by  it,  and  such  powers  are  not  lost  by  the  parties 
afUrwards  becoming  domiciled  in  a  country  by  the  law  of  which  those  powers  are  not 
incident  to  the  estates.    Duncan  v.  Cannan,  xxxL  443. 
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14.  Settlement  by  deed  to  trustees  mLy^  and  not  to  them  and  iKeir  heirs — WiEL  For  a 
consideration  stated,  J.  P.  executed  an  indenture  of  settlement,  whereby  he  baigained, 
sold,  &c.,  to  trustees,  in  trust,  for  M.  0.,  his  intended  wife,  to  the  use  of  the  first  aon 
of  the  said  J.  P.  on  the  body  of  the  said  M.  C.  lawfully  begotten,  and  to  the  heirs 
male  of  the  said  son  lawfully  begotten,  a  certain  ftee  estate  callecf  *'  Horsecroft," 
belonging  to  the  said  J.  P.  The  said  J.  P.  had  a  son,  who  was  also  called  J.  P.  More 
than  fifty  years  after  the  making  of  the  indenture,  J.  P.,  the  fiither,  made  his  will  ag 
follows :  '*  I  give  Horsecroft,  my  estate,  that  I  now  live  in,  to  my  son,  John  P."  The 
son  died  unmarried  and  intestate.  Held^  that  the  deed  wa^  inoperative,  inasmuch  as 
the  gifl:  was  only  to  the  trustees,  and  not  to  them  and  their  heirs;  and  that  the  son 
J.  P.  took  by  the  will  an  estate  in  fee  in  Horsecroft  Doe  d.  Pottow  v.  Frieker,  v. 
448. 

15.  Post-nuptial  settlement — Assignees  of  bankrupt  hu^nd — Trusses.  By  a  post- 
nuptial settlement,  a  legacy  of  600/.,  belonging  to  the  wife,  was  settled  by  husband 
and  wife  on  the  wife  for  life,  for  her  separate  use,  with  remainder  to  her  children. 
At  the  time  of  the  settlement  the  husband  was  insolvent  Heldj  that  the  assignee 
of  the  husband  was  entitled  to  one  moiety  of  Hie  legacy,  and  the  other  moie^ 
was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  settlement  In  re  Wray*s  Trusts^  ^t. 
265. 

16.  Shifting  clause.  By  a  marriage  settlement,  estates  A  and  B  were  limited  to  the 
husband  for  life,  with  remainder,  as  to  estate  A,  to  the  first  son  of  the  marriage  in 
tail  male,  with  remainder  to  the  second  and  other  younger  sons  in  tail  male ;  and 
as  to  estate  B,  to  the  second  son  in  tail  male,  with  remainder  to  the  third  and  other 
younger  sons,  &c.  Proviso,  that  if  such  second  or  other  younger  son  should  become 
an  eldest  son,  and,  as  such,  entitled,  under  the  limitations  of  the  settlement,  to  the 
possession  of  the  estate  A,  then  estate  B  should  go  over  to  the  person  next  entitled 
under  the  linutations.  There  were  several  sons  of  the  marriage,  the  eldest  of  whom 
died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  without  issue.  The  father  and  the  second  son  (the 
plaintiff)  joined  in  suffering  a  recovery  of  estate  A,  to  such  uses  as  they  should  jointly 
appoint,  and,  subject  thereto,  to  the  old  uses  of  the  settiement  The  father  and  the 
plaintiff  then  executed  a  mortage  of  estate  A,  for  a  sum  expressed  to  be  paid  to  them 
jointly,  and  the  deed,  provided  for  a  reconveyance,  on  pa3rment  of  the  mortgage 
money,  to  the  uses  of  the  recovery  deed.  Heldj  that  on  the  death  of  the  father,  the 
plaintiff,  notwithstanding  the  recovery  and  mortgage,  came  into  the  possession  of 
estate  A,  under  the  limitations  of  the  settlement,  and  that,  under  the  shifting  clause, 
estate  B  passed  over  to  the  third  son.  Held,  also,  that  the  father  and  the  plaintiff  had 
power  to  have  so  dealt  with  the  estates  as  to  prevent  the  operation  of  the  shifting 
clause.    Harrison  v.  Rounds  xv.  563. 

1 7.  Construction  of.  Where  a  testator  directs  a  settiement  to  be  made  of  property 
on  a  married  woman  for  life,  for  her  separate  use,  the  trust  is  to  be  framed  *'  without 
power  of  anticipation."     Turner  v.  Sargent,  xxiii.  580. 

18.  Consideration  extending  to  whole  of  Settlement.  Consideration  for  a  settlement 
being  found  to  exist,  it  was  held  to  extend  to  the  whole  and  not  to  a  part  only  of  the 
property  which  was  the  subject  of  if    Harman  v.  Richards,  xvii.  548. 

19.  Assigmnent  by  married  woman  of  life-interest  in  separate  estate — Consideration^ 
The  release  and  assignment  by  a  quarried  woman  of  her  life-interest  in  her  separate 
estate,  although  fettered  by  a  restriction  against  anticipation,  was  held  to  form  a 
consideration  for  a  settlement  by  another  person ;  for,  though  the  married  woman 
could  not  pass  her  future  interest,  she  might  and  did  thereby  release  her  past  income ; 
and  the  question  of  consideration  moreover  depended,  not  upon  the  point  whether  her 
assignment  passed  her  interest,  but  upon  the  question  whether  her  concurrence 
enabled  the  settlement  to  be  made.    Tb, 

20.  Infant  wife.  By  a  marriage  settlement,  made  whilst  the  mtended  wife  was 
an  in&nt,  the  husband  covenanted  to  assign  to  trustees  certain  property  to  which  she 
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iras  entitled  to  her  separate  use.    Held,  that  the  Bettlement  was  ioopeiathre.    lU 
Waringy  ziL  851. 

21.  Infant,  A  marriage  settlement,  the  husband  being  adult  and  the  wife  a  pilnory 
b  binding  on  the  former,  though  not  on  the  latter.     Cave  t.  Cave,  zix.  280. 

22.  Proviso  in  settlement  Where  a  father,  upon  the  marriage  of  *his  son,  settled 
certain  real  estates  upon  the  parties  to  the  marriage,  but  introduced  a  proviso  materi* 
dUly  Tarjing,  in  favor  of  his  son,  the  interests  under  the  settlement,  in  the  event  of  a 
separation  taking  place  between  the  intended  husband  and  wife  after  the  marrii^e,  it 
was  held,  that  the  proviso  was  void,  as  against  the  policy  of  the  law.  Cartwright  v. 
Cartwrighl,  xix.  618. 

23.  Settlement  upon  wife  of  real  estate,  m  connderotion  of  mortgaging  personal 
estate.  The  settlement  on  a  wife  of  her  husband's  real  and  personal  estate,  in  consid- 
eration of  her  mortgaging  her  separate  estates  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  is  a  valid 
settlement  against  the  assignees  of  the  husband  who  afterwards  becomes  insolvent. 
Carter  y.  Hind,  xxiiL  614. 

n.  MuceUaneouB  Oases. 

1.  Appointment  under  marriage  settlement  Under  a  marriage  settlement  power 
was  g^ven  to  a  father  to  appoint  the  trust  estates  among  all  or  any  of  his  children. 
The  estates  were  converted  into  money,  and  the  father  obtained  a  large  portion  of  the 
trust  funds  without  giving  any  security  for  their  repayment  to  the  trustees.  The 
father  having  one  son  and  four  daughters,  executed  the  power  in  favor  of  the  daugh- 
ters, to  the  exclusion  of  the  son,  and  a  few  da}'s  afterwards  the  daughters  transferred 
their  appointed  shares  in  the  trust  property  to  their  father,  who  conveyed  some  real 
estates  of  which  he  was  seised  to  them  in  exchange.  The  son,  after  the  death  of  his 
father,  filed  a  bill  to  set  aside  the  appointment,  and  also  the  deeds  effecting  the  ex- 
change, on  the  ground  of  fraud,  based,  upon  a  coUunve  agreement  between  the  father 
and  his  daughters,  by  which  the  father,  who  was  not  able  to  replace  the  trust  moneys, 
obtained  a  discharge  from  the  claims  of  the  trustees.  Held,  that  no  benefit  had 
accrued  to  the  father,  and  that  the  appointment  was  good.  Askham  t.  Barker,  xix. 
525. 

2.  Deed  of  settlement  after  marriage — Income  of  trust  fund  ordered  to  be  applied  to 
maintenance  of  children.  By  a  deed  of  settlement  afler  marriage  a  sum  was  vested  m 
trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  dividends  to  the  husband  and  wife  for  life ;  it  was 
^kclared  that  the  true  intent  was  that  the  income  was  reserved  to  the  husband  and 
wife  "  upon  condition  that  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  should,  at  all  times  during 
the  minority  of  their  children,  provide  them  with  suitable  diet,  &C.''  The  parents 
became  embairassed,  raised  a  sum  of  money,  and  assigned  their  interest  in  the  trust 
fond  to  secure  it  Their  six  infant  children  filed  a  bill  alleging  that  the  parents  had 
omitted  to  give  them  suitable  diet,  &c.  The  whole  income  of  the  trust  fund  was 
ordered  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  children.  In  re  Dalton*s 
Setdemeni,  2C  97. 

8.  Trustees^  Relief  Act — Practice.  Money  was  paid  into  court  by  the  trustees  of  a 
mairiage  settlement,  under  the  stat  10  &  11  Vict  c.  96.  A  petition  was  presented 
for  payment  of  the  money  by  a  jMurty  who  claimed  by  a  title  adverse  to  the  settlement 
Held,  that  a  bill  must  be  filed,  as  the  court  would  not  adjudicate  upon  a  conflict 
between  claimants  supporting  and  disputing  the  settlement  In  re  Fozard^s  Trust, 
xxxL  343. 

4.  SemUe,  that  the  court  will  not  assist  persons  chuming  under  parties  to  a  marriage 
settlement,  where  the  effect  of  such  interference  will  be  to  defeat  the  scope  and 
object  of  the  settlement    Duberlg  v.  Day,  xii.  268. 

5.  Bill  to  rectify  a  settlement  A  marriage  with  a  ward  of  court,  a  tenant  in  tail  of 
real  estates,  took  place  without  consent;  proposals  were  made  under  various  orders  of 
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the  court,  that  the  penonal  and  real  estate  of  its  ward  should  be  settled,  and  that  the 
income  should  be  secui«d  for  the  separate  use  of  the  wife.  A  deed  of  covenant  «m 
afterwards  executed  hj  the  husband,  and  the  income  of  the  peisonal  and  real  estates 
was  to  be  paid  to  the  wife  for  life  for  her  separate  use,  with  a  proviaon  against  antici- 
pation  as  to  the  personal  estate,  which  was  omitted  as  to  the  reols  of  the  real  estate. 
The  deeds  executed  to  bar  the  entail  and  resettle  the  estates,  according  to  the  pro- 
posals, were  informal,  and  the  wife  alieged  that  she  ezeonted  them  under  dnr^av  and 
for  fear  of  an  attachment  The  wife  separated  from  her  husband  and  charged  the 
rents  of  the  estate  with  die  pajment  of  several  aanairiea,  after  which  the  husband 
died.  Upon  a  bill  by  the  wife  to  rectify  the  settlement  and  obtain  payment  of  ths 
rents,  it  was  held,  that  the  wife  having  dealt  with  the  property  upon  tiie  footing  of  the 
settlement,  was  so  far  bound ;  and  that,  assuming  there  was  a  mistake,  the  court  would 
not  assist  her  to  defeat  transaetioas  bond  fide  entered  into  with  third  psirties  on  the 
fhith  of  the  settlement  being  oortect;  and  the  crMs4iiU  was  dismissedj  but  withosi 
costs.     Cock  T.  Clark^  xviL  871.

Defendant  employed  P.,  a  laborer,  whom  he 
had  never  before  employed,  to  cleanse  a  drain  running  under  a  highway.  P.  left  the 
drain  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  plaintiff  1  horse  fell  in.  Held^  a  CMe  of  master  and 
servant,  and  that  defendant  was  liable.    Sadler  ▼.  Henhcky  xxx.  167. 

2.  Journeyman  tailor — No  contract /or  thn^,  A  journeyman  tailor,  employed  (s  do 
any  work  given  him,  there  being  no  contract  to  serve  for  any  spedfie  dme,  bat  only 
that  he  should  work  exclusively  for  his  master  on  his  premises,  and  finish  any  job  he 
undertook,— is  a  servant  within  4  Goo.  IV.  c.  84,  a  3.    Ex  parte  Gordon^  »»».  109, 

8.  Servant  in  husbandry.  One  hired  to  serve  at  a  £um  for  a  year  as  a  dairynaid 
— ^to  assist  in  the  harvesting— to  cook  for  the  bborers,  &c.,  &e.,  is  a  "  servant  in  hus- 
bandry," within  20  Geo.  II.  c.  19.    Ex  parte  Hughes^  xxv.  228. 

4.  Servant  of  clerk  of  peace.  By  the  59  Geo.  Ill  c.  28,  two  courts  may  he  hM  at 
quarter  sessions,  and  the  clerk  of  the  peace  is  to  appoint  a  fit  and  sufficient  person  to 
record  the  proceedings  in  the  second  court  Qwere,  whether  the  person  so  appointed 
is  the  servant  of  the  deik  of  die  peace,  so  as  to  render  the  latter  liable  for  the  negli- 
gence of  the  former,  or  so  as  to  make  a  receipt  by  su(^  person,  of  a  fiine  imposed  at 
quarter  sessions,  a  receipt  by  die  clerk  of  the  peace  ?     Wildes  v.  Morris,  xiv.  181. 

5.  Fines.  Qwere,  also,  if  such  person  has  authority  to  receive  fines  imposed  at 
quarter  sessions,  so  as  therelr^  to  charge  the  clerk  of  the  peace  with  die  reedpt  of 
them?    76. 

6.  ^Vhere  such  person  had  received  in  court  a  fine  so  imposed,  and  had  handed  it 
over  to  the  undersheriff,  but  made  no  record  of  such  payment,  and  the  deik  of  the 
peace  not  knowing  that  suoh  payment  had  been  made,  inserted  the  fine  on  the  roll 
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as  VBpaid,  and  the  sheriflT  thereupon  levied  the  fine,  it  was  Meld^  that  the  deik  of  the 
peace  ma  not  bound  to  enter  the  fine  as  paid  unless  his  appointee  was  his  servantt 
aclhig  within  his  anthority.    lb, 

7.  Agreement  ereoHng  this  relation^  and  not  that  of  landlord  and  tenant.  By  an 
agreement,  not  tinder  seHl,  made  between  the  defendant,  described  as  a  common 
brewer,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  plaintiff  of  the  other  part,  recidng  that  the  defend- 
ant was  in  possession  of  a  messuage  and  premises,  wherein  the  sale  of  beer  had  been 
Ibr  eome  tane  past  curied  on  by  A  B,  on  the  defendant's  aooooat,  and  that  the  plain- 
tifiT  -wae  desirous  of  carrying  on  such  trade  and  business  for  the  defendant,  to  which 
lie  had  i^reed^  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  defimdant  sigreed,  fi>r  the  consideration 
tfiereink  stated,  that  the  plaintiff  should  enter  upon  the  said  premises  and  carry  on 
therein  such  trade  or  business  for  the  defendant,  in  the  place  and  stead  and  in  the 
game  manner  and  with  and  on  the  same  privileges  and  terms  as  the  said  A  B  had 
theretofim  done,  until  the  agreement  should  be  determined  by  the  notice  thereafter 
mentioned ;  and  the  plaintiff  thereby  agreed,  during  all  the  time  he  should  carry  on 
the  said  trade  on  the  said  premises  for  the  defendant,  that  all  beer  sold  by  him  on  the 
said  premises  should  be  had  by  him  from  the  defendant,  and  that  the  pliuntiff  should 
not  part  with  the  said  trade  or  the  occupation  of  the  said  premises  to  any  person 
without  the  license  of  the  defendant ;  and  that,  whenever  either  party  should  be  de- 
siroua  of  putting  an  end  to  the  agreement,  the  plaintiff  should,  on  recdving  from  the 
defendant  such  notice,  quit  the  said  trade  and  deliver  up  possession  of  the  said  prem- 
ieea,  and  diould  be  at  liberty  to  leave  the  said  trade  and  quit  the  occupation  of  the 
aaid  premises,  on  giving  one  month's  notice  to  the  defendant  Htld^  that  this  did  not 
create  the  relation  of  landlord  and  tenant  between  the  parties,  but  that  the  occupation 
of  the  plaintiff  was  that  of  servant  to  the  defendant  Mayhew  v.  Suttie^  zxviii.  266 ; 
a.  c  xzvi  199. 

IL  Liability  of  Mcuierfor  acts  of  Servant, 

1.  General  doctrine  of  liability,  A  master  is  liable  for  the  negligent  or  tortious 
acta  of  his  servant,  when  done  in  the  course  of  his  employment ;  but  he  is  not  liable 
if  the  acts  are  wilful,  or  unauthorised  and  not  in  the  course  of  his  employment  Note 
to  MkckeU  v.  Cntumdler,  xvL  448. 

2»  Ne^igent  driving  of  carman  not  at  the  time  in  masten'  employ.  It  was  the  duty 
of  die  defendants'  carman  after  having  delivered  his  masters'  goods  for  the  day  to 
retam  to  Uieir  house,  get  the  key  of  the  stable,  and  put  up  their  horse  and  cart  in  a 
inews  in  an  adjoining  street  On  his  return  one  evening  he  got  the  key,  but  instead 
of  g<Hng  to  the  mews,  and  without  the  deliendants'  leave,  he  drove  a  fellow  servant  in 
an  opponte  direction,  and  on  his  way  back  injured  the  plaintiff  by  his  negligent  driv- 
ing.    HMy  that  the  defendants  were  not  liable.    lb, 

8.  The  declaration  also  stated,  that  whilst  die  plaintiff  was  crossing  a  certain  street, 
the  defendants,  by  their  servant,  negligently  drove  and  injured  the  plaintiff.  Heldy 
that  the  defendants,  under  not  guihy,  might  show  that  the  driver  was  not  at  that  time 
acting  as  their  servant    A. 

4.  Liability  ofboarding4iou$e  keeper  for  negligence  ofeervant — Duty  a*  to  employing 
servants.  The  keeper  of  a  boarding-house  agreed  to  furnish  attendance ;  a  servant 
being  sent  on  an  errand  by  a  guest,  in  the  evening,  left  the  front  door  ajar,  and  a 
thief  entered  and  stole  a  box  belonging  to  ^e  guest  On  an  action  by  the  guest  fi>r 
the  Talne  of  the  box,  the  jury  found  for  the  defendant  on  the  general  issue  of  **  not 
guilty.*  Heldj  by  the  court,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  defendant  to  take  such  care 
of  her  house  and  the  things  of  her  guests  in  it  as  every  prudent  householder  would 
take ;  and,  by  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  and  Coleridge,  J.,  that  if  there  had  been  a 
want  of  due  and  reasonable  care,  it  was  inunaterial  whether  the  negligent  a^  was  that 
of  the  defendant  or  her  servant,  even  though  every  care  had  been  taken  ixRmploying 
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vach  Bcn:aDt;  but,  hy  Wi^^itmaii,  J.,  and  Erie,  J^  that  her  duty  extended  only  to 
care  in  employing  none  but  trustworthy  servants ;  if  that  had  been  done,  the  defend- 
ant was  not  liable  for  the  single  act  of  negligence  by  the  servant  Knle  for  new  trial 
discharged.    Dansey  ▼.  Richardson^  xzt.  76. 

5.  Liability  of  harbor  commissioners  for  negligence  of  master  of  sl£amriug.  The 
plaintiff's  vessel  received  damage  through  the  negligence  of  the  master  of  a  flteam- 
tug  towing  it  in  the  harbor  of  N.  By  an  act  of  parliament,  which  appointed  com* 
missioners  of  the  harbor,  it  had  been  provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
commissioners  to  provide  steam-tugs,  and  that  any  person  requiring  a  towing-Tessel 
should  pay  to  the  commissioners  such  compensation  as  the  commissioners  should  fix. 
An  arrangement  had  been  entered  into,  that  the  proprietors  should  empUiy  their 
boats  at  reduced  charges,  and  that  the  commissioners  should  pay  them  a  compensation 
for  the  reduction.  The  steam-tugs  had  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the  harbor- 
master, who  was  authorized  by  the  act  to  give  directions  respecting  the  management 
of  vessels  in  the  harbor.  The  plaintiff  recovered  judgment  for  the  injury  to  his  vofsd 
against  the  commissioners,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  responsible  for  the  negli- 
gence of  the  master  of  the  tug.  Held,  on  appeal,  that  the  judgment  ought  to  be 
reversed,  as  on  no  inferences  of  &cts  that  could  legitimately  be  drawn  from  the  case, 
could  the  judgment  of  the  county  court  have  been  arrived  at  without  an  error  in  law. 
Cuthberison  v.  Parsons j  x.  521. 

6.  Tortious  act  of  servant  not  authorized  or  ratified  by  master — Arrest  in  railway 
train — Excursion  ticket — Trespass  for  false  imprisonment.  Plaintiff  bought  an  ex- 
cursion ticket  on  the  railway  of  defendants,  having  been  misinformed  by  the  ticket  clerk 
as  to  the  time  of  the  return  of  the  train.  Returning  in  a  train  at  the  time  directed  by 
the  clerk,  he  gave  up  his  ticket,  when  the  person  in  charge  of  the  train,  informing 
him  that  he  ought  not  to  have  gone  by  that  train,  demanded  2s.  Sd.  more.  Payment 
being  refused,  a  railway  servant  and  the  superintendent  took  the  plaindff  into  custody. 
The  point  disputed  being  the  admissibility  of  certain  evidence,  and  the  question 
whether  there  was  evidence  for  the  jury  of  the  railway  servant,  who  made  the  arrest, 
being  a  servant  of  the  defendants,  it  was  held  that,  at  all  events,  there  being  no  proof 
of  the  defendants  having  the  power  of  arresting  the  plaintiff,  there  was  no  evidence 
of  their  having  expressly  or  impliedly  authorized  or  ratified  the  arrest  made  by  the 
railway  servant,  and  therefore  that  the^  were  not  liable  for  his  tortious  act  Roe  v. 
The  Birkenheadj  if  c.  Railway  Co.  vii  546. 

7.  Unlawful  act  done  by  servant  of  contractor  employed  to  do  iL  Where  a  person  b 
employed  to  do  an  unlawful  act,  by  which  an  injury  is  occasioned  to  a  third  person, 
the  employer  b  liable  to  an  action  for  such  injury,  though  the  party  employed  be  a 
contractor,  and  the  act  that  of  hb  servants.  ElUs  y.  The  Sheffield  Gets  Consumers 
Co.  xxii.  198. 

8.  Negligence  of  sulhcontractor.  A  railway  company  entered  into  a  contract  with 
A  to  construct  a  branch  line ;  A  contracted  with  B  to  erect  a  tubular  bridge,  parcel 
of  the  works.  B  had  a  surveyor,  C,  whom  he  piud  by  a  salaiy  of  250/.  a  year  to 
attend  to  his  general  business ;  and  after  obtidning  the  contract  for  the  bridge,  con- 
tracted with  C  to  provide  the  necessary  scaffolding,  fi>r  which  he  was  to  receive  402. 
irrespective  of  hb  salary,  B  to  fumbh  the  requbite  materials,  including  lights.  One 
of  the  poles  of  the  scaffold  rested  on  a  highway,  and  oaring  to  the  want  of  sufficient 
light  to  warn  the  passers-by,  D  stumbled  over  the  pole  and  vras  injured;  subse- 
quent to  which  additional  lights  were  placed  on  the  spot,  and  B  paid  for  them. 
Held,  that  B  was  not  liable,  and  that  D*s  remedy  lay  ag^nst  C.  Knight  v.  Fox^  L 
477. 

9.  Servant  committing  public  nuisance.  If  A  employs  another  to  do  a  lawfal  act, 
and  he  in  doing  it  commits  a  public  nuisance,  A  b  not  responsible.  Aliter,  if  the 
act  to  begone  necessarily  involves  the  committing  a  public  nuisance.  Peochejf  ▼. 
Rowland^tn,  442. 
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'  10.  In  America,  the  cases  are  generally,  though  not  nnifi>nnly,  m  favor  of  the  re- 
sponsibilify  of  A.     See  note.    See  also  Orerton  y.  Freeman,  viii.  479. 

III.  Mutual  RiglUs  and  Duties  ;  Enticement  of  SerwmU 

1.  Governess — Determination  of  service,  A  goyemess  is  not  within  the  role  appli- 
cable to  menial  or  domestic  servants,  that  upon  a  general  hiring,  the  service  may  be 
determined  by  a  month's  notice  or  payment  of  a  month's  wages.  7\>dd  v.  Kerrichy 
xiv.  433. 

2.  Truck  Act.  Qucere,  if  employers  of  workmen  are  also  interested  as  partners  in 
a  shop  for  the  sale  of  goods  adjoining  or  near  to  the  office  where  the  men's  wages  are 
paid,  and  wages  are  expended  there  in  goods,  whether  they  can  be  recovered  as 
having  been  paid  in  violation  of  the  Track  Act  ?  Serntte,  they  can,  if  any  constraint 
has  been  used  by  the  employers  to  induce  the  workmen  to  spend  their  wages  at  their 
diop.     (Hding  v.  Smith,  xi.  424. 

3.  Refusal  to  employ  servant  according  to  agreement — Damages.  Declaration  that 
plaintiff  agreed  to  enter' into  defendant's  service  as  courier,  fix>m  a  certain  day, 
defendant  agreeing  to  start  on  a  journey  of  three  months  at  least  on  that  day,  and 
pay  certain  wages.  Before  the  day  arrived,  defendant  refused  to  fulfil  the  contract, 
at  any  time,  and  the  action  was  at  once  brought  Held,  that  pkdntiff  was  not  bound 
to  wait  ^  the  day  came,  but  could  maintain  tins  action.  In  assessing  damages  in 
socb  a  case  the  jury  are  justified  in  looking  at  all  that  had  happened  or  was  likely  to 
happen  down  to  the  day  of  trial,  to  increase  or  mitigate  the  plaintiff's  loss.  Hochster 
T.  De  Latour,  xx.  157.  - 

4.  Voluntary  service,  A  person  who  voluntarily  undertakes  a  duty  for  a  railway 
company,  and  receives  an  injury  caused  by  the  want  of  another  person  to  assist  him, 
is  not  entitled  to  recover  from  his  employers  a  compensation  for  the  injury.  Skip  v. 
The  Eaetem  Counties  Railway  Co,  xxiv.  396. 

5.  Miner  lotted  hy  stone  falling  from  roof  of  mine — Question  for  jury.  In  an  action 
by  the  widow  of  A,  a  miner,  to  recover  compensation  for  his  death,  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  defendants,  his  employers,  it  appeared  from  the 
plaintiff's  evidence  that  A  worked  in  the  main  road  of  the  pit,  taking  out  coal  there ; 
that  he  had  oflen  complained  of  a  large  stone  in  the  roof,  which  was  in  a  dangerous 
position ;  that  on  the  morning  of  the  accident  defendants'  manager  had  said  thera 
was  no  danger,  but  promised  to  remove  it,  and  had  sent  two  men  to  do  this ;  that  on 
reaching  the  spot,  they  found  A  filling  his  hutch  with  coals,  and  they  waited  till  he 
sbonld  finish  it,  bat  before  that  had  been  done  the  stone  fell  and  killed  A.  There 
was  conflicting  evidence  as  to  whether  the  men  told  A  to  fill  his  hutch  first,  before 
ihey  wonld  remove  the  stone,  or  whether  A,  for  his  own  benefit,  asked  the  men  to 
wait  till  he  filled  it  Held,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  session  in  Scotland, 
that  there  was  evidence  to  go  to  the  jury ;  and  the  two  questions  for  them  were — 
first,  was  the  stone  negligently  allowed  by  defendants  to  remain  in  a  dangerous  posi- 
tion too  long;  and,  secondly,  did  A  lose  his  life  in  consequence  of  that  negligence, 
and  not  in  consequence  of  his  own  rashness.    Paterson  v.  Wallace,  xxviiL  48. 

6.  Workman  not  to  incur  extraordinary  danger.  Where  a  master  is  employing  a 
servant  in  a  work,  he  is  bound  to  take  all  reasonable  precaution  that  there  shall  be  no 
extraoi-dinary  danger  incurred -by  the  workman.    Per  Lord  Cran  worth.    76. 

7.  Accident  to  one  servant  by  fault  of  another.  The  master  is  liable  to  third  persons 
for  accidents  occasioned  by  the  neglect  of  his  servants,  but  is  not  liable  to  his  ser- 
vants for  an  injury  caused  by  the  fault  of  their  fellow-servant    Per  Lord  Cranworth. 

8.  Grounds  of  dismissaL  The  declaration  stated  that  the  plaintiff  entered  into  the 
service  of  the  defendant  for  a  term  of  three  years,  under  an  agreement  that  h6f 
llie  plaintiff,  would  daring  that  time  use  his  best  endeavors  to  promote  the  interests 
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of  the  defendant,  and  woild  attend  to  and  cany  oat  all  reaflonaUe  reqneete.  Hidd^ 
in  an  action  for  wrongful  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  teim  that  a  plea  that  ihb 
plaintiff  did  not  whilst  in  the  defendant's  employ  use  his  best  endeavors  to  pTomote 
the  interests  of  the  defendant  aoeording  to  the  agreement,  wherefore  he  was  dis- 
missed)  disclosed  a  good  defence,  although  the  plea  would  have  been  held  bad  on 
special  demurrer.    Arding  t.  Lomax,  xxviii.  543. 

9.  Non-interference  bv  court  of  chancery.  Under  a  contract  of  hiring  and  service, 
containing  stipulations  of  such  a  nature  that  specific  perfbnnance  conk)  not  be  en- 
forced, the  court  of  chancery  will  not  restrain  the  employer  from  excluding,  or  enjoui 
him  to  retain,  a  servant,  agent,  or  manager.  SenMe^  even  i^  ^ere  has  heeti  no 
breach  of  covenant  by  the  latter.    Blocker  v.  Broekelbank,  v.  67. 

10.  Losi  of  iervanfs  luggage  on  raiUoag — Action  in  his  own  name,  A  eervanl 
travelling  with  his  master  on  a  railway  may  have  an  action  in  his  own  name  against 
the  railway  company  fin*  the  loss  of  his  luggage,  although  the  master  took  and  paid  te 
his  ticket    Marshall  v.  The  York,  Sfc.  RaUway  Co.  vii.  519. 

11.  Contract  for  exelunoeper$onal  service — Enticement  of  opera  Mnger.  Defendant 
prevailed  upon  J.  W.,  a  dnmatic  singer,  to  break  ber  contract  to  sing  at  plaintifini 
theatre,  and  not  elsewhere,  during  a  certain  tem ;  accordingly,  J.  W.  refused  to  sing 
there  during  any  part  of  tibe  term.  Heldf  that  the  action  was  maintainable  at  oommon 
law,  as  the  maUciously  procuring  J.  W.  to  break  her  contract  was  a  wrongful  act  fram 
which  damage  accrued  to  the  plaintiff;  that  the  rule  of  law  giving  a  ranedy  fbt  en« 
ticing  away  servants,  is  not  confined  to  menial  servants,  or  to  such  as  taJH  within  the 
statute  of  laborers,  but  extends  to  ail  cases  where  there  is  an  unlawful  or  malicioos 
enticing  away  of  a  person  employed  to  give  his  exclusive  personal  service  for  a  given 
time  under  the  direction  o£  an  employer  who  is  injured  by  the  wrongful  act,  and 
whether  the  emjdoyee  had  actually  entered  upon  his  duties  or  not  SemNe,  (per 
Crompton,  J.,)  tliat  the  contract  need  not  be  for  exclusive  service.  Ooleridge,  J^ 
contr&.  The  persuading,  &c.,  is  not  aclaonaUe;  the  general  rale  of  law  confining  the 
remedy  for  breach  of  contract  to  the  contracting  parties.  The  case  of  master  and  ser- 
vant is  excepted  by  a  special  statute,  and  this  case  is  not  within  it  LtmUey  v.  Grye, 
XX.  168. 

MERGER. 

1.  Primd  facie  when  a  person  conveys  or  settles  an  estate,  he  means  to  include  ia 
the  conveyance  every  interest  which  he  can  part  with,  and  which  he  does  not  except. 
Johnson  V.  Webster,  xxxi.  98. 

2.  Owner  of  estate,  hamng  charge  upon  it — Intermediate  estate.  When  the  owner 
of  an  estate  has  also  a  charge  upon  k,  and  there  is  some  intermediate  clunge  or 
estate  between  his  own  eharge  and  his  ownership  in  fee,  it  may  be  reasonable  to  say/ 
that  without  some  special  act,  no  presumption  can  be  made  of  an  intention  to  raeige 
the  charge  in  the  fee,  for  that  mi^t  be  against  the  interest  of  the  owner,  by  ]ettiii§^ 
in  the  intermediate  estate ;  but  where  the  intermediate  estate  is  created  by  the  act 
of  the  owner  himself,  this  reasoning  has  no  application,    lb, 

3.  Reversion  in  fee  descending  upon  tenant  for  l\fe  under  mUr^^Bar  of  eontm^efif 
remainder.  A,  by  will,  took  a  life-estate  in  certain  premises,  vrith  a  continent 
mainder  in  B.  The  reversion  in  fee  of  the  same  premises  descended  to  A,  at  the 
time,  as  the  immediate  heir  at  law  of  the  testator.  Hdd,  that  the  devolving  df  both 
estates  upon  A  at  the  same  time,  did  not  operate  as  a  mei^r  so  as  to  bar  B's  con- 
tingent remainder ;  but  that  a  deed  by  A  to  such  uses  as  required  a  union  of  the  two 
estates  would,  if  well  executed,  operate  as  such  a  merger.  Bancks  v.  (Hlerton,  xxvL 
508. 

4.  Whether  a  declaration  in  a  separate  instrument,  that  a  bond  given  upon  an 
original  simple  contract  debt  was  not  to  operate  as  a  release,  can  prevent  the  legal 
effect  of  merger,  qucere,     Ou>en  v.  Hbmanf  liL  112. 
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j^  A  term  for  yean  anigned  by  way  of  morl;gage  by  the  le»ee  to  the  lessor  is 
merged*     CiHtee  ▼.  Richardsonj  viiL  498. 

6.  Merger  of  a  ehai^  in  the  inheritance  is  not  to  be  assumed,  if  it  wotdd  be 
oontrasy  to  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  the  estate  and  charge*  Dtwis  t.  Barrett, 
xi.  317. 

MINES. 

1.  Mutual  rights  of  owners  of  surface  and  of  mines.  When  the  sur&ce  of  land 
bdoBgs  to  one  man,  and  the  nmierab  belong  to  another,  no  eridenoe  of  title  appear* 
ixig  to  regulate  or  qualify  thenr  rights  of  enjojrment,  the  owner  of  the  minerals 
cannot  remove  them  without  leaving  support  sufficient  to  maintain  the  surface  in  its 
naioral  state.  The  owner  of  the  surface  close/  while  unincumbered  by  buildings 
and  in  its  natural  state,  is  entitled  to  have  it  supported  by  the  subjacent  iBineral 
strata;  and  if  the  surface  subsides  and  is  injured  by  the  removal  of  these  strata, 
although  the  operation  of  removal  may  not  have  been  conducted  negligently  nor 
contrajy  to  the  custom  of  the  country,  the  owner  of  the  surfiice  may  nuuntain  an 
action  against  the  owner  of  the  minerals  for  the  damage  sustained  by  the  subsidence. 
Humphries  v.  Brogden,  L  241.    See  also  Jeffries  v.  WiUMmM,  L  488. 

2.  The  mutual  ri^ts  of  the  owners  of  the  surface  and  of  the  subjacent  mines  may 
be  varied  by  express  stipulation.  They  were  held  not  to  be  varied  by  a  deed 
reaerving  the  mines,  with  full  power  to  do  «very  thing  needful  or  convenient  for 
-working  them,  the  grantor  paying  to  the  grantee  treble  damages  for  any  loss  sus- 
tained thereby.  The  entire  removal  of  all  the  coal,  leaving  the  surface  unsupported, 
was  hdd  not  necessary,  and  contrary  to  the  approved  practice  at  the  date  of  the 
reservation,  (1671,)  to  which  period  a  plea  was  held  to  refer,  that  defendants  acted 
in  accordance  with  the  approved  practice.    Smart  v.  Morton,  xxx.  886. 

3.  Mutual  rights  of  lessees  of  cool  mines  and  alum  mines,  A  lease  of  alum  mines 
gave  the  lessee  the  light  to  obtiun  alum  from  certmn  coal  wastes.  A  subsequent 
lease  of  the  coal  mines  provided  that  nothing  thereby  granted  should  injure  the 
rights  of  the  parties  who  held  the  alum  mines.  The  alum  existed  in  strata  above 
tlie  coal  wastes.  The  coal  lessees  could  not  thoroughly  work  the  coal  without  remov- 
ing the  pillars  which  supported  the  roof;  but  by  doing  this,  the  alum  would-  bo 
rendered  impossiUe  to  be  reached.  Held,  that  the  coal  pillars  could  not  be  removed. 
The  Earl  of  Glasgow  v.  The  Hurlet  and  Campsie  Alum  Co*  viiL  18.

A  mcHtgagor  In  posseanoa 
distrained  for  rent  accruing  due  after  the  mortgage,  but  ihe  notice  of  disHresB 
described  the  rent  as  due  to  himself  Held,  in  replevin,  that  he  could  make  oogni- 
zance  as  the  bailiff  of  the  mortgagee.     IVent  v.  Hunt,  zxii.  546. 

II.  Of  the  Mortgagee. 

1.  lAahility  of  mortgagee  when  in  part  possession  of  premises.  A  mortgagee  in  pos- 
session of  part,  and  allowing  the  mortgagor  to  retain  possession  of  the  rest,  is  not,  at 
the  suit  of  a  subsequent  incumbrancer,  to  be  charged  constructavely,  as  in  possesaon 
of  the  whole.

2.  Right  of  mortgagee  to  maintain  action  for  use  and  occupation.  A  mortgagee  who 
has  never  been  seised  or  in  actual  possesaon  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  cannot  mttu- 
tain  an  action  of  trespass,  or  use  and  occupation.

3.  Paying  off  mortgage — Mortgagee  must  state  his  account.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
a  notice  to  pay  off  mortgage  money,  the  mortgagees  are  bound  to  know  and  to  state 
the  amount  due  for  principal,  interest,  and  costs.  And  if  the  mortgagees  refuse  to 
receive  the  amount  tendered  by  the  mortgagor  as  due  for  principal,  interest,  and 
costs,  they  do  so  at  their  own  risk.

4.  LiabUity  of  mortgagee  in  possession.  Where  a  tenant  for  life  has  a  mortgage 
upon  the  inheritance,  and  an  account  is  directed  to  be  taken  between  him  and  the 
remainder-man  of  the  rents  received,  and  the  interest  on  the  mortgage,  such  tenant 
for  life  cannot,  excepting  upon  special  grounds,  be  charged  with  wilful  de&ult  as  in 
the  case  of  a  mortgagee  in  possession.    Kensington  v.  Bouverie,  xxxi.  345. 

5.  Title  of  mortgagees  not  better  than  mortgagors.  Solicitors  for  trustees  for  sale, 
purchased  part  of  the  trust  property  and  mortgaged  it  to  A  and  B.  The  porchaae 
was  set  aside.  Heldy  that  A  and  B,  who  had  notice  of  the  relation  in  which  their 
mortgagors  stood  to  the  vendors,  could  claim  no  better  title  than  their  mortgagors.

6.  Arrears  of  interest — Tacking  covenant  against  heir.  Where  there  is  a  mortgage 
of  land,  and  a  covenant  by  the  mortgagor,  for  himself  and  his  heirs,  to  pay  the 

.mortgage  money  and  interest,  if  there  has  been  no  payment  for  a  long  period,  the 
land  is  only  charged  with  six  years'  arrears  of  interest  under  the  3  &  4  Will.  IV. 
<c.  27,  a  42,  but  twenty  years'  arrears  may  be  recovered  by  an  action  on  the  covenant, 
under  the  3  &  4  Will  IV.  c.  42,  s.  3.  In  such  a  case,  in  a  suit  by  the  heir  of  the  mort- 
gagor to  redeem,  the  mortgagee  may  tack  the  personal  liability  on  the  covenant  as 
against  the  heir.

7.  Covenant  to  insure — Right  to  policy  moneys,    A  lessee  who  had  covenanted  to 
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inBore  against  fire  in  the  joint  names  d  himself  and  his  leMor,  irith  a  proriso  that 
the  poGcy  mone^rs  shonld  be  expended  in  reinstating  the  premises,  assigned  them 
hj  way  of  mortgage,  with  a  power  of  sale  under  which  the  mortgagee  sold.  The 
mortgage-deed  did  not  notice  the  policy.  The  premises  were  subs^uently  damaged 
hy  fire,  and  were  reinstated  by  the  mortgagee.  On  a  claim  filed  by  the  mortgagee 
and  his  rendee,  the  mortgagor  was  decreed  to  deliver  up  the  policy  and  join  with 
the  lessor  in  signing  the  receipt  to  the  insurance  office  to  enable  the  mortgagee  to 
leoeiye  the  money  payable  under  the  policy.    Gcurdm  r.  Ingram^  xxiii.  408. 

8.  Aetwnfor  metnt  profiU,  A  party  having  nunrlgaged  his  premises  to  the  plain- 
tiff in  1846,  and  being  aUowed  to  remain  in  possesnon,  let  them,  in  1848,  to  the 
defendant.  In  October,  1849,  the  pUintiff,  without  having  made  an  entvy  on  the 
premises,  or  having  been  otherwise  in  possession,  brought  ejectment  against  the  defend- 
ant, who  gave  his  consent  to  a  judge's  order  dated  tha  81st  of  October.  The  order 
direeted  proceedings  to  be  stayed  till  the  15th  of  November  then  next,  the  tenant 
IB  possession  undertaking  on  that  day  to  give  up  possession  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that 
in  de&olt  the  plaintifi'  should  be  at  liberty  to  sign  final  judgment  and  issue  execu- 
tion against  the  tenant  for  the  costs  of  such  judgment,  execution,  writ  of  possesnon, 
eosts  of  levy,  &c.    On  the  15th  of  November  the  phuntiff  fint  entered  into  possesnon 

*of  the  premises,  and  brought  an  action  for  mesne  profits  accrued  between  November, 
1848,  and  the  15th  of  November,  1849.  HM^  that  the  plaintiff  not  having  been  in 
poesession  of  the  premises  prior  to  the  15th  of  November,  could  not  maintain  the 
action,  his  entry  not  having  relation  back  to  his  title  as  mortgagee.  Litchfield  r.

UL  Forechture  of  Mortgage. 

1.  Mortgagee  with  power  of  sale»  A  mortgagee  of  a  revemonary  interest  in  stock 
in  the  public  funds,  with  a  power  of  sale,  cannot  be  called  on  to  submit  to  a  decree 
for  sale,  but  may  proceed  by  bill  for  fi>reclosure ;  and  is  entitled  to  a  decree  in  the 
common  form  for  an  account,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  for  foreclosure.  Wayne  t.

2.  Diicretion  of  court.  The  court  has  a  discretion,  under  the  15  k  Is'Vicl 
c  86,  s.

8.  BUI  of  foreclosure  by  sub-mortgagee — Represeniaiioe  of  mortgagee  vnknoum.  A 
sub-mortgagee  filed  a  bill  of  foreclosure ;  the  mortgagee  had  died  and  his  representa- 
tive was  unknoim.  Held,  that  the  court  could  not,  under  sect  44  of  the  Chancery 
Amendment  Act,  direct  the  suit  to  proceed  in  the  absence  of  a  representative  of 
the  mortgagee,  against  whose  estate  a  decree  was  asked.

15.  A  decree  for  a  foreclosure,  where  a  subsequent  incumbrancer  is  discovered, 
may  be  had  on  a  supplemental  claim.

mortgage  to  C  in  the  mean  time,  paying  her  off  with  1,200/.,  part  of  the  1,500/.,  *Mn 
discharge  of  her  said  mortgage,^  but  stipulating  to  have  the  full  benefit  of  her  mort- 
gage security.  On  a  bill  filed  by  B  against  A  and  D  fo  payment  or  fbreclosure,  it  was 
heldf  reversing  the  decree  below  upon  both  points,  fint,  that  the  1,200/.  debt  was  not 
so  extinguished  by  the  payment  by  D  to  C  as  to  deprive  D  of  his  priority  on  the 
estate  Y ;  secondly,  that  D  could  not  redeem  B*s  interest  in  the  estate  Y  on  payment 
of  400/.  only,  but  must  pay  the  debt  of  200/.  as  welL  Watts  v.  <Symes,  viii.

S.  Mortgage  to  building  society-^Terms  of  redemption.  H  a  mortgage  be  given  to  a 
bmlding  society  to  secure  the  payment  of  ftiture  contributions,  the  mortgagor  cannot 
redeem  by  paying  the  advances  made  to  him  minus  the  subscriptions  paid.

4.  The  owner  of  shares  in  a  benefit  building  society  gave  a  mortgage  security  on 
leasehcdds  for  sums  advanced  to  him  by  the  society  in  respect  of  his  shares ;  he  subse- 
quently gave  notice  of  his  desire  to  redeem  the  mortgaged  premises,  and  a  difference 
having  arisen  as  to  the  terms  of  redemption,  he  filed  a  claim.  The  Lord  Chancellor 
made  a  decree  for  redamption,  directing  the  tenns  thereof.  Fleming  v.  Self,  xxviL

5.  Settlement — Ajyiointment — Right  of  redemption.  By  a  deed  of  settlement,  lands 
were  conveyed  to  such  use  as  W.  R.  and  his  wife  should  appoint ;  and  in  default  of 
SQcb  i^jpointment,  to  W.  R.  the  younger.  W.  R.  and  his  wife  appointed  several  times, 
by  way  of  mortgage,  with  provisos  for  reconveyance  to  the  fiirmer  uses ;  and  at  length 
iqipointed,  with  a  power  of  sale,  and  a  proviso  for  reconveyance  to  W.  R.  and  his 
wife  ia  fte.  W.  R.  survived  his  wife,  and  sold  his  supposed  equity  of  redemption. 
On  a  bill  filed  by  parties  claiming  under  the  trusts  of  the  original  settlement,  against 
the  lepraseatatives  and  other  persons  claiming  under  W.  R.,  it  was  held,  that  under 
the  last  mortgage  deed,  W.  R.  and  his  wife  did  not  take  an  absohxte  fee  in  the  equity 
of  redemption ;  and,  therefine,  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  redeem  against  the 
rqpraeeatatives  of  the  purchaser,  the  intention  to  alter  the  original  devolution  of  the 
estate  not  being  sufficiently  apparent  Whitbread  v.  Smith,  xxiii.

4.  Petition  for  sale.  The  court  will  not,  upon  an  interlocutory  application,  direct  a 
sale  of  a  mortgaged  estate  under  the  terms  of  the  48th  section  of  the  Chancery  Proced- 
ure Amendment  Act     Wayn  v.  Lewis,  xxi.  b(n. 

5.  Upon  a  claim  by  an  equitable  mortgagee  against  a  mortgagor, 'asking  for  a  sale, 
and  also  that  the  several  other  mortgagees  might  be  summoned  before  the  Master,  or 
that  a  decree  might  be  made  to  ascertain  what  mortgages  there  were,  and  their 
priorities,  the  court  refused  the  order.    Burgess  v.  Sturgis,  viii.  270. 

6.  Effect  of  assignment  upon  power  of  sale,  A  mortgage  contained  a  power  of 
sale.  The  mortgage  was  transferred,  with  the  benefit  of  all  provisos,  &c.,  contained 
therein.  The  mortgagor  concurred  and  covenanted  to  pay  a  different  sum  on  a 
different  day.  Held,  that  the  power  of  sale  still  existed,  and  that  a  good  title  could  be 
made  upon  a  sale  under  the  power.

VI.   Of  Receivers  in  case  of  Mortgage.

3.  Receiver  for  payment  of  incumbrances-^BiU  by  subsequent  incumbrancer — PerHtS' 
Where  a  mortgagor,  who  had  only  a  life-interest,  bid,  by  arrangement  -^ith  Xhetevenl 
incimibrancers  on  the  mortgaged  property,  a{^inted  a  receiver  of  the  xents^  *^ 
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profitBy  wliich  it  was  agreed  between  all  the  parties  he  should  apply  in  keeping  down 
the  sererai  incumbrances,  and  pay  over  the  surplus  to  the  mortgagor ;  on  a  bill  filed 
by  a  subsequent  incumbrancer  against  the  receiver  and  the  mortgagor,  praying  that 
the  receiver  might  be  restrained  from  paying  over  the  surplus  of  the  said  rents,  &c., 
to  the  said  mortgagor,  and  that  he  might  pay  them  into  court,  to  l»a  applied  in 
satisfaction  of  the  plaintiff's  debt,  and  praying  a  foreclosure  or  a  sale  in  default  of 
payment  of  the  residue  of  his  debt  by  the  mortgagor,  it  was  hddf  that,  though  the 
bill  could  be  maintained  against  the  receiver,  it  was  defective  by  reason  of  the 
prior  incumbrancers  (to  whom  he  was  bound  to  account,  and  who  might  therefore 
institute  another  suit  against  him  foi^the  same  object)  not  being  made  parties.  Leave 
was  given  to  amend.    Ford  v.  Rackham,  zxiii.  622. 

4.  Receiver — Judgment  creditors.  Where  judgment  creditors  had  duly  taken  out 
writs  of  eleffit,  but  possession  could  not  be  given  by  the  sheriff  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  prior  outstanding  mortgages,  the  mortgagees  being  alleged  not  to  be  in 
possesnon,  and  to  refuse  to  take  possession,  the  court  appointed  a  receiver  of  the 
mortgagied  premises,  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  mortgagees,  the  prior 
incumbrancers.

5.  Appointment  of  receiver,  A  receiver  was  granted  after  decree  against  a  first  and 
third  mortgagee  in  possession,  on  the  application  of  the  second  mortgagee,  a  co-defend- 
ant, it  not  appearing  from  the  afiidavit  of  the  first-named  mortgagee  that  any  thing 
remained  due  on  the  first  mortgage.    HUes  v.  Moore ^  xv.  ISO. 

^  "VII.  Priority  of  Ihcumhrances, 

1.  Mutual  rights  of  legal  and  equitable  mortgagee,  A  legal  mortgagee  will  not  be 
postponed  to  a  prior  equitable  one,  on  the  ground  of  not  having  got  in  the  title-deeds, 
unless  there  has  been  fraud  or  gross  or  wilful  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  legal 
mortgagee.    Hewitt  y,  Loosemore^  ix.  35. 

2.  One  party  having  a  charge  on  freehold  and  copyhold  estate,  and  another  party 
on  the  freehold  estate  only,  it  was  held^  that  the  latter  was  entitled  to  require  that  the 
former  should  b^  satisfied  out  of  the  copyhold  estate,  so  far  as  it  would  extend.  Tidd 
T.  Lister,  xvii.  560,  and  xxiii.  278. 

3.  Notice  of  prior  incumbrance.    Where  the  question  was,  whether  a  mortgagee  had 
>  notice  of  a  prior  judgment  applicable  to  the  property,  and  it  was  proved  that  the  clerk 

of  the  mortgagee's  scdicitor  examined  the  records  fin*  such  prior  judgments,  but  could 
not  snwear  what  report  he  made  to  the  solicitor,  it  was  heldy  that  the  mortgagee  had 
Bofiicient  notice  of  the  prior  judgments  which  existed,  and  were  recorded  in  the  books 
ezamined  by  the  clerk,  and  this  notice  affected  a  subsequent  purchaser  of  the  mort- 
gaged proper^  from  the  mortgagee.    Procter  v.  Cooper ^  xxxi.  216. 

4.  Effect  of  concurrence  of  prior  incumbrancer  in  puisne  incumhrance,  1£  a 
widow  who  has  a  charge  on  her  husband's  estate,  is  also  one  of  the  trustees  of  his  will, 
whereby  it  is  directed  that  a  sum  shall  be  raised  for  her  benefit,  and,  subject  thereto, 
the  estates  shall  be  conveyed  as  A  shall  appoint,  and  A  mortgages  the  estate  to  secure 
the  repayment  of  a  sum  of  nuMiey,  and,  by  the  direction  of  A,  the  widow  and  her  co- 
trustee convey  to  the  mortgagee,  on  trust  for  sale,  &c.,  such  mortgage  does  not  pass  the 
beneficial  interest  of  the  widow,  but  her  concurrence  therein,  without  reserving  her 
priority^  postpones  her  charge  until  after  the  mortgage.    Stronge  v.  ITati^e^j'^LxviL

5.  Arrears  of  interest — Repairs — First  and  second  tenants  for  life.  A  second 
tenant  fi:>r  life  of  an  estate  subject  to  a  mortgage  is  not  liable  to  discharge  out  of  his 
income  arrears  of  interest  accruing  during  the  life  of  the  first  tenant  for  life ;  but  if  he 
liag  expended  money  in  repairs  which  should  have  been  executed  by  the  first  tenant 
far  life,  he  ia  not  entitled  to  have  them  charged  on  the  inheritance,  no  case  of  wilful 
waste  hy  the  fi>rmer  tenant  having  been  made  out    Sharshaw  v.  Gibbs,  xxiii.  381. 
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6.  Prior  to  An  action  on  a  poGc^r  against  a  goarantee  compa&^r  hf  tiie  nioitgageea  of 
the  policy,  the  mortgagees  charged  their  interest  in  the  policy  in  &iror  d  a  bsok ;  and, 
pending  the  proceedings  in  the  action,  application  was  made  to  the  hnA  hj  the 
attorneys  to  make  them  some  advances  for  carrying  on  the  actioD.  The  bank  did  nol 
make  those  advances,  whereupon  the  mortgagees  asngned  their  property,  indndingtbe* 
policy,  to  tmstees  for  their  creditors,  who  sold  the  policy  to  B^  wlio  made  wAnxse^ 
exceeding  the  costs  recovered.  Hdd,  (dissentiente,  Snr  Knight  Brace,  L.  J.)  that  Ae 
Omission  of  the  iM^nk  to  furnish  f\inds  was  not  a  ground  of  postponing  its  interest  in 
the  policy  to  that  of  B.,  bat  that  the  bank  was  bound  to  pay  B.  his  adTanoes,  widi 
interest    Myers  v.  The  United  Ghtarantee,  f^e,  Co,  xxxL  53S. 

7.  A  tenant  for  life,  in  possession,  having  power  to  charge  the  inheritance  wi&  a 
certiun  sum  and  interest  for  his  own  benefit,  executed  the  power  and  aangned  the 
cbarge  as  part  security  for  a  greater  mortgage.  The  rents  of  the  estates  were  insuf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest,  and  the  tenant  finr  life  paid  the  deficit  oat  of  his  own  money. 
Heldy  that  the  estate  of  the  tenant  for  life,  who  had  died,  was  entitled  to  be  reimbursed 
such  payment  out  of  the  corpus  of  the  inheritance.  Lord  Kensington  ▼.  BwmeHe^ 
zxxi.  345. 

8.  A  tenant  for  life  of  real  estates,  with  a  power  to  charge  20,000/.  for  the  poilMNis 
of  younger  children,  mortgaged  his  lifo-estate ;  he  covenanted  with  some  of  the  mort- 
gagees that  he  would  not  execute  the  power  without  their  consent  He  subscqueatly 
exercised  the  power  for  the  benefit  of  his  children,  and  created  a  term  of  1,000  years 
to  secure  payment  of  the  20,000/.,  and  upon  the  marriage  of  one  of  his  danghten  he 
appointed  5,000/.  to  her  for  a  portion.  The  trustees  and  also  the  appointees  had  nodee 
of  the  mortgages  and  of  the  covenant  entered  into  by  the  tenant  for  life.  flUd,  that 
the  appointees  were  not  entitled  to  any  priority,  and  that  they  must  be  posiQKMied  to 
the  previous  mortgage.    Hurst  v.  Hurst,  xix.  974.

1.  Possession  of  tide  deeds.  Possession  of  title  deeds  by  a  bond  ci^ditor  is  not  of 
itself  sufficient  evidence  of  a  deposit  by  way  of  equitable  mortgage.  Chapman  v.

2.  Where  the  original  dcpont  of  title-deeds  with  a  lender  of  money  was  inrsfid 
for  usury,  and  there  was  a  subsequent  parol  agreement  for  legal  interest  and  tbe  exe> 
cution  of  a  mortgage,  an  equitable  mortgage  was  declared  to  exist,  though  there  was 
no  new  delivery  of  the  deeds,  they  having  all  the  time  remained  in  the  hands  of 
the  creditor.    James  v.  Rice,  xxvii.  342,  and  xxiii.  567.  ^ 

3.  Affidavits  of  a  deposit  of  an  agreement  for  a  building  lease,  to  secure  the  pav^ 
ment  of  money,  afibrd  evidence  of  such  deposit,  and  the  court  is  bound  to  act  upoa 
them.  When  such  deposit  is  made,  it  gives  the  mortgagee  a  title  to  the  mortgage,  and 
he  has  a  right  to  payment ;  and  the  court  will  make  a  decree  for  an  account  and  sale 
of  the  houses  comprised  in  the  agreement    Sims  v.  Helling,  ix.  45. 

4.  Tenants  in  common — Expense  of  surrender,  A  and  B  were  tenants  in  common 
with  cross  remainders.  B  obtained  a  loan  for  A  from  C,  for  which  A  gave  his  prom- 
issory note,  and  deposited  the  title  deeds  with  C  as  security,  with  a  memox^anduD 
by  wluch  he  engaged  **  To  make  a  formal  surrender  of  my  interest  in  the  estate  o 
which  the  said  deeds  relate,  by  way  of  further  security,  whenever  thereunto  required:' 
and  B  wrote  at  the  foot :  '*  I  join  in  the  deposit"  A  died  unmarried,  and  without  ba^iJig 
surrendered  or  barred  the  remainders.  Held,  that  this  was  a  good  equitable  chaxjie, 
not  merely  upon  A's  interest  in  his  moiety,  but  also  upon  B*s  estate  in  remainder,  sai 
that  B  must  bear  the  expense  of  surrendering  that  moiety.  Pryce  v.  Burg^  xxtil  ITS, 
and  xxiii.

0.  Practice,   Where  the  plaiivtiff  fiuled  to  prove  his  right  to  an  equitable  mortg^e,

6.  AMtignment  of  sharti  of  $U>€k  without  notiee,  A  holding  only  sufficient  shares 
or  stock  in  each  c^  two  companies  to  qualify  him  for  the  office  of  director,  and  being 
director  in  each,  executed  an  assignment  of  certain  stock  and  shares  to  B  as  security 
toK  money  lent  Of  this  transfer  no  notice  was  given  to  the  companies  until  eight 
years  after  the  assigniDent  At  this  time  the  bankruptoy  of  A  was  inevitable,  and 
it  took  place  a  few  weeks  afterwards.  HM,  that  there  being  no  evidence  of  a 
ooatract  between  the  parties  that  no  notice  should  be  given  to  the  companies,  B 
was  the  equitable  mortgagee  of  the  stock  and  shares.  Ex  parte  LUtUdale,  xxxi. 
276L 

7.  Freehold  property  was  conveyed  to  A  B  in  trust  for  sale,  and  to  pay  himself 
kia  debt  The  deed  contained  a  proviso  for  reconyeyance  on  payment  of  principal 
and  interest,  and  a  covenant  by  A  B  not  to  sell  under  the  trust  until  six  months  after 
ntitice  to  pay.  Heldf  that  the  object  of  the  trust  being  to  secure  money,  it  was  in 
the  aatnre  of  a  mortgage,  though  no  equity  of  redemption  was  expressly  reserved ; 
and  that  A  B  was  not  entitled  to  a  decree  fi>r  an  immediate  sale,  but  that  the  debtor 
«i^t  to  have  six  months  to  redeem.    BeU  v.  Carter ,  xix.  56. 

8*  A^  in.  1833,  mortgaged  certain  real  estate  to  S.,  with  a  power  of  sale,  under 
which  the  property  was  sold  in  1842,  to  a  purchaser  who  transferred  his  contract 
tD  8.  There  was  a  balance  after  paying  off  8.,  and  there  being  accounts  between 
A.  and  >!.,  this  balance  was  placed,  under  a  deed  of  25th  June,  1842,  in  the 
hands  of  trustees  to  be  dealt  with  by  arbitration  between  A.  and  M.  In  18S4,  A.  had 
made  an  equitable  mortgage  of  the  property  to  M.  In  January,  1840,  M.  deposited 
tlaese  deeds  with  W.,  the  plaintiff,  by  way  (^  equitable  mortgage.  In  April,  1842,  M. 
applied  to  the  plaintiff  for  a  loan  of  the  deeds,  telling  him  he  wanted  them  to  enable 
the  purchase  to  be  completed,  and  promising  to  return  them  forthwith.  He  did  not 
return  them  forthwith,  and  the  plaintiff  never  applied  to  have  the  deeds  back  for 
more  than  fimr  years.  In  May,  1848,  M.  deposited  the  deeds,  by  way  of  mortgage, 
with  P.,  who  now  held  tib^m.  In  1846,  M.  became  bankrupt  W.  filed  his  claim  to 
be  treated  as  first  incumbrancer,  and  to  have  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees 
of  the  deeds  of  1842,  paid  to  him.  Held^  that,  as  between  W.,  the  plaintiff,  and  P., 
the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  had,  by  his  laches,  enabled  M.  to  commit  a  fraud,  and  had 
no  equity  against  the  defendant     Waldron  v.  Sloper,  xix.  111.

1.  Mortgage — Chattel — Deed.  A  mortgage  of  a  chattel  maybe  made  without  deed. 
Plorg  V.  Denny f  xi.  584. 

2.  Mortgage  of  tools  and  materials,  validity  of  Trustees  were  empowered  under 
a  k)cal  act  to  purchase  land,  &c.,  for  the  purpose  of  making  public  docks,  and  to  raise 
funds  by  borrowing  money  on  the  security  of  the  rates  and  tolls  to  be  levied  under 
the  act,  and  of  any  property  vested  in  the  trustees  by  virtue  of  the  act,  and  the  mort- 
gages executed  for  this  object  were  to  be  pursuant  to  a  certain  form,  and  to  be 
Tegistered.  In  the  course  of  the  execution  of  the  works  a  lai^  quantity  of  tools,  ma- 
chinery, and  materials  were  purchased  by  the  trustees  for  the  purposes  of  the  works, 
'Vrbich  ihey  subsequendy  mortgaged  to  the  contractor  by  two  deeds,  which  were  not 
in  the  form  given  by  the  statute,  or  registered.  Subsequently  these  materials,  took, 
and  machinery  were  seized  under  an  execution  against  the  company.  Held,  that  the 
mortgage  was  valid,  and  the  materials,  &c.,  were  not  liable  to  be  seised  M*Comdck 
▼.  Parry,  xL  551.

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X.  MisceUaneotis  Cases, 

1.  Exeter  Canal  Act,  1829 — Power  to  raise  money  by  mortgage — MisappltcaJ^an  of 
funds  raised  under — Right  of  mortgagees  under — lAen,  A  coiporation  owning  a  canal, 
obtained  an  act  of  parliament  giving  them  powers  to  raise  an  unlinuted  sum  apon 
mortgage  of  the  canal  for  the  purpose  of  completing  improvements  in  the  canal,  which 
had  been  commenced  prior  to  the  pasnng  of  the  act  Under  the  powers  given  by  the 
act,  the  corporation  nused  a  considerable  sum,  most  of  which  they  applied  in  paying 
off  certain  mortgages,  which,  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  act,  they  had  effected  upon 
their  corporate  property  other  than  the  canal ;  the  money  Fused  thereby  having 
been  expended  in  improvements  in  the  canal  prior  to  the  act.  One  of  several  mortgagees 
under  the  act  filed  a  bill  challenging  such  an  application  of  the  funds  raised  under  it. 
Held^  that  the  corporate  property  other  than  the  canal,  was  the  first  fund  for  paying  the 
mortgages  created  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  act,  it  not  being  within  the  powers  of  the 
corporation,  under  the  act  to  raise  money  to  pay  previous  mortgages ;  that  the  moneys 
so  applied  by  the  corporation  ought  to  have  been  paid  to  the  statutory  mortgagees  rata- 
bly ;  and  that  the  amount  of  such  moneys  constituted  a  debt  due  to  the  canal  pn^rty, 
for  which  the  mortgagees  under  the  act  had  a  lien  upon  the  corporate  property,  other 
than  the  canal,  comprised  in  the  mortgages  created  prior  to  die  act,  so  &r  as  such  prop- 
erty remained  vested  in  the  corporation.    Trevilian  v.  The  Mayor  of  Exeter,  zzvn.  578. 

2.  A  and  B  raised  2,500/.  to  lend  on  mortgage  to  C.  A  enabled  B  to  receive  the 
money  for  the  purpose  of  the  loan.  B  prepared  the  mortgage  deed,  and  through  bis 
agents  procured  C,  who  knew  that  the  money  was  in  B's  hands,  to  execute  it,  and 
sign  a  receipt  on  the  back  for  the  2,500/.  The  agents  took  the  deed  away,  procured 
A  to  execute  it,  and  sent  it  to  B.  B  paid  into  the  bank  to  C*s  credit  a  sum  of  5131., 
and  another  of  1,050/.,  in  part  of  the  2,500/.,  and  then  died  insdvent  Held,  that  as 
between  A  and  C,  A  was  to  be  treated  as  mortgagee  for  the  whole  2,500/.  West  v. 
Jones,  iii.  225. 

8.  In  1821,  N.,  being  seised  in  fee  of  land,  leased  it  to  W.  In  1822,  W.  mort- 
gaged it  for  a  term  of  years.  In  1884,  the  mortgage  was  {)2ud  off*,  and  the  mortgagee 
and  the  owner  of  the  equity  of  redemption  conveyed  all  their  interest  to  the  person 
under  whom  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff  claimed.  Held,  that  the  lessor  of  the  plaintiff 
was  a  person  claiming  under  a  mortgage  within  stat.  7  WilL  lY.  and  1  Vict  c.  2S, 
and  therefore,  might  bring  ejectment  within  twenty  years  after  the  mortgage  was 
paid  off,  though  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the  payment  of  rent  to  the 
mortgagor,  or  acknowledgment  of  title  in  him  by  the  tenant  in  poesesnon.  Doe  d. 
Badeley  v.  Massey,  vi.  861. 

4.  Where  there  were  cross-covenants  in  a  mortage  deed,  and  the  mortgagees  <fid 
not  execute,  it  was  held,  that  they  might  nevertheless  bring  their  action  against  the 
mortgagor  who  did  execute.    Morgan  v.  Pike,  xxv.  281. 

5.  Bond  to  the  crown — Power  of  disposition — Record.  A  bond  to  the  crown  under  the 
S3  Hen.  YIII.  c.  89,  binds  all  lands  of  the  obligor  over  which  he  has  a  disposing  power 
at  the  time  he  entered  iilto  the  bond.  The  giving  such  a  bond  is  a  voluntary  act  upon 
the  part  of  the  obligor,  and  he  cannot,  by  afterwards  exercimng  the  power,  defeat  the 
right  of  the  crown.  Such  bond  is  within  the  88  Hen.  YllL  c.  89,  though  made  pay- 
able to  "  the  king,  his  heirs  and  successors,"  and,  being  a  record,  can  be  looked  at  by 
the  court,  although  it  be  not  set  out  in  the  pleadings.    Ellis  v.  Regina,  vL  438. 

6.  Mortgage  of  toUs  and  toll-gates.  The  49th  section  of  the  Turnpike  Act,  3 
Geo.  IT.  c.  126,  provides,  that  any  mortgagee  of  tolls,  toll-gates,  &c.,  may  obtain 
possession  of  the  said  toll-gates,  &c.,  in  order  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  due  to 
him  by  an  ejectment  on  his  own  demise,  without  joining  the  other  mortgagees ;  but 
the  person  who  has  so  obtained  possession  is  to  apply  the  tolls  received  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  all  the  mortgagees  pari  passu,  in  proportion  to  the  sums  due  to  them  re- 
spectively.   The  lessor  of  the  pltuntiff,  a  mortgagee  of  tolls,  brought  ejectment  against 
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tiie  trustees  under  this  section  upon  liis  own  demise.  After  the  action  was  com- 
menced one  of  the  trustees,  who  was  also  a  mortgagee,  brought  another  ejectment, 
laying  the  demise  on  a  day  pnor  to  that  in  the  present  action,  upon  which  judgment 
was  confesBed  by  the  trustees  before  the  trial  of  the  present  action.  Heldy  that  not- 
withstanding this,  the  plaintifi'  was  entitled  to  have  the  verdict  entered  for  him  at 
the  triaL    Dae  d.  Butt  v.  Roum,  xvL  213. 

7.  Where  a  mortgage  deed,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  General  Turnpike  Act, 
3  Greo.  lY.  c.  126,  8.  81,  assigned  the  tolls  and  toll-houses  of  a  turnpike  road,  to  hold 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  the  tolls  were  granted,  imless  the  mortgage- 
money,  with  interest,  were  sooner  repaid,  it  was  held  that  a  mortgage  was  bona  nota- 
hUia  where  the  road  and  toll-houses  were  situated,  and  not  where  the  deed  was  at 
the  time  of  the  death  of  the  mortgagee.  Regina  v.  The  Trustees  of  the  Balhy^  j*c. 
Tumpiie,  xtL  276. 

8.  Under  such  a  mortgage,  the  mortgagee  has  only  an  equitable  right  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest,  and  consequently,  no  mandamus  will  be  granted 
to  compel  the  trustees  of  the  road  to  pay  the  interest    lb, 

9.  Petition  by  personal  representative  of  deceased  mortgagee — Vesting  order.  Petition 
bj  the  personal  represcntatiTe  of  a  deceased  mortgagee  in  fee,  stating  that  the  mort- 
g^igee  died  intestate  as  to  the  mortgaged  premises,  not  having  entered  into  possession 
nor  having  taken  the  rents  and  profits  thereof;  and  that  his  heir  was  unknown ;  and 
praying  an  order  vesting  the  legal  estate  of  said  premises  in  the  petitioner,  as  the  per- 
son entided  to  receive  the  mortgage  debt  Order  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  case 
did  not  come  within  the  Trustee  Act,  1850.    In  re  MeyricVs  Estate,  iv.  144. 

10.  A  mortgagee  in  fee  died  intestate,  as  to  the  mortgaged  premises,  but  appointed 
an  executor.  £[is  heir  at  law  could  not  be  found,  or  was  unknown.  The  mortgage- 
money  was  still  due,  and  was  not  intended  to  be  paid  off;  but  the  executor,  wishing  to 
make  a  transfer  of  the  mortgage,  petitioned,  under  the  19th  section  of  the  13  &  14 
Vict  c.  60,  the  Trustee  Act,  1850,  for  an  order  vesting  the  mortgaged  premises  in  him. 
Held,  that  the  court  has  jurisdiction  upon  such  a  petition  to  make  the  order,  and  that 
the  legislature  did  not  mean  to  confine  its  authority  to  the  case  of  a  simple  *^  reconvey- 
ance."   In  re  Boden*s  Estate,  ix.  223,  and  xv.  223'. 

11.  Leases  were  granted  to  A  B  for  certain  terms  of  years.  He  subdemised  to  C  D 
lor  the  terms,  less  ten  days.  C  D  mortgaged  to  £  F  and  Co.  for  securing  money,  and 
subdemised  for  the  last  mentioned  terms,  less  one  day,  with  a  power  of  sale,  and  cove- 
nanted to  asrign  the  last  day  of  each  term  to  a  purchaser.  The  mortgagees  (£  F  and 
Ca)  sold  to  G  H,  and  assigned  the  mortgage  terms.  G  H  then  bought  of  A  B  the 
improved  ground-rents,  and  took  an  assignment  of  the  leases  granted  to  him.  C  D,  the 
ZBortgagor,  being  abroad,  G  H  petitioned  under  the  Trustee  Act,  13  &  14  Vict  c.  60, 
thai  the  court  would  declare  the  last  day  of  each  of  the  terms,  created  by  the  under- 
lease to  hiro,  vested  in  the  petitioner;  but  the  court  dismissed  the  petition,  C  D  having 
had  no  notice.    In  re  ProperCs  Purchase,  xix.  604. 

12.  A's  solicitor  agreed  with  B,  that  1,000/.  of  A's  money  should  be  advanced  to  B 
on  a  second  mortgage  of  property  already  in  mortgage  for  1,0002.  A  mortgage,  dated 
the  16th  February,  1842,  was  prepared  accordingly,  and  executed  by  B,  no  money 
pasnng.  As  soon  as  A  heard  of  the  transaction  he  repudiated  it,  but  agreed  to  advance 
2,0002.  on  a  transfer  of  the  first  mortgage  and  a  further  charge.  This  was  carried  out 
by  a  deed  of  transfer  and  further  charge,  dated  the  28th  February,  1842.  The  deed 
of  the  16th  February  was  not  cancelled,  but  renuuned  in  the  possesion  of  A's  solicitor. 
In  1844,  the  solicitor  advised  C  to  advance  1,000/.  on  a  transfer  of  the  security  of  the 
16th  February,  1842.  C  paid  the  money  to  the  solicitor,  who  handed  over  to  C  the 
deed,  with  a  memorandum,  which  he  had  fraudulently  induced  A  to  sign,  undertaking 
to  transfer  the  mortgage.  The  sohcitor  employed  the  money  for  his  own  purposes. 
In  1846,  the  solicitor,  by  fraud,  induced  A  to  execute  to  C  a  deed  of  transfer  of  the 
mortgage  of  the  16th  February,  1842,  and  to  sign  a  receipt  for  the  1,000/.     This  deed 
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contained  words  sufficient  to  pass  the  legal  estate,  which  A  had  in  him  by  Tirtoe  of  die 
deed  of  the  28th  February,  1842.  Held^  that  as  A,  by  signing  the  memorandnm  of 
1844,  had  enabled  the  solicitor  to  commit  the  fraud,  the  consequences  of  such  fraud 
must,  as  between  A  and  C,  be  borne  by  A ;  and  that  C  was  entitled  to  half  the  benefit 
of  the  security  of  the  28th  February,  1842.  Quosrty  whether  the  deed  of  1848  paswd 
the  legal  estate,  when  its  only  object  was  to  transfer  the  benefit  of  a  deed  which  did 
not  pass,  nor  purport  to  pass,  the  legal  estate  ?  Held,  that  A  must  pay  all  the  costs 
of  the  suit  instituted  by  C  to  obtain  her  rights,  except  the  costs  of  the  mortgagor  and 
those  of  a  defendant  who  ought  not  to  have  been  made  a  party.  Held,  also,  that  the 
mortgagor  was  to  blame  in  not  haying  taken  care  that  the  deed  of  the  16th  February, 
1842,  was  cancelled,  and  that  he,  therefore,  must  bear  his  own  costs.  Hioms  y. 
Holtomy  xiii.  596. 

13.  In  ordinary  cases,  a  tenant  for  life  paying  off  a  charge  on  an  inheritance  ia  not 
presumed  to  have  intended  to  exonerate  it    Kennngion  v.  Bouverie,  xxxi.  345. 

14.  The  words,  '*  securities  for  money,"  are  sufficient,  in  the  absence  of  any  thing 
contradictory,  to  pass  the  legal  estate  in  mortgaged  property.

I.   VaKd  Gifts. 

1.  A  gift  for  the  benefit  and  ornament  of  a  town  is  yalid,  the  presumption  being 
that  the  tmstees  will  nse  it  in  a  lawful  manner.  The  Mayor,  S^c.  of  FaverBkam  r, 
Ryder,  xxyii.  867. 

2.  Gift  to  endow  ehwcheB  and  ehapds  for  the  poor,  A  testatrix  directed  her  exec- 
utors, as  opportunity  might  offer,  to  apply  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  or  soch 
parts  as  by  law  might  be  legally  applied  to  such  purposes,  in  the  endowment  of  district 
churches  and  chapek  in  populous  places,  so  that  ^e  poor  migfat  haye  the  goipel 
preached  to  them ;  and  the  testatrix  expressed  her  wish  that  a  preference  should  be 
giyen  to  those  parishes  the  chnrches  of  which  were  under  the  patronage  of  the  trustees 
of  her  late  friend  the  Rey.  Charles  Simeon,  and  other  nmilar  trusts*  Held,  not  to  be 
a  gifl  within  the  Statutes  of  Mortmain.    Edwards  y.  Hall,  xxi.  525. 

3.  Bequest  in  trust  for  advancement  of  learning.  A  bequest  upon  trust  to  be  applied 
and  appropriated  in  such  manner  as  the  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  ^e  being  should, 
in  their  absolute  and  uncontrolled  discretion,  think  proper  and  expedient  for  the  benefit 
and  adyancement  and  propagation  of  education  and  learning  in  eyery  part  of  the  worid, 
as  &r  as  circumstances  would  permit,  was  held  to  be  a  yalid  charitable  bequest 
Whicker  y.  Hume,  x.  217. 

4.  The  Statute  of  Mortmain,  9  Gea  11.  c.  36,  is  inapplicable  to  lands  in  19ew  South 
Wales.    lb, 

5.  Sliarea — Debentures — Railway  scrip.  Shares  in  incorporated  companies  baring 
interests  in  land,  as  canal  companies,  railway  companies,  &c.,  constituted  by  acts  of 
parliament,  under  which  the  shares  are  declared  to  be  personal  estate ;  debentures 
giyen  by  incorporated  companies  haying  interests  in  land,  which  merely  contain  a  pei^ 
sonal  obligation,  and  do  not  conyey  the  undertaking,  tolls,  kc,  to  the  holder;  sliares  m 
an  unincorporated  banking  company,  authorized  to  hold  lands  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  which  might  haye  had  interests  in  Unds,  and  the  shares  in  which  were,  by  its  deed 
of  settlement,  to  be  conmdered  personal  estate,  and  railway  scrip,  are  not  witiiin  the 
Mortmain  Act    Ashton  y.  Langdale,  iy.  80. 
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6.  Shcares  in  joint-stock  company.  A  bequest  of  the  proceeds  of  shares  in  a  joint- 
stock  banking  company,  formed  under  a  deed  of  scttlementi  and  which  possessed  free- 
hold and  copyhold  property,  does  not  come  within  the  Statute  of  Mortmain,  4  Geo.  IL 
C.  36.    Myers  v.  Perigaly  xiv.  229. 

IL   Void  Gifts. 

1.  Railway  mortgages.  Mortgages  by  a  railway  company  of  the  undertaking  and 
tolb,  rates,  and  sums  arising  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  parliament  under  which  it  was 
constituted,  are  within  the  Mortmain  Act     Ashton  v.  Langdale^  iv.  80. 

2.  Legacy  for  establishing  school.  A  bequest  of  a  legacy,  to  be  applied  towards 
establishing  a  school  at  A.,  provided  a  further  sum  could  be  raised  in  aid  thereof,  if 
necessary,  was  held,  to  import  an  intended  outlay  of  the  sum  in  building  a  school-house 
at  the  place  referred  to ;  and,  therefore,  to  be  a  void  bequest  within  the  Statute  of 
Mortmain.  The  Attorney- General  v.  Hull,  xv.  182.  See  also  Longstaffy,  Rennisony 
xi.  267. 

S.  Bequest  for  purchasing  land^  letting  to  poor,  and  applying  rent  to  "  benevolent 
purpose,**  A  testator  bequeathed  to  A,  B,  and  C  the  residue  of  his  property,  *^  in  trust 
to  be  purchased  into  the  funds,"  for  the  purpose  of  *'  opening  new  schools,  subscribing 
to  some  already  opened,  and  in  purchasing  land  to  be  let  out  to  the  poor  at  a  low 
rent,  and  the  rent  to  be  applied  to  any  benevolent  purpose,"  the  said  A,  B,  and  C 
might  think  proper.  Held,  that  the  residue  was  to  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts — 
one  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  education  according  to  a  scheme,  and  the  other  to 
be  paid  over  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  testator,  that  part  being  obnoxious  to  the  mort- 
main laws.     Crafton  v.  Frith,  v.  201. 

4.  Devise  to  incorporated  church  building  society,  A  devise  upon  trust  to  make  over, 
after  the  death  of  a  tenant  tor  life}  the  purchase^money  of  the  devised  estates,  ^*  to  the 
tieasufer  fi>r  the  time  being  of  the  incorporated  society  for  promoting  the  enlargementi 
building,  &c.,  of  churches  and  chapels,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  that 
sociefy,"  b  void  under  the  Mortmain  Act  The  Incorporated  Church  Building  Society 
V.  Coles,  xxxi.  492.    But  see  The  Church  Building  Society  v.  Barlow,  xv.  582. 

5.  A  bequeat  which  tends  to  bring  fresh  land  into  mortmain  is  void.  Trye  r.  The 
Corporation  of  Gloucester,  vi.  7S. 

MURDER. 

Prisoners  were  indicted  for  the  murder  and  manslaughter  of  A,  inter  alia,  by  a  series 
of  beatings  and  assaults.  At  the  trial,  certain  assaults  were  put  in  evidence,  and  relied 
upon  by  the  crown  as  being  the  cause  of  death.  But  the  surgeon  who  made  a  post 
mortem  examination  being  of  opinion  that  the  death  was  occasioned,  not  by  the  assaults 
so  proved  and  relied  upon,  but  by  a  blow  upon  the  head,  of  the  cause  of  which  there 
was  no  evidence  whatever,  the  judge  directed  the  jury  that  the  prisoners  were  entitled 
to  an  acquittjiL  Held,  by  all  the  judges,  that  the  judge  had  rightly  so  directed  the 
jury.    Regina  v.  Bird,  ii.  428,  448. 

NE  EXEAT. 

1.  Where  a  writ  of  ne  exeat  had  been  granted  on  affidavits  sworn  before  the  plain- 
tiff's own  solicitor  in  the  cause,  the  court  discharged  the  writ  with  costs,  and  refused 
to  put  the  defendant  nnder  terms  not  to  bring  an  action.  Semble,  that  the  affidavits 
should  state  expressly  that  the  property  would  be  endangered  if  the  writ  was  not 
granted.

2.  Q^cBre,  whether  a  second  writ  can  be  granted  where  the  defendant  has  been

1.  Trustees  neglecting  to  repair  road — Mandaughter.  Trustees  appointed,  under  a 
local  act,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  roads  in  a  district,  with  power  to  contiBCt 
for  executing  such  repair,  are  not  chargeable  with  mansUogfater,  if  a  penon,  nsiiig 
one  of  such  roads,  is  accidentalljr  killed  in  consequence  of  the  road  being  oftt  of  repair 
through  neglect  of  the  trustees  to  contract  for  repiuring  it.  Regina  t.  Poco^,  xxIt. 
190.

2.  Liability  of  contractor  for  negligence  of  a  svUhcontraetor.  A  contracted  to  pave 
a  district,  and  B  entered  into  a  sub-contract  with  him  to  pave  a  par^  A  soppfied 
the  stones,  and  his  carts  were  used  to  cany  them.  In  the  coone  of  the  work,  B's 
men  negligently  left  a  heap  of  stones  in  the  street,  so  as  to  caose  serions  injnrj  to  the 
plaintiff.  Held^  that  A  was  not  liable,  and  that  the  fencX  that  the  act  eomplaiiied  of 
amounted  to  a  public  nuisance,  made  no  difference.  SenMe^  if  the  contract  of  A 
with  B  had  been  to  do  what  might  in  itself  be  a  nuisance,  A  would  have  been 
liable.     Overton  v.  Freemanj  riii.  479. 

S.  Commissioners  of  sewers  not  obliged  to  fence.  Hie  commiflmoHew  of  sewen  were 
the  owners  of  and  had  the  powers  of  control  and  repair  over  an  ancient,  open,  and 
unfenced  sewer,  which  ran  beside  a  public  highway,  ihld^  that  it  was  not  their  doty 
to  fence  the  sewer,  and  that  they  were,  therefore,  not  liable  for  an  accident  whidi 
happened  from  the  want  of  a  fence.  Comwell  ▼.  The  Commisnoners  of  Sewers,  fre. 
z^x.  548. 

4.  Sale  of  an  unsound  article  hg  tradesman^  and  consequent  infurg  to  a  thirdperson* 
A  tradesman  who  sells  an  article  which  he  at  the  time  believes  to  be  sound,  bat 
which  is  actually  unsound  and  not  fit  for  the  use  intended,  is  not  liable  ibr  an  injury 
subsequently  sustained  by  a  third  person,  not  a  party  to  the  contmct  of  aale,  in 
consequence  of  such  unsoundness.    Longmeid  v.  HoUidag^  tL  562. 

5.  Breaking  down  ofcarriefs  cart — Personal  injurg  of  his  emphger.  The  pluntiff 
employed  the  defendant  to  remove  her  goods  in  his  cart  for  hire.  With  the  coop 
sent  o£  the  defendant's  carman,  the  plaintiff  got  on  the  cart  with  the  goods,  and  on 
the  way  the  cart  broke  down,  and  the  plaintiff  was  seriously  injured,  and  her  goeds 
broken.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  recover  damages  for  the  penonaL 
ii\jury.    Lygo  v.  Newbold^  xxiv.  507. 

€.  Gratuitous  steward  of  horserace.  A  person  gratuitously  undertaking  the  duties 
of  steward  of  a  horserace,  b  not  liable  for  negligent  nonfeasance  in  not  appointing 
a  judge,  unless  it  i^pears  that  he  commenced  to  perform  the  duties  of  tiie  office. 
Balfe  V.  West,  xxii.  506. 

7.  Factory  Act,  7  flr  8  Vict,  c.  15 — Mill-owner — Duty  of  fencing  wtiU  gearing.  The 
occupier  of  a  cotton  mill  is  bound  by  the  stat  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  15,  to  provide  a  secure 
fence  for  the  -mill  gearing  and  machinery,  and  to  keep  up  the  fence  when  the  parts 
required  to  be  fenced  are  in  motion  for  manufocturing  purposes,  but  not  ^en  they 
are  in  motion  for  other  purposes.     Coe  v.  Piatt,  xi.  556. 

8.  Negligence  of  valuers  of  dilapidations.  The  declaration  stated  that  the  plaintiff, 
i«  rector,  agreed  with  the  executrix  of  the  late  incumbent  that  dilapidations  should  be 
valued  as  between  them,  by  valuers  appointed  on  each  side ;  that  the  plwntiff,  at  the 
request  of  the  defendants^  employed  them  as  valuers,  for  reward,  on  his  bebaU^  and 
the  defendants  accepted  the  employment,  and  entered  upon  it,  with  a  vahter  appointed 
by  the  executrix.  Breach,  that  tiirough  the  defendant^  negligence  the  amount  of 
dilapidations  was  settled  at  too  small  a  sum,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was  obliged  to 


accept  firom  the  executrix  a  smaller  sum  than  he  ought  to  have  receiTed.  The  evi- 
dence was,  that  the  defendants  were  employed  as  alleged,  and  agreed  in  valuing  the 
dilapidations  at  too  small  a  sum,  having,  through  ignorance,  valued  as  between  inconk* 
ing  and  outgoing  tenant,  instead  of  as  between  incoming  and  outgoing  incumbent.  Heldj 
first,  that  the  defendants  were  not  sued  as  quasi  arbitrators ;  but  that  the  cause  of 
action  was  their  undertaking  that  they  were  competent,  and  the  breach  of  that  under- 
taking ;  and,  secondly,  that,  although  the  defendants  could  not  be  expected  to  supply 
minute  knowledge  of  the  law,  they  ought  to  have  known  the  b|pad  distinction  be- 
tween the  case  of  an  incoming  and  oulgoing  tenant  and  the  case  oi  an  incoming  and 
outgoing  incumbent,  and  that  their  ignoraaoe  in  that  respect  was  a  breach  of  their 
eogngement.    Jenkins  v.  Betham,  xux.  283s 

9»  Agcun^  oumer  of  dog-*ScisrU€r,  BlaoA  can  only  attach  to  tiie  owner  of  a  dog, 
when,  after  having  ascertained  that  the  animal  has  prq)enside8  not  generally  belong* 
ing  to  bis  race,  he  omits  to  take  proper  preoautk>n8  to  protect  the  public  against  the 
in  consequences  of  those  anomalous  habits.    FUendng  v.  Orr^  xxix.  26. 

10.  Negligence  of  ene  enabling  cmoiker  to  commit  a  fraud.  Where  one  man  by  his 
negligence  has  enabled  another  to  practise  a  frand  upon  a  third  penon,  who  has  no 
means  of  defiaating  it,  the  consequences  of  the  fraud  must  be  visited  npon  him  who 
enabled  the  other  to  practise  it    Per  FoUook,  €>  B.    BarUr  v.  Sterne,  xxv.  602.

The  lessor  of  premises  is  respon- 
aiUe  to  the  les^e  for  injury  done  to  his  goods  by  the  bursting  of  a  sewer  near  the 
premises,  which  sewer  had  been  constmcted  in  a  negligent  manner  more  than  twenty 
years  before  by  the  lessor,  and  had  been  suffered  to  remain  in  an  imperfect  state.

II.  Effect  of  NegUgenee  of  injured  Partg. 

1.  CoUinon.  In  case  of  a  collision  of  vessels,  a  neglect  by  the  vessel  injured  to 
observe  certain  statute  regulations,  will  not  prevent  a  recovery  if  such  neglect  did  not 
contribute  to  the  injury.     The  Panther,  xxiv.  585. 

2.  Qfuere,  whether  in  an  action  for  negligence  in  a  transaction  based  on  a  contract 
between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  e.  g.  by  a  railway  passenger  against  the  coo^ 
paay,  it  is  a  good  defence  that  the  pkiintiff's  own  negligence  contributed  to  tiie  injury. 
Martin  v.  2%e  Great  Northern  RaUwag  Co.  xxx.  473. 

m.  Evidence  in  Cases  of  Negligence,  S^c. 

1.  Injury  by  a  buU — Scienter — Evidence.  Case  for  an  injury  done  to  tiie  plaintiff 
by  the  defendant's  bull.  The  plaintiff,  whilst  walking  along  a  pnbUc  street,  wearing 
a  red  handkerchief,  was  attacked  and  ii\$ured  by  the  defendant's  bull,  which  waa 
being  driven  along  the  street    The  defendant  stated,  after  the  accident,  that  the  red 
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handkerchief  was  the  cause  of  the  injory,  for  that  he  knew  the  boJl  would  ran  at  anj 
thing  red.  He  also  stated,  on  another  occasion,  that  he  knew  that  a  bull  would  ma 
at  any  thing  red.  Held,  that  this  was  evidence  for  the  jury  in  support  of  the  aver* 
ment  of  the  scienter.    Hudson  v.  Roberts,  v.  514. 

2.  The  declaration  alleged  that  the  plaintiff  became  a  passenger  for  hire  in  a  train 
of  the  defendants,  and  that  from  the  negligence  of  th6  defendants  and  their  acrrants, 
the  train  ran  against  another  train  on  the  line,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was  injured. 
The  defendants  pleaded  the  general  issue,  with  a  traverse  of  the  plaintiff  being  a 
passenger,  &c.  At  the  trial,  it  appeared  that  the  train  in  question  was  hired  for  an 
excursion  by  a  society,  from  whose  secretary  the  plaintiff  purchased  his  ticket,  and 
that  the  accident  was  occasioned  by  the  tr^n  running,  in  the  dark,  agunst  anotiier 
train  which  was  standing  still  at  an  intermediate  station  on  the  fine.  Held,  first,  that 
the  mere  fact  of  the  accident  having  occurred  ¥ras  prima  facie  evidence  of  n^igeace 
oh  the  part  of  the  defendants ;  and,  secondly,  that  there  was  evidence  to  go  to  the 
jury  in  support  of  the  allegation  that  the  plaintiff  became  a  passenger  for  hire  with 
the  company.    Skinner  v.  The  London,  Brighton,  ifc.  Railway  Co.  ii.  860. 

3.  Ekldng  of  horse  and  breaking  the  shafts  of  defendant's  cart,  causing  his  horse  to  run 
against  the  plaintiff's.  In  an  action  in  a  county  court,  for  negligently  driving  a  horse 
and  cart,  the  plaintiff  having  simply  proved  the  fact  of  a  coUi^on,  under  circum- 
stances which  might  or  might  not  amount  to  negligence ;  the  defendant  proved  that 
the  accident  arose  from  the  horse  suddenly  beginning  to  kick,  whereby  the  shafts  of 
the  cart  were  broken,  and  the  driver  thrown  out,  when  the  horse  started  off,  aad  tan 
against  and  injured  the  plaintiff's  horse.  The  judge  of  the  county  court,  opon  this 
evidence,  ordered  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, — *^  being  of  opinion  that  the  breaking  of 
the  shafts,  even  under  the  circumstances  stated  by  the  defendant's  witnesses,  showed 
a  defect  in  the  cart,  which  raised  a  presumption  of  negligence  in  the  owner."  Aa 
appeal  against  this  decision  was  dismissed  with  costs.  Templeman  v.  Haydon,  xzii. 
412. 

4.  A  declaration  charging  that  defendant,  by  *<  carelessness  in  and  about  galnnising 
certain  wire,"  spoilt  it,  is  miuntained  by  evidence  that  the  injuxy  was  caused  by  his 
having  exposed  it  to  heat,  in  order  to  prepare  it  for  the  galvanizing  prqpess,  though  it 
was  necessary  to  do  so,  and  no  express  evidence  is  given  that  it  was  done  carelessly. 
Coomb  V.  Sgmons,  xxii.  487.

1.  MateriaUiy  of  evidence.  Where,  at  a  trial  in  Bengal,  the  judge  (acting  as  judge 
and  jury)  received  certain  documentary  evidence,  the  supreme  court  will  not  grant  a 
new  trial  on  the  ground  of  such  evidence  bdng  improperiy  received,  unless  it  be 
shown  that  such  evidence  might  have  materially  influenced  the  yerdict  The  Eaet 
India  Co.  t.  Paul,  I  44. 

2.  If,  in  a  case  of  appeal,  the  court  decides  that  certain  evidence  has  been  improp- 
eriy received,  it  can  do  no  more  than  order  a  new  trial  if  there  has  been  a  yerdict  of 
a  jury.    Jonas  y.  Adams^  vi.  188. 

S.  Ilie  improper  rejection  of  a  witness  as  incompetent,  is  ground  for  a  new  trial, 
since  the  14  &  16  Vict  c.  99.    Boyle  v.  Wieemanf  xxix.  473.

IIL  jBecatue  of  Surprise  and  newly  discovered  Evidence. 

1.  To  ehtide  a  party  to  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of  surprise,  it  is  not  enough  to 
state  that  the  new  evidence  came  upon  him  unexpectedly  by  way  of  defence,  without 
being  first  touched  upon  in  the  cross-examination  of  his  witnesses,  when  he  might 
harve  recalled  Uie  latter  to  contradict  the  defendants,  but  did  not  do  so.  Roberts  y. 
Holmes^  xzv.  420. 

2.  If  by  the  evidence  the  applicant  for  a  new  trial  must  have  been  guilty  of  peijury 
and  forgery,  or  a  servant  of  the  plaintiff  guilty  of  embezzlement,  and  the  verdict  points  to 
the  former  conclusion,  and  he  shows  to  the  court  the  discovery  of  evidence  that  the 
servant  was  discharged  for  embezzlement,  that  might  be  a  ground  for  a  new  trial, 
without  any  ^  surprise  "  shown.  But  if  the  affidavit  in  answer  distinctly  contradicts 
this  allegation,  and  no  reason  is  shown  why  the  evidence  was  not  discovered  before 
the  trial,  a  new  trial  will  not  be  granted.    Lewis  v.  Trussler^  xxv.  422. 

5.  Action  against  two-^Motion  for  new  trial  against  one.  In  an  action  against  two 
defendants  in  which  a  verdict  was  returned  for  the  defendants,  the  plaintiff  moved  for 
a  new  trial  against  one  of  the  defendants,  upon  the  ground  of  surprise,  alleging  that 
said  defendant  had  by  affidavit  and  in  conversations  furnished  evidence  that  he  was 
liable ;  and  he  proposed  to  let  off  the  other  defendant.  At  the  time  of  hearing,  the 
Statute  of  Limitations  had  run  against  a  fresh  action.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff,  having 
brought  his  action  against  both,  and  having  failed,  must  bear  the  loss  resulting  from 
his  own  delay  and  indiscretion.    New  trial  refused.     Cowbum  v.  Waring,  xxiL  572. 

4.  Indictment  for  a  misdemeanor.  A  new  trial  will  be  granted  on  an  indictment  for 
a  nusdemeanor  on  the  ground  of  surprise,  as  in  civil  cases.  Regina  v.  Whitehouse^ 
xviiL  105. 

5.  Where  a  new  trial  on  an  indictment  removed  into  the  queen's  bench  by  cer-. 
tiorari  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant,  is  ordered  on  the  ground  of  surprise,  the 
court  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  the  costs  to  await  the  event  of  the  new  trial.    Ih. 

TV.  F9t  Misdirection  of  Judge, 

1.  iSMcdce  of  judge  on  collateral  point.  Where  a  judge,  in  summing  up  to  the 
jmy,  mistakes  the  law  upon  a  collateral  point,  upon  which  a  bill  of  exceptions  would 
aot  lie,  a  new  trial  will  not  be  granted  as  of  right,  but  the  court  will  exercise  its  dis- 
cretion.   Black  y.  Jones,  iiL  559. 
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2.  Judge  taking  opinion  *of  jury  on  immaterial  issue.  If  a  jndge  rightly  directs  a 
verdict  on  the  undisputed  questions  of  &ct,  it  is  no  misdirection,  because  he  takes  the 
opinion  of  the  jury  on  an  immaterial  issue  which  is  disputed  by  the  parties.  Qarke 
Y.  Arden^  xxx.  455. 

3.  Failure  to  instruct  as  to  measure  of  damages — Point  not  taken  below.  If  a  judge 
at  nisiprius  docs  not  inform  the  jury  what  is  the  proper  measure  of  damages  on  an 
issue  on  which  it  is  admitted  that  the  plainttflT  is  entitled  to  a  verdict  and  to  damages, 
the  court  will  direct  a  new  trial,  although  the  point  was  not  taken  by  the  plaintiff's 
counsel  at  the  trial.    Knight  v.  Egerton^  xii.  562. 

4.  Omission  to  stale  rule  of  damages.  Where  there  is  an  established  role  by  which 
the  jury  should  be  governed  in  the  measure  of  damages,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  judge  to 
bring  it  to  their  notice,  and  direct  them  in  accordance  irith  it ;  and  his  onutting  to  do 
60  is  ground  for  a  new  trial.    Hadley  v.  Baxendale,  xxri.  398. 

5.  The  judge,  at  a  trial,  informing  the  jury  what  amount  of  damages  win  carry 
costs,  is  no  ground  for  a  new  trial.    Atkinson  v.  Newton^  xxix.  479. 

6.  Factory  Act.  In  an  action  for  not  keeping  the  machinery  of  a  factory  securely 
fenced  as  required  by  law,  the  question  was  left  to  the  jury  whether  the  machinery 
was  fenced  in  the  ordinary  manner  used  and  approved  as  sufficient  at  the  best  regu- 
lated mills  in  the  district  Held,  a  misdirection ;  the  proper  question  being  whether 
the  mill  was  securely  fenced  accorditog  to  the  best  known  method  of  fencing  at  the 
time.    Schojield  v.  Schunck,  xxx.  233. 

7.  Sole  issue  on  which  the  defendants  rested  left  to  Jury.  In  an  action  against  a 
railway  company  for  negligence,  plea  not  guilty,  the  judge  left  it  to  the  juiy  to  say 
whether  the  accident  occurred  from  negligence  of  defendants,  or  whether  plaintiff's 
negligence  was  the  sole  cause,  this  being  the  only  ground  taken  by  defendant's  coun- 
8cL  Verdict  for  plaintiff.  On  motion  for  new  trial  for  misdirection,  in  not  instruct- 
ing the  jury  to  find  for  defendants,  even  if  negligent,  provided  plaintiff's  n^ligcnce 
contributed  to  the  accident^  it  was  held  that  the  defendants  were  not  entitled  to  a  new 
trial,  the  issue  on  which  alone  they  rested  their  defence  having  been  left  to  the  jury. 
Martin  v.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  xxx.  478. 

8.  Misrepresentation-^Verdict  negativing  fraud.  In  an  action  for  falsely  and  fraudu- 
lently representing  a  ship  to  be  sound,  the  jury  were  directed  to  find  for  the  plaintiff 
if  the  representation  was  false  to  the  defendant's  knowledge,  and  the  plaintiffs  sus- 
tained damage  in  consequence.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict :  **  We  find  for  the 
plaintiff,  but  acquit  the  defendant  of  any  fraudulent  intention."  llie  judge  diere- 
upon  directed  the  verdict  to  be  entered  for  the  pluntiff.  Held,  no  misdirectioiL 
Milne  v.  Marwood,  xxviii.  373. 

9.  Action  for  penalty — Several  directions  taken  together.    An  action  having  been  ' 
brought  for  a  penalty  under  the  25  Geo.  II.  c.  36,  the  judge  charged  the  jury  that 
they  were  to  consider  whether  a  certain  room  was  used  for  the  ordinary  puiposes  of 

a  refreshment  room  in  a  hotel,  music  being  incidental,  or  whether  it  was  used  pnoci- 
pally  for  musical  performances ;  and,  finally,  whether  it  was  used  for  both  purposes. 
Held,  that  there  was  no  misdirection,  though  the  single  direction  that  they  should  con- 
sider whether  the  keeping  of  the  room  as  a  hotel  was  a  primary,  or  secondary  object 
would  have  been  incorrect    Hall  v.  Green,  xxiv.  458. 

10.  Libel — Lottery  Acts.  A  company  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  persons  sub- 
scribing small  sums,  was  formed  for  buying  land,  erecting  dwellings  thereon,  and  allot- 
ing  the  same  to  the  subscribers.  The  allotment  depended  upon  the  result  of  a  ballot 
In  connection  with  this  company  was  established  a  bftnk  for  receiving  the  deposits  of 
small  capitalists  and  working  men,  upon  the  security  of  the  property  of  the  compaoy ; 
and  as  part  of  the  same  concern,  a  bank  in  which  the  subscribers  of  the  company 
might  place  their  savings  for  purchasing  their  land  fVom  the  company.  The  judget 
in  an  action  of  libel,  directed  the  jury  that  the  whole  of  this  scheme  was  illegal,  on 
the  grounds  of  ita  being  contrary  to  the  Lottery  Acts,  and  also  to  Ae  Bank  Act 
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Edd,  that  the  scbeme  being  illegal,  as  being  contrary  to  the  Bank  Act,  tbere  waa  no 
misdirection,  and  the  rule  for  a  new  trial  upon  that  ground  was  discharged.  (yCcn* 
nor  T.  BradshaWf  i.  466. 

11.  Ute  and  occupation — Constmctive  occupcUion.  In  an  action  for  use  and  occu- 
pation of  a  house,  the  undersherifi*  directed  the  jury  that  actual  occupation  by  the  de- 
fendant was  not  necessary  to  support  the  action,  but  that  a  constructiYe  occupation 
would  do,  but  did  not  tell  them  what  a  constructive  occupation  waa  Heldf  a  misdi« 
xectioQ.     Toume  ▼.  D'Heinrich.  xxiv.  235. 

Y.  Because  of  insufficient  or  exceenve  Damage. 

1.  Exeemve  damages,  Hhe  court  will  not  dbturb  a  verdict  merely  on  the  ground 
that  they  would  not,  in  their  private  judgment,  have  given  such  large  damages  aa 
were  given  by  the  jury.  They  must  be  satisfied  that  the  jury  in  awarding  those 
damages  either  were  actuated  by  some  improper  motive,  or  psoceeded  on  some  erro- 
neoos  principle  of  assessment     Creed  v.  Fisher,  xxvi.  384. 

2.  Insufficient  damages — Question  of  character.  The  court,  in  the  absence  of  special 
circumstances,  will  not  grant  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of  the  insufficiency  of  tha 
damages,  merely  because  a  question  of  character  is  involved.  Apps  v.  Day,  xxvi 
835. 

3.  Nominal  damages.    The  court  refused,  in  an  action  for  the  negligent  construction 
cf  a  building,  whereby  it  fell  and  injured  the  pUuntiff,  to  grant  a  new  trial,  on  the 
ground  that  the  jury  had  given  merely  nominal  damages, — there  being  no  reason  for 
suppooing  them  to  have  been  actuated  by  improper  motives.    Howard  v.  Barnard^  * 
zx.  286.  t 

4.  A  new  trial  will  not  be  granted  on  the  ground  that  from  the  small  amount  of 
damages,  the  jury-must  have  come  to  a  compromise,  unless,  from  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  it  is  evident  that  there  has  been  a  total  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  jurors 
to  dischatge  their  duty,  and  the  verdict  is  necessarily  wholly  inconsistent  Richards 
▼.  Rose,  xxiv.  406. 

5.  Contingent  assessment  of  damages.  Upon  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  with  leave 
to  the  plidntiff  to  enter  a  verdict  for  a  sum  at  which  his  damages  have  been  contin- 
gently assessed,  the  court  will  not  grant  a  new  trial  that  there  may  be  a  £resh  assess- 
ment of  damages,  unless  the  plaintiff's  counsel  objected  to  such  contingent  assessment 
at  the  trial    Booth  v.  Clive,  iv.  874. 

VL  Where  Verdict  is  against  Evidence, 

1.  Judge  declaring  verdict  grossly  wrong-^  Costs,  The  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  a 
cause  were  examined  as  witnesses  at  the  trial,  and  gave  contradictory  testimony. 
There  was,  however,  other  evidence,  and  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff.  The  judge 
declaring  that  in  his  opinion  the  verdict  was  grossly  wrong,  the  court  granted  a  rule 
for  a  new  trial,  without  costs ;  and  after  argument  made  it  absolute,  costs  to  be  costs 
in  the  cause.    SJdffington  v.  Clark,  xx.  356. 

2.  Action  for  extras  under  contract — Admissions,  An  executor  brought  an  acticn 
lor  extras  incurred,  beyond  the  stipulations  of  the  agreement  in  work  done  for  the 
defendant  by  the  testator.  The  agreement  was  unstamped  in  the  hands  of  a  third 
party,  and  was  not  produced.  It  was  proved  that  the  defendant  had  ordered  the 
alterations,  &C.,  and  that  the  testator  had  admitted  the  receipt  of  money  from  the 
defendant  on  account  of  the  extras.  Verdict  for  pluntiff.  Held,  that  the  defendant 
was  not  entitled  to  a  nonsuit ;  but  a  new  trial  was  granted,  as  the  evidence  did  not 
justify  the  verdict    Edie  v.  Kingsford,  xxv.  320. 

S,  Ubel,  In  actions  for  libel,  although  the  judge  is  to  leave  it  to  the  jury  whether, 
tmder  the  circumstances,  the  publication  is  a  Ubel,  on  the  general  issae,  guilty  or  not 
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guilty,  yet  if  they  find  a  Tttrdict  for  the  de£endaat  mi  tliat  isBiie,  wh&ck  ia  ngiimt  tte 
evidence,  in  a  case  in  which  no  question  is  made  as  to  the  &ct  of  publication,  aor  as 
to  its  application  to  the  plaintiff,  the  court  can  set  aside  the  veitliet  HdbeweU  t. 
Ingram^  xxviii.  419. 

4.  In  an  article  on  the  subject  of  the  want  of  some  efficient  protection  far  named 
women,  the  writer  mentioned  two  cases  as  showing  the  necessity  for  legislatioo;  ono 
case  being  described  as  that  of  a  husband  who  acted  towards  his  wife  like  ^  a  sot  and 
a  brute ; "  and  then  the  article  proceeded :  ^  The  other  is  that  of  Mrs.  H.,"  (meaBng 
the  wife  of  the  plaintiff,)  "  who,  having  been  restoratt^o  her  hudband's  protection  by 
a  decree  of  the  ecclesiastical  court,  found  her  misery  so  aggravated  by  the  lestitBtion 
of  her  conjugal  rights,  that  she  was  compelled  to  resort  to  the  police  court  for  the  little 
help  the  law  gives."  And  it  concluded  by  saying  that  the  law  did  not  meet  such 
eases ;  and  that  "  the  condition  of  woman,  when  the  brute  intervenes,  is  more  oppns* 
■ve  than  that  of  the  negra"  Flea,  not  guilty.  It  was  not  disputed  that  the  pass^e 
Implied  to  the  plaintiff,  but  no  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  matters  referred  ta  The 
court  set  aside  the  verdict  fior  the  defendant,  and  granted  a  new  trial,  lianle,  J^ 
^UaenUeni^.    lb. 

6.  Ptnal  trial  The  j&ct  that  a  verdict  is  against  evidence  is  no  ground  for  a  new 
[ial  in  a  penal  action.    Hall  v.  Green^  xxiv.  453» 


Vll.  By  reason  of  AmendmewU. 

1.  Amendment  made  after  time  of  ogreemenL    The  parties  having,  during  a  trialf 

*  agreed  to  the  terms  of  an  amendment,  and  that  it  should  be  made  after  the  trial  iras 

over  on  the  same  di^,  the  amendment  was  not  actually  made  until  eight  days  after 

the  trial,  but  in  the  terms  agreed  on,  and  before  the  following  tenn.   HHdf  no  ground 

for  a  new  triaL    Jones  v.  Hutchinson^  iv.  329. 

8.  Leave  to  amend  refused.  The  judge  at  a  trial  offered  the  phdntiff's  counsel  leave 
to  amend,  which  was  refoaed  by  him,  owing  to  the  strong  advene  opinion  eipresnd 
by  the  judge.    HeJd^  no  ground  for  a  new  trial    Lucas  v.  Beak,  iv.  858. 

9.  A  declaration  alleged,  that  in  consideration  that  the  plaintiff,  at  the  request  of 
the  defendant,  would  make  such  a  number  of  aerometers  as  the  defendant  should  from 
time  to  time  require,  and  deliver  the  same  when  completed,  the  defendant  would 
accept  the  same  and  pay  for  them.  Breach,  by  not  accepting  part  completed  accord- 
ing to  order,  and  discharging  the  plaintiff  from  continuing  the  making  of  other  part, 
commenced  to  be  made  according  to  order.  It  was  proved  that  the  contract  was  an 
order  to  make  2,000  aerometen,-that  300  had  been  accepted,  and  the  rest  were  in 
course  of  being  made  when  the  defendant  discharged  the  plaintiff  fix>m  completing 
them.  The  judge  at  nisi  prius  having  allowed  the  declaration  to  be  amended,  the 
court  refused  to  grant  a  new  trial  on  that  account    Jones  v.  Hutckinsonj  iv.

The  defendant 
objected  to  the  Terdict  being  received,  and  the  judge  offered  to  discharge  the  jury 
and  try  the  cause  mer  again.  This  was  not  assented  to,  and  the  plaintiflr  claiming  to 
hava  the  verdict  taken,  the  jury  returned  their  verdict  in  &vor  of  the  plaintiff. 
&ld^  a  mis^trial ;  and  that,  as  the  defect  had  been  objected  to  before  the  veitiict,  the 
eout  was  bound  to  award  a  venire  de  novo.

S,  Indiettnent  ^r  «n  offence  not  puniihable  by  fine  and  imprisonment — CivU  right 
earning  in  quettion*  By  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  and  Crompton,  J.  Where,  in  an 
iacfictment  not  charging  an  offence  for  which  the  defendant,  if  guilty,  might  suffer 
line  and  imprisonment,  a  civil  right  comes  in  question,  and  the  ri^t  would  be  bound 
by  the  verdict,  a  new  trial  may  be  granted  afler  a  verdict  font  defendant.  But  by 
Coleridge,  J.  Wherever  the  substance  of  a  criminal  proceeding  is  civil,  a  new  trial 
may  be  granted  after  a  verdict  for  defendant,  on  the  ground  either  of  misdirection, 
or  of  the  verdict  being  against  the  evidence.

5.  Privilege  of  client  violated  hy  order  of  court,  Semhle,  if  the  privilege  of  a  client 
has  been  violated  by  an  order  of  the  court  with  reference  to  the  production  of  title 
deeds,  the  party  to  the  action  against  whom  the  evidence  was  admitted,  cannot  make 
it  a  ground  of  application  fer  a  new  trial.

6.  Interpleader — Verdict,  In  an  interpleader  issue,  the  question  being,  whether 
goods  seized  on  execution  belonged  to  the  creditor  (the  defendant)  or  to  the  claimant, 
(the  plaintiff,)  the  jury  found,  **  as  to  the  goods  at  C,"  fer  the  plaintiff,  and  as  to  the 

fyr  defendant    The  vahie  of  the  whole  goods  was  greater  than  the  debt,  and 
paid  into  court    Held,  that  the  verdict  was  bad,  and  could  be  cured  only  by  a 
trial ;  as  it  did  not  specify  the  value  of  the  goods  at  C.,  and  it  did  not  appear 
whedier  the  rest  would  satisfy  the  debt    Allsopp  v.  Briitain,  xxv.  482. 

X.  Motion  for  New  Trial;  Practicej  S^e, 

1.  Motion  for  new  trial,  when  to  be  made.  No  motion  for  a  new  trial  shall  be 
aBowed  after  the  expiration  of  four  days  from  the  day  of  trial,  even  if  the  defendant 
had  no  notice  before  the  trial,  but  had  notice  of  the  verdict  within  the  four  days.

3.  Where  a  bill  of  exceptions  has  been  tendered  by  one  defendant,  the  other 
defendant  may,  notwithstanding,  move  for  a  new  trial.  Per  L<^  Campbell,  C.  J.

8.  Where  a  defendant  means  to  move  for  a  new  trial  in  the  case  of  a  criminal  infor- 
mation, the  motion  must  be  made,  or  an  intimation  that  the  defendant  intends  to  move 
given  to  the  court,  during  the  first  four  days  of  term ;  and  it  will  be  too  late  when  the 
defendant  is  brought  up  for  judgment    Regina  v.  Newman,  xviii.  118. 

4.  Statement  of  grounds  of  rule  nisi — Amendment,  Where  a  rule  nisi,  drawn  up. 
OB  readhig  an  affidavit  imd  deposition,  called  on  the  defendant  to  show  cause  why  a« 
new  trial  should  not  be  had  '*on  the  grounds  set  forth  in  the  said  afiidavit  and 
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deposidon,"  it  was  held,  tb&t  this  was  not  a  compliance  with  the  17  &  18  YicL  c  1S5, 
8.  33,  which  enacts,  that  in  every  role  nisi,  for  a  new  trial,  &c.,  "  the  grounds  upon 
which  such  rule  shall  have  been  granted,  shall  be  shortly  stated  therein,"  bat  the 
plaintiffs  were  allowed  to  amend,  and  thereupon  the  rule  stood  oyer,  Drayson  t. 
Andrews,  xxviii.  468. 

5.  Where  a  bill  of  exceptions  has  been  tendered,  the  party  cannot  afterwards  more 
for  a  new  trial  upon  a  point  which  might  have  been  (but  was  not)  included  in  the 
bill  of  exceptions,  without  abandoning  the  bill  of  exceptions.  Semble,  that  if  the  point 
could  not  have  been  included  in  the  bill  of  exceptions,  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  ought 
have  been  made  concurrently.

8.  Misdirection — Objection  not  taken  at  trial.  A  rule  nisi  for  a  new  trial,  on  die 
ground  of  misdirection,  was  discharged,  the  objection  not  having-  been  taken  at  the 
trial,  and  it  was  held,  that  it  would  be  unjust  towards  the  other  side  to  grant  a  new 
trial  where  the  case  had  been  conducted  irrespectively  of  the  point  raised,  and  the 
defect,  if  pointed  out  at  the  trial,  might  have  been  then  supplied.

10.  Rtde  nisi  for  new  trial  granted  after  first  four  days  of  terrih,  Where  a  party 
has  obtained  a  rule  nisi  for  a  new  trial  l^  leave  of  the  court,  after  the  expiiatioo  of 
the  first  four  days  of  term,  but  without  giving  notice  within  that  period  to  the  opposite 
party  of  his  intention  to  move,  and  the  opposite  party  has  ngned  judgment  without 
any  notice  of  the  motion,  the  conrt  will  not  permit  the  rule  to  be  made  absolute,  if 
the  objection  is  raised  on  showing  cause.

5.  Bight  to  move  for  judgment  as  tn  case  of  nonsuit — Injunction.  Obtaining  an 
injunction  to  stay  the  proceedings  does  not  deprive  the  defendant  of  his  right  to  move 
for  judgment  as  in  case  of  nonsuit    Dobson  v.  Broddebank,  viiL  543.

I.   What  is  a  Nuisance, 

1.  Regatta  on  reservoir  made  to  supply  water  for  caned.  Where  a  company  had 
become  the  owner  of  a  canal  and  grounds  for  making  a  reservdr,  from  which  to 
supply  water  for  the  canal,  the  right  of  sporting  and  fishing  over  the  reservoir  being 
reserved  to  the  former  owners,  and  the  company  held  regattas,  causing  large  bodies 
of  people  to  assemble,  whereby  an  adjoining  park  was  injured  and  the  resen*ed  rights 
of  fishing,  &c.,  interrupted,  it  was  Ae/e/,  afler  the  injured  pardes  had  obtained  a  ver- 
dict at  law,  with  nominal  damages,  and  the  company  persisted  in  holding  regattas,  &c., 
that  the  regatta  was  a  nuisance,  and  that  an  injunction  might  be  granted.  Bostock  v. 
The  North  Staffordshire  Railway  Co,  xix.  307. 

2.  Whether,  where  land  has  been  bbtained  by  act  of  parliament  for  one  purpose, 
it  can  be  used  fbr  any  other,  quosre,    lb, 

3.  Opening  streets  by  gas  company.  It  is  an  indictable  nuisance  for  a  gas  company, 
without  the  authority  of  parliament,  to  open  trenches  in  the  public  streets  of  a  town, 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes,  although  reasonable  despatch  is  used  by  them,  in 
restoring  the  road  to  its  former  condition.  Regina  v.  The  Sheffield  Gas  Consumen^ 
Co.  xxiL  200. 
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4.  Works  or  trade  tending  to  depreciate  another's  property.  Quasrej  vrheiiher  Ae 
erection  of  works,  or  the  carrjing  on  of  a  trade  mrhicb  has  the  effect^  onl^  to  de* 
preciate  the  property  of  another,  amounts  to  a  nuisance.     White  ▼.  0[>hen^  six.  146. 

5.  Obstruction  of  public  navigable  river — Bridge — Question  for  j%iry.  Where  com* 
missioners  were  anthorized  to  make  a  new  cut  through  kinds  adjoining  a  rivor,  fat 
the  purpose  of  restoring  navigation,  and  also  to  bnild  bridges,  and  a  company,  in 
whom  the  powers  of  the  commisnoners  afterwards  became  Tested  hy  statate,  bm]t  a 
bridge,  occupying,  to  some  extent,  the  bed  of  the  new  cut;  on  indictment  against  them 
for  a  nuisance  to  the  river  as  a  public  highway,  the  jury  found  specially  that  the  eenk- 
pany  were  guilty  of  building  the  bridge,  but  that  it  did  not  obstruct  the  navigatioiu 
On  motion  to  enter  the  verdict  for  defendants,  it  was  held^  that  the  cot  was  a 'public 
navigable  river^  the  obstruction  of  which  was  an  indictable  offence,  bat  that  building 
a  bridge  partly  in  the  bed  of  a  navigable  river,  was  not  necessarily  a  ninsance;  that 
the  question  whether  in  fact  it  be  so  or  not  in  a  particular  instance,  is  for  a  jury ;  and 
that  the  verdict  here,  negativing  actual  obstruction,  was,  in  effect,  an  aoqmttaL 
Regina  v.  Betts,  xxii.  240. 

6.  Removal  of  snow.  Sect  05  of  the  Public  Health  Act  empowers  the  local  board 
to  make  by-laws  for  the  removal  of  dust^  ashes,  rubbish,  filth,  dung,  manure,  and  soiL 
Heldj  that  pure  snow  is  not  within  these  words,  and  that  a  by-law  imposing  a  penalty 
for  the  non-removal  thereof  by  the  occupiers  of  houses  is  invalid.  Regina  v.  27te 
Justices  of  Staffordshire^  xxx.  402. 

7.  Private  nuisance — Burning  bricks  by  adjacent  proprietor,  A  house,  with  sfanib- 
eries  and  gardens  adjacent,  had  been  occupied  by  a  tenant  as  a  dwelling-place  for 
thirty-two  years,  when  the  owner  of  adjoining  land  began  to  manu&cture  bricks  of 
the  clay  of  his  own  land,  by  burning  in  clamp,  which  waa  erected  ^thin  144  feet  of 
the  dwelling-house,  and  within  fifteen  feet  of  the  stable  belonging  thereta  Upon  a 
bill  filed  by  the  land  owner  and  his  tenant  for  an  injunction,  it  was  heUl,  that  such 
brick-making  was  a  private  nuisance.     Walter  v.  Selfe,  iv.  16. 

n.  InjimeHon  againU  Nuisance* 

1.  Trivial  and  temporary  nuisance.  The  court  refused  to  interfere  by  injunction 
where  the  nuisance  was  of  a  trivial  character,  and  ^  be  continued  for  only  a  few 
hours.     The  Attorney-General  v.  The  Sheffield  Gas  ^msumen^  Co.  xix.  639. 

2.  Inadequacy  of  remedy  at  law.  The  principle  upon  which  this  court  interferes 
by  injunction,  in  cases  both  of  public  and  private  nuisance,  is  the  inadequacy  of  the 
remedy  at  common  law ;  and  it  is  on  the  ground  of  injury  to  property  that  this  juri;»- 
diction  rests.

9.  Time,  Time  is  an  ingredient  which  is  to  be  considered  in  determining  a  question 
of  injunction,  although  the  application  be  on  behalf  of  the  Attomey-GreneraL  Per 
Sir  G.  J.  Turner,  L.  J.    Jb. 

4.  Infringements  of  rights  in  respect  of  land.  Slight  infringements  of  rights  in 
respect  of  land,  by  a  Iai*ge  company  of  persons,  ought  to  be  watched  with  a  careful 
eye,  and  repressed  with  a  strict  hand  by  a  court  of  equity,  where  it  can  exercise  juris- 
diction.   Per  Sir  J.  L.  Knight  Bruce,  L.  J.  lb. 

5.  Motion  for  injunction  afier  abandonment  of  works,  A  motion  for  an  injunctioii

8.  Damage  capable  of  compensaiion.  In  case  of  an  idleged  nuisance  where  the 
damsge  is  not  of  an  irremediable  kind,  but  capable  of  compensation,  a  court  of 
chancery  will  not  grant  even  a  temporary  injunction  before  the  matter  has  been  ad* 
jodicated  upon  in  a  court  of  law.  White  ▼.  Cohen,  zix.  IAS. 

m.  Abatement  of  Nuisance. 

X.  By  commoner.  A  commoner  may  pull  down  a  building  wrongfully  erected  upon 
the  common,  and  which  presents  his  exercising  his  right  as  fully  as  he  otherwise  might, 
provided  he  does  no  unnecessary  damage.

2.  Defendant  had  suffered  judgment  by  default  on  an  indictment  for  a  nuisance 
Held,  that  the  oourt  could  not  in  his  absence  give  judgment  that  the  nuisance  b^ 
abated.

OATHS. 

1.  How  taken — Oaih  of  abjuration.  The  oadi  of  abjuration  required  by  the  6  Geo. 
in.  c.  5S,  must  be  taken  in  the  precise  manner  and  form  prescribed  by  that  statute ; 
and  the  words  '*  upon  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian,''  are  an  essential  part  of  the  oath 
itself,  and  not  merely  part  of  the  ceremony  of  taking  it ;  therefore,  a  person  of  the 
Jewish  penuasion,  who  is  elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  votes  as 
such  after  taking  the  oath  in  the  fonn  binding  on  his  conscience,  but  intentionally 
omitting  the  words  "  upon  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian,**  is  liable  to  the  penalties  im- 
posed by  the  1  Geo.  L  s.  2,  cl3,  on  any  person  voting  as  a  member  of  parliament,  without 
having  first  taken  the  oath  of  abjuration.  The  name  of  the  reigning  sovereign  is  to 
be  substituted  for  the  words  "King  George,"  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  act 
Salomons  t.  MiUer,  xx.  353.    See  also  MiUer  v.  Salomons^  x.  643. 

2.  jBy  whom  administered.  Witnesses  are  sworn  by  the  court,  though,  in  hd,  the 
oath  be  administered  by  one  of  its  officers ;  and  it  is  inunaterial  whether  the  oath  be 
adnunistered  by  the  crier  or  clerk  of  the  court,  if  it  be  done  in  open  court  Regina

4.  Practice  in  case  of,  A  plaintiff  having  obtained  a  verdict,  with  damages,  for  a 
libel,  against  a  newspaper  proprietor,  for  whom  the  defendants  had  become  sureties,  the 
crown,  at  the  instance  of  the  plaintiff,  issued  a  scire  facias  against  the  sureties  for  the 
recovery  of  such  damages.  The  plaintiff  having  subsequently  become  an  outlaw,  the 
defendants  pleaded  that  the  scire  facias  had  issued  at  the  instance  of  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  plaintiff,  and  not  of  the  crown.  The  crown  having  demurred  and

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5.  Reversal  of  outlawry — Special  bail.  The  defendant,  an  oullaw,  appeared  by 
attorney,  and  brought  a  writ  of  error  to  reverse  the  outlawry.

L  Sight  to  Custody  of  Child. 

1.  Right  of  father  to  custody — Jurisdiction  of  common-law  courts.  The  father  is  by 
law  entitled  to  the  custody  of  his  legitimate  children ;  and,  semble,  that  a  court  of 
common  law  has  no  jurisdiction,  under  any  circumstances,  to  deprive  him  of  that  right. 
In  re  HakewiU^  zxii.  895. 

2.  Father  may  revoke  consent  that  child  may  Hve  abroad.  The  father  of  an  infant 
agreed  to  let  it  live  with  its  uncle,  who  was  to  maintain  and  educate  it,  until  it  was 
enabled  to  provide  for  itself,  and  the  father  promised  not  to  take  the  child  away  from 
the  uncle,  and  to  pay  a  certain  sum  monthly  for  its  support  The  agreement  was 
acted  on  for  some  months.  Held^  that,  notwithstanding  the  agreement,  the  father 
was  at  liberty  to  revoke  his  consent  to  the  child's  living  with  its  uncle,  and  that  the 
court,  on  the  child  being  brought  up  on  habeas  corpus^  was  bound  to  deliver  it  U> 
its  father.     Regina  v.  Smithy  xvi.  221. 

8.  ^at.  2^8  Vict.  c.  54.  The  stat  2  &  8  Vict  c.  54,  has  introduced,  as  controlling 
the  paternal  right  to  the  exclusive  custody  of  his  infant  child,  two  considerations, 
namely,  of  marital  duty  to  be  observed  towards  the  wife,  and  of  the  interests  of  the 
child  to  be  consulted.  But  if  these  two  objects  can  be  attuned  consistently  with  the 
Other's  retadning  the  custody  of  the  child,  his  common-law  paternal  right  will  not  be 
disturbed.

4.  Misconduct  of  father.  The  court  will  refuse  to  give  possession  of  children  to 
their  father  if  he  has  so  conducted  himself  as  that  it  will  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
infants,  or  if  it  will  affect  their  happiness,  or  if  they  cannot  associate  with  him  without 
moral  contamination— or  if,  because  they  associate  with  him,  others  will  shun  their 
society.  If  it  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  &ther  of  the 
children  from  ten  to  two  years  of  age  is  to  be  con^dered  as  guilty  of  the  perpeenition 
of  an  unnatural  crime,  it  is  impossible  to  permit  any  sort  of  intercoui^  with  his 
children  even  after  he  has  escaped  conviction.  Semble,  that  under  such  circumstances, 
if  the  children  were  with  their  father,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  remove 
them.    Anonymous f  xi.  281. 

IL  Duty  of  Parent  to  support  Child;  Indtctment  for  NegleeL 

1.  The  mere  moral  obligation  on  a  parent  to  maintain  his  child,  affords  no  legal 
inference  of  a  promise  to  pay  a  debt  contracted  by  him,  even  for  necessaries.  SheUon 
Y.  Springett,  xx.  281. 

2.  Past  maintenance  of  child  entided  to  property.  A  father  cannot  have  past  nuun« 
tenance  for  his  son,  who  is  entitled  to  property,  unless  there  are  special  circumstances 
in  the  case.    The  &ct  that  the  father  has  not  been  able  to  apply  to  the  court  beforOi 
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"bf  roaaon  of  his  resideBce  oat  of  the  oonntiy,  was  held  anffident  to  entitle  him  to 
nek  past  mainteiuuice.

8.  In  an  action  on  a  general  covenant  in  a  deed  of  separation,  wherel^  the  defend* 
ant  agreed  to  maintain  all  his  children,  it  is  no  defence  to  say  that  the  children  have 
BOW  become  of  age.    De  Crespigpy  v.  De  Creipigny,  xxiv.  42S. 

4.  Indictment  for  neglecting  to  provide  for  infant  children.  The  prisoner  was  in* 
dieted  for  neglecting  to  provide  her  in&nt  children  with  necessary  or  proper  food  or 
clothing,  whereby  they  were  **  greatly  injured  and  weakened.**  Held^  that  this  aver- 
ment as  to  the  injury  was  material,  and  necessary  to  be  proved.  Heldf  also,  that  in 
order  to  constitute  a  misdemeanor  at  common  law,  an  actual  injury  to  the  health  of  the 
diOdren  must  be  shown,  and  proof  that  they  must  have  suffered  to  some  extent  was 
not  sufficient    Regina  v.  Phillpot,  xx.  591. 

5.  An  indictment  charged  the  prisoner,  that,  "  being  aUe  and  having  the  means," 
she  neglected  to  provide  sufficient  meat,  drink,  or  food  for  her  child.  There  was  no 
evidence  at  the  trial  of  her  actual  possession  of  means  for  nourishing  and  maintaining 
the  child ;  but  it  was  proved  that  she  might  have  applied  to  the  relieving  officer  of  the 
poor,  who  would  have  provided  her  with  sufficient  means.  Held,  that  the  indictment 
was  not  supported  by  tiie  evidence.    Megina  v.  Chandler,  xxix.  551.

45,  to  compel 
chapel  wardens  to  pay  off  out  of  the  rates  the  arrears  of  an  amount  borrowed  for  the 
purpose  of  enlarging  and  rebuilding  the  chapel ;  the  vestry  having  provided  for  the 
expense  of  such  enlargement  under  another  act  of  parliament  Regina  v.  Bilston,  ii. 
255. 

2.  Where,  by  an  act  of  parliament,  the  vestry  men  of  two  parishes  are  to  be  a  joint 
vestry  of  the  two,  one  parish  cannot  separately  adopt  the  provisions  of  1  &  2  Will. 
IV.  c.  60,  for  the  election  of  their  own  vestry.    Regina  v.  Basset,  xxiv.  193. 

3.  Upon  an  order  in  council,  assigning  an  ecclesiastical  district  to  a  chapel,  under 
the  58  Geo.  III.  c.  45,  s.  21,  and  an  enrolment  of  the  boundaries,  a  chapelry  becomes 
a  separate  district  parish  for  all  eccleoastical  purposes ;  and  afler  the  death  of  the  then 
incumbent  of.  the  original  parish,  the  curate  of  the  district  parish  is  entitled  to  the 
fees  for  burial,  both  in  his  parish  and  in  respect  of  deceased  persons  removed  there- 
from, for  interment  in  the  cemetery.

4.  Chapel  and  churchwardens,  authority  of  \n  s,  district  of  a  parish  where  the 
chapel  wardens  had  authority  in  ecclesiastical  matters,  but  all  the  parochial  business 
of  which  was  transacted  by  the  parish  churchwardens,  the  act  3  &  4  Will.

In  a  foreclosure  suit, 
where  all  the  persons  having  control  over  the  property  are  made  parties,  it  is  not 
necessary,  under  sec.  42,  rule  9,  of  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86,  that  the  cestuis  que  trust 
of  the  mortgaged  premises  should  also  be  made  parties.  Sale  v.  Kitson,  xv.  590.  See 
also  Goldsmith  v.  Stonehewer,  xv.

2.  Proceedings  in  name  of  attorney-general.  Where  parties  presented  a  petition  in 
the  name  of  the  attorney-general,  who  appeared  and  opposed  the  same,  the  pedtioa 
was  dismissed,  the  court  holding  that  in  proceedings  commenced  in  the  name  of  the 
attorney-general,  he  must  be  considered  as  the  party  having  the  conduct  of  the 
cause.     The  Attorney- General  v.  The  Wyggeston  Hospital,  xxi.  362. 

3.  BUI  by  married  woman — Refusal  of  husband  to  join*  In  a  bill  by  a  married 
woman  by  her  next  friend,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  aside  a  compromise  of  her 
rights  to  certain  real  property,  her  husband  was  made  a  defendant;  the  bill  allegmg 
that  he  had  refused  to  be  a  co-plaintiflf,  the  husband  put  in  his  answer,  and  appeared 
by  counsel,  and  supported  the  case  made  by  the  bill.  The  refusal  of  the  husband  to 
join  as  co-plaintiff  was  not  proved  in  the  cause.  Held,  that  this  was  not  a  valid  objec- 
tion to  the  suit     Smith  v.  Pincombe,  x.  50. 

4.  The  executor  of  a  deceased  defendant  cannot  move  that  the  plaintiff  should 
revive  the  suit  against  him  within  a  limited  dme,  or  that  the  biU  should  be  diamissod.

5.  Petition  for  taxation  of  costs  by  cestui  que  trust.  A  trustee  is  not  a  proper  parly 
to  a  petition  presented  by  a  cestui  que  trust  for  the  delivery  and  taxation  of  IhUs  of 
costs  paid  by  a  trustee.    In  re  Mole,  xvii.  454. 

6.  Joint  contract.  The  plaintiff  signed  a  proposal,  "  on  behalf  of  the  members 
of  an  orchestra,"  to  which  he  himself  belonged.  The  defendant  accepted  the  prop- 
osition, but  failed  to  pay  the  amount  agreed  on.  The  plaintiff  alone  brought  an 
action,  stating  the  contract  to  be  with  him.  Held,  that  the  contract  was  joint  and 
that  he  could  not  recover.    Lucas  v.  Beale,  iv.  358. 

7.  Two  classes  of  trustees  had  committed  a  breach  of  trust  Held,  that  the  cestws 
que  trust  might  proceed  against  the  one  class,  without  making  the  other  class  parties. 
M'Gachen  v.  Dew,  xv.  97. 

8.  BiU  by  one  party  on  behalf  of  himself  and  others.  A  mortgagee  filed  a  bill  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  in  his  own  name,  but  on  behalf  of  himself  and  all 
other  mortgagees,  eight  in  number,  who  were  named  in  a  clause  of  the  bill.  Objec- 
tion for  want  of  parties  was  made,  but  the  court  overruled  the  objection,  and  appointed 
a  receiver,  being  of  opinion  that  there  was  no  apparent  utility  in  making  all  Ae  mort- 
gagees original  parties,  as  they  might  be  added  by  amendment  Fripp  v.  The  Chard 
Railway  Co.  xxi.  53. 

9.  The  trustees  of  a  benefit  building  society,  through  a  shareholder  as  their  ageot, 
purchased  an  estate  out  of  the  funds  of  the  society,  and  paid  the  agent  a  certain  sum 
for  the  purpose  of  his  paying  a  deposit  as  part  of  the  purchase-money.  The  agent 
obtained  a  conveyance  of  the  estate,  which  he  refused  to  convey  to  the  trustees  of  the 
society,  who  filed  a  bill  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  aU  the  other  members  and  sharfr- 
holders  of  the  society,  to  compel  him  to  convey  the  estate  to  them  upon  the  trusts  aod 
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for  the  purposes  of  the  society.  The  bill  stated  that  the  society  consisted  of  upwards 
of  300  persons,  who  formed  a  fluctuating  body,  and  were  too  numerous  to  be  named 
indiTidually  as  parties  plaintifis  or  defendants.  Held,  on  demurrer  for  want  of  par- 
ties, that  the  suit  was  properly  instituted,  it  not  being  necessary  to  bring  all  the 
members  before  the  court  to  consent  to  the  sale.    Mullock  v.  Jenkins^  ix.  30. 

10.  ^1?/  hy  some  next  of  kin.  On  a  bill  filed  by  some  next  of  kin,  on  behalf  of 
themselves  and  all  others,  the  court  directed  some  evidence  to  be  produced  to  show 
that  the  others  were  inconveniently  numerous,  before  the  decree  should  ,be  drawn  up. 
Leadutrt  v.  Thome,  ii.  94. 

11.  Bill  by  four  of  the  next  of  kin  of  an  intestate,  for  the  administration  of  his 
estate,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  all  others  the  next  of  kin.  The  bill  alleged  that 
the  next  of  kin  were  very  numerous,  but  no  evidence  of  that  &ct  was  adduced. 
Upon  an  affidavit,  under  the  IS  &  14  Vict.  c.  35,  that  the  next  of  kin  were  upwards 
of  twenty  in  number,  the  court  made  the  usual  administration  decree.  Smith  v, 
Leaihartj  liL  1 70. 

12.  Claim  by  some  of  a  class  of  residuary  legatees.  To  a  clium  filed  by  some  of  a 
dass  of  residuary  legatees  against  the  executors  for  an  account,  it  appearing  from  the 
win  that  there  were  others,  it  was  held,  not  necessary  that  all  the  residuary  legatees 
should  be  parties.     Watson  v.  Young,  ii.  96. 

13.  AU  the  male  members  of  a  congregation  necessary  parties.  The  trustees  of  a 
dissenting  chapel,  being  required  by  the  male  subscribers  to  the  congregation,  under 
a  power  contained  in  their  trust-deed,  mortgaged  it  with  a  power  of  sale.  A  bill  was 
filed  to  have  a  party  claiming  under  the  mortgagee  declared  an  assignee  of  the  mort- 
gage, and  not  a  purchaser  under  the  power  of  sale.  Held,  that  it  was  not  sufficient  to 
make  some  of  the  men  subscribers  to  the  congregation  parties  only,  but  that  they 
were  all  necessary  parties  to  the  suit    Minn  v.  Stant,  vii.

If  a  court  in  Scotland  orders  P.  and  R.  to  depoat 
certain  sums  in  court,  which  order  P.  obeys,  and  R.  goes  to  England,  P.  cannot,  by 
taking  an  assignment  of  the  order,  bring  a  bill  in  England  against  R.  for  want  of 
privity  of  contract  between  P.  and  IBL,  and  the  plidntifi*s  in  the  former  suit  are  still 
necessary  parties.

.  17.  Party  claiming  interest  in  contract.  A  party  claiming  an  interest  in  a  purchase 
by  Tirtue  of  a  contract,  as  having  been  entered  into  on  his  behalf,  is  a  proper  party  to 
a  soit  by  the  vendor  for  the  specific  performance  of  the  contract ;  otherwise,  if  he 
claim  merely  as  a  sub-purchaser,  semble.

In  a  foreclosure  suit  by  a  first  incum- 
brancer, a  decree  was  made,  and  afterwards  a  defendant,  a  subsequent  mortgagee,  (who 
was  one  of  eight  persons  standing  in  a  precisely  similar  situation,  and  in  respect  of 
whose  mortgages  there  was  only  one  right  of  redemption  given,)  died,  and  there  being 
a  difficulty  in  obtaining  representation  to  his  estate,  the  court  ordered  that  the  suit 
ahould  proceed  without  any  person  representing  his  estate.

23.  Special  case — Tenant  in  tail  bom  after  suit  brought.  After  a  special  case  had 
been  set  down  for  hearing,  and  before  it  came  on  to  be  heard,  a  tenant  in  tail  of  the 
property  to  which  the  case  related  was  bom,  who  was  a  necessaxy  party  to  the  case. 
On  motion  ex  parte,  an  order  was  made  to  discharge  the  order  to  set  down  the  orig- 
inal case,  and  to  set  it  down  again  amended,  by  adding  the  in^t  tenant  in  tail  as  a 
party,  and  that  it  should  keep  its  place  in  the  paper,  fresh  appearances  being  entered 
for  all  the  defendants.

the  court  declared  the  rights  of  the  parties,  without  a  supplemental  bill  being  filed  to 
bring  them  before  the  court     WilUamson  v.  Parker,  xvii.

29.  Bill  by  heir — Personal  representative  of  ancestor  having  an  interest  in  stiiL  To 
a  bill  filed  by  the  heir  to  set  aside  a  purchase  from  his  ancestor,  on  the  ground  oi&Bud, 
stating,  also,  that  the  purchase-money,  or  alleged  consideration,  was  not  paid, — ^the 
personal  representative  of  the  ancestor,  having  an  interest  in  the  question  whether 
the  contract  is  valid  or  not,  is  a  necessary  jftrty ;  and  if  such  personal  representatiTe 
be  brought  before  the  court  by  supplemental  bill,  the  original  defendant  should  be 
made  a  party  to  such  supplemental  bill. .

A  bill  by  legatees 
against  the  executors  and  surviving  partners  of  their  testator  may  be  supported  in  all 
eases  where  the  relation  between  the  executon  and  surviving  partners  is  such  as  to 
present  a  substantial  impediment  to  the  prosecution  by  the  executors  of  the  rights  of  the 
parties  interested  in  the  estate  against  the  surviving  partners.

In 
alleging  fraud  against  the  trustee  of  a  deed  of  settlement,  it  is  not  necessary  to  make 
ihe  cestui  que  trust  a  party,  ^ough  equally  guilty  with  the  trustee,  as  a  court  of  law  can 
only  look  to  the  legal  rights  of  the  parties  to  the  deed.

By  a  deed  between  A  of  the  first  part,  B  and  C,  creditors  of 
A,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  creditors  of  A  who  should  execute  the  deed  of  the  third 
part,  A  assigned  his  property  to  B  and  C,  on  trust  to  pay  H  a  sum  of  money  in  respect 
of  a  lien  on  some  of  the  property,  and  to  divide  the  residue  among  the  creditors.  B 
never  executed  the  deed,  and  his  executors  filed  a  bill  to  set  it  aside.  The  bill  alleged 
that  B  had  died  directly  after  the  date  of  the  deed,  that  C  was  a  bankrupt,  that  H  had 
not  any  lien,  and  had  acted  improperly  in  the  matter,  and  that  it  was  tiie  interest  of 
the  creditors  who  had  executed  the  deed  that  it  should  be  set  aade.  Hie  only  defend- 
ants were  C,  his  assignees  and  H.  Held,  that  one  or  more  of  the  creditors  who  had 
executed  the  deed,  were  necessary  pardes  to  the  suit.

43.  Beneficiary  a  necessary  party  in  administration  cktviL  An  administration  claim 
was  filed  l^  an  executor  against  his  co-executors  only,  without  making  any  person 
beneficially  interested  a  defendant  Hdd,  under  Order  7,  of  April,  1850,  that  one  at 
least  of  the  persons  beneficially  interested  must  be  made  defendant  to  such  a  claim  in 
the  first  instance.  This  would  be  necessary  where  the  claim  was  to  administer  personal 
estate  only,  and  <^  fortiori  where  it  seeks  administration  of  both  real  and  personal 
estate.

44.  When  next  of  kin  must  be  made  parties.  Bequest  to  trustees  in  trust  to  convey, 
afler  twenty-one  years,  to  the  testator's  heir  at  law.  If,  in  such  case,  the  heir  at  law 
Inuig  a  suit  for  administration  soon  after  the  testator's  death,  the  testator's  next  of  kin 
are  necessary  parties.    Ring  v.  Jarmem,  vi.  154. 

45.  Party  interested  m  suit  against  insurance  company  may  be  co-plaintiff,  though  not 
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a  party  to  policy.  -  A  person  interested  in  the  suit  may  jmn  in  an  action  against  an 
insurance  company,  though  he  be  not  mentioned  in  the  pdic^r,  anoHier  plaintf  end 
part  owner  having  acted  for  himself  and  as  agent  for  the  o&er  parties.  The  Sunder' 
land  Marine  Instiranee  Company  r.

46.  Claim  for  legacy — Account  of  testator^s  estate.  Cldm  for  a  legacy,  bat  invtrfy- 
ing  an  account  of  ^e  general  estate  of  the  testator,  will  not  lie  against  the  sorfiring 
executor  of  the  testator  alone ;  the  representatiyes  of  the  deceased  execator  nnut'be 
made  parties  and  the  proceeding  must  be  by  bill.  A  discretion  b  reserved,  by  &e 
orders  of  April,  1850,  to  the  court,  at  the  hearing,  to  giye  or  refuse  relief,  or  to  direct 
inquiries,  haying  regard  to  the  parties  then  before  it    Penny  v.  Penny,  iy.

47.  Co-ieffotees.  Bequest  in  trust  to  invest  a  moiety  for  the  benefit  of  A,  and  afler- 
wards  to  her  children,  and  the  other  moiety  in  the  same  manner  to  B  and  her  chDdren. 
On  the  death  of  A,  a  mortgage  which  had  been  made  £ir  her  benefit  was  got  in.  Hddf 
that  A's  children  could  maintain  a  snit  for  their  moiety  without  maVing  B  and  ber 
children  parties.

48.  Bill  JUed  on  behalf  of  plaintiff  and  all  other  mortgagees*  Where  one  moit^igee 
of  a  railway  company  files  a  bill  on  behalf  of  himself  and  all  other  mortgagees,  and 
tlien,  in  a  subsequent  clause  of  the  biU,  names  all  these  other  mortgagees,  it  is  no 
valid  objection  to  the  bill  that  they  are  not  made  parties.  Pripp  t.  The  Chard  RaSr 
way  Co.  xxL  58.

I.  What  camtittUes  a  ParinerMp* 

1.  Salary  equal  to  a  certain  percentage  of  profits.  A  contract  to  pay  a  manager, 
by  way  of  salary,  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  equal  to  a  certain  percentage  on 
the  net  profits  of  an  undertaking,  does  not  make  him  a  partner.  Provisions  in  such  a 
contract,  that  in  given  events  the  manager  may  purchase  the  business  upon  certain 
terms,  and  that,  as  a  remuneration  for  his  services,  he  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  a 
certain  period,  provided  he  shall  have  performed  all  his  covenants,  receive  such  a  snin 
of  money  as  shall  be  equal  to  a  certain  percentage  on  the  capital  of  the  busmess,  do 
not  create  a  partnership,  and  are  not  inconsbtent  with  a  contract  of  Mring  and  ser- 
vice.   Stacker  v,  Brockelbankf  v.  67. 

2.  Associations — Trade  protection  society.  A  trade  protection  society,  for  supplying 
members  with  lists  of  bankrupts  and  other  persons,  consisted  of  members  paying  an 
annual  sum,  payable  in  advance,  and  was  managed  by  a  committee  of  members.   By 
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oae  of  tlie  rules,  tihe  committee  had  the  power  of  a||x>inting  and  dismissmg  the  printer, 
irho  ma  to  be  a  member  of  the  society,  and  had  the  care  of  defri^ing  the  expenses, 
and  applying  and  disposing  of  the  funds  of  the  society.  Held^  that  the  printer  could 
reoorer  the  price  of  goods  furnished  by  him  for  the  society,  from  a  committee  man 
who  had  ordered  them,  as  the  rules  created  no  partnership,  and  the  printer  was  not 
bound  to  look  to  the  funds  of  the  society  for  payment    Ccddicott  v.  Griffiths,  zxii.  527. 

S.  AuignmefU  for  benefit  of  creditors — AtUhoritif  of  assignee  to  carry  on  debtor's 
htsifiess^  A  deed  of  assignment  in  the  usual  form  to  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of 
eredit<tos,  which  empowers  the  trustees  to  employ  the  debtor  or  other  person  in  wind- 
ing up  his  affairs,  and  in  collecting  and  getting  in  his  estate,  and  in  carrying  on 
hb  trade,  if  thought  expedient,  is  a  valid  deed,  and  does  not  constitute  a  partnership 
between  the  creditors.     Coate  y.  WiUiatnSf  ix.  481. 

4.  The  defendant  and  others  purchased  a  mine,  paying  cash  for  part,  to  pay  for  the 
rest  in  six  months,  or  surrender,  at  th^  option.  It  was  diyided  into  shares,  some 
of  which  defendant  took  and  paid  for.  A  company  was  formed  on  the  cost-book 
prineq>Ie,  and  A,  B,  and  C,  the  laigest  shareholders,  agreed  to  find  working  capital  for 
nx  months,  and  defisndant  was  on  the  managing  committee  with  them.  The  action 
was  for  machinery.  Heldf  that  the  defendant  was  a  partner  in  the  mine  during  that 
time,  and  that  the  resolntion  that  A,  B,  and  C  should  find  the  requisite  capital  for  six 
months,  did  not  exempt  him  firom  liability  to  the  plaintiffs  for  the  goods  supplied. 
Peel  T.  Thomasj  xxix.  276.

n.  RighU  and  IdabiUHes  of  Partners, 

1.  Liabiliiy  of  one  partner  for  acts  of  the  other — Authority  of  partner.  In  1882, 
A  employed  B  and  C,  partners  as  attorneys,  to  lay  out  500/.  on  mortgage,  which  was 
invested  on  a  mortgage  from  D.  D  subsequently  sold  the  property  subject  to  the 
mortgage,  and  the  purchaser  shortly  afterwards  paid  the  500/.  to  C,  who,  however,  did 
not  inform  either  A  or  B,  his  partner,  of  such  receij^t,  and  again  lent  the  purchaser 
300/.,  and  continued  to  receive  the  interest  thereon.  The  partnership  was  dissolved 
in  1838 ;  but  both  before  and  after  the  dissolution,  and  after  the  death  of  A,  in  1840, 
interest  was  paid  as  upon  a  mortgage  of  500/.,  to  A  and  his  representatives,  up  to  1848, 
by  C.  In  1846,  the  300/.  was  piud  to  C,  and  the  mortgage  was  given  up  by  him,  but 
no  reconveyance  was  ever  executed.  Neither  A  nor  his  representatives  had  any  knowl- 
edge of  these  facts  till  1848.  Held,  that  B,  having  no  knowledge  thereof,  was  not 
liable  for  these  acts  of  C,  as  they  were  not  within  the  scope  -of  his  partnership 
authority,  which  ceased  with  the  first  investment.    Sims  v.  Brutton,  1.  446. 

2.  Restricted  Uability.  The  agents  appointed  to  make  contracts  for  a  partnership 
have  authority  to  bind  aU  the  partners  in  the  manner  usual  and  customary  in  the  same 
trade  or  business,  and  even  to  delegate  to  others  the  authority  so  to  bind  them,  if  it 
be  usoal  so  to  do,  notwithstanding  an  express  agreement  between  the  partners  not  so 
to  deal ;  and  the  liability  of  the  partners  to  a  peraon  contracting  with  them  is  not 
restricted  by  such  agreement,  unless  he  had  notice  thereof,  and  contracted  with  refer- 
ence thereto.     HaUett  v.  Dowdall,  ix.  347. 

3.  Eight  of  creditor  to  enforce  claim  against  one,  A  creditor  who  has  obtained 
judgment  against  a  company  may  not  prove  his  debt  agunst  the  assets  of  a  deceased 
partner,  unless  he  can  show  that  he  has  tried  to  enforce  the  debt  against  the  whole 
partnership  and  has  not  succeeded.    Hetoard  v.  Wheatley,  xv.  271. 

4.  Breach  of  trust.  A  partner  is  not  liable  for  his  partner's  breach  of  trust  not 
connected  with  any  breach  of  duty  as  such  partner.     Coomer  v.  Bromley,  xii.  307. 

6.  Stipulations  inter  se.  Whatever  stipulations  partners  may  make  inter  se,  they 
cannot  absolve  themselves  from  the  general  liabilities  arising  out  of  the  partnership, 
as  between  themselves  and  third  persons.  In  re  The  Sea,  Fire  and  Life  Assurance 
Co,  xxiii.  422. 
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6.  AUomep^  partnership — Scriv^^er.  The  basinen  of  a  acriTener  is  not  iritbin 
the  ordinaiy  scope  of  the  business  of  an  attorney,  and  one  member  of  a  part&erdi9 
firm  of  attorneys  cannot,  therefore,  render  his  copartner  liable  stmplj  by  recein]^ 
money  indefinitely  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  out  on  mortgage  security  which  mig^ 
afterwards  be  obtained.    Harman  t.  Johnson^  XTiiL  400. 

7.  Between  solicUor$ — Continuation  of.  Where  two  solicitors  hare  engaged  in 
partnership  for  no  definite  period,  the  partnership  must  be  supposed  to  continQe  until 
the  afiairs  are  wound  up,  and,  consequently,  one  partner  cannot  endnde  the  other 
from  the  office  till  that  tune.    Roberts  t.  Eberhardtf  xziii.  245, 

6.  Authority  after  dissolution.  The  authority  of  a  partner  continues  after  a  dis- 
solution for  all  purposes  of  winding  up,  and,  if  it  be  unduly  ezerctsedy  the  xtemedy  is 
by  applying  to  the  court  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  A  partner  in  a  fiim  of 
sharebrokers  has  }X)wer,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  finn,  to  give  a  power  of  sale  to 
dispose  of  shares  contracted  to  be  purchased  by  the  firm,  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to 
complete  the  purchase.    Butehart  v.  Dresser j  xxzL  121. 

9.  Discharge  of  retiring  pariaery  proof  of-Securitg,  A  contract  to  dischaige  a 
retiring  partner  fh»n  a  debt  due  from  the  firm,  may  be  proved  either  by  an  expnm 
agreement,  or  by  facta  and  conduct  from  which  it  may  be  fairly  infeired.  Taking  a 
new  security  is  not  of  itself  sufficient  to  discharge  the  retiring  partner,  but  there  must 
also  be  an  agreement,  either  express  or  to  be  fairly  inferred,  to  diachai^  ib»  old  firm. 
Harris  v.  Farwell,  xv.  70. 

10.  One  partner  may  become  a  creditor  of  the  ^rm.  By  mercantile  custom,  one 
partner  may,  by  advances  for  the  purpose  of  business,  become  a  creditor  on  the  finn 
for  the  amount,  and  has  a  right  to  be  credited,  with  interest,  if  there  be  no  express 
contract  to  the  contrary.

11.  One  partner  paying  a  note  fraudulently  signed  by  another.  If  one  of  two 
partners  is  compelled  to  pay  a  note  to  which  the  name  of  the  firm  is  fraudulently  signed 
by  the  other  partner,  he  is  entitled  to  recover  agmnst  that  other  partner  as  for  money 
paid  to  his  use.     Cross  v.  Cheshire,  vi.  517. 

12.  Demand  of  repayment  on  the  ground  of  fraud.  One  shareholder,  or  partner, 
cannot  demand  repayment  of  his  money  on  the  ground  of  general  fraud  on  all  the 
shareholders  or  partners,  except  the  directors,  without  alleging  some  specific  fraud  on 
him.  If  there  has  been  no  such  specific  fraud,  then  all  the  other  shareholden,  or 
partners,  must  be  made  parties.

18.  Sale  by  an  absent  joint  owner  through  a  broker.  A  solvent  joint  owner  may 
auUiorize  the  sale  of  the  partnership  goods,  and  the  circumstance  that  the  broker  who 
sells  the  goods  was  in  the  first  instance  employed  by  the  bankrupt,  and  had  no  knowl- 
edge  of  any  other  person  being  interested  in  the  goods,  is  immaterial,  nor  is  the  broker 
estopped  from  setting  up  the  joint  ownership  by  having  sent  to  the  assignees  an 
account  in  wluch  the  goods  were  stated  to  have  been  sold  for  the  bankrupt  alone. 
Morgan  v.  MarquiSj  xxiv.  894. 

14.  Executor  of  partner.  The  executor  of  a  partner  succeeded  as  partner,  and  for 
some  months  there  was  no  separation  of  the  partnership  assets,  or  closing  of  the  buanesB. 
The  property  was  small,  and  the  testator  died  in  debt  to  the  concern.  Held^  that  the 
executor  was  not  accountable  to  the  testator's  estate  for  the  profits  since  he  had  been 
a  partner,  not  having  become  a  partner  as  executor.    Simpson  v.  Chapman^  xxviL  528. 

m.  Dissolution  of  Partnership. 

1.  Because  of  insanity  of  one  partner.  A  decree,  asked  by  both  parties,  was  made, 
declaring  a  dissolution  of  a  partnership  where  one  of  the  partners  was  hopeleadi/ 
insane,  though  the  deed  made  no  provision  for  lunacy.    Leafr.  Coles^  xiL  117. 

2.  Fcr  omission  to  communicate  instructions — Request.    By  articles  of  partn^sh^ 
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between  iJiree  soUeitors,  A,  B,  and  C,  it  was  agreed  that,  in  ease  either  of  them  should 
do  or  omit  ccnrtain  acts,  then  the  other  partner,  or  partners,  might  give  notice  of  dis- 
sohition ;  and  that  each  partner  was  to  employ  himself  in  the  partnership  business  and 
to  oommnnicate  to  the  others  all  instructions  in  anywise  relating  to  the  business.  C 
was  to  be  a  sub-partner  only  and  attend  to  certain  specified  duties,  receiving  their 
emoluments  as  his  share  of  the  profits.  A  absconded,  and  B  gave  notice  of  dissolution 
to  C,  and  served  it  at  AS»  place  of  residence.  Held,  that  it  was  not  a  sufficient  cause 
of  dissolution  to  show  that  C  had  neglected  other  duties  than  those  specified  as  his ; 
that  neglect  to  communicate  instructions  was  a  cause  of  dissolution  only  after  request 
made  for  such  communication ;  and  that^  had  no  right  to  dissolve  as  against  A  with- 
out joining  0/  but  that  the  notice  ^ven  operated  as  a  general  dissolution.  Smith  t. 
MiUes^  X.  103. 

8.  A  partnership  cannot  be  dissolved  by  any  partner  rimply  for  his  own  benefit 
BUsset  ▼.  Daniel  J  xxiii.  105. 

4.  Cost-book  system — Retiring  partner.  Nonpayment  of  calls  in  a  company  managed 
on  the  cost-book  system  does  not  work  forfeiture  of  shares,  nor  does  it  dissolve  the 
partnership.  A  Tetiring  partner,  who  has  refused  to  pay  his  calls,  is  entitled  to  an 
account  and  his  legal  interest  cannot  be  affected  by  the  acts  of  his  partners.  Hart 
Y.  Clarke^  xxvii.  561. 

IV.  Surviving  Partners. 

1.  Right  of,  to  wind  up  partnership  concerns.  Upon  the  death  of  a  partner,  the  right 
to  wind  up  the  partnership  concerns  vests  in  the  surviving  partners,  and  courts  will  not 
interfere  with  this  right  except  upon  good  cause  shown.     Collins  v.  Young,  xxviii.  14. 

2.  Jus  accrescendi  The  rule  jus  accrescendi  inter  mercatores  locum  non  hahetf^ 
applies  to  partnership  chattels.  The  rule  extends,  also,  to  manufacturers,  and  to  trade 
fixtures.  Surviving  partners  have  no  Jus  disponendi  in  the  partnership  property,  so 
as  to  enable  them  to  mortgage  the  share  of  the  deceased  partner  together  with  their 
own,  as  a  security  for  a  debt  principally  due  from  the  surviving  partners,  and  in  part 
onlv  from  the  deceased,  and  in  order  to  enable  them  to  continue  their  trade.  Buckley 
V.  Barber,  i.  506. 

3.  As  to  when  a  surviving  partner  should  be  made  a  party,  see  Hdls  v.  M*Rae,  v. 
233 ;  Travis  v.  Milne,  viL  195. 

y.  Appointment  of  Receiver  in  Partnership  Cases. 

1.  Exclusion,  Exclusion  b  a  sufficient  ground  for  appointing  a  receiver  in  partner- 
ship cases ;  but  partners  may,  by  contract,  provide  for  an  exclusion  on  the  happening 
of  certain  events.    Blakeney  v.  Dufaur,  xv.  76. 

2.  Motion  for  receiver — Practice,  Upon  a  motion  for  a  receiver  of  a  partnership, 
the  court  will  not  determine  the  questions  arising  between  the  partners,  the  only  object 
then  being  to  protect  the  assets  until  the  determination  of  the  rights.    Ih, 

3.  Where  a  suit  is  not  to  dissolve,  but  to  continue  a  partnership,  a  receiver  is  not 
granted,  unless,  if  this  be  not  done,  the  partnership  is  Kkely  to  be  destroyed  by  defend- 
ant's acts.    Hall  v.  Hcdl,  iii.  191. 

4.  Bankruptcy  of  one  partner.  When  one  of  two  partners  has  become  bankrupt  in 
respect  of  his  separate  estate,  and  an  official  assignee  and  creditors'  assignees  have 
been  appointed,  and  the  partnership  has  been  dissolved  by  the  bankruptcy,  the  con- 
tinuing partner  is  entitled  to  have  a  receiver  of  the  partnership  debts  appointed  in 
chancery,  notwithstanding  the  152d  section  of  the  stat  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  106.  Freeland 
T.  Stanjtjield,  xiii.  336. 

5.  Appointment  of  retired  partner,  A  retired  partner,  who  had  advanced  all  the 
capital,  and  was  liable  to  the  partnership  debts,  appointed  receiver  of  the  partnership 
assets  on  his  own  application.    Hoffman  v.  Duncan,  xxiii.  99. 

38* 
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6.  Death  of  partner.  A,  B,  and  C  jointly  undertook  to  execute  some  nulway  con- 
tracts. There  was  no  deed  of  partnership,  but  A  had  a  letter  of  attorney  from  B  and 
C,  authorizing  him  to  receive  moneys  and  grant  discharges.  Wheil  the  wovks  had 
been  completed,  but  before  the  period  of  the  obligation  of  the  railway  contractors  to 
maintain  the  works*  in  repair  had  expired,  C  died.  At  that  time,  a  large  sum  for 
extra  work  was  due  to  the  joint  adventurers,  which  was  the  subject  of  a  reference  to 
the  railway  company's  engineer.  One  year  afler  C*s  death,  Ifle  reference  still  pend- 
ing, C's  executor  presented  a  petition  to  the  court,  alleging  undue  delay,  and  prajing 
for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  Held,  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  tiie  mter- 
ference  of  the  court,  and  the  petition  dismissed,  with  costs.  CbUins  r,  Ywngy 
zxviii.  14. 

7.  Want  of  interference  in  managing  partnership  property.  Where  one  of  two  ten- 
ants in  common  of  a  mine  refuses  to  bear  his  share  of  the  expenses,  and  avoids  his 
duties  in  assisting  to  manage  the  mine,  a  receiver  cannot  be  appointed  at  the  siut  of 
the  other  partner,  there  having  been  no  interference  in  the  management  RoberU  T. 
Eberhardt,  xxiiL  245. 

YI.  MtsceUcmeous  Oases. 

1.  Construction  of  articles  of  partnership.  A  tradesman  bequeathed  his  residuaiy 
estate,  including  his  stock  in  trade,  to  trustees^  with  a  direction  to  convert  into  money 
all  such  parts  as  should  not  consist  of  leaseholds  or  money  in  the  funds,  and  to  invest 
the  same  and  pay  the  annual  income  to  Sarah  hb  wife ;  and  after  her  decease,  to  Maiy, 
his  wife's  sister ;  and  afler  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  Sarah  and  Mary,  he  gave  liis 

^residuary  estate  to  another  person  absolutely.  Afler  the  date  of  the  will,  Mary  married, 
and  her  husband  and  the  testator  entered  into  partnership,  under  articles  which  contained 
a  proviso,  that  if  the  testator  should  die  during  the  partnership,  leavin|^  a  widow  sur- 
viving, such  widow  might,  if  she  should  think  fit,  continue  to  carry  on  the  partaenhip 
business  with  the  surviving  partner,  and  should  be  entitled  -to  the  testator'a  share  in 
the  profits  and  excess  of  capital;  and  if  the  testator  should  leave  no  widow, o^hb 
widow  should  not  desire  to  enter  into  the  business,  or  if  the  other  partner  should  die 
during  the  partnership,  the  surviving  partner  to  take  upon  himself  the  partnerdiip 
business  and  property,  accounting  and  paying  for  the  same  as  therein  directed.  ThA 
testator  died,  leaving  his  widow,  who,  under  this  provision,  claimed  his  interest  in  the 
partnership.  Held,  that  the  proviaon  in  the  articles  took  the  testator's  share  of  the 
business  wholly  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  will,  and  that  the  widow  became  entitled, 
under  the  partnei^hip  articles,  to  such  share.    Page  v.  Cox,  xvii.  572. 

2.  Trust.  A  trust  may  well  be  created  in  the  absence  of  any  expression  impoHiiig 
confidence ;  and  the  obligation  on  the  surviving  partner  created  by  the  partnership 
articles,  with  reference  to  the  legal  interest  in  the  partnership,  did  not  in  substance 
differ  from  a  trust,  and  therefore  the  articles  of  partnership  created  a  trust  ia  ftvor 
of  the  wife,  to  arise  on  the  death  of  the  testator  leaving  a  widow  surviring,  which 
would  attach  on  the  property  as  it  should  then  exist    75. 

S.  Inconsistent  clauses  in  partnership  deed.  Where  the  first  saving  clause  of  a  part- 
nership deed  limits  the  liability  of  retiring  partners  to  a  personal  liability  growing  oat 
of  any  forfeiture,  misconduct,  &c.,  other  following  clauses  must  be  construed  in  a 
manner  to  make  them  consistent  with  the  first,  if  such  is  the  evident  intention  of  the 
deed.    Ex  parte  Croxton,  xi.  227. 

4.  Exptdsion  of  partner  under  deed  of  partnership.  Where  it  is  agreed  in  articles 
of  partnership,  that  when  any  member  shall  wish  to  retire,  shall  die,  be  expelled,  &c.» 
the  share  of  such  retiring,  &c.,  partner  shall  be  paid  him  according  to  the  next  pro- 
ceding  annual  valuation,  and  that  any  member  may  be  expelled  by  a  two  thi^ds  vote, 
it  is  not  necessary  that  a  cause  be  assigned  in  a  notice  of  expulsion ;  but  if  the  expulsioa 
takes  place  for  no  good  cause,  but  solely  for  the  gratification  of  some  ^ngle  member, 
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and  therefore  maid  fiit^  then  a  mere  conventioiial  valuation  of  property  is  not  aaffi- 
dent,  bat  it  most  be  foanded  on  fact,  if  practicable ;  if  not  practicable,  then  the 
member  may  be  reinstated.    Blmet  r.  Daniely  xxiii.  105. 

5.  Annual  stock-takings.  The  usual  annual  stock-takings  of  a  firm  do  not  neces* 
aarily  reprenent  the  true  value  of  the  partners'  shares.  Where  the  object  is  merely 
to  ascertain  the  profit  and  loss  of  the  year,  the  correctness  of  the  valuation  is  much 
less  important  than  where  the  object  is  io  ascertain  the  exact  value  of  a  partner's 
sbaxe.     TVarti  v.  Milne,  viL  195. 

9.  Where  partnerships  consist  of  a  great  number  of  individuals,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  hold  such  pemns,  as  strictly  as  may  be,  to  the  tenns  of  the  deed  of  partner- 
ship.    Ez  parte  LaweSy  z.  162. 

7.  Partnertkip  hooks,  Sernble,  that  by  the  ordinary  rules  of  the  court  of  chancery, 
partnership  books  are  admissible  in  evidence  for  and  agunst  all  the  partners  and 
their  estates.    Lodge  v.  Prichard,  zxviL  474. 

8.  To  a  claim  seeking  payment  of  a  partnership  debt  out  of  the  assets  of  a  deceased 
paitaer,  the  surviving  partner  is  a  necessary  party.    HiUs  v.  Jd'Eae,  v.  238.

L  For  what  Patent  may  he  granted^  S^e. 

1.  Discovery  of  principle — Applicaiion  of,  A  obtained  a  patent  for  an  improvement 
in  packing  hydraulic  and  other  machines,  by  means  of  a  lining  of  soft  metal,  and 
thereby  of  rendering  certain  parts  of  such  machines  air  and  fluid  tight  B  after* 
wards  discovered  that  soft  metal  had  the  property  of  diminishing  friction,  and  of  pre- 
venting the  evolution  of  heat  when  applied  to  the  sur&ces  in  contact  of  machines  in 
rapid  motion  and  subject  to  pressures,  and  he  embodied  the  application  of  that  dis- 
covery to  machines  in  a  patent.  Held,  that  the  application  of  the  soft  metal  by  B 
differed  essentially  from  that  of  A,  an^  that  B's  patent  was  new.  Newton  v.  Voucher, 
xi.  589. 

2.  Improvements  in  known  process,  A  claim  for  improvements  in  the  mode  of  doing 
any  thing  by  a  known  process,  is  sufficient  to  entitle  the  chumant  to  a  patent  for  his 
improvements,  when  applied  either  to  the  process  as  known  at  the  time  of  the  claim,  or 
to  the  same  process  idtered  and  improved  by  discoveries  subsequently  published,  so 
long  as  it  remains  the  same  with  regard  to  the  improvements  claimed,  and  their  appli- 
cation.     The  Electric  Telegraph  Co.  v.  Brett,  iv.  847. 

8.  On  a  trial  for  infringement  of  a  patent  for  improvements  in  electric  signals,  'ftc, 
the  jury  found  that  "the  sending  of  signals  to  intennediate  stations"  was  a  new  inven- 
tion of  the  patentees,  and  had  been  adopted  by  the  defendants.  Hiere  was  a  distinct 
claim  in  the  specification  for  this  improvement,  and  the  method  of  carrying  it  into 
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effect  was  pointed  out  Held,  that  this  was  the  proper  subject  of  a  patent ;  and  that 
the  idea  and  method  being  obvious  and  simple,  did  not  make  any  dlflercnce ;  and  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  a  verdict,  although  by  the  defendants'  method  signals 
were  sent  from,  as  well  as  to,  intermediate  stations.    lb. 

4.  NoveUy.  In  an  action  for  infiringement  of  a  patent  for  improvements  in  the 
means  and  apparatus  for  working  under  water,  in  order  to  produce  excaTadons,  and 
bmlding  foundations  of  light-houses,  piers,  jetties,  and  other  structures  under  water, 
the  specification  described  a  cylinder  or  caisson  of  iron,  divided  into  compartments 
and  chambers,  which  was  to  be  sunk  to  the  bottom  of  the  water,  in  the  place  where 
the  foundation  was  to  be  made.  The  specification  concluded  by  saying  that  the 
inventor  churned  the  mode  of  constructing  the  interior  of  a  caisson  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  work-people  nught  be  supplied  with  compressed  idr,  and  be  able  to  rause  the 
materials  excavated,  and  to  make  and  construct  foundations  of  buildings  as  above 
described.  It  was  pleaded  that  the  invention  was  not  any  manner  of  new  manufac- 
ture, and  the  defendants  proved  that  a  patent  had  been  obtained  ibr  a  caisson  similar 
in  its  construction,  but  which  was  to  be  applied  to  fiicilitate  mining,  &c.,  by  keeping 
out  water  met  with  in  such  operations,  by  the  compressed  air  in  the  cylinder,  ^e&f, 
that  the  inventor  claimed  the  construction  of  the  caisson  .itself,  and  that,  as  this  was 
not  new,  the  judge  was  right  in  telling  the  jury  that  the  invention  was  not  a  new 
manufacture.    Bwih  v.  Fox^  xxvi.  464. 

5.  A  patent  was  taken  out  for  causing  sheets  of  metal  to  be  passed  through  molten 
zinc  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  their  complete  immersion.  This  was  eff^^d  by  the 
sheets  passing  between  rollers  in  contact  with  metal  kept  molten  in  a  ^Rable  pot 
Another  mode  was,  by  causing  the  sheets  to  be  passed  under  a  bar  placed  below  the 
suiftce  of  molten  metal,  in  combination  with  certain  guides.  Qaaare,  whether  a  bar 
alone,  when  so  placed  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  complete  immersion  by  passing 
sheets  of  metal  under  it,  u  the  prefer  subject  of  a  patent  SemUe^  per  Parke,  B., 
that  if  the  patent  is  good  for  the  bar  alone,  the  use  of  the  bar  by  the  defendants^ 
though  for  a  purpose  different  from  that  of  the  plaintiffs,  is  an  infringement  Mare^ 
wood  V.  TupptTy  zxx.  555. 

6.  Prior  publie  use.  In  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent  for  tiie  manu- 
facture of  steel,  by  the  use  of  carburet  of  manganese,  in  any  process  whereby  iron  is 
converted  into  cast  steel,  it  appeared  from  the  evidence  of  witnesses  for  the  defendant, 
that  for  eight  or  ten  years  before  the  grant  of  the  patent,  three  firms  had  manufac- 
tured steel  in  the  manner  described  in  the  patent,  and  had  used  and  sold  the  steel  so 
manu^tured  in  the  way  of  their  trade  and  without  concealment  Held,  that  thera 
was  such  a  public  use  as  invalidated  the  patent    Heaik  v.  Smithy  xzv.  165. 

7.  QiMertf,  whether  a  patent  for  improvements  in  a  mannfaeture  would  be  vaKd  if 
one  person  had  previously  perfected  the  article  and  sold  it  to  the  public,  though  he 
kept  the  process  secret  ?    Ib» 

8.  As  to  designs,  see  Coftbioht  of  Desionb. 

n.  Specification  and*IXsclaimer, 

1.  AmJnguUy — Nature  of  invention.  The  specification  of  a  patent  fornmproved 
arrangements  for  raising  ships'  anchors,  claimed  as  the  invention  of  the  patentee,  a 
cable-holder,  which  is  described  thus :  ^  The  scolloped  shell  in  which  the  iron  chain 
cable  appears  in  the  drawing,  b  upon  a  new  plan,  to  hold,  without  slipping,  a  chain 
cable  of  any  size,  as  shown  by  the  opening  form  of  the  scollops  at  the  top  and  bottom 
of  figure  2."    It  also  claimed  as  the  invention  of  the  patentee,  **  the  new  form  of  a 

illoped  shell,  (as  shown  in  figure  2,)  in  conjunction  with  the  arrangements  herein- 
before described."  A  drawing  attached  to  the  specification  showed  that  the  inner 
ndes  of  the  cable-holder  and  the  scollops  were  not  to  be  parallel,  but  should  convei^ 
towards  the  centre  of  the  cable-holder.    In  an  action  for  an  infringement  of  the  patent. 
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it  vas  pixnred  that  the  «pecification  and  drawing  voald  enable  a  competent  workman 
to  make  a  cable-holder  which  woald  hold  chains  of  different  sizes.  Held,  that  the 
specification  did  not  sufficiently  describe  the  nature  of  the  invention ;  that  it  was  at 
least  ambiguous  whether  it  was  an  inyention  of  a  cable*holder  to  hold  one  cable  of 
irhatever  size,  or  to  hold  cables  of  different  sizes,  and  was  therefore  bad.  Ha^Hn^ 
T.  Brown^  zvi.  272. 

2l  Specification  mxut  distingtush  what  is  new  from  what  it  old.  A  obtained  a  patent 
fot**an  improved  turning-table  for  railway  purposes,"  and  in  his  specification  gave  a 
description  of  the  machinery,  of  which  no  part  was,  in  fact,  new,  except  certiun  sus- 
pending rods.  The  combination,  however,  was  both  new  and  useful.  In  the  specifi- 
cation, the  patentee  claimed  as  his  invention  the  ^  improved  turning-table  hereinbefore 
described,  such  my  invention  being  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  entirely 
new."  Held,  that  the  specification  was  insufiicient  for  not  showing  what  was  nmr  and 
what  old.    Holmen  v.  The  Lond(hi,  ^c.  Railway  Co.  xvi.  409. 

3.  In  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  the  plaintiff  included  in  his  descrip- 
tion of  the  machinery,  a  wheel  with  hoUow  ^kes,  describing  said  wheel  as  part  ^ 
the  machinery.  The  use  of  a  hollow  wheel  for  raising  water  by  virtue  of  centrifugal 
fince,  was  not  a  new  invention ;  but  the  plaintiff's  improvement  consisted  in  a  new 
combination  of  the  hollow. wheel,  with  suction  pipes  pbced  on  each  side  of  it,  so  as 
to  admit  the  water  on  both  sides  of  the  wheel,  and  thereby  preserve  its  equilibrium. 
Heidy  that  the  specification  was  bad,  as  it  described  the  wheel  as  part  of  tiie  invention, 
and  did  not  clearly  show  that  it  was  old,  and  not  claimed  by  the  plaintiff,  and  that  it 
lies  on  the  patentee  to  show  that  he  has  cleariy  pointed  out  in  his  specification  what 
is  new  and  what  is  old ;  what  he  claims  and  what  he  does  not  claim  as  part  of  his 
invention,  and  that  it  should  be  made  clear  on  the  face  of  the  specification  that  he 
does  not  claim  as  new,  that  which  is  old.     Teiley  v.  Eastonj  jam,  821. 

4.  JDeacriptum  of  process.  In  a  patent  for  an  improved  process  in  the  manufacture 
of  gelatine,  the  specification  stated  a  part  of  the  process  to  be  to  cut  the  hides  or  skins 
into  thin  slices  or  shavings,  by  any  suitable  instrument,  and  soak  them  in  water  repeat- 
edly. The  specification  stated  that  the  inventor  generally  used  a  carpenter^s  plane  to 
cut  the  skina  into  slices,  but  it  did  not  state  whether  the  skins  should  be  wet  or  dry. 
Beld^  that  the  process  was  valid,  and  that  the  specification  was  sufikient  Wallington 
y.  DaUj  xvL  984. 

&.  ^em  cambinatwn — Infringement,    In  the  specification  of  a  patent  for  **  improve- 
meals  in  looms  for  weaving,"  the  plaintiff  declared  that  his  improvements  applied  to 
diai  class  of  machinery  called  power  looms,  and  consisted  "  in  a  novel  arrangement 
of  mechanism,  designed  for  the  purpose  of  instantly  stopping  the  whole  of  the  work- 
ing paxts  of  the  loom  iriienever  the  shuttle  stops  in  the  shed."    After  describing  the 
manner  in  which  that  was  done  in  ovdinaiy  looms,  the  specification  proceeded  thus : 
*'  The  principal  defect  in  this  arrangement,  and  which  my  improvement  is  intended 
to  obviate,  is  the  frequent  breakage  of  the  different  parts  of  the  loom,  occasioned  by 
the  shock  of  the  lathe  or  riey  striking  against  the  *  frog/  (which  is  fixed  to  the  fram- 
ing.)    In  my  improved  arrangement  the  loom  is  stopped  in  the  fdlowing  manner : 
I  make  use, of  the  *  swell '  and  the  *  stop-rod  finger'  as  usual ;  the  construction  of  the 
latter,  however,  is  somewhat  modified,  being  of  one  piece  with  the  small  lever  which 
bears  against  the  *  sweU,'  but  instead  of  its  striking  a  stop  or  ^  frog '  fixed  to  the  fram- 
ing oT  the  loom,  it  strikes  against  a  stop,  or  notch,  upon  the  upper  end  of  a  vertical 
lever,  Tibradng  upon  a  pin  or  stud.    The  lever  is  furhiahed  with  a  small  roller  or  bowl, 
which  acts  against  a  progection  on  a  horizontal  lever,  causing  it  to  vibrate  upon  its 
centre,  and  throw  a  clutch  box  (which  connects  the  main  driving  pulley  to  the  driving 
shaft)  oat  of  gear,  and  allows  the  main  driving  pulley  to  revolve  loosely  upon  the 
driving  shaft,  at  the  same  time  that  a  projection  on  the  lever  strikes  against  the 
'spring  handle,'  and  shifts  the  strap;    simultaneously  with  these  two  movements, 
the  lower  end  of  the  vertical  beam  causes  a  break  to  be  brought  in  contact  with  the 
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fly  wheel  of  the  loom,  thue  xnttantaneoiuly  stopping  eveiy  motUm  of  the  loom  intiioiit 
the  elightest  shock."  After  the  date  of  the  plaintiff's  patent,  the  defendant  obtained 
a  patent  for  "  improvements  in,  and  applicable  to  looms  for  weaving,"  and  amongst 
them,  he  claimed  a  novel  anrangemcnt  of  appamtns  for  throwing  the  loom  out  of  gear 
when  the  shuttle  foiled  to  complete  its  course.  In  the  defendant's  apparatus  the 
"  clutch  box  "  was  not  used,  but  instead  oi  it,  the  ^  stop-rod  finger*'  acted  on  a  loose 
piece,  or  sliding  frog ;  but  instead  of  a  rigid  vertical  lever,  as  in  the  plaintiff's  machine, 
the  defendant  used  an  elastio  horizontal  lever,  and,  by  reason  of  the  pin  te«velling  on 
an  inclined  plane,  the  break  was  applied  to  the  wheel  gradually,  and  not  nmultaneoosly. 
The  jury  found  that  the  plaintiff's  arrangement  of  machinery  for  stopping  looms,  by 
means  of  the  action  of  the  "clutch-box"  in  combination  with  the  action  of  die  break, 
was  new  and  useful ;  also,  that  the  plaintiff's  arrangement  of  machinery  for  bringing 
ihe  bopak  into  connection  with  the  fly-wheel  was  new  and  useful ;  and  that  the 
defendant's  arrangement  of  machinery  for  the  latt^  purpose  was  substantially  tha& 
of  the  plaintiffs.  Held^  upon  these  findings,  first,  that  the  specification  was  good ; 
s^ndly,  that  the  defendant  had  infiinged  the  patent    SeUen  v.  Dickinson^  vL  544. 

6.  Effect  of  diselaimer  ttpon  title  of  patent  Where  the  title  of  a  patent  specifies 
several  things,  some  of  which  are  not  new  and  useful,  and  are  subeequently  disclaimed, 
eanhUy  that  the  disclaimer  applies  to  the  title  as  well  as  to  the  i|>ecification,  and  limits 
it  to  the  things  not  disolaimed.    Regina  r.  HiU,  L  S46. 

7.  A  disclaimer  is  valid  notwithstending  the  grantee  of  the  patent  has  parted  with 
all  his  interest  in  the  invention  at  the  time  of  entering  it  WaUinglan  v.  DaU,  xri. 
584. 

IIL  Infringement, 

1.  Combination  of  thingineto  and  M-^TmUation  by  use  of  an  equivalent  Where 
a  patent  is  granted  for  a  combination  <^  several  things,  some  of  which  are  old  and 
some  new,  the  question  fi>r  the  jury  is  whether,  taking  the  specification  altogether, 
that  which  is  claimed  as  a  whole  is  new ;  and  the  imitation  by  a  chemical  or  mechanical 
equivalent  of  a  part  of  the  combination,  which  is  both  material  and  new,  is  an  in- 
finngement    Newton  v.  The  Grand  Junction  Railway  Co.  vL  557. 

2.  New  combination — Infringement  by  me  of  pari.  There  may  be  a*'patent  fbr  a 
combination  of  old  and  new  mechanism ;  and  snch  patent  will  be  infringed  by  using 
so  much  of  the  combination  as  is  material ;  and  it  will  not  be  less  an  infringement 
because  the  result  is  attained  by  the  substitution  of  a  medumical  equivalent  Sdkn 
V.  Dickinson,  ri.  544. 

S.  Infringement  of  one  ckdm  out  of  several.  A  declaration  for  the  infringemeol 
of  a  patent  ^  for  improvements  in  giving  signals  and  sounding  alarums  in  distant  places 
by  means  of  electric  currents  transmitted  through  metallic  circmts,"  alleged  that  tfaa 
defendants  had  used  the  said  invention.  The  specification  made  nine  several  claims 
in  respect  of  different  improvements.  The  jury  having  found  an  infringement  in 
respect  of  one  such  improvement,  that  was  held  to  be  a  sofiicient  finding  of  tiie 
alleged  infringement     The  Electric  Telegraph  Co.  v.  Brett,  iv.  347. 

4.  Adoption  of  part  of  patent  The  title  of  the  patent,  and  every  part  of  the 
specification  in  which  directions  were  given  for  putting  the  appamtns  in  use,  menfioaed 
^  metallic  circuits  "  as  the  means  by  which  the  electric  current  was  conveyed,  but  no 
claim  was  made  in  respect  of  such  circuits.  It  was  subsequently  discovered  that  the 
earth  might  be  used  to  complete  the  circuit  to  an  extent  of  almost  one  half  of  the 
circuit,  and  that  metal  might  be  dispensed  with  to  that  extent,  and  the  defendanta 
had  always  used  this  new  discovery.  Held,  nevertheless,  that  the  defendanta 
having  adopted  a  part  of  the  pUuntiff 's  invention,  the  patent  had  been  infringed. 
lb. 

5.  The  plaintiff's  system  of  electric  signab  was  worked  by  six  wires,  but  no  qiedfio 
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dami  was  made  by  him  to  any  psrticnikKr  number  of  wires  or  any  particular  system  of 
making  the  signak.  The  defendants  used  only  one  wire,  and  made  Uie  signals  in  a  differ- 
ent manner.  £&/</,  that  a  finding  of  the  jury,  '*  that,  as  a  whole,  the  system  of  the 
deiendants  is  not  the  satee  as  that  of  Ihe  piaktiff,"  did  not  entide  the  defendant  to  a 
Terdict,  the  plaintiff's  okdm  not  being  to  any  particular  system,  but  to  the  partictdar 
imfooTements  pointed  out  in  his  specification.    lb. 

6.  Use  of  ekemieal  equipcUents.  The  plaintiff  took  out  a  patent,  and  claimed  <*  the 
use  of  carburet  of  manganese  in  any  process  whereby  iron  is  converted  into  cast  steel ;  ** 
and  in  the  description  of  his  process  he  said  that  he  proposed  to  make  lus  improved 
steel  by  introducing  into  a  erucible  broken  steel  or  malleable  iron  and  carbonaceous' 
matter,  with  from  one  to  three  per  cent  of  their  weight  of  carburet  of  manganese, 
and  melting  them  together.  The  defendant  put  oxide  of  manganese  and  carbonaceous 
natter  into  the  crucible  with  the  iron,  and  produced  the  same  result  At  the  trial,  it 
was  proved  that  during  this  process  the  oxide  of  manganese  and  the  carbonaceous 
matter  combined,  and  farmed  a  carburet  of  manganese,  and  then,  in  the  same  process, 
but  at  a  higher  temperature,  this  carburet  acted  upon  the  iron  and  produced  the  same 
lendt,  as  that  effected  by  the  jdaintiff 's  process.  Held^  in  error,  (diMentientibus  Alder- 
son,  B.,  and  Coleridge,  J.)  fiitot,  that  there  was  evidence  fi>r  the  jury  of  the  infringe- 
ment of  the  plaintiff's  patent;  secondly,  tiiat  the  discovery  claimed  by  the  patent  was 
the  use  of  the  carburet  of  manganese,  and  that  tiie  pUdntiff  was  not  limited  to  the 
mode  of  workii^  mentioned  in  his  specification ;  and  although  the  defendant's  process 
nughteoQstitnto  a  different  manner  of  manufiicturing  carburet  ai  manganese,  yet  if 
he  used  it  in  the  conversion  of  iron  into  steel,  he  infringed  the  patent  Heath  v.  Unwin^ 
ziv.  202.    Afterwards  reversed  by  House  of  Lords,  see  Unmn  v.  Heath,  xxxiL  45. 

7.  The  specification,  after  describing  the  manner  in  which  the  wheel  was  formed,  so 
that  nave,  spokes,  and  rim  would  consist  of  one  solid  piece  of  wrought  iron,  stated  the 
invention  to  consist  in  the  circumstance  of  the  nave^  &c.,  being  composed  of  wrought 
iron  ^*-  welded  into  one  solid  mass,  in  manner  hereinbefore  described."  Defendant 
imitated  the  way  of  forming  the  nave,  but  not  the  spokes  and  lim.  Heidj  that  the 
imitation  of  the  mode  of  foiming  the  nave  was  an  infinngement  of  part  of  the  patent, 
fi>r  which  an  action  was  maintainable ;  and  that  tiie  words  oi  the  claim  did  not  restrict 
the  patent  to  tiie  invention  of  a  wheel  made  in  every  respect  '<  in  manner  hereinbefore 
desenbed*"    Smith  v.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  zx.  94. 

8.  Infringement  of  process.  The  specification  of  a  patent  claimed  the  invention  of 
a  mode  of  manufacturing  candles  with  two  wicks,  describing  at  length  how  the  wicks 
were  to  be  placed  to  make  the  ends  thereof  turn  outwards  in  burning*  A  candle  was 
produced,  made  by  the  defendant,  of  which  the  wicks  turned  outwards  in  burning ; 
bat  no  evidence  was  offered  o£  the  mode  in  which  it  was  made.  Held,  that  there  was 
no  evidence  of  infringement,  the  patent  being  for  the  mode  of  manufacturing  such  a 
candle,  and  not  for  the  candle  itsel£    Palmer  v.  Wagstaffe,  xzv.  535. 

9.  Naveity  of  invention — Question  for  jury.  In  the  ordinary  process  of  dyeing  with 
madder,  there  remained  a  refuse  called  spent  madder,  which  was  worthless,  but  which 
WW  known  to  retain  coloring  matter.  A  process  was  discovered  for  extracting  the 
coloring  matter  from  fresh  madder,  and  the  extract  was  called  garancine.  l%e  same 
process  was  applied  to  spent  madder,  and  garancine  of  the  same  quality  as  from  fresh 
madder  was  obtained,  and  a  patent  was  taken  out  for  obtaining  garancine  from  spent 
madder.  In  an  action  for  an  infringement  of  the  last  patent,  it  was  held  to  be  a  fiict 
for  tiie  jury,  and  not  of  law  fixr  the  court,  whether  the  plaintiff's  last  invention  was  a 
new  mann&ctore  of  garancine.    Steiner  v.  Heald,  vi.  536. 

rV.  Injunction. 

1.  Wavoer  of  breach  in  the  condition  of  a  license—Acquiescence.  Plwntiffs  licensed 
-defendant  to  use  a  patent  for  the  annual  rent  of  2,000/.,  reserving  the  power  of  deter- 
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mining  tbe  license  in  defktdt  of  payment  The  defiendant  fiuled  to  pay  Qtt  entire 
rent ;  but  the  plaintiffs  allowed  him  for  seyeral  years  to  nse  the  patent,  and  receiTBd 
payments  on  the  footing  of  a  reduced  rent  Hdd,  that,  by  bo  doing,  tiie  plaintiffs  liad 
elected  not  to  treat  the  prertons  breach  as  a  forfeiture  of  Qkt  fieense,  and  iiiat  con- 
sequently they  were  not  entitled  to  an  injunction  restnuning  the  defendant  from 
using  the  patent     Wancick  ▼.  Hooper^  lii.  238. 

2.  Restraint  of  Jbreigners  using  patent  in  England,  Hie  exclusire  riglit  under  an 
English  patent  will  foe  enforced  against  foroigners  while  in  England,  in  the  same  iray 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  it  would  against  British  subjects.  Therefofre,  hi  a  case  hi 
which  the  foreign  owners  of  a  ship  caused  to  be  made  in  their  own  country,  and 
attached  to  their  ressel,  a  steam  screw  propeller,  the  manufacture  and  user  olt  which 
was  unrestricted  by  law  theire,  but  restrieted  in  England  by  a  patent,  and  afterwaixls 
sent  the  vessel  with  a  cargo  for  the  purposes  of  trade  to  England,  the  use  of  the  steam 
propeller  was  restrained  by  injunction  whHe  the  vessel  should*  be  within  the  waters 
covered  by  the  English  patent    Caldwell  v.  Van  VHssingen,  be,  51. 

3.  Proof  of  title  in  a  new  patent.  Where  a  patent  is  new,  the  court  connders  the 
proof  of  the  tide  in  the  patentee  to  be  wanting,  inasmuch  as  the  public  have  had  no 
opportunity  of  contesting  tiie  validity  thereof,  and,  therefore,  refuses  to  interfere  by 
injunction  until  the  title  has  been  estabEshed  at  law ;  but,  in  a  case  where  diere  has 
been  long  enjoyment  (including  user)  under  a  patent,  the  public  have  had  an  oppoi^ 
tunity  of  contesting  the  patent,  and  the  fitct  of  their  not  having  done  so  snccessfblfy, 
is  at  leaslt primd  facie  evidence  that  the  title  of  the  patentee  is  good;  and  ihercomt 
therefore  interfores,  in  such  a  case,  before  the  right  is  established  at  law.    lb. 

4.  Injunction — Presumption  as  to  title  after  several  verdicts  in  favor  0f patentee.  Where 
a  patent  had  been  in  force  for  twelve  years,  and  had  been  the  subject  of  fbnr  suits 
against  different  persons,  all  of  which  terminated  favorably  to  the  patentee,  and  in  two 
of  which  verdicts  had  been  given  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  the  patent,  it  was  held,  that, 
in  a  fifth  case,  the  patentee  was  entitled  to  an  injunction,  pending  the  trial  of  the 
legal  right,  although  a  fresh  fkct  was  brought  forward,  tending  to  impeach  the  novelty 
of  the  invention.  A  patentee  does  not  acquiesce  in  the  infringement  of  his  patent, 
by  omitting  to  proceed  by  scire  facias  to  set  aside  a  subsequent  patent  extending  to 
part  of  his  invention,  unless  such  subsequent  patent  is  put  in  practice.  An  allegation 
as  to  the  defendant's  inability  to  be  answerable  in  damages,  was  held,  not  inelevanty 
upon  a  motion  for  an  injunction,  against  the  infringement  of  a  patent  NkwoA  ▼• 
Wilson,  xix.  156. 

5.  Practice  in  granting  injwictiont.  Under  the  82d  section  of  tlie  Comnum-law 
Procedure  Act,  the  court  of  common  pleas  will  grant  only  a  rule  nisi  in  the  ffnt  in- 
stance for  an  injunction  against  a  defendant  in  an  action  for  infringing  a  patent; 
but,  on  cause  being  shown,  it  will  give  such  directions  as  would  be  given  by  a  c<mrt 
of  equity.     Gittins  v.  Sgmes,  xxviii.  880. 

V.  Orderifor  Inspection. 

1.  When  an  inspection  may  be  granted.  Under  the  42d  section  of  the  stat  15  &  1^ 
Vict.  c.  83,  which  empowers  a  court  of  common  law  to  order  **  an  injanetvon,  inspec- 
tion, or  account,"  in  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  an-  inspectieo 
of  machinery  may  be  granted.  But  such  inspection  will  not  be  granted  as  of  conrBR, 
and  without  the  paity  applying  for  it  showing  at  least  that  it  is  materially  and  reaRy 
wanted  for  the  purpose  of  the  cause.  The  application  may  be  made  beibf^  decfamtiea. 
Amies  v.  Kelsey,  xiv.  169. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  affidavits.  In  an  aotioa  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  the  comrt 
will  not  grant  an  order,  under  the  15  &  16  'Vict.  c.  83,  s.  42,  for  an  inspection  of  a 
machine  upon  an  affidavit  <*  that  the  machine  used  by  the  defendants  is  the  same  for 
wMch  the  plaintiff*  has  obtained  a  patent"    The  affidavit  ought  to  state  that  there  Is 
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foch  a  macbixie,  and  that  t]||e  plaintiff  has  reason  to  believe  it  is  an  ininngement 
Shaw  Y.  The  Bank  of  England,  xiv.  460. 

3.  Second  inspection.  The  plaintiff,  having  brought  an  action  against  the  defend- 
ants for  an  alleged  ioiringenient  of  a  patent  for  the  nse  of  certain  machinery,  was,  in 
•  company  of  two  scientific  witnesses^  allowed  an  inq;)ection  of  the  machinery  com- 
plained of  as  an  infringement  That  action  was  aftenrards  discontinued,  and  a  fresh 
action  brought  after  the  passing  of  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  83,  and  the  plaintiff  applied, 
under  sect.  42,  for  a  second  inspection.  The  court  refused  to  make  the  order,  on  the 
ground  that  there  had  already  been  an  inspection.  Shaw  v.  The  Bank  of  England^ 
436. 


VI.  Account  of  SaleSf  4^c.,  ordered, 

1.  When  an  account  of  sales  unU  be  ordered.  Under  the  Patent  Law  Amendment 
Act,  15  &  16  Vict.  c.  83,  where  an  action  has  been  brought  for  the  infringement  of  a 
patent,  a  retrospective  account  of  the  defendant's  sales  and  profits  of  the  patented 
article  will  not  be  granted  before  final  judgment  Neither  does  the  act  give  power 
to  order  an  inspection  of  the  defendant's  books  containing  entries  relating  to  such 
sales.  But,  upon  reasonable  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a  valid  patent,  and  of  its 
infringement  by  the  defendant,  and  of  the  defendant's  making  a  profit  thereby,  he  will 
be  ordered  to  keep  an  account  of  all  sales  to  be  nuide  of  the  article  alleged  to  be  an 
infringement,  and  of  the  profits  thereon,  until  the  further  order  of  the  court,  upon 
condition  of  the  plaintiff's  waiving  all  right  to  more  than  nominal  damages  at  the  time 
of  the  action,  and  undertaking,  in  case  the  verdict  and  judgment  should  be  in  favor 
of  the  defendant,  to  pay  the  expense  of  keeping  such  account  Vidi  v.  Smith,  xxvi 
lis. 

2.  A  bill  charged  the  defendant  with  infringing  the  plaintiff's  patent,  and  asked  for 
an  account,  seeking  to  make  him  answerable  for  the  profits  received  in  consequence 
of  the  infringement.  Held,  that  the  defendant  must  answer  the  interrogatories, 
thoygh  he  disputes  the  title  of  the  plaintiff,  and  insbts  that  the  discovery  will  be  an 
act  c^  oppression  upon  him,  and  that  there  was  little  probability  that  the  court,  at  the 
hearing,  would  direct  an  account  upon  the  facts  if  disclosed.  Swinbome  v.  Nelson, 
XV.  572. 

3.  Of  what  an  account  toUl  be  ordered.  The  court  will  compel  one  convicted  of  in- 
fringing a  patent  to  account  with  the  patentee  for  all  the  articles  sold,  to  pay  him  their 
price,  and  further  the  value  of  all  remaining  in  the  infringer's  hands.  Qucsre,  if  in 
soch  a  case  an  order  will  be  granted  to  the  patentee  to  inspect  the  infringer's  books. 
Holland  v.  Fox,  xxv.  69. 

4.  Jurisdiction  to  order  an  account  at  law.  The  stat  15  &  16  Vict  c.  83,  s.  42,  vests 
in  any  court  of  common  law  in  which  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent  is 
pending,  the  powers  before  exercised  exclusively  by  courts  of  equity,  and  enables 
them  to  grant,  either  by  interlocutory  order,  an  account  of  all  patent  articles  sold 
during  the  suit,  or,  afler  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  and  as  part  of  the  final  judgment  in 
the  action,  an  account  of  all  profits  made  by  the  defendant  since  the  commencement 
of  the  action  and  afVer  notice  that  an  account  would  be  required.  But  the  court  has 
DO  power,  where  damages  nominal  or  substantial  have  been  recovered  by  the  plaintiff, 
to  order  an  account  of  profits  made  by  the  defendant  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
tibe  anit,  the  damages  assessed  by  the  jury  being  considered  as  the  compensation  for 
Uie  loss  of  such  profits.    Holland  v.  Fox,  xxvi.  133. 

YII.  Pleadings  and  Evidence* 

1.  Several  fleas.    In  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  the  court  (since 
the  Common-law  Procedure  Act)  allowed  the  defendant  to  plead, — ^first,  not  guilty ; 
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tacoodly,  that  tiie  patentee  waa  not  die  ioTentnr ;  tUidlj^  ntm  eoMegmt;  tonoMjf  tkit 
the  invention  was  not  a  mannfactare ;  fifthljr^  that  the  inveatiqii  nas  not  new;  aad 
nxthly,  that  no  sufficiettt  spocification  was  enroUe<L    Piait  v.  Eltey  xx.  S04. 

2.  Partkulan  of  if^fringtmenL  In  an  action  for  infringement  of  a  patent,  it  ii 
•offioient  fiyr  the  phuntiff  to  fiirnish  raoh  partietdara  of  the  infringement  as  ahoir  db- 
tinctlj  what  are  the  acti  of  infringenient  he  complains  of;  that  is  to  saj-,  tlie  article, 
the  making  or  selling  of  which  he  alleges  is  an  infringement  iqxm  his  patent,  and  the 
tfanes  and  places  of  its  making  or  sale ;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  specify  in  what 
respects,  or  as  to  what  parts  or  processes  of  the  inTention  it  is  an  infringement  Tdkoi 
y.  Laroche,  xxvL  286. 

3.  Sufficiency  of  pUa^^Invention  not  new.  To  a  specificatioQ  describing  an  sppara- 
tns,  it  was  pleaded  that  the  said  spedfication  ^  did  not  partienlariy  describe  the  natme 
of  the  said  invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  was  to  be  and  might  be  performed, 
modo  etformSL"  Hddy  that  (iie  question  whether  the  apparmtus  was  or  ws  not  new, 
did  not  arise  nnder  this  plea.     WaUmgUm  v.  DaUy  xvi.  584. 

4.  PartictUara  of  objection.  Particulan  of  objections  d^vered  under  the  li  k  16 
Vict.  c.  88,  s.  41,  by  a  defendant  in  an  action  for  an  infringement  of  a  patent,  mnst  stats 
the  place  at  or  in  which  the  invention  u  alleged  to  have  been  need  or  pnblished  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  letters-patent,  and  no  evidenee  of  such  prior  user  or  pnblicatinB 
will  be  admitted,  if  the  pardcnlan  of  objection  are  defeetiTB  on  this  point  Palmer 
T.  CoopcTj  zxiv.  468. 

5.  Statement  of  place  tfohere  an  invention  i$  used.  The  defendant  in  an  action  ftr 
the  infringement  of  a  patent  for  the  mannfiKsture  of  candles,  after  ailing  that  the  ia- 
vention  was  not  new,  stated  that  it  had  been  need  by  the  plaintiff  and  certain  other 
persons  who  were  named,  **  and  hy  candle^nakers  generally  in  London  and  the  vidat^ 
thereof.''  Held,  that  this  was  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  statute  15  and  16  Viet 
c.  88,  B.  41,  whioil  requires  a  statement  of  the  place  or  places  at  or  in  which  the  in- 
vention is  alleged  to  have  been  used.    Palmer  v.  WagBtaffej  zx.  527. 

6.  Disclaimer — How  to  be  pleaded.  A  disclaimer  ly  a  party,  tfaoogfa  it  be  earaUed 
anbeequendj  to  issue  joined,  is  evidence  for  that  parQr  and  may  be  read  m  a  part  of 
the  original  specnfication ;  and  it  is  not  necesuuy  to  plead  such  disclaimer  pms  darrein 
continuance.  SembtCf  in  actions  <Hr  suits,  not  being  proceedings  by  ecLfiu,  and  whieh 
were  not  pending  at  the  time  ci  the  enrolment  of  a  disclaimer  under  the  5  &  6 
WilL  IV.  c.

7.  Partkulars  of  objections  upi^  a  ecu  fa.  to  repeaipaienL  Uponasci^tarapeal 
a  patent,  the  particulars  of  objection  are  not  part  of  the  record,  so  as  to  show  that 
those  specific  objections  are  in  issue ;  and  therdbre  it  cannot  be  taken  that  israes  were 
joined  upon  objections  to  parts  of  a  patent  which  were  disclaimed  after  tlw  paitkm- 
lars  were  filed,  and  that  those  issues  were  to  be  tried.    /5> 

8.  Evidence  ({/*  the  nature  of  an  invention.  Declaration  for  infringement  of  a  patent 
lor  "  certain  improvements,"  6cc.  Fleas.  Not  guilty ;  that  the  plaintiflTa  were  not  the 
first  inventors ;  and  that  the  invention  was  not  new.  At  the  trial,  the  plaintifEs  put 
in  the  specificadon,  which,  after  describing  the  invention,  claimed  as  "'  ^e  improve- 
mei^ts,"  three  things,  each  of  which,  taken  by  itself,  .was  old.  Held^  that  on  them 
issues  the  patentee  might  give  evidenee  that  the  real  invention  he  daimed  was  a 
combination  of  these  three  things,  and  that  the  specification  was  not  condiuiTe 
evidence  on  this  point    Semble,  that  the  specification  was  bad.

2.  PraeHce — Injunction.  The  pUuntifii,  patentees  oi  a  cbemical  laTention,  filed 
tfadr  bill  against  tiie  defendants  to  restrain  them  from  pirating  the  invention.  The 
bffl  contained  statements  setting  out  the  letters-patent)  and  the  opinions  of  scienlifie 
men  thai  the  invention  was  original  and  important,  and  also  statements  for  the  pur* 
pose  of  obtaining  a  disooveiy  as  to  the  process  used  bj  the  defendants.  *  The  defendants 
pleaded  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  the  first  inventors,  and  saf^rted  their  plea  hj  an 
aasw<er,  bat  they  did  not  answer  the  interrogatories  relating  to  the  letters-patent,  and 
the  opinions  of  the  scientific  men,  nor  those  which  sought  a  discovery  of  the  defendr 
antsT  pioeess.  Hdd,  that  the  defendants  were  not  bound  to  answer  either  class  of  in- 
teiti^galnries,  inasmuch  as  the  fonner  clasi  were  based  apon  statements  which,  if  true, 
wooid  not  be  evidence  to  invalidate  the  plea,  and  the  latter  class  were  immaterial  to 
tiie  issue  nosed  by  the  plea.     Young  v.  WkiUj  xziiL  517. 

8.  Agreement  between  rival  pateiUee$ — EstoppeL  In  case  of  a  dispute  between  par- 
tiesi,  holding  different  letters-patent,  one  for  purifying,  the  other  for  manufacturing 
gasi»  as  to  certain  rights  given  each  thereby,  it  was  agreed  between  the  parties,  to 
avoid  dilutes,  that  each  should  use  the  patents  on  certain  terms.  Hie  declaration 
alleged  a  breach  o£  the  agreement;  the  plea  denied  the  validity  of  the  plaintiff's 
patent  HMf  that  the  parties  were  bound  by  the  agreement,  and  that  the  defendants 
were  estopped  fiom  denying  &e  validity  of  the  plaintiff's  patent  Hiils  v.  Laming^ 
xxiy.'iJiS. 

4.  Costs  m  action  for  infringement.  Where  the  plaintiff,  in  an  action  for  the  in- 
j&jngement  of  a  patent,  is  nonsuited',  the  defendant  is  not  entitled,  on  taxation,  to  any 
coats  in  respect  of  particulars  of  objections  delivered  with  the  pleas  in  pursuance  <^ 
aect  41  of  the  FM»nt  Law  Amendment  Act,  1852,  (15  &  16  Vict  c.  83,)  unleas'such 
particulars  axe  certified  by  the  judge  to  have  been  proved  under  sect  43.  HonibaU 
V.  Bioamer,  xxviiL  458. 

5.  On  a  motion  fiir  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  violation  of  a  patent,  the  plaintiffs 
wore  directed  to  estebliah  their  rights  at  law.  After  they  had  issued  their  writ,  they 
pleaded  to  the  bill  in  equity  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  the  first  inventors.  The  court 
gave  the  plaintiffs  leave  to  apply  to  have  the  order  fer  trial  amended,  so  that  the  action 
aft  law  idght  be  confined  to  the  same  issue  as  that  raised  by  the  plea  in  equity. 
Totmg  V.  WkiUy  xxiii.  517. 

6.  Where  there  are  two  assignees  of  a  patent,  and  one  of  them  dies,  the  action  for 
an  infringement  in  bis  lifetime  descends  to  the  survivor,  who  is  entiUed  to  recover  thp 
whole  damages.

I.  SetdemetU  and  RemovahiUty, 

t.  Settlement  of  legitimate  children  follows  that  of  the  father.  By  the  law,  both  of 
England  and  Scotiand,  the  settiement  of  legitimate  children  follows  and  is  determined 
by  the  settiement  of  the  father,  and  this  doctrine  is  not  laid  down  by  positive  statute 
but  is  the  result  of  the  construction  put  by  courts  of  justice  on  the  poor-laws.  Adam- 
son  r.  Barbour,  xxviii.  38. 

S.  Of  bastard.    By  sect,  71  of  stat  4  &  5  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  which  enacts  that  every 
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child  bom  a  Dastard  after  the  passing  of  the  act,  shall  hare  and  follow  the  settteneat- 
of  the  modier  until  it  shall  attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  or  shall  aoqnke  a  selde* 
ment  in  its  own  right,  such  child  has  the  settlement  of  its  mother  ovlj  until  the  age 
of  sixteen,  and  after  that  age  is  removable  to  the  place  of  its  birth.  Regina  t.  The 
Churchwardens^  SfCt  of  St.  Andrew^  xvi.  100. 

8.  By  tenancy — Husband  and  totfe.  The  settlement  reKed  upon  in  support  of  an 
order  for  the  removal  of  the  widow  of  A  was  the  birth  settlement  of  A  in  the  qn 
pellant  township.  One  of  the  grounds  of  appeal  stated  **  that  the  pauper,  being  pos- 
sessed of  a  cottage,  situate  in  the  respondent  township,  for  a  certain  term  of  jean  or 
as  tenant  thereof  from  year  to  year  under  a  yearly  or  other  renting,  intermarried  «i& 
the  said  A ;  and  that  the  said  A  thereby  became  possessed  of  the  said  cottage,  or  of 
an  estate  or  interest  therein,  in  right  of  his  wife,  and  that  he  resided  and  dept  for 
forty  days  in  the  respondent  township,  and  thereby  gsdned  a  settlement.*  On  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal,  the  birth  of  A  in  the  appellant  township  was  proved ;  but  it 
also  appeared,  that  when  the  pauper  married  she  had  been  and  was  then  living  as  the 
tenant  of  a  cottage  in  the  respondent  township,  and  that  she  and  her  husband  lived 
there  after  the  marriage  for  upwards  of  a  year.  The  pauper  was  called  as  a  witness 
on  behalf  of  the  respondent  township,  but  she  was  not  examined  by  either  party  as 
to  the  terms  upon  which  she  had  held  the  cottage.  Held^  that  there  was  some  t^, 
deuce  to  warrant  the  sessions  in  finding  a  settlement,  by  reason  of  a  tenancy  for  a 
term  of  years,  or  from  year  to  year,  as  alleged  in  the  ground  of  appeaL  Qiitere. 
Whether,  if  the  tenancy  of  the  wife  had  been  merely  a  tenancy  at  will,  it  would  have 
been  available  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  a  settlement  by  marriage.  Begina  v. 
Halifax^  xxix.  187. 

4.  ]}y  payment  of  rent  and  publie  taxes,  William  A  occupied  a  separate  and  da- 
tinct  dwelling-house  and  &rm  in  the  parish  of  B.,  which  were  let  to  him  and  his  father, 
Thomas  A.,  as  joint  tenants,  the  rent  and  value  of  the  land  itself  being  sufficient  to 
confer  a  settlement  on  botL  The  father  resided  on  another  farm,  at  a  distance,  hot 
he  bond  fide  paid  the  rent  of  the  &nn  occupied  by  his  son.  In  the  rate-books  of  fin 
"  Mr.  A."  appeared  as  the  name  of  the  occupier  of  the  house  and  &rm  in  respect  of 
two  rates,  and  in  a  third  rate  the  name  of  '*  Thomas  A."  appeared.  The  overseers 
had  demanded  and  received  payment  of  these  rates  from  the  father.  Held,  that  the 
sessions  were  justified  in  finding,  first,  that  there  was  sufficient  occupation  and  pay- 
ment of  rent,  as  well  as  a  sufficient  assessment  to  and  payment  of  rates,  to  confer  on 
William  A.  a  settlement  in  B.,  under  the  1  Will.  IV.  c.  18,  and  4  &  5  Will.  IV.c  76; 
and,  secondly,  that  he  had  sufficiently  been  charged  with,  and  paid  his  share  of  the 
public  taxes,  to  gain  a  settlement  in  B.  under  the  8  &  4  Will.  &  M.  o.  11.  Begma  v. 
HusUiwaite,  xiv.  111. 

5.  Payment  of  pauperis  rate  by  friend.  Where  a  pauper's  rate  was  payed  by  a 
finend  in  his  behalf,  it  was  keldj  that  it  was  not  a  pa3rment  by  the  pauper,  i£  there  was 
no  precedent  authority  or  subsequent  recognition  by  the  pauper,  and  therefiira  no 
evidence  of  his  settlement    Regina  v.  Bengetrorth,  xxv.  J  68. 

6.  Anjiual  value  of  property  less  than  80/. — Payment  of  less  than  SOi.  W.  R.  oc- 
cupied land,  on  which  he  built  a  dwelling-house,  but  did  not  expend  M.  thereon;  the 
land  being  part  of  a  property  the  other  part  of  which  was  let  to  J.  R.  Afterwaids 
hb  landlord  granted  to  him  a  lease  of  the  premises,  in  consideration  of  the  rent  and 
of  the  covenants,  and  "  in  consideration  of  having  erected  a  dwelling-house,  to  be  for 
the  joint  benefit  of  the  other  part  demised  to  J.  R"  The  annual  v^ue  of  ihe  prop- 
erty occupied  by  W.  R.  was  not  10^  Held,  that  by  virtue  of  the  stat  9  Gea  I.  c.  7, 
s.  5,  there  was  no  settlement  proved ;  for  tliere  was  no  necessary  inference,  nor  was 
there  any  statement,  that  the  consideration  for  the  grant  was  other  than  a  pecnniaiy 
purchase  of  it ;  and  it  was  found  that  the  money  paid  was  less  than  SOL  Wendron  v. 
SiUhians,  xxix.  158. 

7.  Clerk  of  district  churvh  appointed  by  curate,    A  pauper,  appointed  to  the  office 
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0^  clerk  of  a  dhtrict  chtirofa,  by  the  curate,  and  continuing  to  act  in  smd  office  for 
eigkt  years,  with  the  knowledge  of  the  vicar  of  the  [MfHsh,  and  without  any  atfempt 
httving  been  made  to  remove  him,  acquires  a  fletUement  in  the  township  in  which  the 
church  is  situate,  under  the  stat  8  W.  &  M.  c.  11,  s.  6.  Regina  ▼.  OsuU^  \v. 
«07. 

8.  Wkai  interrupts  settlement  The  father  of  a  pauper  had  gMned  a  settlement  in 
Bu^  on  April  16, 18&7.  He  had  also  owned  an  estate  in  C.  for  some  yeara  before  and 
down  to  1888,  On  April  27,  1887,  when  the  son  was  emancipated,  the  father  had 
dept  for  more  than  forty  days  upon  his  estate  in  C,  including  several  days'  residence 
hetmteu  the  6th  and  27th  of  April,  1887.  Held,  that  the  residence  in  C.  had  the 
effeet  of  superseding  the  settlement  gained  in  B^  and  of  establishing  a  subsequent 
settlement  in  C,  to  which  the  pauper  might  properly  be  removed.  Regina  v.  Knare^- 
hmrwBgk,  iiL  860. 

9.  Interruption  by  execution  of  order  of  removal.  Where  a  valid  order  of  removal 
has  been  bond  fide  executed  by  taking  the  pauper  to  the  parish  where  he  is  settledi 
mid  there  deKverinff  him  to  the  overseers,  such  a  removal  operates  as  an  ioterrnptioa* 
of  residence  within  the  d  &  10  Vict  c  66,  however  short  be  the  period  during  which 
the  pauper  was  actually  absent  fh>m  the  removing  parish.    Regina  v.  CoMecote^  iv. 

.  10.  Remooal  by  parish  officer  with  iUegal  intent^  no  interruption*  Under  8tat*9  &  10 
Viet.  c.  €6,  if  a  parish  o6lcer  assist  to  convey  a  pauper  out  of  the  parish  with  illegal 
intent,  and  she  afterwards  return,  her  absence  does  not  cause  an  intemiptioiyn  die 
2«flideiice ;  but  the  court  will  not  infer  such  intent,  if  the  sessions  do  not  nnd  it. 
SembUy  the  irremovability  of  a  widow  from  the  parish  in  which  she  lived  with  her  hus- 
hatid  for  a  year  after  his  death,  is  destroyed  by  an  interruption  during  the  year. 
Regina  t.  St,  Marylebone,  m,  885. 

11.  Absence  of  pauper  under  contract.  Temporary  absence  out  of  a  parish,  where 
a  pauper  resides,  for  the  purpose  of  ftilfiliing  a  contract,  but  with  the  intention  of 
afterwards  returning,  is  not  a  breach  of  residence.  Regina  v.  The  Guardians  of  the 
Poor  of  Brighthdmstone^  xxviii.  287. 

12.  Bat  though  the  absence  of  a  pauper  be  under  a  contract,  yet  if  he  had  no  in- 
tention of  returning^  unless  events  over  which  he  has  no  control  should  occur,  this  u 
»  break  of  residence.    Regina  v.  Stapleton,  xviii.  800. 

IS^  Imprisonment  of  pauper,  A  pauper  had  resided  in  the  respondent  parish  for 
upwards  of  Ave  years  next  before  the  application  for  a  warrant  for  his  removal,  ex- 
eluding  a  period  during  which  he  was  an  inmate  of  the  workhouse  in  the  said  parish, 
and  exduding,  also^  two  periods  of  three  weeks  and  two  weeks,  during  which  he  was 
imprisoned  in  a  house  of  correction,  situate  out  of  the  respondent  parish,  under  com* 
ttiktals  for  misbehavior  in  the  workhouse.  Held,  that  these  periods  were  to  be  ex- 
cluded itom  the  computation  ibr  all  purposes,  and  that  the  pauper  was  consequently 
Irremovabie  by  reason  of  residence  for  five  years  in  the  respondent  parish,  ^thin  the 
meaning  of  9  &  10  Vict  c.  66,  s.  1.  Regina  v.  Sl  Andrew^  ix.  814 ;  see,  also,  Regina 
T.  The  Overseers  of  Flartfield,  ix.  809. 

14.  The  irremovability  intended  in  statute  11  &  12  YioH  c.  Ill,  is  that  acquired  by 
virtue  of  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  66,  s.  1.    Regina  v.  East  Stonehouse,  xxv.  225. 

15.  Belief  given  to  a  parent  on  account  of  his  children,  is  relief  received  by  the 
children  within  the  proviso  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  e.  66,  s.  1,  and  such  children  are 
Aerefbre  removable.    Regina  v.  Shavington-oum^Grestyj  iv.  298. 

16.  Loss  of  settlement  by  removed,  A  obtained  a  settlement  by  estate  in  B,  by  his 
Biftrrnge  with  the  pauper.  Before  the  birth  of  any  of  their  children,  they  removed 
to  a  distance  of  more  than  ten  miles  from  B,  whereby  A  lost  his  settlement  there, 
A,  whose  previous  settlement  was  unknown,  deserted  his  &mily,  the  children  being 
nnemancipated,  while  they  were  residing  in  C.  Upon  appeal  against  an  order  ob- 
^ned  by  C  to  remove  the  wife  and  children  to  B,  it  was  hM^  that  the  settlement  of 
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A  in  B,  being  lost  under  stat  4  &  5  Will.  lY.  c.  76,  8.  68,  tiie  wife  and  cliildjren  oodd 
not  be  removed  there.    Remind  v.  JJansainiffraid  Glan  Conway,  xziL  847. 

17.  Absence  of  husband — Intention  to  return,  A  married  woman  had  resded  in 
the  parish  of  L.  for  ten  years.  Two  years  before  the  order  of  removal,  her  husband 
left  her  and  went  to  America.  She  had  received  letters  from  him,  and  waa  in  daily 
expectation  of  receiving  from  him  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  herself  and  children 
to  America.  Heldj  that  she  was  removable,  the  presumption  being  that  the  husband 
did  not  intend  to  return.    Regina  y.  JUaneUy,  iv.  315. 

18.  Desertion  of  husband.  A  married  woman  whose  husband  was  a  Sootdunan, 
and  had  acquired  no  settlement  in  England,  had,  daring  the  absence  of  her  husband, 
(who  had  sailed  on  a  voyage  to  Calcutta  without  leaving  sufficient  meana  of  aoppoit 
for  his  family,)  become  chaiigeable  to  the  parish  in  which  she  was  residing.  The  wife 
had  acquired  a  maiden  settlement  in  England.  Held^  that  this  was  auch  an  absenee 
on  the  part  of  the  husband  as  amounted  to  a  desertion  of  hia  wife,  and  that  she  migbt, 
therefore,  be  removed  to  the  place  of  her  maiden  settlement  Regina  v.  St.  Marifie' 
bone,  ii.  252. 

19.  An  Irishman  who  had  gained  no  settlement  in  England,  fiad  resided  with  his 
family  in  the  respondent  parish  for  more  than  five  years  up  to  November,  184d,  when 
he  deserted  them,  and  went  to  America.  His  wife  and,  children  continued  to  reside 
in  the  respondent  parish  until  December,  1849,  when  they  became  chargeable  aad 
were  removed  by  an  order  to  the  appellant  parish,  where  the  wife  had  a  maiden 
settlen^nt.  Heldy  first,  that  the  wife  and  children  were  removable  from  the  respond- 
ent parish ;  and  secondly,  that  they  were  properly  removed  to  the  wife's  maiden 
settlement    Regina  v.  The  Overseers  of  Much  IlooUy  viL  399. 

*  20.  Daughter  of  Irish  parents  who  had  gained  no  settlement  in  England,  A  pauper, 
who  had  gained  no  settlement  in  her  own  right,  and  who  was  the  dangler  of  Irish 
parents,  neither  of  whom  had  ever  gained  any  settlement  in  England,  was  held 
properly  removable  to  the  place  of  her  birth  settlement;  the  circumstances  being  such 
that  her  father  was  not  removable  with  his  family  to  Ireland,  under  8  &  9  Vict  c.  11 7, 
s.  2.    Regina  v.  St,  Giles^  viL  385. 

21.  Unemancipated  child.  An  unemaneipated  chikl  cannot  acquire  irremovabihtf, 
under  stat  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  66,  ss.  1,  3,  by  residence  after  the  age  of  sixteen,  in  a 
parish  from  which  its  fiither  b  removable;  though  the  &ther  had  been  irremovable, 
and  lost  his  irremovability  aft»r  the  child  attained  the  age  of  sixteen*  Regina  v.  St, 
Ann,  xviii.  260. 

22.  Wife  of  a  marine,  A  pauper  married  a  marine  in  1846 ;  in  1848,  he  left  the 
service  and  lived  with  her  in  & ;  in  1850,  he  entered  the  navy,  and  served  till  Nov* 
ember,  1853 ;  then  lived  with  his  wife  till  January,  1854 ;  went  to  sea  in  a  merchaiit 
vessel  and  died  at  sea,  July,  1854.  In  October,  she  was  removed  from  S.,  where  she 
had  continued  to  live.  Held^  that  she  had  not  resided  five  years  in  S.  so  as  to  be  ir- 
removabler  under  s.  1  of  9  &  10  Vict  c.  66  ;  but  that  she  was  removable  only  after 
twelve  mouths  from  her  husband's  death,  as  he  was  a  resident  of  S.,  under  s.  2,  by 
intending  to  return  thither.    Regina  v.  East  Stonehouse,  xxx.  369. 

II.   Order  of  Removal  and  for  Maintenance, 

• 

1.  Order  of  removal — Estoppel  of.  A  prior  order  of  removal,  quashed  on  appeal 
upon  die  question  of  settlement,  is  conclusive  evidence  between  the  same  parties  that 
the  pauper  was  not  then  settled  in  the  parish  to  which  he  was  ordered  to  be  removed, 
whether  the  subsequent  inquiry  be  for  the  adjudication  of  the  settlement  and  main- 
tenance of  a  lunatic  under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c*  126,  s.  58,  or  an  ordinary  case  of  removal 
of  the  pauper.    Htston  v.  St,  Bride,  xviii.  265. 

2.  In  1849,  two  young  children  were  removed  to  parish  H.,  being  adjudged  to  be 
settled  there  in  right  of  their  father's  settlement  there.    In  1854,  an  order  was  made 
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that  their  mother,  a  pauper,  waa  legally  settled  in  H.,  and  ordering  that  parish  to  pajr 
money,  &c.  The  pariah  appealed,  denying  the  father's  settlement  therein.  Held,  that 
parish  H.  was  esto(^>ed  from  dispuiing  the  order  on  this  ground  by  the  order  of  1849, 
nnappealed  against,  the  settlement  of  the  hnsfaand  having  been  decided  thereby,  and 
the  two  orders  being  made  between  the  same  two  parishes.    Regina  t.  Hartington^  Sfc> 

8.  Meaning  of  **  sickness "  teiihin  9  &  10  Vict,  c  86,  s.  4.  Incurable  blindness  is 
flckneas,  within  the  meaning  of  the  9  &  10  Yiot.  c.  66,  s.  4.  Regina  y.  BvLckneU^ 
xzriii.  176. 

4.  Where,  therefore,  upon  an  appeal  agunst  an  order  of  removal,  which  stated  that 
the  pauper  had  not  '*  become  chargeable  in  respect  of  relief  made  necessary  by  sickness 
or  accident,"  it  was  proved  that  incurable  bUndness  was  the  original  and  continuing  . 
cause  of  the  pauperis  chargeability,  and  the  order  of  removal  omitted  to  state  that  the 
justices  making  the  same  were  satisfied  that  the  sickness  would  produce  permanent 
disability,  as  required  by  9  &  10  Vict  c.  66,  s.  4,  it  was  keldy  that  the  order  was  defec* 
live  and  bad.  One  ground  of  removal  served  with  the  said  order  on  the  appellants, 
stated  that  the  pauper  had  gained  a  settlement  in  the  respondent  parish  **  by  one  of 
the  means  stated  in  his  examination,  and  that  his  settlement  by  one  of  such  means  or  . 
otherwise  had  been  acknowledged  by  relief  given,"  &c.  The  pauper's  examination 
stated  a  settlement  by  birth  and  by  hiring  and  service,  and  also  by  relief  given  whilst 
rendent  out  of  the  respondent  parish,  to  which  last  point  the  appellants  answered 
that,  if  any  relief  had  been  given  to  the  pauper,  it  was  given  in  error,  and  under  a 
mislsken  belief  as  to  the  place  of  settlement  (tf  the  said  pauper,  and  that  the  said 
pauper  had  never  acquired  a  settlement,  and  was  not  settled  in  the  appellant  parish. 
jETelcf,  that  evidence  of  the  birth  settlement,  objected  to  by  the  appellants,  though  it 
might  not  property  be  admissible  under  the  above  ground  of  removal,  was  admissible 
to  disprove  the  allegation  in  the  ground  of  appeal  that  the  relief  had  been  given  by 
mistake.  Qucere^  whether,  under  the  above  answer  of  the  appellants,  evidence  was 
admissible  of  a  settl^nent  of  the  pauperis  firther  by  hiring  and  service  in  a  third  pariah 
at  the  time  .of  the  pauper's  birth,  in  order  to  show  that  the  relief  had  been  given  in 
error  as  to  the  pauper^i  birth  settlement    lb. 

5.  AMgUun  pari  of  workhouses.  A  pauper  was  conveyed  to  a  licensed  lunatic  asylum 
in  parish  A,  and  forwards  adjudged'  by  justices  to  be  setded  in  parish  B;  and  the 
latter  parish  was  ordered,  under  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  126,  s.  62,  to  repay  to  the  over* 
aeers  of  A  sums  paid  by  them  to  the  keepers  of  such  asylum  for  maintenance.  Held^ 
no  objection  to  such  cnrder,  thaf  the  asylum  is  part  of  the  workhouse  of  M.,  and  that 
the  keepers  are  the  physician  and  master  of  the  workhouse,  salaried  as  such  by  the 
parish,  having  no  beneficial  interest  in  the  asylum,  and  accountable  to  the  parish  for 
-whatever  they  receive  or  expend  as  such  keepers.  Si.  Pancras  v.  Si.  MaryHehone^ 
zxii.  379. 

6.  Statement  thai  pauper  was  chargeable.  The  order  of  maintenance  recited  a  prior 
order  for  the  remo^  of  the  lunatic  to  the  asylum,  and  an  order  adjudging  his  settle- 
ment to  be  in  the  appellant  parish,  and  stated  that  the  pauper,  from  the  time  of  being 
sent  to  the  asylum  to  the  dme  of  making  the  order  of  maintenance,  had  been  main- 
tained at  the  expense  of  the  appellant  parish.  Held,  that  it  sufficiently  showed  that 
the  pauper  was  chaxgeable.    Regina  v.  Minster,  iL  172. 

ni.  lAcMity  for  Maintenance  and  Expetises  of  Order  of  Removal 

1.  Notice  of  chargeabilitg.  Where  an  order  of  maintenance  of  a  pauper  lunatic  ia 
made,  under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.

3.  In  April,  1843,  an  order  was  made  for  removal  of  a  pauper  from  parish  B.  to 
parish  C,  and  was  suspended  the  same  day ;  and  O.  was  served  with  notice  of  the 
order  of  removal  within  ten  days.  On  26di  August,  1646,  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  66^ 
came  into  operation.  In  September,  1847,  execution  of  tlie  order  was  directed  by 
another  order  of  justices ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  they  ordered  payment,  by  C  to  B., 
of  the  expenses  of  maintenance  from  April,  1843,  to  September,  1847 ;  and  the  pauper 
was  removed  to  C.  He  had  resided  in  B.  five  years  next  before  the  execution  of  the 
order.  Afterwards  C*  appealed  agunst  both  orders. .  The  sessions  confirmed  both.

5,)  that,  afler  the  decision  of  this  court,  B.  was  endtled  to 
an  order  en  C.  for  the  same  expenses  of  maintenance,  the  settlement  having  now  been 
finally  adjudged  to  be  in  C,  so  as  to  bring  the  case  within  slat  4  &  5  WilL  IV.  c  76, 
a  84.    jRe^tfia  v.  Wodehovae^  ix.

4.  An  order  of  removal  was  made  and  suspended  in  1841.  In  October,  1852,  (he 
pauper  being  dead,  the  suspenfion  was  taken  off,  and  an  order  fbr  the  costs  of  nudn- 
tenance  during  the  whole  period  of  the  suspenson,  (exceeding  20/.,)  was  made,  against 
which  there  was  no  appeal  In  February,  1853,  an  applicadon  was  made  for  a  distress 
warrant,  which  was  resisted  on  the  ground  that  it  had  been  recently  discovered  that 
the  pauper  had  resided  fiyr  five  years  in  the  removing  parish,  and  that  the  costs  of 
noointenance,  subsequent  to  the  passing  of  the  11  Sc  12  Vict  c.

5.  UabUity  of  union.  If  an  extra-parochial  place  be  first  made  liable  to  support  its 
own  poor  and  afterwards  it  be  comprised  in  a  union,  those  paupers  who  have  always 
resided  there,  unless  they  be  irremovable  by  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.

9.  Pauper  horn  in  Ireland  and  having  no  setUemerU  m  England.  The  12  &  13  Tict 
c.  103, 8.  5,  extends  to  the  maintenance  o£  a  pauper  lunatic,  bom  in  Ireland,  who  has 
acquired  no  settlement  in  England,  but  has  become  irremovable  by  reason  of  five 
years  reddence  in  a  parish  within  a  union  in  England;  and  in  such  a  case  the  burthen 
of  maintaining  the  pauper  in  an  asylum  is  cast  upon  the  common  fund  of  the  union. 
Regina  v.  Arnold^  ziv.  102.

1.  Appeal  against  order  for  costs.  No  appeal  lies  under  sect  80  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict 
c  126,  against  an  order  of  two  justices  upon  the  treasurer  of  a  county  for  the  payment 
of  the  costs  of  the  maintenance  of  a  lunatic  pauper,  who  has  been  adjudged  chargeable 
to  the  county  under  sect  63.

^  2.  From  order  of  maintenance — Quarter  sessions.  An  appeal  against  an  order  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  lunatic  pauper  must,  under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  126,  s.  62,  be  made 
to  the  quarter  sessions  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  from  which  the  lunatic  was  re- 
moved to  an  asylum.    Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Lancashire^  xL  872< 

3.  Jurisdiction  of  quarter  sessions — Notice.  Two  justices  in  and  for  a  county  removed 
a  pauper  from  a  township  in  the  borough  of  A  in  that  county  to  a  parish.  The  over- 
seers of  the  parish,  within  twenty-one  days  after  notice  of  the  order,  gave  notice  of 
appeal  to  the  next  quarter  sessions  for  the  county.  They  appealed  to  the  borough 
aessions  of  A,  but  did  not,  within  twenty-one  days,  give  any  further  notice  c^  appeal ; 
and  their  appeal  was  dismissed  for  want  of  notice  of  appeal  to  the  borough  sessions. 
Held,  1.  That  no  appeal  lay  to  the  county  sessions,  though  the  order  appealed  against 
was  made  by  justices  for  the  county,  who  hfl4>  within  the  borough,  concurrent  juris- 
diction with  the  borough  justices.

5.  Notice  of  chargeabUity.  Where  an  order  of  removal  has  been  duly  served,  but 
no  notice  of  chargeability  or  grounds  of  removal  have  been  sent  to  the  appellant  parish, 
the  want  of  service  of  these  latter  documents  does  not  deprive  the  quarter  sessions  of 
jurisdiction  to  hear  an  appeal  against  the  order  of  removal ;  but  the  omission  to  serve 
them  may  be  made  the  matter  of  a  ground  of  appeal.

1.  Tenure  of  office  of  chaplain — New  regulattons  of  poor-law  hoard.  A  penon  ap- 
pointed Of  cbaplain  of  a  workhouse  for  one  year,  whose  term  of  office  had  not  expired 
when  new  regulations  for  the  workhouse  were  prescribed  by  the  poor-law  board,  was 
held  not  to  be  entitled  to  hold  his  oflioe  after  the  expiration  of  the  year,  under  the  $8th 
article,  which  provided  that  all  persons  then  holding  office  should  continue  to  discharge 
its^uties,  in  the  same  manner  as  persons  appointed  under  the  new  regulations,  and  the 
83a  article,  which  provided  that  all  officers  Appointed  under  the  new  regulations  should 
hold  their  offices  dll  death,  insanity,  resignation^  or  removaL  Regina  v.  The  Goth 
emors,  (fc.  of  SL  James^  x.  354. 

2.  Power  of  auditor  appointed  htf.  The  directors  of  the  poor  of  a  parish  being 
anthorized  by  act  to  appoint  officers,  and  the  auditor  appointed  by  the  board  disallow- 
ing a  bill  of  costs  paid  by  the  directors  to  their  clerk,  upon  application  to  a  justice  to 
enforce  payment  by  the  directors,  it  was  held^  that  the  auditor  had  power,  under  sect  47 
of  Stat  4  &  5  Will  IV.  c  76,  and  sect.  82  of  stat  7  &  8  Vict  c.  101,  to  order  the  ^ 
allowance ;  and  that  his  order  must  stand  until  reversed  on  appeal,  under  sect  S5  or 
sect  S6  of  Stat  7  &  8  Yict  c.  101.    Regina  v.  Tyrwhitt^  xx.  54. 

3.  Stat  4  &  5  WHL  IV.  c.  76,  gives  the  poor-law  board  excluave  power  with  regard 
to  those  officers  whom  they  direct  the  parish  o6icers,  or  board  of  guardians,  to  appoint 
Regina  v.  The  Poor-law  Commissioners,  vL  189,  205. 

4.  Under  the  5  &  6  Will.  FV.  c.  69,  the  poor-law  guardians  may  pay  the  expenses 
fi)r  the  investigation  of  title  in  case  of  the  reinvestment  of  any  money  which  comes  into 
their  hands,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  In  the  matter  of  Lady  Byron*^  Settle- 
ment, xxxi.  599. 

5.  By  5  &  6  Vict  c.  57,  if  a  question  arises  as  to  the  right  to  act  as  an  elective  guar- 
dian, the  poor-law  board  may  issue  such  order  therein  as  they  may  deem  requisite.

Vict  c.  126,  s.  48,  purported  to  be,  and  was  in  fact,  given  by  a  sui^on,  but  it  did  not 
follow  the  form  in  schedule  E.,  No.  1,  to  that  act,  in  stating  that  he  was  a  member  of 
the  college  of  surgeons,  &c.,  or  in  giving  his  place  of  abode.  Held,  that  although  the 
keeper  of  the  asylum  might  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  under  sect  51,  for  receiving 
the  lunatic  without  a  certificate  in  the  prescribed  form,  yet  the  confinement  did  not 
thereby  become  unlawful,  and  the  lunatic  being  de  facto  confined  in  the  asylum,  the 
jurisdiction  of  justices  to  adjudge  the  setdement  under  sect  88,  and  to  make  an  order 
for  costs  uitder  sect  62,  attached.    Regina  v.  Wnster,  ii.  172. 

2.  Union  of  parishes  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor.  In  the  district  of  M.  St.  M. 
and  M.  St  T.  there  had  always  been  one  rate  for  maintaining  the  poor  and  repairing 
the  roads,  one  set  of  overseers  and  surveyors  of  the  highways,  and  one  constable ;  bat 
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there  was  eyidence  that  there  had  formerly  been  two  churches  and  two  rectories,  and 
that  for  some  eoclesiasticai.parpoftet  the  district  had  been  treated  as  two  parishes.

A  pawnbroker  who  fills  up  the  ticket  which  he  gives  to  the  person  pawning,  accord- 
ing to  the  information  received  from  him  either  at  the  time  of  the  article  being 
pawned,  or  on  previous  occasions,  complies  with  the  provinons  of  the  39  &  40  Geo.  IlL 
e.  99,  s.  6,  unless  he  knows  such  information  to  be  false.  Attehborough  v.  London^ 
zz.  479. 

PAYMENT. 

1.  Payment  after  action  brought — Set-off.  Where  the  plaintiff  at  the  trial  proved  a 
debt  of  1 1/.  18s.  Id,  and  the  defendant  established  a  defence  under  one  plea  as  to 
185.,  under  a  set-off  as  to  7/.  8s.,  and  also  a  payment  of  4/.  afler  the  coounencement  of 
the  suit,  thus  answering  the  whole  of  the  plaintiff's  demand,  it  was  heidy  that  the 
payment  having  been  made  after  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  the  plaintiff  was 
entitled  to  a  verdict,  with  nominal  damages,  on  the  plea  of  set^^.  Sprodhery  v.  (ri^ 
lamj  iv.

2.  Of  a  smaller  sum  on  account  of  a  larger  sum — Statute  of  Umitaiions.  A  pay* 
ment  of  a  smaller  sum  on  account  of  a  laiger  takes  the  ease  out  of  the  Statute  of 
Linutadons  as  to  all  sums  not  barred  at  the  time  of  payment;  but  it  does  not  revive  a 
debt  then  barred,  if  it  can  be  attributed  to  any  sum  against  which  the  statute  has  not 
mn.    Nash  V.  Hodgson^  xxxL  555. 

3.  Ofddit  and  costs — Stay  of  proceedings.  The  defendant  had  given  bills  of  ex- 
change, and  deposited  with  the  plaintiffs  as  collateral  security  some  nine  warrants, 
with  authority  to  the  plaintiffs  to  sell  the  nine.  The  plaintiff  served  on  the  defend* 
ant  a  writ  of  summons  indorsed  for  a  certain  sum,  being  the  amount  of  the  bills  with 
interest  and  costs.  Subsequently,  the  plaintiffs  sold  the  nine  and  then  delivered  to 
Uie  defendant  a  declaration  in  which  a  smaller  sum  was  claimed,  the  amount  received 
Ibr  the  nine  having  been  deducted.  The  defendant,  contending  that  the  sale 
wna  finudnlent,  applied  for  a  stay  of  proceedings  on  payment  of  the  nnount  indorsed  on 
the  writ,  but  it  was  held  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to  accept  more  than  the 
amoant  demanded  in  the  declaration,  and  that  the  defendant  would  not  be  prejudiced 
by  ihe  payment  of  such  smaller  sum.    Arnold  v.  Gooderedf  viiL  332. 

4.  Prepayment.  On  a  setdement  of  accounts  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defend- 
ant, the  latter  overpaid  the  plaintiff  1/.  lis.

6.  Breach  of  contract  to  perform  award-^SubstiiuUd  agreement    Declaration  thai 
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by  an  award,  on  submisnon  to  arlntration  under  seal,  the  defendant  ms  ordered  to  pay 
the  plaintiff  a  certain  sum  by  instalments  and  alleging  a  breach  of  the  order.  Res 
that  after  a  breach  of  the  award  by  non-payment  of  the  first  instalment,  it  was  agreed 
between  the  parties  that  the  pLuntiff  should  accept  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  award, 
breach,  &c.,  a  certain  other  sum  specified,  payable  in  instalments  on  days  cpecified  in 
the  agreement  One  of  the  instalments  was  not  paid  until  after  the  time  specified, 
when  the  plaintiff  refused  to  receire  it  except  on  account  of  the  sum  doe  under  the 
award,  assigning  as  his  reason,  not  that  the  payment  was  made  on  the  wrong  day,  but 
that  the  defendant  would  not  sign  a  letter  which  the  plaintiff  had  no  right  to  require. 
The  last  instalment  was  duly  paid  on  the  day  specified.  The  jury  fi>und  that  the  plea 
was  proved.  Held,  that  the  non-payment  of  the  first  instahnent  due  under  the  awaid 
was  a  breach  of  the  whole  contract  to  perform  the  award,  and  that  the  plea  was,  there- 
fore, a  good  answer  to  the  action  by  way  of  accord  and  satisfiMstion,  the  agTeement 
being  for  payment  of  a  smaller  sum  at  an  earlier  day ;  and  that  the  payment  of  the 
third  instalment,  having  been  accepted  by  the  plaintiff  as  payment  at  the  time  agreed 
upon,  was  a  performance  of  the  agreement    Smith  y.  Trowsdalef  xzii.  360. 

7.  Acceptance  of  credits  by  common  agent.  A  sent  an  order  for  coffee  to  B,  stating 
that  *<  for  the  costs  of  said  order,  he  had  opened  a  credit  with  C  in  fitvor  of  B."  B 
sent  the  coffee,  and  drew  at  sixty  days'  sight  on  C,  who  was  and  had  for  some  time 
been  the  common  agent  of  both  A  and  B.  On  receipt  of  the  biU,  C  marked  it  aa 
accepted,  and  afterwards  accepted  it  formally  and  entered  the  amount  in  his  books  to 
the  credit  of  B  with  interest,  as  from  the  date  of  recdpt,  and  at  the  same  time  debited 
A  with  the  same  amount,  as  from  the  same  date.  C  stopped  payment  before  the  hiH 
became  due,  and  it  was  protested  for  non-payment  At  no  time  were  C's  assets  suf- 
ficient to  cover  his  liabilities  for  A  on  the  bill  and  other  accounts,  and  B  was  a  creditor 
of  C  when  he  stopped  payment  B  sued  A  for  the  price  of  the  coffee.  Heldy  that  tiie 
circumstances  did  not  import  that  B  had  accepted  the  credit  as  an  immediate  payment, 
and  had  taken  the  risk  of  C's  insolvency,  for  that  C  had  no  rfpit  to  enter  it  as  a 
present  payment  without  B's  consent;  and  that,  therefore,  B  was  entitled  to  recover 
from  A  the  price  of  the  coffee.    Maxwell  v.  Deare,  xxvi.  56. 

8.  Payment  by  bill  of  exchange.  To  an  action  of  debt,  the  defendant  pleaded,  tbat 
after  the  accruing  of  the  debt,  and  before  suit,  the  plaintiff  drew  a  bill  on  one  A  jp, 
who  accepted  the  bill,  and  delivered  it  to  the  plaintiff  for  and  on  account  of  the  said 
debt,  and  that  the  plaintiff  received  it  from  A  B,  on  such  account ;  that  the  pbintiff, 
before  suit,  indorsed  the  bill  to  C  D,  who  was  still  the  holder  and  entitled  to  sue  A  B 
thereon.

9.  Joint  and  several  payment — Promissory  note.  An  agreement  between  the  payee 
and  one  of  several  makers  of  a  joint  and  several  promissory  note,  that  the  payee  shaU 
take  another  note  in  satisfaction  of  the  first,  with  pa^^nent  of  the  note  taken  by  the 
payee  on  such  understanding,  amounts  to  payment  by  the  other  makers  of  the  jointand 
several  note.

10.  Payment  by  master  of  ship  by  bill — Broker.  A  broker  having  received  money 
for  the  shippagc  of  goods  on  account  of  the  owners  of  the  ship,  offered  to  pay  it  to 
the  captain,  who  was  also  managing  owner,  by  a  check.  This  the  captain  declined, 
preferring  that  the  broker  should  open  a  credit  for  him  at  a  bonk  in  N.  B.  in  (avor  of 
A,  which  the  broker  did.  The  bank  accordingly  paid  A  250/.,  for  which  A  gave  a 
bill  drawn  by  him  in  favor  of  the  bank  upon  the  broker,  who  accepted  and  paid  it 
when  due ;  Held,  that  this  was  a  good  payment  of  250/.  by  the  broker,  and  binding 
the  co^wnen.

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IfaBt  the  paymeolf  of  tibe  bets  dedded  in  tie  teatator^s  lifetime  were  ▼ohmUiy,  and 
ooald  not  be  cbarged  against  the  genezal  estate ;  but  as  to  those  not  decided  in  his 
fifistbow  the  case  was  odierwiae,  the  moneys  having  beien  deposited  on  an  illegal  con- 
trnsi  which  she  had  a  right  to  determine,  and  had  detennined  by  payment  of  the 
depoi^  and  that,  therefore,  she  could  chaige  the  estate  in  reqpeot  of  such  payments.

IS.  Payment  to  a  derk  (m  forged  ekect.  A,  in  Scotland,  being  indebted  in  460/.  to 
B,  in  Kngiand)  paid  46(ML  into  a  Scotch  bank,  in  return  for  a  letter  of  credit  on  an 
Bnf^  bank  in  this  fonn :  "  Please  honor  the  drafb  of  B  to  the  extent  of  46(M^ 
friuch  diaige  to  the  bank."  A  inclosed  this  letter  of  credit  in  a  letter  to  B,  which 
anriT«d  at  B's  office  in  B^s  absence.  The  only  clerk  in  the  office,  but  who  had  no 
antfaorityto  manage  B's  money  transactions,  opened  the  letter,  tock  the  letter  of 
evadifc  to  tiie  Bnglish  bank,  fbrged  a  check  in  B's  name  for  the  amount,  receiYed  pay- 
ment, and  abeeonded.  On  B's  return  he  drew  on  the  English  bank  for  the  460/.; 
bat  hia  draft  was  dishoDored,  and  the  bank  reftised  payment  to  him.  B  then,  along 
with  A,  sued  the  Scotch  bank  in  Scotland  for  repayment  of  &e  460/.  Held, 
that  these  was  no  claim  against  the  English  bank,  but  that  the  Scotch  bank  was  liable, 
imless  it  «Mihl  siiow,  dther  that  the  English  bank  actually  paid  B's  draft  when  called 
Oft  to  do  so,  or  that  the  English  bank  did  something  which,  as  between  the  English 
bank  and  B,  the  English  bank  was  entitled  to  treat  as  equiyalent  to  payment  Orr  t.

85.  Payment  out  of  court  to  tenant  for  life  of  purchase-money  of  leaaehMt  smeg 
determined.  Leasehdds  for  years  determinable  on  lives  were  bequeathed  in  trust  fiv 
one  for  life,  and  then  aver,  with  a  direction  to  the  trustees,  to  renew  once,  fiyr  fhm 
purpose  of  inserting  a  new  life  in  the  place  of  the  testalery  who  was  one  of  the  cesdns 
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que  vie.  The  testator  died.  The  land  was  taken  by  a  ndlway  company,  who  paid 
into  eonrt  a  som  of  money  for  the  pnrchaae  of  the  leasehold  interest  The  tmptees 
neglected  to  renew.

PEERAGE. 

IrisA  earldom — English  viscounty — Evidence.  An  Irish  earldom  was  created,  and  a 
holder  of  that  earldom  was  afterwards  created  a  viscount  of  the  United  Kinggdom ; 
the  patent  granting  the  viscounty  described  the  grantee  by  the  name  and  tide  of  the 
Irish  earldom.  On  the  death  of  one  holder  of  these  tides,  his  eldest  son  received  a 
writ  of  summons  to  attend  the  House  of  Peers  as  an  English  viscount  He  did  so, 
and  took  his  seat  as  a  viscount  He  subsequently  petitioned  to  have  his  claim  to  vote 
for  representative  peers  of  Ireland  allowed,  and  it  was  allowed.  After  his  death,  his 
son  received  a  writ  of  summons  as  an  English  viscount,  and  took  his  seat  in  that  chaiv 
aeter.  He  then  petitioned  to  be  admitted  to  vote  for  representative  peers  of  Ireland 
ip  virtue  of  the  Irish  earldom.  The  petition  came  before  the  committee  for  privileges. 
The  patents  creating  the  Irish  earldom  and  the  English  viscounty,  the  writ  of  sum- 
mons to  the  previous  viscount,  and  the  entry  on  the  journals  showing  that  the  preced- 
ing peer  had  taken  lus  seat,  and  likewise  the  resolution  of  the  committee  for  privileges 
admitting  his  claim  to  vote  for  representative  peers,  were  all  proved.  Held,  that  this 
was  not  sufficient  to  establish  the  tide  of  the  present  claimant;  that  the  evidence  must 
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be  such  as  'woald  of  iteelf,  if  the  claim  was  now  made  withoat  leference  to  any  par«- 
Tious  claim,  be  sufficient  to  establish  it  Such  eyidence  nofc  being  prodoctUe  «t  the 
moment,  the  consideration  of  the  claim  was  adjourned.  The  Earl  of  Donoug^mor^M

PENALTY. 

1.  Penalty  imposed  for  benefit  of  Market  CV>.,  how  recovered.  A  compan3r  was  au- 
thorized by  a  local  act  to  borrow  money,  take  lands,  &&,  and  construct  a  nuttket ; 
stallages  and  tolls  were  granted  to  it ;  and  any  one  selling  any  article  liable  to  stall- 
age, out  of  the  market,  was  to  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  any  sum  not  exceeding 
40«.  Held,  that  the  penalty  was  imposed  solely  for  the  protection  and  benefit  at  Bte 
market  company,  and  that  it  could  not  be  recovered  except  upon  jm  infomatioa  laid 
by  the  authority  of  the  company.    Regina  t.  Hides,  xxx.  228. 

2.  Municipal  corporation  act—^Clerk  to  borough  justices.  Hie  102d  section  of  tlie 
Municipal  Corporation  Act,  5  &  6  Will.  lY.  c.  76,  provides  that  it  shall  not  be  lawfiil 
for  the  clerk  to  the  justices  of  a  borough  to  act  in  the  prosecution  of  any  offender 
committed  for  trial,  by  the  justices  to  whom  he  is  clerk,  '*and  any  person  being  an 
alderman  or  councillor,  or  cleric  of  the  peace  of  any  boorough,  who  shall  act  as  clerk 
to  such  justices,  or  shall  otherwise  ofiend  in  the  premises,"  shall  forfeit  IQOL  Held, 
that  the  penalty  of  100/.  did  not  attach  to  a  clerk  to  the  borough  justices,  (not  being 
an  alderman,  councillor,  or  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  borough,)  who  acted  in  tiie 
prosecution  of  offenders  committed  for  trial  by  the  bofough  justices.  Coe  v.  Lawrance^ 
xvi.  252. 

3.  Watermen's  act.  The  37th  section  of  the  Watermen's  Act,  7  &  8  Gea  lY. 
c.  75,  imposes  a  penalty  on  any  person,  (other  than  a  freeman  of  the  Watermen's 
Company,  or  an  apprentice  to  a  freeman  or  widow  of  a  fV^eeman,)  who  shall  work  or 
navigate,  "  any  wherry,  lighter,  or  other  craft,"  from  or  to  any  place  or  places,  or 
ship,  or  vessel,  within  the  limits  of  the  act  Held,  that  this  does  not  extend  to  a  per- 
son who  works  a  steam-tug  for  the  purpose  of  towing  vessels'  on  the  river.  Reed'Y. 
Ingham,  xxvi.  164. 

PERJURY. 

1.  Oath  administered  by  arbitrator  appointed  by  county  court.  An  arbitrator,  ^ 
pointed  by  a  county  court,  under  the  stat  9  &  10  Ykt  c.  95,  has  no  authority  to 
administer  an  oath,  and  consequently  false  swearing  by  a  party  sworn  before  him  in 
the  course  of  a  reference  is  not  perjury.    Regina  v.  Hallett,  iv.  670. 

2.  By  master  extraordinary  in  chancery.  A  master  extraordinary  in  chancery  has 
no  authority  to  administer  oaths  in  matters  before  the  court  of  admindty ;  therefore,  a 
conviction  for  perjnry  in  an  affidavit  used  in  the  court  of  admiralty,  bat  sworn  before 
a  master  extraordinary  in  chancery,  cannot  be  supported.    Regina  v.  Stone,  xm.  593, 

3.  Judicial  proeeeding-^Malicious  Trespass  Act.  Frisonen  were  chaiged  with  per- 
jury at  an  examination  of  one  summoned  for  trespass,  in  consequenee  of  an  infbnnnf 
tion  not  under  oath.  Held,  that  the  examination  was  a  judicial  pitKee^g;  that  the 
justice  had  jurisdiction,  though  the  information  was  not  under  oath,  by  the  24tk  sect 
of  the  Malicious  Trespass  Act;  that  sectbn  80  is  additional  to  and  does  not  control 
sect  24  ;  and  that  an  oath  is  required  only  in  proceedings  under  the  former.  Convio* 
tion  affirmed.    Regina  y.  MiUard,  xx.  595. 

4.  F<Use  swearing  by  attorney  to  induce  court  to  receive  a  document.  The  attorney 
of  the  plaintiff,  on  trial  of  an  ejectment,  swore  falsely,  to  induce  the  judge  to  receive 
a  document,  irrelevant  to  the  title,  but  relevant  to  prove  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
plaintiff's  lessor.  The  judge  thereon  offered  to  receive  it  in  evidence,  but  the  conn- 
sel  withdrew  it,  and  the  date  was  otherwise  proved.  In  fact,  the  evidence,  if  tme, 
wouM  not  have  rendered  the  document  legsOly  admissible.    ir«^,  neverthelesiy.  that 
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tiie  attorney  bad  sworn  falsely  in  a  judicial  proceeding  upon  a  material  point,  and 
iras  gu3ty  of  peijary.    Regina  r.  PhUpoUSf  Tiii.  5d0. 

5.  Evidence.  Two  witnesses  are  not  essentially  necessary  to  contradict  the  oath  on 
which  the  perjury  is  assigned,  but  there  must  be  something  more  than  the  oath  of  one, 
to  show  that  one  party  is  more  to  be  believed  than  the  other.  Regina  t.  BouUer^  ix. 
537. 

6.  Of  the  indictmeni'^'Degcriptio  personce.  In  an  indictment  for  perjury  it  was 
alleged  to  be  a  material  question  whether  or  not  the  prisoner  ever  got  **  one  Milo  Wil- 
liams" to  write  ''a  letter"  for  her;  and  in  the  averments,  negativing  the  truth  of 
what  was  sworn,  the  indictment  alleged,  that,  *^  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  said  M.  A.  B^ 
did  get  the  said  Milo  WiUiams  to  write  a  letter  for  her,"  and  that  when  on  her  crosa- 
ei^Lmination  at  the  trial,  upon  which  the  allied  peijuiy  was  committed,  she  was  asked 
whether  she  had  ever  got  ^  a  Mr,  Milo  Williams  (who  waa  then  pointed  out  to  her  in 
court)  to  write  a  letter  for  her,  &c."  it  was  held^  that  the  avermentB  in  the  indictment 
were  sufficient  without  any  allegation  connecting  the  "  one  Milo  Williams"  named  in 
the  allegations  of  materiality  and  die  averments  negativing  the  truth  of  what  was 
sworn,  with  **  Mr.  Milo  Williams  "  subsequently  named^    Regina  v.  LenneU,  br.  560.

56,  persons  who  were  in 
buriness  on  their  own  account  as  chemists  and  druggists,  either  before  the  18th  of 
February,  1843,  or  the  SOth  of  June,  1852,  and  have  obtained  a  certificate  of  this  &ct, 
and  of  being  qualified  for  admission  as  members  of  the  pharmaceutical  society,  which 
certificate  has  been  approved  by  the  council  of  the  society,  are  entitled  to  have  their 
names  placed  upon  the  register  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  directed  to  be  kept  by 
that  act,  although  they  have  never  been  examined  under  that  act  Regina  v.  I%« 
Regislrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society^  xxx.  212. 

PIRACY. 

1.  The  words  '^purates  or  persona  engaged  in  acts  of  piracy  "  in  one  statute,  and  the 
words  penons  '*  alleged  to  be  pirates,  afloat  or  ashore,"  in  a  statute  repealing  the  former 
one,  were  held  to  be  synonymous.

Bdbre  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  B.  died,  and  an  arrangement  was  then  come  to  between  G.  and  G., 
under  which  C.,  on  his  own  aooonnt,  completed  tiie  portion  of  the  woik  left  anfinislied 
at  B.'8  death.  C,  who  aflerwardi  became  administrator  of  the  effects  of  B.,  soed  G. 
on  the  common  indebitatus  counts  for  the  proportion  of  the  work  done  by  B.,  alle^ng 
that  G.  was  indebted  to  B.  in  his  lifetime,  and  was  liable  to  pay  B.  on  request  Held^ 
that  although  the  special  contract  was  to  be  considered  as  rescinded  by  the  arrange- 
ment between  C.  and  G.,  still,  that  the  above  form  of  declaration  was  not  supported. 
Crosthwaile  ▼.  Gardner,  xii.474. 

2.  Initials,  Declaration  on  set.  /a.,  upon  a  recognizance  to  keep  the  peace,  described 
the  justices  before  whom  the  recognizance  was  taken  as  '<  Lee  B.  Townshend,  Esq.,  and 
L  H.  Harper,  Esq."  On  demurrer,  it  was  held,  no  objection ;  and  by  Lord  Campbell, 
C.  J.,  that  '*  B."  and  "  L  H."  might  be  the  Christian  names,  and  not  merdy  initial 
letter?  of  them.    Regxna  v.  Dale,  v.  360. 

8.  Aider  by  pleading  over — Count  for  freight,  A  declaration  alleged  liiat  the  plain* 
tiff"  sued  the  defendant  '*  fbr  freight  for  the  conveyance  by  the  plaintiff*  for  the  defend- 
ant, at  his  request,  of  goods  in  ships,  &c. : "  without  saying  for  money  due  and  payable 
for  freight."  Held,  sufficient  after  pleading  over,  although  it  would  have  been  bad  on 
demurrer.     JVilkinson  ▼.  Sharland,  xxviii.  592. 

4.  Action  for  non-delivery  of  goods — Averment  of  willingness  to  pay.  In  a  declara- 
tion for  the  non-delivery  of  goods  purchased,  an  averment  of  performance  by  the 
plaintiff  of  all  conditions  precedent,  and  that  all  things  have  been  done  and  happened 
to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  have  the  goods  delivered,  is  sufficient,  without  an  averment 
of  his  readiness  and  willingness  to  pay.    Bentley  v.  Dawes,  xxv.  540. 

5.  Action  for  breach  of  charter-party — Exceptions  in  charter-party  need  not  he 
negatived.  In  an  action  by  the  freighters  against  the  ship-owner  for  breach  of  a 
charter-party,  the  declaration  stated  that  it  was  agreed  the  vessel  should  b^  to  S^ 
there  load  coals  and  proceed  to  L.,  and  deliver  the  cargb,  a  certain  amount  being 
payable  per  ton  (the  act  of  God,  the  queen's  enemies,  &c.,  excepted.)  That  the  con- 
tract should  be  in  force  for  six  voyages,  and  that  they  should  not  be  made  later  than 
the  last  day  of  February,  1853.'  The  plaintiffs  averred  performance  of  all  things 
necessary  on  their  part,  but  that  the  defendant  did  not  permit  the  vessel  to  make  the 
fourth  voyage.  Plea,  that  the  last  day  of  February  expired  before  the  breach. 
Held,  on  demurrer,  first,  that  the  plea  was  bad ;  secondly,  that  the  declaration  was 
good,  it  not  being  necessary  for  the  plaintiffs  to  negative  the  fact  of  the  defendant 
being  within  any  of  the  exceptions  in  the  charter-party,  it  being  the  duty  of  the 
defendant,  if  he  relied  upon  such  exception,  to  plead  it  Wheeler  v.  Bavidge, 
541. 
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$4  A  deolaration  Bettiiig  forth  a  cliarter-party,  wherein  the  defendant  i^pi  described 
at  tiie  owner  of  the  vessel,  and  th(^  plaintiff  as  the  freighter  for  ax  To/ages,  with 
aflegalions  of  the  loading  and  delivering  of  two  cargoes  according^  to  charter,  and  with 
breach  assigned,  for  that  the  defendant  had  refused  to  make  the  residue  of  the  six 
TOjages,  &c^  &C.,  was  held  bad  on  demurrer,  on  the  groand  that  there  was  no  con- 
tract set  forth  on  which  the  breach  was  ass^ed.

7.  Action  in  case  agamet  sheriff— Charj^f  breach  of  duty.  Declaration  in  case 
against  the  sheriff  alleged,  that  although  defendant  coaM  have  levied,  of  goods  of  tha 
execution  debtor  within  his  bailiwick,  the  mone^rs  indorsed  on  the  writ,  yet  defendant^ 
disr^arding  his  dntj,  did  not  levy  of  the  said  goods  the  moneys,  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  that  defendant,  further  disregarding  his  duty,  falsely  returned,  &c. 
Heldy  that  the  first  allegation  sufficiently  chai^ged  a  breach  of  duty,  and  applied  to 
improper  conduct  of  the  sheriff  in  •  the  sale  of  the  goods,  as  well  as  to  negligence  in 
omitting  to  levy ;  and  that  the  declaration  was  good  without  stating  special  damage. 
MulUU  V.  ChaUis,  ii.  260. 

8.  Account  staled — C<mmon4aw  Procedure  Act.  A  declaration  stating  that  the 
plaintiff  sues  the  defendant  for  money  found  to  be  due  from  the  defendant  to  the 
plaintiff  upon  aoconnts  stated  between  them,  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
fonn  given  in  the  schedule  to  the  Common4AW  Procedure  Act    Fogg  v.  Muddy  xxv. 

9.  Equivocal  aUegation  construed  to  support  action  after  verdict.  A  declaration  con- 
tuning  allegations  which  may  be  understood  in  two  senses,  in  one  of  which  it  will 
sustain  the  action,  while  in  the  other  it  will  not,  must  after  verdict  be  construed  in 
the  sense  which  will  sustain  the  action.

10.  Reasonalde  time — Transfer  of  shares,  A  declaration  alleged  that  N.,  who  ap- 
peared by  "  the  register  of  shareholders,"  to  be  the  holder  of  SCO  shares,  transferred 
them  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  plaintiff  delivered  the  deed  of  transfer  to  the 
defendants  for  the  purpose  of  entering  a  memorial  of  it  in  "  the  register  of  transfers,** 
and  required  the  defendants  to  make  such  entry.  Breach,  that  the  defendants  did 
not  make  such  entry,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was .  deprived  of  his  right  to  appear  in 
the  books  of  the  company  as  a  shareholder,  and  by  reason  of  N.  still  appearing  to  bo 
the  holder  of  the  sud  shares,  and  failing  to  pay  calls  made  on  him  afler  the  delivery 
of  the  transfer  to  the  defendants,  the  defendants  forfeited  the  said  shares,  and  con- 
firmed the  forfeiture,  and  sold  the  shares.  The  second  count  alleged  that  the  plaintiff 
was  the  lawful  holder  of  and  entitled  to  300  shares,  and  that  the  defendants  wrong- 
fully, and  in  pretended  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolida- 
tion Act,  declared  the  said  shares  forfeited,  and  confirmed  the  said  forfeiture  and  sold 
the  said  shares,  aU(^ng  special  damage.  HeUl,  that  the  declaration  showed  a  good 
cause  of  action,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  td  the  first  count  to  allege  that  a 
reasoiiable  time  had  elapsed  before  the  commencement  of  the  suit.  Catchpcle  v.  The 
AmbergaUy  jfc.  Railway  Co,  xvi.  163. 

11.  In  case  by  actor  against  master  of  theatre — AUegation  of  duty.  In  a  declaration 
in  case  by  an  actor  against  the  master  of  the  theatre,  alleging  that  it  was  the  master's 
duty  to  keep  properly  covered  and  guarded  a  certain  hole  in  the  stage  of  great  depth, 
that  no  actor  might  suffer  injury  hereby,  and  to  keep  the  floor  well  lighted  to  the 
same  end,  and  that  the  hole  was  not  kept  properly  guarded,  &c.,  whereby  the  pl^ntiff 
suffered  grievous  injury,  it  was  held,  first,  that  the  facts  stated  did  not  raise  the  duty 
the  breach  of  which  was  alleged;  secondly,  that  the  express  allegation  of  duty  was 
immaterial,  and  could  not  help ;  and,  therefore,  that  the  declaration  was  bad  in  arrest 
of  judgment.     Seymour  t.  Maddox^  v.  265. 

12.  Trespass — Description  of  locus  in  quo.  In  trespass  to  land,  the  locus  in  quo 
onght  to  be  designated  by  abuttals,  or  other  description,  as  it  stood  at  the  time  of  the 
tr^pass,  and  not  at  the  time  of  the  declaration.  Humfrey  v.  The  London  and  North" 
western  Railway  Co.  xx.  384 ;  8.  c.  xii.  554. 
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IS.  Descf^tion  of  locus  in  quo.  A  declaration  in  trespass  quare  clauswn  /regit 
stated,  that  tiie  defendant  broke  and  entered  "  oprtun  lands  of  the  plaintiff  covered 
with  water,  being  the  bed  and  channel  of  the  river  T.,  and  under  the  same,  in  the 
several  parishes  of  L.  and  L.,  in  the  county  of  G."  Held,  on  special  demurrer,  thai 
the  declaration  sufficiently  described  the  locus  in  quo  by  name.  The  Duke  ofBeau' 
fort  V.  Ft  wan,  xii.  564. 

14.  Burgess  list — Action  for  penalty^lttgainst  churchwarden.  In  an  action  for  « 
penalty  against  a  churchwarden  for  neglecting  to  sign  the  burgess  list,  though  the 
declaration  contained  no  averment  that  there  were  any  persons  in  the  parish  entitled 
to  be  put  on  the  burgess  list,  the  court,  after  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  held  the  declara- 
tion good.     Clarhe  v.  Gant,  xvi.  518. 

15.  Allegation  of  consideration — Phrase  **  agreed  with  plaintiffs^"  Sfc.  A  count  in  a 
declaration  reciting  the  defendants'  promises  to  do  certain  things,  and  containing  no 
recitals  of  any  agreement  or  promise  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs,  excepting  so  far  as 
this  was  to'  be  inferred  from  the  use  of  the  words  *'  the  defendants  agreed  with  the 
plaintiffii,"  was  held  bad,  on  general  demurrer,  as  not  stating  any  consideration  for 
the  defendants'  agreement    Payne  v.  The  New  South  Wales  Coal,  ffc.  Co.  xxviiL  579. 

16.  In  assumpsit,  the  declaration  stated  that  Sir  J.  C.  agreed  with  the  plaintiff  as 
follows :  The  said  Sir  J.  C.  agrees  to  let,  and  the  s^d  J.  F.  agrees  to  take  all  that 
messuage,  &c.,  fbr  two  years.  Then  followed  an  agreement  by  the  plaintiff  to  pay  the 
rent  and  taxes,  and  to  farm  in  a  husband-like  manner ;  and  in  conaderation  thereof 
Sir  J.  C.  agreed  to  grant  the  pUuntiff  a  lease  at  the  end  of  the  two  years,  at  a  rent  to 
be  then  fixed  according  to  a  valuation,  the  agreement  concluding  thus :  *'  To  which 
both  parties  agree.  Witness  their  hands.  Sir  J.  C."  The  breach  was,  the  non- 
appointment  of  a  valuer  by  Sir  J.  C.  Held,  that  the  declaration  was  bad  on  general 
demurrer,  on  the  ground  of  its  not  alleging  that  there  was  any  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  plaintiff,  or  any  consideration  for  the  agreement  on  the  part  of  Sir  J.  C. 
Fremlin  v.  Hamilton,  xviii.  589. 

17.  Sheriff-^Extortion — Misrecital  of  statute — Allegation  of  no  levy.  In  a  declara- 
tion against  the  sheriff  for  treble  damages  for  extortion,  the  statute  was  recited,  under 
a  videlicet,  as  of  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  Elizabeth,  instead  of  the  twenty-eighth. 
The  declaration  stated  that  hji.fa.  was  delivered  to  the  sheriff,  indorsed  to  levy  debt 
and  costs,  and  that  the  sheriff  wrongfully  took  8/.  more  for  the  execution  than  he  was 
entitled  to,  although  he  did  not  levy  any  sum  of  money  by  virtue  of  the  execution. 
Held,  that  the  declaration  was  good ;  that  the  misrecital  of  the  statute  was  immaterial, 
and  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  negative  the  acts  by  which  a  levy  might  have  been 
made.    Holmes  v.  Sparks,  xi.  542. 

18.  Allegation  of  performance — Pleading  over.  If,  in  a  declaration  by  the  vendor 
against  the  purchaser  of  an  estate  for  non-payment  of  the  purchase-money,  there  is 
an  allegation  of  performance  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  defendant  pleads 
over,  the  declaration  is  sufficient,  though  it  may  have  been  bad  on  special  demurrer. 
Manby  v.  Cremonini,  xi.  573. 

19.  Action  for  breach  of  covenant  not  to  carry  on  business.  In  a  declaration  for 
breach  of  a  covenant,  wherein  the  defendant  had  agreed  not  to  carry  on  a  certiun 
business  in  any  place  where  the  plaintiff  should  be  engaged  in  the  same  business,  no 
allegation  that  the  defendant  had  notice  that  the  plaintiff  was  thus  engaged  is  ne-ces- 
sary.     TaUis  v.  Tallis,  xi.  455. 

20.  Action  against  tenant — Breach  of  covenant.  Declaration  in  assumpsit,  upon  an 
agreement  between  landlord  and  tenant,  containing,  among  others,  a  stipulation  that 
defendant  should  not  sell  hay  or  straw  grown  on  the  farm  during  the  tenancy,  without 
the  written  license  of  plaintiff,  alleged  a  breach  of  that  stipulation.  Held,  by  Lord 
Campbell,  C.  J.,  and  Patteson,  J.,  not  necessary  to  allege  that  the  breach  occurred 
during  the  continuance  oi  the  tenancy.  Erie,  J.,  dissenting.  Massey  v.  Ooodall,  vi 
326. 
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21.  Count  for  interest — Fbrbearance,  A  count  for  interest  upon  and  for  the  for- 
bearance of  sums  laid  out  for  the  defendant,  and  at  his  request,  and  tobome  at  the 
defendant's  request,  is  good,  though  it  does  not  state  that  the  money  was  paid  to  the 
defendant's  use,  or  forborne  to  the  defendant.    Smiih  y.  Hartley^  t.  883. 

22.  Jtailtcay — Action  for  colli — Allegation  that  defendant  is  the  holder  of  shares.-  In 
an  acdon  by  a  railway  company  for  calls,  a  declaration  framed  on  sect  26  of  the  staL 
8  &  9  Vict  c.  16,  alleged  that  the  defendant "  is  the  holder  of  ten  shares,  and  is  in- 
debted to  the  company  in  100/.,  in  respect  of  a  call  of  10/.  upon  each  of  the  said 
shares."  Held,  good,  on  special  demurrer,  although  it  was  objected  that  the  declara- 
tion did  not  allege  that  the  defendant  was  the  holder  of  such  shares  at  the  time  the 
calls  were  made.     Wilson  v.  The  Birkenhead,  Lancashircj  jrc.  Railway  Co.  t.  524. 

23.  Agreement.  The  plaintiff  agreed  that  he  would  serve  the  defendant  as  a 
manui&cturer  and  assistant  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  at  a  salary  of  100/.  per  annom, 
&c. ;  Uie  defendant  agreed  if  he  should,  from  any  cause,  give  up  his  business,  or  not 
require  the  plidntiff's  services,  then,  that  he  would  use  his  best  endeavors  to  procure 
for  the  plaintiff  employment  in  some  similar  business,  and  for  which  he  would  receive 
a  salary  of  not  less  than  100/.  per  annum,  or,  in  case  he  should  be  unable  to  do  so,  the 
defendant  would  pay  the  yearly  salary  of  100/.  during  the  residue  of  the  term 
of  seven  years.  Averment  of  performance  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff.  Breach,  that 
the  defendant  did  not  continue  the  plaintiff  in  his  employ  until  the  expiration  of  tlie 
seven  years,  but  refused  to  do  so,  and  wrongfuDy  discharged  the  plaintiff  therefrom, 
irithout  reasonable  or  probable  cause.  And,  further,  that  although  the  defendant  had 
not  continued  the  plaindff  in  his  employ,  but  had  discharged  him  as  aforesaid,  yet  the 
defendant  did  not  use  his  best  or  any  endeavors  to  procure,  nor  did  he  procure  the 
plaintiff  employment  in  some  similar  business,  for  which  he  should  receive  a  salary 
of  100/.  a  year,  but  had  wholly  failed  to  find  the  plaintiff  such  employment  Plea, 
that  at  the  time  when  the  plaintiff  was  discharged,  the  defendant  was,  and  thence 
hitherto  had  been  wholly  unable  to  procure  for  the  plaintiff  any  such  employment  as 
in  the  agreement  mentioned.  Held,  upon  demurrer,  that  the  agreement  did  not  leave 
it  open  to  llie  defendant  merely  to  pay  the  plaintiff  after  his  discharge  100/.  a  year 
without  first  using  any  endeavors  to  obtain  a  situation  for  the  plaintiff.  Held,  also^ 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  aver  a  request  by  the  plaintiff  that  the  defendant  would 
use  his  best  endeavors.  That  the  allegation  of  performance  was  sufficient,  without 
any  averment  of  readiness  and  willingness.  And  that  the  mode  in  which  the  breach 
was  alleged  rendered  it  unnecessary  to  aver  that  a  reasonable  time  had  elapsed.  Rust 
v.  Nottidge,  xvi.  170. 

24.  Insurance.  In  an  action  against  an  insurance  company  for  the  amoant  of  the 
in8aTanee,it  is  not  necessary  to  aver  in  the  dedaration  that  the  capital  stock  and  funds 
were  sufficient  according  to  the  deed  of  settlement  of  said  company.  The  Sunderland 
Marine  Insurance  Co.  v.  Kearney,  vL  312. 

25.  Videlicet,  effect  of— ^Variance.  The  declaration  stated  a  promise  to  hire  horses 
firom  the  plaintiff,  and  employ  them  for  a  certain  space  of  time,  to  wit,  for  the  space 
of  one  year,  and  to  pay  for  tixe  use  therec^  certain  hire  and  reward,  to  wit,  50/.  a  year 
for  each  of  the  horses,  payable  quarterly.  Held,  that  the  allegations  after  the  videlicets 
were  immaterial ;  that  alUiongh  the  hiring  was  for  a  week,  and  from  week  to  week,  at 
the  hire  of  50/.  a  year  for  each  horse  payable  weekly,  there  was  no  fatal  variance ; 
that  the  words  **  hire  and  reward  "  include  time  as  well  as  amount,  and  therefc^^  the 
words  "  payable  quarterly  **  were  covered  by  the  videlicet.   Harris  v.  PhUlips,  iv.  844. 

26.  Allegation  of  time.  When  a  contract  is  alleged  in  pleading  to  have  been  for  a 
**  certain  "  time  or  amount,  it  is  sufficient  to  prove  that  some  specific  time  or  amount 
was  agreed  upon,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  prove  the  precise  time  or  amount  hud 
under  a  videlicet.    lb. 

27.  Particularity— Sheriff—TreUe  damages.  A  declaration  against  the  sheriff  for 
treble  damages,  under  29  Eliz.  c.  4,  stated  that  five  writs  of/. /a.  against  the  plaintiff 
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were  delivered  to  the  slicriiri  setting  out  the  amount  of  tlie  indorMments,  and  it  ms 
then  averred  that  the  sheriff  afterwards,  under  the  said  several  writs  respectivdj, 
sated  the  plaintiff's  goods  to  the  value  of  the  said  writs.  It  tiien  alleged  that  the 
sheriff  took  for  executing  the  said  writs  a  lai^ge  sum,  to  wit,  52^  12«.  Sd.,  the  aam 
being  more  than  he  was  entitled  to  by  85/.  ISs.  6(i,  contrary  to  the  £>rm  of  the  statatCi 
whereby  an  action  accrued  to  the  plaintiff  for  107/.  15^.  6d^  treble  the  amount  of  the 
damages.  To  this  there  was  a  special  demurrer,  fi)r  not  setting  out  with  particularity 
the  amounts  taken,  and  in  respect  of  what  fees  the  excess  arose,  and  that  it  was  nol 
•averred  that  the  extortion  took  place  witiiin  (me  year  before  the  commencement  of  the 
suit  SembU,  that  the  declaration  did  not  sufficientiy  show  whether  there  was  one  or 
more  seizures,  but  that  this  objection  was  not  sufficientiy  taken  by  the  demurrer,  and 
that  in  other  respects  the  declaration  was  good.    Berton  v.  Lawrence^  i.  453. 

28.  Letters^patent — Declaration — Substantial  traversoMe  allegaiion.  The  dedaration 
alleged  that  the  plaintiff,  the  first  inventor,  had  applied  for  letters-patent,  and  that  the 
solicitor-general  had  permitted  the  tide  of  the  invention  to  be  amended,  &c.  That 
the  defendant  malicbusly  opposed  the  granting  of  the  patent,  ^.,  whereby  the 
•o]iciUn>general  refused  to  allow  the  plaintiff's  appHcation  for  letters-patent,  &c.  Hddf 
that  the  declaration  was  bad ;  that  the  allegation  of  the  refusal,  in  the  statement  of 
special  damage,  could  not  be  called  in  aid  to  supply  a  substantial  traversable  allegatioa 
of  the  refusal ;  and  that  the  special  damage  alleged  did  not  appear  to  be  the  neeessary 
or  natural  result  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  declaration.    Haddon  v.  Xott,  xxix.  215. 

29.  Patent — License  to  manufacture  pipes — Covenant,  The  declaration  stated  that 
by  deed  A,  the  patentee  of  machinery  for  making  pipes,  granted  B  and  his  asagns  the 
exclusive  license  to  manufacture  iron  pipes,  yielding  a  royalty  of  so  much  for  ererj 
ton  of  pipes  made  or  sold  by  B  or  his  assigns,  **  to  be  paid  "  within  twenty-one  days  of 
the  end  of  each  quarter,  B  covenanting  fpr  himself  and  assigns  to  an  account  in 
writing,  within  seven  days  of  the  end  of  each  quarter,  of  the  amount  manufactured, 
and  to  pay  within  twenty-one  days  the  sum  which  should  appear  due  on  the  face  of 
tiie  account ;  that  B  transferred  his  interest  in  the  license  to  the  plaintiff,  who  trans- 
ferred it  to  the  defendants,  who  covenanted  with  the  plaintiff  to  perform  tlie  covenants 
made  by  B  to  A  in  the  first  deed ;  that  the  defendants  made  quantities  of  iron  tubes 
in  pursuance  of  the  license,  whereby  royalties  became  due  to  the  plaintiff.  Breaches, 
that  the  defendants  did  not  pay  the  royalties,  and  did  not  render  an  account  Held, 
that  the  declaration  need  not  directiy  aver  that  any  iron  pipes  were  made  by  B,  or  his 
assigns ;  and  that  the  covenant  to  render  an  account,  was  only  auxiliary  to^  and  ^oA 
not  control,  the  preceding  covenant  to  be  implied  from  the  words  ^*  to  be  psod.** 
Bower  v.  Hodges^  xxii.  521. 

SO.  Declaration  hy  husband  and  wife — Account  stated.  Declaration  by  husband 
and  wife,  ^^  for  money  found  to  be  due  from  the  defendant  to  the  plaintifis  ance  their 
intermarriage,  on  accounts  stated  between  them  since  the  inteimarriage  oi  the  pbdn- 
tiffs."  Held,  upon  demurrer,  that  the  count  on  the  account  stated  was  bad  for  not 
averring  that  the  account  was  stated  in  respect  of  money  due  in  right  of  the  wife,  or 
otherwise  showing  her  interest  in  the  money.    Johnson  v.  Lucas,  xvL  290. 

81.  Collision.  For  a  case  as  to  the  declaration  in  an  action  for  damages  caused 
by  a  collision,  brought  under  the  stat  14  &  15  Vict  c.  79,  see  The  Gencroi  Steam 
Navigation  Co,  v.  Morrison,  xx.  267. 

82.  Declaration  for  negligently  working  mines  without  leaving  proper  support  0 
walls  of  adjacent  building.    Jeffries  v.  WilUams,  i.  438. 

83.  Inducement — Negligent  driving  of  servant.  In  an  action  against  a  master  for  a 
personal  injury  caused  by  the  negligent  driving  of  his  servant,  the  declaration  allied, 
by  way  of  inducement,  **•  that  the  defendant  was  possessed  of  a  cart  and  horse  which 
was  being  driven  by  his  seryant"  without  stating  "at  the  time  of  the  grievance* 
complained  of.  Heldf  an  iomiaterial  allegation,  and  not  traversable.  MUekeU  v* 
CrassweUer,  xvi.  448. 
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II.    Of  iht  Plea  in  general. 

1.  Plea  in  hear.  Whether  an  abated  suit  can  be  pleaded  in  bar  to  another  anit  bj 
tite  personal  representatiTes  of  the  plamtiff  in  the  first  suit,  qucere.  Long  v.  Siorie^  x.  182. 

2.  If  in  an  action  fbr  libel  a  material  part  of  a  plea  of  justification  fidls,  the  plea  fiuls 
altogether.    Biddutph  v.  Chamherlayne,  vx.  347. 

8.  Outlawry,  A  plea  of  outlawry  is  bad  unless  it  appears  that  a  judgment  of  out- 
lawiy  has  been  pronounced.     Winthrop  v.  Elderton,  vii.  294. 

4.  Action  on  promissory  note — Plea  that  it  was  given  as  collateral  security  for  a 
third  person.  It  is  a  good  plea  to  an  action  by  the  payee  agunst  the  maker  of  a 
pTX>mis8ory  note,  that  the  defendant  made  the  note  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff,  as  a 
collateral  security  for  a  debt  due  from  a  third  person  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the 
defendant  was  not  liable  to  pay  the  debt,  or  to  give  the  note  as  security,  and  that  there 
was  no  other  con^deration.     Crofts  y.  Beale^  v.  4(^8. 

5.  Plea  in  avoidance  of  circuity  of  action,  A  plea  in  avoidance  of  circuity  of 
action  must  show  that  the  sum  which  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  recover  fVxim  the 
plaintiff  is  in  law  the  same  as  that  for  which  the  plaintiff  sues.  It  is  not  enough  to 
show  that  a  jury  would  probably  give  the  defendant  the  same  sum  as  damages. 
ChdrUs  V.  Alton,  xxvi,  819. 

6.  A  plea  that  the  cause  of  action  accrued  in  the  furthering  of  a  company  without 
any  legal  authority,  is  bad  without  special  averments  showing  illegality.  Hunt  v. 
Hunter,  xxix,  195. 

7.  Plea  amounting  to  general  issue — Statute  of  frauds,  A  plea  that  the  promise 
sued  upon  was  a  promise  to  answer  for  the  debt  of  another  person,  and  that  there  was 
no  agreement  or  memorandum  or  note  thereof  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  defendant, 
is  bad,  as  amounting  to  the  general  issue.    Reed  v.  Lamb,  iii.  570. 

8.  In  assumpsit.  In  an  action  on  the  indebitatus  counts,  the  defendant  pleaded  that 
the  debt  was  due  for  cert^n  hops  bargained  and  sold ;  that  the  pluntiff  produced  a 
sample  at  the  bargain  and  sale,  and  promised  to  deliver  the  hops  equal  in  quality  and 
description  to  the  sample,  and  that  the  hops  were  not  equal  in  quality  and  description ; 
wherefore  the  defendant  refused  to  accept  them,  and  broke  his  promise.  On  special 
demurrer,  the  plea  was  held  bad,  as  amounting  to  the  general  issue.  Dawson  v.  CoUis, 
IT.  888. 

9.  In  trover — Effect  of  plea  of  not  guilty.  The  plea  of  not  guilty  in  trover  puts  in 
issue  not  merely  the  conversion  in  fact,  but  the  wrongful  conversion.  To  trover  for 
formture  by  the  asagnees  of  a  bankrupt,  the  defendant  justified  the  seizure  under  a 
judgment  and  executbn  against  the  goods  of  the  bankrupt  before  his  bankruptcy. 
Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  amounting  to  not  guilty.  Young  v. 
Cooper,  ilL  540. 

10.  In  trover,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  admits  the  property  of  the  plaintiff.  Therefore, 
evidence  that  the  chattels  had  been  g^ven  to  the  plaintiff  by  the  defendants  upon  a 
certain  condition,  which  had  not  been  performed,  and  that  the  defendants  retook  them, 
is  not  admissible  under  that  plea.    Jones  v.  Davies,  ^  566. 

11.  Duplicity  in  pleas.  To*  a  declaration  on  a  promissory  note,  the  defendant 
pleaded  that  the  said  note  was  g^ven  to  the  plaintiff  to  induce  him  to  abandon  a  cer- 
tain threat;  and  also  that  it  was  given  for  and  on  account  of  a  certain  debt  due  the 
plaintiff,  from  which  debt  the  defendant  was  dischai^d  by  effect  of  a  certain  statute. 
Held^  on  demurrer,  that  the  plea  was  bad  for  duplicity.  Eeseltine  y.  Si^y,  xiL 
421. 

12.  AmbiguUy  in  plea — Escape,  By  a  deed,  afVer  reciting  the  appointment  of  W.  T.. 
as  bailiff  to  the  plaintiffs,  the  sheriff  of  Middlesex,  the  defendants,  W.  T.  and  his 
sureties,  covenanted  to  save  harmless  the  plaintiffs  from  any  action  brought  against 
them  touching  or  concerning  any  matter  "  wherein  the  said  bailiff  shall  act,  or  assume 
to  act  as  baiUff,"  or  "  for,  or  by  reason  of,  any  extortion  or  escape  happening  by  the 
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act  or  default  of  the  said  bailiff."  The  declaration,  a^r  stating  an  esa^,  STened 
that  it  happened  "  by  the  de£uilt  of  the  defendant,  W.  T»,  and  not  othendset  he,  the 
defendant  W.  T.,  then  being  the  bailiff  of  the  plaintiffs  as  such  sheriff."  The  defend- 
ants Grayed  oyer,  and  afWr  setting  oat  the  deed,  pleaded  that  the  de&ult  **  was  not 
the  default  of  him,  the  said  W.  T.,  as  such  bailiff  of  the  plaintiffik  Held,  that  the 
plea  was  bad  for  ambiguity ;  but,  sembU^  that  the  declaration  would  have  been  bad  on 
special  demurrer,  for  not  showing  how  the  escape  was  the  default  of  W.  T.  Cubiit  y. 
Thompson^  i.  456.  , 

13.  Generality  in  plea — Gaming.  To  a  declaration  for  differences  on  the  sale  of 
isulway  shares,  the  defendant  pleaded  generally  that  the  contract  was  by  gaming, 
(under  8  &  9  Vict  c.  109,  s.  18.)  On  demurrer,  the  pleas  were  held  bad  for  yicious 
generality.     Grizewood  y.  Blane^  yiiL  415. 

14.  ArgumenUaive  plea — In  debt,  A  plea  to  a  declaration  in  debt,  after  setting  out 
a  deed,  which  it  alleged  to  be  a  deed  of  arrangement  under  12  &  18  Ykt  c  lOG, 
between  the  defendant  and  his  creditors,  stated,  that  the  creditors  by  whom  and  on 
whose  behalf  the  same  was  sealed,  were  **  more  than  six  sevenths,  to  wit,  mii^  tenths** 
in  number  and  value  of  the  creditors  of  the  defendant,  &c.  Held^  (on  special  demur- 
rer for  argumentativeness,  and  for  attempting  to  raise  an  immaterial  issue,  &c.,)  that 
the  plea  sufficiently  stated  the  deed  to  have  been  agned  <*  by  or  on  behalf  of  ax 
sevenths  of  the  creditors  **  within  the  meaning  of  sect.  225.  Stewart  v.  ColUns^  ii 
S22. 

15.  In  action  against  common  carriers.  The  declaration  stated  that  the  defendants 
received  from  the  plaintiff,  as  common  carriers,  a  certain  package,  to  be  safely  carried 
and  delivered  for  him  at  a  place  mentioned,  and  did  not  safely  carry  the  package,  but 
that  through  their  negligence  it  was  lost ;  the  defendants  pleaded  that,  at  the  time 
they  received  the  package,  they  gave  the  plaintiff  notice  that  they  would  not  be 
responsible  for  packages  of  a  particular  description,  under  which  this  particular  pack- 
age fell,  unless  their  contents  were  declared;  and  that  the  contents  of  this  package 
were  not  declared ;  and  that  the  defendants  did  not  consent  to  be  responsible  contrary 
to  the  terms  of  such  notice.  Verification.  Held^  that  the  plea  amounted  to  an  argu- 
mentative denial  of  the  bailment  as  alleged  in  the  declaration,  and  was  therefore  bad. 
Crouch  V.  The  London  and  Northwestern  RailuHiy  Co.  xiy.  498. 

1 6.  IssuoJble  plea — Action  on  attorneys  bill.  To  an  action  on  an  attorney's  bill,  the 
defendant  pleaded  that,  afler  the  accruing  of  the  causes  of  action,  he  obtained  his  final 
order  for  protection  as  an  insolvent  debtor,  and  that  the  debts  in  question  were 
omitted  from  his  schedule  by  and  with  the  full  knowledge  and  consent,  and  by  and 
through  the  contrivance  and  procurement,  of  the  pbdntiff.  Held,  an  issuaUe  plea. 
Wilkin  y.  Manning^  ^xv.  512. 

1 7.  To  a  count  on  a  bill  of  exchange,  accepted  by  the  defendant,  and  indorsed  to 
the  plaintiffs,  the  defendant,  being  under  terms  of  pleading  issuably,  pleaded  that  he 
accepted  and  ^^^ei^d  the  bill  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase-money  of  a  afaip, 
which  he  was  induced  to  buy  of  the  plaintiffs  by  their  false  and  fraudulent  representa- 
tions as  to  her  value,  which  they  then  knew  to  be  false,  &c  Held^  that  the  plea  was 
not  issuable,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  sign  judgment,  but  that  the 
defendant  might  amend.    Sully  v.  Frean^  xxix.  404. 

18.  Action  on  bill  o/  exchange.  In  an  action  on  a  bill  of  exchange  by  the  indorsee 
against  the  acceptor,  a  plea,  stating  that  there  were  certain  unsettled  accounts  betwixt 
the  drawer  and  the  defendant,  the  acceptor,  and  that  it  had  been  agreed  betwixt  the 
defendant  and  the  drawer  before  the  bill  became  due,  that  such  accounts  should  be 
investigated,  and  in  case  the  balance  should  be  found  to  be  in  defendant's  £iyor,  that 
defendant  should  not  be  liable  on  the  bill,  and  then  averring  that  such  investigattoii 
was  had  and  balance  found  to  be  in  defendant's  favor,  and  that  the  bill  was  indorsed 
to  the  plaintiff  after  it  was  due,  was  held  to  be  an  issuable  plea.  Dunmore  v.  TarleUm^ 
xvi.  891. 
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~  19.  Drespdsa — JutdficaHon  under  fi,  fa, — Admission  of  warrant  in  pleadings*  In 
Ireapaw  fbr  breaking  and  entering  the  plaintiff's  house  and  taking  his  goods,  defendant 
pleaded  a  justification  under  h,  fi,  fa,  and  warrant  of  execution  against  the  goods  of 
one  G.  H.,  which  %arrant  was  delivered  to  the  defendant,  a  bailiff,  to  be  executed^ 
and  that,  under  the  authority  of  the  same,  the  defendant  entered,  &c.  The  plaintiff 
replied  de  injuria,  admitting  the  writ,  the  making  of  the  warrant,  and  the  delirerj 
thereof  to  the  bailiff.  Held,  that  the  existence  of  a  warrant  was  admitted  by  the 
replication,  and  that  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to  prove  it  HewiU  v.  Maequire, 
vii.  571. 

20.  Trespass  for  pulling  down  wall — Paved  public  place — Special  injury  to  defend* 
ant.  To  a  declaration  in  trespass,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  dose  in  question 
was  a  paved  public  place,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Metrop<^tan  Paving  Act, 
(57  Geo.  lU.  c.  29,)  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  unlawfully,  and  contraiy  to  the  pro- 
visions* of  the  sidd  act,  erected  thereon  the  sud  wall ;  -and  because  the  said  wall,  at 
die  said  time  when,  &c:,  remuned  incumbering  the  said  public  pavement,  and  because 
the  plaintiff,  upon  the  request  of  the  defendant,  refbsed  to  remove  the  same,  the 
defendant  entered  upon  the  said  close  and  pulled  down  the  said  wall.  Held,  (aAer 
verdict  for  the  defendant,)  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  it  (fid  not  show  any  necessity  for 
the  defendant's  using  the  portion  of  the  pavement  obstructed  by  the  wall,  or  that  it 
interfered  with  the  exercise  of  his  right  of  passage.    Baieman  v.  Bluck,  xiv.  69. 

21.  Quare  clausum.  The  defendant  to  an  action  of  trespass  quare  clausum  Jregit, 
may  still  plead  together  the  pleas  of  not  possessed  and  liberuM  tenementum,  Slocombe 
V.  LgtUy  ii.  876. 

22.  Plea  of  right  of  way  to  declaration  quare  clausum  Jregit.  The  plea  to  a  declara- 
tion in  trespass  quare  clausum  fregit  alleged  a  right  of  way  thus  derived ;  that  A  up 
to  ^e  time  of  his  death  was  seised  of  a  certiun  close,  &c. ;  that  he  had  no  other  way 
to  said  close  except  over  the  close  on  which  the  trespass  was  alleged  to  have  taken 
place ;  that  on  his  death  the  former  close  escheated  to  the  lords  of  C  and  D ;  the 
defendant  justified  as  the  servant  of  D.  Held,  a  bad  plea,  inasmuch  as  there  was  no 
allegation  that  D  had  no  other  right  of  way  than  that  in  question.  Proctor  v.  Hodg^ 
son,  xxlx.  453. 

23.  PUa  of  right  of  way — Description  of  closes  through  which  it  passes.  In  answer 
to  a  declaration  in  trespass  quare  clausum  fregit  in  pleading  a  right  of  way,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  describe  with  great  particularity  the  closes  as  to  which  the  right  of  way 
is  claimed,  and  it  is  enough  to  give  the  names  of  the  two  at  the  termini  and  to  describe 
the  others  as  adjoining,  if  they  are  so.    Holt  v.  Daw,  v.  807. 

24.  Tresp<iss  for  an  assault  and  battery — Plea  of  justification — Material  averment — 
Matter  of  description — Distinct  trespasses.  Trespass,  for  that  the  defendant  <*  assaulted 
the  plidntiff,  and  beat  and  ill  treated  him,  and  then  knocked  down  and  prostrated  him 
on  the  deck  of  a  certain  vessel."  Plea,  **  as  to  the  assaulting,  beating,  and  ill  treating" 
the  plaintiff,  a  justification  by  the  defendant  as  captain  of  a  vessel  on  board  of  which 
the  plaintiff  and  others  were  passengers,  and  alleging  that  the  plaintiff  made  an  aflray 
on  board  the  said  vessel,  and  was  then  fighting  with  another  person,  "  then  also  being 
a  passenger  in  and  on  board  of  the  said  vessel,  and  whose  name  was  to  the  defendant 
unknown,"  and  was  striving  \p  beat  the  said  person ;  wherefore  the  defendant,  as  such 
captain,  t<2  preserve  peace,  and  prevent  the  beating  of  such  person,  gently  laid  his 
hands  upon  the  pluntiff,  which  was  the  trespass  complained  of.  Held,  first,  that  the 
plea  would  have  been  goodi  without  the  statement  that  the  person  with  whom  the 
plaintiff  was  fighting  was  a  passenger  on  board  the  vessel,  whose  name  was  unknown 
to  the  defendant  Secondly,  that  such  statement  did  not  necessarily  contain  matter 
of  description,  and,  consequently,  that  a  failure  of  proof  of  that  part  of  the  plea  was 
not  material.  Thirdly,  that  the  knocking  down  and  prostrating  of  the  plaintiff  was 
alleged  as  a  distinct  trespass,  and  was  not  covered  by  the  justification  in  the  pleat 
Noden  t.  Johnson,  ii.  201. 
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25.  A  party  who  insisto  upon  remaining  on  the  land  of  anoUier  against  lufltwiUf  and 
therefore  primd  facie  against  right,  ought  to  show,  in  a  |dea  of  justification  in  an 
action  of  trespass,  all  the  circumstances  which  make  such  possession  lawful,  and  abridge 
the  general  rights  of  property.    Hailing  y.  Okey,  zviii.  638.  • 

26.  Imprisonment  bif  commander  of  ship — Suspicion  of  larceny-^Plea  must  ttaU 
grounds  of  suspicion.  To  an  action  of  trespass  against  the  commander  of  a  diip  of 
war  on  the  high  seas  for  imprisoning  the  plaintiff  and  putting  him  in  irons,  a  plea 
alleging  sufficient  grounds  of  suspicion  that  the  plaintiflT  had  committed  larceny  is  a 
sufficient  answer.  These  grounds  of  suspicion  must  be  specifically  stated.  Brou^dan 
y.  Jackson,  xi.  886. 

27.  Breaking  dose  to  seize  goods  for  rent — St<a,  11  Geo.  11.  c.  19,  s.  1.  Tre^>a8B» 
for  breaking  and  entering  a  close  of  die  plaintiff,  and  carrying  away  diyers  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  plaintiff:  the  defendant  pleaded,  under  the  11  Ctoo.  IL  c  19^  s.  1,  that 
at  the  time  when  the  trespasses  were  committed,  one  O.  was  tenant  to  the  defcAdavt^ 
and  that  half  a  year's  rent  was  then  due,  and  that,  within  iStaitf  days  before  the  said 
time,  O.  frandulendy  and  clandestinely  conveyed  from  the  premises  the  goods  and 
chattels  in  the  declaration  mentioned,  being  the  proper  goods  and  chattels  of  the  said 
O.,  in  order  to  prevent  the  defendant  from  distraining  them;  and  diat  the  defendant, 
whilst  the  rent  remained  due,  and  within  thirty  da3r8  after  the  said  goods  and  chattels 
had  so  been  conveyed  and  locked  up,  entered  the  said  close,  in  order  to  seise,  and  did 
seize  them  as  a  distress  for  the  said  arrears  of  rent ;  and  that,  because  the  defendant 
could  not,  without  breaking  open  and  entering  the  said  close  seize  the  said  goods,  the 
defendant  was  oUiged  and  did  in  order  to  seize  the  said  goods,  first  calling  to  his 
assistance  the  constable  of  the  place  where  the  said  close  and  goods  were,  according 
to  the  form  of  the  statute,  and  with  his  aid  and  assistance,  in  the  daytime,  break  open 
and  enter  the  said  dose,  in  order  to  seize  the  said  goods  and  chattels  for  the  said 
arrears  of  rent,  according  to  the  statute,  and  Uiat  the  defendant  in  so  dcnng  did  no 
unnecessary  damage,  &c.  Ueld^  a  good  primd  facie  defence.  WiUiams  v.  BeberU^ 
ziv.  482. 

28.  Juslificaiion — Nem  amgnment,  piea  to — Surplusage.  TresipeaB  lor  an  assanli. 
The  defendants  justified  in  defence  of  the  possession  of  the  dwelling^hoase  of  one  W. 
New  &<«gnment,  that  the  trespass  was  committed  out  of  the  dwelUn^house,  and  upoa 
a  certain  bridge  and  ion  another  and  different  purpose.  Plea  to  the  new  aasignmen^ 
that  the  trespasses  newly  assigned  were  committed  in  defence  of  the  said  poesesmm, 
by  removing  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  defendants  "  did  then  take  the  plaintiff  by  the 
nearest  and  most  direct  way  to  a  certain  public  highway  near  to  the  said  dwelling- 
house,  &C.,  as  they  lawfully  might  for  the  cause  aforesaid.*  Upon  demurrer^  it  was 
held  that  the  plea  was  good,  as  it  intended  to  confess  trespasses  committed  on  the 
bridge,  and  to  justify  them  as  committed  in  defence  of  the  possession ;  that  with  these 
the  removal  to  the  highway  had  no  necessary  connection,  and  might  be  treated  as 
surplusage.    Hayling  r.  Okey,  xviii.  539. 

29.  Plea  of  user,  how  supported.  A  plea  of  user  for  any  number  of  }-ears  is  sup- 
ported only  by  proof  of  user  coming  down  to  the  year  in  which  the  action  was  brought. 
Qucere,  whether  such  a  plea  is  good  which  alleges  the  user  of  right  to  have  been  for 
twenty  or  forty  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  preceding  the  commencement  of  the  smt, 
without  saying  ^  next  **  preceding.    Lowe  v.  Carpenter,  vi.  450. 

SO.  DimstbUity  of  issue — User.  A  plea  alleging  twenty  years  user  of  water  for  cefw 
tain  purposes,  and  among  others  to  supply  a  certain  cistern  and  the  existence  of  ao 
such  cistern  being  proved,  but  other  parts  of  the  plea  being  sustained  by  evidence*  it 
was  heid,  that  the  issue  was  divisible,  and  that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  a  verdict 
except  as  to  such  cistern.     The  Proprietors  ofBochdale  Canal  v.  Baddiffe,  xiL  408. 

81.  Trespass — Thirty  years^  user  of  common-^  One  yeat's  intemq^tion.  In  an  aetkm 
of  trespass  the  defendants  pleaded  their  rights  of  common,  acquired  by  a  thixtj  yettea 
user,  to  a  laige  space  of  land,  including  the  locus  in  quoy  but|  as  to  the  locus  tii  ^iio^  it 
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'waa'proTed  that  there  bad  been  a  year's  inteimption  of  the  light  of  common.  HM^ 
that  there  was  no  justification  of  the  trespass.    Daoies  t.  WUU«on8f  y.  269. 

32.  Pretcripiion,  A  plea  ckiimin^  an  immemorial  right  of  coomion  by  prescription 
in  the  occupiers  for  the  time  being  of  a  messuage,  is  bad  in  subatance,  and  cannot  be 
supported  even  after  Terdict    lb, 

SS.  Where  a  prescriptive  right  is  relied  on,  the  word  "  prescription "  should  be 
ned  in  the  pleadings.    Knapp  v.  The  Parishumers  of  St,  Manf^  v.  562. 

M.  Contract  to  payfrtight.  Declaration  upon  a  contract  to  pay  the  highest  freight 
which  the  platntifif  should  be  able  to  prove  had  been  paid  on  the  same  voyage ;  (not 
lass  than  90^.  per  ton ;)  averment  that  all  things  had  been  done  to  entitle  plaintiff  to 
fxeight  according  tx>  the  charter-party ;  and  also  a  special  averment  that  the  plaintiff 
was  able  to  prove,  aa  the  fact  was,  that  the  highest  freight  paid  was  7/.  per  ton,  of  all 
of  which  the  defendant  then  had  notice ;  breach,  noui-payment  of  the  freight  of  7/.  per 
ton.  The  defendant  pleaded,  firat,  a  traverse  of  the  special  avennent ;  second,  that 
the  pkuntiff  did  not  prove  the  fact  HeUi^  on  demurrer,  that  the  second  plea  was 
had ;  that  on  the  first  plea  the  plaintiff  must  prove  that  the  &ct  was  as  alleged,  and 
that  the  defendant  knew  it;  and  that  the  defendant's  knowledge  was  sufiicient  proof. 
Qtther  v.  Capper^  xxvi.  275. 


IIF.  Autrefois  Acquit  and  Puis  Darrein  Continuance. 

1.  Piteners  were  indicted  for  the  murder  of  A,  inter  alia,  by  a  series  of  assaults* 
They  were  acquitted  of  the  felony,  and  upon  the  evidence  they  could  not  have  been 
lawfully  convicted  of  assault  under  stat.  7  Will.  IV.  and  1  Vict  c.  85,  s.  11,  since  the 
only  assaults  proved  were  not,  as  was  proved,  *^  part  of  the  very  act  or  transaction 
prosecuted  as  a  felony."  The  prisoners,  having  been  subsequently  indicted  for  those 
assanhs,  pleaded  autrefois  acquit^  and  the  judge  having  directed  the  jury  upon  the 
trial  of  this  plea,  to  the  effect  that  if  they  were  satisfied  there  were  several  distinct 
and  independent  aasanlts,  some  or  any  of  which  did  not  in  any  way  conduce  to  the 
death  of  the  deceased,  it  would  be  their  duty  to  find  a  verdict  for  the  crown,  it  was 
Mdt  by  eight  judges,  that  such  direction  was  not  strictly  right,  inasmuch  as  the  issue 
laised  by  the  plea  was,  whether  the  prisoners  had  been  before  tried  for  the  same 
oflence ;  and  held  by  six  of  these  judges  that  the  conviction  was  bad  by  reason  of  the 
misdtreetion ;  but  it  was  held  that  the  misdirection  was  not  sufiicient  to  invalidate  the 
verdict  by  two  of  these  judges ;  by  whom,  together  with  six  others,  the  conviction  was 
afifarmed.  To  sustain  a  plea  of  autrefois  acquit^  it  is  not  sufficient  merely  to  put  in  the 
record  of  the  firat  indictment  and  acquittaL  Some  evidence  must  be  given  to  show 
thai  the  offences  chaiged  in  the  fonner  and  present  indictment  are  the  same.  Regina 
r.  Bird,  ii.  4S9,  448. 

2.  There  can  be  no  plea  of  autrefois  acquit,  where  there  is  no  judgment  in  the 
fimner  trial  on  the  record.    Per  Jervis,  C.  J.    lUgina  v.  Reid,  i.  595. 

8.  In  aelion  on  recognizance  ofbail-^Puis  darrein  continuanee.  In  an  action  on  a 
racogttizanee  of  bail,  the  defendant  pleaded  two  f^eas  of  nul  tiel  record  and  a  plea  of 
payment.  The  plaintiff  having  obtained  judgment  on  the  pleas  of  nul  tiel  record, 
the  issue  on  the  plea  of  payment  came  on  for  trial,  when  the  defendant  offered  a 
plea  puis  darrein  continuance.  Held,  that  such  a  plea  was  receivable,  notwithstand- 
ing the  judgment  against  the  defendant  on  the  other  issues.  Wagner  v.  Imhrie,  iiL 
584.  • 

4.  Alien  enemy,  A  pica  (puis  darrein  continuance)  that  the  plaintiff  was  an  alien 
bom  in  the  empire  of  Russia,  and  an  enemy  of  the  queen,  bom  of  alien  fiither  and  mother^ 
and  notasnbject  of  tho  queen  by  naturalization,  denization,  or  otherwise,  and  that  he  was 
reading  in  this  kingdom  without  the  license,  safe-conduct,  or  permisrion  of  the  queen, 
ia  good,  althoogh  it  does  not  in  terms  negative  that  the  plaintiff  had  obtained  a  Secre* 
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tazy  of  State's  certificate  tinder  the  7  &  8  Yict  c.  66,  s.  B,  nor  state  tliat  iw 
between  England  and  Russia.    Alcenius  ▼.  Nygreuy  xxviiL  SI 9.

IV.  Travene, 

1.  Too  large.  To  a  declaration  on  a  covenant  to  repair,  ailing  that  the 
defendant,  during  the  term,  to  wit,  on,  &c.,  and  thence  hitherto,  peinutted  Urn 
premises  to  be  out  of  repair,  the  defendants  pleaded  that,  during  the  said  term,  the 
'defendant  did  not  permit  the  said  premises  to  be  out  of  repair.  Hdd^  that  the  plea 
was  too  large  a  traverse,  as  it  put  the  whole  time  in  issue.  Aldi»  v.  Mcu&m^  ^ 
391. 

2.  Conclusion  of  traverse.  If  pleas  which  are  traverses  of  facts  oecessarilj  implied  in 
the  declaration  conclude  with  a  verification,  instead  of  **  to  the  country,"  the3r  are  had. 
Manhy  v.  CVemonrnt,  xi.  573. 

3.  Argumentative  traverse.  In  an  action  for  the  infringement  of  a  patent,  a  plea 
which  amounts  to  an  argumentative  traverse  of  the  speciJIcalioa  of  the  patent,  and 
which  pleads  evidence,  is  bad.    Hancock  v.  Noye»^  xxiv.  510. 

4.  False  imprisonment — What  traverse  puts  in  issue  In  trespass  for  fiibe  imprison* 
ment,  the  defendant  justified  under  an  order  made  by  the  judge  of  the  sheriflT's  court  of 
London.  The  plea  did  not  allege  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  summoned  to  show 
cause  against  the  order  of  commitment  being  made,  but  it  stated  that  the  judge  dulbf 
and  according  to  the  form  of  the  statute  made  the  order  of  commidnent  The  repli- 
cation averred  that  the  judge  did  not  order  the  plaintiff  to  be  committed  to  prison  in 
the  manner  and  fonn  as  alleged  in  the  plea.  Held,  that  this  traverse  only  put  in  inve 
the  &ct  of  the  order  <^  commitment  being  made,  and  not  its  validity.  Btiekamam 
V.  Kinnitig,  vii.  455. 

5.  Patent — Assignment^^Disclmmer.  In  an  action  by  the  assignee  of  a  patent 
for  its  infringement,  the  declaration  allied  that  after  the  assignment,  the  giantae 
of  the  patent,  pursuant  to  the  statute  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  88,  entered  with  the 
clerk  of  the  patents  a  disclaimer  of  part  of  the  title  of  the  inventimi.  Flea, — ^thnt 
before  thc^piaking  of  the  disclaimer,  the  grantee  assigned  the  patent  to  the  pUdntiff, 
and  at  the  time  of  making  the  disckiimer  was  not  a  person  who  could  lawfully  enter 
such  disclaimer ;  without  this,  that,  pursuant  to  the  statute,  he  entered  the  dtsdaimer, 
modo  et  formd.  Hddy  that,  under  this  traverse,  the  only  issue  raised  was  whether 
in  point  of  fact  a  disclaimer  was  entered  by  the  grantee.  WaJU&ngton  ▼.  JMe^  zL 
667. 

6.  Landlord  and  tenant — Traverse  raising  immateried  issue*  The  pbdntiff  dedaied 
on  an  agreement  by  which  he  let  to  the  defendant  two  rooms  in  a  house,  and  the 
fendant  promised,  besides  the  rent,  to  pay  the  proportion  of  tiie  rates  to  be 
The  declaration  averred  that  rates  were  assessed,  that  the  plaintiff  paid  them, 
that  the  proper  and  reasonable  proportion  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant  was  a  certain 
proportion,  to  wit,  one  third  part,  amounting,  to  wit,  to  50^  of  which  the  defendant 
had  notice  and  was  requested  to  pay,  &c.  A  plea  to  this  declaratioii,  denyhig  the 
request  to  pay,  was  held  bad  on  demurrer,  as  raising  an  immaterial  issoe.  Alao,  m 
specid  traverse,  stating  that  the  proper  and  reasonable  propordon  was  a  certain  pro- 
portion amounting  to  13^.  10s.  and  no  more ;  altsque  hoe  that  the  proper  and  reasonable 
proportion  was  a  certiun  proportion,  to  wit,  50/.,  was  held  bad  on  demurrer,  fiar  at- 
tempting to  put  in  issue  the  immaterial  allegation,  that  50^  was  the  precira  amoant  «f 
■the  reasonable  proportion.    Hooper  v.  Woolmer^  i.  899.  ^ 

7.  Detinue  for  deed — Materialiiy  of  traverse — Inducement  to  special  traverse.  In 
detinue  for  a  deed,  by  which  property  was  assigned  to  C.  and  S.,  on  trusts  for 
ing  an  annuity  to  the  plaintiff,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  C  and  S.  took 
of,  and  had  a  right  to  the  deed ;  that  before  the  plaintiff  had  possesrion  of  the  deed, 
8.  obtained  possession  of  it,  and  C.  died ;  and  that  afterwards  S.  deliverdl  the  deed 
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to  ike  defendant  to  keep,  and  that  the  defendant  detained  ihe  deed  from  tlie  pliuntiff 
on  behalf  of  S^  and  by  his  authority.  The  plaindff  replied,  that,  before  the  defend* 
ant  was  possessed  of  the  deed,  and  afler  the  death  of  C.,  one'  6.,  and  not  S.,  wai 
possessed  of  the  deed,  and  that  G.  delivered  it  to  the  defendant  by  the  authority  of 
the  plaintifi*,  and  that  the  defendant  hath  always  held  and  still  holds  the  same  under 
such  authority ;  without  this,  that  S.  delivered  the  deed  to  the  defendant  Held,  on 
ipecial  demurrer,  that  the  replication  was  good,  the  traverse  that  S.  delivered  the 
deed  to  tiie  defendant  being  a  material  traverse.    Fetter  v«  Crabb,  xiv.  215. 

8.  Heldj  also,  that  the  inducement  to  the  special  traverse  was  not  bad  foot  saying 
that  the  defendant  <*  still  holds  "  the  deed  by  the  plaintiff's  autiiority.    lb. 

9.  Exctue  for  prof ert.  A  traverse  of  excuse  for  profert  may  be  pleaded  with  other 
pleas  in  bar.    Porch  v.  Orumodiy  xiv.  885. 

10.  What  a  plea  traverses.  Mandamus  to  the  lord  and  steward  <^  the  manor  of 
C.,  to  admit  £.  H.  P.  to  certain  copyhold  estates  which  were  alleged  in  the  writ 
to  have  descended  to  the  said  £.  H.  P.,  as  the  hefress  at  law  of  S.  T.,  deceased, 
who  was  her  maternal  uncle  and  the  person  last  seised.  The  return  alleged  that  the 
sud  copyhold  estates  did  not  descend  to  the  said  E.  H.  P.,  as  the  heiress  of  S.  T.,  and 
that  the  said  £.  H.  P.  was  a  stranger  in  blood  to  the  said  8.  T.,  and  not  entitled  to  the 
said  estates,  whereof  the  said  S.  T.  died  so  seised.  Pleas,  first,  that  the  said  estates 
did  descend  to  the  said  E.  H.  P.  as  the  heiress  at  law  of  the  said  S.  T. ;  secondly,  that 
the  said  E.  H.  P.  was  not  a  stranger  in  blood  to  the  said  S.  T.  as  alleged;  thirdly,  that 
£.  H.  P.  was,  on  the  death  o£  S.  T.,  entitled  to  the  said  estates,  whereof  8.  T.  died  so 
seised.  Held,  upon  demurrer  to  the  second  plea,  that  it  was  to  be  considered  as  a 
distinct  and  single  plea,  and  that  it  traversed  an  immaterial  allegation  in  the  return, 
and  was  therefore  bad.  And  per  Erlb,  J.,  that  one  plea  traverung  the  whole  of  the 
allegation  in  the  return  would  have  been  good.    Regina  v.  Dendy^  xviiL  337. 

11.  Per  Cromfton,  J.  that  die  rule  of  pleading,  which  admitted  of  the  whole  of  an 
allegftlaon  being  put  in  issue,  though  too  much  had  been  alleged,  did  not  apply.    1  h. 

V.  Pka  of  Payment  into  Court. 

1.  New  rules.  In  trover  far  cattle,  the  defendant  [beaded  that  the  convenion  com* 
phiaed  of  was  a  sale  of  the  cattle  by  him  afler  he  had  seised  and  impounded  the 
same  as  sorveyor  oi  the  highways,  &c. ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  ought  not  further  to 
mimfaMn  faig  action  because  the  defendant  now  brings  into  court  the  sum  of  10/.  ready 
to  be  paid  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  plaintiff  has  not  sustained  damages  to  a  greater 
amoont,  Ac.  Held,  that  this  plea  was  bad,  as  not  warranted  by  the  new  rules.  Key 
T.  ThnMAy^  iv.  621. 

2.  AdssittittnUkm  bond,  actum  on—^Payment  info  covrL  In  an  action  on  an  adminis- 
tnttion  bond,  breaches  were  assigned  in  the  declaration,  and  the  defendant,  by  way 
of  plea,  set  out  the  condition,  and  paid  money  into  court  as  to  certain  breaches,  and 
as  to  the  residue  averred  perfonnance  or  excuse  for  non*perfonnance.  Held,  that  the 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  strike  out  the  whole  plea,  and  proceed  to  assess  damages. 
The  Bishop  of  London  v.  M'Niel,  xxiv.  511. 

8.  mea,  in  the  general  fonn  given  by  the  Ckxnmon-law  Procedure  Act,  of  payment 
into  court  of  21.,  and  that  the  same  was  enough  to  satisfy  the  ckim  of  the  plaintiff. 
Bei^ieatioo,  that  the  defendant  did  what  was  oomphuned  of  under  circumstances 
wlttch  did  not  enable  him  to  pay  money  into  court  in  the  action,  and  that  there  was 
not  any  statute  under  ^r  by  virtue  of  which  the  defendant  was  authorized  or  entitled 
so  to  do.  Held,  upon  demurrer,  that  although  the  action  was  one  in  which  the  defend- 
ant oould  only  be  entitled  to  pay  money  into  court  under  the  special  provisions  of  a 
ilatote,  stilly  that  the  plea  in  the  above  general  fonn  was  good,  and  the  replication^' 
tiieiefore,  bad.     I%anq>son  v.  Sheppard,  xxviii.  200. 

4.  la  case  for  dkrtniaiag  for  more  rent  than  was  due,  aUeg^  a  sale  of  the  goods. 
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defendants  for  plea  paid  money  into  court  Held^  that  the  plea  admitted  both  the  &• 
tress  and  the  sale,  and  that  a  joint  damage  beyond  the  sum  paid  into  court  need  not 
be  shown ;  for  that  both  defendants  were  liable,  though  the  eyidencc  connected  only 
one  with  the  grievance.    Leyland  v-  Tancred,  iii.  479. 

YL  EqwitahU  Pleas  under  Common-law  Procedure  Acty  1854. 

1.  What  constitutet  an  equitable  defence.  In  reply  to  an  action  on  the  corenants 
of  a  lease,  the  defendants  pleaded  certain  agreements  for  the  delivery  up  and  accept- 
ance of  the  premises  and  cancellation  of  the  lease  averring  all  things  properly  done 
on  his  part  and  that  it  was  the  fault  of  the  plaintiff*  that  the  surrender  was  not  com- 
pleted, but  the  agreement  was  not  in  writing.  Held^  that  such  plea  did  not  constitnte 
an  equitable  defence,  within  the  17  &  18  Vict  c.  125,  ss.  83,  86,  as  a  court  of  equity 
would  not  either  compel  performance  of  the  agreement  between  tiie  parties,  or  restrain 
the  plaintiffs  from  executing  their  judgment,  without  at  the  same  time  compelling 
the  defendant  to  execute  a  surrender  in  writing,  pursuant  to  the  statute  of  frauds ; 
and  this  court  had  no  power  to  compel  the  defendant  to  execute  such  surrender.  The 
Mines  Royal  Society  t.  Magnay^  xxviiL  447. 

2.  Power  of  court.  The  power  of  the  court  to  act,  under  the  above  sections,  is  con- 
fined to  cases  where  they  are  empowered  to  grant  an  injunction  absolute  and  withoat 
terms,    lb. 

9.  It  is  not  necessary,  in  order  to  give  the  court  power  to  grant  a  defendant  leave 
to  plead  an  equitable  defence  along  with  other  pleas,  that  the  defendant  should  be 
entitled  to  unconditional  relief  in  equity.     Chilton  v.  Carrington,  xxx.  439. 

4.  Action  on  biU  of  exchange.  To  an  action  on  a  biU  of  exchange,  the  court  allowed 
the  defendant  to  plead  by  way  of  an  equitable  defence,  (leaving  its  validity  to  be 
questioned  on  demurrer,)  that  the  defendant  was  chairman  of  a  company  completely 
registered  under  the  Joint  Stock  Begistration  Act;  that  the  bill  was  drawn  for  the 
company's  purposes,  and  accepted  by  the  defendant,  as  chairman  of  the  ccHnpany ; 
that,  in  order  to  bind  the  company,  it  ought  to  have  been  accepted  by  another  <fireetor 
ako,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary ;  that  by  mistake  or  accident  this  was  omitted 
to  be  done;  that  it  never  was  intended  that  the  defendant  should  be  bound  personally, 
and  that  all  parties,  including  the  plaintiff*,  had  treated  it  as  a  bill  of  the  company. 
Burgoyne  v.  Cottrell,  xxviii.  232. 

5.  In  action  of  trover.  In  an  action  of  trover  an  equitable  plea,  to  the  effect  tiiat 
the  property  alleged  to  have  been  converted  was  conveyed  to  the  defendant  and  paid 
for  by  him  under  a  contract  of  sale,  but  that  the  brokers  who  made  the  bought  and 
sold  notes  had  by  mistake  omitted  to  include  it  in  the  bill  of  sale,  was  allowed  to  be 
pleaded  on  affidavit  of  its  truth,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  reply  and  demur 
thereto.    Steele  v.  Haddock^  xxviii.  540. 

VIL  Of  Arbitration  and  Award. 

1.  When  plaintiff  not  at  liberty  to  show  that  award  has  been  set  aside.  To  an  action 
for  goods  sold,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  an  action  having  been  brought  in  the  county 
court  for  the  same  cause,  the  matter  was  afterwards  submitted  to  arbitration,  and  tiiat 
an  award  was  made  of  a  certain  sum,  which  the  pluntiff  refused  to  receive,  and  dis- 
charged the  defendant  from  paying  into  court  Replication,  nid  iiel  award.  Hddj 
first,  that  under  these  pleadings  the  plaintiff  was  not  at  liberty  to  show  that  the  award 
had  been  set  aside.  Secondly,  that  the  plea  was  not  bad,  on  motion  for  judgment 
non  obstante  veredicto,  in  omitting  to  state  that  the  reference  was  ordered  by  the  judge 
under  the  77tii  section  of  the  County  Court  Act,  the  obligatory  part  consbting  of  the 
mutual  consent  to  arbitration.    Eoper  v.  Levy,  vii.  570. 

2.  Plea  that  arbitrators  did  not  make  their  award  modo  et  form&.    The  plea,  that 
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*  tbe  aibitraton  did  not  make  their  award  concerning  the  matters  in  difierence  referred 
to  them  modo  et  formal  puts  in  issue  onlj  the  fact  of  the  award  having  been  made 
of  and  concerning  the  matters  in  dififerencei  and  not  its  validity.  Adcock  r.  Woodj 
tL670. 

3.  Action  on  award — Demurrer,  Action  on  an  award ;  plea,  setting  out  the  award  and 
concluding  with  a  demurrer  to  the  declaration.  Held,  that  by  section  56,  of  the  15  & 
16  Vict  c.  76,  the  award  was  part  of  the  plea  and  not  of  the  declaration,  so  as  to 
enable  the  defendant  to  demur ;  and  judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiff.  Semblef  that 
the  defendant  ought  to  have  pleaded  the  award  simply  or  with  a  prayer  of  judgmenti 
so  as  to  enable  the  plaintiff  either  to  traverse  and  raise  any  question  of  &ct,  as  to  its 
being  the  award  declared  on,  or  to  demur  and  raise  any  question  of  law,  as  to  its  con* 
struction.    Sim  v.  Edmonds,  zxvi.  879. 

4.  The  declaration,  that  an  arbitrator  found  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  to  the  whole 
amount  demanded,  and  that  a  given  portion  of  the  same  had  been  paid  to  the  plain- 
tiff by  the  defendant,  and  tW  they  then  **  requested  "  the  defendant  to  pay  the  balance 
to  the  plaintiff,  is  good,  if  no  objection  be  made  on  special  demurrer  that  the  balance 
was  not  pointed  out  Quasre,  whether  the  declaration  would  have  been  good  on 
tpedal  demurrer.    Smith  v.  Hartley,  v.  883. 

5.  Where  a  difference  has  existed  between  parties,  and  they  have  submitted  the 
whole  matter  to  arbitration  and  the  defendant  has  refused  to  fulfil  the  award,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  set  out  the  matters  in  difference  in  the  declaration ;  it  is  sufficient  that  it 
dionld  appear  that  differences  have  existed  and  that  the  arbitrator  has  awarded  de 
prcemissis;  and  it  is  for  the  defendant  to  show  that  the  arbitrator  has  not  acted  within 
the  scope  of  his  authority,    lb, 

6.  Breach  of  award.  An  arbitrator  directed  that  the  defendants  pay  270/.  to  the 
plaintiffs,  and  that  two  thirds  of  the  costs  be  paid  by  the  defendants  and  the  other  one 
third  by  the  plaintiffs.  In  the  declaration  two  breaches  were  assigned ;  1st,  non-pay* 
ment  of  the  270/.,  2d,  non-payment  of  two  thirds  of  the  costs,  such  two  thirds  amount- 
ing to  500/.  Held^  that  the  first  allegation  of  breach  was  good,  and  the  second  bad. 
Kirk  Y,  Uhwinj  vL  477.  » 

VIIL  Partieulars  of  Demand, 

1.  Sufficiency  of^Statement  of  ground  of  action.  The  particulars  of  a  summons 
were :  **  To  sinking  a  shaft  at "  &c. ;  "  Cr.  Cash  on  account,  £,"  making  the  balance 
the  sum  claimed.  Held^  that  the  summons  and  particulars  showed  a  sufficient  ground 
of  action,  without  stating  that  the  shaft  was  sunk  for  defendant  Wedlake  v.  Sargent^ 
viiL  404. 

2.  Defendant  not  misled.  Where  the  plaintiff's  particulars  of  demand  state  the 
action  to  be  brought  for  one  year's  salary,  or  damages  for  the  dismissal  of  the  plaintiff 
be£>re  the  expiration  of  such  year,  it  is  sufficient  to  let  in  a  claim  upon  a  quantum 
meruit  for  work  done  during  a  portion  of  such  year,  if  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
defendants  were  misled  by  the  particulars.    Harris  v.  Montgomery,  v.  441. 

3.  Where  the  plaintiff  had  been  compelled  to  pay  to  the  indorsees  a  promissory 
note  which  he  had  given  to  the  defendant,  as  liquidated  damages  in  case  he  should 
break  his  agreement  to  purchase  all  his  beer  of  the  defendant;  and  in  his  summons 
and  particulars  stated,  that  the  plaint  was  brought  **  for  money  paid  by  the  plaintiff 
for  and  on  account  of  the  defendant  to  A.  B.  &  C.  upon  a  judgment  obtained  by  them 
in  this  (the  county)  court  as  indorsees  of  a  promissory  note  of  the  plaintiff  and  one 
W.  made  payable  to  the  defendant  or  his  order,  but  for  which  promissory  note  the, 
jJaintiff  or  W.  never  received  from  the  defendant  any  value  or  consideration,"  it  was 
heldj  that  the  summons  and  particulars  sufficiently  described  the  ground  of  the  action, 
as  the  defendant  could  not  be  misled  by  them,  and  that  evidence  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  beer  was  admissible  under  them.    Standiffe  y,  Clarke,  ix.  492. 
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4.  Action  for  fees — Uncertainty  of  amount  of  "  This  action  u  brought  to  recover 
tiie  amount  of  fees,  profits,  and  emoluments  received  by  the  defendant,  as  deputy 
prothonotary  of  the  palace  court,  on,  from,  and  after  the  20th  KoTember,  1848,  to  the 
commencement  of  this  suit ;  the  plaintiff,  who  is  the  prothonotary  of  the  said  coort, 
having,  on  the  last-mentioned  day,  revoked  all  or  any  authority  of  the  defendant  to 
act  as  such ;  also  the  amount  prior  to  the  said  20th  day  of  November,  up  tx>  and 
including  the  6th  day  of  October,  1848.  The  plaindff  does  not  know  the  exact 
amount  of  such  fees,  profits,  and  emoluments,  but  the  same  is  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
defendant"  Held,  Ck)leridge,  J.,  duhitante,  a  sufficient  particular  to  entitle  plaintifiT  to 
recover  both  the  fees  due  to  the  prothonotary,  as  such,  before  the  revocation,  and  all 
the  fees  received  since  then.     Campbeli  v.  Hewlitt,  xii.  875. 

5.  Judgment  non  obstante — Judicial  notice  of  particulars.  The  declaration  in  an 
action  of  debt  claimed  44/.  8s.  The  particulars,  after  giving  credit,  stated  the  balance 
due  from  the  defendant  to  be  12/.  4s.  The  defendant  pleaded  payment  of  151.  in 
satisfadson,  and  obtained  a  verdict  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  judg- 
ment non  obstante  veredicto,  although  the  court  will  not  judicially  notice  the  pardculars 
of  demand,  as  they  are  not  a  part  of  the  record,  yet,  afler  verdict,  it  wiU  take  nodce 
that  there  may  be  such  particulars  as  wiU  make  a  plea  valid.  Turner  v.  ColUns,  iiL 
863. 

6.  Objection  to  particulars  of  demand  cannot  be  taken  afler  the  defendant  has 
pleaded  in  the  county  court     Wedlake  v.  Sargent^  vuL  404. 

IX«  SepUcaiion* 

1.  Action  on  foreign  judgment — Replication  had  as  not  showing  foreign  law.  Action 
on  a  judgment  of  a  foreign  tribunal :  plea,  that  defendant  had  never  been  served 
with  process  or  appeared,  nor  was  a  resident  of  the  country  nor  had  property  there  ; 
replication,  that  the  judgment  was  on  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn  in  B.  according  to  the 
laws  of  that  country,  and  payable  there ;  that  by  those  laws  the  place  of  payment  is 
to  be  laken  as  the  domicil  of  the  acceptor ;  that  summons  was  lefl  at  the  place  of 
payment  there ;  and  that "  by  the  law  of  B.  and  practice  of  said  court "  such  leaving 
is  a  good  summoning ;  and,  therefore,  the  judgment  was  valid.  Held,  that  the  replica- 
tion was  bad,  as  it  did  not  sufficiently  show  what  was  the  law  of  the  foreign  countiy 
at  the  time  of  the  acceptance.  Pollock,  C.  B.,  dubitante,  Meeus  v.  Tkellusson,  xx« 
465. 

2.  Statute  of  Limitations — Pleas  of  set-off  and  never  indebted.  Debt  PIca,  set- 
off alleging  that  the  amount  due  from  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendant  equalled  the  plain- 
tiff's claim.  Replication,  as  to  the  plea,  so  far  as  it  related  to  49/.  16s,  10//.,  paitrel, 
&c.,  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  concluding  with  a  verification,  and  as  to  the  residue 
that  the  plaintiff  was  not  nor  is  indebted  modo  et  forma.  Held,  on  special  demurrer, 
that  the  replication  was  bad.  The  proper  replication  <ould  be,  that  part  of  the  set- 
off was  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  indebted 
to  the  defendant  in  any  sum  which  (with  the  part  so  barred)  equalled  the  amount  of 
his  demand.    Mead  v.  Bashford,  iv.  408. 

8.  Action  for  injury  to  land — Replication  de  injurid.  In  an  action  for  injury  to 
land,  the  defendants  pleaded  that  they  entered  on  the  plaintiff's  land  under  sect  85 
of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  before  the  expiration  of  the  prescribed 
period  for  exercising  their  compulsory  powers,  and  being  so  lawfully  in  possession 
that  they,  after  the  prescribed  period,  continued  in  possession,  and  in  the  due  and  law- 
ful exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  said  act  committed  the  grievances  complained  ofl 
The  plaintiff  replied  (admitting  the  statute)  de  injuria  absque  residuo  caus<e.  Hehdj 
that  the  replication  was  bad,  as  the  plea  claimed  an  interest  in  land,  and  the  rephcar 
tion  traversed  an  authority  in  law  by  the  denial  of  acting  under  the  statute,  WorsUy 
▼.  l%e  South  Devon  Railway  Co.  iv.  228. 
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4.  In  trespass — Estoppel  In  trespahi  for  mesne  profits  the  defendant  pleaded  first, 
not  possessed,  and  secondly  title  in  himself;  the  plaintiff*  replied  by  way  of  estoppel 
as  to  trespasses  since  October  26, 1853,  setting  out  a  writ  in  ejectment  of  that  date  in 
which  he  was  claimant,  directed  to  the  defendant  as  tenant  in  possession,  and  averred 
judgment  thereon  by  default  and  an  entry  by  virtue  of  the  judgment ;  and  on  de* 
mnrrer  it  was  held  a  good  replication  to  both  pleas.     Wilkinson  t.  Kirby,  zxvi.  371. 

5.  The  estoppel  in  such  case  is  from  the  date  of  the  writ,  and  the  plaint's  title  is 
presumed  to  continue  unless  the  rejoinder  shows  it  to  have  detennined.    lb. 

6.  It  is  not  necessary  to  aver  notice  to  the  defendant  of  the  proceedings  in  ejecfr- 
ment,  or  the  issuing  and  execution  of  a  writ  of  possession.  The  replication  contained 
a  sufficient  averment  of  the  plaintifi*'s  entry.    lb. 

7.  To  a  plea  of  nul  tid  record  the  plaintiff  replied  tiel  record,  but  omitted  to  give 
a  day  to  bring  in  the  record ;  the  court  refused  to  give  judgment  on  motion  therefor* 
AyUcnrd  v.  Garrett,  i.  402. 

8.  Composition  mth  creditors — Fraudulent  preference*  The  defendants,  being  izk* 
debted  to  the  plaintiff  and  other  persons,  proposed  a  composition  to  his  creditors, 
which  was  agreed  to  at  a  meeting  where  the  plaintiff  was  not  present  The  plaintiff 
refused  to  concur  unless  he  should  receive  a  much  larger  percentage  than  had  been 
agreed  to  by  the  other  creditors.  The  defendants  finally  consented  and  gave  notes 
fi>r  the  amount  agreed  upon,  assuring  the  plaintiff  that  he  was  the  only  preferred 
creditor ;  whereas,  the  defendants  had  preferred  several  persons  besides  the  plaintiff. 
The  plainUff  now  brought  an  action  for  the  goods  sold ;  the  defendants  pleaded  a 
release,  to  which  the  plaintiff  replied  that  the  release  was  obtained  by  the  fraud  of 
the  defendants.  Held,  Wightman,  J.,  dissentiente,  that  the  rephcation  was  not  proved, 
inasmuch  as  the  plaintiff  had  participated  in  the  fraudulent  preference  of  himself  to 
the  other  creditors.    Mallalieu  v.  Hodgson,  v.  279. 

9.  Libel  imputing  murder — Replication  by  way  of  estoppel.  Semble,  that  if  in  an 
action  for  a  libel  imputing  to  the  pl^ntiff  the  crime  of  murder  with  aggravating  cir- 
cumstances, the  defendant  pleads  that  the  plaintiff  did  commit  murder,  a  replication 
to  such  plea,  by  way  of  estoppel,  that  the  plaintiff  was  tried  and  acquitted,  is  not 
good.    HelsTiam  v.  Blackwood,  v.  409. 

10.  Muttifariousness-^Trespass — Distress.  To  an  action  of  trespass  for  breaking 
and  entering  the  plaintiff's  house  and  seizing  his  goods,  the  defendant  pleaded  that 
<me  Thomas  held  a  house  as  tenant  to  one  Payne  *,  that  the  rent  was  in  arrear;  that 
the  said  goods,  being  the  goods  of  Thomas,  were  fraudulently  and  clandestyiely  con- 
veyed by  him  from  his  house  to  prevent  a  distress,  and  were,  with  the  plaintiff's  con- 
sent, placed  in  the  plaintiff's  house :  whereupon  the  defendant,  as  bailiff  of  Payne, 
and  by  his  command,  seized  the  goods  as  a  distress.  Beplication,  that  the  said  goods 
were  not  the  goods  of  Thomas,  nor  were  they  fraudulently  and  clandestinely  con« 
veyed  away  by  Thomas  to  prevent  a  distress.  Semble,  that  the  replication  was  not 
open  to  the  objection  of  multifariousness,  but  that  it  was  a  sjood  answer  to  the  plea. 
Thomas  v.  Watkins,  xiv.  489.  ^ 

11.  Replication  de  injurid — Ancient  lights — Trespass.  To  an  action  of  trespass  for 
entering  a  close  and  pulling  down  a  stable,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  he  was  poft* 
sessed  of  a  dwelling-house  adjoining  the  plaintiff's  close,  and  was  entitled  to  have  the 
light  and  air  enter  through  a  certiun  ancient  window  therein ;  that  the  stable  wrong- 
fully and  unlawfully  obstructed  the  light  and  »r,  and  darkened  the  window,  where- 
fore he  entered  the  plaintiff's  close  and  puUed  down  the  stable  to  remove  the  ob- 
struction. The  plaintiff  replied  de  injurid.  Held,  on  special  demurrer,  that  the  rep- 
lication was  good,  as  the  plea  consisted  merely  of  excuse ;  that  it  neither  claimed 
any  interest  in  the  plaintiff's  land,  nor  set  up  such  a  right  by  virtue  of  an  authority 
fircnn  the  plaintiff,  within  the  true  meaning  of  the  rule  which  precludes  the  adoption 
of  this  general  form  of  replication.    Thompson  v.  Eastwood,  xvi.  598.

2.  An  allegation,  propounding  a  will  and  codicil  alleged  to  have  been  made  by 
virtue  of  certain  powers  under  a  deed  of  settlement,  did  not  plead  the  deed  of  settle- 
ment   Held,  that  the  deed  should  be  pleaded  as  an  exhibit.    Etle  v.  Este^  L  629. 

3.  If  administration  of  the  estate  of  a  married  woman  is  granted  to  her  next  of  kia 
rather  than  to  her  husband,  and  the  hnsband  sets  up  his  interest  in  act,  on  petUioii, 
puch  act  should  be  answered  by  the  next  of  kin.    Brtnddey  t.  Xynn,  ix.  588. 

4.  Prerogative  cowi-^Immatervality,  An  article,  pleading  a  dedarmtion  of  aa 
attesting  witness  that  the  testatrix  was  insane  in  March,  1850,  and  bad  been  so  §ar 
years,  the  vrill  being  executed  in  May  of  the  same  year,  was  rejected  as  immatmaL 
Yglesias  v.  D^e^  i.  626. 

XL  Of  Amendment;  SvhstituHon ;  Variance, 

1.  Action  for  money  had  and  received  foith  count  in  trover — Plea  of  joint  eonverthn 
and  judgment  against  one.  Declaration  for  money  had  and  received,  with  a  c6ont  in 
trover.  Plea,  that  the  debt  became  due  from  the  defendant  jointly  with  B,  who  had 
also  jointly  converted  the  pUintiff 's  goods,  and  that  judgment  had  been  recovered  by 
the  pUuntiff  against  B  for  the  same  causes  of  action.  At  the  trial,  the  count  in  trcrret 
was  given  up,  and  it  was  proved  that  the  defendant,  assbted^by  B,  had  wrongfully 
sold,  as  auctioneer,  the  goods  in  question,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  recovered  jiidg^ 
ment  against  B,  without  satisfaction,  for  the  conversion,  but  that  the  proceeds  of  Che 
sale  (for  which  this  action  was  brought)  were  received  by  the  defendant  alone.  Hie 
plea  was  then  amended  by  striking  out  the  allegation  of  the  j(nnt  receipt,  and  sub- 
stituting, that  the  action  was  for  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  goods  for  the  conver- 
sion of  which  the  plaintiff  had  recovered  judgment  against  B.  Held,  that  the  amend- 
ment was  right,  and  should  be  made  without  costs,  as  the  plea,  both  before  and  afUsr 
amendment,  raised  substantially  the  same  defence,  namely,  the  recovery  against  & 
Buekland  v.  Johnson,  xxvi.  828. 

2.  Insolvency — Wilhdrawalof  new  plea  and  substitution  of  former  ones,  Theplaintiflr 
becomin^nsolvent  after  issue  joined,  the  defendant,  by  leave  of  a  judge,  given  under  the 
etat  15  £c  16  Vict  c.  76,  s.  142,  (the  plaintiff's  assignees  not  giving  security  for  cosIb«) 
pleaded  a  plea  of  the  plaintiff's  insolvency,  witl^^iawing  his  old  pleas.  The  plain^ff 
confessing  the  plea  and  giving  notice  to  tax  his  costs,  under  rule  23  of  the  New  Plead- 
ing Rules,  the  court  held  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitied  to  costs  under  the  rule,  if  tte 
plea  of  insolvency  stood,  but  allowed  the  defendant  to  withdraw  tiiat  plea,  and  to 
stitute  his  old  pleas  sm^n  and  to  go  on  with  the  action.  Plummer  v.  BedgCf 
226.  ^ 

8.  Amendment  of  replication  framed  to  embarrass.  To  an  action  containing  two 
counts  upon  two  mortgage  deeds,  and  two  upon  bonds  collateral  to  them,  the  defend- 
ant pleaded  to  each  count  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  3  &  4  Will  IV.  e.  42 ;  to  iHMi 
the  plaintiff  replied,  that  the  defendant,  before  the  commencement  of  the  amt,  mads 
an  acknowledgment  that  tibe  debt  remained  unpaid,  and  due  to  the  plaintiff,  within  tiie 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  that  the  action  was  brought  within  twenty 
years  after  such  acknowledgment  Held,  that  this  replication  was  framed  to  erabanaaa 
and  prejudice  the  fair  trial  of  the  cause,  and  according  to  the  provisiona  of  15  &  16 
YkL  c.  76, 8.  52,  must  be  amended  by  specifying  one  or.  more  of  the  modes  of  acknoirt- 
edgment  mentioned  iti  the  statute.    Forsyth  v.  Bristowe,  xvi.  523. 

4.  The  declaration  stated  that  the  plaintiff  entered  into  the  service  of  the  defondant 
as  a  conmiercial  traveller  at  a  yearly  salary,  and  that  the  defendant  agreed  to  continno 
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lum  in  hiB  employ  £)r  a  whole  year,  and  then  alleged  that  the  defendant  diacharged 
him.  It  was  prored  that  there  was  a  usage  in  the  trade  that  commercial  trayellen 
ihoold  be  dismisBed  with  a  three  months'  notice.  Heidf  that  the  contract  was  not 
pnvfed,  the  condition  as  to  the  notice  not  being  in  defeasance  of  the  contract,  but 
finming  part  of  it ;  but  that  the  plaintiff  ought  to  have  been  allowed  to  amend  at  the 
trialy  without  costs.

6.  A  case  stood  thus  stated  on  the  pleadings:  A  contraeted  to  sell  to  B 100  hogsheads 
of  Gingelly  oil,  **  expected  to  arriye  by  the  ship  Besolute  from  Madras."  The  Resolute 
aniTed  with  more  tiian  100  hogsheads  of  the  ml  on  board,  but  only  84  hogsheads  were 
Consigned  to  o»  under  the  control  of  A.  HM,  that  in  such  case  it  could  not  be  taken 
as  a  conation  of  the  obligation  to  perfonn  the  defendant's  contract  that  the  oil  arriving 
in  the  ship  tfaoDld  be  under  his  power  or  control.  The  plea  was  allowed  to  be  amended 
so  as  to  read,  that  of  the  100  hogsheads  **  expected  to  arrive  "  per  The  Besolute,  only 
ii  liogsheads  did  arrive,  and  that  these  had  been  tendered,  &c. ;  whether  or  not  the 
plea  as  amended  would  state  a  good  defence,  qtuare,    Fisehel  v.  Scott,  xxviii.  404. 

6.  Variance.  In  a  writ  of  error  brought  to  reverse  a  judgment  of  waiver  against  a 
woman,  the  judgment  was  called  a  judgment  of  outlawry.  Held,  upon  plea  of  nul  del 
reeordy  that  this  was  a  fatal  variance,  and  that  the  defendant  in  error  was  entitled  to 
judgment    Bumeti  v.  PkilHpsy  vL  467. 

7.  A  plea  of  set-off  stated  that  the  plaintiffs  authorised  one  G.  W.,  trading  as  G.  W. 
and  Co.,  to  sell  the  goods  for  the  price  of  which  the  action  was  brought,  as  and  for  the 
proper  goods  of  him  G.  W.,  and  that  he  did  so  sell  them ;  and  that  G.  W.  was  indebted 
to  the  defendant,  &&  The  evidence  was,  that  the  pbuntilb  authorized  G.  W.  to  sell 
the  goods  as  and  for  the  goods  of  G.  W.  and  Co.,  which  finn  connsted  of  G.  W.  and 
L.  S.  Heldt  that  this  was  a  material  variance.  The  construction  of  3  &  4  Will.  IV. 
c  4%  s.  24,  decided,  aa  to  the  form  of  judgment  in  such  case.  Addington  v.  Magatiy  iL 
327.    See  Indictmeht,  Ambxdmbnt.

6.  Set-off.  Where  to  a  plea  of  set-off  the  plaintiff  replies  that  he  is  not  indebted  as 
in  the  plea  alleged,  he  may  under  this  replication  avail  himself  of  the  objection  that 
the  debt  is  due  not  from  himself  alone,  but  from  a  third  party  jointly  with  him.  Arnold

XTTT.     General  Principles. 

1.  In  privy  council.  The  rule  in  pleading,  '*  Qut  /^onif  faUtwr"  most  be  receiTed 
with  Bome  modification.  It  must  be  rigidly  enforced  with  respect  to  eveiy  aTeiment 
made  by  a  party  alleging  within  his  .own  personal  knowledge,  but  the  same  rule  most 
be  applied  less  stringentiy,  and  in  some  instances  rejected,  when  the  party  states  &ct8 
not  within  his  personal  knowledge.    GreviUe  t.  Tyleey  xziv.  58. 

2.  It  is  sufficient  for  a  pleading  to  say  that  proceedings  have  been  accotding  to  the 
Insolvent  Act,  and  the  process  on  which  the  defendant  is  in  custody  need  not  be 
alleged  in  the  replication.     Wickens  v.  GoaUey^  viii.  420. 

8.  BiU  of  exckange*^Plea  of  want  of  coneideraiion.  A  plea  of  want  of  conaden- 
tion,  in  an  action  on  a  bill  of  eJKchange,  must,  besides  showing  the  circumstances,  dis- 
tinctiy  allege  that  there  was  no  other  consideration  than  that  mentioned*  Boden  v. 
Wright^  xxii.  445. 

4.  Action  by  foreign  correepondent  against  proprietor  of  newspaper — Pletxs  aUeginy 
breach  of  plaintiff's  stipulations.  Declaration,  that  defendant  engaged  pUintiff  as 
salaried  correspondent  of  a  New  Yoric  paper,  due  notice  to  be  given  of  terminatioo  of 
the  engagement :  breach,  dischaige  without  cause  or  notice.  AlsO)  counts  in  inddiitatM. 
Fleas :  1.  That  it  was  a  condition  that  plaintiff  should  write  by  each  steamer,  winch 
he  neglected  to  do  on  several  occasions.  2.  A  condition  that  plaintiff  might  draw  on  de- 
fendant for  his  salary,  as  it  fell  due,  but  should  never  anticipate  any  part  of  it ;  tiiat 
he  did  draw  several  biUs  so  anticipating,  which  were  dishonored,  to  the  damage  o^  de- 
fendant's credit  8.  As  to  50^  that  it  was  attached  in  defendant's  hands  under  a 
trustee  process  in  New  York,  and  paid  over  to  the  judgment  creditor  under  the  law 
of  that  State ;  both  plaintiff  and  defendant  being  citizens  thereof,  and  defendant  a 
reddent  there«  Heldf  upon  demurrer,  that  the  first  two  of  the  above  pleas  ^leged 
only  a  breach  by  the  plaintiff  of  stipulations  in  the  contract,  for  which  he  m^ht  be 
made  liable  in  a  cross-action  for  damages,  and  were,  therefore,  no  bar  to  the  action. 
But  that  the  other  plea  was  sufficient,  and  a  good  defence  pro  tanto.  Gould  v.  IFeftd, 
XXX.  831. 

5.  Plaintiff  entering  appearance  for  defendant — Notice  to  agents  of  a  corporaAnL 
To  an  action  on  a  judgment,  the  defendants,  a  corporation,  pleaded  that  they  were  not 
served  with  process  in  the  action,  but  that  the  plaintiff  irregularly  caused  an  appear- 
ance to  be  entered  for  the  defendants,  when  they  were  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court  By  order  of  the  courti  before  the  trial,  agents  of  the  defendants  had  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  action.  The  plea  was  held  bad,  the  defendants  not  showing  that 
tbey  had  no  notice  of  the  summons,  and  did  not  appear  in  the  action.  Sheeky  v.  The 
Professional  Life  Assurance  Co.  xxiv.  268* 

6.  Action  by  transferree  of  bond^-Plea  that  sum  was  not  borrowed  ofplaintiff,  jrc. 
The  defendants  were  authorized  to  borrow  money  necessary  for  the  puipoees  of  the  act, 
and  to  give  bonds  for  the  same,  which  bonds  were  assgnable.  In  an  action  by  the 
plaintiff,  as  transferree  of  one  of  such  bonds,  the  condition  of  which  recited  that  the 
defendants  had,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  acts,  borrowed  of  one  T.  P.  5,0002.,  for 
enabling  them  to  carry  the  said  acts  into  execution,  the  defendants  pleaded  that  they 
did  not  borrow  the  said  sum  of  the  siud  T.  F.,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  acts,  and  that  they  were  not  authorized  to  make  the  sud  bond,  and  that 
the  same  was  made  contrary  to  the  proviaons  of  the  said  act  Hddj  upon  genenl 
demurrer  the  plea  was  bad,  as  not  alleging  that  the  money  was  not  necessary,  ^ottoa 
V.  The  Westminster  Improvement  Commissioners^  xiv.  878. 

7.  Pleas  of  conspiracy  and  fraud.  The  defendants  also  pleaded,  that  at  and  before 
the  bond  was  made,  C.  M.  and  W.  ]\1,  were  entitied  to  receive  from  the  defendants, 
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eertain  bonds ;  liiat  the  said  T.  P.  and  othefs  conspired  frandulently  to  procure  for 
T.  P.  one  of  the  said  bonds  to  which  the  said  G.  M.  and  W.  M.  were  entitied,  and  that 
by  means  of  snch  conspiracy  and  fraud  they  procured  the  said  C.  M.  and  W.  M.,  to 
authorize  the  defendants  to  give  to  the  said  T.  P,  one  of  the  said  bonds,  and  that  the 
bond  sued  upon  was  thereupon  given  to  T.  P.  by  the  defendants,  and  that  they  the 
defendants  had  never  borrowed  any  sum  of  money  from  the  said  T.  P.  Held^  bad  on 
general  demutrer,  because  the  defendants  could  not  set  up  as  a  defence  ^  fmud  that 
had  been  committed  upon  C.  M.  and  W.  M.,  by  whose  directions  they  had,  in  pufi- 
suance  of  their  contract  with  them,  given  the  bond  to  T«  P.    Ih. 

8.  Ikht  on  bond — AcknowUdgment  toithin  twenty  years.  Debt  on  a  bond,  conditioned 
fat  the  repayment  by  T.  W.  to  J.  B^  before  June  5tli,  1818,  of  certain  stocky  and  for 
the  payment  of  certain  sums  in  lieu  of  dividends.  Breach,  1st,  that  the  stock  had  not 
been  replaced ;  2d,  that  the  ^vidends  on  such  stock  were  semi-annual,  only  one  of 
which  was  payable  before  said  June  5di ;  that  J.  B.,  on  the  11th  of  September,  1824, 
died ;  and  that  if  the  said  stock  had  continued  standing  in  J.  B.'b  name,  or  the  plain- 
tiff's, as  administrator,  a  sum,  to  wit,  &c.,  would  have  been  payable  half-yearly  as  divi- 
dends, and  the  money  payable  in  lieu  of  such  dividends,  and  becoming  due  after  J. 
B/s  death,  amounted  to  a^large  sum,  to  wit,  &c.  And  although  the  said  stock  had  not 
been  transferred  into  the  name  of  J.  B.  or  the  plaintiff,  yet  the  said  T.  W.  and  the 
defendants  had  wholly  failed  to  pay  the  sums  which  became  due  In  lieu  of  the  said 
several  dividends.  Rea,  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  Replication,  as  to  1st  breach,  a 
sufficient  acknowledgment  on  Sept  10th,  1824;  as  to  2d,  traverring  the  plea.  Re- 
joinder, traversing  first  part  of  replication.  An  agreement,  acted  upon  until  J.  B.'s 
death,  was  proved,  by  which  T.  W.  was  to  board  J.  B.  in  part  satis&ction  of  the  divi- 
dends due  him.  Held^  first,  that  supponng  the  issue  raised  by  the  rejoinder  cast  upon 
the  ^Mntiff  the  burden  of  proving  an  acknowledgment  within  twenty  years  next 
before  the  commencement  of  the  action,  the  above  was  sufilcient  evidence  to  entitie 
the  plaintiff  to  the  verdict  on  that  issue,  as  also  on  the  second  issue  raised  by  the 
replication.  Secondly,  that  the  bond  was  not  within  the  8  &  4  Will  lY.  c.  42,  s.  5 ; 
tiiat  the  replication,  therefore,  as  to  the  first  breach,  set  up  no  answer  in  law  to  the 
plea ;  but  as  to  the  second  breach,  that  a  cause  of  action  still  existed  upon  the  part 
of  the  conditicm  which  stipulated  for  the  payment,  from  time  to  time,  of  such  sums  as 
would  have  been  payable  by  way  of  dividends,  if  the  stock  had  continued  standing  in 
J.  B.'s  name.  Judgment  for  plaintiff.  Damages  to  be  confined  to  those  claimed  in 
the  second  breach.    Blair  v.  Ormonde  vii.  818. 

9.  Plea,  of  no  notice  of  action — Misfeasance  in  making  false  return — Nonfeasance--^ 
**  5tim,*'  meaning  of  A  declaration  stated  that  the  pontiffs  in  a  court  of  record 
recovered  a  debt  of  50Z.,-and  sued  out  a  f.fa.  directed  to  the  defendant  as  the  ofiicer 
for  executing  the  process ;  that  the  defendant  did  not  levy,  but  falsely  returned  nulla 
bona.  The  second  plea  set  out  the  record,  which  stated  that  the  action  was  in  debt 
for  goods  sdd ;  that  the  plaintiffs  demanded  50/.,  which  they  recovered,  together  with  62. 
16t.  8rf.  as  damages  and  costs.  The  last  plea  stated  that  no  notice  of  action  had  been 
given  under  the  local  act  of  parliament  establisfaing  the  said  court  of  record.  De- 
murrer. Replication,  to  the  second  plea,  that  the  debt  sought  to  be  recovered  was 
50/.,  and  that  no  damages  were  sought  to  be  recovered  except  such  as  were  necessary 
for  enabling  the  plaintiffs  to  recover  their  costs.  Demurrer.  The  local  act  provided 
Hial  in  all  actions  "  for  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  of  this  act"  notice  of  action  should 
be  given  to  the  defendant  Another  section  of  the  local  act  provided  that  the  said 
court  of  record  ^lould  **  have  authority  to  try  actions  of  assumpsit,  covenant,  and 
debt,"  &e.,  **  provided  the  sum  or  damages  sought  to  be  recovered  shall  not  exceed 
50/.**  Held,  first,  that  the  last  plea  was  good ;  that  the  defendant  was  entitied  to  notice 
3f  action,  part  of  the  cause  of  action  being  for  a  misfeasance  in  making  i  feise  retam, 
Quigre,  whether  in  case  of  a  mere  nonfeaaance  notice  of  action  would  have  been 
necessary.    Secon^y,  that  the  replication  was  good,  the  cause  of  action  bdng  within 
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tbe  junsdiction  of  the  inferior  coart  That  the  word  '*  sum  "  in  the  act  of  pariiament 
meant  **  debt " ;  and  that  the  action  was  substantially  for  50^  debt  only,  the  damages 
being  merely  nominal  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  costs.    Joule  v.  Taylor,  Tii.  574. 

10.  It  is  discretionary  with  the  judge  whether  he  will  allow  a  party  to  plead  and 
demur  together,  although  the  affidavit  may  be  made  as  required  by  the  15  &  16  Yict 
c.  76,  s.  80.     Thompson  ▼.  KnotoUi^  Xxriii.  497. 

11.  Allegation  of  a  right  subject  to  qualification  or  limitation.    The  Faversham  Oys- 
ter Fishery,  a  company  in  the  nature  of  a  prescriptive  corporation,  had  power  by  its 
constitution,  (confirmed  by  an  act  of  parliament  of  8  Yictc.  59,)  at  certain  courts 
called  water-courts,  to  make  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  for  the  goremment  and 
management  of  the  company,  and  for  imposing  and  levying  fines  and  penaltxea  on  its 
members  for  the  breach  or  non-observance  of  such  orders,  rules,  and  regulations ;  and 
also  to  appoint  a  foreman  and  a  jury  of  twelve,  who  should  have  the  management  and 
regulation  of  the  fishery,  and  of  the  afiairs  of  the  company.    By  a  water-court  order  of 
the  Slst  of  July,  1790,  it  was  ordered,  amongst  other  things,  '*  tiiat  all  such  tenants  [firee- 
men  or  members  of  the  company]  as  have  boats  shall  work  for  the  company  in  regular 
turn,  unless  that  he  or  his  boat  shall  be  incapable  of  doing  business ;  that  is  to  say, 
each  man,  being  so  capable,  shall  succeed  him  who  worked  ]ast,  as  he  stands  in  the 
company's  list"    And  by  a  subsequent  order  of  the  29th  of  July,  1797,  reciting  the 
order  of  the  Slst  of  July,  1790,  it  was  *'  declared,  ordered,  and  decreed  that  nodiing 
in  the  said  recited  orders,  or  cither  of  them,  contuned,  was  meant  or  intended  to  de- 
prive or  hinder,  or  shall  deprive  or  hinder,  the  foreman  and  jury  of  this  company,  or 
the  major  part  of  them  assembled  on  the  company's  affairs,  from  exerciang  at  all  times 
their  ancient  and  accustomed  discretionary  powers  of  regulating  the  business  of  the 
said  company,  by  postponing  or  setting  aside  the  turn  of  any  of  the  tenants  of  this 
manor  and  hundred,  in  doing  any  business  of  the  said  company,  for  reasons  appear- 
ing to  the  said  foreman  and  jury,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  be  satisfiictory,  ex- 
pedient, or  proper,  for  that  purpose."     On  the  12th  of  July,  1852,  an  order  to  the 
following  effect  was  made  by  the  foreman  and  jury :  *^  As  the  commencement  <^  the 
season  for  the  selling  of  oysters  is  drawing  near,  in  order  to  provide  salesmen,  it  is 
ordered  that  the  foreman  put  out  a  notice  for  persons,  freemen  of  the  company,  who 
are  desirous  of  going  to  London  as  salesmen,  to  give  in  their  names  to  him  or  any  one 
of  the  jury  on  or  before  the  19th  instant;  and  that  the  jury  proceed  to  the  electing 
of  such  on  or  as  soon  after  that  time  as  convenient    And,  in  order  that  the  company 
may  be  provided  with  fitting  and  proper  vessels  to  take  the  03rster9  to  maiket,  it  b 
ordered  that  notice  be  posted  at  the  usual  place,  to  require  those  freemen  that  have 
boats  fitting  and  proper,  to  give  notice  to  the  foreman  or  any  one  of  the  jury  of  their 
intention  of  working  for  the  company."    There  was  no  evidence  of  the  giving  of  such 
notice  by  the  foreman  under  the  above  order ;  but  the  plaintiff  had  notice  of  it  on  die 
Htli  of  July.     On.thc  19th,  a  further  order  was  made  by  the  foreman  and  jury,  as 
follows :  "  It  is  ordered  that  three  men  (naming  them)  go  to  Billingsgate,  as  saJesmen. 
The  following  are  the  names  of  those  that  have  given  notice,  according  to  the  notice 
of  the  13th  of  July,  of  their  intention  of  carrying  oysters  for  the  company  (naming 
the  men  and  their  boats) :  and  it  is  ordered  that  the  above-named  boats  do  carry  the 
oysters  to  Billingsgate  Market,  and  that  no  boats  be  allowed  to  take  a  turn  with  them 
until  after  the  Slst  of  October."    The  plaintiff  not  having  given  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  carry  until  the  18th  of  August,  the  defendant,  acting  under  the  order  of  Ae 
19th  of  July,  refused  to  employ  him  and  his  boat  until  after  the  Slst  of  October. 
Before  the  year  1850,  the  practice  had  been,  that  the  foreman  and  jury  ascertained, 
either  by  notice  or  by  personal  application,  before  the  commencement  of  each  seasoOy 
who  could  carry,  and  then  the  freemen,  after  they  had  ceased  to  be  employed  dse- 
where,  gave  notice,  and  came  in  after  standing  by  one  turn.    The  plaintiff  himself 
had,  however,  been  excluded  in  the  year  1861,  by  reason  of  his  omission  to  give  nodee 
of  his  readiness.    In  an  action  against  the  foreman,  for  excluding  the  plaintiff  and  hb 


boat  finom  turns  of  oanrying,  under  ihe  above  drcumstances,  it  wbm  hddf  that  the  order 
of  the  31st  of  July,  1790,  was  properiy  alleged  in  the  declaration  as  giving  the  freemen, 
having  boats,  an  absolute  nght  to  work  in  turn,  and  that  the  incapacity  of  the  man  or 
his  boat,  not  being  in  the  nature  of  a  qualification  or  limitation  of  the  right,  need  not 
be  noticed.     HUls  v«  Hunt^  zxviii.  381. 

12.  Production  and  proof  of  order  set  forth  in  plea*  The  defendant  justified  under 
the  ordcn  of  the  12th  and  19th  of  July,  1852,  stating  that,  by  the  fonner,  those  free- 
men who  intended  to  work  for  the  company  were  thereby  required  to  give  notice  of 
such  their  intention  on  or  before  the  19th  of  July  ;Uhat  the  plaintiff  omitted  to>give 
such  notice;  that,  by  the  order  of  the  19th,  notice  was  given  that  such  only  of  the 
freemen  as  had  given  notice  should  be  employed  in  carrying  oysters  for  the  company, 
and  that  those  who  had  not  given  notice  should  be  excluded  until  after  the  Slst  of 
October;  and  that,  by  reason  of  the  last-mentioned  order  or  regulation,  the  defendant, 
as  foreman,  refused  to  employ  the  plaintiflf,  as  he  lawfully  might,  &c.  Held^  that  the 
plea  was  not  sustained  by  the  production  and  proof  of  the  order  ab«ve  set  forth ;  and 
that  the  plea  could  not  be  made  good  by  striking  out  the  order  of  the  12th  of  July. 
16. 

13.  Power  to  make  order.  Qucere^  whether  the  forenuin  and  jury  had  power  ^ 
make  the  order  of  the  idth  of  July,  1852,  and  whether,  if  they  had,  it  was  a  reason- 
aUe  one, — the  notice  of  the  12th  giving  no  intimation  of  the  time  at  which  the  free- 
men were  required  to  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  carry,  nor  informing  them  of 
the  consequences  of  their  omission  to  do  sa    /6. 

14.  LiabUUjf  topaif  tithe  rent^charge — Covenant  ty  tenant  to  pay,  A  dedaratkm  stated 
that  the  plaintiff  was  lessee  of  a  &rm  under  the  defendant,  and  that,  after  the  deter- 
mination of  the  lease,  a  sum  of  money  became  due  and  payable  to  the  ecclesiastical 
commissioners  for  a  tithe  rent-chaxge  upon  the  said  fiirm,  which  the  defendant,  as 
owner,  was  liable  to  pay,  but  refused  to  do  so,  and  that  in  consequence  a  distress  was 
pot  in,  and  a  stack  of  the  plaintiff's,  which  was  lawfully  on  the  farm,  was  seized  and 
wM^  and  the  plaintiff  claimed  to  be  indemnified  against  the  seizure  and  sale.  Flea, 
that  the  defendant  was  not  liable  to  pay  the  sud  tithe  rent-charge  as  alleged,  on  which 
issue  was  joined.  It  was  proved  that  the  plaintiff  had  in  his  lease  covenanted  to  pay 
the  tithe  rent-charge  and  had  a  right  of  onstand  for  his  ricks,  &c.,  till  the  May  after 
the  end  of  his  term.  The  term  expired  at  Michaelmas,  1852,  and  the  tithe  rent- 
efaaz^  in  question  became  payable  on  the  1st  of  October  following,  but  by  the  custom 
ef  the  country  the  tenant  was  bound  to  pay  the  tithe  rent-charge  fiUliag  due  imme- 
diately after  the  end  of  his  tenancy.  Heldy  that  on  this  issue  the  defendant  wai 
entitled  to  the  verdict,  as  the  6  &  7  Will.  IV.  c.  71,  s.  67,  creates  no  personal  liability 
npoa  the  owner  of  the  lands  charged  with  the  tithe  rent  Griffenhoofe  v.  Davbuz^ 
zxviii.  220. 

15.  Scire  facias  against  member  of  Joint-stock  company — Plea  of  nortde  cr'order 
obtained,  A  writ  of  scire  facias  is  the  proper  remedy  against  a  member  of  a  joint-«tock 
company,  the  plaintiffs  having  failed,  after  due  diligence,  to  obtain  satisfaction  from 
the  efiects  of  the  company.  In  such  case  the  plea  that  no  rule  or  (Hder  had,  before 
issuing  the  scire  faciaSy  been  obtained  of  the  court  or  judge  is  bad.    Marson  r.  Lund^ 

vi.  319. 

16.  ScL  fa.  ugainst  a  member  c^  a  company  registered  under  7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  to 
obtain  satisfaction  of  a  judgment,  which  the  plaintiff  had  failed  to  obtain  by  execution 
against  the  effects  of  the  company.  Plea,  first,  that  due  diligence  had  not  been  used, 
concioding  with  a  verification ;  secondly,  that  no  order  of  court  had  been  obtained  to 
issue  the  scL  fou  Replication  traversing  the  fint  plea,  concluding  to  the  country.- 
Demurrer  to  the  second  plea.  Demurrer  to  the  replication,  ffe^,  that  the  plaintiff 
was  not  precluded  by  the  68th  section  of  Uie  statute  from  proceeding  by  sclfa.  under 
the  66th.    Held^  also,  as  to  the  pleadings,  first,  that  the  second  plea  was  bad ,  secondlyi

1 7.  Cate  on  claim^  how  established,  A  claim  was  fited  for  the  payment  of  tlie  pxnt- 
chase  money  of  wooL  For  this  a  check  had  been  given  to  the  plaintiffi^  agent,  wfaidi 
check  had  been  lost  Claim  dismissed  from  deficiencies  in  the  allegatious  and  the 
proofs.  HM,  that  a  case  upon  claim  nnder  tlie  orders  of  April,  1850,  must  be 
established  in  the  ordinary  way,  secundum  allegata  et  probata,  Johns  v.  Afason,  iiL 
272. 

18.  Mortgage  to  benefit  budding  society — Arlnirators  to  settle  disputes  between  sodetif 
and  members.  The  declaration  alleged  the  making  of  a  mortgage  by  the  defendant 
to  the  trustees  of  a  benefit  building  society,  to  secure  repayment  of  loans  to  him,  and 
containing  covenants  on  his  part  to  observe  the  rules  of  the  society.  It  aliased,  as 
breaches,  non-payment  of  monthly  instalments,  fines,  &c.,  on  his  part,  dae  purpoumt 
to  rules  of  the  society.  The  first  plea  stated  a  rule  as  to  the  i^pmntment  of  arbitra- 
tors to  settle  disputes  between  the  society  and  its  members,  in  case  the  decision  of 
the  directors  thereon  were  unsatisfactory,  and  alleged  that  the  dispute  was  between 
the  society  and  the  defendant  as  a  member  thereof,  that  he  had  never  had  notice  of 
aay  decision  of  tlie  directors  on  said  disputes,  that  arbitrators  had  been  Appointed  as 
aforesaid,  and  that  he  had  been  and  was  willing  to  submit  to  their  decision.  The 
second  pica  was  to  the  effect,  that  after  a  member  had  executed  a  mortgage  and  £uled 
to  pay  subscriptions,  &c.,  secured  thereby,  the  directors  were  to  aj^int  a  person  to 
collect  the  rents  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  sett 
them.  It  admitted  failure  to  pay  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  but  alleged  that  die  said 
premises  were  sufficient  security  for  the  money  advanced,  that  defendant  was  wiUing  to 
have  a  collector  appointed  as  aforesud,  that  he  would,  if  appointed,  have  received  aH 
the  money  needed  by  the  company,  but  that  no  such  person  had  been  appointed,  nor 
had  defendant  been  required  to  collect  the  rents,  &c.,  himself.  Verification.  Repli- 
cation to  the  first  plea,  that  by  accident,  mistake,  and  oversight  of  the  society,  no 
arbitrators  had  ever  been  elected  or  appointed,  without  tins,  that,  &c.  HeUl,  on 
demurrer  to  the  second  plea  and  the  replication,  first,  that  the  declaration  showed  a 
good  cause  of  action  in  the  plaintiffii  as  trustees  under  the  6  &  7  Will.  IV.  c.  S2,  and 
10  Geo.  IV.  c.  56.  Secondly,  that  the  proceeding  by  arbitration  provided  for  by  the 
27th  section  of  the  10  Geo  IV.  c.  56,  and  the  33d  rule  of  the  society  was  impentive 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  right  to  bring  an  action,  and  therefore  that  the  first  plea 
good.  But,  thirdly,  that  the  replication  was  a  sufficient  answer  to  such  plea,  and 
not  open  to  the  objection  that  the  society  was  thereby  taking  advantage  of  its  own 
wrong.  Fourthly,  that  the  second  plea  was  no  answer  to  the  plaintiff's  right  to  main- 
tain the  action.    Reeves  v.  White^  x.  332. 

19.  Sufficient  consideration  not  disclosed — Non-Delivery  of  signed  bill,  A  dedaratiott 
stated  that  the  defendant  was  indebted  to  the  plaindfTs  in  divers  unliquidated  debts, 
the  amount  of  which  was  in  dispute  between  them ;  that  a  fixed  amount  was  agreed 
upon  by  thenyi,  and  the  disputes  were  ended ;  that  the  plaintiffs  had  not  made  any 
further  claim,  and  that  the  debts  were  satisfied  upon  the  terms  in  that  behalf.  Breach^ 
non-payment.  Flea,  that  the  plaintiffs  did  not,  **  one  calendar  month  before  the 
commencement  of  this  suit,  deliver  to  the  defendant  a  signed  bill."  HM,  first,  that 
the  plea  was  good ;  secondly,  that  the  declaration  was  bad  in  not  disclosing  a  sufficient 
eonsideration  for  the  defendant's  promise  to  pay.    Btidgman  v.  Dean,  viii.  534. 

20.  Treasurer's  bond,  action  on — Failure  of  plea  to  answer  whole  declaration'^Sm^ 
plusage.  A  local  act  required  the  treasurer  of  a  turnpike  to  give  security,  and  enacted 
that  he  should,  when  required  by  the  trustees,  produce  to  them  his  accounts,  and  pay 
over  the  balance  to  them,  or  to  such  person  as  they  should  direct  A  general  act 
provided  that  the  accounting  should  be  to  the  trustees,  or  such  person  as  they  sbooM 
appoint  This  general  act  was  repealed.  An  action  was  brought  against  the  surety 
3poa  a  bond,  the  condition  of  which  was  that  the  treasurer  should  account  and  pagr 
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according  to  the  direction  of  the  general  and  local  acts.  Defendant  pleaded  the 
repeal  of  the  general  act,  and  alleged  performance  up  to  the  tune  of  repeal.  Plain* 
tiff  replied,  first,  that  the  tmstees  required  the  treasurer  to  account  to  certain  persons 
appointed  bj  them,  which  he  refused  to  do ;  and  secondly,  that  the  treasurer  received 
money  which  he  did  not  account  for  and  pay  over,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  local 
and  general  acts,  and  of  the  bond.  Rejoinder  and  demurrer.  Held^  that  the  replica- 
tion was  bad,  for  that  the  fint  breach  stated  that  the  treasurer  was  required  to  account 
to  persons  appointed  by  the  trustees,  whereas  after  the  repeal  of  the  general  act  he 
could  not  be  so  required ;  and  the  second  breach  was  bad,  because,  although  the 
reference  to  the  general  act  was  surplusage,  yet  it  contained  no  allegation  of  a  requ- 
sition  by  the  trustees  to  pay  or  account,  which  was  a  condition  precedent  within  the 
local  act,  on  which  the  breach  must  rest  That  the  plea  was  bad,  since,  by  not  answer- 
ing the  alleged  non-peiformance  of  the  condition  of  the  bond  subsequent  to  the  repeal 
of  the  general  act,  it  &iled  to  answer  the  whole  declaration.  That  the  bond  might  be 
put  in  ibrce,  notwithstanding  the  repeal  of  the  general  act,  since  there  might  be  a 
perfonnance  of  so  much  of  the  condition  as  depended  upon  the  local  act,  although  so 
much  as  deperiled  upon  the  general  act  was  become  impossible.  Datns  v.  Caryj  iiL 
868. 

21.  The  plea  of  tender  is  not  a  plea  in  bar  of  the  action.  Cooch  v.  Maltby,  xxyiiL 
192. 

22.  The  sum  paid  in  upon  the  tender  is  a  part  of  the  amount  recovered  by  the 
plaintiff.    Jb, 

23.  A  pleading,  to  be  good  on  demurrer,  since  the  pasnng  of  the  Common-law 
Procedure  Act,  must  be  good  in  substance,  and  such  as  would  have  been  held  to  be 
good  on  general  demurrer  before  the  passing  of  that  statute.  Richards  v.  Beavis^ 
xxviiL  157. 

24.  Special  contract  to  carrtf^^Traverse  of  delivery  and  acceptance.  In  a  declaration 
on  the  case,  the  allegation  of  a  delivery  to  be  carried  is  equivalent  to  an  allegation  of 
a  delivery  to  be  safely  and  securely  carried,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  the  law  will 
create.  Consequently,  in  case  of  a  special  contract  to  carry,  wherein  the  liability  of 
the  defendants  is  limited,  the  plea  of  the  defendants  traversing  modo  et  formd  the 
delivery  and  acceptance  so  alleged  in  the  declaration  is  good.  Austin  v.  The  Man^ 
ektster^  Sheffield,  ^c.  RoMway  Co.  v.  829. 

25.  Money  due-^Assignment  of  chose  m  action.  To  a  count  for  money  due — plea, 
that  a  joint  debtor  resided  in  California;  that  by  the  law  of  C.  a  debt  was  assignable ; 
that  this  debt  was  so  assigned,  and  the  assignee  sued  and  recovered.  Replication,  ^t 
by  the  law  of  C.  the  assignee  might  reassign  to  the  creditor,  who  might  sue,  notwith- 
standing the  assignee  had  recovered  judgment,  unless  the  whole  was  levied ;  that  the 
asognee  did  so  reassign,  &c«  Held,  that  if  the  plea  was  good,  the  replication  was  good, 
because  assignment  is  in  each  the  same ;  and  that  the  plea  was  good  if  it  amounted  to  an 
averment  that  the  asagnee  had  the  exclusive  right  to  sue.    Thompson  v.  Bell,  xxv.  171. 

26.  Money  had  and  received^-Frattd — Rescission  of  contract.  A  sent  a  horse  to  B, 
an  auctioneer,  to  be  sold  without  warranty  on  certain  false  representations,  the  false- 
liood  of  which  were  concealed  from  B.  B  sold  the  horse  accordingly,  and  received 
the  price ;  but  before  he  paid  over  the  price  to  A,  the  purchaser  discovered  the  fraud, 
rescinded  the  contract,  gave  B  notice  not  to  pay  the  price  to  A,  and  demanded  it  back 
fiom  B.  Held,  a  defence  to  an  action  by  A  against  B  to  recover  the  price  as  money 
had  and  received  to  A's  use.    Stevens  v.  Legh^  xxiv.  210. 

27.  Accommodation  bill — Plea  in  bar  to  maintenance  of  action.  To  an  action  by  the 
indorsee  of  a  bill  c^  excdaoge,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  \n\l  was  an  accommodi^ 
tion  bill ;  that  the  drawer  indorsed  the  bill  and  other  bills  to  the  plaintiffs  as  security 
far  the  repayment  to  them  of  80/.  advanced  by  them  to  him,  and  that  the  bill  wae 
satiafied*foy  payment  to  them  by  the  acceptor  of  one  of  the  other  bills  of  the  money  so 
advanced.    Beld,  that  the  i^  was  no  bar  to  the  further  maintenance  of  the  action, 
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the  payment  having  been  made  by  a  stranger,  and  not  having  been  ntified  by  the 
plaintiffs.    Kemp  v.  Balls^  xxviiL  498. 

28.  Special  replication — New  assignment  of  trespasses.  Matter  i?hich  before  tha 
statute  15  &  16  Vict  c.  76,  ss.  77,  79,  was  the  subject  of  a  qiedal  replication,  is  not 
pat  in  issue  by  the  general  traverse  given  by  these  sections.  Trespass  quare  dausum 
/regit;  plea  justifying  under  a  right  to  dig  soil.  Replication, — ^'^And  the  plaintiff  joins 
issue  on  the  plea."  Held^  that  the  right  only  was  put  in  issue,  and  that  tzespasses,  extra 
the  right,  should  have  been  new  assigned.     Glover  v.  Dixon^  zxiv.  490. 

29.  Covenant  against  surety  <m  indeniurt  of  apprenticeship — Plea  ^  no  services  to 
perform  for  plaintiffs  jointljf — Replication,  In  covenant  against  a  surety  on  an 
indenture  of  apprenticeship  of  A,  to  serve  B  and  C,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  there 
never  were  or  was  any  service  or  services  for  A  to  perform  to  or  for  the  plaintifl^ 
jointly.  Beplicadon,  that  the  pbuntifTs  were  surgeons  living  apart  from  each  other 
and  not  in  partnership,  which  facts  the  defendant  well  knew  at  the  time  of  the  execu- 
tion of  the  indenture.  Held^  bad.  The  proper  course  would  have  been  to  take  issue 
on  the  plea.    Popham  v.  Jonesy  xxiv.  859. 

80.  When  the  objection  to  a  plea  on  demurrer  was  that  it  waa  to(^general,  it  wu 
held  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  demurrer,  that  the  declaration  was  as  general  as  the 
plea.    Per  Parke,  B.     Thompson  v.  Knowles,  xxviii.  497. 

31.  Circuity  of  action.  A  plea  is  not  good  in  avoidance  of  circuity  of  action,  unless 
it  shows  that  the  sum  which  the  defendant  is  entided  to  recover  from  the  plaintiff 
must,  in  law,  be  the  same  as  that  for  which  the  plaintiff  sues.  It  is  not  enough  that  a 
jury  would  probably  give  the  defendant  the  same  sum,  as  damages.  Charles  v.  AUon^ 
xxvi.  319. 

82.  In  an  action  by  the  public  officer  of  a  banking  copartnership,  the  court  allowed 
a  plea  denying  that  the  copartnership  were,  at  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  carrying 
on  the  business  of  bankers.    Roe  v.  Fuller^  viii.  558. 

33.  Plea,  when  issuable.  A  plea  is  not  issuable  which  has  been  already  decided  to 
be  bad  by  the  judgment  of  a  court    BeaueUrk  v.  Hooky  vii.  338. 

34.  Error  to  reverse  outlawry.  In  error  to  reverse  outlawry,  the  error  asagnei 
being  that,  at  the  time  of  issuing  &q  exigi  facias^  the  plaintiff  in  error  was  beyond 
the  seas,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  plaintiff  left  the  realm  before  the  awarding 
of  the  exigi  facias,  and  voluntarily  remained  absent;  and  that  he  had  notice  that  he 
was  about  to  be  demanded  at  the  county  courts,  and  might  have  retumed.before  they 
were  holden.    Held,  that  this  plea  was  not  issuable.    lb. 

35.  Lease  by  mortgagor  in  possession — Notice  of  mortgage  by  mortgagee  to  tenant  and 
claim  of  rent  Where  a  mortgage  had  been  effected,  and  then  a  lease  granted  by  the 
mortgagor  in  possession,  upon  which  rent  had  become  due,  but  before  payment  the 
mortgagee  had  g^ven  notice  of  the  mortgage  to  the  tenant  in  possession,  aivd  claimed 
the  rent  in  arrear — held,  upon  demurrer  to  the  plea,  in  an  action  for  use  and  occu- 
pation brought  for  such  rent  in  arrean  by  the  mortgagor,  against  the  tenant  in  pos- 
session, that  an  averment  of  such  notice  and  claim  by  the  mortgagee,  without  an 
accompanying  averment  of  a  consequent  payment  by  the  defendant,  was  no  sufficient 
bar  to  the  plaintiff's  right  of  action.     Wilton  v.  Dunn,  vii.  406. 

36.  Covenant  as  surety — Plea  to  damage  only.  A  declaration  stated,  that  the  de- 
fendants as  surety  did  covenant  with  the  plaintiffs  that  B  dionld  at  all  times,  whilst  he 
continued  in  his  office,  fiuthfuily  account  for  all  sums  which  he  should  receive,  and 
that  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  auditor  of  the  district,  stating  the  aoMunt  cf 
loss,  should  be  conclusive  evidence  against  the  d^cndants  of.  the  truth  of  the  certi- 
ficate. The  declaratioa  then  averred,  **  that,  after  the  middng  of  the  deed,  B.  re- 
ceived divers  moneys  which  he  did  not  account  for,  and  that  the  auditor  certified  a 
loss  to  the  amount  of  800/.,  and  allied,  as  a  breach,  the  non-payment  of  that  sum. 
Plea  that  B.  was  at  the  time  of  making  the  deed  in  arrear;  and  that  the  loss  ^rtified 
tVas  occasioned  as  weU  by  such  arrean  as  by  the  non-aooounting  in  the  declaratiott 
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mentionecl ;  withoat  this,  lliat  the  anditor  certified  that  a  loss  bad  been  occasioned  to 
the  plaintiffs  by  means  of  the  premises  in  the  declaration  mentioned  to  the  amount 
of  8001.  HMy  on  special  demnrrer,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  being  a  plea  to  the 
damage  only.  THe  Guardians,  ^c,  of  Romford  Union  t.  The  British  Guarantee  As- 
JMutfion,  xiT.  604. 

36.  A  plea  merely  to  the  damages  and  not  to  the  cause  of  action  is  bad.  Atkinson 
T«  Stephens,  ziv.  407. 

37.  Pleas  of  infancy  and  agreement  to  receive  less  sunC  Flea  to  an  action,  that,  at 
the  time  of  the  accruing  of  the  cause  thereof,  the  defendant  was  an  infant,  and  also  in 
file  same  plea  that  an  agreement  had  been  made  according  to  which  the  defendant 
was  to  pay  a  lesser  giren  snm,  which  the  plaintiff  agreed  to  receive  in  discharge  of  all 
eaoses  of  action  against  him,  the  defendant.  Beld,  that  the  plea  of  infancy  was  not 
material,  the  agreement  being  sufficient  of  itself.     Cooper  v.  Parker,  xxir.  325. 

38.  Detin^e  by  shareholder  for  documents  in  possession  of  accountant.  The  plaintiff, 
a  sbarehc^er  and  purser  in  a  mining  company,  delivered  certain  documents  to  the 
defendant,  an  accountant,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  shareholders,  in  order 
that  the  defendant  m^ht  report  on  the  state  of  the  company's  affairs.  Held,  that 
tiieae  facts  constitute  a  good  plea  to  an  action  of  detinue  for  the  documents,  brought 
in  the  name  of  the  plaintiff  alone.    Atwood  y.  Ernest,  xxiv.  262. 

39.  Action  onpoHcy  of  insurance — Partial  loss — Set-off  of  sum  due  for  premiums — 
Adjustment*  Declaration  on  a  valued  policy  of  marine  insurance,  underwritten  by 
the  defendant  for  100^  on  goods  from  D.  to  L.,  alleging  a  partial  loss  above  5/.  per 
cent  and  a  breach  of  the  policy  by  reason  of  the  defendant's  non-payment  of  the 
loss  or  any  part  thereof,  or  of  the  100/.,  or  a  proportional  or  any  part  thereof.  Plea 
that,  before  action,  the  proportional  sum  which  the  defendant  was  liable  to  pay  in 
respect  of  die  loss,  was,  by  agreement  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  ad- 
justed at  a  certain  rate  per  cent  and  thereby  then  liquidated  and  ascertained  to  be  a 
certain  sum,  against  which  the  defendant  is  willing  to  set  off  a  larger  sum  due  to  him 
from  the  plaintiff  for  premiums  of  insurance.  Held,  on  demurrer,  to  be  a  bad  plea ; 
that  the  action  was  for  unliquidated  damages,  and  that  the  adjustment  did  not  make 
them  liquidated,  but  was  only  evidence  for  a  jury  of  the  amount  of  damages.  Luckie 
▼.  Buskby,  xxiv.  256. 

40.  Agreement  by  husband  to  pay  annuity  to  mfe  living  apart — Fraudulent  represent 
tatkms  by  trustee  of  settlements.  It  is  a  good  answer  to  an  action  by  the  trustee  of  a  deed 
of  settiement  against  the  husband  for  non-payment  of  the  stipulated  annuity  to  the 
wife  living  apart  f)rom  her  husband,  to  say,  that  he  was  induced  to  make  the  deed  by 
the  false  representations  of  the  trustee,  who  was  indirectly  to  receive  benefit  from  the 
transaction ;  inasmuch  as,  though  he  represented  the  wife  to  be  virtuous,  he  had  been 
guilty  of  illicit  intercourse  with  her  before  the  making  of  the  said  deed.  The  plea  is 
good,  though  it  does  not  allege  that  the  trustee  knew  the  woman  to  be  the  wife  of  the 
defendant  at  the  time  of  the  illicit  intercourse.    Evans  v.  Edmonds,  xxiv.  227. 

41.  Scire  facias  on  judgment — Insufficient  schedules.  Scire  facias  on  a  judgment. 
Flea,  that  after  the  recovery  of  the  judgment,  the  defendant  was  a  prisoner,  and,  ac- 
cording to  the  proyisions  of  the  8  &  4  Vict  c.  107,  petitioned  the  insolvent  court  for 
his  discharge ;  that  afterwards,  the  defendant  delivered  to  the  court  a  schedule,  con- 
taining a  full  and  true  description  of  all  debts  due  from  him,  and  of  all  persons  to 
whom  he  was  indebted,  together  with  the  nature  and  amount  of  such  debts.  The  plea 
then  stated,  that,  by  an  order  of  adjudication,  it  was  ordered  that  the  defendant  be 
discharged  from  custody  (is  to  the  several  debts  due  to  the  persons  named  in  the 
schedule ;  and  that  the  defendant  was,  by  such  order  of  adjudication,  discharged 
from  the  said  judgment  debt  Replication,  that  the  defendant  was  not,  by  the  order 
of  adjudication,  adjudged  or  ordered  to  be  dischaiged  from  the  saud  debt  Held^ 
that,  upon  these  pleadings,  the  objection  was  not  open  that  the  schedule  did  not  con- 
tun  a  full  and  true  description  of  the  plaintiffs  as  judgment  creditors,  nor  of  the 
nature  and  amoimt  of  their  debt    Jackson  v.  Chichester^  xvL  581. 
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42.  Smiliter.  If  a  rejoinder  concludes  to  the  country  witb  an  &e.,  but  no 
be  added,  the  defendant  is  not  entitled  to  judgment  as  in  case  of  a  nonsuit,  inaanneh 
as  the  issue  is  not  joined,  and  the  similUer  will  not  be  intended  ftom  die  ^  Sec"  The 
8Uttiliter  would  be  intended  from  the  &c.  after  verdict    Knagg$  y.  KnmggSy  tL  2S8. 

43.  Action  for  money  paid — Pleas  of  gaming  and  vfogeringcontmeti.  To  an  action  ibr 
money  paid,  the  defendant  pleaded,  secondly,  that  the  causes  of  action  accrued,  after 
the  pasmng  of  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  109,  by  Tirtue  of  contracts  between  the  plaintiff'  and 
defendant,  which  contracts  ^ere  by  way  of  gaming  and  wagering,  contrary  to  the 
said  statute,  namely,  by  way  of  wager  on  the  market  price>  on  certain  days,  of  shares 
in  the  English  and  Australian  Copper  Smelting  Company,  and  to  pay  the  diffmnces 
thereon ;  thirdly,  that  the  causes  of  action  accrued  to  the  plaintiff*,  as  a  broken  in  the 
city  of  London,  in  the  purchasing  and  selling  for  the  defendant,  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, of  shares  in  a  mining  company  called  the  English  and  Australian  Copper  Smdt* 
ing  Company,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  at  the  time  of  such  purchasing,  or  Ae  ac- 
cruing of  the  causes  of  action,  a  broker  duly  authorized.  Hdd^  that  the  pleas  were 
bad,  as  they  did  not  exdade  the  ponibility  of  the  defendant  having  requested  the 
plaintiff  to  pay  the  money,  and  the  fact  of  its  having  been  so  paid.  Jestopk  v.  l^h 
wi/ehe,  xxviiL  528. 

44.  Agreement  to  pap  in  consideration  of  withdrawing  summons  in  bankruptcf-^Plea 
of  want  of  notice.  The  declaration  stated  that,  in  consideratbn  of  the  pbiatiff 's 
withdrawing  a  summons  issued  out  of  the  court  of  bankruptcy  against  W.,  the  defend- 
ants promised  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  amount  of  the  debt  due  from  W.  to  the  pl»nti£ 
Breach,  non-payment  of  the  said  sum.  Plea  that  the  defendants  had  no  notice  that 
the  plwntiff  had  withdrawn  the  summons.  Heldf  that  die  plea  was  bad,  as  such  notice 
was  not  necessary.    Alkusen  v.  Prest^  vi.  576. 

45.  Action  for  breach  of  condition  of  sah^-Rescissiot^^EstoppeL  To  an  action  for 
not  allowing  the  plaintiff  to  carry  away  from  defendant's  lands  certain  trees,  accord- 
ing to  the  condition  of  their  sale,  it  is  no  answer  to  plead  that  before  breach,  the 
plaintiff  fraudulently  carried  away  certain  other  trees,  equal  in  value  and  number  to 
those  claimed,  falsely  representing  them  to  be  the  trees  purchased — such  plea  showing 
no  rescission  of  the  contract  or  an  estoppel    Lewis  v.  Clifton,  xxv.  880. 

46.  Action  for  balance  due — Plea  of  never  indebted.  If,  in  an  action  for  a  cooimoa 
money  demand,  the  claim  being  for  a  balance,  and  no  specific  credit  given  in  partica- 
lars  for  payment,  the  defendant  plead  only  never  indebted,  the  plaintiff  will  recover 
if  he  prove  any  amount  ever  due ;  and  the  defendant  will  not  be  allowed  to  prote 
that  nothing  was  due  beyond  what  had  been  paid.  (See  the  decisions  collected  in  the 
note  to  this  case.)    Booth  v.  Lambumy  xzv.  409. 

47.  Debt  on  bond — Plea  of  release  by  deed.  To  an  action  on  a  bond,  the  defend- 
ant pleaded  that  »nce  the  bond  Iras  signed  he  and  the  plaintiff  had  made  a  written 
agreement,  in  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  agreement  itself  might  be  pleaded  by  the 
defendant  in  bar  to  all  claims,  &c.  Held,  that  the  plea  ought  to  have  set  out  so  much  of 
the  deed  as  operated  as  a  release,  and  to  have  expi^pssly  averred  that  tiie  deed  did  so 
operate,  and  that  the  above  plea  was,  therefore,  bad.  Wilson  v.  Braddyli^  xxv. 
550. 

48.  Debt  for  rent — Pleas  of  never  indebted  and  payment  Declaration  in  debt  stated, 
that  whilst  the  defendant  was  assignee  of  a  term  of  years,  to  wit,  on  the  25th  of  March, 
1849,  parcel  of  the  rent  for  three  quarter»of  a  year  then  elapsed,  beeame  in  arrear, 
and  unpaid.  Plea,  except  as  to  7/.  10s.  paid  into  court,  never  indebted.  The  defend- 
ant became  assignee  in  May,  1850,  and  the  rent  was  paid,  (including  the  eum  paid 
into  court,)  up  to  the  20th  of  September,  1851,  when  the  defendant  ceased  to  he 
assignee.  Held,  that  the  time  when  the  rent  became  due,  as  stated  in  the  declaratios, 
was  material,  and,  therefore,  there  was  a  good  defence  under  the  plea  of  never  in- 
debted, and  that  a  plea  of  payment  of  all  rent  due  from  the  defendant  wu  uaneces* 
lary.    Johnson  v.  Gibson,  xvi.  282.

1.  Accauni — AUegatian  of  reasonable  time,  A  decteratioB  in  account  stated  that  A 
and  Bt  the  tenants  in  coounon  in  fee,  made  a  lease  irith  a  general  covenant  on  the 
part  of  tlie  lessee  to  pay  the  rent  (without  a  sajing  to  whom)  <m  Michaelmas  and  Lady- 
day.  A  died,  and,  on  the  fcSkmrng  Lady-day,  the  tenant  paid  half  yearns  rent  to  R 
U  appeared  at  the  trial  that  B,the  platntifr,  the  heir  at  law  of  A,  received  128.  Bd. 
fiuBi  B ;  bat  he  claimed  6/.  5«.,  which  was  tiie  amonnt  of  half  of  the  half  year's  rent. 
BMj  on  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment,  that  tiie  declaration  which  was  in  the  usual  form 
was  good,  without  any  allegatioD  that^  after  a  request  to  account,  a  reasonable  time 
had  ehtpsed  before  the  action  was  brou^ft    Beer  v.  Beer^  ix.

2.  New  assignment — Action  against  common  carriers — Allegation  of  gross  negU- 
gsnce — AmendmmUr^Swrplusage,  The  plaintiflBi  declared  against  the  defendants  as 
common  earners,  subject  to  the  terms  of  a  special  notice,  fbr  the  loss  of  a  tniss  of  silk 
by  the  gross  negligence  of  the  defendants  and  the  lelooioos  acts  of  their  servaifts. 
The  defendants  pleaded,  except  as  to  the  gross  negligence  and  felony,  that  the  goods 
were  such  as  are  excepted  in  &e  Carriers'  Act,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  did  not  declare 
their  value.  The  pUintiffs  new  assigned,  that  they  had  hmoght  the  action  for  that  the 
defendants'  servants  had  folonionsly  stolen  the  goods.  Ae  new  assignment  was  held 
bad,  on  demurrer ;  and  the  plaintifi&  were  allowed  to  amend  on  payment  of  costs,  and 
to  reply  that  the  goods  were  lost  by'  the  felony  of  the  defendants'  servants  through  the 
groes  negligence  of  tiie  defendants.  Held  also,  that  the  allegation  of  gross  negligence 
a&d  felony  in  the  declaration  was  surplusage,  and  that  a  replication  of  felony  only 
without  an  allegation  of  gross  negligence  would  have  been  bad.  Butt  v.  The  Great 
Western  Railway  Co,  viL  443. 

S.  Colonial  judgment,  action  on — Insolvency,  To  an  action  on  a  judgment  at  the 
Csup^  of  Good  Hope,  the  defencUmt  pleaded  that  by  an  ordinance  in  that  country 
relating  to  insolvents,  it  was  enacted  that  the  court  might,  on  the  petition  of  an  insol- 
▼ent,  place  his  estate  under  sequestration,  and  that  furtiier  execution  of  any  judgment 
against  him  or  his  estate  for  any  debt  should,'  after  lodging  the  order  for  sequestration, 
be  stayed  during  the  pendency  of  such  sequestration,  and  that  all  actions  pending 
against  any  insolvent  for  any  debt  provable  against  his  estate  should,  npon  any  order 
being  made  for  sequestration,  be  stayed.  The  declaration  then  stated  the  petition 
of  defendant,  the  surrender  of  his  estate,  its  being  under  sequestration,  and  that  it 
was  distributed,  and  upon  such  distribution  the  plaintiffs  received  a  dividend  of  It.  6<f. 
in  the  pound  on  the  amonnt  of  the  judgment  debt  in  the  declaration.  Held,  on 
demurrer,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  as  it  merely  showed  a  temporary  suspension  of  the 
execudoo  during  the  pendency  of  the  sequestnition,  but  not  a  discharge  of  the  person 
or  eatate  of  the  inaolvent.    Friik  v.  Wotiastion,  viii.  669. 

4.  Insufficient  allegations.  In  an  action  of  trover  and  conversion,  the  defendant 
pleaded  that  he  was  lawfully  possessed  of  a  certain  close,  &c.,  and  that  at  the  time  of 
the  alleged  conversion,  he  was  excavating  the  earth  and  soil  of  the  said  dose  for  the 
purpose  of  making,  and  was  then  excavating,  di^ng,  and  making,  in  and  upon  the 
said  close,  a  certain  saw^pit,  &c.;  and  because  the  said  goods  and  chattels  in  the 
plaintiff's  declaration  mentioned  were  without  the  lease  or  license  of  the  defendant, 
and  against  his  will,  &o.,  put  and  jJaced  upon  the  said  close  by  the  plaintiff,  and 
were  then  so  buried  in  the  said  close  and  so  imbedded  in  the  earth  and  soil  thereof 
that,  without  a  little  cutting  the  same,  the  defendant  could  not  excavate,  dig,  or  make 
the  said  saw-pit  upon  the  said  elose,  he,  the  defendant,  at  the  time  of  the  allied 
convefsion,  dug  and  made  the  said  pit,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage  to  the  plaintiff, 
&B.  Held,  that  it  was  a  misdirectioa  to  leave  it  to  the  jury  to  find  what  was  the 
defendant's  intention  in  making  the  saw-pit  in  tbat  jdace,  whether  he  really  intended 
to  cut  the  timber,  or  6oiid  fde  had  an  intention  of  making  the  saw-pit ;  and  that  the 
plea  was  bad,  aa  it  did  not  state  that  the  tunber  was  buried  in  the  place  by  the  plain- 
tiff.    Smmons  r,  UUystone^  xx.  446. 
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5.  Insolvenctf — D4tinue,  Sect  44  of  the  1  &  2  Vict.  c.  110,  provides  that,  m  case 
any  prisoner  as  to  whose  estates  and  effects  B.fij  Testing  orddr  shall  have  been  inade> 
ahall,  by  the  consent  or  default  of  his  detaining  creditor,  be  dischai^ged  out  of  eostodj 
without  any  adjudication  being  made,  in  such  case  no  action  shi^  be  cooBBeaced 
against  the  provisional  assignee,  nor  against  any  person  duly  acting  under  his 
authority,  except  to  recover  any  property,  &c.,  of  such  prisoner  detained  after  an 
order»made  by  the  insolvent  court  for  the  delivery  thereof  and  demand  made  there- 
upon. To  an  action  of  detinue,  the  pleii  stated  proceedings  ia  th<r  inaohnfiDt  eoart 
and  the  making  of  a  vesting  order,  whereby  the  goods  of  the  ptatntiff  in  the  dedaia- 
tion  mentioned,  became  vested  in  S.  S.,  the  provisional  assignee  ;  and  alieged  that  tbe 
defendant,  as  the  servant  and  by  the  authority  of  the  said  S.  &,  so  being  snch 
provisional  as^gnee  after  the  making  of  the  said  vesting  <H>der,  detuned  tiie  said 
goods  in  the  declaration  mentioned.  The  replication  alleged  that,  before  the  defiandaat 
detained  the  said  goods^  the  plaintiff  was  discharged  out  of  custody  by  the  default  of 
hte  detaining  creditor,  without  any  adjudication  being  made  by  the  court,  and  that  the 
defendant  did  not  detain  the  sud  goods  by  virtue  of  any  order,  authorify,  or  command 
of  the  said  S.  S.  made  or  given  to  the  defendant  before  the  plaintiff  was  so  dischaiged 
as  aforesaid.  On  special  ^murrcr  to  the  replication,  it  was  Aefd,  that  it  axfaaitted 
that  the  goods  were  detaifRi  by  the  defendant  under  the  authority  of  &  S.  given 
after  the  plaintiff's  discharge,  but  before  any  order  of  the'  insolvent  court  for  the 
delivery  of  the  goods ;  and  that  although,  on  the  discharge  withont  adjudicatioa,  the 
property  revested  in  the  insolvent,  the  plea  was  an  answer  to  the  aotioD.  HM,  dso, 
that  the  allegation  in  the  plea,  that  the  defendant  detained  by  the  authority  of  the 
provisional  assignee,  was  not  premature,  and  might  have  been  traversed  by  tke 
replication.    Kernot  v.  Pt««,  xiv.  77. 

6.  To  the  sum  of  3,000{.,  parcel,  &c.,  of  an  indebitatus  coo&t  in  debt,  the  de&admt 
pleaded  a  subsequent  agreement  to  deliver  to  the  plaintiffs  an  indenture  cf  covenant 
to  pay  the  said  sum  of  3,000/.  on  a  certain  day,  and  that  the  defendant,  in  pmauBce 
of  snch  agreement,  did,  with  the  consent  and  at  the  request  of  the  piaintiffs,  eaecote 
and  deliver  to  the  plaintifis  such  indenture,  and  did  thereby  covenant  to  pay  tbe  said 
sum  of  8,0002.  Beplication,  that  the  said  indenture  was  made  by  way  of  seenrity  fer 
the  pa}inent  of  the  said  debt  of  3,000/.,  and  that  it  was  always  expressed  by  tha  said 
indenture  that  it  was  made  as  such  security.  Held^  that  the  plea  wae  a  good  plaa  of 
merger  as  to  so  much  of  the  debt  to  which  it  was  pleaded,  and  that  the  repliralinn 
was  no  answer  to  it    Price  v.  MouUon^  ii.  303. 

7.  Nolle  prosequi — Nonsuit.  Where,  in  an  action  of  contract  against  two,  one  of 
tlie  defendants  pleaded  never  indebted  and  the  other  never  indebted  and  in&acy, 
and  the  plaintiff  joined  issue  on  all  the  pleas  except  that  of  infiuicy,as  to  whiehhe 
entered  a  nolle  prosequi,  it  was  held,  that  the  plaintiff  had  thereby  admitled  tibai  tiiere 
never  was  any  joint  binding  contract,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  nonsuited.  Btf]^  v. 
Webster,  x.  394. 

8.  Incomplete  issue — Notice  of  trial.  Declaration  contuned  two  coonlB.  The  iasaes 
on  the  first  count  were  complete ;  the  second  resulted  in  two  sarrejoindexa,  cincliiding 
to  the  country.  The  plaintiff  added  similiters,  and  delivered  iasue,  with  notice  of  tnal 
for  the  7th  August.  On  the  €th,  the  defendants  returned  the  issue  and  nolice  of  tiial, 
having  demurred  to  one  surrejoinder,  and  delivered  a  rebutter  to  the  other.  Oa  the 
7th,  the  plaintiff  redelivered  the  issue,  stating  that  he  should  rely  on  the  notice  of  toal 
and  the  issues  in  fact  The  plaintiff  then  entered  a  remiuiiur  as  to  the  prooeediigs 
demurred  to,  tried  the  cause,  and  (the  defendants  not  appearing)  obtained  a  verdkt 
Held,  that  the  issue  was  incomplete  on  the  7th ;  that  the  xratice  of  trial  for  that  day 
was,  therefore,  void,  and  it  could  not  be  rendered  valid  by  tfby  aubsequent  pioceed- 
ings.

9.  Plea  of  *^  not  guUty  hff  statute.''  Under  a  pica  of  <<  not  guilty  by  fltateto"  a

10.  SembUf  that  sect  75  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act  applies  only  to  pleas 
thai  ooofeas  aad  avoid,  and  not  to  pleas  of  denial     Wilkinson  y.  Kirby^  xxyi.  371. 

11.  General  mue^^PartnerMp — Mortgage,  Where  there  had  been  a  negotiation 
by  <me  of  two  partners,  with  the  sanction  of  the  other,  for  an  adyance  of  2,000/,  to 
the  partnerdiipi,  of  which  &00t  was,  in  consequence,  adyanced,  and  afterwards  l,500iL, 
an  an  agreement  in  writing  for  a  mortgage,  as  security  for  the  whole  2,000/.,  which 
was  aabseqnently  executed,  it  was  heUdt  that,  in  an  action  for  the  2,000/.  on  the  common 
cooatB,  the  agreement  being  produced,  but  not  the  deed^  there  was  a  defence  as  to 
the  whole  amount  on  the  general  issue ;  the  question  not  being  raised  at  the  trial, 
and  left  to  the  jury,  and  found  by  them  in  faror  of  the  plaintiff,  that  the  500/L  was 
oE^ginally  a  sepaiate  and  independent  advance,  not  made  in  contemplation  of  the 
deed;  in  which  case  the  defendant  might  have  applied  to  amend  his  plea  by  plead- 
ing the  mei^r  of  the  simple  contract  debt  in  the  subsequent  specialty.  Holder  y. 
Ji^MUgotn^ty^  xxJk  616. 

18.  Poor  raU-^CoiU  of  distress — Tender*  In  an  action  of  trespass  the  defendants 
pleaded  in  justification  that  the  plaintiff  was  duly  assessed  for  the  poor  rate ;  that  the 
same  not  being  paid  on  demand,  he  was  duly  summoned  before  two  justices ;  that 
he  did  not  appear,  but  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  township  ap- 
peared, aad  the  justices,  after  proof  of  the  rate,  &c.,  did,  pursuant  to  the  statute, 
isne  their  wairant  to  the  overseers,  to  levy  by  distress  upon  the  goods  of  the  plaintiff 
Ae  said  rate,  and  a  further  sum  for  costs  incurred  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
■eers;  that  the  warrant  was  delivered  to  T.  as  such  overseer  to  be  executed,  and  by 
Tirtne  thereof  the  defendants,  as  servants  of  the  said  T.  as  such  overseer  and  at  hLs 
oomBByidY  and  fiir  the  puipose  of  executing  the  same,  as  such  servants,  committed  the 
comphiined  oL  The  plaintiff  replied  that  before  execution  or  notice  of  the 
he  tendered  to  T.  the  amount  of  the  rate.  Hdd^  upon  demurrer,  that  the 
lepKeation  was  bad  lor  not  averring  a  tender  of  the  costs ;  also,  that  the  plea  was 
good,  as  the  justices  had  power  to  award  costs  to  the  parties  applying  for  the  warrant, 
and  the  overseers  had  a  right  to  appoint  deputies  for  the  execution  of  the  warrant. 
Wokk  v.  SouAweU^  iv.  420. 

IS.  CoUUion — NegUgenee — Plea — Replication.  To  a  declaration  for  negligence  in 
rainmng  a  coUision  in  the  Thames,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  merits  had  been 
tried  in  the  court  of  admiralty,  where  it  was  held  that  the  collision  occuired  through 
the  piaiatiis'  negligence,  and  not  by  the  defendant's.  Held,  a  bad  plea,  for  not 
dnifring  that  the  collisioii  oceuned  within  the  admiralty  jurisdiction ;  and  that  the 
allegalion  *^tfaat  due  proceedings  were  taken,  aad  in  due  fonn  of  law  determined," 
did  not  ome  the  defect    Harris  v.  Willisy  xxix.

15.  Informal  f^ea  of  fravdy  ffc.  To  a  dedmtion  upon  a  written  agreement  to 
prachase  of  the  defendant  his  term  in  a  farm,  &c.,  alleging  that  the  defendant  had 
not  delivefed  up  possession,  the  sixth  plea  stated  that  the  defendant  in  his  lease 
covenanted  with  the  lessor  not  to  assign  withoi^  his  consent ;  and  being  desbous  of 
parting  with  the  farm,  appHed  to  the  lessor,  who  stated  that  if  he  could  find  a  suc- 
cessor eligible  as  tenant,  after  an  opportunity  of  inquiring,  there  would  be  no  obstacle ; 
that  'die  agreement  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  J.  M.  becoming  occupier  of  the 
fann,  and  the  defendant  was  induced  to  enter  into  it  on  the  &ith  Uiat  the  plaintiff 
Imew;  and  the  phdndff,  to  induce  the  defendant  to  enter  into  it,  represented,  that 
J.  11  was  a  peivon  of  respectability,  &c^  and  could  give  references ;  whereas,  J.  M. 
was  not,  &c.,  as  the  plaintiff  well  knew.  Held,  that  the  sixth  plea  was  a  good,  though 
infinmal,  plea  of  ftaud;  and  tiiat  the  representation  was  material  to  the  agreement, 
andnotcoUateraL    CbitAoia  v.  jBorry,  xidx.

The  seyenth  plea  alleged  that  the  a^ement  in  the  declaiation  was  entered 
into  *'  on  Hie  condition  and  subject  to  the  ienns  **  that  the  said  J.  M.  eliouid  pn 
references,  &c  Heldf  that  it  was  a  bad  plea»  as  endeavoring  to  vnry  the  tenaa  of  a 
written  contract ;  dissendenU,  Maule,  J.,  who  held  that  the  plea  nigfat  mean  that  the 
contract  in  the  declaration  contained  the  condition  and  terms,  though  die/  were  not 
set  out    Ih.  * 

17.  If  a  libel  plead  that  a  marriage  was  procured  by  the  parents  of  the  man,  the 
woman  being  only  fourteen  years  old,  and  under  their  custody  and  control,  the  &ctB 
pleaded  raise  a  sufficient  case  i£  fraud  to  make  the  libel  admissible.  BvU  ▼.  HuR,  t. 
589. 

18.  Connderaiion  of  promiai&ry  notes — ComposUion — Preference,  To  ooimts  upon. 
three  sereral  pronussory  notes,  the  defendants  pleaded  that  they  were  indebted  to  the 
plaintiff  in  a  certain  sum  and  had  accepted  four  bills  of  exchange  for  the  amoost, 
drawn  by  the  plaintiff,  and  payable  to  his  order ;  that  the  defendants  compounded  with 
their  creditors,  to  which  composition  the  plaintiff  agreed,  reoeiTing  a  preference  over 
the  other  creditors,  and  giving  a  release  of  the  debt ;  that  it  was  his  duty  to  take  up 
the  bills  of  exchange,  which  he  did  not  do  till  he  was  induced  to  do  so  by  the  defend- 
ants giving  him  the  promissoiy  notes  mentioned,  and  that  there  was  no  other  con- 
sideration for  the  notes.  The  plaintiff  replied  de  injuria  absque  kdi  oousd.  JSM^ 
that  the  plea  was  proved ;  and  that,  as  the  fraudulent  preference  of  the  pfaunt^  did 
not  make  the  composition  void  against  him,  there  was  no  sufficient  consideration  for 
the  notes.

1.  BUI  against  representatives  of  deceased  trustees — Cestuis  que  trusL  A  bill  against 
the  representatives  of  deceased  trustees  by  eo-plaintiffii  claiming  a  benefidal  interest 
as  cestuis  que  trust  in  the  subject-matter  of  the  suit,  one  of  them  at  the  same  lime 
representing  the  estate  of  one  of  the  several  trustees  who  was  either  primarily  liable 
or  jointly  liable  with  his  co-trustees  for  a  breach  of  trust,  cannot  be  soatained,  but 
must  be  dismissed,  and  with  costs  as  against  those  defendants  who  have  taken  the 
objection  by  their  answer.     Griffith  v.  Vanheythuysan,  iv.  25. 

2.  Erroneous  allegation — Specific  performance.  A  tuiant  for  life  filed  a  bill  prop- 
erly setting  forth  his  title,  but  by  mistake  alleging  that  he  was  tenant  in  taiL  The 
prayer  of  the  bill  was  to  restrain  certain  persons  from  tre^MSfling  upon  his  mine,  and 
to  obtain  an  account  and  payment  for  their  past  alleged  workings.  The  suit  was  coo>> 
prcmiised  under  an.  agreement,  whereby  the  defendants  were  to  pay  a  certain  sum, 
with  costs  subsequently  to  be  taxed.  Heldy  that  the  erroneoufl  all^ation  in  the  biU 
could  not  have  led  to  a  misapprehension  of  it,  so  as  to  prevent  a  court  of  equity  from 
enforcing  the  agreement  for  compromise,  and  that  the  defendants  were  not  entitled  to 
have  the  plaintiff's  title  deduced  and  verified*    Riehardsai^  t.

8.  Revoking  charter — Allegation  of  fraud  on  shareholders.  €reneral  aU^atkma,  by 
one  shareholder,  of  fraud  on  all  the  shareholders  and  on  the  crown,  may  be  a  good 
ground  for  revoking  the  charter  of  a  company,  taking  away  its  grant  IPBrids  v. 
lAndsay^  xi.  249. 

4.  Sale  by  prior  mortgagee — NoHce  to  puisne  incwnbrancer— Purchase  from  prior 
incumbrancer.   An  annuitant  having  power  of  entry  and  distreas,  to  secore  hie  taumtf 
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chirged  upon  certain  leasehold  liooaes,  -wbb  served  with  notice  by  a  railway  company 
of  their  •intention  to  bny.  The  company  subsequently  purchased  the  property  from  a 
prior  mortgagee,  who  had  a  power  of  sale.  The  annuitant  filed  a  bi]],  not  containing 
any  aPegations  of  tend,  or  other  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  company  in 
their  purchase  from  the  first  incumbrancer,  praying  payment  of  the  annuity  and  aU. 
arrears,  or  of  the  amount  proper  for  the  redAnption  of  the  annuity.  Heldy  that  the 
plaintiff  was  not  entitled,  on  such  a  biU,  to  the  relief  he  asked,  and  it  was  dismissed.

5.  Annoer.  The  defendants  to  a  bill  (against  brokers)  were  interrogated  as  to 
which  of  them  receired  the  several  sums  of  money,  and  whether  the  same  were  paid 
in  cash  or  checks.  They  set  forth  an  account  of  their  receipts  as  joint,  and  only 
specified  the  soms  received,  which  was  held  sufficient  The  answer  stated,  that  an 
aocoont  of  all  dealings  was  set  forth  in  the  schedules,  and  stated  that  the  defendants 
have  aet  forth,  to  the  best  of  their  belief  or  otherwise,  a  full  account.  Held,  sufficient 
Bobinmm  t.  Lomond,  ii.  144. 

6.  When  anewer  musf  support  plea.  Where  a  bill  alleges  facts  which,  if  true, 
would  ooBtradict  the  plea  or  be  evidence  to  discredit  it,  the  plea  must  be  supported  by 
an  answer,  if  not  denying,  at  least  giving  the  phdntiffs  discovery  as  to  those  facts.

9.  DemurreT'^'Amendment — Heriots  and  relief t — Confusion  of  boundaries.  The 
plaintifis,  who  were  lords  of  a  manor,  alleged  by  their  biU  that  thirty-eight  estates  held 
by  the  defendant  within  the  manor,  had  been  subject,  from  time  immemorial,  to  the 
pajrment  of  certain  sums  in  lieu  of  heriots  and  reliefs ;  that  by  reason  of  the  confusion 
of  boundaries,  the  plaintiffs  could  not  ascertain  in  respect  of  what  particular  estates 
the  payments  were  respectively  due,  and  were  therefore  unable  to  recover  the  amount 
by  distress.  The  bill  prayed  that  the  plaintiffs  might  be  declared  entitied  to  the 
several  sums  claimed,  and  that  the  precise  boundaries  of  the  estates  might  be  ascer- 
tained. The  bill  alleged  the  heriots  and  relieft  to  be  payable  by  custom,  but  there  was 
no  aUegatMO  of  a  custom  of  distress.  A  demurrer  was  allowed,  without  costs,  and 
leave  given  to  amend.     The  Mayor,  ffc.  of  Basingstoke  v.  Lord  Bolton,  xv.  539. 

10.  A  filed  a  bill  to  make  shares  which  B  held  in  a  bank  available  to  the  payment^)f  a 
debt  dne  him  from  B,  alleging  that  though  the  company  had  a  prior  charge  on  the 
shares  lor  a  debt  due  them  from  B,  for  this  debt  they  had  other  securities.  A 
demurrer  was  allowed  because  the  persons  who  had  given  these  securities  were  not 
made  parties;  and  this,  although  the  bill  contained  a  chaige  to  discover  who  persons 
interested  in  the  relief  were,  since  it  did  not  aUege  that  the  phuntiffs  did  not  know 
iriio  they  were.  Costs  taxed ;  leave  to  amend  given,  &c.  Macintyre  v.  Connell,  iiL 
249. 

11.  BUI  for  collection  of  note  alleged  to  he  lost — Amendment — Answer.  Where 
executors  file  a  Inll  stating  that  the  defendant  is  indebted  to  them  on  a  promissory  note 
which  has  been  lost,  praying  an  account,  &c.,  offering  to  indemnify  the  defendant,  &e., 
and  the  defendant  answers  that  he  has  the  note  and  nothing  is  due  thereon,  the  bill 
must  be  amended,  as  the  plaintiffs  can  have  no  title  to  relief  in  equity  on  this  frame 
of  the  bilL     Cooke  v.  Darwin,  xxiii.  625. 

12:  Demurrer-^-Injunction.  The  fact  that  the  plaintiff  has  not  obtained  a  verdict 
at  law  »  no  gronnd  fbr  a  demurrer  to  a  bill  for  injunction.

IS.  BUI  for  discovery  in  aid  of  a  plea.  A  lull  for  discovery  in  aid  of  a  plea,  pleaded 
by  tiie  plaintiff  in  equity  to  an  action  by  a  trustee  upon  a  covenant  entered  into  by 
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the  plaindff  in  equity  for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  plaintiff  at  law,  tipon  fnHt 
for  one  C  N.,  stated  that  the  deed  of  covenant  was  valid  on  the  &ce  of  it,  bat  thai  the 
consideration  for  it  was  a  prospective  illicit  cohabitation  subsequently  had  between  the 
plaintiff  and  the  said  C.  N.,  which  had  been  rince  discontinued,  and  that  discorery  of 
the  true  consideration  was  necessary  for  his  defence  at  law.  Demuirer  for  want  of 
equity  by  the  plaintiff  at  law  overruled,*  no  discovery  being  sought  which  ooold  by 
possibility  subject  him  to  puns  and  penalties.  Although,  where  a  bill  is  for  discovery 
and  relief,  it  may  be  demurrable,  yet  where  it  is  for  discovery  only,  in  aid  of  a  defence 
at  law,  it  will  not  be  demurrable,  unless  the  discovery  would  infringe  upon  some  known 
rule.

16.  Insurance,  The  A.  Company,  in  1847,  granted  an  insurance  for  3,0002.  on  the 
life  of  C.  D.,  and  afterwards,  as  a  cross  insurance,  insured  the  lifo  of  C.  D.  for  1,000/. 
in  the  I.  and  L.  Company.  In  184$,  the  8,000/.  policy  was  bought  by  the  A.  Company 
from  the  grantee,  in  consideiation  of  an  annuity.  In  1860,  C.  D.  died,  and  the  A. 
Company  brought  an  action  to  recover  the  1,000/.  The  I.  and  L.  Company  £led  a  biU 
to  restrain  the  action,  and  to  have  the  1,000/.  policy  delivered  up,  it  being  alleged  that» 
in  consequence  of  the  purchase  of  the  8,000/.  policy,  the  1,000/.  policy  became  invalid. 
A  demurrer  to  this  bill  was  held  not  to  be  sustaiaaUe.  The  India^  fft:*  Life  Assurance 
Co.  V.  Dolby,  vii.  850. 

17.  Speaking  demurrer.  The  demurrer  to  a  bill  for  specific  performance,  stating 
"  that  it  appears  by  the  bill  that  neither  the  agreement  which  is  alleged  by  the  bill  and 
of  which  the  bill  prays  the  specific  performance,  nor  any  memorandum  or  note  thereof, 
was  ever  signed  by  this  defendant,  nor  any  other  person  lawfully  authorized  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute,"  is  not  a  speaking  demurrer.  Wood  v.  Midgley,  xxviL 
206. 

18.  Impertinence — Allegation  of  solvency-^  Anstoer  setting  up  concealment  ofthefott 
of  insolvency.  Bill  by  the  cestui  que  trust  under  a  maniage  settlement  to  compel  die 
trustee  to  pay  money,  which  the  husband  had  covenanted  to  settle,  but  which  covenant 
the  trustee  had  neglected  to  enforce  previously  to  the  bankruptcy  of  die  husband,  some 
years  after  his  marriage.  The  bill  alleged  tibat  for  many  years  the  husband  was  ia 
prosperous  circumstances,  and  the  covenant  ought  then  to  have  been  enforced«  Tbe 
trustee,  by  his  answer,  stated  that  the  husband,  at  the  time  of  his  marriage,  was  in  veiy 
needy  and  embarrassed  circumstances,  and  continued  so  until  his  bankruptcy,  and  set 
forth  several  transactions,  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently  contrived  by  the  husband, 
and  that  he  had,  both  previously  and  subsequently  to  Ins  marriage,  resorted  to  fraud- 
ulent means  to  supply  his  wants  and  avert  discovery  of  his  true  position.  He/d,  thai 
where  the  bill  alleged  solvency,  it  was  not  irrelevant  for  the  defendant  to  introduce  a 
statement  of  fraudulent  practices  committed  from  time  to  time  to  conceal  the  fret  of 
insolvency.    Balguy  v.  Broadhurst,  i.  166. 

19.  Matter  ought  not,  at  the  commencement  of  a  suit,  to  be  treated  as  impeitiaent, 
which  may,  at  the  hearing,  be  found  relevant    Reeves  v.  Baker,  xvii.  509. 

20.  Scandal.  The  answer  of  a  defendant  contained  these  passages :  "  The  plaiatiff' 
is  desirous  of  annoying  and  harassing  the  defendant  to  extort  money  from  him."  "  Tho 
plaintiff  is  acting  under  the  advice  of  ignorant  but  cunning  persons,  who  are  in  ex- 
pectation of  extorting  money  from  the  defendant,  in  order  to  be  reliered  from  being 
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hanMBcd  by  the  vexatioaa  and  illegal  conduct  of  the  plaintiff."  The  plaintiff  took 
exceptions  to  these  passages  for  scandaL  The  exceptions  were  oTerruled.  Stanton  r, 
Ifo^mes,  iii.  171.      g 

21.  A  trustee  called  on  the  defendant  to  set  forth  whether,  for  the  reasons  in  the  bill 
stated,  or  some  other  and  what  reasons,  he  was  not  unable  to  execute  the  trusts,  **  or 
how  otherwise."  The  defendant,  in  his  ansiver,  imputed  to  the  plaintiff's  solicitor 
needless  delay  in  effecting  a  proposed  compromise,  his  inducement  being  to  faTor 
another  solicitor,  his  personal  friend.  Held^  that  the  statement  was  not  scandalous. 
Beeves  ▼•  Baker,  xm.  509.

1.  Sale  of  pledge  alleged  to  he  /rauduletU^^  Claim  of  pledgor  not  prejudiced  by  pay^ 
merd  in  full  to  pledgee,  A  defendant  in  an  action  on  bills  of  exchange,  to  secure  whieh 
he  had  made  a  depoat  of  nine  warrants,  with  power  to  the  phuntiff  to  sell  the  nine 
and  apply  the  proceeds  towards  the  payment  of  the  biUs,  churned  that  the  phuntiff  had 
made  a  firandttleBt  sale,  and  applied  for  a  stay  of  proceedings  on  payment  of  the  whole 
debt  and  costs,  bat  it  was  HM,  that  the  defendant  would  not  be  prejudiced,  in  any 
ero0B  datm  which  he  might  hare,  by  paying  the  less  smn  demanded  in  tiie  declaration^ 
and  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  bound  to  accept  more  than  was  actually  due.  Arnold 
T.  Goodered,  Tin.  332. 

2.  (}f  property  not  belonging  to  pledgor,  SembU,  that  where  property  is  pledged  to 
wldcli  the  i^edgor  has  no  title,  and  which  he  has  no  right  to  pledge,  the  pledgee  ia 
bound  to  retom  it  to  the  true  owner ;  his  undertaking,  in  the  absence  of  a  special  coin 
tract  to  the  contrary,  being  that  he  will  return  it  to  the  pledgor,  provided  it  turns  out 
not  to  be  the  property  of  another.     Cheeaman  v.  Exeell,  ir.  438. 

9.  Righi  of  factor  to  pledge  goods  intrusted  to  him  for  sale.  Notice  to  a  pledgee  of 
the  het  that  the  goods  pledged  were  consigned  to  the  pledgor  with  directions  to  sell 
simply,  will  not  vitiate  the  pledge ;  otherwise,  if  the  pledgee  had  notice  that  the  con* 
i^ee  was  prohibited  from  pledging.

8.  A  condition  annexed  to  an  appointment,  and  inconsistent  with  the  power,  is  void. 
Blackei  v.  iMmb,  x.  5. 

3.  Exdnguishment  by  deed.  By  a  marriage  setUement  property  was  conveyed  to 
trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife  for  life,  then  for  the  husband  for  life,  giving  him 
the  power  of  appointment  by  will ;  and,  in  default  of  such  appointment,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  children  of  the  marriage,  with  remainder  over.  By  a  subsequent  deed,  which 
veiled  ihat  there  were  no  children,  the  husband  and  wife  conveyed  to  trustees  for  sale, 
covenanting  to  levy  a  fine  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  the  interests  of  the  wifey 
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which  fine  and  rdeaso  were  to  extinguish  the  husband's  power  ci  appointment,  exc^ 
to  confirm  the  deed.  The  fine  was  levied,  but  subsequently,  contrary  to  expectatifln^ 
a  child  of  the  marriage  was  bom.  The  husband  confirmed  the  ^^ed  by  wilL  Tha 
child  refused  to  join  in  the  sale  of  the  estate.  Held,  that  the  power  of  appointment 
was  extinguished  by  the  deed,  except  to  confirm  the  same,  and  specific  performancB 
of  the  contract  for  sale  was  decreed.     WaimsUy  t.  Jowett,  xxiuu  353. 

IL  Revoeation  of  Powers ;  New  Appointment,  S^e. 

1.  Power  not  exhausted  by  a  revocable  act.  By  law,  a  power  which,  in  any  mode 
and  to  any  extent  whatever,  has  been  exercised  revocably,  and  the  revocable  a|)poinfr- 
ment  made  under  which  has  been  revoked,  without  being  operated  upon,  is  generally, 
if  not  universally,  of  the  same  force,  and  exercisable  in  the  same  manner,  as  if  the 
revoked  appointment  had  not  existed ;  and  a  power  cannot  be  necessarily  exhausted 
by  a  revocable  act,  although  exercising  otherwise  the  power  to  the  utmost,  more  diaa 
by  a  conditional  act,  or  by  an  act  of  merely  partial  execution — t.  €.  of  execution  in  no 
sense  and  in  no  posability  full  and  complete. .  Evans  v.  Saunders,  xxxL  366 ;  Montagu 
V.  Kater,  xx.  887. 

2.  Power  to  appoint  hy  deed  or  will — Distinct  powers — Revocation — New  appoint- 
menu  A  power  to  appoint  by  deed  or  will  does  not  constitute  two  separate  and  distinct 
powers,  but  is  a  single  power,  Tnth  a  restriction  on  its  exercise,  requiring  it  to  be  exer- 
cised by  one  or  other  of  those  two  instruments,  but  leaving  to  the  donee  the  option, 
within  the  limits  of  that  restriction,  to  choose  which  instrument  he  will  use  in  exercising 
the  power.    Evans  v.  Saunders,  xxxi.  866. 

3.  Where,  by  the  terms  of  the  reservation  of  powers  of  revocation  and  new  appoint* 
ment,  the  donee  vs  authorized  to  exercise  them,  at  his  option,  either  by  the  same  or  by 
different  deeds,  if  he  first  exercises  by  deed  the  power  of  revocation,  the  power  of 
new  appointment  continues  to  subsist  as  a  valid  operative  power,  capable  of  being  ex- 
ercised by  a  subsequent  deed ;  and  admitting  that  it  is  as  competent  to  the  donee  of 
such  powers,  exercising  only  the  power  of  revocation,  to  release,  extinguish,  or  destroy 
the  power  of  appointment  which  was  reserved  to  him,  yet  the  mere  exercise  of  the 
power  of  revocation  as  above  will  not  per  se  have  any  such  effect.    lb. 

4.  Revocation  by  wiU.  Personal  estate  (a  first  fund)  was  settied  upon  trust  fi>r  sseh 
children  and  in  such  shares  as  A  B  should  appoint  by  deed  or  will.  Personal  estate 
(a  second  fund)  was  bequeathed  upon  trust  for  such  children  and  issue  of  childreD, 
and  in  such^shares  as  A  B  should  appoint  by  deed  or  will.  By  a  deed-poll,  executed 
with  the  formalities  required  by  the  will,  A  B  appointed  one  fifth  of  the  seccmd  fiiad 
to  one  of  her  children,  and  declared  that,  in  case  she  should  not  otherwise  direct,  the 
remainder  of  that  fund  should  belong  to  her  other  three  children  and  the  children  of  a 
deceased  child,  and  then  she.  reserved  to  herself  a  power  of  revocation  and  new  appoint- 
ment A  B  made  her  will,  by  which  she  gave,  derised,  and  bequeathed,  and  by  virtne 
of  the  power  given  by  the  settlement,  *'  or  otherwise  howsoever  enabling  her,"  ap- 
pointed all  the  first  fund  or  funds  she  "  otherwise  had  power  to  appoint "  in  a  particular 
manner.  Held,  that  the  will  did  not  operate  as  a  revocation  and  new  appointment  of 
what  had  been  previously  appointed  by  deed.    Pomfret  v.  Perring,  xxxi.  2S9. 

5.  Revocation — New  appointment.  A,  tenant  for  life,  and  B,  tenant  in  tail,  of  estates, 
subject  to  prior  charges,  suffered  a  recovery,  and  by  a  deed  of  1793,  resettled  the 
estates  in  strict  setUement,  and  power  was  given  to  A  to  charge  the  estates  with  3,00(ML, 
and  to  B  to  charge  the  estates  with  6,000i.  respectively,  for  their  own  benefit.  Ue 
deed  contained  a  joint  power  to  A  and  B,  of  revocation  and  new  appointment  A  and 
B  by  deed  revoked  "  aU  the  uses,  trusts,  limitations,  intents,  and  purposes  "  by  the  deed 
^f  1793  limited;  and  declared  that  the  estates,  "subject  to  the  several  charges  and 
incumbrances  created,"  should  enure  to  the  new  uses.  Held,  that  the  power  to  charge 
the  3,000/.  and  6,000/.  was  not  thereby  revoked.    Evans  v.  Evans,  xix.  533. 
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6.  LesHt  noi  Habie  to  conirihute  to  charges  on  estate*  A.  and  B.,  under  the  power 
of  leasing,  demiaed  part  of  the  settled  estates  to  S.,  tbe  wife  of  B.,  by  way  of  jointure. 
Bddy  that  S.»  in  respect  to  her  life  interest,  was  not  Hable  to  contribute  to  the  charges 
on  the  estates.    Ih. 

7.  New  patceTi  renervoHon  of^  by  deed  of  appointee.  Where  a  person  has  a  general 
power  of  appointment  by  deed,  whether  it  is  a  primary  power,  (t.  e.  a  power  preceding 
the  uses  declared  in  default  of  appmntment,)  or  be  a  power  of  appcnntment  connected 
with  a  power  of  reTocadoo,  and  following  the  uses  declared  by  the  instrument  creating 
the  power,  and  exercises  that  power  of  appointment,  and  by  the  deed  exercinng  that 
power  reserves  to  himself  a  new  power  of  appointment,  whether  such  new  power  be 
reserved  as  a  primary  power  or  as  connected  with  a  power  of  revocation,  such  power 
so  reserved  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  new  power,  newly  created  by  him,  and  is 
not  the  old  power,  which  he  has  exercised ;  and  it  is  equally  a  new  power,  whatever 
the  kind  or  degree  of  restriction  which  he  has  thought  fit  to  impose  on  its  exercise — 
L  e.  whether  such  restriction  be  precisely  the  same  in  kind  and  degree  as  that  imposed 
on  the  old  power  or  be  greater  or  less  in  kind  or  degree.  Evans  v.  Saunders,  xxxi. 
366. 

8.  General  power  of  appointment.  A  general  power  of  appointment  over  the  fee 
win  not  be  exhausted  by  an  appointment  to  uses  exhausting  the  fee,  but  reserving  a 
power  or  revocation.  Where  a  general  power  of  appointment  by  deed  or  will  has 
been  exercised  by  an  appointment  by  deed,  reserving  a  power  of  revocation  and 
appointment  to  new  uses  to  be  exercis^  by  deed  only,  the  creation  of  this  last  power 
to  appoint  by  deed  only  cannot,  without  clear  evidence  of  intention,  be  taken  as  oper- 
ating to  destroy  the  original  power  to  appoint  by  deed  or  will ;  and,  semble,  that  if  it 
is  to  be  taken  as  at  all  affecting  such  original  power,  it  is  to  be  considered  merely  as 
in  sobstitntion  of  that  branch  of  the  original  power  which  it  purports  to  replace, 
namely,  the  power  to  appoint  by  deed.  SewUe,  that  two  general  powers  <^  appoint- 
ment in  fee  can  exist  in  the  same  person  at  the  same  time.    lb. 

m.  Execution  of  Powers. 

1.  Execution  by  will.  The  testator,  a  tenant  for  life  of  real  estate,  with  remainder 
to  soeh  of  his  children  as  he  might  by  deed  or  will  appoint,  made  an  appointment  to 
tnutees  upon  trust  for  A,  his  son,  his  heirs,  &c.,  and  to  be  conveyed  to  him  when  he 
shonld  attain  the  age  of  twenty-three ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  A  before  he  diould 
attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  to  the  use  of  the  testator's  other  sons  in  tail,  with 
remainder  over.  The  testator  then  ordered  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  residue 
of  the  estate  should  accumulate  for  the  aforesaid  purposes.  Held,  that  the  power  of 
appointment  was  duly  exercised.    Peard  v.  Kekewich,  xi.  120. 

2.  A  testatrix,  having  a  life  estate  in  sums  of  stock,  with  a  power  of  appmntment 
by  deed  or  will,  if  by  will,  to  be  by  her  signed  and  published  in  the  presence  of  two 
or  more  witnesses,  by  her  will,  which  was  unattested,  and  did  not  refer  to  the  power, 
gave  several  sums  to  charities,  &c.  She  had  neither  at  the  date  of  her  will  nor  at  her 
death  any  sums  of  stock  of  her  own  upon  which  the  will  could  operate.  Held,  affinn- 
ing  the  decision  of  Wigram,  Y.  C,  first,  that  the  testatrix  intended  by  this  will  to 
execute  her  powers  of  appointment ;  and  that,  these  being  specific  gifts,  the  state  of 
the  testatrix's  property  at  the  date  of  the  will  and  at  her  death  might  be  looked  at 
Secondly,  that,  notwithstanding  that  the  power  required  the  will  to  be  signed  and 
publish^  in  the  presence  of  two  or  more  witnesses,  the  will  was  a  good  execution  of 
the  power  in  fkvor  of  charities.    Innes  v.  Sayer,  viii.  157. 

S,  WiU-^Power—27th  section  of  the  Wills  Act.  A  testator  bequeathed  certun 
property  to  A,  for  Kie,  with  remainder  to  such  persons  as  A  should,  by  any  deed  or 
deeds,  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing,  to  be  by  her  signed,  sealed  and  delivered 
VI  the  presence  of,  and  attested  by  two  or  more  witnesses,  appoint    A  made  a  will. 
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dated  after  the  openitkm  of  the  Wilis  Act  Htld^  tluit  the  wSi  mas  an  execotiott  of 
the  power  independently  of  the  Wills  Act     Turner  y.,  Turner i  xiiL  204. 

A*  Appointment  Jlr$t  by  deed  afterwards  revoked,  and  eecondt^  hf  wiU.  A  hamg» 
under  a  settlement,  a  general  power  of  appointment  either  by  deed  or  will,  appoinled 
by  several  sticcessive  deeds,  in  each  deed  revoking  former  appotntments,  and  resernag 
powers  of  revocation  and  new  appointment  by  deed  only.  By  a  deed  p<^  she  after- 
wards revoked  the  last  deed  of  appointment  By  her  mil  die  made  a  devise,  por- 
poiting  to  be  in  exerdae  of  her  original  power  of  appcnntment  HM,  that  after  the 
execution  of  ^  first  deed  of  appointment  the  original  power  waa  gone,  and  dierelbre 
that  the  will,  of  A  waa  inoperative*    Evans  v.  Saunders,  xvii.  314. 

5.  Dealing  with  specific  property  by  wilL  When  it  is  dear  that  a  testator  is  dealing 
with  any  specific  property  in  his  will,  whether  the  prc^ierty  over  which  he  has  a  power 
be  real  or  personal,  the  will  must  be  taken  as  a  valid  execntkm  of  the  power.  Lake 
V.  Carrie,  xiii.  485. 

6.  Residue  of  funds.  By  a  marriage  settlement  power  was  given  to  the  wife  to  dis- 
pose by  will  immediately  of  a  part  of  certain  funds ;  and,  after  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band, of  the  residue  of  the  funds.  By  her  will  she  disposed  of  certain  soma  and  then 
gave  and  bequeathed  all  the  rest,  readue,  &c.,  of  her  personal  estate  to  certain  per- 
sons. She  died  in  the  lifetime  of  her  husband.  Held,  tliat  tiie  will  operated  as  an 
execution  of  her  power  as  to  the  residue  of  the  funds.    Harvey  v,  Stracey,  xiii.  13. 

7.  Estates  were  settled  to  such  uses  as  S.  S.  should  appoint  by  deed  sealed  and  de- 
livered, or  by  will  signed  and  publiahed,  &o.  6.  8.  exercised  the  power  by  her  will, 
of  which  the  atteslation^clause  was :  ^  Signed  and  sealed  in  the  presence  of/'  &c.  No 
attestation  was  contained  of  the  publication.  Heldf  that  the  power  was  well  exer- 
cised.    Vincent  v.  The  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  iiL  198. 

8.  By  settlement  of  part  of  the  property  by  a  widow  on  one  of  her  own  issue*  A.  JL, 
by  will,  gave  all  his  realty  and  personalty  to  his  wife  O.,  to  bring  up  his  children,  and 

'  when  they  came  of  age,  "  to  setde  "  on  them  what  she  should  deem  ^  prodenfe,"  re- 
serving to  herself  maintenance.  If  she  married  again,  T.  P.  was  to  become  trustee 
for  the  children  of  the  testator.  At  his  wife's  death  what  property  remained  was  to 
be  equally  divided  among  the  children  of  the  testator  then  living.  The  wife  and  five 
children  survived  the  testator;  two  children  afterwards  died  under  twenty-one.  Hie 
widow  settled  part  <^  the  property  on  one  of  the  children  and  her  issue.  Held,  that 
this  waa  a  bad  execution  of  the  power,  so  far  as  it  gave  any  interest  to  grandchildren. 
Kennerley  v.  Kennerley,  xiL  343. 

9.  Defective  execution  of,  which  will  not  be  aided  in  equity.  Landa  were  settled  tD 
such  uses  as  A  and  B  should,  by  a  joint  deed,  executed  in  the  presence  of  witnesses, 
appoint ;  and,  in  default  of  appointment,  to  use  in  strict  settlement,  A  and  B  being 
the  first  tenants  for  life  in  succession.  In  1845,  the  S.  W.  Railway  Company,  con- 
tracted with  A  and  B  for  the  sale  of  land,  but  the  price  waa  not  fixed.  In  1846,  the 
company  advanced  part  of  the  conflderation  money  to  them  on  their  joint  receipt,  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  the  money  was  <*  in  respect  of  the  lands,  part  of  oar  estates, 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  S.  W.  Railway  Company."  B^ore  any  fonnal  ex- 
ercise of  their  joint  power  by  A  and  B,  A  died*  Afterwwds,  other  parts  of  the  setded 
lands  were  contracted  to  be  sold  to  the  company.  Held,  that  thia  was  not  soeh  a  ooH" 
tract  as  could  be  enforced  against  B ;  and  that  the  receipt  was  not  such  a  defective 
execution  of  the  power  as  would  be  aided  in  equity.    Morgan  v.  MUman,  xui.  312. 

10.  B.,  the  obligee  of  a  bond  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money,  assigned  the 
same,  on  her  marriage,  to  C,  by  way  of  settlement,  for  her  own  separate  use  for  life, 
then  for  her  children,  &c.  Years  afber,  B.'s  husband,  being  indebted  to  his  banken, 
induced  her  to  sign  an  unsealed  and  unattested  paper,  of  whose  contents  she  was 
ignorant,  guaranteeing  the  repayment  of  advances  made  to  him  and  promlmng  to  da- 
pont  the  bond  as  security,  which  was  afterwards  done.  By  the  deed  of  setdemeat  to 
C.  it  was  provided  that  the  bond  waa  to  be  held  in  trust  for  B.,  &C)  and  for  any  penon 
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to  whoBo,  she  miffht  Mngn  it,  or  appoint  by  a  sealed  instmmeiit,  attested  by  two  wit- 
nesses. Heldf  that  the  p^>er  signed  by  her  in  favor  of  the  bankers  was  not  such  a 
defectrre  execntion  of  her  power  as  equity  would  aid,  but  that  her  life  estate  was 
bound.     ThaclaoeU  t.  Gardiner,  ziL  286. 

11.  Fraudulent  exerciee  of  power.  Where  a  &ther,  having  (he  power  of  appoint- 
ment to  sevend  children,  makes  a  corropt  bargain  in  &vor  of  one  of  them,  and  then 
appoints  the  remainder  to  the  others,  the  last  appointment  is^valid,  even  if  it  wore 
sonewhat  inflnenced  by  the  cormpt  bargain  first  made.    Rowley  v.  Rowley,  zxiii.  302. 

12.  Married  woman*$  power  to  dispose  of  settled  property*  A  power  enabling  a 
married  woman  to  dispose  of  settled  property  in  the  event  of  her  dying  in  the  life* 
time  of  her  husband,  is  satisfied  by  her  surviving  him,  and  becoming  absolutely  en- 
titled to  the  property ;  and  a  will  executed  by  her  during  their  joint  lives  was  held  to 
be  inoperative  as  an  appointment     Trimmell  ▼•  Fell,  xix.  606. 

lY.  Miscellaneous  Oases. 

1.  Power  of  Sale — Settlement  A,  the  protector  of  a  settlement  containing  a  power 
of  sale  by  the  trustees  with  her  consent,  does  not,  by  becoming  an  executing  party  to 
a  disentailing  deed,  in  which  her  life-interest  is  expressly  reserved,  deprive  herself  of 
her  right  to  consent  to  a  sale  of  the  estates  comprised  in  such  settlement  Mil  v. 
Priickard,  xxni.  549. 

2.  Perpetual  power,  A  power  to  be  exercised  solely  by  virtue  of  a  contract  be- 
tween the  parties  to  a  settlement,  and  which  provides  that  a  debt  upon  an  estate  shall 
be  liquidated  in  a  particular  manner,  is  not  within  die  doctrine  of  perpetuity,  to 
whatever  extent  of  tame  the  operation  of  that  contract  extends.  In  this  case  the 
power  could  have  been  barred  by  the  tenant  in  tail  on  his  attaining  the  age  of  twenty- 
one*    Briggs  v.  The  Earl  of  Oxford,  xi  265.

1.  The  lords  allowed  the  opinion  of  a  learned  jndge  who  had  been  present  at  the 
hearing  of  the  cause,  but  who  was  nnable  to  attend  when  the  Judge's  opinion^  were 
delivered,  to  be  read  by  one  of  his  brethren,  bnt  it  was  exprrasly  declared  diat  this 
could  not  be  done  as  a  matter  of  coorse.    Stephenson  t.  Higffinson^  xTiii.  50. 

2.  The  House  of  Lords,  in  disposing  of  a  case  where  there  were  to  be  calcuhitioBS 
of  payments  on  oi^e  side  and  of  interest  on  the  other,  hud  down  certain  principles, 
and  desired  the  parties  on  both  sides  to  furnish  an  agreed  statement  of  &cts  as  to  the 
sums  to  which  these  principles  were  to  be  applied.  The  House 'required  thb  state- 
ment of  sums  to  be  delivered  in  before  the  minutes  of  the  order  of  the  House  were 
given  to  the  parties,  and  refused  to  hear  counsel  on  the  subject  of  this  statement  and 
of  the  minutes.    Birch  v.  Joy^  xviii.  16. 

8.  An  application  to  advance  an  appeal  for  hearing  must  be  made  to  the  appeal 
committee,  and  not  to  the  House.    lb, 

4.  When  the  question  is  one  of  fact  only,  and  has  been  tried  by  a  jury  in  the  court 
below,  the  Privy  Council  will  not  reverse  a  judgment  upon  such  finding,  unless  they 
are  satisfied  that  the  judgment  is  clearly  wrong.    Moore  v.  Clucas^  xxiv.  70. 

II.  Jk  Admiralty^ 

1.  ExammaHon  of  wUnesses  in  court.  Where  it  is  intended  to  examine  witnesses 
in  court,  application  for  a  summons  for  all  the  witnesses  ought  to  be  made  ^before  any 
one  of  them  is  produced  and  examined.     The  Restdtatet,  xxii.  620. 

2.  Cause  of  damage — Act  on  petition — Libel  refused.  An  action  in  a  cause  of  damage 
was  entered  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  one  ship  against  another ;  an  appearance  was 
given  for  the  latter,  and  other  steps  taken  as  if  the  suit  were  to  be  by  act  on  petition. 
Defendant's  proctor  accordingly  prepared  his  act  from  statements  of  the  crew,  who 
then  left  the  country.  Defendant's  proctor  then  prayed  a  libel,  which  was  refused. 
The  Boldur,  xx.  627, 

3.  Objections  to  report  of  registrar  and  merchants.  In  considering  objections  to 
the  report  of  the  registrar  and  merchants,  in  a  cause  of  damage,  the  ooort  fonns  its 
opinion  upon  the  whole  of  the  evidence,  whether  kud  befbore  the  registrar  and  mer- 
chants, or  brought  in  subsequently ;  and  will,  although  inclined  to  oonfinn  the  report, 
especially  in  matters  within  the  practical  knowledge  of  the  merchants,  <fireet  the 
report  to  be  reformed.     The  Alfred^  n.  541. 

4.  The  evidence  on  objections  to  the  report  of  the  registrar  and  nerehants  bdng 
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UDflada&ctoTj,  the  court  offered  to  the  objectmg  party  to  refer  the  accoanta  back  to 
the  registrar,  and  a  merchant  and  snrreyor  of  abij^ing  to  be  chosen  hy  the  court ; 
expressing  its  intendon  to  overrule  the  objections  iif  this  course  was  not  asBented  to. 
The  Sir  George  Seymour^  xziL  618« 

5.  Attendance  of  Trinity  masten.  Application  was  made  to  the  court  for  the 
attendance  oi  Trinity  masters  upon  the  admisubility  of  a  plea,  the  allegations  therein 
being  charged  to  be,  as  matter  of  fhct  and  of  nautical  experience,  impossible.  Appli- 
cation refused.     The  Vargas^  It.  599. 

m.  7»  Comitlofy  Cmirt  and  Prerogative  Court. 

1.  Where  parishioners  are  cited  to  show  cause  against  the  fiioulty,  the  proper  mode 
of  proceeding  in  their  behalf  is  by  act  on  petiticm.  Knapp  y.  The.Parishioners  of  Si, 
Mary^  t.  562. 

2.  Faculty  to  exhume  a  corpse,  with  a  view  to  its  identity,  decreed.  In  re  Pope,  t. 
585. 

3.  Where  the  crown  has  an  interest,  and  the  queen's  proctor,  on  notice  being  given 
to  him,  neither  consents  to  nor  opposes  the  grant  prayed,  he  must  be  served  with  a 
decree.    In  the  goods  of  HamUton,  t.  561.

1.  It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  the  plaintiff's  affidavit,  in  support  of  the  appH* 
cadon  to  the  judge  to  hold  the  defendant  to  bail  in  an  action  for  criminal  conversation, 
should  have  averred  that  the  plaintiff  had  sustained  dwnages  to  the  amount  of  201., 
if  the  court,  on  the  modan  to  rescind  the  order,  can  see  that  the  judge  was  justified 
in  holding  that  the  affidavit  showed  sufficiently  that  the  j^ntiff  had  suitained  damage 
to  that  amount.

2.  On  a  motion  to  rescind  a  judge's  order  to  hold  a  defendant  to  bail  in  an  action, 
the  court  will  not  receive  affidavits  of  collateral  lacts  not  sulmntted  to  die  nodce  of 
the  Judge.    lb.

1.  Notice  of  appeatr—Bond  to  pay  costs.  The  defendant,  against  whom  judgment 
had  been  recover^  in  a  coonty  court,  gave  the  plaintiff  nodce  of  appeal,  and  entered 
into  a  bond  with  a  soiety  eondidoned  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal,  whatever  the 
eveai  might  be,  and  the  amount  of  the  judgment  in  case  die  aj^ieal  were  dismissed.

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2.  Removed  of  plaint  in  replevin — Bond — Costs,  Hie  statute  proTidea  iliat  tlie 
bond  for  the  removal  of  a  plaint  in  replevin  from  a  coonty  court  to  a  superior  eonrt 
Bball  be  given  to  parties  in  the  suit,  but  if  the  judge  takes  the  bond  himself  as  oUigee, 
the  bond  is,  nevertheless,  good.  Seoondly,  though  the  suit  is  improperly  ramoved  into 
the  superior  court,  the  proceedings  after  removal  are  valid,  and  the  fall  amount  of 
costs  may  be  recovered  by  the  judge  as  plaintiff  on  the  bond.  SUmsfeld  t.  SeBawdl^

5.  Reduction  of  claim  to  give  jurisdiction — Costs-  The  abandonment  of  the  exceis 
above  50/.  of  a  claim  in  a  county  court,  in  order  to  give  the  court  jurisdiction,  must 
be  the  act  of  the  plaintiff  himself,  or  of  some  person  authorized  by  him,  and  not  the 
act  of  the  judge.

12,  directs  that  warrants  of  commit- 
ment shall  bear  date  on  the  day  in  which  the  order  for  commitment  was  made,  and

5,  which  pre- 
scribes that  if  a  justice  shall  refbse  to  do  any  act  relating  to  his  office,  he  may  be 
directed  by  rule  of  court  to  do  it,  does  not  authorize'  the  court  to  order  justices  to 
draw  up  one  joint  conviction  instead  of  two  separate  convictions  against  each  of  two 
persons  agsunst  whom  a  joint  information  has  been  lud,  and  heard  and  determined) 
before  the  justices.

4.  Joint  plea  and  appearance.  Where  prisoners  had  joined  in  their  plea  at  the 
trial,  and  were  represented  by  counsel  appearing  for  them  jointly,  and  not  separately, 
it  was  held,  that  according  to  the  practice  of  the  court  of  criminal  appeal,  they  are 
not  entitled  to  appear  by  separate  counsel  at  the  hearing  of  the  appeal.

9.  Leave  to  demur.  An  indictment  against  the  inhabitants  of  a  township  for  non- 
repair of  a  highway  contained  no  aUegation  that  the  defendants  had  ever  repaired 
the  road.  The  court  granted  leave  to  the  defendants  to  demur,  with  liberty  to  pletd 
over  in  case  judgment  were  given  against  them  on  the  demurrer.

2.  Affidavit  ofdebL  Where  a  creditor  files  an  affidavit  of  debt,  under  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Consolidation  Act,  12  &  13  Yict  c.  106,  s.  78,  he  is  bound  to  notice  and  deduct 
any  sum  due  to  the  debtor  arising  out  of  the  same  transaction  as  that  out  of  wUefa 
his  own  debt  arises,  and  to  claim  for  the  difference  only ;  and  if  he  omits  to  do  eo, 
he  will  be  held  not  to  have  had  reasonable  or  probable  cause  for  making  the  affidavit 
in  the  amount  at  winch  it  was  made.

who  has  proved  his  debt,  or  his  attorney,  may  be  refused,  until  the  i^plicant  diado&ts 
the  use  he  intends  to  make  of  the  evidence  to  be  obtained  by  such  inspection.  And 
whore  the  object  is  to  dispute  the  adjudication,  the  application  may  be  refused

6.  Verdicts  agcdast  assignees.  A  party  having  got  verdicts  against  the  aastgnees  in 
respect  of  some  property  in  the  possessbn  of  the  bankrupt  at  the  time  of  his  bank* 
rnptey,  was  about  to  issue  execution  against  the  official  assignee,  in  re^)ect  of  the 
costs  of  the  actions.

9.  Holding  hill  till  costs  in  bankruptcy  obtained.  The  holder  of  a  dishonored  bill  of 
exchange  brought  an  action  against  the  acceptor,  and  simultaneously  with  it  instituted 
proceedings  against  him  in  bankruptcy.  The  action  having  been  stayed  on  payment 
of  the  debt  and  costs,  the  plaintiff  claimed  to  hold  the  Inll  until  he  should  have  ob- 
tained  the  amount  of  his  costs  in  bankniptcy.

12.  A  commissioner  may  attend  to  circomstanoes  of  equitable  invalidity  upon  an 
applicniion  to  retain  or  not  retain  an  adjudication.    Ex  parte  Johnstone,  v.  284. 

VIII.  Administration^  S^c. 

1.  Inquiries  as  to  secret  trusts  connected  with  Roman  Catholic  religion.  Inquiries 
whether  legacies  given  by  a  will  were  held  upon  any  secret  trusts  connected  with  the 
Boman  Catholic  religion,  cannot  be  directed  upon  a  claim  filed  for  administration.  If 
more  than  the  common  administration  decree  is  wanted,  a  bill  must  be  filed  for  the 
purpose.

2.  Two  suits — Stay  of  proceedings.  Where  there  are  two  suits  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  same  estate  filed  in  different  branches  of  the  court,  and  a  decree  has  been 
obtained  in  one  suit,  in  order  to  stay  proceedings  in  the  other  suit,  application  should 
be  made  in  the  suit  in  which  the  decree  has  been  obtained.    Ladbroke  v.  BUaden,  xiii. 

871. 

8.  Proceeding  in  absence  of  representative  of  deceased  defendant.  After  order  in 
an  administration  claim,  dated  April,  1852,  one  of  the  executors,  defendants,  who 
waa  ako  residuary  legatee,  died  insolvent,  never  having  proved  nor  possessed  assets. 
His  widow  refused  to  take  out  administration,  and  his  children  could  not  be  found. 
An  order  was  made,  under  section  44,  on  application  ex  parte,  that  the  suit  should 
proceed  without  making  the  representative  of  the  deceased  executor  a  party,  and  that 
the  inquiries  before  the  Master  should  proceed  as  though  such  representative  had  been 
served  with  a  writ  of  smnmons.

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4.  SuppUmenUd  bill  to  bring  in  absent  party.  After  decree  for  tbe  commoB  «d- 
ininistnidon  accoants,  the  conduct  of  the  suit  was  taken  from  the  plaintiflr  and  g^vea 
to  a  defendant ;  and  the  Master  afterwards  declared  that  the  accounts  eoold  mot  he 
usefully  prosecuted,  the  record  having  been  defective  from  the  beginning,  by  reason 
of  the  absence  of  a  party  materially  interested  in  the  result  of  the  accoontB.  To 
remedy  this  defect,  the  defendant  to  whom  the  conduct  of  the  decree  was  intrasted, 
without  notice  to  the  plaintiff,  filed  a  bill  in  the  nature  of  a  supplemental  bill,  brii^^ 
the  absent  party  before  the  court  The  court  dismissed,  with  costs,  a  motion  by  the 
plaintiff  in  the  original  suit  to  remove  the  supplemental  bill  from  the  file,  for  imgo* 
larity.

5.  IVhere  an  illegitimate  person  interested  in  the  subject  of  tlie  suit  dies  intestate, 
it  is  not  sufficient  that  the  attomey^neral  is  made  a  party  to  the  suit  in  re^Mct  of 
his  interest,  but  administration  must  be  taken  out    Lews  v.  Zewts,  z.

9.  Leave  given  that  a  creditor,  so  found  by  the  Master,  not  a  party  to  the  suit  ht 
administration,  might  serve  notice  of  motion  for  an  order  to  revive,  under  sect  5& 
Lowes  V.  Lowes,  ziii.  488. 

10.  Administration  claim  by  an  executor  who  had  not  possessed  any  assets.  Order 
made  in  prescribed  foim,  without  variation  on  that  account  Holme  v.  Hchte,  viL 
261. 

11.  In  an  administration  suit,  an  inquiry  as  to  the  propriety  of  maintenance  to  an 
infant  may  be  directed  by  the  decree  at  the  hearing.     Cross  v.  Beavan^  v.  129. 

IX.  Appearance,  Attachment  for  Want  of;  Distringas  to  compel,  S^e, 

1.  Non-appearance  of  defendant — Final  judgment  signed-^Leave  to  come  m  tmd 
defend  on  terms.  The  plaintiff  sued  the  defendant  upon  a  judgment  recovered 
agiunst  him  in  a  county  court  The  writ  was  specially  indorsed.  A  capias  was  ob- 
tained under  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  s.  8,  and  the  defendant  arrested ;  but  he  did  not  ap- 
pear to  the  action,  and  final  judgment  was  signed.  Subsequently,  the  court  of  queen's 
bench  decided  that  no  action  would  lie  upon  a  county  court  judgment,  and  therei^Km 
a  motion  was  made  for  the  defendant  to  be  allowed  to  come  in  and  defend  the  action, 
and  that  he  might  be  discharged  from  custody.  The  court  refused  the  applicataoB, 
except  upon  the  terms  of  the  debt  and  costs  being  paid  into  court  Attstim  v.  HSlSt 
XX.  496. 

2.  Appearance  for  infant  defendant,  setting  aside.  Where  an  appearance  see,  tioL 
was  entered  for  an  infant  defendant,  the  court,  on  application  made  more  than  four 
days  after  service  of  the  notice  of  declaration,  set  aside  the  appearance  and  aQ  iri>- 
sequent  prooeedingB  without  costs,  the  defendant  undertaking  to  appear  reguholj  \ff 
guardian  within  four  days.    Leech  v.  Clabbum,  vL  581. 

8.  Appearance  for  eisconding  defendant,  A  motion  to  enter  an  appearance  fa 
an  absconding  defendant  is  within  the  terms  of  the  81st  order  of  May,  1845,  and  vitt 
be  granted  although  the  defendant  is  absconding  on  account  of  a  criminal  proceedi^ 
against  him.    MUn  v.  Loder,  iv.  24. 

4.  No  calls  or  appomtmenta.  The  defendant  had  no  known  residence,  and  eodd 
not  be  found,  but  he  called  occasionally  at  his  solicitors'  for  letten  and  answered  laeh 
letters,  postmg  them  in  London.    The  plaintiff's  solidtor  wrote  to  the  defendant,  en* 
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a  oop7  of  the  writ  of  summons,  directed  to  the  defbmlant  at  his  solidtors',  and 
a  correspondence  afterwards  passed  between  the  plaintiff's  attorney  and  the  defendant 
respecting  a  compromise  of  the  plaintiff's  claim.  The  court  granted  a  distringas  to 
compel  an  appearance,  though  there  had  not  been  the  usual  calls  and  appointments. 
Gcrrinffe  ▼.  Terr«we$t,  rv»  187. 

5.  N(»nrappearance  of  executor  plaintiff-^Bankruptey*  Plaintiff,  an  executor,  did 
not  appear  at  the  hearing ;  and  upon  proof  of  service  of  the  subpoena  to  hear  judg- 
ment, the  bin  was  dismissed  with  costs.  An  application  to  restore  the  cause  to  the 
paper,  on  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  had,  seven  months  previoosly,  become  bankrupt, 
and  believed  that  his  rights  passed  to  the  assignees,  which  was  not  the  &ct,  refused 
with  costs.    Frosi  v.  HiUon^  xzL  641. 

6.  Leave  given  to  enter  an  appearance  for  the  assignees  of  a  defendant  who  had 
become  bankrupt,  the  assignees  having  been  served  with  an  order,  under  the  52d 
section  of  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86,  and  not  having  appeared  thereta  Crass  v.  Thomas^ 
xvii.  308. 

7.  Entering  an  ^pearanc^  for  a  defendant  out  of  the  jurisdiction,  against  whom 
an  order  had  been  made  fi)r  substituted  service  of  an  order  to  revive.  Foster  v. 
MenzieSf  xix.  668. 

8.  A  warrant  of  commitment,  under  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  96,  s.  105,  for  non-appeap* 
ance  on  a  judgment  summons,  issued  six  months  afler  the  order  of  commitment,  is 
regular.     O'iVet//,  ex  parte^  ii.  880. 

9.  The  court  refused  to  set  aside  a  distringas  on  affidavits  cqptradicting  the  original 
affidavit,  which  was  sufficient,  if  true,  on  which  the  distringas  was  obtained.  Whitaker 
V.  Crocker,  iii.  607.  ^ 

10.  Where  a  defendant,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  frequently  coming  to  Engknd, 
had  been  duly  served  with  the  bill  out  of  the  jurisdiction,  the  court  refused  to  issue 
an  attachment  for  want  of  appearance.    Hackwood  v.  Lockerby,  xxxi.  631. 

11.  On  a  motion  to  compel  the  appearance  of  the  defendant  upon  an  affidavit 
sworn  to  four  A»ys  previous,  the  court  ac^udged  the  affidavit  too  old,  and  refused  to 
grant  a  distringas.    Drinkwater  v.  MtUs,  xxii.  452. 

12.  Revivor.  The  order  to  revive  being  obtained  under  the  Chancery  Improve- 
ment Act,  and  served  upon  the  defendant,  the  suit  stands  revived  without  any  ap- 
pearance by  the  defendant.     Ward  v.  Cartwrightf  xxL  109. 

18.  Under  an  order  an  appearance  was  allowed  to  be  entered  for  a  defendant  to  a 
bill  of  revivor,  long  after  service  of  the  subpcena.    Norton  v.  Fisky  viL  292. 

X.  Absent  Party, 

1.  Defendant  out  of  jurisdiction — Judge's  order  allowing  plaintiff  to  proceed — Aj^ 
pUeation  to  set  aside.  A  writ  of  summons  was  issued  in  the  common  form  for  a 
defendant  resident  or  supposed  to  reside  within  the  jurisdiction,  and  a  judge's  order 
was  obtained  under  the  17th  section  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  to 
enable  the  phiintiff  to  proceed  as  if  personal  service  had  been  effected.  On  applica- 
tion to  set  aside  the  judge's  order,  upon  an  affidavit  that  the  defendant  was  residing 
out  of  the  jurisdiction  at  the  time  the  writ  issued,  and  down  to  the  time  of  swearing 
the  affidavit,  it  was  held,  that  the  application  was  rightly  made  to  set  aside  the  order,  and 
not  the  writ  itself;  and  as  the  fact  was  that  the  defendant  was  not  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion, the  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  writ  must  be  set  aside.  Hesketh  v.  Flem- 
nung^  xxx.  259.        * 

2.  Infant  defendant  out  of  jurisdiction.  An  in&nt  defendant  was  out  of  the  juxisdio- 
tion  until  after  a  decree  in  the  cause,  directing  a  reference  to  the  Master  to  take  ao- 
connts,  which  was  proceeding  when  he  came  within  the  jurisdiction.  The  proper 
course  is  for  the  in£int,  on  motion,  to  obtain  an  order  appointing  a  guardian ;  and  by 
a  separate  order,  to  obtain  a  reference  to  the  Master  to  inquire  whether  it  is  for  the

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m&nfs  benefit  to  adopt  the  proeeediogs ;  and,  if  so,  then  tbat  the  io&Bt  adopt  iibem, 
and  attend  the  future  proceedings.     CopUy  v.  Smiiluany  adx.  306. 

3.  Bill  for  faredomre,  A  bill  of  foreelosure  was  filed  by  a  ftubHSior^g^^e;  the 
nwrtgagee  had  died  and  his  representative  was  not  known.  Meld^  that  the  court  oodd 
not,  under  the  44th  section  of  the  Chancery  Amendment  Act,  direct  the  suit  ta  pro- 
ceed in  the  absence  of  a  representative  of  the  mortgagee,  agamsl  whose  estate  a 
decree  was  asked.    Bruiion  t.  Birch^  ziz.  583. 

4.  The  44th  section  of  the  Chancery  Amendment  Act  gives  the  oonrt  adiacietiatt* 
ary  power  of  proceeding  with  a  suit  in  the  absence  of  the  penonal  representative  of 
a  deceased  defendant,  whose  interests  were  identical  with  those  of  the  plainttfT.  Coat 
V.  Taylor,  xix.  682. 

5.  Where  an  order  has  been  made  on  motioa  and  affidavit  ef  service  in  the  absence 
of  parties,  the  court  will,  on  |»t>per  applicatioQ,  |^ve  the  absent  party  laave  to  BNBve 
to  discharge  the  order.    Mapp  v.  Elcock^  xix.  505. 

6.  Plaintiff  allowed  to  enter  an  appearance  for  a  defendant  out  of  the  jorisdictioa 
against  whom  an  order  had  been  made  for  substituted  service  of  an  ordttr  to  revive. 
Foster  v.  MemieSf  xiz.  653. 

XI.  Notice  of  Action^  of  7W«?,  ^e, 

1.  Notice  of  action,  when  not  necessary — County  court  plaint — ParticuUtrs  ofde^ 
mand.  The  plaintiff's  particulars  of  demand  in  a  phunt  in  a  county  court  were :  fir^ 
for  unlawfully  entering  the  plaintiff's  premises,  and  selling  cattle  under  color  of  a 
distress  ;^second,  for  unlawfully  selling  three  other  cattle  not  distrained ;  thirds  for  not 
having  the  cattle  so  sold,  appraised  before  selling  them ;  fourth",  for  continuing  on  the 
plaintiff's  premises,  and  proceeding  to  sell  the  plaintiff's  cattle,  after  an  abondonmeai 
of  the  distress.  The  notice  of  action  stated  tlmt  the  plaintiff  would  l»ing  his  plaint 
against  the  defendant  for  having,  on  the  11th  of  Mareh^  entered  his  premises,  and 
seized  three  heifers  there,  sjkd  for  having  continued  there  several  da/^,  and  abo  fat 
that  defendants,  against  the  plaintiff's  will,  on  the  1 7th  of  March,  did  seize,  sell,  and 
remove  from  the  plaintiff's  premises,  three  heifers  belonging  to  him.  Held,  that  the 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  go  into  evidence  in  support  of  the  fourth  item  in  the  particu- 
lars, as  it  was  one  for  which  no  notice  of  action  was  necessary,  or,  if  necessaiy,  the 
notice  given  was  l«rge  enough  to  apply  to  it.    Howard  v.  Remer,  xxii  312. 

2.  Suit  for  having  given  plaintiff  into  custody.  The  defendant  was  sued  (in  the 
third  count)  for  having  given  the  plaintiff  into  custody  on  a  charge  of  doing  wilful 
damage  to  the  defendant's  property,  and  (in  the  fourth  count)  for  having  given  him 
into  custody  on  a  chaige  of  larceny.  The  jury  found  that  the  plaintiff  had  not,  on 
either  occasion,  committed  the  ofience  with  which  he  was  chaiged,  but  that  the  defend- 
ant, on  both,  bond  Jide  believed  that  he  had.  Held,  as  to  each  count,  that  the  de- 
fendant was  entitled  to  notice  of  action ;  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  sbow 
that  he  knew  of  the  statutes.    Read  v.  Coker,  xxiv.  213. 

3.  Notice  of  bill  for  removal  of  trustee.  Notice  of  a  biU  for  the  removal  of  a  trustee, 
$u^y  must  be  served  upon  the  parties  beneficially  interested  before  the  court  can  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  bilL    LeweUin  v.  Coibold,  xxiii.  48. 

4.  Notice  of  passing  and  entering  decree.  Enrolment  of  a  decree  by  the  plaintiff 
vacated,  on  the  ground  that  it  being  the  settled  practice  of  the  court  that  notice  is  to 
be  given  of  passing  and  entering  a  decree,  the  omissi<m  to  give  this  notice  had  under 
'the  circumstances  of  the  case  been  a  surprise  on  the  defendant*  Hargrave  v.  JKr- 
grave,  vii.  14. 

5.  Notice  of  declaration.  A  plaintiff  who  files  a  declaration  within  one  year  afler 
•the  process  is  returnable,  is  to  be  deemed  out  of  court,  within  the  Beg.  Gen,  Hil.  tenOi 
pi.  85,  unless  he  also  serves  notice  of  declaration  within  the  same  period.  Eadon  r. 
Roberts,  xxiv.  413. 
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^.  Service  of  order  a  sufficient  nntice.  A  decree  had  been  taken  pro  confeuo 
against  a  defendant,  and  an  order  obtained,  limiting  the  time  within  which  he  might 
apply  to  have  it  set  aside.  The  order  was  served  on  him  with  a  copy  of  the  decree. 
Heid^  that  the  service  of  the  order  limiting  the  time  was  sufficient  nodce,  and  ordered 
that  the  decree  be  made  absolute.     Trilley  v.  Ketfe^  x.  293. 

7.  iVbdire  of  tntentitm  to  produce  record.  Two  days'  notice  to  a  defendant  of  the 
plaintiff's  intention  to  produce  the  record  in  court,  on  a  plea  of  nul  iid  record j  is 
sufficient ;  where  the  plaintiff  gives  a  defendant  notice  to  produce  it,  ibnr  days  should 
be  given.    Hopkins  v.  Doggett^  iv.  822.^  See  also  Maguire  v.  Kincaird,  ziv.  857. 

8.  Affidavit  on  motion  to  set  aside  a  step  in  a  cause.  Upon  a  motion  to  set  aside  a  step 
in  a  cause,  on  the  ground  that  a  term's  notice  of  proceeding  was  necessary,  the  affi- 
davit must  distinctly  allege  that  a  term's  notice  has  not  been  given ;  it  is  not  enough 
to  state  **  that  no  step  or  proceeding  in  the  cause  "  has  been  taken.  Minchiner  v. 
Martin,  xxl.  450. 

9.  Where  the  plaintiff's  proceedings  have  been  suspended  by  an  order  for  security 
fi>r  costs,  semNej  that  no  notice  would  be  necessary  if  security  were  given.    lb. 

10.  Twenty  days'  notice  under  Common-law  Procedure  Act — Application  to  extend, 
time  /or  proceeding.  Where  a  defendant  has  given  twenty  days'  notice  to  proceed  to 
trial,  under  sect.  101  of  the  15  &  16  Vict.  c.  76,  the  plaintiff  may  come  into  court, 
and,  on  satis&ctorily  explaining  the  delay  in  not  going  to  trial,  obtain  an  extension  of 
time.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  rule  should  specify  the  particular  period  for  which 
an  extenaon  of  the  time  is  required.  The  plaintiff  need  not  wait  until  the  expiration 
of  the  twenty  days,  or  until  the  defendant  has  entered  a  suggestion,  before  applying 
to  the  court  or  a  judge,  under  the  101st  section.  The  defendant's  attorney  may  give 
the  twenty  days'  notice  to  proceed  to  trial,  although  it  is  only  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  his  own  costs.  Knight  v.  Gaunt^  xvi.  98.  See  also  Farthing  v.  Castles,  xvi. 
280. 

11.  Month's  notice.  Semhle,  where  notice,  under  the  101st  section,  was  given  on 
the  10th  of  January,  (the  new  rules  coming  into  operation  on  the  11th,)  the  176th 
rule,  which  requires  a  month's  notice  of  an  intention  to  proceed  *'  in  all  causes  in 
which  there  have  been  no  proceedings  for  one  year  from  the  last  proceeding  had," 
does  not  apply,  as  the  statutory  twenty  days'  notice  is  a  proceeding  in  the  cause.    Ih, 

12.  Death  of  attorney.  Defendant's  attorney  died  after  notice  of  trial  had  been 
given  him.  Subsequent  proceedings  terminated  in  judgment  against  defendant  He 
obtained  a  rule  to  set  them  aside,  swearing  that  he  had  had  no  notice  of  them,  but  not 
swearing  that  he  was  not  aware  of  his  attorney's  death  immediately  after  it  occurred. 
Bule  discharged.    Ashly  v.  Brown,  iii.  489. 

13.  Stay  by  injunction — Fresh  notice  of  trial.  A  town  cause  having  been  made  a 
remanet,  and  tiien  postponed  by  consent  to  the  sittings  after  Hilary  term,  1849,  further 
proceedings  were  stayed  by  an  injunction  obtained  by  the  defendant  on  the  11th  of 
January,  1849.  The  injunction  was  dissolved  on  the  7th  of  August,  1850.  He///,  that 
the  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to  give  a  fresh  notice  of  trial  for  the  sittings  after  Michael- 
mas term.     The  Stockton,  ifc.  Railway  Co,  v.  Fox,  ii.  878. 

14.  Short  notice  of  trial— Writ  of  trial.  The  defendant,  having  obtained  time  to 
plead,  taking  short  notice  of  trial,  if  necessary,  before  the  sheriff,  delivered  two  pleas 
on  the  5th  ot  August,  whereupon  the  defendant  on  the  10th,  delivered  a  replication 
joining  issue  on  the  pleas,  and  on  the  following  day  delivered  the  issue  with  notice 
of  trial  indorsed  to  try  the  issue  before  the  sheriff  on  the  18th.  The  defendant  having 
returned  the  issue  and  notice  of  trial,  and  the  cause  having  been  had  in  his  absence, 
it  was  objected  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  give  short  notice  of  trial ;  and 
that  the  word  "  issue  "  had  been  improperly  used  for  "  issues."  Held,  that  the.  writ  of 
trial  was  good.     Flowers  v.  Welch,  xxiv.  409.

XII.  Right  to  begin. 

1.  In  cases  of  appeal  the  counsel  for  the  appellant  are  entitled  to  begin,  and  the 
crown  has  a  general  right  of  reply  in  all  cases  where  the  crown  has  an  interest 
ChandoM  v.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  r.

2.  Where  defendant  appeals  against  the  whole  decree,  except  as  to  costs,  the 
pluntiff  begins.    Senhouse  v.  Hall,  xxvii.  350. 

3.  Upon  an  appeal  from  the  whole  order  made  on  a  **  claim,"  the  plaintiff  he^ns. 
Neathwag  v.  Reed,  xvii.  150.    See  also  Sims  v9 Helling,  xi.  42. 

4.  The  test  to  determine  the  order  of  beginning  at  a  trial  is  to  consider  wliieb  party 
would  be  entitled  to  the  Yerdtct  supposing  no  evidence  giren  on  either  side ;  as  the 
burden  of  proof  must  lie  on  his  adyersary.  Leete  v.  The  Oresham  Life  Ins.  Sodely, 
vii.  678. 

5.  Where  a  petition  to  dismiss  an  appeal  for  incompetency  has  been  directed  by  the 
appeal  committee  to  be  aigued  at  the  bar  of  the  House  of  Lords,  the  counsel  for  the 
petitioner  is  entitled  to  begin.     Oeils  y.  Geils,  xiv.  1. 

Xm.  Postponement  of  Trial 

1.  Absence  of  material  witness.  Where  a  rule  was  moved  on  behalf  of  the  defend- 
ant, for  the  postponement  of  the  trial,  on  the  ground  of  the  absence  of  a  matenal 
witness,  who  was  on  his  voyage  to  Australia,  the  court,  in  making  absolute  the  rule, 
imposed  terms,  that  the  pUintiff,  if  he  should  recover,  should  have  interest  on  the  som 
recovered,  from  the  day  when  the  cause  would  have  been  tried,  had  the  defendant 
been  ready.     Thompson  t.  Lewisy  xxii.  464. 

2.  Second  postponement.  The  court  will  renew  the  postponement  of  trial  of  a  came 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  material  witness  beyond  seas,  if  satisfied  that  there  is  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  his  return  to  this  country,  even  although  the  trial  has  already 
been  postponed  for  a  year,  and  it  is  not  certain  when  he  will  return.  Thompson  x 
Lewis,  XXV.  405. 

3.  Issues  of  fact  and  in  law.  Where  the  defendant  had  pleaded  and  demurred  to 
the  declaration,  and  the  demurrer  had  been  decided  in  this  court,  ui  order  to  postpone 
the  trial  of  the  issues  of  fact  until  after  the  issues  in  law  had  been  finally  disposed  of  in 
the  court  of  error,  was  refused ;  sect  80  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act  applying 
only  to  the  disposing  of  the  issue  by  the  court  in  which  it  b  first  raised.  Lumlep  ▼ 
Gge,  XX.  168. 

4.  Admission  of  liability  in  action  for  debt — Postponement  on  terms.  Where  a  de- 
fendant, who  has  clearly  admitted  a  liability  to  a  certain  amount  in  an  action  for  a 
debt,  obtiuns,  by  promise  of  payment,  some  advantage  from  the  plaintiff,  as,  aUowing 
a  larger  credit,  or  doing  further  work,  the  postponement  of  the  trial  at  his  instanee» 
even  on  the  ground  of  the  absence  of  material  and  necessary  witnesses,  will  not  he 
allowed,  except  on  the  terms  of  paying  such  admitted  sum  into  court,  or  at  least  finding 
security  for  its  payment     Gilbert  v.  Michael,  xxx.  515. 

XIV.  Justices^  and  Judgei  Orders  ;  Orders  of  Course. 

1.  Judge* s  order  and  not  an  award — Conditional  order.  An  action  having  been 
referred  to  one  of  the  judges,  he  decided  that  the  costs  should  be  paid  by  a  parish  of 
which  some  of  the  parties  were  officers.  The  court  adopted  the  order,  and  the  cod- 
struclion  of  the  order  was  then  referred  to  another  judge,  who  made  an  order  that  the 
defendant  should  pay  the  plaintiffs  their  costs  on  a  given  day,  unless  they  should  hafB 
been  previously  paid  by  the  parish.  This  order  was  made  a  rule  of  court,  and  exeoa- 
tion  was  afterwsuxl  taken  out  against  the  defendants  for  the  costs.  Held,  that  the 
second  order  was  a  judge's  order,  and  not  an  award,  and  that  the  judge  had  a  right  to 
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make  it.  Secondly,  that  the  order  being  conditional,  was  not  an  ''  order  to  pay  money," 
within  the  meaning  of  the  1  &  2  Vict  c.  110,  upon  which  execution  could  issue.  Gibbs 
T.  Flightj  xziv.  285. 

3.  Application  to  set  aside.  The  rule,  that  an  application  to  set  asdde  a  judge's  order 
eannot  be  made  after  the  end  of  the  term  next  following  the  making  of  the  order,  ap- 
plies to  a  judge's  order  to  prohibit  further  proceedings  in  a  county  court,  for  want  of 
jurisdiction,  made  under  the  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  95,  s.  58,  and  13  &  14  Vict.  c.  61,  s.  23. 
Jordan  ▼.  WUcoxan,  xxv.  246. 

3.  Upon  a  motion  to  set  aside  a  judge's  order,  the  affidavits  on  which  the  order  was 
obtained  should  be  brought  before  the  court  But,  a  rule  to  set  aside  a  judge's  order 
having  been  diseharged  on  that  ground,  the  court  allowed  a  second  application  to  be 
made.

4.  Bad  part  of  justices^  order  severed  from  good.  Where  the  court,  exercinng  its 
i^pellate  jurisdiction,  can  clearly  sever  the  bad  part  of  an  order,  made  by  justices  of 
the  peace,  from  the  good,  they  will  quash  the  order  as  to  the  bad  part  and  leave  it  to 
stand  as  to  the  residue.    Regina  v:  Green^  iv,  197. 

5.  Validity  of  justices*  order — Distress  warrant.  This  court  will  inquire  into  the 
validity  of  an  order  of  justices  before  compelling  them,  under  11  &  12  Vict  c.  44,  s.  5, 
to  issue  a  distress  warrant  to  enforce  such  order,  and  will  refuse  a  rule  for  that  purpose 
where  the  order  appears  to  be  invalid.    Regina  v.  Collins,  ix.  283. 

6.  A  party,  upon  appearing  befi>re  two  justices  upon  a  summons  for  non-payment 
of  a  church  rate,  under  the  53  Geo.  IIL  c.  127,  s.  7,  stated  to  the  justices  that  he  dis- 
puted the  validity  of  the  rate,  and  specified  several  objections.  Whereupon  the  justices 
adjourned  the  hearing,  to  admit  of  the  party  in  the  mean  time  taking  steps  to  dispute 
the  rate.  On  the  day  of  adjournment,  no  such  steps  having  been  taken,  the  justices 
made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  claimed ;  but  afterwards  declined  to 
issue  a  <fistresB  warrant  to  enforce  that  order.  Held,  that  the  order  was  made  without 
jurisdiction,  and  there^sre  that  a  rule,  under  the  11  &  12  Vict.  c.  44,  s.  5,  to  compel 
the  issuing  of  a  distress  warrant  to  enforce  it,  could  not  be  granted.    lb. 

7.  Justices^  order  directing  railtcay  company  to  repair  highway.  An  order  of  justices 
under  sect  58  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  20,  directing  a  railway  company  to  repair  damage 
done  by  them  to  a  road  in  the  course  of  making  the  railway,  need  not  specify  the  par- 
ticulars of  the  damage,  nor  what  repairs  were  to  be  done ;  it  is  sufficient  if  it  states  the 
length  of  the  damaged  part  of  the  road,  and  orders  the  company  to  make  good  all 
damage  done.     The  London  and  N.  W.  Railway  Co.  v.  Wetherall,  ii.  265. 

8.  In  a  justices'  order  under  5  &  6  Vict  c.  54,  s.  16,  the  &cts  of  the  complaint  must 
cleariy  appear.    Regina  v.  {VilHams,  xi.  354. 

9.  Title  of  order.  By  an  order  entitled  in  a  cause  and  in  the  matter  of  the  Trustee 
Act,  A  was  ordered  to  transfer  a  sum  of  money  into  court  The  affidavit  of  service 
of  this  order  on  A,  was  entitled  in  the  cause  only.  A  was  ccnnmitted  for  contempt  for 
refusing  to  obey  the  order.  The  writ  of  >  attachment  was  discharged  for  irregularity, 
on  the  ground  of  the  difference  between  the  tiUe  of  the  order  and  the  tide  of  the 
affidavit.    Mackenzie  v.  Mackenziey  xi.  41. 

10.  Certiorari — Proceedings  for  the  assessment  of  railway  damages.  An  adjudica- 
tion by  two  justices,  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  and  Railways 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  of  the  sum  (below  50/.)  to  be  paid  by  a  railway 
company  as  compensation  to  a  party  whose  lands  have  been  injuriously  affected 
by  the  exercise  of  their  statutory  powers,  is  an  order  within  stat.  11  &  12  Vict 
c.  48,  s.  1,  and  is  bad,  under  sect  11,  if  the  complaint  on  which  the  order  is  founded 
be  made  more  than  six  calendar  months  after  the  cause  of  complaint  arose.  Such 
order  may  be  brought  up  by  certiorari,  to  be  quashed.  Jn  re  Edmundson,  xxiv. 
169. 

11.  Order  of  course  to  change  agent.  Where  a  London  agent  was  employed  by  a 
oouotry  solicitor  under  a  specif  agreement,  an  order  of  course,  obtuned  by  the  conn- 
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try  solicitor  to  change  the  agent  without  discloong  the  agreement,  was  discharged, 
with  costs,  for  irregularity.    Richards  v.  The  Scarborough  Market  Co,  xvii.  269. 

12.  Order  of  course.  It  is  an  order  of  course  to  rerive  a  suit  against  an  offidal 
assignee,  whose  predecessor,  a  defendant,  had  died  without  putting  in  his  answer. 
Gordon  y.  Jesson,  zy.  571. 

18.  Applications  to  discharge  orders  obtained  as  of  course  at  the  Bolls,  should  be 
made  to  the  court  to  which  the  cause  is  attached.     Cooper  r.  Knox,  xL  39. 

14.  An  order  of  course,  in  a  suit  attached  to  one  of  the  courts,  may  be  obtained  in 
any  other  court    Magan  t.  Magan,  xii.  288. 

15.  Where  the  dme  limited  by  an  order  of  course  was  seven  days,  which,  according 
to  the  practice,  would  have  been  eight  days,  it  was  held,  under  the  eirciunstances,  that 
the  irregularity  was  not  sufficient  to  discharge  the  order,    lb. 

16.  On  application  for  orders  of  course,  all  material  facts  must  be  stated.  Be  Tftn- 
terbottomf  xv.  94. 

XV.  Judgments, 

1.  Judgment  as  in  case  of  nonsuit.  The  15  &  16  Tict  c.  76,  s.  100,  by  which  judg- 
ment, as  in  case  of  a  nonsuit,  is  abolished,  applies  to  actions,  including  actions  of 
ejectment,  commenced  before  the  pasang  of  the  act ;  but  pending  proceedings  towards 
obtaining  that  judgment,  in  such  actions,  may  be  carried  on  to  completion.  Morgan 
T.  Jones,  xvi.  506. 

2.  Sect  101  of  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  76,  (substituting  proceedings  for  judgment  as  in 
case  of  a  nonsuit,)  is  applicable  to  actions  commenced  before  the  24th  of  October, 
1852.    Dunn  v.  Couiis,  x\i.  137. 

8.  Sufficiency  of  affidavit.  An  affidavit,  stating  that  the  plaintiff  has  given  notice 
of  trial,  and  has  not  proceeded  to  trial  pursuant  to  the  said  notice,  is  sufficient  to  call 
upon  a  plaintiff  to  show  cause  why  there  should  not  be  a  judgment  as  in  case  of 
nonsuit  against  him.     DriscoU  v.  Whalley,  x.  436. 

4.  Notice  of  trial  given  and  countermanded.  The  defendant  induced  the  plaintiff 
to  discount  his  acceptance  upon  his  representation  that  he  was  of  age,  and  when  it  was 
presented  for  payment  raised  no  objection  on  the  ground  of  infancy,  but  being  sued 
upon  it  pleaded  infancy.  The  plaintiff  satisfying  himself  on  inquiry  that  the  plea  was 
untrue,  joined  issue  and  gave  notice  of  trial ;  but  subsequently  ascertaining  that  the 
plea  was  true,  countermanded  the  notice,  and  took  no  further  proceedings.  Held,  that 
the  defendant  was  not  entitled  ^  judgment  as  in  case  of  nonsuit  Newton  v.  FarraU, 
iv.  430. 

5.  Upon  a  modon  for  judgment  as  in  case  of  a  nonsuit,  it  is  enough  if  the  affidavit 
shows  a  default,  without  going  on  to  negative  that  the  plaintiff  has  since  proceeded  to 
trial ;  that  fact  should  come  from  the  other  side.    Blackman  y.  Asplin,  xxii.  465. 

6.  Issue  was  joined  in  1844 ;  the  court,  in  1851,  discharged,  with  costs,  a  mJe  ibr 
judgment  as  in  case  of  a  nonsuit    Dixon  v.  Roper,  xii.  520. 

7.  On  an  appeal  from  a  county  court,  where  judgment  below  has  been  given  for  the 
plaintiff,  the  court  of  common  pleas,  under  the  13  &  14  Vict  c.  61,  s.  14,  has  power  to 
order  a  nonsuit  to  be  entered.    Fuller  v.  Cleveley,  xx.  276. 

8.  Entry  of  judgment — Charging  defendants  land  and  taking  him  in  execution. 
The  plaintiff,  afler  making  an  entry  of  a  judgment  obtained  against  the  defendant  in 
the  book  of  the  senior  master  of  the  common  pleas,  pursuant  to  1  &  2  Yict  c.  110,  a 
19,  with  a  view  of  charging  the  defendant's  real  estate,  took  him  in  execution  un^ 
the  same  judgment  The  defendant  became  insolvent,  and  his  assignee  contracted  to 
sell  his  real  estate.  The  purchaser  refused  to  complete  the  purchase  in  consequence 
of  the  entry  of  the  judgment  which  charged  the  property.  The  plaintiff  baring 
refused  to  consent  to  an  entry  of  satisfaction  being  made  in  the  book,  the  court,  on  the 
application  of  the  asagnee,  granted  a  rule  ordering  the  phuntiff^s  attorney  to  attend 
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before  the  semor  master  of  the  common  pleas,  and  consent  to  an  entry  being  made 
that  the  plaintiff  had  taken  the  defendant  in  execution  under  the  judgment  after  having 
made  the  entry.    Leiois  v.  Dysons  x.  385. 

9.  Entering  up  judgment  on  warrant  of  attorney — Affidavit  Upon  a  motion  to 
enter  up  judgment  on  an  old  warrant  of  attorney,  the  affidavit  is  properly  intituled  in 
&e  cause  in  which  the  judgment  is  to  be  entered.  Where  a  warrant  of  attorney  is 
given  to  three  trustees  of  a  joint-stock  bank,  to  secure  a  debt  due  to  the  copartnership, 
the  judgment  thereon  is  properly  entered  up  in  the  name  of  the  public  officer  for  the 
time  being.    Bdl  v.  Fisk^  xxii.  408. 

10.  Application  for  leave  to  enter  up  judgment,  upon  a  warrant  of  attorney,  must 
be  made  to  a  judge  at  chambers,  and  not  to  the  court  Handley  v.  Roberts^  xvi. 
103. 

11.  Signing  Jinal  judgment — Interlocutory  judgment — Rule  to  pay  money*  Afler 
an  interlocutory  judgment  had  been  entered  for  25L  for  default,  the  rest  of  the  action 
was  referred,  and  an  award  made.  There  was  no  power  of  entering  up  judgment  on 
the  issues  referred.  Afler  the  lapse  of  a  year,  the  plaintiff  gave  the  defendant  notice 
that  the  court  would  be  moved  in  a  week.  Within  a  month  from  the  date  of  the  notice, 
in  Hilary  term  last,  the  plaintiff  applied  for  a  rule  calling  on  the  defendant  to  pay  the 
252!.,  or  why  the  plaintiff  should  not  be  allowed  to  ngn  final  judgment  There  was  a 
proper  demand  of  the  money.  The  rule  was  discharged,  on  the  ground  that  there  had 
not  been  a  month's  notice  of  proceeding.  A  subsequent  notice  was  given  by  the 
plaintiff  that  he  would  after  a  month  proceed  in  the  action  by  applying  to  sign  final 
judgment  After  the  month  had  expired,  the  plaintiff  applied  for  a  rule  umUar  to  the 
previous  one  of  Hilary  term.  There  had  been  no  fresh  personal  demand  of  the  money 
since  the  discharge  of  the  last  rule.  The  court  made  the  rule  absolute.  Burlington  v. 
Richardson,  xxii.  119. 

12.  Signing  judgment  as  for  want  of  plea — Setting  aside.  The  L.  &  E.  R.  Co., 
having  given  a  bond,  were  ailerwards  by  act  o^  parliament  amalgamated  with  certain 
other  lines,  under  the  name  of  the  E.  A.  R.  Co.,  to  which  all  the  liabilities  of  the  L. 
&  £.  R.  Co.  were  transferred.  To  an  action  against  the  E.  A.  R.  Co.  upon  the 
bond,  the  defendants,  afler  setting  out  the  deed  on  oyer,  pleaded  as  follows :  "  which 
being  read  and  heard,  the  defendants  say  that  the  said  writing  obligatory  is  not  their 
deed.**  The  plaintiff  having  agned  judgment  as  for  want  of  a  plea,  the  court  refused 
a  rule  to  set  aside  the  judgment,  there  being  no  affidavit  of  merits.  Selby  v.  The  East 
Anglian  Railway  Co.  vii.  568. 

13.  Signing  final  judgment  for  want  of  appearance  to  writ  specially  indorsed.  A 
plaintiff  cannot  sign  final  judgment  under  the  25th  section  of  the  Common-law  Fro* 
cedure  Act,  1852,  for  want  of  appearance  to  a  writ  specially  indorsed,  the  indorsement 
specifying  as  part  of  his  claim,  {inter  aUa^  the  expense  of  noting  and  commission  on 
a  Inn  of  exchange ;  the  same  being  unliquidated  damages.  Rogers  v.  Hunt^  xxviii. 
469. 

14.  Signing  judgment — Verdict  for  defendant  on  one  count  and  for  plaintiff  on  the 
other.  A  verdict  was  returned  for  defendant  on  one  count  of  a  declaration,  and  on 
the  other  for  plaintiff,  who  did  not  sign  judgment  On  application  by  defendant,  both 
parties  attending,  the  postea  was  delivered  to  him  and  he  signed  judgment  for  plaintiff 
on  the  first  count,  and  for  himself  on  the  second.  Upon  application  to  set  aside 
the  judgment  so  signed,  it  was  held^  that  if  plaintiff  intended  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi 
or  retraxit  upon  the  first  count,  he  should  have  declared  that  intention  upon  the  hear- 
ing of  the  summons ;  and  that  the  judgment  was  properly  signed  by  defendant  Tay- 
lor  V.  Nesfeld,  xxx.  112. 

15.  Rule  toplead^Time  to  plead.  An  order  to  plead-several  matters  was  obtained 
afler  the  rule  office  was  closed,  upon  the  day  that  the  time  for  pleading  expired.  The 
pleas  were  delivered  the  same  evening,  with  a  copy  of  the  order  and  a  notice  that  the 
rule  would  be  drawn  up  and  served  as  soon  as  it  could  be  obtained  from  the  office. 
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At  ten  o'clock  the  following  dajr,  the  plaintiflr  signed  judgment    HM,  that  the  judg- 
ment was  regular.     Glen  v.  Letoisj  xiv.  461.       « 

16.  Judgment  against  casual  ejector — Lapse  of  two  terms.  The  court  refused  a  rule 
nisi  for  judgment  against  the  casual  ejector  in  a  country  cause,  where  two  tenns  had 
been  allowed  to  elapse  since  service  of  the  declaration,  by  reason  of  n^otiations 
pending  between  the  parties  as  to  the  settlement  of  the  action ;  it  not  being  shown 
that  thQ  tenant  had  taken  advantage  of  the  delay  to  avoid  fresh  service.  Ponton  r. 
Roe,  X.  509. 

17.  Nunc  pro  tunc.  The  court  gives  a  party  leave  to  enter  judgment  nunc  pro 
tunc  after  the  expiration  of  two  terms,  only  when  the  delay  has  been  the  act  of  the 
court  itself.    Freeman  t.  Tranche  xiv.  224.

2.  Bif  reason  of  pendency  of  foreign  suiL  Before  this  conii  interposes,  upon  an 
interlocutory  application  to  stay  proceedings)  in  a  suit  by  reason  of  a  decree  or  jiidg^ 
ment  in  a  foreign  country,  it  must  be  satisfied  that  the  foreign  decree  or  jnd^aeot 
does  justice  and  covers  the  whole  subject  of  the  suit     OstM  ▼.  Le  Page^  zzi.  640. 

8.  Further  time  to  answer  applied  for — Stag  of  execution.  In  a  suit  to  stay  proeeedf 
ings  at  law,  a  defendant  obtained  time  to  answer,  and  then  pressed  on  die  aetioB,  and 
obtained  judgment  After  a  very  considerable  delay,  he  again  i^tplied  for  ftntker 
time  to  answer ;  but  it  was  Ae/J,  that  as  he  came  for  an  indn^ence,  it  coold  only  be 
granted  upon  the  terms  of  staying  execution  in  the  action.  Zulueta  t.  Vmenij  xzL 
581. 

4.  Service  of  writ  beyond  jurisdiction  of  court — Volunkiry  appearance.  A  wiit  of 
summons  having  been  served  upon  the  defendant,  in  France,  he  i^peaied  by  attorney,  ' 
and  the  declaration  having  been  delivered,  he  obtained  an  order  to  inspect,  and  in- 
spected, the  promissory  notes  on  which  the  action  was  brought ;  he  then  applied  to  the 
court  to  set  aside  the  writ  and  all  subsequent  proceedings,  on  the  ground  of  the  writ 
having  been  served  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  and  of  the  action  having 
been  brought  for  a  breach  of  a  contract  made  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  coort 
Heldf  that  the  writ  being  regular,  and  the  appearance  voluntary',  the  defendant  was 
not  entitied  to  set  aside  the  writ  and  all  subsequent  proceedings.  Forbes  v.  Smithy 
xxix.  415. 

5.,  Separate  actions  by  passengers  in  ship.  Where  eight  passengers  in  a  ship  signed 
a  round  robin,  and  employed  the  same  attorney  to  bring  separate  actions  against  tha 
owners,  for  damages  arising  out  of  a  breach  of  contract  for  the  passage,  whereby  the 
plaintiffs  suffered  in  their  health,  the  court  refused  a  rule  to  stay  proceedings  in  sereo 
of  the  actions  till  one  should  be  tried,  although  the  defendants  offered  to  undertake 
not  to  defend  the  others,  if  there  should  be  a  verdict  found  against  them  oq  soch  triaL

6.  Similar  suits  between  same  parties  in  India  and  En^nd.  Where  there  has  boe& 
a  final  decree  in  a  suit  in  India,  upon  motion  by  the  defendant  in  a  similar  siut  in 
England,  between  the  same  parties  and  for  the  same  purpose,  the  coort  in  England  will 
make  an  order  staying  all  proceedings  in  the  English  suit,  without  prejudice  to  any 
proceedings  whidi  the  plaintiff  may  be  advised  to  adopt  with  refereneer  to  tlie  decvee 
and  proceedings  in  India.     Ostdl  v.  Lepage,  xvn.  57. 

7.  One  decree  m  two  suits.  Where  Uiere  are  two  smts,  one  by  tilie  exectttor  aad  die 
other  by  the  residoary  legatee,  and  one  decree  is  made  in  both,  the  fonoaer  is  sfcayed.

8.  Admimstraiian  cfder^Cosis.    When  an  ofder,  under  a  svudoib  to  atfrninwlpr 
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an  estate,  'win  effect  all  that  can  be  directed  bj  a  decree  in  a  prior  suit  instituted  by 
bin  or  claim  for  the  administration  of  the  same  estate,  the  court  will,  on  motion,  stay 
the  proceedings  in  the  second  suit  on  payment  of  the  plaintiff's  costs.  Ritchie  t. 
Htanhertton€y  xzi.  456. 

9.  Payment  into  court — BiU  and  cross  hUL  A  suit  will  not  be  stayed  upon  an  in- 
terlocutory application  by  a  defendant  paying  into  court  all  that  a  plaintiff  claims  by 
his  bill,  and  leaving  a  portion  of  the  claim  to  be  adjudicated  upon  in  a  cross  suit 
The  defendant  in  the  first  suit  must  wholly  satisfy  the  claims  of  the  plaintiff.  Orton 
T.  Bmnbrigge,  zzx.  444. 

10.  Interpleader  hilL  In  a  case  of  interpleader,  where  the  claim  of  the  principal 
defendant  was  legal,  and  the  claims  of  the  other  defendants  were  derived  from  him, 
and  equitable  only,  and  did  not  extend  to  the  whole  amount  recovered  at  law,  it  was 
KM^  that  an  application  restraining  legal  proceedings,  obtained  on  an  interpleader 
bill,  could  be  sustained.

11.  One  Tice-chancellor  cannot  stay  proceedings  in  the  court  of  another  vice- 
chanceflor  after  decree.

12.  Frivolotii  action — Tender,  An  action  of  debt  having  been  brought  in  the  supe- 
rior court  to  recover  9^  10s.,  the  defendants  pleaded,  except  as  to  8/.  14s.,  never  in- 
debted, and  as  to  d/.  14s.,  a  tender  and  payment  of  that  sum  into  court  The  jury 
fiNmd  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  first  issue,  damages  16s.,  and  for  the  defend- 
ants on  the  plea  of  tender.  A  motion  having  been  made  to  stay  the  proceedings  on 
payment  of  the  debt,  without  costs,  on  the  ground  of  the  aetion  being  frivolous,  the 
court  refnsed  the  role.    Nwrden  v.  Fairbanks,  i.  471. 

13.  Action  by  provisional  assignee  against  debtor  of  insolvent.  The  court  will  not 
•tay  an  aetion  by  the  piovinonal  assignees  of  an  insolvent  debtor  against  an  alleged 
debtor  of  the  insolvent,  on  the  ground  that  by  an  order  of  nisi  prius,  made  in  an 
action  between  the  insolvent  himself  and  the  same  debtor  for  the  same  cause  of  action, 
all  matters  in  difference  in  the  canse  were  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  before  whom  the 
matten  so  refeired  are  still  pending.

XVII.  AppeaU. 

1.  Where  the  case  transmitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  contains  no  signature 
of  the  revittng  barrister  at  the  end  of  it,  the  court  of  common  pleas  cannot  entertain 
the  apjlbaL  But  the  court  allowed  an  appeal  to  be  argued,  the  respondent  consent- 
ing to  have  the  signature  inserted.

2.  Where  no  counsel  appears  for  the  respondent,  the  counsel  for  the  appellant 
win  be  beard,  upon  proving  service  of  the  notice  of  appeal  Powndl  v.  Hood,  vii.

3.  It  is  not  an  essential  preliminary  to  the  hearing  of  an  appeal  against  an  order 
of  removal  that  the  original  order  should  be  in  court  Semble,  it  is  suflicient  for  the 
appellants  to  file  a  copy  of  the  original  order  with  the  clerk  of  the  peace  at  the  time 
of  entering  the  appeal,  and  to  give  notice  to  the  respondents  to  produce  the  original 
order;  and  this  appears  to  be  the  practice.  Regina  v.  The  Recorder  of  Manchester,  v. 
352. 

XVIII.  Waiver.

2.  A  delay  for  three  years  to  seek  the  discharge  of  an  order  allowing  a  party  to  sae 
vaformA  pauperis  amounts  to  a  waiver  of  all  right  to  object  to  snch  order.  Parkinmm 
T.  Hanbury,  xxi.  445. 

3.  After  service  of  a  writ  an  order  was  obtained  irregnlariyy  without  an  affidavit  as 
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to  the  existence  of  a  good  canse  of  actioa.  Heldj  that  l3ie  irregularity  was  waived  by 
the  defendant's  attending  before  the  Master,  and  entering  upon  the  inqviiy  befon 
him.    Harrison  t.  WUliamSf  xxix.  192.

2.  Objection  to  form  of.  Upon  a  motion  to  dissolve  an  injunctioii,  it  is  not  the 
proper  time  to  object  to  the  form  of  the  plaintiff's  affidavit  denying  collusion;  hat 
any  such  objection  should  be  taken  on  demurrer,  when  the  court  might  grant  leare 
to  amend  the  affidavit    Hamilton  v.  Marks,  xix.  S21. 

3.  Fresh  affidavits.  Where  a  judge  declined  to  make  an  order  to  give  tiie  plain- 
tiff his  costs  under  the  County  Courts  Act,  18  &  14  Vict  c.  61,  s.  18,  and  an  applica- 
tion is  made  to  the  court,  fitesh  affidavits  may  be  used  in  addition  to  those  made  use  of 
before  the  judge.    Sanderson  v.  Procter,  xxvi.  564. 

4.  Misnomer.  The  defendant  was  sued  as  '*  H.  W.  B."*  He  appeared  as  <*  Henrjr 
William  B."  The  declaration  described  him  as  "  Henry  WiDiam  B.,  sued  as  H.  W. 
B."  The  affidavits  were  entitled  *<  Hilary  John  B.,  sued  as  Hcniy  WilUam  B."  The 
court  admitted  the  affidavits.    Baldtoin  v.  Bauerman,  x.  510. 

5.  Conclusive  title  to  dividends.  It  is  not  imperative  on  the  court  to  require  fiom 
a  tenant  for  life  an  affidavit  of  conclusive  title  to  the  dividends  of  a  fund  paid  into 
court  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act    In  re  Braye,  xv.  515. 

6.  Motion  for  rule  nisi,  on  ground  of  surprise.  An  affidavit  on  which  to  fbond  a 
motion  for  a  rule  nisi,  on  the  ground  of  surprise,  should  state,  not  only  that  the  evi- 
dence adduced  at  the  trial  was  unexpected,  but  that  the  party  on  whose  behalf  the 
application  is  made,  would  have  been  prepared,  had  it  not  been  for  the  suiprise,  with 
evidence  to  contradict  the  evidence  adduced.     Walter  v.  Brandeis,  xxiv.  245. 

7.  Rule  nisi  for  attachment.  The  affidarit  upon  which  a  rule  nisi  for  an  attachment 
for  not  paying  a  sum  awarded  by  an  arbitrator  is  moved  for,  must  directly  negative 
the  payment  of  the  money  at  the  particular  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  award.

8.  Distress  warranL  A  rule  calling  upon  justices  to  show  cause  why  they  shoiBd 
not  issue  a  distress  warrant,  was  founded  upon  an  affidavit,  shovring  the  refusal  onlj, 
but  not  stating  the  proceedings  which  took  place  before  the  justices.  Or  the  reason 
why  they  refused.  The  parties  showing  cause  against  the  rule  made  no  affidavit 
Held,  that  the  affidavit  must  be  construed  in  favor  of  the  party  making  it ;  and  that 
the  rule  should  be  absolute.

9.  Application  for  leave  to  plead  by  way  of  traverse  and  demur  to  same  jo^eaSng. 
Where  a  party  appHes  for  leave  to  plead  by  vray  of  traverse,  and  demur  to  Ae 
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flMBe  pleading,  under  tlie  15  &  16  Ykt  c.  76,  a.  80,  he  oogbi  to  swesr  that  the  allega- 
tioDfl  propoeed  to  be  trayeraed  are  unime.  SembU^  that,  in  anch  oases,  if  the  facts 
*  are  within  his  own  personal  knowledge,  he  nmst  swear  posdyely  to  that  effect ;  if 
not,  then  that  he  is  so  informed  and  belieTes ;  and  if  a  third  person  is  Touched  he 
should  show  either  that  he  has  made  inqoiry  of  that  person,  or  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible or  inconTenient  to  do  so.    LwnUy  y«  Gytii  xIt.  442. 

10.  AppUcatum  to  reply  hy  traverse  and  special  replieation.  On  an  application  to

11.  AppUeatUm  to  rescind  judges  order.  An  application  to  rescind  a  judge's  order 
may  be  made  on  affidavits  contradicting  those  upon  which  the  order  was  obtained, 
inthout  disclosing  a  defence  upon  the  merits.

1.  Reading  of  affidavit  a/ter  closing  of  evidence.  An  affidavit  in  answer  to  affidavits 
of  the  other  party  may,  under  special  circumstances,  be  read  after  the  time  for  closing 
the  evidence.

2.  Where  the  validity  of  a  deed  was  impeached  by  the  answer,  although  no  cross 
bill  had  been  filed  to  set  it  aside,  the  court  refused  to  allow  the  plaintiff  to  prove 
the  deed  by  affidavit  at  the  hearing,  the  defendant  having  elected  that  the  evidence 
should  be  taken  orally.    Hitchcock  v.  Carew,  xxiii.  237. 

8.  Chancery  Amendment  Act — Vivd  voce  examination  of  witnesses — Evidence  of  a 
party  to  the  cause  on  appeal  not  before  the  court  below.  The  court  of  appeal  has  juris- 
diction, under  the  89th  section  of  the  statute  15  6c  16  Vict  c.  86,  to  require  the 
production  and  examination  before  itself  of  a  party  to  a  cause,  although  he  may  not 
have  been  orally  examined  in  the^court  below.    Hope  v.  ThrelfaU^  xxvii.  241. 

4.  Vwa  voce  evidence.  Where  it  is  the  practice  of  the  court  below  to  admit  vivd 
voce  evidence,  the  court  of  appeal  will  proceed  upon  that  evidence  as  contained  in 
the  judge's  notes,  and  not  direct  the  proceedings  to  commence  de  novo*  WUliams  v. 
WUUams,  xxiv.  607. 

5.  Orders  of  January^  1855.  Where,  before  the  month  of  January,  1855,  issue  was 
joined  in  a  cause  in  which  the  plaintiff  elected  to  take  evidence  orally  and  had  exam- 
ined his  witnesses,  a  defendant  applied,  under  the  7th  order  of  January  18, 1855,  for 
leave  to  prove  his  case  by  affidavit.  Turner,  L.  J.,  agreeing  with  the  Master  of  the 
Bolls  in  the  particular  case  before  the  court,  refused  the  application.  Musgrove  v. 
Smithy  xxxi.  341. 

6.  Since  the  14  &  15  Yict  c.  99,  a  plaintiff  may  examine  a  defendant  as  a  witness 
as  to  matters  in  which  he  is  interested  and  yet  obtain  a  decree  agunst  him.  Eobinr' 
son  V.  Briggs^  xix.

7.  In  a  cause  at  issue,  before  the  orders  of  7th  August,  1852,  the  parties,  in  July, 
1852,  agreed  to  postpone  publication  till  the  2d  November,  on  the  ground  that  the 
new  practice  would  then  come  into  operation.    The  case  was  one  in  which  it  was  not 
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clear,  but  probable,  that  oral  examination  nugbt  be  the  most  effediTe.  Hdd^  iStaX  tlie 
postponement  of  publication  was  not  an  agreement  to  adopt  the  new  practice ;  bat,  b 
the  absence  of  special  reasons  to  the  contraiy,  there  being  a  probability  of  advantage 
in  applying  the  new  practice,  it  onght,  according  to  the  intention  of  the  act,  to  be 
applied.

8.  Ex  parte  applications.  In  ex  jtarte  applications,  seeking  to  affect  the  ownership 
of  property,  the  strictest  proof  of  title  will  be  required ;  and  the  bar  are  expected  to 
assist  tiie  court  with  any  authorities  that  may  exist  upon  the  point  In  rt  CkatU^^  ix. 
2U.  . 

9.  Foreign  law.  Although  a  pmnt  of  foreign  law  has  been  proved  in  this  coontiy 
and  acted  upon  in  reported  cases,  the  courts  will  not  act  upon  sach  deciaons  without 
the  law  being  proved  in  each  case  as  it  arises.    M*Carmiek  ▼.  Gametic  xxviL  899. 

10.  Witness — Order  for  examitiation  of^Time  of  making — 1  WUL  IV,  c.  42,  s.  4. 
The  general  rule  is,  that  an  order  for  the  examination  of  a  witness  under  1  Will  IV. 
c.  22,  s.  4,  will  not  be  made  until  after  issue  joined  in  the  cause,  but  the  practice  in 
that  respect  is  not  imperatiTe,  and  the  rule  may  be  relaxed  where  a  case  of  uigent 
necessity  is  made  out    Fynneg  t.  BeasUy^  yL  186. 

11.  A  instructed  B,  his  broker,  to  purchase  goods  for  him,  wHch  &  did,  and  dflHT^ 
ercd  to  A  a  bought  note.  A  paid  the  purchase-money,  and  received  from  B  a  ddiveiy 
order  for  the  goods  indorsed  to  him  by  B.  This  turning  out  to  be  void,  A  brought  an 
action  against  B.  The  court  gave  the  plaintiff  leave  to  deliver  interrogatories  to  B 
under  the  17  &  18  Vict  c.  125,  s.  51,  to  ascertain  whether  B  entered  into  the  contract 
as  agent  or  principal,  and  if  as  agent,  for  whom,  and  by  what  authority ;  the  a]^»Iica- 
tion  being  founded  on  the  required  affidavit ;  the  plaintiff  further  deponng  that  he 
believed  there  was  no  other  principal,  and  setting  out  letters  to  justify  this  beliefl 
T/idl  V.  Leask^  xxix.  485. 

12.  The  rule  for  leave  to  deliver  interrogatories  under  the  17  &  18  Vict  c.  135, 
s.  51,  is  only  a  rule  to  show  cause.     Thol  v.  Leask,  xxix.  481. 

IS.  Parties  as  witnesses  and  advocates.  The  2d  section  of  the  act  to  amend  the  law 
of  evidence,  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  does  not  abridge  the  fonner  right  of  a  party  to  a 
suit  to  act  as  his  own  advocate ;  and  a  judge  at  Nisi  Prius  has  no  aothority  to  prevent 
a  party  to  a  suit  addressing  the  jury  as  his  own  advocate,  and  aftenrards  giving  evi- 
dence as  a  witness  in  support  <^  his  own  case,  but  such  a  course  of  proceeding  is  most 
objectionable.     Coiibett  v.  Hwisonf  xvi.  138. 

14.  The  court  in  banc  will  not  interfore  on  the  suggestion  that  the  judge  at  Atn 
Prius  has  admitted  evidence  at  an  improper  stage  of  the  cause,  if  the  evidence  is  not 
in  itself  inadmissible;  unless  it  appears  that  an  irregularity  has  occurred  causing 
actual  injustice.  So  held,  although  the  judge  had%eserved  leave  to  move  for  a  non- 
suit on  the  question  whether  he  ought  to  have  allowed  the  evidence.  Doe  d.  NicoU  v.

XXII.  Under  Common-law  Procedure  Amendment  Act  and  other  Statutes.

2.  Small  Debts  Act— Certificate  of  judge.  Under  the  City  of  London  Small  Debte 
Act,  15  Vict.  c.  77,  ss.  119, 120,  and  121,  in  actions  on  contract,  where  less  than  2(M1 
is  recovered,  the  certificate  of  the  judge  must  be  granted  at  the  trial ;  but  where  As 
recovery  is  of  a  sum  between  202.  and  502.  the  certificate  may  be  granted  at  any  tins* 
Chaplin  v.  Levg^  xxv.  500. 
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3,  Otden.  Orders  under  tbe  17th  section  of  the  Commoa-law  Procedure  Act  wH 
in  geoemi  be  granted  absdute  in  the  first  instance,  and  need  not  be  served.  Bwrrhv- 
ger  r.  Handle^,  ziv.  254. 

A,  Pariieulan  of  demand.  Where  a  writ  is  specially  indorsed  under  the  Common- 
law  Procedure  Act,  semhle^  that  it  is  irregular  for  the  plaintiff  to  deliver  any  other 
partieohurs  of  demand  besides  those  indorsed  on  the  writ,  without  leave  of  the  court 
or  a  judge.  But  where  the  plainUff  delivered  with  his  declaration  other  particulars^ 
without  leave,  and  the  defendant,  instead  of  objecting,  pleaded  and  went  to  trial,  he 
was  held  to  have  waived  the  irregularity,  and  the  plaintiff  was  allowed  to  avail  himself 
of  the  second  particulars.    Fromani  v.  Ashley ,  xviiL  217. 

5.  Bule  far  a  suggesdan.  To  entitle  a  defendant  to  k  rule  for  a  suggestion  under 
the  143d  seetion  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  it  must  be  clearly  and  satisfac- 
torily shown  by  affidavit,  that  the  fhcts  sought  to  be  added  by  the  suggestion  will  make 
the  pleading  good.    ManUg  v.  Bogeot^  xviii.  S51,  and  Fi$her  v.  Bridges^  xviii.  358. 

6.  Pleadings  tn  superior  courts-judgment  set  aside.  The  Common-law  Procedure 
Act  applies  to  all  pleacUngs  in  the  superior  courts,  whether  the  action  was  originally 
commenced  there  or  not  The  declaradon  stated  that  the  defendant  i^reed  to  serve 
the  plaintiff,  and  not  to  leave  his  service  without  notice.  Breach,  that  he  lefl  without 
notice.  Plea,  that  the  plaintiff  insulted  the  defendant,  and  therefore  the  defendant 
gave  notice  that  he  should  leave  forthwith,  a^d  that  he  did  leave.  The  plaintiff, 
without  leave  of  the  court  or  a  judge,  replied,  taking  issue  on  the  plea,  and  further 
said  that  the  notice  in  the  declaration  was  a  reasonable  notice,  and  that  the  notice  in 
the  plea  was  not.  The  defendant  thereupon  signed  judgpient  under  section  8€.  The 
court,  without  deciding  that  the  judgment  was  regular,  made  absolute  a  rule  for 
setting  it  aside  on  terms.

7.  Motion  for  judgment — Affidavit,  On  a  motion  for  judgment  under  section  210 
of  the  CommoD-law  Prooedui«  Act,  it  is  no  objection  to  an  affidavit  that  it  alleges 
that  more  than  half  a  yearns  rent  b  due,  and  that  no  sufficient  distress  is  to  be  found 
on  the  premises  countervailing  the  arrears  then  due.     Cross  v.  Jordan^  xvi.  522. 

8.  Affidavits  in  asiswer  to  affidamts — New  matter.  The  conrt  of  common  pleas 
differing  from  the  court  of  queen's  bench,  it  was  hdd^  that  leave  should  not  be  granted, 
under  the  45tfa  section  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1854,  to  make  affidavits 
in  answer  to  affidavits  alleged  to  contain  new  matter,  until  the  case  comes  on  to  be 
heard,  and  the  court  has  so  &r  heard  it  as  to  be  able  to  see  that  there  is  new  matter 
to  be  a&swered.  Hayne  v.  Bobertson^  Wood  y.  Cox,  xxx.  442.  See  also  Simpson  v. 
Sadd,  XXX.  528. 

9.  Appeal  from  judges  order  allowing  several  pleas.  I^irties  may  appeal  to  the 
court  against  a  judge's  order  aUowing  several  pleas  on  the  groond  that  they  are 
founded  on  the  same  .ground  of  defence,  although  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act 
enacts  that  all  objections  to  pleadings  on  that  ground  shall  be  heard  on  the  summons 
to  plead  several  matters.     Griffith  v.  Selby^  xxv.  549. 

10.  Defendant  m  prison — Notice  of  trial.  Where  a  defendant,  who  was  in  prison, 
had  stated  that  he  intended  to  go  through  the  insolvent  court,  and  that  he  had  made 
up  hb  mind  not  to  pay  anybody,  and  afterwards,  pursuant  to  the  Common-law 
r^edure  Act,  15  &  16  Yict  c.  76,  s.  101,  served  the  plaintiff  with  a  twenty  daj-s* 
notice  to  bring  the  cause  on  lor  trial,  the  court  set  aside  the  notice.  Truscott  v.  Laur 
tour,  xxiv.  487. 

11.  Bail  in  error.  A  plaintiff  in  error  who  is  also  plaintiff  below  is  not  bound, 
under  the  15l8t  section  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  to  give  bail  in  error,  the 
Uw  as  to  that  point  estaUished  by  preceding  statutes  not  having  been  altered  by  that 
section.

12.  Leave  to  traverse  and  demur.  Where  a  party  has  obtained  a  judge's  order  for 
taife  to  traverse  and  demur  to  a  pleading  under  the  80th  section  of  the  Common-law 
Procedure  Act,  1852,  and  judgment  has  Jseen  given  against  him  on  the  demurrer,  the 
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court  will  not  rescind  Uic  order  as  to  the  traTcrse  and  strike  it  out.    Sheehy  v.  The

13.  Suggestion — Judgment  for  costs-^Notice  of  trial  Under  the  101«t  section  of 
the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  enter  a  suggestion  on 
the  record,  and  sign  judgment  for  his  costs,  when  the  plaindff  neglects  to  try  a  cause 
at  the  times  mentioned  in  the  section,  or  to  proceed  to  trial  at  the  assizes  or  sittings 
inunediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  days'  notice  to  try  which  the  defend- 
ant may  give  under  that  section.    Judkins  t.  Atherton^  xxvi.  104. 

14.  Renewal  of  toril  of  summons,  Qucsre,  whether  the  six  months  for  which  a  writ 
of  summons  renewed  under  sect  11  of  the  Ckxnmon-law  Procedure  Act^  1852,  is  to 
be  ayailable,  are  to  be  calculated  exclttsive  or  inclusive  of  the  day  of  renewal 
Anonymous,  xxviii.  337.     See  also  Black  v.  Greeny  xxix.  260. 

1 5.  Where  a  writ  had  been  renewed  on  the  1st  of  May,  and,  on  the  Ist  of  Novem- 
ber, an  application  to  renew  it  again  was  made  to  the  officer,  and  he  had  refused,  the 
court,  on  the  2d  of  November,  ordered  the  renewal  seal  to  be  affixed  nunc  pro  tunCf 
without  expressing  any  opinion  whether  the  renewal  was  in  time  or  not    lb. 

16.  Ejectment,  An  action  of  ejectment,  in  which  the  declaration  has  been  served 
previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  15  &  16  Vict,  c  76,  may 
be  proceeded  with  notwithstanding  that  statute.    Doe  d.  Smith  v.  Roe,  xvL  504. 

17.  Ejectment,  affidavit  of  service  of—Waiver  by  attommenL  Qi/ugre^  whether  the 
affidavit  (required  by  the  112th  rule  of  Hilary  term,  1853,)  of  service  of  the  writ  of 
ejectment  under  the  170th  section  of  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  15  &  16  Tict. 
c.  76,  should  show  (as  under  the  old  practice)  that  the  nature  and  object  of  the  service 
were  explained  to  the  party  served.  At  all  events,  an  irregularity  in  that  req>ect  is 
waived  Dy  a  subsequent  attornment    Edwards  v.  Griffith,  xxix.

18.  Special  case — Judge* s  order — Error,  On  the  day  before  the  Common-Uw  Pro* 
cedure  Act,  1854,  came  into  operation,  the  attorneys  on  either  side  signed  a  consent 
to  a  judge  s  order  for  stating  a  special  case,  under  the  act  of  the  same  name  of  1852.

19.  Special  indorsement  of  unit — Interest,  Where  judgment  was  ngned  under  the 
Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  on  a  writ  specially  indorsed,  claiming  interest  on 
an  I  O  U,  the  court  refused  to  set  aside  the  judgment  on  the  ground  that  the  defend- 
ant, by  not  appearing,  had  admitted  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  to  pay  interest 
Rodioay  v.  Lucas,  xxix.

20.  Although  the  Common-law  Procedure  Act,  1852,  s.  25,  does  not  limit  the  right

11.  Transfer — Change  of  colors — Sea-pass — Spoliation  of  papers.  AvesBd,lndIt 
in  Hanover,  and  officered  and  manned  by  Hanoverians,  sailed  under  Russian  cokm^ 
and  was  owned  by  the  Hanoverian  consul  at  Riga,  a  Russian  port,  who,  from  his  long 
domicil  there,  must  be  taken  to  be  a  Russian.  She  seuled  from  F<Mtiigal  to  Enghad, 
on  her  last  voyage,  under  Hanoverian  colors,  and  was  there  seized,  war  having  been 
declared  between  Russia  and  Eng^nd,  as  a  Russian  prize.    She  was  claimed  firom  tike 
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captors  on  the  groand  of  a  sale  to  the  claimant,  a  neutral,  under  the  following  circumr- 
stances.  The  master  received  a  power  of  attorney  to  sell  the  vessel,  and  did  sell  her 
to  the  present  claimant  The  bill  of  sale  spoke  of  the  vessel  as  voyaging  under  Rus> 
nan  colors,  and  the  purchase-money  is  therein  stated  to  "  have  been  carried  into 
account  between  the  contracting  parties."  The  vessel  continued  under  Russian  colon 
for  some  time  afler  the  sale,  for  which  no  reason  is  given.  The  sea-pass  bears  date 
November  29, 1853,  and  is  not  to  come  into  force  till  February  4,  1854.  No  explana- 
tion of  this  is  given.  The  power  of  attorney  is  dated  December  14.  The  transfer 
takes  place  January  23.  A  spoliation  of  papers  on  the  voyage  from  Lisbon  was 
proved,  but  denied  by  the  captun  to  have  been  of  papers  relating  to  the  vessel  or 
cargo.  Dr»Xushington  was  of  opinion  that  her  change  from  Russian  to  Hanoverian 
colors  mighHiaTe  been  owing  to  the  master's  then  first  having  the  sea-pass ;  that  the 
mere  destruction  of  papers  JB  not,  under  all  circumstances,  a  spoliation ;  that  there 
was  a  want  of  satis&ctory  evidence  as  to  the  payment  for  the  vessel  and  the  manner 
in  which  the  sea-pass  was  obtained,  but  that  there  were  no  such  circumstances  of  grave 
so^icion  as  would  justify  condemnation.  The  court  was  ready  to  open  the  case  of  the 
claimant,  but  not  of  the  captors;  but  before  restoring  the  ship,  it  would  require  proof 
that  the  price  of  the  vessel  was  adequate,  and  that  it  was  bond  fide  paid — the  produc- 
tio9  of  the  corxespondence  between  the  master  and  the  former  owner  at  Riga,  and 
evidence  from  the  claimant  of  all  the  facts  within  his  knowledge.    Ih.

A  party  cannot  be 
called  on  to  produce  a  document  for  the  purpose  of  evidence  unless  it  is  shown  that  he 
is  bound  to  do  so ;  that  is,  that  it  is  in  his  possession.    LaxioA  v.  Reynolds^  xxviii.  553. 

2.  Motion  to  produce  against  surviving  Joint  defendant.  Two  defendants  admitted 
the  possession  of  dociunents.  One  died.  Held,  that  a  motion  for  production  against 
the  survivor,  in  the  absence  of  the  representatives  of  the  deceased  defendant,  could 
not  be  maintained.

nftinutes  or  some  parts  thereof  shoidd  be  adduced  on  the  trial  of  the  cause,  as  e¥idence 
on  his  part ;  that  without  an  inspection  and  copy  thereof  he  could  not  safel j  proceed  to 
trial ;  and  that  he  had  no  copy  thereof  in  his  possession  or  control,  or  any  certain 
information  as  to  the  contents.  Heldj  that  this  affidavit  was  insufficient  to  obtain  an 
inspection  of  those  documenta  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  &  6.  Quttre,  iriiether 
inspection  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  99,  s.  6,  will  only  be  granted  of  doramenia 
tending  to  establish  the  applicant's  original  case.

6.  Suit  by  claim — Affidavit.  The  plaintiff,  in  a  suit  by  daim,  mofed  for  the  pro- 
duction of  certain  documents  described  in  the  summons  against  the  defipdaat,  upon 
an  affidavit  by  the  plaintiff's  solicitor,  that  he  believed  that  the  documents  were  in 
llie  defendant's  possession.  The  defendant's  affidavits  not  containing  a  veiy  &dnct 
admission  of  the  possesnon  of  the  required  documents,  the  order  for  production  was 
refused.  Semble^  that  in  a  suit  by  claim,  the  plaintiff  ought  to  ffie  an  affidavit,  with 
interrogatories,  to  obtain  the  necessary  adnussions  on  which  to  more  for  prodnctiaB.

7.  A  party  calling  for  the  production  of  documents  must  give  evidence  that  the 
other  party  has  some,  and  specify  them.

8.  Production  of  case  and  opinion  of  counsel,  A  party  is  not  entitled  to  have  a 
case  and  the  opinion  of  counsel  thereon,  in  the  possessbn  of  the  other  party,  prodnoed 
on  motion.

9.  Notice  to  produce.  A  notice  to  produce  documents  need  not  be  re-served  for  a 
new  trial.

10.  Such  a  notice  gives  the  party  notified  the  option  of  produmng  the  documenti, 
or  being  bound  by  such  satis&ctoiry  evidence  thereof  as  may  be  offered.    75.

1.  Against  commissioners  proceeding  to  enforce  penaUg,  A  prohHniion  was  refused 
against  commissionerB  proceeding  to  enforce  a  penalty  incurred  under  a  local  act, 
when  it  was  doubtful  if  they  had  jurisdiction.  A  dear  ease  only  wiS  justify  a  pro* 
hibition.    In  re  Birch^  xxx.  519. 

2.  IrreguUmty  of  practice.  When  a  decree  was  made  by  the  consistorial  court 
against  a  party  without  notice  to  and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  party  against 
whom  the  decree  was  made,  it  was  Ae£i,  no  ground  for  a  prohibition.  It  was  but  an 
irregularity  of  practice,  and  of  this  the  temporal  courts  will  not  take  notice.  Ex 
parte  Story^  xvi.  420,  462. 

8.  Action  for  freight — Fraud,  After  an  action  for  freight  had  been  commenced,  a 
monition  issued  from  the  court  of  admiralty  requiring  the  defendant  to  bring  the 
freight  into  that  court,  in  a  suit  there.  The  defendant  pleaded  to  that  suit,  paid  is 
the  money,  and  the  cause  stood  for  hearing ;  the  court  of  exchequer  refused  a  proti- 
bition ;  though  it  was  suggested  that  the  suit  in  the  admiralty  was  brought  by  coUowm.

4.  Plaint  against  Queen  of  Portugal  A  plaint  was  entered  in  the  lord  mayor's 
court  against  the  Queen  of  Portugal  ^^  as  reigning  sovereign  and  supreme  head  of  the 
nation  of  Portugal/'  to  recover  a  debt  alleged  to  be  due  from  the  Portuguese  gorem- 
ment,  and  a  foreign  attachment  had  issued.  Held,  that  as  the  court  had  no  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  person  of  the  defendant,  the  awarding  of  foreign  attachment  against  her 
property,  as  a  means  of  compelling  an  appearance,  was  an  excess  of  juriadicdon ; 
and  the  court  made  absolute  a  rule  fbr  a  prohibition  to  restrain  proceedings  in  the 
action,  and  in  the  attachment    De  Haber  v.  The  Queen  of  Portugal,  vii.

5.  The  same  principle  was  applied  to  a  case  where  a  plaint  was  entered  in  the  lord 
mayor's  court  against  the  Queen  of  Spain,  not  expressly  as  reigning  sovereign,  hot 
where  an  affidavit  showed  that  the  plaintiff's  sole  cause  of  action  arose  against  her  as

6.  The  writ  of  prohibition  may  in  such  cases  be  granted  on  the  application  of  the 
queen  (the  defendant)  before  she  has  appeared  to  the  action  in  tiie  lord  mayor's 
court ;  or  on  the  application  of  the  garnishee,  either  befi>re  or  after  he  has  plesded 
nil  hcdfcL    lb.

76,  a  46,  is 
an  office  for  the  nsurpatiim  of  which  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto 
will  lie.

4.  Resignation  of  seat^^Uabilitg  for  costs*  The  candidate  elected  to  a  public  office 
by  an  invalid  election,  although  he  resign  his  seat,  is  liable  to  the  costs  of  an  information 
in  the  nature  of  a  quo.  warranto  on  behalf  of  a  rival  candidate.

I.  Powers  of  Raihoay  Compixniei. 
1.  Powers  as  to  disposition  of  income.    By  their  acts  of  incoxporationi  a  company 
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was  empowered  to  make  a  new  raflwaj,  with  blanches,  and  to  improve  their  ezisling 
railways,  and  to  adapt  them  to  the  use  of  locomotiTe  engines,  which  the  oompaoj 
were  required  to  provide,  and  a  time  was  limited  for  the  completion  of  the  woiks. 
The  works  were  not  completed  in  parsaance  of  the  reqoivtions  of  the  act  of  parlia- 
ment, in  consequence,  as  was  alleged,  of  want  of  funds.  HMj  that  the  court  had  not 
jurisdiction,  at  the  suit  of  a  shareholder,  to  restrain  the  company  from  declaring  a 
dividend  until  the  works  were  all  completed,  there  being  no  provision  in  the  acts  to 
that  effect,  and  the  disposition  of  the  compan3r's  income  being  a  proper  subject  for  its 
own  internal  regulation.  The  Braum  r,  Montnauthshire  Railteay  and  Canal  Cb.  iv. 
113. 

2.  Road  constructed  in  pari — Company  cannot  he  required  to  complete.  Where  an 
act  of  parliament  authorizes  a  railroad  company  to  construct  a  road  between  certain 
limits,  and  the  company  construct  the  road  in  part,  they  cannot  be  required  to  go  on 
and  complete  the  road.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  ▼.  Regina,  xviiL  211 ;  The 
York^  ffc.  Railway  Co,  v.  Regina,  xviii.  199,  reversing  the  jndgment  of  Lord  Campbell, 
C.  J.,  and  Grompton,  J.,  Coleridge,  J.,  and  Wightman,  J.,  in  the  same  cas^  in  the 
queen's  bench,  xvL  299  and  841,  and  the  judgment  of  Campbell,  C.  J.,  and  Coler- 
idge, J.,  and  Crompton,  J.,  in  Regina  v.  The  Lancashire^  Sfc,  Railway  Co.  xvL  927, 
and  sustt^ning  the  judgment  of  Erie,  J.  in  those  cases. 

3.  Application  of  capital.  A  railway  company  must'  not  apply  its.  capital  to  any 
purpose  not  authorized  by  its  acts  of  parliament  A  railway  company  was  enjoined 
from  using  its  funds  to  get  a  bill  through  parliament  for  improving  the  navigation  of  a 
river  upon  which  it  was  merely  authorized  to  build  wharves  and  warehouses.  MwU  v. 
The  Shrewsbury^  ffc.  Railway  Co.  iii.  144. 

4.  Application  of  funds.  A  railway  company,  incorporated  by  act  of  pariiament,  is 
bound  to  apply  all  the  funds  of  the  company  for  the  purposes  directed  and  provided 
for  by  the  act,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  The  East  Anglian  RaSwt^  Co, 
V.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  vil.  505. 

5.  Division  ofprofts — Powers  of  majority.  The  principles  which  apply  to  partner- 
ships composed  of  a  limited  number  of  persons  apply  to  railway  companies ;  and  a 
majority  of  the  partners  in  a  partnership  of  a  limited  nnmber,  who  have  agreed  to  bring 
in  capital  by  instalments,  can  overrule  the  minority,  upon  the  question,  whether  profit! 
shaU  be  divided  while  debts  are  unprovided  for.  The  manner  in  which  profits  are  to 
be  ascertained  and  divided  is  a  question  of  internal  management.  Stevens  v.  The 
South  Devon  Railway  Co.  xiL  229. 

6.  Broad  and  narrow  gauge.  Where  a  railway  company  is  authorized  by  act  of 
parliament  to  construct  a  railway  on  the  broad  gauge,  they  are  not  prevented  from 
laying  down  rails  on  the  narrow  gauge  also.    Beman  v.  Rufford,  vL  106. 

7.  By-laws— Liability  for  luggage.  By  sect  169,  of  5  k  6  Will.  IV.  c  107,  every 
passenger  travelling  upon  the  Great  Western  Bailway  may  take  with  him,  withoat 
extra  chai^,  his  articles  of  clothing,  not  exceeding  certain  weight  and  dimensions ;  and 
the  company  are  not  to  be  liable  for  the  safe  carriage  of  any  article  carried  with  a  pas- 
senger, except  his  articles  of  clothing,  not  exceeding  the  given  weight  and  dimenaons. 
By  sect  144,  the  company  are  authorized  to  make  by-laws  for  the  government  of  their 
affairs,  for  regulating  the  proceedings  of,  and  remunerating  the  directors,  and  Tot  the 
management  of  the  undertaking,  and  of  their  officers ;  provided  that  the  by-lawa  are 
not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  England  or  the  directions  in  the  act  HM^  that  a  by-law 
made  under  sect  144,  and  declaring  that  the  company  would  not  be  respon^ble  for  tiw 
care  of  a  passenger's  luggage,  unless  booked  and  the  carriage  paid  for,  was  bad. 
Williams  v.  The  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  xxviii.  439. 

8.  The  term,  articles  of  clothing,  ought  to  include  all  things  necessary  to  the  toilet 
Per  Pollock,  C.  B.    Ih, 
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IL  Shareholders;  GaOs;  AneesmmU. 

1.  Eastern  Union  Railway  Act,  1853 — Preference  shares^  on  what  terms  redeemable 
under — Prtortiy  of  arrears.  Preference  shareholders,  whose  sharef^"  are  redeemed 
tinder  the  powers  of  the  stat  16  &  17  Vict  c.  221,  intituled,  "An  act  to  enable  the 
Bastem  Union  Railway  Company  to  redeem  their  preference  shares,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  are  entitled  to  be  paid  the  arrears  of  interest  or  dividends  upon  such  shares 
from  the  time  when  such  interest  or  dividends  ceased  to  be  paid  up  to  the  time  of 
passing  of  the  said  act,  out  of  any  money  of  or  belonging  to  the'  company  applicable 
to  such  payment,  before  any  payment  is  made  by  the  company  to  the  ordinary  share- 
liolders  in  respect  of  dividends  or  interest  Sturge  v.  The  Eastern  Union  Railway  Co. 
XXXI.'  406. 

2.  Action  for  cdllsy  who  liable  to — Inference  that  defendant  was  a  shareholder  rebutted 
-^Forfeitwre  of  deposit.  A  railway  company  proved  due  notice  of  calls,  and  that  the 
defendant's  name  was  on  the  sealed  renter  of  the  company.  The  defendant  put  in 
Ilia  application  for  shares  and  the  letter  of  allotment,  by  the  former  of  which  it 
appeared  that  he  applied  for  one  hundred  shares  in  the  company,  undertaking  to  pay 
the  deposit  and  sign  the  necessary  deeds.  The  letter  acquainted  him  that  filly  shares 
had  been  allotted  to  him,  and  that  they  would  be  forfeited  if  the  deposit  were  not  paid 
"within  the  specified  time,  and  the  parliamentaiy  contract  and  subscribers'  agreement 
signed  before  a  certain  other  day.  The  defendant  had  never  done  any  other  act  with 
regard  to  the  company.  Held,  that  this  evidence  rebutted  the  primd  facie  inference 
from  the  register  that  the  defendant  was  a  shareholder  in  the  company.  Per  Pollock, 
C.  B.,  the  action  would  be  maintainable  if  the  defendant  had  paid  the  whole  sum 
subscribed  for,  though  he  had  not  executed  the  parliamentary  contract  and  subscribers' 
agreement  SemUe,  that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  abandon  his  contract  and  for- 
feit his  deposit  Semhle,  also*  that  the  company  might  accept  the  subscription  of  the 
defendant  to  the  parliamentary  contract  and  subscribers'  agreement  afler  the  time 
specified  in  the  letter  of  allotment  The  Waterford,  Sec.  Railway  Co.  v.  Pidcock,  xviii. 
517. 

8.  LiabHity  for  assessments — Change  of  terminus — Reduction  of  capital  stock — Ath 
thority  of  directors.  Suit  was  brought  against  an  alleged  subscriber  to  railroad  stock 
far  part  of  his  subscription  on  the  following  state  of  facts ; — The  plaintifis  were 
an  incorporated  company  for  the  construction  of  a  road  between  two  points.  It  was 
proposed  to  build  another  road  which  should  be  a  continuation  of  the  first  from  its 
place  of  termination,  the  capital  stock  in  which  was  put  at  800,000/.  in  82,000  shares 
of  25/.  each.  It  was  afterwards  agreed  by  the  parties  in  interest  that  the  two  roads 
should  be  consolidated  upon  certain  terms,  and  with  this  understanding  the  defendant 
became  a  subscriber  for  200  shares  of  the  consolidated  stock,  paid  the  calls  upon  bim,. 
and  received  the  scrip  certificates  for  the  stock.  He  also  signed  the  parliamentary 
subscription  contract,  and  the  shareholders'  agreement  But  when  the  bill  for  incor- 
poration was  before  parliament,  they  reduced  the  length  of  the  line  of  the  proposed 
extenaon,  changing  one  of  the  terming  of  the  road ;  and  also  reduced  the  capital  stock, 
from  800,000/.  to  400,000/.  The  directors  passed  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  consolidation, 
and  assessed  the  defendant  on  the  200  shares.  Held,  that  they  had  no  authority  to  do 
this,  that  the  defendant  was  not  a  shareholder  and  not  liable  to  the  assessment  The 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  Company  of  Ireland  v.  Leech,  xxviiL  1 7. 

4.  Suit  by  two  shareholders  to  restrain  application  of  funds  to  complete  branchy- 
Acquiescence.  Two  shareholders  in  an  incorporated  railway  company,  suing  on 
behalf  of  themselves  and  all  others,  sought  to  restrain  the  company  from  applying 
their  funds  in  completing  a  branch  railway,  for  the  construction  of  which  their  parlia- 
mentary powers  had  expired.  An  interlocutory  application  for  an  injunction  was 
refused,  on  the  grounds  that  one  of  the  plaintifis  named  had  acquiesced  in  the  acts 
complained  of,  that  the  injunction  would  cause  considerable  inconvenience ;  that  as  ail 
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the  land  bad  been  pmcbased,  it  was  not  clear  tbat  it  was  iHegal  to  complete  the  fiaci 
and  tbat  the  rait  was  not  pit^rly  framed,  being  on  behalf  of  all  the  shareholdeni 
which  wotfld  include  those  who  had  sanctioned  the  acts  sought  to  be  restninsd.

5.  Registered  holder  of  shares^  a  trustee.  The  registered  bolder  of  shares  in  a  nul- 
way  company,  though  a  mere  trasteO)  is,  in  the  absence  of  any  spedal  contract  to  the 
contrary,  alone  liable  to  the  company  for  calls  on  such  shaves;  and  the  company  have 
no  remedy  in  equity  for  calls  against  the  real  or  beneficial  owner  of  such  diares. 
The  Newry^  f^c.  Railway  Co,  ▼.  Moss^  iv.  S4. 

6.  Effect  of  executing  subscriber^  agreement — Agreement  by  directors  to  return  de- 
posit if  act  not  cbtained.  An  allottee  of  shares  in  a  projected  railway  company  paid 
on  them ;  he  also  executed  the  subscribers'  agreement,  a  deed  under  seal ;  bat  he  did 
so  on  the  fiuth  of  a  letter  written  by  the  provisional  directors  before  the  execulkHi  of 
the  deed,  by  which  they  undertook  to  return  the  whole  depoat  if  the  act  flhould  not 
pass.  Tfe  deed  was  in  the  usual  form,  between  all  the  shareholders  with  tniStees,  to 
perform  the  covenants,  and  contained  a  covenant  to  indemniff  the  provisional  directon 
whether  the  act  should  or  should  not  pass.  Held,  that  the  deed,  being  a  contract  hj 
each  shareholder,  with  all  the  others^  its  effect  could  not  be  destroyed  in  favor  of  aay 
shareholder,  by  a  contract  between  htm  and  a  certain  number  of  diareholden ;  and 
consequently,  the  'allottee  who  had  signed  it,  was  not  protected  by  the  letter  of  the 
provisional  directors,  against  a  cidl.    Mowatt,  ex  partem  xix.  127. 

7.  Call  payable  by  instalments.  Held,  on  error,  that  a  call  upon  the  shafeholden  in 
a  nulway  company,  payable  by  instalments,  is  vatid.  The  London  and  Northwestern 
Railway  Co,  v.  M*Michael,  iv.  469. 

III.  Powers^  Duties^  and  Liabilities  of  ^Officers  of  Railway  Companies, 

1.  Shares  placed  at  discretion  of  directors — Duty  to  account — Acquiescence — Cfen- 
eral  liabilities  of  directors.  The  shareholders  of  a  railway  company,  at  a  genefal  meet- 
ing passed  a  resolution,  by  which  they  placed  a  large  number  of  shares  at  the  disposal 
of  the  directors,  who,  as  a  body,  did  not  interfere  with  the  managensentof  the  com-' 
pany,  but  allowed  6.  H.,  their  chainnan,  to  exercise  a  rapreme  control  over  the  com- 
pany and  its  affairs.  The  shares  were  then  placed  in  the  share  register  in  the  name 
of  6.  H.  at  the  end  of  the  names  of  the  shareholders,  and  he  caused  nnmben  of  these 
shares  to  be  transferred  into  the  names  of  divers  persons,  and  through  different 
brokers  sold  them  in  the  market  at  conaderable  premiums.  Upon  a  bill  filed  by  the  com- 
pany, it  was  held,  that  the  office  of  directors  is  a  place  of  trust ;  that  imambiguoiis  ex- 
pressions alone  could  confer  upon  them  any  special  power ;  that  a  resolution  to  pbce 
shares  at  the  disposal  of  the  directors,  without  more,  did  not  render  them  iireqponahle ; 
that  they  were  bound  to  give  explanations  to  the  shareholders,  and  could  not  derire 
any  personal  or  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  mode  of  dealing  with  the  shares ;  that 
a  suggestion  of  the  application  of  money  for  secret  purposes  will  not  exonerate  the 
directors  from  accounting,  nor  can  any  person  in  a  fidudaiy  pomtaon  retain  any  re- 
muneration for  his  services ;  that  an  acquiescence  in  the  acts  of  the  directors  cannot 
be  raised  by  a  production  of  the  share  register  books  at  the  meetings  of  the  company, 
and  consequently  that  G.  H.  must  account  for  'the  shares  disposed  of,  and  pay  tbe 
costs  up  to  the  hearing,  of  resisting  the  account  The  York  and  North  Midlmd 
Railway  Co.  v.  Hudson,  xix.  861. 

8.  As  to  raising  capital  under  subscription  contract.  An  allottee  of  shares  in  a  nil- 
way  company  provisionally  registered,  signed  the  subscription  contract,  which  staled 
that  the  capital  was  to  consist  of  a  certain  sum ;  that  the  pro^sional  directors  should 
carry  on  the  undertaking,  apply  to  parliament  for  necessary  powers,  appfy  the  monejs 
which  came  into  their  hands,  &c.  The  whole  amount  of  stock  was  not  sabeciibed  fiir 
and  the  scheme  was  ultimately  abandoned,  after  much  expense  had  been  iacfirred. 


Bddy  thai  tiie  agreement  anthoming  tlie  directora  to  ttaae  a  capital  of  the  «i]in  stated 
did  not  compel  them  to  nuse  all  of  such  sum  before  taking  any  steps  to  carry  the 
undertaking  into  effect     Watts  v.  Salter^  xiL  48S. 

8.  Ooniraet  by  directon  wUk  another  company.  The  directors  of  a  railway  com- 
pany,  being  only  trustees  for  their  shareholders,  cannot  enter  into  such  a  contract 
with  another  company  as  to  vaiy  the  rights  of  their  shareholders,  or  diminish  the 
profits  of  the  company ;  and  such  a  contract  is  against  public  policy.  A  court  of 
equity  cannot  lend  its  assistance  to  enforce  such  a  contract,  whether  it  be  valid  or 
invalid  in  law.  The  Shrewsbury^  f^c.  Railway  Co,  t.  The  London^  ffe.  Railway  Cb, 
xxi  819. 

4.  Return  of  deposits  to  allottees  by  a  part  of  directors.  If  some  of  the  directors  of 
a  company  return  to  allottees  of  shares  the  deposits  paid  by  them,  and  this  is  approved 
by  the  managing  board  and  by  a  general  assembly  of  the  shareholders,  an  action  can* 
not  be  brought  against  thos^  directors  for  the  repayment  of  the  returned  deposits. 
Kent  V,  Jadcson,  zL  95. 

5.,  Bitts  introduced  into  parliament  by  directorsdo  vary  rights  of  shareholders.  The 
diareholders  of  a  railway  company  consisted  of  two  classes,  viz :  the  proprietors  of 
whole  shares  and  the  proprietors  of  half  or  guaranteed  shares,  and  the  directors  intro* 
duced  two  bills  into  parliament  to  vary  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  respective 
classes^  Held^  that  the  proposed  scheme  could  not  be  considered  as  such  a  breach  of 
trust  or  duty  to  the  company  as  would  induce  the  court  to  restrain  the  directors  from 
using  the  name  and  seal  and  credit  of  the  company  in  prosecuting  the  bill,  they  enter- 
ing into  a  similar  undertaking  to  that  imposed  on  the  defendants  in  Parker  v.  The  Dunn 
Navigation  Company.  But  an  iujunction  was  granted  to  restrain  the  application  of  the 
funds  of  the  company  in  prosecuting  the  bill,  so  &r  as  it  proposed  to  affect  the  privileges 
attached  to  the  half  shares.    Stevens  v.  The  South  Devon  Railway  Co.  ii.  188. 

6.  Improper  conduct  of  directors — Undue  influence  of  another  company — Winding* 
tip — Injunction-^Enforeing  calls.  It  appeared  that  the  directors  of  a  railway  com*' 
pany  had  acted  very  improperly,  and  that  the  directors  of  another  company  had  an 
undue  infiuence  in  the  management  of  affairs,  yet,  the  directors  having  resolved 
to  wind  up  the  company,  there  was  no  necessity  of  an  injunction  to  prevent  the 
directors  from  completing  a  part  of  the  road  only,  nor  was  it  proper  to  grant  an  in- 
junction to  forbid  the  directors  of  the  other  company  from  interfering  in  the  matter, 
they  having  sums  at  stake  in  the  same.  Also  the  court  held^  that  it  would  not 
restrain  the  directors  from  enforcing  ci^s  on  the  oontributories.  Logan  v.  Courlownj 
V.  171. 

7.  Man<fffing  committee.  The  constitution  of  a  rulway  company,  as  it  related  to 
the  powers  of  the  mana^ng  committee,  and  the  resignation  of  a  member  of  said  com- 
mittee, commented  upon.  Re  The  Gloucester,  Aberystwith,  {fc.  Railway  Co.  xxiiL 
167. 

8.  Misapplication  of  capital — Injunction — Acquiescence.  Though  a  shareholder  in 
a  railway  company  has  an  equity  to  have  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  directors  from 
upplying  the  i^nds  of  the  company  in  the  completion  of  a  part  only  of  the  line  with 
a  view  to  the  abandonment  of  the  remainder,  yet  where  the  shareholder,  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  intention  to  abandon  the  greater  part  of  the  line,  remained  passive 
fbr  eighteen  months,  while  the  directors  were  expending  large  sums  in  the  completion 
of  the  remainder,  the  court  refused  to  interfere  by  injunction.  Graham  v.  The 
Birkenhead^  Lancashire,  i-c.  Railway  Co.  vi.  182. 

8.  Contract  of  doubtful  validity^^Injunction.  Where  the  directors  of  a  company 
had  entered  into  a  contract,  the  legality  of  which  was  doubtful,  to  expend  money  in 
laying  down  rails,  they  were  restrained,  at  the  suit  of  some  of  the  shareholders,  from 
Uying  down  the  rails  till  the  validity  of  the  contract  had  been  decided  upon  at  law. 
Beman  v.  Rufford,  vi.  106. 

10.  Duty  of  company  as  to  having  servants — Refusal  to  deliver  goods — Conversion, 
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In  an  action  of  troTer  brought  for  the  recovery  of  some  qnicka  which  were  planted  t 
hy  the  plaintiff,  hy  the  permission  of  the  general  superintendent  of  the  railway  com- 
pany, on  the  land  of  the  company  adjdning  their  station,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
them  alive;  both  the  superintendent  and  the  managing  director  of  the  companj 
having  refused  to  allow  him  to  remove  them,  and  the  plaintiff  offering  no  eridence  in 
regard  to  the  respective  duties  <^  the  superintendent  and  director  aforesaid,  it  ms 
heldy  that  it  was  the  duty  of  a  railway  company  trading  largely  as  carriers  on  thdr 
line,  to  have  some  servants  authorized  to  give  directions,  and  act  for  the  companj  on 
all  occasions  as  the  exigency  of  the  traffic  might  require ;  that  the  jury  might  there- 
fore infer  that  the  general  superintendent  and  managing  director  had  authority  to  act 
for  the  company  in  all  matters  in  the  course  of  the  ordinary  business  of  the  oompany 
as  carriers.  And  also,  one  of  the  judges  dissenting,  that  the  juxy  might  abo  infer 
that  it  was  within  the  power  of  the  general  superintendent,  to  grant  permission  to  the 
plaintiff  to  put  the  quicks  into  the  company's  land,  and  that  his  refusal  to  deliver 
them,  was  an  act  within  his  ordinary  business,  and  bound  the  company,  and  amounted 
to  an  act  of  conversion  by  them.     The  TaffVale  Railway  Co.  v.  Giles^  zxiL  202.

lY.  Taking  Land  and  Proceedings  therefor ;  Special  ConiracU.' 

1.  Purchase  of  land  hy  company — Application  of  purchase-money — Payment  wio 
court  The  Northwestern  Railway  Company  contracted  with  the  corporation  of  L., 
for  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  the  corporation  lands,  for  the  purposes  of  their  railway, 
and  the  title  was  approved ;  but  before  a  conveyance  was  executed  and  the  purchaae- 
money  paid,  disputes  arose  between  the  company  and  corporation  respecting  the  sub- 
ject of  the  purchase,  and  the  corporation  brought  an  action  of  ejectment  agunst  the 
company,  and  obtained  a  verdict  In  order  to  recover  possession  of  their  woib, 
which  were  seized  by  the  sheriff  on  behalf  of  the  corporation,  the  company  paid  the 
purchase-money,  and  subsequently  they  filed  their  bill,  alleging  that  the  corporation 
were  about  to  misapply  the  money,  and  praying  that  it  might  be  paid  into  the  bank, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  The  corporatian 
admitted  that  they  had  got  3,400^  part  of  the  money,  in  their  hands,  and  that  1,000^ 
other  part  thereof,  had  been  lent  to  the  Local  Board  of  Health,  on  mortgage  of  the 
rates  made  by  them.  On  motion  for  the  payment  of  these  two  sums  into  cowti  the 
defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  in  the  8,400/.  but  not  the  1,000/.  The  Northwesierh 
Railway  Co,  v.  The  Corporation  of  Lancaster,  xii.  371. 

2.  Right  of  landowner  to  compel  company  to  complete  purchase.  Where  within  the 
prescribed  period  a  railway  company  gave  notice  to  a  landowner  on  the  intended 
line,  that  they  required  to  purchase  his  lands,  and  the  landowner  served  them  with  a 
notice  to  treat,  and  demanded  that  the  compensation  should  be  settled  by  a  jurj,  and 
no  further  steps  were  taken  to  complete  the  purchase  until  aflcr  the  expiration  <](  the 
period  prescribed  for  the  exercise  of  the  compulsory  powers  of  the  companj ;  it  was 
held,  that  the  landowner  might  compel  the  company  to  complete  the  purchase.  Tr€ 
Birmingham  and  Oxford  Junction  Railway  Co.  v.  Regina,  iv.  276. 

S.  Notice  by  company  requiring  part  of  field,  and  hy  owner  that  they  must  take  thi 
whole —  Question  for  jury.  A  was  the  owner  of  a  field,  contained  in  the  books  of  ^efe^ 
ence  of  a  railway  company,  but  fifteen  perches  of  it  lay  beyond  the  limits  of  deviation 
laid  down  in  the  plans.  The  company  served  a  notice  upon  A,  requiring  part  of  the 
field  for  the  purpose  of  the  railway.  A  gave  notice  to  the  company  that  if  thej  toci 
part  they  must  take  the  whole,  to  which  they  agreed.  A  afterwards  receded  ftom  his 
notice.  The  company  then  entered  upon  the  whole  under  sect  85  of  the  Lands 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act  Held,  that  the  question,  whether  the  fifteen  perches  were 
necessary  for  the  works,  was  for  the  jury,  and  that  A,  having  required  tiie  companj 
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to  take  the  vhde,  could  not  object  that  their  entry  on  that  portion  was  ualawfoL 
Doe  d.  Armiitead  v.  The  North  Staffordshire  Railway  Co,  iv.  216. 

4.  By  the  9  2d  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  the  owners  of  a 
manufactory  have  the  option,  a  notice  being  served  upon  them  by  a  railway  company 
for  a  part*of  the  manufactory,  to  sell  the  said  part,  or  the  whole.  Sparrow  v.  Th^ 
Oxford,  Worcester,  Sfc.  Railway  Co,  xiii.  S3. 

5.  Right  to  take  land  for  branch  railway,  A  railway  company  having  opened  their 
main  line  for  traffic,  but  not  having  completed  the  stations  and  works,  are  entitled 
under  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  8  Vict  c.  20,  s.  16,  to  take  compolsorily,  within  die 
time  for  completing  the  railway  and  works,  any  lands  situate  within  the  limits  of  de- 
viation, for  the  purpose  of  making  a  branch- railway.  Sadd  v.  The  MaUlon^  Ice,  Rail- 
fcay  Co.  ii.  410. 

6.  Effeet  of  counter-notice — Injunction,  A  railway  company  gaye  notice  to  the 
owners  of  premises  that  they  intended  to  take  sufficient  thereof  to  widen  their  road* 
The  proprietors  then  gave  a  counter-notice  requiring  the  company  to  take  the  whol^ 
premises,  and  filed  a  bill  to  restrain  the  company  from  summoning  a  jury  to  assess  the 
value  of  the  easement,  unless  they  would  purchase  the  whole,  the  plaintiffs  undertaking 
to  sell  the  same ;  and  an  injunction  was  granted.  The  company  then  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  summon  a  jury  to  assess  the  vi^ue  of  the  whole.  A  second  bill 
having  been  filed  to  restriun  the  company  from  proceeding  on  this  notice,  it  was  heU 
that  the  plaintiffs,  by  giving  the  counter-notice,  had  established  aa  equity  against 
themselves,  disentitling  them  to  an  injunction,  and  that  the  first  iiy unction  was  prop- 
erly granted  upon  terms.  Pinchin  v.  The  London  and  Blachwall  Railway  Co,  xxxl 
249. 

7.  Right  to  enter  upon  lands  to  effect  junction,  A  railway  company  had  power  **  to 
make  and  maintain  the  railway  and  works  on  the  line,  and  upon  the  lands  delineated 
in  the  parliamentary  plan,  and  described  in  the  books  of  reference,  and  to  enter  upon, 
take,  and  use  th^stud  lands  or  such  of  them  as  should  be  necessary  for  that  purpose ; " 
bnt  they  were  not  to  enter  upon,  take,  or  use  any  of  the  land  or  property  of  a  certain 
preexisting  railway  company,  or  in  any  manner  to  alter,  vary,  or  interfere  with  that 
railway  or  any  of  the  works  appertaining  thereto,  save  only  for  the  purpose  of  effect- 
ing the  junction  thereby  authorized  in  majoner  in  the  said  act  authorized,  and  not 
odierwiae ;  one  of  the  clauses  of  the  act,  giving  certain  powers  to  the  company  for 
effecting  a  junction  with  the  preexisting  railway.  Held,  that  there  being  nothing  to 
riiow  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  company,  in  order  to  effect  the  junction, 
it  had  no  power  to  take  as  owners  certain  lands  over  which  the  line  of  the  preexuiting 
railway  actually  passed;  but  there  was  a  right  to  enter  upon  such  lands,  by  way  of 
easement,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  junction.  The  Oxford^  jrc.  Railway  Co, 
T.  The  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Co,  xix.  131. 

.  8.  Powers  to  purchase  and  to  enter,  when  gone — Right  to  perfect  title.  Where  a 
railway  company  have  given  due  notice  of  tiieir  intention  to  purchase  lands,  deposited 
the  purchase-money  and  delivered  the  bond  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  pr&- 
seribed  for  the  exercise  of  compulsory  powers,  neither  their  power  to  purchase  land 
nor  their  power  to  enter  is  gone  by  a  subsequent  expiration  of  that  period ;  and  when- 
ever they  are  entitied  to  retain  possession  of  lands  which  they  have  taken,  they,  have 
also  a  right  to  perfect  their  titJe.  Sparrow  v.  The  Oxford^  Worcester,  Sfc,  Railway  Co. 
xii.  249. 

9.  Contract  to  take  land  before  passage  of  bill  authorizing  construction  of  line,  J^ 
railway  company  who  had  projected  a  line  of  railway,  being  opposed  by  a  landholder 
on  the  line,  arranged,  through  a  third  party,  who  professed  to  be  the  agent  of  the  come 
pany,  to  purchase  his  land  at  a  certain  price.  The  landowner  withdrew  his  oppoisitioni 
and  the  bill  passed  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  new  line.  No  steps,  however^ 
were  taken  to  carry  out  the  scheme ;  the  landholder  filed. his  bill  against  the  company 
(or  specific  performance  of  the  contract  to  purchase  his  land.    Hdd,  that  ihere  was  no

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contract  between  the  plamtalT  and  the  company,  for  before  tiiey  obtained  ^&x  new 
act  they  could  not  enter  into  a  contract  Gooday  y.  The  Colchester  and  Stour  VaMey 
Railway  Co.  xv.  596. 

10.  A  rsulway  company  paid  for  and  took  a  conveyance  of  a  piece  of  land  from  D. 
W.  afterwards  claimed  the  land,  and  moved  to  restnun  the  company  £non^  taking  it, 
their  compulsory  powers  having  expired.  The  evidence  of  tide  was  conflicting  be- 
tween D.  and  W.  Held,  that  W.  had  his  remedy  by  ejectment ;  and  an  injunctkxi 
was  therefore  refused.     Webster  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  tb.  i.  294. 

11.  Application  to  company  by  land  owners  to  complete  line — Laches.  A  railway  act 
and  an  additional  special  act  gave  a  company  five  years  for  the  exercise  of  the  com- 
pulsory powers  to  purchase  lands  and  to  complete  the  road ;  a  few  months  previous  to 
the  termination  of  the  five  years  an  application  was  made  to  the  company  to  complete 
the  line,  and  a  mandamus  directed  to  the  company  was  obtained  by  the  landowners. 
The  company  showed  no  want  of  power  to  obey  the  writ.  Held^  that  the  landowners 
had  not  been  guilty  of  laches  in  making  the  application.  So  ruled  also  where,  at  a 
general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the  company,  it  had  been  resolved  that  the 
making  of  the  branch  line  should  be  abandoned,  and  it  was  not  shown  by  the  affidavits 
on  which  the  rule  was  obtained  that  the  company  had  funds  for  completing  the  Hne.

12.  Taking  land  before  compensation  made — Trespau — Ejectment.  If  a  railway 
company  take  possession  of  land  before  compensation  be  made,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owner,  a  subsequent  demand  for  possession  upon  the  company  by  the  owner  does  not 
make  the  company  trespassers,  and  ejectment  cannot  be  maintained  against  them. 
Doe  d.  Hudson  v.  The  Leeds  and  Bradford  Railway  Co.  vL  283. 

18.  Notice  by  landowner  for  jury  to  assess  damages.  In  1848,  a  landowner  gave  a 
xailway  company  notice  for  a  jury  to  assess  damages  which  he  alleged  be  had  suffered. 
In  1849,  he  made  a  claim  for  further  subsequent  damages ;  and  in  1%50,  gave  notice 
for  an  arbitrator  to  assess  the  whole  damages.  Held,  that  thb  was  not  irregular,  and 
that  the  first  notice  had  not  exhausted  all  the  statutory  powers.  The  Lancashire,  Sfc. 
Railway  Co.  v.  Evans,  xix.  295. 

14.  Damages  done  by  a  railway  for  which  compensation  may  be  obtained  under  the 
statutory  powers,  and  those  for  which  a  common  action  at  law  is  the  proper  remedy, 
are  distinct,    lb. 

16.  Notice  to  treat  for  purchase  of  land — Particulars  of  claim — Apportionment  of 
rent — Specific  performance.  A  railway  company  served  a  landowner  with  a  notice 
to  treat  for  the  purchase  of  a  portion  of  his  land.  The  landowner,  in  the  particulars 
of  his  claim,  stated  that  he  was  seised  in  fee  simple  of  the  land  required  by  the  cooh 
pany,  subject  to  an  unexpired  term  therein,  and  a  reserved  rent  of  S2^  13^.,  and  that 
he  claimed  1,6001.  for  the  purchase  of  his  interest  The  company,  by  their  agent, 
agreed  to  pay  the  sum  claimed.  An  abstract  of  titie  was  t)ien  delivered  to  the  solicitor 
of  the  company,  who  was  also  informed  that  the  rent  of  32^.  135.  was  payable  in  respect 
of  other  land  belonging  to  the  pkdntiff,  as  well  as  of  that  required  by  the  company, 
and  that  it  must  be  apportioned.  The  company  claimed  the  whole  rent,  32/.  13s., 
and  refused  to  complete  their  contract  on  any  other  terms.  On  a  bill  filed  by  the 
landowner  against  the  company,  the  court,  affirming  the  decision  of  the  court  below, 
decreed  specific  performance  of  the  contract ,  Inge  v.  The  Birmingham,  ffc.  Railway 
Co.  xxiii.  601. 

16.  Purchase-flloney  of  land  belongs  to  real  representatives  of  owner.  Where  a 
reulway  company  agreed  to  pay  a  stipulated  price  per  acre  for  so  much  land,  within, 
their  limits  of  deviation,  as  they  should  take,  and  subsequendy  took  a  certain  number 
of  acres,  and  paid  into  court  the  purchase-money  at  the  rate  contracted  for,  the  puiv 
chase  money  will  belong  to  the  real  and  not  to  the  personal  representatives  of  the 
owner.    In  re  Walker's  Estate,  xxL  85. 
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17.  Paj/tnent  oJ^ntrekase-m(mey  into  carni  by  vendonfor  tnUrim  proiecdotu  A  raSl* 
irajr  company,  under  pressure,  paid  the  purchase-money  for  lands  bought  of  a  cor- 
poration to  the  vendors,  instead  of  paying.it  into  court  undd^  the  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  18, 
8.  60.  Upon  a  bill  filed  by  the  former,  the  latter  were,  on  motion,  ordered  to  pay  into 
court  the  purchase-money  in  their  hands  fbr  the  purpose  of  interim  protection.  Lon^ 
don  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  y.  The  Corporation  of  Lancaster,  xv.  58. 

18.  A$  to  eompensaHan  for  a  reversionary  interest  in  land  taken  for  a  pMic  purpose, 
see  Beaufort  v.  Patrick,  ZTii.  28. 

19.  Petition  by  executor  of  mortgagee  in  fee — Costs.  An  executor  of  a  mortg^ee 
in  fee,  having  contracted  with  a  railway  company  for  the  sale  of  a  part  of  the  mort- 
gaged lands,  presented  a  petition  that  the  legal  estate  might  be  vested  in  him  for  tho 
purposes  of  the  sale,  and  that  the  railway  company  might  be  ordered  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  petition.  Held,  that  the  court  could  make  no  order  for  or  against  ihe  company. 
In  the  matter  ofRee^s  Devisees,  xiii.  137« 

20.  Company  not  liable  to  pay  for  lands  urdess  they  enter.  A  railway  company  cove- . 
nanted  with  the  plaintiff,  .**  that  in  the  event  of  the  proposed  bill  passing  in  the  then 
session  of  parliament,  the  company  should,  before  they  should  enter  upon  any  part  of 
the  pluntiff 's  lands,  pay  to  him  4,900^  purchase-money  for  any  portion  not  exceeding 
forty-three  acres,  which  the  company  might,  under  the  powers  of  their  act,  require 
and  take  for  the  purposes  of  their  undertaking."  Held,  that  the  company  were  not 
liable,  unless  they  entered  upon  some  part  of  the  plaintiff's  lands.  Gage  v.  Tlte  New^- 
market  Railway  Co.  xiv.  67. 

21.  Agreement  as  to  mode  of  constructing  raHufoy^  Obligation  to  perform.  Lessees 
of  premises,  occupied  by  them  as  a  ropery,  agreed  to  withdraw  their  opposition  to  a 
bill  in  parliament,  for  a  railway  which  would  intersect  the  ropery.  'The  agreement, 
among  other  stipulations,  provided  that  the  railway  should  be  so  constructed,  as  that 
when  finished  the  level  of  the  ropery  should  not  be  altered,  nor  the  surface  of  the 
ropery  be  in  the  least  respect  diminished.  Held,  that  the  railway  company  were 
bound  to  restore  the  sur&ce  so  as  to  be  available  for  all  purposes  to  which  it  might 
have  been  applied  before  the  construction  of  the  railway,  and  not  for  the  purposes 
of  a  ropery  only.  Harby  v.  The  East  and  West  India  Docks,  ffc.  Railway  Co.  xil. 
135. 

22.  Obligation  to  purchase — Expiration  of  powers.  The  expiration,  by  lapse  of  time, 
of  the  powers  given  to  a  railway  company  by  their  act  of  parliament,  does  not  affect 
their  obligation  td  take  lands,  to  the  purchase  of  which  they  have  previously  bound 
themselves  by  contract.  Wehb  v.  The  Direct  London  and  Portsmouth  Railway  Co. 
V.  151.  Decree  for  specific  performance  refused  in  this  case,  on  appeal,  ix.  249. 
That  a  company,  before  their  compulsoxy  powers  have  expired,  are  bound  specifically 
to  perform  a  contract  for  purchase  of  land,  although  they  have-  totally  abandoned 
their  line,  see  Hawkes  v.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  xv.  858.  See  also  Stuart 
V.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  x.  67  ;  s.  c.  overruled,  xi.  112 ;  Gooday 
V.  The  Colchester  and  Stour  Valley  Railway  Co.  xv.  596 ;  Gage  v.  The  Newmarket 
Railway  Co.  xiv.  57 ;  Regina  v.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  vi.  220. 

23.  Failure  of  funds.  An  existing  radlway  corporation,  duly  authorized,  promoted 
a  bill  in  parliament  for  extending  their  line,  and  entered  into  an  onerous  contract  with 
a  landowner  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  to  be  carried  out  by  their  bill.  The  act 
passed,  but  no  money  was  raised  under  it,  and  the  scheme  utterly  failed.  Held,  that 
it  was  no  objection  to  enforcing  specific  performance  that  it  would  involve  the  payment 
of  the  purchase-money  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  company,  and  thus  work  a 
hardship  upon  the  shareholders  who  had  no  notice  of  the  arrangement ;  for  the  court 
could  not  recognize  the  rights  of  individual  members  as  distinct  from  the  rights  and 
liabih'ties  of  th»  corporation  itself.    Hawkes  v.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  xv. 

858. 
84.  Compensation  for  damage  done,  when  to  be  made.    The  defendants  were  pro- 
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visional  directon  of  a  company  and  promoters  of  a  bill  §at  makuDg  a  railway.  By 
agreement  between  tbem  and  the  pbundff,  the  plaintiff  covenanted  that  he  would 
accede  to  the  bfll,  and  the  defendants  covenanted  that,  in  the  event  of  the  hill  paving 
into  a  law,  the  company  should  pay  him  for  so  much  of  his  land  as  should  be  inter- 
sected by  the  railway,  120/.  per  acre,  and  S,000/.  in  full  compensatioa  for  the  general 
damage  which  the  railway  might  do  to  hu  mansion,  park,  and  estate,  &c.,  &c.  Aver- 
ment,  that  the  plaintiff  did  assent  to  ihe  bill,  and  the  same  passed  into  a  law ;  that  the 
company  entered  on  the  plaintiff's  lands  and  cut  down  trees,  &c-,  and  although  seven 
acres  were  intersected  and  severed  by  the  railway,  and  the  park  and  mansion 
deteriorated,  yet  neither  the  company  nor  the  defendants  had  paid  the  plaintiff  liOL 
per  acre,  nor  the  3,0002.  Fourth  plea,  that  the  company  did  not  enter  on  the  plaintiff's 
land.  FifUi,  that  the  plaintaff's  land  intersected  by  the  railway  was  not  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  railway,  nor  severed  from  the  remainder  of  the  fields.  Hdd,  per 
Parke  and  Piatt,  BB.,  that  the  defendants  were  bound  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  3,0002. 
immediately  after  the  passing  of  the  act,  although  the  railway  had  not  been  oonstmcted 
nor  any  damage  done  to  his  land ;  dUsentiente  Pollock,  C.  B.,  who  held  that  the  plain- 
tiff  was  not  entitled  to  the  8,000/.  until  his  land  should  have  been  taken  or  some  damage 
done.  Bland  v.  Crwoleyf  iv.  441.  See  also  Preston  v.  The  Liverpool^  Manehester^  jy; 
Railway  Co,  viL  124. 

25.  Landowner  detMngJrom  opposition  to  hUl  for  railway — Agreement  to  purckaoe 
''land — Effect  of  amalgamation  on  agreement    H.  and  T.,  and  several  other  persoDS, 

calling  themselves  the  L.  and  N.  T.  Bailway  Company,  introduced  a  bill  into  pai^ 
liament  for  incorporating  the  company  and  making  their  railway,  which  was  inteoded 
to  pass  through  the  plaintiff's  estate,  and  near  his  residence.  The  plaintiff  dednied 
from  opposition  to  the  bill,  in  consequence  of  IL  and  Y.  having  agreed  witla  hin,  en 
behalf  of  the  company!  that,  in  case  the  company  idiould  obtain  an  act  of  incorporatioB, 
they  would  pay  the  plaintiff  1,000/.  for  all  lands  required  by  them  for  making  the  lail- 
way,  and  4,000/.  for  residential  injury,  and  25/.  for  his  personal  expenses,  and  also  that 
they  would  pay  the  expenses  of  his  solicitor  in  the  basiness.  Aflerwards,  that  company 
agreed  to  join  ^th  a  rival  company,  calling  itself  the  L.  M.  &  N.  Company,  in  apply- 
ing for  an  a(A  for  making  a  railway,  the  line  of  which,  so  far  as  the  plaintiff's  estate 
was  concerned,  was  the  same  as  the  line  of  the  L.  &  N.  Y.  Company,  and  the  two 
companies  agreed  to  adopt  the  agreement  with  the  plaintiff.  The  act  passed,  and  h/ 
it  the  two  companies  were  incorporated  by  tlie  name  of  the  L.  M.  ic  N.  Railway  Con^ 
pany.  Ikld,  that  tlie  incorporated  company  must  be  taken  to  be  tfad  parties  on  whose 
behalf  H.  and  Y.  entered  into  the  agreement  with  the  pluntiff.  Preston  y.  The  Ltoer' 
pool  J  Manchester,  jre.  Railway  Co.  viL  124. 

26.  Agreement  to  pay  different  sums  to  landowner  on  happening  cf  different 
Notice  to  put  OH  end  to  agreement — Amtdgamation.  A,  a  landowner,  tiivongh 
estate  a  part  of  a  projected  railway  was  to  pass,  became  a  party  to  a  deed  widi  the 
projectors  of  the  railway,  by  which  he  covenanted  to  withdraw  his  opposHion  to  theff 
bill,  and  to  oppose  a  rival  bi]l,and  ihey  covenanted  to  pay  him  a  certain  sum  of  money^ 
in  case  their  bifl  should  pass  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  deed,  or  to  pay 
him  a  diferent  sum  if  the  rival  bill  should  pass  within  eighteen  months  from  the  date 
of  the  deed.  It  was  then  provided  that,  if  the  lull  of  these  projectors  should  not  be 
passed  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  agreement,  either  party  might  put  an 
end  to  the  agreement  by  a  notice.  The  deed  then  contained  a  covenant  on  the  part 
of  these  projectors,  by  which  they  agreed,  if  the  two  companies  should  be  amalgamated, 
to  pay  a  certain  suiq  within  three  months  after  8\ich  amalgamation.  The  deed  was 
dated  on  the  16th  o^^larch,  1846.  The  two  companies  weve  amalgamated  in  June,  1846; 
but  no  bill  ever  passed  at  the  instance  of  these  pr^ectors  alone.  In  November,  1946, 
these  projectors  gave  a  notice  to  put  an  end  to  the  agreement  A  dedaaed  in  coveaiat 
against  these  projectors  on  that  clause  of  the  deed  by  which  he  was  to  receive  a  nm 
of  money  mthin  three  months  after  the  amalgamation  of  the  companiea.   Thed^and- 
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ants  pleaded  that  their  bill  had  never  passed  into  a  law ;  that  at  the  end  of  six  months 
thej  had  given  notice  to  put  an  end  to  the  agreement,  and  that  thej  had  not  taken 
Ihe  plaintiff's  land.  Held,  that  this  plea  was  no  answer  to  the  action.  Capper  t.  The

y.  OorUracU  with  other  Roadti  SfC* ;  Amafyamation  of  Companies. 

1.  Railway  company — Agreement — Agreement  to  stop  trains — Subseqtient  lease  of  line, 
Li  1886,  a  company-  (afterwards  called  the  West  London  Railway  Company)  was  incor- 
porated l^  act  of  parliament,  for  the  making  of  a  railway  from  the  Kensington  Canal 
to  join  the  London  and  Binningham  (afterwards  called  the  Liondon  and  Northwestern) 
aad  the  Great  Western  Railways,  at  a  place  called  Holsden  Green;  and  certain  duties 
were  by  the  act  cast  upon  the  company ;  and,  amongst  other  things,  it  was  provided, 
tint,  if  the  railway  should  be  abandoned,  or  should,  after  its  completion,  cease  for  the 
space  of  three  years  to  be  used  as  a  railway,  the  land  taken  by  the  company  for  the 
ptuposes  of  the  act,  should  revert  to  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  land.    In  February, 
1887,  the  West  London  Railway  Company  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Great 
Western  Railway  Company,  under  which  the  last-mentioned  company  bound  them- 
selves to  stop  certain  of  their  trains  at  a  point  where  their  railway  intersected  the 
West  London  Railway,  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  passengers  and  goods  from  one 
railway  to  the  other,  and  to  stop  their  trains  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  corresponding 
trains  of  that  company,  in  the  manner  particularly  detailed  in  the  deed.    In  1840, 
another  act,  8  9c  4  Vict  c.  105,  passed,  giving  further  powers  to  the  West  London 
Railway  Ccmapany;  the  84 th  section,  reciting  the  agreement  of  February,  1837, 
regulated  die  mode  of  crossing  until  the  plaintifis'  railway  should  be  completed ;  the 
36th  section  saved  the  plaintiffs'  right  under  that  agreement;  and  the  37th  section 
provided,  that,  if  the  plaintiffs'  line  was  abandoned,  or  ceased  to  be  used  as  a  railway 
for  three  years  afler  its  completion',  tiicn,  on  payment  or  tender  to  them  by  the  Great 
Western  Railway  Company  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  piece  of  land  where  the 
railways  crossed,  the  said  land  should  vest  in  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company. 
By  a  subsequent  act  (8  &  9  Vict  c.  156,) — reciting,  that  **  it  had  been  found  that  the 
said  West  London  Railway  [which  it  appeared  in  evidence  had  been  worked  with  pas- 
senger trains  as  well  as  with  goods  trains]  could  not  be  worked  as  a  separate  and 
independent  undertaking,  with  advantage  to  the  proprietors  thereof;  but  that  the  same 
might  be  advantageously  worked  and  used  in  connection  with  the  said  London  and 
Birmingham  Railway  and  the  said  Great  Western  Railway,  or  either  of  them,  by  both 
or  either  of  the  companies  to  whom  the  said  last-mentioned  railways  belonged ;  that  the 
West  London  Railway  Company  were  therefore  desirous  of  letting  the  said  railvray  on 
lease  to  the  London  and  Birmingham  Railway  Company ;  and  that  the  last-mentioned 
company  were  willing  to  accept  such  lease,  subject  to  certain  terms  and  conditions 
which  had  been  mutually  agreed  on  between  the  said  two  companies," — ^the  West  Lon- 
don Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  lease  to  the  London  and  Northwestern  Rail- 
way Company  their  railway,  and  all  their  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  in  relation 
thereto,— -subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  to  the  performance  of  the  conditions 
to  be  mentioned  in  such  lease.    By  the  lease,  which  was  aflerwards  executed  in  pur- 
suance of  this  act,  tiie  London  and  Korthwestem  Railway  Company  covenanted, 
amongst  other  things,  that  they  would,  ^  at  their  own  expense,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  lease,  efficiently  work  and  repair  the  railway  and  worics  thereby  demised,  and 
indemnify  the  West  London  Railway  Company  against  all  liabilities,  loss,  charges,  and 
expenses,  claims  and  demands,  whether  incurred  or  sustained  in  consequence  of  any 
want  of  repair,  or  in  consequence  of  not  working,  or  in  any  manner  connected  with 
the  working  of  the  same  railway  or  works,  but  the  West  London  J^ilway  Company 
shall  have  no  control  whatever  over  the  working  or  management  by  the  London  and 
Biimingham  (Korthwestem)  Railway  Company  of  the  West  London  Ridlway  or  works.** 
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Biid^  that,  m  order  to  peHbrm  their  covenant  to  work  effidently ,  ihe  defendants  were  nol 
bound  under  all  circumstances  to  work  the  line  for  passenger  traffic ;  but  that,  if  as  mucb 
gross  proceeds  could  be  obtained  hy  efSciently  working  the  railway  for  goods  onl j  as  for 
passengers  (mly,  or  for  both  passengers  and  goods,  the  covenant  was  well  perfijrmed, — 
Piatt,  B.,  and  Martin,  B.,  not  concurring.  That  the  agreement  of  Febnuuy,  1837,  with  the 
Great  Western  Biulway  Company,  was,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  in  the  leasing  act, 
and  the  lease  itself,  transferred  to  the  defendants,  the  lessees ;  and,  consequently,  that 
they  had  power  to  compel  the  Great  Western  Riulway  Company  to  stop  trains  on  their 
line  pursuant  to  the  providons  of  that  i^reement  That,  although  the  defendants  had 
power  to  stop  the  Great  Western  trains,  they  were  not  bound  to  exercise  It  necessarily 
as  a  part  of  tiie  efficient  working  of  the  line  demised ;  and  that  they  were  not  bound 
necessarily  to  work  the  demised  line  in  connection  with  the  tnuns  on  the  Great  West- 
em  Kulway.  That  there  was  no  covenant  in  the  lease  to  bind  the  defendants  to  work 
the  demised  line  in  eonnection  with  either  or  both  their  own  or  the  Great  Western 
Railway ;  but  that  it  would  be  for  the  jury  to  say  whether  or  not  they  could  practically 
work  the  line  efficiently,  without  some  connection  with  one  or  other  of  those  nulways. 
That,  for  the  purpose  of  conmdering  the  lialnlity  of  the  defendants,  they  were  not 
to  be  treated  by  the  jury  as  if  they  were  lessees  of  a  separate  and  independent  line, 
having  no  control  over  the  other  two  rulways ;  but  that  the  covenant  to  work  the 
demised  line  efficiently,  must  be  construed  with  a  reference  to  the  subject-matter,  and 
the  character  of  the  defendants.  Held,  also,  that  the  obligation  of  the  defendants  under 
their  covenant  was  not  limited— as  fiecided  by  the  court  below — ^to  the  indemnification 
of  the  plaintiffii  from  the  obligations  cast  upon  them  by  their  acts  of  incorporation ; 
and  that  the  defendants  were  bound  to  work  the  railway  efficiently,  so  as  to  secure  the 
stipulated  benefits  to  the  plaintifiTs  in  the  share  of  gross  proceeds ;  but  were  not  cooh 
pelled  to  work  it  so  as  to  produce  the  largest  quantity  of  gross  proceeds.  The  West 
London  Bailway  Co.  v.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  zviiL  481. 

2.  Agreement  *hetto€en  companies  and  subsequent  lease  of  one  road,  FsHJament 
authorized  the  R.  company  to  build  a  road  connecting  plaintiffs*  road  with  a 
branch  of  defendants'  road,  and  thereby  with  defendants'  main  road,  and  to  lease 
their  road  to  plaintiffs.  In  1847,  defendants  agreed  that  the  R.  company  should 
use  the  required  part  of  defendants'  branch  forever,  on  certain  terms.  In  1850,  the 
R.  company  leased  their  road  to  plaintiffs,  together  with  their  privileges  under 
the  agreement,  for  1000  years.  Held,  that  by  virtue  of  the  special  acts  and  the  BaS- 
ways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  incorporated  therewith,  and  the  lease,  the 
plaintiffs  were  entitied,  as  against  the  defendants,  to  the  benefit  of  the  agreement  of 
1847,  and  to  stand  in  respect  of  it  in  the  place  of  the  R.  company.  The  London  and 
Southwestern  Railway  Co.  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co.  xx.  417. 

8.  Agreement  by  one  company  to  bear  harmless  another  against  guarantees  to  com^, 
ifc.  An  agreement  by  one  company  to  bear  harmless  another  company  against  all 
their  guarantees  to  canals,  or  otherwise,  and  to  work  their  traffic  and  pay  them  such 
tolls  as  should  make  the  stock  of  the  latter  company  pay  a  certain  percentage ;  and 
that  the  first  company  would  also  pay  necessary  expenses  in  order  to  obtaia  an  act  of 
parliament  to  ratify  this  agreement,  is  not  an  arrangement  within  the  purview  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  s.  67 ;  and  the  payments  mentioned  in  the 
agr^ment  are  not  tolls  In  the  meaning  of  the  act    Simpson  r.  Denison,  xiii.  S59. 

4.  Extension  of  line  of  one  company  after  agreement  made.  The  IC  &  B.  Rvlwar 
Company  agreed  with  the  B.  ft  R.  Railway  Company,  that  the  latter  should  have  die 
use  of  a  certain  part  of  the  former  line  for  its  traffic,  on  terms  fixed  by  the  agreement 
The  latter  line  was  afterwards  greatiy  extended  at  both  ends,  so  as  to  serve  a  much 
wider  extent  of  country,  and  its  name  was  changed  accordingly.  After  this  the  M. 
&  B.  Company  confirmed  the  agreement  by  a  subsequent  deed.  HM,  that  the 
agreement  applied  not  only  to  traffic  beginning  and  en(fing  upon  the  ordinal 
line,  but  embraced  traffic  ever  all  or  any  portion  of  the  extended  Kna.  Tie  Sati 
Lancashire  RaUway  Co.  v.  The  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  RaUway  Co,  xxv.  465. 
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0w  Agreement  that  one  eon^ny  mcfypasi  over  road  of  another — ToUa.  Two  nulwar 
oompaaies  entered  into  a  honajide  contract  by  deed,  by  which  it  was  provided  that  the 
defendants  might,  for  twenty-one  yeam,  pass  oyer  the  railways  of  the  plaintiffi^  and 
have  free  use  of  their  works  and  conveniences  for  the  purpose  of  canying  coal,  upon 
payment  of  certain  toils  and  under  certain  conditions,  which  toHs  and  coudilions  weie 
to  be  regulated  by  the  quantity  of  the  coal  conveyed.  It  was  AeU,  in  an  action  to 
recover  the  sum  payable  under  the  oontzact,  per  Pftrke,  B.,  and  Flalt,  B.^  (PoHodc, 
C.  B^  dubi/ante,  and  Martin,  B^  di$9enHente^  that  this  was  a  legal  contract,  and  not 
beyond  the  powers  of  the  respective  companies,  the  payments  to  be  made  being 
within  the  meaning  of  the  word  "toUs,"  in  the  87th  section  of  the  Railways  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  8  Vict  c.  20.  The  South  Yorhehire  Rasthoas  and,Ewer  Dun  Co,  v. 
Great  Ncrihern  Railway  Co.  xxii.  5S1 ;  t^  aaffixraed  on  error,  xzv*  483. 

6.  One  company  to  use  another  line  ai  stated  toiit  ■  Impounding  teib  and  due$  for 
non-payment^^Ir\function — Mortgage  pf  underitdcmg,  A  railway  company  contracted 
widi  another  that  the  first  should  have  th&use  of  the  line  of  the  latter  for  a  tenn  cer*- 
tain  at  stated  toUs^  according  to  the  tonnage  canied;  and  it  was  agreed  that  these 
tolls  should  be  chaz^d  <m  the  tolls  and  dues  of  the  company  who  had  the  use  of  the 
line,  and  tiiat  upon  non-^;Niyment  the  other  company  might  take  and  impound  such 
tolls  and  dues,  and  de^  with  the  same  in  the  same  way  as  with  distroases  for  rent. 
On  a  bill  filed  to  restrain  the  coo^az^  who  had  the  use  of  the  line  firom  dividing  their 
funds  among  the  shareholdera,  by  way  of  dividend,  until  the  debts  allied  to  be  due 
to  the  other  company  were  paid,  it  waa  hdd^  that  the  court  would  not  interfere  by  way 
of  injunction,  but  left  the  plaintifis  to  proceed  by  action  ot  distress  as  they  might  be 
advised,  the  remedy  of  the  plaintiffs  behig  at  law.  The  South  Yorkehxre  Baikoay  and 
Rmer  Dun  Co,  y.  The  Great  Northern  SaUwag  Co.  ziz.  HIS. 

7.  SemUe^  that  a  railway  company  cannot  legally  or  equitably  mcHigage  its  under- 
taking without  the  authority  of  parliament    Ih. 

8.  SemMe^  ibaJt  such  an  agreement  is  not  a  contract  for  the  use  of  a  line,  nor  fi>r  an 
^portionment  of  tolls  within  the  87th  section  of  the  Railwi^  Clauses  Consolidatioa 
Act,  SYktc.  ^    lb. 

9.  Rights  of  companies  determined  by  agreement  and  not  by  Railways  Clauses  Con* 
solidation  Act.  When  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  between  nulway  compa- 
nies as  to  terms  of  passing  over  each  other's  lines,  their  rights  in  respect  of  sach  pasa- 
iag  must  depend  wholly  upon  the  terms  of  the  agreement  and  not  upon  the  proviaons 
of  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  The  Great  Nordiem  RaUeoay  Co.  v.  The 
Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  xii.  224. 

10.  Agreement  ^uU  one  company  shall  work  Une  of  another.  An  agreement  that 
anoiliher  railway  company  shall  work  a  parttcular  line  of  railway,  and  that  the  property 
and  plant  shall  be  handed  over  for  that  pnzpose,  in^lies  a  delegation  of  the  powers 
eooiexTed  by  statute  on  the  particular  conqiany,  which  cannot  be  made  by  them,  nor 
accepted  by  the  other  company,  without  the  authori^  of  parliament,  and  equity  will 
grant  an  i^jai^on  to  prevent  the  perfi>imance  of  sndi  an  agreement  Windi  ▼.  The 
Barkenheadf  ZMetuJ^ire,  jrc.  RaUway  Co.  xm.  508. 

11.  Thoi^  a  railway  company  are  not  bound  to  be  caniers  on  their  own  raitfray^ 
they  are  bound  to  work  the  Una;  and  the  87th  section  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Coit> 
solidation  Act  does  not  authorize  one  company  to  do  more  than  oany  part  of  th^ 
traffic,  where  that  is  necessary,  upoia  the  line  of  another  company.    lb. 

12.  Agreement  to  apply  toparliamenL  An  agreement  between  two  companies  €» 
an  application  to  parliament  for  the  neoesttiy  powen  to  enable  one  company  to  woilt 
the  line  of  the  other  is  innocei^  and  equity  will  not  interfere  to  prevent  a  company 
from  pnttiag  its  seal  to  such  an  agreement    lb. 

13.  Right  of  shareholder  to  fie  bill  to  restrain  illegal  agreement.  Where  there  is  an 
^reement  between  two  nulway  companies,  whioh  is  beyond  the  powers  of  both,  and 
^lunst  die  policy  of  their  acts  of  parliamwit,  a  sharehoHer  ia  ona  of  the  conqmnies

14.  Traffic  to  he  carried  on  at  expenee  of  one  company — Pro  raUtproportim  ofpn- 
ceeds  for  use  of  railway.  An  agreement  was  made  between  the  M.  &  RBaflw^ 
Company,  (A,)  and  the  B.  and  R.  Bailway  Company,  (B,)  to  the  effect,  among  other 
things,  that  the  traffic  of  A,  t.  e.,  using  both  lines,  should  be  carried  on  at  the  expense 
of  B,  who  should  pay  to  A  a  proportion  pro  ratdy  of  the  proceeds  of  such  tnific,  &r 
the  use  of  their  railway.  It  was  provided,  however,  that  A  was  not  to  recm  from  B 
for  the  use  aforesaid  for  more  than  half  the  distance  between  the  junction  of  tfae  tvo 
lines  and  the  terminus  of  A,  at  Salford.  Nerertheless,  A  might  chai^  for  two  nules 
at  least  A  snbsequendy  became  the  L.  &  Y.  Bailway  Company,  and  B  wasestended, 
and  became  the  £.  L.  Bailway  Company.  ^  special  yerdict  having  found  that  tfae 
length  of  A  from  the  station  at  Salford  to  its  point  of  junctioa  with  B,  is  foor  miles,  and 
no  more,  it  was  held^  first,  that  on  the  true  construction  of  the  above  agreement,  the 
Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Bailway  Company  were  not  entitled  to  cfaaige  the  East 
Lancashire  Bailway  Company  that  proportion  for  the  whole  amount  received  as  tolls 
which  that  whole  distance  of  two  miles  to  be  changed  for  on  their  part  bean  to  the 
whole  distance  travelled  on  the  line  of  the  East  Lancashire  Company  alooe;  bat  that 
the  rate  per  mile  for  the  charge  was  first  to  be  settled  by  the  relative  distances  aetniUf 
travelled  on  each,  and  when  so  settled  a  distance  of  two  miles  was  to  be  paid  for  at 
that  rate.  Secondly,  that  the  agreement  itself  did  not  extend  beyond  the  traffic  aloog 
the  Bury  and  Bossendale  Bailway  alone  to  the  traffic  along  the  whole  railway  of  the 
East  lAncaahire  Bailway  Company.  The  LancoMre  and  YorkdAre  EaSwey  On. 
v.  The  East  Lancashire  Railway  Co.  viii.  564. 

15.  Agreement  not  void  as  fraud  on  legislature-^Afonopoly-^StipuUiAm  to  iitide 
profits — Carriage  of  passengers.  By  certain  articles  of  agreement  made  between  the 
S.  and  B.  Bailway  Company,  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Bailway  Companj^  and  the  S.  U. 
Bailway  Company,  reciting,  that  the  S.  and  B.  Bailway  Company  had  agreed  to 
withdraw  their  opposition  to  a  bill  before  parUamenI  for  authorising  a  leaseof  tfae  S. 
U.  Bailway  Company  to  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Bailway  Company,  and  that  it  bad  been 
mutually  agreed  by  the  three  companies  that  the  covenants  therdoaftier  contained 
should  be  mutually  entered  into  by  them,  on  an  act  bmng  obtained  for  anthonang 
such  lease,  it  was  witnessed  (inter  alia)  that  during  the  continuance  of  such  lease  sep- 
arate accounts  should  be  kept  of  all  passengers,  &c.,  conveyed  on  the  S.  and  B.  and 
S.  U.  Bailway  lines ;  and  that  the  money  received  in  respect  of  such  traffic  should  be 
divided  between  the  three  companies  in  certain  proportions ;  and  fiirther,  that  doling 
the  continuance  of  such  lease  the  L.  and  N.  W.  and  S.  U.  Bailway  Companiei  ironld 
not  carry  any  passengers,  goods,  >kc.,  or  other  matters  and  things  between  certau 
points,  nor  would  use  a  certain  portion  of  the  S.  U.  Bailway  line,  to  o|mpete  ibr  any 
traffic  which  properly  belonged  to  the  S.  and  B.  BaUway.  Held,  first^bat  this  agi«^ 
ment  was  not  void  as  a  fraud  upon  the  legblature.  Secondly,  that  it  was  not  illegal 
as  giving  a  monopoly,  and  depriving  the  public  of  the  benefit  of  competition.  Ibirdlv, 
that  the  stipulation  to  divide  the  profits  was  not  a  fraud  upon  the  shareholders  of  the 
respective  companies.  Fourthly,  that  the  clause  restraining  the  carriage  of  pasen- 
gers,  &c.,  on  the  S.  U.  Bailway  line  was  not  contrary  to  the  1  &  S  Vict  c  98,  Kod  the 
7  &  6  Vict  c.  85,  providing  for  the  conveyance  of  mails  and  troops  on  railways}  aw 
semUe,  that  such  traffic  was  impliedly  excepted  out  of  the  restraining  dame.  Tke 
Shrewsbury  and  Birmingham  Bailway  Co.  v.  The  London  and  I^hrlkwestem  BmbMS 
Co,  ix.  3d4. 

16.  A  further  chinse  of  the  articles  provided,  "  that  the  agreement  thereby  «ob^  ^ 
should  not  in  any  manner  be  evaded  or  eluded  by  either  of  the  contracting  pirt»^"* 
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AowH  aay  nmuigeiiient,  seberae,  deyice,  or  contrivance  be  resorted  to  or  attempted 
ftr  that  poipose."  Held,  that  this  clause  was  independent  of  the  existence  of  a  lease, 
and  that  a  breach  waa  irell  assigned  upon  it,  without  averring  the  granting  of  any 
auoh  lease.    lb. 

17.  An  agreement  between  two  railway  companies,  made  without  the  authority  of 
the  legiriature,  whereby  one  company  delegates  to  another  all  tiie  powers  which  have 
been  conferred  upon  it  by  parliament,  is  an  unlawful  attempt  to  effect  that  which 
pariiament  alone  can  authorize,  and  is  against  public  policy ;  and  in  such  a  case,  the 
court  will  not  interfere  to  assist  either  of  the  parties  in  obtaining  a  collateral  beo^^ 
which  the  agreement  would  give,  or  aid  them  in  any  manner  which  would  promote 
the  object  of  the  agreement  The  Great  Northern  Roihoay  Co,  y.  The  Eastern  Qmn- 
tUe  Rttihooff  Co,  xiL  224.  * 

18.  Grant  of  Unes  and  conveniences.  One  railway  company  having  granted  to 
aaolfaer  the  use  of  their  lines,  and  of  all  conveniences  upon  the  lines,  cannot  object  to 
their  grantees  unng  the  conveniences  so  granted  for  any  puiposes  to  which  they  may 
be  able  to  apply  them,  even  if  the  grantors  themselves  were  not  entitled  to  use  them 
far  such  purposea— ^€mUe.    lb.  • 

19.  Each  company  to  use  part  of  the  road  of  the  other — Pemuinent  agreement. 
Where  there  was  a  contract  between  two  railway  companies  that  each  might  use  a 
part  of  the  road  of  the  other,  each  paying  its  share  of  the  expenses  for  that  part,  &c., 
and  disputes  arising  between  the  two  parties,  the  one  sought  to  break  the  contract,  it 
was  hdd,  that  the  agreement  was  permanent,  and  could  not  be  determined  without  the 
consent  of  both  parties,  and  was  not  a  mere  license  revocable  at  the  will  of  either. 
The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co,  v.  The  Manchester^  Sheffield^  ffc.  Railway  Co,  x. 
11. 

20.  A  railway  company  is  not  authorized  to  give  up  the  management  of  its  line  to 
another  company.    Beman  v.  Rufford,  vi.  106. 

21.  Agreement  with  contractors  to  work  line,  illegalUy  of-^Mutual  rights  and  reme- 
dies. A  railway  company  agreed  with  contractors  diat  the  latter  should  work  the 
fine,  keep  the  engines  and  rolling  plant  in  repair,  and  do  certain  other  acts,  for  seven 
years,  at  stipulated  amounts  of  rtmuneration ;  if  the  contractors  did  not  repair,  within 
ibrty-eight  hours  after  notice,  the  company  might  by  another  notice  determine  the 
contract,  and  resume  possession  of  the  plant,  sheds,  buildings,  &c.  The  company 
gave  a  notice  to  repair,  and  the  repairacould  not  be  completed  within  the  forty-eight 
hoars.  The  contractors  filed  a  bill,  praying  a  declaration  that  the  true  construction 
ef  tiie  agreement  was  that  only  such  repairs  were  to  be  done  within  forty-eight 
hours  as  eouH  reasonaUy  be  completed  within  that  time,  and  for  an  injunction  against 
giving  the  second  notice  to  determine  the  contract.  Held,  that,  although  not  in  form, 
the  suit  was  in  effect  for  specific  performance,  and  must  be  so  treated ;  and,  assuming 
the  plaintiff's  case  to  be  true,  as  it  did  not  fall  within  any  of  the  classes  in  which  the 
interference  of  the  court  had  been  accustomed  to  be  exercised,  there  being  no  mutu- 
ality, ibr  if  the  contractors  failed  to  perform  their  duty  the  court  could  not  compel 
Hiem,  and  as  far  any  breach  of  the  contract  by  the  company  the  contractors  had  a 
right  to  sue  at  law,  if  the  agreement  were  Ifgal,  the  motion  must  be  refused.  SemblUy 
that  as  by  the  working  of  a  line  by  other  parties  than  a  company  itself,  the  public 
loses  the  benefit  of  the  guarantee  thereby  afforded  for  care  and  attention,  such  an 
agreement  is  illegal,  as  contrary  to  pubUc  policy.  Johnson  v.  The  Shrewsbury,  S^c, 
BaHway  Co,  xix.  bS4. 

28:  Agreement  to  withdraw  opposition  to  one  line  and  oppose  rival  line—^Amalganuh 
tion.  In  1846,  two  competing  lines  of  railway,  the  D.  N.  and  the  L.  and  Y.,  being 
^before  pariiament,  L.  agreed  with  eleven  persons,  (the  promoters  of  the  D.  N.  Rul- 
way,)  to  give  them  certain  portions  of  land,  at  different  prices,  to  withdraw  all  par- 
liamentary opposition  from  them,  and  offer  every  description  of  opposition  to  the  L.. 
and  Y.  Railway;  and  that  if  an  amalgamation  tock  place  on  any  grounds,  he  would 
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not  oppose  die  amalgamated  company.  In  case  of  tbe  amalgamated  compaa j 
ing  their  bill,  tbey  were  to  adopt  this  agreement  and  all  the  oorenanti,  &c.,  ooe  of 
which  was,  that  the  D.  N.  Bailway  Company  were  to  boild  a  station  near  T«,  «t  a 
point  to  be  approved  by  L«,  at  which  station  all  trains  should  stop.  The  two 
companies  did  amalgamate  by  the  name  of  ^  The  G.  N.  Railway  Company*  Lii%a- 
tion  took  place,  both  in  eqinty  and  at  law,  upon  the  construction  of  the  agreement, 
the  validity  of  which  was  never  impeached  in  such^litaga^n.  The  6.  N.  Company 
now  refused  to  stop  their  express  trains  at  tiie  T.  statiop.  HMy  fivst,  l&at  die  agree* 
i^^t  was  legal  in  itself  was  now  decided  by  authority ;  but,  semhUj  that  if  such 
authority  had  been  wanting,  it  would  not  have  been  c^n  to  the  defendants  now  to  im- 
peach it,  after  having  brought  it  fbrward  as  a  defence  in  former  litigation.  Secondly, 
that  the  iMflance  of  inconvenience  on  stepping  such  trains,  was  in  favor  of  a  specific 
performance  of  the  agreement,  and  that  the  court  would  not  hesitate  to  interfere  to 
restnun  a  breach  of  it  on  interlocutory  application.  Thirdly,  that  the  amalgamated 
company's  act  having  been  passed  without  opposition  by  L.,  which  might  reasonably 
be  supposed  to  be  in  consequence  of  the  agreement,  acts  done  by  the  company  under 
their  act  were  to  be  looked  at  as  if  done  under  the  agreement  Lindsay  v.  The  Great 
Northern  Railtoay  Co,  xix.  87. 

23.  WhaJL  is  cancdgamalion,  A  railway  company,  associating,  allying,  and  connect- 
ing itself  with  another,  does  not  thereby  become  equitably  "  amalgamated  "  with  it 
The  Shrewsbury,  j-c.  RaUway  Co,  v.  The  Stour  Valley  Railtoay  Co.  xxi.  628. 

24.  An  agreement  to  amalgamate  as  from  a  time  past  may  possibly,  in  equity, 
amount  to  amalgamation ;  but  an  agreement  to  do  so  at  a  future  period  vnll  not,  until 
that  period  arrives.    76. 

25.  Joint  use  of  part  of  line  and  station,  effect  of  on  agreement  to  amalgamaie. 
Pending  the  progress  of  a  bill  through  parliament,  authorizing  the  S.  V.  Company  to 
lease  their  line  to  the  N.  W.  Company,  the  bill  was  opposed  by  the  S.  B.  Company, 
and,  upon  a  compromise,  a  clause  was  inserted,  securing  to  the  S.  B.  Company  the 
use  of  part  of  the  line  and  the  joint  use  of  a  station,  subject  to  the  cesser  of  these 
rights  in  the  event  of  the  S.  B.  Company  being  leased  to  or  amalgamated  with  a 
fourth  company,  viz  :  the  G.  W.  who  were  rivals  ^  the  N.  W.  Company.  At  this 
time  the  S.  B.  Company  was  under  no  engagements  to  die  G.  W.  Company.  Subse- 
quently, however,  those  two  compames  entered  into  agreements,  giving  &cilities  and 
preference  to  each  other^s  traffic,  and  agreed  to  amalgamate  at  a  future  time,  if  the 
sanction  of  parliament  could  be  obtained.  Held,  that  this  was  not  such  a  change  of 
circumstances,  produced  by  the  conduct  of  the  S.  B.  Company,  as  to  exdude  diem 
from  equitable  relief  by  injunction,  for  the  enfbrc6ment  of  the  rights  of  user  conferred 
on  them  by  the  act    lb. 

26.  A  company  for  making  a  railway  from  Dublin  to  MuUingar  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  parliament  passed  in  July,  1845,  8  &  9  Tict  c  119,  under  the  name  of 
"  The  Midland  Great  Western  R&ilway  Company  of  Ireland."  Some  of  its  dirsctors 
provisionally  registered  another  company  for  making  a  rjulway  from  Muffingar  to 
Galway,  to  be  called  "  The  Galway  and  MuUingar  Jtmction  Bailway  Company.'* 
Three  months  afterwards  this  name  wa^  altered  at  the  registradon  office  to  *^  The 
Midland  Great  Western  B^way  Company  of  Ireland,  (extension  from  MuUingar  to 
Gralway.**)  Most  of  the  directors  of  the  two  companies  were  the  same.  On  peddon 
of  the  Midland  Great  Western  for  a  railway  from  MuUingar  to  Galway,  an  act  was 
passed  in  July,  1846,  giving  authority  to  make  the  road  to  Athlone,  a  part  of  the 
distance.  The  expression,  "  The  Company,"  in  the  new  act,  was  declared  to  mean 
the  Midland  Great  Western  Company.  In  September,  1846,  at  a  meeting  <^tlie 
directors  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Company,  a  resolution  was  passed  stating  on 
what  terms  the  holders  of  the  extension  scrip  should  be  endded  to  certificates  in  the 
joint  company,  and  another  resoludon  approving  of  and  confirming  those  tenns.  At 
that  meedng,  the  seal  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Company  was  affixed  to  the 
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Bbxreholden*  book,  which,  however,  did  not  then  contain  the  names  of  the  share- 
holders in  the  extension  line.  The  latter  were  added  in  March,  1847,  when  one  of 
them,  that  of  the  defendant,  was  inserted.  Three  calls  were  made ;  the  first  waa 
dated  previous  to  the  insertion  of  the  extension  subscribers  in  the  shareholders'  book| 
the  two  others  ailer  that  insertion.  An  action  was  brought  for  these  calls.  Held,  that 
the  act  did  not  amalgamate  the  two  companies ;  and  that,  even  if  the  directors  poch 
sessed  a  power  of  amalgamation,  the  resolution  of  September,  1846,  was  not  an  exe^• 
cise  of  that  power  so  as  to  render  the  defendant  liable  to  an  action  for  anj  one  of  the 
calls,  at  the  suit  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Company.  The  Midland  Great 
Western  Railway  Co.  of  Ireland  v.  Leeeh^  xxii.  45.

VI.  lAahiUfyfor  Iiyuries  to  Land  and  Cattle;  Loss  of  Goods. 

1.  Injury  to  lands*  Where  a  railway  company  do  that  which  would  be  an  action- 
aUe  ii\jury  to  land,  unless  done  under  die  powers  conferred  by  their  act,  the  owner  or 
occupier  is  entitled  to  compensation,  under  sect  68  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  18.  Glover 
T.  The  North  Staffordshire  Railway  Co.  v.  835. 

2.  Compensation.  A  special  verdict  found  that  the  only  approach  to  the  house 
of  the  plaintiff  was  by  a  private  road ;  that  a  railway,  constructed  under  the  powers 
of  a  flpecial  act,  crossed  the  road  on  a  level,  in  an  oblique  direction,  so  that,  at  the 
point  where  the  railway  intersected  the  road,  a  train  conung  along  the  railway  at 
ordinaxy  speed  could  not  be  seen  for  more  than  seventeen  seconds  before  it  reached 
that  point ;  that  there  were  gates  on  each  aide  of  the  railway  across  the  road,  which 
were  kept  locked,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  a  key  being  kept  by  a  servant  of 
the  company,  whose  business  it  was  to  unlock  the  gates  when  any  person  had  occasion 
to  pass  through  them,  and  the  plaintiff  also  having  a  key ;  and  that  by  reason  of  the 
above  iacts,  and  of  the  execution  of  the  works  by  the  comiiany,  the  property  of  the 
plaintiff  was  depreciated  in  value.  Heldy  that  the  lands  of  the  plaintiff  were  **  inju- 
riously affected,"  within  sect  68  of  stat  8  &  9  Vict  c.  18,  by  the  erection  of  the 
gates,  and,  per  Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  by  the  passage  of  trains  along  the  railway.    lb. 

3.  Injury  to  land  from  flood  waters  penned  up  by  railway.  A  railway  was  con- 
structed across  low  lands,  over  which  the  flood  waters  of  a  river  used  to  spread 
themselves.  These  low  lands  were  separated  from  the  plainUff 's  lands  by  a  bank, 
constructed  under  certain  drainage  acts,  which  protected  the  plaintiff's  lands  from 
floods.  By  the  construction  of  the  railway  without  sufficient  openings  the  flood  waters 
could  not  spread  themselv^  as  formerly,  but  were  penned  up  and  flowed  over  upon 
the  plaintiff's  lands.  There  was  no^express  clause  in  their  act  obli^ng  the  railway 
company  to  make  openings  for  flood  waters  in  that  district,  but  there  was  a  general 
provision  that  they  should  make  openings  when  the  railway  crossed  any  public  drains, 
embankments,  or  works  in  any  drainage  district  Held,  that  although  they  might  not 
be  compellable  by  mandamus  to  make  openings  for  the  flood  waters,  an  action  would 
lie  against  the  company  for  the  injury  to  the  plaintiff's  lands.  Lawrence  v.  T^tf 
Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  iv.  265. 

4.  Interference  with  private  right  of  way.  By  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  the  remedy  by  action  for  an  interference  with  a  private  right  of  way  is  taken 
away,  except  where  special  damage  has  been  suffered.  WaHdns  v.  TAfe  Great  North- 
em  Railway  Co.  vi.  1 7^. 

5.  Horses  killed  by  train — Gates  at  crossing  not  closed.  Case  for  killing  two  horses 
by  a  railway  train,  from  not  keeping  a  closed  gate  where  the  railway  crossed  a  high- 
way on  a  level  Plea,  that  the  horses  were  not  lawfully  on  the  highway  at  the 
time  when,  &c.    It  appeared  that  the  horses,  which  were  grazing  in  plaintiff's  field, 
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had  leaped  oyer  the  hedge  into  a  turnpike  road,  and  had  strayed  thence  into  a  new 
road  formed  by  the  company  leading  across  the  railway  on  a  level  into  an  old  highwayi 
and,  one  of  the  gates  at  the  crossing  being  open,  had  got  upon  |he  railway,  ff^ 
first,  that  the  road  formed  by  the  company  was  a  highway,  though  the  parish  might 
not  be  bound  to  repair  it  Secondly,  that  defendants  being  required  by  their  railway 
act,  and  by  sect  9  of  stat.  5  &  6  Vict  c.  55,  to  keep  the  gates  at  the  crossings  con- 
stantly closed,  the  horses  were,  as  against  defendants,  lawfully  on  the  highway,  and 
therefore  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover.  Fawcett  y.  The  YoHc,  j*c.  Bailway  Co.  IL 
289. 

6.  Sheep  trespassing  on  close  and  straying  upon  railway.  If  the  plaintiff's  sheep, 
trespassing  on  the  close  of  A,  stray  upon  the  adjoining  railway  of  the  defendants, 
through  a  defect  of  fences  which  the  defendants  are  bound,  as  against  A,  to  make  and 
maintain,  the  plaintiff  has  no  remedy  eidier  at  oomuKMi  law  or  by  statute  against  the 
defendants,  if  his  sheep  suffer  injury.  RickeUs  y.  The  East  and  West  India  Dodbs,  jfc 
Railway  Co.  ziL  520. 

7.  Sheep  killed  hy  train — Trespass — Case,  A  railway  train  driven  at  the  rate  of 
forty  miles  an  houTi  according  to  the  general  directions  of  the  railway  company  to  the 
driver,  ran  over  and  killed  some  sheep  which  had  strayed  on  the  line  an  consequence 
of  the  defective  fences  of  the  company.  Heldy  that  the  train  being  under  the  Erec- 
tion and  control  of  a  rational  agent,  the  company  were  not  liable  in  trespass  fat  the 
injury,  but  that  the  proper  form  of  action  was  by  action  on  the  case,  either  for  per- 
mitting the  fences  to  be  out  of  repair,  or  for  directing  the  servant  to  drive  at  such 
a  rate  as  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  sheep  to  be  on  the  line  of  railway.  Sharrod 
Y.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  iv.  401. 

8.  Action  against  company  for  loss  of  bag — Delivery  by  company — Question  for  Jury, 
The  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  by  railway,  bringing  a  bag.  On  the  arrival  of  the  train 
the  plaintiff  got  out  upon  the  platfi)rm,  with  the  bag  in  his  hand,  and  it  was  taken  hy 
a  railway  porter  to  be  placed  in  one  of  the  cabe  in  the  station.  In  an  action  j^inst 
the  company  for  the  loss  of  the  bag,  it  was  proved  that  the  plaintiff  never  saw  the 
bag  again,  and  that  the  porter  was  unable  to  find  it  It  was  also  proved  to  be  the 
practice  of  the  company  for  their  porters  to  assist  in  carrying  the  passengers'  luggage, 
on  the  arrival  of  a  train,  to  the  cabs  in  the  station.  Hdd^  that  there  was  evidence  of 
the  railway  company  having  contracted  to  deliver  the  plaintiff's  bag  to  a  cab  in  the 
station,  and  of  their  not  having  performed  such  contract  Heldy  also,  that  whether 
the  plaintiff  had  accepted  a  delivery  of  the  bag  on  the  platform,  or  elsewhere,  in  Ben 
of  such  delivery  to  a  cab,  was  a  question  of  fact  for  a  jury  to  detennine.  Butdter  v. 
The  London  and  Southwestern  Railway  Co,  xxix.  347. 

9.  Loss  of  goods  on  another  line.  Where  a  railway  company  receive  goods  at  one 
terminus  to  carry  them  to  another,  they  are  answerable  9t  any  loss  that  may  occur 
between  them,  idthough  it  may  be  on  a  line  of  milway  that  docs  not  belong  to  such 
company ;  and  the  receipt  of  goods  so  to  be  carried  is  prhnA  facie  evidence  of  soch 
liability.     Watson  v.  The  Ambergate^  jrc.  RaUway  Co,  iii.  497. 

Vn.  Oases  wherein  a  Mandamus  wiU  he  issued, 

1.  Mandamus  to  take  up  aioard  of  land  damages^  return  to.  It  is  no  good  return  to 
a  mandamus  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Act,  for  taking  up  an  award  of  land  damages, 
and  furnishing  n  copy  to  the  landowner,  that  the  company  were  prevented  by  reason 
of  the  arbitrator's  refusal  to  deliver  it  up  to  them  without  the  payment  of  his  fees; 
there  being  nothing  in  the  act  to  affect  the  arbitrator's  common-law  right  cf  lien. 
Regina  v.  The  South  Devon  Railway  Co,  iii.  282. 

2.  To  carry  cross  road  over  railways-Railways  Clauses  AtU  Mandamus  to  a  railway 
company  to  carry  a  cross  road  over  the  railway  at  certain  rates  of  inclination,  under 
the  obligations  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  and  the  company's  special  act    SM, 
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that  the  Railways  Clauses  Act  applied  to  the  construction  of  the  railway,  and  not  to 
cross  roads,  and  that  the  section  of  the  special  act,  providing  that  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  company  to  construct  the  bridges  for  carrying  the  railways  thereby  authorized 
orer  any  roads,  of  the  heights  and  spans  and  in  the  manner  shown  on  the  sections 
deposited,  applied  only  to  the  heights  and  spans,  and  not  to  the  rates  of  inclination 
delineated  in  the  sections  deposited ;  and  therefore  that  the  mandamus  could  not  be 
supported.    Regina  v.  llie  Caledohian  Railway  Co.  iii.  !^5. 

8.  To  compel  company  to  purchase  shares  in  canal — To  direct  company  to  proceed 
with  road.  By  the  act  of  parliament  establishing  a  railway  company,  it  was  enacted, 
that  "fh>m  and  inmiediately  afler  the  opening  of  the  railway"  between  two  given 
l^aces,  the  railway  company  should  purchase  the  shares  in  two  canals,  with  whose 
business  they  would  compete.  Held,  that  the  railway  company  could  not  be  com- 
pelled to  purchase  the  shares  in  either  of  the  canals  before  the  completion  of  the  road 
between  the  two  pbces,  although  the  delay  was  the  fault  of  the  company.  But  a 
mandamus  could  be  issued  directing  the  company  to  proceed  with  the  road.  Regina 
▼.  The  Ambergaie,  Nottingham^  ffc.  Railtoay  Co.  ti.  328. 

4.  Commanding  company  to  proceed  with  purchase  of  lands  after  expiration  of 
powers.  A  writ  of  mandamus  cannot  be  issued  commanding  a  railway  company  to 
proceed  with  the  purchase  of  lands,  &c.,  after  the  powers  of  the  company  for  the 
compulsory  purchase  of  lands  have  expired.  Regina  r.  The  London  and  North* 
fcestem  Railway  Co.  vi.  220. 

5.  Qu<3sre,  whether  there  lay  upon  the  company  an  obligation  to  make  and  com* 
plete  the  railway,  which  might  have  been  enforced  by  mandamus;  and  whether 
want  of  funds  for  the  purpose  would  be  an  answer.    Jb. 

6.  Directing  company  to  build  bridge  over  railway — Option  of  company.  A  writ  of 
mandamus  directing  a  railway  company  to  build  a  bridge  for  a  highway  over  their 
railroad  was  quashed,  the  company  having,  by  statute,  the  option  to  carry  their  road 
cither  over  or  under  the  highway,  and  that  option  not  being  terminated  by  the  defend- 
ants having  cut  through  the  highway  by  a  deep  trench,  as  if  intending  to  carry  their 
road  under  the  highway.    Regina  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co,  vi.  214. 

7.  Alternative  mandamus  commanding  completion  of  Une — Inability  of  company. 
Where  an  alternative  mandamus  was  issued  commanding  a  railway  company  to  con^ 
plete  their  line,  and  they  showed  by  their  return,  that,  without  any  default  on  their 
part,  they  had  never  been  and  were  not  in  a  atuation  lawfully  to  exercise  the  powers 
necessary  to  its  completion,  a  peremptory  mandamus  will  not  be  granted.  In  this 
case  the  inability  proceeded  from  the  fact  that  the  company  had  never  been  able  to 
get  the  whole  of  their  capital  stock  subscribed  for.  Regina  ▼.  The  Ambergate^  ^c. 
Railway  Co.  xviiL  222. 

8.  Information  to  compel  completion  of  road.  To  an  information  to  compel  a  railway 
company  to  complete  one  road  simultaneously  with  another,  a  general  demurrer  was 
allowed,  the  vice-chancellor  guarding  himself  from  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  what 
he-  should  have  done  if  this  had  been  a  l»ll  by  a  shareholder  or  landowner,  or  an 
information  and  bill  instead  of  an  information  only.  If  the  public  interests  repre- 
sented by  the  attorney-general  were  entitied  to  have  the  second  line  of  railway  made, 
they  should  proceed  by  mandamus.  The  fact  that  the  writ  of  mandamus  could  not 
be  obtained  till  after  the  l<|ng  vacation,  did  not  give  any  equity  that  could  support 
the  information.  The  Attorney  General  v.  The  Birmingham^  Sfc.  Railway  Co.  viL 
288. 

ym.  Construction  of  particular  Statutes, 

1.  Right  of  company  to  construct  works  on  bed  of  navigable  river.  Case  against  a 
railway  company  for  constructing  a  portion  of  their  works  upon  a  part  of  the  bed  of 
the  navigable  River  Ouse,  so  as  to  prevent  its  flowing  in  its  usual  and  accustomed

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cbannel,  and  to  Mnder  the  p1aintifl%  from  passing  and  navigating  their  baiges,  as  tiiey 
otherwise  might  and  would  have  done.  The  defendants  pleaded  that  they  had  acted 
under  their  special  act,  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  &c.  Held,  that  the 
defendants  by  their  plea  were  not  required  to  prove  that  they  had  taken  all  the  prelinn 
inary  steps  necessary  to  vest  in  them  the  ownership  in  the  bed  of  the  part  of  the  river 
in  question,  as  in  the  ordinary  case  of  lands  purchased.  Secondly,  that  the  fint 
clause  in  the  16th  section  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  applies  to  naT%»> 
ble  riven  as  well  as  rivers  not  navigable,  and  empowered  the  defendants  to  do  the 
act  complained  oi,    Abraham  v.  The  Great  Northern  Raiheay  Co-  v.  258. 

2.  Conflicting  rights  of  companies  granted  by  acts  of  parHamenL  As  to  the  effect 
of  two  acts  of  parliament,  conferring  on  different  companies  die  right  of  purchasing 
compulsorily  the  same  plot  of  land,  qwxre.  In  this  case  an  injunction  was  granted  to 
restrain  the  second  company,  the  first  having  already  constructed  their  road,  from 
exercising  their  power  pending  the  trial  v^  the  legal  question  of  the  effect  cf  their 
conflicting  powers.  The  Manchester,  Sheffield,  Sfc,  RaUway  Co,  v.  The  Great  Northern 
RaUway  Co.  ziL  216. 

8.  Interference  toith  county  road — Mandamus  to  repair.  A  railway  company,  ia 
pursuance  of  the  powers  c^  their  act,  pulled  down  a  county  bridge  and  erected 
another,  at  the  same  time  entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  trustees  of  the  road 
to  repair  such  portions  of  the  approaches  to  the  bridge  as  had  previondiy  been  repaired 
by  the  county.  Held,  that  the  company  had  not  interfered  with  the  road  so  as  to 
bring  the  case  within  the  58th  section  of  the  8  &  9  Vict.  c.  20,  and  conseqaentlj  a 
mandamus  to  the  company  commanding  them  to  repau*  the  road,  would  not  be  granted. 
Ex  parte  The  Exeter  Road  Trustees,  id.  441. 

4,,  Interference  with  roadway — Liability  to  penalties — Person  entitled  to  proceed.  To 
entitle  a  person  to  proceed  against  a  railway  company  for  penalties  for  inteiferiog 
with  an  existing  public  road,  under  the  8  &  9  Vict  c.  20,  s.  57,  as  *'a  peraon  hariog 
the  management  of  the  road,*'  he  must  be  clothed  with  some  duty  in  respect  of  the 
public,  ejusdem  generis  with  that  of  "  trustees,  conunissioners,  or  surveyor.*'  Regkm 
V.  Wilson,  xi.  408. 

5.  Embankment — Opinion  of  board  of  trade,  A  railway  company  were  building  an 
embankment  more  than  five  feet  above  the  level,  according  to  the  11th  and  12di  sec- 
tions of  the  Railways  Chiuses  Consolidation  Act  They  had  not  given  die  notice 
required  by  the  12Ui  section,  but  had  obtained  the  consent  required  by  the  lltk 
The  court  put  them  on  terms  to  take  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  sobnuttiBg 
to  such  order  as  this  court  should  thereafter  make ;  otherwise,  an  injnncdon  would  go 
to  restrain  the  company  from  proceeding  with  the  embankment  Pearee  v.  Tht 
Wycombe  Railway  Co*  xix.  122. 

6.  Subscription  of  certain  amount  a  condition  precedent  to  exercise  of  powers.  A 
riulway  act  enacted  that  when  1,500,0001.  should  have  been  subecribed,  it  shoold  ht 
lawful  for  the  company  to  put  in  force  all  the  powers  of  the  act  and  of  ihe  acts 
therein  recited,  as  regarded  that  portion  of  the  said  railway,  situate,  Sec  Held,  tfaU 
the  raising  of  this  sum  was  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  power  of  the  coopany  to 
make  calls,  but  only  to  their  exercising  the  compulsory  powers  of  taklx^  lands,  &c. 
T%c  Waterford,  jrc*.  Railway  Co.  v.  DaUnac,  iv,  455. 

7.  Creation  of  new  shares — Commutation  of  guarantee.  After  the  creation  of  die 
original  shares  in  a  railway  company,  an  additional  number  of  shares  was  created, 
upon  which  a  resolution  of  the  directors  guaranteed  a  certain  interest  for  ten  yesn 
A  bill  was  filed  by  an  original  shareholder  to  restrain  such  preference,  and  the  com- 
pany undertook  not  to  make  such  payments,  unless  under  an  act  of  parliament  or  od 
further  order  of  the  court  Subsequendy,  an  act  of  parliament  authorized  tbe 
company  to  conunute  the  guarantee  made  on  the  new  shares.  A  bill  having  bteo 
filed  to  restrain  the  company  from  carrying  into  effect  such  commutadon,  it  was  hM, 
that  the  act  of  parliament  authorizing  the  commutadon,  did  not  take  the  case  oat  flf

the  nndertidciiig ;  and  (liat,  theraibre,  the  undertaking  was  binding  until  the  hearing 
4»f  tiie  cause,  or  the  further  order  of  the  court  That  the  undertaking  was  not  an 
agreement  which  bound  the  defendants  to  do  nothing  in  the  matter,  the  subject  of  the 
injunction,  except  under  the  order  of  the  court,  or  unless  the  court  shpfll  be  ef 
c^Hnion  that  what  they  proposed  to  do  was  proper  to  be  done ;  but  was  in  the  nature 
of  an  injunction  obbuned  without  argument,  and  which  the  defendants  might  apply  to 
£scharge.  That,  independently  of  the  construclion  of  the  resolution,  the  act  of 
parliament  having  authorized  a  commutation  of  the  guarantee,  and  the  commutation 
having  received  the  consent  required  by  the  act,  the  company  might  lawfully  carry  it 
into  effect.    Stevens  t.  Tlie  South  Devon  Railway  Co,  xii.  229. 

8.  Lien  of  bond  creditors  on  tolls,  grc.  Sect  44  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Consoli- 
dation Act  does  not  create  a  specific  lien  in  favor  of  bond  creditors  upon  the  tolls  or 
other  property  or  effects  of  the  company,  and  this  construction  is  not  altered  by  the 
82d  and  S3d  sections  of  the  Special  Act  Russell  ▼*  Hie  East  Anglian  Railway  Co. 
yi.  1S7. 

9.  Tunnel— Deviation.  The  effect  of  the  ISth,  14th,  and  15th  sections  of  the  Rail- 
ways Clauses  Consolidat^n  Act,  1845,  8  Vict  c.  20,  taken  together,  is,  in  the  case  of 
a  tunnel,  marked  in  the  deposited  plans,  that  the  tunnel  must  be  made  in  the  exact 
position  indicated,  and  that  the  line  cannot  deviate  at  all  at  that  portion  of  it  without 
the  consent  required  by  the  ISth  section,  or  special  powers  in  the  local  act  And  a 
company  having  wrongfully  deviated  cannot  be  compelled  to  construct  the  tunnel  on 
the  deviating  line.    Little  v.  The  Newport,  ifv.  Railway  Co.  ziv.  809. 

10.  Act  chli^ng  broad  gauge — Narrow  and  mixed  gauge — ^ngle  and  double  line. 
The  O.,  W.,  and  W.  Railway  Company  were  by  their  special  act  under  an  obhgation 
to  make  a  broad  gauge  railway  from  Wolvercot  to  Wolverhampton,  with  additional 
narrow  gauge  ruls  from  an  intermediate  point,  namely,  Abbotswood,  where  the  line 
would  intersect  the  Birmingham  and  Bristol  to  Wolverhampton,  at  which  point  it 
would  join  the  London  and  Nordiwestem  Railway.  The  company,  commencing  at 
Wolverhampton,  proceeded  to  construct  a  single  line  of  narrow  gauge  railway,  which 
they  prepared  in  such  a  manner  that  it  might  readily  be  converted,  by  the  addition 
of  one  rail,  into  a  mixed  gauge  single  line ;  and  this  they  completed  from  Wolver- 
hampton to  a  point  at  some  distance  south  of  Abbotswood.  An  injunction  to  restnun 
tiiis  mode  of  constructing  the  railway  being  prayed  for,  and  it  being  proved  that  the 
C,  W.,  and  W.  Company  intended  to  make  a  single  mixed  gauge  line  from  Wolver- 
eot  to  Abbotswood,  and  a  double  mixed  gauge  lifie  from  that  point  to  Wolverhampton, 
and  that  they  had  power  to  raise  sufficient  funds  for  that  purpose ;  it  was  held,  that  the 
ecHnpany  were  at  liberty  to  lay  down  the  narrow  gauge  throughout ;  that  they  were 
not  bound  to  lay  down  a  double  line  throughout,  and  might  lay  it  down  on  a  mixed 
gauge ;  and  the  restraint  on  the  opening  of  the  railway,  as  illegal,  was  refused.  ITie 
Great  Western  Railway  Co.  v.  The  Oxford,  j-c.  Railway  Co.  x.  297.  * 

11.  Mortgage  by  company — Repayment  of  principal — Pledge  of  tolls  and  property-^ 
Receiver,  A  railway  act,  7  &  8  Yict  c.  85,  s.  51,  enacted,  that  a  mortgagee  might 
sue  for  interest  due  on  a  mortgage  of  the  company,  or  require  the  appointment  of  a 
leceiver ;  section  52  gave  a  like  right  of  action  for  principal  and  interest  This  act 
was  repealed,  but  section  52  was  substantially  reenacted,  so  far  as  regarded  interest 
Another  act,  under  which  the  money  hereinafter  mentioned  was  borrowed,  enacted  that 
certain  recited  acts,  amongst  which  was  the  repealed  act,  should  apply  to  moneys 
**  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  borrowed.**  The  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act 
enacts,  in  section  50,  that  "  the  company  may  fix  a  period  for  the  repayment  of  the 
principal  money  so  borrowed,  with  the  interest  thereon,  and  in  such  case  the  company 
riiall  cause  such  period  to  be  inserted  in  the  mortgage  deed  or  bond,  and  upon  the 
expiration  of  such  period  the  principal  sum,  together  with  the  arrears  of  interest 
thereon,  shall,  on  demand,  be  paid  to  the  party  entitled  to  such  mortgage  or  bond." 
The  defendants,  a  railway  company,  having  borrowed  1,000^  of  the  plaintiffs,  exe- 
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cnted  to  them  a  mortgage  deed.  The  deed  contained  the  following  stipnlation: 
'^  The  principal  sum  to  be  paid  on  the  Ist  day  of  Januaiy,  1851."  An  action  haying 
been  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  to  recover  the  principal  som  lent,  it  was  held^  first,  tl^  the 
stipulafltn  in  the  mortgage  deed,  that  the  principal  sum  was  to  be  repaid  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1851,  imported  a  covenant  by  the  defendants  for  the  repayment  of  that  sum 
on  that  day ;  that  by  virtue  of  that  clause  and  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  sec- 
tion 50,  if  that  sum  were  not  repaid  on  the  day  fixed,  the  plaintififs  bad  a  right  of 
action  for  the  recovery  thereof,  and  that  such  right  was  not  taken  away,  or  affected 
by  any  other  part  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  or  by  the  special  acts.  Secondly, 
that  the  effect  of  the  deed  was  to  pledge  the  tolls  and  property  of  the  company  as 
proprietors,  but  not  their  stock  or  property  as  carriers.  Thirdly,  that  section  52  of 
the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  85,  did  not  give  a  right  of  action  for  the  principal  money,  but 
recognized  it  as  already  existing,  and  in  addition  to,  or  instead  of  that  right,  gave  a 
right  of  having  a  receiver  appointed;  that,  therefore,  the  repeal  of  that  section  would 
not  take  away  such  right  of  action.  Lastly,  that  the  existence  of  such  right  of  action 
was  also  recognized  by  the  53d  section  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act.  Hart  v.  The 
Eastern  Union  Railvoay  Co,  viiL  544.  ^ 

.  12.  Power  of  arbitrators  chosen  to  settle  differences  between  companies^  under  Compor 
nies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  Where  differences  had  arisen  between  two  railway 
companies  whose  roads  united  at  Colchester,  as  to  the  proper  mutual  &cilities  and  ac- 
commodation for  the  interchange  and  transmission  of  traffic  from  one  road  to  the  other ; 
and  according  to  statute  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Companies  Clauses  CoaaoBdar 
tion  Act  of  1845,  these  differences  were  submitted  to  arbitration ;  it  was  heldy  that  the 
arbitrators  had  power  to  order:  1.  That  the  defendants  should  run  every  day,  except 
Sundays,  an  express  train  from  the  Colchester  Junctbn  to  their  London  station, 
departing  at  10  A.  M.,  and  arriving  at  half-past  11  a.  m.,  stopping  at  three  intenae- 
diate  stations ;  which  was  admitted  to  be  a  speed  of  thirty-six  miles  per  hour  \ — ibr 
that  the  times  of  departure  and  arrival  were  circumstances  wluch  properiy  made  part 
of  the  arrangement,  and  the  court  could  not  intend  that  the  speed  was  improper,  in 
the  absence  of  any  allegation  to  that  effect ;  and  that  it  was  no  objection  that  the 
award  did  not  limit  the  time  during  which  the  arrangement  was  to  continue,  as  nenr 
regulations  might  be  made,  under  the  arbitration  clause,  from  time  to  time.  2.  ISiat 
the  defendants  should  run  'an  express  train,  with  specified  times  of  departure  and 
arrival,  from  their  London  station  to  the  Colchester  Junction.  3.  That  the  defendjints 
should  convey,  from  the  U.  Bailway,  on  the  C.  Railway,  the  carriages  and  luggage 
vans,  which  had.  been  used  on  the  U.  Railway  for  the  passengers  brought  thereon  to 
Colchester,  to  London,  for  the  conveyance  of  such  passengers  and  their  luggage. 
The  Eastern  Union  Railway  Co,  v.  The  Eastern  Coundes  Railway  Co,  zxii.  225. 

13.  Act  requiring  railway  company  to  pay  for  canal  shares.  It  being  proposed  to 
form  a  railway  from  A.  through  N.  and  G.  to  B.,  and  it  being  known  that  the  line, 
when  open  from  A.  to  N.  would  compete  with  and  injure  the  N.  canal,  and  when  open 
from  N.  to  G.  would,  in  like  manner,  compete  with  and  injure  the  G.  canal,  a  private 
act  of  parliament  (9  £c.lO  Vict  c.  160)  was  obtained,  which  authorized  the  fbrmation. 
of  the  whole  railway  from  A.  to  B.,  and  which  stated  that  it  was  intended  that  tbe 
canals  and  railway  should  be  worked  in  connection,  and  that  the  canal  companiea 
should  be  incorporated  with  the  railway  company.  Section  73  provided  that  the  rail- 
way company  should  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  canal  companies  a  q)ecified  price  per 
share  for  all  their  shares,  *'  from  and  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  rsulway  be- 
tween A.  and  G.  for  public  use.''  The*  railway  was  afterwards  made  and  opened  for 
a  portion  only  of  the  space  from  A.  to  G.,  namely  from  N.  to  G.  Held^  (Williams,  J., 
dissentiente)  that  the  opening  for  public  use  of  any  portion  of  the  line  between  A. 
and  G.  rendered  the  railway  company  liable  to  pay  for  the  canal  shares.  Th€ 
Grantham  Canal  Company  y.  The  Ambergate,  if c.  Junction  Railway  Company,  xiL  439. 

14.  Buildings  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  rcUlway,    A  local  railway  act  enacted  tfaaft 
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the  whole  of  certidn  ground  in  a  seaport  town,  conveyed  to  the  company,  should  be 
used  solely  for  the  purposes  of  the  railway  and  the  buildings  connected  therewith, 
except  for  coke  ovens  or  any  purposes  (other  tiian  the  necessary  purposes  of  the  rail- 
way), which  might  cause  nuisance  or  damage  to  the  vendors'  other  property.  Held^ 
not  to  restrain  the  company  from  allowing  part  of  the  building  to  be  used  as  the  cua* 
torn  house,  for  passing  the  luggage  of  passengers  and  travellers  and  other  custom- 
house duties.  Whether  part  of  the  buildings  could  be  used  as  sleeping-rooms  in  con- 
necdon  with  a  hotel  built  by  the  company  on  the  adjoining  ground,  qucere.  The 
Warden^  ifc.  of  Harbor  of  Dover  v.  The  Southeastern  RaUioay  Co,  xiii.  240. 

15.  A  railway  act  passed  in  1844,  under  which  certain  lands  were  taken.  After- 
wards, in  1845,  the  Lands  Clauses  Act  passed ;  and  in  1847,  a  second  rulway  act  was 
passed,  extending  the  first  Heldy  that  the  Lands  Clauses  Act,  applied  to  the  whole 
undertaking,  became  consolidated  both  with  the  acts  of  1844  and  1847,  and  that  the 
owner  of  laiids  taken  under  the  first  act  of  1844  became  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  its 
provisions.     The  Lancashire  ffc.  Railway  Co.  v.  Evans^  xix.  295. 

16.  The  68th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  incorporates  all 
previous  sections  which  are  applicable.  Richardson  v.  The  Southeastern  Railuxiy  Co, 
vi.  426. 

IX.  MUceUaneouM  Cases.' 

1.  Contract  to  Jumish  sleepers j  construction  of-^Tmplied  covenant  to  take — Condition 
precedent —  Varying  times  of  delivery.  An  indenture  between  the  plaintifiTs  below  and 
the  defendants  below,  (a  railway  company,)  after  reciting  that  the  defendants  were 
desirous  of  being  supplied  with  850,000  railway  sleepers,  and  that  the  plaintafis  were 
'mlling  to  supply  them  according  to  the  terms  of  a  specification  and  tender,  contained 
a  covenant  by  the  plaintiffs  that  they  would  supply  the  sleepers  within  the  time 
specified,  ^*  as,  when,  and  in  such  quantities,  and  in  such  manner"  as  the  engineer  of 
the  company,  by  order  in  writing, "  from  time  to  time,  or  at  any  time  within  the  period 
limited  by  the  specification,  should  require."  The  specification  stated  that  the  number 
of  sleepers  required  was  850,000,  that  one  half  would  have  to  be  delivered  in  1847, 
and  the  remainder  by  midsummer,  1848.  The  deed  also  contained  provisoes  that  the 
engineer  might  vary  the  times  of  delivery ;  that  the  company  should  retain  2,000/.  in 
their  hands  as  security  for  the  performance  of  the  contract,  and  should  pay  it  over 
within  two  months  after  all  the  sleepers  had  been  delivered ;  and  that  the  contract 
might  be  put  an  end  to  upon  defiiult  made  by  the  plainttfiTs,  or  upon  their  bankruptcy 
or  insolvency.  Heldf  first,  that  thero  was  an  implied  covenant  on  the  part  of  the 
company  to  tak^  the  whole  number  of  350,000  sleepers.  Secondly,  that  an  order  by 
the  engineer  was  a  condition  precedent  to  any  delivery  of  the  sleepers  by  the  plain- 
tiffs. Thirdly,  that  the  company  were  bound  to  cause  such  order  to  be  given  within 
the  time  limited  by  the  specification.  Fourthly,  that  although  the  engineer  had  power 
to  alter  the  time  for  the  delivery  of  the  sleepers,  such  power  was  to  be  exercised 
within  the  period  limited  by  the  specification.  Fifthly,  that  the  engineer,  as  to  matters 
m  winch  he  had  a  discretion,  e.  g,aBto  varying  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  sleepers^ 
stood  in  the  portion  of  arbitrator  between  the  parties,  but  as  to  giving  the  order  for 
the  deliver}'  he  was  a  mere  agent  for  the  company.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Co* 
T»  Harrison^  xiv.  189. 

2.  The  only  legitimate  rule  of  construction  is,  to  ascertain  the  meaning  from  the 
language  used  in  the  instrument,  coupled  with  such  fiu;ts  ae  are  admissible  in  evir 
dence  to  aid  its  explanation.    Per  Parke,  B.    lb, 

8.  In  an  action  upon  the  above  deed,  on  the  ground  that  the  company  had  not 
given  any  order  for  the  delivery  of  sleepers  within  the  specified  period,  it  was  held^ 
^at  it  was  unnecessary  to  aver  roadiness  and  willingness  to  deliver  them,  as  the  plain- 
tiffs  were  not  bound  to  be  ready  and  willing  until  the  order  was  given.    lb. 
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4.  Railway  contractor — PenaUUs — Account — Engineer's  certificates — Engineer  a 
shareholder — Company  taking  possession  of  the  works  and  plant  In  a  contract  be- 
tween R.  and  a  railway  company,  for  the  conatmction  by  R.  of  a  portion  of  the  fine 
of  railway,  after  reciting  that  R.  agreed  to  secure  the  due  performance  of  his  contract 
by  his  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  4,000/.,  conditioned  for  the  payment  to  the  company 
of  certain  fixed  smns  for  every  week  in  which  the  work  shonld  not  be  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  contract,  the  penalty  in  each  successiye  week  to  increase  in  a  fixed 
proportion,  it  was  witnessed,  amongst  other  things,  that  in  case  R.  shonld  become  in- 
solvent, &c.,  or  should  from  any  cause  whatsoever  (not  the  act  of  the  company)  not 
proceed  in  the  works  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  company,  the  company  might  gire  to 
R.  a  notice  in  writing  requiring  him  to  proceed  with  the  saud  woiks,  and  in  case  R. 
should  for  seven  days  after  such  notice  make  default  in  commencing  or  regularly  pro- 
ceeding with  the  said  works,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  employ  other  per- 
sons to  complete  the  works,  and  pay  them  out  of  the  money  which  should  be  then 
remaining  due  to  R.  on  account  of  this  contract ;  and  that  the  moneys  previoudy  pud 
to  R.  on  account  of  any  works  should  be  considered  as  the  full  value,  and  be  taken  by 
him  as  in  fbll  payment  and  satisfiiction,  for  all  works  done  by  him ;  and  that  all 
moneys  which  either  then  or  thereafter  would  have  been  payable  to  R.,  together  with 
all  the  tools  and  materials  then  being  upon  the  works,  should,  upon  such  default  as 
aforesaid,  become  and  be  in  all  respects  conndered  as  the  absdute  property  of  the 
company ;  and  that  if  such  money,  tools,  and  materials  should  not  be  sufiicient  to  pay 
for  the  completion  of  the  works,  then  R.  should  make  good  such  deficiency  on  demand. 
It  was  then  further  witnessed,  and  the  company  covenanted  to  pay  to  R.  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  works'  the  sum  of  68,0282. 16s.,  in  the  fbllowing  manner,  namely,  every 
fourteen  days  four  fifth  parts  of  the  whole  value  of  the  said  works  which  sludl  have 
been  actually  performed  during  the  preceding  fourteen  days,  until  there  ^ould  be  a 
reserved  fund  of  4,000^,  and  then  every  ftmrteen  days  to  pay  the  full  value  of  such 
works,  such  value  to  be  estimated  by  the  principal  engineer  or  his  assistant,  having 
reference  as  well  to  the  prices  in  the  schedule  (as  to  extra  work)  as  to  the  entire  cost 
of  the  whole  works ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  after  the  completion 
of  the  entire  works,  to  pay  one  moiety  of  the  4,000/.  so  retained  in  the  hands  of  the 
company,  and  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  and  a  month  the  remaining  moiety  of  the 
4,0002.  And  it  was  lastly  agreed,  that  during  the  progress  of  the  works  the  dedyon 
of  the  principal  engineer  fbr  the  time  being  of  the  company,  with  respect  to  the 
amount,  state,  condition,  &c.,  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  whatsoever  relating  to  die 
same,  shall  be  final,  and  without  appeal ;  but  in  case  of  dispute,  after  the  completion 
of  the  contract,  as  to  any  matter  of  chaise  or  account  between  the  company  and  K^ 
such  dispute  shall  l>e  finally  settled  by  the  arbitration  of  the  said  engineer  on  iht  pari 
of  the  company,  and  an  engineer  appointed  by  R  on  his  part,  or,  if  they  disagree,  by 
an  arbitrator  to  be  named  by  them.  After  R.  had  proceeded  to  a  very  considerable 
extent  towards  the  completion  of  his  contract,  the  company,  being  dissatisfied  with  lh« 
progress  of  the  works,  gave  the  notice  to  R.  mentioned  in  t^e  contract,  and  after  seven 
days  they  took  possession  of  the  works,  and  of  all  the  toob  and  materials  thereon, 
and  completed  the  works  by  other  parties.  R.  filed  his  bill,  setting  up  a  case  of  frand 
against  the  company  in  concealing  the  nature  of  the  strata  through  which  cutdngsr 
and  tunnels  were  to  be  made,  and  insisting  that  he  was  entitled  to  be  paid  fbr  those 
works  at  fair  prices,  regardless  of  the  contract ;  that  the  fortnightly  certificates  of  the 
value  of  the  works  given  by  B.  the  engineer  of  the  company,  were  void,  and  not 
binding  upon  him,  in  consequence  of  B.  being  a  shareholder  in  the  company ;  that  he 
was  entitled  to  be  relieved  against  certain  money  penalties  which  had  been  charged 
against  him  in  the  engineer's  certificates ;  that  the  company  were  not  ju^t^ed  in 
taking  possession  of  the  works,  tools,  and  mat^als ;  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  have 
an  account  taken  of  the  value  of  the  works  done,  on  the  footing  that  there  wem  no 
contracts,  or  that  they  were  abandoned ;  and  that  the  company  might  be  del»ted  wt& 
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tiie  yalae  of  the  engines,  tools,  materials,  articles,  and  things  of  wBieh  the  companj 
took  pofisesaion.  Heldy  first,  that  no  case  of  fraud  had  been  made  oat  But  sembU^ 
that  althoogh  a  corporation  cannot  be  guiltj  of  fraud,  yet  if  their  agents  emj^yed  in 
canying  out  a  trading  ^>eculaiion  be  goil^  of  fiuud,  the  corporation  will  be  liable. 
Secondly,  that  the  principle  which  prevents  a  person  being  a  judge  in  his  own  cause, 
(Dimes  v.  The  Grand  Junction  Canal  Company,  17  Jur.  73,  s.  c«  16  Eng.  Rep.  63,) 
does  not  apply  to  the  case  of  the  engineer  of  a  railway  company  holding  shares  in 
that  company,  who,  according  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  between  the  company  and  a 
contractor,  was  during  the  progress  of  the  works  to  give  periodical  certificates  of  the 
yalne  of  the  works  done,  but  which  on  the  completion  of  the  contract  were  not  finaL 
SerMef  it  is  not  necessary  to  institute  minute  inquiries  as  to  how  fax  the  engineer's 
calculations,  in  making  out  his  certificates  during  the  progress  of  the  works,  were 
accurate ;  it  is  enough  if  they  were  made  bond  Jide^  and  with  the  intention  of  acting 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  contract  Thirdly,  that  the  money  penalties  had  been 
properiy  charged  against  B.,  they  being,  upon  the  proper  construction  of  the  contract, 
not  penaldes,  but  liquidated  damages.  Fourthly,  that  even  assuming  that  the  com* 
pany  were  not  justified  in  taking  possession  of  the  works,  tools,  and  materials  afler 
the  notice  given,  B.  was  not  entitled  to  treat  the  contract  as  not  existing,  or  as  aban*- 
doned.  R.'s  right  would  have  been  by  action  for  damages,  and  the  seizure  by  the 
company  formed  m  ground  for  such  equitable  relief  as  was  adced.  Fifthly,  that,  upon 
the  true  construction  of  the  contract,  the  company  did  not,  according  to  their  con- 
tendon,  upon  taking  possession  of  the  works  and  plant  after  notice,  become  absolute 
owners  of  the  tools  and  materials,  &c. ;  this  whole  provision  is  to  be  regarded,  not  in 
the  nature  of  a  penalty,  but  as  mere  machinery  fiir  etabling  the  company  to  complete 
the  works  at  the  cost  of  B.,  and  the  company  are  bound  to  account  for  the  value  of 
the  toola  and  materials  in  settling  their  accounts  with  him,  which  accounts  were 
decreed  to  be  taken  on  the  footing  of  the  contract  Ranger  v.  Th€  Great  Western 
Baxhoay  Co.  xxvii.  35.  • 

5.  As  to  one  of  the  contracts,  the  <)pmpany  altered  their  intentions  as  to  the 
direction  which  the  line  should  take,  and  diveiged,  with  the  sanction  of  the  land- 
owners, to  a  greater  extent  than  was  permitted  by  their  act  of  parliament;  but  the 
contractor  never  objected  to  the  deviation,  and  continued  to  receive  certificates  and 
payment,  in  precisely  the  same  mode  as  he  would  had  the  deviation  not  taken  place. 
Eddy  that  these  circumstances  did  not  vary  this  contract  from  the  preceding  con- 
tiaots.    lb. 

6.  Eight  to  inspect  register  of  shareholders.  The  hdder  of  a  judgment  against  a 
raihray  company  for  which  its  shareholders  are  liable,  is  entitled  to  an  inspection  of 

.the  r^puter  of  diareholders.    Eegina  v.  The  Derbyshire^  {fc.  Railway  Co.  xxvi.  101. 

7.  Ri^  to  seize  engine  of  another  company  running  %oiihout  certificate*  A  rail- 
way company  has  a  right  to  seize  the  engine  of  another  company  having  running 
powers  upon  th^  railway,  if  the  engine  of  that  company  be  run  upon  their  railway 
without  a  certificate  first  obtained,  because  the  penalty  inflicted  for  such  a  wrongful  act, 
by  sect  116  of  the  Byways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  8  &  9  Vict  c.  20,  does  not  take 
away  the  common-law  right  of  the  owners  of  the  railway  trespassed  on  to  seize  the  engine 
damage  feasant  The  Ambergaiey  jrc.  Railway  Co.  v.  The  Midland  Railway  Co.  xzii.  289. 

8.  Demand  for  return  of  engine.  Where  it  was  expressly  made  part  of  the  demand 
for  the  return  at  such  an  engine,  after  it  had  been  removed  off  the  defendants'  line^ 
that  it  should  be  returned  for  the  purpose  of  being  again  used  on  the  line  without  a 
certificate,  it  was  held^  in  an  action  for  convertmg  the  engine  to  the  defendants'  use, 
that  such  a  demand  was  illegal,  and  it  being  so,  the  defendants  were  right  in  not 
acceding  to  it    Jb. 

9»  Company  not  bound  to  feme.  A  railway  company  are  not  bound  to  fence  against 
cattle  straying  on  a  highway  running  alongside  of  the  railway.  If,  by  reason  of  a 
defect  in  the  fenoes,  such  ca^e  get  upon  the  railway  and  are  injured,  the  company 
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are  not  HaUe,  though  ihe  o«tUe  got  upon  the  highway  witiioiit  aay  iatilt  of  tfieir 
The  Manchester  J  (fc.RaUway  Co.  t.  WalUs,  uv.  373. 

10.  JUUable  value  of  road,  A  som  of  money  guaranteed  to  a  railway  camptBy 
sufficient  to  raise  its  dividends  to  3  per  cent,  is  not  to  be  taken  into  account  in 
estimating  the  ratahle  Talue  of  the  road.  L.  Campbell,  C.  J.,  dis9enL  Re^ma  t.  The 
Newmarket  Railway  Co,  xzt.  138. 

11.  By4aw  requiring  paymefU  of  fare  before  entering  carriage — Buying  ticket  for 
more  distant  station  at  lower  rale,  F.  being  at  Colchester,  and  intending  to  travel  as 
far  as  Diss,  purposely  obtained  at  the  Colchester  station,  within  the  borough  of  Col* 
Chester,  a  ticket  for  Norwich,  and  paid  the  fare  demanded.  The  proper  fare  to  Dms 
was  7«.,  and  the  fare  to  Norwich,  though  farther,  was  5s.  only.  At  Diss,  F.  got  ont  of 
the  train  and  delivered  his  ticket  to  the  collector,  i^nd  refused  to  pay  the  difference  of 
&re  to  Diss,  though  demanded.  By  one  of  the  c<Mnpany's  by4aws,  it  was  provided 
that  every  passenger  should  pay  his  fare  previously  to  entering  a  carriage;  and  that 
any  passenger  who  should  enter  a  carriage  without  having  paid  his  fare,  was  thereby 
subjected  to  a  penalty.  Under  this  by-law  F.  was  convicted,  for  having  within  the 
eud  borough,  unlawfully  and  wilfully  entered  a  carriage  of  the  said  company,  for  the 
purpose  of  travelling  upon  the  said  railway  from  Colchester  to  IKss,  not  having  pre- 
viously paid  his  fare  for  so  travelling.  Held,  that,  supposing  F.  to  have  committed  the 
alleged  offence  agailist  the  by-law,  it  was  committed  within  the  boraagh  of  Coldiester ; 
but  that  no  such  offence  had  been  committed  by  htm,  and  that  the  conviction,  there- 
fore, was  bad.

12.  Usage — Receipts  for  pigs  taken  for  transportation.  By  the  usual  coone  of 
business  of  a  railway  company,  #ceipts,  &&,  were  given  on  taking  fugs  for  transpor* 
tation.  A,  being  familiar  with  this  usage,  and  having  notice  that  the  company  held 
themselves  responsible  only  when  they  had  given  the  receipts,  &e.,  aeni  piga  wsthont 
taking  a  receipt  Held,  that  he  had  no  remedy  against  the  company  for  not  defiveiiog 
the  pigs.

13.  Projected  railway — Right  to  recover  ^k  deposits.  The  prorisioiiai  directors 
of  a  projected  railway  company,  after  the  subscribers'  agreement  had  been  prepared^ 
issued  a  circular  letter,  stating  that  they  had  made  arrangements  with  the  S.  B^lway 
Company,  by  which  the  proprietaiy  would  be  insured  against  loss,  and  that  ^  in  the 
event  of  the  act  not  being  obtained,  the  directors  undertake  to  return  the  whole  of  the 
deposits  without  deduction."  Plaintiff,  having  seen  thn  circular,  ^iplied,  in  writiqgy 
for  shares.  The  directors,  in  a  written  answer,  inclosing  the  circular  letter,  stated  that 
shares  were  allotted  to  him,  and  that  the  bankers'  receipt  for  the  deposits  would  be 
exchanged  for  scrip  on  his  executing  the  pariiamentary  contract  and  subscribexv'  agree- 
ment He  paid  the  deposits,  obtained  the  receipt,  executed  the  contract  and  sub- , 
scribers'  agreement,  and  obtained  scrip  certificates.  The  subscribers*  agreement, 
which  was  a  deed  between  the  subscribing  shareholderF  of  the  first  part,  and  two 
trustees  of  the  second  part,  gave  to  the  provisional  directors  the  powers  neeesaaiy  for 
obtaining  an  act,  and  contained  a  clause  indemnifying  them  in  respect  of  all  contnaeti 
and  things  made  and  done  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  them,  and  authorized 
them  to  reimburse  themselves,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  company,  all  coste  and  ehargea 
incurred  by  them  in  the  execution  of  their  powers.  The  directors  fiuled  in  obtaining 
an  act ;  and  the  S.  Railway  Company  made  no  payment  Part  of  the  fund  rmaed  by 
the  deposits  was  spent  in  defraying  the  preliminary  and  parliamentary  expenses.  In 
an  action  for  money  had  and  received,  brought  by  plaintiff  against  a  provisional 
director  who  was  a  party  to  the  circular  and  subsequent  ]»xxseeding%  it  was  kdd,  by 
the  exchequer  chamber,  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  queen's  bench :  Fint,  that 
there  was  no  merger  of  the  contract  to  return  the  deposits  by  the  ezeention  of  te 
subscribers'  agreement,  which  was  between  different  parties.  Secondly,  that  tbe  eir* 
cnlar  letter  accompanying  the  letter  of  aUotaient  amounted  to  a  promise  on  the  pu% 
of  defendant  to  return  the  whole  of  the  deposits  to  plaintiff  in  Uie  eTsnt  of  the  act 
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BOi  being  obtained,  and  that  that  promise  was  in  no  way  affected  hy  th^execntion  of 
the  pariiamentaiy  contract  and  the  subscribers'  agreement :  and,  Thirdly,  that  an 
aetioB  for  money  had  and  received  would  lie.    Londesbarough  y.  Mowait^  xxviii.  119. 

14.  Jurisdiciion  of  court  of  chancehf — Joint  use  of  station — Receiver — Arbitraiion, 
The  court  of  chancery  may  interfere  between  two  railway  companies  entitled  to  the 
joint  use  of  a  station,  by  prescribing  regulations  for  its  management ;  but  such  inter- 
fbrepce  ought  not  to  take  place  without  grave  occasion.  The  court  may  also  direct 
a  partition  of  the  stati<»,  and  appoint  a  receiver  if  necessary.  But  where  provisions 
exist  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  on  the  above  subjects  by  arbitration,  the  court  will 
withhold  its  interposition  until  the  remedy  thus  provided  has  been  resorted  to.  The 
Skrew^uryy  Sfc,  Railway  Co,  v.  The  Stour  Valley  Railway  Co,  zxi.

15.  Receiver.  As  to  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  property  of  a  railway 
company,  who  will  be  appointed,  on  whose  apj^ation,  and  bow,  see,  Fripp  v.  The 
Chard  Railway  Co.  xxL  53. 

16.  As  to  ratmg  ef  railways^«ee  BATma. 

EAPE. 

1.  A  »edical  piactitioiier  had  sexual  connection  with  a  female  patient  of  the  age 
of  fourteen  years,  who  had  for  some  time  been  receiving  medical  treatment  from  hhn 
lor  illness  arising  ftom  suppressed  ifpenstruation.  The  jury  found  that  she  was 
ignorant  of  Ahe  nature  of  the  defendant's  act,  and  made  no  resistance,  solely  from  a 
ionAfide  belief  that  he  was  (as  he  represented  to  her)  treating  her  medically,  with  a 
view  to  her  cure.  Semble,  that  the  prisoner  might  be  indicted  for  rape.  Reyvna  v. 
Case,  i.  544. 

2.  The  prisoner  got  into  the  bed  of  a  married  woman,  intending  to  have  connection 
widi  ber  by  passing  for  her  husband,  but  not  by  force.  She,  supposing  him  to  be  her 
husband,  allowed  him  to  have  connection  with  her.  Held^  tiiat  tiie  prisoner  was  not 
gnihy  of  rape.    Regina  v.  Clark^  xxix.  542.

L  Poor  Rates. 

1.  Manchester  concert  society.  The  Manchester  concert  society  being  regarded  only 
aa  a  musical  club,  the  primary  object  of  which  was  the  gratification  and  amusement 
of  the  members  and  their  families,  it  was  held  not  entitled  to  an  exemption  from  poor 
rates,  as  a  society  instituted  for  the  purposes  of  the  fine  arts  exclusively,  within  the  6 
&  7  Yict  c.  86.  Held^  also,  that  had  the  society  been  otherwise  entitled  to  the  exemp- 
tion, the  accidental  use  of  the  hall  for  the  benefit  of  an  Infirmary,  in  1848,  would  not 
have  affected  the  ri^t  of  exempUon.    Regina  v.  Brandt^  m.  328. 

2.  Normal  and  model  school.  Certain  lands,  buildings,  and  premises  purchased  by 
the  lords  coinmissioiiers  of  the  treasury,  on  behalf  of  the  lords  of  the  committee  of 
oooncil  on  education,  were  fitted  up  and  used  as  a  normal  and  model  school  for  the 
training  of  masters  of  schools  for  pauper  and  criminal  children,  and  all  the  expenses 
of  the  institution  were  defrayed  by  the  said  committee  out  of  the  money  voted  by  par- 
liament for  the  promotion  oi  public  education.  The  officers  of  the  institution  were  a 
principal,  vice-principal,  and  masters,  appointed  and  paid  by  the  sud  committee  of 
council,  and  who  held  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  the  crown.  These  officers  were 
entitled  to  their  meals  at  a  common  table,  and  were  provided  with  sitting  and  sleeping 
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had  leaped  over  the  hedge  into  a  turnpike  road,  and  had  strayed  thence  into  a  nev 
road  formed  by  the  company  leading  across  the  railway  on  a  level  into  an  old  highway, 
and,  one  of  the  gates  at  the  crossing  being  open,  had  got  upon  |he  railway.  Hdd^ 
first,  that  the  road  formed  by  the  company  was  a  highway,  though  the  parish  mig^ 
not  be  bound  to  repair  it.  Secondly,  that  defendants  being  required  by  their  railway 
act,  and  by  sect  9  of  stat  5  &  6  Vict  c.  55,  to  keep  the  gates  at  the  crossings  con- 
stantly closed,  the  horses  were,  as  agunst  defendants,  lawfully  on  the  highway,  and 
therefore  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover,  Fawcett  v.  The  York^  {fc.  Eailway  Oa.  ii. 
289. 

6.  Sheep  trespassing  on  close  and  straying  upon  raUway.  If  the  plaintiff's  sheep, 
trespassing  on  the  close  of  A,  stray  upon  the  adjoining  railway  of  the  defendants, 
through  a  defect  of  fences  which  the  defendants  are  bound,  as  against  A,  to  make  and 
maintain,  the  plaintiff  has  no  remedy  either  at  common  law  or  by  statute  against  the 
defendants,  if  his  sheep  suffer  injury.  Ricketts  v.  The  East  and  West  India  Dodcs,  (fc 
Railway  Co,  xii.  620. 

7.  Sheep  kiUed  by  train — Trespass — Case,  A  railway  train  driven  at  the  rate  of 
forty  miles  an  houTi  according  to  the  general  directions  of  the  railway  company  to  ^ 
driver,  ran  over  and  killed  some  sheep  which  had  strayed  on  the  line  in  consequence 
of  the  defective  fences  of  the  company.  Held,  that  the  tmin  bdj]^  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  a  rational  agent,  the  company  were  not  liable  in  trespass  for  the 
injury,  but  that  the  proper  fbnn  of  action  was  by  action  on  the  case,  either  for  per- 
mitting the  fences  to  be  out  of  repair,  or  for  directing  the  servant  to  drive  at  such 
a  rate  as  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  sheep  to  be  on  the  line  of  railway.  Shamd 
V.  The  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  Co.  iv.  401. 

8.  Action  against  company  for  loss  of  bag — Delivery  by  company — Question  for  jury. 
The  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  by  railway,  bringing  a  bag.  On  the  arrival  of  the  train 
the  plaintiff  got  out  upon  the  jJatfonn,  with  the  bag  in  his  hand,  and  it  was  taken  by 
a  railway  porter  to  be  placed  in  one  of  the  cabs  in  the  station.  In  an  action  against 
the  company  for  the  loss  of  the  bag,  it  was  proved  that  the  plaintiff  never  saw  the 
bag  again,  and  that  the  porter  was  unable  to  find  it.  It  was  also  proved  to  be  the 
practice  of  the  company  for  their  porters  to  assist  in  carrying  the  passengers*  lugg^, 
on  the  arrival  of  a  train,  to  the  cabs  in  the  station.  Held,  that  there  was  evidence  of 
the  railway  company  having  contracted  to  deliver  the  plaintiff's  bag  to  a  cab  in  the 
station,  and  of  their  not  having  performed  such  contract  Held,  also,  that  whether 
the  plaintiff  had  accepted  a  delivery  of  the  bag  on  the  platform,  or  daewhere,  in  lieu 
of  such  delivery  to  a  cab,  was  a  question  of  fiict  for  a  jury  to  determine.  Butcher  v. 
The  London  and  Southwestern  Railway  Co.  zzix.  847. 

9.  Loss  of  goods  on  another  line.  Where  a  railway  company  receive  goods  at  one 
terminus  to  carry  them  to  another,  they  are  answerable  H^  any  loss  thai  may  occur 
between  them,  although  it  may  be  on  a  line  of  milway  that  docs  not  belong  to  sack 
company ;  and  the  receipt  of  goods  so  to  be  carried  is  primd  facie  evidence  of  such 
liability.     Watson  v.  The  Ambergate,  {fc.  Railway  Co.  iii.  497. 

yn.  Oases  wherein  a  Mandamus  will  he  issued. 

1.  Mandamus  to  take  up  award  of  land  damages,  return  to.  It  is  no  good  return  to 
a  mandamus  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Act,  for  taking  up  an  award  of  land  dam^esi 
and  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  landowner,  that  the  company  were  prevented  by  reasoo 
of  the  arbitrator's  refusal  to  deliver  it  up  to  them  without  the  payment  of  his  fees; 
there  being  nothing  in  the  act  to  affect  the  arbitrator's  common-law  right  of  Itea 
Regina  v.  The  South  Devon  Railway  Co.  iil  282. 

2.  To  carry  cross  road  over  railway — Railways  Clauses  Act.  Mandamus  to  a  rsitnj 
company  to  carry  a  cross  road  over  the  railway  at  certain  rates  of  inclination,  im^ 
the  obligations  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  and  the  company's  special  act    H(H 
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tbat  the  Railways  Clauses  Act  applied  to  the  constraction  of  the  railway,  and  not  to 
cross  roads,  and  that  the  section  of  the  special  act,  providing  that  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  company  to  construct  the  bridges  for  carrying  the  railways  thereby  authorised 
over  any  roads,  of  the  heights  and  spans  and  in  the  manner  shown  on  the  sections 
deposited,  applied  only  to  the  heights  and  spans,  and  not  to  the  rates  of  inclination 
delineated  in  the  sections  deposited ;  and  therefore  that  the  mandamus  could  not  be 
supported.

S.  To  compel  company  to  purchase  shares  in  canal — To  direct  company  to  proceed 
with  road.  By  the  act  of  parliament  establishing  a  railway  company,  it  was  enacted, 
that  "  from  and  immediately  afler  the  opening  of  the  railway "  between  two  given 
places,  the  railway  company  should  purchase  the  shares  in  two  canals,  with  whose 
business  they  would  compete.  Held,  that  the  railway  company  could  not  be  com- 
pelled to  purchase  the  shares  in  either  of  the  canals  before  the  completion  of  the  road 
between  the  two  places,  although  the  delay  was  the  fault  of  the  company.  But  a 
mandamus  could  be  issued  directing  the  company  to  proceed  with  the  road.  Regina

4.  Commanding  company  to  proceed  unth  purchase  of  lands  after  expiration  of 
powers.  A  writ  of  mandamus  cannot  be  issued  comnlanding  a  railway  company  to 
proceed  with  the  purchase  of  lands,  &c.,  after  the  powers  of  the  company  for  the 
compulsory  purchase  of  lands  have  expired.  Regina  y.  The  London  and  North' 
western  Railway  Co.  vi.  220. 

5.  Qucere^  whether  there  lay  upon  the  company  an  obligation  to  make  and  com* 
plete  the  railway,  which  might  have  been  enforced  by  mandamus;  and  whether 
want  of  funds  for  the  purpose  would  be  an  answer.    76. 

6.  Directing  company  to  buHd  bridge  over  railway — Option  of  company.  A  writ  of 
mandamus  directing  a  railway  company  to  build  a  bridge  for  a  highway  over  their 
railroad  was  quashed,  the  company  having,  by  statute,  the  option  to  carry  their  road 
either  over  or  under  the  highway,  and  that  option  not  being  terminated  by  the  defend- 
ants having  cut  through  the  highway  by  a  deep  trench,  as  if  intending  to  carry  their 
road  under  the  highway.    Regina  v.  The  Southeastern  Railway  Co,  vi.  214. 

7.  Alternative  mandamus  commanding  completion  of  line-^InabHiiy  of  company. 
Where  an  alternative  mandamus  was  issued  commanding  a  railway  company  to  com- 
plete their  line,  and  they  showed  by  their  return,  that,  without  any  default  on  their 
part,  they  had  never  been  and  were  not  in  a  ntuation  lawfully  to  exercise  the  powen 
necessary^  to  its  completion,  a  peremptory  mandajnus  will  not  be  granted.

8.  Information  to  compel  completion  of  road.  To  an  information  to  compel  a  railway 
eonpany  to  com|Jete  one  load  simultaneously  with  another,  a  general  demurrer  was 
allowed,  the  Tice-chancellor  guarding  himself  from  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  what 
he-  should  have  done  if  this  had  been  a  bill  by  a  shareholder  or  landowner,  or  an 
information  and  bill  instead  of  an  information  only.  If  the  public  interests  repre- 
sented by  the  attorney-general  were  entitied  to  hare  the  second  line  of  railway  made, 
they  should  proceed  by  mandamus.  The  fact  that  the  writ  of  mandamus  could  not 
be  obtained  till  aflcr  the  Iqng  vacation,  did  not  give  any  equity  that  could  support 
the  information.

The  Linnean  Society,  incorporated  by 
royal  charter,  and  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  science  exfflusirely,  ims  supported  in 
part  by  annual  contributions  of  the  fellows,  who,  before  their  admission,  signed  an  obli- 
gadon  for  the  payment  of  such  contributions ;  and,  in  case  of  default  in  payment,  the 
obligation  might  be  put  in  suit  The  society  were  lessees  of  contiguous  premises,  32 
Soho-square,  and  1 7  Dean-street,  which  had  formerly  been  one  house,  and  underlet 
17  Dean-street,  and  five  rooms  in  Soho-square  to  B.  The  other  part  of  the  premises 
in  Soho^nare  was  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  the  librarian  and  house- 
keeper occupying  as  his  dwelling,  two  looms,  and  the  porter  also  dwelling  in  the 
house,  the  permissire  use  of  their  rooms  being  taken  into  account,  in  fixing  then- 
salary.  On  appeal  against  a  poor-rate,  assessed  on  the  society  in  respect  of  82  Soho- 
square,  the  rate  was  quashed,  the  court  holding,  first,  that  it  was  "  a  society  sup- 
ported in  part  by  annual  voluntary  contributions,"  within  statute  6  k  7.  Vict  c.  S6,  s.  1, 
and  therefore  exempt  Secondly,  ihf t  the  occupation  of  rooms  by  the  keeper  and 
porter  was  subsidiary  to  the  purpose  of  the  society,  and  did  not  take  away  the  society's 
exemption.  Thirdly,  that  B  was  liable  to  be  rated  for  the  nxnns  in  32  Soho-square 
underlet  to  him.  The  Linnean  Society  of  London  t.  The  ChurchtoardenSy  ^c,  of  SL 
Ann,  5*0.  XX vi.  212. 

13.  A  society  of  which  the  priinar}'  object  was  the  information  and  convenience  of 
the  shareholders  only,  was  held  not  to  be  exempted  from  liability  to  be  rated  under 
Stat.  6  &  7  Vict  c.  86.    Regina  v.  Gaskell,  viii.  298. 

14.  District  treated  as  a  reputed  par%$h»  Upon  an  appeal  from  a 
poor-rate  for  the  parisft  of  M.,  a  case  was  stated  for  the  opinion  of  the  court,  setting 
forth  these  facts.  In  the  district  of  M.  St  M.  and  M.  St  P.,  there  had  always  been 
one  rate  for  maintaining  the  poor  and  repairing  the  roads,  one  set  of  overseers  and 
of  survey9rs  of  the  highways,  and  one  constable ;  but  there  was  evidence  that  there 
had  formerly  been  two  churches  and  two  rectories,  and  that,  for  some  ecdesisstical  pur- 
poses, the  district  had  been  treated  as  two  parishes.  And  it  was  held  that  the  evidence 
showed  that  the  district  was  a  reputed  parish  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  stst  43 
Eliz.  c.  2,  and  therefore  was  to  be  treated  as  one  parish,  as  respects  the  maintenance 
of  its  poor.    Regina  v.  Sharpley,  xxvi.  206. 

15.  Docks.  The  ratable  value  of  the  docks  of  the  Hull  Dock  Co.  ought  to  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  sevend  parishes  within  which  the  docks,  &c.,  are  situate,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  areas  of  the  docks,  &c.  Regina  v.  The  Dock  Co.  at  Kingston^pon-HmH^ 
xi.  357. 

18.  Docks — Steam-iug — Machinery,  The  Southampton  Dock  Company's  ptcmises 
were  in  part  rented  by  certain  lessees.  The  company  had  in  use  a  steam-tog,  for  the 
advantage  of  the  dock  business.  Attached  to  the  freehold  was  certain  machineiy, 
which  could  be  detached  with  as  little  injury  to  the  freehold  as  tenants'  trBde-fixtorea. 
Held,  that  18  Geo.  m.  c.  50,  s.  25,  which  makes  the  lessor  ratable  for  certain  tene- 
ments, did  not  apply  to  the  part  of  the  company's  premises  not  occupied  by  them. 
That  the  steam-tug  was  a  part  of  the  floating  capital,  and  its  expen^  should  be  de- 
ducted in  estimating  the  company's  rate.  That  another  proper  deduction  waa  an 
allowance  for  remuneration  to  one  managing  the  affairs  of  the  docks,  independently 
of  the  profit  on  capital  employed  by  him.  That  the  machinery  was  properly  included 
in  estimating  the  ratable  value  of  the  premises.  That  no  deduction  could  be  made 
for  income  tax,  in  respect  of  the  estimated  profit  of  a  supposed  tenant  of  the  doeks^ 
Regina  v.  The  Southampton  Dock  Co.  iii.  464. 

17.  Commissioners  of  Harrogate,  Under  4  Vict  c  16,  commissioners  were  ap- 
p<nnted  for  the  improvement  of  H.,  within  certain  limitB ;  and  the  property  in  adl  the 
public  wells  or  springs  of  mineral  waters,  within  the  said  limits,  waa  vested  in  them, 
and  they  were  empowered  to  add  ta  or  alter  the  existing  erections  over  the  aid 
springs,  and  to  erect  a  pump-room  over  the  sulphur  water  springs.  The  act  also  gave 
them  special  powers  for  the  maintaining  of  footways,  the  cleauAug  and  lighting  iho 
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Btrecto,  the  remoTal  of  dirt  and  rubbish,  the  preventing  nuisancesi  pronding  a  market, 
and  further  to  make  annual  rates  upon  owners  of  property  within  the  limits  of  the 
act ;  all  moneys  received  under  the  act  to  be  applied  entirely  in  paying  off  moneys 
borrowed  on  the  rates,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the 
act  A  pump-room  was  built,  under  the  power  given  by  the  act,  which  was  open  to, 
and  used  by,  the  public  generally,  subject  only  to  a  small  payment  to  the  commi»> 
sioners,  and  certain  other  regulations  imposed  by  the  act  HeUl^  that  the  commission- 
ers w«re  properly  rated  as  occupiers  and  owners  of  such  pump-room,  to  the  relief  of 
the  poor  of  one  of  the  townships  in  part  within  the  limits  of  the  act,  their  appointment 
not  being  for  the  public  advantage  only.  Regina  v.  The  Commissionen  of  Harrogate^ 
i.  281. 

18.  Trustees  incorporated  for  pvhUc  purposes.  It  is  not«of  itself  a  ground  for  ex- 
emption from  poor-rates,  that  the  occupiers  of  land  are  trustees  incorporated  under 
acts  of  parliament  for  public  purposes.  It  must  appear  from  the  provisions  of  the  acts 
to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  legblature  that  the  funds  derivaUe  from  their  occu- 
pation should  not  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  poor-rates.  Regina  v.  The  Trustees  of 
Birkenhead  Docks,  xiv.  128. 

19.  Ferry4anding  and  tolls,  A  ferry  company  constructed  landing-places  in  two 
townships,  on  opposite  sides  of  the  river,  with  a  toll-house  and  gate  on  each ;  their 
boats  passed  from  one  to  the  other,  across  the  river,  the  bed  of  which  was  not  in 
either  township ;  the  tolls  were  collected  entirely  on  the  south  side.  No  tolls  could 
have  been  earned  for  the  transit  on  the  river  without  use  of  the  landing-places,  nor 
for  such  use  without  the  transit  The  company  were  rated  to  the  poor  of  the  town- 
sAip  on  the  north  side,  as  occupiers  of  a  **  ferry,  landing,  and  tolls,"  in  a  sum  includ- 
ing half  the  net  value  of  th^  tolls.  Held,  that  the  tolls  could  not  be  rated,  either 
directly  as  oeing  connected  with  real  property,  occupied  in  the  township,  and  as  thus 
ceaang  to  be  incorporeal,  or  indirectly  by  taking  them  into  account  as  profit  of  the 
lands ;  but  that  the  land  should  be  rated  on  an  estimate  of  the  rent  which  might  be 
obtainable  for  it,  in  consideration  of  its  being  available  for  the  purpose  of  earning  the 
tolls.  Also,  that  the  ratafte  value  of  the  land  in  question  could  not  be  ascertained  by 
dividing  the  profits  in  the  proportion  of  the  land  occupied  in  the  two  townships  and 
the  length  of  the  transit    Regina  v.  The  North  and  South  Shields  Ferry  Co.  xvi.  298. 

20.  Manchester  Institute.  The  Manchester  Ihstitute  being  prinUi  facie  a  society  ex- 
empted from  rates  within  6  &  7  Vict  c.  86,  held,  that  it  was  no  objection  to  the  exemp- 
tion that  part  of  their  building,  not  sought  to  be  exempted,  was  let,  and  the  rents  went 
into  the  general  funds,  nor  that  dL  per  cent  was  deducted  on  the  price  of  paintings 
from  a  distance  exhibited  and  sold,  the  percentage  being  applied  to  their  carriage ; 
nor  that  strangers  admitted  to  see  the  paintings  paid  a  small  fee,  which  was  applied  to 
the  purposes  of  the  society ;  nor  that  the  settlement  declared  that  the  building  was  to  be 
used  ^  for  the  imparting  of  knowledge  consistent  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  in- 
stitution," because  such  declaration  did  not  authorize  any  other  purposes  than  those 
of  science,  literature,  and  the  fine  arts ;  nor  that  the  settlement  declared,  that  upon  a 
dissdution  of  the  society  the  property  belonging  to  it  was  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds, 
after  payment  of  debts,  to  be  divided  among  the  members,  because  such  declaration 
only  repressed  a  power  which  impliedly  belonged  to  the  members,  and  it  did  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  inserted  with  any  view  of  profit  Regina  y.  The  Overseers  of 
M€tpehester,  iii.  814. 

21.  Museum  on  croum  lands.  A  museum  was  erected  on  crown  lands,  out  of  public 
moneys,  for  the  purpose  of  the  practical  application  of  science.  The  professors  were 
paid  partly  by  government,  and  partiy  by  fees,  but  neither  they  nor -any  one  else  had 
any  farther  occupation  of  the  premises  than  was  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  in- 
stitution. Hdd,  that  no  part  of  the  premises  was  ratable,  on  the  ground  tiiat  the 
whole  were  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  crown  for  public  purposes.  De  la  Bechg 
T.  The  Jleetor,  jrc.  of  WestminsUr,  xxix.  149. 
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22.  Grounds  occupied  far  publie  use  by  surveyors  of  highways  io  he  rated.  The 
poration  of  H.  as  surveyors  of  highways  within  a  district,  rented  and  occupied  a  yaid 
as  a  place  of  deposit  for  stones,  &c.,  for  repairing  the  highways.  This  yard  waa  in 
the  parish  of  S.,  a  parish  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  district.  Held^  that 
they  occupied  the  yard  as  trustees  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  who  were  obliged 
by  law  to  repair  the  highways,  and  that  they  were  rataUe  in  respect  of  it  to  the  retief 
of  the  parish  of  S.    Regina  v.  Cooper^  xzvi.  181.        ^ 

23.  Aylesbury  market  and  fairs — Stallage  and  market  tolls.  Certain  persons,  mder 
a  lease  for  years  from  the  lord  of  the  manor,  were  in*  the  oocupation  and  receipt  of 
the  tolls  and  duties  payable  at  the  market  and  fairs  of  Aylesbury,  in  reject  of  things 
sold  at  the  said  market  and  fairs ;  and  also,  of  the  stallage,  piccage,  and  all  other 
profits  incident  to  the  said  Qiaiket  and  fiurs,  together  with  the  maiket-house  and  prem* 
ises  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  market  and  fairs.  Tolls  were  paid  and  collected  in 
the  market-house,  and  throughout  the  nuirket  in  respect  of  horses,  cattle,  com,  and 
other  articles  brought  into  the  market  and  fairs  and  actually  sold.  Over  part  of  the 
Market  Square,  and  at  the  sides  of  some  streets,  stalls  were  placed,  but  not  in  any 
way  affixed  to  the  soil,  upon  which  goods  were  exposed  for  sale;  and  in  respect  of 
these  stallage  dues  were  paid.  The  lessees  were  rated  to  tiie  relief  of  the  poor  aa 
occupiers  in  respect  of  the  maricet-house,  and  the  land  upon  whidi  the  market  sa%d 
furs  were  held,  and  of  the  stallage  and  all  the  tolls  received  by  them,  from  the  sale 
of  goods  at  the  market  and  fairs.  Held,  that  staUage  was  a  payment  made  in  xesfped 
of  the  exclusive  use  and  occupation  oi  the  soil,  for  a  time,  and  was,  therefore,  piopeily 
included  in  the  rate ;  but  that  the  market  toUs  on  things  sold  in  the  masket  and  iaiz8» 
having  no  connection  with  the  exclusive  use  of  the  soil,  were  not  ratable.  Moberts  u 
Aylesbury y  xvi.  868.  *  . 

24.  Farm  with  privilege  of  shooting.  Where  the  tenant  of  a  &rm  p^ys  an  in- 
creased rent  for  the  privilege  of  killing  game  on  the  farm,  he  is  liable  to  be  rated  in 
respect  of  that  increased  value ;  and  where  the  tenant  originally  took  the  &rm  without 
such  privilege,  but  afterwards  rented  the  privilege  of  shooting  over  a  larger  area, 
including  the  farm,  at  a  certain  rent,  it  was  held,  that  he  wa^n  the  same  position  as  if 
he  had  originally  taken  the  &rm  with  the  privilege ;  and  that  his  rate  was  properly 
increased  by  the  sum  which  the  sessions  had  found  as  the  value  of  so  much  of  the 
privilege  as  related  to  the  farm.    Regitsa  y.  Williams,  xxviiL  1 72. 

25.  Bretoery  and  public-houses,  ratable  value  of^-GoodrwUl,  A  brewery,  &C.,  together 
with  the  good-will  and  trade  of  certain  public-houses,  subject  to  the  rents  therelofiire 
received  for  said  puUic-houses,  were  leased  f<fr  seventeen  years  to  A,  yielding  and 
paying  for  the  brewery  and  premises,  the  yearly  rent  of  800/.,  and  for  the  ^*tff^<s 
implements,  and  utensils  specified  in  a  schedule,  the .  further  yeairly  rent  of  502.,  and 
for  the  good-will  and  trade  of  all  and  every  the  public-houses,  &c.,  mentioned  in 
another  schedule,  the  further  yearly  rent  of  1602.  A  occupied  the  brewery;  and  tiie 
public-houses,  thirty-three  in  number,  which  were  situate  in  different  streets  and 
places,  and  quite  apart  from  the  brewery,  were  let  by  A,  to  separate  tenants,  at  rente 
about  equal  to  the  amount  paid  by  A  to  his  landlord.  The  tenants  of  the  public- 
houses,  as  they  were  bound  to  do  under  an  agreement,  purchased  from  A,  at  the 
brewery,  all  tiie  malt  liquors,  &c.,  consumed  in  their  houses,  and  each  tenant  wu 
separately  rated  to  the  poor-rate.  Without  the  restriction  as  regards  the  purchase  of 
malt  liquors,  &c.,  a  higher  rental  would  have  been  ^ven  for  the  public-houses.  Hddt 
'(Erie,  J.  differing  in  opinion,)  that  the  1502.  paid  for  the  good-will  of  the  pab(io> 
houses,  was  to  be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  the  ratable  value  of  A*s  occupatkn 
of  the  brewery  and  premises.  Alison  v.  The  Churchwardens^  i*c,  of  Monkwearmauth 
Shore,  xxvi,  172. 

26.  Prison,  officers^  residences,  ffc,  A  building  leased  and  occupied  as  a  prison  is 
not  ratable.  The  following  premises,  held  under  the  same  lease,  held  to  be  ratable : 
(vdthin  the  walls,)  a  coach-house,  &c.,  occupied  by  the  governor,  and  not  necessaiy  for 
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haB  public  duty^— (withoot,)  two  sbops,  kept  for  suppljing  the  officers ;  a  farm,  on  which 
the  coiiTicts  worked,  and  the  proceeds  of  which  served  for  the  prison ;  also,  dissent 
Coleridge,  J.,  the  residences  of  the  officers,  for  which  they  paid  rent,  or  received  less 
pa^  in  consequence.     GamUer  t.  The  Overseers  of  Lydford^  zxv.  141. 

27.  What  property  exempt^  under  Public  Health  Act*  The  proviso  in  sect  88  of  the 
FiaUic  Health  Act,  1848,  (11  &  12  Vict  c.  63,  that,  if  any  kind  of  property  before 
the  passing  of  the  act  has  been  exempt  from  rating  by  any  local  act,  in  respect  of 
purpoees  for  which  district  rates  may  be  levied  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848, 
the  same  kind  of  property,  in  rei^ct  of  the  same  purposes,  and  to  the  same  eztenti 
diall  be  exempt  from  district  rates  under  the  last«aeationed  act,)  applies  only  to  ex- 
emptions in  respect  of  the  nature  of  the  property :  not,  therefore,  to  property  exempt, 
under  a  local  act,  in  respect  merely  of  its  locality ;  although  the  property  so  locally 
situate  was  exempt  from  poor  rate.  Tait  t.  The  Local  Board  of  Health  of  the  City 
of  Carlisle,  xxa.  n». 

28.  County  court-house.  The  treasurer  of  the  oonnty  court,  under  9  &  10  Vict 
c.  95,  is  not  liable  to  be  rated  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  respect  of  the  occupation  of 
a  building  used  exclustvely  for  transacting  the  business  of  the  county  court  Regina 
Y.  The  Overseers  of  Manchester^  xxv.  145. 

29.  Trustees  who  are  directed  by  statute  to  apply  their  funds  in  certain  specified 
ways,  and  to  no  other  purpose,  are  not  justified  in  refusing  to  pay  a  poor  rate  levied 
on  them  in  respect  of  such  funds.    Regina  r.  The  Trustees  of  the  River  Lea,  xxx.  368. 

SO.  It  is  as  competent  to  vestry  men  de  facto  to  join  in  making  a  rate  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  as  vestry  men  de  jure,    Scadding  y.  Lorant^  v.  1$. 

31.  On  an  appeal  agunst  a  rate  under  the  Sanitary  Act  of  Liverpool,  the  poor  rate 
of  the  preceding  year  was  held  to  be  conclusive  as  to  the  value  of  the  property 
assessed.    Regina  v.  The  Recorder  of  Liverpool,  L  291. 

n.  Borough  and  Church  Rates. 

1.  Borough  rates.  An  estimate  for  a«  borou^  rate  included  an  item  as  to  which 
there  was  an  undecided  appeal^  and  a  sum  in  respect  of  unascertained  law  costs.  The 
borough  rate  was  ordered  at  a  meeting  that  was  not  pnUic.  The  mayor  ordered  the 
treasurer  to  demand  the  rate  within  100  days,  from  the  overseers  of  parishes,  and  on 
the  same  day  the  treasurer  issued  his  precept  to  them,  to  pay  within  one  hundred  da^s 
fhxn  the  receipt  thereof.  This  was  not  served  on  them  for  ten  days.  The  plaintiff, 
one  of  the  overseers,  went  out  of  office,  and  his  goods  wero  afterwards  taken  on  a 
distress  for  the  rate,  the  distress  being  s^ned  by  both  defendants,  as  justices,  and  by 
one  as  mayor.  He  brought  replevin.  Held,  that  a  borough  rate  need  not  be  made  in 
public    Jones  v.  Johnson,  x.  532. 

2.  Held,  also,  that  the  items  could  not  be  considered  as  bygone  expenses  so  as  to 
make  the  rate  ratros^ective  in  respect  of  them,  as  the  question  relating  to  the  first 
sum  was  still  under  appeal ;  and  with  regard  to  the  second,  that  the  council  wero  justi- 
fied in  treating  the  costs  of  litigation  as  expenses  not  actually  incurred  beforo  the 
delivery  of  the  attorney's  bill ;  and  that  at  all  events  as  the  plaintiff  had  not  appealed 
against  the  rate,  it  must  be  taken  as  good  as  regards  the  defendants.    lb. 

3.  Qucere^  whether  a  borough  rate,  made  for  the  pa}inent  of  expenses  already 
incurred  under  the  stat  5  &  6  WHl.  IV.  c.  76,  would  be  bad  though  rotrospective,  and 
whether  Woodsy,  Reed,  2  Mee.  &  W.  777,  s.  c.  6  Law  J.  Rep.  (n.  b.)  M..C.  105,  can 
be  supported.    lb, 

4.  Held,  next,  that  the  variance  between  the  times  for  payment  was  immaterial,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  could  not  complain  of  it,  as  the  precept  gave  him  a  longer  time  for 
payment  than  the  mayor's  warrant  directed.    lb, 

5.  Held,  further,  that  the  phunttff  was  liable  to  the  distress,  although  he  had  gone 
out  of  office  before  the  distress  warrant  was  executed,  aa  he  was  an  offender  under  the 
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act,  which  provides  that  the  goods  of  the  offender  should  be  seized,  and  the  exisdng 
overseers  had  power  to  make  a  rate  to  reimburse  him.    1  h, 

6.  Held^  lastly,  that  the  signature  hy  J.,  as  justice,  to  the  distress  warrant,  did  not 
prevent  the  warrant  from  being  his  warrant  as  mayor  also.    lb, 

7.  A  borough  rate  need  not  be  made  in  public.  If  the  rate  is  valid  upon  the  £icd  of 
it,  although  it  may  be  retrospective  in  fact,  no  advantage  can  be  taken  of  that  circum- 
stance as  against  the  defendants,  (the  magistrates  enforcing  the  rate  by  distress ;)  ^  1 
the  warrant  is  not  bad  by  reason  of  a  certain  variance  in  the  treasurer's  precept ; 
|ior  firom  its  not  fixing  the  time  at  which  the  sale  of  the  plaintiff''s  goods  was  to  termi- 
nate. An  action  of  replevin  may  be  nuuntained  agsdnst  magistrates  alone  who  i^ue  a 
warrant  of  distress  agiunst  the  goods  of  a  party.    Jones  v.  Johnson,  i.  418. 

8.  Church  rates.  Where  the  churchwardens  of  a  parish  made  a  single  rate  for 
providing  necessary  additional  burial-ground  for  the  parbh,  which  could  only  be  done 
(if  at  all)  under  the  powers  given  by  the  Church  Building  Acts,  and  also  for  droning 
and  spouting  a  chapel  in  the  parish,  as  at  common  law,  it  was  held^  that  the  rate  could 
not  be  enforced.    Regina  v.  Abney,  xxvi.  160. 

9.  QtMxre^  whether  there  is  any  power  to  make  a  rate  for  enlaiging  or  for  purchaang 
a  burial-ground.    Ih, 

10.  Where  the  majority  refuse  to  make  a  rate  for  the  necessary  repairs  of  a  church, 
lihe  minority,  in  vestry,  may  make  that  rate,  and  the  items,  if  objected  to  at  all,  most 
be  objected  to  in  vestry.     Cordy  v.  Bentley,  v.  590. 

III.  Highway  and  other  Boies;  Land  Tax;  Miscdlaneaus  Gases* 

1.  Validity  of  rate,  A  majority  of  the  rate  payers  of  the  parish  of  S.  M.,  at  a 
meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  had  resolved  to  adopt  the  proviaons  of  the  3  &  4  Wm. 
lY.  c.  90,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  rate  was  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  act, 
both  these  meetings  being  presided  over  by  a  chairman  who  was  not  a  rate  paver  of 
the  parish.  Heldy  that  although,  by  the  5th  and  6th  sections  of  the  act,  only  rate  pay- 
ers had  a  right  to  be  present  at  the  meetings,  and  consequentiy,  that  the  chairman 
should,  in  strictness,  have  been  a  rate  payer,  yet  that  the  resolutions  of  the  requifite 
majority  of  the  rate  payers  were  not  rendered  inoperative  by  reason  of  the  chairman 
of  the  meeting  not  being  a  rate  payer.  Held,  also,  that  persons  who  had  not  paid  the 
rate  of  the  previous  year  were  properly  excluded  from  voting  at  the  subsequent  meet- 
ing.   Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Middlesex,  xvi.  118. 

2.  Highway  rates — Urban  streets  and  rural  ways.  By  the  Ashton-undcr-Lyne  Ln- 
]xrovement  Act,  12  &  18  Vict  c.  35,  s.  25,  power  is  given  to  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
burgesses  to  make  and  levy  a  highway  rate  upon  the  occupiers  of  all  messuages,  houses, 
&c.,  within  the  borough,  for  maintaining  and  repairing  ^*  the  present  highways,  within 
the  borough,  when  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  mayor,  S:c.,  and  such  of  the 
present  and  future  streets  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  declared  public  highways  aa 
aforesud,  and  the  main  sewers  under  the  same.**  The  borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
consists  of  a  part  of  one  of  the  four  divisions  oi  the  parish  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and 
the  whole  of  another  of  such  divisions,  the  latter  being  subdivided  into  two  districts ; 
and  before  the  passing  of  the  above  act  each  of  such  districts  separately  maintained  its 
own  highways,  and  had  its  own  surveyor.  The  greater  part  of  one  district  was  a  coun- 
try district.  After  the  passing  of  the  said  act,  the  mayor,  &c.,  acting  as  surveyors,  laid 
a  rate  on  the  ratable  property  irithin  each  of  the  said  districts,  exclusively  for  ^ 
repair  of  such  highways  within  them  as  had  not  been  completed  to  the  safis&ction  of 
the  mayor,  &c.  Held,  that  under  the  above  section  of  the  special  act,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  sects.  48  and  49  of  the  Towns  Improvement  Clauses  Act^  10  &  11  Vict, 
c.  84,  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  burgesses  of  the  borough  were  empowered  to  make 
two  general  rates  within  the  borough,  one  for  the  repair  of  the  urban  streets  within 
the  25th  section  of  the  special  act,  and  the  other  for  the  repair  of  the  rural  ways  not 
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within  that  section,  and,  thei^fore,  that  the  rate  in  question  was  bad.    Regina  t. 
Slaier^  xiv.  104. 

3.  Allowance  of  rate.  The  signature  of  the  surveyor,  and  allowance  by  justices,  was 
by  inadvertence  inserted  in  the  middle  of  a  highway  rate,  instead  of  at  the  end. 
Held,  that  this  was  no  allowance  of  the  rate  in  respect  of  matters  which  followed  such 
signature  and  allowance,  and  therefore  that  the  justices  had  no  jurisdiction  to  enforce 
the  rate  by  issuing  a  distress  warrant  for  the  amount  of  an  assessment  which  appeared 
m  a  part  of  the  rate,  subsequent  to  the  signature  and  allowance.  Ex  parte  The  SuT" 
veyor  of  Shelton,  xxii.  259. 

4.  PMw  health  act — Local  acts.  By  a  local  act  commissioners  were  empowered  to 
pave,  light,  &c.,  the  streets  in  the  parishes  within  the  city  of  N.,  and  they  had  a  general 
power  to  rate  and  assess  the  several  landlords  and  occupiers  of  houses,  &c.  Until  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Municipal  Act  the  parish  of  M.  was  not  within  the  corporate  jurisdiction  of  N., 
bat  was  atoate  within  the  county  of  the  said  city.  By  a  subsequent  local  act  so  much 
only  of  the  first  act  as  regulated  the  assessment  was  repealed,  all  the  powers  of  the  said 
first  act  being  by  the  first  section  extended  to  the  second  act,  and  the  commissioners  were 
empowered  to  raise  a  rate  to  a  certain  limited  amount  By  an  order  of  the  general 
board  of  health,  confirmed  by  act  of  parliament,  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848,  was 
applied  to  the  city  of  N.  and  the  county  of  the  said  city ;  and  all  the  powers  of  rating 
and  borrowing  money  at  interest,  conferred  by  the  first  local  act^  were  repealed. 
'Amongst  the  ckiuses  of  the  same  act  left  unrepealed  by  the  said  order  were  those  vest- 
ing the  pavements  in  the  commissioners,  and  empowering  them  to  new  pave,  purchase 
lands,  &e.  The  said  order  also  left  unrepealed  the  first  section  of  the  second  local  act, 
and  the  section  which  gave  the  commissioners  power  to  nuse  only  a  limited  amount  ^ 
rate.  The  local  board  of  health  was  by  the  said  order  declared  to  be  the  commission* 
ers  for  executing  such  of  the  powers  of  the  local  acts  as  were  not  repealed,  and  by  it, 
also,  all  the  property  and  estate  of  the  said  commissioners  and  all  their  liabilities  were 
transferred  to  the  said  local  board,  it  being  provided  that  such  liabilides  should  be  paid 
out  of  such  of  the  transferred  property  as  would  have  been  chargeable,  and  that,  if  such 
property  were  not  sufficient,  then  out  of  the  general  district  rates  levied  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  in  the  places  which  would  have  been  chargeable,  or  out  of  any  funds 
available  for  that  purpose  under  any  local  act  not  repealed.  The  local  board  of  health 
made  a  rate  fbr  the  payment  of  interest  upon  money  borrowed  by  the  late  paving  com- 
misaoners ;  for  the  purchase-money  of  ground  bought  by  the  said  commissioners  or  the 
said  local  board  under  the  unrepealed  clauses  of  the  local  acts ;  and  for  paving,  repair- 
ing, &c.,  the  streets,  &c.,  within  the  said  city,  and  the  streets  and  roads  in  the  hamlets 
outside  the  city.  Heldy  first,  that  the  order  of  the  general  board  of  health  had  the 
effect  of  repealing  all  the  rating  powers  of  both  the  local  acts,  and  that,  therefore,  the 
money  for  the  repairs  of  the  streets  within  the  city  parishes  was  to  be  raised  under 
the  Public  H^th  Act,  and  not  under  the  said  local  acts  by  a  rate  on  those  parishes 
separate  from  the  said  parish  of  M.  Secondly,  that  the  unrepealed  clauses  of  the 
second  local  act  were  not  extended  to  any  other  parishes  than  those  to  which  the  act 
originally  applied.  Thirdly,  that  the  money  for  the  repairs  of  the  highways  in  the 
district  was  to  be  raised  under  the  powers  given  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  n||  by 
a  rate  made  under  the  Highway  Act:  Fourthly,  that  the  expense  of  widening  the 
streets  in  the  city  parishes  was  to  be  defrayed  by  a  general  district  rate,  subject  to  the 
power  of  making  a  special  district  rate  conferred  by  the  86th  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  Elmer  v.  The  Norwich  Local  Board  of  Health,  and  Read  v.  The  Same, 
xxr,  58,  66. 

5.  District  church  to  be  rated,  A  church  duly  made  a  district  church  of  St  Luke'^ 
parish,  Middlesex,  under  the  6  &  7  Vict  c.  87,  is  liable  to  be  rated  in  a  paving  rate 
made  according  to  the  57  Geo.  HI.  c.  29,  by  the  trustees  of  the  parish  under  a  local 
act,  (57  Geo.  HL  c.  149,)  and  the  churchwardens  are  bound  to. pay  it  Mills  v.  Rydon, 
zxvL  517. 
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6.  London  Library.  The  *'  Landon  Libmy"  is  a  Bociety  ibr  the  porpotfes  of  litert- 
tare,  supported  hj  Yoluntaiy  contributions,  and  consequently  exempt  from  local  nle^ 
but  when  it  underlets  a  portion  of  its  premises  to  scientific  societies,  it  must  pa/  the 
rates  for  the  whole  premises.  Clarendon  v.  The  Rector^  ffc.  of  Sl  Jamefe,  Weaaum- 
ster,  T.  893. 

7.  Local  act  for  Ughiing  Jkamlet — ^  Tenemente  and  heredUamente,"  A  local  act  £x 
lighting  a  hamlet,  enacted,  that  rates  should  be  laid  upon  all  persons  who  should  inhabit, 
use,  occupy,  or  be  in  possession  of,  or  enjoy  any  menuages,  tenements,  houses,  waie- 
houses,  or  other  buildings,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  situate  or  being  in  such  of  the 
streets,  &c.,  or  other  public  passages  and  places  within  the  hamlet  as  should,  from  time 
to  time,  be  lighted  by  virtue  of  the  act  Held,  that  the  general  words,  "  tenements 
and  hereditamentB,"  included  only  things  ejuedem  generis  with  those  before  mentioned, 
and  which  were  capable  of  being  inhabited  and  benefited  by  the  act ;  and  that  a  water 
company  was  not  ratable  in  respect  of  its  pipes  laid  in  the  groand  under  the  streets 
of  the  hamlet    JUgma  t.  The  East  London  Waterworks  Co.  ix.  371. 

8.  Steamboat  company — Floating  pier.  Under  a  local  act  enabling  tnurtees  to  lay 
rates  upon  pemns  holding  any  tenements,  &c,  in  the  ^strict,  a  steamboat  company 
were  rated  in  respect  of  their  floating  pier,  consisting  of  barges,  duuned  to  aachony 
and  connected  to  the  shore  by  bridges  leading  to  the  ground  floor  of  a  building  thereoa. 
The  ground  floor,  as  well  as  the  said  pier  and  hmding-places,  were  in  the  exdnarre  oecvH 
pation  of  the  steamboat  company.  Heldf  that  the  rate  was  laid  not  on  the  barges,  &e.,  hvt 
upon  the  landing-place  and  premises,  together  with  the  floating  barges,  &c^  by  which 
the  occupation  of  the  land  was  rendered  more  profitable,  and  the  rate  was  tfaere- 
^re  valid.    Regina  v.  Leitky  z.  870. 

9.  The  ground  floor  of  the  building  was  rented  of  one  J.  S.  by  the  company,  and 
the  residue  was  occupied  by  J.  S.  In  the  rate  in  question,  J.  S.  was  assessed  for  *'  the 
premises,  exclusive  of  the  steamboat  pier."  Hdd^  that  this  meant  not  to  exclude  the 
floating  barges,  &c.,  but  the  ground  floor  and  landing>place  occupied  by  the  company, 
and  therefore  the  latter  were  not  twice  rated.    Ih* 

10.  Local  Paving  Act — Railway  company s  bridge  and  side  walls.  By  the  Local 
Paving  Act,  41  Gea  IIL  c.  131,  s.  87,  and  by  the  26th  section  of  the  48  Geo.  IH 
c.  139,  and  also  by  the  80th  section  of  the  General  Metropolitan  Paving  Act,  57  Gea 
ni.  c.  29,  the  commissionerB  are  to  assess  certain  buildings,  walls,  and  void  ^laoes  of 
ground  as  in  said  acts  more  fully  described,  for  the  paving  of  the  streets  (m  which 
they  abut  The  London  and  Birmingham  Railway  Company,  by  one  of  tiieir  aols^ 
(5  &  6  Will.  rV.  c.  56,  s.  55,)  were  required  to  buUd,  and  keep  in  repair,  a  bridge 
over  their  railway,  with  a  brick  wall  at  each  side,  at  a  spot  where  their  railway  inte^ 
sected  a  public  street  or  road  which  was  paved  and  repiured  under  the  local  acta. 
The  land  upon  wluch  that  part  of  the  railway  was  constructed,  and  the  bridge  erected, 
was  conveyed  to  the  company  in  fee  by  the  former  owner,  with  a  reservation  of  **  the 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  bridge."  The  surface  of  the  bridge  was  paved  by  the  ioc^ 
commissioners.  It  was  held,  that  the  company  were  liable  to  be  assessed  under  the 
above  acts;  for  that,  although  the  bridge  was  not  a  ^* public  bmlding,"  within  the 
meting  of  the  57  Grea  IIL  c.  29,  s.  80,  the  company  were  ratable  in  respect  of  the 
side  walls,  under  the  description  of  "^  dead  wals,"  or,  per  Jervis,  C.  J.>  as  the  ownen 
and  occupiers  of  "  void  spaces  of  ground,"  abutting  on  the  road.  And  by  Maule,  J., 
and  Talfourd,  J.,  that  the  fence  walls  came  within  the  description  of  ^  public  build- 
ings," in  the  57  Gea  IIL  c.  29,  s.  30,  being  erected  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
parliament,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  AmeU  v.  The  London  and  Norikwestem 
Railway  Co,  xxiL  421. 

11.  Public  Hecdih  Actr^Land  used  as  railway.    By  the  8Sth  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1848,  (1 1  &  12  Vict  c.  63,)  rates  are  to  be  levied  on  all  property 
thereto,  upon  their  full  net  annual  value;  provided  that  the  occupier  of  land  "i 
only  as  a  railway "  is  to  be  assessed  at  one  fourth  only  of  such  net  annual  valae. 
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Edit  thai  this  partial  exemptioii  extends  to  die  Kne  of  railway,  and  so  much  of  any 
platlonn,  &Ct  ^  coosdtates  the  side  of  the  railway,  and  to  land  used  a*  ridings,  torn- 
tables,  &c ;  but  that  stations,  offices,  and  warehoases  which  are  ancillaxy  to  the  rail- 
way, ought  to  be  assessed  at  their  full  net  annual  value*  The  Sotdh  Wales  EaUioay 
Co»  y.  The  Local  Board  of  Health  of  Swansea,  zxiz.  125. 

12.  A  rent,  or  sum  in  nature  of  a  rent,  piud  for  the  occupation  of  a  railway,  is  not 
necessarily  a  criterion  of  its  ratable  value.  The  profits  and  advantages  derived  on  a 
main  line  by  the  occupation  of  a  branch  may  be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  the 
ratable  value  of  the  branch,  and  not  the  local  profits  only.  Dissentiente  £rle,  J. 
Begina  v.  The  Southeastern  Raihoay  Co.  zxv.  176. 

13.  By  an  act  for  lighting  a  town  with  gas,  rates  were  imposed  on  all  buildings, 
works,  &c ;  but  land  was  specially  exempted.  Held,  that  a  line  of  railway  within  the 
limits  of  the  act  was  liable  to  be  rated  as  a  work,  although  such  a  work  was  not 
contemplated  at  the  passing  of  the  act   Eegina  v.  The  Midland  Bmlway  Co.  xxx.  899. 

14.  JaUs,  The  49  Grea  IIL  c.  128,  enacts,  that  Is.  shall  be  assessed  upon  all  jails, 
cliapela,  and  other  public  buildings  within  the  town,  for  every  yard,  running  measure,  of 
the  length  in  front  of  such  halls,  jails,  &c.  The  Jail  Act,  4  GealV.  c  64,  s.  48,  enacts 
that  every  jail  ibr  any  county  or  town,  &&,  which  shall  be  rituato  within  the  limits 
of  any  other  county  or  town,  shall  be  taken  to  be  part  of  the  county  or  town  fixr 
which  it  shall  be  used  as  a  jail,  so  long  as  it  shall  be  so  used.  The  county  jail  of 
Bedfindshire  is  rituato  within  the  town  of  Bedford,  and  the  front  and  part  of  the 
sides  and  the  back  part,  the  latter  conristing  of  a  boundary  wall,  abut  upon  public 
roads  of  the  town.  The  commissioners  under  the  local  act  assessed  the  county  justices 
for  the  frontage  of  the  fore  part,  of  the  back  part,  and  of  the  rides  of  ^tks  jail 


in  running  yards.  Held,  that  the  jail  was  not  exempt  from  ratingTunder 
4  Geo.  IV.  c  64,  s.  48,  as  that  section  relates  merely  to  jurisdiction.  The  Justices  of 
Bedfordshire  v.  The  Bedford  Improvement  CommiBsionersj  xiv.  424. 

lf>.  Houses  of  governor  of  Jail.  The  houses  of  the  governor  and  warders  of  a 
county  jail  were  built  outride  a  wall  inclosing  an  area,  within  which  the  gaol  stood. 
The  front  door  of  the  governor's  house  opened  into  the  public  street  There  was  an 
outlet  through  the  back  wall  of  the  house  to  the  area.  The  houses  of  the  warders 
were  similariy  ritoated,  but  did  not  communicato  by  the  back  wall  with  the  area. 
The  governor  and  warders  had  the  occupation  of  three  houses  only  in  respect  of  their 
bdng  such  officers,  and  the  accommodation  of  their  houses  was  not  more  than  was 
proper  and  convenient  fbr  persons  having  their  duties  to  perfcHm ;  and  their  constant 
residence  in  their  houses  was  an  important  part  of  their  duties.  Held,  that  they  were 
not  liable  to  be  rated.  The  Justices  of  Bedfordshire  v.  The  Overseers  of  St.  Paul,  xiv. 
424. 

16.  Union  workhouse.  A  union  workhouse  was  erected  by  an  incorporation  of 
guardians,  under  the  34  Gea  IIL  c.  98,  the  19th  section  of  which  enacts  **  that  all 
buildings  to  be  erected  by  virtue  of  that  act  shall  be  free  from  all  parliamentary  and 
parochial  taxes,  except  such  and  to  such  amount  as  they  were  assessed  to,  at  the  time 
they  were  first  taken  and  applied.**  It  was  afterwards  rented  by  the  guardians  of  a 
poor-law  union,  formed  under  the  4  3e  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76.  Held,  that  the  workhouse 
was  a  ^  public  building"  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  local  act,  and  that  it  was 
liable  to  be  rated  under  that  act,  the  rate  in  question  not  being  "  a  pariiamentary  or 
parochial  tax,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  34  Geo.  IIL  c.  98.  The  Guardians  of 
Bedford  Union  v.  The  Bedford  Improvement  Commissioners,  xiv.  424. 

17.  Infirmary.  An  infirmary  is  a  "public  building,"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
local  act    lb. 

18.  To  render  property  locally  situated  within  a  parish  exempt  from  rates,  it  must 
be  shown  to  be  exclurively  applicable  to  public  purposes.  Regina  v.  The  Mayor,  ffc 
of  Manchester,  xi.  367. 

19.  Assessments  on  land  under  local  aet^Distress.  A  local  act  authorized  assessments 
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on  certain  lands  and  their  occupants.  Interest  was  to  be  paid  from  twenty-eiglit  daji 
after  any  assessment  The  rate  was  to  be  pud  bj  the  tenants  and  allowed  them  bj 
the  landlords,  '*  provided  that  no  occupier  should  be  compelled  to  pay  more  than  the 
rent  which  should  from  time  ^  time  become  due  from  him  to  his  lancUord."  On 
refusal  to  pay,  a  remedy  was  given  by  distress,  after  thirty  days*  In  oate  any  of  the 
lands  were  unoccupied,  then*'*  all  goods  and  chattels  that  should  at  any  lime  IhereaCler 
be  found  thereon  "  might  be  distrained  and  sold  until  all  the  arrears  were  folly  pud. 
HeUy  first,  that  distress  might  be  made,  though  the  tenant  owed  no  reat,  if  the  amomnt 
of  the  rate  was  covered  by  the  rent  due  at  the  next  pay  day.  Second^  that  a  tenant 
who  came  in  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-eight  days,  was  liable  for  interest  only 
from  the  date  of  his  holding.  Third,  that  such  tenant  was  liable  to  be  distrained  on 
for  rent  not  padd  by  his  predecessor.    MaUiaon  v.  Hart^  xxv.  3S3, 

20.  A  rate  may  be  made,  under  the  provisions  of  the  58  Gea  IIL  c.  45,  as.  59, 6Q, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  money  borrowed  in  the  manner  provided  by  that  act, 
at  a  meeting  of  which  the  notice  required  by  the  25th  section  of  the  59  Geo.  HL 
c.  134,  has  not  been  given,  the  latter  statute  not  repealiog  the  former,  bat  merely 
providing  a  further  mode  of  raising  the  necessary  funds.    FctmeU  y.  Smiihf  xxau,  959. 

21.  Mines,  Where  a  rate  was  declared  by  statute  to  extend  to  '^  such  minee,  te, 
as  have  heretofore  been  usually  rated,"  it  was  heldf  that  the  proviso  was  not  limited  to 
the  particular  mines  before  rated,  but  extended  to  mines  of  tjie  same  class  aad 
description  as  those  usually  rated  in  the  parish  at  the  date  of  the  act,  though  they  did 
not  then  exist.    Regina  v.  Saundersy  xxx.  109. 

22.  Ship-yard — Floating  dock.  The  occupier  of  a  ship-buildiqg  yard,  on  the  shoie 
•of  9iMa^  and  navigable  river,  constructed  a  floating  dock  in  the  river  opposite  the 
yard^which  was  used  in  the  following  manner.  When  a  Tessel  required  repair^  the 
dock  was  hauled  into  deep  water,  where,  by  taking  out  plugs,  it  was  made  to  cnk  and 
ground ;  the  gates  were  then  opened  and  the  vessel  haided  into  the  doek,  aad  aUowfed 
to  settle  down  in  it  as  the  tide  felL  At  low  tide,  the  dock  gates  were  again  closed  and 
the  plugs  replaced,  and  any  water  that  remained  was  pumped  out.  With  the  next 
tide,  the  dock,  with  the  vessel  in  it,  floated,  and  was  hauled  towards  the  shove,  and 
moored  by  chains  about  thirteen  feet  from  the  building  yard.  To  enable  the  work- 
men to  get  to  their  work,  a  plank  was  l«d  from  the  building  yard  to  the  floating  dock. 
Two  of  the  mooring  chains  were  attached  to  anchors  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  and  two 
others  were  fastened  to  posts  standing  in  the  building  yard.  When  the  repairs  were 
finished,  the  dock  was  again  sunk  in  deep  water,  and  the  gates  bdjig  then  opened^  tbe 
vessel  was  hauled  out  Held^  that  as  the  floating  dock  had  no  necessary  connectaon 
with  the  ship-building  yard,  it  could  not  enhance  its  ratable  ialue.  Regina  v.  Mom- 
son,  xvi.  851. 

23.  Bridge  company — Tolls  from  passengers.  A  bridge  company,  under  tiieir  act 
of  incorporation,  constructed  a  bridge  and  its  approaches,  and  received  tolls  from 
passengers  thereon.  A  market  company,  under  the  same  act,  had  by  deed  graatad  to 
the  bridge  company  license  to  erect  necessary  fixtures,  toll-houses,  &c.,  on  their  prem- 
ises, and  had  redeemed  the  land  tax  chargeable  on  said  premises. .  There  was  another 
toll-house  on  a  pier  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  built  to»«upport  the  bridge.  Held^  that 
the  tolls  derived  from  passengers  were  to  be  considered  a  separate  and  distinct  tene- 
ment, chai^geable  to  the  land  tax,  within  the  meaning  of  the  38  Gea  UL  c  5,  s.  4, 
and,  therefore,  that  the  bridge  company  had  been  properly  assessed,  notwithstanding 
the  redemption  of  the  land  tax  by  the  market  company.  The  Charing  Cross  Bridge 
Co.  V.  MitcheUy  xxix.  73 ;  xxx.  353. 

24.  The  Yauxhall  Bridge  Company  is  liable,  under  the  38  Geo.  HI.  c  60»  ta  be 
rated  to  the  land  tax  in  respect  of  their  tolls.  The  VawMU,  Bridge  Co.  t.  Stm^ftr^ 
V.  521. 

25.  Though  the  assessments  of  the  land  tax  upon  counties  are  perpetual,  the  CQa»- 
missioaers  ought  to  assess  the  amount  charged  upon  each  kod  tax  diiii^  by  aa 
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^qnal  pound  rate,  according  to  Uie  flnctuatioDS  in  the  value  of  property  irithin  lihe 
diviaon.    Pym,  ex  parte,  n,  878. 

26.  Water  companies  pipes,  A  water  company  whicli  bas  laid  pipes  in  a  land  tax 
diTiflion  under  a  statutory  power  in  that  behalf,  but  which  is  the  owner  of  no  land 
witldn  the  division,  is  not  assessable  there  to  the  land  tax ;  the  right  in  question  being 
in  the  nature  of  an  easement,  and  not  **  land  "  or  '*  hereditament"  The  Chelsea 
Waterworks  y.  Bowleg,  iii.  376. 

27.  The  mains,  pipes,  and  other  apparatus  of  a  waterworks  company  are  taxable  as 
real  estate,  under  a  statute  making  the  holder,  occupier,  &c.,  of  "  any  land,  house, 
shop,  warehouse,  cellar,  rault,  or  other  tenement,  or  heredkament,"  taxable  therefor. 
Eegina  v.  The  East  London  Watertoorks  Co,  jdr.  94. 

28.  Land  tax,  how  to  be  assessed.  Commissioners  of  land  tax,  acting  under  stat  88 
Geo.  III.  c.  5,  are  bound  to  assess  the  amount  chargeable  on  the  diTision  for  which 
they  act,  according  to  the  real  value  of  the  assessable  property  for  the  year ;  and 
iJiey  are  not  justified  in  retiuning  an  assessment  which  has  been  in  use  many  years, 
and  after  changes  in  the  value  of  property,  merely  because  the  making  of  a  new 
estimate  would  be  difficult,  and  require  expenses  for  which  they  do  not  possess  funds. 
But  the  court  would  not  grant  a  mandamus,  calling  on  the  commissioners  to  meet  and 
make  an  equal  assessment  for  the  year,  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and 
discretion,  on  a  suggestion  that  they  had  made  their  assessment  on  an  old  and  dispro- 
portioned  estimate,  though  requested  by  an  inhabitant  of  the  division,  paying  land 
tax,  to  reduce  the  assessment  on  his  district  to  an  equal  pound  rate ;  the  commissioners 
deponng  in  answer  to  the  rule  nisi  for  a  mandamus,  that  they  had  made  the  assess- 
ment for  the  year,  and  made  it  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and  discretion. 
Refina  v.  The  Commissioners  of  Land  Tax,  xii.891. 

29.  The  duty  of  the  land  tax  commissioners  in  causing  the  several  districts  within 
their  respective  divisions  to  be  assessed  to  the  land  tax,  is  regulated,  not  by  the  88 
Geo.  III.  c.  5,  but  by  the  88  Geo.  m.  c.  60,  reenacted  by  the  42  Geo.  III.  c.  116. 
These  latter  statutes  create  a  fiited  quota  to  be  raised  from  the  land  in  each  district 
(parish  or  place)  within  the  division,  subject  to  redemption,  such  fixed  quota  being 
that  which  was  laid  upon  the  land  in  the  district  in  the  assessment  for  1798,  under  the 
8S  Geo.  UL  c.  5.    Regina  v.  The  Commissioners  of  Land  Tax,  xxii.  120. 

30«  The  representatives  of  a  deceased  incumbent  of  a  rectory  who  has,  out  of  his 
own  estate,  redeemed  the  land  tax  prior  to  1799,  are  entitled  to  recover,  fW>m  the 
succeeding  incumbent,  the  interest  of  the  purchase-money,  at  the  rate  of  8/.  per  cent. 
on  such  purchase-money.  Semhle,  that  the  court  of  chancery  would  not  interfere  to 
enlbrce  the  charge  on  the  benefice  as  to  the  principal  stock.

81.  A  prebendary  may  sell,  with  due  form,  prebendal  property  for  the  redemption 
of  the  land  tax,  and  he  may  purchase  the  property  for  himself,  if  there  is  no  fhiud.

82.  Validity  of  sewers  rates.  A  presentment  was  duly  made  that  a  drain  was 
ruinous.  The  presentment  was  not  appealed  against,  and  a  special  law  of  sewers  was 
made  containing  the  said  presentment,  and  rates  were  made  from  time  to  time  up  to 
1887.  In  that  year,  a  new  commission  of  sewers  was  issued,  and  at  the  first  court 
under  it,  it  was  ordered,  that  all  laws  and  orders  of  sewers  heretofore  made  should  be 
confirmed  and  stand  in  full  fiyrce.  Rates  were  made  by  the  dike-reeve,  under  the 
authority  of  the  commissioners,  in  the  years  1846,  1847,  and  1848,  without  any  new 
presentment.  Held,  that  such  rates  were  valid,  the  effect  of  the  order  under  the  new 
commission  being  to  make  the  presentment  of  1819  a  continuing  and  valid  present- 
ment.

89.  Sergeants  inn — Sewers  and  consolidated  rates.    Sergeant's  inn  is  an  extra 
parochial  place  within  the  city  of  London,  and  adjoining  one  of  its  wards,  but  not 
within  that  or  any  otiier  ward.

should,  by  their  warrant  or  precept,  direct  the  ward  officers  to  nte  not  talj  the 
occupiers  of  property  within  the  ward,  bat  also  the  ooeu^en  of  property  in  any  place 
or  precinct  s4|oining  thereta  <Sba62e,  that  onless  so  directed  by  the  pxocept  of  tke 
oonmussianers,  tiie  ward  officers  would  hare  no  juxisdiotion  to  assess  mny  propeity  not 
within  the  ward.

RECOGNIZANCE. 

1.  Form  of.  Upon  remoral  of  an  indictment  hj  certiorari  from  the  seasianB  to 
the  queen's  bench,  the  sureties  in  the  recognizance  become  bound  as  sureties  for  the 
payment  of  the  costs  in  the  event  of  a  verdict  being  found  for  the  crown,  altboagh 
there  are  no  words  to  that  effect  in  the  conditions  to  the  recognizance ;  the  3d  sectian 
of  the  5  &  6  WilL  &  M.  c.  11,  being,  in  effect,  incorporated  with  the  recognizance. 
The  recognizance  was  stated  to  have  been  entered  into  before  **  J.  T.,  Esq.,  <»ie  of 
the  justices  for  the  county  of,*'  &c.    Held,  good.    Regina  v.  Hodgson^  ziv.  456. 

2.  Estreating.  The  defendant  removed  an  indictment  by  certiorari^  and  entered 
into  the  usual  recognizances,  with  two  sureties.  He  was  convicted,  and  die  judgment 
was  respited  upon  his  paying  the  costs.  The  defendant  having  become  bankrupt,  the 
prosecutor  proved  for  costs  under  the  bankruptcy.  Judgment  was  afterwards  signed 
against  the  defendant,  and  the  ordinary  side-bar  rule  issued,  under  which  the  costs  of 
the  prosecutor  were  taxed  at  243/. ;  a  demand  of  the  costs  having  been  made,  and 
payment  refused  by  the  defendant  and  his  bail,  a  rule  nisi  for  an  attachment  against 
the  defendant,  and  for  estreating  the  recognizances  against  the  defendant  and  his  baO 
was  obtained.  The  court  discharged  that  part  which  was  for  an  attachment,  but 
estreated  the  recognizances.

3.  Enlargement  of— Shorthand  toriter.  A  judge  <^  the  court  of  exchequer,  sitting 
at  nisiprius,  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the  14  k  15  Vict  c.

was  proved  that  there  was  no  rent  due  for  the  year  ending  the  29th  of  September, 
18M,  but  that  a  portion  of  the  previous  year's  rent  was  due.

Prior  to  the  date  of  the  contract,  the  siup  had  pat  iBto  a  foreiga 
port  in  distress ;  and  the  caigo  was  so  much  damaged  that  the  matter  was  forced  to 
sell  it  None  of  the  parties  knew  of  these  facts.

5.  On  a  contract  for  building  a  ship,  it  is  a  question  of  intuition  to  be  inferred  fram 
the  circumstances  whether  the  property  passes  before  the  completiDn  of  the  ship  or 
not    Read  v.  Fairbanks,  xxiv.  220. 

6.  Goods  supplied  on  *^sale  or  return"  When  goods  are  supplied  on  "sale  or 
return,**  the  purchaser  has  an  option  to  return  them  within  a  reasonable  time.  Unless 
he  does  so,  it  is  a  sale,  and  the  price  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  for  goods  told  and 
delivered.    Moss  v.  Sweet,  ilL  811. 

n.  Delivery, 

1.  Delivery  order — Usage.  Under  a  contract  to  sdl  and  deliver  goods  in  a  ware- 
house in  Liverpool,  the  giving  a  delivery  order  of  ^  about"  the  quantity  ia  a  suffidenl 
delivery,  evidence  of  a  known  usage  of  warehouse-keepers  not  accepting  delivery 
orders  in  any  other  form  being  admisdblc.    Moore  v.  Campbell,  xxvi.  622. 

2.  Pretended  tale — Possession  gotten  for  ulterior  purposes.  Where  there  is  a  pre- 
tended sale  of  goods  between  two  persons,  but  a  secret  understanding  between  them 
that  what  appears  on  the  instrument  is  not  to  operate  as  a  sale,  and  the  pretended 
vendee  afterwards  gets  possession  of  the  gpods  for  another  purpose,  that  is  not  a  deliv- 
ery in  pursuance  of  the  contract,  and  the  property  does  not  pass.  LsU  v,  JB00C&, 
xxii.  488. 

8.  Request  for  delivery.  To  a  declaration  for  non-delivery  of  iron  sold  by  the 
defendant  to  the  pll^ntiff,  and  agreed  to  be  delivered  to  the  plaintiff  at  his  worka  as 
required,  and  to  be  paid  for  in  bills  at  four  months,  the  defendant  pleaded  thai  the 
:plaintiff  did  not,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  makiqg  of  the  contract,  request 
•the  defendant  to  deliver  the  iron.  Held,  that  the  plea  was  no  answer  to  the  ttdiw. 
Jones  V.  Gibbons,  xx.  559. 
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m.    Warranty ;  Sale  hy  Sample, 

1.  Express  warranty — Sale  of  copyright.  Defendant  wrote  to  plaintiflr:  «*You 
Ibnnerly  made  me  an  offer  of  50/.  for  the  exclosive  right  of  publishing  for  ten  years, 
Captain  M/s  work,  *  Moosiear  Violet,'  which  offer  I  accepted.  I  possess  but  few  of 
the  copyrights  of  the  earlier  portions  of  Captain  M.'8  wqrks.  I  will  let  you  know  in 
&  few  days  ^ose  of  the  woHcs  that  belong  to  me,  that  I  feel  disposed  to  offer  to  you. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  shall  be  glad  to  know  if  you  received  my  last  letter,  accepting 
your  offer  for  *  Monsieur  Violet,'  and  if  not,  whether  you  still  hold  tiie  same  propo- 
nL"  The  50L  was  afterwards  paid,  for  which  the  defendant  gave  a  i^ceipt  to  the 
plaintiff,  expressed  to  be  "  for  permission  to  publish  Captain  M.'s  work,  *  Monsieur 
Violet,'  so  long  as  the-copyrigfat  may  endure,  that  right  to  be  exclusively  his  own  for 
ten  years."  Ueld,  that  this  amounted  to  an  express  warranty  by  the  defendant,  that 
he  had  the  title  to  the  copyright  in  question.    Simms  v.  Marryatty  vii.  830. 

2.  Eepresentation  not  connected  with  sale,  T.  sent  his  horse  to  be  sold  by  auction, 
and  seeing  H.,  an  acquaintance,  examining  the  horse  the  day  before  the  sale,  said  to 
him  iu  good  faith :  ^*  You  have  nothing  to  look  for,  I  assure  you ;  he  is  sound  in  every 
zespect.'*  H.  thereupon  stopped  his  examination,  and  the  next  day  bought  the  horse, 
which  was  put  up  at  auction  without  warranty.  Held,  that  T.'s  representation  not 
being  made  in  the  course  of,  or  with  reference  to  the  sale,  was  not  a  warranty. 
Hopkins  v.  Twfiqueray<i  xxvi.  254. 

9.  SaU  hy  auction.  Queerer  whedier  a  sale  by  auction  without  warranty  is  valid 
where  the  owner  of  the  property  sold  has  previously  given  a  private  warranty  to 
one  who  buys  or  bids  for  the  property.    Ih, 

4.  Breach  of  warranty — Action  for,  by  whom  maintainatle,  A  tradesman  who  sells 
an  article  which  he,  at  the  time,  believes  to  be  sound,  but  which  is  actually  unsound, 
ia  not  liable  for  an  injury  subsequently  sustained  by  a  third  person,  not  a  party  to 
the  contract  of  sale,  in  consequence  of  such  unsoundness.  Longmeid  v.  HoUiday,  vi* 
562. 

5.  A  declaration  in  case  by  a  husband  and  wife  alleged  that  the  defendant,  the 
maker  and  seller  of  a  specified  kind  of  lamps,  sold  to  the  husband  one  of  these 
lamps,  to  be  used  by  himself  and  his  wife  in  his  shop,  and  fraudulently  warranted 
that  it  was  reasonably  fit  for  that  purpose ;  that  the  wife,  confiding  in  that  warranty, 
attempted  to  use  it,  but  that  in  consequence  of  tiie  insufficient  materials  with  which 
it  was  constructed,  it  exploded  and  burnt  her.  The  jury  found  that  the  accident 
was  caused  by  the  defective  nature  of  the  lamp,  but  that  the  defendant  was  ignorant 
of  the  unsoundness,  and  sold  the  article  in  good  faith.  Held,  that  there  being  no 
misfeasance  towards  the  wife  independently  of  the  contract,  she  could  not  sue  and 
join  herself  with  her  husband.    lb. 

6.  Sale  hy  samples.  The  phintiff  having  agreed  to  sell  to  the  defendant  a  quantity 
of  foreign  refined  rape  oil,  but  warranted  only  equal  to  samples,  and  having  delivered 
oil  which  was  not  foreign  refined  oil,  but  which  corresponded  with  the  samples,  it  was 
held,  that  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to  accept  the  same,  as  he  was  entitled  to  the 
delivery  of  foreign  refined  rape  oil,  and  that  the  statement  in  the  contract,  as  to 
samples,  related  only  to  the  quality  of  the  oil.    Nichol  v.  Godts,  xxvi.  527. 

7.  Sale  of  specific  goods  warranted  to  correspond  to  sample.  SemMe,  that  on  a  sale 
of  specific  goods,  with  a  warranty  that  they  correspond  to  a  sample,  the  vendee  can- 
not refuse  to  receive  them  on  account  of  their  not  corresponding,  without  an  express 
concGdon  to  that  effect,  but  is  left  to  bring  his  cross  action,  or  to  avail  himself  of  the 
breach  of  warranty  in  reduction  of  damages  in  an  action  for  the  price.  Dawson  y. 
Collis,  iv.  838.

1.  Sale  of  ship — Advertisement — Description — Warranty,  The  defendant,  being 
the  owner  of  a  ship,  inserted  the  following  advertisement  in  the  Shipping  Gazette : 
"The  fine  teak-built  bark  Intrepid,  A  1,  286}  tons  register,  built  under  particular 
inspection  at  Coringa,  in  1843,  of  the  best  material,  shifla  without  ballast,  carries  a 
good  cargo,  has  a  poop,  and  excellent  height  between  decks,  and  is  well  adapted  for  « 
passenger  ship ;  length  91  5-10  feet,  breadth  22  feet  8  inches,  depih  16  feet  8  inches  ; 
now  lying  at  the  St  Katherine  Docks.  For  iuTentories  and  further  particulars  af^y 
to  J.  H.  Arnold,  3  Clement's  Lane,  Lombard  Street**  The  plaintiff,  having  seen  the 
ship,  entered  into  a  written  agreement  to  buy  ber,  "  as  she  now  lays  in  the  St 
Katherine  Docks,  agreeable  to  the  inventory  annexed."  This  document  commenced 
thus :  "  For  sale  by  private  contract  the  fine  teak-built  bark.  Intrepid,"  &c.,  yaissang 
the  terms  of  the  advertisement  down  to  the  words  *^  St  Katherine  Docks."  Then 
followed  this  statement :  *'  HuH,  masts,  standing  and  running  rigging,  with  all  fiuilts  as 
they  now  lie."  Under  this  was  the  word  *^  inventory,"  which  was  fi^llowcd  by  a  list 
of  the  ship's  stores  and  tackle ;  and  the  document  concluded  with  these  words :  ^^  The 
vessel  and  her  stores  to  be  taken  with  all  faults  as  they  now  lie,  without  any  allowance 
lor  deficiency  in  length,  height,  quantity,  quality,  or  *any  defect  or  error  whatever. 
For  inventories  and  further  particulars  apply  to  J.  H.  Arnold,  3  Clement's  Lane, 
Lombard  Street,  London."  The  defendant  signed  his  name  to  this  inventory,  opposite 
to  the  list  of  the  ship's  stores.  The  vessel  proved  not  to  be  teak-built,  nor  of  class 
A  1,  nor  adapted  for  a  passenger  ship.  Held,  first,  that  the  contract  of  sale  incor- 
porated the  whole  of  the  above  document,  and  not  merely  the  list  of  stores  headed 
« inventory."  Secondly,  that  there  was  no  warranty,  and  (there  being  no  fraud  in 
the  case)  there  was  no  recoone  against  the  defendant.     Taylor  v.  BiUlen,  i.  472. 

2,  The  declaration  stated  that  the  defendant  sold  to  the  plaintiff  a  cargo  of  com 
then  shipped  at  Or&no  on  board  the  O.,  at  a  certain  price,  including  freight  to  Coi^ 
Liverpool,  or  London ;  that  it  was  agreed  that  the  quality  should  be  of  a  certain 
average,  and  that  the  com  had  been  shipped  on  board  in  good  and  merchantable  con- 
dition. Breach,  that  it  was  not  shipped  in  good  and  merchantable  condition  for  the 
performance  of  the  said  voyage  Held,  that  it  was  a  misdirection  to  ask  the  jury  whether 
the  com  was  good  and  merchantable  for  a  foreign  voyage.    Dickson  v.  Ziziniaj  ii.  314. 

9.  Jus  disponendi — Bill  of  lading.  If  A,  in  compliance  with  an  order  from  B, 
places  on  board  B's  vessel  a  caigo  of  cotton,  and,  in  order  to  secure  the  acceptance 
and  payment  of  the  bills  drawn  on  B  for  the  same,  reserves  to  himself  the  jus  di»- 
ponendi,  as  an  unpaid  vendor,  which  right  is  acknowledged  by  the  ci^tain  in  the  bill 
of  lading,  and  in  his  correspondence  with  the  vendee  speaks  as  if  he  still  retains  the 
right  to  the  dispoation  of  the  goods,  he  still  retains  the  property  in  the  goods,  thouglL 
the  captain  may  have  had  no  authority  to  sign  such  a  bill  of  lading.  The  case  is  not 
altered  by  A's  transferring  the  bill  of  lading  to  a  bank  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
bills  thus  drawn  on  B,  which  A  has  sold  to  the  bank.  Turner  y.  The  Trustees  of 
Literpocl  Docks,  vi.  507. 

4.  Sale  of  future  crops.  By  bill  of  sale  in  January,  1848,  S.  asugned  to  the  plaintiff 
all  his  household  goods,  and  stock,  crops,  &c.,  about  his  fam,  as  a  security  for  pre- 
sent and  future  advances,  providing  that  the  plaintiff  might  at  any  time  seize  the  goods, 
stock,  and  crops,  &c.,  about  the  fiirm,  which  should  be  substituted  for  those  assigned, 
and  sell  them,  and  repay  himself.  On  the  21st  of  Febmary,  1849,  the  plaintiff  seised 
growing  crops  sown  l^  S.  since  the  bill  of  sale.  A  writ  of  ^.  fa,  ag^nst  S.  was  next 
delivered  to  the  sheriff,  upon  which  he  seized  the  crops  in  the  plaintiff's  posseasioiu 
March  5,  1849,  S.  presented  his  petition  to  the  insolvent  court;  his  official  assignee  al 
first  claimed  the  crops,  but  afterwards  withdrew  his  claim  by  agreement  with  the 
plaintiff.  The  crops  were  sold  by  the  sheriff.  Held,  that  as  against  the  judgment 
creditor  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  proceeds.     Congreve  v.  Evetts^  xxvL  493. 
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5.  Whether  sale  he  hy  weight  or  measure.  The  liobbit  is  A  term  used  in  Wales  to 
express  a  quantity  consisting  of  four  pecks,  each  peck  weighing  forty  two  pounds,  and 
where  wheat  has  been  sold  by  the  hobbit  and  delivered  in  sacks  containing  six  pecks 
or  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  pounds,  according  to  a  well-established  custonii  the  sacks 
being  weighed  and  the  quantity  in  each  reduced  or  increased  to  252  pounds,  it  is  sale 
by  weight  and  not  by  measure.    Hughes  v.  Humphreys^  xxvL  181. 

6.  Sale  by  Ulegal  weight.  A  contract  for  the  sale  of  a  number  of  tons  of  goods  by 
**Iong  weight,"  that  is,  tons  of  20  cwt  of  120  lbs.  avoirdupois  each,  is  not  a  sale  by 
an  illegal  weight  within  the  5  &  6  WilL  lY.  c.  63.  P^  curiam ;  muHum  dubitante 
Parke,  B.    Jones  v.  OHes,  zxti.  447. 

7.  Bill  of  sale — Specified  articles.  If  a  bill  of  sale  purports  to  assign  "  all  the  house- 
hold goods  and  furniture  in  a  cerUdn  house,  more  particularly  mentioned  and  set  forth 
in  a  certain  inventory,  or  schedule,  of  even  date,"  and  the  inventory  does  not  specify 
all  tbe  furniture  and  goods  in  the  house,  the  bill  of  sale  operates  only  as  an  assign- 
ment of  the  goods  specified.     Wood  v.  Rowcliffe^  v.  471. 

8.  Sold  note — Evidence.  A  contracted  by  parol  with  the  agent  of  B,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  flour  of  the  same  quality  as  that  with  which  B  had  supplied  C.  B  sent  to  A 
a  sold  note,  which  ^mply  described  the  flour  as  ^*  Whites  XS,"  and  delivered  flour 
answering  that  description.  A  used  half  a  sack,  and  finding  it  not  so  good  as  the  flour 
supplied  to  C,  which  was  "  Whites  XSS,"  complained  of  it  to  the  agent,  but  after- 
wards used  two  more  sacks,  and  sold  a  third,  and  then  paid  the  contract  price  under 
protest  Held^  that  parol  evidence  was  inadmissible  to  show  that  the  plaintifl*  had 
bargained  for  flour  other  iJhan  that  mentioned  in  the  sold  note,  and  that  B  had  fulfilled 
his  contract    Hamor  v.  Groves,  xxix.  220. 

Y.  Stoppage  in  TVasmtu, 

1.  What  wUl  defeat — Transfer  of  hill  of  lading — Implied  authority*  A  merchant 
abroad  sells  a  cargo  to  W.,  and  sends  the  bill  of  lading,  deliverable  to  order  or  assigns 
and  indorsed  to  C^  of  London,  advising  him  of  his  draft  for  the  price,  and  directing 
him  to  follow  W.'s  instructions.  C.  delivers  the  bill  of  lading  to  W.,  who  transfers  it 
to  A.,  who  transfers  it  to  the  plaintiff.  The  draft  on  C.  is  dishonored.  The  vendor 
takes  possession  of  the  caigo  on  its  arrival,  C.  and  W.  having  both  become  insolvent 
Held,  that  to  defeat  the  vendor's  right  of  stoppage  some  authority  from  him  to  C.  to 
transfer  the  bill  must  be  shown,  beyond  its  form  and  the  blank  indorsement  That 
here  tbere  was  such  authority  implied ;  and  the  plaintiflT  was  the  owner  of  the  cargo. 
Gumey  v.  Behrend,  xxv.  128. 

2.  Delivery  of  goods  on  ship  hoard  and  transmission  of  hill  of  lading.  In  1845,  the 
defendants,  commission  agents  in  London,  wrote  to  the  plaiptifib,  merchants  at  Madras, 
as  follows :  *<  At  the  request  of  Messrs.  K.  &  L.,  of  Glasgow,  we  beg  to  open  a  credit 
in  your  favor  to  the  extent  of  1,500/.,  to  be  applied  to  the  execution  of  an  order  they 
have  given  you  for  Madras  handkerchiefs,  and  for  cost  of  which,  as  produced,  you 
draw  on  us  at  the  customary  date,  on  forwarding  bills  of  lading  to  our  order."  Two 
orders  were  subsequently  given  by  K.  k  L.,  and  executed  by  the  plaintifis,  who  for^ 
warded  the  goods  and  bills  of  lading  to  the  defendants,  and  they  accepted  and  paid 
billB  drawn  on  them  in  pursuance  of  the  letter.  In  February,  1847,  K.  and  L.  wrote 
to  the  plaintifis,  wj^th  a  third  order :  **  You  will  draw  for  cost  and  consign  gpods  as 
before."  The  plaintifis  accordingly  shipped  the  goods  on  account  of  K.  and  L.,  and 
sent  to  the  defendants  the  invoice  and  bill  of  lading,  enclosed  in  a  letter,  saying,  *'  We 
have,  as  usual,  drawn  upon  you  at  six  months,  for  the  equivalent  of  the  amount  of 
invoice."  The  bill  of  lading  stated  the  goods  to  have  been  "  shipped  by  the  plaintifis, 
and  to  be  deliverable  to  the  defendants  or  their  assigns  on  payment  of  freight"  The 
invoice  stated  that  the  goods  were  **  consigned  to  the  defendants,  on  account  and  risk 
of  K.  and  L."    The  defendants  received  the  bill  of  lading  and  invoice  together,  on 
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tlie  26th  of  August,  aud  ihe  goods  arrived  in  London  on  the  Slst  of  October.  On 
that  day  the  pkuntiflB*  agent  received  a  bill  drawn  upon  the  defendants  against  the 
goods,  but,  on  presentment,  the  defendants  ref\ised  to  accept  it  On  the  27th  of 
October  K.  and  L.  stopped  payment  The  defendants  took  possession  of  the  goods 
under  the  bill  of  lading,  and  sold  them,  and  retained  the  proceeds.  On  the  4  th  of 
March,  1848,  the  plaintiffs  gave  the  defendants  notice  that  they  claimed  to  stop  the 
goods  m  transitu^  the  bills  not  having  been  accepted.  In  an  action  to  recover  ^ 
proceeds  of  the  sale  as  money  received  to  the  use  of  lihe  plaintiffs,  it  was  AeM,  that 
the  property  in  the  goods  vested  absolutely  in  K.  and  L.  upon  the  delivery  on  board 
the  ship,  and  transmission  of  the  bill  of  lading  to  the  defendants;  the  aeceptince  of 
the  bill  not  being  a  condition  either  precedent  or  subsequent  Key  ▼.  Cotestcortk^ 
ziv.  435. 

YI.  MUceUaneoui  Ca$u. 

1.  Manufactured  article  to  he  delwered  at  a  distant  place — Deterioration  on  trandL 
Where  a  manufacturer  contracts  to  deliver  a  manufactured  article  at  a  distant  place, 
and  the  article,  when  delivered  to  the  carrier  for  the  purpose  of  being  conveyed,  b 
of  a  merchantable  quality,  the  purchaser  is  bound  to  accept  it,  if  only  deteriorated  to 
the  extent  that  that  kind  of  goods  is  necessarily  subject  to  in  its  course  of  transit  fitm 
the  one  place  to  the  other,  unless  there  be  an  express  warranty  against  deterioration 
from  that  cause.    Bull  v.  Robisonf  xxviii.  5B6. 

2.  Sale  hy  solvent  joint-owner,  A£teT  the  bankruptcy  of  one  of  two  joint-ownen 
of  goods,  the  solvent  joint-owner  may  authorize  the  sale  of  the  goods.  Morgan  v. 
Marquis,  xxiv.  394. 

3.  Sale  of  former  husband^s  goods  hy  a  subsequent  higamist  hushand — Concurrence 
of  widow.  Plaintaff*,  being  a  widow,  but  not  executrix  or  administratrix  of  her  former 
husband,  was  in  possession  of  f\xmiture  which  had  formeriy  belonged  to  hun.  She 
afterwards  married  B.,  whom  she  supposed  to  be  a  ringle  man.  B.  sold  to  the  defendant 
the  fVimiture.  The  plaintifiT  actively  interfered  in  this  transaction,  believing  herself 
to  be  the  wife  of  B.  Shortly  afterwards  B.  was  convicted  of  bigamy  in  marrying  the 
plaintiff'.  The  plaintiff*  then  sued  the  defendant  for  the  value  of  the  furniture.  Hddf 
that  she  could  not  recover,  as  she  had  no  title  to  the  furniture.  And  that,  even  if  it 
were  her  property,  she  was  bound  by  her  concurrence  in  the  sale  of  it  by  B.  to  the 
defendant     Waller  v.  Drakeford,  xviii.  367. 

4.  Sale  of  reversion — Costs.  A  reversion  was  sold  for  201.  On  a  reference,  the 
Master  found  that  it  was  worth  350^  The  sale  was  set  aside,  but  the  purchaser  had 
his  costs  of  suit,  except  those  of  the  inquiiy  before  the  Master  to  ascertain  the  value. 
Boolhhy  V.  Boothby,  xix.  271.

SALVAGE. 

1.  Part  of  crew  returning  to  abandoned  vesseL  A  ship  was,  by  order  of  her  master, 
abandoned  at  sea,  and  on  the  next  day  her  crew,  who  had  been  taken  to  Vigo,  were, 
by  order  of  the  British  consul,  put  on  board  a  steamer,  which  fbll  in  with  the  aban- 
doned ship.  Part  of  the  crew  volunteered  to  return  to  their  slap,  but  without  the 
master,  and  were  accordingly  put  on  board  by  the  steamer ;  and,  with  the  aaaistance 
of  a  smack  and  other  boats,  the  ship  was  subsequentiy  brought  to  Corunna.  Bddj 
that  the  crew  were  entitied  to  be  rewarded  as  salvors.    The  Florence,  xx.  607. 

2.  The  crews  of  two  ships,  belonging  to  J.  L.,  gave  some  assistance  to  a  ship  char- 
tered to  J.  L.,  who  was  bound  to  provide  and  pay  the  master  and  crew  of  such  shrps, 
the  cargo  on  board  of  which  belonged  to  J.  L.  Held,  in  a  suit  against  the  dip,  that 
no  salvage  could  be  claimed.     The  Maria  Jane,  i.  658. 
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9.  No  danger  incurred  "by  alleged  udvere-^Tender — Tawa^»  No  danger  was  in- 
curred by  the  asserted  salvors,  and  the  master  and  crew  of  the  Teasel  assisted  were 
aot  aware  of  the  existence  <^  anjr  danger  to  their  own  yessei,  bnt  accepted  the  ser- 
Tices  of  a  steamer  to  bring  them  into  port,  and  a  tender  was  made  for  such  services 
of  the  usual  amount  for  towage*  Held,  that  the  services  did  not  amount  to  salvage 
services,  and  the  tender  affirmed,  with  costs.    The  Harbinger,  xx«  641. 

4.  Negligence  and  want  of  MU  an  part  of  salvors — Services  on  shore.  Where  the 
owners  pleaded  that  their  ^p  was  damaged  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  value  of  the 
sendees  of  the  salvors  by  reason  of  their  want  of  skill  and  care;  and  the  facts  showed 
mere  ignorance  of  the  coast,  it  was  held,  that  such  ignorance  on  the  part  of  salvors 
will  not  bar  a  claim  of  salvage.  Also,  that  continuous  services  rendered  to  the  prop- 
erty on  shore  as  well  as  on  board,  are  salvage  services.     The  Rosalie,  xxv.  606. 

5.  Derelict — Misconduct  of  salvors,  A  ship,  laden  with  lead  and  iron,  sunk  on  the 
8hipwash  Sand,  and  was  there  left  by  the  master  and  crew.  Held,  that  the  ship  was 
not  a  derelict;  that  the  authority  of  the  owners  and  underwriters  remained ;  and  the 
first  finders,  though  they  recovered  part  of  the  property,  forfeited  their  claim  to  sal- 
vage, and  became  liable  to  the  costs  of  a  suit  instituted  by  them  as  salvors,  by  reason 
of  their  subsequent  misconduct  towards,  and  forcible  resistance  to,  the  authority  of  the 
owners.     The  Barefoot,  i.  661. 

6.  Apportiomnent  of  salvage.  Where  the  mate  and  a  sailor  volunteered  to  serve 
on  board  a  ship  fallen  in  with  in  distress,  having  lost  most  of  her  crew  from  fever,  and 
brought  her  into  port,  the  salvage  was  apportioned  between  the  mate  and  sailor,  and 
the  owner  of  the  ship  to  which  they  had  belonged.    The  Active,  L  644. 

7.  Two  sets  of  salvors-^Agreement  with  one  set  Two  agreements  were  made  with 
one  set  of  salvors,  which,  after  being  acted  upon  for  a  certain  time,  were  abandoned 
by  force  of  circumstances.  A  second  set  of  salvors  saved  part  of  the  property,  but 
at  a  time  when  the  agents  of  the  owners  bad  given  notice  that  no  assistance  was  to  be 
given  except  by  the  first  set  of  salvors.  Held,  that  the  first  set  of  salvoni  were  entitled 
to  a  reward,  not  under  the  agreements,  but  as  having  contributed  to  the  saving  of  the 
property.  That  the  agents  had  a  right  to  refuse  the  assistance  of  all  persons ;  but  as 
only  two  of  the  second  set  of  salvors  were  proved  to  have  received  notice  to  that 
efiect,  they,  except  those  two,  were  entitled  to  a  reward.  But  looking  at  the  delay  in 
instituting,  and  the  mode  of  conducting  the  suit  on  their  behalf  only  100/.  allowed 
them  nomine  expensarum,     ITie  Samuel,  iv.  581. 

8.  A  ship  abandoned  at  sea,  was  taken  possesion  of  by  a  small  schooner,  and  after 
being  towed  some  time  by  the  schooner,  was  boarded  by  several  men  from  a  steamer, 
who  took  possesion  of  her,  and  towed  her  into  Liverpo<^  The  a#ion  on  behalf  of 
the  steamer,  was  entered  in  the  names  of  certain  persona,  who,  being  the  under* 
wrhen  of  the  ship  and  cargo,  hired  the  steamer  for  Ihe  purpose  of  salving  the  ship. 
Hdd,  that  the  schooner  was  entitled  to  salvage  as  first  salvor ;  that  the  steamer,  look- 
ing to  the  danger  of  the  ship,  and  the  small  size  of  the  schooner,  was  justified  in  tak- 
ing possession  of  the  ship ;  and  the  persons  hiring  the  steamer  were  entitled  to  salvage 
as  owners  for  the  time.    The  Pickwick,  xx.  628. 

9.  Agreement  between  owner  of  vessel  and  agent  of  certain  smacks — Claim  by  another 
smadt.  Where  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  between  the  owner  of  a  vessel 
and  the  agent  of  certain  smacks  that  have  performed  salvage  serrices  for  her,  for  the 
payment  of  a  sum  for  such  servipes,  another  smack  cannot  make  appUcation  for  a 
share  of  such  sum,  nor  obtain  any  monition  against  such  agent,  either  by  ordinary  law, 
or  ^  provisions  of  the  8  &  4  Vict  or  the  9  &  10  Vict  in  respect  to  matters  of  wreck 
or  salvage.     The  Tenth  of  June,  xxix.  585. 

10.  Agreement  by  master  with  salvors.  Where  the  master  of  a  ship  in  distress  i^reed 
with  the  salvors  to  pay  them  a  certain  sum  for  their  services,  the  agreement  will  be 
upheld  as  against  the  salvors,  unless  firaud  be  |Nroved  against  the  master.  The  value 
of  the  property  salved  is  not  a  consideration  upon  which  the  agreement  can  be  made 
to  depend.     The  Henry,  iL  564. 
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11.  Agreement — Burden  of  proof.  Where,  in  salTage^  an  agreement  u  set  op,  Ae 
burden  of  proving  sucli  agreement  is  on  those  reljring  npon  it ;  and  without  proogonc- 
ing  the  written  agreement  a  forgery,  the  court  will  decide  against  it,  as  on  fitilnie  of 
proof,  unless  clearly  established  by  evidence.     The  ReftUtatetf  xxii.  620. 

12.  Salvage  hyJUhing  vessel — Compensaiion,  In  considering  salvage  by  fishing  ves- 
sels, where  the  property  salved  is  not  exposed  to  inmunent  danger,  the  posnble  profit 
of  the  fishing  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  award  for  the  service.  The  Nkalai  HeinnA, 
zxii.  615. 

IS.  Removal  of  ship,  A  ship  which  has  been  assisted  into  a  roadstead  is  not  t(»  be 
removed  without  the  consent  of  the  salvors.    1 6. 

14.  Refusal  by  salvors  of  further  assistance.  Where  salvors  are  in  possessmn  of  a 
Tessel,  and  their  services  have  been  accepted,  and  they  can  discharge  what  they  have 
undertaken  with  safety  to  the  vessel,  and  with  &cility,  it  is  not  competent  to  any  other 
persons  to  interfere  with  them.  But  in  a  doubtful  case  the  salvors  will  not  be  justified 
in  refusing  further  assistance.  Where  salvors,  not  employed  at  the  time,  prevented 
further  assistance  being  given,  although  their  services  were  afterwards  accepted,  and 
they  salved  the  ship  and  cargo,  the  court  awarded  them  lOOL^  instead  of  SOOt,  and 
allowed  them  two  thirds  only  of  their  costs.     The  Glory y  ii.  551. 

15.  Who  may  he  made  parties  on  salvage  claim.  The  owners  of  a  ship  recovered 
from  persons  alleged  to  be  pirates,  by  one  of  her  Majesty's  ships,  have  a  sufficient 
interest  to  entitle  them  to  be  heard  against  an  application,  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
and  crew,  for  a  reward  for  services  as  against  pirates.     The  Virago,  xx.  644. 

16.  Action  by  common  sailor  sent  to  assist  a  stranded  vesseL  In  an  acticMi  for  salvage 
services,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff,  being  a  common  sailor,  was  ordered  by  the  cap- 
tain  of  his  own  ship  to  go  in  a  boat  with  others,  a  distance  of  fi)urteen  miles,  to  assist  a 
stranded  vessel,  and  to  put  himself  under  the  command  of  the  captain  thereof;  it  was 
held,  that  he  could  not  maintain  an  action  against  the  owner  of  the  Teasel  aavedfor  Im 
personal  services.    Lipson  v.  Harrison^  zxiv.  208.

SEAMEN. 

1.  Implied  obligation  on  part  of  shipowner  as  to  seaworthiness  of  vesseL  There  is 
no  implied  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  a  ship  towards  &  aeaman  who  had 
agreed  to  serve  on  board  of  her,  that  the  ship  shall  be  in  a  fit  state  to  perform  tibe 
voyage ;  and  in  the  absence  of  any  express  warranty  to  that  effect,  or  any  knowledge 
of  the  defect,  or  any  personal  blame  on  the  part  of  the  ship-ovmer,  the  seamen  cannot 
maintain  an  action  by  reason  of  the  ship  becoming  leaky,  and  of  hia  being  obliged  to 
undergo  extra  labor.     Couch  v.  Steely  xxiv.  77. 

2.  Common  sailor  ordered  to  assist  a  stranded  "vessel.  A  common  saOor  was 
ordered  by  his  captain  to  go  to  the  assistance  of  a  stranded  vessel  and  place  himself 
under  the  direction  of  her  captain.  Held,  that  he  could  maintain  no  action  for  salvage 
against  the  owner  of  the  vessel  saved,  for  the  personal  services  which  he  had  xondereiL 
Lipson  V.  Harrison,  xxiv.  208. 

8.  Action  for  special  damages  arising  from  breach  of  public  duty  by  owfier.  The 
7  &  8  Vict  c.  112,  s.  18,  which  makes  every  owner  of  a  ship  sidling  out  of  any  English 
port,  and  between  that  and  any  place  out  of  the  kingdom,  liable  to  a  penal^  ftr  a 
breach  of  public  duty,  does  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  common-law  rig^  of  a 
serving  on  board  the  vessel  to  maintain  an  action  in  respect  of  a  special 
resulting  to  him  from  the  breach  of  the  duty.     Couch  v.  Steely  xxiv.  77. 

4.  Continuous  contract.    Where  seamen  are  under  a  continuous  eofttrad  hinduig 
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iSkem  to  teauit  on  Ixtard,  wbatever  ma^  be  the  nnmber  of  voyages,  nntil  the  return 
of  ilM  vestel^  the  place  of  Bhipment,  their  lien  for  wages  extends  to  all  the  voyages 
iiiad«,  and  shoald  be  paid  out  of  the  freight  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  vessel 
at  the  suit  of  a  bondholder.     TTte  Louisa  Bertha,  L  665. 

5.  Dissolution  of  contract,  A  mariner  hired  for  a  specific  voyage,  was  in  the  course 
of  it  obliged  to  leave  the  ship  and  was  sent  to  England  by  authority  of  a  British  con- 
ed^ under  the  7  &  8  Yict  c.  112,  s.  60,  as  a  witness  upon  a  trial  of  a  person  for  an 
offence  committed  on  the  high  seas.  Held,  that  this  operated  as  a  dissolution  of  the 
ooniract,  and  that  the  filaintiflT  could  not  recover  any  wages  subsequent  to  the  period 
when  he  was  sent  to  England.    MelvUle  v.  De  Wolf,  xxx.  S2S. 

6.  Fresh  agreement — Action  for  increased  wages.  The  plaintiff  and  other  seamen 
IumI  entered  into  ^irticles  of  agreement  to  serve  for  a  voyage  from  Liverpool  to  Mel- 
bonme  and  home.  At  Melbourne  several  of  the  crew  deserted,*and  one  of  the  crew 
was  discharged  by  the  captain.  Whilst  the  desertion  was  going  on,  the  captain  entered 
into  a  fresh  agreement  with  the  plaintiff  and  the  other  remaining  seamen,  to  raise 
tibeir  wages  ibr  the  remainder  of  the  voyage.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  never  was,  under 
tbe  circamgtances,  released  from  th^  obligation  of  the  original  articles,  and  could  not 
therefore  maintain  an  acUon  to  recover  the  increased  rate  of  wages  for  the  voyage 
home*    Harris  v.  Carter,  xxv.  220. 

7.  Deserting,  exeuie  for — Cruelty — Threat  to  sell  as  a  slave.  To  a  declaration  by 
a  Mamen  for  wages,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  engaged  as  a 
seaman  on  board  The  Candace,  a  British  registered  ship,  for  a  voyage  from  Liverpool 
to  San  Francisco  and  back,  and  had  during  such  voyage,  and  while  he  belonged  to 
the  said  ship,  at  San  Francisco,  deserted  from  the  said  ship  within  the  meaning  of  the 
7  &  9  Vict  c.  112;  ahd  that  the  pUuntiff  afterwards,  and  whilst  he  was  such  deserter, 
ODgaged  himself  as  a  seaman  for  the  voyage  back  to  England  from  San  Francisco  with 
^e  defendant  as  the  master  of  another  ship,  for  wages  to  recover  which  this  action 
was  brought  Replication,  that  while  the  plaintiff  was  serving  as  seaman  on  board 
The  Candace,  the  captain  and  officers  flogged  and  punished  him  with  great  and  un- 
reasonable cruelty  and  severity,  and  that  such  floggings  and  punishments  were  not 
rendered  necessary  by  the  mutinous  or  improper  conduct  of  the  plaintiff,  but  were 
unnecessary  and  unreasonable;  that  the  plaintiff  requested  the  said  captain  and 
officers  to  desist,  which  they  refused  to  do,  whereupon,  the  plaintiff,  having  reasonable 
grcmnds  to  believe  that  they  would  continue  to  flog  and  punish  him  with  such  great 
and  onreasonable  cruelty  and  severity,  in  order  to  escape  therefrom,  deserted  from  the 
said  ship  for  the  canse  aforesaid,  and  not  otherwise.  Held,  a  good  answer  to  the  plea. 
The  platntiff  also  replied  to  the  same  plea,  that  he  was  a  negro,  and  that  negroes  are 
bought  and  bM  as  slaves  in  divers  States  of  the  United  States ;  that  while  he  was 
serving  on  board  The  Candace,  and  before  he  deserted,  the  captain  of  the  said  ship 
threatened  to  sell  the  plaintiff  as  a  slave  to  certain  citizens  of  the  said  United  States ; 
that  San  Francisco  is  situated  in  one  c£  the  United  States,  to  wit,  in  California,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  had  jnst  and  reasonable  grounds  for  believing,  and  did  believe,  that 
on  the  arrijral  of  the  said  ship  at  San  Francisco,  the  said  captain  was  about  and  meant 
to  earry  his  said  threat  into  execution ;  and  that,  in  order  to  prevent  the  said  captain 
fWxn  selling  him  as  a  slave  as  aforesaid,  the  plaintiff  deserted.  Held,  to  be  no  answer 
to  the  plea.    Prince  Edward  v.  Trevellidt,  xxviii.  205.

SEDUCTION. 

The  plaintiff's  danghter,  who  had  formerly  been  in  the  defendant's  service,  and 
WIS  living  with  her  parents,  at  the  defendant's  request,  and  with  the  consent  of 
HiB  plainliff,  went  and  resided  at  the  defendant's  honse  for  a  month,  to  attend  to^ 
his  business  daring  the  absence  of  his  wife ;  and  the  defendant  promised,  before  she 
wenty  to  pay  her  something  for  so  doing,  and  when  she  left  the  defendant* s  wife  ga^a- 
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her  Ss.  During  tbe  time  she  ao  re^^ded  with  the  defendant  he  seduced  her.  Hdi^ 
that  the  above  facts  were  not  inconsistent  with  Ike  relation  tiie  daught^  held,  of  M^ 
Tant  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  an  action  for  her  aednctioa  waa  mainteinable  by  him.

2.  Praetice-^Irregular  writ—'Applicaiian  to  %et  aside*  Judgment  having  beea  ob- 
tained against  the  defendant,  a  beneficed  clergyman,  a  writ  of  sequestration  ww  iaiued 
against  him  on  the  17th  of  August,  at  which  time  no  writ  of  ^.  fa,  had  been  ianied. 
On  the  9th  of  October  ^fi.fa.  against  him  was  returned  by  the  sheriff  nu^  fono,  but 
not  that  the  defendant  was  a  beneficed  clerk.  The  rule  to  set  aside  the  writof  seqnefr- 
tration  was  moved  for  on  the  22d  of  November.  ^Heldf  that  the  writ  of  seqoeatnti«i 
was  irregular,  and  that  the  applicadon  to  set  il^  aside  was  made  in  snffieteat  tune.

In  a  suit  for  tly 
atdministration  of  the  estate  of  a  testator  domiciled  in  England,  and  having  real  and 
personal  estate  both  in  England  and  Scotland,  an  injunction  was  granted  after  a 
decree,  to  restrain  a  Scotch  corporation,  having  large  real  estates  in  England,  fion 
continuing  proceedings  in  the  court  of  session  in  Scotland,  to  obtain  payment  of  a 
debt  which  the  corporation  claimed  against  the  testator  as  their  agent  Hetd,  that  ser- 
vice of  the  notice  of  motion  for  the  injunction  at  the  office  in  London  j^  a  gooi 
service  upon  the  corporation,  it  being  admitted  that  at  the  head  office  in  Scodaad  the 
corporation  had  notice,  in  fact,  of  the  proceeding.    Madaren  v.  Stainiom,  xv.  WO. 
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5.  Service  on  solicitor.  The  solicitor  of  a  defendant  rendeni  abroad  had  been 
senred  with  a  subpcena  to  appear  to  an  amended  bill  under  the  26tk  order.  Ordered 
that  an  appearance  fyt  the  defendant  be  entered  piuinant  to  the  29th  order.

6.  Decree  taken  against  a  defendant  on  an  affidavit  of  service  of  the  mbpana  to 
hear  judgment  The  affidavit  stated  service  on  T.»  who,  according  to  the  belief  of 
the  deponent,  was  the  defendant's  solicitor.  Held,  that  if  it  should  appear  on  the 
record  that  T.  was  such  solicitor,  the  affidavit  would  be  sufficient.

9.  Neeesiity  of  affidavit  for.  Under  the  new  practice  established  hy  15  &  16  Vict 
c  86,  s.  58,  an  affidavit  of  metitB  is  not  necessary  in  an  af^lication  for  substituted  ser- 
vice upon  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  the  plaintiff  being  out  of  the  jurisdiction.  Sergiaon

on  him  of  the  petition  for  payment  out  of  the  fund,  at  the  address  given  by  him  in  his 
affidavit  on  the  occasion  .of  his  paying  in  the  money,  will  be  deemed  good  service.  Ex 
parte  Baugham,  z.

n.  Of  Services  in  general;  MtsceUaneous  Cases, 

1.  Service  on  wife — Foreclosure  claim.  On  a  claim  for  foreclosure,  service  of  the 
writ  of  sumnions  on  the  wife  of  a  party  interested  in  the  equity  of  redemption,  who 
was  travelling  in  America,  was  ordered  to  be  deemed  good  service  on  the  husband 
under  the  stat.  4  &  5  Will.  lY.  c.  82,  the  wife  being  in  the  possession  and  receipt  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  mortgaged  property.     Carwardine  v.  Wishlade,  vi.  103. 

2.  Summons  for  an  assault  left  unih  mfe-^Justices  to  judge  of  sufficiency  of  ser 
vice.  A  summons  to  appear  before  justices  the  following  day,  at  a  place  eight  miles 
off,  was  left  with  the  wifo  of  A  after  he  had  gone  to  work.  He  returned  at  eleven 
that  night  Failing  to  appear,  he  was  convicted  of  an  assault  Held,  that  the  question 
of  the  sufficiency  of  the  service  of  a  summons  was  a  matter  upon  which  the  justices 
were  the  proper  parties  to  decide.

7.  On  municipal  corporation,  A  railwaf  company  paid  iato  oonrt  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  purchase  and  seyerance  of  land  taken  by  them  belonging  in  fee  simple  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen,  and  citizens  of  L.,  and  oyer  which  the  fteemen  of  L.,  500  in  num- 
ber, had  a  right  of  pasturage.  A  special  act  was  afterwards  passed  to  enable  the 
corporation  to  conyey  the  land  to  the  railway  company  free  from  these  rights  of  com- 
mon, and  it  enacted  that  the  purchase-money  was  to  be  applied  for  the  permanent 
benefit  of  the  freemen  of  L.,  as  the  court  of  chancery  should  direct,  by  any  order 
to  be  made  in  the  matter  of  that  act,  and  ex  parte  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  dtizens 
of  L. ;  and  seyen  days'  notice  of  «any  such  application  was  to  be  given,  by  affixing 
the  same  to  the  town  hall.  Heldf  that  some  of  the  freemen  of  the  dty  of  L.,  and  the 
attorney-general,  ought  to  be  served  with  the  petition.  Be  The  Great  Northern 
Railway  Acty  xiiL  815. 

8.  On  secretary  of  an  incorporated  company.  A  company  was  incorporated  by 
statute  for  making  a  railway,  part  of  the  line  lying  in  £ngland  and  part  in  Scotiand; 
the  act  embodying  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Acts  for  bodi  countries.  By 
a  subsequent  local  act  another  Scotch  railway  company  was  amalgamated  wiA  the 
company.  A  party  having  a  claim  against  the  company  in  req»ect  of  certain  shares 
arising  out  of  that  amalgamation,  commenced  an  action  in  England,  and  served  pro* 
cess  on  the  secretary  of  the  company  while  in  London.  Held,  that  tins  service  was 
good.     WiUon  v.  The  Caledonian  Railway  Co,  L  415. 

9.  0/ capias  on  debtor.  After  a  warrant  for  arresting  a  debtor  under  Ae  14  ft  15 
Viet.  c.  52,  (the  Absconding  Debtors'  Arrest  Act,)  has  been  issued,  the  capias  re- 
quired to  be  issued  under  section  1,  must  be  served  on  the  defendant,  if  in  custody, 
within  seven  days  of  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and  if  not  so  served  it  ceases  to  have 
any  operation,  nor  can  it  be  treated  as  a  valid  capias  under  the  1  &  2  Vict  c  110. 
A  second  capias  may,  however,  be  issued  after  the  seven  da^'s  up<m  fresh  materials, 
under  the  general  powers  given  by  the  1  Se  2  Vict.  c.  110.  Masters  v.VoAnson,  sii. 
57S. 

10.  Where  a  defendant  is  arrested  under  the  14  &  15  Vict  c.  52,  s.  1,  and  is  dis- 
charged  upon  making  a  deposit  m  lieu  of  bul,  it  is  not  necessary  to  serye  him  with  a 
writ  of  capias^  although  he  may  be  in  custody  upon  another  warrant  Eld  v.  Vero^ 
XX,  514. 

11.  On  defendant  imprisoned  for  crime.  The  governor  of  Cold  Bath  Fields  Prison 
having,  in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  visiting  justices,  refused  to  allow  service  of  a 
writ  upon  a  defendant,  who  was  in  ^the  prison  under  criminal  sentence,  the  court 
granted  a  rule  to  show  cause  why  an  attachment  should  not  issue  against  him ;  after 
which  the  justices  permitted  serrice  of  the  writ    Danson  v.  Le  Capelain,  xii.  551. 

12.  On  defendants  clerk  at  warehouse,  A  rule  nisi  cannot  be  made  absolute,  no 
cause  being  shown,  on  an  affidavit  which  states  that  service  of  the  rule  has  been 
effected  on  a  clerk  of  the  defendant,  at  tiie  warehouse  of  the  defendant  The  dd 
practice  of  requiring  a  seryice  at  the  defendant's  dwelling-house  must  be  adhered  to.

13.  Copy  of  mandamus  served — Original  writ  not  shown.  Where  a  copy  of  a  writ 
of  mandamus  was  served  without  showing  the  original,  and  the  defendant  appeared, 
the  court  refused  to  set  the  service  aside.

15.  Of  bill  of  exchange.  In  an  action  by  an  indorsee  against  three  defendants)  as 
acceptors  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  who  have  suffered  judgment  by  default,  seryice  of 
the  rule  nisi  to  compute  on  the  London  agent  of  the  attorney  of  two  of  the  defend- 
ants, is  a  sufficient  service  to  justify  the  court  in  making  the  rule  to  compute  abaolate.

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16.  Ptlitumfor  new  Irustees-^Reversioner  to  be  served.  Demise  of  lands  for  1000 
years  on  certain  trusts.  Petition  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees.  Held^  that  the 
reTeniooer  o^ghtto  bo  served  with  the  petition.

17.  A  de^Blant  served  with  a  copy  of  a  bill  under  the  23d  order  of  the  26th

18.  Misnomer,  Where  a  defendant,  who  has  been  served  with  a  copy  of  the  bill^ 
under  the  2Sd  order  of  August,  1841,  has  b^n  misnamed  in  the  bill,  leave  will  be 
given,  on  production  of  an  affidavit  showing  the  identity  of  the  party  served,  to  enter 
a  memorandum  of  such  service  with  the  name  of  the  defendant  oorrectly  stated  in  it 
WUham  v.  Salmi,  z.

19.  '■'Principal  officers,  {fc»,  of  the  navy" — Service  of  wnt  against,  A  writ  in  an 
action  of  debt  against  the  '*  principal  officers  and  commissioners  of  the  navy/'  by 
their  collective  name,  was  served  upon  one  of  their  number.  Upon  a  motion  to  set 
aside  this  writ  for  irregularity,  the  affidavits  stated  that  the  action  was  brought  for  a 
cause  not  maintainable  against  the  defendants  by  their  collective  name ;  viz :  for  half- 
pay,  it  was  held,  first,  that  the  court  could  not  upon  this  motion  look  at  the  affidavits 
as  to  the  cause  of  actions,  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  1  &  2  Geo.  lY.  c.  93,  s.  9,  author- 
ized some  actions  of  debt  to  be  maintained  against  the  defendants  by  their  collective 
name,  there  was  no  ground  for  setting  aside  the  process  as  irregular.  Secondly,  (per 
Maule,  J.,)  that  the  proper  method  of  effecting  complete  service  upon  the  commis* 
sioners  is  by  serving  each  of  them.     WiUiams  v.  The  Commissioners,  {fc,  vii.  449. 

20.  0/ notice  of  motion.  Where  the  defendant  is  out  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  his 
solicitor  had  absconded,  service  of  notice  of  motion  at  the  solicitor's  address  for 
service  held  sufficient,  though  the  place  mentioned  in  such  address  was  now  unten- 
anted.

21.  Appearance  entered  by  plaintiff  for  the  defendant — Service  of  notice  of  fling 
of  replication.  Where  an  appearance  has  been  entered  by  the  plaindff  for  the  de- 
fendant, who  has  absconded,  notice  of  the  filing  of  the  replication  under  the  Chancery 
Procedure  Amendment  Act,  and  the  28th  of  the  General  Orders  of  August,  1852, 
is  to  be  left  at  the  last-known  place  of  abode  of  the  defendant,  and  to  be  advertised 
in  The  Gazette  and  in  two  county  papers.

22.  The  court  granted  a  distringas  to  compel  appearance  upon  an  affidavit  showing 
the  proper  number  of  calls  at  the  defendant's  residence  for  the  purpose  of  serving  a 
summons,  the  answers  being  that  the  defendant  was  ill,  and  could  not  be  seen — with- 
out the  usual  statement  of  the  deponent's  belief  that  the  defendant  was  keeping  out 
of  the  way  to  avoid  service.

SET-OFF. 

1.  Statute  of  set-off— Mutual  debts.  The  statute  of  set-off,  8  Geo.  II.  c.  24, 
applies  only  where  the  debts  between  the  parties  are  mutual  legal  debts,  the  object  of 
the  statute  being  to'prevent  cross-actions  between  the  same  parties.  Isberg  y.  Bowden, 
xxii.  551. 

2.  Suit  brought  by  plaintiff  as  agent  having  no  interest.  Where  the  plaintiff  entered 
into  the  charter-party  as  master  of  the  ship,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of,  and  as  agent 
for  the  owner ;  and  the  plaintiff  never  had  any  beneficial  interest  in  the  charter,  or  any 
lien  on  the  freight,  and  he  brought  the  action  solely  as  agent  and  trustee  for  the  owner 
who  was  indebted  to  the  defendant  in  a  certain  amount,  which  the  defendant  offered 
to  set  off,  it  was  heldy  that  the  statute  of  set-off  did  not  apply,    lb. 

3.  Executor  may  set  off  a  debt  which  accrued  after  death  of  testator.    Where  a  de- 
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fendant  is  sued  as  execator  for  a  debt  which  accrued  due  from  hb  testator  daring  Ida 
lifetime,  he  may  set  off  a  debt  which  has  accrued  due  from  the  plaistiff  to  him  as  ex- 
ecutor since  the  death  of  his  testator.  Sooh  debts  are  nmtoal,  and  doe  in  the  same 
right,  within  the  meaning  of  the  3  Geo.  IL  c  22 ;  the  second  clause  ofj^pich^  author- 
izing the  setK»fl^  against  an  executor  of  debte  due  from  the  testator,  doe^ot  limit  the 
operation  of  the  preceding  chinse.    MardaU  ▼.  TkeUusan^  xiv.  74. 

4.  Debt  due  to  admimairaior.  To  an  action  for  money  had  and  receiTed  by  tlie 
defendant  to  the  use  of  the  plaintiff  as  administrator,  and  on  accounts  stated  with  him 
as  such  administratoi^  the  defendant  cannot  plead  a  BStrOiS  for  money  lent  by  him  to 
the  intestate  in  his  lifetime.     Waits  v.  JReeSf  zxt.  565. 

5.  Furchater  of  intestcUe'a  estate  cannot  setoff  a  debt  due  from  tke  estate  against  the 
price.  If  a  creditor  purchase  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  of  an  intestate,  the  price 
agreed  upon  cannot  be  set  off  against  the  debt  doe  to  him  finn  ihe  intestate,  bat  it 
must  become  a  part  of  the  assets.  But  mutual  debts,  existiiig  before  the  death  of  the 
intestate,  may  be  set  off,  one  against  another.    Lambarde  v.  Oider^  xziii.  45. 

6.  Expenses  of  a  director  of  gas  compang —  Gt$arantee,  The  defendant,  at  the  request 
of  the  plaintiff,  became  a  shareholder  and  dii«ctor  of  a  gas  company,  on  receiving 
from  the  latter  the  following  guarantee :  ^  In  consideration  of  your  having,  at  m j 
request,  agreed  to  become  a  shareholder  <^  the  &  Gas  Company*  and  to  be  and  act  as 
a  director,  I  hereby  undertake  to  and  agree  to  guarantee,  indemnify,  and  save  you 
harmless  from  and  against  all  losses,  costs,  chai^ges,  damages,  and  expenses  which  you 
may  bear,  incur,  sustain,  or  be  put  to  by  reason  thereof,  or  on  account  of  your  acting 
as  such  director.*'  Heldf  in  an  action  against  the  defendant,  that  he  was  entitled  to 
set  off,  as  money  paid,  his  expenses  of  trayelling  from  the  country  to  London  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  company  as  director.    Hutchinson  ▼.  Sidneg^  xxviiL  472. 

7.  Set-off  of  costs.  A,  in  an  action,  became  entitled  to  receive  costs  fixxn  B,  and, 
in  a  suit  respecting  the  same  matters,  he  became  liable  to  pay  costs  to  B.  A,  being 
unable  to  obtain  payment,  asked  by  petition  that  the  costs  might  be  set  off,  but  the 
application  was  reftised.     CoUett  v.  Preston^  xxL  546. 

8.  Action  against  a  dismissed  clerk — Set-off  of  his  wages.  Defendant  was  pbintiffs* 
clerk,  liable  by  agreement  to  dismissal  on  three  months'  noticd,  or  cm  payment  of 
three  months'  salary.  The  plaintiffs,  discovering  that  the  defendant  had  written  lettexs 
reflecting  on  them,  and  communicating  infonaation  which  he  had  received  in  his 
capacity  of  clerk,  dismissed  him  without  notice  or  salaxy.  They  subsequently  sued 
him  in  the  county  court  to  recover  301.  which  he  had  received  to  their  use.  The  de- 
fendant admitted  the  receipt  of  the  SOZ.,  but  relied  as  a  defence,  by  way  of  a  set  off,  on 
a  claim  for  85/.  fi>r  three  months'  salary.  The  judge  decided  that  the  piatntiffi  were 
not  justified  in  dismissing  him  without  his  salary,  and  allowed  the  set-off.  Hdd,  that 
the  dismissal  bdng  provided  for  by  the  agreement,  the  salary  became  on  that  event  a 
debt,  and  was  a  proper  subject  of  set-off.  The  East  Anglian  Railways  Co.  v.  Lgtkgoe, 
ii.  SSI. 

9.  To  unliquidated  damages.  A  set-off  cannot  properly  be  pleaded  to  a  claim  fyr 
unliquidated  damages.    Boddington  v.  Castelli,  xviii.  427. 

10.  To  an  action  on  a  policy  of  insurance  for  unliquidated  damages,  there  can  be 
no  setroff.    LucHe  v.  Bushby^  xxiv.  256. 

11.  A  set-off  cannot  be  pleaded  to  an  action  on  a  bond  conditioned  to  indemnify 
.  generally.    Attwool  y.  Attwool^  xviii.  886. 

12.  Pleading — Sum  stated  in  plea  of  setoff  immaterial.  The  sum  mentioned  in  a 
'plea  of  set-off  is  as  immaterial  as  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  declaration,  and  the  real  * 
question  is,  whether  the  sum  proved  by  the  defendant  equals  the  sum  really  due  to 
the  plaintiff.  Therefore,  in  an  action  of  debt  for  lOOL  where  the  defendant  pleaded 
a  set-off  to  the  whole,  and  no  other  plea,  and  the  plaintiff  proved  a  debt  of  only  U, 
10^.,  (which  was  all  he  claimed  in  his  particulars,)  and  the  defendant  proved  a  set-off 
only  to  the  amount  of  5Z.,  and  a  verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff,  with  n< 
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damages.    Held,  that  upon  these  fkcts  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  the  yerdiot,  aiicl 
a  role  for  a  new  trial  was  made  abeolnte.    Nichols  v.  Tuck,  xti.  104. 

IS.  RepHeaiwn — Jmntdeht — Evidence,  Whereto  a  plea  of  setoff  the  plain  tiff  re* 
plies  that  he  is  not  indebted  as  in  the  plea  alleged,  he  may  under  diis  replication  avail 
himself  of  the  objection  that  the  debt  is  not  dne  from  himself  alone,  but  from  a  third 
party  jointly  with  him.

An  executor  and  remd- 
nary  legatee  (admitting  assets)  is  not  entitled,  as  against  the  assignees  in  bankruptcy 
of  a  legatee,  to  retain  the  l^acy  in  payment  of  a  debt  due  to  him  individually  from 
the  bankrapt  legatee.    Freffman  v.  LomtHi,  v.  120. 

16.  Set-off  pro  tanto  inferred.  The  devisees  of  a  mortgagor  sold  at  auction  the 
equity  of  redemption  and  other  lands  to  the  mortgagee,  who  paid  the  usual  depodti 
agreed  what  interest  should  be  paid  on  the  rest  of  the  purchase-money,  and  soon  after 
to(Jc  possession.  The  mortgagee  and  her  devisees  kept  possession  for  eleven  years, 
during  which  time  no  demand  was  made  for  the  baUince  of  the  purchase-money,  or 
interest  on  the  mortgage.  Upon  a  claim  by  the  devisees  of  the  mortgagor  for  specific 
performance  of  the  contract  of  purchase,  it  was  held,  under  the  circumstances,  that  a  set* 
offp^  tanto  was  to  be  inferred  fWnn  the  date  when  themortgi^e  took  possession,  and 
that,  from  that  period,  interest  at  the  agreed  rate  only  was  payable  upon  the  balance 
of  the  purchase-money.     Wallis  v.  Bastard,  xzzi.  175.

SETTLEMENT. 

1.  Voluntary  ietUementj  requisites  of.  The  court,  in  order  to  give  effect  to  volun- 
tary settlements,  requires,  where  the  setder  is  the  l^al  owner,  every  thing  to  have 
been  done  which  is  requisite  to  transfer  the  legal  ownership ;  and  where  he  is  the 
equitable  owner,  clear  and  distinct  evidence  of  a  declaration  of  tiust  in  favor  of  the 
donee.    Bentley  v.  Mackay,  xv.  62. 

2.  Marriage  settlement  of  real  and  personal  property'^Appointment — Election*  A 
has  an  estate  tail  in  realty,  with  remainder  to  B  and  her  children,  and  an  absolute  in- 
terest in  personalty.  By  <me  marriage  settlement  she  phices  her  personalty,  and  by 
another  of  the  same  date,  her  realty  in  trust  for  herself  for  life,  with  remainder  to  her 
children,  and  in  default  of  children,  in  trust  for  B,  with  remainder  to  her  children, 
reserving  to  herself  a  power  of  appcMntment  of  a  life-interest  in  each  estate  to  C.  A 
exercises  this  power,  and  dies  without  ever  having  had  a  child  or  barred  the  entail. 
Held,  that  B  and  her  children  had  their  election  between  the  interest  given  them  in 
the  personalty,  and  their  present  interest  in  the  realty  disposed  of  by  appointment  to 
C.    Bacon  v.  Cosby,  iil  186. 

3.  SeUlement  by  feme  sole  upon  herself  in  contemplation  of  a  certain  marriage — Mar- 
riage  with  another  person— Revocation-^Trustees.  A  woman  wlrile  sole,  in  contempla- 
tion of  a  marriage  with  A,  assigned  the  whole  of  her  property  to  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  herself  until  her  marriage,  if  any ;  or  in  case  no  such  marriage  should  be 
solemnized,  and  from  and  after  the  solemnization  (if  any)  of  the  same  mairiage  upon 
trust  for  her ;  and  after  her  decease,  in  case  she  should  marry  and  have  issue,  upon 
trust  for  the  children  as  therein  mentioned.  The  fund  was  transferred  to  the  trustees ; 
but  the  contemplated  marriage  did  not  take  place,  and  the  woman  married  another 
person.  Held,  that  the  settlement  was  voluntary;  that  the  trusts  arose  upon  the  fund 
bein^  completely  vested  in  the  trustees;  that  they  could  not  at  the  request  of  the 
settler  allow  any  part  of  the  fund  to  be  withdrawn ;  and  that  the  setdement  was  good 
upon  her  while  sole,  and  upon  her  and  her  issue  in  the  event  of  any  marriage,  and 
could  not  be  revoked.    M'DonneU  v.  Hesilrige,  xv.  587. 

4.  By  equital^  owner.    A,  being  equitably  endded  to  a  freehold  estate,  and  also  to 
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certain  shares  in  the  stock  of  public  companies,  standiDg  in  tlie  name  of  €be  tmiMe* 
of  liis  UQcle*s  Tnll,  to  be  absolutely  transferred  to  him  on  his  attaining  the  age  of 
twenty-five  years,  before  arriving  at  such  age  executed  a  voluntary  settlement  assign- 
ing all  his  interest  to  new  trustees,  constituting  himself  one  of  them,  upon  certam 
trusts,  and  gave  notice  of  the  deed  to  the  trustees  under  the  will.  Some  of  the  shares 
were  transferred  to  the  new  trustees.  HMf  that  notwithstanding  the  notice,  the  cooit 
would  not  enforce  the  voluntary  settlement  either  as  to  the  real  or  penonal  estate, 
except  as  to  those  shares  which  had  been  actually  transfetred.  Bridge  t.  Bridge^  zni. 
496. 

5.  As  to  the  liability  of  trustees  of  marriage  settlement,  see  WiUs  ▼.  (TresAoai,  xxxL 
237. 

6.  Family  settlement — Statute  of  Frauds,  The  heiress  at  law  of  a  snpposed  intestate 
and  her  husband,  and  her  illegitimate  son,  an  expectant  devisee  of  ^be  snpposed 
intestate,  to  avoid  differences  between  them  as  to  the  intestate's  estate,  and  to  promote 
a  settlement  of  their  respective  chums,  settled  their  interests  upon  certain  troBts  for 
the  benefit  of  themselves  and  certain  legitimate  and  illegitimate  children  of  the  heireas 
and  her  husband.  Held,  to  be  a  valid  fiunily  settlement,  and  not  fraudulent  and  void 
under  the  statute  of  Eliz.  c  IV.,  as  against  subsequent  mortgagees  without  notice  and 
others  claiming  under  the  heiress  and  her  husband.    Heap  v.  Tongey  viL  189. 

7.  Resettlement  of  family  estates — Frauds  The  couit  of  equity  will  not  support 
the  resettlement  of  family  estates  between  a  father  and  son  when  the  £ither  obtaiaa 
extensive  advantages  to  the  prejudice  of  the  son  and  his  family,  in  the  absence  of 
unequivocal  proof  that  the  whole  of  the  facts  were  known  to  the  son,  that  the  ^uiposes 
of  the  deed  were  fully  explained  to  him,  and  the  operation  of  the  respective  provisioDs 
known  to  him.    Hoghton  v.  Hoghton,  xi.  134. 

6.  Construction  of  settlement  as  to  power  to  cut  timher»  Certain  estates  weie  eettled 
to  trustees,  to  stand  seised  thereof  to  the  use  of,  orin  trust  for  H.  and  his  assigns  for 
life,  vrithout  impeachment  of  waste,  but  subject  to  the  power  limited  to  the  tcustees  to 
fell  limber  growing  on  the  said  hereditaments.  This  power  was,  so  long  as  there 
should  be  any  incumbrances  on  the  said  hereditaments,  (but  not  without  the  consent 
of  H.,  to  be  signified  in  writing,)  to  cut  and  sell  timber,  and  apply  the  proceeds  toward 
the  discharge  of  the  sidd  incumbrances.  H.  claimed  the  right  to  cut  timber,  refused 
to  consent  to  the  trustees  cutting  more,  and  gave  notice  to  the  purchasers  of  timber 
already  cut  not  to  pay  the  trustees  therefor.  The  trustees  filed  a  bQl,  praying  a 
declaration  that  they  had  power  to  cut  and  sell,  with  the  consent  of  H.,  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned,  and  that  the  right  of  H.  was  subordinate  to  theirs,  and  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  him  from  cutting,  &c.  Upon  demurrer  to  this  bill,  it  was  heid^ 
that  the  allegations  were  sufficient  to  support  the  prayer,  and  the  demurrer  was  over- 
ruled. Upon  motion  the  injunction  was  granted,  it  being  held,  upon  the  construction 
of  the  settlement,  that  the  scheme  of  it  was,  that  the  timber  should  be  used  to  relieve 
the  inheritance  of  the  charges  upon  it,  and  that  for  this  purpose  the  power  given  to 
the  trustees  was  expressly  made  paramount  to  the  privileges  of  the  tenant  for  life 
without  impeachment  of  waste  to  cut  the  timber,  and  that  his  consent  was  made  necea- 
sary  to  enable  him  to  regulate  the  mode  of  exerciang  the  power.  Briggs  v.  The  Earl 
of  Oxford,  viii.  194. 

9.  Settlement  of  stock — Right  to  sell  accrued  shares^  In  case  of  a  settlement  of  stock 
on  certain  daughters,  among  other  powers  was  given  this ;  in  case  either  of  the  daugh- 
ters should  die  without  leaving  children,  she  might  dispose  of  any  part  of  her  share, 
not  exceeding  a  third  part  thereof,  by  deed  or  will.  Held,  that  this  power  comprised 
all  accrued  as  well  as  original  shares.    In  re  Hutchinson's  Trusts,  xv.  303. 

10.  Equity  to  follow  money  paid  out  of  one  estate  for  the  benefit  of  another.  In  case 
of  a  settlement  by  which,  on  the  death  of  the  father,  the  first  son  will  be  entitled  to 
estate  A,  and  the  second  son  to  estate  B,  and  it  be  provided,  in  case  of  the  death  d 
the  first  son,  the  second  shall  be  entitled  to  estate  A,  and  the  third  to  estate  B,  &c. ; 
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if  the  proceeds  of  tiie  nle  of  a  part  of  the  lands  of  the  estate  A  be  appfied  to  the 
ndeiB|itioii  of  the  land  tax  on  both  estates  in  the  lifetime  of  the  father  and  the  first 
Boni  the  second  son  cannot  afterwaiOs,  as  the  owner  of  estate  A,  hare  anj  equitj  to 
foBow  the  money  thus  paid  for  the  benefit  of  estate  B.    Harrison  ▼.  Eovnd,  xv.  569. 

11.  *^V9ual  and  neceatary  powen^  what  are.  Where  the  will  contains  no  direction 
as  to  the  powers  to  be  inserted'  in  a  settl^ent  on  a  married  womani  powers  of  leaang, 
sale,  and  exchange,  and  proTiskms  for  maintenance  and  advancement,  and  fi>r  the 
appointment  of  new  trustees,  are  to  be  inserted  as  nsnal  and  necessary  powers. 
Turner  y.  Sargent^  xxiii.  580. 

12«  SeUUment  <if  limiied  inierest  in  a  term-^Memorial  of'deed.  If  a  man  has  a 
limited  interest  in  a  term,  and  settles  it  to  a  certain  nse,  and  then  gets  a  new  and 
extended  term  snbslitated  for  it,  he  cannot,  hy  so  doing,  aToid  the  previous  settlement 
A  deed  contained  recitals  which  described  two  persons  as  concurring  in  settling 
property  to  which  they  were  <*  respectively  entitled."  It  afterwards  contained  a  grant 
to  trustees  of  a  certain  part  of  this  property,  as  if  made  by  one  of  these  persons, 
when  in  fact  that  part  bdonged  to  the  other.  The  memorial  of  the  deed  descrihied 
both  as  the  grouting  parties ;  this  description  was  not  one  of  the  things  required  by 
the  statute.  HeUy  not  to  vitiate  the  effect  of  the  memorial  under  the  Registration 
Act    MiU  Y.  HiU,  xdI  20. 

18.  Charge  on  estate — IntertsL  Where  a  tenant  in  tail  of  lands,  subject  to  an  un- 
p^  l^racy,  settles  part  of  them  with  covenants  against  incumbrances,  the  legacy  as 
to  him  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  lands  are  settled  is  a  charge  upon  that  part  of  the 
lands  not  included  in  the  settlenifent,  and,  not  being  in  the  nature  of  a  trust,  but  only 
a  charge,  the  legatee  is  only  entitled  to  six  years'  interest  from  the  time  of  making 
daim.    Hughes  v.  WiiliamSy  x.  956.

1.  Claim  to  goods  taken  in  exectUion — Judgment,  Whero  a  sheriff  or  bailiff  sets  up 
a  claim  to  goods  taken  in  execution  by  him  as  against  a  third  party,  he  must  show  a 
judgment  against  the  execution  creditor,  and  his  production  of  the  writ  of  execution 
alone  is  not  sufficient  for  this  purpose.     White  v.  Morris^  xi.  515. 

2.  Seizure  of  wrong  party's  goods — Jtent,  Where  the  sheriff  seized  the  goods  of  A, 
under  an  execution  against  the  goods  of  B,  and,  afVer  the  making  ^  an  interpleader 
order,  and  before  the  trial  of  the  issue,  paid  the  landlord  a  quarters  rout,  out  of  the 
prt>cecd8  of  the  goods,  it  was  held^  thatl^e  sheriff  was  bound  to  pay  over  the  amount 
of  the  quarter's  rent,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  to  A,  after  the 
decision  of  the  issue  in  his  favor.     White  v.  Binstead,  xx.  212. 

S.  Goods  to  be  removed.  The  statute  of  8  Anne,  c  14,  a  1,  under  which  a  landlord 
is  entitled  to  get  his  rent  paid  out  of  goods  taken  in  execution,  does  not  apply  unle« 
the  goods  be  removed  from  the  premises.    lb. 

4.  Action  against^  for  escape — Measure  of  damages — Final  process — 5  jr  6  Viet, 
e,  98.  In  an  action  on  the  case  by  an  execution  creditor  against  the  sheriff,  for  the 
escape  of  his  debtor,  the  measure  of  damages  is  the  value  of  the  custody  of  the  debtor 
at  the  moment  of  the  escape ;  and  no  deduction  ought  to  be  made  on  account  of  any 
thing  that  the  creditor  might  have  obtained  by  diligence  in  retaking  the  debtor  after 
the  escape.     Arden  v.  Goodacre^  v.  436. 

5.  Receiving  payment— Uability  for  acts  of  bailiff.    Although  the  sheriff  is  respon- 
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sible  for  all  acts  of  bis  bailiff  done  in  tbe  execution  or  under  color  of  a  writ  of 
execution^  because  be  bas  committed  the  duty  which  properly  belongs  to  t^imao^f  to 
another,  yet,  as  it  is  no  part  of  the  sheriff's  duty  to  receive  payment  of  the  amoant 
for  which  a  judgment  debtor  is  in  his  custody,  he  will  not  be  liable  if  his  biJliff  receives 
the  amount  of  such  debt  from  bis  debtor  and  misappropriates  it  or  neglects  to  pay  it 
^thin  a  reasonable  time  to  the  creditor.     Wood  v.  Finnisj  z.  537. 

6.  Receiver — Fieri  facias — Rent — Action^  application  to  stay.  Upon  aa  applicafion 
by  the  sheriff,  who  was  no  party  to  this  suit,  the  court  reflised  to  restrain  the  plaintafT 
from  prosecuting  an  action  at  law  agunst  him  to  obtain  payment  of  a  sum  of  monej 
reserved  for  rent,  which  the  sheriff,  upon  the  stay  of  the  acdon,  offered  to  pay  into 
court,  and  which  was  part  of  a  larger  sum  of  money  levied  under  a  writ  ik  fieri 
facias  issued  upon  a  judgment  obtained  in  an  action  at  law  by  a  stranger  against  tlie 
tenant  of  the  estate  which  the  plaintiff  in  this  suit  churned,  and  over  which  a  receiver 
had  been  appointed.     Trye  v.  TVye,  v.  19S. 

7.  A  sheriff  who  intends  to  levy,  may,  before  actual  seizure,  apply  for  relief  under 
the  Interpleader  Act    Day  v.  Carr,  xvL  578. 

8.  As  to  the  duty  and  liability  of  the  sheriff  in  case  of  fines,  see  Wildes  v.  J^rris, 
ziv.  181. 


IL  iRBcdlaneam  dkues. 

1.  Disqualification  by  interest  A  local  improvegient  act  authorized  laadownenT 
damages  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury  summoned  by  the  sheriff,  or,  if  he  is  an  interested 
party,  by  the  coroner.  Another  section  adds  that  no  person  liable  to  the  rates  shall 
be  disqualified  to  act  as  justice,  juror,  or  undeivsheriff,  in  such  cases.  Heldy  that  tbe 
sheriff,  if  liable  to  the  rates,  is  disqualified ;  that  an  inquisition  under  a  warrant  to 
him  is  void,  though  he  acted  by  his  under-sheriff;  and  that  the  objection  is  not  waived 
by  the  party  appearing,  if  he  has  no  knowledge  of  it  at  the  time.  Reffhrn  v.  Tike 
Sheriff  of  Warwickshire^  xxx.  223. 

2.  False  return  of  n  uUa  hona — Pleading — Evidence.  A  return  of  nulla  bona  to  a  writ 
of  ^.  fa,  means  no  goods  applicable  to  the  plaintiff's  writ  Therefore,  if  a  declaration 
alleges  a  false  return  of  nulla  bona^  and  that  the  sheriff  took  in  execution  goods  of  the 
judgment  debtor  of  the  value  indorsed  on  the  writ,  and  levied  the  same  thereout,  and 
the  defendant  pleads  that  he  did  not  levy  modo  et  formoy  the  defendant  may,  under 
that  plea,  show  that  the  plaintiff's  judgment  was  obtained  by  fraud,  and  that  he,  the 
defendant,  has  paid  over  the  proceeds  of  the  levy  to  another  execution  creditor, 
although  the  writ  of  the  latter  was  of  a  later  date  than  that  of  the  plaintiff.  SkaUock 
V.  Carden,  xi.  670. 

3.  Estoppel  by  return.  The  sheriff  returned  to  a  writ  o£fi.fa.  against  W.,  that 
before  the  deli verv  thereof  to  him,  another  writ  of  ^.  fa,  against  W.  was  delivered  to 
him,  and  that  by  ^rtue  thereof  he  seized  the  goods  of  W.  Jfi  case  against  the  Aeiift 
for  a  false  return,  it  was  held,  first,  that  the  Aeriff  was  not  estopped  by  his  return 
from  showing  that  the  goods  seized  tmder  the  first  writ  were  not  tbe  ^)ods  of  W. ; 
secondly,  by  Erie,  J.,  that  though  the  judgment  on  wluch  the  first  writ  issued  was 
fraudulent,  the  sheriff  seized  the  goods  of  W.  under  the  first  writ,  and  not  under 
plaintiff's  writ    Remmett  v.  Lawrence,  i.  260. 

4.  Bond  fide  seilure  of  goods — Question  for  jury.  It  is  a  proper  question  to  leare 
to  a  jury,  whether  bailiffs  have  acted  bond  fide  in  seizing  goods,  believing  that  tbey. 
were  authorized  so  to  do,  and  the  circumstance  that  the  bailiffs  have  taken  indenmi^ 
does  not  negative  the  bona  fides  of  their  conduct     White  v.  Morris,  xi.  515. 

5.  As  to  the  sufficiency  of  a  declaration  in  an  action  against  a  sheriff,  for  trebl* 
damages  for  extortion,  under  29  EUz.  c.  4,  see  Berton  v.  Lawrence^  i.  453,  and  Hoimm

L  Rights  mid  laahiHtiet  of  Owners  and  Part'OvmerSf  S^e. 

1.  PUoty  necessky  to  take — Liverpool  Pilot  Act,  5  Geo.  IV,  c.  78 — Proceeding  to  sea. 
By  the  S5th  section  of  the  Lirerpool  Pilot  Act,  5  Geo.  IV.  c.  78,  it  is  enacted  that  in 
ease  the  master  of  any  ship,  outward  bound,  shall  proceed  to  sea,  and  shall  refuse  to 
take  on  board  a  pilot,  he  shall  pay  the  pilot  who  shall  first  offer  his  service  at  a  certain 
rate  as  if  the  pilot  had  piloted  the  vessel,  and  all  expenses  for  recovering  the  same. 
On  the  2d  of  December  a  vessel  left  the  Liverpool  Docks,  with  a  pilot  on  board ;  on 
the  8d,  the  boat  of  the  plaintiff,  who  was  then  employed  by  the  owners  in  raising  the 
Teasel's  anchor,  was  lost,  through  the  carelessness  of  those  on  board  the  ship.  At 
this  time  the  master  was  not  on  board,  and  the  vessel  being  employed  by  the  post- 
oflice,  was  not  to  sail  till  the  4th  of  December ;  she  was  at  anchor,  and  her  rigging 
was  being  completed.  Held,  assuming  an  outward-bound  vessel  to  be  liable  when 
proceeding  to  sea  to  take  a  pilot  on  board,  still,  that  this  vessel  was  not  proceeding  to  • 
sea,  and  that  the  owners  wore  not  bound  to  have  a  pilot  on  board.  Kodrigues  v. 
Mdhuish,  xxviii.  474. 

2.  Owners  liaUe  unless  favU  exclusively  pilofs.  Where,  by  the  mismanagement  of 
a  vessel  which  is  proceeding  to  sea,  damage  is  done,  the  owners  will  not  be  exoner- 
ated unless  they  show  that  the  damage  was  occasioned  exdnsivel/by  the  fault  of  the 
pilot    lb. 

S.  Ship  falling  over  and  sinking  a  tug — 2  Will.  IV.  c.  67 — Harbor  master.  By  the 
2  Will.  IV.  c.  67,  the  company  of  proprietors  of  the  H.  Wet  Docks  were  empowered 
to  appoint  such  officers  as  to  them  should  seem  meet,  and  to  remove  ballast  from  and 
out  <^  ships  entering  the  port  of  H. ;  and  by  the  same  act  power  was  given  to  any 
person  appointed,  in  pursuance  of  the  act,  to  act  as  dock  master,  to  regulate  and 
direct  the  placing  and  mooring  of  ships  in  the  docks,  and  a  penalty  is  imposed  on  all 
persons  refusng  or  resisting  the  orders  of  the  dock  master.  Held,  where  a  ship  was  • 
moved  by  a  steam  tug,  imder  the  directiolis  of  the  harbor  master,  the  ballast  having 
been  taken  out  by  his  order,  and  fell  over  and  sunk  the  tug,  that  the  owners  of  the 
ship  were  not  responsible  for  the  damage.     The  Broeder  Trow,  xx.  684. 

4.  Admiralty  rules — lights — Owner  not  in  charge  of  vessel — Pleadings.  It  is  provided 
by  statute,  that  the  admiralty  shall  make  and  publish  rules  as  to  lights ;  that  all  owners 
and  masters,  or  persons  having  charge  of  vessels,  shall  be  bound  to  observe  them ;  and 
in  case  of  default,  the  master,  &c.,  or  the  owner,  if  in  fault,  shall  forfeit  20/.  All 
damage  arising,  &c.,  is,  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  to  be  attributed  to  the 
wilful  default  of  the  master  or  person  in  charge.  The  declaration  alleged  that  defend- 
ant's vessel,  through  negligence  of  his  servants,  had  no  such  light  as  was  enjoined  by 
a  role  which  was  set  forth;  whereby  a  collision  occurred,  and  plaintiffs'  vessel  was 
da^^ged.  HM,  that  the  declaration  was  bad ;  that  the  owner  was  not  liable  under 
th^statute,  tmless  he  was  in  charge  of  the  vessel ;  and  that  if  the  aQegations  with 
respect  to  the  statute  were  struck  out,  the  declaration  would  be  bad,  as  it  would  be 
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quite  consbtent  with  it,  that  the  damage  was  the  ooofequence  oi  the  plaintifis'  own 
negligence.     The  General  Steam  Navigation  Co.  y.  Morrison,  xx.  267. 

5.  Sunken  vessel — Dutif  of  owner.  The  owner  of  a  vessel  sunk  in  a  navigable  river 
is  boand  to  use  proper  care  to  prevent  aceidents  to  oiher  vessels  so  long  as  he  baa  the 
possession  and  control  of  it,  that  is,  so  long  as  by  due  care  and  exertion  he  can  eitber 
remove  it,  or  sa&r  shift  its  portion  as  to  prevent  such  injuxj.  This  duty  will  be 
transferred  to  a  purchaser  of  the  sunken  vessel ;  and  it  makes  no  difference  that  tbe 
vessel  lies  in  a  part  of  the  channel  not  ordinarily  used  for  navigation :  but  the  duty 
ceases  on  the  abandonment  of  ih&  possession  of  the  vesseL  White  v.  Crisp^  xxvL 
582. 

6.  RevefKtte  Act — Smuggling.  The  owner  of  a  vessel,  who  knowingly  lets  his  vesi3«l 
for  a  smuggling  adventure,  and  the  cargo  of  which  is  unshipped  without  the  dutiea 
being  paid,  is  liable  to  the  penalties,  under  the  8  &  9  Viet  c.  87,  s.  46,  as  a  person 
'^  concerned  *'  in  the  iUegal  unshipping  of  the  goods.  The  Attorney-General  v.  .Aobaon, 
iv.  405. 

7.  Management  of  ship — Equity  jurisdiction.  No  question  arises  as  to  tbe  jnriscGo- 
tion  of  the  court  of  chancery  in  enforcing  the  rights  of  some  agunst  the  other  parti> 
owners  of  a  ship,  with  regard  to  the  management  of  the  ship  and  the  possession  of  tbe 
certificate  of  registry,  where  those  rights  are  regulated  by  an  agreement  entered  into 
between  all  the  owners  of  tbe  ship.    Darby  v.  BaineSf  xii.  238. 

8.  Ship*s  husbands,  being  part-oumersj  contract  by — Notice  of  dismissal — Praetiee— 
Jurisdiction.  The  husbands  of  a  ship,  who  were  partowners,  having  made  au  unde^ 
hand  bargain  for  their  private  benefit,  which  was  not  known  to  exist  by  the  capCain 
and  the  other  part-owners  till  several  months  after  a  charter-party  had  been  obtainedt 
received  a  notice  of  dismissal  which  they  contested,  and  they  took  possession  of 
of  tbe  machinery.  The  other  part-owners  filed  a  bill  to  obtain  possessioD  thereof 
to  have  a  receiver  appcnnted.  Held,  that  the  application  was  not  too  late,  ayd,  under 
the  circumstances,  that  the  court  of  chancery  had  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  receiver 
for  the  machinery.    Brenan  v.  Preston,  xxi.  604. 

9.  Payment  by  broker  binding  on  co-owners.  A  broker  who  bad  received  money  on 
account  of  the  owners  of  the  ship,  offered  to  pay  it  to  the  ci^tain,  who  was  also 
managing  owner,  by  a  check.  This  the  captain  declined,  preferring  that  the  broker 
should  open  a  credit  for  him  at  a  bank  in  favor  of  H.,  which  the  broker  £d«  The 
bank  accordingly  paid  H.,  for  which  H.  gave  a  bill  upon  the  broker,  who  paid  it  when 
due.  The  broker  baring  sued  the  co-owners  for  the  balance  of  his  aeeount,  it 
held,  that  this  was  a  good  payment  of  2502.  by  the  broker,  and  binding  on  tbe 
Anderson  v.  IlUlies,  x.  495. 

10.  Registered  owner — Agency,  Defendant  being  the  registered  owner  of  a 
agreed  to  sell  it  to  6.,  contracting  to  repair  it  The  agreement  was  void  for  not 
reciting  the  register.  G.,  with  pririty  of  defendant,  appointed  T.  master,  who  ww 
registered  accordingly ;  and  went  on  board  and  acted  as  master,  defendant  baring  ship* 
keepers  and  an  agent  on  board,  who  superintended  the  repairs  and  paid  dock-dnea. 
Defendant  ordered  and  paid  for  certain  repairs,  but  refused  to  supply  new  running 
rigging.  This  was  furnished  by  plaintiff,  upon  T.'s  order,  and  plaintiff  demanded 
payment  of  defendant  as  owner,  baring  no  knowledge  of  G.  or  defendant,  but  bavij^ 
inspected  tbe  register,  whether  before  or  after  supplying  the  rope  did  not  appear. 
Hot  receiving  the  price  of  tbe  ship,  defendant  took  her  and  sent  her  off*  under  a  new 
master,  wifh  tbe  rope  on  board.  He  had  never  seen  T.  or  given  him  autbority  to 
purchase.  Held,  that  upon  this  evidence  it  was  properiy  left  to  the  jury  io  say 
whether,  as  between  the  plaintiff  and  himself,  the  defendant  bad  given  authority  to 
T.  to  order  tbe  rope  to  be  supi^ed  for  the  use  of  the  &ip.  Erie,  J.,  dissent,  jRrvaf 
V.  Oliver,  XX.  114.  ^ 

11.  Seaworthiness  of  vessel.    A  vessel  lying  in  dock  starts  a  plank  in  a  gale  of  wuut. 
The  plank  was  a  sound  one.    Held,  that  the  vessel  must  be  presumed  nnseawoKtby^ 
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tf  she  oaglit  to  be  equal  to  a  strain  snch  as  all  ships  are  liable  ta  CkrisiU  ▼.  TraU, 
xzY.  262. 

12.  In  an  action  by  a  shipper  against  a  shipowner,  upon  a  breach  of  contract  that 
the  ship  should  be  seaworthy  at  the  commencement  of  the  voyage,  defendant  pleaded 
that  before  loss  to  the  plaintiff,  the  ship  was  made  seaworthy.  Held,  no  plea.  Dm^ 
bar  ▼.  SmeethicaSlg,  xzix.  189. 

la.  Where  goods,  forming  part  of  the  fVeight  of  a  ship,  have  been  sold  at  an  inter* 
mediate  port  to  defray  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  repairing  the  vessel,  the 
merchant  is  not  entitled  to  claim  from  the  shipowner  the  price  which  they  might  have 
realized  at  the  port  of  delivery  unless  the  ship  arrives.  AUtvuon  v.  Stephens^  xiv. 
407. 

n.  Powers^  DtUieSf  and  LiMlitiet  of  Master. 


1.  SttU  far  wages.  A  shipmaster  has  a  right  to  sue  for  his  wages  under  the  7  &  8 
Vict  c  112,  s.  16,  even  though  he  has  settled  with  the  owner  of  the  ship,  taking  a  bill 
of  exchange  for  balance  of  accounti,  which  balance  indnded  his  wages  as  master.  The 
Simiak,  V.  958. 

2.  Remedy  against  ship.  SemUe,  that  the  master  has  his  remedy  agiunst  the  ship 
where  the  owner  of  a  majority  of  interests  is  bankmpt,  or  insolvent    lb. 

8.  Implied  authority  of  master.  Where  seamen  are  injured  by  an  accident,  and  put  on 
shore  while  the  ship  proceeds  on  the  voyage,  the  captain  of  the  ship  has  no  implied 
authority  to  make  the  shipowner  liable  for  expenses  ineuired  for  their  maintenance 
and  care.     Organ  v.  Brodie^  xxviii.  680. 

4.  Agreement  to  pay  seamen  higher  wages*  An  agreement  by  a  master  of  a  vessel, 
made  at  a  foreign  port  where  there  was  great  danger  of  the  crew  deserting,  to  pay  a 
higher  rate  of  wages  for  the  home  voyage  than  was  fixed  by  the  articles  for  the  voyage 
out  and  home,  is  not  binding  on  the  owners.    Harris  v.  Carter,  xxy:  220. 

5.  DiMribrntion  by  master  of  deserters^  wages.  The  roaster  of  a  sUp,  being  deserted 
by  some  of  his  crew,  distributed  the  amount  of  the  wages  foiileited  by  the  deserters 
amongst  those  who  would  navig^ite  the  ship  home.  The  owners  claimed  a  deduction  of 
the  money  so  paid  by  the  master.  Heldy  that  the  payment  having  been  made  illegally, 
the  ownen  were  entitled  to  deduct  the  amount  from  the  wages  due.  The  Araminta^ 
xnx.  582. 

6.  Master  has  no  authority  to  sign  bill  of  lading  of  goods  not  on  board.  The  master 
of  a  ship  has  no  general  authority,  as  such,  to  sign  a  bill  of  lading  for  goods  which  are 
not  put  on  board  the  vessel ;  and  consequently  the  owners  of  the  ship  are  not  respon* 
sible  to  parties  taking  a  bill  of  lading  which  has  been  signed  by  the  master  without 
veeeiviBg  the  goods  on  board.     Orani  v.  Norway,  ii.  887. 

7.  Master  signing  bill  of  lading  of  goods  not  on  board.  Where  a  captain  has  signed 
n  bin  of  lading  for  a  caigo  that  is  actually  on  board  his  vessel,  his  power  is  exhausted ; 
and  he  has  no  power,  by  signing  other  bills  of  lading  for  goods  that  are  not  on  board, 
to  charge  his  owner.    Hubbersty  v.  Ward,  xviii.  551. 

8.  Authority  of  master  to  pledge  credU  of  owner.  The  autiiority  of  the  master  of  a 
eUp  to  pledge  the  credit  of  his  owner  is  incident  to  his  being  employed  to  bring  the 
ship  to  the  end  of  its  voyage,  and  to  obtain  things  necessary  for  that  purpose  he  may, 
in  the  absence  of  the  owner,  or  any  easy  means  of  communicating  with  him,  pledge 
his  credit,  or  even  borrow  mcmey  in  his  name,  where  immediate  payment  for  such 
necessary  things  is  required ;  but  he  has  no  authority  to  borrow  money  to  pay  for  work 
previouriy  done.    Bddon  v.  QsmpML,  vL  478. 

8.  Borrowing  money.  In  an  action  for  money  lent,  it  appeared  that  the  defendant, 
resding  at  Exeter,  was  owner  of  a  ship,  and  that  P.,  ihe  master,  being  wind-bound  in 
a  river,  at  the  distance  of  one  day's  post  from  Exeter,  borrowed  5^  of  the  plaintiff,  to 
buy  provisions.  The  master  was  called  as  a  witness,  but  was  not  asked  whether  he 
toidd  bnve  got  the  goods  on  the  ownex^s  credit    Held^  that  Uie  jury  were  justified  in 
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iB&rring  that  there  wm  meh  neceMity  for  borrowiBg  the  5Ly  as  to  make  tbe  defendant 
liable.    Edward$  y.  HaaeUl  zziy.  303. 

10.  Hjjfpathecaiion  by  ma»Ur.  The  master  of  a  ship  has  no  anthoritj  to  hypotheeale 
the  ship  for  money  advanced  for  repairs,  unless  the  payment  of  the  money  borrowed 
is  made  to  depend  upon  the  arriral  of  the  ship;  nor  can  he  pledge  the  shqp  itself  and 
the  personal  credit  of  the  owners.    Stainbank  t.  Fenmng^  tL  41S.  ^ 

11.  The  mastef  of  a  ship  obliged  to  borrow  money  in  a  foreign  port  for  rqpdrs  of 
the  vessel,  has  no  authority  to  mortgage  the  vessel  so  as  to  transfer  the  property  in  it 
to  the  lender ;  but  he  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  hypothecate  it,  so  as  to  give  the  lender 
a  right  to  proceed  against  the  vessel  by  admiralty  process,  provided  the  lender  iaeun 
the  sea-risk,  and  the  hypothecation  is  only  to  take  effect  in  case  of  the  safe  arrival  of 
the  vessel.  The  master  has  no  authority  to  hypothecate  the  ship,  and  also  to  pledge 
the  owner's  personal  credit,  however  low  may  be  the  amount  of  interest  required  by 
the  lender.    Erie,  J.,  dubkanie.    Stainbank  v.  Skepard^  zx.  647. 

12.  Passenger  ship — Duty  of  maater  to  forward  pasmngers.  If  any  passengers  of 
a  passenger  ship  shall,  without  any  neglect  of  their  own,  (as  by  reason  of  the  ^p 
being  lost,)  find  themselves  within  any  colonial  or  foreign  port,  the  maater  of  die  ship 
is  bound  under  "  The  Passengers  Act,"  to  forward  them  to  their  original  destination ; 
and  the  amount  expended  by  him  in  forwarding  them  may  be  reeovered  from  the 
underwriters  of  a  policy  of  assurance  on  the  passage-money  against  all  costs,  chaigest 
and  liabilities  to  which  the  owner  may  be  subjected  under  sects.  46  to  61,  of  the  act 
in  question.     Gibson  v.  Bradford ^  xxx.  194.

h  Admiralty  regulatums — OUigation  to  keep  a  loot-opU.  The  admiralty  regulations 
issued  under  the  14  &  15  Yict  c.  79,  and  which  direct  all  sailing  vessels  to  cany  a 
light,  are  applicable  to  sailing  vessels  within  the  port  of  London,  although  the  corpo- 
ration of  London,  as  conservators  of  the  naviga^on  of  the  Thames,  have  made  in  that 
port  a  by-law,  which  directs  lights  to  be  carried  by  steamers,  but  does  not  provide  for 
the  case  of  sailing  vessels.  Vessels  are  as  much  bound  to  keep  a  look-out  as  they 
were  before  the  statute.  The  fact  that  a  vessel  was  without  a  light  when  injured  does 
not  of  itself  relieve  the  vessel  running  her  down  from  liability.  Morrison  v.  The 
General  Steam  Navigation  Co.  xx.  455. 

2.  Duty  of  vessels  approaching  each  other.  Where  two  vessels  are  approaching 
each  other  in  such  a  manner  that  there  is  danger  of  a  collision,  each  vessel  must  port 
her  helm.     The  Panther^  xxiv.  585. 

8.  Neglect  of  regulations  respecting  lights.  The  neglect  of  a  vessel  to  observe  some 
of  the  admiralty  regulations  in  regard  to  carrying  lights,  will  not  prevent  a  recoveiy 
of  damages  for  a  collision,  if  such  neglect  did  not  contribute  to  the  injury.    Jb, 

4.  Lien  on  Mp  causing.  Damage  caused  by  collision  creates  a  lien  on  the  ship  in 
fault    Ilarmer  v.  Belly  xxiL  62. 

5.  Change  of  ownership  as  affecting  liability.    In  a  ease  of  collision,  a  subsequent 
change  of  ownership  does  not  affect  the  liability  of  the  ship.    The  Bold  BuccUtigh^ 
ii.  536. 

6.  Rule  of  navigation — Vessels  close  hauled.  The  general  rule  of  navigation,  where 
two  vessels  are  close  hauled  and  nearing  one  another  is,  that  the  one  on  the  port  tack 
should  give  way,  and  the  one  on  the  starboard  tack  keep  her  luff;  but  this  rule  will 
not  excuse  the  vessel  on  the  starboard  tack  not  taking  other  measures  to  prevent  a 
collision  if  necessary.     The  Lady  Anne,  i.  670. 

7.  Pleading.  The  pleadings  should  state  the  cause  of  the  collision  as  accurately 
and  distinctly  as  possible,  leaving  nothing  to  inference.    lb. 

8.  JRapid  scaling — Loobout.  There  is  no  fixed  rule  as  to  the  rate  of  suling,  which 
depends  upon  the  locality  and  other  ciroumstances ;  but  where  a  ship  is  sailing  at  a 
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mfid  rate,  her' master  and  crew  are  bound  to  exerdie  greater  cantfon.  Held,  that 
where  a  steamship  was  gmng  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  a  half  knots  an  hour,  in  a 
denae  log,  and  seveif  hundred  miles  from  land,  and  the  evidence  showed  that  she  had 
only  the  ordinary  look-out,  and  only  one  man  at  the  wheel ;  that  proper  arrangements 
were  not  made  as  to  the  engines,  or  for  reporting  orders  to  the  engineers ;  and  that 
an  erroneou^rder  was  given  to  the  man  at  the  wheel ;  her  owners  could  not  avail 
themeelves  ^Phe  plea  of  inevitable  accident  in  a  cause  of  damage.  The  Eurapa, 
n.  557. 

9.  "  At  the  tnastheady"  meaninff  of,  An  admiralty  regulation  says :  <*  All  sailing 
vessels  at  anchor,  at  roadsteads  or  fairways,  shall  exhibit  between  sunset  and  sunrise 
a  constant  bright  light  at  the  masthead ; "  and  the  act  says,  in  case  of  collision  from 
neglect  of  these  regulations,  the  party  in  fault  shall  not  recover  damages.  A  sidling 
vessel  was  lying,  after  sunset,  with  a  light  in  the  larboard  mizzen  rigging,  but  none  at 
the  masthead.  A  steamer  came  into  collision  with  her.  In  a  cause  of  damage,  the 
Trinity  Masters,  under  a  direction  of  die  judge,  were  of  opinion  that  the  light  hoisted 
where  it  was,  would  be  more  visible  to  the  steamer  than  if  at  the  masdiead ;  and  the  judge 
gave  decree  against  her.  Heldf  reversing  the  decree  of  Ae  court  of  admiralty,  that 
"at  the  masthead "  meant  "at  the  very  top"  of  whichever  was  the  standing  mast; 
that  the  statute  was  imperative ;  that  the  regulation  must  be  literally  complied  ipnth  at 
ibe  peril  of  the  party ;  and,  as  it  appeared  that  the  collision  arose  out  of  the  non- 
observance  of  such  regulation,  the  sailing  vessel  could  not  recover.  VaUniine  v. 
CUvgh^  zxix.  49. 

10.  Piloi — Interference  of  master  and  crew.  A  ship  under  sail,  and  in  charge  of  a 
licensed  pilot,  in  running  through  the  Downs  on  a  daric  night,  came  into  collision  with 
a  ship  at  anchor.  Held,  first,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  pilot  and  not  that  of  the  master,  to 
determine  where,  and  whether  or  not,  the  ship  shall  be  brought  up.  Secondly,  inter- 
ference, as  distinguished  from  suggestion,  is  the  doing  that  which  the  pilot  alone  ought 
to  have  done.  Thirdly,  a  hail  from  anf  of  the  crew  on  the  look-out  to  alter  the  helm, 
if  such  advice  be  adopted  by  the  pilot  as  a  proper  measure,  will  exonerate  the  owners ; 
otherwise  if  the  advice  be  adopted  by  the  pilot  unthinkingly.     The  Lochlibo,  i.  651. 

11.  Both  vessels  in  fault — Pilot — Costs,  In  a  collision,  where  the  court,  assisted  by 
Trinity  Masters,  decided  that  both  vessels  were  to  blame,  but  that  with  respect  to  one 
of  them  the  blame  was  to  be  attributed  to  the  pilot,  who  had  been  taken  on  board 
under  a  local  (Liverpool)  Pilot  Act  Held,  that  such  vessel  was  not  to  contribute  to 
the  loss ;  and  with  respect  to  costs,  that  each  party  must  pay  his  own  costs.  The 
Montreal,  xxiv.  580. 

12.  Lights  exhibited  hy  neither  vessel.  In  a  cause  of  collision,  the  fact  that  neither 
vessel  exhibited  a  light  was  unnoticed  in  the  pleadings  and  the  argument ;  but  it  was 
held,  that  as  lights  ought  to  have  been  exhibited,  neither  vessel  could  recover.  The 
Aliwal,  XXV.  602. 

is.  Violation  of  statute  regulations.  A  steamer  in  coming  down  the  River  Mersey, 
kept  too  near  the  larboard  shore,  instead  of  keeping  towards  the  starboard  shore, 
contrary  to  the  stat  9  &  10  Vict  c.  100,  s.  9,  and  14  &  15  Vict  c.  79,  s.  27.  Held^ 
that,  under  the  facts  of  the  case,  damage  should  be  pronounced  for.     The  Nimrod,  ix. 

560. 

14.  Admiralty  regulations— Lights^  Question  for  jury.  The  admiralty  regulations 
require  vessels  to  exhibit  certain  lights  at  night,  and  prescribe  rules  for  two  vessels 
meeting  where  there  is  risk  of  a  colliaon.  In  an  action  for  damages  by  collision, 
wherp  tiie  plaintiff*s  vessel  is  proved  to  have  shown  the  proper  lights,  the  master  of  the 
other  vessel  is  not  to  judge  whether  or  not  there  was  risk  of  a  collision,  but  it  is  for 
the  jury  to  decide  whether  there  was  such  a  probability,  and  whether  the  other  vessel 
followed  the  prescribed  rules.     The  General  Steam  Navigation  Co.  v.  Mann,  xxvL 

839. 

15.  Liability  offreighifor  damagesP  The  whole  freight  due,  or  to  grow  due,  during 
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the  Yoyage  wMch  may  be  in  profecution  or  contracted  for  at  tbe  happening  of  Iqm  lif 
collision,  is  liable  to  answer  for  such  lo«.     Tke  BenareM,  L  637. 

16.  Second  action  for  wme  cause.  An  American  ship  was  arrested,  and  baSed  ia 
a  cause  of  collision  prompted  by  the  owners  of  the  ship  and  cargo  damaged,  and  the 
damage  pronounced  for.  Subsequently,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  dama^  to  tha 
cargo  was  to  a  greater  e^i^tent,  and  they  arrested  the  ship  in  a  fresh  ^^on.  HM^ 
that  the  action  could  not  be  maintained,  the  parties  and  cause  of  Jfl^n  b^ng  lihe 
same.     The  Kalamazoo^  ix.  557. 


TV.  Charter-part^f  BiU  of  Ladxngy  Freight^  Demurrage. 

1.  Construction  of  charter-party — Accident  to  colUery.  By  a  charter-par^  the 
master  of  a  Tcssel  agreed  to  proceed  to  a  certain  colliery,  and  load  a  cargow  Both 
parties  knew  that  an  accident  had  happened  preventing  the  colliery  being  wocked; 
but  the  agents  told  both  parties  they  should  resume  work  in  a  few  days.  The  ab^ 
was  loaded  in  her  turn,  but  not  till  several  days  later  than  was  expected.  Held^  that 
if  the  colliery  got  to  work  in  a  reasonable  time,  and  the  ship  was  loaded  in  a  reason- 
able time  after,  the  freighters  were  not  liable  to  compensate  the  master  far  the  delay. 
Harris  v.  Dreesman^  xxv.  526. 

2.  Performance,  An  agreement  to  "sail  and  proceed  from  Amsterdam  with  aZl 
convenient  speed  to  L.,  to  leave  Amsterdam  not  later  than  all  March,"  is  fulfilled  bjr 
a  vessel  which  quits  the  docks  at  Amsterdam  on  the  30th  of  March,  partly  baUasted^ 
reaches  the  entrance  of  the  North  Holland  Canal  that  evening,  arrives  at  Alkmaar 
on  the  31st;  stays  there  on  the  1st  and  2d  April,  completing  her  ballast;  sails  on  the 
3d,  and  arrives  at  L.  on  the  1 7th.     Van  Baggen  v.  Bcdnes^  xxv.  530. 

3.  Stipulation  as  to  commission,  A  charter-party  stipulated  that  the  ship  was  to  be 
con^gned  to  £.  "  on  the  usual  terms,"  one  of  which  was,  that  £.*  might  procure  the 
homeward  freight,  at  a  commission  of  5/.  perg[;ent.  The  owners,  however,  made  an 
iVgreement  with  a  third  party  for  the  homeward  freight  The  charterers  who  had 
previously  agreed  witii  £.  for  a  share  in  the  commission,  thereupon  sued  the  ownera 
for  a  breach  of  their  agreement,  but  were  unable  to  prove  at  the  trial  in  what  pro- 
portion  the  commission  was  to  be  divided  between  themselves  and  £.  He2d,  that  the 
stipulation  as  to  commission  having  been  inserted  for  the  benefit  of  £.,  the  plaintifis» 
notwithstanding  their  inability  to  prove  their  interest  in  the  coounission,  were  entitled 
to  recover  as  trustees  of  £.    Robeiison  v.  Wait,  xx.  434. 

4.  A  charter-party  stipulated,  that  the  ship  should  sail  to  P.,  take  a  cargo  thexe^ 
proceed  therewith  to  V.,  thence  to  any  port  or  ports  between  V.  and  G.,  and  to  6., 
there  discharge  the  cargo  taken  at  P.  and  the  ports  between  Y.  and  G. ;  and  at  all  or 
any  of  the  above  ports  take  a  fuU  cai*go  and  return  to  London — freight  being  paid 
at  5/.  per  ton — ^*'  such  freight  being  in  full  for  the  voyage,  the  cai^  from  P.  being 
freight  free,  aa  well  as  goods  shipped  at  V.,  if  any,  for  the  port  at  which  she  should 
load  her  homeward  cargo."  She  carried  goods  from  V.  to  X.,  a  port  between  V.  and 
G.,  but  took  na  homeward  cargo  at  X  Seventy  running  days  were  aUowed  for 
**  loading,  discharging,  and  reloading."  Heldy  that  no  freight  could  be  recovered  firana 
V.  to  X.;  and  that  the  seventy  da^*^  were  exclusive  of  the  dischaxging  of  the  home- 
ward cargo  at  London.    Sweeting  v.  Darthezy  xxv.  326. 

5.  Meaning  of  ^^ final  saiiing"  By  a  charter-party,  the  freight  was  to  be  paid  "  on 
the  final  sailing  from  the  port  of  loading."  The  vessel  was  wrecked  after  she  had  hor 
clearances  on  board,  and  had  left  the  dock  gates,  and  reached  a  ship-canal  between 
high  and  low  water,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  port  Held,  not  to  be  a  final 
sailing,  within  the  charter-party.    Roelandts  v.  Harrison,  xxv.  470. 

6.  Principal  and  agent — Fraud — Title  'to  goods.  A  chartered  a  ship  in  lus  own 
name,  and  consigned  it  to  B  in  Cuba,  under  an  agreement  that  B  should  ship  goods 
and  consign  them  to  A,  and  that  A  should  acc%t  B*s  bills  for  their  value.    After  A 
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liad  accepted  billB  on  tbe  fiuth  of  the  agreement,  B  sold  the  cargo  to  C,  wbo  had 
notice  of  the  terms  of  the  charter-party,  and  it  was  consigned  to  another  person. 
Seldj  assuming  that  the  fact  of  A's  appearing  principal  on  the  charter-party  made  it 
incumbent  on  0  to  ascertain  the  relations  between  A  itnd  B,  yet  that,  ia  B  was  acta- 
aily  the  principal,  and  not  the  agent  of  A,  C  could  safely  deal  with  him  for  the  cargo, 
and  ^at  the  circumstance  that  B  had  comniitted  a  fraud  on  A  did  not  p^vent  C  from 
obtaining  a  good  title  to  the  goods.    Zulueta  v.  Tyrie^  xxi.  582. 

7.  Breach,  what  »»  The  defendants  agreed  by  a  charter-party  that  the  ship  should 
proceed  to  G.,  or  as  near  thereto  as  she  could  safely  get,  and  there  load  a  cargo,  the 
act  of  God,  &&,  and  erery  other  dangers  and  accidents  of  the  seas,  rivers,  and  navi- 
gation during  the  voyage  excepted.  The  ship  arrived  on  the  5th  of  November  off  the 
mouth  of  the  Danube,  and  waited  there  a  month,  during  which  there  was  not  enough 
water  for  her  to  pass  the  bar.  She  was  then  driven  by  stress  of  weather  to  the 
nearest  safe  port,  where  she  afterwards  took  in  a  cai^  and  sailed  for  England.  On 
and  afler  the  7th  of  January  there  was  sufficient  water  in  the  port  for  the  ship  to 
have  crossed  and  to  have  gone  up  to  G.,  and  there  shipped  a  cargo.  Held,  that,  under 
these  circumstances^ there  was  a  breach  of  the  charter-party,  and  that  the  defendants 
were  not  justified  in  putting  an  end  to  the  contract  by  any  of  the  excepted  causes. 
Sckilizzi  V.  Derry,  xxx.  312. 

8.  Inabiltfy  to  perform  voyage.  The  owner  of  a  vessel  covenanted,  by  charter-party, 
that  she  should  carry  six  successive  freights  of  coal ;  the  last  voyage  should  be  made 
not  later  than  the  last  day  of  February,  1853,  <Hhe  act  of  God,  the  queen's  enemies, 
and  all  and  every  other  dangers  and  accidents  of  the  seas,  rivers,  and  navigation  of 
whatever  nature  or  kind  during  the  said  voyage  always  excepted."  Three  voyages 
were  duly  performed,  and  to  an  action  brought  for  the  non-performance  of  the  other 
three,  the  defendant  averred  damages  received  from  dangers  of  the  seas  unfitting  the 
vessel  for  the  fourth  voyage,  that  repairs  were  made  as  soon  as  practicable,  but  that 
die  vessel  could  not  be  got  in  readiness  for  sea  by  the  day  aforesaid.  Held^  to  be  no 
defence,  inasmuch  as  the  inability  to  perform  the  voyages  within  the  time  specified 
£d  not  dischai^  the  contract,  or  afford  any  excuse  for  not  commencing  the  fourth 
voyage.     Pope  v.  Bavidge,  xxviii.  569. 

9.  Custom — Evidence,  Under  a  charter-party  to  load  "  a  full  and  complete  cargo  of 
sugar,  molasses,  -^  other  produce,"  the  vessel  took  as  much  sugar  and  molasses  packed 
in  hogsheads  and  puncheons  as  could  be  so  carried,  leaving  spaces  which  would  have 
contained  small  packages.  In  an  action  for  not  loading  the  agreed  cargo,  it  appeared 
that,  by  the  custom  of  the  port  of  lading,  such  a  cargo  was  a  fuU  and  complete  cargo 
of  sugar  and  molasses.  Held,  on  appeal,  that  the  custom  applied  was  a  reasonable 
one,  not  inconsistent  with,  but  only  explanatory  of,  the  contract ;  and  was  therefore 
admisnble  to  prove  compliance  with  the  charter-party.  Cuthheri  v.  Gumming,  xxx. 
604. 

10.  Dissolution  of  charter-party  hy  tear.  To  a  declaration  for  not  taking  a  cargo  on 
board  the  plaintifiT's  ship  at  a  Russian  port,  according  to  charter-party,  it  is  a  good 
plea  to  aver  that  plaintiff  and  defendant,  both  British  subjects,  had  notice  of  war 
between  England  and  Russia  before  the  breach  of  the  charter-party ;  that  the  ship 
was  a  British  registered  ship ;  that  no  license  from  the  queen  could  be  obtained  for 
loading  any  cargo  there ;  that  defendant  could  not,  without  trading  with  the  enemy, 
have  loaded  the  said  ship  as  agreed ;  nor  could  the  plaintiff*,  without  trading  with  the 
enemy,  have  received  such  cargo  on  board.    Reid  v.  Hoskins,  xxx.  406. 

11.  Declaration  on  a  charter-party  to  Odessa,  there  to  load  from  defendant's  factor, 
and  return  to  England.  Breach,  defendant's  default  in  loading,  and  his  detaining 
the  ship  iDQ  demurrage  at  O.,  and  not  pa3ring  for  it  Pleas,  first,  that  before  defend- 
ant., a  British  subject,  had  procured  any  cargo,  and  before  ship  arrived  at  O.,  this 
became  a  hostile  port  by  declaration  of  war  with  Russia ;  so  defendant  could  not  fulfil 
his  agreement  without  trading  with  the  enemy ;  of  which  plaintiff*  had  notice  before 
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the  lay-days  expired,  whereby  the  charter-party  was  rescinded.  Second,  denying  iSm 
detention.  Replication ;  two  orders  of  council,  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  tliaA 
enemies*  property,  not  contraband  of  war,  in  neutral  vessels,  should  be  free  £raai 
seizure ;  and  allowing  Russian  merchantmen  time  to  load  within  this  kingdom  and 
sail  on  their  voyages ;  further,  another  order,  later,  but  while  time  stil^  remained  to 
load  in  the  lay-days,  that  neutral  vessels  might  import  or  export  goods  not  contraband, 
to  whomever  belonging;  and  that  subjects  and  neutrals  might  trade  with  all  places 
not  blockaded,  except  that  no  British  vessel  should  enter  an  enemy's  port.  Aveiment 
of  neutrality  of  vessel  and  plaintiff*;  that  O.  was  not  blockaded  nor  the  cargo  contra- 
band, so  that  it  might  and  ought  to  have  been  loaded.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  die 
replication  was  no  answer  to  the  first  plea,  the  first  two  orders  being  inaj^KcaUe,  and 
the  third  too  late  to  prevent  the  dissolution  of  the  contract,  or  revive  it.  But,  Mtf, 
that  the  plea  was  no  answer  to  the  action,  for  the  cargo  might  perhaps  have  been 
loaded  legally;  or  if  not,  it  was  because  defendant's  agent  chose  not  to  porcliaBe 
until  the  ship  arrived,  and  could  not  set  up  this  omission  as  an  excuse.  EsposHo  ▼. 
Botodeuy  XXX.  836. 

12.  Captain  to  sign  hills  of  lading,  G.  and  the  plaintiff*,  the'  master  of  a  reae^ 
agreed  by  charter-party  that  the  vessel  should  load  ffour,  the  **  capt^n  to  sign  bilb  of 
lading  at  more  or  less  freight  without  prejudice  to  this  agreement,"  and,  being  loaded, 
proceed  to  L.,  the  freight  to  be  "  a  lump  sum  of  lOO/.**  G.  put  some  ffoar  on  bond, 
and  P.,  for  himself  and  the  defendant,  500  bags  more.  For  the  latter,  the  plMntiff 
signed  a  bill  of  lading,  running  "  which  I  shall  deliver  in  your  name  to  Z.  (defendant) 
paying  me  freight  according  to  contract  'mth  G."  P.  inclosed  this  bill  of  lading  to  tiie 
defendant  in  a  letter,  saying  ^  I  have  given  an  order  in  favor  of  G.,  that  on  deliveiy 

you  will  pay  them  as  freight ,"  (naming  a  larger  sum  than  would  be  due  on  tlio 

500  bags  in  proportion  to  the  whole  cargb  at  100/.)  The  defendant  purchased  ^.*s 
interest,  and  received  the  500  bags  under  the  bill  of  lading.  G.  paid  the  plaintifi*  the 
100/.,  and  demanded  freight  for  the  500  bags  from  the  defendant,  who  did  not  pay  it. 
Held,  that  there  was  no  evidence  for  a  jury  of  any  contract  by  the  defendants  to  paj 
fi^ight  on  the  500  bags  to  the  plaindff.     ZtoUchenbart  v.  Henderson,  xxv.  560. 

13.  Goods  put  on  board  after  bill  of  lading  is  xigned.  K  a  b31  of  lading  ia  signed 
before  the  goods  are  shipped,  and  aflerwards,  before  the  vessel  sails  on  the  voyage, 
described  in  the  biU,  goods  are  put  on  board  as  and  for  the  goods  named  in  the  bffl  ct 
lading,  such  bill  will  operate  on  such  goods  by  way  of  estoppel,  as  agunst  the  shipper 
and  master.  And  where  the  master  of  a  vessel  upon  receiving  property  on  boftrd, 
signs  and  delivers  to  the  owner  a  regular  bill  of  lading,  he  cannot  afterwards  prejaifiee 
such  owner  by  executing  another  bill  of  lading,  acknowled^ng  the  property  to  have 
been  shipped  by  another  party.    Hulibersty  v.  Ward,  xviii.  551. 

14.  Right  to  freight  in  respect  of  deck — Charter-party,  By  a  charter-party,  it  wis 
agreed  that  (the  cabin  and  state-rooms  and  sufficient  room  for  cables,  ship's  stores,  Adc, 
throughout  the  charter-party  being  excepted)  the  vessd  should  take  on  board  froai 
the  charterers  (who  were  to  have  the  full  reach  of  the  vessel's  hold,  from  bulkhead  to 
bulkhead,  including  the  half  deck,)  a  fuU  and  complete  cax^  and  should  proceed  to 
Halifax,  and  there  deliver  the  said  cargo.  In  consideration  whereof,  the  cbarlereTS 
should  pay  for  the  use  and  hire  of  the  said  vessel,  420/.  That  such  goods  only  as  tbe 
charterers  might  direct  should  be  received  on  board  the  said  vessel ;  and  that  no  goods 
were  to  be  received  in  the  cabin,  or  any  part  of  the  vessel,  witbont  the  consent  of  tiie 
charterers.  Held,  that  the  deck  was  excluded  from  being  let  to  the  charteren,  and 
therefore  the  freight  in  respect  of  the  deck  was  due  to  the  owners.  NeUl  v.  JSidZty, 
xxviii.  486. 

15.  ^* Highest  freight."  The  plaintiff*  declared,  that  by  a  charter-par^  he  was  to  sa3 
from  S.  to  Southampton,  and  that  the  defendant  thereby  engaged  to  pay  **  tiiat  hm^b^ 
which  the  captain  could  prove  to  have  been  the  highest  paid  on  the  same  passage  iHien 
the  ship  passed  Elsinore,  but  not  bdow  90s.  per,"  &c.    Sdd,  that  this  did  not  extend 
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to  frcightB  payable  on  a  panage  on  the  same  district  of  water,  which  might  include 
London  as  well  as  Southampton  t  and  that  therefore  proof  by  the  captain  that  higher 
freights  than  90i9.  had  been  then  earned  by  vessels  from  S..to  London,  and  that  the 
freights  to  Southampton  were  at  that  time  higher  than  the  London  freights,  did  not 
prove  that  a  higher  rate  than  90$.  had  been  earned  on  the  same  passage  by  water,  as 
contemplated  in  the  charter-party.  Jervis,  C.  J.,  dubitante.  Held,  also,  that  the 
expression  **  highest  paid,"  meant  ^^  highest  payable,"  or  ^^  contracted  to  be  paid.** 
The  words  in  the  charter-party  were,  **  freight  which  the  captain  could  prove  by  evi- 
dence." SembUy  that  there  was  no  variance  between  this  and  the  allegation  in  the 
declaration,  '^freight  which  the  captain  could  prove."     Gether  v.  Capper ^  xxix.  242. 

16.  Demand  /or  redelivery  of  goods  already  shipped.  After  goods  have  been  taken 
on  board  a  general  ship  to  be  conveyed  on  freight,  and  bills  of  lading  signed  by  the 
captain,  the  owner  of  the  goods  cannot,  before  the  sailing  of  the  ship,  insist  upon  the 
goods  being  redelivered  to  him  without  paying  the  freight  that  might  be  earned,  and 
indemnifying  the  master  against  the  consequences  of  the  bills  of  lading  signed  by  him. 
And  if  he  do  so,  and  the  master  refuses  to  deliver  them  up,  and  carries  them  to  the 
port  of  destination,  an  action  for  the  freight  money  ean  be  mainttuned.  JHndall  ▼• 
Taylor,  xxviii.  210. 

n.  Primage — Pleading.^  Declaration  that  certain  goods  had  been  received  on 
board  a  vessel  of  the  plaintiffs  for  conveyance  from  London  to  Fort  Phillip,  upon  the 
terms  that,  two  months  after  the  sailing  of  the  vessel,  freight  and  primage  should  bo 
paid  in  advance.  Averment  that  two  months  had  elapsed  since  the  sailing  of  the 
vessel  and  demand  of  the  freight  and  primage,  and  that  the  defendant  had  not  paid 
the  amount  Plea,  that  after  the  receipt  on  board  of  the  said  goods,  and  after  a 
reasonable  time  for  the  vessel  to  have  sailed,  and  a  reasonable  time  before  she  sailed, 
the  defendant  demanded  a  return  of  the  goods,  and  gave  the  plaintiffs  notice  that  ho 
did  not  wish  the  same  to  be  carried,  and  required  a  redelivery  and  return  to  him,  but 
the  plaintiffs  wholly  omitted  so  to  do,  and  afterwards  sailed  with  the  said  goods  against 
the  will  of  the  defendant.  Beplication,  that  before  the  defendant's  demand  and  the 
sailing,  the  captain,  at  the  defendant's  request,  signed  five  parts  of  the  bill  of  lading 
for  delivery  of  the  said  goods  to  D.  and  Ca,  at  Port  Phillip,  or  their  assigns,  one  of 
which  parts  was  transmitted  to  the  said  D.  and  Ca  by  tlie  defendant ;  that  the  defend- 
ant had  not  at  any  time  paid  or  offered  to  pay  the  freight  in  the  declaration  mentioned, 
nor  returned  or  offered  to  return  the  said  part  of  the  bill  of  lading,  nor  offered  to 
indemnify  the  plaintiffs  against  any  claim  or  right  which  D,  and  Co.,  or  an  assignee 
of  the  bill  of  lading,  might  have.  Rejoinder,  that  D.  and  Co.  were  the  agents  of  the 
-  defendant,  and  the  said  bill  of  lading  was  sent  to  them  by  the  defendant  to  be  held, 
and  was  held,  by  them  as  such  agents  of  the  defendant,  and  not  otherwise,  and  that 
the  defendant  had  always  been  and  continued  the  legal  owner  of  the  goods,  and  that 
of  this,  plaintiffs  had  notice.  Held,  imon  demurrer,  that  the  plea  was  no  answer  to 
the  action ;  that,  consutently  with  the  allegation  in  the  plea,  a  reasonable  time  for  the 
vessel  to  have  sailed  might  have  elapsed  before  the  demand  for  a  redelivery  was  made, 
as  allied,  without  any  wilful  or  unjustifiable  delay  on  ihp  part  of  the  master,  and 
therefore  that  the  plea  was  not  helped  by  that  allegation.  But,  secondly,  supposing 
any  doubt  to  have  existed  as  to  the  legal  effect  of  that  allegation,  it  was  removed  by 
the  replication,  iduch  showed  that  the  action  was  maintainable.  And  thirdly,  that 
the  rejoinder  was  no  answer  to  the  replication.    lb, 

IS.  Evidence-'Custom,  The  plaintiffs,  merchants  at  Smyrna,  chartered  a  vessel  to 
proceed  to  Salonica,  and  there  having  loaded  a  cai^  of  Indian  com  to  proceed  to  a 
safe  port  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  pbintiffs  accordingly  shipped  at  Salonica, 
1,180  qnarters  of  Indian  com ;  and  on  the  22d  of  February,  1848,  the  master  signed 
a  biU  of  lading,  making  the  com  deliverable  '*  to  order  of  the  phiintiff*s  or  to  their 
aangns,  he  or  ihey  paying  freight  as  per  charter-party."  The  plaintiffs  indorsed  the 
hoi  of  lading,  and  sent  it,  together  with  the  charter-party,  to  B,  their  London  agent. 
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with  orders  to  sell  the  cargo  on  their  account ;  and  they  also,  throngh  B,  insared  the 
cargo  ^  at  and  from  Salonica  to  the  port  of  dischar^  in  the  United  Kingdom,*'  &c^ 
"  com  warreuted  free  fh>m  average  unless  general,  or  the  ship  be  stranded."  On  the 
first  of  May,  1848,  B  employed  the  defendants,  corn-factors  in  London,  to  sell  the 
cargo,  and  sent  them  the  bill  of  lading  indorsed,  the  charter-party  and  policy  of 
insurance ;  and  they  advanced  6002.  on  the  cargo.  The  custom  of  com-lactors  is  to 
sell  under  a  d^l  credere  commission,  and  when  so  selling  not  to  mention  the  purchaser- 
On  the  16th  of  May,  1846,  the  defendants  sold  the  cargo  to  C  and  sent  him  a  bought 
note,  which  stated  that  he  had  bought  of  them  "1,180  quarters  of  Salonica  Indian 
com,  of  fair  average  quality  when  shipped,  at  27«.  per  quarter,  fi*ee  on  board,  and 
including  freight  and  insurance,  to  a  safe  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  pa>nment  at 
two  months  from  this  date,  upon  handing  over  shipping  documents."  On  the  same 
day  the  defendants  wrote  to  B,  advising  him  of  the  sale,  but  without  making  any 
mention  of  the  purchaser  or  of  commission.  The  vessel  sailed  from  Salonica  on  the 
2dd  of  February,  and  having  met  with  tempestuous  weather,  the  cargo  became  9 
heated  and  fermented  that  the  vessel  was  obliged  to  put  into  Tunis  Bay,  where  the 
cargo,  having  been  surveyed,  was  found  to  be  unfit  to  be  carried  further,  and  on  the 
24th  of  April  it  was  sold.  On  the  28d  of  May,  C  gave  the  defendants  notice  that  he 
repudiated  the  contract,  on  the  ground  that  the  cargo  did  not  exist  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  to  him.  In  March,  1849,  C  became  a  bankrupt  The  puuntiSs  brought  the 
present  action  against  the  defendants  to  recover  the  price  of  the  cargo,  and  declared 
specially  on  a  del  credere  guaranty.  Heldy  first,  that  evidence  was  not  admissible  of 
usage  to  explain  the  meaning  of  the  contract  Secondly,  that  the  meaning  of  the 
contract  was,  that  the  purchaser  bought  the  cargo  if  it  existed  at  the  date  of  the 
contract ;  but  that  if  it  had  been  damaged  or  lost,  he  bought  the  benefit  of  the 
insurance;  and,  therefore,  he  was  bound  to  pay  the  stipulated  price  in  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  bill  of  lading  and  other  shipping  documents  were  handed  over  to  him. 
Pollock,  C.  B.,  dissentienU.     Conturier  v.  Hastie,  xiri.  562. 

19.  Action  by  shipattmer  against  indorsee  of  bill  of  lading — Custom,  In  an  action 
for  freight  by  a  shipowner  against  the  indorsee  of  the  bill  of  lading,  to  whom  goods 
had  been  delivered  at  Liverpool,  and  who  had  accepted  them,  the  bill  of  la(£ng  making 
them  deliverable,  *'  he  paying  freight  far  them  five  eighths  of  a  penny  sterling  per 
pound,  with  5/.  per  cent  and  average  accustomed,"  it  was  held^  that  evidence  was  ad* 
missible  that  by  the  custom  of  Liverpool  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  three 
months'  discount  from  the  freight ;  though  such  custom  applied  only  to  goods  coonng 
firom  certain  ports  in  the  southern  states  of  America.    Brown  ▼.  Byme^  xxvL  247. 

20.  Action  for  freight — Payment  in  admiralty  court — Pleading,  To  an  aetiaD 
for  freight,  it  is  a  good  plea  to  the  further  maintenance  of  the  action,  that  before  the 
freight  was  earned,  the  master  of  the  ship  raised  money  for  the  use  of  the  ship  upon 
bottomry  bond,  pledging  the  ship  and  freight ;  and  that  upon  the  non-payment  of  the 
sum  borrowed,  and  after  the  commencement  of  the  action,  proceedings  were  taken  in 
the  admiralty  court ;  and  that  in  obedience  to  a  monition  from  that  court,  the  de- 
fendant paid  into  tiie  court  of  admiralty  the  amount  .of  the  freight,  although  the 
amount  secured  by  the  bottomry  bond  is  less  than  the  freight  The  declaratioii 
alleged  that  **  the  defendants  were  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  for  freight,"  for  the  con- 
veyance of  goods,  &c.  Held^  bad  in  substance,  it  not  appearing  that  the  debt  was  a 
money  debt,  or  that  it  was  payable  before  the  commencement  of  the  action,  bat  an 
amendment  was  allowed.    Place  v.  Potts,  xx.  505. 

21.  Excess  of  atOhority  by  agent — Ratification  hy  prineipaL  The  defendant  char- 
tered a  ship  to  bring  from  Bombay,  at  8/.  5^.  per  ton,  a  cargo,  not  being  his  own,  but 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  profit  on  an  increased  rate  of  freight  The  defendantTs 
agents  filled  the  carrying  part  of  the  vessel  and  then  the  cabin  with  their  own  goodly 
which  were  consigned  to  the  defendant,  as  their  factor,  for  sale.  The  defendant  re- 
fused to  pay  the  plaintiff  more  than  82.  bs,  per  ton  for  the  freight  of  the  cabin  goodt, 
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bat  liad  charged  his  agents  with  the  payment  of  7L  per  ton,  and  had  allowed  them 
commission  at  that  rate.  The  goods  having  been  stopped  for  the  non-payment  of  a 
bill  of  exchange,  given  in  respect  of  them,  the  defenc^t,  after  the  commencement 
of  the  action,  the  bill  having  been  piud,  obtained  possession  of  the  goods.  Heldf  firsts 
that  although  the  defendant's  agents  at  Bombay  had  no  authority  to  put  the  goods 
into  the  cabin,  yet  if  they  did  so,  and  the  defendant  on  the  ship's  arrival  took  to  them 
and  received  the  freight,  he  was  bound  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  current  freight,  and 
was  not  confined  to  the  charter  freight  of  8/.  5s.  per  ton.  And,  secondly,  that  the 
action  was  not  brought  too  soon,  for  that  the  taking  to  the  cabin  cargo  for  the  pur* 
pose  of  obtaining  the  freight  rendered  the  defendant  liable  irrespectively  of  the  pea* 
session  obtained  afler  action  brought    Micheson  t.  Nicole  xiv.  898. 

22.  lAen  for  freight.  By  a  charter-party,  it  was  stipulated  that  the  ship  should 
proceed  to  London,  and  there  deliver  her  cargo  onxeing  paid  freight  a  lump  sum  of 
2fiOOU  in  full  of  all  charges.  At  the  end  of  the  charter-party  was  the  following 
clause  :  ^  The  captain  to  sign  bills  of  lading  at  any  rate  of  fres^t,  without  prejudice 
to  this  charter.  In  the  event  of  a  less  freight,  the  bills  of  lading  of  part  of  the  cargo 
to  be  filled  up  for  loss,  if  any."  Under  this  charter-party,  the  charterers  shipped 
goods  as  their  own,  for  which  the  captain  signed  lulls  of  lading  at  a  certain  specified 
rate  of  freight  The  goods  so  shipped  were  consigned  for  sale  to  the  plaintiffs,  the 
correspondents  of  the  charterers  in  London,  who  were  under  a  general  engagement 
to  honor  bills  drawn  upon  them  by  the  charterers,  upon  the  &ith  of  consignments  to 
be  made  to  meet  them,  and  who  were  largely  in  advance  at  the  time  of  the  shipment 
in  question.  UM^  that  the  owners  had  a  Cen  upon  the  goods  for  the  entire  lump 
freight     GUdstanes  v.  Alien,  zxii.  382. 

23.  Shipment  of  com — Increase  of  btdk  by  heat,  A  vessel  was  chartered  to  carry 
a  cargo  of  corn  for  freight  payable  at  a  certain  rate  per  quarter.  2664  quarteiis  were 
shipped,  and  the  master  signed  bills  of  lading  in  the  usual  form,  which  contained  a 
memorandum  *'  quantity  and  quality  unknown."  The  vessel  arrived  with  the  cargo, 
and  it  was  found  to  contain  2785}  quai;^rs.  In  the  voyage,  a  portion  of  the  com  had 
become  heated  and  damaged,  whereby  its  bulk  was  increased.  Held,  that  freight  was 
payable  on  the  quantity  of  com  shipped,  and  not  on  its  measurement  at  the  port  of 
dischai^e.  Per  Pollock,  C.  B.,  Aldenon,  B.,  and  Pktt,  B.  Martin,  B.,  dOsentiente. 
GibMon  V.  Sturge,  xxiz*  460. 

24.  Action  for  freight — Jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  admiralty.  To  an  action  for 
freight,  the  defendants  pleaded  in  bar  of  the  further  maintenance  of  the  action,  the 
hypothecation  of  the  shi(>  and  freight  by  the  master,  a  suit  in  the  admiralty  court  by 
the  obligee  of  the  bottomry  bond,  a  monition  commanding  them  to  bring  the  freight 
into  that  court,,  and  that  the  freight  had  been  paid  in  by  them  pursuant  to  the  moni- 
tion. Held,  that  the  plea  was  a  good  answer  to  the  action,  as  the  court  of  admiralty 
had  jurisdiction  to  decide  upon  all  claims  to  the  freight  so  paid  into  court,  made  by 
any  of  the  parties  to  the  suit  before  it    Place  v.  Potts,  xxvL  666. 

26.  Demurrage — Question  of  fact.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  for  the  jury,  whether  the 
indorsee  of  a  bill  of  lading  is  liable  Ibr  demurrage.     Wegener  v.  thnith,  xzviii.  866. 

26.  Where  a  charter-party  contained  a  provision  for  demurrage,  and  the  bill  of 
lading  stated  the  cai^  to  have  been  received  as  against  freight  and  **  other  conditions  " 
as  per  charter-party,  and  the  assignee  of  the  bill  of  lading  accepted  the  cargo  and  paid 
the  freight,  but  repudiated  his  liability  to  pay  for  demurrage,  it  vras  held,  in  an  action 
by  the  shipper  against  the  assignee,  for  the  demurrage,  that  the  judge  properly  left  it 
to  the  jury  to  say  whether  the  defendant  was  liable  for  the  demurrage.    lb, 

27.  LiabUilg  of  indorser  of  bill  of  lading  for  acceptance.  By  the  charter-party,  the 
master  was  to  ^*  deliver  his  cai^  against  payment  of  freight "  and  **  freight  to  be  paid 
on  delivery  of  carga"  The  bill  of  lading  made  cargo  deliverable  <*  on  paying  freight 
as  per  charter-party,"  and  was  indorsed  to  defendants ;  they  received  part  of  the 
cargo;  the  master  then  demanded  payment  of  freight  thereon;  defendants  refosedi 
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and  the  delivery  iras  stopped.  They  dieu  notified  him  Ihey  should  not  pay  for  de- 
murrage thos  occasioned.  Held,  that  defendants  by  accepting  soch  a  bill  of  lading 
agreed  to  accept  the  cargo  wiUiin  a  reasonable  time  and  to  pay  all  the  charterer  most 
have  paid ;  that  they  were  bound  to  pay  freight  as  the  cargo  was  delivered,  had  broken 
their  contract,  and  were  liable  in  damages  for  the  delay,  at  the  rate  stipulated  in  the 
charter*party.    MoUer  v.  Young,  xxx.  845. 

28.  The  freighter  of  goods  who  has  entered  into  a  contract  noted  on  the  hill  of 
lading  with  the  shipowner  to  pay  demurrage,  the  goods  being  deSverable  by  the  UH 
of  lading  to  him  or  his  assignees  on  paying  freight,  is  not  relieved  from  his  liability  to 
pay  demurrage,  although  the  bill  of  lading  has  been  assigned  before  the  aniiral  of 
the  ship,  and  the  goods  are  parted  with  by  the  shipowner  to  the  assignee  without 
ntisfaction  of  the  shipowner's  lien.    Harrison  v.  SpaeOi,  xxviii.  132. 

29.  LtabUUy  of  conngnee-^AcSptance,  A  consignee  by  accepting  goods  under  a 
bill  of  lading,  does*  not  render  himself  liable  to  the  master  fbr  demurrage,  unless  it 
makes,  either  in  terms  or  by  reference  to  tlie  charter-party,  the  goods  deliverable  only 
on  payment  of  demurrage ;  in  which  case  he  does  render  himself  liable.  But  where 
the  worils  were  '*  they  paying  as  per  charter-party,"  the  word  ''freight"  having  been 
struck  out,  it  was  heldj  to  apply  to  payment  for  the  carriage  of  the  goods,  and  not  to 
reader  the  consignee  liable  for  demurrage  at  port  of  shipment    SmUk  v.  Sieveking^ 

xxx.  882. 

V.  Towage, 

1.  Ordinary  towage.  Ordinary  towage  is  service  rendered  in  expediting  an  un- 
damaged ship  on  her  voyage.  In  ordinary  towage,  an  agreement  may  be  aiTected  by 
subsequent  events.     The  Kingahch,  xxvi.  596. 

2.  Extraordinary  towage.  Extraordinary  towage  is  a  service  rendered  in  bringing 
a  disal^ed  ship  to  a  place  of  safety.  In  extraordinary  towage  the  agreement  is,  as  a 
general  rule,  binding.  The  state  of  the  ship  must  be  fully  disclosed,  in  oider  that  the 
agreement  may  be  valid  ab  initio.    lb. 

VI.  Sale  and  transfer  of  Vessel;  Mortgage  of  Ship  and  Freight;  RegiHraHon. 

1.  No  action  can  be  maintained  for  die  breach  of  an  executor}'  contract  for  the  sale 
of  a  ship,  unless  the  contract  be  by  an  instrument  in  writing  containing  a  recital  of 
the  certificate  of  registry.    Duncan  v.  Tindal,  xx.  224. 

2.  IVans/er  by  bill  of  sale — Indorsement  on — Registry.  If  a  party  transfers  to

8.  Unregistered  contract  of  sale — Equity.  A  contract  for  the  sale  of  a  ship,  or  a 
portion  of  a  ship,  c  Anot  be  recognixed  in  a  couft  of  equity,  unless  it  has  been  reg- 
istered.

4.  The  provisions  of  the  Ship  Registry  Acts,  apply  equally  to  contracts  as  to  sales^ 
and  the  whole  fmme  of  these  acts  negatives  any  equity  resulting  out  of  the  doctrine 
of  notice.  An  unregistered  agreement,  therefore,  with  the  registered  owner  of  a  ship, 
which  the  owner  subsequently  transfers  for  value  to  another  person  who  has  notice  of 
the  agreement,  cannot  be  enforced  either  as  againet  the  jhip  or  its  proceeds.  McCal" 
mont  V.  Rankin,  xix.

5.  Sale  by  part-owneir  in  foreign  port  under  power  of  attorney — Mortgage.  Where 
B.,  part-owner  of  a  ship,  gave  the  mastelr,  the  other  part-owner,  a  power  of  attorney 
to  sell  his  share,  and  the  master  sailed,  and,  in  a  foreign  port,  sold  the  whole,  B.,  in 
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the  mean  time,  haTing  mortgaged  his  ohare  of  the  ship  and  freiglit  to  one  who  had  no 
knowledge  of  the  power  of  attorney,  and  after  the  »hip  had  uuled,  it  was  heldf  that  the 
mortgagees  of  B.  had  the  preference  of  title  overlVie  pmnohafler  from  the  master.

6.  Mortgagee  of  ship  not  entitled  to  proceeds  of  cargo — Primty  of  contract  The 
mortgagee  of  a  ship  who  takes  possession  of  her  at  the  end  of  a  royage  is  not  entitled 
to  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  her  cargo,  when  there  is  no  priTity  of  contract  be- 
tween the  parties  as  to  the  caigo,  but  only  as  to  the  ship.  This  principle  is  analogous 
to  the  well-known  rule,  that  a  mor^agee  b  not  entitled  to  back  rents  against  a  mort* 
gagor  in  possession.    Alexander  v.  Simms,  xxvii  288. 

7.  Liabilitg  for  inierest,  after  condition  broken,  A  mortgage  of  a  ressel  having 
been  executed  to  secure  repayment  at  the  end  of  six  months  of  a  sum  of  money,  with 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  10/.  per  cent^  with  a  power  of  sale  at  the  end  of  that 
time,  and  the  interest  and  principal  not  having  been  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  it  was  held,  that  the  defendant  was  liable  to  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  lOL 
per  cent  in  respect  of  the  tune  that  elapsed  af^r  the  expiration  of  the  six  months.

8.  Mortgage  of  freight,  S.,  being  the  sole  registered  owner  of  the  ship  Ellen,  sent 
her  to  H.,  at  New  Orleans,  with  general  instructions  to  do  the  best  he  could  to  load 
her  on  freight,  or  shipping  cotton  on  joint  account  of  S.  and  H.  It  is  usual  when 
cotton  is  shipped  on  account  of  the  shipowner,  to  insert  in  the  bill  of  lading 
^  nominal  freight,"  or  the  terms  "  no  freight,  being  the  owner's  property,"  which  ena- 
bles the  shipper  to  sell  bills  drawn  against  the  shipment  on  better  terms,  or  to  obtain 
a  larger  advance  than  where  fbll  freight  is  chaxged.  Purchases  were  madS  on  joint 
account  of  H.  and  S.,  and  bills  of  lading  drawn  in  the  above  form  on  several  occa- 
sions during  two  voyages  of  The  Ellen.  In  May,  1851,  cotton  was  purchased  by  H., 
on  joint  account  of  H.  and  S.,  and  shipped  on  board  The  Ellen,  for  which  two  bills  of 
lading  were  signed.  The  first  was  dated  the  7th  of  May,  and  was  for  381  bales  of 
cotton,  to  be  delivered  unto  order  or  assigns,  he  or  they  paying  freight  for  the  said 
cotton,  l9.  per  bale,  being  owner's  property,  and  when  draft  against  the -same  is  paid, 
say  2,5902.  9f.  8d.,  with  primage  and  average  accustomed.  The  other  was  dated  the 
15th  of  May,  and  was  for  381  bales,  and  contained  a  similar  clause  as  to  the  amount 
of  freight,  but  not  stating  them  to  be  owner^s  property.  These  bills  were  signed  by 
the  master,  and  the  draft  for  2,590/.  9«.  SJ.,  referred  to  in  the  first  biU  q^  li^ng,  and 
drawn  for  the  invoice  price  of  the  cotton,  was  pmrchased  on  the  di^  of  its  date  by 
the  plaintiff's  house  at  New  Orleans,  who  took,  at  the  same  time,  from  the  shippers, 
indorsed  in  blank,  the  first  bill  oi  lading,  as  security  for  the  due  pa3rment  of  the 
draft  A  bill  of  exchange  dated  the  15th  of  May,  1851,  for  3,169/.  19s.  3<f.,  was  in 
like  manner  drawn  for  the  price  of  the  cotton,  in  the  second  bill  of  lading,  which  bill 
of  exchange  was  also  purchased  by  the  plaintiffs ;  the  second  bill  of  lading  being  in 
like  manner  indorsed  to  them.  These  bills,  when  due,  were  dbhonored  by  S.,  and 
were  taken  up  by  the  plaintiffs.  On  the  10th  of  May,  1851,  i^  being  indebted  to  the 
defendants,  assigned  The  Ellen,  by  way  of  mortgage,  with  all  her  freight  and  earnings, 
with  a  power  of  sale,  and  authority  to  receive  the  freight  Held^  that  the  mortgagees 
were  only  entitled  to  demand  from  the  plaintiffs  the  frejght  specified  in  the  reqtective 
bills  of  lading  for  there  was  authority  given  by  S.  to  H.  to  ship  the  goods  on  those 
terms,  and  the  mortgage  did  not  invalidate  an  arrangement  made  pursuant  t&  previous 
authority  from  the  mortgagors,  and  befi>re  the  mortgage  ooold  be  known.  Brown  y. 
Norths  xvL  486. 

yn.  BotUmry  Bond. 

1.  Bond  on  ship,  freight^  and  cargo — Ship  abandoned  as  total  loss.  Bond  on  ship^ 
freight,  and  cargo ;  the  money  to  be  paid  within  twentj-one  days  of  the  ship's  anival 
in  the  port  of  London,  and  not  to  be  demanded  or  recovered  in  case  the  ship  and 
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her  €argo  be  lost,  mneany,  or  be  cMt  away  on  the  Toyage.  The  ship  nerer  leadied 
tiie  port  of  London,  bat  was  al^ndoned  as  for  a  total  lo«  at  Algoa  Bay,  where  pait 
of  the  cargo  was  sold,  and  the  prfteeds  brottght  to  England,  and  part  pnt  into  another 
ship,  and  also  brought  to  England.  The  fact  tiiat  the  ship  could  not  be  r^nired  was 
not  proved.  Heldf  that  the  bond  must  be  pronounced  far,  and  enforced  againat  the 
proceeds  of  the  cargo  and  the  cargo  transshipped.

2.  Chartef'party  executed  afier  band  <m  $hip  and  freiffkL  Hie  master  of  a  Mp 
having  giyen  a  bond  on  ship  and  freight  to  A,  subseqnendy  chartered  the  ship  to  fi, 
who,  by  the  terms  of  the  charter-party,  was  to  advance  part  of  the  frei^  to  defimy 
necessary  expenses  already  incurred ;  the  charter-party  then  prorided  for  payment 
of  the  bslance  of  freight  to  A,  in  discharge  of  the  bond.  JfeM,  that  the  hondhniiiBr 
had  no  claim  upon  the  freight  advanced  as  against  the  consignee  of  the  cargo  and 
assignee  of  the  fVeight     The  OyTUhta^  zz.

8.  Repairing  damaged  ahip-^Wani  of  notice  of  talen^n  to  take  hand-^Adcaneee  on 
pergonal  credit  A  British  slup,  being  damaged,  was  repaired  at  Elsinore.  Sl  &  Col 
undertook  the  management  of  and  ordered  the  repairs,  and  corresponded  with  the 
owner  of  the  ship  and  part-owners  of  the  cargo,  but  gave  no  intimation  to  Aem  or 
the  master  of  tiieir  intention  to  take  a  bottomry  bond  as  a  seenrity,  for  many  weeks, 
and  only  just  before  the  ship  sailed ;  bond  pronounced  against,  with  costs,  on  the 
ground  that  the  repairs  were  ordered,  in  the  first  instance,  on  personal  crecfit,  and 
that  S.  &  Go.  should  have  given  the  master  and  owners  immediate  notice  of  their 
intention  to  take  a  bond,  and  that  advances  on  personal  credit  cannot  aflerwardi  be 
converted  into  a  bottomry  transaction.

4.  Notice  to  consignees,  A  letter  from  the  British  consul  in  a  foreign  port,  written 
on  behalf  of  the  master  of  a  small  British  vessel  and  his  agent,  infonning  the  oos- 
signees  in  England  of  the  damage  sustained  by  the  ship,  but  making  no  application 
for  money,  nor  refemng  to  the  necessity  for  repairs,  is  sufficient  notice  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  on  bottomry.

6.  Bond  taken  bg  agent.  There  are  cases  in  which  an  agent  may  take  a  bottomy 
bond.  A  ship,  damaged  on  leaving  New  York,  returned  to  that  porl  M.,  who  had 
acted  as  agent  for  her  owner,  gave  the  owner  notice  of  the  accident,  and  of  his  inten- 
tion to  get  the  ship  ready  for  sea  again  as  soon  as  possible.  The  owner  ooounnnicated 
with  M.,  and  with  the  ship's  master,  but  provided  no  funds  for  the  ezpenaea;  tlwre 
was  no  evidence  that  the  owner  or  master  had  credit  at  New  Yoric  When  the  afaip 
was  ready  for  sea,  the  master,  not  being  able  to  pay  for  the  ezpenses,  advertised  for  a 
loan  on  bottomry ;  and  M.'s  offer  being  the  lowest,  the  bond  was  given.  Hdd^  that 
the  bond  was  valid.

7.  Court  may  allow  bondholders  to  pay  claims.  In  a  cause  of  bottomiy,  where  no 
appearance  is  given  for  the  owners,  and  actions  for  wages,  &c.,  are  entered  agunst 
the  ship,  the  court  may  allow  tlie  bondholders  to  pay  the  claims  whrch  were  the  subject 
of  those  actions,  on  giving  security  for  the  protection  of  the  ownenT  interests.

10.  Agreements  to  purchase  leased  houses — Tenants  to  quit  when  houses  sM—Bent 
Houses  described  in  the  particulars  as  in  the  respective  occupations  of  specified  under- 
tenants, and  as  let  to  Messrs.  L  *<  at  the  very  low  rent  of  5(M.  per  annum,  who  have 
received  notice  to  quit"  at  a  day  past,  but  with  a  subsequent  written  pemuanon  to 
occupy  on  the  same  terms  as  before  until  the  tenements  are  sold,  were  contracted  to 
be  sold  subject  to  a  condition,  that  the  purchaser  should  be  entitled  to  the  rents  from 
a  specified  day.

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11.  Contracts  for  sale  and  purchase  of  chattels — Trust.  Courts  of  eqnify  "mil  not 
lend  their  assistance  to  enforce  the  specific  performance  of  ordinary  contracts  for  the 
sale  and  purchase  of  chattels,  unless  there  be  something  very  special  in  the  nature  of 
tiie  contract.

13.  Onerous  contract  hy  railway  company  to  buy  land  if  the  otoner  would  not  oppose 
a  Miff  tn  parliament.  An  existing  nulway  company,  duly  authorized,  promoted  a  bill 
in  pariiament  for  extending  their  line,  and  entered  into  an  absolute,  but  onerous, 
agreement  with  a  landowner  as  to  the  purchase  of  his  estate,  in  consideration  of  his 
withdrawing  his  opposition  to  the  InlL  The  act  passed,  but  without  containing  such 
special  powers  as  to  A's  estate  as  had  been  agreed  upon ;  no  money  was  raised  under 
the  act,  and  the  scheme  utterly  fiiiled.  Held,  that  the  company  were  bound  specifically 
to  perform  their  contract,  and  that  it  was  no  objection  to  enforcing  specific  perfonnance 
tiiat  it  would  involve  the  payment  of  the  purchase-money  out  of  the  general  funds  of 
the  company,  and  thus  work  hardship  upon  the  shareholders  who  had  no  notice  of  the 
arrangement.    Hawkes  v.  The  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Co.  xv.  858. 

14.  Agreement  to  purchase  of  trustees  under  power,  A  testator  devised  copyholds 
to  such  usH  as  his  two  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  &c.,  should  by  deed  appoint, 
and,  subject  thereto,  to  the  use  of  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  forever.  Held, 
tiiat  a  purchaser  who  had  agreed  to  buy  was  bound  to  complete  on  having  a  proper 
deed  of  appointment  fhmi  the  trustees  without  the  trustees  being  first  admitted.  Glass 
Y.  Richardson,  xv.  388. 

15.  Agreement  for  a  compromise  of  suit — Misapprehension,  A  tenant  for  life  filed 
a  bill  setting  out  documents  which  showed  that  he  was  such  tenant,  but  by  mistake  he 
alleged  that  he  was  tenant  in  tail  After  an  interim  order,  the  suit  was  compromised 
by  agreement  Held,  that  the  erroneous  allegation  of  tide  in  the  bill  could  not  be 
regarded  as  having  led  to  such  a  misapprehension  of  it  as  to  prevent  a  court  of  equity 
from  enforcing  the  agreement  for  compromise.    Richardson  v.  Eyton,  xv.  51. 

16.  Independent  covenants  in  same  indenture — Breach  hy  one  party  no  defence  to 
breach  hy  the  other.  Where  an  indenture  contains  covenants  by  each  of  the  parties 
to  it,  which,  upon  the  true  construction  of  the  whole  deed,  are  legally  independent  of 
each  other,  a  breach  of  his  covenant  by  one  party,  subsequent  to  the  execution  of 
the  deed,  does'  not  constitute  a  ground  of  defence  to  a  bill  for  the  specific  perform- 
ance of  Ids  covenant  by  the  other.     GUaon  r.  Goldsmid,  xxvii.  588. 

17.  Construction  of  Inclosure  Act,  8  j*  9  Vict,  c,  118,  s.  Ul-^Power  of  exchange 
under,.  Held,  in  a  vendor^s  suit  for  specific  performance,  that  the  inclosure  commis- 
sioners have  power,  under  the  Inclosure  Act,  8  &  9  Vict  c.  118,  s.  147,  to  confirm  an 
exchange  of  gavelkind  lands  in  Kent  for  common  socage  lands  in  Middlesex ;  and 
fhat.  a  tide  depending  upon  such  an  exchange  was  one  which  would  be  forced  upon  a 
parehaser.    Mmet  v.  Leman,  xxxi.  400. 

18.  Indejiniteness.  A  contract  to  constmct  a  railway  according  to  a  specification 
to  be  prepared  by  the  engineer  for  the  time  being  of  a  company  is  too  indefinite  to  be 
enforced  by  a  court  of  equity,  and  the  court  will  not  decree  the  execution  of  a  bond. 
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agreed  upon  by  the  contractors  to  build  sQcli  railway  on  Bach  conditioiii.     The  SomA 
Wales  Railway  Co.  t.  W}fthe»,  xzxi.  226. 

19.  Alterations  of  toriiten  agreement.  Where  in  the  draft  articles  of  an  agreement 
a  w^jgt^VA  of  a  name  has  been  made,  and  a  bill  be  filed  for  the  specific  perfonnaaoe  cf 
those  articles,  the  coart  may,  on  consideration  of  the  articles  and  the  proceedings  in 
the  case,  decree  a  specific  performance  of  the  articles  according  to  what  vppeajs  to 
be  their  intention.     Wilson  v.  Wilson,  xzxL  29. 

20.  Misapprehension.  In  suits  for  specific  performance  of  contracts,  courti  of 
equity  have  a  discretion  whether  to  direct  it,  or  not,  bat  will  usually  do  it  nnlesB  it  be 
highly  unreasonable  so  to  da  And  proof  that  a  clause  was  introduced  into  die  con- 
tract inadvertentiy,  and  that  there  was  serious  misapprehension  by  one  of  the  paities, 
may  be  a  good  defence  for  that  party.     Watson  v,  Marsionj  zxxi.  167.  ^ 

21.  4^^^"'^'  ^  compromise  suit — Wrong  method  of  proceeding.  The  plsintiffii 
filed  their  bill  against  A  and  the  executors  of  B,  to  charge  A  and  the  estate  of  B  widi 
the  loss  occasioned  by  a  breach  of  trust  on  the  part  of  A  and  B.  After  replicadoa 
filed,  the  plaintifis  and  A  entered  into  an  agreement  to  compromise  the  suit  Ob 
drawing  up  the  agreement,  the  plaintiffs  refused  to  complete,  unless  the  rcpreseata- 
Uyes  of  B  were  joined  as  parties.  A,  on  the  other  hand,  insisted  that  it  was  no  part 
of  the  understan(fing  that  they  were  to  be  parties,  inasmuch  as  the  estate  of  B  had 
become  the  subject  of  a  decree  of  the  court  in  an  administration  suit.  The  plaintiffii 
then  set  down  Uie  cause  for  hearing ;  whereupon  A  presented  a  petition  praying  that 
the  cause  might  not  be  heard,  and  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  agreement  for  com^ 
promise,  the  bill  might  be  dismissed.  The  court  dismissed  the  petition,  with  costs, 
holding,  first,  that  it  was  wrong  in  point  of  form,  the  proper  proceeding  to  enforce  the 
agreement  being  by  independent  bill  for  specific  performance,  and  not  by  interlocutory 
proceeding  in  the  suit;  and,  secondly,  that  the  agreement  appeared  to  be  one  which 
the  court  could  not  enforce  even  on  bill  filed.    Askew  v.  MilUngtony  i?.  165. 

22.  Refusal  of  vendor  to  appoint  valuer — Appointment  by  court  A  purchased  of  B 
certain  property,  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  two  valuers  or  by  an  umpire  lAase  thej 
differed,  the  umpire  to  be  appointed  before  proceeding  to  the  valuation.  The  valuers 
appointed  no  umpire,  and  could  not  agree.  Held,  that  the  vendor  declining  to  join  in 
any  mode  of  determining  the  valuation,  and  the  agreement  having  been  executed  to  a 
certain  extent^  the  court  would  enforce  a  specific  performance,  and  appoint  a  valuer. 
Jackson  V.  Jackson^  xix.  545. 

23.  Misdescription  as  a  ground  for  resisting  specijie  performance.  Land  was  adver- 
tised to  be  sold  in  lots  as  freehold,  subject  to  conditions,  one  of  which  was,  thai  all 
objections  to  the  titie,  not  made  within  a  prescribed  time,  should  be  considered  as 
wiuved,  and  another  of  which  provided,  that  any  misstatements  of  the  quality,  tenure, 
outgoings,  or  other  particulars:,  should  be  the  subject  of  compensation.  An  objection 
to  the  title  of  one  lot  was  taken  after  the  prescribed  time,  that  it  was  of  copyhold 
tenure.  It  however  appeared,  that,  under  a  composition  with  the  loid,  the  r^hts  of 
the  copyhold  were  such,  as  to  render  the  tenure  hardly  different  from  that  of  fieehold. 
Held,  that  the  misdescription  did  not  form  a  ground  for  resisting  a  specific  performance^ 
although  the  decision  might  have  been  otherwise,  had  the  misdescription  been  vrilfitL 
Price  V.  Macaulay,  xix.  162. 

24.  Misrepresentation.  Another  lot  was  described  in  the  advertisenients,  as  b^ng 
sold  with  a  certain  reservoir  and  waterworks,  yielding  a  yeariy  rental  of  602.,  eseln- 
sively  of  the  land  and  buildings.  An  objection  was  taken  after  the  preserved  time, 
and  was  supported  by  the  fact,  that  this  rent  arose  from  supplying  with  water  cectaiii 
houses,  separated  from  the  reservcnr  by  the  property  of  strangers,  over  which  the 
vendor  had  no  right  to  carry  it,  beyond  a  license  from  year  to  year,  by  payment  of  a 
rent  Held,  that  the  description  contained  such  a  misrepresentation  as  to  prednde 
the  vendor  from  enforcing  a  specific  performance ;  and  that  tiie  objection  was  not  on« 
as  to  titie;  and,  therefore,  was  not  obviated  by  the  stipulation  as  to  time.    ift. 
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25.  Sale  hy  auction — Misdescription,  Where  copyhold  premises  had  been  let  on 
lease  in  1 793,  and  rent  had  been  paid  and  the  possession  gone  up  to  the  time  of  the 
sale  by  auction,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease,  it  is  not  such  a  misdescription  as 
trill  induce  the  court  to  refuse  to  enforce  an  agreement,  if  the  premises  be  described 
at  the  auction  as  subject  to  a  lease  containing  the  usual  covenants,  although  the  orig- 
inal lease  had  been  lost,  and  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  who  was  now  liable  under 
the  covenants.    Flint  v.  Woodin,  xiii.  278. 

26.  Bill  hy  railway  company  against  both  vendor  and  purchaser  of  land,  A  railway 
company,  having  contracted  with  a  party,  who,  under  a  contract  made  some  years 
previously,  was  a  purchaser  of  land  which  the  company  required  for  the  railway,  but 
who  had  not  paid  his  purchase-money,  and  appeared  for  some  time  to  have  abandoned 
the  possession  of  the  land,  filed  their  bill  for  specific  performance  against  both  the 
vendor  and  purchaser.  Held^  that,  as  the  purchaser  was  not,  after  the  lapse  of  time 
and  under  the  circumstances,  entitled  in  equity  to  a  decree  for  specifi(?  performance 
of  the  contract  against  the  vendor,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  as  against  him,  with 
costs ;  and  as  against  the  purchaser,  without  costs.  The  South  Eastern  Railway  Co,  ▼. 
Knotty  xvii.  555. 

27.  The  rights  of  parties  to  agreements  to  enforce  a  specific  performance  in  equity 
are  not  coextensive ;  for  their  respective  rights  depend  upon  their  conduct,  and  the 
conduct  of  one  may  give  him  the  right  to  apply  to  the  court,  while  the  conduct  of 
the  other  may  debar  him  from  that  right,    lb. 

28.  Agreement  for  sale  of  land  to  railway  company — Compensation  to  be  settled  either 
by  arbitration  or  jury — Defective  execution  of  power,  A  and  B,  (father  and  son,) 
being  first  and  second  tenants  for  life  of  settled  estates,  with  a  joint  power  of  gcneraJ 
appointment  bv  deed,  agreed  with  a  railway  company  for  the  Kde  of  certain  parts  of 
the  estates,  tUs  amount  of  compensation  to  be  settled  "  either  by  arbitration  or  a  jury, 
as  A  shall  choose."  Subsequently,  other  parts  of  the  estates  were  agreed  to  be  sold 
to  the  company,  but  the  price  was  not  fixed.  The  company  paid  a  sum  of  money  to 
A  and  B  upon  their  receipt,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  it  was  paid  **  on  account  of 
the  compensation  money  to' be  ultimately  fixed,  and  to  be  p^ud  by  the  said  company, 
in  respect  of  the  lands,  part  of  our  estates,  required  for  the  S.  W.  Railway  Company." 
The  company  took  possession  of  the  several  pieces  of  land,  and  proceeded  with  their 
works.  A  died  before  any  thing  further  was  done,  and  without  having  chosen  by 
which  means  the  compensation  should  be  settled.  Upon  a  bill  by  B  for  specific  per- 
formance, it  was  held,  affirming  the  decision  below,  that  this  was  not  such  a  contract 
as  this  court  could  enforce,  and  that  it  would  not  aid  the  defective  execution  of  the 
power.  Per  the  Lord  Chancellor.  Distinction  in  principle  between  this  court  aiding 
tiie  defective  execution  of  a  power  on  the  application  of  a  purchaser  for  value,  and 
on  the  application  of  the  tenant  for  life,  as  against  the  remainder-men.  Where  the 
contract  stipulates  that  the  price  shall  be  ascertained  by  arbitration,  this  court  cannot 
interfere  where  the  price  is  not  so  ascertained.  Quaere,  whether  this  court  will  aid  a 
defective  execution  of  a  power  in  a  c|||^  where  the  purchaser  has  a  legislative  power 
of  taking  the  lands,  and  the  assistance  of  the  court  is  not  sought  by  him,  but  by  the 
donee  of  the  power,  to  defeat  the  parties  in  remainder  ?  Morgan  v.  Milman,  xvii. 
203. 

29.  Misdescription.  At  the  Auction  Mart,  in  London,  the  defendant  purchased  a 
house  at  Brighton,  simply  described  as  ^^Lo^l,  No.  39,  Regency  Square."  He  after- 
wards discovered  that  the  house  was  not  actually  in  the  square,  but  in  a  side  street 
communicating  with  the  square,  but  it  was  always  named  39,  Regency  Square.  Held^ 
that  there  was  no  misdescription ;  and  specific  performance  was  decreed  against  the 
purchaser.     White  v.  Bradshaw,  xiii.  296. 

80.  Agreement  to  purchase  freehold  and  leasehold — Amount  of  each  not  ascertained. 
If  a  person  contracts  to  purchase  certain  freehold  and  leasehold  estates,  without 
definitely  ascertaining  the  description  of  each  of  the  two  classes,  the  contract  may  be

enforced,  if  there  was  no  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  the  Tendor,  althoogli  tliere 
proves  to  be  less  of  freehold  than  the  purchaser  sapposed.    Monro  t.  Tayior^  zL  175. 

31.  Agreement  to  purchase  if  title  made  by  given  dag.  If  a  purchaser  contxacts  to 
purchase,  if  a  title  is  made  hy  a  given  day,  but  otherwise  he  will  not,  a  ceort  of 
equity  cannot  give  relief  to  the  vendor  who  has  failed  to  ^ve  a  title,  and  the  purchaser 
may  abandon  the  contract    Parkin  v.  Thorold,  xi.  275. 

82.  Intoxication  of  defendant  In  a  suit  for  specific  performance,  the  intoxicatioB 
of  the  defendant  at  the  tixne  of  the  making  of  the  agreement  is  not  a  ground  of 
defence,  no  fraud  being  alleged.    Shaw  v.  Thackrag,  zxiii.  18. 

33.  Deed  of  separation.  The  court  will  compel  the  specific  performance  by  a  hu»* 
band  of  a  deed  of  separation  from  his  wife,  by  restraining  him  from  vi^ting  or  molest 
ing  her  contrary  to  his  covenants    Sanders  v.  Bodway,  ziii.  463. 

34.  The  court  of  chancery  has  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  specific  performance  of 
an  agrcementlby  which  a  person  has  bound  himself  to  execute  a  deed,  although  such 
dee4  may  be  a  deed  of  separation  between  himself  and  his  wife.  Wilson  v.  Wilson^ 
xxxi.  29. 

35.  Parol  agreement  to  conveg  land  in  consideration  of  marriage.  To  a  parol 
agreement  by  a  father  to  convey  property  in  consideration  of  the  marriage,  then 
contemplated,  of  his  daughter,  followed  by  delivery  of  possession  to  the  husband  after 
the  marriage,  the  Statute  of  Frauds  cannot  be  set  up  by  way  of  defence.  Such  a 
contract  would  be  decreed  to  be  specifically  performed.  Surcome  v.  Pinniger,  xviL 
212. 

86.  A  bill  for  specific  performance  dismissed  without  costs,  the  terms  of  the  agree-* 
ment  not  being  capable  oi  any  certain  construction.     Tatham  v.  Piatt j  xv.  1 90. 

37.  If  time  is  no  part  of  the  essence  of  a  contract,  then  a  reasonable  lime  must  be 
given  for  specific  performance.  Parkin  v.  Thorold,  xiii.  41 6.  See  alJl*  xi.  275,  and 
Pegg  v.  Wisdenj  xv.  12. 

33.  Proceeding  by  claim.  Specific  performance  of  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  a  bai^ge, 
stores,  &c.,  decreed  in  equity  upon  a  claim.     Clarin^uld  v.  Curtis^  xi.  197. 

39.  Leave  given  to  file  a  claim  to  enforce  the  specific  pei^mnance  of  a  verbal 
agreement  to  purchase  land,  containing  a  statement  of  facts  showing  part  performanca. 
Burnley  v.  The  Eastern  Counties  Bailway  Co,  xv.  158. 

40.  A  special  claim  may  be  filed  for  specific  performance  of  a  contract  to  grant  a 
lease.    Anonymous,  xv.  477. 

41.  Agreement  in  uniting  to  demise — Parol  agreement  to  pay  premium — StatuU  sf 
Frauds,  A  filed  a  claim  for  specific  perfonnance  of  a  contract  by  B,  allying  that 
the  defendant  had,  by  agreement  in  writing,  contracted  to  demise  a  boose  to  the 
plaintiff  for  a  certain  term,  at  a  stated  rent,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  agreed  by  parol, 
at  the  same  time,  to  pay  to  the  defendant  a  certain  premium.  The  claim  prayed  that 
the  defendant  might' giant  a  lease,  the  plaintiff  offering  to  pay  the  premium  acooidiag 
to  the  parol  agreement  Held,  on  appeal,  overruling  the  decisioa  of  the  court  below, 
(xi.  110,)  that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  did  not^jj^nt  any  obstacle  to  specific  peiftntt- 
ance  if  there  were  no  fraud.

43.  Rents  and  profits — Lasting  repairs.  In  a  suit  for  specific  performance,  insti- 
tuted by  a  vendor,  who  has  remained  in  possession,  it  is  unusual  and  improper  (unless 
in  a  special  case)  in  decreeing  specific  performance  to  direct  in  the  account  of  renfis 
and  profits  that  the  vendor  shall  be  charged  with  rents  and  profits  which,  bat  lor 
wilful  default,  he  might  have  received.  In  such  a  decree  it  is  irregular,  excepting 
•upon  a  special  case,  to  direct  the  allowance  to  the  vendor  for  expenses  of  lastiag 
repairs,  or  of  income  tax  in  respect  of  such  part  of  the  property  for  which  the  Toaddr 
is  charged  an  occupation  rent    Sherwin  v.  Shakespeare,  xxviL  358.

L  When  necesiwy. 

1.  Sales  of  lands — Deed  of  partition.  The  48  Geo.  HT.  c.  149,  s.  22,  provides  that 
in  all  cases  of  sale  of  any  lands,  &c.,  where  a  daty  is  imposed  on  the  conTeyance 
thereof,  in  the  schedule  to  the  act  annexed,  in  proportion  to  Uie  amount  of  the  purchase 
or  consideration  money  therein  expressed,  the  full  purchase  or  consideration  money 
paid,  or  agreed  or  secured  to  be  paid  for  the  same,  shall  be  truly  expressed  on  the 
principal  deed,  whereby  the  lands,  &c.,  shall  be  conveyed.  The  55  Geo.  HL  c.  184, 
s.  8,  enacts  that  all  the  powers  and  provisions  of  the  48  Geo.  m.  c.  149,  shall  be 
extended  to  that  act,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable ;  and  by  the  schedule  imposes  an 
ad  valorem  duty  proportionate  to  the  consideration  money,  whatever  its  amount  may 
be,  upon  any  ^  conveyance"  ....  '*upon  the  sale  of  lands,"  and  also  imposes  an  ad 
valorem  duty  upon  any  deed  of  partition,  where  any  sum  amounting  to  800/.,  or 
upwards,  is.  paid  for  equality  of  partition.  Held,  that  the  22d  section  of  the  48 
Geo.  m.  c.  149,  incorporated  into  the  55  Geo.  III.  c.  184,  applies  only  to  sales  of 
lands,  &c.,  properly  so  called,  and  does  not  extend  to  a  deed  of  partition  between 
several  members  of  a  fiimily,  by  which  the  entirety  of  certiun  lands  was  conveyed  to 
one  of  the  parties  in  lieu  of  his  undivided  share  in  those  and  other  lands,  and  in 
consideration  of  a  sum  of  money  paid  by  him  for  equality  of  partition.  Henniker  v. 
Henniker^  xvi.  196. 

2.  Memorandum  admitted  in  evidence,  A  written  memorandum,  signed  by  the 
defendant,  acknowledging  the  terms  of  an  antecedent  agreement,  or  expressing  the 
same  consequence  only  as  the  law  would  imply  from  the  agreement  it  acknowledges, 
is  admissible  in  evidence  without  an  agreement  stamp.    De  Porquet  v.  Page,  i.  265. 

3.  Marriage  settlement.  The  18  &  14  Vict  c.  97,  which  makes  all  settlements  in 
which  any  definite  sum  of  money,  or  any  definite  share  in  the  funds  of  any  company 
is  settled,  liable  to  an  ad  valorem  stamp,  does  not  include  the  assignment  of  a  policy 
of  life  assurance  to  trustees  as  a  marriage  settlement  Sanville  v.  The  Commissioners 
of  Inland  Revenue,  xxvi.  484.  • 

4.  Schoolmaster^s  prospectus.  The  prospectus  of  a  schoolmaster  is  only  a  proposal, 
and  does  not  come  within  the  Stamp  Act  If  a  &ther  accedes  to  the  terms  of  the 
prospectus  and  sends  his  sons  to  the  school,  then  there  is  a  contract  Clay  ▼.  Cro/ts, 
vi.  485. 

5.  Agreement  to  pay  interest  less  than  20/.  An  agreement  in  writing  by  the  defend- 
ant, in  consideration  of  the  plaintiff  discounting  for  him  a  bill  of  exchange  for  lOOf., 
if  the  bill  were  not  paid  at  maturity,  to  pay  the  pUiintiff  interest  at  the  rate  of  Is.  in 
the  pound  per  month  till  the  whole  was  paid,  requires  no  stamp,  the  subject-matter 
being  the  interest,  which  was  not  of  the  value  of  20/.    Semple  v.  Steinau,  xx.  452. 

6.  Agreement  for  sale.  Wherever  a  debtor  has  goods  to  sell,  and  the  creditor  says, 
**  Deliver  to  me  goods  in  satisfaction  of  your  debt,"  the  short  transaction  is,  that  the 
goods  are  sold,  and  the  amount  of  the  debt  is  taken  as  payment  for  them,  and  no 
stamp  IS  necessary  to  a  written  agreement  for  such  sale.     Chatfield  v.  Cox,  xi.  401. 

7.  Promissory  note,  or  agreement,  A  document  in  the  following  form :  **  Borrowed, 
this  day,  of  J.  H.,  100/.  for  one  or  two  months ;  check,  100/.  on  the  Naval  Bank. 
(Signed)  J.  D."  Held  to  be  a  mere  acknowledgment,  and  not  to  require  a  stamp 
either  as  an  agreement  or  a  promissory  note.    Hyne  v.  Dewdney,  xi.  400. 

8-  Brief— Counsel's  fees.  It  is  not  necessary  to  affix  the  penny  receipt  stamp  on  a 
brief  where  counsel  signs  his  name,  acknowledging  the  payment  of  the  fee.  In  re 
Beavan,  xxvii.

10.  Receipt.  A  document,  not  purpordng  on  the  face  of  it  to  be  a  receipt  for  Uie 
payment  of  money,  may  be  shown  to  be  a  receipt  by  evidence  aliunde,  and  thus  be 
brought  within  the  stamp  laws.    Regina  y.  Overton^  xxiv.  567. 

11.  Where  it  was  proved  to  be  the  course  of  business  between  two  parties,  upon  die 
payment  of  money  in  dischai^e  of  debts  due  from  one  to  the  other  of  them,  merely 
to  get  the  signature  of  the  party  receiving  the  amount,  to  an  entry  in  a  book  contain- 
ing the  date,  the  name  of  the  creditor,  and  the  amount  of  the  debt,  such  entry  was 
held  to  be  a  receipt  within  the  meaning  of  the  stamp  laws,  and  required  a  stamp.    Ih. 

12.  Agreement,  or  evidence  of  one.  In  support  of  the  plaintiflf's  claim  for  work 
done  by  him  for  the  defendant,  the  following  document  written  by  the  defendant,  and 
ogned  by  the  plaintiff,  was  offered  in  evidence :  *^  I  agree  to  build  up  eight  cabins, 
&C.,  for  the  sum  of  40/.**  Held,  that  it  required  a  stamp  either  as  an  agreement,  or  as 
evidence  of  one.

18.  Security  for  repayment  of  money.  Where  A  had  entered  into  a  bond  as  surety 
for  B,  and  B,  by  a  deed,  assigned  personal  property  to  A  for  the  purpose  of  indenmi- 
fying  him  agiunst  any  liability  by  reason  of  his  having  become  surety  for  B  in  the 
bond,  it  was  held,  that  the  deed  required  an  ad  valorem  stamp  as  a  ^*  security  for  the 
repayment  of  money  to  be  thereafter  lent,  advanced,  or  paid,"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  55  Geo.  UL,  c.  184,  schedule,  ^  Mortgage."     Canning  v.  Raper,  xvi.  183. 

14.  Newspaper  liable  to  stamp  duty.  Held,  per  Pollock,  C.  B.,  Piatt,  B.,  and  Mar- 
tin, B.,  on  an  information  against  the  defendants  for  penalties  and  newspaper  datie% 
under  the  6  &  7  WilL  IV.  c.  76,  schedule  A,  that  the  criterion  of  a  paper  being  a 
newspaper  liable  to  stamp  duty  was  the  period  of  its  publication ;  and  that  no  paper 
was  to  be  deemed  a  newspaper  unless  it  were  published  at  an  interval  of  or  less  than 
twenty-six  days.  Dissentiente  Parke,  B.,  who  held,  that  the  paper  in  question  was  a 
newspaper,  its  main  or  general  object  being  to  give  to  the  public  information  as  to 
recent  events.

15.  Transfer  of  good-will.  The  transfer  of  the  good-will  of  a  trade  is  an  assign- 
ment of  property,  within  the  Stamp  Act,  55  Geo.  III.,  c.  184,  and  requires  an  ad 
valorem  stamp,  accordingly.  Potter  v.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  xx|L 
441. 

II.  Sufficiency  of  Stamp ;  MisceUaneous  Oases. 

1.  Denoting  stamp — Bond,  A,  B,  and  C  bound  themselves  by  a  bond  in  the  sum 
of  600/.  to  a  joint^tock  company.  The  bond  recited  that  A  and  B  had  agreed  to 
join  with  C  as  his  sureties,  subject  to  the  conditions  thereinafler  contained,  in  con- 
sideration  of  the  company  then  advancing  C  the  sum  of  SOOL  The  bond  contained 
the  following  conditions :  that  if  any  of  the  said  bounden  parties  should  pay  to  the 
company  the  principal  sum  of  300/.  by  three  equal  yearly  payments  of  100/.  esch, 
(on  specified  days,)  or  so  much  of  the  said  payments  as  shoidd  be  owing  on  the  day 
of  the  decease  of  C,  which  should  first  happen,  and  should,  in  the  mean  time,  until 
the  principal  sum  should  so  become  due,  and  until  it  should  be  all  paid,  pay  the  coot- 
pany  interest  at  the.  rate  of  5/.  per  cent  upon  the  said  principal  sum  of  300/,,  in  equal 
half-yearly  payments,  (on  specified  days,)  and  that  they  also  should  in  the  mean  time, 
and  until  the  principal  sum  of  BOOL  should  become  due,  and  until  the  same,  with 
interest,  should  be  fully  paid,  well  and  truly  pay  the  annual  premiums  which  shooUl, 
daring  the  continuance  of  the  loan,  become  payable  on  a  certain  pdicy  of  assuraaoe, 
under  the  hands  of  three  of  the  directors  of  the  company,  whereby  the  funds  of  the 
company  were  on  payment  by  C,  or  his  assigns  during  his  life,  of  the  annual  prenunm 
of  23/.  14s,  Id.,  made  liable  to  pay  the  company's  executors,  &c.,  afler  his  decease,  the 
som  of  499/.  lOf.,  which  instrument  had  then  been  deposited  as  a  collateral  security  for 
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tbe  pa)rtiient  of  the  principal  sum  of  SOO/.  and  interest  thereon,  and  on  the  preminmB 
wbich  might  be  due  and  nnpaidy  provided  the  company  might  consider  the  policy  ai  sab* 
siflting,  notwithstanding  any  premium  might  not  be  paid.  And  if  C  should  not,  during 
the  continuance  of  the  said  loan,  do  any  act  by  which  the  policy  might  be  aroidedi 
and  in  case  either  A  or  B  should  during  such  time  die  or  go  abroad,  if  within  a  time 
therein  Dsentioned  either  of  them  should  obtain  and  substitute  a  new  surety  in  the 
place  of  such  surety  so  dying,  kc^  who  should  enter  into  a  like  bond,  or  in  case  A  or 
B  should  give  such  additional  security  for  the  siud  principal  sum,  or  so  much  as  dioold 
then  remain  unpaid,  and  the  interest  thereof,  or  should  forthwith  pay  upon  demand 
Hm  principal  sum  and  interest,  or  so  much  as  should  be  due,  then  the  said  bond  was 
to  be  void,  otherwise  it  was  to  remain  in  full  force :  provided  that  in  case  any  of  the 
even^  mentioned  in  the  conditions  indorsed  on  the  policy,  should  happen  during  the 
deposit  of  the  pc^y^  it  should  be  considered  as  wholly  void ;  and,  lastly,  that  if  default 
should  be  made  in  payment  of  the  interest,  or  of  either  of  the  instalments,  or  of  the 
premiums,  according  to  the  said  stipulations,  the  whole  of  the  principal  should,  there- 
upon, become  payable.  Held^  per  Pollock,  C.  B.,  Alderson,  B.,  and  Piatt,  B.,  that 
the  effect  of  the  bond  was  t«  secure  thi  payment  of  the  principal  of  SOO/.  with  interest 
only,  and  that  the  stamp  of  6/.,  which  covered  the  principal  sum,  was  proper.  HM^ 
per  Parke,  B.,  that  the  payment  of  the  premiums  also  was  secured  by  die  bond. 
HM^  that  documents  stamped  with  a  **  denoting"  stamp,  by  the  commissioners,  under 
the  IS  &  14  Vict  c.  97,  s.  14,  cannot  be  objected  to  when  tendered  in  evidence  as 
being  improperly  stamped.  Hekt,  ako,  that  where,  in  an  action  on  a  bond,  the  instru- 
ment is  objected  to  at  the  trial  as  being  improperiy  stamped,  and  subsequently,  but 
before  the  argument  of  the  case  in  banc,  it  is  stamped  with  a  denoting  stamp  by  the 
commissioners,  such  stamping  does  not  remove  the  objection  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
stamp.    The  PruderUialt  {fc.  Association  ▼.  Cvarzon^  zvi.  643. 

2.  Indenture — One  stamp.  In  an  indenture  between  certain  encroachen  on  a 
common,  as  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  certain  parties  of  the  second  part  in  trust 
for  the  commoners,  a  proviso  was  inserted  in  &vor  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part  and 
thdr  wives.  Held^  that  one  stamp  was  sufficient  for  all  these  purposes.  Doe  d.  Crofl 
T.  Tidbwry,  xxiv.  840. 

5.  Mortgage — Ad  valorem  stamp — Commissioner's  stamp,  A  mortgage  deed  which 
contained  a  covenant  by  A  to  invest  1,800/.  stock  in  B's  name  was  stamped  with  an 
ad  valorem  stamp  of  2/.  fis.,  and  also  with  the  commissioner's  pink  stamp,  denoting  that 
the  duty  chaigeable  had  been  paid.  Heldj  that  though  the  amount  secured  might  be 
uncertmn,  yet  as  the  stamp  was  sufficient  for  the  1,800/.  the  mortgage  was  available 
to  that  extent  under  the  statute,  and  that  the  commissioner's  stamp  was  immaterial. 
Morgan  v.  PUce^  zrr.  281. 

4.  Mortgage — Covenants  to  pay  premiums  on  poiiey  assigned.  A,  being  indebtA 
to  the  defendant,  mortgaged  certain  fhmitnre  to  him,  and  assigned  a  policy  of  insure 
ance  tfaere<Hi,  with  a  proviso  for  redemption,  and  covenants  for  payment  of  1%e 
premiums  on  the  policy,  &c.  In  case  of  A's  neglecting  to  pay  the  premiums,  w» 
policy  and  the  mortgage  should  be  security  to  the  defendant  for  payments  thereof  by 
him,  which  should  be  considered  principal  moneys  and  bear  intere^  &c.  Held,  that 
such  payments  by  the  defendant  were  only  charges  on  the  mortgage,  and  not  **  secur* 
Hy  for  die  repayment  of  money  to  be  thereafter  lent  or  paid  to  an  amount  uncertain 
and  without  limit,"  requiring  an  additional  stampb    Lawronee  v.  Boston,  viiL  494. 

6.  Agreement,  and  not  receipt.  The  following  document  was  held  admissible  in 
evidence  stamped  as  an  agreement  and  not  as  a  receipt:  **I  have  received  your 
cheque  f^  S91/.  10*.  Scf.,  being  the  payment  for  an  overdue  bill  and  interest,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Derby  and  Derbyshire  Bank,  and  I  hereby  undertake  to  procure  and 
hand  the  said  bill  over  to  you,  and  I  have  now  given  you  MessrSk  Dixon's  order  for 
500  tons  of  iron."     Von  Dadeisxen  v.  Swann,  i.  459. 

6.  Memofundum  held  to  he  distinet  agreemeni^Numher  of  words.    An  agreement

was  entered  into  between  the  plAintifis  and  R.  O.  and  the  defendants,  bj  which  flie 
fbnner  were  to  withdraw  their  opposition  to  the  passi^  of  an  act  of  parliament  for 
reclaiming  certnn  waste  hmd,  in  consideration  of  the  pa3rment  of  1,000Z.,  and  tiba 
allotment  to  them  of  certain  portions  of  the  waste  land,  and  it  was  stamped  with  a 
85«.  stamp.  A  few  weeks  afterward  the  following  memorandom  was  indorsed  upon  it: 
^  Memorandum.    It  is  understood  between  the  parties  within  named,  that  the  within- 
mentioned  wardens  and  commonalty,  (the  plaintiffs,)  and  the  said  R.  O.  are  only 
seTcrally,  and  not  jointly,  held  and  bound  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  'mthin-mentioned 
agreement  on  their  own  respectiTe  parts,  but  not  for  each  other ;  and  that  the  sum  of 
1,000/.,  within  mentioned  to  be  paid  to  the  said  wardens  and  conunonalty,  is  for  oar- 
tain  costs  and  expenses  which  they  hare  been  put  to;  and  it  is  also  agreed,  that  the 
within-mentioned  agreement  for  withdrawing  the  opposition  and  fiMnlitating  th^  Inll 
as  within  mentioned,  shall  only  be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  present  session  of 
parliament,  1837  and  1888.^*     The  memorandum  was  stamped  with  a  1^  stamp,  and, 
together  with  the  agreement,  contained  more  than  1,080  words.    Hdi^  tiiait  the  memo- 
randum was  a  distinct  agreement  and  so  sufficiently  stamped  with  a  1/.  stamp.    £fel<f, 
also,  that  if  it  had  incorpiMrated  the  agreement t>n  whieh  il  waa  indorsed,  the  number 
of  words  in  the  agreement  was  immaterial,  and  that  then  it  was  a  case  not  exactly 
met  by  the  words  of  the  Stamp  Act   Tkt  Fuhnongen  Company  t.

7.  DdfetUure —  Warront  /or  inieresL  An  incorporated  mining  company  iasaed,  as 
oollateral  security,  certain  debentures,  to  each  of  idiich  was'  annexed  a  separate 
warrant  for  each  half-yearly  payment  of  interest,  amounting  to  12s.  6<f.  The  deben- 
tures were  all  stamped  with  a  18s.  6it  promissory  note  stamp,  and  the  separate  warrants 
bad  no  stamp.  Heldf  that  the  debentures  were  not  properly  stamped.  Entkoven  ▼. 
Hoyle^  ix.  484. 

8.  Deed  of  real  estate — Cash  payment  and  rewtreharge.  By  deed,  A  agreed  to  aell 
and  B  U}  buy  certain  real  estate  for  87,000^  B  was  to  pay  10,0001.  in  cash ;  15;060£. 
was  to  be  represented  by  an  annual  rent  of  750L,  willk  privilege  to  B  to  pay  the 
15,0002.  in  foU  at  any  time  after  twelve  months'  notice ;  12,000/.  was  to  be  represented 
by  a  rent  of  600/.,  with  privilege  to  A  to  demand  the  12,000/.  in  foil  at  any  time  after 
1858,  on  twelve  months'  notice, — and  with  privilege  to  B  to  pay  said  sum  in  fuU  on. 
twelve  months'  notice  at  any  time  after  1868.  Qoesdon  as  to  what  stamp  duty  was 
due.  Hddy  that  an  ad  valorem  duty  was  payable  as  if  the  12,000/.  had  been  a  pay- 
ment in  money ;  but  that  no  ad  valorem  duty  was  payable  in  respect  of  the  rent-charge 
of  750/.  The  Plymioutk  Cfreat  Western  Dock  Co.  ▼.  The  CommMoneraof  Iniand  Ra>- 
enue,  xx.  412« 

9.  Deed  of  estate  subject  to  incumbranees.  Where  a  person  takes  an  estate  from 
another,  subject  to  its  incumbrances,  agreeing  to  apply  the  rents,  8r^.,  for  rcmonng 
A  incumbrances,  but  no  farther  agreeing  to  pay  the  same,  nor  staling  any  other 
consideration  for.  the  sale,  the  deed  of  transfer  is  not  liable  to  the  ad  vahrem  duty 
iqUKMed  on  conveyances  by  the  55  Geo.  IIL  c  184.  Chamdos  r.  TMe^  Commissioners 
i^Inland  Reoenue^  v.  449. 

10.  Deed  or  bond  not  invalidated  by  improper  stamp.  A  deed  of  partition  stated  on 
its  foce  only  a  nominal  consideration  for  the  conveyance  of  land  in  sevetalty  to  o&e 
of  the  co-tenants,  and  was  stamped  accordingly.  In  foct,  he  had  agreed  to  pay  800C. 
for  equality  of  partition  and  had  given  a  bond  to  secure  that  sum.  Heldy  that  neither 
the  deed  nor  the  bond  was  void,  by  reason  of  the  improper  stamps  Henniker  v.  Ben' 
fUkety  xvi.  196. 

ll.^Unstamped  agreement  not  a  nuUJUy.  The  defendant  guaranteed  to  pay  Ae 
plaintiff  according  to  his  arrangements  with  J.  On  proof  that  the  defendant  had 
entered  into  a  written  agreement  with  J.,  the  judge  decided  that  it  should  be  prtH 
dnced;  but  on  produotion,  the  objection  being  taken  that  it  was  unstamped,  the  ju^^ 
treated  the  agreement  as  a  nullity,  and  found  for  the  plaintiiF.  Heids  that  the  jn%e 
was  wrong,  as  the  document,  tho^g^  uastan^Md,  was  an  agreement,  and  ought  not  to 
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have  been  trea^  as  a  nuUitjy,  as  it  was  capable  of  being  stamped  at  any  future  time.

I.  Cfenefxd  Pnnciplet  of  Comtruction, 

1.  CZauM9  refkdermg  deed  void  for  roant  of  indonemeni — PtibHe  concern.  The 
effect  to  be  given  to  such  clanses  as  that  rendering  deeds  vend  for  want  of  indorsement 
or  other  £>rmal  matters,  depends  much  on  the  purpose  of  the  act  in  which  the^  are 
contained ;  and  if  the  act  be  one  of  general  public  concern,  timr  are  to  be  construed 
largely,  to  defeat  the  mischief  wluch  the  act  is  intended  to  piulKit ;  but  if  the  act  be 
not  such,  then  the  effect  to  be  given  to  such  provisions  is  to  be  limited  hj  the  purpose 
for  wluoh  they  are  inserted.   Jortin  v.  The  SotUheatiem  Railway  Co.  xzxi.  320. 

2.  JMieni  of  legi$laiure.  In  the  construction  of  statutes  not  only  the  words,  but  also 
the  intent  of  the  legblature  as  collected  from  the  cause  and  necessity  of  the  act,  must 
be  considered.    Hawkini  v.  GathereoUj  zxzL  305. 

S.  Cotutrvetion  most  fatforaUe  to  Ubertif.  Where  a  statute  affecting  the  liberty  of 
the  person  is  susceptible  of  two  different  constructions,  that  one  will  be  adopted  which 
is  most  favorable  to' liberty.    Fer  Maule,  J.    Johnson  v.  Harris^  zxyiii.  376. 

4.  Act  founded  on  rejport  of  eommienonert.  Per  FoUock,  C.  B.,  and  Parke,  B. 
Where  an  act  of  parliament  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  on  a  report  of  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  crown,  that  report  ought  not  to  be  referred  to  in  a  court  of 
justice  as  a  guide  in  construing  the  statute.    Martin  v.  Bemminff^  xxviii.  944. 

5.  Repeal  of  privaie  act,  A  private  act  of  parliament,  although  declared  to  be  a 
public  act,  cannot,  by  any  implication,  repeal  a  former  private  act;  and  such  appeal 
oaa  only  operate,  if  there  be  in  the  subsequent  act  words  vdiich  wUl  operate  as  an 
express  repeal  of  the  fermer  act  The  Trtutem  of  Birkenhead  Docks  v.  T%e  Birkin* 
head  Dock  Co.  zxiiL  389. 

6.  Meaning  of  words.  In  construing  an  ordinary  act  of  parliament,  every  word 
must  be  understood  according  to  its  legal  meaning,  unless  the  context  shows  that  the 
legislature  has  used  it  in  a  popular  or  more  enlarged  sense ;  but  in  a  i|enal  enactment, 
where  it  is  sought  to  depart  fx^  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  words  used,  the  inten- 
tion of  the  legislature  that  those  words  should  be  understood  in  a  larger  or  more 
popular  sense  must  plainly  appear.    Stephenson  v.  Higginson^  xviii.  60. 

7.  Rqteal  of  statute,  Afier  a  statute  has  been  repealed,  it  cannot  be  acted  upon  in 
respect  of  a  proceeding  under  it,  commenced  before  its  repeal,  and  in  ihb  respect 
thm  is  no  valid  distinction  between  matters  of  form  and  substance.  Where,  there- 
fbrcy  between  the  finding  of  an  indictment  for  non-repair  of  a  road  and  plea  pleaded, 
the  statute  upon  which  alone  the  indictment  could  be  supported,  was  repealed,  and 
afterwards  the  indictaient  was  proceeded  with  and  a  conviction  obtained,  the  court 
arrested  the  judgment    Regma  v.  Denton,  xiv.  124. 

8.  Winding^p  acts^Retrospective  operation.  The  12  &  13  Vict  c.  108,  (which 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  August,  1849,)  enacts,  that  the  Jmnt-etock  Com* 
panics  Winding-up  Act,  1848,  (11  &  12  Vict  c.  45,)  shall  not  apply  to  railway 
companies  incorporated  by  act  of  parliament  The  13  h  14  Vict  c.

HM,  that  this  clanw  was  retrospeodye  in  its  operalioiit  and 
rendezed  Talid  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  ui  incoiporaled  nBimj 
company  taken  before  the  14th  of  August,  1850.

9.  Ambiguity.  Ambiguous  words  occurring  in  an  act  of  pariiament  oug^t  not  to  be 
extended  to  institutions  which  are  well  known  to  exist,  but  are  not  named  in  the  act 
In  re  The  SL  Jame$*8  Club,  xiii.  589. 

10.  For  construction  of  poor  laws,  see  JRegina  ▼.  Greene,  xi.  841. 

11.  Primd  facie  proitpective.  Statutes  are  primd  facie  prospectiye  onlj,  not  affect- 
ing existing  contracts,  at  all  eyentB  those  on  which  actions  haye  been  eommenoed. 
JDpolubdau  y.  HanUoU,  liL  89. 

12.  Railway  acts.  For  principles  of  eonstruotioii  applicable  to  Bailwaj  Actii  asa 
£tan  College,  Ex  parte,  L  51. 

18.  Statute  creating  monopoly ,  eomtrued  strictly.  A  statute  creating  a  monopoly,  and 
imposing  a  penalty  f4^an  infringement  of  its  proyisions,  is  to  be  considered  a  penal 
enactment,  and  ought  to  receiye  a  strict  oonstruction.  Per  Lord  CampbeU.  BegiMa 
▼.  Reed,  xxyiiL  188. 

14.  Statute  enlarging  right  of  remedy,  ^eet  of,  on  previous  agreemenL  A  subsequent 
statute  enlarging  the  right  of  remedy  cannot  apply  to  or  affect  an  agreement  for  the 
disposition  of  a  case  in  court,  where,  by  reasonable  implication,  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment negatiye  the  exercise  of  such  remedy ;  and  tins  even  although  the  agreement 
had  not  been  signed  by  the  judge  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  the  statute.

IL  Construction  of  particular  &aiutes.

SUBROGATION. 

Insurance.  The  parish  church  of  Boucherville  in  Lower  Canada,  having  been 
in  great  part  destroyed  by  a  fire,  which  was  occamoned  by  the  negligence  of  the 
respondents'  servants,  and  being  at  the  time  insured  by  a  policy  effected  by  the  curi 
upon  the  church  and  sacristy ;  the  curi  and  one  of  the  marguilliers-en-cJiargef  by  a 
notarial  instrument,  transferred  to  the  appellants,  (*^The  Quebec  Fire  Assurance 
Company,"  who  had  granted  the  policy,)  in  consideration  of  the  payment  by  them  of 
part  of  the  amount  of  the  damage  sustained  by  such  fire,  the  right  to  sue  and  claim 
from  the  respondents,  the  amount  so  paid.  *  Ileldf  that  this  constituted  a  valid  subro- 
gation of  the  debt  due  to  the  insurers  in  right  of  the  fabrique^  according  to  the  French 
law  prevailing  in  Lower  Canada.  Held,  also,  in  an  action  brought  upon  the  notarial 
Acte^  that  though  the  declaration  was  not  strictly  in  form,  yet  it  was  substantially 
good ;  for  the  plaintiffs  (the  appellants)  could  not  be  held  to  sue  as  assurers,  (in  which 
character  they  had  no  title ;)  but  as  being  subrogated  to  the  debt  due  to  the  fabrique 
of  Vhe  church  by  the  defendants,  (the  respondents,)  by  reason  of  the  payment  made 
on  their  behalf  in  respect  of  the  damage  occasioned  by  them.

The 
plaintiffs  assented ;  and  a  guarantee  was  drawn  op,  not  referring  to  B.%  acceptance, 
but  reciting  the  consideration  for  the  guarantee  to  be  the  original  loon,  and  the 
plain  ti£&'  agreeing  not  to  require  any  further  security  in  the  event  of  the  depreeiatioa 
of  the  shares,  as  provided  for  by  the  original  agreement  The  defendant  had  no 
notice  of  the  transaction  between  the  plaintiffs  and  B.  Heldy  that  the  defendant  was, 
nevertheless,  liable  to  the  plaintiffs  on  the  guarantee.    Ih, 

6.  Surety  on  relieving  officei'f  bond — Guardian^  neglect  to  disch^  offieef^s  inMtedr' 
ness.

II.  Rights  of  Sureties  and  Guarantors, 

1.  Mortgage — Right  of  surety  U>  redeem,  A  principal  and  sureties  joined  in  a  mort- 
gage of  land,  containing  powers  of  sale,  and  a  proviso,  that,  as  between  the  principal 
and  sureties,  the  principal  and  the  land  should  be  primarily  liaUe.  The  principal 
aflcrwards  mortgaged  the  land  and  bonds  to  the  mortgagee  for  a  further  advance.

1.  Threat  to  sue — Promise  by  surety  to  pay  the  debt  soon.  A  surety,  in  answer  to  a 
letter  informing  him  that  proceedings  were  contemplated  against  him  and  his  princi- 
pal, stated,  through  his  solicitor,  that  he  would  in  a  post  or  two  pay  the  amount  and 
interest  due  on  the  joint  security.  The  surety  died,  and  the  creditor  sued  the  admin- 
istratrix of  the  surety,  and  it  was  held,  on  appeal,  reversing  the  decision  of  the  court 
below,  (xi.  200,)  that  the  surety  had  neither  in  law  nor  in  equity,  rendered  himself 
severally  liable.    Jones  v.  Beach,  xvii.  427. 

2.  Guaranty — Joint  liabUity.  If  two  persons  guarantee  the  payment  of  a  certain 
sum,  ^ach  one  half  of  the  same,  they  are  not  jointiy  liable  for  the  whole  amount 
Fell  T.  Goslin,  xi.  554. 

IV.  Discharge  of  Sureties  and  Guarantors. 

1.  Neglect  of  obligee.  To  discharge  a  surety  for  the  due  performance  of  duties, 
there  must  be  on  the  part  of  the  obligee  such  an  act  of  connivance  or  gross  negligence 
as  amounts  to  a  wilful  shutting  of  the  eyes  to  the  fraud,  or  something  approxinmting 
to  it    Dawson  v.  Lawes,  xxiii.  365. 

2.  Neglect  to  file  warrant  of  attorney  given  by  principal  debtor.  A  father  became 
surety  for  his  son's  debt  on  a  current  account  with  his  banker  to  the  extent  of  1,0002. 
Subscquentiy,  the  son,  requiring  a  further  advance  of  300/.,  with  the  fiither's  knowl- 
edge, gave  a  warrant  of  attorney  to  cover  the  whole  debt  to  the  bank,  and  an 
agreement  was  entered  into,  that  the  warrant  of  attorney  should  not  afiect  the 
guaranty,  but  that  the  bank  should,  on  request  of  the  fiithcr,  enter  up  judgment  and 
levy  execution  on  the  warrant  of  attorney  against  the  son,  for  the  whole  debt  The 
warrant  of  attorney  not  having  been  properly  filed,  was  void  against  the  assignees  of 
the  son  on  his  becoming  bankrupt  Held,  that  this  being  by  the  neglect  of  the  bank, 
discharged  the  suretyship  of  the  father.     Watson  v.  Alcock,  xix.  64,  239. 

3.  Giving  time  to  debtor.  A  creditor  may  give  time  to  his  principal  debtor,  and  yet 
efifectually  reserve  his  right  against  the  surety.     Owen  v.  Roman,  xxv.  1.

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4.  Amalgamation  of  railway  eompaniei  noi  a  discharge.  Under  stat.  10  &  11  Vict 
c.  174,  s.  10,  a  person  who  was  surety  by  bond  to  one  of  the  companies,  heSare  aflat* 
gamation,  for  ^e  conduct  of  an  employee,  was  held  liable  to  the  new  compaoy  for 
breaches  of  the  bond  committed  after  the  amalgamation.  The  Eaitem  Union  Baiheajf 
Co,  V.  Cochrane,  xxiv.  495.        • 

6.  Dealings  between  principal  debtor  and  creditor — Concurrenee  of  surety.  If  a 
creditor  so  deals  with  his  principal  debtor  as  to  alter  the  position  of  the  surety,  he 
discharges  the  surety ;  but  this  principle  applies  only  when  tfie  tmnsactifiQ  k  widiout 
the  concurrence  of  the  surety.  Woodcock  ▼.  Hie  Oxford  and  Worcester  Btulwoy  Co, 
xx\.  285. 

6.  Reservation  of  creditor's  rights  against  surety.  A  tranaactioB,  such  as  taking  the 
promissory  note  of  the  principal  in  a  bond,  which  would  otherwise  operate  as  a  rdeaie 
of  a  surety,  will  not  have  that  effect  if  the  remedy  against  the  surety  is  lessTfed. 
And  the  question  in  such  cases  is,  what  was  the  understanding  of  the  parties;  md 
parol  evidence  is  admissible  to  show  the  understanding.     Wyke  v.  BogerSj  xiL  162. 

7.  Construction  of  reservation.  The  reservation  of  the  creditor^  ngbts  aguait  the 
surety  may  be  construed  in  subordination  to  what  shall  be  found  to  be  the  geoeial 
intent  of  the  parties.     Owen  v.  Homan,  iii.  112. 

8.  For  observations  as  to  the  effect  upon  the  liability  of  tiie  surety,  by  the  creditor 
having  precluded  himself  from  suing  the  principal  debtor  except  in  certain  eventii 
see  t^. 

9.  Release  of  principal  debtor  without  reseroationy  but  with  privity  of  surety.  Ths 
principal  debtor  assigned  his  property  and  took  a  deed  of  release  from  his  creditors, 
no  reservation  being  made  in  the  deed  of  the  rights  of  any  creditor  against  the  sarety ; 
the  deed  was  executed  with  the  privity  of  the  surety  and  on  the  understanding,  as 
was  shown  by  the  evidence,  that  the  rights  against  said  surety  were  not  to  be  pr^a- 
diccd  thereby.    Held^  that  the  surety  was  not  released.    Ex  parte  Bdrveyy  xxvii.  271 

10.  Release  of  principal  from  all  actions — Reservation  of  right  to  sue  persons  joioly 
liable.  The  obligee  of  a  bond  executed  a  deed  to  the  principal,  without  Che  knowledge 
of  the  surety,  releasng  him  from  all  actions,  &c.,  but  expressly  reserving  the  right  to 
sue  all  persons  jointly  liable,  and  stipulating  that  the  deed  diooid  be  no  release  to 
such  actions.  Held,  a  covenant  not  to  sue,  and  not  a  r^ase ;  that  the  surety  was  not 
discharged,  his  remedy  against  his  principal  remaining  unaffected.  Price  v.  Barter, 
XXX.  157. 

11.  Official  bond,  continuance  of -^Change  of  tenure  of  office.  The  Mnnidpal 
Corporation  Act,  5  &  6  Will.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  58,  directs  the  council  of  every  boroqgfa, 
every  year  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  to  take  such  security  for  the  due  execution  of 
his  office  as  they  shall  think  proper.  The  treasurer,  by  section  60,  is  to  accoant  to 
the  council,  at  such  times  during  the  continuance  of  his  office,  or  witliin  three  montb 
after  the  expiration  of  his  office,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  council  shall  direct  By 
the  6  &  7  Vict  c.  89,  s.  6,  the  treasurer,  instead  of  being  appointed  aaniiallr»  if  to 
hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  council,  but  no  alteration  is  thereby  made 
in  the  nature  or  duties  of  the  office.  M.  had,  before  the  6  &  7  Vict  c  89,  been  elected 
treasurer  of  a  borough  for  a  year,  and  was  ordered  by  the  council  to  render  an  aocoont 
of  cash  in  his  possession  at  every  quarterly  and  adjourned  meeting,  and  at  any  spedal 
meeting,  if  required.  The  defendant  entered  into  a  bond  as  surety  for  the  due  per- 
formance of  his  duty  by  M.  "  during  the  whole  time  of  his  continuing  in  the  said 

<  office  in  consequence  of  the  said  election,  or  under  any  annual  or  other  future  elec- 
tions of  the  said  council.*'  Held,  first,  that  the  council  might  legally  take  such  saeiiri^ 
to  remain  in  force  under  any  number  of  successive  elections ;  and,  secondly,  that  As 
liability  of  the  surety  was  by  the  terms  of  the  bond  extended  to  a  continuance  ift 
office  by  M.,  under  an  election  during  the  pleasure  of  the  council ;  and  that  there  was 
no  alteration  in  the  time  or  mode  of  accounting,  by  reason  of  his  hdding  the  ofllce 
for  an  indefinite  period,  which  would  discharge  the  surety.     The  Mayer,  ix.  efBer* 
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wick  upon  Ttoeed  v.  Oswald,  xtL  236.  See  ako  Oswald  y.  Tie  Mayor ,  ffc,  of  Berwick 
upon  Tweedy  xxyi.  85. 
.12.  Discharge  by  new  bond.  To  a  declaratioa  in  covenant  on  thia  bond,  the  defend- 
*  ant  pleaded,  that  after  the  making  of  the  bond,  and  before  any  of  the  breaches  of 
covenant  alleged,  the  said  M.,  and  others  as  his  sureties  executed  and  delivered  to  the 
plaintifTs  another  bond,  (to  the  same  effect  as  that  declared  npon,)  in  f^iU  satisfaction 
and  discharge  of  the  said  b(md  in  the  declaration  mentioned,  and  of  all  covenants,  &c.y 
therein  contained,  and  that  the  phiintiffs  then  accepted  the  said  other  bond  in  fall 
satisfaction  and  dischai^  of  the  said  bowl  in  the  declaration  mentioned,  and  of  all 
covenants,  &c  HM^  on  demurrer  to  this  plea,  that  the  second  bond  was  not  good 
either  bj  way  of  accord  and  satisfaction,  or  of  release.    lb. 

IS.  Continuance  ofUabUity,  An  official  bond  \r^  given,  that  the  incbmbent  should 
duly  account  for  moneys,  &c!,  '^  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to  hold  such  office."  De> 
fendant  pleaded  that  the  appointment  was  for  one  year.  Replication,  that  the  incuni" 
bent  remained  in  office  after  the  year,  and  omitted  to  account,  &c.  Held^  upon 
demurrer,  that  the  averment  in  the  plea  of  the  time  for  which  the  appointment  to  the 
office  was  made,  had  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been  recited  in  the  condition  of  the 
bond,  and  that,  in  accoidance  with  previous  authorities,  the  liability  of  the  sureties 
does  not  continue  beyond  the  period  of  one  year,  and  that  the  pica,  therefore,  was  a 
good  answer  to  the  action.    Kitson  t.  Julian,  xxx.  326. 

14.  Bond  of  collector  of  income4ax — Recitals  in — Sureties  not  estopped  by.  The 
defendants,  as  sureties  for  one  J.  L.,  executed,  on  the  6th  October,  1846,  a  bond  to 
the  plaintiffs,  who  were  commissionen  under  the  Income-tax  Acts,  by  which  bond, 
after  reciting  that  J.  L.  had  been  duly  appointed  collector  of  the  duties  granted  by 
those  acts  assessed  within  the  parish  of  M.,  and  that  duplicates  of  the  assessments  had 
been  delivered  to  J.  L.,  with  a  warrant  for  collecting  the  same,  the  defendants  became 
bound  for  the  payment  of  all  such  sums  assessed  and  collected  for  the  year  ending 
April,  1847,  or  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  such  parish  by  J.  L.  as  such  collector  as 
aforesaid.  A  duplicate  of  the  assessment  of  duties  under  schedule  (A)  of  stat  5  &  6 
Ylct.  c.  35,  made  on  persons  in  M*  for  three  years  ending  April,  1847,  had  been 
delivered  to  J.  L.  by  the  plaintiffs,  together  with  a  warrant  for  collecting  the  same ; 
but  no  such  duplicate  of  assessments  under  schedule  (D,)  nor  warrant  for  collecting, 
had  been  delivered  to  J.  L.  On  the  14th  October,  1846,  J.  L.  died,  having  received 
previously  some  of  the  duties,  un^er  schedules  (A)  and  (D)  for  the  year  ending  April, 
1847,  for  which  he  had  given  the  usual  receipt  as  collector.  Heldy  that  the  defendants 
were  not  liable  in  respect  of  the  duties  received  under  schedule  D,  aa,  for  wani  of  the 
duplicate  and  warrant,  J.  L.  had  not  at  the  time  authority  to  receive  the  same.  Heldf 
also,  that  the  defendants  were  not  estopped  by  the  recital  in  the  bond  from  denyfng 
that  J.  L.  was  authorixed  to  collect  such  duties.    Kepp  v.  Wiggett,  i.  365. 

15.  What  is  a  continuance  in  office.  R.  was  appmnted  overseer,  and  gave  bond  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  during  the  continuance  of  his  said  appointment. 
After  holding  the  office  for  several  years,  the  vestry  with  B.'s  consent  resolved  that 
he  should  continue  in  the  office  at  a  reduced  salary,  part  of  the  duties  of  the  office 
having  been  transferred  to  another  person.  Held,  that  this  was  a  continuation  of  the 
office,  and  the  sureties  were  liable  on  the  bond.    Frank  v.  Edwards,  xvL  477. 

16.  Assistant  oversee r^s  acceptance  of  office  of  overseer  not  a  resignation.  The 
acceptance  of  the  office  of  overseer  does  not  operate  as  a  resignation  of  the  office  of 
asostant  overseer,  under  59  Geo.  III.  c.  12.  And  even  assuming  that  those  two  offices 
are  incompatible,  where  such  assistant  overseer  continues  to  perform  the  duties  of 
assistant  overseer  after  his  appointment  as  overseer,  and  is  guilty  of  defalcations,  the 
sureties  to  the  bond  taken  under  the  provisions  of  that  statute  are  liable.  Worth  v. 
Nnoton,  xxvi.  553. 

17.  Appointment  of  assistant  overseer.  By  a  resolution  of  a  vestry  R.  L.  was 
elected  *^  assistant  overseer"  at  a  salary  of  27/.  a  year.    The  defendants  executed  a 
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Burety  bond  for  the  fi;ood  conduct  of  R  L.,  but  no  warrant  of  appointment  was  exe- 
cuted till  af\»r  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  vestry,  where  it  was  resolved  that  the 
<' permanent  overseer's  salary,"  (meaning  the  salary  of  R.  L.,)  should  be  raised. 
Held,  that  no  appointment  was  made  pursuant  to  the  first  election,  and  that  the 
defendants  were  not  liable  for  a  breach  of  the  bond.    Holland  v.  Lea,  xxiv.  525. 

18.  Surety  fyr  a  certain  time — Default  after  that  time.  A  and  B  formed  a  partner- 
ship for  a  term  of  years,  C  becoming  surety  for  A  to  B  for  said  term ;  the  business 
was  carried  on  a  year  and  a  half  after  the  expiration  of  the  term,  C  never  having 
been  consulted  thereon,  but  being  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  affairs  had  not  been 
wound  up  at  the  end  of  the  term.  Held,  that  the  surety  was  not  liable  for  a  deiknit 
of  A  which  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  a  half.    Small  v.  Currie,  xxvil.  904. 

19.  Surety  ft>r  party  as  agent — Change  in  mode  of  compensation,  A  company 
appointed  L.  their  coal  agent,  with  a  fixed  salary,  and  W?  as  surety,  executed  a  bond 
conditioned  for  L.*s  honest  conduct  during  his  continuance  in  such  agency.  L.  some* 
time  afterwards  agreed  with  the  company  to  receive  a  commission  on  the  amount  of 
his  sales  instead  of  his  salary,  and  this  change  was  held  to  release  W.  from  his  respon- 
sibility on  the  bond.     The  Northwestern  Railway  Co,  v.  Whinray,  xxvL  488. 

20.  Alteration  in  mode  of  accounting  by  agent.  The  plaintifis  appointed  W.  M. 
their  agent  for  the  sale  of  bottles  on  commission.  The  defendant  signed  the  following 
guaranty :  **  I  hereby  agree  to  guarantee  W.  M.'s  intromissions  as  your  agent,  to  the 
extent  of  500/."  The  original  agency  account  between  the  parties  was  subsequently 
changed  into  a  regular  accommodation  drawing  account  The  defendant  had  no 
knowledge  of  and  never  inquired  as  to  the  original,  or  subsequent  terms  of  dealing. 
Held,  (Pollock,  C.  B.,  dissentientey)  that  the  alteration  in  the  mode  of  accounting  and 
paying  did  not  discharge  the  surety.    Stewart  v.  M'Kean,  xxix.  388. 

21.  Increase  of  salary  ofagent,  he  assuming  new  liabilities.  In  a  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  an  agent  of  a  bank,  it  was  provided  **  that  he  should 
have  no  other  business  of  any  kind,  nor  be  connected  in  any  shape  with  any  trade, 
&c.,  nor  be  security  for  any  individual  or  copartnery  in  any  manner  of  way  what- 
soever." The  bank  subsequently,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  sureties,  increased 
the  salary  of  the  agent,  he  undertaking  to  bear  one  fourth  part  of  all  loses  which 
might  be  incurred  by  his  discounts.  Held,  such  an  alteration  of  the  contract,  and  of 
the  liability  of  the  agent,  that  the  sureties  were  discharged,  notwithstanding  the  loss 
arose,  not  from  discounts,  but  from  improper  condud  of  the  agent.  Bonar  v.  Mae^ 
donaldy  L  1. 

22.  Insolvency  of  principal — Order  for  protection,  A  surety,  for  the  grantor  of  an 
annuity,  who  has  become  insolvent,  and  has  obtained  a  final  order  for  protection  under 
the* 5  &  6  Vict  c.  116,  s.  10,  is  not  protected  from  being  sued  on  the  default  of  the 
grantor  for  instalments  accruing  due  subsequently  to  the  filing  of  the  petition,  bj 
7  &  8  Vict  c.  96,  8.  25,  his  liability  to  pay  not  being  a  debt  within  the  meaning  of  that 
section.     Thompson  v.  Whadey,  ii.  190. 

23.  Party  induced  to  become  surety  by  fraud — Interference  of  equity  with  suret^s 
property.  Where  it  was  probable  that  a  surety  was  induced  to  undertake  the  respon- 
sibility, sought  to  be  enforced  against  her,  by  fraud;  and  where  it  was  doubtful 
whether  she  had  not  been  dischaiged  from  this  rcsponsibilit}"  by  dealings  which  had 
taken  place  between  the  plaintifis  and  the  principal  debtors,  the  court  of  chancery 
would  not  interfere  with  the  surety's  possession  of  property  settled  to  her  separate 
use,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditor,  and  an  order  for  a  receiver  was  discharged.  Owen 
Y.  Homany  iiL  112. 

SURRENDER. 

1.  Term  in  gross — Presumptive  surrender.  If  a  term  in  gross  exists  on  an  estate, 
and  has  not  been  attendant  upon  the  inheritance,  no  surrender  will  be  presumed,  and 
such  a  term  is  liable  to  an  extent;  but  the  judgments  having  been  satisfied  by  par- 
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cliase  of  part  of  the  estates  extended,  the  tenancy  by  elegit  is  gone,  and  the  parties 
entitled  may  enter.    Hele  v.  Bexley^  zxu  4^7. 

2.  C.  being,  under  a  deed  of  settlement  of  1813,  tenant  fi>r  fife,  witJi  remainder  to 
such  of  his  children  as  he  should  appcHnt,  but  covenanting  tiiat  he  was  seised  in  fee» 
■old  the  estate  in  1840  to  the  defendant,  who  had  no  notice  of  the  setdement ;  anci 
the  residue  of  two  terms  was  assigned  to  a  trustee  for  the  defendant,  to  attend  the 
inheritance.  These  terms  had  been  created  for  mortage  purposes,  and  in  1 7.78,  the 
mortgage  debt  having  been  satisfied,  were  assigned  in  trust  to  attend  the  inheritanee, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  then  owner  in  fee.  The  estate  had  been  mortgaged  in  1886, 
but  in  none  of  the  deeds  nor  in  the  settlement  of  1813  was  any  notice  taken  of  the 
outstanding  terms.  In  1844,  C.duly  exercised  hie  power  of  appointment  limiting  the 
estate  afler  his  death,  to  the  plaintiff,  in  fee.  In  an  action  of  ejectment,  it  was  held, 
first,  that  the  court  could  not  presume  a  surrender  of  the  terma,  which  was  not  stated 
as  a  fact  in  the  case ;  for  that,  even  assuming  the  deeisioa  in  Doe  v.  HUder,  2  B.  &  AL 
782,  to  be  right,  (which  the  court  greatly  doubted,)  the  presumptioo,  if  to  be  made  al 
all,  must  be  made  by  the  jury,  and  not  by  the  courts     CottreU  v.  Hugke$j  xxix.  8d2. 

3.  Subsisling  term.  Secondly,  that  as  the  terma  were  on  the  Slat  December,  1845, 
attendant  on  the  inheritance  by  express  declaratiofi,  and  wcfoldy  if  sabsistisfg,  have 
afibrded  to  the  defendant  such  protection  against  the  settlement  of  1813  as  a  court  of 
equity  would  n<^  have  restrained  him  from  setting  up  in  a  court  of  law,  they  were 
within  the  exception  of  the  8  &  9  Vict,  c  112,  s.  1,  and  must  be  considered  as  sub- 
sisting terms,    lb. 

SURVIVORSHIP. 

Money  invested  in  public  fundi.  Where  money  is  invested  in  the  funds,  in  the 
joint  names  of  two  persons,  the  survivor  is,  at  law,  the  absolute  owner,  whatever  the 
intention  of  the  investment  may  have  been.  Croesfield  v.  jStieA,  xzii.  555.  See  Under" 
wood  V.  Wing,  xxxi.  293. 

TELEGRAPH  COMPANY. 

Railwag  telegraph  companies.  The  European  and  American  Electric  Printing 
Telegraph  Company's  Act,  which  provides  that  the  company  may  lay  their  pipes,  frc, 
under  any  highways,  &c.,  but  that  nothing  contained  in  the  provisions  shall  give  them 
power  to  dig  under  any  railway  or  canal,  but  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company 
to  carry  their  wires  directly  across  any  railway  or  canal,  gives  the  company  no  right 
to  dig  under  and  directly  across  a  railway  at  the  place  where  it  crosses  a  common 
highway.  The  Southeastern  Eailway  Co,  v.  The  European^  American,  jrc.  Telegraph 
Co.  xxiv.  513.

TIME. 

1.  WTien  essence  of  contract.  Although  at  law  the  time  specified  in  a  contract  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  the  completion  of  title  is  an  essential  part  of  the  contract, 
yet  such  is  not  the  doctrine  o£  equity,  and  it  will  only  be  so  held  in  cases  of  direct 
stipulaUon  or  of  necessary  implication.  '  Parkin  v.  Thorold,  xiii.  416. 

2.  Essence  of  contract — Reasonable  time.  A  tenant  held  under  an  agreement, 
giving  him  the  option  to  purchase  the  estate  of  his  landlord,  on  giving  three  months^ 
notice ;  and  he  accordingly  gave  such  notice  on  the  14th  of  August    On  the  4th  of 
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September  the  vendor  urged  him  to  complete  the  purchase,  and  on  the  2d  of  Noveifr* 
ber  gave  him  notice,  that  unleas  he  completed  within  six  weekB  he  should  omadar 
the  contract  as  abandoned.  The  purchaser  went  on  with  the  examination  of  the 
title,  but  did  not  complete  before  the  six  weeks  had  expired.  The  vendor  thes 
treated  the  contract  as  abandoned.  Held,  first,  that  time  was  not  of  the  essence  of 
the  contract,  and  that  if  it  had  been  it  would  have  been  waived  by  the  conduct  of  the 
parties.  Secondly,  that  the  six  weeks  limited  by  the  defendant  was  not  a  reasonable 
time.    Pegg  v.  Wisden,  xv.  12. 

8.  ReasonahU  time — When  it  begins  to  run.  Reasonable  time  begins  to  run  onljr 
firom  the  time  when  some  one  interested  in  the  matter  calls  for  something  to  be  done 
respecting  it.     Graham  v.  The  Van  Diemen'i  Land  Co,  xxx.  574. 

4.  An  ingredient  in  question  of  injunction.  Time  is  an  ingredient  to  be  considered 
in  determining  a  question  of  injunction,  although  the  application  be  on  behalf  of  the 
attorney-general  Per  Sir  G.  J.  Turner,  L.  J.  The  Attorney-General  v.  The  Sheffield 
Gas  Consumers*  Co.  xix.  639. 

5.  Computation  of  time.  Under  a  statute  authorizing  the  renewal  of  a  writ  at  an/ 
time  before  its  expiration  *<  for  six  months  from  the  date  of  such  renewal,**  the  court 
doubted  as  to  whether  the  day  of  the  renewal  was  to  be  computed  as  a  part  of  the  « 
months.    ilnonymot»,  xxviii.

7.  Extent  for  croion  debt — Bankruptcy,  One  was  adjudged  a  bankrupt  and  his 
assignee  appmnted ;  later  on  the  same  day  a  writ  of  extent  issued  against  him  ibr  a 
crown  debt  Held,  that  the  extent  operated  from  the  first  moment  of  the  day,  and 
the  title  of  the  crown  prevailed.  Edwards  v.  Regina,  xxv.  519 ;  affirming  Reguta  r* 
Edwards,  xxiv.  440. 

8.  ^  Week,**  The  word  *'  week,"  interpreted  to  mean  the  ordinaiy  reckoning  (rooa

TITHE. 

1.  Power  of  tithe  commissioners — Rival  claimants.  Under  the  providons  of  the 
Tithe  Commutation  Act,  the  tithe  commissioners  have  no  power  to  decide  the  title  to 
tithes  as  between  rival  claimants.     Shepherd  v.  The  Marquis  of  Londonderry,  x.  397. 

2.  Award  of  rent-charge  in  lieu  of  tithes.  Where  at  the  time  of  the  making  an 
award  of  a  rent-charge  in  lieu  of  ccrtiun  tithes  under  the  act,  a  suit  in  equity  was 
pending  for  an  account  of  the  same  tithes,  in  which  the  question  was  as  to  the  title  of 
the  claimant  to  receive  the  tithes,  it  wu  held,  that  the  validity  of  the  award  was  no4 
thereby  affected,  such  suit  not  being  one  "  touching  the  right  to  any  tithes,"  and 
"  whereby  the  making  of  the  award  shall  be  hindered,"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
45th  section  of  the  said  act    75.  ^ 

3.  Question  of  title  between  impropriators  and  vicar — Pow^of  tithe  cammissumeru 
A  writ  of  mandamus  to  tithe  commissioners  stated  certain  differences  between  land- 
owners of  a  parish  and  its  vicar,  and  commanded  them  to  determine  thenv  The 
return  stated  the  facts  at  great  length,  and  finally  set  out  an  award,  finding  ail  the 
tithable  lands  in  the  parish  subject  to  tithes  in  kind,  stating  who  were  the  impropria* 
tors,  awarding  rent-charges,  &c.  Upon  demurrer  to  the  return,  it  was  held^  that  the 
question  raised  by  the  whole  record  was  purely  one  of  title  between  the  impropriatocs 
and  the  vicar,  and  that  no  difference  existed  between  the  vicar  and  land-owners  by 
which  the  making  of  the  award  was  hindered,  nor  any  which  the  commissioners  had 
power  to  hear  and  determine.  Semhle,  that  the  writ  itself  showed  the  dilute  te  be 
one  as  to  title.    Regina  v.  The  Tithe  Ctfmmissioners  for  England  and  Wales,  x.  408. 

4.  Extinguishment — Jurisdiction  of  tithe  commissioner.    If  it  is  claimed  that  tithee 
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on  certain  lands  have  been  extingiushed  hj  virtue  of  the  Incloetxre  Act,  tlie  deci8i<m 
of  a  tithe  commissioner  cannot  be  conclusiye  on  the  question  of  exemption,  because, 
"bj  statute,  his  jurisdiction  is  taken  away  in  all  cases  where  the  tithes  have  been  thus 
extinguished,  and  an  inferior  magistrate's  decision  as  to  his  own  jurisdiction  can  never 
be  final.    Bunbury  v.  Fuller ,  xxiv.  425. 

5.  Annttal  payment  in  lieu  of  tithes.  The  case  of  a  money  payment,  in  lieu  of  tithes 
made  upon  an  annual  value,  is  not  like  that  of  an  ordinary  composition,  and  it 
requires  strong  evidence  to  make  out  that  such  a  pa}rment  is  to  be  treated  as  a  compo* 
sition ;  and  if  the  annual  payment  is  less  than  the  annual  value,  the  mere  circumstance 
of  the  receipt  of  the  annual  payment  will  not  establish  it  as  a  composition.  Letts  v« 
The  London  Com  Exchange  Co.  xii.  156. 

6.  Tithes  payable  by  railway  company  for  houses  removed  by  them — Assessment 
The  clergy  of  London  were  entitled  to  25.  9d.  in  the  pound  of  the  rent  of  all  houses, 
&c.,  as  and  for  tithe.  The  Blackwall  Bailway  Company's  Act  empowered  that  com- 
pany to  remove  certain  houses,  and  it  declared,  that  for  indemnifying  the  rectors,  &c, 
against  such  loss  as  might  accrue  to  them  therefrom,  the  company  should  pay  tithes 
ibr  the  houses  quitted  by  the  occupiers,  ^  according  to  the  last  assessment  thereof,** 
and  such  sums  should  diminish  in  proportion  to  the  tithes  actually  payable  for  new 
houses  erected  and  occupied  on  ground  which  should  be  so  cleared.  In  respect  of 
all  the  houses  taken  by  the  company,  with  the  exception  of  two,  annual  payments  had 
been  taken  in  lieu  of  tithes,  at  a  rate,  in  each  instance,  below  2s.  dd.  in  the  pound  on 
the  annual  value  agreed  between  the  rector  and  the  occupiers.  The  rector  claimed 
to  be  paid  2s,  9d.  in  the  pound  upon  the  annual  value  of  all  the  premises  taken  by 
the  company.  Held,  reversing  the  decision  of  Wigram,  V.  C,  that  where  there  had 
been  an  agreed  rent,  but  the  rector  had  received  less  than  2^.  9^.  in  the  pound,  he  was 
not  now  entitled  to  receive  2^.  dd.  in  the  pound ;  that  the  object  of  the  act  was  only 
to  give  ii^demnity  to  the  rector ;  and  that  the  term  **  assessment"  had  reference  to 
the  arrangement  throughout  the  parish,  whereby  the  amount  of  tithes  to  be  paid  had 
been  understood,  agreed,  and  settled.  The  London  and  BlachoaU  Eailufay  Co,  v. 
Letts,  viii.  1. 

7.  Held,  also  reversing  the  deci^on  of  Wigram,  Y.  C.,  that  the  amount  of  tithe 
payable  by  the  company  was  to  be  credited  with  the  tithes  actually  payable  to  the 
rector  in  respect  of  new  houses,  and  not  merely  with  the  sums  actually  .received  by 
the  rector  in  respect  of  such  new  houses.    lb. 

8.  Heldf  affirming  Wigram,  Y.  C,  that  the  word  "assessment"  did  not  mean  the 
assessment  to  the  poor-rate.    Ih. 

9.  Modus  or  payment  in  lieu  of  tithes.  In  a  question  raised  under  the  Tithe  Com- 
mutation Act,  2  &  3  Will.  lY.  c.  100,  the  jury  found  that  201.  had  been  paid  quarterly 
during  the  statutable  period,  not  for  the  tithes  alone,  but  partly  for  tithes'and  partly 
for  glebe ;  and  it  was  proved,  that  after  the  disabling  statutes  the  rector  had  been  in 
possession  of  glebe  lands.  Held,  first,  that  by  such  finding  it  was  clear  that  the  sum 
of  20/.  was  not  payable  in  lieu  of  tithes.  Secondly,  that  in  such  finding  and  evidence 
there  was  no  sufficient  proof  of  any  valid  modus  or  payment  in  lieu  of  tithes.  Young 
V.  The  Master,  ^c.  of  Clare  HaR,  viii.  837. 

10.  Evidence  (hat  vicarage  teas  endowed  with  hay-tithe — Burden  of  proof  In  all 
but  four  townships  of  a  parish,  the  lay  rector  was  entitled  to  tithes  of  com  and  hay. 
In  debt  by  the  vicar,  for  the  hay  tithes  of  those  four,  his  right  to  a  corn-tithe  waa 
admitted,  though  no  formal  endowment  was  proved.  Terriers  from  1696  to  1778 
gave  the  vicar  tithes  of  corn  and  hay.  No  payment  or  claim  of  hay-tithe  was  proved 
prior  to  1808 ;  when  the  vicar  claimed  hay-tithe,  which  was  paid  by  the  occupiers  of 
three  of  the  townships,  but  in  the  fourth  the  payments  were  made  subject  to  the 
result  of  a  case  laid  before  counsel  These  payments  were  afterwards  returned,  but 
there  was  one  unconditional  payment  The  lay  rector  had  never  received  or  claimed 
the  hay-tithe.    The  Valor  Ecclesiasticus  of  the  26  Hen.  YIII.  stated  the  vicarage  to 
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be  endowed  with  the  tatiie  of  eorn,  but  did  not  mention  hay-tillie.  Sidd^  tbat  flierd 
was  evidence  to  warrant  ihe  jury  in  finding  that  the  vicarage  was  endowed  with  tbe 
hay-tithe;  that  the  burden  of  proof  with  respect  to  non-payment  was  npon  the 
defendant,  and  that  he  had  f«led  to  establish  a  non-payment  for  the  period  prsseribed 
by  the  2  &  3  Will.  IV.  c.  100.    Pearson  v.  Beck,  xx.  489. 

11.  Commutation,  Some  proceedings  taken  before  the  tithe  eommisaioneiB,  after 
the  commencement  of  the  action,  as  to  the  commutation  of  tithes  for  the  fonr  towo- 
ships,  were  ^ven  in  evidence,  to  show  that  exemption  by  non-payment  was  not  then 
claimed.  Held^  that  the  evidence  was  admissible,  although  entitled  to  veiy  little 
weight    lb. 

12.  TUhes  as  a  chattel— S  §•  4  WiU.  IV,  c,  27.  The  act  8  &  S  WUl.  IV.  c.  100,  is 
unaffected  by  the  proviaons  of  the  act  3  &  4  WilL  TV.  c.  87,  the  interpretation  clause 
of  the  latter  act,  although  enacting  that  the  word  "  land"  shall  in  its  meaning^eitend 
to  tithes,  has  reference  to  an  estate  in  tithes,  and  not  to  tithes  as  a  chattel,  and  the 
second  section  therefore  does  not  embrace  tiie  case  of  a  render  of  tithes  as  a  chattel, 
by  the  person  bound  to  pay  to  the  tithe  owner.     The  Dean  of  Ely  r.  Bliss,  xix.  190. 

13.  BiU  for  account  of  tithes — Validity  of  award.  In  a  suit  for  an  account  of  thbes, 
the  defendants  set  up  an.  award,  which  declared  that  a  certain  sum  should  be  paid  ta 
lieu  of  tithes,  provided  the  whole  lands  were  subject  to  tithes ;  but  if  only  subject  to 
tithes  according  to  a  specified  terrier,  then  a  different  sum  was  awarded.  The 
defendants  also  set  up  at  the  hearing  the  statute  58  Geo.  IH.  c.  127,  as  a  bar  to  ^ 
recovery  of  tithes  for  more  than  six  years.  The  statute  was  not  pleaded  by  the 
answer  of  the  defendants.  Held,  that  the  award,  not  being  final,  was  void,  hnt  diat 
the  plaintiffs  were  only  entitied  to  an  account  of  tithes  for  six  years  before  tbe  fiBitg 
of  the  bill.     Goode  v.  Waters,  i.  181. 

14.  Merger  of  tithe.  The  intent  of  the  "'fithe  Commissioners  Amendment  Act" 
was  to  preclude  all  questions  of  merger  of  tithe  where  declaratiixts  of  merger  had 
been  made  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners.     Walker  v.  Bentley,  xt.  1 70. 

15.  K  lands  have  once  become  exempt  from  tithe,  twenty  years'  subsequent  percep- 
tion of  tithes  from  the  same  lands  wUl  not  render  them  tithable.  Bunbury  y,  FtdUry 
xxiv.  425. 

TOLLS. 

The  Bamsgate  Harbor  Act,  (32  Geo.  III.  c.  76,)  imposed  certain  "rates  and  duties" 
on  the  owners  of  vessels  entering  or  passing  the  harbor.  A  vessel  having  passed  the 
harbor  on  her  outward  and  also  on  her  homeward  vo^Tige,  a  claim  for  two  payments 
under  that  act  was  made  upon  the  owner  in  respect  of  each  vo}^e.  He  made  both 
payments  jinder  protest,  and  sued  in  the  county  court  for  the  money  paid  in  respect 
of  the  last  voyage,  on  the  ground  that  the  act  did  not  entitie  the  trustees  to  a  second 
payment  under  these  circumstances.  Held,  that  these  rates  and  duties  were  toUs,  and 
that  the  title  to  a  toll  was  in  question,  within  the  meaning  of  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  90f 
8.  68.    Adey  v.  The  Deputy  Master  of  Trinity-House,  xvi.  124. 

TRADE  MARES. 

1.  Two  manufacturers  having  same  name — Selling  in  oum  name,  "Where  tiie  manu- 
&cturer  of  an  article  of  trade  sells  it  under  his  own  name,  the  manufacturer  does  not 
thereby  acquire  such  an  exclusive  right  in  the  use  of  the  name  or  title  under  which 
the  article  has  been  sold  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  it,  without  fraud,  by  another  persoa 
having  the  same  name,  in  the  sale  of  a  smilar  Article  manufiKtured  by  himselC 
Burgess  v.  Burgess,  xvii.  267. 

2.  Breach  of  decree — Acquiescence.  Acquiescence  on  the  part  of  plaintiA  who 
have  obtained  an  injunction  restraining  the  use  of  a  trade  marie,  in  order  to  eomtitate 
a  valid  defence  to  a  motion  by  them  to  commit  for  breach  of  the  ttfjunctioiii  mast  be 
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meii  M  to  amottnt  aknost  to  a  license  by  them  to.  ihe  defendantB  to  use  th^  trade  ma^ 
Bodgtn  T.  Nowitt^  xyiL  145.    See  abo  s.  c.  xvii.  83. 

3.  Migr^eseHtation  of  an  article  a»  being  patented — U^e  of  trade  mark  by  a  former 
eervanL  A  contmed  a  grate  which  he  termed  ** A's  Fmtent  Kitchener,"  but  no  patent 
was  ever  taken  oat  B,  formerly  a  8e|vant  of  A|  secretly  took  a  list  of  his  customers, 
and  also  plans  and  dr&wingn  of  all  his  models  and  works,  and  used  ^em  in  constructing 
an  exactly  similar  article,  which  he  sold  under  the  name  of  "A's  Patent  Kitchener;" 
but  there  was  no  proof  that  he  represented  the  articles  sdd  by  him  as  having  been 
actually  made  by  A.  PUuntiff  suffered  four  months  to  elapse  without  taking  any 
steps.  Heid^  that  the  misrepresentation  of  the  article  as  being  patented  was  so  &r 
fraudulent ;  and  that  looking  also  to  the  lapse  of  time,  the  court  would  not  interfere 
aommaifly  by  injunction  to  prevent  defendant  from  uung  plaintiff's  name  in  such 
manner ;  therefore  the  biU  was  retained  for  six  months,  with  Uberfy  to  bring  an  action 
in  the  mean  time*    Flaoell  v.  Harrison^  xix.  15. 

4.  Secret  in  trade — Use  of  by  an  employee^  jrc.  A  party  who  has  a  secret  in  a  trade, 
and  employs  persons  under  contract,  express  or  implied,  or  under  a  duty,  express  or 
implied,  can  restrain  by  injunction  such  of  those  persons  as  have  gained  a  knowledge 
of  the  seci«t  fiom  setting  it  up  against  the  empbyer  Morison  v.  Jioa^  vi.  14 ;  ix. 
188. 

5.  BetewAianee  of  marke.  In  an  alleged  infringement  of  a  right  to  trade  marks, 
the  court  must  ascertain  whether  the  resemblances  and  the  differences  are  such  as 
aaturally  arise  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  or  whether,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
difierences  are  simply  colorable,  and  the  resemblances  such  as  afe  obviously  intended 
Co  deceive  the  purchaser,     l^yhr  v.  Taylor,  xxiii.  281. 

6.  Where  there  "is  a  very  strong  resemblance  in  matter,  eolor,  and  arrangement  of 
trade  marks,  the  court  will  presume  that  it  is  not  fortuitous,  but  that  it  was  intentional, 
with  a  view  to  mislead  purchaseis.    EtUeston  v.  Fidr,  xxiii.  51. 

TREASURE  TROVE. 

the  place  in  which  a  lost  article  is  found  does  not  constitute  any  exception  to  the 
general  rule  of  law,  that  the  finder  is  entitled  to  it  as  against  all  persons  except  the 
owner.  The  plaintiff,  having  picked  up  from  the  floor  of  the  shop  of  the  defendant 
a  pafeel  containing  bank-notes,  handed  them  over  to  the  defendant  to  keep  till  the 
owner  should  claim  them.  They  were  advertised  by  the  defendant,  but  no  one 
appearing  to  claim  them,  and  three  years  having  elapsed,  the  plaintiff  requested  the 
defendant  to  return  them,  tendering  the  costs  of  the  advertisements,  and  offering  an 
indemnity.  Upon  the  defendant's  reflisal,  an  action  was  brought  in  the  county  court, 
and  judgment  given'  for  the  defendant.  Held,  on  appeal,  reversing  the  judgment 
below,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  notes  ks  against  the  defendant  Bridges 
T.  Btndtetioorthy  vii.  424.

I.  jPbr  Injuriee  under  Process  of  Law* 

1.  Poor-law  commissioners,  orders  of— Union  of  parishes — Action  against  magistratesi 
The  poor-law  commissioners,  in  an  order  providing  for  the  administration  of  the  poor* 
laws,  treated  B.  and  D.  as  two  distinct  townships.  Those  acting  under  this  order 
assessed  a  contribution  on  the  overseers  (one  of  whom  was  the  plaintiff)  of  the  parish* 
of  B.  cuni  D.,  treating  the  two  as  one  township.    The  defendants,  who  were  magis* 
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tsates,  caused  plabtilT's  goodi  to  be  taken  in  distren  to  enfiynse  thb  coatKilmtioii* 
Heldj  that  the  existence  of  a  legal  obligation  to  pay  the  contribotion  was  a  necesaaiy 
preliminary  condition  to  their  having  any  anthority  to  enforce  payment;  and  tiiat,  if 
no  such  obligation  existed,  the  magistrates  had. acted  without  jurisdictioii,  and  ireve 
liable  in  trespass.  Beld^  also,  dubilante  Aldendn,  B.,  that  althongh  the  order  of  the 
commissionerB  would  have  been  wrong,  if  those  places  oonstitnted  one  ttyimshlp,  still, 
that  the  orderi  until  removed  by  certiorari  and  quashed,  was  valid  ad  tnterMR,  by 
virtue  of  the  4  &  5  Will.  lY.  c.  76,  s.  105,  and  that  the  township  of  B.  com  D.  was 
liable  to  contribute.    Newhauld  y.  CoUman,  iii.  455. 

2.  Arrest  t»  action  not  brought  till  six  months  after  act  committed — Officen  The 
defendant,  Barnes,  having  obtained  a  warrant  to  search  the  pbundflTii  boose,  and  to 
i^prehend  him  on  a  charge  of  felony,  the  warrant  being  headed  '*  To  the  eonstaUe 
of  D.,  in  the  county  of  W.,"  delivered  it  to  the  defendant,  Barton,  a  county  oonatable, 
appointed  under  the  2  &  8  Vict  c.  98,  who  executed  it  within  the  parish  of  IX,  Vy 
apprehending  the  plaintiff.  Held,  first,  that  trespass  was  the  pix>per  fonn  of  action ; 
secondly,  that  the  parish  constable  of  D.,  and  not  the  defendant,  Barton,  was  the  pn>per 
party  to  execute  the  warrant,  but  that  Barton  was  protected,  the  action  not  having 
been  brought  against  him  within  six  months,  pursuant  to  the  24  Geow  JL  c  44,  a.  S, 
and  that  the  other  defendant  was  liable.    Freegard  v.  Barnes^  xiv.  894. 

8.  Existence  of  warrant  admitted  by  replication.  In  trespass  for  breaking  and  enter- 
ing the  plaintiff's  house  and  taking  hb  goods,  defendant  pleaded  a  juslificatioQ  under 
a  Ji.  fa,  and  warrant  of  execution  against  the  goods  of  one  G.  H.,  which  wanant  was 
delivered  to  the  defendant,  a  bailiff,  to  be  executed,  and  that  under  the  anthority  of 
the  same  the  defendant  entered,  &c.  The  phuntiff  replied  de  injuri&j  admitdng  the 
writ,  the  making  of  the  warrant,  and  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  baififf.  Heid^  itat 
the  existence  of  a  warrant  was  admitted  by  the  replication,  and  that  the  defendant 
was  not  bound  to  prove  it    Hewitt  v.  Macquire^  viL  571. 

4.  Allegation  that  defendant  continued  on  plaintiff*s  premises  eight  dajfSy  by  what, 
evidence  supported.  If  a  declaration  states,  in  an  actk>n  for  trespass,  that  the  defond- 
ant  broke  and  entered  the  prenuses  of  the  plaintiff,  and  continued  there  the  space 
of  eight  days,  it  is  sufficient  to  prove  an  entry  on  the  first  day  named,  and  a  subse- 
quent reentry,  though  the  defendant  once  left  the  premises  withoot  intending  to 
return.    Pereivol  v.  Stamp,  xxiv.  899. 

5.  A  sheriff  who  remains  in  posseasion  under  a  writ  of/,  fa.  more  tiban  areasonaUe 
time,  is  liable  to  an  action  of  trespass.    A^  v.  Dawnag,  xvL  501 ;  and  see  note. 

U.  Miscellaneous  Cases. 

1 .  Against  railway  company  for  killing  sheep.  Trespass  will  not  lie  ag^nst  a  zaiiway 
company,  whose  train,  driven  according  to  the  general  directions  of  the  company,  ima 
over  and  killed  some  sheep  which  had  strayed  on  the  line  in  consequence  of  the 
defective  fences  of  the  company.  Sharrod  v.  The  London  and  Norlhwestem  EaSwt^ 
Co,  iv.  401. 

2.  Mortgagee  out  of  possession  and  no<  haoing  entered,  cannot  motntom  trespass.  A, 
mortgagee  out  of  possession,  and  not  having  entered  on  the  land  mortgaged  previously 
to  the  trespass  upon  it,  nor  having  a  judgment  by  default,  or  a  verdict  in  ejectmeat 
in  his  fovor,  is  not  entitled  to  maintain  an  action  of  trespass.  Turner  r,  Cameron*^ 
CoaUnvok  Steam  Coal,  ^c.  Railway  Co,  ii.  842. 

8.  Justification  under  assignment  of  lease  of  minerals-^Dispossession,  Trespass  for 
breaking  and  entering  the  plaintiff's  closes  and  digging  minerals  therein.  Fleas^  first, 
not  possessed ;  and  secondly,  a  plea  justifying  the  trespass  by  the  defendai\t  as  assignee 
of  a  lease  of  the  minerals,  and  of  the  right  to  work  them  for  ninety-nine  years,  granted 
by  the  owner  of  the  fee  in  1821.  Replication,  that  the  right  to  make  an  entiy  did 
not  first  accrue  to  the  defendant  or  those  through  whom  he  claimed  within  twenty

Where  the  owner  of  premises,  who  has  emploTed  sm 
auctioneer  to  sell  his  goods  thereon,  revokes  his  consent  to  the  auctioneer  remaiamg 
on  the  premises,  the  latter  has  no  right  to  continue  there,  though  he  has  tncnrred 
expenses  in  allotting  the  goods,  and  though  he  remains  only  to  complete  the  saie  by 
delivering  the  goods  to  the  purchasers.

7.  Trespass  in  search  or  pursuit  of  game.  To  constitute  the  ofienee  of  tfcspswing 
upon  land  in  search  or  pursuit  of  game,  within  sect  80  of  stat.  1  icS  WiU.  IV.  c  9% 
there  must  be  a  personal  entering  or  being  on  land;  that  land  may  be  »  hi^way.

9.  In  actions  for  trespass  to  land,  the  locus  m  quo  diould  be  desigiiated  by  abuttals, 
or  other  description,  as  it  was  at  the  time  o£  the  trespass,  and  not  at  tKe  time  «f 
declaration.  Humfrey  v.  The  London  and  Northwestern  ItaUway  Cb.  xiL  554 ;  8.  C 
XX.  884. 

10.  Measure  of  damages.  An  aisignment  was  made  by  B.  of  all  his  goods  aad  eha^ 
tels  to  secure  a  debt,  subject  to  a  proviso  in  the  deed  of  asmgnment,  that  eve]7  thing 
therein  contained  should  ccAse  and  be  void  upon  payment  of  the  debt  oa  a  day 
named,  or  at  such  earlier  day  as  the  parties  should  appoint,  by  a  notice  in  writings 
interest  in  the  mean  time  to  be  paid.  There  was  also  a  stipulation  that  until  de&vAt 
in  payment  of  the  debt  or  the  interest,  it  should  be  lawful  for  B.  to  hbld»  use,  and

required  by  the  above  proviso ;  but  the  proper  measure  of  damages  in  the  actkn  waa 
not  the  value  of  the  goods  seized,  but  B.'s  limited  interest  in  the  goada  at  the  tinie.

1.  Special  jury— Mistrial  by  eomlnon  jury.  Defendant  obtained  a  rule  §at  a  special 
jury,  which  was  nominated  and  reduced,  but  no  jury  process  issued.

.  8.  Too  many  jurors.  At  the  trial  of  a  cause  by  a  special  jury,  it  havii^  been 
discovered  during  the  examination  of  the  first  witness  that  tiiere  were  tlurteen  jvram 
in  the  box,  the  judge  offered  to  dismiss  one>  but  the  defendant^  ooonsel  reiBmog  to 
eonsent,  and  it  being  impossible  to  ascertain  which  of  the  juzon  waa  wmaem  hst,  he 
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diaebarged  the  jury,  directed  the  special  jurymen  to  be  called  oyer  again,  and  tried 
the  cause  by  the  first  twelve  that  answered.  Held,  regular.  Muirheod  ▼.  Evan»^  ilL 
597. 

TRmiTY  COLLEGE. 

If  a  junior  fellow  of  Trinity  CoUeige,  Cambridge,  accepts  the  office  of  Regius  Pro* 
fessor,  he  ceases  to  be  a  fellow,  excepi  in  name  only,  and  his  subsequent  election  as 
senior  &Uow  is  void.

TROVER. 

1.  Trover  f&r  fixturti.  Trover  will  not  lie  for  fixtures  which  a  tenant  has  left 
annexed  to  the  jfireehdd  after  he  has  quitted  possession,  with  the  leave  of  his  Uindlord, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  make  terms  as  to  their  purchase  by  the  incoming 
tenant    Ruffey  ▼.  Henderson,  viii.  305. 

2.  Ejfect  of  reeowry  in  trover.  Judgment  recovered  (though  without  satis&ction) 
against  one  in  an  action  for  a  conversion  of  goods  by  wrongfully  selling,  is  a  bar  to  an 
action  for  money  had  and  received  fi>r  the  proceeds  of  the  same  sale,  against  another, 
whether  a  party  to  the  conversion  or  not    BucUand  v.  Johnson,  xxvi.  328. 

8.  Semble,  per  Jervis,  C.  J.  That  a  recovery  in  trover  for  the  conversion  of  goods 
vests  the  property  in  the  goods  in  the  defendant  from  the  time  of  the  conversion.  lb. 
.4.  Saie  by  assignees  of  bankrtqa  of  goods  mortgaged  to  bankrupt,  aconversion.  A 
mortgaged  certain  goods  to  B  to  secure  pa3rment  of  a  certain  sum  on  a  day  fixed,  or 
before  on  notice  and  interest  till  de&ult,  A  to  be  allowed  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  goods. 
He  became  bankrupt  before  the  day  of  payment,  and  the  defendants,  his  assignees, 
sold  the  goods,  which  <B  hacf  previously  assigned  to  the  plaintiffs.  Held,  that  although 
the  right  to  the  possession  of  the  goods  was  vested  in  A  until  the  day  of  payment, 
(defeasiUe  by  non-payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  deed.)  yet  that  the  sale  of  the  goods  before  that  day  put  an  end  to  the  term, 
and  that  the  assignees  had  thereby  been  guilty  of  a  conversion  for  which  the  plaintaffs 
were  entitled  to  maintain  trover.    Fenn  v.  Biuleaton,  viii.  483. 

5.  Possession  sufficient  to  support  trover — Estoppel — DissoluHon  of  partnership.  The 
plaintiff  and  defendant  had  been  in  partnership  as  paper  makers  and  iron  merehants ; 
the  deed  of  dissolution  recited  an  agreement  that  the  defendant  should  have  all  the 
stock  in  trade  in  the  business  of  paper  makers,  but  the  plaintiff  should  receive  paper 
out  of  that  stock  to  the  value  of  898/.  4«.  lid.  which  was  to  remain  in  the  paper  mill 
for  a  year,  and  the  plaintiff  was  to  have  aU  the  stock  in  trade  in  the  iron  business. 
The  deed  also  recited,  that  in  pursuance  of  that  arrangement,  paper  of  that  value 
had  been  delivered  to  the  plaintiff,  and  the  same  then  was  in  the  paper  mill  as  the 
plaintiff  acknowledged ;'  and  then  followed  an  assignment  to  the  plaintiff  of  all  the 
stock  in  trade  in  the  iron  business,  and  to  the  defendant  of  all  the  stock  in  trade  in 
the  paperHsiaking  business,  ^  except  the  898^  As.  lid.  worth  of  paper  so  delivered  to 
the  plaintiff  as  aforesaid."  No  actual  delivery  or  separation  of  this  portion  of  the 
pfl^r  took  place ;  but  there  was  evidence  of  a  conversion  of  the  whole  by  the  defend- 
ant Held,  that  the  defendant  was  estopped  from  denying  a  delivery  to  the  plaintiff; 
and  there  having  been  a  conversion  of  the  whole,  that  the  plaintiff  had  sufficient 
possesrion  to  support  an  action  of  trover.     WUes  v.  Woodward,  iv.  510. 

6.  Plea  of  not  guilty.  In  trover,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  admits  the  right  of  property 
to  be  in  the  plaintiff.    Jones  v.  Davies,  vi.  666. 

7.  Payment  of  expenses  on  goods  after  action.  Defendant  converted  cartain  japanned 
ddns  of  the  plaintiff,  supposing  them  to  be  his  own,  whereupon  the  phuntiff  brought 
trover ;  after  action,  defendant,  without  phuntiff's  request,  paid  the  japanner  the  costs 
of  japanning  them, — the  japanning  being  done  upon  plaintiff's  orders.  Held,  that 
the  plaintiff  was  entitied  to  recover  the  full  value  of  the  goods  in  their  japanned

8.  Deposit  of  goods — Setting  up  right  of  true  owner.  Judgment  having  been  obtained 
against  the  plaintiff,  he  execifted  a  bili  of  sale  of  his  plate  to  M.  to  defeat  the  execu- 
tion. M.^fterward8  took  an  assignment  of  the  judgment,  and  issoed  an  executioD 
against  the  plaintiff  and  seized  his  goods,  whereupon  the  latter,  fer  the  purpoee  of 
defeating  the  execution  of  M^  deposited  the  plate  with  the  defendant  HeM^  in  an 
action  of  troTcr  for  the  plate,  that  the  defendant  was  enttded  to  set  up  the  right  of  M. 
to  it     Cheesman  t.  ExceUy  iv.  438. 

9.  What  constitutes  a  conversion.  In  an  action  of  trorer,  the  evidence  was,  that  the 
plaintiff  placed  certain  pieces  of  timber  and  spara  on  the  defendant's  wharf;  that 
the  defendant  removed  them ;  and,  upon  their  being  again  placed  on  his  land,  he 
covered  them  over  with  earth  and  soil,  and  afterwards  directed  w^wkmen  to  ^  a  pit 
at  the  spot  where  the  timber  was  so  buried,  and,  ia  digging  the  pit  the  timber  was  col 
through,  the  ends  of  the  pieces  of  timber  being  left  in  the  soil,  and  the  pieces  cut  away' 
being  afterwards  washed  by  the  tide  into  the  Thames ;  'and  it  was  keidj  that  there  was 
not  sufficient  evidence  of  a  couTersion  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  a  verdict  on  the  |Jea 
of  not  guilty.    Simnums  ▼.  JUBgetone,  xx.  445. 

10.  In  order  to  constitute  a  conversion,  there  must  be  an  intentioD  to  take  the 
property  in  the  goods  themselves,  or  to  deprive  tiie  plaintiff  of  the  piopertj.    Ih. 

11.  A  having  lawfully  received  certain  bills  of  exchai^  fitMn  B,  a  trader,  C  came 
to  him,  and  stating  that  he  was  acting  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  T.  &  Co.,  creditors  of  B, 
demanded  the  bills  from  A,  and  upon  his  refusal,  said  that  B  was  about  to  be  made  a 
bankrupt,  that  the  bills  must  be  given  up,  and  that  if  thej  were  not,  A  would  be 
compelled  to  give  them  up  by  the  coomiissiener,  and  the  expense  would  cost  A  2<MM1, 
and  the  conunisaioner  would  be  very  angry.  A  was  at  the  tim^ill  in  bed,  and,  betng 
greatly  alarmed,  gave  up  the  bills.  He(dj  that  this  was  no  convei^sion  by  C,  as  trespaas 
would  not  have  been  maintainable  for  the  taking  under  these  circumstances.  It 
appeared,  however,.that  afterwards,  and  befbre  C  had  handed  the  biDs  to  his  ^ptind- 
pals,  he  was  informed  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  bills,  and  possesaioii  of 
them  was  demanded  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  but,  notwithstanding  this,  he  dc£vered 
them  to  Messrs.  Y.  &  Ca  Heldy  that  tiiis  was  a  conversion.  PoweU  v.  Hoybmi,  B. 
862. 

12.  There  is  no  conversion  of  goods  fbr  wfaiell  trover  will  lie,  unless  1ha«  be  a 
repudiation  of  the  right  of  the  owner,  or  the  exercise  of  a  doo^ion  over  them  &icob- 
ststent  with  that  right    Heald  ▼.  Careg,  ix.  429. 

13.  A,  reo^ng  in  Paris,  despatched  seven  cases  of  goods  by  a  nulwajr,  vid  DmMsk^ 
to  London,  deliverable  to  B,  or  cnrder.  One  of  the  cases  arrived  at  Dankirk  damaged. 
C,  the  agent  of  the  railway  and  of  the  Dunkiik  and  London  steamboats  in  conneelioB 
with  it,  had  the  damaged  case  inspected  according  to  the  law  of  France,  and  coasted 
it  to  the  defendant,  the  broker  for  the  steamboats  in  London,  to  hold  at  the  Sspoatl 
of  B,  or  Older.  B  accepted  a  bill  of  lading  fer  the  case.  On  its  arrival  at  London, 
no  one  having  clmmed  the  case  within  the  time 'specified  in  the  bill  of  la(fing,  tlie 
defendant  paid  the  duty  on  it  and  removed  it  into  a  warehouse  of  D^  and  D  remonred 
it  into  another  of  his  warehouses,  vnthout  the  defendant's  knovriedge.  There  it  was 
burned  by  an  accidental  fire.  Held,  that,  whether  the  defendant  was  bound  to  pay,

I.  OretxHon  of^PnuU. 

1.  Tnuta  majT  be  eoastitoted  not  merely  by  direct  decl«nitk»  of  tmst,  bat  also  by 
the  constmctiTe  operation  of  the  consequences  flowing  from  the  acts  of  parties.  Tfau 
equity,  will  enforce  the  execution  of  a  trust,  not  only  against  the  trustees  themselTes, 
but  against  all  persons  who  obtained  possession  of  the  property  affected  by  the  trast, 
provided  they  had  notice  of  it    Poolttf  v.  Bmddy  vii.  289. 

2.  The  dedaration  of  trust  by  a  trustee  in  a  deed,  without  tiie  ezpressioii  of  an 
agreement,  amounts  to  a  contract  between  the  trustee  and  the  eestttm  ^ue  trtuienL 
Biekard$9n  ▼.  Jenkin$f  xiz.  87. 

9l  a  lent  B  10(M.  in  October,  1848,  on  which  occasion  B  wrote  and  s^ed  the 
following  document:  ^'Beceived  of  A,  far  the  use  of  C,  100/.,  to  be  paid  to  her  at 
A's  death,  but  the  interest  at  4/,  per  cent  to  be  paid  to  A"  Underneath  was  written, 
**  I  approve  the  above,**  which  was  signed  by  A.  This  doooment  was  given  to  A. 
The  money  was  not  paid  to  A  in  her  lifetime.  In  June,  1846,  A  died.  Held,  that  B 
waa  fr  trustee  ibr  C  of  lOOL  at  the  death  of  A.    Moore  v.  Dwrion,  vii.  184. 

4.  Intention  to  create,  A  testatrix,  by  her  will,  gave  2,000/.  stock  to  two  trustees,  in 
tntst,  to  pay  the  dividends  to  the  phdnttff  for  her  separate  use;  and  after  making  her 
will,  she  iapressed  her  intention  of  giving  a  farther  sum  of  2,000/.  to  the  plaintiff 
upon  the  same  trusts.  One  trustee  died  during  the  life  of  the  testatrix;  the  surviving 
trustee  transferred  two  separate  sums  of  2,000/.  stock,  at  two  different  times,  into  her 
own  name,  and  gave  the  plaintiff  a  power  of  attorney  to  receive  the  dividends  upon 
both  sums.  There  was  evidence  to  prove  that  the  trustee  knew  of  the  desire  of  the 
testatrix  to  give  the  second  sum  of  2,000/.  to  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  trustee  had 
expressed  her  intention  of  eairying  that  desire  into  effect  The  trustee  afterwards 
beeame  of  unsound  mind.  Held,  that  the  second  sum  of  2,000/.  so  transferred  by  the 
trustee  was  sufficiently  impressed  with  a  trust  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  *  Gray  v.  Ora^y 
xiii.  154. 

6.  Secret  truU-^Sociaiiat  school  A  devise  and  bequest  of  the  testator's  reaiduaiy 
estate  to  two  pernons,  with  an  oral  intimation  given  by  the  testator  to  one  (if  not 
bod&)  of  the  devisees,  that  he  had  confidence  in  thenr,  and  was  satisfied  they  would 
carry  out  his  intentions,  which  they  well  knew,  and  an  assent  by  one  of  the  devisees 
to  this  intimation — held,  to  be  an  undertaking  by  the  devisee  that  he  would  carry 
out  the  intention,  and  to  be  therefore  a  gift  iqwn  a  secret  tmst  And  it  appearing 
that  the  trust  was  for  the  foundation  of  a  Socialist  school,  and  either  charitable  or 
illegal,  the  court  declared  it  void  as  to  the  real  estate^  mortgages,  and  chattels  real, 
and  directed  an  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  the  trust  contempUted.  Buseell  v.  Jadaon^ 
xviL  687. 

6.  Where  it  appeared  that  the  gift  was  made  upon  the  assent  and  consequent  under- 
taking of  one  only  of  the  devisees  in  trust  to  perform  the  illegal  or  void  trust,  the 
other  devisee  could  not  take  the  estate  beneficially.    lb. 
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7.  In  sncli  a  case,  if  the  extent  of  the  property  intended  by  the  testator  to  be 
snljecied  to  the  secret  trost  be  uncertain,  it  lies  with  the  trustee  who  has  taken  tiie 
estate  by  means  of  his  assent  to  the  testator's  design,  to  show  to  what  part  of  die 
property  the  trust  does  not  extend.    Jb. 

8.  Complete  declaraiionj  not  revocable.  P.,  being  indebted  to  J.  in  a  sum  of  SOQL  to 
be  repaid  by  instaknents,  drew  up,  but  did  not  sign,  a  memonrnduni,  which  was  signed 
by  J.,  by  which  J.  directed  .the  instahncnts  to  be  invested  as  therein  mentioned,  and 
the  dividends  to  be  paid,  after  die  decease  of  J.,  to  and  among  the  cldldren  of  P.  M. 
and  £.  his  wife ;  and  when  the  youngest  attsuned  the  age  of  twenty-one  yean,  tlien 
the  whole  fund  was  to  be  divided  among  such  children.  If  any  child  died  bdore  the 
youngest  attained  twenty-one  years,  his  share  was  to  go  to  the  survivors  in  the  same 
manner.  This  memorandum  was  never  made  known  to  the  parties  interested,  bat 
only  to  P.  and  J.  Afterwards  J.  executed  another  memorandum,  in  effect  revokbig 
the  direction  in  the  first  memorandtin  for  investing  the  instalments  and  directiag 
pa3rment  of  the  instaknents  to  herself.  HM,  that  the  first  instrument  amounted  to  a 
fuU  and  complete  declaration  of  trust,  and  was,  therefore,  not  revocabhs.  PiOemm  t.

9.  Paymenti.  P.,  the  trustee,  had  paid  several  instalments  to  the  testatrix  after  die 
date  of  the  second  memoFandnm.  Heldy  that  the  ce$tm»  ^ue  trmt  under  the  first 
memorandum  could  not  recover  these  payments  in  the  present  suit,  which  was  a  suit 
by  P.,  the  executor,  for  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  J.    lb. 

10.  Life  asiurance — Good  trust,  primd  faci^— -Void  against  creditors.  A  person, 
being  at  the  time  indebted,  effects  a  policy  of  assurance  on  his  own  life.  By  deed  he 
asngns  the  policy  to  a  third  party,  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  causes  the  mortgagee  to 
write  to  him  a  letter,  declaring  that,  after  payment  of  die  mortgage  debt  and  interest^ 
he  held  the  surplus  updn  trust  for  M.  The  mortgagor  then  writes  a  tetter  to  M., 
explaining  this  arrangement  for  her  benefit,  and  inclosing  the  mortgi^ee's  leOer. 
Held,  that  this  would  be  primd  facie  a  good  trost  for  M. ;  Imt  it  would  be  void  against 
creditors  of  the  insured  party  whoee  debts  were  due  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  cf 
trust    Magawley*s  Trust,  in  re,  viL  S68. 

11.  Copyhold — Legal  estate.  Where  an  act  of  parliament  decbred  that  amotety 
of  certain  copyhold  estates  should  be  vested  in  trustees  for  uses  mentioned,  it  was  hM 
that  the  legal  estate  was  vested  in  the  trustees.    Dixon  v.  Wilkinson,  xxi.  460. 

12.  Precatory  trust — IndefinUeness.  Gift  by  will  to  trustees  to  sell  and  invest,  and 
pay  the  annual  income  to  the  testator's  widow,  during  widowhood,  **  for  the  main- 
tenance, education,  and  support  of  herself  and  her  children;"  with  the  following 
words — **  and  I  do  particularly  recommend,  derire,  and  direct  my  said  wife,  at  her 
decease,  by  will  or  otherwise,  to  diride  or  dispose  of  what  money  or  property  she  may 
have  saved  from  the  said  yearly  income  among  all  my  chil(fa«n,  in  equal  shares.* 
Held,  too  indednite  as  to  the  subject-matter  to  constitute  a  trust  for  the  chSdren  in 
any  savings  made  by  the  widow.     Cowinan  v.  Harrison,  xvii.  290. 

13.  Parol  declaration  of  trust  The  reputed  parent  of  an  illegitimate  chSd  placed  a 
sum  of  money  in  a  bank,  in  the  name  of  the  uncle  of  the  child,  and  stated  at  the  time 
to  a  clerk  at  the  liank  that  he  ihtended  the  money  for  the  child.  Hdd,  on  claim  after 
the  parent's  decease,  that  a  parol  declaration  of  trust  had  been  created  in  favor  of  the 
child.

14.  Declaration  of  trust  by  husband  in  favor  of  wife — Promissory  note.  M.  allowed 
his  wife  to  have  a  separate  banker's  account,  to  which  moneys  belonging  to  her  settled 
to  her  separate  use,  and  also  moneys  not  so  settied,  were  paid  in.  li.  also  allowed  her 
to  draw  checks  upon  such  account  in  her  own  name.  She  from  time  to  time  paid 
such  checks  to  her  husband,  who  always  gave  her  a  memorandum  at  the  time,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  gave  a  promissory  note,  including  aU  the  amounts  so  received.

The  trust  fund  was  a  sum  of  stock,  and  no  adminietration  in  England 
had  been  taken  oat  to  the  surviving  trustee.  The  oonrt  refused  to  make  the  ordor.

S.  Petition  by  tenant  for  life,  for  a  Testing  order,  to  Test  property  in  a  new  tmstea 
appointed  in  the  place  of  a  trustee  out  of  the  jurisdictioo,  must  be  served  on  the 
remaindeMaan.  It  must  be  proved  by  affidavit,  mter  ofaa,  that  the  power  has  been 
pFoperiy  exereised,  and  that  the  proposed  trustee  is  a  fit  and  proper  person.  In  re 
Mafnanti  Setdemeni  TVwste,  xt.

3*  Where  one  of  several  trustees  of  real  estates  is  out  of  the  jurisdietion,  and  it  is

TITHE.

Where  at  the  time  of  the  making  an 
award  of  a  rent-charge  in  lieu  of  certain  tithes  under  the  act,  a  suit  in  equity  was 
pending  for  an  account  of  the  same  tithes,  in  which  the  question  was  as  to  the  title  of 
the  claimant  to  receive  the  tithes,  it  was  held,  that  the  validity  of  the  award  was  not 
thereby  affected,  such  suit  not  being  one  **  touching  the  right  to  any  tithes,"  aod 
<'  whereby  the  making  of  the  award  shall  be  hindered,"  within  the  meaning  of  tlie 
45th  section  of  the  said  act    lb.  ^ 

8.  Question  of  tide  between  impropriators  and  vicar — Pow^of  tithe  conaaitswnersn 
A  writ  of  mandamus  to  tithe  commissioners  stated  certain  differences  between  laod- 
ovmen  of  a  parish  and  its  vicar,  and  commanded  them  to  determine  them.  The 
return  stated  the  facts  at  great  length,  and  finally  set  out  an  award,  finding  all  the 
tithable  lands  in  the  parish  subject  to  tithes  in  kind,  stating  who  were  the  impn^via- 
tors,  awarding  rentrcharges,  &c.  Upon  demurrer  to  the  return,  it  was  held,  that  the 
question  raised  by  the  whole  record  was  purely  one  of  title  between  the  impropriatois 
and  the  vicar,  and  that  no  difference  existed  between  the  vicar  and  land-owners  by 
which  the  making  of  the  award  was  hindered,  nor  any  which  the  commissioners  hsd 
power  to  hear  and  determine.

4.  Extinguishment-Jurisdiction  of  tithe  commissioner.    If  it  is  claimed  tiiat  tithes 
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on  certidn  lands  have  been  extingoisbed  hy  Tirtue  of  the  Incloeure  Act,  tbe  deciflion 
of  a  tithe  commissioner  cannot  be  conclusive  on  the  question  of  exemption,  because, 
hy  statute,  his  jurisdiction  is  taken  away  in  all  cases  where  tbe  tithes  have  been  thus 
extinguished,  and  an  inferior  magistrate's  decision  as  to  his  own  jorisdictkni  can  never 
be  final.

6.  Tithes  payable  by  railway  company  for  houses  removed  hg  tkem — AssestmenL 
The  clergy  of  London  were  entitled  to  25.  9(f.  in  the  pound  of  the  rent  of  all  hoasef, 
&c.,  as  and  for  tithe.  The  Black  wall  Railway  Company's  Act  empowered  that  oon» 
pany  to  remove  certain  houses,  and  it  declared,  that  for  indemnifying  the  rectors,  &c^ 
against  such  loss  as  might  accrue  to  them  therefrom,  the  company  should  pay  tithes 
Ibr  the  bouses  quitted  by  the  occupiers,  ^  according  to  the  last  assessment  thereof** 
and  such  sums  should  diminish  in  proportion  to  the  tithes  actually  payable  for  new 
houses  erected  and  occupied  on  ground  which  should  be  so  cleared.  In  rei^wct  of 
all  the  hcmses  taken  by  the  company,  with  the  exception  of  two,  annual  payments  had 
been  taken  in  lieu  <^  tithes,  at  a  rate,  in  each  instance,  below  2f.  9</.  in  the  pound  on 
die  annual  valne  agreed  between  the  rector  and  the  occupiers.  The  rector  claimed 
to  be  p^d  2s.  9<f.  in  the  pound  upon  the  annual  value  of  all  the  premises  taken  by 
the  company.  Heid^  revernng  the  dedsion  of  Wignm,  Y.  C,  that  where  there  had 
been  an  agreed  rent,  but  the  rector  had  received  less  than  2s.  9d.  in  the  pound,  he  was 
not  now  entitled  to  receive  2m,  9d,  in  the  pound;  that  tbe  object  of  the  act  was  only 
to  give  indemnity  to  the  rector ;  and  that  the  term  ^  assessment**  had  reference  to 
the  arrangement  throughout  the  parish,  whereby  the  amount  of  tithes  to  be  paid  had 
been  understood,  agreed,  and  settled.  The  London  and  BlaekwaU  Railway  Co,  v.

7.  Hddy  also  revernng  the  deciaon  of  Wigram,  Y.  C,  that  the  amount  of  tithe 
payable  by  the  company  was  to  be  credited  with  the  tithes  actually  payable  to  the 
rector  in  reelect  of  new  houses,  and  not  merely  with  the  sums  actually  .received  by 
the  rector  in  respect  of  such  new  houses.    lb. 

8.  HM^  affinning  Wigram,  Y.  C,  that  the  word  "assessment"  did  not  mean  the 
assessment  to  the  poor-rate.    Ih. 

9.  Modus  or  payment  in  lieu  of  tithes.  In  a  question  raised  under  the  Tithe  Com- 
mutation Act,  2  &  S  Win.  lY.  c.  100,  the  jury  found  that  202.  had  been  paid  quarterly 
during  the  statutable  period,  not  for  the  tithes  alone,  but  partly  for  tithes'and  partly 
for  glebe ;  and  it  was  proved,  that  after  the  disabling  statutes  the  rector  had  been  in 
possession  of  glebe  lands.  Htld^  first,  that  by  such  finding  it  was  clear  that  the  sum 
of  20/L  was  not  payable  in  lieu  of  tithes.  Secondly,  that  in  such  finding  and  evidence 
there  wm  no  sufficient  proof  of  any  valid  modus  or  payment  in  lieu  of  Uthes.  Young

10.  Evidence  that  vicarage  was  endowed  with  hay-ti£ke — Burden  of  proof  ,  In  all 
but  four  townships  of  a  parish,  the  lay  rector  was  entitled  to  tithes  of  com  and  hay. 
In  debt  by  liie  vicar,  for  the  hay  tithes  of  those  four,  his  right  to  a  corn-tithe  was 
mAmitfAA^  thoiq^  uo  formsl  endowment  was  proved.  Terriers  from  1696  to  1778 
gave  die  vicar  tithes  of  com  and  hay.  No  payment  or  claim  of  hay-tithe  was  proved 
prior  to  1808;  wben  the  vicar  clidmed  hay-tithe,  which  was  paid  by  the  occupiers  of 
three  of  the  townships,  but  in  the  fourth  the  payments  were  made  subject  to  the 
resolt  of  a  case  laid  before  counseL  These  payments  were  afterwards  returned,  but 
Acre  was  oae  unconditional  payment  The  lay  rector  had  never  received  or  claimod 
tbe  hay-d^e.

Where  a  deed  appointing  A  to  be  tnirtee  pvoTided  that,  if  A  ihcndd  beeooM 
incapable  of  acting,  tben  anodier  person  should  be  appdnted  in  bis  place,  and  A  irsnt 
abroad  to  reside  permanently,  a  new  trustee  was  appointed  in  his  f^aoe.  ifemon/  t.

26.  Semble,  the  Tice-ehaneellors  have  jnrisdiotton  to  hear  petitions  and  makv  orden 
for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  of  mnnicipal  eharities.  In  re  The  NarAat^Jton 
Charities,  xvii.  52. 

27.  Persons  entitled  to  six  seyenth  parts  of  a  trust  fbnd  apptted  to  havo  anew 
trustee  of  the  fund  appointed.  Held^  that,  primd  fdcie,  all  the  parsons  benefieisBy 
interested  must  be  before  the  court,  and  that,  though  dreumstaiiees  nagiit  render 
such  an  application  impossible,  yet  no  such  impOBsibSiity  being  soggestad,  these  pefssos 
were  not  entitled  to  apply,  and  the  court  declined  to  mak&  the  oider  aaked,  nilhoot 
service  on  the  person  entided  to  the  remsining  one  seventh  part  In  re  RiAardii 
TntstSf  xix.  819. 

28.  Where  the  wiH  of  a  testatrix  app(rinted  A  and  B  trustees,  and  also  ooatstaed 
provisions  for  the  appointment  of  other  trustees  in  case  of  their  deatb,  or  deeliaii^  to 
discharge  the  trust ;  it  was  heldj  that  in  case  of  the  deatJi  of  A,  thoogh  happeaiiig  ia 
the  lifetime  of  the  testatrix,  B  had  authority  under  the  will  to  apfwint  a  sew  tniitee, 
and  that  in  case  of  his  own  refusal  to  act,  he  might  af^Kiint  a  new  tmslee  in  plsee  of 
himself.

with  a  copy  of  the  bill,  be  bound  by  all  the  proceedings  in  the  caosa."  Upon  notice 
of  motion  to  transfer  the  fund  into  court,  which  had  been  served  upom  the  trustees 
only,  it  was  held,  that  the  parties  beneficially  interested  ought  to  be  served  with  tiie 
notice  of  the  application  before  the  eourt  could  make  tiie  order.

IV.  Eights,  Powers,  and  Duties  of  Trustees*

2.  Aceeptanee  of  doubtful  trust  Where  a  tmstee  accepts  the  trust  of  a  fund»  irith 
the  knowledge  that  it  u  doubtful  whether  it  ought  to  be  held  upon  such  tnist»  he  is 
nevertheless  entitied  to  come  to  the  court  for  its  direction  whether  the  trosts  ought  to 
be  executed.  Held,  by  Turner,  L.  J. ;  Knight  Bruce,  L.  J.,  entirely  dissenting. 
Where  trustees  accept  such  a  tn^  with  knowledge  of  the  doubt,  and  with  the  sbim 
and  no  more  knowledge,  are  called  upon  to  part  with  the  iimd,  fay  the  cestuis  fue  tnut, 
they  are  bound  in  morality  to  do  so ;  and  an  advene  ciaimant  would  have  no  cJain 
against  them  penonaliy  after  they  had  parted  with  the  fund  in  oonfonnity  with  ths 
trusts  on  whidk  they  accqited  it->-per  Knight  Bruce,  L.  J.  Necde  t.

8.  Power  to  sell  land — Speeific  performanee,    A  trustee,  having  power  to  aeU  land

ftr  690I.,  and  the  Moond  lor  blOL  The  seeond  lot  consisted  of  mora  than  three  acres 
of  kndy  and  was  described  in  the  particuhurs  of  sale  as  readily  convertible  into  buUd* 
ing  groond.

&  Power  to  eotictar  in  a  partition.  SetMe^  that  a  devise  on  trust  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  proper^,  consisting  partly  of  an  undivided  share,  does  not  authorize  the  trustees 
to  eoneor  in  a  partitwn.  But  where  trustees  had,  under  such  a  trust,  concurred  in  a 
partitioB  which  was  shown  to  be  beneficial  to  the  eethiie  que  tru$ient,  who  were  infants, 
the  eonrt,  on  a  clum  to  which  the  infant  eutm$  que  trutietU  were  parties,  made  a 
decree  that  the  lands  should  be  taken  to  be  divided  according  to  the  partition  already 
made.

6.  BequeH  of  leatekM  premi$e»^Li/e  meunmee$,  A  testator  bequeathed  leasehold 
premises,  held  for  Kves,  to  trustees  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  respectively, 
lo  pay  and  perform  the  rents  and  covenants,  and  if  they  thought  it  advantageous, 
dmt  they  should  endeavor  to  elect  renewals  of  the  subsisting  leases,  or  any  of  them, 
as  they  should  think  proper;  and  if  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit  or  expe- 
dient, but  not  necessarily  or  peremptorily,  effect  and  keep  on  foot  insurances  on  the 
lives  of  the  eegtuU  que  rte,  or  any  of  them,  and  should  effect  such  insurances  in  such 
sum  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  should  be  sufficient  to  enable  them  whenever  a 
life  dropped  to  efifeet  a  renewal,  and  sheold  out  of  the  rents  and  j^fits,  or  by  mort* 
gage  thereof,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  raise  money  sufficient  to  effect  the  renewal  of  the 
leases  so  often  as  advisable.  The  testator  died  in  1849,  leaving  a  son  and  two  daugh- 
ters, the  latter  of  whom  had  issue.  He  was  possessed  of  divers  leasehold  estates  held 
at  diferent  rents,  i>r  various  terms  of  years,  if  certain  persons  should  so  long  live. 
Renewals  of  these  leases  had  been  made,  but  none  of  th«n  contained  any  clause  of 
renewal  Upon  a  special  case  under  IS  &  14  Yict  c.  35,  it  was  held^  that  a  trust  had 
been  created,  and  that  there  was  an  imperative  duty  to  renew  if  reasonable  terms 
eonld  be  obtained ;  that  they  were  not  to  sacrifice  the  tenants  for  life  to  the  persons 
entitled  in  reveraion ;  that  they  had  a  discretion  to  exercise  in  order  to  keep  the  estate 
in  its  present  condition ;  that  the  trustees  had  a  discretion  to  raise  money  by  insuring 
the  fives,  or  by  mortgage  of  the  rents  and  profits,  and  that  they  were  bound  to  exer- 
cise their  discretion.    Mortimer  v.  Wati»^  ix.  126. 

7.  Demx  of  eopyhold^Re/u$ai  o/truHees  to  be  adndUed  tenant^^Fine.  The  tenant 
of  a  copyhold  devised  it  to  three  trustees,  8pp<Mndng  them  his  executors;  they  acted 
as  such.  Two  of  them  refused  to  be  admitted  tenants,  and  executed  a  deed,  stating 
their  desire  that  tiie  third  should  hold  as  mAe  trustee,  and  '*  granted,  released,  and 
confirmed"  it  to  him.  The  lord  claimed  a  treble  fine.  Hddf  that  the  deed  should, 
be  construed  as  a  disclaimer  by  the  two  of  their  rights;  that  their  aeting  as  executors 
<fid  not  prevent  its  operation;  that  the  third  trustee  became  sole  tenant,  and  owed 
only  a  nngle  fine.     WeUetley  v.  Wkhere^  xxx.  169. 

8.  Power  of  fnateee  under  marriage  seUlement  to  inveet  in  land^Copifholdt.  Trus- 
tees under  a  marriage  setdement,  having  no  power  to  invest  in  knd,  purchased 
copyholds  with  the  trust  money,  tiie  husband  and  wife  agreeing  that  the  trustees 
should  have  power  to  seH,  and  mdenmify  themselves.  The  trustees  were  also  charged 
with  other  breaches  of  trust  The  surviving  trustee  proceeded  to  sell  the  copyholds, 
irhicb  were  worth  much  more  than  the  original  purdiaseHBioney,  and  claimed,  to 
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indemnify  himself  oat  of  the  surphis.  He  was  restrained  from  aeDii^  imiil  it  mi 
ascertained  when  it  would  be  for  tiie  benefit  of  the  personB  interested  not  m  jmit 
that  the  sale  should  take  place.

9.  Trustee  may  sue  for  use  and  oocupa^on  in  \m  own  right,  and  not  as  snrfivor,  fir 
rent  accruing  after  the  death  of  the  co-trustee.

10.  Removal  of  college.  A  college,  governed  by  a  conmtittee  of  trustees  chosen 
out  of  subflcribers  and  donors,  and  not  fixed  to  any  locality,  may  be  remored,  at  the 
discretion  of  a  minority  of  the  trustees,  to  such  place  as  shall  be  best  calculated  to 
advance  the  objects  and  design  of  the  institution ;  and  notwithstanding  sach  tmnafer, 
the  rents  and  iiibome  of  the  trust  proper^  may  be  applied  for  the  iaslitutaoa  aoder 
the  direction  of  the  committee  of  management.  In  re  The  Mancieiier  CoBegt,  ux. 
404. 

11.  Sale  by  mnwing  trustee — Bequest*  A  testator  having  given  a  Keadasiy  bequest 
to  two  trustees,  directing  that  a  certain  sum  of  money,  Iot  the  benefit  of  his  dsi^^ter, 
**  be  raised  out  of  his  estate  by  sale  or  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  tnutees," 
the  only  surviving  trustee  may  alone  exercise  the  trusts  contained  in  the  will  and 
make  a  good  title  to  the  premises    Lane  v.  JDe&snton,  xxi»  187. 

1 2.  Power  of  sale  under  marriage  eetdemenl — New  iruetees^  A  marriage  setdenieDt 
contained  a  power  for  the  two  trustees  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  ezscntDn 
or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  to  sell  certain  estates  with  the  consent  of  the 
husband  and  wife.  The  setUonent  contained  no  power  of  appointing  new  truateei^ 
One  trustee  died,  the  other  trustee  went  to  reside  abroad,  and,  i^n  a  hiU  filed  fix 
that  purpose,  two  new  trustees  were  appointed  under  an  order  of  the  court  ^d^ 
that  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  court  had  no  right  to  execute  the  power  of  sale.

Id.  When  a  trustee  retires,  and  new  trustees  are  appointed  by  the  court,  the  retinog 
trustee  is  entitled  to  have  the  accounts  taken.    Nott  v.  Foeter^  i.  125. 

14.  Power  to  give  receipts.  In  case  of  a  devise  to  A  and  B,  upon  trait  (o  raise 
money  by  sale  or  mortgage,  with  directions  to  invest  the  money  and  to  pay  the  inoome 
to  C  for  life,  and  afVer  her  death  as  she  should  appoint ;  and  the  will  contains  no 
power  for  the  trustees  to  give  receipts,  and  A  and  B  mortgage  the  estate  to  C,  who 
assigns  it  to  D,  then  the  power  ci  A  and  B  to  give  receipts  is  implied  and  D  is  entitied 
to  die  mortgaged  premises  as  against  the  persons  claiming  under  the  trusts  of  the 
will.  In  such  case,  if  D  pays  the  money  to  A  and  B  he  is  not  bound  to  see  to  the 
application  of  the  same ;  and  if  the  mortgage  to  C  is  reguLur  on  the  face  of  it,  then 
D  cannot  be  affected  by  any  breach  of  trust  in  which  A,  B,  and  C  are  implicated.

15.  Release  of  trustee  by  deed.  .  A  trustee  paying  the  trust  Inoney  in  strict  aoaxd- 
ance  with  the  tenor  of  the  trusts,  is  not  entitled  to  a  release  by  deed;  seeuSf  if  he  is 
called  upon  to  depart  fiom  the  strictly  expressed  trusts.    King  v«  MulUns^  xiit  14i. 

1 6.  Where  a  trust  was  created  by  parol  finr  A.  for  life^  and  to  provide  for  her  funeral 
expenses,  remainder  to  her  two  children,  and  the  tenant  for  life,  and  renaindcxHoen 
called  for  payment,  it  was  held^  that  the  trustee  might  lawfully  insist  on  a  release 
under  seal.    Ik, 

17.  Execution  of  the  trusty  and  when,  and  in  wJuU  manner,  ii  wiU  be  enforced.  The 
trustees  of  a  benefit  building  society  having,  through  a  shareholder  as  their  ageat, 
purchased  an  estate  out  of  the  funds  of  the  society,  and  paid  a  sum  of  money  oa 
account  of  the  deposit,  filed  tlieir  bill  against  their  agent,  who  had  himself  obtained  a 
conveyance  of  the  estate,  which  he  refused  to  convey  to  the  trustees  of  the  socie^,  te 
compel  him  to  convey  the  estate  to  tiiem  upon  the  trusts  and  fiar  the  purposes  of  tiie 
society.  Upon  a  demurrer  for  want  of  equity  and  for  want  of  paities,  it  was  held, 
that  the  trustees  had  power  to  institute  this  suit  to  obtain  a  conveyance,  thoogh  the 
purchase  which  had  been  made  was  alleged  to  be  illegal  and  contrary  to  the  act  of 
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parinment  and  the  roles  of  the  society ;  and  that  a  suit  instituted  hy  the  trustees 
anthorud^  the  purchase,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  all  the  other  members  and 
Bharehcdders  of  ihe  society,  was  sufficient;  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  bring  all  the 
members  before  &e  court  to  consent  to  the  purchase,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
court  was  not  ousted  by  the  appointment  of  a  separate  jurisdiction  for  the  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  these  societies.    MtUloek  ▼.  Jenkins,  iz.  SO. 

18.  New  trustees  of  stock  appointed  under  the  18  &  14  "Vict  o.  60,  haTe  the  right 
only  to  cflU  for  a  transfer  firom  the  old  trustees,  or,  if  they  should  be  incapable  or 
refine  to  make  such  transfer,  to  exerdse  the  powers  of  the  act  which  provides  for  such 
casea.    In  re  &n^h'9  Settlement,  iv.  107. 

19.  A  trustee,  who  is  also  mortgagee  of  the  trust  property,  has,  as  mortgagee,  a  title 
paramount,  and  a  right  to  assert  that  title  adversely  to  the  trust  The  Attorney  Crery' 
eral  v.  Hardy,  iv.  44. 

20.  Thtetees  for  sale  of  building  land — Imjpiied  power.  An  act  of  parliament,  after 
reciting  that  certain  lands  in  the  neighborhood  of  Leeds  were  in  strict  settlement,  and 
that  die  ultimate  remainder-man  was  an  in&nt,  and  that  many  persons  were  desirous 
of  erecting  bmldings  on  the  said  lands^nd  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  par- 
ties interested  in  the  lands,  if  the  same  could  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  be  invested  in 
other  real  estate,  to  be  settled  to  the  Uke  uses,  vested  the  lands  in  certain  trustees  on 
trust  to  sell  the  same,  either  together  or  in  parcels;  the  purchase-moneys  to  be^id 
into  the  Bank  of  England.  The  act  contained  no  express  power  to  expend  any 
portion  of  the  purchase-moneys  in  setting  out  the  lands  or  in  making  roads.  Held, 
that,  having  regard  to  the  objects  of  the  act,  namely,  the  sale  of  the  property  as  build- 
ing land,  such  power  ought  to  be  implied,  and  that  the  trustees  and  their  agents  ought 
to  be  allowed  all  sums  properly  expended  by  them  in  maldng  roads  to  the  several 
allotments,  and  in  bringing  the  land  into  a  fit  state  for  the  market  Cookson  v.  Lee, 
XKiii400. 

21.  Where,  in  the  exercise  of  a  discretion  given  to  trustees,  there  appears  an 
abaence  of  indirect  motive,  an  honesty  of  intention,  and  a  fair  consideration  of  the 
case,  the  court  will  not  examine  into  the  accuracy  of  tiie  conclusion  come  to  by  the 
trustees.  Trustees  are  not  bound  to  set  fbrth  the  particular  grounds  of  selection ;  and, 
sembU^  j%  is  prudent  not  to  do  so ;  but  where  reasons  are  stated  which  do  not  justify 
the  conclusion,  or  where  it  is  admitted  that  they  have  acted  upon  an  erroneous  prin* 
dple,  the  court  will  interfere.    In  re  WUkes*s  Charily,  vii.  78. 

V.  Liabilities  of  Trustees. 

1.  When  liable  to  action  for  money  had  and  received.  Where  parties  stand  to  each 
ether  in  the  relation  of  trustee  and  cestui  que  trust,  and  the  trustee  b  under  no  other 
legal  liability  than  that  which  arises  from  that  relation,  no  action  at  law  for  money 
had  and  received  can  be  maintained  against  him  though  he  has  money  in  his  hands, 
which,  under  the  terms  of  the  trust,  he  ought  to  pay  over  to  the  cestui  que  trust,  but 
which  he  still  holds  in  the  character  of  trustee  only.    Edvoards  v.  Lowndes,  xvi.  204. 

2.  Scotch  marriage  contract — Bankruptcy  of  husband.  A  domiciled  Scotchman 
intermarried  with  an  Englishwoman  in  London ;  a  contract  of  marriage  was  entered 
into  in  the  Scotch  form ;  they  went  to  reside  in  Scotiand,  but  subsequently  came  to 
reside  permanently  in  England,  where  he  engaged  in  trade,  and  became  a  bankrupt, 
iiaving  received  a  great  portion  of  the  property  of  his  wife  from  the  trustee  of  her 
Other's  will.  Upon  a  bill  by  his  wife,  asking  that  the  trustee  might  make  good  the  snma 
paid,  it  was  held,  that  he  was  not  liable  to  make  good  any  money  paid  upon  the  jdnt 
xeceipt  of  the  husband  and  wife ;  but  that  the  assignees  of  the  husband  could  give  no 
valid  discharge  for  the  property  of  the  wife,  and  that  he  must  make  good  such  sums 
of  money  as  he  had  paid  to  them,  and  also  a  sum  lost  That  all  unpaid  property  of 
the  wife,  including  tiie  sums  to  be  made  good,  belonged  to  her,  subject  to  the  life-estatft 
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of  llie  huaband.  That  the  life-interest  of  the  husband  conld  not  be  impounded  to 
lecure  the  provisions  he  had,  by  the  majrriage  contract,  agreed  to  make  for  his  wife 
and  children.  That  the  property,  8o  fiu*  as  it  was  not  affected  by  t^  marriage  con- 
tract, was  the  property  of  the  mfe,  and  must  be  settled  for  the  benefit  of  herself  and 
her  children.    Duncan  r.  Cannon,  xxiii.  288. 

8.  Payment  to  one  of  two  trustees  binds  both.    Husband  y.  J>it7U,  it.  842. 

4.  Unauthorized  investment  on  mortgage — lApbOity  to  refund — Concurrence  of  eatm 
que  trust.  Where  trustees,  who  had  no  express  authority  to  invest  trust  funds  nfoa 
mortgage,  so  invested  the  same  at  the  instance  of  some  of  the  cesttns  que  trust  for  life, 
and  a  loss  ^s  occasioned,  the  trustees  were  held  liable  to  make  good  the  k»  to  the 
trust  in  the  nrst  instance,  but  such  cestuis  que  trust  were  declared  liable  to  the  extent 
of  their  actual  receipts  to  recoup  the  trustees.    Jtaby  v.  Ridehalgh^  xxzi.  459. 

5.  Option  of  trustees  as  to  intfestment.  Trustees  under  a  will  had  an  option  to  mTest 
the  testator's  estate  either  in  8/.  per  cents.,  or  on  real  security,  but  neglected  to  do  eo, 
leaving  the  fund  in  some  other  state  of  investment  Heldj  overruling  a  decree  at  the 
rolls,  that  the  ceilhi  que  trust  had  not  the  option  of  charging  them  with  the  money 
and  interest,  or  to  claim  the  amount  of  8/.  per  cents.,  because  the  cesttn  que  trvst  never 
had  the  right  to  compel  the  purchase  of  8/.  per  cents.,  and  that  the  trustees  irere 
chargeable  only  with  the  money  and  interest    Rolnnson  v.  Robinson^  ix.  69. 

Q^lnierest.  Hie  trustees  having  this  option  to  invedt  either  in  Si.  per  cents,  or  on 
real  security,  it  was  keldf  overruling  the  same  decree,  that  the  tenant  for  life  wis 
entitled  to  interest  for  one  year  afler  the  death  of  the  testator  at  47.  per  cent  on  the 
money  the  property  would  have  produced  if  sold  at  the  end  of  that  year,  until  the 
produce  was  invested  in  the  8/.  per  cents,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  interest  actually 
received,    lb, 

7.  7\tmpike  bonds.  Turnpike-road  bonds,  secured  by  a  mortgage  or  chai^  on  tolls 
and  toll-houses,  are  real  estate,  and  held  so  to  be,  overruling  the  same  decree;  and 
although  the  tenant  for  life  was  declared  entitled  to  the  interest  on  them,  tbe  coort, 
considering  the  social  changes  resulting  from  the  formation  of  railways,  directed  a 
reference  to  the  Master  to  inquire  whether  it  was  expedient  to  leave  assets  so  invest- 
ed,   lb, 

8.  Payment  out,  vfithout  petition.  A  party  having  piud  in  money,  in  obedience  to 
a  decree  of  the  court  below,  and  the  decree  being  varied  in  such  a  way  that  he  is 
entitled  to  have  that  money  paid  out,  the  same  can  be  directed  in  the  order  on  the 
appeal  to  be  so  paid  out  without  any  petition  being  presented  for  that  purpose.   lb. 

9.  Semble,iheA  where  trustees  are  bound  to  invest  in  8/.  per  cents.,  and  S/.  per  cents, 
have  fallen  instead  of  risen  in  value,  they  arc  chargeable  with  the  money  and  interest, 
instead  of  8/.  per  cents.,  at  the  option  of  the  cestui  qiie  trust,    lb. 

10.  Balances  improperly  retained  or  trust-money  lost — Rule  as  to  investments.   The 
court  also,  after  reviewing  the  former  decisions,  laid  down  the  follo^ng  propositions: 
First,  where  trustees  improperly  retain  balances  or  cause  or  permit  trust-money  to  he 
lost,  they  are  chargeable  for  the  same  with  interest  at  4/.  per  cent     Secondly,  where 
trustees  have  money  in  their  hands,  which  they  are  bound  permanently  to  invest  for 
the  benefit  of  their  cestui  que  trusty  the  rule  of  the  court  is,  generally,  that  they  shall 
invest  in  SL  per  cents. ;  therefore,  if  they  neglect  to  do  so,  and  there  is  no  express 
direction  not  to  do  so,  or  there  is  an  express  trust  that  they  shall  do  so,  in  the  latter 
case,  and  semblCf  as  to  the  two  former  cases,  it  is  in  the  option  of  tiie  cestui  que  trvd 
to  chiarge  them  either  with  the  principal  sum  retained  and  interest,  or  vrith  the  amoont 
of  8/.  per  cents.,  which  would  have  been  purchased  if  the  investment  bad  been  made. 
Thirdly,  where  trustees  lend,  or  use  trust-money  in  trade,  they  are  chargeable  not 
only  with  the  money  and  interest,  but  with  the  profits  made  in  the  trade,  the  interest 
generally  being  5/.  per  cent    lb, 

11.  Trustees  are  liable  for  not  taking  proper  steps  to  g^  the  trust  fund  transfenvd 
into  their  names.    JUTGachen  v.  Dew,  xv.  97. 
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IS.  Investment^  hy  request  of  cestui  que  trusty  in  improper  securities — Oosts.  Wbere 
a  trustee,  at  the  request  of  the  cestui  que  trust,  invested  the  fund  on  improper  sccuri- 
ties,  and  the  latter  brought  a  suit  against  the  former  to  have  the  fund  rephiced,  no 
costs  were  ^ven,  as  between  the  plaintiff  and  defendant^  and  the  costs  of  parties 
entitled  in  remainder  were  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff.  The  trustee  was  ordered  to 
make  good  the  dividends  which  would  have  accrued,  had  the  fund  remained  on  the 
original  investment    Mant  v.  Leiihj  x.  123. 

13.  Suggestion  by  trustees  that  administrator  of  cestui  que  trust  obtained  administration 
unfairly — Costs,  A  suggestion  by  the  trustees  of  a  fund,  that  the  administrator  of 
one  of  the  cestui  que  trusts,  who,  in  that  character,  was  entitled  to  a  distributive  share 
of  the  fund,  had  nnfairly  obtained  the  letters  of  administration  under  which  he 
claimed  such  share,  is  no  defence  in  this  court  to  the  claim  of  the  adminbtrator ;  nor 
is  it  a  defence  for  trustees  to  suggest  that  a  deed,  under  which  the  plaintiff  derives  his 
dtle  from  the  cestui  que  trust,  was  founded  on  mistake,  or  is  otherwise  subject  to  be 
displaced ;  fi>r  it  is  contrary  to  the  course  of  the  court  to  direct  an  inquiry  as  to  the 
validity  or  invalidity  of  a  deed,  upon  a  suggestion  ih  the  answer  of  defendants,  the 
trustees  of  the  fund  to  which  it  relates,  where  the  ascertainment  of  the  validity  or 
invalidity  of  the  deed  is  not  essential  to  the  safety  of  the  defendants ;  and  the  fact  of 
a  bill  having  been  filed  to  set  aside  the  deed  under  which  the  claim  is  made,  or  exclude 
tlie  fund  in  question  from  its  operation  is  not  a  ground  upon  which  the  trustees  can 
resist  the  legal  tide  to  receive  the  fund ;  for  the  court  cannot  give  the  plaintiff  in  such 
other  suit  the  benefit  of  an  injunction  to  protect  the  fund  upon  the  suggestion  in  the 
answer  of  the  trustees ;  but  the  existence  of  such  other  suit  entitles  the  trustees  to 
retain  such  a  portion  of  the  trust  fund  as  may  be  sufficient  to  answer  their  costs 
of  such  other  suit  It  is  not,  necessarily,  sufficient,  to  entitie  trustees  to^their  costs 
of  a  suit,  that  they  have  acted  under  the  advice  of  counsel.  Devey  v.  lliomton,  lii. 
197. 

14.  Trust  deed  of  transfer  of  debt.  Where  it  was  provided  in  a  trust  deed  of 
transfer  of  a  debt  due  from  H.  and  Ca,  that  the  trustees,  IL,  one  of  the  said  firm  of 
EL  and  Co.  and  K.,  might,  with  the  consent  of  the  cestui  que  trusty  summon  H.  and  Co. 
to  pay  the  debt  by  giving  H.,  or  any  one  of  the  partners,  a  certain  notice,  and  the 
firm  stopped  payment,  whereupon,  with  the  consent  of  the  cestui  que  trust,  N.  called 
on  H.  for  payment,  which  being  refused,  he  filed  a  bill  against  H.  and  the  cestui  que 
trust,  not  joining  the  other  partners,  it  was  hdd  that  H.  was  liable.  Norton  v.  ^Sifetn- 
topf,  xxiii.  242. 

15.  Trustees  of  marriage  settlement — Husband's  bankruptcy  and  composition  with 
creditors.  Where  the  trustees  of  a  marriage  settiement  neglected  to  perform  their 
duties  with  regard  to  the  same,  and  the  husband  became  bankrupt,  paid  a  percentage 
to  his  creditors  as  a  composition,  thus  obtaining  the  annulling  oi  the  fiat,  and  the 
trustees  consented  thereto,  but  received  no  benefit  from  the  composition,  and  after- 
wards obtained  the  wife's  consent  that  the  money  should  not  be  called  in,  and  the 
whole  was  ultimately  lost,  though  it  was  proved  that  the  percentage  might  have  been 
obtained  at  the  time  of  the  composition,  it  was  held  that  the  trustees  were  liable  for 
the  whole  amount  of  the  settiement     Wiles  v.  Gresham,  xxxL  237. 

^6.  Liability  for  interest.  The  measure  by  which  the  court  ought  to  chax^ge  a 
trustee  with  interest  is,  to  ascertain  what  interest  he  has  received,  or  ought  to  have 
received,  or  that  he  is  estopped  from  saying  that  he  did  not  receive.  The  Attorney^

17.  Where  a  bill  was  filed  against  a  trustee  twelve  years  after  the  death  of  the 
testator,  the  trustee  not  having  disclosed  his  trust,  it  was  held^  there  being  nothing 
more  than  great  negligence  proved,  that  the  trustee  was  not  chargeable  with  bl.  per 
cent,  nor  on  the  principle  of  annual  rests,    lb. 

18.  Payment  to  wrong  person.  Where  a  trustee  of  a  wiU  had,  in  case  of  a  will  rf 
doubtful  construction,  but  acting  under  advice  of  counsel,  paid  over  certain  property 
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to  the  wrong  person,  he  was  ordered  to  pay  the  amount  and  eoste  <£  mt  to  iBbe  penda 
rightfully  entitled.    BouUon  v.  Beards  xxvii.  421. 

VI.  Breaches  of  Trust. 

1.  The  presumption  is,  that  where  trostees  have  a  discretion  to  apply  the  benefit  d 
the  trust  either  in  a  way  which  the  hm  allows  or  which  the  law  disallows,  they  viU 
act  in  a  lawful  manner.

2.  Concurrence  of  cestui  que  trust  in  sale.  On  a  sale  by  a  trustee,  he  stipolatod, 
that  his  receipt  should  be  deemed  an  efiectoal  and  conclnnTte  diat^un^  smd  that  the 
purchaser  should  not  reqmre  the  concuireiice  of  the  heir  or  cestui  que  trust,  A 
decree  was  made  for  specific  perfbrmance  and  reference  as  to  title.  The  Master 
found  in  favor  of  the  trustee ;  and  upon  exceptions,  the  purchaser  cooteodoi,  ftal 
the  rule  as  to  the  concurrence  of  the  cestuis  que  trust  being  one  for  their  pn>tectioa,  it 
was  a  breach  of  trust  to  stipulate  that  they  should  not  concur ;  bnt  the  court  hdd  Ihe 
p<nnt  concluded  by  the  decree.     Willnnson  y.  Hartley^  kt.  195. 

S.  Bond — Assignment — Deposit  of  bond  as  security  for  debt.  A  gave  B  a  bond  far 
the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money ;  on  the  marriage  of  B  the  bond  was  asaigDed  to  C 
by  way  of  settlement  for  the  separate  use  of  B.  B  and  her  husband  joined  in  reear- 
ing  some  of  the  money  on  the  bond.  Afterwards  A  died  and  B  became  her  psnoaal 
representative.  The  trustee  did  not  call  in  the  ftmds,  inasmoch  as  B  was  Xs  repre- 
sentative. B  afterwards  deposited  the  bond  with  her  hisband's  baokera  as  security 
for  his  debts.  Held,  that  C  was  not  guilty,  under  these  circumstances,  of  wilful  defidilL

4.  Uniiq/rians,  In  1710  a  charity  was  founded  by  certain  l^resbyterians  m  DabGai 
for  the  support  of  the  Protestant  dissenting  interest  In  ibe  course  of  tisse  it  got 
principally  into  the  hands  of  Unitarians.  Held,  affirming  the  decinon  of  the  Lotd 
Chancellor  of  Ireland,  first,  that  Unitarians  are  not  entitled  to  be  considered  as 
objects  of  the  trust  Secondly,  that  Trinitarian  trustees,  who  had  coneorred  in  the 
breaches  of  trust,  should  be  removed,  as  well  as  Unitarian  trostees,  Dmmmomd  r.

5.  Security  for  money  lent— Parties  to  conveyance.  A  testator  gSTO  to  Ub  wife  the 
interest  to  arise  from  a  sum  of  stock  for  her  life,  and  afterwards  he  gate  the  prindpal 
to  a  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  certain  persons  mentioiied.  The  widow  jouwd  in  sell- 
ing out  part  of  the  stock,  and  lending  it  to  the  trustees,  on  the  security  of  a  depoat 
of  the  deeds  of  an  estate,  belonging  to  him ;  the  trustee  became  a  bankivpt,  vitfaoot 
replacing  the  money  lent  to  him.  Held,  that  the  deposit  was  a  peraooal  security  li> 
the  widow  in  respect  of  the  breach  of  trust ;  that  the  money  was  not  invested  oa  the 
security  of  the  property,  and  that  it  could  be  sold  without  the  cestuis  que  fnwl  bosf 
parties  to  the  sale.

6.  Where  the  trust  deed  is  not  sealed  by  the  trustee,  his  breaches  of  tnisl  do  not 
create  specialty  debts  against  his  estate.

7.  For  a  statement  of  fhcts  under  which  no  inquiry  for  wilful  dofanlt  oi^ght  to  be 
instituted  against  the  trusteed  of  a  settlement,  see  Coope  ▼.

8.  Trustees  who,  without  sufficient  cause,  doubted  the  identity  of  their  cestui  |pe 
trust,  and,  in  breach  of  trust  paid  over  the  trust  fund  to  others,  were  ordered  to 

i  make  good  the  same,  and  pay  the  costs  and  interest  at  5L  per  cent^  the  aecoants  to  be 
1  taken  with  rests.    Bx  parte  Croxton,  vi.  93. 

9.  Trust-money  tent  on  second  mortgage.  Trustees  lent  trost^noneya  on  a  second 
)  mortgage  of  house  property  greatly  out  of  repair,  and  the  prindpal  pattwas  kat 
.Held,  that  they  were  UaUe  as  for  a  breach  of  trust,  notwithstanding  a  trostee  sndeflh 

nity  clause  declaring  they  should  not  be  liable  for  the  insofficieocy  or  deficienoyiB 
value  of  any  securities,  exoept  through  their  wilful  dofirait  JMmer  ▼.  BrtretsH^ 
six.  276. 
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iO.  In  cbargiQg  trnaiees  Ibr  breacEes  of  trust  and  the  costs  of  suit,  it  is  immaterial 
bow  the  trust  was  created,  and  whether  for  valuable  consideration,  or  by  the  voluntary 
gift  of  the  trustees  themselves.    lb. 

11.  Trustees  under  marriage  settlement  empowered  to  invest  in  real  security — Ad^ 
vancement  of  money  on  mortgage.  In  a  marriage  settlement  of  stock  the  trustees  were 
empowered  to  invest  in  real  security.  Contemporaneoudy  with  the  execution  of  the 
set^ment  a  memorandam  was  indorsed  npon  it,  and  signed  by  the  intended  husband 
and  wife,  requesting  the  trustees  to  advance  the  mraiey,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  the 
owneiB  or  lessees  of  V.  Gardens,  npon  mortgage,  either  as  first,  second,  or  third  mort- 
gage. B.,  (who  was  the  settler,)  G.,  and  H.  were  the  then  owners  of  this  propertyt 
which  at  that  time  was  sulject  to  two  mortgages.  The  trustees  immediately  advanced 
the  money  to  B.^  Gv,  and  H.*  but  no  written  security  was  takto  until  a  year  and  a 
half  after  the  advance,  at  which  time  B.  had  surrendered  his  interest  in  the  property 
to  G.  and  H.,  who  then  executed  a  mortgage  of  the  property  to  the  trustees,  with  the 
nsoal  coveniftts  for  repayment  of  the  loan.  The  security  proved  wholly  insufficient. 
Held,  that  the  trustees  had  coipmitted  »  breach  of  trust,  and  were  bound  to  make 
good  the  loss,  and  to  bring  the  fund  into  court    Fowler  y.  Reynal,  viL  270. 

12.  If  a  trustee  allows  trust  funds  to  remain  in  a  trading  firm  for  a  long  series  of 
years  at  simple  interest,  he  is  peraonally  liable  for  the  losses  resulting  from  this  breach 
of  trust    jSnes  v.  Fozallf  xiiL  140. 

13.  Investment  on  hasekoldfor  lives  tfi  Ireland,  Under  a  power  to  trustees  of  a 
settlement  "to  lay  out  and  invest  the  trust  moneys  upon  government  or  real  securities 
in  England,' Ireland,  Scotland,  or  Wales,"  the  trustee  invested  part  of  the  trust  moneys 
on  leaseholds  for  lives  in  IreUnd,  with  a  covenant  for  perpetual  renewal,  subject  to  a 
head  rent  The  property  at  the  time  of  the  investment  was  subject  to  certain 
charges,  after  payment  of  which,  barely  sufficient  surplus  rents  were  left  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  mor^;age  debt,  and  afterwards  it  became  much  depreciated  in  value, 
and  insufficient  to  answer  the  debt  Held^  in  a  suit  instituted  by  one  of  the  cestuis 
que  trust  to  make  the  tmstee  liable  for  the  loss  arising  from  the  investment,  that  lease- 
holds for  lives  in  Ireland,  with  a  covenant  for  perpetual  renewal,  if  the  same  had 
been  of  adequate  value,  would  not  have  been  a  breach  of  trust,  but  that  having 
regaid  to  the  value  of  the  property,  the  investment  was  a  breach  of  trust  Macleo4  ▼• 
Annesley^  xix.  247. 

14.  Acquiescence  in  improper  investment  hg  cestui  que  trust.  It  is  not  necessary  that 
aoquiesoence  on  the  part  of  a  cestui  que  trust  in  an  improper  investment  should  be 
evidenced  by  writing  if  otherwise  proved.  Observations  on  the  15  &  16  Vict  c.  86, 
s.  42.    /(. 

15.  Debt  assigned  in  trust  to  call  in  and  accumulate.  In  1826,  a  debt  due  from  a 
firm  at  Calcutta,  was  assigned  to  trustees  in  England,  in  trust  to  call  in  and  invest  on 
Indian  securities,  and  accumulate.  The  debtois  became  bankrupts  in  1830,  and  the 
trustees  not  having,  in  the  mean  time,  taken  proper  steps  to  call  in  the  money,  a  con* 
siderable  portion  of  the  debt  was  lost  HM,  that  they  were  liable  for  the  breach  of 
trust,  and  ought  to  make  good  the  accumulation  which  would  have  been  produced ; 
secondly^  that  one  of  the  trustees  who  had  htem  abroad  with  his  regiment  during  that 
period,  was  equally  liable ;  but,  thirdly,  that  they  were  to  be  excused  during  such  a 
reasonable  time  as  was  necesnry  in  order  to  communicate  between  England  and 
India.

16.  Costs,  Generally,  where  trustees  are  guilty  of  a  breach  of  trust,  they  must 
pay  the  costs  of  a  suit  to  repair  it    lb. 

1 7.  Polieies  on  life  to  be  held  in  tru^  as  appointed  by  deed  or  wUl  Where  a  father, 
by  indentuTO  of  1821,  declared  policies  on  his  life  to  be  held  on  tngi/it  for  such  one  or 
more  of  his  eight  daughters  as  he  should  appoint  by  deed  or  will,  and  in  1832  ap- 
pointed the  bonuses  on  two  of  the  policies  to  three  of  his  daughters,  and  then  he  and 
these  appointees  applied  part  of  the  price  of  these  bonuses  to  keeping  the  six  pdicies 
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on  foot^  and  used  the  rest,  kc^  on  a  bill  filed  by  two  daugfateTS^  not  fot  yvm,  ht  18S2, 
to  set  aside  the  appointment  of  that  year,  it  yr&aheld,  first,  that  the  transactioBsaiBOaDted 
to  a  clear  breach  of  trust ;  but,  secondly,  that  the  two  appointments,  of  October  toi  ■ 
December,  1832,  forming  part  of  one  transaction,  must  stand  or  fall  together;  and 
therefi)re,  thirdly,  the  bill  was  dismissed,  with  costs,  with  liberty  to  the  plaintiffs  to  file 
such  other  bill  as  they  might  be  adrised.    Harrison  v.  Randall,  yiii.  209. 

18.  Where  one  of  two  trustees  commits  breaches  of  trust  and  dies,  leaving  the  other 
surviving,  his  estate  is  liable.    Richardson  v.  Jenkins,  xix.  37. 

19.  Assignment  hy  wife  as  administratrix  without  httsbancTs  concurrence.    In  1817,  a 
gentleman,  then  an  infant,  married  a  lady  of  fuU  age,  who  was,  as  the  administatnx 
of  her  uncle  with  his  will  annexed,  possessed  of  certain  jiums  of  stock  and  of  negro 
slaves,  to  the  income  of  which  she  was,  under  the  will,  beneficially  entided  fi>r  life, 
with  remainder  to  her  children.    In  1818,  the  husband  being  still  an  iA&nt,andit 
being  by  a  common  error  assumed  that  the  uncle  had  died  intestate,  and  that  the  lidy 
was,  as  his  next  of  kin,  absolutely  entitled  to  his  property,  the  funds  weA  transfezred 
into  the  names  of  four  trustees,  and  a  settlement  was.  executed,  by  which  the  abves 
were  assigned  to  the  same  trustees  in  trust  for  sale,  and  it  was  declared  that  the  trus- 
tees should  stand  possessed  of  the  funds  transferred  and  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  slaves,  in  trust  for  the  lady  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  for  the.l^baodjud 
after  that  for  the  children.    The  husband  and  wife,  however,  in  1819,  notwithetnid- 
ing  the  settlement,  themselves  sold  the  slaves  for  3,922^,  which  the  husband  received, 
and  thereout  paid  3,500/.  to  one  of  the  trustees,  who  appropriated  the  money  to  his 
own  use ;  but  he  represented  that  he  had  invested  it  in  the  purchase  of  4,869/.  consols 
in  the  names  of  the  four  trustees.    In  1821,  the  husband,  having  attained  to  his  fiill 
age,  disclaimed  the  settlement,  and  in  a  suit  instituted  in  1822,  by  an  infant  child  of 
the  marriage,  the  four  trustees,  on  the  information  of  the  defaulting  trustees,  by  their 
answer  admitted  that  they  were  possessed  of  the  trust  funds,  including  the  4fi$BL  con- 
sols.   An  arrangement  was  come  to,  the  husband  received  a  specified  sum,  and  the 
rest  of  the  trust  funds  were,  with  the  approval  of  the  court,  in  182i,  setded  by  a 
deed,  on  the  assumption  that  all  the  trust  funds  were  in  the  trustees.    In  that  deed, 
the  original  trustees  covenanted  to  transfer  the  funds,  specifying  as  part  the  4,869L 
consols,  into  the  names  of  the  continuing  and  two  new  trustees.    After  the  execndon 
of  this  deed,  and  before  any  improper  delay  in  effecting  the  transfer,  the  misappro- 
priation of  the  8,500/.  by  the  de&ulting  trustee  became  known,  and  he  became  a 
bankrupt    Proof  was  duly  made  under  his  bankruptcy  by  the  snrriving  tmstees. 
Upon  a  bill,  filed  in  1848,  by  the  lady  against  the  original  and  subsequently  appointed 
trustees,  seeking  to  charge  them  with  the  moneys  a^sing  from  the  sale  of  the  negro 
slaves,  it  was  heldj  first,  that  a  wife  is  incapable  of  assigning  by  deed,  even  as  an  admin- 
istratrix, without  the  valid  concurrence  of  her  husband ;  and  that,  as  the  husband  vai 
in  1818,  an  infant,  the  assignment  was  a  nullity.    Secondly,  that,  inasmnch  as  the 
trustees  took  no  title  under  the  assignment  of  1818,  they  could  not  sell  the  slaves 
under  it ;  and  that  they  were  consequently  guilty  of  no  default  in  not  doing  sa 
Thirdly,  that  the  sale  of  the  slaves  having  been  in  fiu^t  effected  by  the  husband  and 
wife,  the  payment  of  the  3,500/.  to  the  de^ulting  trustee  was  the  voluntary  act  of  the 
husband ;  and  that,  in  the  absence  of  very  special  circumstances,  the  other  trostees 
were  not  guilty  of  default  in  permitting  the  misapplication  of  the  money,  and  were 
under  no  liability  in  respect  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  slaves.    FourUdy,  that  tibe 
incorrect  representation  made  by  the  trustees  in  their  answer  in  the  suit  in  1832,  that 
the  4,869/.  consols  was  standing  in  their  names,  was  an  admission  of  a  fact  by  which, 
it  being  the  adnutted  error  of  all  parties,  the  trustees  were  not  bound.    So  much  of 
the  bill  as  sought  tp  charge  the  trustees  with  loss  in  the  transaction  was  dismissed  wA 
costs.    Derbishire  v.  Home^  xix.  825.  ^ 

20.  A  trustee  who  'has  neglected  to  accumulate  the  surplus  income  of  a  chiH  ii 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  trust  and  chargeable  with  annual  rests.  But  he  is  oititlfd  to 
the  costs  of  the  suit  out  of  the  estate.    Knott  v.  Co/te^,  xiii.  304. 
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91.  .Bneaeh  of  inut^AMurance  effected  hy  one  trustee  on  his  own  life.  W  J.  W., 
<n6  of  two  trnsteoi  of  a  marriage  Bettlement,  committed  breaches  of  trust,  and  aftex^ 
irarda  effected,  with  the  sanction  of  the  master,  a  policy  of  assurance  on  his  own  lifey 
in  accordance  with  a  proposal  previously  made  for  making  gpod  the  trust  fund.  Before 
the  transaction  was  finally  approred  of  and  reported  hy  the  master,  W.  J.  W.  died 
insDlvent  Heldy  that  the  proceeds  of  the  policy  were  applicable,  first,  for  making 
good  the  defiilcations  of  &e  trustee,  and  for  payment  of  costs,  and  that  the  surplus 
belonged  to  the  representative  of  W.  J.  W.  as  assets  for  his  creditors.  Ward  t.  Ward, 
zxSL442. 

23.  Long  enjoyment  of  a  trost  ftmd,  if  wrongful,  creates  no  right ;  as  time  afibrds 
no  sanction  to  established  breaches  of  trust  Drummond  t.  The  Attomey-General,  ii.  15. 

23.  Loss  hy  breach  of  trust  not  a  specialty  debt.  By  deed  of  indorsement  under 
seal,  appointing  new  trustees,  and  executed  by  them,  a  trust  fund  was  assigned  to  the 
new  trustees,  '*  to  hold  unto  them,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  as  their 
own  money,  property  and  eflTects,  but  nevertheless  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  ends, 
intents,  and  purposes  dechired  by  the  within  indenture,'*  but  there  was  no  declaration 
of  trust  by  the  trustees.  Heldf  that  a  loss  which  occurred  by  a  breach  of  trust  did 
not  eonstitate  a  specialty  debt    Adey  v.  Arnold^  xv.  268.* 

24.  Semble^  a-  dechiration  by  trustees  in  a  deed  executed  by  them,  that  they  mH 
apply  a  trust  fund  in  a  particular  manner,  will  be  construed  to  amount  to  a  covenant ; 
aad  any  loss  to  the  trust  fund  arising  from  a  breach  of  trust  will  constitute  a  specialty 
debt    lb.

1.  Money  paid  into  court  upon  trusts  of  will,  TVhere,  under  the  Trustee  Indemnity 
Act,  money  is  paid  into  court  *'  upon  the  trusts  of  a  will,"  it  involves  the  general 
administration  of  the  estate,  and  the  court  will  not  order  it  to  be  transferred  to  a 
partictdar  account,  except  at  the  request,  and  on  the  responsibility,  of  the  trustee.

2.  Trust  fund.  A  trust  fund  paid  into  the  court  of  chancery,  under  the  Trustee 
Relief  Act,  afler  the  death  of  the  cestui  que  trusty  ordered  to  be  pdd  to  the  adminia- 
tntor  of  the  cestui  que  trust,  under  a  grant  of  letters  of  administration  by  the  arch* 
deaeonty  court,  obtained  afler  the  fbnd  was  in  the  court  of  chancery.  In  re  Spencer,

8.  Payment  of  fund  into  court — Lien  for  costs.  Where  the  residue  of  a  trust  fund, 
under  a  composition  deed,  has  been  duly  invested  by  the  trustees,  and  they  claim  a 
lien  thereon  for  their  costs  under  the  deed,  and  there. is  no  imputation  of  misconduct 
on  their  part,  or  of  the  fund  being  in  danger,  the  court  will  not,  on  motion  by  a 
creditor  who  was  a  party  to  the  deed,  and  had  accepted  a  dividend  under  it,  order  the 
fnnd  to  be  piud  into  court     Chaffers  v.  Headlam,  xxi.  493. 

4.  Costs,  A  trust  fund  had  been  paid  into  court  under  the  Trustee  Relief  Act ;  the 
tenant  for  life  petiticmed  for  payment  of  the  dividends  to  her.  Held,  that  the  costs 
of  the  application  must  come  out  of  the  income,  and  not  out  of  the  corpus*  In  re 
Bangley's  Trust,  xiiL  28. 

b.  Power  to  invest  in  Frew^  fund^^Foreign  trustees.  By  a  deed-poll  declaring 
the  trusts  of  certain  sums  of  stock,  power  was  reserved  to  the  trustees  to  invest  the 
trnst  moneys  in  the  French  funds.  The  trustees,  although  applied  to  by  the  tenant 
for  life  to  make  such  investment,  refused  to  do  so,  and  paid  the  trust  funds  into  court 
tmder  the  Trustee  Relief  Act  Upon  a  petition  presented  by  the  tenant  for  life, 
praying  for  the  appointment  of  three  foreigners  resident  in  Paris  as  trustees  in  the 
room  of  the  old  ones,  aad  tiid  transfer  of  the  trust  funds  to  them  accordingly,  the 
court  refused  to  make  the  order.

6.  AffidaviL    It  ia  not  necessary,  except  under  special  circumstances,  to  set  out  in

on  payment  of  the  fund  into  court  In  re  The  Trusts  of  Courtois*s  WtBy  xxL  500.  See 
also  In  re  Levetfs  Trusts,  xiii.

7.  Guardian  ad  litem.  Although  a  trustee  is  incapable  of  business  from  some  cause, 
the  court  will  not  appoint  his  solicitor  guardian  ad  litem  to  answer  a  bill  of  complaint 
filed  against  him*    Patrick  v.  Andrews,  xv.  453. 

8.  Order  of  reference — Ex  parte  proceedings — Investment  of  funds — Parties  inter* 
ested.  An  order  of  reference,  under  the  4  &  5  Will.  lY.  c  29,  as  to  whether  it  wottid 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  parties  beneficially  interested  in  a  settled  fund  to  lend  it  on 
the  security  of  freehold  estates  in  Ireland,  may  be  made  ex  parte  ;  but  the  court  wiQ 
not  confinn  the  master's  report,  finding  that  such  a  loan  would  be  for  the  benefit  of 
such  parties,  unless  they  all,  as  well  those  entitled  in  remainder  as  those  entitled  for 
life,  have  either  been  served  with  the  petition,  or  appeared  before  the  master.  In  rt 
KirJcpatricfs  Trust,  vi.

9.  Purchase  of  estate  subject  to  legacies,  A  party  purchasing  an  estate,  expressly 
subject  to  the  payment  of  legacies  chained  thereon  by  will,  is  not  a  trustee  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Trustee  Relief  Act,  and  having  paid  the  moi^y  into  court  under  that 
act,  and  presented  a  petition  for  its  investment,  or  for  repayment  to  the  petitioQen, 
the  court  directed  the  money  to  be  paid  out  to  the  petitioners,  and  ordered  the  peti- 
lioners  to  pay  the  respondents'  costs.    Buckley's  Trust,  in  re,  xvii.  9. 

10.  Where  some  only  of  the  parties  interested  presented  a  petition  under  the 
Trustee  Act,  1850,  the  court  held  that  it  could  make  the  order  under  the  51st  section 
of  the  Chancery  Practice  Amendment  Act.    In  re  Sharpletfs  Trusts^  xviL  27. 

11.  Trustee  Relief  Act — Power  of  judge  at  cJiambers,  A  judge  in  chambers  is  nd 
empowered  under  the  26th  section  of  the  act,  15  &  16  Vict  c.  80,  to  entertain  appli- 
cations with  reference  to  funds  paid  into  court  under  the  acts  for  the  relief  of  trustees, 
10  &  11  Vict  c.  96,  and  12  &  13  Vict  c.  74 ;  such  applications  must  originate  in  and 
be  founded  upon  a  petition  presented  to  the  court  In  the  matter  of  Hodges,  xxxL 
107. 

12.  Demise  of  lands  to  trustees  for  1,000  years  on  certain  trusts.  Petition  for  the 
appointment  of  new  trustees.  Held,  that  the  reversioner  ought  to  be  served  with  the 
petition.    FarranVs  Trust,  in  re,  viL  47. 

VIIL  J^acellaneous  Cages. 

1.  Payment  by  trustees  into  court  under  Trustee  Indemnity  Acts.  WTicre  trustees 
have  paid  any  portion  of  their  trust  fund  into  court  under  the  Trustee  Indemnity 
Acta,  10  &  11  Vict  c.  96,  and  12  &  13  Vict  c.  74,  the  original  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  by  bill  is  gone  as  to  the  portion  so  paid  in,  and  the  remedy  of  the  cestui  que 
trust  can  only  be  prosecuted  under  the  provbions  of  the  statute.  Goode  v.  West,  rii. 
285. 

2.  Disclaimer,  P.  devised  lands  to  W.  and  S.,  and  the  heirs  of  the  survivor,  upon 
trusts  for  payment  of  debts,  and  to  apply  the  surplus.  S.,  the  survivor,  died  many 
years  afterwards,  having  never  proved  P.'s  will,  nor  in  any  manner  acted  in  the  trusts. 
S.,  by  his  will,  devised  all  his  mortgage  and  trust  estates  to  L.  and  B.  Held,  that  as 
S.  had  never  disclaimed,  and  as  L.  and  B.  had  accepted  the  trusts  of  S  *s  will,  the 
legal  estate  of  P.'s  lands  was  vested  in  them,  although  they  expressly  disclaimed. 
King  v.  Phillips,  xv.  7. 

3.  Surpltts  purchase-money.  A  mortgaged  real  estate  to  B,  and  gave  B  a  power  of 
sale,  and  the  trusts  of  the  surplus  purchase-moneys  were  declared  to  be  for  A,  his 
executors,  administrators,  and  assigns.  A  died.  After  A's  death' the  estate  was  sold 
under  the  power  of  sale.  Held,  that  A's  real,  and  not  his  personal,  representatives 
were  entitied  to  the  surplus  purchase-money.    In  re  Clarke's  Trusts,  xv.  432. 

4.  Baron  and  feme — Separate  use  without  power  of  aniicip€Uion,    A  sum  of  stock 
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ma  rested  in  trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  dividends  to  A,  a  manfad  ifoman,  for  her 
Cfe,  for  her  separate  use,  without  power  of  anticipation,  and,  after  her  decease,  to  pay 
the  capital  to  B.  On  the  petition  of  A  and  B,  the  court  ordered  the  transfer  of  a 
portion  c^  the  stock  to  B,  and  a  sale  of  such  other  portion  as  would  be  sufficient  to 
purchase  a  government  annuity  equal  to  the  dividends  of  the  two  sums  o£  stock,  and 
that  the  sum  thereby  produced  should  be  Iiud  out  in  the  purchase  of  such  annuity  to 
be  settled  on  A,  for  her  separate  use,  without  power  of  anticipation.  Dodd  v.  Wake^ 
xL6. 

5.  Creditor's  suit — Misappropriation  of  trust  funds.  In  a  creditor's  suit  four  persons 
darned  against  a  testator's  estate,  for  misappropriation  of  trust  funda  A  claimed  to 
be  a  specialty  creditor  under  a  trust  deed,  which  was  never  executed  by  the  testator, 
although  he  acted  in  the  trusts.  Held,  that  A  was  only  a  simple  contract  creditor. 
Jenkins  v.  Robertson,  six.  547. 

6.  B  cbumed  as  a  specialty  creditor  under  a  trust  deed,  by  which  it  was  "  declared" 
by  the  parties  that  the  money  should  be  on  certain  trusts.  Held,  that  the  omission  of 
the  word  **  agreed"  did  not  prevent  there  being  a  contract  on  the  part  of  the  trustee. 
IK 

7.  C  claimed  under  a  trust  deed  by  which  the  testator  was  a  trustee  jointly  with 
another  person,  who  survived  him.  Held,  that  .the  testator's  estate  was  liable  for  the 
breach  of  trust  committed  by  him,  and  that  C  was  a  specialty  creditor.    lb. 

8.  D  claimed  under  a  bond.  Held,  that  as  the  testator's  heirs  were  bound,  D  was 
entitled  to  priority  over  the  other  specialty  creditors  out  of  the  assets  arising  from  real 
estate.    lb. 

9.  The  suit  was  instituted  by  A,  the  simple  contract  creditor,  and  the  assets  were 
insufficient  to  satisfy  the  specialty  debts.  Held,  nevertheless,  that  the  plaintiff  was 
entitled  to  his  costs  out  of  the  estate,  as  between  solicitor  and  client.    2b, 

10.  Assignment  by  lady,  on  eve  of  marriage,  of  her  reversionary  interest  in  stock— ^ 
False  recitals.  A  young  lady,  a  few  months  ailer  she  came  of  age,  and  on  the  eve  of 
her  marriage,  with  her  father's  concurrence,  but  without  the  knowledge  of  her  intended 
husband,  made  an  absolute  assignment  of  her  reversionaiy  interest  in  a  sum  of  stock 
to  the  trustee  thereof,  by  a  deed,  which  recited  a  contract  for  sale  of  such  stock  to  the 
trustee,  and  the  payment  of  the  purchase-money,  and  upon  this  deed  was  indorsed  a 
receipt  for  the  purchase-money,  signed  by  the  lady,  no  purchase-money  having  been 
in  fact  paid.  Held,  that  the  &lsehood  of  the  recitals  in  the  deed  alone  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  prevent  the  court  from  supporting  it  as  a  securityi  to  the  amount  of 
the  consideration  expressed,  for  a  larger  sum  due  from  the  lady's  &ther  to  the  trustee 
fi>r  money  advanced  for  her  education.    LewelUn  v.  Cobbold,  xix.  48. 

11.  Where  trustees,  having  a  power  of  sale,  disclaim,  the  court  pan  exercise  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees,  and  sell  if  necessary.    Browne  v.  PauU,  xiii.  48. 

12.  Marriage  settlement — AdvancemenL  Under  a  marriage  settlement,  stock  was 
rested  in  trustees,  in  trust  to  pay  the  interest  and  dividends  to  the  wife  for  life, 
remainder  to  the  husband  for  life,  with  a  power  to  them  and  the  survivor  to  appoint 
the  principal  among  the  children  of  the  marriage.  The  wife  died,  and  the  husband 
appointed  a  third  part  thereof  absolutely  and  at  once,  in  trust  for  an  infant  child, 
payment  to  be  postponed  till  twenty-one.  The  court,  on  the  application  of  the  infant 
that  the  trustees  might  apply  a  sufficient  part  of  the  capital  of  his  share  of  the  stock 
in  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred,  and  to  be  incurred  for  his  education  as  a  cadet, 
and  his  advancement  in  India,  granted  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  so  far  as  related  to 
payment  of  part  of  the  expenses  incurred,  and  as  to  the  expense  of  education  and 
reudence  aa  a  cadet  at  Addlscombe,  and  ordered  the  rest  of  the  petition  to  stand  over* 
Lane,  in  re,  xvii.  162. 

IS.  Power  of  %ale — Defectvoe  tide.  In  case  of  a  power  of  sale  to  two  trustees  and 
tlie  survivor,  his  heirs,  &c.,  a  title  dependent  on  a  sale  by  the  devisee  in  trust  of  the 
survivor  is  too  doubtful  to  be  enforced  on  a  purchaser ;  but  the  defect  may  be  cured 
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by  the  retease  of  all  the  eeshds  que  truti  to  the  reprwentiliTef  of  the  aurvmsg  lnate& 
Maedonald  t.  Walker^  xi.  S24. 

14.  Tenant  for  life,  who  had  obtained  the  benefit  of  a  breaieh  of  tntft,  made  rapoD- 
tible,  upon  a  bill  for  that  pnrpose  inttitoted  hy  the  traiteea  M*Gacken  t.  JDoo^ 
Jtv.  97. 

15.  A  testator  appointed  an  executor,  with  power  to  manage^  craidiiet,  csnjoo, 
^  and  improYe  his  estate.    The  property  consisted  of  a  moiety  of  an  estate  in  Jamaica. 

The  trustee  took  a  lease  of  the  other  moiety,  and  managed  the  whole  for  the  tnzst 
estate.  Held,  that  although  the  taking  of  this  lease  was  not  an&orized  by  the  will, 
yet  that,  under  the  circomstances  of  this  case,  the  aoqnieseenee  of  the  enitd  qme  Inuty 
and  otherwise,  the  trust  estate  was  Uable  for  arrears  of  rent  and  dilapidatwiiSL  Ntaie

16.  Infant  aoU  trtutee  of  stock  out  of  ike  juriediction.  An  infant  trustee  of  stock 
in  the  jurisdiction  not  being  within  the  Trustee  Act,  1850,  an  mftnt  sole  tnotoe  of 
stock  out  of  the  jurisdiction  is  not  a  sole  trustee  of  stock  out  of  the  juiiidietiQa 
within  the  meaning  of  the  22d  seedon.     Cramer  ▼.  Cramer^  xiH.  366. 

1 7.  7'rustee — Balance  standing  to  private  account  of  at  a  bavUc — Appropriation  tf 
items  in,  where  the  account  ums  of  receipts  and  pajpments  in  respect  hoA  of  the  tnat 
fund  and  the  trustees  own  private  funds.  When  a  trustee  pays  trust  money  ints  a 
bank  to  his  credit,  the  account  being  a  simple  aooount  with  himeelf,  not  matked  or 
distinguished  in  any  other  manner,  the  debt  thus  constituted  fhim  the  bank  to  Um 
belongs,  so  long  as  it  remains  due,  specifically  to  the  trust,  as  between  the  cethd  fue 
trust  on  the  one  side,  and  the  trustee  or  his  representatiTes  on  the  other;  and  iim 
state  of  things  is  not  varied  by  the  circumstance  of  the  bank  hol^v^  also  ioe  the 
trustee,  or  owing  to  him  money  in  every  sense  his  own.

18.  Drusts  of  dissenters^  place  of  worship.  The  efiect  of  usage  as  evidence  of  the 
trusts,  on  which  a  dissenters'  place  of  wor^p  is  held,  raries  gready  ia  diflereat 
circumstances,  and,  the  court  difieiing  in  opinion  upon  the  evidenoe,  whether  it  was 
a  necessary  qualification  for  a  minister  of  a  particular  chapd  to  be  a  minifter  or 
licentiate  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  the  decree  of  the  court  below,  dedaring  that 
qualification  to  be  necessary,  was  affirmed,  as  well  as  other  portions  of  the  decree  with 
which  both  members  of  the  court  agreed.

Under  a  contract  to  sell  and  deliver  goods  in  a 
warehouse  in  LsvaipodI,  the  giving  of  a  deUvery  order  of  "'  about "  the  Quantity  is  a 
sufficient  dcUvefy,  avidence  of  a  known  usage  of  warehouse-keepers  not  to  accept 
ddivery  orders  in  any  other  form  being  admissible.    3ioore  v.  Campbellj  zxvi.  622. 

4.  Eight  to  take  waUr  bjf  MdbitantM  of  tawnMp,  A  ri^  claimed  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  a  township  to  eater  upon  the  land  of  a  private  person  and  take  water  from  a 
well  therein,  for  domestio  purposes,  is  an  easement  and  not  a  projit  4  prendre^  and  may, 
therefore,  properly  be  claimed  by  cnstom.

6.  Ckarter-par^^^* FuU  and  eomphte  cargo" — (Justom  of  Trimdad-^Brokcn 
Stowage,  By  a  charter-^pariy,  made  in  London,  it  was  agreed  that  the  plaintiff's  ship 
should  proceed  to  Trinidad  and  there  receive  ^  a  full  and  complete  cargo  of 
sngar^  mokiseSi  ^  other  lawfid  produce."  There  was  no  stipulation  as  to  **  broken 
stowage."  The  veanl  was  laden  at  T.  with  sugar  and  molasses,  packed  in  hogsheads 
and  puncheons,  and  would  not  contain  any  greater  quantity  of  sugar  and  molasses 
patted  in  the  same  manner ;  but  a  space  of  ^  broken  stowage' "  remained,  whidi 
might  have  been  filled  with  sugar  in  tiercea,  and  other  produce ;  small  packages  also 
mi^t  have  been  placed  between  the  hogsheads  and  puncheons.  Upon  action  brought 
on  the  charter-party  for  not  loading  the  agreed  cargo,  the  defendant  proved  at  tiie 
trial  that  according  to  the  custom  of  T.  a  fiill  and  complete  cargo  of  sugar  and  molasses, 
packed  in  hogsheads  and  puncheons  constituted  a  full  and  complete  cargo  of  sugar 
and  molasses,  Skld^  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  court  below,  (aodx.  466,)  that  the 
custom  was  applicable  to  the  state  of  &cts;  that  it  was  a  reasonable  custom ;  and  that 
it  waitaot  a  custom  controlling,  altering,  or  inconsistent  with  the  contract,  but  merely  ex- 
planatory of  it,  and  was  therelbre  admissible  in  evidence  to  show  that  the  defendant 
faadloadied  a  fiill  and  complete  cargo  o£  sugar  and  molasses  within  die  meaning  of  the 
charter-party.

USURY. 

1.  Avoidance  of  transaction  valid  in  its  inception,  SetMe,  a  transaction  not  void' 
in  the  first  instance,  and  from  which  the  borrower  has  the  power  to  firee  himself  by 
the  payment  of  the  principal,  and  legal  interest,  withi^  a  limited  time,  is  not  aftei^ 
wards  to  be  avoided  because  the  borrower  cannot,  after  the  limited  period,  free  him- 
self without  paying  more  than  bL  per  cent    Long  v.  Slarie,  x,  182. 

2.  Frugal  inoestm^nt  association — Periodical  divisions  of  profits,  B.  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Frugal  Investment  Association,  the  objects  of  which  were  to  advance  the 
soeiely's  funds  to  its  members,  to  accumulate  them,  and  to  divide  the  profits  periodi- 
cally.   For  each  share  taken  he  was  to  pay  an  agreed  premium,  and  so  much  a  month 
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ai  redemptian  money,  for  which  he  had  an  nnmediate  advaaoe  of  Ihe  vatoe  of  his 
share,  cfn  ^ving  aecuritj  for  the  repaxment  of  it,  widi  the  premium  and  redemptkn 
money.  Heldy  iha^  the  tranflBCti^n,  bdag  between  paitnera,  was  not  nsnxioas.  Bm^

8.  Bonus — Truttees — lAfe  auuranee.  Sir  J.  O^  being  in  debt,  conyeyed  his  fife 
interest  in  an  estate,  in  tmst  to  conrey  the  same  to  certain  creditors.  It  was  afler- 
wards  agreed  between  the  tmstees,  Sir.  J.  O.,  and  the  crediton  that  the  tratees 
should  hold  the  rents  to  divide  the  same  (after  payment  of  chaiges  on  tiie  estate)  iato 
two  shares  proportionate  to  the  debts  specified  in  two  schedules,  the  portion  appropii- 
ated  to  the  first  sohedole  to  be  paid  to  the  creditors  equally  in  disehaif^e  of  tiieir  debts, 
and  after  satisfying  the  debts  and  interest  as  to  such  crediton  to  apply  a  oompetent 
sum  in  effectmg  and  keeping  on  foot  poficies  on  the  life  of  Sir  J.  O.,  on  behalf  of  the 
creditors  in  the  second  schedule  mentioiied ;  any  addition  by  way  of  bonus  to  fiie  smns 
assured  to  belong  to  the  said  creditors  in  addition  to  their  debts,  and  in  proportion  ta 
them,  notwithstanding  the  principal  and  interest  thereof  migfat  be  diachai]ged ;  and  in 
consideration  thereof,  ail  the  creditors  gare  Sir  J.  O.  leave  to  live  any  where  without 
molestation  by  them,  provided  that  if  any  creditor  should  molest  him,  hb  debt  dioiild 
be  considered  as  released.  The  trustees  effected  assurances ;  and  after  the  death  of 
Sir  J.  O.  received  the  sum  assured  and  also  a  bonus,  the  whole  of  which  was  churned 
by  Lady  O.,  the  widow,  on  the  ground  of  the  transaction  having  been  nsurioos  as  to 
the  creditors  in  the  second  schedule.  HM^  That  the  transaction  was  not  usoiioofl, 
and  also  that  no  action  at  law  would  lie  at  the  suit  of  Lady  O.  against  the  tmstees. 
O'Brien  v.  Kenyony  iv.  431. 

4.  Bills  of  exchange  not  running  more  than  three  months.  The  statute  8  &  4  WHL 
lY.  c.  98,  s.  7,  which  exempted  from  the  proviaons  of  the  Usury  Act  (13  Anne,  stat  2, 
c.  16,  s.  1,)  bills  of  exchange  not  having  more  than  three  months  to  run,  is  not  repealed 
by  the  statute  2  &  8  Vict,  c  87,  s.  1,  which,  and  the  statutes  continuing  it,  exen^ 
from  the  operation  of  the  usury  laws,  all  bills  not  having  more  than  twdve  laoDths  to 
run  and  all  contracts  above  10/.,  provided  there  be  no  seeurify  upon  land.  Hierefore, 
bills  not  halving  more  than  three  months  to  run,  lliough  fi»r  more  than  5L  per  tent 
interest,  and  though  there  be  further  security  on  land,  are  not  void.  Clack  v.  Sanf- 
bttryj  riii.  408. 

5.  Discount  of  promissory  note — Agreement  .as  to,  A  dedaration  stated  an 
agreement  of  the  plaintifi'  to  discount  defendant's  promissory  note  at  tiiree  months^ 
and  of  the  defendant,  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the  note  at  maturity,  to  pay  interest 
at  the  rate  of  51.  per  cent  per  month,  and  alleged  the  discounting,  non-payment,  and 
failure  to  pay  monthly  instahnents  of  interest  The  plea  set  fiuth  that  it  was  coouptly 
agreed  to  discount  at  an  inordinate  rate,  setting  forth  the  facts,  as  to  the  ^Re  of 
discount  and  interest.  It  further  alleged  a  confession  and  registry  of  judgment  by  the 
defendant,  to  bind  his  lands,  &c.,  to  secure  payment  to  the  plaintiff  of  the  loan  and 
interest  Held,  that  the  plea  was  bad,  the  agreement  relied  upon  not  being  usurious;

6.  Partnership — Forbearance — Shift  and  chevisance  of  commission — Etidenet — 
Onus  probandi.  Debt  by  the  public  officer  of  a  banking  copartnerdup  for  work 
and  labor,  commission,  money  lent,  interest,  and  on  an  account  stated.  Fourth 
plea,  as  to  890^  18s.,  parcel,  &c,  that  it  was  corruptly  agreed  between  the,  defendant 
and  the  banking  copartnersh^  that  they  should  lend  him  from  time  to  time  sudi 
sums  as  he  should  require,  by  paying  certiun  checks  of  the  defendant,  upon  the  terns 
that  while  the  smd  copartnership  should  forbear  to  demand  payment  of  the  sums  so 
lent,  they  should  chai^  the  defendant  pardy  for  interest  and  partly  under  the  shift 
and  chevisance  of  conmiission  for  their  work  and  labor,  more  than  5^  per  cent,  to  wit, 
lOZ.  per  cent,  and  that  the  company  did  lend  the  defendant  divers  sums,  and  did 
charge  a  largo  sum,  partly  by  way  of  interest  and  partly  by  way  of  shift  and  cheri- 
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sance  of  eaaanSamotky  ezeeeding  llie  rate  of  5/.  per  cent  The  plea  ihen  identified  tke 
ram  of  8901. 18«^  parcel,  &c.  The  fifth  plea  was  similar,  but  addressed  only  to  the 
oonuniasbn  and  interest  Heldj  upon  special  demurrer,  tiiat  the  usurious  agreement 
was  pleaded  with  sufficient  certaint}r,  and  that  the  party  setting  up  usury  as  a  defence 
need  only  bring  the  case  within  the  operation  of  the  statute  of  Anne,  the  onus  being 
on  the  oppomte  party  to  show  that  the  case  was  taken  out  of  the  opention  of  that 
statute  by  the  statute  of  Victoria.    Denry  t.  Toll,  I  440. 

7«  Deed  of  reversion.  By  a  deed  dated  in  1819,  A,  in  consideration  of  500/.  paid  to 
him  by  B,  conreyed  a  reversion  of  real  estate,  expectant  on  the  death  of  C,  to  a  trus- 
tee, upon  trust,  if  C  should  die  within  &y%  y^rs,  to  raise  and  pay  to  B  the  sum  of 
1000/. ;  and,  if  C  should  live  beyond  five  years,  to  raise  and  pay  to  B,  the  sum  of 
1,5002.  At  the  date  of  the  deed,  C  was  sixty-one  yean  of  age.  C  died  in  1844. 
EeUi^  that  the  deed  of  1819  was  void  for  usury.  The  Earl  of  Mansfield  v.  OglCf  xxxL 
857. 

8.  Deed  for  benefit  of  creditors.  A  deed  by  which  creditors  may  receive  more  than 
liieir  due  may  not  be  void  for  usury,  under  some  circumstances,  as  when  there  is  a 
valuable  conaderation  received  by  the  debtor.     CtBrien  v.  Oaborny  xiii.  420. 

9.  Bankers — Mortgage  on  land  to  secure  balance  of  account.  A  gave  to  bankers  a 
mortgage  nominally  for  5,500/.,  but  in  reality  for  securing  the  balance  to  become  due 
on  his  overdrawn  account  The  bank  having  threatened  a  sale,  the  amount  claimed 
by  them  was  paid  under  an  arrangement,  which  left  open  only  the  question  what  was 
justly  due  to  them  on  the  balance  of  the  account  Differences  having  arisen  as  to 
the  amount  due,  A  filed  his  bill  for  an  account,  not  raising  any  question  of  usury,  and 
a  decree  was  made  at  the  hearing  for  an  account  as  between  banker  and  customer.  It 
tamed  out  that  the  account  comprised  bills  carrying  more  than  5/.  per  cent  interest 
and  charges  for  comnussion.  At  the  hearing  for  further  directions  the  plaintiff  raised 
the  question  of  usury,  and  yice-Cbancellor  Stuart  disallowed  some  charges  as  usu- 
rious, but  allowed  others  to  which  the  plaintiff  objected  as  usurious.  Held,  that  having 
regard  to  the  arrangement,  the  fVame  of  the  bill,  and  the  nature  of  the  decree  at 
the  hearing,  it  was  not  competent  to  the  plaintiff  to  raise  the  question  of  usury  on 
fiirdier  direc^ons.  SemUe,  he  could  not  in  any  case  have  objected  to  the  charges  for 
interest  and  commission  as  usurious,  for  that  a  mortgagor  impeaching  a  security  for 
usQTy  can  only  be  relieved  on  payment  of  what  is  justly  due ;  and  if  the  contract  was 
that  he  should  pay  what  was  due  on  a  banker's  account,  he  must,  according  to  the 
above  rule,  pay  what  is  due  according  to  the  account,  as  usually  kept  between  banker 
and  customer.     Thomas  v.  Cooper,  xxxi.  526. 

10.  Deposit  of  title  deeds  as  collateral  security — Statute  of  Frauds,  A  depoat  of 
title  deeds  as  collateral  security  for  money  advanced  upon  a  promissory  note  at  6/.  per 
cent,,  per  annum,  and  payable  on  demand,  and  a  subsequent  verbal  agreement  to 
execute  a  mortgage  of  the  property  comprised  in  the  title  deeds  so  deposited ;  it  was  held^ 
first,  that  the  original  deposit  of  the  title  deeds  was  void  under  the  statute  of  Anne, 
and,  consequently,  insufficient  to  create  a  security  by  way  of  mortgage.  Held,  also, 
that  a  Inll  fbr  a  foreclosure  or  sale,  could  not  be  sustained  under  the  circumstances. 
Sembtcy  the  whole  transaction  is  not  avoided  by  the  Statutes  of  Usury,  but  only  so  far 
aa  relates  to  the  land.  Held,  lastly,  that  taking  the  bill  pro  confesso  will  not  take  the 
agreement  out  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.    James  v.  Rice,  xxiii.  567. 

11.  12  Anne,  stat.  2,  c.  16 — Premium — Compensation.  The  plaintiff  covenanted 
(before  the  statute  17  &  18  Vict  c.  90,  repealing  the  usury  laws)  to  lend  the  defend- 
ant 15,000/.  at  certain  periods,  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  agreement  if 
required  by  the  defendant;  and  the  defendant  covenanted  to  pay  the  plaintiff,  by  way 
of  premium,  1/.  per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  whole  15,000/.  for  three  years  from  the 
date  of  the  agreement,  whatever  might  be  the  sum  of  money  advanced,  and  also 
interest  at  4/.  per  cent  on  all  sums  advanced.  Held,  (Piatt,  B.,  dissentiente,)  that  the 
eontract  was  not  on  the  face  of  it  usurious  within  the  12  Anne,  stat  2,  c.  16,  as  the  1/. 
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per  cent  premiimi  must  b«  considered  aa  a  compensation  fbr  tike  liabSlt^r  of  the  plaiiififf 
to  be  called  on  by  the  defendant  from  time  to  time  to  make  the  advances,  and  that  tiid 
advance  of  some  money  was  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  liie  prenmn. 
Fuisel  T.  Danielj  xjox,  869. 

VAGRANCY. 

Vagrant  Act,  comtruetion  of.  The  5  Qeo.  IV.  e.  SS,  B.  4,  (the  Vagrant  Act,)  does 
not  render  any  suspected  person  who  may  be  foond  frequenting  a  street  with  intent 
to  commit  fi»lony  liable  to  be  punished  as  a  vagabond  unless  tiie  street  leads  to  soooe 
river,  canal,  &c.,  or  is  itself  a  place  of  puUit  resort,  or  is  adjacent  to  a  place  of  paUic 
resort  Therefore,  where  a  commitment  stated  **  that  A  bdng  a  suspected  person  did, 
on,  &c.,  at,  &c.,  in  the  county  of  M.,  unlawfUiy  frequent  a  cert«n  street,  to  nit,  a 
street  called  Regent-street,  with  intent  to  commit  a  felony,**  it  was  hdd,  that  A  uvea* 
titled  to  be  discharged  on  a  writ  of  habeas  carpus.    Ex  parte  Jones^  x.  529.

I.  Construetton,  OondiiianSf  trnd  JSHfareement  of  OatUraet 

1.  Copyhdds  intermixed  wiih  freehcilde — Timber,  Lands  of  copyhold  and  freeliold 
tenure  lying  intermixed  and  undistinguishable,  were  sold  with  the  timber  standLog  oo 
them.  The  conditions  of  sale  stipulated  that  the  vendor  was  not  to  be  bound  to 
distinguish  the  freeholds  from  the  copyholds,  and  that  the  timber  was  to  be  taken  at  a 
valuation  made  for  the  purposes  of  that  sde,  the  value  of  the  timber  on  each  lot 
being  specified.  Held^  first,  that  the  contract  was  an  entire  contract  for  the  sale  of 
land  with  timber  on  it — not  two  contracts,  one  for  tiie  sale  of  land  and  another  fbr 
timber.  Secondly,  that  the  purchaser  was  not  entitied  to  any  abatement,  thougii  be 
could  not  cut  a  single  tree,  not  being  able  to  distinguish  any  one  tree  as  standing  on 
freehold  ground.  Thirdly,  that  in  the  case  of  one  lot  sold  under  the  same  conditions 
and  particulars  of  sale,  and  which  consisted  entirely  of  copyholds,  the  pmrhaser  was 
equally  bound  to  pay  the  stipulated  price  for  the  timber,  although  he  could  not  cut 
any  of  it     Crosse  v.  Lawrence^  x.  7. 

2.  Title  and  conveyance  to  he  completed  according  to  conditions  of  sale.  By  a  coor 
tract  of  sale,  the  title  and  conveyance  were  to  be  completed  according  to  the  conditions 
of  sale.  One  of  these  was  :  "  The  property  comprised  in  the  particulars  is  presumed 
to  be  correctly  described,  and  the  quantity  of  the  land  shall  be  taken  as  stated,  whether 
more  or  less,  &c.''  Tlie  contract  and  the  particulars  described  a  larger  tract  than  thai 
for  which  the  vendor  delivered  an  abstract  of  titie.  Held^  that  this  did  not  authorize 
the  purchaser  to  contend  that  the  tide  had  not  been  made  according  to  the  conditions 
of  sale,  and  that  he  was  bound  to  complete.    Nicholl  v.  Chambers,  viii  425. 

d.  Agreement  to  enter  into  covenant  for  production  of  deeds.  An  agreement  on  the 
sale  of  an  estate,  that  the  title  deeds  should  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser  on  the 
completion  of  the  contract ;  but,  as  the  deeds  related  also  t6  other  property  belonging 
to  the  vendors,  the  purchasers  should  enter  into,  or  procure  to  be  entered  into,  one  or 
more  proper  and  sufficient  covenant  or  covenants  with  tiie  vendors  f(Nr  the  productioo 
and  delivery  of  copies  of  such  deeds.  The  purchasers  were  trustees,  and  entered 
into  the  contract  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  in  the  will  of  their  testator,  for  the 
investment  of  his  personal  estate  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  to  be  settled  to  certain 
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mes  crcaliiig  estates  for  life,  with  remainder  oTer  in  striot  settlement  The  estate 
was  conveyed  by  the  vendors  to  the  purchasers  to  the  uses  declared  by  the  will  of 
their  testator.  HeUi^  that  the  agreement  to  enter  into  a  proper  and  sufficient  covenant 
for  the  production  of  th|^  deeds,  did  not  mean  that  the  vendors  should  be  entitled  to  a 
covenant  which  would  secure  to  them  their  production  at  all  times  and  under  all 
circumstances;  that  the  word  ^* sufficient"  was  connected  with  the  word  *^ proper;" 
that  the  extent  and  sufficiency  of  the  covenant  must  in  a  great  degree  depend  on  the 
mode  in  which  the  conveyance  was  taken ;  that  the  releasees  to  uses  do  not  stand  in 
a  worse  position  than  trustees,  who,  acccwding  to  the  ordinary  rule  of  the  court,  are 
required  to  covenant  for  their  own  acts  only ;  and  that  the  court  would  not  compel 
the  purchasers,  who  were  only  releasees  to  uses, — especially  afler  the  uses  were  exe- 
cuted by  the  statute, — to  enter  into  such  covenants.  Onslow  v.  Londesbarovgky  xviL 
5412. 

4.  Ambiguous  stipulation^  If  a  vendor  means  to  exclude  the  purchaser  from  that 
which  is  matter  of  common  right,  he  must  express  himself  in  terms  clear  and  unam- 
biguous; otherwise  the  purchaser  has  a  right  to  that  construction  which  is  most 
favorable  to  himself    Rhodes  v.  Ibbetson^  xxiiL  398. 

5.  An  agreement  to  purchase  amounts  to  an  acknowledgment  that  the  title  was,  at 
the  dme  of  the  agreement,  in  the  vendor.    Doe  d.  Bourne  v.  Burton^  vL  325. 

6.  Sale  of  freehold  and  copyhold  estate — Supplemental  agreement.  A  became  the 
purchaser  of  real  estate  under  conditions  of  sale,  which  stated  that  the  whole  property 
was  freehold  except  eight  acres  which  were  copyhold,  but  undistinguished  except  as 
to  not  including  any  of  the  buildings.  A  supplemental  agreement  was  afterwards 
entered  into,  detailing  requisitions  as  to  title,  &c.,  one  of  which  was :  ^*  Declaration  of 
identity  of  lands  mentioned  in  deeds  to  those  now  sold."  Heldy  on  a  bill  filed  by  the 
Tendor  for  specific  performance,  that  the  supplemental  agreement  was  a  substitution 
for  the  original  contract,  and  that  A.  B.  was  not  entided  to  demand  that  the  vendor 
should  distinguish  the  freehold  from  the  copyhold  j^rts  of  the  premises  so  as  to  show 
that  the  latter  did  not  include  any  of  the  buildings.    Dawson  v.  Brinckman^  iii.  239. 

7.  Evidence  of  contract — Letters,  A  vendor,  C,  wrote  to  his  own  solicitor :  "  H. 
has  agreed  to  purchase  my  estate  in  this  county  for  60,000/.,  including  the  timber.  .  .  . 
I  have  shown  this  to  H.,  and  given  him  a  copy,  not  signed,  as  a  memorandum."  A 
month  aflerwards,  in  the  course  of  correspondence  concerning  the  terms  of  a  formal 
agreement  which  was  to  be  prepared,  the  purchaser,  II.,  wrote  to  the  same  solicitor  of 
the  vendor :  ^*  I  beg  to  know  when  you  will  forward  the  agreement  to  be  entered  into 
with  C.  relative  to  the  purchase  I  have  concluded  with  him  for  his  estate  in  this 
county/*  Held^  that  these  two  letters,  taken  in  connection  with  other  correspondence, 
referred  to  the  agreement  and  memorandum  mentioned  in  C's  letter,  and  with  it 
constituted  evidence  of  a  contract,  so  as  to  bind  both  C.  and  H.,  and  that  thereupon 
IL  had  a  devisable  interest  in  the  estate.    Morgan  v.  Holford,  xvii.  174. 

8.  Particulars  of  sale — Auction.  A.  and  his  agent  attended  an  auction  for  the  sale 
of  a  house,  at  which  cert^dn  conditions  of  sale  were  exhibited,  and  with  which  they 
became  acquainted.  Al.  afterwards,  through  his  agent  and  the  agent  of  the  vendor, 
purchased  the  same  house.  Heldj  that  the  particulars  of  sale  were  not  incorporated 
with  the  purchase,  and  therefore  not  binding  on  the  purchaser.  Cowley  v.  Watts^ 
xvii.  147, 

9.  Conditions  of  sale-- Abstract  of  title.  By  the  particulars  and  conditions  of  sale, 
an  estate  was  described  as  1015  acres  of  meadow,  pasture,  and  arable  land,  and  the 
purchaser  was  to  pay  part  of  the  purchase-money  on'feigning  the  agreement,  and  the 
remainder  on  completion  of  the  purchase,  "on  the  11th  October,  from  which  time 
the  purchaser  was  to  be  entitled  to  the  rents  and  profits;"  but  if,  from  any  cause, 
the  purchase  should  not  be  completed  by  October  11,  the  purchaser  should  pay 
interest  till  the  completion  of  the  purchase ;  the  vendor  was  to  deliver^n  abstract  of 
tide  within  fourteen  days  of  the  day  of  sale,  and  deduce  a  good  title.    The  estate  was 
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8old  by  tbe  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  on  the  9tli  July,  and  an  abstract  of  tide  deHyered 
on  the  14th.  It  then  appeared  that  the  estate  was  subject  to  two  mortgages,  and  that 
the  mortgagees  had  not  received  the  usnal  six  months'  notice  of  redemption ;  that 
some  of  the  mortgagees  were  dead ;  that  letters  of  administQUaon  de  bonis  non  had  to 
be  taken  out  to  one  of  them ;  and  that  a  deed  of  deelaration  of  trust  by  parties  bene- 
ficially interested  in  the  mortgage  had  to  be  produced  and  executed.  These  and  other 
matters  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  vendor  to  convey  hy  October  11;  and  the 
purchase  was  ultimately  completed  in  the  following  April.  Held,  that  the  defendant 
did  deduce  an  abstract  of  title  and  diow  a  good  title  according  to  the  condittons. 
Savory  v.  Underufood,  xxviii.  162. 

10.  Failure  of  consideration — Sale  by  mortgagee — Lease,  The  defendant,  mortjgagee 
of  certain  premises,  sold  them  at  auction  as  such  mortgagee.  He  soM  at  ihe  same 
time  a  lease  of  certain  other  premises  belcmging  to  the  mortgagor,  stating  that  the 
legal  estate  was  not  vested  in  him,  but  only  an  eqnitable  interest  Tbe  purchasers 
paid  a  deposit,  and  the  mortgagor  refusing  to  join  in  the  conveyance,  brought  an  adbn 
to  recover  the  same,  on  the  ground  that  tbe  legal  estate  of  the  premises  comprised  in 
the  lease  was  outstanding.  Held,  that  they  were  not  entitied  to  recover  as  upon 
failure  of  consideration,  there  being  an  absolute  power  of  sale  as  to  all  the  premises, 
and  the  conditions  of  sale  having  been  complied  with.  AAworth  ▼.  Motmsey,  xiiv. 
457. 

11.  Vagueness — Expressions  leading  to  a  wrong  condttsion.  An  annnity  was  granted 
ibr  the  lives  of  four  persons,  and  the  lives  and  life  of  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them,  secured  by  a  term  in  a  reversion  of  a  freehold  estate,  and  tlie  reversioo  ms 
offered  for  sale.  One  of  the  conditions  of  the  sale  was,  that  certain  evidence  that  ''a 
life  annuity  granted  to"  A.  B.  had  not  been  paid  or  claimed  for  twenty  years,  should 
be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  annuity  and  term  had  determined.  Held,  that  the 
condition  was  not  binding,  as  the  condition  was  one  so  worded  as  to  lead  a  purchaser 
to  a  definite  conclusion  contrar^  to  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  Drysdale  v.  Mace^ 
xxvii.  193. 

12.  Conditions  of  sale,  which  state  certain  facts,  and  represent  that  certun  acts 
were  done  in  error,  and  that  the  vendors  could  sell  an  absolute  interest,  wiU  not 
preclude  a  purchaser  from  requiring  proof  of  the  titie.    Johnson  v.  SmUey,  xxi.  403. 

13.  Sale  by  auction — Conditions  of  sale — Failure  of  consideration.    A,  being  pos- 
sessed of  a  plot  of  land  for  a  term  of  years,  on  the  24th  of  April,  1845,  mortgaged  the 
term  to  B  as  a  security  for  a  loan,  with  an  absolute  power  of  sale  on  default  of  pay- 
ment ;  and  on  the  same  day  executed  a  memorandum  of  agreement,  by  which  he 
undertook  to  depont  with  B  a  lease  of  another  plot,  when  it  should  be  executed,  the 
drafl  being  already  prepared,  as  further  security.    A  mill,  and  certain  other  buildings 
occupied  therewith,  stood  partiy  on  one  plot  and  partly  on  the  other.    In  Decembtf, 
1845,  the  lease  was  granted  to  A,  and  then  deposited  with  B,  according  to  the  memo- 
randum of  agreement.    In  August,  1845,  A  executed  a  second  mortgage  of  tbe  term 
already  mortgaged  to  B,  as  security  to  C,  for  another  sum.     In  March,  1847,  A 
assigned  an  undivided  moiety  of  the  premises  comprised  in  both  of  the  aforesaid 
leases,  including  the  mill  and  adjoining  buildings,  to  C,  and  in  September  of  the 
same  year  assigned  aU  his  estate  and  effects  to  trustees  for  his  creditors.    In  August, 
1848,  B  and  C  assigned  to  the  defendant  both  plots  of  land,  with  the  milt  and  builcfings 
thereon,  subject  to  such  equity  of  redemption  as  then  existed.    The  defendant,  in 
April,  1852,  sold  the  premises  by  auction,  the  conditions  stating  that  he  sold  the 
whole  as  mortgagee  of  A ;  but  that  as  to  the  pai*t  comprised  in  the  lease  of  December, 
1S45,  he  had  only  the  equitable  interest,  and  the  legal  estate  was  not  vested  in  him, 
and  that  the  purchaser  should  accept  as  to  this  part  sucb  title  as  the  vendor  was  able 
to  deduce  and  convey.    The  plaintiffs  purchased  both  plots  and  paid  deposit ;  but  on 
the  abstract  #f  title  being  furnished,  and  A  refusing  to  join  in  the  conveyance,  they 
declined  to  complete,  on  the  ground,  that  the  legal  estate  in  the  premises  comprised  in 
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the  lease  of  December,  1845,  was  outatandiDg,  and  might  be  set  up  adTersely  to  thorn. 
They  then  brought  an  action  for  the  deposit.  Held,  that  they  were  not  entitled  to 
recover  as  upon  a  &ilure  of  coD8ideration»  for  there  was  the  same  absolute  power  of 
sale  as  to  the  prcmites  ooii4>ri8ed  in  botii  leases,  the  deposit  having  been  upon  the 
same  terms  as  the  mortgage;  and  that,  if  it  were  not  so,  the  conditions  of  sale  hid 
been  complied  with,  the  defendant  having  expressly  stipidated  to  sell  an  equitable 
interest  only.    Askwnih  v.  Mounteify  xjuv.  457. 

14.  Specific  performance — Stamp.  Contract  to  sell  a  freehold  gfoond-rent  of  20/., 
arising  from  a  wharf,  **  subject  to  an  agreement  for  a  lease  for  a  term"  of  years*  The 
agreement  mentioned  was  unstamped.  On  a  bill  ior  specific  perfonnance  by  the 
purchaser,  it  was  keld^  that  the  agreement  was  part  of  the  subject  of  the  contract,  and 
that  the  vendor  was  bound  to  perfect  it  by  having  it  properly  stanq;»ed.  Smith  ▼. 
Wytey,  xvii.  49. 

16.  Time  in  deUnery  of  aUtrad  not  of  essence  of  contract.  An  estate  was  put  up 
to  sale  by  auction  on  the  22d  of  July.  By  the  conditions  of  sale  an  abstract  of  title 
was  to  be  furnished  within  seven  days  from  the  day  of  sale  on  the  application  of  the 
purchaser  for  the  same ;  all  oljections  were  to  be  taken  within  eight  days  of  such 
delivery,  or  to  be  considered  as  waived ;  the  purchase  to  be  completed  on  the  8th  of 
August  The  purchaser's  solicitor  called  for  the  abstract  on  the  84ih  day  of  July, 
two  days  after  the  sale.  The  estate  was  in  mortgage,  and  the  mortgagee  being  abroad, 
the  abstract  could  not  be  made  in  time,  but  the  same  was  ddivei^Bd  on  the  8d  of 
August.  The  purchaser,  thereupon,  claimed  to  rescind  the  contract,  and  brought  an 
action  for  the  deposit  The  vendor  filed  a  bill  for  specific  performance,  to  which  the 
purchaser  put  in  a  demurrer.  Held,  that  time  in  the  delivery  of  the  abstract  was  not 
of  the  essence  of  the  contract    Roberts  y.  Berry ^  xviL  400. 

16.  Condition  that  lessor's  title  would  not  be  skoum.  A  condition,  on  the  sale  of  lease- 
hold property,  that  the  title  of  the  lessor  would  not  be  shown,  and  should  not  be 
inquired  into,  held  to  be  binding,  and  the  purchaser  compelled  to  perform  his  contract, 
although  in  the  investigation,  before  the  master,  a  serious  defect  in  the  lessor's  tide 
was  discovered.    Hume  v.  Bentley,  zv.  1. 

17.  Sale  by  trustee  under  a  usiU — Specif  c  performance — Costs.  On  a  sale  of  real 
estate  by  a  trustee  under  a  will  open  to  suspicion  as  having  been  obtained  by  undue 
influence,  the  tide  was  approved,  but  before  the  actual  completion  of  the  contract  the 
heir  at  law  gave  notice  that  he  intended  to  dispute  the  will  and  brought  an  action 
against  the  tenant  for  rent ;  the  purchaser  thereupon  refused  to  complete,  and  a  bill 
for  specific  perfonnance  was  filed,  but  before  it  came  to  a  hearing,  the  action  brought 
by  the  heir  was  tried,  and  a  verdict  given  against  the  heur ;  a  reference  as  to  tide  was 
then  directed,  and  the  master  having  reported  in  favor  of  the  title,  a  decree  was  made 
for  specific  peifbrmance.  On  appeal,  however,  by  the  purchaser,  the  lord  chancellor 
(Lord  Cottenham)  ordered  the  case  to  stand  over  generally,  with  liberty  for  the  ven- 
dor to  take  such  proceedings  for  establishing  the  will  as  he  should  be  advised.  The 
vendor  then  instituted  a  suit  against  the  heir,  which  resulted  in  the  will  being  estab- 
lished. The  lord  chancellor  (Lord  Truro)  thereupon  confirmed  the  decree  for 
specific  perfonnance,  and  directed  the  purchaser  to  pay  interest  from  the  time  when 
under  the  contract  the  sale  ought  to  have  been  completed*  and  also  to  pay  the  costs 
oi  the  suit  subsequentiy  to  the  hearing  when  the  reference  as  to  title  was  directed ; 
his  lordship  held  that  at  that  time  there  had  been  such  reasonable  inquiry  into  the 
title  as  ought  to  have  satisfied  the  purchaser,  and  that  therefore  the  consequences  of 
the  further  proceedings  by  which  the  will  was  established,  both  in  reference  to  the 
costs  of  the  suit  for  specific  performance  and  the  payment  of  interest,  must  fall  on  the 
purchaser.     Grove  v.  Bastardy  xii.  76. 

18.  Agreement  by  railway  company  to  purchase  land,  in  order  to  remove  objection  to 
bill  for  branch  line — Abandonment  of  branch,  and  refusal  to  perform,  A  company 
had  a  bill  before  parliament  for  making  a  branch  raulway,  an  objection  to  which  would 
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be  remoTed  byihdr  purchanng  an  estate  aetded  upon  A  for  life  witib  remaittdera  orer, 
but  which  their  bill  would  not  authorize  them  to  buy.  The  company  entered  intoaa 
absolute  agreement  to  purchase  the  estate  from  A,  and  tor  do  all  things  requisite  to 
enable  A  and  his  heirs  to  convey  the  estate.  Their  bill  was  paid,  and  the  company 
SMbsequently  abandoned  the  branch  line  and  refused  to  carry  out  dieir  agreement 
with  A,  alleging  that  they  were  not  authorized  to  purchase,  nor  be  to  conrey ;  their 
objection  was  overruled  and  specific  performance  decreed.  Hmoke$  t.  Tke  Easttm 
Oountie$  BaUu>ay  Co.  ir.

19.  Agreement  to  sell  to  two  diffisrent  permnS'^Sok  made  to  one  and  hUi  fur  gpeci/e 
performance  Jiled  by  tke  oiker-^Statute  of  Fraude.  The  executrix  of  a  lessee  agreed 
to  sell  to  A  the  residue  of  the  term  for  a  certain  sum ;  this  agreement  she  entered  into 
without  advice,  and  there  was  no  writing  or  memorandum  of  it  except  a  letter,  wUch, 
a  few  hours  after,  she  wrote  to  her  solicitor,  expressing  her  doubts  as  to  whether  she 
had  done  right  Subsequently  the  landlord,  cognizant  of  this  negotiation,  agreed 
with  the  executrix  to  purchase  the  term  for  a  larger  sum.  A,  hearing  of  this,  offered 
a  still  larger  sum  and  received  a  deed  of  the  premises  for  the  term.  The  hmdlord 
having  filed  a  biH  for  specific  performance,  it  was  heldf  that  the  original  agreement 
with  A  was  not  valid  in  equity,  unless  the  price  was  showii  to  be  at  least  equal  to  the 
value,  and  that  the  landlord  was  entitled  to  specific  performance  against  both  parties.

20.  Proof  of  tUle.  A  vendor  is  not  in  fault  for  not  proving  his  title  when  the 
purchaser  refuses  specifically  to  perfmm  for  seasons  having  no  reference  to  the  tide.

21.  Doubtful  right  to  selL  If  a  surviving  trustee  of  certain  estates,  having  a  power 
of  sale,  devises  his  trust  property  to  his  executors,  the  said  executors  cannot  compel 
the  performance  of  a  contract  to  purchase  of  them  the  estates,  their  right  to  sett 
being  doubtful.     WiUon  v.  JSeaiteU,  v.  45.    See  Wilson  v.  Bennett,  xiii.  4S1. 

22.  Doubtffd  tide.  Where  a  party  was  authorized  by  a  power  created  «nce  1838, 
to  appoint  by  deed  or  deeds,  writing  or  writings,  under  hand  and  seal  attested  by  two 
witnesses,  and  made  a  will  devising  and  bequeathing  the  property,  the  subject-matter 
of  the  power,  by  a  will  dated  subsequently  to  the  statute  7  WilL  IV.  and  1  Vict,  c  26, 
and  executed  conformably  with  ^at  act,  a  purchase  depending  for  its  dtle  upon  the 
question  whether  it  was  valid,  was  held  not  to  be  so  free  firom  doubt  as  that  a  par- 
chaser  was  bound  to  take,  and  would  be  compelled,  in  a  suit  for  specific  peribrasBoe, 
to  accept  it     CoUard  v.  Sampson,  xxL  352. 

23.  Vendor  not  bound  to  deduce  title.  An  agreement  that  the  plaintiff  should  pay 
the  defendant  a  given  sum,  and  that  the  defendant  should  execute  soefa  deeds  as  the 
plaintiff  should  require  for  the  conveyance  of  certain  estates  in  dispute ;  it  was  hdd^ 
on  a  bill  for  specific  performance,  that  the  defenduit  was  not  bound  to  dedoce  any 
title  to  the  property.     Godson  v.  Turner,  xv.  79. 

24.  Vendor  a  mortgagee  with  power  of  sale  and  assignee  of  term — Concurrence  or 
release  by  prior  judgment  cveditor.  A  vendee  will  not  be  compelled  to  a  specific 
performance  of  a  contract  to  purchase  an  estate  of  a  vendor,  who  is  mortgagee,  with 
power  of  sale,  and  has  taken  an  assignment  to  a  trustee  for  himself,  of  the  residue  of 
a  term  in  the  premises  for  1,000  years,  without  a  concurrence  in  the  conveyance  or  a 
release  of  the  premises,  by  a  judgment  creditor,  where  the  judgment  was  tegistered 
against  the  mortgagor  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  mortgage  and  assignment,  and 
re-registered  afler  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  registration,  and  befiMre  tfie 
execution  of  the  conveyance.    Freer  v.  Hesse,  xxi.  82. 

25.  On  a  vendor's  bill  for  speciQc  ^performance,  the  opinion  of  the  court  was  much 
in  favor  of  the  title,  the  question  on  which  turned  on  t^  eonstmctba  of  a  particular 
will ;  but  the  court,  being  unable  to  found  that  opinion  upon  any  general  rule  of  law^ 
or  upon  reasoning  so  conclusive  as  to  satisfy  the  court  that  other  competent  persooi 
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ni^  Boi  enteiteiiiAdifi^rent  opinioo,  or  tfast  tlie  pureliMer  taking  the  tide  in^ht 
not  be  exposed  to  mbstontial  and  not  merely  idle  litigitioD,  lefbsed  to  decree  a  specifio 
peifcBinaBoe.    Pifrice  ▼.  Wmidui^ham^  xnL  684. 

S&  ▲  doobtfol  tide,  whidi  m  pnrehaaer  will  not  be  compelled  to  accept,  is  not  only 
a  title  i^n  wbtch  tbe  coiui  entertains  doubts,  but  indodes  also  a  title  which,  although 
the  court  has  a  favotaUe  opinioQ  of  it,  yet  may  reasonably  and  fidriy  be  quesdoned 
in  the  opinion  of  other  competent  penons;  for  die  eonrt  has  no  means  of  binding  die 
qoesdon  as  against  adverse  claimants,  or  of  indemnifying  the  pnrehaser,  if  its  own 
opinion  in  fiivor  of  the  tide  should  torn  out  not  to  be  well  foonded.    lb. 

87.  J£  the  doubts,  as  to  a  dde^  arise  upon  a  qnesdon  connected  with  die  general 
law,  the  court  is  to  jod^e  whether  the  general  law  on  the  point  is  or  is  not  setded ; 
and  if  it  be  not,  or  if  the  doubt  aato  die  dde  may  be  affected  by  extrinsic  cirenm- 
stances,  which  neidier  the  purchaser  nor  the  court  can  satisfibctorily  invesdgate, 
spec^  peffonnance  will  be  refused.    Jb, 

88.  The  rule  rests  upon  the  principle,  that  every  purchaser  is  entitled  to  require  a 
maiketable  dde.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  coutt,  on  questions  of  tide  depending  on  the 
possibility  of  future  rights  arisingi  to  consider  the  course  which  would  be  taken  if  die 
rin^  had  actually  arisen,  and  were  in  course  of  litigation.    76. 

89.  Where  a  testator  by  will  disposes  to  a  legatee,  of  aU  his  real  estate  of  which  he 
may  die  seised,  and  suhsequendy  acquires  other  real  estate,  and  thereafter  republishes 
his  will  by  a  codicil,  which  describes  the  will  only  by  naming  die  year  of  its  date,  and 
the  legatee,  after  the  testalor^s  death,  agrees  to  convey  the  hut  acquired  estate,  and 
after  probate  of  the  will  tenders  tide  without  probate  of  die  codicil,  and  the  purchaser 
objects  to  the  tide,  denies  the  validity  of  the  codicil  and  necessary  republication  of 
the  will,  the  vendor -must  produce  die  same  amount  of  proof  of  the  validity  of  the 
codicil,  as  is  necessary  to  estabfish  a  will  against  an  heir  at  law  and  make  probate  of 
the  codicil  in  the  proper  court,  and  will  not  be  entided  to  the  damages  stipulated  to 
be  paid  in  case  of  deftmk  of  the  purchaser,  the  title  not  being  completed  till,  after  the 
hearing  of  the  cause,  nor  will  either  party  be  entided  to  costa  Weddatl  v.  Mxon, 
xxL  9. 

n.  JUisdescnptton  and  MUrepreientaUon^ 

1.  MiMdeseripticn — Auetion*  A  man  purchased  at  an  auction  a  house,  of  which  he 
did  not  know  die  position,  by  the  description  in  the  particulars  of  sale,  of  Ko.  58  on 
die  north  ride  of  F^  Mall,  opposite  Marlborough  House.  The  same  particulars 
stated  the  amounts  of  the  rent,  rates,  and  taxes  of  the  house.  He  afterwards  found 
that  the  house  was  not  in  Fidl  Mall,  but  stood  behind  Na  57  Pall  liall,  and  was  only 
connected  with  FsU  Mall  by  a  narrow  passage  leading  through  the  ground  floor  of 
No.  57,  and  communicating  with  the  street  by  a  door  numbered  58.  He  did  not  make 
any  objection  to  this,  but  upon  discovering  that  the  cellars  of  No.  57  extended  under- 
neath this  passage  and  under  a  small  part  of  No.  58,  and  that  the  floor  of  the  passage 
was  not  very  strong,  he  filed  a  bill  to  set  aside  the  contract,  and  for  the  return  of  the 
deporit,  with  interest  Held,  that  he  was  entitled  to  this  relief,  notwithstanding  that 
by  his  conduct  he  had  waived  his  right  to  object  to  the  position  of  the  house  upon  the 
graond  that  the  passage  was  not  such  an  access  to  the  house  as  he  was  entided  to  ex- 
peet  from  the  description  of  the  property  in  the  conditions  of  sale.  Stanton  v.  Tatter- 
sail,  xxL  154. 

8.  Premises  sold  at  auction  were  described  in  the  particulars  as  being  customary 
leasehcrfds,  renewable  every  twenty-one  years.  The  axth  condition  stipulated  that 
errors  of  description,  or  any  errors  inserted  in  the  particulars,  should  not  vacate  the 
sale,  bat  should  be  the  subject  of  abatement  or  compensation.  It  turned  out  on  the 
inwsdgation  of  the  title,  what  was  previously  unknown  to  all  the  parties  interested, 
that  there  was  no  custom  to  renew,  but  that  the  premises  were  held  fbr  an  absolute 
term  of  twenty-one  yean.    Hddy  first,  that  the  ftct  of  the  property  being  sold  aa 
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leaieholds  renovraUe  by  cnttoin,.  when  there  was  no  Mich  eiutom,  was  aa  enof  of  ^ 
Bcription,  not  a  defect  of  title.  Secondly^  that  whatever  might  hare  been  the  decnt 
in  tlie  absence  of  the  condition  of  sale,  proridiiig  that  erron  of  desefqitioa  shedd  aot 
Titiate  the  sale,  but  that  die  same  shonid  be  coadoded,  with  oompensatioB,  the  pur- 
chaser  was,  under  that  condition,  entitled  to  specific  performance,  with  a  dedaefioa 
from  the  price.    New^yr.  PaynUr,  zix.  68. 

3.  In  a  sale  of  land  at  auction,  a  bill  of  partioniars  was  pvit  forth,  deserilxog  Ae 
lots,  stating  the  number  of  acres,  &c. ;  and  1^  the  oonditions  of  the  sale  it  was  pnh 
Tided,  amongst  other  things,  that  any  mistake  or  error  in  tiie  deacriptkm  of  die  propeity 
should  not  annul  the  sale,  but  should  be  the  subject  of  compensaticm,  lo  be  given  or 
taken,  as  the  case  might  require.  The  defendant  was  declared  tiie  purehsser  of  osn 
tain  lots,  which  were  not  properly  described,  the  parchaser  receiving  a  greater  num- 
ber of  acres  than  the  lots  were  advertised  to  contain.  The  error  arose  llvm  the  adop- 
tion in  the  description  of  a  surveyor's  report  ipmde  on  a  former  occasion ,  which  profed 
to  be  etroneous.  Heldj  that  the  purchaser  was  bound  to  make  compensation  to  die 
vendor  for  the  extra  quantity  of  hind  received,  inasmuch  as  the  actual  stateoient  of 
the  number  of  acnes  in  the  lots  negatived  the  presumption  of  any  intention  on  die 
part  of  the  vendor  to  sell  in  the  lump.    Ledie  v.  Tompton^  v.- 16^. 

4.  Misrepru9nt(sUon.  Where  a  purchaser  does  not  rely  on  the  representations  of 
the  vendor,  and  there  is  no  proof  of  fidse  representations,  which,  if  taken  as  trae, 
would  be  material,  but  the  purchaser  examines  for  himself,  a  court  (^  eqdtr  cannot 
relieve  him  from  the  contract    Jermingt  v.  Bro\»gkton^  xxviL  897. 

5.  Property  sold  under  an  order  of  court,  was  described  as  being  in  the  possesRdo 
of  A  B,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  42i.  It  appeared,  however,  that  the  property  was,  at  the 
time  of  sale,  in  the  possession  of  a  hostile  claimant ;  and  the  court,  on  the  applicatioa 
of  the  purchaser,  discharged  him  from  his  purchase,  rJTunng  to  give  the  vendor  time 
to  recover  possession  by  an  ejectment    Lathlan  v.  Reynoldt^  xxiiL  1 T6. 

III.   Of  Notice  to  PurchaserSy  Mortgagees^  S^c, 

1.  Special  contract  for  payment  of  purchase-money  in  nAstittdion  of  vendor's  Im, 
A  special  contract  for  the  payment  of  purchase-money  must  be  explicit  to  deprive  a 
vendor  of  his  lien  upon  the  estate  sold ;  and  though  a  contract  is  stated  in  the  con* 
veyance  of  the  estate,  evidence  may  be  given  to  show  the  real  nature  of  the  tnuuac- 
tion,  and  a  subsequent  purchaser  is  bound  to  inquire  whether  it  was  accepted  in 
substitution  of  the  lien.    FraU  v.  Ellis,  xviL  457. 

2.  Evidence — Lien,  Where  an  estate  was  expressed  to  have  been  conveyed  in  con- 
sideration  of  150/.  down,  and  a  bill  of  exchange  for  8001.  payable  in  three  months,  it  was 
heldj  that  the  vendor  might  give  evidence  of  the  real  nature  of  the  transaction,  and 
that  his  lien  was  not  discharged ;  and  a  mortgagee  having  notice  through  the  sdicitor 
who  had  been  employed  in  all  the  transactions,  was  bound  to  see  that  the  vendoi^s 
claim  for  his  purchase-naoney  was  satisfied.    lb, 

8.  Possession  of  tenant — Notice  that  he  has  some  interest.  If  there  be  a  tenant  in 
possession  of  lands,  a  purchaser  is  bound  by  all  the  equities  which  the  tenant  could 
enforce  against  the  vendor,  and  this  equity  of  the  tenant  extends  not  only  to  interests 
connected  with  his  tenancy,  but  also  to  interests  under  collateral  agreements ;  the 
principle  being  the  same  in  both  classes  of  cases,  namely,  that  the  possession  of  the 
tenant  is  notice  that  he  has  some  interest  in  the  land,  and  that  a  purchaser,  having 
notice  of  that  fact,  is  bound,  according  to  the  ordinary  rule,  eidier  to  inquire  what 
that  interest  is,  or  to  give  effect  to  it  whatever  it  may  be.  Bamhart  v.  OreenMdds, 
xxviii.

4.  Notice  of  tenancy  no  notice  of  lessor's  title.  But  there  is  no  audiority  for  tbe 
proposition,  that  notice  of  a  tenancy  is  notice  of  the  title  of  the  lessor,  or  that  a  par- 
chaser  neglecting  to  inquire  into  the  title  of  the  occupier  is  affected  by  any  other 
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flqttitiea  tiian  tboae  which  neh  oeci^ier  maj  inattt  on;  vlnteTer  ftnUwritj  there  is  on 
thiB  Bubjeet  is  the  other  way.    /ft. 

5.  Parol  evidence  of  i»ciiee.  Ihe  nJe  is  settled  as  to  parol  evideiioe  of  notice^ 
naaiply,  that  a  pavdhaser  is  aot  faoand  to  attend  to  imgae  nunovs— to  statements  by 
mere  sirangen;  and  thai  a  Boiicey  in  otder  to  be  binding,  must  proceed  fiom  soom 
person  interested  in  the  property.    76. 

6.  Circumstances  wh^  held,  (affimMig  the  decisioa  of  the  ooort  of  enor  and  ap- 
peal for  Upper  Canada,)  that  the  pucnaser  of  a  lot  of  land  had  no  notice,  actnal  or 
eoostractive,  that  the  candor  was  an  equitable  mortgagee  only.    lb* 

7.  Qnuuvdhe  notice,  The^oestion,  when  it  is  soa^t  to  affect  a  purchaser  with 
coastructiTe  notioe,  is  not  whether  he  had  the  means  of  obtaining,  and  might,  by  pru- 
dent eaolioa,  have  obtained,  the  hnowledge  in  question,  but  whether  the  not 
ing  it  was  an  act  of  grass  or  eidpaUe  ■^(giigftnoe.     Wmre  t.  JS^naonf,  xzzL  89. 

S.  Reehrietive  eooenanU  reepeetmg  mummer  of  erootrng  huUdingo — Smffieknep  of 
tiee.  Where  the  deed,  under  which  the  vendor  of  hmd  cJaims,  oontains  restrictiTO 
oorenants  with  re^gard  to  the  manner  in  whidi  bmldings  shall  be  erected  thereon,  and 
the  deed  of  agreement  containing  the  reetiictiTe  covenant  is  recited  in  the  couTeyance 
to  the  purchaser,  such  purchaser  has  snflkient  notioe  of  the  eaaatence  of  the  oovanant, 
and  such  lestrietion  ishindii^  on  the  land,  thong^  it  tends  to  perpetmty.  Cole  v.

d.  PecMUantiee  to  ii^stracl  of  Hde.  Where  there  are  peeuEaritieB  in  an  abstract 
of  title  sufficient  to  put  a  purdiaser  on  his  guard,  and  cause  him  to  make  fuither  in- 
quiry, it  is  the  dut)r  of  the  purchaser  to  make  such  further  inquiiy.  Ware  t.  E^ownt^ 
xuiL486. 

10.  Notice  to  pwrckoier  that  another  pereon  is  in  poMettticm.  A  purehaaer  having 
notice  that  another  person,  or  his  under-tenant,  is  in  possession  of  the  property,  is  not 
justified  in  presuming  the  possession  of  that  person  to  be  the  possession  of  the  vendor ; 
but  is  bound  to  nmke  inquiries  of  the  perscm  who,  by  himself  or  his  under-tenant,  is 
so  in  possession,  or  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  notice  of  the  title  of  such  person.

11.  Mortgagee  pwrchatmg  equity.  Mortgagee  purchasing  an  equity  of  redemption, 
preserves  his  mortgpige  nnmeiged  by  taking  a  conveyance  to  a  tn»tee,  with  a  declara* 
tioa  of  his  intention  to  that  effect    /ft* 

lY.  Interest  on  Purchase-money. 

1.  Beal  estate  was  put  up  for  sale  at  auction,  under  the  condition  that  the  vendors 
should  confinn  the  master's  report  of  puvehases  at  an  early  day,  and  then  that  each 
purchaser  should  pay  his  money  into  court  and  be  entitled  to  the  rents.  If  the  pay- 
ment was  delayed,  then  interest  should  be  paid  at  the  late  of  U.  per  cent  from  that 
day.  Through  the  de&ult  of  the  vendors  the  master's  report  was  not  confirmed  for 
two  years.  HM^  that  the  purehasers  were  entitled  to  the  rents  from  the  first  men- 
tioned date  and  must  pay  interest  at  the  common  rate  of  4/.  per  cent  WoiUis  v. 
Soarel^  ziiL  188. 

2.  If  purohase-mooey  be  invested  pending  the  presentment  of  aooount  by  vendor, 
interest  ceases  to  run  firam  the  time  of  investment  Leuns  v.  The  South  Woke  Raiir 
tcaj^  Co,  XT,  424. 

34  It  is  a  general  rule  of  equify,  that  if  a  purehaser  is  in  possession  of  an  estate, 
receiving  the  rents,  he  is  liable  to  pay  the  purchase-money,  and  that  the  purohase- 
money  being  retained  by  him  will  carry  interest  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  seller.  An 
agreement,  which  appears  to  prevent  the  application  of  this  rule,  will  be  examined  in 
a  court  of  equity,  by  its  aid,  and  will  or  will  not  be  enfixced,  according  to  cireum- 
stances.

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The  estate  was  rery  much  encumbered,  and  C.  was  to  make  a  tide  free  from  all  oh 
cumbrances,  except  one  mortgage  of  12,000/.  B,,  on  being  pat  into  pooKmoa  of  put 
of  the  estates,  was  to  pay  16,000/.  on  the  S4thof  June*  2812,  ^  and  a  tether  hub  of 
4,0002.  at  Michaehnas  next,  on  C.  patting  B.  into  the  actoal  posseasion  of  the  remainder, 
free  from  all  encombrances,  exo^t  the  mortgage  for  ItfiOQL;  the  farther  som  of 
25,000/.  in  March,  1813  ;  16,500/.  in  March,  1816,  and  16,500/.  in  March,  1818.*  B. 
was  to  grant  C.  a  mortgage  of  all  the  estates  &r  securing  these  three  fuas  at  the  re- 
specttve  times  aforesmd,  ^  with  legal  interest  %om  Michaelmas  next"  The  20,000/. 
thus  agreed  to  be  paid  in  two  sums  witiiin  the  fint  jear  not  haring  beeo  paid  by 
B.,  nor  any  of  the  enoumbraaces  cleared  off  by  C^  a  new  a^pwement  was  entered 
into  in  October,  1818.  B.  was  forthwith  to  advance  lO^OOO/.  to  pay  off  certain  en- 
cumbrances ;  he  was  to  be  let  into  immediate  possession ;  to  be  eatilkd  to  the 
rents  and  profits  ^  from  IVGchaelmas  last,"  and  to  be  at  libeity  to  cut  tiaibeT,  &c. 
The  conreyances  were  to  be  executed  as  booq  as  existing  difficulties  coaH  \)e 
removed,  and  every  possible  exertion  was  to  be  made  to  that  end.  It  was  farther 
agreed,  that  "  the  interest  of  the  remainder  of  the  purchase-money  shali  not  ooah 
mence  till  Lady-day  next,  in  case  the  title  shall  be  perfected,  and  the  conveyaaess 
and  other  assurances  executed  at  that  time,  and  if  not,  then  to  cooponeace  on  the 
execution  of  such  assurances."  B.  was  let  into  poasesBon,  but  the  business  was  not 
completed.  In  a  suit  by  B.  for  specific  performance,  an  account  was  directed,*  aad 
it  was  keldj  first,  that  under  the  clause  in  the  second  agreement,  exempliag  **  the 
remainder  of  the  purchase-money  "  from  the  payment  of  intereat,  the  sum  rsnainiqg 
unpaid  of  the  20,000/.,  and  the  three  sums  constituting  the  58,000/.,  must  be  taken 
to  come  under  that  description.  Secondly,  that  the  exemp^on  of  a  purchaser  in 
possession  of  the  estate  from  liability  to  interest  on  the  parehase-moBey,  thoagh  pe^ 
missible  if  the  agreement  had  been  speedily  executed,  would  not  be  enibroed  by  aaj 
court  of  equity,  where  that  stote  of  things  continued  lor  aoany  yeara^  And,  thirdly, 
that  the  second  contract  must  be  taken  to  have  failed  by  dfaecamaiaiieea,  aad  that  the 
first  contract  must  be  decreed  to  be  executed  so  far  as  it  had  remained  nneseeoted ; 
and  the  house  ordered  the  accounts  to  be  settled  on  these  priftcipka.  No  costs  were 
given.    1 5. 

5.  A  condition  that  interest  shall  be  paid  upon  purchaaeHoaoaey,  if  from  any  cause 
whatever  the  completion  of  the  purchase  shall  be  delayed  beyond  a  given  day,  will 
not,  primA  fucie^  entitle  a  vendor  to  interest  The  delivery  of  an  abstract  is  not 
showing  a  good  title,  if  it  stotes  facts  which  require  verificati<m  by  extraneous  evi- 
dence, and  delay  in  its  production  will  deprive  a  vendor  of  interest,  notwithstanding 
the  special  conditioa.    SkBrwin  ▼.  Shakspmxrt^  xxiiL  199. 

6.  Distinction  between  evidence  of  tide  and  evidence  of  fiMt^  Exiiaaeoasevideaee 
of  facts  is  matter  of  title,  and  its  production  is  essential  to  a  good  titie.  A  vendor  is 
bound  to  make  out  his  title  not  merely  by  deed,  but  by  jHOof  of  Acta  stated  in  such 
deeds ;  by  omitting  to  make  out  his  title,  he  exposes  himself  to  the  imputations  ef 
fraud  or  wilful  defibult,  and  the  all^gadon  that  no  reqaiaitiona  were  made  by  the  pur- 
chaser, will  not  be  a  justification  to  entitle  the  vendor  to  intereat,  or  to  escape  the 
trouble  and  expense  of  investigating  and  making  out  the  title.  The  time  at  which 
the  evidence  of  fiuits  is  produced,  is  the  time  at  which  a  title  may  be  oonftdered  as 
shown.

7.  Where  there  is  a  condition  of  sale,  that  "  if  from  any  cause.  whateTer  **  the  pa^ 
chase  shall  not  be  completed  by  a  certain  day,  the  purchaser  shall  pay  intereat,  aai^ 
dday  take  place  which  is  occasioned  by  the  atate  of  the  title,  and  it  not  wilfri,  ^ 
purchaaer  is  not  £seha]|^  from  the  payment  of  interest ;  but  niiera  tkie  fint  ahstnet 
was  not  a  complete  abstract,  the  court  gave  interest  only  from  the  aaaiie  pexiod  after 
the  complete  abstract  was  delivered  as  was  equal  in  dnratian  to  tiie  time  irhich,  by  ^ 
contract,  was  allowed  to  elapse  between  the  delivery  of  the  riiateact  aaid  llie  dftj 
wherefrom  interest  was  to  be  paid.

S.  Side  of  leatehold^VmuUfr  fkot  obliged  to  obtain  renewal  of  lease.  The  fact  that 
the  Tender  of  leaseholds  was  in  treaty  with  the  lessors  for  the  renewal  of  a  certun 
lease  befive  making  a  contract  for  the  sale  d  the  leasehold,  and  continued  such  treaty 
after  the  contract,  throws  no  obUgation  upon  the  yendor  to  obtain  such  renewal  for 
the  benefit  of  the  purchaser.    Monro  t.  Taifiar,  zL  175. 

4.  Sale  of  reversion.  If,  before  the  sale  of  a  reversion,  competent  persons  are  not 
consulted  as  to  its  value,  the  court  may  set  aside  the  sale  <m  evidence  of  a  great 
mistake  as  to  the  value.

5.  Where  a  vendor  took  an  exception,  which  contested  the  validity  of  his  own  title, 
it  was  held  to  be  irregular.

.  7.  Mig^t  to  recover  deposit  moneg.  If  the  conditions  of  a  sale  be,  that  the  children 
of  the  tenant  for  lifo,  ^*  or  their  trustees,  shall,  if  required,  jmn  in  the  conveyance, 
but  no  objection  shall  be  taken  to  the  title  of  the  vendors  on  account  of  the  sale  taking 
place  in  Ihe  lifotime  of  the  tenant  for  life,"  the  purchaser  is  not  obliged  to  complete 
the  purchase,  if  it  proves  that  neither  the  children  nor  the  trustees  have  any  legal 
eapflkcity  to  join  in  such  conveyance,  although  they  would  have  a  right  to  join  after 
the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life ;  and  the  deposit  money  may  be  recovered  back  by 
the  purchaser.

8.  Investment  of  purchase-money.  In  case  of  an  agreement  between  a  vendor  and 
a  purohaser  that  the  latter  should  invest  the  purchase-money  pending  a  dispute,  it  was 
kdd  that  the  vendor  was  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  funds  having  risen.

would  invdve  lum  in  the  necessity  of  seeing  to  the  due  application  of  th»  purchase^ 
money  in  the  payment  of  debts  generally.

18.  Sale  he/bre  master — Opening  contract — Undervalue,  Where,  by  an  Ofder  of 
court,  the  master  was  directed  to  sell  certain  lands,  which  he  did  at  private  salci  and 
all  the  parties  encouraged  the  adoption  of  the  contmct  and  concurred  in  allowing  die 
purchaser  to  enter  and  exercise  acts  of  ownership,  the  court  will  not  interfere  to  set 
aside  the  sale,  unless  there  is  some  eridence  of  gross  undervalue  «r  that  the  sale  is 
not  such  as  the  court  will  permit  any  trustee  to  make  of  trust  property,  although  a 
higher  purchaser  might  have  been  found  on  further  investigadon.  j^GHcan  v.  Van- 
derplanky  xxi.

14.  Deposit  hy  purchaser  vsitk  hanker — FaUutt  of  hanker.  If  a  puichaser,  wishing 
to  take  immediate  possessnon,  accedes  to  the  proposition  isi  llie  vendor,  and  depositB, 
pending  the  investigation  of  title,  the  money  with  the  vendor^s  banker,  paymg  interest 
tin  completion  of  title,  and  the  banker  fiiils,  the  loss  fiills  upon  the  vendor.  Sl  Pad

15.  What  title  vests.  When  the  purchaser  has  contracted  to  purchase  and  the  ven- 
dor to  sell  an  estate,  the  equitable  interest  becomes  at  once  vested  in  the  puidaser. 
Stone  V.  Van  Hey&iuysen,  xxtiL  491. 

16.  WiUr^Implied  estate  taUr^Curtesy.  Devise  in  trust  for  the  testator^  daoghlen, 
M.  and  C.,  for  their  lives,  for  their  separate  use ;  and  in  case  both  M.  and  C  shooM 
die  without  leaving  issue,  then  over  implied  estates  tail  to  M.  and  €.,  with  cross  re- 
mainders in  tail.  M.  died  unmarried,  and  then  C,  conceiving  herself  tenant  in  fee 
simple,  in  contemplation  of  marriage,  conveyed  h^  estate,  with  the  ccxicurrence  of 
her  intended  husband,  by  lease  and  release,  to  trustees  and  their  heirs,  in  trust  (or 
herself  until  the  marriage,  and  after  the  solemnization  thereof,  in  trust  for  henelf  ftr 
fife,  and  then  for  her  children,  &c.  There  was  issue  of  the  marriage.  Hdd,  that  tlie 
trustees  took  a  base  fee,  and  that  the  husband  was  not  tenant  by  the  curtesy.  HM, 
also,  tiiat  after  O.'s  death,  her  eldest  son,  having  elected  to  take  against  the  settfeiaent, 
and  barred  the  entail,  could  make  a  good  title  to  a  purchaser  ftom  him,  and  such  as  a 
court  of  equity  would  compel  the  purchaser  to  accept.

17.  Contract  for  purchase  hy  lunatic — Recovery  of  deposit  money.  The  plaintiff,  a 
lunatic,  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  an  estate  f^rom  the  defendant  and  paid  the 
deposit  The  defendant  had  no  knowledge  of  the  luuacy  and  made  the  eontraet  iond 
fide.  Held,  that  the  phuntiff  was  not  entitled  to  recover  tiie  deposit  moiiey.  Amvoh

18.  Devise  of  lands  suhjed  to  dehts,  with  authority  to  seU.  A  testator  devised  land 
subject  to  payment  of  his  debts,  to  A  and  B,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  he  anlhoRxed 
his  executors  thereinafter  mentioned,  vdth  the  approbation  of  his  trustees  for  te  time 
being,  to  sell  any  part  of  his  estates.  Held,  that  the  surviving  execvtor,  tntk  tiie 
assent  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  court  of  chancery  (in  whom  the  devised  iaods 
were  vested  by  a  vesting  order,)  could  make  a  good  tide.  Braney  v.  Chaimert,  xxxi.

19.  Crops  on  land  transferred  in  fraud  of  creditors.  A  father,  in  expectatkm  that 
a  judgment  would  be  recovered  against  him,  transferred  his  farm  to  his  son.

20.  SaU  of  reversion.  A  sale  by  auction  is  not  necessary  to  sustain  a  purchase*  of  a 
reversion,  if  impeached.

21.  Apportionment  of  purchase-money.  A  pitfchaser  of  prepei'tj  indaded  in  one 
contract,  may  divide  the  property  purchased,  and  apportion  tiie  purchase-moBey,  aad 
he  may  direct  its  conveyance  to  be  made  by  the  vendors  in  such  manner  as  he  na; 
deem  most  expedient,  and  by  one  or  more  deeds.     Clark  y.  May,  xr.  586. 
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22.  JDenrn  kt  irustees — TenatUjbr  Ufa  ordired  to  convey,  A  ^viae  to  trustees  to 
the  use  of  A  fixr  life,  with  remainder  oyer.  The  tmatees  diflclaimed.  Under  a  mia- 
taken  idea  that  the  trustees  had  the  legal  estate,  an  order  of  the  court  was  obtained 
to  appoint  new  trustees,  and  the  heir  conveyed  to  them.  A  then  conveyed  his  life 
estate  to  a.  mortgagee ;  and  afterwards  took  a  reconveyance  from  him.

VENUE. 

1.  Where  money  is  obtMned  by  false  pretences — Begging  letters.  Where  the  pris- 
oner, in  a  begging  letter,  which  contuned  false  pretences,  and  was  addressed  to  the 
prosecutor,  who  resided  in  Middlesex,  requested  him  to  put  a  letter,  containing  a  post- 
office  order  for  money,  in  a  post-office  in  Middlesex,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  prisoner's 
address  in  Kent,  it  was  held,  that  the  venue  was  rightly  laid  in  Middlesex,  as  the 
prisoner,  by  directing  the  money  order  to  be  sent  by  post,  constituted  the  postmaster 
in  Middlesex  his  agent  to  receive  it  there  for  him ;  and  there  was  a  receipt  of  the 
money  order  by  the  prisoner  within  the  county  of  Middlesex.  Regina  v.  Jones,  L 
538. 

2.  In  margin  of  declarcUion.  The  venue  in  the  margin  of  a  declaration  does  not 
import  that  every  local  circumstance  is  in  the  county  where  the  venue  states  it  to  be. 
The  rule  Uiat  the  venue  is  to  be  considered  as  the  place  indicated  in  the  margin,  does 
not  afiect  the  case  where  local  description  is  necessary.  Simmons  v.  Lillystone,  xx. 
445. 

8.  ChnstaUes  of  boroughs — Taking  stolen  goods  within  the  county  but  out  of  the 
borough.  By  sect  76  of  stat.  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c  76,  the  constables  of  boroughs  have 
all  the  privileges  that  any  constable  duly  appointed  then  had,  or  thereafter  might 
have,  within  his  oonstaUewick,  by  virtue  of  the  common  law,  or  of  any  statutes  made 
or  to  be  made.  By  sect  133,  all  actions  against  any  person  for  any  thing  done  in 
pnrsnance  of  the  act  shall  be  laid  in  the  county  where  the  fact  was  committed,  and  be 
commenced  within  six  months.  In  replevin,  for  unlawfully  taking  and  detaining 
goods  of  plaintiff,  it  iq)peared  that  the  defendant  was  a  constable  appointed  for  the 
borough,  and  took  the  goods  within  the  county  wherein  the  borough  was  situate,  but 
vrithoul  the  borough,  upon  a  charge  that  they  had  been  stolen.  Held,  that  he  was 
acting  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given  to  him  by  sect  76,  and  was  entitled  to  th« 
protection  given  under  sect  188.    MeUor  v.  Leather,  xviiL  230. 

4.  Change  of  rules  of  practice  in  court  of  exchequer.  The  following  rules  of  practice 
are  laid  down  as  to  applications  for  change  of  venue,  in  the  court  of  exchequer.  First, 
it  is  more  convenient  as  a  general  rule  that  the  application  to  change  the  venue  by 
role  or  summons  may  be  made  before  issue  joined ;  but  thb  shall  not  prejudice  eith«r 
party  from  applying  after  issue  is  joined  to  lay  the  venue  in  another  county,  if  it  shall 
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appear  that  it  ooay  be  more  conyeniently  tried  in  aucli  county.  Secondly,  a  defendant 
in  his  affidavit  to  obtain  the  rale  nid  to  change  the  venoe,  or  in  support  of  a  summmis 
for  that  purpose  before  issue  jcuned,  should  state  all  tfie  circnmstances  on  irhich  lie 
means  to  rely  as  the  ground  for  the  change  of  venue ;  but  he  mar,  if  he  pleases,  rely 
only  on  the  fiict  that  the  cause  of  action  arose  in  the  county  to  which  he  seeks  to  have 
the  venue  changed,  which  ground  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  unless  the  plaintiff  shomr 
that  the  case  may  be  more  conveniently  tried  in  the  county  in  which  it  was  origmaSy 
hud,  or  other  good  reason  why  the  venue  should  not  be  changed.  De  RaUksdtUd  v. 
Shilstotij  XX.  517. 

5.  In  action  far  libel  It  is  no  ground  for  changing  the  venue  in  an  actioo  for  a 
libel  container!  in  a  letter  written  and  sent  to  a  person  in  the  county  to  which  the 
venue  is  sought  to  be  changed,  that  the  defendant  (who  has  pleaded  not  guilty  only) 
has  many  witnesses  resident  in  that  county,  whom  he  intends  to  call  in  mitigataon,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  has  no  witnesses  in  the  county  where  the  venue  wae  originally  lud. 
Wheatcroft  v.  Mousley,  xx.  296. 

6.  AppiiccUion  for^  on  special  pounds  after  issue.  Though  a  defendant  may  tspftj 
for  a  change  of  venue  on  special  grounds  after  issue,  and  after  having  been  put  uuder 
terms  to  try  in  the  county  originally  laid,  yet  his  having  accepted  that  undertalhaBg 
will  be  an  answer  to  the  application  if  made  only  on  grounds  which  must  have  been 
known  to  him  at  the  time  ho  entered  into  it  Application  so  made  was  refused,  thei^ 
the  premises  lay  in  the  county  to  which  it  was  sought  to  change  the  venue,  a  view  ma 
necessary,  and  many  of  defendant's  witnesses  lived  there.  SemUe^  the  proper  coaise 
in  such  a  case  is  to  apply  for  a  view.     WhUe  v.  Neeld,  xxx.  504. 

7.  Hilary  rtdesy  1858.  The  rules  of  I£lary  term,  1853,  change  the  practice  only  as 
to  written  rules ;  and  rules  by  statute,  or  unwritten  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
jiew  rules,  remain  unchanged.    Begg  v.  Forbes,  xxvi.  369. 

8.  The  rule,  that  the  venue  cannot  be  changed  on  the  common  affidavit  after  plea, 
being  unwritten,  is  still  in  force.    lb. 

9.  The  new  rule  as  to  change  of  venue  changes  the  practice,  so  that  the  ord^  can- 
not be  made  of  course,  on  the  common  affidavit,  but  must  be  made  by  the  court  or 
the  judge,  on  a  rule  or  summons,  so  that  it  may  be  answered  in  the  first  instance.    Ih^ 

10.  Semblej  that  the  venue  cannot  be  changed  on  special  grounds  till  after  issaa. 
lb, 

11.  Affidavit.  Since  the  Beg.  Gen.  H.  1 1853,  r.  18,  an  affidavit,  stating  the  nature 
of  the  action,  and  that  the  cause  of  action  arose  in  the  county  into  which  it  is  son^t 
to  change  the  venue,  and  that  the  case  can  be  more  conveniently  tried  there,  is  noi 
the  common  affidavit,  but  is  sufficiently  special  to  support  an  order  for  the  change  of 
the  venue  after  plea,  the  pleadings  being  before  the  judge  or  court.  lb.

re^**  The  value  of  the  whole  of  the  goods  had  been  paid  into  court,  and  was  greater 
than  the  judgment  debt  On  application  of  the  defendant,  it  was  held,  that  the  ver- 
dict was  erroneous,  and  could  only  be  set  right  by  a  new  trial,  as  it  did  not  specify

1.  Declaration  of-^Orders  in  council  A  Finnish  vessel  suled  from  Hartlepool  to 
Copenhagen  with  a  cargo  of  coals,  which  she  there  discharged,  fbr  the  use  of  the 
Britiah  fleet,  prior  to  the  29th  March.  The  ice  having  broken  up,  she  sailed  fbr 
Bjomeborg  on  the  10th  April,  and  was  captured  on  the  12th.  War  was  declared  on 
the  29th  March,  on  which  day,  also,  an  order  in  council  was  published,  "  allowing 
Russian  merchant  vessels,  in  any  ports  or  places  within  her  Majest3r's  dominions,  until 
the  10th  Blay,  six  weeks  from  the  date  hereof,  fbr  loading  their  cargoes  and  depart- 
ing from  such  ports  or  places."  Held,  that  the  vessel  was  not  within  the  protection 
of  this  order  in  council.

WARRANT  OF  ATTORNEY. 

1.  Warrant  with  a  defeasance.  A  warrant  of  attorney  was  given  hy  the  defendant, 
with  a  defeasance,  stating  it  was  security  for  payment  of  800/.  and  interest  Jadgment 
was  signed  and  execution  levied  for  the  full  amount  At  that  time  the  defendant 
owed  the  plaintiff  400/.,  and  the  plaintiff  had  joined  as  surety  with  him  in  a  note  of 
400/.  A.  B.  paid  out  the  execution  and  the  plaintiff  dischatiged  the  note.  Hie 
defendant  died  in  May.  A.  B.  was  his  executor,  and  in  November  applied  for  a  nle 
to  ascertain  the  amount  due  on  the  warrant,  and  cause  the  plaintiff  to  refund  tlie 
overplus ;  making  an  affidavit,  that  just  before  his  death  the  defendant  told  him, 
A.  B.,  that  he  owed  the  plaintiff  nothing  excepting  by  reason  of  the  note.  There 
was  no  affidavit  by  the  defendant's  attorney,  and  no  explanation  of  the  dday.  The 
plaintiff  and  his  attorney  set  forth  by  affidavits  the  facts  as  above  stated.  Hdd,  tiAt 
there  was  no  ground  for  the  application ;  that  even  the  affidavit  on  which  it  was  made 
was  insufficient,  but  that,  at  all  events,  it  afterwards  was  amply  answered ;  and  that 
l^e  rule  must  be  discharged,  with  costs.    Pettit  v.  Pettity  xxv.  401. 

2.  Attestation  by  attorney.  A  warrant  of  attorney,  prepared  by  the  defendant, 
was  addressed  to  H.,  an  attorney,  by  name.  The  plaintiff  introduced  H.  to  the 
defendant,  who  adopted  him  as  his  attorney  to  attest  the  execution  of  the  warrant  of 
attorney,  and  H.  accordingly  attested  it  H.  afterwards,  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff, 
signed  judgment  and  issued  execution  on  the  warrant  as  attorney  for  the  plaintiff. 
The  court  refused  to  set  aside  the  warrant  on  the  objection  that  the  attestation  by  H.

IV.  c  34,  alleged  that 
the  party  did  misdemean  and  misconduct  himself  in  his  service,  by  neglecting  aad 
absenting  himself  from  his  master's  service,  without  the  leave  of  his  master,  and 
without  assigning  any  sufficient  reason  for  so  doing.  On  motion  Ibr  a  habeas  eorfm 
io  discharge  him,  it  was  held,  that  the  warrant  showed  no  offence,  as  there  xnig^  be 
some  lawful  excuse  for  the  absence,  and  that  the  warrant  was  therefore  bad.  Frifoner 
discharged.

5.  Discharge  on  recognizance — Notie&^-Warrant  for  rearresL  A  priaoaer  it

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|iro0ecutOT9,  nor  were  the  recognizances  duly  filed.  He  was  therefore  recommitted. 
The  judge's  warrant  under  which  he  was  retaken  directed  his  recommittal,  stating  it 
to  be  ^  in  execution  of  the  judgment  in  the  said  prosecutaoa."  Held^  that  the  warrant 
was  good,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  state  on  the  &ce  of  the  warrant  how  long 
the  renewed  imprisonment  was  to  continue.

WASTE, 

1.  UabUUif  of  tenant  for  life  to  rebuild*  A  house  was  devised  to  A  for  life,  "  he 
conmiitting  no  manner  of  waste,  and  keeping  the  premises  in  good  and  tenantable 
repair."  A  became  a  lunatic  after  taking  possession ;  and  the  house  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  Heldf  that  his  estate  was  liable  to  reinstate  the  house,  and  a  reference  was 
directed  as  to  the  amount  to  be  expended,  and  from  what  fund,  with  liberty  to  the 
next  of  kin  to  take  a  case  to  Uw.    In  re  Skingley^  iii.  91. 

2.  WoMe  by  rector  sdling  timber  for  repairs,  A  rector  may  cut  timber  on  the  glebe 
lands  fbr  actual  repairs,  but  cannot  cut  and  sell  timber  even  to  apply  the  proceeds  to 
repairs,  except  in  extraordinary  cases ;  and  if  he  does,  it  is  waste,  as  much  as  in  the 
case  of  an  ordinary  tenant  for  life.     The  Duke  of  Marlborough  r.  St.  John,  x.  146. 

3.  Interim  order  to  stay  waste.  Although  an  injunction  ex  parte  will  not  be  granted 
to  stay  waste,  yet  an  interim  order  will  be  given  with  leave  to  discharge  it,  where  the 
object  of  the  application  is  to  preserve  property  during  litigation.  Anwyl  v.  OwenSf 
xix.  610. 

4.  EquiuMe  waste — Ornamental  timber.  In  cases  of  equitable  waste  in  respect  of 
amamental  timber,  a  court  of  equity  confines  its  protection  to  timber  planted  or  left 
standing  for  ornament;  and  if  the  settler  of  the  property  has  defined  a  standard  of 
beauty  or  ornament,  the  court  will  prevent  its  being  impaired.  Therefore,  where 
property  was  settled  to  the  use  of  trustees  and  successive  tenants  for  life,  with  power 
to  cut  timber  then  standing,  not  ornamental  to  the  mansion-house  or  the  pleasure 
grounds  attached  thereto,  or  the  views  or  prospects  of  the  same,  of  which  timber  it 
was  declared  enough  riiouhl  always  remain  to  preserve  the  beauty  of  the  place  unim- 
paired, the  court  granted  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  tenant  for  life  in  possession 
from  cutting  timber  which  could  not  be  cut  without  impairing  the  beauty  of  the  place 
as  it  stood  at  the  date  of  the  settlement ;  but  ordered  the  plaintiffs  to  give  security  for 
any  damage  he  might  sustain  by  being  restruned  from  completing  the  sale  of  such 
timber ;  and  offered  the  latter  a  reference  to  the  master  to  inquire  what  timber  could 
be  cut  without  impairing  the  beauty  of  the  place.    Marker  v.  Marker,  iv,  95. 

5.  A  court  of  equity  will  not  interfere  to  make  a  tenant  fi)r  life  liable  in  respect  of 
permissive  waste.    Powys  v.  Blagrace,  xxviL  568. 

WATERCOURSE.  • 

1.  Presumptive  grant — Change  of  level  of  drain.  A  pit  in  plaintifiT's  close  had 
been,  since  1 796,  supplied  with  water  from  defendant's  (adjoining)  close  through  a 
tile  drain.  The  water  came  from  the  general  sur&ce  of  defendant's  land,  which  was 
boggy,  and  aided  in  draining  it  Defendant,  to  improve  the  drainage  of  his  land, 
changed  the  level  of  his  drain  so  that  the  water  ran  out  of  plaintiff's  pit.  Held,  that 
no  grant  of  the  flow  of  the  water  to  the  pliuntiff  was  to  be  presumed,  and  thait  the 
plaintiff  had  no  right  of  action  against  the  defendant  for  the  diversion  of  the  water. 
Oreatrex  v.  Hayward^  xx.  377. 

2.  Where  flowage  is  above  ground,  grant  not  to  be  presumed  from  acquiescence — 
lUparian  proprietors.  The  right  to  hate  a  stream  of  water  which  fiows  above  ground 
running  in  its  natural  course,  is  not  by  a  presumed  grant  from  long  acquiescence  on 
the  part  of  the  riparian  proprietors,  above  and  below,  but  is  ex  jure  natures^  and  an

3.  Divermn  bjf  ike  digging  of  a  well.  Where  water  is  taken  from  a  rirer  slier  it 
has  formed  part  of  its  stream,  not  by  the  reasonaMe  use  of  i€  by  another  ripamn 
proprietor,  but  by  the  digging  of  a  well,  an  action  at  common  law  inii  fie  by  a  riparian 
proprietor  for  injury  to  his  right,  against  the  party  digging  the  irell ;  as  it  also  may 
for  the  abstraction  of  water  which  never  did  form  part  of  the  river,  bat  has  been 
prevented  from  doing  so  in  its  natural  course  by  the  excavation  of  the  well;  and  this 
whether  the  water  was  part  of  an  underground  watercourse,  or  percolated  through 
the  strata,    ifr. 

4.  Qwere,  if  the  party  digging  the  weU  was  ignorant  and  could  not  by  any  degree 
of  care  have  ascertained  before  making  the  well  that  it  would  have  the  effect  of 
abstracting  the  water,  and  when  he  discovered  that  it  did,  could  not  have  repaired 
the  mischief,  whether  an  action  at  eonmon  law  would  be  mttntainaUe  against  him?

6.  Right  of  action  without  actual  lass*  In  any  of  the  above  cases  the  action  is  main- 
tainable for  injury  Id  the  right,  though  no  actual  loss  may  have  been  occamoned.   IK

8.  We9tem  barge,  A  barge,  of  the  build  coomionly  called  a  western  barge,  is  not  a 
western  bai^  for  the  purpose  of  s.  101  of  the  Watermen's  Act,  unless  narigated  fiom 
Kingston  or  beyond.  Theiefore,  a  non-freeman  employed  as  a  servant  for  hire,  nan-

8.  By^aw.  The  88th  by-law  under  the  Watermen's  Act,  prohibiting  non-freemen 
from  navigating  any  baige,  8te.,  or  other  craft  on  certain  parts  of  die  Thames,  abso- 
lutely, is  not  therefore  bad;  it  would  not  apply  to  rendering  assistance  to  craft  in 
peril,  &c. ;  nor  to  working  without  hire  in  a  pleasure  craft ;  but  if  it  did,  it  would  not 
be  therefore  bad.

1.  Private  way — Implied  grant.  D.  was  seised  in  fee  of  five  closes ;  one  of  them, 
named  the  Rye  Hohne  close,  was  separated  by  two  of  the  others  from  the  only  avail- 
able highway.  From  1823,  the  road  A.  fi.  was  used  by  the  tenants  of  the  Rye  Holme, 
it  being  the  most  convenient  road  to  the  highway.  In  1839,  D.  sold  the  Rye  Holme 
to  M.^  and  the  remainder,  over  which  the  road  A.  B.  passed,  to  E.  The  deeds  of 
conveyance  bore  different  dates,  but  were  executed  on  the  same  day,  and  the  order 
of  priority  could  not  be  asoertained.  In  neither  of  them  was  there  any  special  grant 
or  reservation  of  any  particular  way^  but  the  conveyance  to  M.  contuned  the  usual 
-words  **  together  with  all  ways,  rights,  easements,  &c.,  to  the  said  close  belonging  or 
appertaining."  The  occupier  of  Bye  Holme  used  the  road  for  several  years  subse- 
quent to  the  conveyance.  In  1842,  £.  conveyed  to  the  defendant  part  of  the  land, 
over  which  the  road  A.  B.  passed,  at  which  time  the  plaintiff  was  tenant  of  the  Rye 
Hohne  under  M.  In  an  action  to  try  the  right  of  the  pluntiff  to  use  the  road,  it  was 
held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  way  by  implied  grant,  if  the  conveyance  to 
m.  was  first  executed ;  or,  if  the  conveyance  to  E.  was  first  executed,  that  the  right  of 
-vray  was  reserved  to  D.,  and  subsequently  passed  to  M.,  as  appurtenant  to  Rye  Holme.

2.  User  as  of  right  for  twenty  years,  A  plea  under  the  statute  2  &  3  Will.  lY. 
c.  71,  of  a  user  of  a  way  as  of  right  for  twenty  yeans  over  a  close,  is  not  supported  by 
proof  of  a  user  of  the  way  for  part  of  the  twenty  years  while  M.  was  the  landlord 
and  owner  as  well  of  the  messuage  in  respect  of  which  the  right  was  claimed  as  of 
the  close  over  which  it  was  exercised,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  period  when  the  defend- 
ant had  acquired  the  freehold  of  the  messuage.     Winship  v.  Hudspeth,  xxvi.  481. 

3.  Carriage  and  foot  way — Enjoyment  for  twenty  years — Pack  way  changed  to 
C€grriage  way — Servient  tenement  in  lease.  Case,  brought  September  1,  1851,  for 
obstructing  a  carriage  and  foot  way,  the  plaintiff  claiming  under  an  enjoyment  of 
rvrenty  years.    Flea,  traversing  the  right  of  way.    On  the  trial  it  appeared  that  there 
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bad  been  a  user  for  forty  or  fifty  years  of  a  jngbt  of  way  for  Ibot  paMengerif  andfcr 
borses  acroaa  tbe  defendant's  land,  but  not  for  carts  and  carriages,  none  bung  in  on 
in  the  district  forty  years  ago ;  and  tbat  from  Jnne,  1831,  to  Lady-dsj,  1846,  the 
•ervient  tenement  bad  been  beld  under  two  succesriye  leases  ibr  yean,  exceeding 
ibree  yean  each.  The  claim  of  tbe  right  of  way  was  not  resisted  by  ike  rerenioner 
within  three  years  after  the  term  granted  by  the  second  lease.  The  coart  directed 
the  jnry,  that  if  a  pack  way  was  proved,  as  civilisation  adtanced,  and  csrii  and 
carriages  came  to  be  used,  the  way  would  then  become  a  way  for  carts  and  carriages; 
and  tbat  the  time  during  which  the  servient  premoes  were  under  lease,  ought  to  be 
excluded  from  the  computation  of  the  twenty  years,  as  well  as  fifom  that  of  the  fortj 
years  under  the  S  &  3  Will  IV.  c.  71,  s.  8.  The  jury  found  that  there  had  been  an 
enjoyment  as  of  right  fbr  twenty  years.  Upon  motion  for  a  new  trial  on  the  groand 
of  misdirection,  it  was  hM^  first,  that  there  was  evidence  for  the  jury  nponften^ 
as  claimed.  Secondly,  that  said  seotion,  wluch  excludes  tbe  time  of  enjoyment  daiing 
a  leaae  exceeding  three  yean  in  computing  the  period  of  forty  years,  did  not  applj 
where  the  claim  was  founded  on  an  enjoyment  for  twenty  years  only;  and  tbat  if  it 
did,  the  condition  that  tbe  claim  should  be  resisted  by  tbe^  reversioner  widiin  diree 
yean  aft«r  tbe  determination  of  tbe  term,  must  be  apptied  also.  Poflb  y.Sku.«r, 
zvi.  118.  • 

4.  The  plaintiiT  sold  to  tbe  defendant  two  dweHmg-bouses,  a  coacb-bouse  and  ^Ues, 
and  a  field,  together  with  all  ways  usually  beld,  occupied,  or  enjoyed  iberevitb,vith 
Iree  liberty  of  ingress,  egress,  and  regress  for  tbe  defendant,  or  for  cattle  and  ca^ 
riages,  over  tbe  carriage-road  leading  to  Ae  sud  dwelling-houses  and  stables.  Tie 
defendant  afberwards  made  a  gate  from  tbe  field,  which  abutted  upon  tbe  cama^ 
road,  into  the  road  at  an  intermediate  part  thereof,  and  drove  bones  and  carri^ 
along  the  road  into  the  field,  and  back  again.  Held,  tbat  be  was  liaUe  in  trespass, 
the  right  of  way  being  a  right  of  way  to  the  dwelling-honaes,  coach-hoase,  and  stables 
only.    Hennmg  v.  Bumei,  xvi.  535. 

5.  Wajf  of  neeesMky.  A  right  of  way  of  necesnty,  can  only  arise  by  gnn^  express 
or  implied ;  it  does  not  exist  where  tbe  title  of  the  parties  is  by  escheat  Proctor  t. 
Hodgson^  xxix.  458. 

6.  Fooipa^^ConstrucHm  of  local  9tatute,    A.  was  proprietor  of  lands  adjoining 
and  bounded  by  two  public  navigable  rivers,  X.  and  Y.,  which  joined  each  o&erat  a 
right  angle.    Certain  pemns  representing  tbe  puUic,  claimed  a  right  of  waj  frona 
neighboring  town  through  A.*s  lands  in  a  direction  parallel  to  River  X.  proceeding  to 
tbe  point  of  confluence  of  the  riven.    A  statute  (local  and  personal)  had  been  passed 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  Biver  T.,  and,  inter  o/io,  to  fbrm  a  towing-path  on  A.*? 
land  adjoining  the  Biver  T.  up  to  the  confluence,  and  the  trustees  of  the  Biver  T. 
were  bound  to  build,  and  bad  built,  a  wall  with  an  iron  railing  seven  feet  \a^i 
separating  tbe  towing-path  from  the  other  land  of  A.    A  right  of  way  over  tbe  vaS 
was  reserved  to  A.  by  implication,  but  there  was  no  access  over  this  waQ  fif  the 
public  provided,  by  the  statute,  nor  was  there  any  saving  of  any  public  footpath,  and 
the  land  set  apart  for  the  towing-path  was  to  be  exclusively  appropriated  to  make 
such  towing-path.    Held,  the  statute  must  not  be  construed  strictly  as  against  ^ 
public,  and  that  its  provisions  were  not  incompatible  with  a  public  footpath  exis^i^^ 
the  direction  alleged,  by  which  the  public  could  go  round  the  end  of  the  wallt  and  en 
to  the  towing-path,  and  thence  to  public  places.     Campbell  v.  Lang,  xxriii.  90. 

7.  A  local  and  personal  act  passed  to  make  improvements,  as  between  tbe  trustees 
of  a  certain  narigation  and  the  owner  of  tbe  lands  to  be  affected  by  ihRt  navigatici. 
must  not  be  construed  in  such  a  way  as  to  anniliilate  rights  of  tbe  public,  which  ne^ 
eame  into  contemplation.    i&. 
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nL  Turnpike;  TolU. 

1.  Erection  of  gate^Twmpikt  act  of  1840.  A  Turnpike  Act  of  1840»  wbicli  was 
to  be  in  force  for  thirty-one  yean,  provided  tbat  it  should  not  be  lairM  to  eoatinue  or 
erect  any  turnpike  gate  across  the  roads  in  the  town  of  T.,  or  any  other  town  into 
which  the  said  reads  might  pass.  HM^  thai  the  prohibition  extended  to  the  erectioii 
of  a  gate  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  T.  as  it  existed  at  any  time  during  the 
operation  of  the  act,  and  not  merely  at  the  time  when  the  act  passed.  Beffona  t. 
Cotde,  iii.  474. 

2.  ^TowkT  The  word  **  town,"  in  said  act,  is  to  be  taken  in  its  popular  sense  of  a 
collection  of  houses,  their  being  sepanted  by  gaidens  not  pietentuig  them  from  lying 
together.    lb* 

3.  The  hamlet  of  W.,  in  the  parish  of  B.,  was,  by  a  local  act,  eonstitoted  the  town 
of  W.,  and  placed  under  the  management  of  commifwiioners,  and  the  surveyor  of  Am 
highways  was  required  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the  highway  rates  of  the  parish  to  the 
oommissioners,  W.  continuing  liable  to  contribute  to  the  parish  rates.  By  another 
local  act,  7  Gea  IV.  c.  10,  **for  maintaining  a  turnpike  road  from  W.  to  L.,  ftc," 
trustees  were  appcanted  to  carry  the  act  into  effect,  with  power  fbr  such  purpose  to 
levy  and  assess  rates  upon  the  owners  of  the  land;  and  by  section  47,  the  powers  and 
authorities  conferred  by  the  former  local  act,  were  not  to  be  affected,  except  that  the 
commissi<»ien  were  to  be  relieved  from  maintaining,  &c^  so  much  of  the  road  as  was 
within  W.  Hie  PnbGc  Health  Act,  11  &  13  Vict  c.  63,  was  afterwards  applied  to 
W.9  and  a  local  board  i^pointed,  to  execute  the  office  and  have  all  the  powers,  &c., 
of  surveyors  of  highways^  except  where  suoh^xvwers,  &&,  might  be  inconsistent  with 
tho  acty  and  the  inhabitants  of  any  district  were  not  to  be  liable  to  h^way  rate  or 
other  payment,  not  being  toll,  in  reqpect  of  making  or  repairing  roads  or  highways 
within  any  parish,  township,  or  place,  situate  bey<md  the  limits  of  such  district.  Fox^ 
tions  of  Uie  turnpike  road  being  out  of  repair,  and  the  revenues  accruing  to  the 
trustees  under  the  local  act  being  insufficient  to  keep  it  in  repair  and  preserve  the 
embankments,  &C.,  an  order  was  made,  under  4  &  6  Vict  c.  69,  upon  the  surveyor  of 
the  hi^ways  of  B.  for  payment  of  a  portion  of  the  highway  rates  to  the  trustees,  to 
be  laid  out  in  the  repair  of  the  p(»rtion  of  die  turnpike  road  within  the  parish  of  B.; 
and  this  order  being  appealed  against,  it  was  kdd^  first,  that  the  road  in  question  was 
a  turnpike  road,  within  the  4  &  6  Vict  c.  69.  Secondly,  that,  by  the  7  Geo.  IV.  c.  10, 
the  management  of  the  road  was  transferred  fhxn  the  commissionerB  to  the  turnpike 
trustees,  the  latter  having  the  ordinary  right  to  seek  relief  from  the  parish  in  case  of 
the  deficiency  of  funds,  and  the  parish  being  liaUe  to  an  indtctment  for  non*repeir  of 
tke  road,  lliirdly,  that,  under  tfie  Public  Health  Act,  the  part  of  the  parish  without 
the  district  of  the  local  board,  in  case  of  the  deficiency  of  turnpike  funds,  was  liable 
to  contribute  to  the  repair  of  any  part,  within  the  parish  and  not  within  the  dbtrict, 
whilst  the  district  alone  was  liable  to  contribute  to  the  repair  of  any  part  of  the  road 
within  it ;  the  former  powers  of  the  surveyor  of  the  parish  to  make  a  highway  rate  no 
l<Higer  existing,  and  the  two  parts  of  the  parish  beiiig  entirely  distinct,  lor  the  purpose 
of  contributing  to  the  repair,  both  of  ihe  turnpike  road,  and  of  the  general  highways. 
Held<f  also,  that  the  local  board  of  health  were  made  the  enrveyors  of  the  hi^ways 
within  the  district,  and  empowered  to  make  a  highway  rate  for  the  purpose  of 
contributing  towards  the  deficiency  of  the  tun^nke  funds;  and  that  the  order 
appealed  agunst  was,  therefore,  invidid.  Begina  v.  Tke  Warlhing  and  Lanemg  Turn- 
pikeSy  XX vL  185. 

4.  Trustees  of  Turnpikes-Repairs,  The  4  &  5  Yict  c.  69,  enabling  justices  to 
order  the  parish  surveymr  to  pay  a  sum  out  of  the  highway  rate  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  turnpike  road,  if  they  find  that  the  funds  are  insufficient  for  its  repair,  does  not 
altei  the  duty  of  the  turnpike  trustees,  or  give  them  a  right  to  iqpply  their  funds 
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otherwise  tban  as  directed  b^their  local  act   Eeffina  ▼.  The  Trustees  of  South  SMds 
Turnpike  Roads^  xzviii.  182. 

5.  The  trustees  of  a  turnpike  road  have  no  power,  ei^er  nnder  tiiat  act  or  die 
IS  &  14  Vict  c.  79,  8.  4,  to  apply  tiieir  fluids  in  payment  of  arrears  of  interest  upon 
moneys  secnrecfiipon  the  tolls  in  prionty  to  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  road.    /ft. 

6.  Justices  of  the  peace  have  no  authority  to  make  an  order  on  liie  trustees  of  a 
turnpike  road  for  the  repair  of  a  road,  under  section  94  of  Statule  S  &  6  Will  IT. 
c.  50,  unless,  upon  examination  of  the  state  of  the  fbnds  of  the  trust,  they  find  that, 
after  charging  the  trustees  with  sums  received  and  giving  them  credit  for  lawful  pay- 
ments, a  balance  remains  in  their  hands  equal  to  the  sum  ordered  to  be  paid.  R^ina 
V.  Hultchinstm^  zxviii.  282. 

7.  A  Turnpike  Act,  3  Will.  IV.  c  80,  s.  12,  appropriated  tfaeinni]Hke  fbnds,  in  the 
first  place  to  tlie  payment  of  the  expenses  of  obtaining  the  act,  with  Uwfiil  interest, 
and  directed  that  the  remainder,  after  payment  of  necessary  expenses  incidentil  to 
the  execution  of  the  act,  ^  from  time  to  time  be  appfied  in  keeping  down  the  interest 
of  the  principal  moneys  advanced  or  borrowed  on  account  of  the  road,"  and  in  keep- 
ing in  repair  the  road,  and  in  repaying  the  principal  moneys.  The  trustees,  wlifle 
the  roads  were  out  of  repair,  applied  the  tolls  in  redoeing  the  arrears  of  interest  doe 
to  the  mortgagees  before  the  passing  of  the  act ;  and  justices,  at  a  special  sesatoa  fer 
the  highways,  made  an  order,  under  statute  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  50,  on  tiie  trustees,  to 
pay  a  sum  of  money  to  the  surveyor  of  the  highways.  On  appeal,  the  Qoarter 
Sesrions  confirmed  the  order,  subject  to  a  c^se,  which  showed  that,  disaBo^ing  the 
payments  of  arrears  of  interest,  the  trustees  had  in  hand  more  than  the  sum  wtieh 
they  were  ordered  to  pay  to  the  surveyor.  Hdd^  that  the  obGgation  of  the  trustees 
to  ''keep  down**  the  interest  of  the  moneys  borrowed  took  precedence  of  that  to 
repair  the  road ;  but  that  the  trustees  were  not  authorized  to  pay  arrears  of  interest 
when  the  road  was  out  of  repair ;  and,  therefore,  the  court  confirmed  the  order  of 
sessions.    Ih 

8.  Agreement  to  let  tolls*  Heldj  that  an  agreement,  signed  by  the  derit  to  trustees, 
which  recited  that  A.  B.  was  the  highest  bidder  for,  and  had  become  the  lentor  of, 
certain  tolls,  and  stated  ibnt  the  clerk  on  behalf  of  i^e  trustees  did  thereby  agree  to 
let,  and  A.  B.  did  thereby  agree  to  take,  the  tolls  and  the  tofi-hooeet  was  a  snffident 
compliance  with  the  statute.  Held^  also,  that  the  8  &  9  Yict  c.  106,  s.  S,  winch  pro- 
vides that  a  lease,  required  by  law  to  be  in  writing,  of  any  tenements  or  heredilBiBettts 
shall  be  void  unless  made  by  deed,  does  not  apply  to  agreements  fin*  letting  tdOs,  nnder 
the  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  126.    Shepherd  v.  Hodsman^  xi.  S84. 

9.  The  words,  **  turnpike  road,"  in  the  Railways  Clauses  ConsoKdatimi  Act,  %  50, 
mean  a  road  which  is  repaired  by  tolls  payable  by  passengers  for  the  nae  of  tiie  road. 
Regina  v.  The  East  and  West  India  Docks^  jrc.  RaUway  Co,  xxiL  118. 

IV.  LiaUlity  to  repair  Ways;  and  herein  of  the  JSidtctment,  Information, 

Presentment^  Order  of  Justices^  CostSy  ^c. 

1  Highway  washed  away  by  the  sea.  A  highway  which  ancien^  ran  at  right  angles 
to  the  sea-coast,  and  sloping  gently  down  to  the  sea,  was  so  washed  away  by  the 
encroachment  of  the  waves,  that  it  ended  abruptly  on  the  edge  of  a  cfiff  twenty  feet 
above  the  beach.  Held^  that  as  the  substance  of  the  road  was  gone  beycmd  the  edge 
of  the  cliff,  there  was  no  road  beyond  that  point  which  the  parish  could  be  cafled 
upon  to  repair,  and  that  they 'were  not  bound  to  provide  any  means  of  commtmicatioa 
between  the  top  of  the  cliff  and  the  beacL  Regina  t.  The  InhtMianis  of  Hamseot 
XXV.  582. 

2.  /Repair  of  bridges  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  whether  by  the  tickings  or  county.  The  Isk 
of  Wight  is  a  division  of  the  county  of  Southampton,  but  has  no  separate  coaataam 
of  the  peace.    Befi>re  1842,  all  public  bridges  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  not  repaimUe  hf 
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toaiire  were  repaired  either  by  the  tathiiigs  in  which  they  were  ntuatoi  or  by  rates  in 
the  nature  of  coanty  rates,  levied  on  all  the  parishes  in  the  bland,  under  the  following 
•rraagement.  The  Isfe  of  Wight  having  been  assessed  to  the  general  county  rate, 
and  appeals  agaiuat  such  assessment  having  been  made,  in  1774  an  arrangement  was 
made,  by  an  order  of  Quarteor  Sessions,  and  by  consent,  fiadng  certain  proportions  to 
be  paid  by  the  panshes  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  towards  the  general  coanty  rate,  but 
leaving  the  expense  of  badges  and  houses  of  oorreotion  to  be  raised  by  a  local  rate ; 
**  the  said  island  being  adjudged  and  declared  not  to  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  county 
bridge  ratst  or  to  the  hovse  of  correction ;  the  Isle  of  Wight  agreeing  to  erect  and 
maintain  hooses  of  correction  and  bridgss  within  the  island  at  its  own  expense." 
Accordingly,  from  1774,  the  practice  was  for  the  quarter  sessions  of  the  county,  on  the 
application  of  the  justices  for  the  Isle  of  Wight  division,  to  lay  a  rate,  in  the  nature 
of  a  county  rate,  on  every  parish  in  the  island,  for  the  repair  of  the  bridges  and 
bridewell  in  the  island^  and  this  local  rate,  and  not  the  general  county  rate,  was  always 
expended  in  such  r^aizL  In  1818,  a  local  act  of  parliament  passed,  by  which  com- 
missioners were  iqppointed  for  managing  the  roads  and  highways  in  the  island,  and 
iriach  enacted  that  all  bridges,  &c.,  which  had,  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  act, 
been  repaired  by  any  tithings,  &c^  should  for  the  future  be  repured  in  the  same 
yanner  and  by  such  ways  and  means  as  ether  bridges,  usually  called  county  bridges, 
within  the  island,  had  been  accustomed  to  be  repaired.  Heldf  that  all  bridges  which, 
at  the  time  when  the  local  act  passed,  were  repairable  by  the  tithings,  were  thence- 
forward repairable  by  the  county  genwally;  and  that  the  conventional  mode  of 
assessing  the  island  alone  to  a  rate  for  the  repurs  of  its  bridges  and  bridewell,  under 
the  arrangement  of  1774,  could  not  affect  the  legal  liability  of  the  county,  or  be  any 
answer  to  an  indictment  against  it  for  non-repair  of  such  bridges.  Begina  v.  The 
County  qf  SatUkampton,  xiv.  IK. 

9.  Rdmildwff  qf  hridge,  A  bridge  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  was,  after  the  passing  of 
the  above  local  act  wholly  rebuilt  by  oi^er  of  the  justices  for  the  ishtnd  division,  out 
of  the  island  rate  before  mentioned.  The  construction  of  the  new  bridge  was  mate- 
rially difierent  from,  and  it  stood  higher  up  the  stream  than,  the  former  bridge.  None 
of  the  forms  required  by  the  43  Geo.  III.  c.  49,  were  observed  in  building  the  new 
bridge.    HMj  that  the  coanty  remained  liable  to  repair  the  new  bridge.    Jk 

4.  Ppotrbridge,  A  foot-bridge,  fonned  by  three  planks,  about  nine  or  ten  feet  loagi 
and  a  hand  rail,  which  carries  a  public  footpath  over  a  small  stream,  is  nqC  me^  || 
bridge  as  the  coon^  is  boand  to  repair.    lb. 

6.  As  to  the  liability  of  a  township  to  repair  a  highway  which  has  never  been 
repaired,  see  JU§ma  ▼.  Trydtfyn,  x.  408. 

6.  LiakSUff  jRaiume  tenura — Usage.  The  defendant,  B,  was  indicted  for  the  non- 
repair of  a  highway,  winch  it  was  alleged  he  was  liable  to  repair  rtUione  tenung. 
£vidence  was  given  of  the  conriction  of  one  A,  a  former  owner  and  occupier  of  the 
lands  in  respect  to  which  the  liability  was  said  to  arise,  for  the  non-repair  of  the  same 
highway,  showing  that  A  had  pleaded  guilty  to  a  presentment  against  him  alleging  his 
liability  to  repair  the  said  highway.  Repairs  by  occupiers  of  the  said  lands  subsequent 
to  this  conviction  were  also  proved;  and  eridence  was  given  that  the  defendant,  B, 
parchased  these  lands  after  public  notice  of  the  liability  to  repair  the  highway,  and 
that  he  is  now  the  owner  and  occupier  of  the  same.  Held^  by  all  the  judges,  that 
there  was  evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  of  immemorial  usage  and  liability  ratione  tenura^. 
and,  by  Flatt,  B.,  that  the  immemorial  usage  was  not  conclusively  established.  Ri^ma> 
V.  Blakemore,  ix.  541. 

7.  Indictment  against  a  parish  for  noik^-epair^AUegation  of  immemorialiig-^Time. 
An  indictment  against  a  parish  for  non-repair  of  a  highway,  alleged  **  that  from  the* 
tisne  whereof  the  memoiy  of  man  mnneth  not  to  the  contrary,  there  was,  and  yet  is, 
a  oommon  and  ancient  highway,"  &c. ;  and  the  only  other  allegation  that  it  contained 
an  to  time  was,  that  a  part  of  die  said  highway,  situate,  &c.,  "  on  the  1st  day  of  Jann- 
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aiy,  in  the  12ih  year  aforesaid,  «id  contiBUaUy  afterwards,  ufitil  tiie  takii^  c£  tbis 
inquisition,  was  and  yet  is"*out  of  repair,  so  that  the  liege  sal^jects  of  the  Queen 
could  not  during  the  time  afoissaid,  xK>r  yet  can  gpo,  return,  pass,  kt,  HM^  that  Ae 
allegation  of  inunemoriality  might  be  rejected  as  suxplasa^,  and  ihali  witlioat  it, 
sufficient  appeared  on  the  face  of  the  indictment,  as  to  time,  to  support  tha  liability 
charged.    Regina  v.  TunDestm^  i.  SI  7. 

8»  ^^Hard  material** — Road  little  used — Rate  of  fine*  A  parish  mas  indioted  lor 
non-repair  of  a  highway,  and  found  guilty,  and  ^eglected  te  repair  with  bard  mate- 
rials ;  it  was  "kddy  no  answer  to  an  application  for  imposing  a  fine,  that  tbe  load  neter 
had  been  repaired  with  hard  materials,  if  at  all ;  that  the  adjoining  parish,  into  whioh 
it  ran,  denied  it  was  a  highway ;  nor  that  it  was  so  little  used  as  not  to  be  worth  the 
expense.  The  fine  is  fixed  by  the  amount  required  to  put  it  in  a  aubetaotial  state. 
Regina  v.  Claxby,  zzx.  S58. 

9.  Prior  judgment  far  non-repair — Evidence,  Upon  the  trial  of  an  ladictmeBt 
against  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  H.,  for  the  non-r^>air  of  a  higbway,  a  prior 
judgment  of  quarter  sessions  upon  a  presentment,  by  a  justice  under  the  IS  Goa  iH. 
c.  78,  for  non-repair  of  the  same  highway  by  H.,  was  put  in.  The  presentment 
alleged  that  the  highway  was  in  H.,  and  that  H.  was  liable  to  rq>air  it.  It  also 
appeared  by  the  judgment,  that  two  of  the  inhabitants  of  H.  had  appeared  ao^ 
pleaded  guilty,  and  that  a  fine  was  imposed.

12.  Recital  in  private  act.  A  recital  in  a  private  act,  (since  xepealedy)  that  the 
road  in  question  was  in  D,  is  at  most  only  evidence  of  that  fact,  and  is  not  admisable 
against  the  estoppel.    Rk 

Id.  Former  conviction  against  parish  conclusUfC  evidence  of  liability — Award  of 
commissioners.  Upon  trial  of  an  indictment  against  parish  A.  for  non-repair  cf  a 
highway,  it  appeared  that  A.  had  always  repaired  the  road  in  question,  which,  passed 
over  waste  ground  in  the  parish,  of  B*,  and  connected  together  two  separate  poitiaBS 
of  A.  In  1785,  A  submitted  to  an  indictment  for  non-repair  of  the  same  road,  and 
paid  a  fine.  In  1788,  commissioners  for  inclosing  the  conunons,  ftc,  within  ^B.,  set 
out  the  road  in  question  as  situate  in  B.  and  to  be  repaired  by  B.  No  dispute  as  to 
the  boundary  of  the  two  parishes  was  brought  before  the  cammiswionerB,  nor  did  they 
assume  to  settle  any  question  of  boundary.  After  the  award,  as  before,  the  inhabitants 
of  A.  continued  to  repair.  Held,  that  the  foimer  conviction  was  conclusive  evidenoe 
against  A.  that  the  road  was  situate  in  that  parish ;  and  that  the  commiaBioners,  having 
no  jurisdiction  to  set  out  a  road  not  situate  in  B^  their  award  did  not  shift  the  liability 
from  A.  to  B.    Regina  v.  Nether  HaUam,  zzix.

14.  Order  of  justices—Interested  justice-^  {r  6  Will,  IV.  c.  50,  ss,  94,  95— Owlf. 
The  95th  section  of  the  5  &  6  Will.  lY.  c.  50,  imposes  a  ministerial,  and  not  a  judicial, 
duty  upon  justices  to  direct  an  indictment  to  be  preferred  for  non-repair  of  a  \u^ 
way,  where  the  liability  to  repair  is  simply  denied  by  the  party  sommoned  before 
them.  An  order  made  by  such  justices  is  good,  although  it  subsequently  appear  that 
one  of  them  is  interested  in  the  subject-matter  of  the  order.  Regina  v.  7^  Justices 
of  Surreyj  xi.

15.  Order  directing  railu)ay  company  to  repair  higkwag.  An  order  of  justices  under 
Stat.  8  &  9  Vict  c.  20,  s.  58,  directing  a  railway  company  to  repair  damage  done  by 
them  to  a  road  in  the  course  of  making'  the  railway,  need  not  specify  the  particubrs 
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"of  the  damage,  nor  wliat  repaire  were  to  be  done ;  it  is  snfBcient  if  it  states  the  length 
of  the  damaged  part  of  the  road,  and  directs  the  company  to  make  good  all  damage 
done.     The  London  and  Northtoesiem  Rmhoay  Co.  ▼.  WelhercMy  iL  26ft. 

16.  The  <H^er  and  conviction  for  disobedience  of  it,  may  inclnde  several  highways 
in  the  same  parisL    Ih, 

1 7.  Cotis  of  an  indictment  for  non-repair,  Hie  costs  of  an  indictment  against  a 
parish  for  non-repair  of  a  highway  are  not  recoverable  by  distress  against  the  surveyor, 
hot  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fands  which  the  sorveyors  may  have  in  their  hands,  or 
which  they  may  levy  Ibr  the  purpose.  In  re  The  Surveyors  of  Highways  of  Tryddyn^ 
xxiv.  152. 

18.  Information  against  township — Overseen^  liabUity  for  costs.  At  the  hearing  of 
an  infonnation  against  a  township  for  non-repair  of  a  highway,  the  surveyor,  on  behalf 
of  the  township,  denied  the  obligation  to  repair,  whereupon  the  justices  ordered  an 
indictment  to  be  preferred  at  the  quarter  sessions,  under  5  &  6  WilL  IV.  c.  50,  s.  95. 
Tlie  indictment  was  preferred  against  the  township,  and  a  verdict  of  guilty  recorded, 
and  flie  justices  made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  prosecutor's  costs  out  of  the 
Idghway-rate.  The  overseers  neglected  to  pay  the  costs.  Held^  that  section  108  did 
not  authorize  the  justices  to  issue  their  warrant  of  distress  against  the  goods  of  the 
overseers  for  such  neglect  to  pay  the  costs.  Regina  v.  The  Justices  of  Flintshire^

V.  lAaJnlity  for  Injuries  occasioned  by  Hon-repair, 

1.  Trmtees  for  repair  of  road — Death  by  their  neglect — Manslaughter.  Trustees 
appointed,  under  a  local  act,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  roads  in  the  district, 
with  power  to  contract  for  executing  such  repairs,  are  not  chargeable  with  man- 
slaughter, if  a  penon,  unng  one  of  such  roads,  is  accidentally  killed  in  consequence 
of  the  road  being  out  of  repair  through  neglect  of  the  trustees  to  contract  for  repair- 
ing.   Regina  v.  Pocock^  zxiv.  190. 

2.  Non-repair  of  bridge — Action  against  county  surveyor.  No  action  will  lie  against 
the  county  surveyor  by  an  individual  to  recover  damages  fbr  a  personal  or  pecuniaty 
injury  resulting  from  the  non-repair  of  a  county  bridge.  Makinnon  v.  Penson^  zxv. 
457. 

S.  Nor,  in  such  a  case,  are  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  liable  to  be  sued  through 
their  surveyor.    Makinnon  Vr  Penson^  zviii.  509. 

VI.  Surveyors, 

1.  Removal  of  encroachment  without  warrant  Where,  in  trespass  for  pulling  down 
a  cottage,  it  appeared  that  plaintiff  had  been  convicted,  un'&er  sect  69  of  stat  5  &  6 
Will.  IV.  c.  50,  of  building  ihe  cottage  so  as  to  encroach  on  the  highway ;  and  defend- 
ant justified,  as  surveyor  of  the  hi^^wi^s,  it  was  hM,  that  sect  69  required  the 
surveyor,  after  a  conviction,  to  remove  the  encroachment  without  a  warrant;  and 
therefore  the  conviction,  though  erroneous,  was  a  defence.  Keane  v.  Reynolds,  zxii. 
288. 

2.  Prescriptive  right  to  take  stones  for  repairs — Trespass,  A  surveyor  of  highways 
cannot  justify  a  trespass  under  a  prescriptive  right,  or  a  custom,  to  take  stones  from 
the  waste,  whether  adj<Mning  the  seashore  between  high  and  low-water  mark,  or 
otherwise,  for  the  puipose  of  repairing  the  highways  of  the  parish.  Padwick  v. 
Knighty  xvi  573. 

S.  Expenses  for  defending  appeals — Action — Public  policy — Incoming  and  outgoing 
surveyor.  The  defendant,  as  surveyor  of  highways,  had  incurred  lai^  legal  expenses 
in  defending  certain  appeals  against  orders  for  stopping  up  highways,  without  the 
previous  sanction  of  the  parish.    At  a  meeting  of  the  vestry,  where  his  accounts  were 
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gone  into,  th«  items  for  tSieee  expenses  were  objected  to,  and  opposifiofi  was  tiireatened 
to  be  made  to  his  aecounta  before  the  justices.  The  defi^ndant  nltamat^  offered  to 
pay  50/.  in  discharge  of  the  attorney's  bill  for  costs,  if  no  opposition  were  offbred  to 
the  passing  of  his  accounts  before  the  magistmtes.  The  TesCry  accepted  the  offer, 
and  the  phuntiff  and  other  vestrymen  signed  a  minnte  to  the  abore  effect.  They 
also  entered  and  signed  a  minnto  at  the  foot  of  the  defendant's  account,  that  iht  M 
was  to  be  paid  to  his  successor  in  office,  who  happened  to  be  the  pbdntiffl  The 
accounts  were  passed  without  opposition,  but  the  defendant  did  not  pay  the  501.  Hie 
plaintiff  consequently  sued  him  for  it  in  the  county  court  HM,  that  there  was  no 
evidence  of  any  contract  with  the  phuntiff  alone  to  entitle  him  to  maintain  an  action 
alone  for  the  !>0L ;  that  if  the  50/.  was  to  be  treated  as  part  of  the  balance  of  the 
public  money  in  the  hands  of  the  outgmng  surreyor,  the  method  of  reeovering  it  was 
not  by  action  but  by  summary  application  under  the  statute  5  &  6  Wiil.  IV.  c.  50, 
s.  103 ;  semhlef  that  tiie  arrangement  with  the  Testry  was  illegal  as  cooCrary  to  puUie 
policy,    ^tham  t.  CoiUier^  is.  Sf  1. 

YIL  AKsceSaneous  Cases, 

1.  Appeal  from  order  of  justices.  The  Highway  Act,  6  &  6  WQL  lY.  c.  SO,  sl  88, 
gives  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  two  justices,  as  to  diverting  or  stopping  up  a  high- 
way, provided  for  by  s.  84.  By  s.  89  the  quarter  sessions  are  to  empanel  a  juiy, 
who  are  to  determine  three  points  therein  specified.  Hddf  that  an  appeal  is  given 
against  the  certificate  of  the  justices,  and  the  sessions  have  jurisdictioD  on  such 
appeal  to  decide  upon  any  substantial  defect  appearing  on  the  face  of  the  eertifieate, 
and  are  not  limited  to  trying  by  a  jury  the  three  questions  specified  in  aectioQ  89 
Heldf  also,  that  a  certificate  under  the  statute  is  defective  if  it  does  not  state  upon  ks 
face  that  all  the  particulars  required  by  section  84  have  been  complied  with.  Rcyina 
V.  The  Justices  of  WoreestersJurej  xxv.  150. 

2.  Duty  of  commissioners  of  sewers  to  fence  higkwcnf.  The  defendants,  coomus- 
sioners  of  sowers,  were  the  owners  of,  alkd  had  the  powers  of  oontral  and  repair  over, 
an  ancient,  open,  and  unfisnced  sewer  which  ran  beside  a  public  highway.  Bddy  thai 
it  was  not  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  fence  the  sewer,  and  that  they  were, 
therefore,  not  liable  to  a  person  passing  along  the  highway  for  injuries  sustained  by 
him  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  a  fence.  Comwell  t.  The  Metropolitan  Commis- 
sioners of  Sewers,  zxx.  548. 

8.  Metropolitan  Building  Act,  The  provisions  of  the  Metropolitan  Building  Act 
vested  in  the  official  referees  the  sole  jurisdiction  of  determining  questions  connected 
with  building  operations,  but  did  not  extend  it  to  the  decision  of  other  matten  in 
which  the  puUio  is  interested,  and,  consequently,  the  right  of  a  justice  to  give  redress 
under  the  Metropolitan  raving  Act  in  case  of  encroachment  on  a  public  way  vested 
in  the  paving  commissioners,  was  not  taken  away  by  the  Building  Act  Reyitus  v. 
Ingham^  x.  S78. 

4.  Obstructum  of  private  way  by  raUway  companf — Action.  Ihe  6th  and  55lh  see- 
tions  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  8  &  9  Vict  c.  20,  take  away  the 
remedy  by  action  for  an  obstruction  of  a  private  way  by  a  railway  company,  unles 
special  damage  has  been  suffered.  Watkins  v.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  Cb.  vi 
179. 

5.  Ancient  highway  made  a  turnpike  by  statute — TVom  roads — Nuisance — TndictmenL 
By  act  of  parliament,  an  ancient  highway,  running  over  land  the  property  of  &,  was 
made  turnpike.  On  each  side  of  the  road,  afler  the  passdng  of  the  act,  cofiietiea  were 
worked  by  8. ;  and  he  had  from  time  to  time  made  railways  and  tram  roads  across  the 
highway,  for  conveyance  of  the  coals  to  and  from  the  coBieries,  and  to  an  adjoining 
navigable  river.  In  1  &  2  Geo.  lY.  a  new  turnpike  act  passed,  for  repairing  the  same 
highway.    Afler  the  passing  of  this  act,  S.  continued  one  of  the  former  tram  roads. 
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aad  made  new  rail  and  tram  roads  acrosa  the  highway,  for  the  lame  purpose  as  before. 
By  a  claose  in  this  act,  a  penalty,  recoverable  on  summary  conviction,  was  imposed 
on  any  person  who  should  make  imy  rail  or  tram  road  upon  or  across  the  said  turn- 
pike road,  "  without  the  consent  of  the  said  trustees,  or  legal  authority,"  or  should 
continue  such  rail  or  tram  load^  after  such  consent  should  be  withdrawn.  On  indict- 
ment a^nst  6.  for  a  nuisance  in  making  and  continuing  one  of  his  said  rafbroads,  aft»r 
the  passing  of  the  lasti-mentioned  act,  it  was  heid^  that  such  making  and  continuing 
were  an  indictable  nuisance,  aad  that  no  inference  to  the  contrary  could  be  drawn 
from  the  ftcts  of  the  case,  or  the  words  of  the  last  act    Begina  t.  Ckarlesworth,  xzii. 

i^.  To  do  the  work  complained  of,  the  turnpike  road  was  dug  into,  but  filled  up 
again,  aad  restored  to  its  fonner  state,  except  that  the  rail  or  tram  road  remained, 
forming  a  groove  of  wood,  adapted  to  the  wheels  of  carnages,  and  which  groove  was 
sunk  into  the  road,  aad  did  not  anywhere  rise  above  its  leveL  Held^  after  a  general 
verdict  of  guilty,  that  the  court  could  not  (on  a  special  case  empowering  them  to  draw 
inferences  as  a  jury)  pronounce  the  injury  created  by  this  work  too  slight  and  uncer- 
tain to  be  a  subject  of  indictment    lb. 

7.  The  7  Gea  lY.  c.  117,  gives  no  power  to  commissioners  to  alter  the  level  of 
streets.    Brown  v.  Clegji  vL  334.

1«  Illegal  seizure  of  weighing  machine  by  inspector.  Under  the  28th  section  of  t£e 
5  3c  6  Will  IV.  c  63,  an  inspector  of  wdghts  and  measures  is  not  authorized  to  seixe 
and  take  away  as  forfeited^  a  weighing  machine  found  to  be  incorrect  and  unjust,  and 
although  an  inspector,  who  has  illegally  seized  a  weighing  machine,  under  a  bond  Jide 
belief  that  he  was  acting  for  the  time  under  the  authority  of  the  act,  is  entitled  to  the 
protection  afibrdad  by  the  39th  section,  yet  under  the  40th  section  such  protection 
does  not  extend  to  entitle  the  inspector  to  a  verdict  in  aa  action  against  him  for  the 
illegal  suzure.     Thomas  v.  Stephenson,  xviii.  345.

I.  JExecution  and  Probate  of  Wills  and  Codicils ;  Validity ;  Conditions. 

1.  Unsatisfactory  probate— Production  of  original  wiU.  The  probate  of  a  will  not 
oeing  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  court  that  the  testator's  will  was  so  set  out  as  to  enable 
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them  to  constrtte  it  correctly,  the  court  required  the  production  of  tlie  original,  sad 
did  not  confine  its  attention  to  the  probate.    Manning  v.  Purcdlj  xxxi.  45^. 

2.  Will  hy  lunatic.  In  1815,  the  deceased  was  placed  in  confinement  as  a  lunatic, 
and  there  remained  till  181 7,  when  he  was  released.  In  1920,  lie  made  a  rational 
will,  which  was  written  for  him  by  his  mother.  In  1822,  he  was  again  placed  ta 
confinement,  and  so  remained  till  his  death,  in  1849.  In  18S8,  he  wasfbund,  odi 
commission,  to  have  been  c^  unsound  mind,  without  lucid  interval,  nnce  1815.  On 
the  evidence,  the  win  pronounced  for.    Bannatyne  v.  Bannatynty  xiv.  581. 

8.  Probate  of  unexecuted  draft — Lunatic,  A.  became  pT  ctnsonnd  mind,  and  iHiile 
in  that  state  destroyed  his  will.  He  recovered,  and  gave  directions  for  the  preparation 
of  another  will,  to  the  same  effect  as  the  will  destroyed.  Before  this  was  prepared,  he 
destroyed  himself!  Probate  granted  of  the  tmexecuted  draft  of  the  original  wiH  /n 
Mtf  Goods  of  David  Downer,  xxvi.  600. 

4.  Scotch  probate,  A  Scotch  probate  is  not  recognized  by  tiie  EngKsli  court  cf 
chancery.    M* Donald  v.  Bryce,  xvii.  805. 

5.  Production  of  all  the  attesting  witnesses.  The  party  propounding  a  will  b  hound 
to  produce  all,  however  numerous,  the  attesting  witnesses,  if  he  asks  for  puHlicatioB 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term  probatory.     Wiggins  v.  Higgins,  xxiv-.  600. 

6.  Second  testamentary  paper  written  on  same  sheet  wiflh  will,  A  will  and  second  testa- 
mentary paper  were  written  on  the  same  sheet  of  paper;  the  will  was  duly  executed, 
but  the  other  paper  was  merely  ngned  by  the  testatrix.  Probate  of  the  will  alone 
decreed.    In  the  Goods  of  Taylor,  ix.  582. 

7.  Revocation  hy  codicil — Revival.  A.  D.  left  a  will  and  fbnr  codicils.  The  fifst 
codicil  substituted  legacies  of  stock  for  money  legacies ;  the  second  revoked  tte  ap- 
pointment of  an  executor  and  trustee,  and  named  another  person  as  executor  and 
trustee  in  his  place ;  the  third  gave  legacies  to  the  executors  and  trustees  s^pointed 
by  the  will  and  second  codicil ;  the  fourth  directed  the  sale,  by  tlie  executors  and 
trustees  named  in  the  will,  of  an  estate  devised  by  the  will,  and  the  investment  c£  the 
proceeds,  upon  certain  trusts,  and  ratified  and  confirmed  the  will  in  every  reelect, 
except  as  revoked  and  altered  by  the  first  codicil.  Held,  that  the  will  and  the  fest 
and  fourth  codicils  only  were  entitled  to  probate.    In  the  Goods  of  Dendy,  vi.  584. 

8.  Will  of  wife  of  a  convict.  On  afiidavit  satisfying  the  crown  that  the  property 
passing  under  the  will  has  been  acquired  ance  the  conviction  of  the  husband,  probate 
granted  of  the  will  of  a  woman,  wife  of  a  convict  who  has  received  a  tkket  of  leave. 
In  the  Goods  (^Martin,  v.  686. 

9.  Reference  in  one  will  to  another.  Reference  was  made  in  a  will  to  a  will,  probate 
of  which  had  been  granted  by  the  court  in  Dublin,  and  wl^eh  was  in  tbe  registiy  of 
that  court,  the  legatee  for  life  under  the  former  will  being  described  as  the  tenant 
of  certain  estates  devised  in  the  latter.  In  the  circumstances,  the  court  allowed  the 
probate  of  the  former  to  pass,  containing  only  extracts  from  the  latter,  the  accuracy 
of  such  extracts  being  verified  by  affidavit  of  the  solicitor.  In  the  Goods  ofiTkt  Dow- 
ager Countess  of  Limerick,  v.  583. 

10.  Unexecuted  draft  of  wiU — Second  wiU — Codicils — Revocation,  A  testator  Icfl 
an  unexecuted  drafl  of  a  will,  and  also  a  will  of  later  date,  appended  to  whicb  were 
two  codicils.  The  first  will  had  been  destroyed  animo  revocandL  The  first  codicil 
of  the  later  will  referred  distincdy  to  the  former  will,  showing  an  intention  to  revive 
it  Held,  that  the  codicils  alone  were  entitled  to  probate.  Semble,  that  the  draft  cf 
the  first  will,  if  propounded,  would  not  be  entitled  to  probate.  Hale  v.  Tbfes/cnTe,  v. 
574. 

11.  Wills  made  by  an  Englishman  in  England  and  France — DomicU,  A,  an  Eng- 
lishman by  birth,  made  an  English  will,  in  1843,  being  then  in  England,  and  he  made 
a  French  will,  in  1848,  when  he  was  in  France.  He  possessed  lai^  real  and  personal 
estate  in  England,  a  house  and  other  inconsiderable  property  in  France.  An  allega- 
tioii  propounding  the  will  of  1848,  and  pleading  A  to  have  been  domiciled  in  France, 
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was  admitted,  when  an  act  on  petition  was  brought  in  on  behalf  of  the  person  inter- 
ested under  the  will  of  1843,  submitting  that,  in  the  circum||ance8,  the  will  of  1848, 
if  valid,  did  not  revoke  the  will  of  1843.  Held^  that  the  domicil  was  the  only  question 
before  the  conrt,  and  that  the  bringing  in  the  petition  was  contrary  to  the  pracdcoi 
and  must  be  rejected.    LaaeuvUU  v.  Anderaon^  vL  596. 

.  12.  Evidence  of  one  wUtMSs  denying  presence  o/testaior.  Positive  evidence  of  one 
of  the  subscribing  witnesses  negativing  the  fact  of  signing,  or  acknowledgment  of  the 
signature  by  the  deceased  in  his  presence,  in  the  absence  of  circumstances  raising  any 
presumption  of  his  being  mistaken,  will  compel  the  court  to  pronounce  against  the 
due  execution  of  a  testamentary  paper.    Noding  v<  Alliaton,  iL  594. 

13.  CodicU  executed  after  teMator  had  become  of  wmound  mind.  A.  ddy  executed 
«  win ;  and  af);erwards,  having  become  of  unsound  mind,  made  a  codicil,  by  which  he 
gave  the  whole  of  his  property  to  his  housekeeper,  naming  no  execute.  This  uni- 
Yenal  legatee,  after  having  been  cited  to  propound  the  codicil,  appeared  and  refused 
80  to  do,  but  consented  to  the  probate  of  the  will  alo^e,  and  probate  of  the  will  was 
decreed.    Knight  v.  BichanU,  xxiL  635. 

14.  A  codicil  revoking  all  testamentary  instruments,  is  entitled  to  probate.  BrenchUy 
▼.  Lynn,  ix.  563. 

15.  Signing  on  separate  page — WiUs  Act.  A  will,  written  on  six  pages  of  foolscap 
paper,  was  signed  aft  the  bottom  of  each  page  l^  the  testatrix ;  the  attesting  clause  waa 
oa  the  seventh  page,  where  her  name  was  again  written.  None  of  the  witnesses  saw 
her  mgn  her  name  in  any  place  except  on  the  seventh  page.

16.  Alterations — Signature  of  testator  and  witnesses  in  margin.  Where  the  signature 
of  the  testator  and  the  subscription  of  the  witnesses  are  made  in  the  margin  of  the 
will,  near  the  alterations,  the  court  will  decree  probate  of  the  will  with  the  alterations, 
without  requiring  any  affidavit  as  to  the  time  when  the  alterations  were  made.  Jn  re 
Wingrove^  i.

1 7.  Subscription  without  words  of  attestation.  The  subscription  of  the  witnesses 
without  any  words  of  attestation  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  1  Vict  c.  26,  s.  9.

18.  Witnesses  unable  to  swear  to  what  testator  wrote — Paper  identified.  The  sub- 
scribing witnesses  to  a  will,  examined  two  years  afier  the  transaction,  deposed  to 
seeing  the  deceased  write  on  a  paper,  and  to  their  signing  such  paper,  but  they  would 
not  swear  to  what  he  wrote  being  his  name,  nor  the  name  of  the  deceased  being  on 
the  will  when  they  so  subscribed.  They  identified  the  paper  subscribed  by  them,  on 
which  was  the  signature  of  the  deceased.  The  attestation  clause  was  full,  and  the 
deceased  knew  the  requisites  of  execution.  Held^  that  the  will  was  entitled  to  probate.

19.  Testimonium  clause — Witness  sigmng  at  side  of  will.  A  testimonium  clause,  or 
any  thing  equivalent  to  it,  is  not  a  necessary  part  of  a  will ;  but  where  it  is  omitted  the 
proof  must  be  clear  that  the  witnesses  signed  as  such,  in  testator's  presence  and  at  his 
request  One  called  by  a  testator  to  witness  his  will  signed  his  name  at  the  side,  and 
not  below  the  body  of  the  writing.  Held,  to  be  a  ^  subscribing,"  within  the  Statute 
of  Frauds.

20.  R&attestcUion — Acknowledgment.  A.  desired  the  subscribing  witnesses  to  his 
will  to  put  their  names  to  it  again,  pointing  out  to  them  certun  alterations.  They 
did  so,  but  without  A's  again  signing.  Held,  a  good  reexecution  byadcnowledgment 
In  the  Goods  of  DeweU,  xxvi.  603. 

21.  Attesting  witness — Two  unable  to  write.  Where  a  will  was  witnessed  by  two 
persons  who  could  not  write,  and  two  other  persons  also  subjoined  their  names  as  wit- 
nesses, it  was  heldj  that  the  latter  two  must  be  taken  to  have  signed,  not  as  attesting 
the  signatures  of  the  marksmen,  but  as  witnesses  to  the  will,and  that  they  consequently 
could  not  take  a  legacy  under  it     Wigan  v.  Rowland^  xxi.  132.       « 
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22.  Signatwr€-^^Fooicrend*'ofwiajinlVieLc,2By8.9.  The  words  "foot  or  end ** 
in  1  Vict  c.  26,  s.  9,  m^|n  what  the  ordinary  understanding  of  mankind  would  believe 
to  be  the  foot  or  end ;  what  might  be*  fairly  deemed  the  condusion  of  the  will.  Every 
signature  to  a  will  is  sufficient  in  law,  where  an  ordinary  person  intending  hon&fidt 

'  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  statute,  would  in  conformity  with  the  dictates  of 
common  sense,  place  that  signature.    In  ike  Goods  of  Smithy  ix,  573. 

23.  MThere  in  a  will  the  signature  is  below  the  attestadon  clause,  but  not  on  the 
same  side  with  the  conduaon  of  the  dispositive  part  of  the  will,  or  testimonium  clause, 
the  will  is  not  duly  signed,  unless  the  attestation  clause  follow  the  conclusion  of  the 
dispositive  part,  or  testimonium  clause  immedi^jtely,  and  without  leaving  a  space  for 
the  signature  of  the  testator.    Lemann  y.  Lemann,  vi.  598. 

24.  Execution  of  by  initiaU.  If  the  attestation  clause  in  a  will  recites  that  the  tes- 
tator has  made  his  mark,  it  is  good,  though  the  testator  writes  his  initials  instead  of 
making  a  mark.

25.  Blank  between  end  of  mil  and  attestation  clause.  Though  there  occurs  i  consid- 
erable blank  space  between  the  termination  of  the  body  of  a  will  and  the  attestation 
clause  and  signature  of  the  testator  and  witnesses,  yet  the  will  may  be  admitted  to  pro- 
bate.

26.  CodicU  signed  on  second  page — Word  *^  witness*'  on  first  page,  A  codicil,  the 
signature  to  which  is  on  the  top  of  the  second  page,  the  codicil  on  tiie  first  page,  leav- 
ing a  blank  space  more  than  sufficient  for  such  signature,  but  with  only  the  vrord 
"  witness  "  thereon  is  sufficiently  signed  "  at  the  foot  or  end  thereof,"  and  is  entitkd 
to  probate.    Jermyn  v.  Hervey,  i.  633. 

27.  Paper  inform  of  bill  of  exchange,  £.  N.,  on  his  death  bed,  gave  directions  fx 
the  writing  a  paper  in  the  form  of  a  bill  of  exchange  upon  his  agents,  and  this  pi^ 
was  signed  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  who  attested  and  subscribed  the  same. 
The  allegation  propounding  such  paper  as  a  codicil  was  admitted.  Jones  r.  Nichohy,

28.  Informal  oodicU  by  seamen  engaged  with  enemy.  An  informal  codicil  made  by 
a  seaman  engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  on  board  ship,  but  in  a  river  beyond  the  flax 
and  reflux  of  the  tide,  is  valid,  under  the  1  Yict  c.  26,  s.  11.  In  the  Goods  of  Austen, 
xviii.  598. 

29.  Insanity,  how  tested — Testator  a  Mohammedan.    A  native  of  England,  who  had 
lived  long  in  the  East,  and  was  familiar  with  eastern  habtts  and  superstitions,  and  pro- 
fessed his  belief  in  the  Mohanmiedan  religion,  died  in  England  leaving  a  wxO,  which, 
after  various  legacies,  gave  the  residue  to  the  poor  of  Constantinople,  and  also  towards 
erecting  a  cenotaph  in  that  city,  inscribed  with  his  name,  and  bearing  a  light  perpetu- 
ally burning  therein.    The  prerogative  court  having,  chiefly  on  the  ground  of  this 
bequest,  and  partly  on  parol  evidence  of  the  wild  and  extravagant  language  oC  tlia 
testator,  pronounced  him  to  be  of  unsound  mind  when  the  will  was  made,  it  was  keld^  re- 
Tersing  that  decision,  that  as  the  insanity  attributed  to  the  deceased  was  not  mono- 
mania, but  a  general  mental  derangement,  as  the  proper  mode  of  testing  the  allegation 
was  to  review  the  life,  habits,  and  opinions  of  the  testator,  on  such  a  review  there  was 
nothing  absurd  or  irrational  in  the  bequest,  or  any  thing  in  his  conduct,  at  the  date  of 
the  will,  indicating  derangement ;  and  therefore  the  will  was  admitted  to  probate. 
Austen  v.  Graham,  xxix.  38. 

SO.  Seaman's  will.  Letters  of  a  testamentary  character,  bearing  date  the  day  a 
mariner  shipped  on  board  a  vessel  that  did  not  leave  port  for  fifteen  days  afler,  and 
not  proved  to  have  been  written  aboard  the  ship,  were  not  admitted  to  probate  under 
Wills  Act,  sect  11.    In  the  goods  of  Henry  Corby,  xxix.  604. 

31.  Validity,  A  bequest  is  not  void  by  reason  of  a  mistaken  supposition  on  the 
part  of  the  testator  of  being  under  legal  liability.    Ham's  WiU,  viii.  99. 

32.  Undue  Influence.  Circumstances  under  which  it  was  held  that  the  influenca 
exercised  by  the  wife  in  procuring  a  will  was  not  undue.    Stulz  v.  Schaffle,  XTiii.  576, 
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53.  ControL  Control,  aa  distinguished  from  undue  influence,  is  connected  intli 
duress  or  fear.    /& 

84.  Impdrtunity,  Importunity,  to  have  legal  effect,  must  be  in  such  a  degree  as  to 
take  awaj  free  agency  from  tbe  testator.    lb. 

35.  Costa,  Where  unnecessary  evidence  to  a  great  amount  is  produced,  though  it 
was  necessary  to  prove  the  will  in  soleom  form,  no  costs  will  be  allowed.    1  b, 

36.  Wm  prepared  by  a  medical  man  far  his,  patient  for  his  own  benefit.  Where  a 
will  is  prepared  and  written  by  a  medical  man  in  attendance  on  a  testatrix,  at  that 
time  dangerously  ill,  and  without  professional  advice,  by  which  he  »  made  the  princi- 
pal object  of  the  testatrix's  bounty,  to  the  exdusicm  of  her  near  relations,  a  court  of 
justice,  regarding  the  subsisting  relation  of  a  medical  man  and  patient,  will  view  his 
conduct  with  the  utmost  jealousy,     GreviUe  v.  Tylee,  xxiv.  53. 

37.  Two  fcills.  Evidence  may  be  admitted  to  rebut  the  presumptions  arising 
against  the  latter  of  two  wills  executed  on  two  meoemre  days.  Bryan  n  Whitej  v. 
579. 

38.  Condition — Lawfid  and  vnlaxiful  meant.  A  conditioii  ia  a  will  is  not  void 
simply  because  it  may  lead  a  party  to  attempt,  by  unh&wAil  means,  to  obtain  that 
which  it  was  meant  by  the  condition  that  he  should  obtain  by  lawful  means.  Other- 
wise, if  corrupt  or  unlawfbl  means  are  those  which  must  necessarily  or  naturally  be 
supposed  to  be  the  ones  to  which  the  party  intends  to  resoi^  Egerton  v.  Brownlaw, 
viL  170. 

39.  Restriction  agaijtst  female  Uffotee  becoming  a  nun — Forfeiture  of  legacy.  A  tea* 
tator  declared  that  in  case  his  daughter  should  take  the  veil,  become  a  nun,  continue 
to  reside  in  a  convent,  or  in  any  other  way  associate  herself  permanently  with  any 
Roman  Catholic  establishment  of  that  nature,  she  should  forfeit  the  bequest  given  her 
by  his  will ;  and  he  thereby,  in  that  case,  revoked  the  said  bequest ;  and  to  prevent 
any  portion  of  his  property  from  being  appropriated  to  other  purposes  than  the  benefit 
of  his  £unily,  excluded  his  said  daughter  from  all  reversionary  advantages  from  his 
wilL  The  daughter  having  associated  herself  with  a  convent,  the  trustees  paid  the 
money  into  court  under  the  Trustee  Act  Upon  petition  by  the  daughter,  it  was  keld^ 
that  the  condition  imposed  was  a  lawful  condition,  although  the  will  contained  no  be* 
quest  over,  and  that  the  legatee  had  forfeited  all  claim  to  the  legacy.  In  re  Dickson^ 
L  149. 

40.  Condition  in  restraint  of  marriage.  A  general  condition  in  restrttnt  of  marriage 
n  good  with  respect  to  the  testator's  widow^  but  not  good  with  respect  to  any  other 
woman.    JJoyd  v.  Lloydf  z.  189. 

II.  Mtedescription ;  Vneertamty, 

1.  Identity  of  person.  Where,  in  case  of  misdescription,  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the 
identity  of  the  person,  the  intention  of  the  testator  may  be  presumed  and  the  legacy 
passes.    Ford  v.  BatUy,  xxiii.  257. 

2.  Where  a  testator  described  one  of  his  legatees  as  "  Vincent,  son  of  my  uncle 
Peter,"  and  it  was  shown  that  said  Peter  had  two  sons  only,  neither  of  whom  was 
named  *'  Vincent,"  and  with  whom  the  testator  was  not  intimate,  but  that  another 
uncle  had  a  son  George  Vincent,  intimate  with  the  testator,  and  by  whom  he  was 
called  "  Vincent "  only,  the  court  held  that  said  George  Vincent  was  entitled  to  the 
legacy.    Bemasconi  v.  Atkinson^  xxiii.  207  ;  affirming  B.  c.  xvii.  103. 

3.  Specific  bequesL.  A  testatrix,  the  owner  of  four  Spanish  certificates  of  inscrip- 
tion, of  the  nominal  value  of  1,000/.  each,  redeemable  for  550/.,  bequeathed  to  trustees 
the  sum  of  2,000/.  Spanish  bonds  or  coupons,  belonging  to  her,  in  trust  for  A  B. 
The  testatrix  had  no  Spanish  bonds  or  coupons.  She,  during  her  life,  was  accustomed 
to  describe  her  certificates  as  **  of  500/.  each,"  and  the  four  as  **  securities  for  2,000/." 
Jleldf  first,  that  the  legatee  was  entided  to  two  only  of  the  certificates  of  1,000/.  each,

the' flame  being  sufHciently  described  as  bonds  or  coupons;  and,  second] j,  fliat  evi- 
dence of  the  expressions  used  by  the  testatiix  was  not  admisable  to  explain  ^ 
bequest    Horwood  v.  Griffith,  xxiii.  411. 

4.  Extrinsic  evidence.  A  bequest  of  500/.  to  the  Westminster  Asylum  for  pregnant 
women.  Held,  upon  extrinsic  evidence,  and  context  of  the  will,  without  any  inqmry, 
a  gift  to  "  The  General  Lying-in  Hospital."  The  General  Lying4n  Hospital  t.  Knigh^ 
xi.  191. 

5.  Misdescription  of  sex.  Three  sons  and  a  daughter,  the  only  children  of  A  B 
who  were  living  at  the  date  of  the  will,  and  at  the  death  of  the  testator,  held  entitled 
to  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  four  sons  of  A  B.    Lane  v.  Green,  v.  225. 

6.  A  bequest  to  one,  described  ks  the  testator's  niece,  and  daughter  of  his  late 
sister,  will  go  to  his  nephew,  who  is  the  only  child  which  his  only  and  deceased  sister 
ever  had.    In  re  Rickit*s  Trust,  xxi.  66. 

7.  Extraneous  evidence.  Uncertainty  in  a  will  caused  by  the  omisdon  of  a  chiisdaa 
name,  may  be  removed  by  evidence.    Phillips  v.  Barker,  xxiii.  599. 

8.  The  meaning  of  the  testator,  in  case  of  doubtful  description,  must  be  gathered    ' 
from  the  words  of  the  will,  and  not  from  extraneous  evidence ;  the  case  where  the 
words  are  equally  incorrect  as  applied  to  two  different  persons  may  be  an  excepdoa 
to  this  rule.    Douglas  y.  Fellows,  xxiii.  238. 

9.  The  will  of  a  testator  contained  the  clauses  following :  ^  Let  my  debts  be  paid. 
Let  all  my  goods  and  chattels  be  sold,  and  the  fund  accumulated,  except  so  fiyr  as  is 
needed  for  the  comfortable  settlement  of  the  family,  except  200/.  a  year  to  be  laid  by 
as  a  marriage  portion  for  my  daughter  A.  A.  C.  My  son  E.  C.  C  is  heir  to  the  whole 
real  estate."  Held,  that  the  above  directions  were  void  for  uncertainty,  and  that  the 
testator  was  to  be  taken  to  have  died  intestate,  both  as  to  his  real  and  personal  estate. 
Jackson  V.  Craig,  iii.  1 78. 

10.  The  court  will  not  adopt  an  intestacy  for  uncertainty,  except  in  the  veiy  last 
resort    Bemasconi  v.  Atkinson,  xvii.  103 ;  Boys  v.  Bradley,  xvii.  132. 

11.  Uncertainty  as  affecting  gift.  The  court  will  not  hold  a  testamentai/  dispodtion 
to  be  void  for  uncertainty,  if  there  is  a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty  as  to  the  tes- 
tator's intention.  Therefore,  where  a  testatrix  bequeathed  a  legacy  to  the  wife  of  a 
peraon  by  the  name  of  one  of  their  daughters,  an  infant  of  tender  years.  It  was  hdd, 
on  claim  by  the  husband  and  wife,  that  they,  and  not  the  daughter,  were  entitled  to 
the  legacy,  and  that  the  gift  was  not  void  for  uncertainty.    Adams  v.  Jones,  ix.  260. 

12.  Devise  of  estate  in  B — Two  estates  in  B,  one  in  trust.  A  devised  his  estate  in  B 
to  C.  It  appeared  that  he  had  two  estates  in  B,  one  of  which  both  A  and  his  fiither 
had  treated  as  if  held  in  trust  for  fifty  years  or  more  for  the  benefit  of  a  Catholic 
priest  Held,  that  C  took  a  beneficiary  estate,  and  that  A  must  be  taken  to  have 
devisied  to  him  therefore  that  estate  which  he  held  for  his  own  benefit,  and  not  diat 
which  he  held  in  trust    Blundell  v.  Gladstone,  xii.  52. 

in.  Interlineations,  Erasures,  and  Cross  Unez» 

1.  Presumed  to  have  been  made  after  execution.  Where  in  a  wiQ  there  were 
erasures  and  interlineations  in  the  handwriting  of  the  testator,  It  was  held,  that  in  the 
absence  of  evidence,  they  must  be  taken  to  have  been  made  after  the  execution,  and 
to  be  void,  as  relating  to  the  real  estate.    <Stmiii4>fis  ▼.  Rudall,  ii.  97. 

2.  Change  of  name  by  direction  of  testatrix.  The  deceased  duly  executed  Yusr  wBl, 
using  the  name  ^*  Higgins "  in  the  body  of  the  will  and  in  the  signature.  Subse- 
quently the  writer  of  the  will,  by  her  directions,  erased  the  name  *'  Ifig^ns,"  and 
8ubstitute(^ that  of  ^*  Bfiddiog,"  and. the  deceased  re-signed  the  will,  uskig  tlie  name 
'*  Bedding,"  but  there  was  no  reexecution.  Held,  that,  in  the  absence  of  intention  to 
revoke,  the  will  was  entitled  to  probate  as  originally  executed.    In  re  Redding,  t.  624. 

3.  Onus  probandL    Where  an  alteration  or  interlineation  appears  upon  tiie  ftce  of 
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a  will,  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  made  after  the  execution  of  the  will,  and  it  lies 
upon  the  party  setting  up  the  will  to  give  some  evidence  to  rebut  that  presumption. 
Doe  <L  ShaUcross  v.  Palmer ^  vi.  155. 

4.  Different  pen  and  ink.  By  the  Statute  of  Wills,  1  Vict.  c.  26,  s.  1,  obliterations, 
interlineations,  or  other  alterations  in  a  inll,  after  execution,  are  void,  if  not  affirmed 
in  the  margin,  or  otherwise,  by  the  signature  of  the  testator,  and  the  attestation 
of  witnesses,  but  the  mere  circumstance  that  the  amount,  or  the  name  of  the  legatee 
is  inserted  in  different  ink  or  in  a  different  hand,  does  not  constitute  an  alteratioQi  &C., 
within  the  statute.  But  if  there  has  been  an  erasure  on  the  &ce  of  the  will,  and  that 
erasure  has  been  superinduced  by  other  writing,  the  onus  probandi  lies  upon  the  party 
alleging  the  alteration  to  have  been  done  prior  to  execution.    GreviUe  v.  Ty/ee,  xxiv.  53. 

5.  In  the  absence  of  proof,  that  certain  words  in  a  will,  written  with  a  different  pen 
and  in  a  different  ink,  and  in  a  'different  handwriting,  partly  upon  an  erasure,  were 
inserted  prior  to  execution,  so  much  of  such  will,  consisting  of  the  inserted  words, 
which  constituted  a  reversionary  disposition,  pronounced  against    lb. 

6.  Probate  in  blank.  Where  a  testator  bequeathed  a  moiety  of  certain  personal  prop- 
erty to  his  son,  and  the  other  moiety  to  other  persons,  naming  the  son  as  residuary 
legatee,  and  drew  his  pen  across  the  words  containing  the  description  of  the  property 
thus  bequeathed,  and  the  will  was  proved  with  a  blank  as  to  the  description,  the  court 
held  that  it  could  consider  nothing  but  the  probate,  and,  as  the  property  was  unde- 
tenmned,  it  must  all  go  to  the  residuary  legatee.     Taylor  v.  Richardson,  xxui.  178. 

7.  Name  of  testator  and  witnesses  in  margin  opposite  interlineation.  In  1847,  A 
ngularly  executed  his  will ;  two  years  afterwards  he  made  an  interlineation  in  the 
will,  in  the  margin  of  which,  and  oppoate  the  interlineation,  he  and  the  subscribing 
witnesses  to  the  will  placed  their  initials.  Held,  that  the  interlineation  was  to  form 
part  of  the  probate.    In  re  Hinds,  xxiv.  608.    See  also  In  re  Wingrove,  i.  625. 

8.  Cross  lines  over  certain  beqtiests.  Where  cross  lines  are  drawn  over  certain 
bequests  in  a  will,  the  will  must  be  taken  to  have  been  executed  afler  the  cross  lines 
were  drawn,  and  the  only  question  is,  what  is  the  meaning  of  testator ;  and,  in 
general,  such  crossed  bequests  must  be  considered  no  part  of  the  will.  Gann  v. 
Gregory,  xxvii.  459. 

9.  Cancellation — Ink  lines  drawn  across  will — Presumption  in  equity.  When  the 
ecclesiastical  court  grants  probate  of  a  will  of  personalty,  dated  since  the  passing  of 
the  1  Vict.  c.  26,  with  lines  drawn  across  it  in  ink,  the  court  of  chancery  will  presume 
that  the  cancellation  was  made  after  execution,  and  will  treat  it  as  of  no  effect 
Gann  v.  Gregory,  xix.  83* 

lY.  Semoteness. 

1.  Gifts  to  great-grandchildren*  A  testator  gave  his  real  estate  to  trustees  on  trust 
to  apply  the  rents  to  the  use  of  his  daughter  and  her  children  and  their  issue  until 
the  death  of  the  longest  liver  of  the  said  children.  On  that  event,  he  gave  an  estate 
to  his  oldest  living  great-g;randson,  the  residue  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  given 
to  his  grandchildren,  the  dnklren  of  his  daughter.  Held,  that  all  the  above  gifts  for 
the  great^(randchildren  of  the  testator  were  void  for  remoteness,  and  that  by  his 
grandchildren  and  children  of  his  daughter,  in  the  gift  of  the  proceeds  of  the  readue 
of  his  estate,  he  meant  great-grandchildren.    Gooeh  y.  Gooch,  viiL  198. 

2.  Gift  to  son  who  may  be  called  by  a  particular  name.  In  case  of  a  gift  to  A  in 
trust  for  any  son  which  he  may  have  called  B,  when  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  and  if  no  scm  so  called  shall  attain  soch  age,  then  the  gift  to  A  for  his 
own  use,  the  gifi  to  B  being  void  for  remoteness,  A  is  not  entitled  thereto  for  his 
use.    Joy  Y.  AspinwaU,  jam.  458. 

3.  A  bequest  of  certain  sums  to  be  invested  in  the  testator's  name  forever,  the 
interest  to  be  received  by  the  testator's  three  sons.  A,  B,  and  C,  successively  for  life, 
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and  after  the  death  of  tlie  sarvivor  of  them,  to  the  fint  and  oUier  aoiifl  of  A  sbo- 
cessively  for  life ;  then  in  the  same  manner  to  the  sons  of  B,  and  then  the  sons  of  C. 
Heldf  that  after  the  life  estates  to  the  testator's  three  sons,  the  rest  of  the  gifts  were 
void  for  remoteness.    Raphael  v.  Boehm,  xv.  i^Sl. 

4.  Bequest  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  interest  to  A,  B,  and  C  for  their  fireSi 
and  on  the  death  of  each  of  them  one  half  of  the  fund  or  share  to  the  children  of 
each  so  dying,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  the  other  half  to  such  children  ^ 
life  qply,  and  ^erwards  to  their  children  at  twenty-one.  Held^  that  the  gift  to  the 
children  of  the  children  of  A,  B,  and  C  was  void  for  remoteness,  and  that  A,  B,  and 
C  did  not  take  an  ahsolute  interest     Whitehead  v.  Rennettj  xxi.  469. 

5.  Gift  to  trustees  for  E.  W.  for  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  assign,  ftc,  to  aD 
his  children  who  should  be  living  at  his  decease,  and  who  should  be  or  lire  to 
attain  twenty-five,  and  to  apply  the  income  in  the  mean  time  for  their  maiDten&nce. 
£.  W.  died  in  1887,  leaving  eleven  children;  the  testator  died  in  1845.  Foot  only 
of  the  children  of  £.  W.  survived ;  the  youngest  attained  twenly-five  in  1848.  Held, 
that  the  gift  was  not  void  for  remoteness.    Southern  v.  Wollaston,  xix.  453. 

6.  Gift  over  in  event  oftesiatofi  death  without  leaving  issu^  By  indenture  of  marriage 
settlement,  lands  were  settled  to  J.  J.  R.  for  life ;  remainder  to  trustees  for  securing  a 
jointure  and  certain  portions ;  remainder,  in  default  of  issue  male  of  J.  J.  B.  in  tkat 
marriage,  to  J.  J.  R.  in  fee.  By  will,  dated  1816,  J.  J.  R.  devised  all  the  said  heredit- 
aments^ ^*  in  the  event  oi  his  death  without  leaving  issue  by  his  said  wife,**  to  bis  wife 
for  life ;  remainder  to  P.  R.  for  life ;  remainder  to  trustees,  to  sell,  and  pay  to  £.»  (tbe 
petitioner,)  4,000/.^  at  twenty-one,  or  marriage,  '^  and  to  be  a  vejited  interest  then, 
though  payment  might  not  be  possible  till  after  the  deaths  of  his  wifb  and  P.  R. ;  and 
to  pay  and  divide  the  residue  among  such  of  the  other  children  of  P.  R.  as  should  be 
living  at  his  decease,  or  then  dead,  leaving  issue,  the  issue  of  any  such  dead  child  to 
take  the  parent's  share.  Held,  that  the  gift  over,  in  the  event  of  the  testator's  death 
without  leaving  issue,  was  not  void  for  x^moteness.    Rye*B  Settlement^  in  re,  xviL  43. 

7.  FaUure  of  issue.  Where  the  ulterior  lioiitations  in  a  testator's  wiO  depend  on  his 
death  without  leaving  issue,  and  among  those  ulterior  limitations  there  are  provisions 
which  cannot  refer  to  a  general  failure  of  issue,  then  the  failure  will  be  taken  to  be 
a  failure  of  issue  living  at  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  not  a  general  failure  of  issae. 
lb. 

8.  Child  of  nephew  entitled.  A  bequest  *'  to  each  child  that  may  be  bom  to  either 
of  the  children  of  either  of  my  brothers"  to  be  paid  to  each  at  twenty-one,  is  not  a 
gift  to  a  class,  but  to  each  individual  who  may  answer  that  description.  Under  soch  a 
bequest  a  child  of  a  nephew,  the  child  being  bom  six  months  after  the  testator's  deadi, 
was  held  entitled.    Storrs  v.  Benbow,  xxi.  400. 

9.  Trusts  for  maintenance  and  sale.  A  testator  devised  lands  upon  tmst  to  pay  ^e 
rents  and  profits  to  a  tenant  for  life,  and,  after  her  decease  and  until  her  yonngeat  dnld 
should  attain  twenty-five,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  maintenance  of  her  eb9- 
dren,  and,  on  the  youngest  child  attaining  twenty-five,  to  sdl  and  divide  the  pioceeds 
among  all  the  children  of  the  tenant  for  life  then  living,  an^  the  iasne  of  sach  as  should 
be  dead.  Held^  that  the  trust  far  maintenance  was  separable  from  1h&  rest,  and  was 
not  bad  for  remoteness,  whether  the  trust  for  sale  was  so  or  not.  Gooding  v.  Read, 
zxxi.  109. 

10.  Contingency — No  lawful  issue*  Devise  to  E.  the  daughter  of  my  said  aster  A 
for  life,  and  from  and  after  her  decease  to  her  eldest  son  then  living  (if  any) ;  ^aad 
in  case  of  no  lawful  issue  of  any  son,"  to  the  eldest  son  of  my  nephew  J.  W.,  then 
living,  or  unto  the  next  eldest  son  of  my  nephew,  B.,  by  lawful  issue.  '*  And  I  do 
intend  and  purpose  that  the  said  messui^ges  shaU  not  be  sold  or  divided,  but  always 
kept  entire,  and  descend  in  perpetuity  forever  to  the  eldest  heir  at  law  of  J.  and  A' 
£.  died  a  B{»nster.  The  plaintiff  was  the  eUest  son  of  J.  W.,  and  alive  aithenakias 
of  tlie  will;  and,  J.  W.  b^  the  eldest  son  of  J.  and  A.,  and  J.  W.  beiag  de«i,  ths 
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pUintifT  waa  also  the  eldest  heir  at  law  of  J.  and  A.  Beldj  that  by  the  wiU,  on  the 
death  of  £^  a  spinster,  the  estate  passed  to  the  plaintiff;  and  that  the  devise  was  not 
Toid  for  remoteness.    SaxUm  ▼.  Claphamy  xxviii.  143. 

11.  GrandakUdren  and  their  issue.  Where  a  testator  directed  that  on  the  death  of 
each  of  his  grandchildren,  not  necessarily  in  being  at  his  death,  the  issue  of  such 
grandchild  should  take  their  parent's  share  and  also  declared  other  trusts  to  take 
effect  aAer  the  termination  of  die  lives  of  the  said  grandchildren,  it  was  held  that  these 
trusts  were  all  void  for  remoteness.     Gooch  v.  Gooch^  xxL  584. 

12.  Formedon — Estate  tail — Condition  precedent.  A,  by  his  will  devised  certain 
property  to  his  executors,  to  sell  and  pay  debts ;  if  this  proved  insufficient  therefor, 
be  devised  to  them  all  his  other  lands  to  sell  and  pay  ^ebts,  and  divide  the  readue 
among  his  children ;  but  if  the  first  devised  property  proved  sufficient,  &c.,  he  gave  and 
devised  to  his  son  B  his  dwelling-hoose  for  his  natural  life,  and  after  his  death  to  the 

I  issue  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten,  if  more  than  one,  equally  among  them.  A  died  in 
1797«  B  took  possession  of  the  house,  and  in  1798  enfeoffed  R.  in  fee  thereof,  and 
died.  Writ  of  formedon  was  sued  out  within  twenty  years  thereafter.  Held,  that  the 
action  was  not  barred  by  the  statute  3  &  4  Will.  4,  c.  27,  as  the  time  of  limitation  ran 
only  from  the  death  of  B,  and  not  from  1 798,  when  B  ceased  to  receive  the  profits,  as 
B's  right  to  enter  and  receive  them  had  not  been  barred  by  a  neglect  to  enter,  but 
because  he  could  not  enter  against  his  own  feoflTment ;  that  the  limitation  in  the  will 
to  B  for  life,  and  the  issue  of  his  body,  gave  B  an  estate  tail ;  that  that  limitation  was 
tiot  too  remote  to  be  valid,  though  it  depended  upon  the  contingency  whether  the  first 
devised  property  waA  sufficient,  and  ascertained  by  a  sale  to  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
testator's  debts,  as  it  was  to  be  presumed  that  such  sale  would  be  made,  and  sufficiency 
or  insufficiency  ascertained  within  a  year  after  the  testator^s  death.  But,  as  the  devise 
to  B  was  dependent  on  the  condition  precedent  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  first  devised 
property  to  pay  the  debts,  the  e^dence  did  not  support  an  allegation  in  the  count  of 
an  absolute  devise  to  B  and  the  heirs  of  his  body.    Rimxngton  v.  Cannon,  xx.  246. 

13.  Estate  taU.  A  testator  gave  freehold  and  leasehold  estates  to  trustees  upon  trust 
for  A,  for  life,  and  directed  them,  after  the  death  of  A,  to  pay  the  rents,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  should  be  necessary,  fbr  the  maintenance  of  A's  son  Robert,  and  all  other 
sons  of  A,  until  he  or  they  should  attain  twenty-five;  and,  on  his  or  their  attaining 
twenty-five,  upon  trust  for  him  and  them  for  their  lives,  as  tenants  in  common,  and, 
after  thdr  decease,  in  trust  for  tfie  eldest  son  of  Robert  and  the  eldest  of  all  the  sons 
of  A,  and  the  heirs  of  his  and  their  bodies ;  and  for  want  and  in  default  of  such  issue, 
over ;  it  was  kdd^  that  the  devise  and  bequest  of  the  fV'eehold  and  leH^ehold  estates  took 
eflbet  in  fkvor  of  Robert  and  such  other  sons,  acnd  was  not  void  for  remoteness ;  and 
that  there  was  an  estate  tail  given  to  the  eldest  son  of  Robert  and  the  eldest  of  the 
ions  of  A.    James  v.  Wynford,  xvii.  444. 

14.  Cy-prls — Gift  over  valid  as  an  independent  clause — Effect  of  recovery  suffered. 
Bequest  of  an  estate  in  trust  for  P.  M.  fbr  life,  and  then  fbr  his  first  son  for  life ;  then 
for  the  first  son  of  such  first  son  in  tail  male ;  in  default  of  such  issue,  in  trust  for  all 
and  every  of  the  sons  of  P.  M.  in  like  manner.  .  In  default  of  issue  of  the  body  of  P. 
H.,  then  in  trust  for  T.  M.  for  lifii ;  then  to  his  eldest  son  T.  G.  M.,  for  life,  &c.  Pft>- 
vided  that  if  P.  M.  or  T.  M.,  or  their  issue,  should  become  entitled  to  certain  estates, 
called  Jodrell  Estates,  then  the  devised  estates  should  go  to  the  next  person  entitled, 
under  the  will,  &c.  Held,  that  the  limitations  to  the  issue  of  P.  M.  subsequent  to  the 
life-estate  of  his  eldest  son  were  void  fbr  remoteness ;  and  that  the  doctrine  of  cy^rh 
could  not  be  applied,  as  it  would  let  in  classes  of  persons  not  intended  to  be  provided 
Ibr,  and  postpone  classes  intended  to  be  provided  for ;  and  consequently  that  P.  M. 
took  otily  an  estate  for  life.  Held,  also,  that  the  gift  over  to  T.  M.  and  his  issue  in. 
default  of  issue  of  the  body  of  P.  M.,  &c.,  was  valid  as  an  independent  clause,  such  gift 
over  according  with  the  previous  valid  limitations.  Held,  also,  that  a  recovery  suffered 
by  T.  G.M.,  of  the  Jodrell  Estates,  to  tiie  use  of  himself  in  fide,  did  not  prevent  the  shift- 
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ing  clause  as  to  the  devised  estate  taking  effect ;  and  tliat,  consequentlj,  the  latter 
estate  passed  over  to  his  son,  the  plaintiff.    Monyptnny  v.  Dering^  xt.  551. 

15.  **  Or"  taken  to  mean  "  and,**  In  case  of  gift  to  A  for  llfe,and  at  the  end  of  thirty 
years,  the  property  to  be  sold  and  given  to  her,  her  children,  "  or  their  heirs,"  the  gift 
at  the  end  of  thirty  years  is  not  liable  to  objeq^on  on  the  ground  of  remoteness,  and 
the  word  "  or  "  before  "  their  heirs  "  must  be  taken  to  mean  "  and."  Lachlan  v.  /2ey- 
nolds^  XV.  234. 

16.  Bequest  to  children  giving  present  vested  interest — ExectUory  bequest  void  for 
remoteness.  A  bequest  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  A  for  life  and  then  for  the  benefit  of 
A's  child,  or  children,  and  to  be  in  them  a  vested  interest  on  their  attaining  the  age  of 
thirty  years;  and,  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  without  attaining  such  age,  then  fais  or 
her  share  to  go  to  the  survivors.  Held,  that  the  word  '*  vested  "  meant  indefeaable,  so 
that  the  share  of  each  child  who  attuned  thirty  was  no  longer  to  be  defeasible  by  the 
executory  bequest  Held,  also,  that  the  original  bequest  to  the  children  gave  them  a 
present  vested  interest ;  and  that  the  executory  bequest,  on  the  death  of  any  under 
thirty  without  issue,  was  void  for  remoteness.     Taylor  v.  Frohisher,  x.  116. 

Y.  0/  Pawen  and  AppatnlmentSf  ^e. 

1.  A  testator  directed  his  trtistees  to  hold  20,000/.  bank  annuities,  and  pay  the  diri- 
dends  to  his  son  for  life,  with  restrictions  on  alienation ;  provided,  that  if  his  son  should 
marry  with  the  consent  of  his  trustees,  a  settlement  might  be  made  of  the  fund,  subject 
to  the  life-estate,  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife  and  issue,  and  subject  to  the  trusts  of  saeh 
settlement ;  or  "  in  case  none  shaU  be  declared,"  he  directed  that  the  fund  should  go 
to  such  persons  as  his  son  should  by  will  appoint ;  provided  that  in  case  his  son  died 
unmarried,  or,  having  been  married,  without  leaving  issue,  and  without  having  exer- 
cised the  power  of  appointment,  the  trustees  were  to  hold  one  moiety  of  the  fund  upon 
the  trusts  mentioned.  The  son  died  without  having  been  married,  having  by  his  will 
appointed  10,000/.,  part  of  the  fund,  to  his  two  brothers.  Held,  reversing  the  decision 
of  the  court  below,  that  the  son,  in  the  events  which  had  happened,  had  a  valid  power 
of  appointment  over  the  fund.    Sheffield  v.  Coventry,  xvii.  470. 

2.  Appointment  to  children — Children  of  deceased  child  excluded.  Where  a  testator 
gives  his  wife  the  power  of  appointing  certain  property,  limited  only  by  the  proriso 
that  B's  share  shall  not  be  smaUcr  than  that  of  any  other  of  the  children,  and,  in 
default  of  appointment,  then  all  the  children  living  at  the  wife's  death,  including  B, 
if  living,  shall  share  alike ;  and,  moreover,  if  any  child  shall  die  before  the  wife,  leav- 
ing children,  then  such  child,  or  children,  shall  have  the  share  of  the  parent ;  and  die 
wife  appoints  the  estate  to  all  the  children  living  at  her  death,  including  B,  the  appomt- 
ment  is  good ;  and  if  B  has  died  in  the  wife's  lifetime,  leaving  children,  such  chfldren 
are  excluded.    Neatherway  v.  Fry,  xxiiL  252. 

8.  Appointment  in  favor  of  children — Void  condition  annexed,  A  testator,  having 
power  to  appoint  by  will  a  sum  of  8,000/.,  made  his  will,  giving  Ids  general  estate  to 
his  children  for  life,  with  remainder  to  their  issue ;  and  after  refenring  to  the  above 
power,  he  appointed  the  fund  amongst  his  children,  and  requested  them  not  to  spend 
their  shares  thereof,  bnt  to  leave  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  their  children.  Held,  that 
these  words  did  not  constitute  a  trust  for  the  grandchildren,  so  as  to  put  the  chil- 
dren to  their  election,  but  that  they  amounted  to  a  condition  annexed  to  the  appoint- 
ment in  favor  of  children,  and  that  such  condition  was  void,  as  inconsistent  with  the 
power.    Blacket  y.  Lanib,  x.  5. 

4.  Words  of  limitation  necessary  to  create  a  fee  in  a  deed  of  trust.  Power  in  a 
deed  to  a  married  woman,  to  appoint  **  in  and  by  her  last  will  or  instrument  testa- 
mentary or  in  nature  of  a  will  during  her  intended  coverture.'*  The  estates  by  the 
same  deed  were,  in  default  of  appointment,  limited  to  the  children  of  the  wife  as 
tenants  in  common,  without  words  of  limitation.    Held,  that  an  appointment  by  will 
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after  tlie  decease  of  the  ^husband  was  void,  tbe  words  "during  coverture**  appl}'ing 
to  the  whole  clause,  and  that  the  children  took  only  life  estates.  HoUiday  v.  Overton^ 
X.  175. 

5.  Appointment  to  children — Death  of  one  child,  A  testatrix,  having  a  general 
power  of  appointment,  upon  her  death,  over  a  sum  of  2,000/.,  after  referring  to  the 
power,  directed  and  appointed  that  the  said  sum  should,  afler  her  death,  be  paid  to 
her  four  daughters  and  her  two  sons,  A  and  B ;  and  the  testatrix  appointed  her  son 
B  her  executor,  and  constituted  him  her  residuary  legatee.  Before  the  death  of  the 
testatrix,  her  son  A  died,  whereby  his  sixth  share  lapsed.  Heldj  that  such  sixth  share 
passed  by  the  residuary  clause  in  the  will  to  B,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Wills  Act 
In  re  Spooner's  Trusty  ix.  101. 

6.  LiahUitif  of  estate  for  debts*  A  testator  was  seized  of  real  estate  in  fee  simple,  and 
was  possessed  of  personal  estate,  and  had  also  a  general  power  of  appointment  over 
odier  real  estate ;  .he  executed  his  will,  by  wftch  he  devised  his  fee  simple  estate  and 
bequeathed  his  personalty,  and  also  executed  his  power  of  appointment  over  the  other 
estate ;  the  personal  estate  was  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  testator's  debts. 
Heldj  that  the  devised  real  estate  was  primarily  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  debts, 
and  if  insufficient,  then  that  the  appointed  red  estate  was  liable,  whether  the  debts 
were  by  specialty  or  by  simple  contract.    Fleming  v.  Buchanan,  xix.  561. 

7.  Power  to  exclude  children.  A  made  his  will,  and  gave  personalty  to  B,  a  married 
woman  for  life,  and  afler  her  death  as  she  should  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appoint- 
ment, to  her  husband ;  and  if  she  should  survive  him  and  make  no  appointment,  then 
to  her  children.  B  had  three  children,  and  by  her  will  she  appointed,  after  her  h^ 
band's  death,  2,0002.,  between  two  of  her  children,  and  1,500/.,  to  the  other,  and  sne 
appointed  the  residue  to  her  three  children  by  name,  in  such  manner  as  her  husband 
should  appoint  by  wilL  He  by  his  will  appointed  500/.  to  one  of  the  children ;  (  )/. 
to  another,  and  the  residue  to  the  third.  Held,  that  the  husband  had  no  power  to  ex- 
clude either  of  the  children ;  that  his  appointment  was  therefore  bad ;  and  that  the 
appointment  of  the  wife  took  effect  in  favor  of  the  three  children.  White  v.  Wilson, 
xix.  138. 

S.^Power  of  trustees  to  advance,  A  testatrix  gave  1,000/.  to  trustees  to  pay  the  in- 
terest to  the  petitioner  for  life,  and  afterwards  the  capital  to  be  divided  between  his 
children.  There  was  also  a  power  to  the  trustees,  if  they  should  think  fit,  to  advance 
all  or  any  portion  of  the  1,000/.  for  the  "  preferment,  advancement,  or  establishment 
in  the  world"  of  the  petitioner.  A  portion  of  the  1,000/.  had  been  advanced  under 
this  power.  The  petitioner  had  had  twelve  children,  five  of  whom  were  alive ;  and, 
being  in  embarrassed  circumstances,  now  asked,  with  the  consent  of  the  children  and 
of  the  trustees,  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  money  might  be  paid  over  to  him 
under  the  power  in  the  will.  Held,  that  this  was  not  such  a  case  as  was  contemplated 
by  the  power.    Luard  v.  PeasCy  xxi.  518. 

9.  Limitations  of  rent  charge  in  favor  of  daughter's  husband,  and  sons — Power  of 
appointment — Avotory.  Keplevin  for  an  alleged  wr^gful  distress.  The  defendant 
avowed,  justifying  the  distress  in  respect  of  his  title  to  half  a  year's  rent  charge.  The 
avowry  set  out  a  will  by  which  the  testator,  amongst  other  limitations,  devised  his 
estates  in  G.  to  W.  B.  for  life,  with  a  power  of  appointment,  and  in  default  of  appoint- 
ment in  strict  settlement,  remainder  to  T.  R.  B.  and  Diana  his  wife,  one  of  the  tes- 
tator's natural  daughters,  in  the  like  strict  settlement ;  remainder  in  the  same  manner 
to  W.  L.  and  Sophia  his  wife,  another  of  the  testator's  natural  daughters ;  remainder 
"  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  Louisa  Wentworth  (the  other  of  his  natural  daughters)  o( 
such  person  as  she  should  first  intermarry  with,  if  any,  before  she  attains  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  trustees  or  the  survivor 
of  them  and  hia  heirs,  and  which  person  should  also  previously  make  a  competent 
settlement  li^n  her,  to  the  like  approbation  of  the  said  trustees,  for  and  during  their 
joint  natural  lives  or  the  life  of  the  survivor  of  them,  without  impeachment  of  waste^ 
and  from  and  after  the  determination  of  that  estate,  then  to  the  use  of  the  trustees  and 
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die  Burvivor  of  them  and  liia  liein,  for  and  daring  tlie  life  of  his  ndd  daaghter  Looin^ 
or  such  person  as  she  should  so  first  many  (if  any)  and  the  life  of  the  longer  Utbt  ef 
them,  upon  trust,  to  support  contingent  estates,  and  afler  the  decease  of  the  longer 
liver  of  them,  his  said  daughter  Louisa,  and  of  such  person  as  she  should  so  first  many 
(if  any)  then  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  all  and  every  or  any  the  son  and  sons  of  tibs 
body  of  his  said  daughter  Louisa  by  such  first  or  any  after^aken  husband,  wkh  the 
like  power  of  appointment,  and  for  all  such  and  the  like  estates  and  interesta  and  with 
the  like  remainders  and  limitations  as  aforesaid  in  relation  as  aforesaid,  witii  renain- 
dor  over  in  default  of  such  issue."  The  testator  then  devised  onto  ^  J.  Cockshott  and 
his  heirs  one  other  annuity  or  clear  yearly  rent  chaigo  of  8,000/.,  upon  tnsi  aevei^ 
theless  to  and  for  the  only  proper  use  and  behoof  of  my  said  daught^  Louisa 
Went  worth  and  her  assigns  until  she,  his  said  daughter,  should  marry  (under  and 
with  the  restriction  above  mentioned)  or  for  and  during  the  term  of  her  nataial  fife, 
and  when  and  so  soon  as  she  his  said  daughter  should  marry  as  afbreaaidy  then  upon 
such  trusts,  and  in  like  manner  and  with  the  hke  powers  and  for  snch  and  the  like 
estates  and  interests,  and  with  the  like  remainders  and  limitations,  and  sutjeet  to  die 
same  contingencies  and  annihilations  as  is  and  are  thereinbefore  particolariy  sMik* 
tioncd,  expressed,  limited,  directed  and  declared  of  and  conccining  and  in  rdation  to 
the  aforesaid  rent  charge  thereinbefore  given  unto  or  for  the  benefit  of  his  ssid 
daughter  Sophia."  The  avowry  further  stated  that  said  Louisa  first  manied  one  W. 
S.  who  died  leaving  a  son ;  and  that  the  said  Louisa  afterwards  married  one  J.  Cliflofd. 
Plea,  setting  out  the  first  indenture,  and  alleging  in  bar  that  at  the  time  of  the  nsp* 
ris^e  of  Louisa  with  the  said  W.  S.  she  was  under  twenty-one,  and  that  she  so  mairied 
without  the  consent  or  approbation  of  the  trustees  or  either  of  them,  nor  was  any 
settlement  made  by  the  said  W.  S.  on  her  previous  to  snch  marriage.  Hdd,  upon 
demurrer,  that  the  above  words,  **  when  and  so  soon  as  she  his  said  daughter  should 
marry  as  afores^d,"  were  to  be  taken  as  referring  merely  to  the  faei  of  marn^ 
before  mentioned,  and  that  although  the  limitations  of  the  rent  cluvge  io  fiivor  of 
Louisa's  first  husband  could  not  have  taken  effect,  yet  those  in  favor  of  her  sons  by 
him  or  her  after-taken  husband  would ;  that  a  power  of  appointment  became  vested 
in  Mrs.  Clifford,  and  therefore  that  the  first  avowry  was  valid,  and  the  plea  in  bw  no 
answer  to  it.    Beaumont  v.  Squire,  ix.  380. 

VI.     Canstruetion, 

1.  Absolute  bequest — Precatory  words,  A  testator  gave  his  shares  in  certain  finse* 
hold  and  leasehold  property,  to  his  wife,  for  her  «Ae  use  and  ben^t,  adding,  **  And  I 
beg  and  request  that  at  her  death  she  will  give  and  bequeathe  the  same,  in  si^h 
shares  as  ^e  shall  think  proper,  unto  such  members  of  her  own  fiunily  as  she  sfaaQ 
think  most  deserving  of  the  same."  The  testator  also  gave  to  his  wife  his  personal 
property,  for  her  sole  and  separate  use  and  benefit,  requesting  that  she  would  give 
what  should  be  remiuning,  unt#such  members  of  her  own  and  his  fiunily  as  she  riioahl 
think  most  deserving  and  entitled  to  the  same.  By  a  codicil,  he  gare  his  tvsidoaiy 
estate  to  his  wife.  Held,  that  there  was  an  absolute  gift  of  all  the  testator's  imyerly 
to  his  wife,  without  being  subject  to  any  trust     Green  v.  Marsden^  xxi.  698. 

2.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  all  his  property  of  whatsoever  deocripdon  to 
his  wife,  her  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  and  for  her  and  their  own  ism 
and  benefit,  upon  the  fullest  trust  and  confidence  reposed  in  her,  that  she  voidd  di»> 
^ose  of  the  same  to  and  for  the  joint  benefit  of  herself  and  his  children.  HM^  that 
the  widow  of  the  testator  was  entitled  to  have  the  entire  residuary  properly  tran^ 
ferrcd  and  paid  to  her  for  her  own  use  and  benefit     Webb  v.  WoollSf  xiii.  68. 

3.  If  a  testator,  by  his  will,  gives  his  wife  all  his  personal  property  absdufelj,  and 
then  writes  an  informal  codicU  containing  precatory  words,  which,  if  construed  as  a 
part  of  the  will,  might  be  so  far  inconsistent  with  the  main  body  of  the  wfll  aa  to  give 
the  wife  a  life-interest  only,  the  words  of  the  codicil  must  be  taken  to  be  merely 
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expreasion  of  the   testator's   wishes,  witfiout  meaning  to  make   them   obligatory 
WiUiams  v.  WUliams,  v.  47. 

4.  Vesting — Survivors  or  survivor — Shctre  and  share  alike.  A  testator  gave  a  lease- 
hold honse,  which  was  let  for  twenty-eight  y^^*  to  trusteos  to  pay  the  rents  and 
profits  for  the  benefit  of  his  five  children,  whoi^ife  named,  or  the  survivors  or  sur- 
vivor of  them,  in  equal  shares  and  proportions,  share  and  share  alike.  Held,  that  the 
words  "survivors  or  survivor"  referred  to  the  (ftath  of  any  of  them  in  his  lifetime ; 
that  the  words  "  share  and  share  alike  "  referred  to  those  children  who  should  survive 
Mm,  and  created  a  tenancy  in  common,  and  that  the  interests  were  vested  in  the 
children  on  the  death  of  the  testator.    Ashford  v.  HaineSy  xi.  152. 

5.  Bequest  to  children  of  B  and  C,i/C  survive  B.  Bequest  of  residue  equally  be- 
tween A  and  B  (the  wife  of  C) ;  and  if  C  survive  B,  to  him  for  life,  and  i^rwards 
to  their  four  children.  Held^  that  the  children  took  only  in  the  event  of  C  surviving 
B.     CaUley  v.  Vincent^  xv.  140. 

6.  ^Surviving  brothers  and  sisters."  Testatrix  gave  all  her  property  to  her  mother 
fyr  life,  and  at  her  decease  directed  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  be  divided  equally 
between  the  surviving  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  testatrix.  Heldf  on  demurrer,  that 
such  only  of  the  legatees  as  survived  the  testatrix  were  entitled  to  her  residuary  estate. 
SpwrreU  v.  Spurrell,  xxi.  622. 

7.  Rights  ofeh^dren  in  legacy  contingent  on  surviving  their  mother.  Legacit^s  to  the 
chSdren  of  A,  the  interest  to  be  paid  for  their  maintenance,  and  a  bequest  in  trust  for 
A.fbr  life,  and  from  and  after  her  decease  to  all  and  every  of  her  children  living  at 
bcr  decease ;  it  was  held,  that  the  rights  of  the  children  of  A  in  the  legacy  (in  tijist  for 
her)  were  contingent  npon  their  surviving  their  mother.     Farrer  \.*Barker,  xv.  229. 

8.  Gift  over — Survivor,  The  testator  gave  the  income  of  a  fund  to  trustees,  in  trust, 
to  pay  the  same  to  A  B  for  life,  and  afler  her  decease  to  pay  the  principal  money  to 
ber  diraghters,  €  and  D,  in  equal  shares ;  wi()i  a  gifl  over  to  the  issue  of  either  of 
tbem  dying  in  the  lifetime  of  A  B ;  and  should  either  C  or  D  die  in  the  lifetime  of  A 
B,  wiAout  leaving  issue,  then  the  whole  fund  was  to  go  over  to  the  sur\ivor  of  the 
two  daughters ;  but  in  case  both  of  them  should  die  in  the  lifetime  of  A  B  without 
leaving  issne,  then  in  trust  for  W.  W.  absolutely.  The  testator  died  in  1844,  leaving 
A  B  and  her  daughter  D  surviving.  C,  the  other  daughter,  died  in  his  lifetime,  un- 
married. Held,  that,  upon  the  death  of  A  B,  the  surviving  daughter  was  entitled  to 
the  whole  fund.    Domvile^s  Trust,  in  re,  xvii.  598. 

9.  Legacies  of  stock — Survivorship — Added  legacies.  By  a  will,  property  was  given 
to  tmstees,  to  apply  the  rents,  interests,  and  proceeds  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
testator's  son  Edward,  for  his  life,  and  not  to  be  paid  to  any  person  nnder  an 
assignment  by,  or  execution  against,  the  son;  and  afler  the  decease  of  the  son, 
fw  •  the  two  daughters  of  the  testator,  absolutely.  By  a  codicil,  it  was  declared 
that,  in  case  of  assignment  by  Edward,  the  trustees  should  stand  possessed  of 
the  property  npon  trust  for  the  daughters  of  the  testator,  in  the  same  manner 
and  form  as  declared  by  his  will  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  Edward.  By 
another  codicil,  the  testator  gave  600/.  stock  to  Edward,  in  addition  to  what  he  had 
left  by  his  will,  subject  to  the  same  controlling  powers  and  restrictions  as  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  will ;  and  he  gave  a  like  sum  to  his  son  William,  subject  to  the  like 
contit)lr  **  and  to  the  slirvivor  of  them,  and  in  the  event  of  both  their  deaths  "  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  daughters.  Held,  that  the  true  construction  of  the  second  codicil 
was,  that,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  either  of  the  legatees,  both  the  legacies  of  stock 
should  go  to  the  survivor,  and  not  that  on  the  death  of  either  his  legacy  Should  go  to 
the  survivor,  which  would  cut  down  an  absolute  gift  into  a  life-interest  That, 
although  in  one  codicil  the  words,  <*  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  Edward,"  meant 
upon  the  death  of  Edward,  it  did  not  follow  that  the  words  in  another  codicil,  "  in  the 
event  of  both  their  deaths,"  meant  upon  both  their  deaths ;  for  one  expression  was 
applied  to  a  life-interest  and  the  other  to  a  capital  sum ;  that  the  period  of  survivor- 
Si* 
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sbip  must  be  referred  to  tbe  period  of  cBstftbutioii}  namely,  -tfie  death  dt  tbe  testator 
That,  therefore,  Edward,  having  sarviTcd  the  testator,  took  tbe  legacj  of  stock  idiso- 
lutely.    Mores*  Trusty  in  re,  xvii.  577. 

10.  The  rule,  that  added  legaciea^e  subject  to  the  same  conditioot  as  tbe  legacies 
to  which  they  are  added,  is  not  appueable  to  tbe  case,  inasmncb  as  the  applicatioo  of 
tbe  rule  would  alter  the  terms  of  the  additional  gift  And  irbetber  tbe  rale  applies 
to  any  cases  except  where  the  original  legacy  is  absolate  or  defeasible  in  tbe  party  to 
whom  the  additional  legacy  is  given — qucBre.  Ih, 

11.  Joint  tenants — Last  survivor  authorized  to  dispose  hf^  itQl  of  estates  dented. 
Devise  of  estates  to  the  testator's  three  daogbters  '*  to  be  jointly  and  equally  enjo^vd, 
or  divided  in  the  case  of  tbe  marriage  of  any  of  them ;  and  tbey,  or  the  sorrivor  in 
case  of  death,  are  by  this,  my  will,  fblly  authorised  to  dispose  of  the  Mme  by  will,  or 
assignment,  as  they  shall  think  proper."  The  testator  gave  also  person^  property  to 
be  equally  divided  among  them,  and  expressed  a  wish  that  they  shoold  Kre  togedier. 
None  of  the  daughters  married.  Held,  that  tbe  last  survivor  alone  bad  tbe  power  of 
disposing  by  will.     Cookson  v.  Bingham,  xxiii.  27. 

12.  Lapsed  legacies.  A  testator  gave  a  sum  of  mooej  to  be  divided  between  tiie 
relations  of  his  late  wife,  in  such  shares  as  if  she  bad  died  a  spkistery  and  intestile. 
The  wife  bad  sixteen  next  of  kin  at  her  death,  five  of  whom  died  in  tfie  lifetune  of 
tbe  testator.  Heldj  that  those  living  at  the  death  of  tbe  testator  each  took  a  share, 
and  that  five  shares  went  to  tbe  residuary  legatees.    Ham's  TFiK,  viii.  90. 

IS.  Detnse  of  trust  and  mortgage  estates — DiscUxinter.  P.  devised  buids  to  W.  aai 
S.  and  the  heirs  of  the  sumvor,  upon  trusts  for  payment  of  debts  and  to  apply  the 
surplus.  S.,  the  snrviyor,  died  many  years  afterwards,  having  never  proved  P's  will, 
nor  in  any  manner  acted  in  the  trusts.  S.,  by  bis  will,  devised  all  bis  mart|gage  and 
trust  estates  to  L.  and  B.  L.  and  B.,  by  their  answer,  stated  tint  they -believed  their 
testator  had  never  acted,  nor  claimed  «ny  right,  under  the  devise  from  P.;  that  they 
did  not  make,  and  never  had  made,  any  claim ;  and  they  expreflsly  disclaimed.  EeU^ 
that,  as  S.  had  never  disclaimed,  and  as  L.  and  B.  bad  accepted  the  trosts  of  S  's  wffl, 
the  legal  estate  of  P.'s  lands  was  vested  in  them.    King  v.  PkiiHps,  xv.  7. 

14.  Conditional  gift  over  in  deed — Release  bg  toUl.  Declaration  of  trat,  by  deed^ 
of  a  sum  of  stock  standing  in  the  names  of  trasteeo,  after  the  decease  of  tbe  aet^ 
to  sell,  and  out  of  tbe  proceeds  to  pay  8,000^.  to  A  for  bis  absolute  use,  and  the  readoe 
to  B  and  A  equally ;  and  in  case  A  survived  the  settler  and  afterwards  died  intestate 
without  leaving  a  child  or  children  then  living,  or  bom  in  due  dme  after  his  decease, 
before  he  should  return  to  England,  then  tbe  vHiole  fimd  to  &,  his  executors,  &C.,  m 
case  he,  or  any  child  or  children  of  bis  body  should  be  then  living ;  if  not,  then  aD 
to  C.  The  settler  died.  B,  in  consideration  of  an  advance,  released  all  Us  iatenet 
in  a  moiety  of  tbe  fund  subject  to  tbe  paytnent  of  the  3,000/.  te  the  trustees.  0 
bequeathed  all  her  personal  property  to  B,  and  died.  B  bequeathed  afl  his  penoaal 
property  to  A,  and  died  without  leaving  any  child.  Hekl,  thafr  A  took  ao  absolate 
interest  in  the  fund  under  the  deed,  for  that  the  conditioaal  gifi  oiver,  if  good,  was 
released  by  tbe  efiect  of  the  wills  of  B  and  C.    In  re  Palmer^s  TVust,  xv.  910. 

15.  Condition  precedent  or  subsequent — Mortgage.  W.  D.,  having  an  abBolote 
appointment  by  deed  or  will  over  an  estate,  devised  it  to  her  husband,  &.  D.,  with 
power  to  sell  and  dispose  of  tbe  same,  or  to  raise  any  sum  of  money  thereoa  by 
mortgage,  as  he  should  think  proper,  **  provided  that  such  part  of  all  and  every  son 
and  sums  of  money,  so  as  aforesaid  raised  by  tbe  said  R.  D.,  either  by  sale  a 
gage,  as  shall  be  unexpended  at  my  (his)  decease,  shall  be  charged  upon  the 
belonging  to  R.  D.,  situate,  &c.,  to  be  disposed  of  inunediately  after  the  deceaee  of  Ae 
said  R.  D.,  that  sum  to  be  paid  to  my  fbta*  nieces.''  Remainder  over.  R.  D.  most- 
gaged  the  estate,  and  died,  never  having  cbat^ged  bis  booses  with  any  part  of  the 
mortgage-money.  Held,  that  the  condition  was  not  a  condition  precedent,  and  thai 
the  mortgage  by  R.  D.  was  a  yalid  mortgage.     WaAins  v.  WiUiamSf  x.  28. 
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16.  Devue  hy  mortgagee  m  fee  of  lands  of  gavelkind  tenure.  A  mortgagee  in  fee 
of  lands  of  gayelkind  tenure  gave  and  devised  all  the  residue  of  his  estate,  Trhich 
should  remain  afler  paying  his  just  debts,  funeral  and  testamentarjr  expenses,  to  his 
wife  for  her  own  use  and  benefit  Held,  that  in  consequence  of  the  devise  hy  the 
will,  no  estate  in  the  mortgage  {H^mises  remained  vested  in  the  infant  co-heirs  in 
gavelkind  of  the  mort^^Eigee.    Field's  Mortgage,  in  re,  vii.  260. 

17.  Widow  put  to  election— 'Vested  interests  in  nephews  and  nieces.  Where  a  testa- 
tor, hy  will,  gives  all  his  personal  estate  and  an  annuity  to  his  wife,  and  certain  real 
estate  to  trustees,  with  the  power  to  let  the  same  until  all  his  nephews  and  nieces 
shall  be  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  directs  the  same  to  be  afterwards  sold 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  equally  divided  among  all  his  nephews  and  nieces 
except  two;  the  widow  will  be  put  to  her  election  between  her  dower  and  tlu;  benefits 
given  to  hef  by  the  will ;  and  all  the  nephews  and  nieces  who  attain  twenty-one, 
exeept  those  specifically  excluded,  will  take  vested  interests.  Parker  v.  Sowerbg^ 
xxL  89. 

18.  All  that  is  necessary  to  raise  a  case  in  which  a  widow  must  elect  between  her 
dower  and  the  provisions  of  tibe  will  is,  that  there  should  appear  upon  the  face  of  the 
will  an  iatentioB  w]&:h  womld  be  frustrated  by  the  claim  of  dower.  Parker  v.  Soio- 
etrbg,  xxvii.  154. 

1^.  Election  hg  legatee  to  take  produce  of  real  estate  as  reaky.  Though  slight 
circumstances  are  sufficient  to  raise  the  presumption  of  an  election  by  a  legatee  of 
the  produce  of  real  estate  directed  to  be  sold,  to  take  the  property  in  its  actual 
unconverted  state,  the  mere  fact  of  a  legatee  entering  into  and  continuing  in  posse** 
skvn  of  the  estate  until  his  death,  which  happened  within  three  years  afterwards, 
having  done  no  other  act  which  would  lead  to  the  presumption  of  his  having  elected 
to  take  tiie  property  as  realty,  is  not  of  itself  sufficient  evidence  of  such  election ;  and 
therefore  such  property  did  not  pass  under  a  general  devise  of  all  his  real  estate  con- 
tained in  a  wiU  inade  shortly  after  he  entered  into  possession.  Dixon  v.  (fayferef 
xxiiL  149. 

20.  Power  of  sale  and  mortgage*  Distinction  between  a  devise  of  estates  to  trustees 
upon  trusts  for  cettain  persons,  subject  to  debts,  &c.,  and  a  devise  to  trustees  charged 
with  debts,  &c.,  with  a  directbn  for,  or  trusts  which  require,  an  out  and  out  conversion ; 
in  the  former  case,  a, mortgage  may  be  a  proper  mode  of  raising  the  particular  charge, 
in  the  latter  a  sale  only  is  authorised.    Stroughill  v.  Anstey,  xii.  356. 

21.  Income  of  funds  bequeathed'^  Gift  over  on  decease  or  marriage.  A  testator 
bequeathed  the  income  arising  from  certain  funds  to  A,  a  widow,  for  life  or  until  her 
marriage ;  and  after  her  death  or  marriage,  which  should  first  happen,  he  gave  the 
principal  amongst  her  children  by  two  former  husbands.  A  married  again  between 
the  date  of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  he  was  aware  of  her  marriage. 
HM,  overruling  a  decision  of  one  of  the  vice-chancellors,  that  A  was  not  entitled  to 
the  income  of  the  ftinds,  but  that  the  gift  over  upon  her  decease  or  marriage  came  at 
once  into  operation.    Bullock  v.  Bennett,  xxxi.  468. 

22.  What  property  passes  under  power — Consols,  ground-rents,  and  shares.  A, 
having  a  power  of  appointment  over  a  sum  of  consols,  some  leasehold  ground-rents, 
and  some  shares  in  an  insurance  company,  made  a  will,  by  which  she  bequeathed  all 
her  real  estate,  money,  and  ^securities  for  money,  to  B,  and  all  the  rest,  residue,  and 
remainder  of  her  personal  estate  to  C.  Held,  that  all  the  property  subject  to  the 
power  passed  by  the  will,  and  that  B  was  entitied  to  the  consols,  and  C  to  the  shares 
and  ground-rents.     Turner  v.  Turner,  xiii.  204. 

23.  Conditional  devise-^Ejeetment  A  testator,  after  charging  certain  fee  simple 
property  in  L.  with  an  annuity,  devised  the  same,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
annuit}',  to  his  son  J.  D.,  his  heirs,  and  assigns  forever,  provided  J.  D.  should,  when 
requested  by  D.  D.,  another  son  of  the  testator,  convey  to  the  said  D.  D.,  his  heirs 
and  assigns  forever,  the  messuage  called  C. ;  but  if  J.  D.  should  refuse  so  to  do,  then 
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^the  testator  deviaed  the  lands  made  liable  to  the  anniuty  to  D.  D^  his  faein  and 
assigns  forever,  J.  D.  was  seised  in  fee  of  the  C.  estate  at  die  death  of  the  testator, 
and  continued  so  seised  till  his  own  death,  having  demised  ihe  same  to  a  tenant  ft«m 
year  to  year,  and  never  having  been  requested  by  D.  D.  to  convey  the  estate  to  hha. 
By  his  last  will,  J.  D.  devised  the  C.  estate  to  his  wife  in  fee  simple,  and  D.  D.  snbse-- 
quently  tendered  to  the  widow  of  J.  D.  a  eonveyaace  of  the  said  estate  to  him,  for 
her  to  execute.  On  her  refusal,  D.  D.  brought  an  aetkm  of  ejectment  fi»r  the  reeoreiy 
of  the  property  in  L.,  but  it  was  htld  that  it  could  not  be  maintained.  Doe  d.  Davie* 
T.  Davtes,  vi.  801. 

24.  Legacy  in  trust — Cestui  que  trust  restrained  from  anUeipaiing  ifrnssigtsing  income. 
A  legacy,  given  to  trustees  in  trust  to  pay  the  income  thereof  to  the  aephew  of  the 
testator,  at  certain  periods,  but  to  be  held  by  them  in  trust  for  other  purposes  if  the 
nephew  should  attempt  to  anticipate  or  otherwise  assign  or  incumber  the  same,  will 
not  be  forfeited  or  affected  by  an  assignment  of  those  portions  of  the  income  which 
are  already  due  and  in  arrear.    In  re  Stuts,  xxi.  80. 

25.  Perishable  property  given  to  be  enjoyed  in  iuceessum.  The  mle  laid  down  in 
Bowe  V.  The  EaH  of  Dartmouth^  7  Yes.  137,  (a,)  is,  that  where  property  of  a  pensbaUe 
nature  is  given  to  be  enjoyed  in  succession,  tiie  object  of  the  testator  can  only  be 
effected  by  converting  the  property «into  permanent  annuities,  and  giving  each  person, 
in  succession,  the  dividends  of  the  fund.  This  rule  prevails,  unless  there  can  be 
gathered  from  the  will  some  expression  of  intention  that  the  property  is  to  be  eikjoyed 
in  specie,  and  which  it  is  incumbent  on  those  contesting  the  application  of  the  rule  to 
point  out.  Modem  cases  allow  small  indieations  of  intention  to  prevent  the  applica- 
tion of  the  rule ;  but  the  mere  absence  of  any  direction  to  convert  is  insafficient 
Morgan  v.  Morgan^  viL  216. 

26.  Bequest  of  legacy  on  trust  to  apply  interest  to  maintenance  of  grandson — Grandson 
entitled  to  interest  not  applied  to  mainisnance.  A  bequest  of  a  legacy,  upon  trust  to 
apply  %o  much  of  the  interest  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  testator's  grandson  until  twenty-one ;  and,  upon  his  attaining  that  age,  to  pay^ 
the  whole  of  the  interest  of  the  legacy  to  the  grandson,  for  his  life ;  and  a  direction 
that,  afler  the  decease  of  the  grandson,  the  trustees  were  to  stantf  posseted  of  the 
legacy  and  interest,  and  all  accumulations,  in  trust  for  the  grandson's  chiMren,  wttib 
remainder,  in  de&ult  of  such  issuei  over.  Ueld^  that  the  provision  ibr  the  maintenance 
of  the  grandson  during  his  minority,  out  of  the  interest  of  the  legacy,  showed  thsCt 
the  interest  was  intended  for  him,  and  that  he  was  therefore  entitled  to  the  interest 
which  accrued  during  his  minority,  and  was  not  applied  in  his  maintenance.  In  re 
Rouse's  Estate^  xv.  183. 

27.  Cumulative  legacies*  Bequest  of  property  to  the  testator's  children,  in  equal 
shares,  the  share  of  each  daughter  to  be  invested,  and  the  interest  paid  to  her  as  it 
became  due.  By  a  codicil,  the  testator  directed  his  executors  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
consols  as  a  legacy  to  K,  *^  my  daughter,  named  in  my  will;  in  trust  as  otiierwise 
therein  stipulated,  any  thing  therein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.**  Heltlj  that  the 
sum  of  consols  was  an  additional  gtit,  to  be  taken  absdutely,  subject  nevertheless  to 
have  it  secured.    Ledger  v.  Hooker,  xxiii.  515. 

28.  A  bequest  of  a  trust  for  the  maintenance  of  C.  L.,  till  22,  then  to  her  for  life ; 
if  she  died  without  issue,  gift  over ;  if  leaving  issue,  in^trust  for  child,  or  chihiren 
equally.  A  clause  in  a  codicil  of  the  will  was  as  follows :  ^*  I  have  altered  my  views 
respecting  C.  L.,  respecting  the  1,000/.,  as  lefl  in  my  will,  and  which  I  now  think  may 
prove  a  snare  for  her.  I  now  leave  5001."  for  her  education  and  board.  Held,  that 
the  latter  gift  was  not  as  a  substitute  for  the  former  one,  but  cumnladve  theretou 
Sawrey  ^  Rumney^  xv.  307. 

29.  S.  D.,  by  his  will,  gave  to  his  natural  or  reputed  daughter,  M.  S.,  2,000/.  for  her 
separate  use.

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Attosl»tio&  daoae ma  pabliaked ai  bisinll, be  nid,  ^Kot  haying  time  to  alter  mj 
will,  and  to  guard  agaiut  any  risk,  I  hereby  chai^  the  whole  of  mj  estates  and 
property  in  the  fiuda  with  the  aam  c£  S0,000(.  for  mj  daughter,  M.  D.,"  &c.,  calhng 
her  by  hii  own  name,  and  not»  aa  he  had  prenoiialy  styled  her,  M.  S.  Hdd,  affirming 
the  deciflion  of  the  eourt  below,  that  the' last  legacy  of  20,000/.  was  subvtitutioDal  and 
not  cumulative.

&0.  Jllaintenanee  of  chUdren^^Mother  entiiled  to  renig  and  proeteds  mthaut  ticeouni, 
A  testator  gave  hie  estate  on  trust  to  asrign  the  same  between  his  eight  children,  when 
they  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  pay  to  his  wife  or 
otherwise  apply  the  rents  and  proceeds  ef  the  respeetive  shares  for  their  respective 
maintenance  and  education ;  and  there  was  a  direction  that,  in  case  of  death  under 
twenty-one,  the  shani  with  the  aoeumulations,  if  any,  should  go  to  the  children  who 
did  attain  that  age.  HM^  that  the  mother,  having  m^tained  the  ehOdren,  was  en- 
titled to  the  rents  and  pioeeeds  without  aecomt    Brmm  v.  Paully  i.  130. 

31.  General  deviee — Eeetridive  ig&rds.  A  testator  devised  to  J.  S.  **  all  those  my 
three  messuages*  with  the  gardens,  close  of  land,  and  all  other  my  real  estate  whatsoever, 
situate  at  Little  Heathi  in  the  pasish  ef  F.,  now  in  the  occupation  of  myself,  A.  and  B." 
At  the  date  of  the  will,  and  at  the  death  of  the  testator,  he  was  possessed  of  three 
meflsnagesy  with  gardens  and  a  dose  of  land,  at  Little  Heath,  which  were  in  the  occupa* 
tion  of  himself,  A.  and  B.  He  had  also  the  reversion  in  a  house  and  garden,  situate 
at  Little  Heath,  which  was  in  the  oocupation  of  C,  who  was  entitled  to  it  for  life. 
Besides  these,  he  had  no  other  ptoperty  in  the  parish  ef  F.  Heldy  that  the  house  and 
garden,  in  the  occupation  of  €.,  passed  under  the  general  devise  to  J.  S.  As  a  general 
proposition,  effect  must  be  given  to  eveiy  word  of  the  will ;  and  words  of  description, 
following  a  general  devise,  will  not  be  construed  as  restrictive,  where  the  doing  so 
would  render  Uie  genecal  devise  inoperative,  and  where  they  may  be  rejected  as  a 
false  demonstration*    Zhe  d.

S2«  SubeequenU^  acquired  real  eelaUh^CodkU.  A  testator,  possessed  only  of  person- 
alty, by  the  renduary  clause  of  hie  wiU,  bequeathed  the  same  to  his  wife  for  life,  and 
after  her  decease  to  hb  children  in  certain  pr(^)ortaons.  Having  subsequently  acquired 
real  estate,  he  made  a  codicil,  by  which  he  left  certain  shares  to  his  wife,  "  on  the 
flsna  terms  as  I  have  every  thing  dse,  (every  thing  I  possess  I  leave  her.")  Heldy 
tiiat  the  words  showed  a  present  intention,  and  passed  the  real  estate.  Warner  v. 
Warner^  iL  68. 

33.  No  ekUd  n/teUator  Imnf  ai  time  of  making  wUl^Demee  to  nephew^ChUd  after- 
wards  born*  A  testator,  by  his  will,  devised  an  estate  te  his  wif^  for  life,  with  re* 
mainder  in  fee  to  his  nephew,  with  a  proviso,  that  in  case  the  testator^s  wife  should  at 
his  decease  be  pregnant  with  a  child,  the  devise  to  the  nephew  was  to  cease,  and  such 
child  was  to  take  the  remainder  in  fee.  At  the  time  of  making  his  will  the  testator 
had  no  child,  and  he  was  expecting  to  die;  but  a  child  was  afterwards  bom  in  his 
lifetime,  and  the  testator  made  a  codicil  to  his  wfll,  devising  after-acquired  property  to 
such  child.  The  wife  was  not  eneeinU  at  the  dealih  of  the  testator.  Held,  that  the 
child  bom  in  the  testator's  lifetime  had  no  estate  under  the  will,  and  that,  as  there 
was  no  posthumous  child,  the  devise  to  the  nephew  took  effect.

B,  by  her  will,  gave  the  income  of  her  renduary  estate  to  tmstees,  upon  tmst,  to  apply 
a  sufficient  part  of  the  income  for  the  maintenance  of  C  during  his  life,  and  deckred 
that,  in  case  there  should  be  a  surplus  of  income,  such  surplus  should  be  considered  as 
principal,  and  invested  accordingly,  and  gave  such  principal  on  the  trusts  therein 
mentioned,  and  died.  0  was  found  a  hinatic,  and  the  annual  sums  allowed  for  his 
maintenance  were  greater  than  the  annual  income  of  C's  estate.  Hdd,  that  B  must 
be  taken  to  have  mftde  her  will  without  reference  to  Cs  oUier  income,  and  that  C  was 
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entitled  to  have  the  whole  inoome  of  B's  estate  ippOed  to  his  maiateiianee,  m  exooer- 
atioQ  of  the  incooie  of  A's  estate.

85.  Marriage  setUemerU — Power  to  aUer  8ecuritie$ — Batdaruptcif  of  tmai^eg,  Sloek 
wsu  transferred  to  trustees,  on  trusts  ef  a  marriage  setdement  There  was  a  power  to 
alter  and  yary  securities  with  the  consent  of  the  husband  and  wife.  AH  the  trustees 
transferred  2,000/.,  part  of  the  fund,  t9  the  husband,  and  the  same  was  sold  cut,  and  the 
produce  used  by  him  and  his  copartners,  two  of  whom  were  tnateea  The  kusbaad 
and  his  copartners  became  bankrupt,  the  third  traslee  also  became  bsufcrapt  The 
other  and  only  solvent  trustee,  who  was  the  fiither  of  the  wife,  by  his  will,  gave  6,0001, 
new  8/.  10.f.  per  cents.,  to  the  trastees  of  the  settlement.  His  wiU  eontsuied  the 
following  direction :  *^  For  grring  my  dao^^iter  her  legacy  of  6,080f.,  new  SI.  lOs:  per 
cents,  I  order  and  direct,  that  whatever  foreign  bonds  A.  B.  and  Co.  shovild  have  of 
mine  be  sold,  and  the  prQ#K»  thereof,  wkh  my  balance  of  aocounte  widi  the  laid 
house,  shall  he  added  for  purchasing  the  said  legacy."  Hie  testator  also  directed  Us 
bankers  to  pay  all  his  dividends,  and  his  balance  of  accounts  with  them,  to  his  wife 
during  her  Ufe,  after  having  paid  his  legacy  and  debts.  A  suit  was  instituted  agunst 
.the  executor  of  this  will  for  a  replacement  of  the  2,0002.  out  of  the  estate,  and  anodier 
suit  was  instituted  by  the  same  party  against  the  executor  iijfr  payme«t  of  the  6>00tt.

36.  General  ufords  allowed jyi  effiecfn^Wkithef  teal  e^aie  pauet*  No  genersl  rule 
applicaUe  to  every  case  can  be  laid  down.  The  question,  whether  veal  estate  pasna 
or  not  under  the  general  words  of  a  will,  is  to  be  determined  only  ttaok  die  intentioii 
of  the  testator  as  expressed  in  the  will.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  collect  the  intention 
from  the  context  of  the  whole  will ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  examine,  with 
this  object  in  view,  every  clause  of  the  will,  and  apply  thereto  die  general  rales  of 
construction  adopted  by  the  conrta  It  is  a  well-estabyshed  rule  of  construction,  that 
general  words  must  be  allowed  their  fiiU  effi^t,  unless  it  is  peri^cdy  olear  diat  such 
effect  is  controlled  by  the  context.

37.  Vested  i$Uerest,  A  testator  bequeathed  his  residuary  personal  estate  to  tmste«h 
ttpon  trust  for  A  ibr  life,  and  after  the  death  of  A  in  trust  fbr  all  and  every  the  eMIdren 
of  A,  share  and  share  alike,  to  the  son  or  sons  when  they  should  have  attained  tiie  age 
of  twenty-one,  and  for  the  daughter  or  daughters,  at  that  age  or  marria^^  with  a  gift 
over,  if  A  should  die  without  having  a  child,  or,  having  any,  such  clnldren  shoohi  ^Sitfy 
being  sons  before  twenty*one,  and  daughtera  before  twenty-one  or  marriage.  A  died, 
leaving  an  only  child  B,  who  died  under  twenty-one.  Held,  that  the  trust  propext^^ 
had  vested  in  B,  so  that  the  income  between  the  death  of  A  and  the  death  <^  B  be- 
longed to  B's  estate.

88.  Annual  produce  of  residue  to  children — Death  of  ehUd-^Represeniaiieei  eiMed. 
A  testator  gave  the  annual  produce  of  his  residue  to  his  three  children,  and  directed, 
that,  after  the  decease  of  any  one  or  two  of  tiiem,  the  shares  belonging  to  the  parent 
should  go  to  the  children  of  the  parent ;  and  after  the  decease  of  the  snrvivor  of  hn 
children  he  gave  the  residue  to  his  grandchildren.

39.  Bonus  on  shares  in  insurance  company  passing  as  income*  By  a  bequest  of  afi 
the  testator's  property  to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife  fbir  life,  and,  aAer  her 
death,  to  the  children,  the  bonus  on  shares  in  an  insurance  company,  aocnmg 
after  the  death  of  the  testetor,  passes  to  the  wife  as  income.  Johnson  v.  Johnson^ 
V.  164. 

40.  Bequest  to  children  to  he  afiencards  bom — Who  entitled.  A  testator,  by  a  codi- 
cil to  his  will,  gave  legacies  of  500Z.  each  to  four  children,  by  name,  of  his  niece,  AKce 
£arly,  the  eldest  daughter  of  his  Inxrther  Henry,  and  he  directed  his  executors  to  pay, 
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cttft  of  kis  pexwiud  estate,  the  sitm  of  5002.  apieoe  to  each  cbild  tiiai  nnghl  be  bom  to 
either  of  the  children  of  either  of  his  brothers,  to  be  paid  to  each  of  tiiem  on  his  or  her 
attaining  the  age  of  twenty-one  jears.  The  testator^s  niece,  Alice  Eariy,  besides  the 
Ibnr  ehiidren  named  in  the  codicil,  had  three  odier  children  Uring  at  the  date  thereof. 
HMj  that  those  children  were  not  entitled  to  a  legacy  of  600/.  each,  as  the  words  of 
the  codidi  contemplated  only  children  who  might  be  bom  subsequently  to  the  date  of 
it    Early  t.

41.  Bequest  of  mieresL  A  testator  bequeathed  to  his  wife  the  interest  of  the  capital 
flUB  of  1,000/.,  for  her  sole  use  and  benefit,  independent  of  any  husband  she  might 
many,  and  her  receipt  ahme  to  be  a  saffident  discharge  to  his  executors.  Held^  that 
the  gift  of  the  interest  of  IfiOQL  was  tantamount  to  an  absolute  bequest  of  the  capitsL

42.  Some  meaning  to  be  given  to  toorde  in  different  parte  of  toiU*  When  a  word  has 
clearly  been  used  in  a  certain  sense  in  the  early  part  of  a  will,  the  same  meaning  must 
be  given  to  it  in  other  parts,  unless  the  intention  of  the  testator  clearly  appears  to  be 
difierent.    Doe  d.  Page  ▼•  Page^  vi.  346. 

43.  Interest  gioen  to  one  who  ia  trustee  under  the  wHL  A  testator,  by  will  made  in 
England,  left  all  his  property  in  England  and  Canada  to  trustees,  to  be  conrerted  and 
divided  between  certain  of  his  relations  named.  By  a  codicil,  made  in  Canada,  the 
testator  left  all  his  property  in  Canada  to  trustees,  to  be  eonverted  and  remitted  to  one 
of  the  trustees  named  in  his  will,  to  whom  he  gave  it,  to  hold  to  his  heirs,  &c.,  forever, 
and  revoked  every  thing  to  a  contrary  effect  in  his  wilL  Held^  that  this  devisee  took 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  in  Canada  beneficially.  Schofield  v.  Cahuac^ 
viii.  55.  • 

44.  Shifting  clause,  A  testatxix  by  her  will  devised  certain  real  estates  to  the  use 
of  M.  J«  fbr  life,  with  divers  remainders  over ;  among  others,  to  F.  M.  for  Hfe,  with  like 
remainders  to  his  sons  and  dai^hters  in  tail ;  with  remainder  to  J.  M^  brother  of 
F.  M.,  for  life,  with  like  remainders  ta  his  sons  and  daughters  in  tdl,  &c.;  provided 
that  if  F.  M.  and  J.  M«,  or  either  of  them,  their  or  either  of  their  issue,  &c.,  should 
become  entitled  to  certain  other  real  estates  belonging  to  B.  M.,  *^  so  as  to  be  in  the 
possession  or  in  the  actual  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof y**  then  the  said  estates  * 
devised  by  her  will  should  shift  firom  the  person  so  becoming  entitled,  in  manner 
^lerein  mentioned.  At  the  date  of  the  will,  R.  M.  was  entitled  to  real  property  in  fee 
and  in  taiL  These  estates  were  subacquendy  disentailed  and  devised  and  so  came  to 
the  son  of  J.  liiL,  who  was  then  entitled  to  the  other  devised  estates,  by  limitation  as 
a  pmehaser,  and  not  by  inheritance  or  under  the  original  limitations  existing  at  the 
dsite  of  the  testatrix's  wilL  Held^  that  this  did  not  prevent  the  shifting  clause  irom 
taking  effect,  and  that  the  words  in  the  will  "  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  now  of  or 
belon^ng  to  B.  M.,"  meant  all  the  real  estate  held  by  him  in  fee  as  well  as  in  tail.

45.  Real  estate  devised  in  trust  for  sals — Personalty,  A  testator  devised  his  real 
estate  to  trustees,  upon  trust  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  receive  the  rents  and 
apply  them  for  the  benefit  of  his  son  during  his  life ;  after  the  decease  of  his  said  son, 
upon  trust  to  sell,  and  invest  the  net  proceeds  and  apply  the  income  thereof  to  the 
maintenance  of  his  said  son's  children,  &c.  If  they  died  under  age  and  without  issue, 
on  further  trusts.  After  the  death  of  the  testator  and  his  wife,  the  son  died  a  bachelor. 
Seld,  that  the  trust  for  sale  was  absolute,  and  the  property  must  be  considered  as  per- 
sonalty, and  the  son  of  the  testator,  in  the  events  that  had  happened,  took  it  as  per- 
sonalty, if  he  took  it  at  all,  as  heir  of  the  testator.     White  v.  Smith,  viiL  77. 

46.  Besidue  to  executrix  not  taken  beneficially.  A  testatrix,  among  other  legacies, 
gave  S.  F.,  her  sole  executrix,  8,000/.  and  a  like  sum  in  addition,  "  for  the  trouble  she 
would  have  in  acting  as  executrix; "  then  made  other  bequests,  and  gave  the  rest  of 
her  personal  estate  to  S.  F.,  her  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  "  well  knowing 
that  she  will  make  a  good  use,  and  dispose  of  it  in  a  manner  in  accordance  with  my 
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views  and  wishes."  Beld,  affinning  tbe  deci^on  below,  that  the  executrix  did  not  taka 
the  residue  beneficially.    Briggs  ▼.  Penny ,  riii.  281. 

47.  Wordi  creating  trust.  Words  accompanying  a  bequest  expressing  confidence} 
belief,  desire,  or  hope,  as  to  the  application  of  the  bequest,  wiH  create  a  trust, 
when  they  exclude  all  discretion  in  the  donee,  the  subject  is  certain,  and  the  objects 
definite.    lb, 

48..  Gift  over  not  taking  effect — Personal  representatives  entitled,  A  testator^  will 
contiuned  a  bequest  to  trustees,  apon  trust  fbr  his  daughter  fbr  her  life,  then  fo  be 
paid  to  her  children,  on  their  attaining  twent7-K>ne,  or  marrying.  In  case  any  of  the 
ssud  daughter's  children  *'  should  happen  to  die  before  being  entitled  in  poasession  to 
his  share,"  the  share  was  to  go  to  the  survivor  or  survivors.  The  daughter  had  two 
children  who  attained  twenty  one ;  one  of  them  survived  the  testator,  but  predeceased 
her  mother.  Held^  that  the  gift  over  did  not  take  effect,  but  the  penonal  representa- 
tives of  the  deceased  child  were  entitled  to  her  share.    lU  Yates,  viu.  224. 

49.  Bequest  to  daughter  for  life,  then  to  hiuhand — Second  hudwnd  not  etaUUd,  A 
testatrix  gave  certain  money  to  her  daughter  M.  for  lifb,  then  to  be  divided  between 
the  husbands  of  her  daughters  and  her  son,  or  such  of  them  as  might  be  living  at  the 
decease  of  her  said  daughter.  One  of  the  daughters  married  a  second  husband,  after 
the  death  of  the  testatrix,  and  he  was  living  at  the  death  of  the  tenant  fbr  life.  Held, 
that  the  testatrix  meant  to  designate  the  particular  husbands  living  at  the  time  she 
mad&  her  will,  and  that  the  second  husband  was  not  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  trust 
fund.

50.  Lapsed  gift  as  to  moiety  of  residuary  estate — Right  of  survivorship,  A  testatrix 
gave  her  residuary  estate,  after  the  death  of  thre^  persons,  upon  trust  to  pay  and 
assign  it  equally  between  6.  B.  and  £.  B.,  their  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns ; 
but  if  neither  of  them  should  be  living  at  the  death  of  the  survivor  of  the  tenants  for 
life,  she  gave  the  same  to  P.  H.  6.  B.  died  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testatrix,  but  £.  B. 
survived  the  tenants  for  life.  Held,  that  the  gift  lapsed  as  to  a  moiety  of  the  residaaiy 
estate ;  that  no  joint  estate  was  created  between  6.  B.  and  E.  B. ;  iluit  no  ri^t  by 
survivorship  arose  by  implication ;  that  the  event  had  not  happened  upon  which  the 
gift  over  was  to  take  effect ;  and  that  one  moiety  of  the  residuary  estate  ivas  Qttdi»> 
posed  of  and  belonged  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  testatrix,  and  that  the  costs  must  be 
paid  out  of  her  estate.

51.  Trust  for  beneft  of  children,  A  testator  made  his  will  in  these  terms:  "I  give 
and  bequeaUie  all  my  property,  of  whatsoever  description,  to  my  wife,  fbr  Ae  main- 
tenance of  herself  and  our  children,"  naming  them,  and  making  her  sole  executrix. 
Held,  that  a  trust  was  thereby  constituted  for  the  benefit  of  the  children,  and  that  the 
executrix  was  bound  to  account    In  re  Harris,  viii.

52.  Bequest  of  leasehold  property — Liability  for  dilapidations — Praetke.  A  testa- 
trix, by  her  will,  bequeathed  certain  leasehold  property,  being  houses,  to  A,  aheohitdly 
for  all  the  residue  of  the  term,  "  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  rent,  and  tiie  peifonn* 
anee  of  the  covenants  reserved  and  contained  in  the  lease ; ''  and  she  bequei^hed  ber 
residuary  real  and  personal  estate,  subject  to  the  payment  of  her  debts,  funenl,  tes- 
tamentary, and  other  expenses,  to  B,  absolutely.  Held,  both  upon  principlcT  and  eon* 
struction,  reversing  the  decision  of  Wigram,  Y.  C,  that,  inter  se,  A,  and  not  As 
residuary  legatee,  was  liable  for  dilapidations  existing  at  the  death  of  the  testalxix; 
and  that  A  should  indemnify  the  executors  of  the  testatrix  against  Uafalli^  befbie 
being  let  into  possession.  Held,  also,  under  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  that  the 
specific  legatee  was  sufficiently  represented  upon  the  appeal  by  the  executors  of  the 
testatrix ;  but  time  was  given  him  to  present  a  petition  to  have  the  case  ivheard,  if  he 
should  be  so  advised.

58.  Representatives  of  deceased  child  entitled,  A  testator  beqneaflied  tiie  intensl 
of  8,0002.  at  5/.  per  cent  to  his  daughter  for  Kfe,  and,  after  her  deadi,  he  gave  As 
said  sum  of  8,000^  to  trustees  in  trust  for  sSl  the  children  of  his  danghter,  share  and 
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share  alike,  to  b^  paid  to  sons  at  theiir  ages  of  twenty-one  and  daughters  at  their  agea 
of  twentj-one  or  days  of  marriage,  with  interest  in  the  mean  time  on  their  shares  for 
their  maintenance  and  education,  and  benefit  of  surrivorship,  in  the  event  of  any  of 
the  said  children  dying  without  issue.  The  testator^s  daughter  had  five  chil- 
dren living  at  his  death,  one  of  whom  attained  twenty-one  and  died  in  her  lifetime 
without  issue.  Held^  that  the  representatives  of  the  deceased  child  were  entitled  to 
ius  share.

54.  General  residuary  bequest.    A  specific  enumeration  of  articles,  after  a  bequest 
to  A  of  "  an  and  every  thbg  I  die  possessed  of,**  followed  by  a  declaration  that  '^  I  , 
leave  every  thing  X  die  possessed  of  to  A,  for  her  entire  and  sole  use  and  benefit,"  was 
held  to  be  a  general  residuaiy  bequest.    In  re  KendaUj  ix.  196. 

55.  Bequest  qf  policy  upon  uses — Memorandum  expressing  testaJtofs  wishes — Trust. 
A  testator^  by  his  will,  bequeathed  a  policy  of  assurance  on  his  own  life  to  A  and  B, 
upon  the  uses  of  a  letter  signed  by  them  and  himsel£  At  the  date  of  the  will  there 
was  no  such  letter.  Subsequently,  the  testator  addressed  a  note  to  his  executors  and 
signed  a  memorandum,  by  which  he  stated  his  wishes  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
moneys  to  be  received  in  respect  of  the  policy.  The  testator  kept  the  policy  in  his 
possession  until  his  deatL  Heldy  that  no  trust  was  created  by  the  memorandum,  and 
that  the  policy  formed  a  part  of  the  residue.    Johnson  v.  BaU,  ix.  159. 

56.  Conversion — Annuity — Condition*  A  testator  gave  freeholds  and  leaseholds  to 
trustees,  upon  trust  to  pay  the  income  to  C.  for  life,  or  at  their  discretion  to  invest  it, 
vrith  remainder  to  his  children,  and  in  default  of  children,  on  trust  to  sell,  and  divide 
the  produce  in  manner  afterwards  directed.  He  made  similar  gifts  for  the  benefit  of 
his  other  children  and  their  issue,  and  directed  the  trustees  to  divide  the  prodi\pe  in 
sixths,  and  apply  one  sixth  to  the  purchase  of  an  annuity  for  C.  C.  died  without  chil- 
dren, and  the  trustees  sold.  Hddt  that  the  one  sixth  of  the  product  of  the  sale  was 
undisposed  of^  and  went  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  testator.  Walters  v.  Corpe^  v. 
225. 

57.  Memorandum  allowed  as  wUl  of  personalty — Settlements  of  real  estate — Election. 
A  memorandum  by  a  person  possessed  of  real  and  personal  estate  was  at  first  sup- 
posed to  be  wholly  inoperative^  but  was,  long  after  his  death,  allowed  as  a  will  of  per- 
sonalty. In  the  mean  time  settlements  of  the  real  estate  had  been  made  with  a  view 
to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  memorandum  as  to  the  real  estate.  It  was  heldf  that 
the  person  entitled  to  the  personal  estate  under  the  memorandum,  and  being  also 
benefited  by  said  settlements,  was  not  to  be  put  to  an  election  between  them,  as  the 
will  referred  only  to  the  personal  property.    Egremont  v.  Lee,  x.  188. 

58.  Residue  to  one  for  life,  remainder  to  missionary  societies — Railway  shares.  Be- 
quest of  the  residue  of  the  testator's  property  ^^  of  every  description  i^  might  be  "  to 
one  for  life  and  then  to  missionary  societies.  Part  of  the  property  consisted  in  rail- 
wa/  shares.  Held,  that  the  remainder-men  were  entitled  to  have  the  shares  sold  and 
the  proceeds  invested  in  consols,  without  any  prejudice  to  the  question  whether  the 
shares  were,  or  were  not,  real  estate  within  the  Mortmain  Act  Thornton  v.  Ellis,  x. 
85. 

59.  Gi/l  to  executors.  A,  by  his  will,  directed  his  executors  to  pay  over  all 
the  residue  of  his  property  to  B ;  but  in  case  of  B's  death,  then  to  pay  over  the 
same  to  ^*  the  executors  or  executrixes  which  B  by  her  wiU  might  appoint"  B  died 
before  A,  having  by  her  will  given  the  residue  of  her  property  to  C,  and  appointed  D 
her  executrix.  Held,  on  a  bill  filed  by  D  against  C,  that  D  took  the  residue  of  A's 
imitate  as  part  of  the  personal  estate  of  B,  and  that  he  was  to  hold  it  upon  the  trusts 
And  £x  the  purposes  of  B's  will.    Long  v.  Watkinson,  x.  70. 

60.  Bequest  to  children  of  freehold  and  leasehold^  property — Issue  of  deceased  chUd 
to  take  parents  share.  A  testator  willed  and  bequeathed  freehold  and  leasehold  prop- 
er^ in  manner  following:  **I  will  and  bequeathe  to  my  eldest  son,  one  seventh  share 

of  my  property,  to  Ius  heirs,  executors,  and  administrators.    So  to  each  of  his  other 
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six  children.  "And  in  case  any  of  my  sons  or  dangbters  die  nvithoal  issne^  that  tlieir 
sliare  returns  to  my  sons  and  daughters  equally  among  them ;  and  in  case  anj  of  my 
sons  and  daughters  die  and  leaving  issue,  that  they  take  their  deceased  parentis  share, 
share  and  share  alike."  All  the  seven  children  ci  the  testator  survived  him,  and  one 
of  them  afterwards  died,  leaving  an  eldest  son  and  several  other  children.  Heldf  that 
this  latter  clause  did  not  operate  either  by  way  of  executory  devise,  or  to  cut  down 
the  estate  of  the  parents  to  an  estate  for  life,  but  that  it  refeired  to  a  dying  of  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  testator  in  his  lifetime,  and  that  consequently  the  eldest  son 
of  the  deceased  child  took  the  whole  of  his  parent's  share  in  the  freeholds  as  his  heir 
at  law  and  in  the  leaseholds  as  his  administrator.  Gee  v.  The  Mayor,  Sfc.  of  Man- 
Chester,  x.  450. 

61.  Passing  residuary  estate.  As  to  the  residue  "  of  his  estate  and  effects,  what50- 
ever  and  wheresoever,  canal  shares,  plate,  linen,  china,  and  furniture,"  the  testator 
devised  and  bequeathed  the  same  to  his  wife.  Held,  that  the  readuary  personal  estate 
passed,  and  that  the  general  words  were  not  limited  to  things  ejutdem  ffeneris  with 
canal  shares,  &c.    Fisher  v.  Hepburn,  xi.  336. 

62.  Interest  in  personal  estate,  A  testator  gave  his  freehold  estate  ''  and  property, 
whether  real  or  personal,"  to  A  for  life ;  and  afler  her  decease,  he  gave  ^'  aU  his  said 
f^ehold  estate  and  property  "  to  B  and  wife  for  life ;  and  afler  their  decease,  he  gave 
"  all  his  sud  freehold  property  "  to  their  children,  "  for  an  estate  of  inheritance  in  fee- 
simple,"  and  in  default  he  gave  "  his  freehold  estate  and  property  "  to  C,  "  his  heirs, 
and  assigns,  in  fee  simple."  He  charged  his  personal  estate  with  some  legacies,  and 
he  gave  the  residue  of  which  he  should  die  possessed,  &c.  to  A.  Held,  that  B  and  his 
children  took  no  interest  in  the  personal  estate,  which  belonged  to  A.  Honingsttorik 
v.  Shakeshaft,  xi.  308. 

63.  Bequest  of  residue — Taking  hy  implication.  Bequest  of  residue  to  John  L.,  but 
if  he  should  die  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testatrix,  without  leaving  chOdren,  then  to 
Charles  L.  Held,  that  the  children  of  John  L.  took  nothing  by  implication.  Addison 
V.  Busk,  xL  804.  ^  • 

64.  Bequest  to  widow  for  life,  then  to  Jive  persons — Tenants  in  common — StavivoT' 
ship.  In  case  of  a  bequest  to  the  widow  of  the  testator  for  life  and  then  ''  to  F.,  6.,  H., 
I,,  k  E.,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  or  either  of  them,  then  their  respective 
shares  to  their  children,  if  any,  and  if  not,  then  to  the  survivors  of  them,  share  and 
share  alike,"  the  estate  passes  to  F.,  G.,  &c.,  in  ^ve  equal  shares,  as  tenants  In  com- 
mon ;  and  the  words  "  in  case  of  the  death,*  mean  in  case  of  death  before  the  period 
of  distribution,  and  applies  to  death  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator,  but  before  the 
death  of  the  widow ;  and  in  case  of  death  each  one's  share  vests  absolutely  in  sncb 
of  his  children  as  are  living  at  the  death  of  their  parent,  or  at  the  death  of  the  tesftator, 
whichever  last  happens.    loe  y.  King,  xi.  216. 

65.  Leasehold  may  pass  under  description  of  freehold,  A  leasehold  ^tate  nill  pass 
under  the  description  of  f^ehold,  when  the  reference  to  its*  name,  or  local  sitoation, 
and  the  &ct  of  the  testator  having  no  freehold  estate  answering  thereto,  leave  no  doubt 
of  the  identity.    Nelson  y.  Hophins,  xL  66. 

66.  Alternative  gift — Ambiguity.  A  direction  in  a  will  that  trustees  sboald  ^  divide  ** 
a  reversionary  fund  equally  between  a  testator^s  children  living  at  the  decease  of  the 
tenant  for  life,  ^  or  such  others  as  would  have  been  entitled  to  it  at  the  death  of  their 
parents — held,  not  to  include  a  grandchild  whose  fiither  died  after  the  testator,  bot 
before  the  tenant  for  life.    Miller  v.  Chapman,  xxxi.  336. 

67.  Bequest  of  dividends— -Boiance  at  hankers.  In  case  of  a  bequest  to  trustees  to 
pay  the  dividends  arising  from  the  personal  estate  of  the  testatrix  *'  inrested  al  her 
decease  in  or  upon  any  stocks,  fiinds,  or  securities  whatsoever,  yielding  interest/*  to 
certain  persons,  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  bankers  of  the  testatrix,  which  balance 
yields  interest,  is  undisposed  of  by  the  terms  of  the  will  Archibald  v.  Bardey,  iL 
54. 
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68.  Beiidwxry  legatees^Privcdt  Uger^Statuie  of  Umiiatidnt,  A  testator  gave  his 
rendnarj  estate  equally  among  his  six  children,  and  directed  that  sums  of  money  ap- 
pearing by  his  private  leger  to  be  dne  from  them,  should  in  the  division  be  brought 
into  account.  Held,  that  allowance  must  be  made  for  all  sums  appearing  due,  though 
they  were  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations.    Rose  v.  Gottlij  xL  10. 

69.  Unqualified  gift — Prior  restrictions.  In  general,  a  new  unqu^ified  gift  will 
not  be  made  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  on  a  prior  gifl  in  the  will.  Boodle  v. 
Partington^  xii.  801. 

70.  Pecuniary  legacy  raisedble  out  of  residuary  real  estate.  A  testator,  by  his  will, 
dated  in  1839,  gave  certain  pecuniary  legacies,  and  some  interests  in  his  real  estate, 
and  then  gave  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  his  estate  and  effects,  real  and  personal,  to 
his  son,  absolutely,  and  appointed  him  sde  executor.  Held^  that  a  pecuniary 
legacy  was  raiseable  out  of  the  residuary  real  estate.  FranciM,  yP  Clemowy  xxiiL 
125. 

71.  Gifl  to  A  for  life,  remainder  to  A's  sisters  or  their  children  living  at  A's  decease. 
In  case  of  a  gift  to  A  for  life,  with  remainder  in  default  of  appointment  to  the  sisters 
of  A  or  their  children  living  at  A's  decease,  the  children  of  a  sister  who  dies  in  the 
testator^s  lifetime,  before  the  date  of  the  will,  take  no  interest,  and  the  children  of  the 
sisters  surviving  A  isikeper  stirpes,     Congreve  v.  Palmer ,  •^yni- 165. 

72.  Landed  estate  given  to  one  set  of  persons,  subjected  to  pecuniary  charge  for 
benefit  of  other  interests.  Where  landed  estate  is  given  by  will  to  one  set  of  persons, 
or  for  the  purposes  of  one  set  of  limitations,  but  is  subjected  by  the  will  to  a  pecu- 
niary charge  for  the  benefit  of  other  interests,  and  those  other  interests  given  by  the 
will  do  not  exhaust  the  entire  property  in  the  money,  the  benefit  of  the  charge,  as  far 
as  it  is  not  given  away,  sinks  for  the  benefit  of  those  to  whom  the  real  estate  is 
devised,  subject  to  the  charge.    In  re  Cooper's  Trusts^  xxilj.  183. 

73.  Language  in  will  assumed  to  be  testator*s.  The  court  is  bound  to  assume  the 
language  in  a  will  to  bo  the  testator's  own  language ;  hence,  evidence  by  the  attorney 
who  wrote  the  will  is  not  admissible  to  show  that  certain-  words  were  put  in  at  his  sug- 
gestion.   Bernasconi  v.  Atkinson,  xxiii.  207. 

74.  Devise  of  estate  tail — Funds  in  trust  to  be  appropriated  for  benefit  of  such  estate 
— Bar  of  estate  taiL  Where  a  testator  devises  his  estate  in  tail,  and  devises  to  trus- 
tees funds  to  be  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  such  estate  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
then  to  be  paid  over  to  the  possessor  of  the  estate,  if  of  a  certain  class,  and  the  estate 
tail  is  barred  and  charged  to  one  in  fee,  and  the  purposes  of  the  trust  consequently 
fail,  then  the  owner  of  the  estate,  if  of  the  described  class,  becomes  entitled  to  an 
immediate  transfer  of  the  fund.    In  matter  of  Colson's  Trusts,  xxiii.  222. 

75.  Bequest  of  railway  shares — Consolidated  stock.  Bequest  of  all  the  testator's 
Great  Western  Railway  shares,  and  all  other  the  railway  shares  of  which  he  might  be 
possessed  at  the  time  of  his  decease, — held,  to  pass  Great  Western  Railway  shares 
which  he  had  at  the  date'  of  his  will,  and  which  were  afterwards,  by  a  resolution  of  the 
company,  o^e  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  parliament,  converted  into  consoli- 
dated stock ;  but  not  to  pass  consolidated  stock  in  the  same  company  purchased  by 
the  testator  afler  the  date  of  his  will.     Oakes  v«  Oakes,  xv.  193. 

76.  Misnomer.  A  gift  by  will,  to  my  nephew,  John  Henry,  and  should  he  not 
marry,  to  be  equally  divided  between  Samuel, "  John,"  and  Mary,  all  of  Calcott  Hall ; 
all  of  them  must  receive  50/.  John  Henry  did  not  marry,  and  died  in  1835.  The 
testatrix  had  a  nephew  "  Thomas,''  who  now  claimed  to  participate  in  the  fund, 
together  with  Samuel  and  Mary,  his  brother  and  sister,  on  the  ground  that  the  test;^ 
trix  had  written  the  name  **  John  "  instead  of  Thomas.  Held,  by  the  master  of  the 
rolls,  that  Thomas  was  not  entitled.  That  the  word  ^  John  "  sufficientiy  described 
John  Henry ;  that  his  being  a  legatee  of  the  whole  did  not  prevent  his  having  a  part 
of  the  fund  in  another  event ;  and  his  representatives  were  declared  entitied  to  one 
third  of  the  fund ;  but  the  claim  of  Thomas  was  dismissed,  without  costs.    Upon 
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appeal  the  judgment  was  affirmed^  diiseniiente  Knight  Brace,  L.  J.    Mastyn  y. 
Mostifn,  xix.  501.    Judgment  affirmed,  zxzl.  16. 

77.  Reference  from  one  part  of  will  to  another.  Beference  maj  be  made  from  one 
part  of  a  wiQ  to  another,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  meaning  of  each  part,  even  when 
the  rules  of  law,  as  to  constmction,  are  the  best  estaUilhed  and  the  most  cogent 
East  V.  Tmjfor^^  xxxi.  62. 

78.  Eitaie  tail  intended  to  be  estate  for  life.  Therefore,  where  a  testator  divided  his 
property  into  several  parcels,  disposing  of  the  first  parcel  by  words  which  indicated 
pretty  clearly  his  intention  to  give  L.  an  estate  tail  therein,  and  in  a  subsequent  part 
of  the  will  still  more  clearly  appointed  another  parcel  to  M.  for  life,  and  added  ''as  in 
the  case  of  L.,"  it  was  held  that  it  must  have  been  the  intention  of  the  testator  to  pve 
L.  only  an  estate  for  life.    lb. 

79.  After-acqttir^  real  estate.  A  testator,  then  owning  no  real  estate,  gave  tnd 
bequeathed  "  all  the  residue  of  his  goods  and  chattels,  stock  in  trade,  estate,  and 
eflects,  of  what  nature  and  kind  soever,*'  to  B,  his  executors,  &c.,  in  trust,  to  sell  and 
pay  the  proceeds  to  his  wife  and  children.  Held,  to  pass  subsequently  acquired  real 
estate.     (T  Toole  v.  Browne,  xxv.  210. 

80.  Legacy  to  woman  whom  testator  had  deceived  by  pretended  marriage — Fofwutr 
codicil.  A  testator  gave  a  legacy  to  a  woman  whom  he  had  deceived  by  pretended 
ceremonies  of  marriage,  to  be  used  for  her  own  and  children's  benefit,  and  he  ap- 
pointed her  their  guardian.  Held,  with  reference  to  a  former  codicil,  to  comprise  her 
child  and  the  child  of  another  woman,  both  of  whom  were  specifically  named  in  the 
former  codicil.    Hart  v.  TWAe,  xix.  564. 

81.  Legacy,  when  vested.  A  testator  devised  real  estate  to  A,  in  fee,  cbai^ged  with 
an  annuity  to  B  for  life,  and  directed  that  after  the  death  of  B,  the  estate  shoold  be 
chained  with  the  payment  of  lOOZ.  apiece  to  X,  Y,  and  Z,  and  that  the  same  sboold 
be  paid  to  them  respectively  within  six  calendar  months  afler  the  death  of  B,  or  soch 
of  them  as  should  be  then  living.  X  died  in  the  lifetime  of  B.  Held^  that  the  legacy 
to  X  had  not  vested,  and  was  not  payable  to  his  representatives.  Goodman  v.  Drury^ 
xiii.  135. 

82.  Apportionment  on  deficiency.  A  bequest  of  9,900Z.  to  A,  and  10,O0OL  to  B. 
The  first  sum  had  been  previously  given  by  deed  in  equal  moieties  to  the  same  per- 
sons. Held,  that  inasmuch  as  the  testatrix  supposed  that  she  still  had  the  power 
of  appointing  both  sums,  the  legatees  must  share  the  10,000/.  in  the  prop<Hlion  of  99 
to  100.    Laurie  v.  Clutton,  xv.  85. 

83.  Enlarging  estate.  Where  an  estate  for  life  is  given  by  clear  words,  the  mere 
imposition  of  a  chai^  on  the  tenant  for  life  will  not  hare  the  effect  of  enlarging  the 
estate.    East  v.  Twyford,  xxxi.  62. 

84.  Devise  to  trustees  to  pay  rents  to  testator's  daughter  for  life,  after  her  death  to  we 
of  her  children — Survivorship — Tenants  in  common.  A  testator  devised  lands  to 
trustees  to  pay  the  rents  to  his  daughter  Anna  for  life ;  afler  her  death  the  tnisteea 
were  to  hold  said  estate  ''  and  all  accruing  share  and  interest  to  which  Anna  nk^t 
become  entitled  by  survivorship  undei'the  trusts  of  this  will  or  otherwise,"  to  the  use 
of  Anna's  children,  &c.,  or  if  none,  then  to  the  use  of  his  son  W.  and  daughter 
Maria,  the  survivor  of  them  and  the  issue  of  such  of  them  as  had  died,  their  heirs, 
&c.,  as  tenants  in  coomion.  He  then  made  another  devise  in  the  same  teima  to  Mariay 
with  the  same  limitations,  mutatis  mutandis,  in  favor  of  W.  and  Anna.  Maria  died 
before  testator.  Anna  died,  leaving  a  husband  and  two  children,  the  plaintiflTs.  Heldf 
that  they  were  not  entitled  as  tenants  in  common  in  fee  to  a  moiety  of  the  lands 
deyised  to  Maria  for  life.     Greenwood  v.  Sutcliffe,  xxv.  266. 

85.  Devise  to  three  unmarried  daughters,  as  tenants  in  common  tn  fee — CodteUpr^ 
viding  for  case  of  marriage  of  daughters.  D.,  by  his  will,  devised  all  his  real  aad 
personal  estate  to  his  three  unmarried  daughters,  as  tenants  in  common  in  fee ;  and, 
by  a  codicil,  desired,  *'  that  if  one  of  the  three  daughters  should  get  married,  the  two

then  remaining  single  should,  at  the  end  of  twelve  montiis  after  his  decease,  pay  to 
the  married  sister  500/.  in  lieu  of  all  further  claim  on  his  property;  and  the  two  sur- 
yiving  daughters,  then  single,  should  be  sole  possessors  of  sdl  his  property."  Held, 
that  the  codicil  had  no  operation  unless  one  of  the  daughters  married  in  D.'s  lifetime, 
or  within  the  twelve  months.    JJoyd  v.  Davies,  xxv.  434. 

86.  Widow*s  right  to  reside  in  testator*8  house — Inconsistency,  Where  a  testator,  by 
his  will,  directed  that  his  wife  might  be  allowed  to  reside  in  his  house  during  her  widow* 
hood,  and  in  a  subsequent  part  of  the  same  will  directed  that  when  his  youngest 
child  should  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  the  house,  &c.,  should  be  sold, 
and  an  annuity  be  paid  to  the  wife,  it  was  held^  that  the  widow's  right  to  reside  in  the 
house  ceased  at  the  sale.     Chapman  t.  Gilbert,  xxxi.  193. 

87.  Acceleration  of  vesting.  If,  in  a  will,  estates  are  devised  to  trustees  upon 
trust  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  testator's  son  for  life,  and  then  to  stand  seised 
of  the  same  in  trust  for  the  first  and  other  sons  of  said  son  in  tail  general,  and  by  a 
codicil  the  gift  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  son  is  revoked,  and  an  annuity  sub- 
stituted therefor,  the  effect  of  the  codicil,  if  such  appears  consistent  with  the  intention 
of  the  testator,  is  to  accelerate  the  vesting  of  the  remainder  in  tail  in  the  first  grand- 
son.   Lainson  v.  Lainson,  xxxL  200 ;  afikming  s.  c.  xxiii.  72. 

88.  Special  occupant,  A  testatrix,  by  codicil,  devised  real  estate  to  her  daughter, 
to  hold  to  the  said  daughter,  her  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  for  and 
during  the  natural  Cves  of  her  said  daughter  and  two  other  persons.  Held,  that  upon 
the  death  of  the  daughter  during  the  existence  of  the  other  two  lives,  her  heir  took 
as  special  occupant,  notwithstanding  the  addition  in  the  same  devise  of  the  words 
*'  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,''  to  the  word  **  heirs."  Carpenter  v.  DunS' 
mure,  xxvilL  116. 

89.  Time  of  vesting.  In  case  of  k  giA  in  trust  for  A  for  life  and  then  to  divide  six 
months  after  A's  death,  the  residue  and  accumulation  among  the  children  of  A  and  B 
who  should  be  living,  and  have  lived  to  attain  twenty-one,  it  was  held,  that  the  word 
"  living  "  referred  to  the  time  of  the  testator's  death,  and  not  to  the  time  of  distribu- 
tion, so  that  each  child,  on  attaining  twenty-one,  took  a  vested  interest  absolutely. 
Kidd  V.  North,  xxvii.  479. 

90.  Power  to  cut  timber,  A  testator  gave  an  estate  in  trust  for  a  term  of  years, 
without  impeachment  of  waste,  with  power  to  mortgage  or  sell,  and  subject  thereto  to 
a  life  with  remainder  to  A  for  life,  remainder  to  A's  issue  in  strict  settlement ;  the 
trustees  were  to  be  allowed  to  cut  so  much  timber  as  they  should  see  fit  after  a  certain 
time  for  the  benefit  of  A.  A  died  a  few  years  after  that  time,  the  trustees  not  having 
exercised  the  power  to  cut  timber.  Afler  A's  death  the  term  was  sold  for  the  purposes 
of  the  trust  Held,  that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to  the  timber  on  the  estate  at  the 
time  of  the  sale.     Watlington  v.  Waldron,  xxvii.  281. 

91 .  Direction  to  carry  on  trade.  A  direction  by  a  testator  to  his  executors,  to  con- 
tinue to  carry  on  his  trade,  does  not  authorize  them  to  embark  in  his  trade  any  of  the 
testator's  general  assets  beyond  those  already  embarked  in  it  at  his  death.  M*Neillie 
V.  Acton,  xxiii.  7. 

92.  Settlement  to  use  of  husband  and  wife  for  life,  and  after  decease  of  survivor,  to 
children— Default  of  issue— Ultimate  limitation.  By  a  marriage  settlement,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  intended  marriage  and  of  the  wife's  fortune,  certain  premises  were 
settled  to  the  use  of  the  husband  and  wife  for  life,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  • 
survivor,  in  case  there  should  be  only  one  child  then  living,  and  no  other  child  should 
be  dead  leaving  issue,  then  to  the  use  of  such  one  child  in  fee ;  b«t  in  case  there

default  of  all  sach  issue  to  the  use  of  the  wife's  brothers  and  sisteni  in  fee.  There  wei9 
issae  of  the  marriage  two  children,  who  both  died  without  isne  befive  the  »umtr<y  of 
the  husband  and  wife.  No  appointment  was  ever  raado  nnder  the  power.  HM^  Ij 
Lord  Campbell,  C.  J.,  Coleridge,  J.,  and  Wigfatman,  J.,  that  the  devise  contempialed 
three  contingencies,  the  first  two  of  which  had  failed ;  and  (hat  the  third,  namely,  the 
ddanlt  of  all  issue  of  the  marriage  at  the  decease  of  the  sormor  of  the  hosbaod  and 
wife,  had  taken  effect,  and  that  consequently  the  ultimate  liraitation  to  the  irife's 
brothers  and  sisters  took  effect  Held,  by  Grompton,  J.,  that  tba  uitiinate  limitalion 
to  tlie  wife's  brothers  and  sisters  was  oontSngent  on  the  event  of  tf»ra  being  more  than

A  testator  gave  all 
his  reaidttaiy  estate  to  trosteee,  upon  trust  to  pay  the  proceeds  to  his  wife  for  life,  and 
after  her  decease  upon  trust  to  sell  the  properly  and  to  stand  possessed  thereof,  as  to 
one  seventh  part,  in  trust  to  lay  out  and  invest  the  same  in  a  government  annuity  for 
the  life  of  his  son,  and  upon  further  trust  to  pay  such  annuity  when  and  as  the  same 
should  become  payable,  not  by  anticipation,  to  his  said  son,  for  his  life,  for  his  own 
use :  but  the  testator  declared  that  in  case  his  son  should,  either  before  or  after  his 
(the  testator^s)  death,  become  bankrupt  or  insolvent,  or  flhould  do  any  act  to  encumber 
the  annuity,  then  the  property  was  to  go  over  to  other  persons.

10S«  Executory  devise  wken  to  be  ^iowed*  An  executory  devise  is  in  itself  an 
isifiingement  of  the  rules  of  the  common  law,  and  is  only  to  be  allowed  on  considerar 
tkm  of  ltd  not  exceeding  certMn  etIaUished  limits.    CkaUis  v.  Eversy  x.  429. 

1<M.  Executory  devise — Waieer  of  condition — Nutke — Trustees.  W.  P.,  by  his  will, 
greeted  his  trustees,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  afWr  his  death,  to  divide  his 
residuary  estate  into  lots,  and  set  a  value  upon  such  lots,  and  give  a  copy  of  such  par- 
ticulars of  division  and  valuation  to  his  (the  testator's)  son  *,  and  if  within  six  months 
aAer  delivery  of  such  copy,  the  son  should  give  notice  m  writing,  under  his  hand,  of 
lus  desire  to  relinquish  all  or  any  part  of  such  real  estate,  his  interest  in  the  part  of 
the  estate  relinquished  was  to  cease,  and  become  vested  in  the  trustees,  upon  certain 
trusts,  the  effect  ot  which  would  be,  out  of  the  relinquished  estates,  and  by  a  chaige 
on  the  others,  to  put  all  the  testator's  children  on  an  equality.

such  survivor,  should  stand  possessed  of  one  half  of  the  capital  for  A,  her  executors, 
administrators,  and  assigns.

signs, to  and  for  the  several  uses,  intents,  and  purposes  following ;  that  is  to  say :  "-* 
and  then,  after  specifying  various  objects  of  the  bounty,  appointed  *'  the  aaid  £.  £., 
executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament"  The  trusts  of  the  will  did  aot  exhaust 
the  estate.  Held,  that  £.  £.  did  not  become  entitled,  for  his  own  benefit,  to  the 
personal  estate  undisposed  of,  but  was  a  trustee  thereof  for  the  widow  and  iiext  of 
kin  of  the  testator,  according  to  the  Statute  of  DistributiDns.  Slicock  y^  Mefpt 
xvL  27. 

1^7.  The  rule  in  such  a  case  is,  that  where  there  appears  a  *^  ]^tn  impUcation  or 
strong  presumption  "  that  the  testator,  by  naming  an  executor,  meant  only^  to  give  the 
office  of  executor,  and  not  the  beneficial  interest,  the  person  named  shall  be  considered 
^  trustee  for  the  next  of  kin  of  the  undisposed  surplus.   ./5. 

128.  Trust  by  implication.  Gift  in  trust  for  A.  B.,  but  if  he  should  die  in  the  fife^ 
lime  of  the  testator  "  without  leaving  any  child,  or,  Sqc.,"  then  the  residae  in  trast  for 
another  absolutely.  This  does  not  create  any  trust  by  implication  fbt  the  chiidrea  of 
A.  B.    Lee  v.  Busk,  xv.  380. 

129.  Residue  belonging  to  teslaior*s  next  of  Ian,  Bequest  of  residue  onto  R.  S^  the 
son  of  P.  S.)  for  his  sole  use  and  benefit,  at  twenty-one ;  failing  him,  io  the  next  male 
child  of  P.  S.,  who  should  attain  that#age ;  and  failing  male  children  of  P.  S.,  to  the 
seven  daughters  of  A.  B.,  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  in  equal  proportions, 
their  respective  shares  to  be  at  their  free  will  and  disposal  R.  S,  died  be£are  twen^* 
one,  and  P.  S.,  having  survived  all  the  daughters  of  A.  B.,  died  in  September,  1852, 
without  having  had  any  other  male  child.  Held,  that  the  residue  bck>nged  to  the 
next  of  kin  of  the  testator.

181.  English  will — Real  estate  in  Scotland,  The  will  of  a  testator,  domiciled  in 
£nglandf  and  having  real  and  personal  estate  there,  and  real  estate  in  Scotland^  giving 
all  his  real  and  personal  estate  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  all  his  children,  does  not 
pass  the  estate  in  Scotland,  nor  is  the  eldest  son  and  heir,  accordizig  to  the  law  of 
Scotland,  bound  to  elect  between  the  benefits  given  by  the  will  and  the  real  estate  ia 
Scotland.    Maxwell  v.  Maxwell,  xiii.  440. 

132.  How  legatees  take.  If  in  a  will  there  occurs  a  limitation  in  favor  of  sons, 
accompanied  by  the  provision  that  they  shall  take  in  order  of  primogeniture,  and 
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there  is  no  sacli  proYision  as  to  grandsons,  the  sons  take  hy  particular  description  and 
the  grandsons  as  a  class.    East  y.  Twyford^  xt.  205. 

133.  Vesting  of  legacy  in  child.  A  bequest  in  trust  to  pay  the  income  of  a  sum  of 
money  to  A  for  Ufe,  and  then  to  transfer  the  capital  to  ^e  *child,  or  children,  of  A, 
when  they  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one ;  A  had  a  child  who  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one,  but  died  in  her  lifetime.  Held,  that  the  legacy  had  absolutely  vested 
in  A's  child.

134.  Perpetuity.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  his  personal  estate  to  trus- 
tees, upon  trust  to  pay  the  income  to  his  two  sisters,  A  and  B,  for  their  lives,  and  to 
the  survivor  for  her  life ;  and  then  to  pay  the  capital  to  their  children ;  and,  in  de- 
fault of  such  children,  to  pay  the  income  to  C,  his  brother,  for  his  life,  and  then  to  pay 
Ae  capital  to  his  children ;  and  in  de&ult  of  such  children,  to  the  testator's  next  of 
kin.  The  testator,  by  a  codicil,  declared  that  he  left  his  effects,  failing  his  brothers 
and  sisters  and  their  heirs,  to  E.  The  testator  had  two  sisters  only,  A  and^B,  and  two 
brothers  only,  C  and  D,  who  all  died  without  children.  Held^  that  the  bequest  in 
fiivor  of  £  took  efifeci     In  re  Patti8on*s  ThtstSy  xv.  516. 

1S5.  Gift  over  upon  alternative  event  Though  a  gift  over  on  an  event,  expressed 
as  a  single  event,  but  comprising  in  sense  two  branches,  will  not  be  construed  as  made 
on  two  events ;  yet  it  is  otherwise  where  the  testator  has  expressed  two  alternative 
events,  one  of  which  may  be  comprehended  in  the  other.  Monypenny  v.  Dering^  xv.

136.  A  testaW,  who  in  his  w31  refers  to  a  settlement,  must,  in  the  absence  of  some- 
thing to  show  the  contrary,  be  taken  to  know  the  general  effect  of  that  settlement 
Lake  v.  CSjtrrie,  xiii.

137.  Restraint  on  anOeipatum  or  assignment — Forfeiture  by  assignment.  Testator 
gaye  2,000/.  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  annual  income  to  C.  S.  during  his  life, 
weekly,  monthly,  or  quarterly,  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit  Testator  then  declared 
that  G.  8.  should  have  no  power  or  authority  to  anticipate  or  assign,  but  that  if  he  did 
anticipate  or  assign,  or  attempt  to  do  so,  the  gift  to  him  should  be  void.  C.  S.,  being 
in  want,  as  was  alleged,  of  necessaries,  at  the  end  of  eighteen  months  from  the  tes- 
tator^s  decease  as»gned  to  E.,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  all  the  dividends  which 
then  had  already  accrued  and  were  payable,  but  not  future  dividends.  This  assign- 
ment recited  the  will,  and  the  conditions  against  assignment  in  it,  and  was  expressed 
to  be  "  so  far  as  C.  S.  lawfiolly  could  or  might,  without  working  a  forfeiture  of  his  life* 
interest  •  Heldy  first,  on  a  joint  petition  presented  by  K.  and  C.  S.,  for  payment  to 
m.  of  the  said  annual  income,  that  nothing  passed  to  K.  Secondly,  on  another 
petition  presented  by  C.  S.,  that  he  had  committed  a  forfeiture  of  all  his  interest  under 
the  vrilL    In  re  Stuiz,  xix.  264. 

188.  Postponement  of  bequests  tiU  after  widoufs  death.  Bequests  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  D.  of  200/.  each,  also  the  children  of  a  son  of  D.  200/.  to  bo  equally 
divided  among  them,  to  be  paid  twelve  months  after  the  decease  of  the  testator's 
widow.  IMdy  to  be  postponed  as  to  all  the  bequests  till  after  the  widow's  death- 
Child  y.  Elsworth,  xix.  218. 

139.  ValucUion  of  residuary  estate  to  be  made  after  testatat's  death — Charges  in  respect 
thereof.  A  teslator  gave  all  his  residuary  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees,  upon 
trust  for  his  wife  for  life;  and  after  her  death  he  directed  that  a  just  and  true  valua- 
tion should  be  made  of  "  all  his  freehold  and  leasehold  estates,  stocks,  funds,  and 
securities,  and  other  residuary  personal  estate,"  and  directed  the  same  to  be  divided, 
or  considered  as  divided,  into  seven  equal  parts,  and  then  disposed  thereof;  and  the 
testator  directed  that  A.  B.,  one  of  his  executors,  who  was  a  surveyor  by  profession, 
**  should  be  entitled  to  charge,  and  should  be  allowed  all  reasonable  charges  as  a  sur- 
veyor, in  valuing  his  said  freehold  and  leasehold  estates,  and  in  letting  the  same,  and 
in  collecting  the  rents,  or  otherwise  in  the  management  of  his  said  estates,  whenever 
requested  or  instructed  so  to  act  by  his  co-trustees."    Held,  that  this  latter  clause  ap< 
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plied  solely  to  the  raluAtioa  and  management  of  the  freekold  and  leaiM^iMd  esUtes, 
and  that  A.  B.  was  not  entitled,  under  this  clause,  to  make  anj  charges  in  respect  of 
valuations  made  by  him  of  the  residuary  personalty  after  the  death  of  the  testator^s 
widow.

140.  Experuu  of  making  good  dilapidcUbm — Tenant  for  life  and  remainder  wum. 
In  case  of  a  bequest  in  trust  to  the  testator's  wife  for  life,  and  after  to  his  son  in  trust 
absolutely  and,  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  widow  is  obliged*  piusnant  to  a 
covenant  made  by  the  testator,  to  make  good  dilapidations  to  certain  leasehoAda,  these 
expenses  are  properly  chaigeable  upon  the  corpus  of  the  estate  and  not  upon  the 
income  of  the  widow.    Harris  ▼.  Poyner,  xiii.  268. 

141.  Enjoyment  of  leaseholdt  in  speeie^-Shares  and  bonds*  If^  by  a  irill,  the  incone 
of  all  the  testator's  leasehold  and  other  estates,  and  of  all  other  his  estate  and  effects, 
are  given  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  the  property  proves  to  consist  of  only  leasehold 
estates  and^sertain  shares  in  companies  and  Dutch  bonds,  the  widow  is  entitled  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  leaseholds  in  specie,  but  not  of  the  shares  and  Dutch  bonds.  BUum 
V.  Bell,  xiiL  188. 

142.  Legacy  upon  condition*  A  trustee,  having  doubts  as  to  the  legality  of  laying 
out  in  repairs  certain  sums  derived  from  the  sale  of  timber  .from  the  estate,  his  co-trus- 
tee advised  that  it  be  done  and  promised  to  indemnify  him  and  save  him  from  all  hann 
in  the  matter.  In  his  will,  the  surety  ordered  that  1,000^,  the  sum  he  sapposed  to 
have  been  expended  in  repairs,  be  paid  to  the  persons  entitled  to  the  {non^ys  arising 
from  the  sale  of  the  timber,  if  they  would  accept  the  same  in  lieu  of  all  claim  thereto. 
It  was  found  that  only  500/.  had  been  thus  expended  in  repairs.  Held,  that  the  pef^ 
BOns  interested  in  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  timber,  were  entitled  to  the 
whole  sum  of  1,0002.,  if  they  would  take  it  on  the  tenns  stated  by  the  wilL  Steuarti.

143.  Residuary  bequest — Widow  dying  or  marrying  again,  A  testator  gave  to  his 
wife  all  lus  stock  in  trade,  &c.,  for  her  life,  if  she  should  so  long  continne  his  widow ; 
but  at  her  death,  or  second  marriage,  he  gave  the  said  stock  in  trade,  &c^  to  be 
equally  divided  among  the  children  he  then  had  or  might  have.  But  in  case  his  wife 
should  not  many  again,  then  the  testator  bequeathed  to  her  all  and  every  his  personal 
estate  and  effects  whatsoever  for  her  life,  and  the  same  to  be  equally  divided  a^wu^ngyt 
such  of  his  children  as  should  be  living  at  her  decease,  share  and  share  alike.  BM, 
that  the  first  clause  in  the  will  was  not  intended  to  be  a  specific  bequest^  aimI  the  last 
a  residuary  bequest;  but  that  both  clauses  were  intended  to  deal  with  the  wYxAb  prop- 
erty, and  were  applicable  to  different  events :  the  first  applying  to  the  testator^s  widow 
marrying  again,  the  latter  to  her  dying  without  marrying  again ;  and  the  latter  event 
being  the  one  which  happened,  the  children  living  at  her  death  became  entitled,  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  representatives  of  those  who  had  died.  Wiggins  ▼.  Wigging,

144.  Residue  to  unfe  during  widowhood — Residue  consisting  in  part  of  debt  pi^fttitU 
by  instalments  with  interest — Who  entitled  to  interests  A  testator  by  his  wil^  be- 
queathed all  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  his  executors,  upon  trust  to 
pay  his  wife  the  income  and  profits  thereof,  so  long  as  she  should  continue  his  widow. 
A  part  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  testator,  at  his  death,  oonasted  of  a  debt  of 
12,000/.  payable  by  annual  instalments  of  1,500/.,  inth  interest  at  5/.  per  cent,  from 
the  death  on  the  debt  or  such  part  as  for  the  time  being  should  remain  unpaid.  Heldj 
that  the  tenant  for  life  was  entitled  to  4/.  per  cent  on  the  debt  or  such  part  as  dioiiUi 
remain  unpaid,  and  that  the  other  1/.  per  cent  ought  to  be  invested  for  the  benefit  of 
the  tenant  for  life  and  those  entitled  in  remainder.    Meyer  v.  Simonson,  xiiL  13S. 

145.  Period  ofdvoisvon.  A  bequest  in  trust  for  a  wife  and  five  children,  with  die 
following  provisions  as  to  the  shares  of  the  three  daughters :  *'  But  in  case  of  the 
marriage  of  all  or  either  of  his  daughters,  the  child  or  children  of  either  of  them  that 
should  outlive  their  mother  or  mothers  should  have  his,  her,  or  their  mothers'  sliare ; 
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and  in  die  case  of  the  deatli  of  one  or  more  c^his  afbresiud  dindren  that  might  die  un- 
married, his,  her,  or  their  shares  and  share  should  be  equally  divided  among  the  sur- 
▼iYOTB  of  his  afoiesttd  children  or  their  children.**  The  testator^s  widow  died  in  18S8, 
and  one  <^  the  daughters  died  in  1849,  without  having  been  married.  Heldj  that  the 
period  of  divismn  as  to  the  daughters'  shares  was  not  the  death  of  the  tenant  for  Hfe, 
but  the  deaths  of  the  daughters ;  and  that  the  gift  over  upon  during  unmarried  was 
not  to  be  restricted  to  dying  unmarried  in  the  lifetime  of  the  tenant  for  life.  In  re 
Waiber*$  TVvsf,  xtiL  30. 

146.  Codkil — Execui&ry  hequesi  over.  A,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  leaseholds  to  his 
daughter  M.  for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  her  lawM  issue,  and  **  in  default  of 
floch  intte,"  to  his  son  G.  and  his  issue.  A  codicil,  made  by  the  testator,  recited  that 
he  had  bequeadied  the  leaseholds  to  G.  after  the  death  of  M.,  and  **  in  default  of  her 
leaving  lawful  issue.**  Held,  that  the  will  might  be  interpreted  by  th^  codicil,  and  that 
tiie  gift  over  in  the  wHI,  **  in  default  of  issue,"  being  therefore  capable  of  importing  a 
bequest  over  on  fiulure  of  issue  living  at  M.'s  death,  it  ought  to  be  taken  in  that  sense ; 
and  that  even  if  the  limitation  in  the  will  gave  an  absolute  interest  to  M.,  there  was  a 
good  executory  bequest  over  to  G.  and  his  issue.    Darley  y.  Martin,  xxiv.  275. 

147.  Property  to  he  settled  on  children  after, parents  deaih — Cross^imitaHons  over. 
Where  property  is  directed  to  be  settled  on  children  after  the  death  of  the  parent, 
equally,  so  that  the  issue  of  any  child  dying  in  the  lifetime  of  the  parent,  may  take  his 
or  her  deceased  parent's  share ;  and  in  default  of  such  children,  over : — Held,  that 
such  children  or  issue  must  survive  the  parent ;  and  that  there  must  be  cross-limita- 
tions over,  in  the  event  of  any  child  dying  in  the  lifetime  of  the  parent  leaving  no 
issue  who  shall  survive  the  parent,  in  favor  of  the  other  children,  or  issue  of  deceased 
children,  surviving  the  parent     7\imer  v.  Sargent,  xxiii.

148.  Bequest  fttr  benefit  of  children  and  their  issue.  Bequest  in  a  certain  event 
'*ibr  &e  benefit  of  my  children  and  their  issue,"  with  a  reference  to  a  previous  be- 
quest to  £.  **  and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  child  of  E.  living  at  the  time  of  her 
decease,  &c.,  or,  being  any,  they  shall  all  die  under  twenty-one,  then  unto  all  and 
every  my  children  then  living,  and  the  child,  &c.,  of  such  of  my  ^  said  "  children  as 
shall  then  be  dead,  per  stirpes  in  equal  shares."  Held,  that  the  children  of  a  child 
who  was  deceased  at  the  date  of  the  will  were  not  Entitled.  In  re  Thompson's  Trust, 
xxiii.  570.  ^ 

149.  Bequest  to  A  and  B  of  an  estate,  each  to  have  one  half,  for  life,  and  then  the 
said  premises  to  go  to  their  children ;  B  died  without  children,  leaving  A  his  heiress  at 
Uw.    Ife/^f,  that  A  took  B's  moiety  as  heiress  at  law.    In  re  Laverick^s  Estate,  xxm.  455. 

150.  Unmarried  daughters.  Where  a  testator  gave  a  legacy  to  the  son  and  un- 
married daughters  of  A  equally,  and  a  part  of  these  daughters  afterwards  married,  it 
was  held,  that  the  gift  was  not  to  a  class,  but  to  the  son  and  daughten  of  A,  who  were 
unmarried  at  the  date  of  the  will.    Hall  v.  Robertson,  xxiii.  275. 

151.  Bequest  to  husband  and  wife  and  third  person..  In  case  of  a  gift  of  personal 
property  to  a  man  and  his  wife  and  a  thira  person,  the  same  rule  applies  as  in  the 
case  of  real  property,  and  the  husband  and  wife  are  entitled  only  to  a  moiety.  In  re 
Wylde*s  Estate,  xv.

152.  Bequest  to  two  on  attaining  twenty-Jive  or  marrying — Cumulative  legacies.  Be- 
quest of  1,000/.  each  to  A  and  B  when  they  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-five  years, 
or  marry  with  the  consent  of  the  executors ;  and  the  same  will  directed  that  1,000/. 
be  invested  for  each  when  she  should  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  &c.  Held^ 
that  the  first  legacies  vested  on  the  happening  of  either  of  the  alternatives,  and  that 
the  legacies  last  named  were  cumulative  to  the  first     Thompson  v.  Teulon,  xv.  458. 

158.   Specific  bequests—Bank  annuities.     In  case  of  a  bequest  of  "  1,000/.  8/.  per 

cent  consolidated  bAk  annuities,  part  of  the  stock  standing  in  my  name  in  the  books 

of  the  Government  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England,"  in  trust  for  A  for  lifev 

and  other  bequests  in  the  same  words,  it  proving  that  the  testatrix  had  no  stock  stani^ 
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ing  in  her  own  nams,  bnt  iras  entitled  to  a  nun  of  oonaok,  immfieient  to  pqr  titt 
legacies,  and  to  a  sum  of  BL  6s.  per  eent  standing  in  her  husband's  namfty  it  iraa  htH 
ibtkt  the  legacies  were  specific  bequests  onl  of  both  tiiese  firnds^  and  eaniad  intarest 
from  the  death  of  the  testatrix.    Sawrey  v.  Eumneyy  xt.  4. 

154.  Gift  o/poUeiei  and  skarm — Pokeiet  tnisdesciibtd.  The  testotor  gave  cateis 
**  policies  **  to  one  legatee  and  certain  '^  shares  "  to  another.  The  descnfibed  poiioiai 
could  not  be  fimnd^  thoag^  ofehen  could,  but  the  shares  were  ptoperix  deacribed.  The 
word  ^  policies  "  passed  the  policies^  though  misdescr&ed,  and  tibe  Atatt  passed  ae- 
cording  to  the  plain  codstruetiim  of  the  irilL     Waien  ▼.  Wood^  zr.  892» 

155.  Wifi  eniiaed  to  legacy  m  her  own  righU  A  be^puast  to  B,  with  a  dedaiation 
that  if  B  died  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator,  the  legacy  shonld  not  ^Mp&^  hat  go  to  B*8 
representotiTea  B  died,  leaving  a  wife  and  three  chOdren,  malnng  a  wiQ,  p^nag  all 
his  personal  estote  to  the  wife.  HeUd^  that  the  wife  was  in  her  own  right  entided  to 
the  first  named  legacy.    Hewtium  y.  TodkwUerj  xr.  86fi. 

156.  Children  entkled  to  inierta  of  rmpectwe  iftares  far  2|/»— Deotft  tf  eUU.  A 
testator  directed  his  property  to  be  uiTested  in  the  fends,  1^000^  in  aadi  child's 
and  1,000<.  itf  his  "vriife's ;  the  ii^erest  to  be  received  by  them  fer  Hfe,  and 
to  their  descendants ;  except  his  wife's  which  was,  at  her  death,  to  be  divided 
Ihem.  By  a  codicil,  he  alloded  to  the  funds  bdag  increased,  and  directed  the  ame 
division  and  appropriation  to  be  made,  except  that,  as  any  share  should  fidl  iuy  it  was 
to  be  added  to  tibe  others,  in  case  the  origmal  holder  shoidd  have  no  chfldien.  BM, 
that  upon  the  will  and  codicil  taken  together,  the  children  were  only  entitled  to  die 
interest  of  their  respective  shares  fer  life,  and  tiiat  the  share  of  any  child  dying  with- 
out children  would  go  over.

157.  Residuary  legatees  entitled  to  surplus  produce  ofcopykM  estates^  A  testator, 
by  his  will,  devised  and  bequeathed  all  his  freehold  and  copyhold  estates  and  his 
personal  estote  to  trustees,  upon  tmsts,  fer  sale  and  conversion  into  money,  and 
directed  them  to  pay  certain  legacies,  but  did  not  make  any  residuary  bequest  The 
testotor,  by  an  unattested  codicil,  gave  other  legacies  out  of  the  mixed  fend,  and 
appointed  A,  B,  and  C  his  residuary  legatees.  Hdd^  that  A,  B,  and  C  were  enticed 
to  the  surplus  produce  of  the  cf^yhold  estates.

158.  Vested  indefeasible  interests  in  children.  A  testator  gave  all  the  raidne  ef  his 
real  and  personal  estito  to  trustees,  upon  trust  to  convert  and  iinvest  his  personal 
estote,  and  to  pay  the  interest,  income,  and  rents  to  A  fer  life,  and  dedared  ^at  they 
should,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  the  decease  of  A,  convey,  pay,  aaiiign, 
transfer,  and  make  over  the  residuary  real  estates  and  the  trust  moneys  and  premises 
unto  and  among  all  and  every  the  child  and  children  of  A,  as  and  when  Ihey  shonld 
severally  and  respectively  attain  their  ages  of  twenty-one  years,  as  tonanto  in  con- 
mon,  and  their  respective  heirs,  executors,  and  admimstrators ;  and,  if  there  dioaU 
be  but  one  child,  then  to  such  chfld,  his  or  her  heirs,  exeentors,  and  admiaiatraton.

A  testator  made  a  will  in  the  following  form :  *'  Whereas,  I  am 
seised  in  fee-simple  of  divers  freehold  manors,  or  reputed  manors,  messm^ges,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  and  hereditaments,  situate,  &c.,  and  of  a  leasehold  estate  in,  ftc,  and 
also  of  a  copyhold  estote,  situate,  &c.,  and  also  of  fireehoki  estates  in,  ftc,  and  of  large 
sums  in  the  funds  of  £ngI»ML  Now  I  do  hereby  give  and  devise,  aftor  n^  jost  delitB 
and  feneral  expenses  and  legacies  are  paid,  (which  I  order  to  be  paid  oat  of  ay 
personal  estate,)  all  my  estates  in  the  funds  of  £ngland,  and  all  my  said  manors,  te.,* 
unto  three  persons  in  succession,  and  their  sons  successively  ftl  tul  male,  ia  steict 
settlement ;  **  and  for  default  of  such  issue,  I  give  and  devise  the  same  to  my  own 
right  heirs  forever."    fie  then  gave  his  trustees  a  power,  with  the  consent  o€  the 
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penon  lAo  mi^t  be  in  poflsesskm,  to  lay  out  bit  penonal  ealftte  in  tbe  pwcbase  of 
frieebolcb,  &c^  and  to  settle  tbe  same  wbea  pmcbaied  to  such  nses  as  were  declared 
ef  bis  *^  mancttt,  or  reputed  maaon,  measiiages,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  bereditaments, 
and  premises  devised  by  ibis  my  will,  as  sball  be  then  existnig  mkdetennined,  or 
eapaUe  oC  taking  effect,  kc^  to,  ke^  fcr  no  otber  estate,  use,  trust,  or  purpose  wbat- 
aoevec"  Held,  fint,  that  tbe  power  to  tmstees  to  convari  personalty  into  realty  did 
not  operate  as  an  abniate  oonvession.  Bat,  secondly,  that,  on  tbe  hx»  of  tbe  will,  it 
was  tbe  intention  of  tbe  testator  to  make  tbe  two  finds  a  blended  property,  and  to 
give  tbem  tbe  character  of  resl  estate,  and  to  make  both  properties  go  together,  and 
to  give  botb  to  persons  expresdy  designated;  and  that  such  inteatioa  did  not  cease 
with  tbe  fibbire  of  issue  male  under  tbe  limitatioBs,  so  as  to  make  the  real  estate  after* 
wards  go  in  one  way,  and  tbe  personal  estate  in  another.    Btawair  t.  Beauvoir,

160.  Equaliiy  of  division  among  dnldrefk^^^Error  oeribenHs/*  A  testator  wbo  bad 
nude  equal  aUowanees  during  Us  life  to  four  sons  fiir  tbeir  maintemance,  and  bad 
settled  property  of  tbe  same  annual  amoant  on  each  of  bis  three  daughters  on  their 
respectiTe  marriages,  made  hb  will,  dividing  bis  real  estate  into  seven  portions,  and 
desenbed  it  in  seven  sebedafes.  The  annual  xental  of  eacb  portion,  excepting 
**&nx''  and  '^fLve"  was  oi  nearly  equal  amount  Tbe  testitor  was  indebted  on 
mortgages  of  bis  real  estetes,  and  directed  te  trustees  of  bis  will,  oat  of  bis  personal 
estate,  to  pay  to  tbe  son  to  whom  he  afterwards  devised  ^  four,"  an  annual  sum,  while 
a  piece  of  land  whicb  was  comprised  .in  ^four"  was  unlet  Be  then  directed  tbe 
rents  of  *^fonr"  and  ^'five,"  and  e^ual  portions  (fifUis)  of  tbe  rents  of  tbe  other  five 
properties  to  be  set  apart  to  raise  tbe  annual  sum,  and  to  be  accumulated  till  tbe 
mortgages  could  be  paid  o£  He  then  directed  that  when  the  vacant  piece  of  land 
sboold  be  let,  (which  the  testetor  himself  estimated  would  make  tbe  rental  of  **  four  " 
about  equal  to  each  of  the  otben  except  '^  five,")  tbe  annual  sum  for  paying  off  the 
mortgages  should  be  raised  by  tbe  whole  rants  of  tbe  lands  comprised  in  tbe  ^*  fourth'' 
sebedule,  and  the  reaiainder  by  equal  sUtb  parts  of  the  bereditamenti  comprised  in 
tbe  oAer  schedules.  Held^  overruling  a  decision  of  a  viee-chanceUor,  that  tbe  whole 
will  showed  that  tbe  general  intention  of  the  testator  was  equality  of  division  among 
the  seven  children,  and  that  the  word  *<  fourth,"  in  tbe  place  where  it  was  used,  must 
be  treated  as  there  without  design*  without  meaning,  and  mentm  per  errorem  scnbeth- 
tis;  and  fiirtber,  that  '^ fourth"  was  written  for  ** fifth,"  and  the  will  must  be  so  con- 
atmed.

161.  Dense  of  estates  d&rwed  by  inkeriianee  does  not  tatbrace  estates  acquired  by 
deed  of  gift,  A  testetor,  by  his  will,  gave  all  bis  freehold  and  copyhold  bereditaments 
in  tbe  county  of  D.,  ^  whicb  bad  or  might  thereafter  come  into  bis  possession  by  in- 
beritence  from  bis  late  father ; "  to  trustees  for  .a  term  of  500  years,  upon  trust,  to 
provide  for  the  payment,  among  otber  things,  of  an  annuity  of  8,000i.  to  his  wife.  Part 
of  tbe  testetor's  estates  in  the  county  of  D.  were  conveyed  to  him  by  his  father  by 
deed  of  gift,  and  be  entered  into  possesrion  of  tbem  in  bis  fotber's  lifetime.  Other 
parts  of  the  testator's  estates  in  the  county  of  D.  were  devised  to  him  by  bis  fiither^s 
will,  he  being  bis  fathei^s  heir  at  hiW.  ^e  latter  estate  was  insuffident  to  provide 
for  tbe  sums  charged  upon  it  Held^  that  tbe  estetes  acquired  by  the  testator  by  tbe 
deed  of  gift,  did  not  pass  by  tbe  devise  to  the  trustees.

162.  Gifi  to  niece^^Children  of  deceased  niece.  Gift  by  will  to  '^  ay  nieces,  to  be 
paid  and  divided  equally  between  tbem,  for  their  separate  use ;  and  in  case  of  either 
of  them  dying  in  the  life  of  A,  then  the  share  of  the  <me  so  dying  to  go  to  her  children 
equally."  Afterwards,  the  testator  made  another  gift,  ^*  for  the  benefit  of  my  said 
nieces,  in  manner  hereinbefore  directed  as  to  the  said  first  gift."  One  of  the  nieces 
died  in  the  liftAime  Gi  A,  leaving  children.  Held^  that  these  children  took  no  interest 
in  Uie  second  gift.

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168.  Legatee  of  mortgage — XJnpaid  arrears  of  interest — Repairs  of  mortgaged  prem- 
igffs — Duress.  A  testator's  will  contained  the  following  clanaes :  **  I  gire  aU  my  interest 
and  claim  on  honsehold  property  in  N.,  belonging  to  the  saccenors  of  the  late  [mort- 
gagee] on  which  I  have  a  mortgage  of  1,500/."  &c.,  ^'to  the  plaintiff,  hia  heirs,  and 
assigns  forever,"  &c.  **  My  widow  shall  pay  my  funeral  expenses  and  other  just  debts, 
without  interfering  with  the  legacies  to  my  fiunily.**  HeUiy  that  by  ^  will,  not  only  the 
principal  sum  of  1,500{.,  but  also  all  unpaid  arrears  of  interest,  passed  to  the  plaintiff  as 
l^atee.  That  the  plaintiff  was  not  liable  to  repay  to  the  executrix  the  som  die  had 
paid  for  repairs  of  the  mortgaged  premises  ordered  by  the  testator.  That  tJbe  execu* 
trix  was  not  justified  in  refumng  to  give  up  to  the  plaintiff  the  mortgage  deed  until  he 
had  paid  to  her  the  amount  of  the  arrears  of  interest  and  of  the  bill  for  the  repairs; 
and  that,  assuming  that  she  had  assented  to  the  legacy,  and  that  the  sums  were  paid 
under  duress,  he  was  entitled  to  recover  them  back.     Gibbon  y.  Oibbon,  xx.  214. 

164.  Tenants  in  common.  In  case  of  a  bequest  mpon  trust  to  pay  the  profits  tar  iSb» 
support  of  the  testator's  daughter,  A,  and  her  children,  and  when  the  youngest  of  said 
children  should  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  to  pay  the  profits  to  such 
children  equally,  with  the  benefit  of  survivordiip  among  A  and  her  children,  and,  in 
case  of  the  death  of  any  child  leaving  issue,  such  issue  to  take  the  parent's  chare,  it  was 
held  that,  from  these  provisions  and  the  tenor  of  the  will  in  other  respects,  the  children 
of  A  took  as  tenants  in  common.

165.  Devise  to  trustees  for  benefit  of  daughters  to  be  paid  to  them  ai  titenty-one — Pnh 
vision  in  case  of  marriage.  If  a  testator  gives  property  to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of 
his  daughters,  to  be  paid  and  assured  to  them  as  they  shall  attain  the  age  of  twenty- 
one,  and  provided  any  daughter  marries  under  twenty-one,  with  the  consent  of  tiie 
trustees,  then  they  may  pay  such  daughter  her  share  at  the  time  of  such  marriage,  or 
in  their  discretion  settle  the  same,  the  trustees  have  no  power  to  direct  a  settlement 
for  the  benefit  of  one  of  the  daughters  married  under  twenty-one  without  consent 
Taylor  V.  Austen,  xxi.

He  directed  that  all  his  debts  Ebonld 
be  discharged  and  that  the  residue  of  his  property  should  be  disposed  of  by  them  st  the 
time  therein  mentioned,  save  and  except  his  estate  at  M.,  which  he  gave  to  A  ior  file. 
Held  J  that  A,  B,  and  C  had  a  power  of  sale  of  the  estate  at  H  Mather  v.  AbrtM, 
viii.  255. 

167.  Gift  of  annuity,  A  testator  gave  an  annuity  ^ioAfor  her  fife,  and  the  issue  fivn 
her  body  lawfully  begotten ;  on  fiulure  of  which,  to  revert  to  my  heirs ;  and  I  request 
B  and  C  to  act  as  my  trustees  for  A,  so  that  the  said  annuity  may  be  secured  for  her 
separate  use."  Hetd,  that  A  was  entitled  for  life  only  to  the  annuity,  with  remainder 
to  her  issue.    Re  WyncKs  Trust,  xxvii.  375. 

168.  "  Next  of  kin.**  A  remainder  to  the  next  of  kin  of  A,  if  A  Is  not  living  on  the 
happening  of  certain  events,  means  the  next  of  kin  of  A  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Gundry  v.  Pinniger,  xi.  63. 

169.  Next  of  kin  ex  parte  matemd,  when  to  he  ascertained — Exditsion.  Money  was 
left  to  trustees  for  the  use  of  M.  for  life,  with  remainder  to  her  children ;  but  in  esse 
she  should  die  without  issue,  or  they  should  all  die  before  thw  shares  became  Tested, 
then  af^er  the  decease  of  I4.  to  "  pay,  assagn,  and  transfer  "  the  stock  unto  K^  if  he 
should  be  then  living,  but  if  he  should  be  then  dead,  then  unto  the  next  of  kin  of  N. 
in  a  legal  course  of  distribution  ex  p<trte  maiemd.  N.  died  in  the  life  of  BL,  who  was 
then  his  next  of  kin  ex  parte  patemd  and  also  ex  parte  matemd  ;  but  upon  the  death 
of  M.  the  fund  was  claimed  by  the  next  of  kin  ex  parte  matema.  Held,  that  the  next

173.  Seque$t  to  eia»$i  one  excepted.  Incase  of  a  bequest  in  favor  of  a  class  of  persons, 
the  testator  eocpressing  an  intention  to  except  one  of  the  dass,  but  not  specifying  which 
one,  the  beqnest  is  valid  for  the  whole  claas.    lUin^wortk  v.  Cooke^  v.  66. 

174.  Deviee  to  a  clase^inpafi  legal  and  in  pari  iUegoL  In  case  of  a  devise  to  a  daasp 
a  part  of  which  b  legal  and  a  part  of  which  b  illegal,  the  court  will  not  split  the  devise 
and  give  effect  to  that  which  is  legaL  Therefore,  in  case  of  a  residuary  gift  to  the  un- 
born thildren  of  A  when  they  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-three,  if  A  dies 
without  having  had  children,  though  the  latter  event  is  included  in  the  former,  yet  the 
oonrt  cannot  hold  the  limitation  good  as  a  limitation  over  in  case  of  A's  not  having 
children.

A  testator,  after  giving  legacies  to  various  persons,  some  of  whom  are  mentioned  by 
naine  and  others  desQobed  as  a  class,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  property  to  his 
several  legatees  thereinbefore  *^  specially  named,"  exclusive  of  the  objects  taking  under 
the  trusts  for  the  distribution  of  blankets.  Held,  that  the  testator,  by  excluding  certain 
persons  not  mentioned  by  name  from  his  residuaiy  bequest,  had  sufficiently  explained

180.  Priority^  A  testator  gave  his  estate  to  trustees,  upon  trust  to  invest,  and  out 
of  the  dividends  to  pay  two  life  annuides  to  his  daujg^iter,  and  other  annuities  to  other 
rehitives ;  he  also  gave  certiun  legacies.  HM^  upon  the  construction  of  the  will,  re- 
versing the  decision  of  the  court  below,  that,  thei^state  proving  deficient,  theranmnties 
were  not  entitled  to  priority  over  the  legacies,  but  must  abate  imtaUy ;  and  that  they 
were  not  to  be  paid  out  of  the  eorpug,    MiUer  v.  Huddiestont,  viii.  26. 

181.  Onus  o/promng  priority.  In  deciding  upon  questions  of  priority  under  a  wiH, 
the  mere  circumstance  of  relationship  Ho  the  testator  is  not  entitled  to  much  weight 
The  onus  lies  on  the  party  seeking  priority  to  make  out  that  such  priority  was  intended 
by  the  testator,  and  the  proof  of  this  must  be  clear  and  oouclusive.

182.  Annuities — Attemative  gift — Right  of  option,  A  testatrix,  by  her  will,  dated  in 
1832,  gave  to  trustees  the  sum  of  20L  per  annum,  bank  long  annuities,  or  ^  an  amount 
or  ycariy  sum  equal  thereto,"  upon  trust  to  pay  the  same  to  A  B  for  her  life,  and  after 
her  decease  to  transfer  the  principal  stock  or  money,  which  should  be  set  apart  for  tike 
payment  of  the  said  yeariy  sum  unto  A  B*s  children  who  should  be  living  at  A  B^ 
decease.  At  the  date  of  her  will,  the  testatrix  had  50/.  long  annuities,  and  she  con- 
tinued to  possess  the  same  until  her  death.  These  long  annuities  being  terminable  in 
1860,  it  was  held,  that  the  testatrix  intended  to  give  a  permanoit  annuity  of  20^  and 
that  the  trustees  were  bound  on  behalf  of  the  children  of  A  B  to  take  the  oonne  moit 
beneficial  for  them,  and  to  have  a  pennanent  fund  invested,  produeing  202.  per  annuuL

1 83.  Legacy*duty,  A  testator  gave  a  real  and  personal  estate,  subject  to  one  ^  clear  " 
yearly  rent-charge,  or  annuity  of  100/.  a  year  to  A.  Heid^  that  it  was  to  be  paid  with- 
out any  deduction  for  legacy-duty.    Bailey  v.  Boult^  ix.  195. 

184.  Words  not  to  be  added  to  or  transposee^Annuities,  The  words  of  a  claase  in 
a  will  are  not  to  be  added  to,  nor  transposed,  if  they  are  susceptible  of  a  reasonafafe 
construction  as  they  stand.  Therefore,  where  several  nephews  took  gifts  of  300^  each, 
some  to  be  sunk  in  an  annuity  for  life,  and  two  gifts  were,  *^  to  A  800/.  annuity  for  hia 
life ;  to  B  the  same,**  it  was  held^  that  these  words  passed,  not  groB  sums  to  be  taken  Ivy 
way  of  annuity,  but  annuities  of  300/.

185.  Priority  between  legatees — Clear  annuity — Legacy-duty — ^urpius  tacoaw.    A 
testator,  after  bequeathing  to  pecuniary  legacies,  bequeathed  three  '^dear"  i^wwrntS— 
for  the  lives  of  the  annuitants.    He  then  bequeathed  his  residuary  estate  in  trust  to 
pay  a  clear  annuity  of  1,000/.  to  his  widow,  and  upon  trust,  after  payment  of  the  fonr 
annuities,  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  income  during  the  lifo  of  the  widow  to  A.    The 
capital  of  the  residue,  after  the  widow's  death,  was  to  be  held,  as  to  5,000/.  upoo  audi 
trusts  as  the  widow  should  appdnt,  and  subject  to  her  appointment  the  5,0002.  was  to 
be  held  in  trust  for  B,  for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  fall  into  the  general  residue ;  and 
subject  to  such  disposition  as  aforesaid,  and  as  to  the  residue  of  the  testator*8  eatato 
and  effects  after  the  widow's  death,  and  subject  as  to  the  5/>00L  and  the  interest 
hereof  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust  to  pay  certain  legacies  amounting  to  18,000/.,  with  an 
ultimate  readuary  gift  to  £.    And  there  was  a  direction  that,  upon  the  death  of  tfae 
several  annuitants,  the  funds  on  which  the  annuities  wane  secin«l  should  follow  the 
uhimato  destination  of  the  residue.    Held,  that  the  two  fint«mentioned  pecaniaiy 
legacies  and  three  annuities  had  priority  over  every  other  gift;  that  the  m»>.^«^^u* 
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were  given  free  of  legacT^^utj ;  that  the  annaities  were  chaiiged  on  the  capital  of  the

IM.  Annuity  by  way  o/join$ure»  A.  devised  to  his  son  &.  an  annuity  of  300/.,  and 
by  a  codicil  declared  that  if  R.  should  marry,  it  should  be  hiwfiil  for  him  to  settle  an 
annuity  of  900^  upon  the  woman  he  should  marry  by  way  of  jcnnture,  to  be  chaiged 
upon  the  estate  like  the  3002.  devised  by  the  will,  and  if  R.  should  so  setde  an  annu- 
ity, it  dionld  be  a  sitbetitntion  for  that  given  in  the  will,  and  that  given  by  will  should, 
on  such  substitutbn,  cease.  Held,  that  an  annuity  settle  by  R.  on  his  wife,  in  the 
exercise  of  this  power,  took  effect  during  the  life  of  R.  and  his  wife,  and  that  the 
words  "  by  way  of  jointiire''  did  not  postpone  it  till  R.'b  death.  Jamiesan  v.  Trevel- 
yan,  xxvL  602. 

187.  AnnuUieAt perpetual  or  /or  life,  A  testator,  having  some  real  property,  and 
considerable  sums  invested  in  foreign  funds,  ader  having  by  his  will  given  various 
pecuniary  legacies,  said,  <^I  desire  that  my  executors  shall  purchase  annuities  for 
each  of  my  two  sisters,  £.  B.  and  H.  F.,  of  100/.  a  year  each,  the  said  annuities  to  be 
purchased  in  the  British  funds."  He  then  gave  other  annuities,  and  proceeded :  **  I 
direct  my  landed  property  at  O.  Untte  sold  by  auction,  and  the  produce  to  go  to  theg 
carrying  out  of  the  aforesaid  annuities  and  legacies ;  and  should  the  produce  of  the 
said  sale  not  be  found  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  I  desire  that  the  remainder  shall  be 
made  up  from  my  personal  property.  After  the  above  annuities  and  all  legacies  have 
been  {nid  and  effected,  I  desire  the  remainder  of  my  personal  property  shall  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchaae  of  an  annual  income  in  the  8/.  per  cent,  consols,  for  the  benefit 
of  a  cancer  ward  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital."  Held,  (^dissentiente  Lord  Cran worth, 
L.  J.,)  reversing  the  decision  of  the  master  of  the  rolls,  that  the  annuities  given  to

pariiament  in  favor  of  general  devises  of  land  ought  to  have  some  influence,    lb. 

190.  Annuity  to  separate  use  of  married  woman.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  to  A, 
a  married  woman,  an  annuity  for  her  life  for  her  separftte  use,  and  by  a  codicil,  gave 
to  A,  in  addition  to  the  legacy  mentioned  in  hb  will,  the  sum  of  300/.  No  legacy  had 
been  given  to  A  by  th^rill.  Held,  that  A  was  entitled  to  the  300/.  for  her  separate 
me.

191.  Residue  divided  equally  among  Jive.  Direction  in  a  will,  that  the  residue,  after 
the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  should  be  equally  divided  among  testator^s  ^re 
sisters  and  their  respective  families.

BobertSy  zxix.  451. 

194.  Interest,  absolute  or  partial^— Power  of  disposal — Dtscretwih—'EiiuUable  cwtnL 
A  gift  for  the  ^  present  expenses  of  a  wife  and  the  chUdreB."    Held^  that  she  was 

.  absolutely  entitled,  though  one  of  the  children  was  an  adopted  child,  and  was  taken 
away  from  her.    Hart  v.  TrWe,  xxiii.  897. 

195.  A  gift  to  a  wife  *'  to  be  used  for  her  own  and  the  children's  benefit,  as  she  shall 
think  best,**  and  recemmending  her  not  to  diminish  the  principaL  Held^  thai  the  fond 
must  be  invested,  and  that  she  was  entitled  to  the  income  for  her  life,  and  thsit  the 
children  had  an  interest  in  the  capital,  and  that  the  wife  had  a  discretioa  to  ex^ercise

19$.  Estate  in  fee  simple.  A  testator  by  his  will  (made  before  the  passizig  of  tke

occupation  of  myself,  my  son  G.  W.,  and  W.  J.**  Held^  that  the  son  took  an  estate 
in  fee  umple  in  the  property.

197.  A  testator  gave  his  estate  to  his  wife  '*in  the  fullest  manner,  subject  to  the 
following  provisions.**    He  then  gave  certain  legacies.    He  then  expressed  his  desie 

^as  to  the  manner  in  which  his  property  should  re^^n  invested,  and  should  be  di^osed 
of  by  his  wife  in  her  will.  He  then  provided  for  the  disposidon  of  his  propeityy  if 
his  wife  should  be  prevented  from  making  such  wIlL  He  then  declared  that  the  hist 
dause  was  not  to  do  away  with,  or  prevent  his  wife  from  exercising  the  entire  right 
over  his  property,  should  she  be  enabled  to  cany  it  into  effect  in  the  way  he  had 
"  left  it  to  her,  or  in  any  other  most  agreeable  to  herself.**  Held,  that  the  widow  took 
the  whole  absolutely,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  legacies  previously  given,  and 
that  the  desires  expressed  were  ^  precatory.**    Huskisson  v.  Bridge,  iiL  180. 

A  testator  devised  his  real  estates  to  J.  B.  for  life,  reminder 
to  his  first  and  other  sons  **  in  tail  male ;  and  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  the  dau^^ifeer 
or  daughters  of  the  said  J.  B.,  to  hold  to  them,  if  more  than  one,  and  their  hein,  as 
tenants  in  common,  and  not  as  joint  tenants ;  and  in  default  of  issue  of  the  said  J.  B^ 
to  and  for  my  own  right  heirs  fprever.**  Held^  that  J.  B.  took  an  estate  for  life  only 
under  the  wilL    Baker  v.  Tucker,  ii.

199.  Fee  given  bp  vested  limitation — Remainder — Gift  over — Contingent  remainden. 
Although  where  a  fee  is  given  by  a  vested  limitation,  a  remainder  upon  it  must  be  an 
executory  devise,  and  if  it  be  too  remote,  this  and  all  subsequent  lenuundera  are 
void ;  if  a  fee  be  limited  in  contingency,  and  the  estate  is  given  over  upon  a  contin- 
gency devesting  the  fee,  if  the  fee  so  limited  never  vests,  the  flyover  takes  effect  aa  a 
contingent  remainder.

200.  A  testator  gave  real  property  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  for  life,  and  after  her 
decease  to  such  of  her  children,  if  a  son  or  sons,  who  should  live  to  attain  the  age  of 
twenty-three  years,  and  if  a  daughter  or  daughters  who  should  live  to  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  their  respective  heirs  and  assigns,  as  tenants  in  common;  with 
limitation  over  to  his  son  John  and  his  daughters  Sarah  and  Anne,  and  their  children, 
upon  terms  and  conditions  similar  to  those  of  the  devise  to  Elixal^h  and  her  children; 
and  in  case  of  the  death  of  his  said  son  or  of  either  of  his  said  two  last-mentioned 
daughters  without  leaving  a  child  who  should  fulfil  the  condition,  h^  gave  the  part 
and  parts  such  children  or  child  would  be  entitled  to,  as  aforesaid,  unto  the  child  or 
children  of  his  said  son  and  two  last-mentioned  daughters  havix^  issue  which  ahooU 
'ulfil  the  condition.    All  the  children  of  the  testotor  named  in  the  will  surviTed  hin. 
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Efiabtdi  died,  never  iMviiig  had  a  AM ;  Aniie  snrvtTed  EBiabedi,  and  died«  nerer 
having  had  a  cUd ;  Sanh  died,  kaTii^  seven  children,  all  of  whom  attained  the 
ptcectibed  ages ;  MuT  had  two  children,  who  attained  the  prescribed  ages  in  his  life- 
tiasa.  BeUy  that  in  the  events  which  happened,  the  fimilation  subsequent  to  the  death 
of  SKsabeA  widMiai  iasoe  took  eflect  bj  war  of  contingent  remainder,  supported  bj 
her  Gfe  estate  and  Testing  inunediatelj  on  its  determination,  and  that  upon  the  death 
of  Anne  withoot  tasne,  each  of  the  children  of  John  took  one  twelfth  of  the  prc^rtj 
origmaflj  devised  to  EKiabcth.  HM,  also,  that  the  gift  over  took  eflect  upon  the 
death  of  Anne  without  erer  having  had  an/  issue,  equally  as  upon  her  having  cluldren 
who  did  not  live  to  attain  the  prescribed  ages.    lb. 

201.  £staf«h0ti0— Potter  of  waie  m  trustees,  J.  W.  by  will  directed  that  certain 
property  should  eooM  into  the  possession  of  his  son  John,  when  ho  attained  twenty- 
five  years  of  age ;  in  language  creating  an  estate-tail ;  with  remainder  to  his  daughter 
Ann,  subject  to  the  same  limitations.  He  then  says :  **  Thirteenthly,  now  if  it  should 
please  God  to  take  away  both  Ann  and  John  under  age,* or  withoot  leaving  lawful 
issue,  I  give  and  bequeadie  to  my  brother  Joseph  Westennan  and  his  heirs  forever  all 
those  cottages,"  &c. ;  and  then,  '*  I  order  all  that  is  left  to  be  immediately  sold  ;**  and 
the  win  then  directed  certun  payments  "  out  of  the  moneys  arising  fVom  such  sale.** 
J.  W.  was  fllegitimate.  Ann  died  an  infant  and  unmarried.  John  survived  the 
testator,  was  his  heir  at  law,  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five,  and  died,  leaving  two 
children,  who  died  infimts.  By  will  he  devised  away  all  hb  real  estates.  //e/</,  first, 
that  the  devisees  of  John  had  no  estate  in  the  hereditaments  devised  by  J.  W. ; 
secondly,  that  Joseph  Westerman  had  an  estate  in  fee  in  remainder,  under  the  13th 
clause ;  and  thirdly,  that  the  trustees  had  the  power  of  sale  of  the  remainder  in  the 
other  tenements  not  comprised  in  the  18th  clause,  after  the  death  of  John.  Mortimer

202.  Absolute  interest  in  personalty  and  estate  tail  in  realty,  A  testator  loft  his 
fortone  between  his  two  daughters  A  and  B,  limiting  the  share  of  his  daughter  A,  in 
case  of  her  dying  without  children,  to  B  and  her  children.  B  had  childrtMi  at  the 
date  c^  the  will.  A  died  without  ever  having  had  a  child.  Held^  that  A  took  an 
absolute  interest  in  the  personalty  bequeathed  her,  and  an  estate  tail  in  the  realty 
Bacon  r,  Cosby ^  iii.

204.  Vested  interest  in  child  not  defeated  by  dying  without  issue,  A  testator  at  his 
decease  left  a  widow  and  three  children,  all  of  whom  attained  twenty-one  and  survived 
the  wifb.  By  his  will,  he  gave  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees  '*  to  transfer  to 
each  of  his  children  their  share  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  or  as  soon  as  they  arrived 
to  twenty-one  years,  but  if  one  of  the  three  children  should  die  leaving  no  children, 
his  or  her  share  should  be  equally  divided  between  the  other  two,  and  their  heirs 
fbrerer."  One  of  the  testator's  children  married,  and  died,  leaving  no  children,  but 
leaving  his  wife  sunriving.  Held,  that  he  took  a  vested  interest  in  his  share  of  the 
testator^s  property  not  liable  to  be  defeated  upon  his  afterwards  dying  without  leaving 
a  chiTd  surviving.

annuity  for  her  for  life,  to  be  paid  to  her  sole  and  separate  use,  without  power  of 
anticipation;  The  testator  left  his  daughter,  his  only  child  and  heir  at  law,  hhn  sur- 
viving.

207.  Tenants  in  common — ^* Respective.^  Bequest  of  personalty  to  trustees,  in  trust 
to  pay  the  income  to  A  and  B  for  their  lives,  with  provisions  for  the  maintenance  of 
their  children,  if  any,  and  against  alienation ;  and  after  the  decease  and  £ylure  d 
issue  of  A  and  B,  the  trustees  were  to  continue  the  payments  to  any  liu^>and  A  and 
B  might  respectively  have,  during  the  Uf^  of  such  husband ;  and  after  the  decease  of 
the  respective  husbands  of  the  said  A  and  B,  then  the  testatrix  gave  the  whole  of  the 
said  funds  over  to  C.  A  died  without  leaving  a  husband  or  issue.  Betd^  that  B  did 
not  take  the  whole  for  her  life,  but  that  C  took  A's  share  immediately  on  her  decease.

Upon  a  devise  of  interest  of  stock  to  one  for  life,  and  after 
his  death  the  principal  to  his  children,  a  child  dying  in  his  father^s  lifetime,  takes  a 
vested  interest  But  in  case  of  a  sinular  devise  to  three  and  their  children,  and  upon 
the  death  of  either  of  the  three  without  issue,  his  share  to  be  payable  to  the  snrvirors 
and  their  issue,  the  interest  of  a  child  of  one  of  the  three  dying  in  his  parent^  lifetis&e 
is  devested.

209.  Life  estate  with  proviso  annexed  restraining  alienation.  A  proviso  restnuning 
alienation,  annexed  to  a  lif^  estate,  is  void,  as  much  as  if  annexed  to  an  estate  in  fee.

210.  A  life  estate,  given  in  the  prior  part  of  a  will,  may  be  well  determined  by  aa 
apt  Hmitation  over,  contained  in  the  subsequent  part  of  the  will.    Ih.

Where  there  is  a  gift  by  vrill 
to  a  husband  and  wife  for  their  lives,  widi  remainder  to  the  testator^s  grandchildren, 
and  the  wife  survives  the  husband,  she  takes  an  estate  for  life,  and,  after  her  deadi, 
the  estate  is  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  grandchildren  of  the  testetor.  MoffaU  r.

220.  Rule  in  SheUeifs  case.  A  testetor,  by  his  will,  devised  all  his  rpsl  estete  to 
A.  B.,  hb  eldest  son,  for  ninety-nine  years,  if  he  should  so  long  live,  and  subject  thereto 
to  trustees  and  their  heirs  during  A.  B.'s  life,  in  trust  only  to  support  contingent  re- 
mainders, with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  die  body  of  A.  B.,  and  for  want  of  such  issue 
to  his  second  son,  in  like  terms.  By  a  codicil,  the  testetor,  after  confirming  his  will, 
devised  his  real  esteto  to  trustees  upon  certain  trusts  for  the  payment  of  debts  and 
securing  a  jointure  for  his  wife.

After  her  death*,  T.  had  sons,  the  second  of  whom,  G.,  died  before  he  attained  twea^ 
pne  years.

222.  Legal  and  eqwiable  estate — Pauper — SetdemenL  On  an  ^peal  froin  an  osdev 
removing  a  pauper  from  M  to  B,  it  appeared  that  M,  by  his  will,  devised  a  house  and 
land  in  W.  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  <'  after  my  wife  is  deceased  the  same  aUl  be  sold 
within  six  months,  and  be  equally  divided  between  my  six  children ;  and,  piovkling 
any  of  them  should  be  dead,  their  father's  or  mother's  sham  to  be  eqoaliy  divided 
between  their  children,  whereof  I  choose  for  executors  or  executrixes,  A.  M.,  my  wife, 
and  W.  H.,  my  son-in-law,  whereof  they  shall  be  paid  their  zeasonaUe  expensn." 
Some  of  the  grandchildren  of  the  testator,  issue  of  one  of  his  deceased  daa^ten,  were 
minors  at  the  iime  of  his  death.  The  pauper,  one  of  the  danghten  of  M,  and  her 
husband,  occupied  the  house  and  land  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  Aqgost^  1^44,  and 
until  they  were  sold  under  the  will,  in  April,  1845.  BM,  that  the  legal  estate 
coupled  with  an  equitable  interest  descended,  under  the  wiU,  to  the  panper  jointly 
with  the  other  heirs  at  law  of  the  testator,  and  that  she  had  theeefore  such  an  eitele 
as  gave  her  a  settlement  in  W.    Regina  v.  BurgaU^  xxvi  220. 

223.  ^^  Dying unihoutleamngissue** — EstaletailwithcrosaremamdersmtaiL  A  devised 
freehold  and  leasehold  property  to  his  son  John,  his  hein  and  executois,  ao  hr  as  the 
nature  of  the  property  would  admit,  and  in  case  of  his  decease  without  leaving  i 
gave  the  same  to  his  son  William  and  his  heirs.  He  devised  other  property  to  his 
William  and  his  heirs,  with  a  similar  proviso  in  favor  of  John.  And  in  the  even!  of 
the  decease  of  both  John  and  William  without  leaving  issue,  he  gave  both  pn^ieilies

HM^  that  the  words  "  and  the 
iBBiie,''  &c.,  did  not  make  the  class  aseeitainahle  laJtOuro^  but  that  the  first  cousins  ex 
parie  matemd,  livinf^  at  the  testatot^s  death,  took  vested  interests,  liable  to  be  devested 
pro  tamio^  so  as  to  let  in  all  other  first  cousins  bom  belbre  the  period  of  distribution.

vided always,  and  my  will  is,  that  in  ease  it  should  happen  that  my  said  nephew  shall 
d^art  this  life  beflira  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty'K>ne  years,  and  if  after 
hA  shall  have  attaoMd  moh  age  <kf  twenty^<»ie  years  he  shall  die  unmarried,  or,  having

232.  EqwiabU  estate  in  fee.  A  bequest  of  legacies,  then  the  residue  of  effects 
veal  and  personal,  to  A  and  B,  an  annuity  to  C,  and  then  all  certain  lands  with 
personal  estate  to  trustees,  their  heira,  &c.,  in  trust  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned, 
ffeU  that  A  and  B  took  an  equitoble  estate  in  fee  in  said  lands.

237.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  a  legacy  to  his  daughter  for  life,  for  her  sepanfe 
use,  with  remainder  to  her  children.  By  a  codicil,  headed  as  ^  instructions  to  his  soli- 
citor ,'*  to  add  to  his  wiU,  he  gave  another  legacy  "  to  his  daughter  and  cbiMren,  fdr 
their  sole  use  and  benefit,  &c.,  &c.,"  and  one  third  of  the  readue  '*  to  his  daughter  and 
children  for  their  sole  use  and  benefit"  Held,  that  the  daughter  took  a  fife  interest 
in  the  gifts  by  the  codicil.     Cator  v.  Cator,  xi.  306. 

238.  Life  estates — Remainder  in  tail.  Under  a  devise  to  A  for  life,  and  after  his 
decease  to  the  first  son  of  the  body  of  A  for  life,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  last- 
mentioned  first  son  of  A,  to  the  first  son  of  the  body  of  such  last-^nentioned  son,  with 
remainder  to  the  second,  third,  and  all  other  sons  of  the  body  of  such  last-mentioDed 
son  forever,  the  elder  being  always  preferred  to  the  younger;  and  in  de&ohof  all 
such  issue,  the  estate  to  go  and  descend  to  the  testator's  own  right  heirs  forever,  it  ir&s 
held,  that  A's  first  son  took  only  an  estate  for  life,  with  remainder  in  tail  to  his  first 
and  other  sons,  with  an  ultimate  reversion  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  testator.

named  in  the  entail,  or  any  of  his  sons.  Hdd,  that  the  testator  did  not  regard  L.  as 
the  stock  or  stirps,  but  looked  to  the  sons  of  L.  as  the  parses  from  whom  ^  property 
was  to  devolve  in  succession ;  and  that  L.  took  an  estate  for  life  only.

242.  Estate  tail  in  realty  and  absolute  property  in  personalty,  A  testatnx,  by  a  wiD 
made  before  1838,  devised  a  house  and  lands  to  her  granddaughter,  M.  A.,  and 
bequeathed  to  her  200/.  due  on  a  bond ;  and  the  will  then  proceeded :  ^*  bat  in  the 
event  of  M.  A.  dying  without  having  any  lawful  issue,"  the  house  and  lands,  and  the 
siud  200/.,  to  revert  to  other  grandchildren,  &c.  Held,  that  M.  A.  took  an  estate  tall, 
and  not  an  estate  for  life  in  the  realty,  and  the  absolute  property  in  the  personalty.

243.  Impeachment  of  waste — Estate  tail.  An  estate  was  devised  to  A,  for  fife,  with- 
out impeachment  of  waste,  with  remainder  to  his  issue  in  tail ;  with  reoudnder  to  B, 
for  life,  without  impeachment,  &c. ;  with  remiunder  to  his  issue  in  taiL  A  had  do 
issue,  and  his  assignees  having  comnutted  equitable  waste,  it  was  held,  that  the  right 
to  the  produce  could  not  be  determined  until  the  death  of  A,  as  he  might  hare  issue 
who  possibly  would  be  entitled  to  an  interest  in  such  produce.

Testator  devifled  to  S.  K.,  certain  real  estate  for  life,  charged 
with  the  annuities  mentioned  in  his  will,  and  then  proceeded :  "  But  in  case  the  afore- 
said annuitants,  or  any  of  them,  shall  surviye  the  siud  S.  E.,  I  then  give  the  aforesaid 
estate  unto  the  eldest  surviving  son  of  S,  K*,  charged  with  the  aforesaid  annuities ; 
but  in  default  of  issue  male,  I  give  the  above-demised  premises  unto  his  brother  T.  K., 
chax^ged  in  Hke  manner  with  the  aforesaid  annuities,  and  unto  his  eldest  surviving  son 
on  the  same  conditions ;  but  in  de&ult  of  issue  male,  my  will  is,  that  the  aforesaid 
demised  premises  do  descend  unto  my  heirs  at  law,  charged  nevertheless  with  the 
above-mentioned  annuities.**  S.  E.  survived  all  the  annuitants  mentioned  in  the  will, 
and  after  his  death,  J.  K.,  his  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law,  enjoyed  the  estate  during  his 
life,  and  then  died,  leaving  a  widow  and  an  only  daughter.  Held^  first,  that  the  dis- 
positions of  the  devised  estate  afler  the  death  of  S.  K.  were  not  meant  to  be  con- 
tingent on  his  being  survived  by  all  or  any  one  of  the  annuitants  mentioned  in  the 
will.  Secondly,  that  S.  K.  took  an  estate  in  tail  male,  and  that  this  estate  not  having 
been  barred  either  by  himself  or  by  his  eldest  son,  J.  E.,  his  second  son,  S.  E.,  was 
entitled  to  the  estate  as  tenant  in  tail  male,  subject  to  the  dower  of  J.  E.*s  widow. 
Key  V.  Key^  zix.  617. 

246.  Bequest  to  married  woman — Personal  representative  entitled — Residue  undis- 
posed  of,  B.  H.  bequeathed  2,000/.  consolidated  annuities  unto  M.  W.  and  her 
children,  and  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  property  should  be  invested,  and  the 
interest  thereof  pdd  half-yearly  to  M.  W.,  for  her  use  and  her  children,  until  £.  P.  H. 
should  be  married,  and  her  first  child,  that  lived  to  be  one  year  old.  The  testator 
then  directed  that  all  the  consolidated  annuities  remaining  in  his  name  should  be 
equally  divided  between  M.  W.  and  £.  P.  H.,  for  their  use  and  their  children,  share 
and  share  alike ;  and  in  case  £.  P.  H.  should  leave  no  issue,  then  the  remaining  con- 
solidated annuities  should  devolve  to  M.  W.*s  children.  M.  W.  had  only  one  child, 
who  died  under  age,  in  1790,  a  few  months  before  the  testator.  £.  P.  H.  married, 
and  had  only  one  child,  who  died  in  1805,  aged  seven  years.  £.  P.  H.  died  in  1809, 
and  M.  W.  died  in  1837.  Held^  that  the  personal  represent^ve  of  M.  W.  was 
entitled  to  the  2,000/.  consolidated  annuities,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  testator's  estate 
waa  undisposed  of,  and  belonged  to  his  next  of  kin.    Mason  v.  Clarke^  xix.  58.

2.  ^^Property,*'  ^^Interest"  "Dividends"  A  testator,  by  his  will,  devised  his  " prop- 
erty,** and  referred  to  the  income  by  the  words  "  dividends  "  and  "  interest**  Heldj 
that  his  real  estate  was  included  in  the  word  **  prc^perty,**  notwithstanding  the  use  of 
the  other  words.    Morrison  v.  Iloppe,  v.  199. 

3.  "All  my  estate  and  effects'*  A  gift  by  a  will,  within  the  operation  of  stat  7. 
TVill.  IV.  &  1  Vict.  c.  26,  of  "  all  my  estate  and  effects,  whatsoever,  and  wheresoever, 
and  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,*'  unless  restrained  by  the  context,  will  pass  after 
acquired  real  estate  of  which  the  testator  dies  seised.     Stokes  v.  Salomons,  iv.  133. 

4.  A  bequest  of  all  personal  estate  and  effects  **  whatsoever  and  wheresoever,*'  and 
of  evexy  kind  soever,  which  the  testatrix  should  be  possessed  of,  or  entitled  to,  at  the 
time  of  her  death,  in  **  possession,  remainder,  reversion,  or  expectancy,"  does  not  pass 
real  estate.     Gillies  v.  Longlands,  v.  59. 

5.  "Dying  without  leaving  issue***  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  certain  shares  of  his 
residuary  personal  estate  to  certain  legatees.

fully  issuing ;  and  for  default  of  any  such  direction,  &c.,  to  the  use  of  all  the  chfldren, 
both  sons  and  daughters,  of  the  body  of  M.  lawfoUy  issuing,  equally  to  foe  divided 
amongst  them,  if  more  than  one,  as  tenants  in  common,  and  their  heirs  forever;  and 
for  default  of  such  issue,  to  the  use  of  all  the  children,  both  sons  and  daughters,  of  the 
testator's  brothers  and  sister,  as  tenants  in  common,  and  tiieir  hetrs  forever.    The 
testator  then  devised  the  residue  of  his  real  estates  in  the  same  terms  to  his  grandson 
W. ;  and  then  followed  the  proviso,  **  that  in  case  either  of  my  grandsoBs  should 
happen  to  die  without  issue  of  their  bodies  lawfoUy  b^otten,"  the  trustees  to  stand 
seised  of  the  estates  devised  to  the  deceased,  to  and  for  the  like  uses  and  trusts,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  survivor.

W.  left  no  issue  surviving ;)  and  after  the  decease  of  M.  W.,  and  also  after  the 
decease  of  her  mother,  in  case  the  gift  to  the  mother  should  take  effect,  upon  further 
trust  to  sell  the  real  estate.

Vlll.  Debts  and  Legacies,  on  what  Estate  a  Charge. 

1.  Specific  legacies  held  to  be  exonerated  from  payment  of  debts  by  devised  ml 
estates.    Plenty  v.  West,  xv.  283. 

2.  Heal  estate  charged  as  a  subsidiary  fund  with  debts  and  legacies,  A 
directed  his  debts  to  be  paid,  and  then  gave  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees 
upon  trust  to  pay  certain  legacies,  and  then  declared  certain  trusts  of  all  the  rest, 
residue  and  reoudnder  of  his  fi*eehold,  copyhold,  and  leasehold  estates,  and  all  other 
his  estate  and  effects.  Held,  that  the  personal  estate  was  the  primary  fond  for  the 
payment  of  the  debts  and  legacies ;  and  that  the  real  estate  was  only  chaiged  with 
them  as  a  subsidiary  fund.    Blann  v.  Bell,  xiii.  188. 

3.  Charging  estate  with  debts  and  funeral  expenses.  £.  H.  after  cfaaigtng  afl  lut 
estote  with  the  payment  o£  his  debts,  funeral,  and  testamentary  expenses,  &c^  gave 
and  devised  the  rents  and  profits  of  all  his  tenements,  &c,  except  his  Bala  houses,  to  A 
H.,  his  wife.  He  also  gave  her  his  personal  estate,  and  appointed  her  executrix. 
Held,  that  the  BaUt  houses  passed  to  the  heir  at  Uw  of  £•  H.,  subject  in  equity  to  a 
chai^  for  funeral  and  testamentary  expenses,  but  that  A.  H.  had  no  power  to  seU  or 
mortgage  the  estate.    Jones  v.  Hughes,  iii.  554. 

4.  Annuity  charged  on  freehMs  and  moneys  in  funds — Ccpffiiolds,  G.  T.  waa 
entitled  to  a  life  interest  in  freehold  and  copyhold  estates,  and  also  in  three  sums  of 
stock ;  the*  legal  estete  in  the  freeholds  was  vested  in  trustees,  but  the  copyholds  bad 
never  been  surrendered  to  them,  and  many  of  the  freehold  and  copyhold  lands  were 
let  together ;  the  three  sums  of  stock  were  in  the  names  of  the  tmsteea.  G.  T.  was 
also  absolutely  entitled  in  renuunder  to  a  moiety  o[  the  freehold  and  eopyhold  estates,  and 
the  stock.  G.  T.,  upon  his  second  marriage,  by  a  covenant  and  his  bond,  secured  aa 
annuity  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  by  his  will  confirmed  the  settlement,  and  sud,  **  I 
charge  all  and  eveiy  my  freehold  hereditaments  and  estate  and  moneyv  standing  in 
my  name  in  the  public  funds  with  the  payment  of  the  annuity,  to  mj  wife;  aad 
subject  to  the  said  annuity,  I  devise  and  bequeathe  the  same  freehold  hereditamenti 
and  estate  and  moneys  in  the  funds  to  my  niece  and  godchild,  S.  Q.,  her  heirs,  execu- 
tors, administrators,  and  assigns,  with  remainder  to  her  two  sisters,  &c  All  the  rest 
and  residue  of  my  real  and  personal  estate,  subject  sm  to  my  personal  estate  to  the 
payment  of  my  just  debts,  &c.,  and  legacies,  I  devise  and  bequeathe  unto  my  wife, 
her  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns.*'  The  testator  had  no  moneys  stand- 
ing in  his  name,  and  upon  a  suit  by  the  devisee,  it  was  hM,  that  the  testator  nseant 
his  interest  in  the  stock  standing  in  the  name  of  the  trustees,  to  which  he  was  entided 
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Ift  raiiaind«r;  tiiat  the  penooAl  estate,  as  tiie  Mamary  fund  fbr  payment  of  the  an- 
Buitf ,  was  not  exonerated  l^  die  charge  madeVpkm  the  freeholds  and  the  mone^rs  in 
tiie  funds ;  also,  in  the  absence  of  any  intention  apparent  on  the  will,  that  the  word 
^estate**  did  not  indnde  the  copyhdds,and  tiiat  they  did  not  pass.  QuenneU  v. 
f\ttn€rf  iv.  84. 

5.  Deficiency  of  residue  afte^  specijh  legacies  given.  Where  a  testator,  intending 
to  dispose  of  a  fund  the  amouBt  of  which  is  yet  unascertained,  gires  a  specific  sum  to 
each  of  two  persons  and  the  residue  to  a  third,  and  there  proTCs  to  be  only  enough 
to  pay  the  testators  debts  and  the  specific  legacies,  if  it  does  not  appear  from  the 
words  of  the  will  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  testator  that  charges  on  the  fund 
should  be  borne  equally  by  all,  the  loss  caused  by  the  payment  of  creditors  is  to  be 
home  i^oUy  by  the  rseidQary  legatee.    Petre  v.  PetrCf  r.  146. 

6.  D^ciency  of  estate  bequeathed  to  pay  legacies,  A  gave  legacies  to  seyeral  persons 
hy  name,  and  added,  ^  but  if  the  personal  estate  and  effects  I  became  entitled  to  under 
the  will  of  £.  H.  should  fid!  short  in  paying  these  legacies,  my  desire  is  that  500/.  out 
of  any  other  part  of  my  personal  estate  shall  be  applied  for  tiiat  pufpose.**  The 
legacies  given  amounted  to  more  than  the  personal  estate  received  from  £.  H.  with 
tbe  500L  additionaL  Held^  that  the  general  personal  estate  of  the  testator  was  not 
liable  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  lliat  the  personal  estate  rec^ved  fixxn  £.  H.  and 
Uie  500L  were  alone  applicable  to  pay  the  legacies,  and  that  they  must  ab^te  propoi^ 
tionately.    Re<»d  v.  StrangwaySf  vii.  87. 

7.  Real  estate  taken  as  auxiliary  fund  for  payment  of  debts  and  legacies,  except  life 
estate  tn  one  pared,  A  testatrix  devised  her  estate  real  and  personal  fbr  the  payment 
•f  debts  and  legacies,  and  afterwards  devised  one  parcel  of  real  estate  to  one  fbr  life, 
then  to  be  sold  for  payment  of  legacies.  The  personal  estete  proving  insufficient  for 
payment  of  debts  and  legacies,  it  was  kdd,  that  her  real  estate  was  to  be  taken  as  an 
auxiliary  fund  for  that  purpose,  excepting  the  life  estate  in  the  parcel  above  mentioned. 
Whieldon  v.  Spode^  x.  180. 

8.  Charge  on  corpus  of  an  estate.  Where  there  is  a  direction  that  certain  costs  and 
expenaeB  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises,  and  shall 
he  charged  on  the  premises,  then  the  charge  is  on  the  corpus  of  tiie  estate,  and  the 
corpus  may  be  add,  if  necessary,  to  get  rid  of  the  chaise.  Dixon  r.  WUIdnson,  xxi» 
450. 

8.  D^ts  of  testator's  father  charged  on  real  estate.  Where  a  son  who  has  promised 
to  pay  his  fitther's  debts,  though  not  liable  to  do  so,  declarss  in  his  will,  "  I  hereby 
charge  all  my  just  debts,  and  also  all  the  debts  of  my  late  &ther,  which  shall  remain 
unpaid  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  upon  all  and  evei^  my  real  estate,**  those  debts 
of  the  fother  which  were  not  barred  at  the  time  of  his  (the  father's)  death,  are  to  be 
oiMurged  on  the  son's  real  estate.     (/Connor  v.  Hadam,  xxxi.  88. 

10.  When  descended  estates  liabte  to  charge.  Where  an  estate  is  devised  subject  to 
»  mortgage,  those  words  are  descriptive  merely,  and  tiie  descended  real  estate  is  to  be 
applied  in  discharge  of  the  mortgage,  that  is,  if  the  personal  estate  be  not  sufficient 
to  pay,  then  the  real  estate  most  make  good  the  diffisrence.  Goodwin  v.  Zee,  xxxL 
660. 

1 1.  Devise  of  estates  subject  to  debts — Contribution.  If  a  testetor  devises  one  estete 
iolgect  to  debts,  &c.,  to  A  fbr  life,  with  remainders  over,  and  another  estete  subject  to 
debts,  &C.,  to  A  absdutely,  and  subsequently  mortgages  the  first  estete,  then,  on  a 
deficiency  of  personal  estate,  both  estotes  must  contribute  ratobly  towards  payment 
of  the  mortgage.    Middleton  v.  Middleton,  xxi.  642.  ^^ 

12.  Charge  of  dthts  on  copyhold  estates,  A  bequest  to  die  testator's  d^Bter,  so 
long  as  she  should  eontinne  single,  d*  all  his  copyhold  estetes,  furniture,  mSieys,  &c., 
after  payment  of  just  debts,  and  if  she  should  marry  after  his  death,  or  die  unmarriedi 
the  whole  of  the  estates  with  the  fbmitore,  stock,  &o.,  shouhl  be  sold  and  the  proceeds 
^vided  between  B,  C,  and  D.  HM^  that  the  copyhold  estates  were  chai^ged  with  the 
payment  of  his  debts.    Moores  v.  Whittle^  xv.  483. 
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IS.  Survivor,  Bequest  to  one  foyjjfe,  and  then  to  be  divided  among  (bar  legateoi 
equally,  as  tenants  in  common ;  if  elafh  died  in  the  life  of  the  tenant  for  life,  his  share  to 
be  divided  among  his  children ;  if  either  died  during  that  period  without  leaving  iasae, 
then  his  share  to  go  to  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them.  One  died  leaving  nine 
children,  and  then  another  died  without  issue,  and  then  the  tenant  for  life  died. 
Heldj  that  the  children  of  the  legatee  who  died  first  took  no  interest  in  the  share 
of  the  one  who  died  afterwards  without  issue.    Moate  v.  Moate,  xiii.  475. 

14.  Legacies  and  annuity  a  charge  on  real  estate,  J.  G.  gave  all  her  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  to  trustees,  upon  trust  to  convert  the  personal  estate  into  mooey,  and  pa^ 
debts,  &c.,  and  a  legacy  of  10/.  to  M.  H.,  and  to  stand  possessed  of  the  readue  of  the 
money,  and  seised  of  all  the  real  and  leasehold  estate,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents, 
&c.,  to  pay  and  discharge  such  debts,  &c.,  as  the  personalty  should  be  insufficient  to 
satisfy ;  and  subject  thereto,  in  trust  for  three  grandchildren.  J.  G.  by  a  codidl, 
directed  that  the  *'  trustees  acting  under  such  will  should  pay  M.  H.  402.  in  additiioA 
to  the  former  legacy,"  and  also  pay  to  S.  G.  during  her  life  an  annuity  of  lOOL  The 
personal  estate  being  insufficient  to  pay  the  legacies  and  annuity,  it  was  held^  that  Ihey 
were  a  charge  upon  the  real  estate.     Gallemore  v.  GiU,  xxiiL  512. 

15.  Devise  of  real  estate  charged  with  payment  of  certain  sum,  A  devised  lus  real 
estate  to  B  in  fee,  charged  with  the  pa^Tuent  of.  6,000/.  to  C,  and  directed  that  if  C 
should  die  without  leaving  issue  living  at  his  death,  this  sum  should  form  a  part  at  fak 
^the  testator's)  personal  estate,  and  then  gave  all  his  personal  estate  to  B.  B  co&- 
yeyed  these  real  estates  to  certain  uses,  subject  to  the  charge  of  6,000/.  Afterwards 
C  died  without  issue,  and  then  B  died.  The  money  had  not  been  raised.  Heldf  that 
this  sum  of  6,000/.  was  a  subsisting  charge,  and  that  the  personal  representatives 
of  B  were  entitled  to  have  it  raised  out  of  the  real  estates.  Johnston  v.  Webstery  xxiiL 
410. 

16.  Fine  payable  out  of  general  personal  estate  in  exonerati<m  of  leaseholds.  A  B 
was  at  the  time  of  her  decease  possessed  of  a  lease  from  charity  trustees,  for  forty  jear^ 
of  certain  lands  held  by  them  for  lives,  renewable  when  the  cestuis  que  me  were 
reduced  to  five.  A.  B.  had  in  her  sub-lease  covenanted  to  pay  the  fiine  on  such 
renewal  By  her  will,  after  devising  her  freehold  estate,  she  bequeathed  *^all  her 
leasehold  at  H.  or  elsewhere,  and  all  her  shares  in  the  C.  W.  Company,  and  all  her 
stocks,  funds,  and  securities  for  money,  and  all  other  her  personal  estate  and  effects," 
to  trustees,  upon  certain  trusts  as  to  each  moiety  thereof,  being  for  her  two  nieces  for 
life,  with  rcmfunder  to  their  children,  with  cross-remainders  over  in  defiiolt  oi  issue. 
The  testatrix  gave  to  her  trustees  special  powers  of  leasing,  cutting  timber,  &c.  The 
testatrix  died  in  September,  1826.  In  the  month  of  July,  1825,  the  number  of 
charity  trustees  had  been  reduced  to  five,  and  the  fine  therefore  became  payable ; 
but,  in  consequence  of  disputes  as  to  the  amount,  no  trustees  were  adnutted  until 
1835.  In  1850,  the  number  again  became  reduced  to  five.  Ileld^  first,  that  the  fine 
which  became  payable  in  the  testatrix's  lifetime  was  payable  out  of  her  general  per- 
sonal estate  in  exoneration  of  the  leaseholds.  And,  secondly,  that  the  second  fine, 
which  accrued  after  the  testatrix's  decease,  was  not,  as  between  the  legatee  of  the 
leaseholds  and  the  general  personal  estates  payable  out  of  the  latter,  but  the  l^atee 
took  the  leaseholds  cum  onere.    Fitzwilliams  v.  Kelly,  xvii.  218. 

17.  Devise  of  leasehold  mines — Charge  of  debts  on  net  produce  of  mines.  A  testator 
seised  of  real  estate,  and  leasehold  and  personal  estate,  and,  among  other  property, 
of  leasehold  collieries  or  mines,  gave  certain  real  estates  to  his  son  ;  he  devised  and 
bequeat^d  all  his  other  real  and  personal  estate  upon  trust,  with  the  approbatioa 
of  his  4^V^t  some  convenient  and  proper  period  to  sell  and  convert  the  same,  and 
to  invcsRnd  apply  1,000/.,  part  thereof,  for  hb  granddaughter;  and  after  giving  some 
small  annuities,  in  trust  to  pay  to  his  daughter  200/.  a  year ;  but  that  what  he  called 
produce  of  his  personal  estate  was  not  to  be  taken  as  the  income  derived  from  the 
mines,  but  the  profit  arising,  after  laying  by  10/.  per  cent*  to  pay  back  the  capital  ex-

pended  in  plant,  &c. ;  and  rabject  to  theae  gifts  and  devises,  he  gave  all  bis  real  and 
personal  estate  to  liis  son ;  the  son  was  appdnted,  with  the  trustees,  executor ;  the; 
disclaimed  and  renounced,  and  he  entered  into  sole  possession.  In  taking  the 
accounts  of  the  testator's  estate,  it  was  held,  that  the  son  had  a  right  to  applj  in  pay- 
ment of  debts,  all  permanent  personal  property  before  disposing  of  the  mines.  That, 
having  paid  off  wi^  his  own  moneys  debts  which  could  nofeJ|taTe  been  paid  off  without 
resorting  to  the  mines,  the  debts  so  kept  alive  in  his  hands  were  a  charge  on  the  net 
produce  of  the  mines,  and  that  he  was  entided  to  interest  on  the  same ;  that  the 
accumulations  of  the  10/.  per  cent  were  a  fund  liable  to  the  debts  in  exoneration  of 
the  mines ;  that  the  1,000/.  legacy  to  the  granddaughter  was  a  charge  on  the  real  and 
personal  estate  pro  ralci.    Lord  v.  Wightwick,  xxi.  299.    See  s.  c.  xxiii.  267. 

18.  Devise  to  toidow  for  life,  remainder  to  another  tenant  for  life,  with  remainders 
over — Charge  of  legacy  on  specified  part  of  lands  devised — Receiver.  A  testator  in 
pOBsesaon  of  lands  devised  the  same  to  his  widow  for  life,  remainder  to  another  tenant 
for  life,  with  remainders  over ;  and  he  gave  to  the  plaintiff  200/.,  which  he  charged 
on  specified  land,  part  of  his  lands  devised,  payable  after  the  widow's  death.  The 
widow  was  possessed  for  her  life,  and,  on  her  death,  a  stranger  entered  into  and 
kept  possession  of  the  lands  of  the  testator.  The  plaintiff  by  his  bill,  to  which  the 
tenants  for  life,  and  in  remainder,  and  the  stranger,  were  defendants,  asked  that  ^e 
200/.  legacy  might  be  raised  out  of  the  specific  land.  The  tenant  for  life  disclaimed. 
The  stranger  alleged  a  title  paramount  to  that  of  the  testator,  and  objected  that  he 
ought  not  to  be  a  party.  Held,  that  the  stranger  could  not  be  sued  in  Equity  by 
any  person  claiming  under  the  will,  and  he  was  dismissed  with  costs ;  and  the  court 
declared  the  plsuntiff  entitled  to  his  legacy,  appointed  a  receiver,  and  ordered 
that  the  plaintiff  should  be  at  liberty  to  bring  such  action  as  he  should  be  advised,  for 
the  recovery  of  the  specified  land  in  the  names  of  the  tenants  for  life  and  in  remain- 
der, upon  an  indemnity.    Daniel  v.  Davies,  xix.  Sll. 

19.  Two  funds — Legacy  thrown  upon  real  estate.  Where  one  legatee  has  two  funds 
to  resort  to  for  the  payment  of  his  legacy,  in  full,  and  another  legatee  has  only  the 
personal  estate  or  one  fund  to  resort  to,  the  court  presumes  that  the  intention  of  the 
testator  is,  that  all  should  be  paid  in  full,  and  therefore  marshals  the  assets,  throwing 
the  particular  legacy  upon  the  real  estate.    Scales  v.  Collins,  xv.  187. 

IX.  COuxriUMB  Gifts. 

1.  Annual  lequestfor  repair  of  tomb.  An  annual  bequest  for  the  repur  of  a  tomb 
is  not  bad  as  a  charity ;  and,  if  it  proceeds  out  of  a  life  interest,  it  is  not  void  as  a 
perpetuity.    Lloyd  v.  Lloyd,  x.  189. 

2.  A  devise  of  rents  to  a  minister  and  churchwardens,  for  the  purpose,  first,  of 
taking  5/.  for  themselves,  and  then  for  repairing  a  tomb,  is  void.    Ih, 

8.  Bequest  to  the  governors  of  a  society  instituted  for  the  "  increase  and  encourage- 
ment of  good  servants,"  &c.  &c.  No  such  institution  could  be  found.  Held,  that  the 
gift  was  charitable,  and  did  not  fail.    Loscomb  v,  Wintringham,  vii.  164. 

4.  A  gift  towards  contributions  for  the  political  restoration  of  the  Jews  to  Jerusalem 
not  a  charitable  legacy,  and  held  to  be  void.    Habershon  v.  Vardon,  vii.  228. 

5.  A  gift  towards  the  fund  for  the  bishopric  of  Jerusalem  agreed  to  be  a  good  char- 
itable legacy.    lb. 

6.  Charitable  gift  to  corporation—Increased  rents,  right  to  surplus  of.  A  testator 
devised  property  producing  47/.  a  year  to  a  corporation,  "  in  trust  and  confidence,"  to 
pay  three  sums  of  20/.,  10/.,  and  10/.  to  three  charitable  objects ;  and  so  long  as  certain 
taxes  continued,  what  the  corporation  could  not  spare  "  out  of  the  overplus  of  the 
rent,"  viz. :  7/.,  should  be  deducted  out  of  the  two  sums  of  10/.  and  10/.  The  rental 
increased,  and  it  was  held,  that  the  corporation  took  merely  seven  forty-sevenths  of 
such  inciease,  and  that  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  repurs,  &c.,  of  the 
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property;  and  that  the  charitiw  were  entitled  to  the  rasidae.  Semble,  that  the  ink 
which,  in  a  cane  where  the  whole  profits  of  an  estate  are  ^ven  to  a  charity,  and  the 
rents  are  afterwards  increased,  gives  the  charity  the  benefit  of  the  suiplns  rents,  ap- 
plies also  where  the  only  portion  of  the  rents  not  directly  given  to  the  charity  ts  given 
to  exonerate  the  estate  from  burdens  to  which  it  is  subject  The  Attorney-General  r. 
The  Corporation  of  Beverttf^  xxzi.  498.  See  also  The  Mayor  of  South  MoUon  t.  7%e 
Atiomey^Generalj  xxvii.  1 7. 

7.  Gift  of  dividends  forever,  A  gift,  after  the  death  of  a  tenant  fbr  fife,  of  the 
dividends  of  stook  fbrever  to  a  charitable  institution,  is  a  gift  of  the  corpus  of  the  stock 
to  the  institution.     Tyrrell  v.  dark,  xxiii.  586. 

8.  Chariiable  uses,  A  gift  of  pure  personalty  fbr  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
school,  the  testatrix  expressing  in  her  wiU  that  the  legacy  was  not  to  be  employed  in 
the  purchase  of  land,  or  the  erection  of  buildings,  her  ^  expectation  being  that  other 
persons  would,  at  their  expense,  purchase  the  necessary  land  and  boHdings,"  is  not 
against  the  policy  of  the  statutes  relating  to  charitable  uses,  but  is  valid.  Cawood  v. 
Thompson,  xxi.  81. 

9.  Taking  henefciatty  and  not  as  trustees.  After  giving  charitable  legacies  by  her 
will,  a  testatrix,  by  codicil,  declared  that  if  any  of  them  should  fail,  hj  reason  of  any 
part  of  her  estate  being  of  such  a  nature  as  could  not  legally  be  made  ap^Jicable  to 
charitable  purposes,  she  gave  such  part  to  A  and  B,  fbr  their  absolute  use  and  benefit, 
having  full  confidence  that  they  would  desire  to  carry  out  her  intentions,  but  she  de- 
clared that  that  should  not  have  the  effect  of  imposing  a  trust  upon  tbem,  or  in  any 
manner  qualify  their  interest  in  the  bequest  Hetd,  that  A  and  B  took  benefida&y, 
and  not  as  trustees  fbr  the  next  of  kin.    lb, 

10.  Conversion,  A  testatrix  gave  charitable  legacies,  and  the  readue  to  her  sister, 
who  survived  her,  and  also  made  several  bequests  to  charities.  HM,  that  the  Impure 
personalty,  which  the  sister  took  under  the  former  wiU,  and  kept  unconverted  untfl 
her  death,  was  not  to  be  treated  as  converted  for  the  putpose  of  the  charitable  legacies 
in  her  own  wilL    Ih,   - 

11.  Failure  of.  Where  there  b  a  gift  by  will  to  a  particular  charitable  institatioBy 
and  that  fails,  then  the  gift  falls  into  the  residue  of  the  estate.  But  i£  the  gift  is  to 
a  general  charitable  purpose,  and  one  mode  fails,  then  another  may  be  selected  to  cany 
out  the  general  purpose.     Clark  v.  Tayhrj  xxi.  308. 

1 2.  Charitable  legacy  chargeable  on  pure  personalty  and  general  legacies  on  personalty 
savoring  of  realty.    Where  a  testator  gave  a  charitable  legacy  "  to  be  raised  and  paid 
out  of  such  part  of  his  ready  money,  goods  and  personal  effects,  as  he  could  by  law 
charge  with  the  pa^-ment  of  the  same,"  and  his  estate  consisted  partly  of  pore  per- 
sonalty and  partly  of  personalty  savoring  of  realty,  the  latter  being  more  than  ralfr* 
cient  for  the  payment  of  the  general  legacies,  it  was  held,  that  the  general  legacies 
ought  to  be  paid  out  of  the  personalty  savoring  of  realty,  so  as  to  leave  the  pure  per* 
sonalty  for  the  payment  of  the  charity  legacies.    Held,  also,  though  not  aa  the  ground 
of  the  decision,  that  in  the  present  case  the  charity  legacies  were  analogooa  to  and 
had  the  same  incidents  as  demonstrative  legacies  to  inditidnals,  except  so  ftr  as  re- 
garded the  right  of  satisfaction  out  of  other  assets  than  the  fund  out  of  which  they 
were  directed  to  be  paid,  a  rig^t  from  which  they  were  debarred  by  the  Stat  9  Geo. 
n.  0.  36.    RoUnson  v.  Geldard,  xii.  68. 

1 3.  Charity  legacy — Pure  personalty  insufficient  to  pay  debts — Apporiionmeni  i«tioeea 
personal  and  ndxed  estate.  In  case  of  a  gift  of  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees  to 
sell,  and,  after  pa3rment  of  debts,  to  pay  certain  legacies,  one  of  which  ia  a  charity 
legacy,  and  to  divide  the  residue  among  certain  persons,  and  the  pure  personal  estate 
is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts,  but  the  nuxed  estate  is  ample,  then  tihe  charity 
legacy  does  not  fiul  altogether,  but  there  ought  to  be  an  apportionment  according  ta 
the  proportion  which  the  value  of  the  pure  personalty  beam  to  the  mixed  ifoinL 
Briggs  v.  Chaw^rlain^  xxiiL  87. 
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X.  RevoeaHon  and  OimeeUatum, 

1.  By  conveyance.  Where  real  estate  13  contracted  to  be  purchased,  and  the  pur- 
cbaser  then  makes  a  will  devising  all  his  real  estate  which  He  had  contracted  to  buy, 
Qpon  trusts  for  sale,  and  subsequently  takes  a  conveyance  to  the  ordinary  uses  to  bar 
dower,  it  was  keld^  affirming  the  decree  below,. that  the  conveyance  operates  as  a  revo 
cation  of  the  devise  of  thifl  estate.    Plowden  v.  Hydej  ix.  238 ;  xiii.  175. 

2.  By  reconveyance.  Where  an  estate  stood  limited  to  the  ordinary  uses  to  bar 
dower,  and  the  owner  mortgaged  it  in  fee,  with  a  proviso  for  redemption,  that  on  pay- 
ment the  estate  should  be  conveyed  to  the  mortgagee,  his  heirs,  appointees,  or  assigns, 
or  to  such  uses  as  he  or  they  should  direct,  and  he  then  made  his  will,  devising  all  his 
real  estate  upon  trust  for  sale,  and  afterwards  the  mortgagee  reconveyed  to  the  mort- 
gagor to  the  ordinary  uses  to  bar  dower,  it  was  heldf  reversing  the  decree  below,  that 
the  reconveyance  was  not  a  revocation  of  the  will  as  to  this  estate.  Plowden  v.  IlydCf 
xiii.  175. 

8.  By  iubsequent  tcill^  without  expresi  clause  of  revocation.  Prior  wills  of  real  estate 
held  to  be  revoked  by  a  subsequent  will,  although  the  latter  contained  no  express 
clause  of  revocation,  and  the  result  of  the  decision  was  a  partial  intestacy.  Plenty  v. 
West,  XV.  283. 

4.  Teslator^s  name  torn  from  some  of  the  pages.  A  left  a  will ;  from  the  bottom  of 
the  several  pages  of  this  will,  the  name  of  the  testator  had  been  torn  or  cut ;  part  of  one 
page  had  also  been  toz:n  off,  but  was  reannexed  by  a  pin.  The  signature  of  the  tes- 
tator and  the  subscribing  witnesses  at  the  end  of  the  will  remained.  Ileldj  that  the 
win  was  not  revoked  partially  or  entirely.     Clarke  v.  Scripps,  xxii.  627. 

5.  By  second  wUL  Where  a  second  will  (not  expressly  revoking  the  first)  does  not 
dispose  of  the  whole  property,  the  disposition  of  the  first  will  may  be  valid  so  far  as 
it  is  consistent  with  the  second.  Two  wills  may  stand  at  the  same  time.  Freeman  v. 
Freeman,  xxvii.  351. 

6.  Two  testamentary  papers.  £  left  two  testamentary  papers,  neither  termed  a  last 
will,  but  with  different  executors.  There  was  no  revoking  clause  in  the  latter  paper, 
nor  any  disposition  of  residue.  Two  of  the  three  residuary  legatees  under  the  first 
paper  died  before  the  date  of  the  second.  Held,  that  the  intention  of  the  testatrix 
was  that  both  should  operate,  and  that  both  were  entitled  to  probate.  Richards  v.  The 
Queen*s  Proctor,  xxviii.  610. 

7.  Express  revocation  necessary.  A  will  under  the  1  Vict  c.  26,  s.  11,  remuns 
operative,  unless  expressly  revoked,  although  the  maker  of  such  will  lives  in  England 
several  years  after  the  date  of  the  wilL    In  the  Goods  of  Leese,  xxii.  636. 

8.  Revocation  by  codicil — Partial  revocation,  A  testator,  by  his  will,  devised  certain 
houses  to  his  son  A  for  life,  and  after  his  death  unto  his  children  then  bom,  or  there- 
after to  be  bom,  upon  their  attaining  a  certain  age  as  tenants  in  common,  and  in  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  them  under  the  specified  age,  the  share  and  shares  of  the  child 
or  children  so  dying  to  go  to  the  survivors  and  survivor,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of 
aU  of  such  children  under  that  age,  then  to  trustees  to  permit  the  testator's  three 
daughters,  B,  C,  and  D  to  receive  the  rents  during  their  lives  in  equal  shares,  and 
after  their  decease  to  their  children  in  fee.  The  testator  made  a  codicil  in  these 
words :  '*  I  likewise  revoke  that  part  of  my  last  will  and  testament  whereby  I  give 
(the  houses  in  question)  unto  my  son  A  and  to  his  heirs,  and  my  will  is  that  my  daugh- 
ters C  and  D,  should  enjoy  them,  and  I  hereby  give  and  bequeathe  the  said  freehold 
ground  and  houses  to  my  said  daughters  C  and  D  equally  and  jointly  between  them 
and  to  the  survivor  of  them,  and  after  their  decease  to  their  child  or  children 
equally,  and  if  they  should  both  die  learing  no  child  or  children,  then  the  said  free- 
holds to  go  as  ordered  by  my  said  wilL"  The  daughters  C  and  D  died,  leaving  no 
child.  A,  the  son,  died  in  1850,  leaving  a  daughter,  his  only  surviving  child,  (one  of 
the  lessors  of  the  plaintiff,)  who  was  bom  in  the  testator's  lifetime  and  attained  ^e

required  age.  A  had  anotber  daaghter  bom  in  Uie  testator^s  Bfetime,  and  wbo  mar- 
ried and  had  a  ion,  Imt  ibe  and  ]ier  son  botii  died  in  tbe  lifetime  of  A.  The  testatm's 
third  daogbter,  £,  died,  leaving  children,  who  were  the  defendants.  Heldy  tliat  the 
codicil  operated  as  a  revocation,  only  so  far  as  to  effectuate  the  intention  of  the  tea* 
tator  to  prefer  C  and  D  and  their  children  to  A  and  his  children,  and  tiiere&re  that 
the  lessors  of  the  phuntiff  were  entitled  to  a  moietj'  of  the  houses  in  question.  Doe 
d.  Even  y.  Ward,  iz.  4 18. 

9.  Bequest  of  a  successive  life-interest  in  personal  property  to  A,  B,  and  C,  and 
after  the  death  of  the  survivor  to  the  eldest  son  then  living  of  D,  his  executois,  &e. 
By  a  codicil,  the  testator  revoked  so  much  of  his  will  as  related  to  E,  the  eldest  son 
of  D,  leaving  C,  on  the  death  of  A  and  B,  in  possession.  JSkldf  ihaX  thecodicfl  oper- 
ated as  a  revocation  not  only  of  £'s  interest,  but  also  that  of  the  other  boos  of  D. 
WelU  V.  WelUy  xxiiL  4. 

10.  Lapse  by  revocatiaiu  A  testator  gave  his  real  and  penonal  property  in  trust  for 
his  eight  nephews  and  nieces  by  name,  with  a  proviso,  that  if  any  of  those  nephews 
and  nieces  died  in  his  lifetime^  without  leaving  issue,  their  shares  shouhl  go  to  the 
survivors,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  shares.  By  a  codicil,  he  revoked  tbe 
shares  given  to  two  of  the  nephews;  One  of  the  nephews  and  one  of  the  nieces  died 
in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator.  Held,  that  the  shares  ori^naUy  giTen  to  tin  two 
nephews  lapsed  by  the  revocation,  and  that  the  share  of  the  niece  went  to  the  other 
five  nephews  and  nieces.    Botdcott  v.  Boukott^  xxiiL  126. 

11.  Second  revocation — FirUgift  not  revived.  Where  a  testator  gave,  by  will,  a 
legacy  to  a  certain  person,  and  afterwards,  by  a  codicil,  revoked  the  same,  mbstitatiiig 
therefor  another  gift,  and  by  a  still  Liter  codicfl  revoked  the  last  ph,  it  w«b  heid^  Aat 
the  first  gift  was  not  revived  by  the  revocation  of  the  second.    t&. 

12.  Unrevoked  gift  of  tithes^''  Real  eitatta."  A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  and  devised 
^  all  and  every  my  shares,  parts,  and  proportion  of  and  in  the  tithes  yearly  arisi]^, 
growing,  and  renewing  wiUun  the  parish  of  Ia,  and  the  tithaUe  places  thereol^  sare 
and  except,  &c.,  to  hold  the  same,  with  the  appurtenances,"  to  his  nephew  fix*  life,  sub* 
ject  to  the  proviso  that,  in  a  certain  contingency,  said  shares,  &C.,  shouhi  go  to  a  farotiier 
of  the  testator  for  life,  and  **  then  and  after  the  expiration  thereof  to  the  aeveral  pro- 
visions and  uses  herein  expressed  and  contained  of  and  concerning  foj  real  estate." 
In  a  subsequent  part  of  the  will,  the  testator  gave  and  devised  "  all  nqr  real  estate 
of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  and  wheresoever  situate,  subject  to  the  paymeat  of  mj 
just  debts^  &c,in  aid  of  my  personal  estate  as  aforesaid,"  to  several  persons  soecesavely 
in  strict  settlement.  The  testator  made  four  codicils  to  his  will.  By  tbe  fiKirtk  codi- 
cil, after  providing  for  the  payment  of  certain  annuities,  he  gave  and  devised  aQ  hia 
real  estates  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  subject  to  tiie  diai^  thereinafter  contained, 
to  the  defendant,  in  strict  settlement ;  and  on  fiulnre,  &0.,  then  he  gaw  and  devised 
all  his  said  real  estates  in  such  manner  as  in  that  behalf  mentioned  in  his  sud  wiQ, 
declaring  it  to  be  his  will  that  the  devises  thereinbefiure  made  should  taka  effect  ia 
precedence  to  the  devises  of  hia  real  estates  in  hb  said  will,  and  that  every-  pecsMi 
who  should  became  entitled  in  poasession  to  his  real  estates  by  virtae  of  the  devises 
thereby  made  should,  within  twelve  calendar  months,  obtam  the  proper  license  to  use 
the  surname  of  Evans^  &c»  Heldf  that  the  gift  of  the  tithes  made  by  the  will  remained 
unrevoked,  there  being  nothing  to  show  that  it  was  the  intendon  of  the  testator  to  naa 
the  words  **  real  estates  "  in  the  fourth  codicil  in  a  different  sense  firam  that  in  which 
they  were  used  in  the  wilL     Williami  v.  Evans,  xviiL  329. 

IS.  Eevoking  codicU,  Where  a  will  was  conceived  in  snch  tenns  as  to  raise  a  doubt 
whether  or  not  after  acquired  property  was  Intended  to  pass,  and  an  estate  was  after* 
wards  contracted  for,  and  a  codicil  was  then  made  directing  the  trustees  to  complets 
the  purchase,  &c,  which  was  afterwards  done  by  the  testator  himself,  it  was  held  that, 
as  Uie  codicil  had  been  revoked  as  to  the  newly  acquired  estate,  the  will  was  to  be 
construed  as  to  that  estate  as  if  there  had  been  no  codiciL  Schroder  v.  Sciroderf 
197. 


14.  Bewfcaiion  of^devUe  hjf  codicil — Truafee^  la  c$ae  a  testator  gives  his  estate  to 
A  aiKl  B  in  trast,  aad  then  by  a  codicil  appoints  *«  C  to  ba  tmstee  and  executor  in 
place  of  A,"  irhoni  he  does  "  not  wish  to  act  as  ezecntor,"  the  codicil  operatea  as  a 
revocation  of  the  devise  to  A.    Jnre  Hough's  Eatate^  vL  61. 

15.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  devised  and  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  real  and  per* 
sonal  estate  to  his  wife,  J.  G.  aad  another  party,  upon  trust  to  sell  and  convert  as 
therein  mentioned,  and  appointed  his  wife,  J.  6.,  sole  executrix.  The  testator,  by  a 
codicil,  revoked  the  appointment  of  hb  wife  as  executrix,  *<  as  the  duties  were  too 
arduous  for  a  lady  to  perform,"  and  appointed  three  other  parties,  "executors  in 
trust"  of  his  wilL  Held^  that  the  testator  did  not  rev^jce  the  appointment  of  his  wifo 
as  trustee.     Graham  v.  Grakamy  xix.  243. 

1^.  Devise  to  the  children  of  A  held  not  to  be  invoked,  by  an  expression  in  a  codi- 
cil that  they  were  not  intended  to  take  any  beneficial  interest  under  the  will  or  codiciL 
CUtiburey  v.  BeekeU,  xL  939. 

1 7.  Eevoeation  by  suhnquent  toUlr-^Parol  evidenot-  A  duly  executed  a  will  in  1825, 
leaving  B.  his  sole  executrix,  and  this  was  the  only  will  fiound  al  his  death  in  1853. 
6.,  a  party  hostile  to  the  will,  alleged  that,  in  1852,  A.  executed  a  subsequent  will,  and 
proved  tiiis  by  witnesses,  who  recollected  seeing  the  will,  but  could  speak  to  none  of 
its  contents,  except  that  it  began,  they  thought,  *^  this  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
me,  A."  This  will  was  not  found  after  A.'s  death.  Held,  revemng  the  judgment  of 
the  prerogative  court,  that  the  onus  lay  on  6.  to  prove  that  the  later  will  expressly 
reveled  the  former,  and  was  of  different  contents ;  that  the  mere  words  ^  this  is  the 
last  will "  were  not  of  themselves  sufficient  for  that  purpose ;  and  that,  as  the  evidence 
failed  to  establish  this,  the  former  will  remained  valid.  CutU  v.  GUberty  xxix.  64, 
reveraing  decree  below,  xxix.  597.  • 

18.  No  authority  lays  down  the  proposition,  that  the  execution  of  a  subsequeht  will, 
destroyed  animo  revocandi  by  the  testator,  the  contents  of  which  are  not  known, 
revokes  a  prior  will.  On  fhe  contrary,  in  the  case  where  a  revocation  has  been  held 
to  be  effective,  there  has  been  proof  of  a  difference  of  disposition.    Ih. 

19.  To  revoke  an  existing  instrument  by  parol  evidence  that  another  will  has  been 
executed,  and  by  such  evidence  alone,  though  the  law  may  admit  of  that  course  of 
proceeding,  is  one  attended  with  danger,  and  consequently  the  oral  evidence  produced 
most  be  strong  and  conclusive,    lb, 

20.  Repetition  of  legacies — Proof  of  fraud,  B.  made  her  will,  in  which  she  gave  T. 
a  legacy  of  500/.  and  appointed  him  executor  thereof,  jointly  with  A  C.  and  L.  (X 
By  a  codicil,  B.  revoked  the  appointment  of  A  C.  and  L.  C.  as  executors,  and  ap* 
pointedT.  sole  executor,  and  gave  him  50/.  for  his  trouble  as  such.  The  capacity  of 
B.  was  admitted,  and  A.  C.  and  L.  C.  prayed  probate  of  the  will,  without  the  legacy 
of  500/.,  and  of  the  codicil  without  the  appointment  of  T.  as  sole  executor  and  the 
legacy  of  50/.,  on  the  ground  that  the  legacies  and  the  appointment  of  T.  were  fraud- 
ulently inserted  without  the  knowledge  of  B.  T.  prayed  probate  of  the  will  and  codicil, 
with  the  legacies  and  appointment  Held^  on  the  evidence,  that  B.  was  aware  that  the 
will  and  codicil  contained  the  legacies  and  appointment  of  T.  as  sole  executor,  and 
probate  decreed  accordingly.     Clearson  v.  Teague^  vi.  586. 

21.  Cancelling,  The  deceased  duly  executed  his  will  in  1846  ;  in  1850  circumstances 
occurred  which  rendered  this  will  inoperative,  except  as  to  a  legacy  of  100/. ;  and  in 
I>Bcember  he  drew  a  pen  across  the  will,  and  wrote  at  the  top  of  each  sheet  ^'  cancelled," 
and  also  at  the  end  of  the  will,  he  wrote,  '*  cancelled  by  me,  this  1st  day  of  December, 
1950,"  Held  that  the  will  was  not  revoked,  under  1  Vict.  c.  26,  s.  20,  and  probate 
was  decreed.    In  the  goods  ofFarg,  ix.  600. 

XI..  ThellHsson  Act, 

1.  A,  the  mother  of  B,  by  her  will,  directed  trustees  to  invest  50,000/.,  and  to  pay  a 
competent  part  of  the  income  for  the  benefit  of  B,  for  his  life,  and  to  invest  the  but- 
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phis  of  the  income,  to  the  intent  that  it  might  accumulate  for  the  benefit  oTUie  persons 
who,  under  the  will,  should  be  entitled  to  it ;  and,  after  the  death  of  B,  to  apply  the 
said  sum  and  accumulations,  or  a  competent  part,  for  the  children  of  B,  during  their 
minorities,  or  until  their  portions  should  become  payable;  and,  when  the  children 
should  attain  twenty-one,  to  divide  the  said  sum  and  accumulations  among  such  di3- 
dren  equally.  ^  A  died  in  1831.  B  was  living.  Held^  that  the  trust  for  accumulation 
came  within  the  exception  to  the  2d  section  of  the  Thellusson  Act,  and  was  not  void. 
Middlelon  v.  Losh^  xvii.  428. 

2.  A  testator  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  trustees,  in  trust,  to  inrest 
and  accumulate  the  income  fnam  time  to  time  during  the  life  of  his  niece,  and  after 
her  death  to  transfer  the  securities  and  accumulations  to  her  chQdren  in  equal  shares, 
the  shares  of  male  children  to  be  vested  at  twenty-one,  and  those  of  females  at  twenty- 
one  or  marriage.  Then  followed  other  provisions  with  regard  to  what  the  testator 
sometimes  called  the  "  portions  "  and  sometimes  the  *'  shares  "  of  such  children,  as  the 
maintenance  and  education,  and  if  the  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  his  nieee 
should  ^1,  there  were  similar  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  and  issue  of  other 
parties,  and  failing  those  trusts,  for  his  own  next  of  kin.  The  testator's  niece  was  9t31 
Uving,  and  had  survived  the  period  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  death  of  the  testator. 
Ueld^  that  this  provision  was  not  one  for  raising  portions  within  the  meaning  of  the  2d 
section  of  the  Thellusson  Act ;  that  from  the  expiration  of  twenty-one  years  from  the 
testator's  death,  the  trust  for  accumulation  was  void ;  and  that  from  that  time  till  the 
death  of  the  niece,  the  legal  personal  representative  of  the  testator  was  entitled  to  the 
accumulations.'   Bourne  v.  Buchtorij  ix.  144. 

S.  A  testator,  afler  disposing  of  parts  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  benefit 
of  his  granddaughter,  T.  E.,  for  life,  and  after  her  death  for  her  children  at  twenty- 
one,  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees,  upon  trust  to 
accumulate  the  income  and  transfer  one  moiety  of  the  corpus  and  accumulations  to  the 
children  of  P.  E.,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  children  of  lus  nephew,  C.  W.  C.,  such 
shares  to  be  transferred  to  them  at  their  respective  ages  of  twenty-one  years.  The 
twenty-one  years  after  the  testator's  death  expired  in  1847.  Upon  a  bill  filed  by 
F.  E.,  who  never  had  any  children,  it  was  held,  that  the  direction  to  accumulate  beyond 
the  twenty-one  years  from  the  testator's  death  was  void  under  the  Thellusson  Act;  that 
such  accumulations  were  not  within  the  2d  section  of  the  act ;  that  they  were  undis- 
posed of;  and  that,  at  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-one  years,  the  income  of  the  teal 
estate  belonged  to  the  testator's  heir  at  law,  and  the  income  of  the  personalty  to  the 
testator's  next  of  kin.    Edwards  v.  Tuck,  xvii.  485.     See  p.  774. 

4.  A  direction  to  accumulate  is  only  valid  for  one  of  the  periods  mentioned  in  the 
Thellusson  Act     WUson  v.  Wilson,  iti.  188. 

5.  Accumulations  directed  by  toiU  and  resulting  hy  operation  of  law.  If  a  <M>^etatfff 
dire<!ts  that  to  be  done  which  as  a  necessary  consequence  leads  to  an  indefinite  accu- 
mulation, he  must  be  taken  to  have  directed  accumulation  within  the  meaning  of  the 
^  Thellusson  Act.*'  Semhle,  that  the  distinction,  that  where  the  accumulations  directed 
by  a  will  are  such  as  would  result  by  operation  of  law  from  the  dispositions  contuned 
in  the  will,  independently  of  directions  to  accumulate,  they  are  not  prohibited  by  the 
statute,  is  not  a  sound  distinction.     Tench  v.  Cheese,  xxxi.  392. 

6.  Cesser  of  accumulation — Payment  of  portions — Accumulation  for  payment  ofdebu^ 
By  a  marriage  settiement  of  1823,  family  estates  at  B.,  of  which  Loi^d  B.  was  tenant 
for  life  in  remainder,  were  charged  with  a  sum  varying  from  20,000i.  to  40,000f. 
according  to  the' number  of  younger  children  of  Lord  B.,  for  their  portions,  whicli  por- 
tions were  to  be  divided  and  payable  among  the  younger  children,  as  Lord  B.  should 
by  deed  or  will  appoint ;  and  in  default  of  appointment,  equally  to  be  divided  among 
them,  and  payable  at  the  decease  of  Lord  B.,  with  a  power  in  Lord  B.  of  ad^^ancing 
any  child's  portion  in  his  lifetime.  The  Bishop  of  D.,  the  great  uncle  of  Lord  B.,  by 
his  will,  dated  in  1825,  reqiting  the  settlement  of  1823,  bequeathed  15,000^.  to  trustees. 
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apoa  trust  to  accumulate  the  ea«ie  during  the  lifetime  of  Lord  B.,  or  if  he  should  die 
within  the  term  of  twenty  years  fVom  the  decease  of  the  testator,  for  sueh  ftirther  period 
as  should  make  up  the  full  term  of  twenty  years  from  the  deoease  «f  the  testator ;  and 
upon  completion  of  the  accumulation,  to  apply  the  same,  or  a  eompeteat  part  thereof 
in  dischai^e  of  the  said  portions,  when  and  as  the  same  respectiTely  shall  become  pay* 
able,  and  in  exoneration  of  the  hereditaments  charged  therewith;  with  a  proviso, 
^  that  if,  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  aocumuladon,  the  accumuhited  fund 
should  be  of  sufficient  amount  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  then  the  accumulation  shall 
thereupon  immediately  cease."  The  testator  also  gave  certain  chattels  to  go  as  heir- 
looms with  the  settled  estates,  and  bequeathed  30,000^  for  building  a  mansion-house 
upon  the  same.  The  testator  died  in  18S$«  The  number  of  Lord  B.'s  younger  children 
was  such  that  40,000^  would  be  raisable  under  the  marriage  settlement.  In  184  7, 
twenty^ne  years  after  the  testator's  death,  the  accumulated  fund  amounted  to  85,6221.; 
at  the  time  of  the  institution  of  this  suit  it  amounted  to  48,648^  Lord  B.  was  still  liv- 
ing, and  had  only  appointed  a  small  sum,  by  way  of  advancement,  to  one  of  his  younger 
children.  Heldt  first,  upon  the  construction  of  the  will,  that  the  proviso  as  to  the  cesser 
of  accumulation  applied  to  the  period  of  Lord  B/s  lifetime,  as  well  as  to  the  twenty 
years  from  the  testator's  death.  Secondly,  assuming  this  case  to  be  within  the  Ist  seo> 
tion  of  the  Thellusson  Act,  89  k  40  Gea  UL  c.  98,  (reversing  the  decision  below,)  that 
the  sum  accumulated  within  the  twenty-one  years  was,  so  soon  as  the  40,000(.  was  accis* 
mulated,  a  fund  applicable  to  the  payment  ^  any  of  the  younger  children's  portions 
which  were  then  payable,  and  would  be  applicable  to  the  rest  of  the  pordons  when 
they  should  become  payable;  and  that  the  latter  part  of  the  Ist  section  would  be  satis* 
fied  by  giving  the  residuary  legatees  the  difierence  between  the  85,6 22(.  and  the 
40,000/.,  which  was  the  limit  of  accumulation.  Thirdly,  (reversing  the  decision  be* 
low,)  that  this  was  a  case  within  the  exception  in  the  2d  section  of  the  act,  it  being  a 
provision  for  raising  portions  for  children  of  a  person  taking  an  interest  under  the 
devise ;  and  that  the  whole  accumulation  directed  was  valid.  ^Semble^  contrd  the  dicta 
of  the  court  below,  (xiii.  445) — First,  that  the  exception  in  the  2d  section,  as  to  accn- 
mulation  for  payment  of  debts,  is  not  confined  to  the  debts  of  the  person  directing  the 
accumulation,  but  extends  to  a  provision  for  payment  of  the  debts  of  any  person  or 
persons ;  and  it  extends  to  past  and  future  debts.  Secondly,  that  to  bring  a  case  ^thin 
the  exception  in  the  2d  section,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  parent  of  the  portioned 
child  should  take  an  interest  in  the  same  real  or  personal  estate,  the  income  of  which 
is  directed  to  accumulate.  And,  earUrA  Bovarnt  v.  BuekUm,  2  Sim.  w.  s.  101,  a.  c 
9  £ng.  Rep.  152,  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  parent  should  take  an  interest  under 
the  particular  clause  directing  the  accumulations;  but  that  ^'soch  devise"  means 
''such  wilL"    Barringtan  v.  Liddell,  xvii.  188. 

7.  Condidon  precedent  In  case  of  a  gift  to  A  of  a  certain  sum  upon  her  marriage, 
with  all  the  accumulations  thereon  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  the  income  of  the 
residue  of  the  estate  of  the  testator  to  B  for  life  with  remainders  over,  the  marriage 
of  A  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  vesting  of  the  legacy  in  her ;  and  in  the  event  of 
her  not  marrying,  B  is  entitled  to  the  interest  of  the  legacy  from  the  death  of  the 
testator.  But  in  such  case  the  accumulation  of  interest  af)»r  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
one  years  is  prohibited  by  the  Thellusson  Act    Morgan  v.  Morgan^  ii.  85. 

8.  Tenant  for  life,  A  testator  gave  a  legacy  of  5000/.  to  A  on  her  marriage,  and 
gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  B  for  life,  with  remainder  to  C,  and  died  in 
1825.  Upwards  of  twenty-one  years  elapsed  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  A 
was  not  married.  B  died  in  1838,  and  the  twenty-one  years  from  the  death  of  the 
testator  expired  in  1846.  At  this  time  the  legacy  fjind  consisted,  first,  of  the  original 
legacy ;  and,  secondly,  of  the  interest  on  the  legacy  accumuhited  for  the  twenty-one 
years,  called  ^'  the  accumulation  fund."  Held^  that  the  interest  of  the  5,000/.  accrued, 
and  to  accrue,  between  1846  and  the  death  or  marriage  of  A,  belonged  to  C;  that 
the  interest  on  such  part  of  ^*  the  accumulation  fund  "  as  was  produced  between  1825 
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and  1888,  accraed,  and  to  accrue,  between  1846  and  |ibe  deadi  or  marriage  of  A,  be- 
longed to  the  personal  representatiTes  of  B ;  and  that  the  interest  on  the  lemaiaing 
part  of  "  the  aooumuUtion  fond"  accrued,  and  to  accrue  in  like  manner,  belonged  to 
C.    Morgan  ▼.  Morgan^  vi.  130. 

9.  Portion f  what  is.  When  a  testator  gave  a  sum  to  accumulate  for  a  child  or 
children  who  should  live  to  be  twenty-one,  and  made  the  parent  of  such  children  the 
residuary  legatee,  it  was  held  that  this  sum  was  not  a  '*  portion  "  within  the  meaning  of 
the  exception  of  portions  in  the  Thellusson  act    Jones  v.  Maggs^  z.  159. 

10.  Semble,  a  "  portion,"  within  the  act,  is  a  sum  of  money  secured  to  a  child  out  of 
property,  the  income  of  which  is  giTcn  to  the  parent.    i6. 

11.  If  a  testator  directs  his  property  to  be  accumulated  during  the  lires  of  his 
children  named  in  the  will,  and  the  life  of  the  sunrivor,  and  then  to  be  divided  equally 
amongst  all  his  grandchildren,  if  more  than  one,  and  if  but  one,  then  all  to  that  one, 
the  shares  of  the  grandchildren  are  not  portions  within  the  second  section  of  the 
Thellusson  Act    Burt  ▼.  Sturt^  zxi.  515. 

12.  Direction  for  raising  portion.  A  giflof  a  residue  to  accumulate  for  childnsL 
Held,  not  to  be  a  direction  for  raising  *<  portions,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  2d  sectioa 
of  the  39  &  40  Geo.  HL  c.  98.  Semble^  per  the  lord  chancellor,  that  where  the  gift 
is  of  a  residue  for  the  children  of  a  person  who  takes  any  thing  under  the  will,  the 
parent  must  be  considered  to  be  a  person  taking  an  interest  under  such  devise,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  last  part  of  the  2d  section.    Eduxxrds  y.  Tuck^  zzi.  138. 

13.  Cross-remainder,  A  testator  having  directed  his  property  to  be  divided  into 
two  moieties,  giving  one  of  the  moieties  to  the  children  of  P.  £.  as  tenants  in  common, 
to  become  vested  at  twenty-one,  and  giving  the  other  moiety  to  the  children  of 
C.  W.  C.  in  the  same  manner,  declared  that  the  share  and  shares  provided  for  the 
children  of  C.  W.  C.  and  F.  £.  respectively,  should  be  vested  at  twenty-one  or  mar^ 
riage,  **  and  that  If  any  such  child  or  children  should  die  without  having  obtained  a 
vested  interest  in  his  or  her  share,  the  share  of  every  snch  child  so  dying,  should 
accrue  and  bebng  to  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  the  said  children.  Hdd^  by  Turner, 
L.  J.,  that  this  clause  must  be  read  distributively,  and  that  it  did  not  create  cro«»- 
zemainders  between  th^  children  of  G.  W.  C.  and  F.  £.    lb. 

14.  Accumulation.  A  testator  devised  and  bequeathed  all  his  freehcdd  and  copy* 
hold  estates  and  his  personal  estate  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  oat  of  the  incooie  to 
pay  400/.  a  year  for  the  maintenance  of  his  son  D,  until  his  death  or  recoveir  fiom 
a  mental  malady,  and  to  accumulate  the  rest  of  the  money ;  and  directed  them,  if 
his  son  should  so  recover,  to  pay  him  all  the  accumulations;  and,  if  his  son  shoold 
die  without  having  so  recovered,  to  apply  the  accumulations  as  therein  mentioned ; 
and  appointed  Af  B,  and  C  his  residuary  legatees.  The  son  lived  more  than  twenty- 
one  years  after  the  deaUi  of  his  father.  Held,  that  the  trust  for  accumnlatioKi  was 
void  at  the  end  of  the  twenty-one  years  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  that 
the  accumulations  arising  from  the  rents  after  that  time  belonged  to  the  heir,  and  not 
to  the  residuary  legatee.     Wildes  v.  Davies,  xvii.  466. 

15.  Income  to  be  applied  in  payment  of  premiums  on  policies  of  life  assurance.  A 
testator  directed  by  his  will  that  the  income  of  his  properly  should  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment, among  other  things,  of  the  premiums  on  certain  policies  of  assurance  for  ^e 
lives  of  his  sons.  Held,  that  such  direction  did  not  constitute  an  accumulation  of  in- 
•come  within  the  meaning  of  the  TheUusson  Act    Bassil  v.  Lister,  vii.  157. 

Xn.   Wills  Act. 

1.  The  Wills  Act  does  not  do  away  with  the  distinction  between  real  and  personal 
'property,  and  (except  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  enacted,)  it  leaves  the  operatiott 
of  words  in  a  will  the  same  as  before  it  passed.    C  Toole  v.  Browne,  xxv.  210. 

2.  Chose,  in  action.    The  WiUs  Act  (1  Vict  c.  26,)  does  not  enable  a  testatw  to 
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bequeathe  a  chose  in  action  to  as  to  pass  the  right  of  soing  to  the  legatee.    Bishop  t. 
CurtiSy  xiT.  49. 

3.  General  devise  of  lands  including  leaseholds.  A  testator  hy  his  will,  devised  **  aH 
and  nngalar  his  manors  or  lordships,  rectories,  advowsons,  messuages,  lands,  tenement«| 
tithes,  and  hereditaments,  situate,  &c.,  at  or  near  W.,  in  the  county  of  D.,  and  B.,  in 
fhe  county  of  Y.,  and  alf  other  his  real  estates  in  the  said  counties  and  elsewhere,  and 
all  his  estate  and  interest  therein,"  to  uses  in  strict  settlement  In  1841,  the  testator 
made  a  codicil  ratifying  and  confirming  his  will.  At  the  time  of  his  maJcing  his  will 
and  of  his  decease,  the  testator  was  possessed  of  freehold  estates  in  the  county  of  D., 
and  of  some  church  leases  in  the  same  county,  which  were  usually  renewable  every 
seven  years ;  in  some  instances  the  leaseholds  were  let  and  occupied  with  the  free- 
holds, at  undivided  yearly  rents.  Upon  part  of  the  leaseholds,  nearest  to  the  freehold 
mansion,  ornamental  cottages  were  built,  as  well  as  buildings  occupied  by  persons 
employed  about  the  mansion  and  freehold  estate.  Held^  that  under  the  1  Vict  c.  26, 
§  26,  passed  in  1838,  which  provides  that  a  devise  of  the  hind  of  the  testator,  or  of  the 
land  of  the  testator  in  any  place,  or  in  the  occupation  of  any  person  mentioned  in  his 
ynH  or  otherwise  described  in  a  general  manner,  and  any  other  general  devise  which 
irould  describe  a  customary  copyhold  or  leasehold  estate,  if  the  said  testator  had  no 
freehold  estate  which  could  be  described  by  it,  shall  be  construed  to  include  the 
customary  copyhold  and  leasehold  estates  of  the  testator,  or  his  customary  copyhpld 
and  leasehold  estates,  or  any  of  them,  to  which  such  description  shall  extend,  as  the 
case  may  be,  as  well  as  freehold  estates,  unless  a  contrary  intention  shall  appeal*  by 
tiie  will,  the  leaseholds  passed  under  this  general  devise,  and  that  no  contrary  intention 
appeared  upon  the  will  so  as  to  prevent  the  c^eration  of  that  section.  Wilson  v.  Eden^ 
xiv.  41,  affirming  s.  c.  ii.  345. 

4.  Lapse  of  legacies.  The  provisions  in  tie  Wills  Act  against  the  lapse  of  legacies 
given  to  children,  render  it  necessary  for  a  testator,  intending  that  a  legacy  to  one 
child  shall  go  over  to  another  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  first  legatee,  to  express 
that  meaning  by  his  will    In  the  Matter  of  Morels  Trusty  xvii.  577, 

5.  Execution  of  powers  over  real  and  personal  estate.  The  Wills  Act,  7  Will.  IV. 
&  1  Vict.  c.  26,  has  not,*  by  making  the  will  speak  as  from  the  date  of  the  death  of  the 
testator,  and  thereby  passing  real  estate  of  which  he  was  not  possessed  at  the  date  of 
the  will,  assimilated  the  doctrine  as  to  the  execution  of  powers  over  real  estate  to  that 
of  the  execution  of  powers  over  personal  estate.    Lake  v.  Currie,  xiii.  485. 

6.  Estate  for  life  in  copyheids.  Before  the  passage  of  the  Wills  Act,  a  testator  gave 
^  all  his  copyhold  estate  caUed  M."*  to  S.  for  life,  chai^ged  with^  an  annuity  to  the 
testator's  brother ;  and,  after  the  death  of  S.,  *^  the  same  copyhold  hereditaments "  to 
the  children  of  S.,  in  equal  shares.  A  subsequent  clause  gave  ^  all  his  other  copyhold 
messuages,  &c."  to  A.  in  fee.  There  was  a  residuary  devise  of  '*all  his  real  estates, 
not  otherwise  disposed  oT*  to  V.  in  fee.  S.  and  her  child  being  dead,  it  was  held^  that 
the  children  of  S.  took  only  a  life-estate  in  the  copyhold  M. ;  and  that  the  remainder 
upon  that  estate  passed  to  V.  and  not  to  A.     Vick  v.  iSueter,  xxv.  71. 

7.  The  24th  section  of  the  Wills  Act,  1  Vict.  c.  26,  which  enacts  tha£  a  will  is  to  be 
construed  to  speak  as  if  executed  immediately  before  the  death  of  the  testator,  does 
not  apply  to  the  objects  of  a  testator's  bounty  who  are  to  take  the  real  and  personal 
estate  given  by  the  will,  but  only  to  the  real  and  personal  estate  comprised  in  the  wilL 
Bullock  V.  Bennett,  xxxi.  468. 

8.  The  Mauritius^Unattested  wiU  and  codicil  Deceased,  domiciled  at  the  Mauri- 
tius, left  an  unattested  will  and  codicil,  which  were  duly  registered  in  the  proper  court 
there.  Probate  of  both  papers  was  allowed  to  pass,  the  Wills  Act  not  extending  to 
the  Mauritius.    In  the  Goods  of  Smith,  iL  598.

aad  chattels  as  foUows :  ^  On  condition  of  my  son  paying  the  Ibllowing  sums,  namely, 
inter  alia,  I  will,  wder,  and  direct  him  to  pay  unto  his  mother  the  sum  of  4a  a  wedk, 
weekly,  and  every  week  during  her  natural  li^  Held,  that  thv  was  not  a  dtiB  of  a 
legacy  within  the  65th  section  of  the  County  Courts  Act,  9  Ac  10  Vict.  c.  95,  hot  of  a 
debt,  and  an  action  haring  been  brought  in  the  county  court,  the  court  granted  a 
eertimrarL    Longboitom  v.  Longbottom,  xvi.  5S8. 

4.  A  codicil  does  not  for  aH  purposes  repubEsh  a  will  so  as  to  make  it  speak  at  fte 
time  of  the  testator's  death.    StUuM  t.  Mellersh,  v.  t85. 

5.  Will  delivered  out  to  die  foreign  secretary,  for  the  purpose  of  being  given  to  the 
l^al  authorities  in  France.    In  the  matter  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  arviu.  599. 

6.  TrieA  ofwdidUg  ofwilL  It  is  at  the  option  of  the  heir  at  law  to  have  the  vaBdi^ 
of  a  wiU  tried  in  an  action  of  ^ectment,  or  by  an  issue  deoiaavit  vei  mm.  Grooe  v. 
Young,  vi.  88. 

7.  DedsoMe  interest.  Where  a  testator  has  a  right  to  set  aade  a  voidable  convey- 
ance, this  is  an  equitable  estate  in  him,  descendible  to  his  heir,  and  which  he  may  dis- 
pose of  by  his  wilL    Slump  v.  Gaby,  xvii.  857.  • 

6.  As  to  what  is  a  devisable  interest — see  Morgan  v.  Holford,  xvii.  174. 

9.  Declarations  of  testator  before  and  after  execution  of  will.  Declarations  made  by 
the  testator  before  the  execution  of  his  wiO,  that  he  intended  to  make  proviaon  for  A, 
in  whose  favor  certain  alterations  appear  in  the  will,  may  be  given  in  evidence  to 
prove  that  the  alterations  were  made  before  the  execution  of  the  vrill ;  but  semUe, 
that  declarations  made  by  a  testator  after  tlie  time  when  the  will  is  executed,  that  he 
had  provided  for  a  person  whose  name  occurred  on  an  interlineation,  would  not,  how- 
ever, be  evidence  that  the  interiineation  was  made  before  execution.

11.  A  residuary  bequest  is  a  legacy  within  the  9  &  10  Vict  c.  95,  s.  65.  A  bequest 
of  money  may  be  a  legacy  within  the  meaning  of  that  section,  although  payable 
through  the  intervention  of  a  trustee.    Pears  v.  Wilson,  vi.  445. 

12.  Executors  directed  to  carry  on  trade — What  estate  liable  for  debts  incurred  eft«re- 
by — Equitable  mortgage.  Where  a  testator  by  his  will  directs  hb  executors,  to  whom 
he  has  given  all  his  estate  in  trust  for  his  son,  subject  to  an  annuity  to  his  widow,  to 
cany  on,  for  a  limited  time,  a  certain  business,  freeing  them  from  all  personal  liability 
for  debts  incurred  thereby,  without  specifying  what  assets  shall  be  so  liable,  all  lis 
real  and  personal  estate,  against  which  are  also  other  l^al  liabilities,  will  be  held 
liable  therefor.  And  a  depout  of  title  deeds,  by  the  executors,  to  secure  a  loan  neces- 
sary for  the  carrying  on  of  said  business,  wiU  oonslituto  aa  equitable  raortga^

18.  Bequest  of  chattels  svAseqaefMly  lost  at  sea — Interest  in  insurance  money.    If  a 
testator  bequeathe  chattels  to  A,  and  afterwards,  having  insured  them  against  loss  by 
sea,  embark  with  them  in  a  ship  and  is  lost  with  them,  then  A  has  no  interest  in  ^ 
nsurance  money  recovered  by  the  executors.    Durrant  r.  Friend,  xL  2. 
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14.  Direction  by  testator  to  raige  moneys  by  mortgage — Master^s  report  in/avorofsale* 
A  testator  directed  moneys  required  for  the  purposes  of  his  will  to  be  raised  by  mort- 
g^ige  of  part  of  his  real  estate ;  the  master  reported  that  the  money  could  be  more 
advantageously  raised  by  a  sale  of  part  of  the  estate ;  but  the  court  decliaed  to  direct 
a  sale.    Drake  t.  Whitmoref  xix.  316. 

15.  Evidence — Presumption  of  stuvicorskip — Shipwredc,  A  testator,  by  his  will, 
gave  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  W.,  in  trust  for  his  wife  absolutely,  **  and  in 
case  my  said  wife  shall  die  in  my  lifetime,  then  in  trust  for  such  of  them  my  three 
children  A,  B,  and  C,  as  shall  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  or  marry  under  that  age ; 
or  in  case  all  of  them  shall  die  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  being  sons,  or  under  thai 
age  and  unmarried,  being  a  daughter,"  then  he  gave  all  his  property  to  W.  absolutely. 
The  testator,  his  wife,  and  children,  were  drowned  at  sea ;  the  testator,  his  wife,  and 
two  of  hb  children,  B  and  C,  being  washed  off  the  deck  of  the  ship  by  the  same  ware, 
and  A  was  proved  to  have  survived  the  others.  W.,  as  executor,  proved  the  will. 
Upon  a  bill  by  the  administratrix  of  A,  claimiDg  as  under  an  intestacy,  it  was  heUi^ 
that,  in  the  absence  of  evidence,  the  court  would  not  presume  that  the  testator  sur- 
vived his  wife ;  and  that  as  against  the  next  of  kin,  the  onus  of  proof  rested  upon  the 
person  claiming  under  a  will  to  make  out  a  perfect  title,  by  analqgy  to  the  rule  as  to 
the  heir  at  law  in  the  case  of  real  estate ;  and  the  fact  of  survivorship  not  being 
proved,  the  property  would  go  to  the  next  of  kin  ;  and,  also,  upon  the  construction  of 
the  will,  that  the  benefits  given  to  W.  were  to  be  dependent  upon  the  survivorship  of 
the  husband.     Underwood  v.  Wing^  xxxi.  293. 

16.  Incapacity  of  executor.  The  residuary  clause  in  a  will  was  altered  by  striking 
out  the  words  ^*  to  A  in  trust,"  and  substituting  *^  to  B."  A  was  named  executor.  Ad- 
ministration with  the  will  as  altered  annexed  granted  to  B,  as  interested  in  the  ren- 
due,  A  being  incapable  of  acting,  and  proceedings  being  taken  in  chancery  to  ascer* 
tain  the  construction  of  the  residuary  clause.    In  the  Goods  ofBoschetti^  xiv.  600.

1.  Club — Association,  A  club  is  not  a  company  within  the  meaning  of  the  Joint- 
stock  Companies  Winding-up  Acts ;  and  although  it  is  an  **  association,"  yet  it  is  not 
axL  **  association  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  108,  that  act  pdnting  at 
**  associations  "  established  for  profit    Inre  Su  James*s  Clvh^  xiiL  589. 

2.  Company  for  commercial  or  trading  purposes,  SemhU^HaX  a  body  of  person^ 
associated  to  obtain  an  act  of  parliament  to  enable  them  io  act  as  a  company  for 
^  commercial  or  trading  purposes,"  whose  iiltimate  though  not  immediate  purpose  is 
coounercial  or  trading,  is  within  the  7  &  8  Vict  c.  l\\.  But  it  is  well  settled  at  law 
that  there  b  no  partnerriiip  between  such  an  association,  "  no  common  power  of  bind- 
ing each  other  merely  by  such  a  relation ;  each  binds  himself  by  his  own  acts  only." 
Bright  v.  Hutton,  xii.  1. 

3.  Object  of  loan  society  being  profit — Order  granted  whether  beneficial  or  not  In

4.  Projected  railway — ProoiMionaUy  registered.  A  railway  company  projected  and 
proTisionaliy  registered,  having  a  provisional  committee  of  more  than  seven  persooi^ 
bat  which  ibr  want  of  sabscribers  never  obtains  an  act  of  parliament,  is,  nevertheless, 
a  company,  or  association,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Winding-up  Acta.  Bright  r, 
HuUon,  zii.  1. 

5.  Two  mining  companies  agreed  to  amalgamate  npon  certain  terms  which  were  not 
fulfilled,  but  the  amalgamated  company  earned  on  business,  and  made  calls,  whidb 
were  pardy  paid.  No  profits  were  realized,  business  ceased,  actions  were  brought 
agaiust  directors  ibr  company's  debts,  no  provision  therefor  made,  &c.  On  the  presen- 
tation of  a  petition  for  a  winding-up  order,  it  was  held,  that  these  circumstances  brou^ 
the  case  within  the  Winding-op  Acts ;  and  the  order  was  made  accordingly.  Re  the 
Pennant  and  Craigwen  Consolidated  Lead  Mining  Co.  viiL  150. 

6.  Arrangement  to  clear  admitted  debit  hg  stibJtcription,  A  winding-up  order  is  not 
to  be  made  of  course,  because  a  company  is  within  one  of  the  eight  classes  described 
in  the  5th  section  of  the  act,  but  it  is  for  the  court  to  judge  of  the  necessity  or  eipe- 
diency.  And  where  a  company  was  insolvent,  but  there  was  an  arrangement  pending, 
by  which  the  admitted  debts  would  be  cleared  by  a  subscription  among  the  share- 
holders, and  there  were  no  other  questions  except  equities  between  the  shareholderB» 
the  court  refused  a  winding-up  order  on  the  petition  of  a  few  shareholders  hc^dis^ 
very  few  shares.     Ex  parte  Wise,  zxL  274. 

7.  One  company  indebted  to  another.  The  fact  that  one  company  is  laigely  indeed 
to  another,  is  no  reason  why  the  company  to  which  the  money  is  due  should  be 
wound  up.    Nothing  could  be  gained  by  it    Ex  parte  Coohson,  v.  91. 

8.  An  order  was  made  to  wind-up  a  railway  company,  under  the  Joint-stock  Com- 
panies Winding-up  Act,  1848.  This  company  had  been  provisionally  registered,  bat 
the  undertaking  was  soon  abandoned ;  some  shares  had  been  allotted,  on  a  few  of 
which  a  trifling  sum  had  been  paid.  No  deed  of  settlement  had  been  executed; 
large  debts  had  been  incurred,  and  the  buaness  of  the  company  had  ceased.  A  peti- 
^on  was  presented  to  discharge  the  order,  on  the  ground  that  the  association  was  not 
within  either  of  the  winding-up  acts, — its  object  being  only  to  form  the  company, — and 
because,  of  seven  contributories  only,  one  was  out  of  the  jurisdiction.  Held,  that  the 
company  was  within  the  act  of  1848,  and  the  petition  must  be  dismissed,  with  costs.

II.  LtabilUies  of  Director$y  Sfc 

1.  Winding-up,  costs  of -^  Debts,  The  managing  directors  of  a  company  held  prima- 
rily liable  to  the  debts  of  the  company  and  the  costs  of  winding-up.

2.  Gvaranty  to  return  deposits.  Where  three  of  the  directors  of  a  projected  cogi- 
pany  sent  a  letter  to  each  allottee  to  this  eflfect,  *^  in  the  event  of  the  act  not  being 
obtained,  the  directors  undertake  to  return  the  whole  of  the  deposits  without  deduc- 
tion,** it  was  held,  that  as  between  the  three  directors  and  those  allottees  who  had 
signed  the  agreement  on  the  faith  of  the  guaranty  the  former  were  primarily  liable, 
but  the  decision  was  without  prejudice  to  any  question  between  these  three  and  the 
other  directors,  and  such  of  the  allottees  as  signed,  but  not  on  the  fiiith  of  the  guaranty.

8.  Pergonal  liability.  A  solicitor  had*agreed  that  no  director  should  be  person^ly 
responsible  for  tiie  payment  of  his  services.  Held,  nevertheless,  diat  he  could  claim 
payment  under  the  Winding-up  Act,  for  services  rendered  subsequent  to  the  fi>mu^ 
tion  of  the  company.    Ex  parte  Terrell,  vilL  64. 
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4.  The  mere  presence  of  a  persoQ  at  a  meetixig  does  not  make  him  reiqpcMiable  for 
A  resolndon  there  passed,  if  he  protests  against  it  And  where  a  director  of  a  com- 
pany opposed  a  resolution  at  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  but  finding  himaelf  in  a 
minority,  insisted  on  the  insertion  of  certain  tenns,  believing  that  those  terins  would 
prevent  the  plan  of  the  majority  from  being  carried  out,  it  was  held^  that  he  was  not 
responsible  if  the  plan  was  carried  out  on  tho^e  terms.  Ee  The  Direct  Etui  and 
West  Jtmction  Railway  Co.  tojsx,  430. 

IIL  Of  Olaimi. 

1.  CUnm  by  secretary  for  his  salary.  On  the  formation  of  a  company  it  was  ro- 
solved  that  no  director  should  be  personally  responsible  for  the  salaries  of  the  officers, 
and  that  no  officer  should  obt^n  payment  for  his  services  until  a  sufficient  sum  ^ould 
have  been  obtained  by  the  funds  o£  the  company  for  that  purpose.  It  was  also  agreed 
liiat  the  officers  should  receive  half  their  salaries  until  it  might  be  convenient  to  tho 
company  to  pay  the  whole.  Upon  the  company  being  wotmd  up,  the  master  disallowed 
the  claim  of  the  secretary  for  salary  during  the  two  years  he  had  acted  as  such,  and 
one  year  afterwards  for  default  of  notice.  Heldf  that  the  claim  for  the  full  amount  of 
salary  for  two  years  only  must  be  allowed.     Cope,  ex  parte,  L  87. 

2.  By  committee  appointed  to  wind-up.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  shareholder* 
of  a  dissolved  trading  company,  for  the  purpose  o£  winding-up  the  concern,  incurred 
expenses  in  procuring  the  insertion  of  certain  clauses  in  a  general  act  of  parliament 
which  had  the  effect  of  making  it  applicable  to  the  winding-up  of  the  particular  coiv* 
cem.  Held,  affirming  the  deciaon  below,  that  these  expenses  were  not  payable  out  of 
die  assets  of  the  company,  the  committee  not  having  been  authorised  by  the  share- 
holders to  incur  them.

8.  Winding^p  acts — Claims  under.  A  claim  was  not  admitted  as  a  proof,  'since 
it  did  not  establish  a  debt  against  any  particular  persons,  or  against  the  whole  class  of 
the  contributories.

4.  Jurisdiction  of  master — Allegation  of  claim*  Where  a  company  or  associadon  is 
ordered  to  be  wound  up,  the  master  has  no  jurisdiction  under  the  order  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  a  claim  not  alleged  to  be  due  from  the  company,  but  only  from  individual 
members  of  it,  and  it  makes  no  difference  that  the  money  was  applied  for  the  purposes 
of  the  company.    Ex  parte  Wryghte,  xiii.  182. 

5.  Claim  by  trustee  of  company  having  borrowed  money  on  his  own  bond.  If  a  trus- 
tee of  a  company  borrow  money  for  the  company  on  his  own  bond,  and  it  be  decided 
against  the  company  that  he  had  a  right  to  borrow  the  money,  he  is  entitled  to  cl«m 
the  bond  debt,  and  the  costs,  charges,  and  all  expenses  growing  out  of  his  endeavors  to 
recover  the  same  from  the  company,  which  had  left  him  to  pay  the  bond  debt  In  re 
The  Oundle  Union  Brewery  Company,  xiii.  402. 

lY.  Who  may  he  made  ConiributorieSy  ^e. 

1.  Provisional  committee-man,  A  provisional  conmiittee-man  of  an  abortive  company 
who  pays  his  assessment  on  the  number  of  shares  which  the  managing  committee 
resolve  shall  be  assessed  to  him,  and  who,  at  the  time  of  payment,  is  assured  that  he 
will  be  protected  from  creditors,  cannot  be  held  to  be  cooteibutory.     R6berts*M*ea»e^

2.  Member  of  a  provisional  committee  not  Uable  to  other  members.  A  person,  by  be- 
coming a  member  c^  a  provisional  committee  in  a  railway  or  other  company  in  the  course 
of  being  formed,  does  not  thereby  make  himself  liable  to  the  other  members  of  the  pro- 
▼isional  committee,  or  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  in  respect  of  the 
dealings  between  those  other  members  or  tiieir  officers,  and  third  parties,  strangers  to 
tbe  association.

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3.  A  member  of  the  proviuonal  committee  accepting  eSiaret  aUotted  litm  m  tint 
character,  ia  liable  as  a  cootribtttory,  although  there  is  bo  proof  of  the  pnUic^tiDa  of 
any  pro^ctus  with  his  name,  or  any  other  publication  or  pledging  of  hia  cisdit  to  the 
world.    Nicholay^s  casBy  iv.  24. 

4.  Non-<icceptanee  of  shares  by  commiUee-man.  A  pmrisional  committeo^nan,  who 
has  not  accepted  or  bound  himself  totake  shares  in  the  company  about  being  fiimied, 
nor  in  any  manner  authorised  expenditure  on  his  behalfi  is  not  liaUe  to  contribota 
toward^  expenses  incurred  in  preparing  to  establish  the  company.  Cttrmickad,  «x 
parte,  i.  66. 

5.  Allotment  of  shares  to  provisional  and  managing  commHU&men,  A  and  B  were 
provifflonal  and  managing  committee-men  of  an  abortive  company.  Before  Uiey  had 
become  so,  it  was  resoWed  that  a  certain  number  of  shares  shoold  be  allotted  to  eaeh 
member  of  the  two  committees.  Subsequently,  it  was  determined  that  a  less  number 
should  be  allotted  for  the  time  being  to  the  members  of  the  prorisional  committee, 
and  the  other  shares  were  kept  in  reserve.  A  and  B  executed  the  deed  of  settlement 
for  this  smaller  number  of  shares.  HM,  that  A  and  B  were  liable  only  in  respect  of

6*  Attendance  upon  one  meeting^  but  taking  no  shares,  H.  was  a  member  of  the 
provisional  committee  of  a  railway  company,  and  attended  one  meeting,  at  which  be 
moved  a  resolution  ibr  the  appointment  of  the  officers  of  the  company.  He  had  tahoi 
no  shares  and  had  not  signed  the  subscribers'  agreement  There  being  no  evidence 
that  any  expenses  renuuned  unpaid  which  had  been  incurred  with  his  sanction,  it  was 
held,  that  his  name  had  been  improperiy  placed  upon  the  list  of  contribotories.  £f 
parte  Hightf.xix,  571. 

7.  Attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the  provisional  committee^-^Ahandonmeni  of  project 
A  was  a  member  of  a  provimonal  committee  of  a' projected  railway  company,  and,  as 
such,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  provisional  committee,  and  oononrred  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  number  of  gentlemen  as  a  committee  of  management  This  committee  of 
management,  immediately  on  their  appointment,  undertook  the  exclusive  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and  gave  orders  to  engineers  to  make  surveys,  &c^  in 
the  name  of  the  company,  and  incurred  considerable  expenses  in  respect  of  the  under- 
taking, but,  after  some  time,  abandoned  the  concern.  The  provisional  committee, 
after  such  abandonment,  held  a  meetii^,  at  which,  under  the  impression  that  they 
were  personally  liable,  they  came  to  certain  resolutions  as  to  contributions  among 
themselves  in  respect  to  the  expenses  incurred.  A  attended  this  meeting,  and  took  an 
active  part  in  canying  out  the  resolutions.

9.  Non-aUotment  of  shares — Taking  no  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings.  A  member 
of  the  provisional  committee  of  an  association  to  fonn  a  rulway  company  which  ^ed, 
applied  by  letter,  begging  that  shares  might  be  allotted  to  him.  The  shares  were  not 
aUotted.  He  took  no  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings,  nor  attended  any  of  the  meet- 
ings. Held,  that  he  was  not  a  contributory,  the  circumstances  being  in  these  respects 
different  from  Upfiffs  case.     Corneals  case,  viii.  250. 

10.  Consent  to  have  ftame  placed  on  provisional  committee.  A  person  consenting  to 
have  his  name  placed  upon  the  provisional  committee,  but  not  otherwise  interested  in 
the  company,  and  giving  no  authority  for  the  incurring  any  expenses,  is  not  liable  to 
contribute  towards  the  expenses  of  the  company.     Clarke,  ex  parte,  L  69. 

11.  Consent  to  be  nominated — Declining  to  take  shares,  B.  consented  to  be  nominated 
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ft  proTiaioiial  eommiUiee'^aan  of  a  projected  company,  upon  an  assurance  that  he 
iroidd  incur  qo  liabiKty,  nor  be  bound  to  take  any  shares.  By  a  letter  to  the  secretary 
ht  alWrwftids  declined  to  take  shares,  and  requested  that  his  name  might  be  taken 
from  the  list  The  letter  was  laid  before  the  managing  committee,  who  resolved  that 
the  secretary  should  be  instructed  to  inform  B.  that  his  wish  should  be  complied  with. 
After  die  scheme  had  been  abandoned,  B.,  in  ignorance  of  the  resolution,  attended 
neetifl^  at  which  it  was  agreed  to  pay  certain  sums,  and  afterwards  ptud  them,  but 
upon  the  faith  that  no  fiuther  claim  would  be  made  upon  him.

oommitlee,  for  WDik  done,  necessary  for  obtaining  the  proposed  act  of  parliament 
And  hMj  that  A.  is  not  liable  in  eqiuty  to  contribute,  beyond  his  deposit,  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  company.

13.  Shar^  allotted  in  trust.  A  provisional  committee-man  who  has  accepted  shares 
allotted  to  him  in  "  that  character"  is  liable  as  a  contributory.

14.  Taking  shares,  A  consented  to  become  a  provisional  committee-man  on  condi- 
tion that  he  should  not  incur  any  liability.  Afterwards  he  took  shares  in  the  company 
without  repeating  the  stipuUtioo.  Held^  that  by  taking  shares  he  became  liable  as  a 
contributory,  under  the  authority  of  Upfitts  ease.    Ex  parte  MarhweU,  xiii.  456. 

15«  The  mere  &ct  of  a  person  consenting  to  be  nominated  a  member  of  a  previa- 
ional  committee  does  not  authorize  the  oonunittee  to  pledge  his  credit  Ex  parte 
Besly^  iv.

16.  Extent  of  lidbUUg,  If  A  agrees  to  take  certain  shares  in  a  company  about  to 
be  fanned,  and  acts  aa  provisional  committee-man  in  the  attempted  formation,  which 
is  igt  successful,  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  act  as  contributory  any  &rther  than  to 
the  extent  of  his  positive  agreements.    Ex  parts  Stocks^  xv.  488. 

1 7.  A  member  of  the  provisional  committee  of  a  company  was  held  liable  to  con- 
tribute to  the  expenses  of  the  conmiittee  incurred  Jiietween  the  day  on  which  he 
accepted  his  shares  and  the  day  on  which  the  company  ought  to  have  taken  certain 
steps  in  order  to  become  established,  which  steps  were  never  taken.  Brighfs  case^

29.  Want  ofsignalure  to  subscnben^  agreemenL  In  a  case  where  the  depoeit  has 
been  psud  by  a  party  i^pl^Fing  for  shares,  bot  no  signatore  by  the  i^plicaat  to  the  sub- 
scribers' agreement  or  parliamentary  contract,  it  was  Ae2i/,  that  such  payment  did  not 
make  the  party  a  contributory ;  that  this  was  the  law  prior  to  the  staL  1  ft  2  Tict 
c.  110,  and  the  provisions  of  that  statute  have  made  no  altemtion  in  the  law  in  tinse 
req)ects.

being  allotted.  His  executors  applied  to  the  directors  to  know  the  number  of  shares 
held  by  him,  and  were  told  twenty  shares,  which  twenty  shares  the  execntors  sold  and 
transferred  in  due  form.

held,  and  the  two  parties  went  together  to  the  office  and  depoated  the  transfer, 
without  having  given  any  previous  notice,  and  the  company  was  afterwards  wound 
vp,  it  was  hMy  that  M.  was  liable  as  a  contributory,  and  his  liability  was  not  limited  to 
the  time  from  which  he  took  the  shares.

58.  Giving  promissory  note  in  payment  for  shares,    A.  B.,  one  of  the  directors  of  a 
joint^tock  banking  company,  was  a  subscriber  for,  and  executed  the  deed  of  settle- 
ment in  respect  of  twenty  shares  of  the  company,  each  director  being  obliged  to  hold 
twenty  shares  as  a  qualification.    The  directors  subsequently  resolved,  without  the 
privity  of  the  shareholders,  to  appropriate  to  themselves  a  certain  amoont  of  additioBial 
or  credit  shares,  which  they  were  to  pay  for,  by  giving  pnaaaMry  notes  ibr  the 
amount  for  which  each  subscribed.    A.  B.  agreed  to  take,  and  he  gave  a  pnxnisBorj 
note  in  payment  for,  100  of  such  credit  shares ;  he  also  signed  a  letter,  hinging  him- 
self to  pay  the  deposit  and  calls  on  them,  but  did  not  execute  the  deed  in  respect  of 
them.

62.  Registratum,  evidence  of.  The  master,  upon  winding  np  a  company,  excluded 
certain  shareholders  fitom  the  list  of  contributories,  on  the  ground  that  the  requisitions 
of  the  statute  in  regard  to  the  deed  of  incorporadon,  had  not  been  complied  with 
before  the  certificate  of  complete  registration  was  obtained.  Held^  that  the  certificate 
of  the  registrar  was  sufficient  evidence  of  complete  registration,  although  all  the 
TCquisifs  provisions  might  not  have  been  fuQy  complied  with.

63.  Limitation  of  three  gears — Executrix,  An  original  shareholder  in  a  jointrstock 
banking  company  died  possessed  of  shares,  and  his  executrix  received  in  that  capacity 
the  dividends  for  four  years,  but  did  not  take  the  steps  for  becoming  a  member  in  her 
own  right  By  the  deed  of  copartnership  each  shareholder  was  to  partake  propor- 
tionately of  the  profits  and  losses ;  and  each  shareholder,  his  heirs,  executors,  &c., 
were  to  observe  the  stipulations  in  respect  of  shares  remaining  part  of  his  assets.

If  the  master 
orders  a  creditor,  who  wished  to  prove  ag^nst  a  company  in  the  winding  up,  to  bring 
an  action  against  the  official  manager,  it  is  an  action  under  the  91st  section  of  the  act 
of  1848,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  quantum  of  the  creditor's  demand*,  and  it 
is  improper  to  order  the  admission  that  the  debt,  if  due  at  all,  is  due  from  the  com- 
pany, that  point  being  established  in  the  winding  up.

6.  Order  obtained  by  one  member  of  managing  comynittee,  and  motion  to  discharge  it 
by  other  members.  If  an  order  is  obtained  by  one  of  the  managing  committee  of  aa 
abortive  railway  company  to  wind  up  the  concern,  and  he  proceeds  to  do  it  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  o^er  members  of  the  committee,  whom  he  has  anticip»ated  in  oV 
tmning  the  order,  the  other  members  cannot  move  to  discharge  the  order,  and  they  are 
all  rightfully  made  responsible  for  the  expenses.    Ez  parte  Woobner,  xiiL  236. 

7.  Simple  order  substituted  for  master*s — Costs.  Where  a  master^s  order  for  a 
call  did  not  seem,  under  the  circumstances,  justifiable,  a  simple  order  was  snbetitntedf 
discharging  that  made  by  the  master,  and  giving  all  parties  their  costs  out  of  the  estate^ 
Ex  parte  Carew,  xxvii.  95. 

8.  Order  going  beyond  notice.  The  circumstance  that  a  winding-up  order  goes 
beyond  the  notice  of  motion  on  which  it  is  made,  however  immaterial  as  between  thoee 
who  have  appeared  and  taken  part  in  the  dlscusidon  upon  the  motion,  is  not  so  as  to 
those  parties  interested  in  the  subject-matter  of  the  motion,  who,  being  served  with 
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notice  thereof  did  not  appear  thereon,  for  these  are  entitled  to  rest  on  their  right 
Id  aasome  that  nothing  beyond  what  is  contained  in  the  notice  will  be  asked  upon  the 
motion,    lb. 

9.  Order  of  inquiry  dincted  to  matter.  A  shareholder  in  a  xailwaj  company  had 
COTcnrred  in  its  disaolulion,  but  afterwards,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  directors' 
acconnts,  pedtiooed  for  an  order  for  the  dissolution  and  winding  up  of  the  company, 
or  for  winding  it  np  if  it  had  been  already  dissolved.  The  court  refused  to  make  the 
order  at  once,  and  directed  the  master  to  inquire  and  state  whether  it  was  neccesaiy 
or  expedient  that  the  company  should  be  dissolved  and  wound  i^  or  wound  up.

10.  Informal  certificate — Amendment.  The  master  certified  that  he  had  included 
A's  name  in  the  list  of  eontributories^  not  as  a  shareholder,  but  as  a  contributory  in 
xespect  of  any  expenditure  which  he  might  be  proved  to  have  anthoriaed*  The 
court  held  the  certificate  to  be  infiumal,  and  directed  the  master  to  JseTiew  it  Siddeil^ 
ex  partej  yn.

12.  The  name  of  a  person  who  had  purchased  shares  in  a  joint-stock  bank  was,  after 
the  stoppage  of  that  bank,  placed  on  the  list  of  contributories,  but  only  from  the  date 
at  which  he  made  the  purchase.  An  appeal  was  presented  by  the  official  managers 
against  this  qualification  of  his  liability.  When  the  case  was  called  on,  this  qualificar 
tion  was,  by  agreement,  struck  out,  and  the  order  of  the  court  below  Taried  in  that 
respect.

18.  Stay  of  proceedings — Prosecution  of  claim  continued.  Where  a  company  had 
commenced  to  wind  up,  but  proceedings  were  stayed,  a  cUumant  who  had  commenced 
to  prosecute  his  claim  waa  allowed  to  proceed,  and  a  solicitor  also  to  finbh  the  taxation 
of  costs  which  he  had  commenced.    Ex  parte  Cl\fton^  juuu.  228. 

14.  Motion  to  stay  pending  proceeding  in  equity,  A  bill  was  filed  by  the  sharehold- 
ers of  a  company  against  the  directors,  containing  aUegadons  of  fraud,  and  praying  an 
account,  &c.  The  proceedings  were  continued  and  answers  got  in  even  after  the 
defendants  obtained  an  order  for  winding  up.  Afterwards  the  plaintififs  moved  to  have 
the  proceedings  in  the  suit  stayed,  which  motion  was  refused.  Dedes  ▼.  StankapCf  r* 
97. 

15.  Interim  manager  not  an  official  manager — Stay  of  proceedings  in  suit  against 
company.  An  interim  manager  appointed  under  the  Winding-up  Act  is  not  an  official 
manager  within  the  73d  section ;  and,  therefore,  the  court  will  not,  under  that  section, 
stay  procee(Hngs  in  an  action  against  .die  company  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  or  other 
person  representing  the  company,  unless  an  official  manager  has  been  appointed.

16.  Judge's  order  to  stay  proceedings.  When  a  judge's  order  is  made  under  the 
Joint-stock  Companies  Winding-up  Act,  11  &  12  Vict.  c.

45,  having  first  proved  hiB  debt  be^yre  the 
master,  and  execution  had  been  ineffectnally  isued  against  the  company,  and  there 
was  no  prospect  of  a  payment  being  made  to  the  creditors  out  of  the  funds  in  court 
under  the  Winding-up  Act  within  a  reasonable  period,  the  court  granted  a  scire  facioM 
for  execution  upon  the  judgment  against  a  shareholder.  Mackenzie  ▼.  The  Sligo  j*

19»  A  sum  of  money  was  placed,  without  notice,  in  the  official  manager's  book  to  the 
debit  of  certain  persons,  and  then  they  rcceiTed  nodce  to  discharge  themselves  br 
other  moneys  on  a  certain  day.

20.  Second  summons.  When  the  master  has  specially  excluded  the  name  of  any 
person  from  the  list  of  contributories  in  respect  of  any  shares,  that  person  cannot  agsn 
be  summoned  before  the  master  in  respect  of  the  same  shares.

21.  Discretion  ofcowrt — ApplieaHon  by  single  shareholder.  Stat  11  &  12  Vict  c.  45, 
gives  the  court  a  discretion  in  the  case  of  an  application  from  a  single  shareholder  in 
a  banking  company,  to  wind  up  the  concern,  and  the  court  may  ailow  the  sharehbld- 
ers  and  creditors  time  to  settle  their  affairs  by  compronnse,  or  oHierwise.

A  bill  waa  filed  by  W., 
a  subscriber  to  an  abortive  railway  company,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  others,  i^ainst 
the  defendants,  (the  promoters,  directors,  and  secretary,)  alleging  a  fraudulent  issue  of 
spurious  shares,  upon  which  no  deposit  had  been  paid,  but  in  respect  of  which  a  repay- 
ment of  a  pretended  deposit  was  made ;  and  pra}'ing,  among  other  things,  that  all  such 
fraudulent  payments  might  be  made  good  by  those  charged  with  the  frand.  W.  was 
a  subscriber  for  forty  shares,  and  had  paid  21.  2s.  per  share  deposit  It  was  resolved  to 
wind  up ;  half  the  deposit  of  21.  2s.  was  repaid,  and  subsequently  a  iurther  return  of  2i; 
2d.  per  share  was  made  to  the  scripholders,  and  they  ngned  a  memorandum  engaging  to 
release  the  promoters.  Afterwards,  however,  the  bill  was  filed,  and  in  the  course  of 
the  suit  an  official  manager  was  a^^fXMnted.  In  July,  1849,  an  order  was  obtuned 
for  the  official  manager  to  carry  on  the  suit  in  the  place  of  W.  Held,  first,  that  W. 
could  not  have  maintained  a  suit  if  he  had  stOl  continued  the  nominal  plaintiff 
Secondly,  that  the  official  manager  was  not  in  a  better  position  to  nuuntatn  the  suit 
than  W.,  the  original  plaintiff*;  in  adopting  the  suit,  he  took  it  with  all  its  infirmities.

If  a  joint-stock  company  over- 
draw its  account  with  its  bankers,  and  the  amount  of  the  debt  he  disputed,  the  clum 
may  be  admitted,  and  the*  public  officer  of  the  bank  have  liberty  to  bring  such  action 
against  such  persons  as  he  should  be  advised.    Ex  parte  The  East  of  England  Bank' 
ing  Co.  xiiL  194. 

24.  Costs.  A  suit  was  instituted  before  the  passing  of  the  J<nnt-6tock  Companies 
Winding-up  Acts,  for  the  winding  up  the  afiairs  of  a  company.  The  bffl  was  dismissed, 
with  costs,  as  against  some  of  the  defendants.  An  order  was  afterwards  made  under 
the  Joint-stock  Companies  Winding-up  Acts  for  the  winding  up  of  the  company's 
affiurs,  %nd  the  official  manager  petitioned  to  have  the  money  in  court  in  the  suit  paid 
to  him.  The  defendants,  gainst  whom  the  bill  had  been  dismissed,  with  costs,  appeared, 
althot^h  not  served  with  ike  petition,  and  asked  for  payment  of  those  costs  out  of  ^ 
fund,  on  the  ground  that  they  had  no  means  of  getting  them  from  the  plaintiff;  and 
the  court  brdered  those  costs,  and  also  their  costs  of  appearing  on  the  petition,  to  be 
pud  out  of  the  fund  accordingly.

25.  Costs  incurred  by  official  managers  in  suits  for  the  benefit  of  their  companies  may 
be  paid  out  of  the  estate.

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t6«  A  petition  for  inndiiig  up  or  inquiring  into  the  expediency  of  winding  up  a 
Qoc&pAny  was  dbmined  for  want  of  ground ;  and  the  petitioner  was  ordered  to  pay  the 
seepondenfs  costs,  although  the  respondent  was  not  liable  as  a  contributory,  nor  had 
been  serred  witii  the  petitioB,  but  appeared  voluntarily.    Jcanesy  exparu^  iii.  218.

1.  BUI  by  shareholder  against  finance  commiUee — Chancery  jurisdkiion.  On  demur- 
xer  to  a  bill  filed  by  a  shareholder  in  a  pnjected  company,  on  behalf  <^  himself  and  all 
other  shareholders  except  the  defendants,  who  were  called  "  the  finance  committee," 
stating  that  he  and  other  shareholders  had  paid  their  deposits,  that  the  finance  commit- 
tee had  the  sole  control,  and  that  1 7s.  6<^.  had  been  repaid  on  some  of  the  shares,  and 
praying  an  account  and  aa  apportionment  of  the  surplus  between  the  plaintiff  and  tiie 
other  shareholders,  it  was  heldy  that  rendering  an  account  by  the  defendants  upon  their 
own  representations  was  not  suflicient,  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  chancery  was 
not  ousted  by  the  Winding-up  Act,  and  that  the  pfauntiff  was  not  bound  to  proceed 
under  it,  and  that  no  other  parties  were  necessary.     Ciements  v.  BoweSy  Tiii.  238. 

2.  Upon  the  formation  of  a  joint^tock  company,  two  of  the  members  adyanced  part 
of  the  purchase-money  for  the  land  required  for  the  concern,  upon  a  mortgage  made 
to  a  trustee  for  them,  when  the  land  was  conveyed  in  trust  for  the  company.  The 
mortgage  was  afterwards  ttans&rred  to  strangera  The  company  being  wound  up 
under  the  Winding-up  Acts,  the  transferrees,  by  arrangement  with  the  official  numa* 
ger,  sold  the  land,  which  did  not  realixe  sufficient  to  pay  the  mortgage  debt,  and 
proved  fi>r  the  deficiency  as  creditors.  Being  unable  to  obtain  payment  from  the 
official  manager,  they  filed  a  bill  against  him.

3.  Shareholders  of  prooisionaUy  registered  railioay  eompanyy  privity  bettoeeny  after 
abandonment  of  scheme — Power  to  sue  6^,  c^fter  appointment  of  official  manager  under 
Winding-up  Acts,  After  the  abandonment  of  a  provisionally  r«^stered  railway  conn 
paay,  there  is  still,  as  in  the  case  of  a  conmion  partnerslup,  a  privity  amongst  the 
shareholders,  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  concern ;  and  where  the 
affairs  of  such  a  company  had  been  ordered  to  be  wound  up  under  the  Winding-up 
Acts,  and  an  official  manager  had  been  ^>pointed,  it  was  held,  that,  notwithstanding 
such  appointment,  a  shareholder  might,  with  the  sanction  of  the  master,  institute  a  soit, 
cm  behalf  of  himself,  and  all  the  other  shareholden  of  the  cmnpany,  for  the  recovery 
of  a  sum  of  money,  as  having  been  affected  with  a  trust  for  the  company,  and  in  tiie 
recovery  of  which  all  the  shareholders  had,  in  their  character  of  contributories,  a  com- 
mon interest    Bryson  v.  The  Warwicky  Sfc»  Canal  Navigation  Co.  xxiii.

4.  Judgment  against  official  manager — Enforcement  of  against  shareholder.  The 
7  &  8  Vict  c.  110,  8.  66,  provides  that  judgments  obtained  against  a  completely  regis- 
tered company  may  be  enforced  against  shareholders..  The  11  &  12  Vict  c.  45,  s.  60, 
provides  that,  after  the  appointment  of  an  official  manager,  actions  which  might  be 
brought  against  a  company,  or  any  person  authorized  to  be  sued  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
pany, shall  be  brought  against  the  official  manager.  The  57th  section  provides  that 
judgments  against  the  official  manager  shall  have  the  like  effect  on  shareholders  as  if 
the  judgment  had  been  against  the  company,  or  a  person  authorised  to  be  sued  on  its 
behalf.

7.  Joint  liabiUty  of  managing  eommiUee  and  finance  eommUteefor  fraud.  If,  by  the 
(firection  of  the  managing  committee  of  a  nHinding-ap  nulway  company,  the  finance 
committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of  the  managing  committee,  expend  certain 
Bams  in  baying  up  riiares  in  the  market,  .the  finance  committee  cannot  alone  be  made 
responsible,  but  rather  all  those  who  were  implicated  in  the  transaction,  and  this  ra> 
sponsibitify  is  Joint  and  severaL    Ex  parte  Carpenter^ s  Executors^  xiii.  201. 

8.  Liability  ofmemhers  at  large  after  diuoluium.  The  members  at  laige  of  a  com- 
pany are  not  liable  fi>r  the  rent  of  offices  aocming  after  the  dissolution  of  the  compaay, 
the  lease  of  the  premises  having  been  taken  by  the  provisioDal  diracten,  or  the  trosleea. 
Ex  parte  Jatnes,  li.  99. 

9.  The  official,  manager  ef  a  winding-up  company  haa  the  right  to  prore  befova  tiM 
assignees  of  a  bankrupt  shareholder.    Exports  Niehotas,  xiiL  586. 

10.  Contract  of  indemnity.  Plaintiff  and  defendant  were  both  on  the  oommittee  of  a 
proposed  company,  which  was  abandoned  after  certain  expenses  had  been  incurred.  For 
a  eonnderation,  defendant  agreed  to  save  plaintiff  harmless  fimn  all  debts  mentioned 
in  a  schedule  annexed.  Subsequently,  by  an  order  under  the  '^nding-up  Act,  ^aia- 
tiff  was  ordered  to  pay  a  certain  sum  as  bis  contributi(m  to  the  amount  of  one  debt 
in  the  schedule  and  of  the  expenses  of  the  order,  which  he  (fid,  and  sued  on  the  con- 
tract of  indemnity.  Defendant  paid  into  court  more  than  the  debt  itself  Held,  that 
the  indemnity  did  not  extend  to  the  costs  and  expenses  incidental  to  the  prooeedin|^ 
under  the  Winding-up  Act.

11.  Inspection  of  documents.  Creditors  of  a  company  ordered  to  be  wound  up  are 
entitled,  under  some  oivcumstances,  to  inspect  documents  in  the  hands  of  the  offieiil 
Manager.
